The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  by  R.  W.  Bro.  W.  H. 
Hearst,  Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  the  17th 
Masonic  District,  acting  as  Grand  Master  in  form  at  two 
o'clock  afternoon,  who  announced  that  this  Especial 
Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  had  been  called  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  foundation  stone  of  the  Church  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist  (Anglican).

GRAND    MASTER'S   ADDRESS* 

The  M,  W.  the  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following 
address  to  the  brethren  assembled  : 

Brethren, — 

I  extend  to  each  of  you  a  most  fraternal  welcome  to 
this  the  Forty-sixth  Annual  Communication  of  our 
Grand  Lodge.  More  especially  do  I  welcome  those 
who  are  here  for  the  first  time  as  representatives  of  their 
Lodg^.  I  trust  that  our  deliberations  may  be  so  con- 
ducted, and  the  results  of  our  legislation  so  full  of  benefit 
to  ourselves  and  the  Fraternity  of  which  we  are  mem- 
bers, that  this  particular  meeting  may  remain  a  pleasant 
memory  to  us  all.  I  do  not  think  it  advisable  on  the 
present  occasion  to  make  my  message  a  very  lengthy 
one;  still,  there  are  several  matters  that  deserve  more 
than  ft  passing  notice. 

DEATH    OF   THE    QUEEN. 

The  most  important  as  well  as  the  most  absorbing 
event  of  the  past  year  was   the   death    of   our   beloved 
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Monarch,  Queen  Victoria,  on  the  22nd  of  January  last. 
She  was  permitted  by  a  Merciful  and  All-wise  God  to 
reach  an  age  far  beyond  the  allotted  span  of  life.  Queen 
Victoria  had  so  intimate  a  place  in  th-e  hearts  of  her  peo- 
ple, and  seemed  so  much  a  part  of  their  daily  life,  that, 
in  her  death,  one  felt  as  though  he  had  lost  a  very  near 
and  dear  friend. 

From  the  day  Queen  Victoria  ascended  the  throne,  as 
a  girl  of  eighteen,  she  ever  showed  a  splendid  example 
of  personal  character  and  a  high  standard  of  right  con- 
duct. Her  home  life  was  a  model  of  all  that  home  life 
should  be  Her  court  was  pure  and  above  reproach. 
As  a  woman,  a  wife  and  mother  she  won  the  hearts  of 
the  British  people. 

The  force  of  her  personal  influence  and  sound  judg- 
ment more  than  once  averted  disastrous  consequences 
and  unraveled  serious  complications.  The  story  of  her 
reign  is  the  story  of  a  long  and  momentous  epoch  of 
British  history.  It  has  witnessed  a  stupendous  expan- 
sion of  the  Empire,  has  been  marked  by  commercial 
development,  by  wonderful  inventions,  and  by  all  that 
can  make  a  people  great  and  free. 

Queen  Victoria  was  always  a  warm  friend  and  the 
patron  of  Freemasonry  in  the  Motherland,  and  was  the 
daughter  of  the  Duke  of  Kent,  who  was  closely  con- 
nected with  the  Craft  until  the  day  of  his  death.  As 
soon  as  her  death  was  announced,  I  forwarded  the  fol- 
lowing message  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England : 

The  Masons  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A. 
F.  &  A.  M.  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  hasten  to 
express  their  heartfelt  sorrow  at  the  death  of  our  beloved 
Queen,  and  assure  His  Majesty  the  King  of  their  loyal  devo- 
tion. 

In  due  time  the  following  reply  was  received : 

Dear  Sir  and  M.  W.  Grand  Master, — 

I  haye  received  the  commands  of  the  King  to  ask  you  to 
he  good  enough  to  convey  to  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  His  Majesty's 
thanks  for  their  kind  and  fraternal  expression  of  sympathy 
with  him  in  his  great  sorrow.  I  have  the  honor  to  be,  dear 
sir  and  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  in  session  assembled,  on  be- 
half of  thirty  thousand  Freemasons  and  British  subjects,  con- 
gratulates the  Mother  Qrand  Lodge  of  the  World  on  the 
installation  of  a  worthy  successor  to  the  great  Craft  ruler 
who  has  passed  from  your  Grand  East  to  the  throne  of  a 
united  empire.

I  trust  you  will  be  satisfied  with  my  appoint- 
ment. 

OUR   FRATERNAL   DEAD. 

It  is  a  painful  duty  to  record  th'C  death  of  those  who 
have  mingled  with  us  during  the  past  year,  and  who, 
as  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  were  likely  to  be  blessed 
with  many  years  of  active  and  usfeful  life ;  but  a  Higher 
Power,  and  one  better  able  to  decide  what  is  best, 
thought  otherwise,  and  in  His  wisdom  and  love  took 
to  himself  some  of  our  most  respected  brethren. 

I  have  to  report  the  death  of  V.  W.  Bro.  H.  P.  O'Con- 
nor, Grand  Superintendent  of  Works,  who  was  acciden- 
tally killed  by  his  horse,  at  Walkerton,  Ont.,  September 
15th,  1900.  I  appoints!  W.  Bro.  John  Mitchell,  of 
Hanover,  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  V.  W.  Brother 
O'Connor's  death. 

V.  W.  Bro.  Robert  Higham,  Grand  Steward,  died  sud- 
denly in  Guelph,  on  April  25th,  1901.  H-e  was  univer- 
sally respected,*  and  was  a  most  enthusiastic  member  of 
the 'Craft. 

On  April  1st,  W.  Bro.  William  Moore,  P.  M.  of  St. 
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John's,  209  A,  passed  away  very  suddenly.  He  was  one 
of  the  oldest  and  most  respected  Masons  in  our  Juris- 
diction. He  died  full  of  years  (82),  and  was  a  Past 
Master  over  fifty  years. 

V.  W.  Bro.  Robert  Lewis,  P.  G.  S.  B.,  Past  Master  of 
Kilwinning,  64,  London,  died  December  15th,  1900,  be- 
ing at  his  death  one  of  the  oldest  Past  Masters  of  his 
Lodge.  He  was  highly  esteemed  and  respected  as  a 
man  of  sterling  worth  and  honesty,  and  took  a  lively  in- 
terest in  all  matters  connected  with  the  Craft  as  long  as 
his  health  permitted  him  to  do  so. 

From  Foreign  Jurisdictions  have  been  reported  the 
deaths  of  a  number  of  prominent  brethren. 

British  Columbia  reports  the  death  of  M.  W.  Bro. 
Trounce,  Past  Grand  Master  of  that  Jurisdiction,  who 
died  June  30th,  1900.  He  received  th'e  first  degrees  in 
1870,  in  England,  the  country  of  his  birth.  The  follow- 
ing year  he  emigrated  to  Vancouver,  and  soon  identified 
himself  with  Freemasonry.  ,He  was  elected  Grand  Mas- 
ter in  1895.  As  a  private  citizen  he  was  a  man  of  ster- 
ling qualities,  and  did  much  for  the  uplifting  of  mankind. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island  mourns  the  death 
of  R.  W.  Bro.  Edwin  Baker,  who  for  thirty-five  years 
filled  the  position  of  its  Grand  Secretary,  with  marked 
ability.  He  died  of  paralysis,  on  May  15th,  19011; 
aged  64  years. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  reports  the  death  of 
M.  W.  Bro.  George  Hamilton  Morgan,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter, who  died  July  27th,  1900. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Edwin  Carlton  Blackmore,  Past  Grand 
Master  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  died  at  Burlington,  Iowa, 
October  7th,  1900. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Edwin  F.  Bowring,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan,  died  October  26th,  1900,  at  his 
home,  in  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan. 

M.  W.  Bro.  J.  W.  H.  Watson,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Delaware,  and  our  representative  near  that 
Grand  Lodge,  died  September  25th,  1900. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Benjamin  Flagler,  P.  G  M.  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  died  in  the  city  of  New  York,  Octo- 
ber 30th,  1900. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Henry  Clay  Armstrong,  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  died  at  his  home  on 
December  17th.  1900. 

M.  W.  Bro.  James  A.  TuUeys,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge  of  Nebraska,  died  at  Red  Cloud,  Nebraska,  Janu- 
ary 2 1  St,  1901. 

M.  W.  Bro.  John  Howard  Wayt,  P.  G.  M.  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  died  at  Staunton,  Virginia, 
February  13th,  1901. 

R.  W.  Bro.  William  Reynolds  Singleton,  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  the  Grand  Lodge  af  the  District  of  Columbia, 
died  at  his  home,  in  Washington,  D.  C,  February  25th, 
1901.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Brother  Singleton 
on  several  occasions,  and,  in  common  with  all  those  who 
knew  him,  reg^^et  that  his  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Craft  in 
general  should  lose  such  a  well-informed  brother.  His 
contributions  to  Masonic  literature  placed  him  among 
the  teading  writers  and  thinkers  of  the  Craft. 

M.  W.  Bro.  James  M.  Burridge,  Hon.  P.  G.  M.  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  died  at  his  home,  in  Trinity, 
Alabama,  March  13th,  1901. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Robert  Maxwell  Smith,  G.  M.  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas,  was  one  of  the  many  victims 
of  the  awful  disaster  at  Galveston,  Texas,  on  the  night  of 
September  8th,  1900.  His  remains,  like  those  of  hun- 
dreds of  others,  were  never  recovered.  From  the  gen- 
eral sorrow  and  the  many  kind  notices  of  his  sad  death, 
one  cannot  but  conclude  that  he  must  have  been  a  much- 
respected  citizen  and  of  a  lovable  character. 

R.  W.  Bro.  Edward  Carroll  Parmelee,  Grand  Sec- 
retary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  died  at  his  home, 
in  Denver,  on  May  loth,  1901. 

M.  W.  Bro.  George  Dickerson  Golden,  G.  M.  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho,  died  at  Idaho  Falls,  May  7th, 
1901. 

A  little  over  three  weeks  ago  there  passed  to  the 
Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  person  of  R.  W.  Bro. 
Theociore  S.  Parvin,  of  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  one  of  the 
most  widely  known  and  best-read  Masons  of  the  conti- 
nent, and  one  who  had  on  more  than  one  occasion  paid 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction  a  fraternal  visit,  leaving  naught 
but  the  most  pleasant  recollections  behind.  On  the  28th 
of  June  last  he  was  gathered  to  his  fathers,  having  at- 
tained the  patriarchal  age  of  84  years  and  five  months. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  pioneers  of  Iowa,  having  set- 
tled there  in  1838,  and  was  Secretary  to  the  First  Terri- 
torial Governor,  and  the  first  Librarian.  It  was,  how- 
ever, in  connection  with  Craft  affairs  that  he  attained  the 
greatest  prominence.  Bro.  Parvin  had  presided  in  the 
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differeait  Grand  Bodies  with  which  he  was  connected, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  in  his  56th  year  as  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  and  also  Libra- 
nan.  Not  a  few  of  our  brethren  had  the  pleasure  of  his 
acquaintance,  which  ripewed  into  strong  personal  friend- 
ship at  each  succeeding  meeting. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Mortimer  Nye,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  died  of  paralysis  at  his  home 
in  that  State  on  July  6th,  inst.  In  civil  life  M.  W.  Bro. 
Nye  was  honored  by  his  fellow-citizens  by  being  four 
times  elected  Mayor  of  the  City  of  LaPorte,  Indiana.

VISITS. 

I  have  made  a  number  of  visits  during  the  past  year. 
The  Brethren  everywhere  have  given  me  a  most  loyal 
and  hearty  reception,  and  have  lacked  nothing  in  their 
attentions  that  the  most  fastidious  or  exacting  Grand 
Master  might  desire.  On  these  visits  it  was  my  custom, 
before  partaking  of  the  hospitality  of  the  Banqueting 
Room,  to  give  a  short  practical  address  to  the  Brethren, 
directing  their  attention  to  matters  which  seem  to  me 
should  be  more  generally  observed.  The  most  impor- 
tant points  brought  out  were  the  qualifications,  both 
mental  and  physical,  of  candidates  for  our  ceremonies. 
The  Committee  on  Character  should  in  every  case  see 
the  candidate  and  satisfy  themselves,  from  personal 
knowledge,  respecting  his  character,  his  qualifications, 
and  his  right  to  apply  to  that  particular  Lodge.  Those 
on  the  Committee  should  satisfy  themselves  that  the 
funds  required  for  admission  into  the  Lodge  are  not  re- 
quired for  the  maintenance  of  the  applicant's  family.     I 
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also  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  Brethren  that  the 
fact  of  there  being  a  large  number  of  initiations  was  no 
evidence  of  strength.  Quality,  not  quantity,  is  what 
Masonry  needs  to-day.  If  a  candidate  is  not  likely  to 
be  an  ornament  to  the  Fraternity,  it  is  better  without 
him.

The  attendance 
was  very  large,  and  many  prominent  Brethren  were  pre- 
sent, among  them  were  M.  W.  Bros.  Hugh  Murray  and 
John  M.  Gibson. 

Dec.  5th. — Visited  Northern  Light  Lodge,  No.  93, 
Kincardine,  accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bro.  A.  G.  McWhin- 
ncy,  G.  S.  W.,  and  W.  Bro.  John  Higginbottom,  P.  M., 
Tuscan  Lodge,  No.  195. 

Dec.  17. — Visited  Doric  Lodge,  No.  382,  Hamilton, 
on  the  occasion  of  their  twenty-first  anniversary.  R.  W. 
Bro.  R.  L.  Gunn  read  an  able  paper  on  the  history  of 
the  Lodge. 

Dec.  2ist. — Henderson  Lodge,  Ilderton,  having  ex- 
pressed a  wish  to  have  me  attend  an  *'At  Home,"  I  had 
much  pleasure  in  complying  with  their  requ'est,  and  was 
accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bros  P.  W.  D.  Brodrick,  A.  G. 
McWhinney  and  W.  Bro.  J.  M.  McWhinney,  of  London. 

Dec.  27th. — I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  the  officers 
of  the  London  Lodges  in  the  Lodge-room  of  Corinthian, 
No.  330,  London  East. 

Jan.  17th. — I  visited  Kilwinning  Lodge,  No.  64,  Lon- 
don, and  at  the  request  of  the  W.  M.  presented  Bro. 
George  B.  Sippi,  jr.,  with  a  certificate  of  life  membership 
from  the  Lodge.

While  this  condi- 
tion of  aflFairs  is  in  keeping  with  the  well-known  tenets 
of  amity  and  good-fellowship  inculcated  by  the  Craft, 
it  is,  nevertheless,  an  indication  that  the  30,000  members 
of  the  Craft  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  are  at  peace  with 
themselves  and  the  world,  and  that  contentions  and  dis- 
sensions are  -exceptions  rather  than  the  rule.  This  must 
be  exceedingly  pleasing  to  all  who  take  an  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  Craft  Masonry,  and  I  hope  and  trust  that 
it  may  long  continue,  and  that  in  the  future  the  rulers  of 
the  Mystic  Craft  may  be  enabled,  as  I  am,  to  record  a 
similar  observation.  The  cases  to  be  laid  before  the 
Committee  on  Grifcvances  and  Appeals  are  few  in  num- 
ber. Considering  our  large  membership,  the  Lodges 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  this  happy  state  of  affairs. 

At  the  same  time,  I  may  be  permitted  to  observe,  from 
casual  information  which  has  reached  me,  that  the  open- 
ing year  of  the  new  century,  fraught  as  it  is  with  many 
matters  of  special  interest  in  the  social  world,  bids  fair  to 
witness,  at  no  distant  day,  the  consummation  of  ardently- 
desired  action  in  our  sister  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec,  viz. :  the  affiliation  of  the  threse  Eng- 
lish Lodges  in  the  city  of  Montreal  with  that  grand 
body. 

A  brief  statement  of  the  case  in  which  several  Grand 
Masters  and  Past  Grand  Masters  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
have  time  and  again  volunteered  their  services  in  order 
to  bring  about  a  satisfactory  reconciliation,  may  prove 
of  interest  to  the  Craftsmen  of  this  Jurisdiction  at  this 
time.  At  the  institution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1855, 
one  of  the  conditions  upon  which  it  received  recognition 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was  that  all  the  Eng- 
lish, Irish  or  Scotch  Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  which 
desired  to  continue  working  under  their  respective 
Grand  Lodges  could  do  so  until,  by  a  voluntary  act  on 
the  part  of  their  membership,  they  chose  to  affiliate  with 
the  Canadian  organization.  Quite  a  number  of  th"e 
Lodges  which  were  left  in  this  independent  position 
liave,  during  the  past  twenty  years,  severed  their  connec- 
tion with  the  old  land,  but  three,  viz.,  St.  George's,  St. 
Lawrence,  and  St.  Paul's,  of  Montreal,  have  retained 
their  allegiance    to    the    Grand    Lodge    of    England, 
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although  thirty  years  ago  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec 
was  formed.  The  question  of  affiliation  has  been  a 
burning  subject  in  Quebec  Masonic  circles  for  years, 
and  a  considerable  amount  of  friction  has  been  created 
thereby;  but  of  late  years  a  great  deal  of  the  irritable 
feeling  has  passed  away,  and  harmony,  fellowship  and 
good-will  have  largely  prevailed.  Many  efforts  have 
been  made  to  bring  about  the  affiliation  of  th-e  Montreal 
Lodges  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec.  St.  Law- 
rence and  St.  George's  are  known  to  strongly  favor  such 
a  course,  but  St.  Paul's  steadily  declined  to  enter  the 
ranks  of  Quebec.  The  officials  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  expressed  themselves  as  perfectly  satisfied  that 
affiliation  would  he  beneficial,  but  declined  to  take  any 
action  which  would  facilitate  the  movement.  They, 
however,  went  so  far  as  to  say  that  they  would  not  ap- 
point a  representative  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Hutton  ,the  District  Master  under 
England,  and,  practically,  there  has  been  no  official 
medium  as  between  the  three  Lodges  remaining  on  the 
register  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  home 
authorities  for  the  past  dozen  years.  St.  Lawrence 
Lodge  has  at  last  taken  action.  They  have  passed  a 
resolution  to  affiliate  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec, 
and  asking  England  to  enact  the  necessary  legislation  to 
carry  this  effort  into  effect.  To  this  end,  a  new  clause  is 
proposed  to  be  added  to  the  English  constitution  where- 
by the  procedure  of  affiliation  would  be  laid  down.  As 
this  amendment  has  been  proposed  by  resident  members 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  it  is  not  unlikely  that 
it  will  be  immediately  considered.  Every  Craftsman  in 
our  Jurisdiction  will  express  the  wish  that  no  untoward 
delay  will  occur  in  carrying  out  to  a  successful  issue  the 
affiliation  which  has  been  so  many  times  on  a  verge  of  a 
satisfactory  settlement,  and  still  awaits  that  finality  so 
essential  to  a  harmonious  consummation. 

RULINGS. 

The  opinions  I  have  given  on  the  questions  submitted 
are  as  follows : 

That  it  is  illegal  to  forfeit  the  deposit  with  the  applica- 
tion for  initiation,  if  the  candidate  fails  to  present  him- 
self. 

That  voting  in  a  Lodge  by  yeas  and  nays  is  not  per- 
missible. 
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That  Grand  Lodge  alone  can  confer  Honorary  Past 
rank. 

That  a  District  meeting  cannot  by  resolution  impose 
a  tax  on  the  Lodges  in  the  dictrict  to  procure  a  regalia 
for  a  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.

LODGE    BY-LAWS. 

I  have  noticed  that  in  many  cases  the  By-laws  sub- 
mitted to  me  for  approval  were  much  too  voluminous. 
Some  years  ago  a  model  code  was  prepared  by  M.  W. 
Bro.  Hugh  Murray.  This,  through  changes  in  the 
Constitution,  has  now  become  obselete,  and  1  therefore 
suggest  that  the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  to  appoint 
a  Committee  to  draft  a  code  that  will  be  more  condensed 
and  better  adapted  for  the  governing  of  ordinary  Lodge 
meetings  than  those  usually  submitted.  It  would,  I 
think,  lead  to  a  more  careful  study  of  the  Constitution, 
which  is  very  much  to  be  desired. 

ROYAL   SOLOMON   MOTHER   LODGE,    NO.    293,   JERUSALEM, 
PALESTINE. 

I  have  declined  to  approve  of  certain  By-laws  sent  to 
me  by  this  Lodge,  as  I  deemed  it  would  be  unwise  to 
grant  it  privileges  that  would  not  be  granted  to  any 
Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction.      While  on  this  subject,  a 
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short  sketch  of  this  Lodge's  history  may  not  prove  un- 
interesting. 

Twenty-eight  years  ago  a  few  members  of  the  Frater- 
nity residing  in  Palestine  thought  it  would  be  advisable 
to  found  a  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  in  the  ancient  city  of  Jerusafera,  as  it  was  sup- 
posed to  be  the  cradle  of  Freemasonry,  and  that  the 
workmen  in  the  quarries  of  King  Solomon's  Temple 
were  the  actual  predecessors  of  those  who  meet  to-day 
in  modern  Masonic  Lodge-rooms.  The  first  thing  to 
be  done  was  to  secure  a  charter.  One  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  would  have  been  preferred,  but  the 
promoters  were  told  that  such  an  application  would  be 
rejected.  The  Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Ireland 
were  also  approached,  but  they  too  declined  to  entertain 
the  proposal.  Not  one  of  these  applications,  I  am  as- 
sured, was  put  in  writing,  for  the  reason  that  official 
rejection  from  any  of  the  Grand  Lodges  named  would 
most  likely  prevent  a  successful  effort  elsewhere.  Fail- 
ing in  Britain,  attempts  were  made  to  secure  a  warrant 
in  the  United  States,  but  absolute  failure  was  the  result. 
Even  Kentucky,  the  home  of  M.  W.  Bro.  Robt.  Morris, 
who  was  a  moving  spirit  in  the  efforts  to  secure  a  charter 
for  a  Lodge  at  Jerusalem,  declined.  Bro.  Morris  had 
been  a  true  friend  of  the  original  Grand  Lodge  of  Can- 
ada and  its  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  William  Mercer  Wil- 
son. It  is  surmised  and  believed  that  the  Grand  Master 
knew  nothing  of  the  fruitless  efforts  made  in  England, 
Scotland  and  Ireland,  as  well  as  in  the  United  States,  to 
obtain  a  warrant,  for,  on  February  17th,  1873,  a  warrant 
was  issued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada;  M.  W.  Bro. 
W.  M.  Wilson  being  Grand  Master,  R.  W.  Bro.  Thomas 
White,  D.  G.  M.,  anl  R.  W.  Bro.  T.  B.  Harris,  Grand 
Secretary.  From  that  time  to  the  present,  beyond  the 
fact  that  we  have  one  of  our  chartered  Lodges  in  that 
far-distant  country,  we  have  known  very  little  of  its 
workings  or  methods  of  conducting  the  usual  business 
of  the  Lodge,  and  have  no  practical  supervision  over  its 
affairs ;  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose,  in  view  of 
this  fact,  that  a  careless,  slipshod  and  unconstitutional 
method  of  conducting  everything  in  connection  with  the 
Lodge  has  been  the  result.  I  have  been  placed  in  pos- 
session of  facts,  the  most  reliable,  which  convince  me 
that  only  one  course  is  advisable,  as  far  as  this  Grand 
Lodge  is  concerned,  and  that  is  an  immediate  withdrawal 
of  the  charter.      By  my  instructions,  the  Grand  Secre^- 
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tary  wrote  the  W.  M.  of  the  Lodge  ordering  him  to 
forward  at  once  the  minute  books.  It  was  expected 
that  these  would  lye  here  before  this,  but  so  far  the 
Grand  Secretary  has  not  received  them. 

CORRESPONDENCE  WITH  THE  GRAND  MASTER. 

The  Constitution  clearly  lays  down  the  proper  way  for 
communications  to  reach  the  Grand  Master  so  as  to  pre- 
vent any  unnecessary  correspondence.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  all  communications  intended  for  the  Grand 
Master's  prompt  attention  should  be  sent  to  the  Grand 
Secretary.  That  officer  can,  in  most  cases,  give  the 
information  required  without  waste  of  time.  The  Grand 
Secretary  should  be  in  close  touch  with  everything  that 
is  occurring  in  the  Jurisdiction.  I  would  impress  this 
fact  upon  the  officers  of  all  our  Lodges. 

HEALING. 

I  issued  instructions  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  London 
District,  No.  3,  to  administer  the  "Healing"  obligation 
to  Bro.  Samuel  Molland,  a  former  member  of  the  so- 
called  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  I  administered,  the  obligation  myself 
at  a  meeting  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  378,  in 
August  last. 

RECONSTRUCTION   OF   DISTRICTS. 

It  is  nearly  ten  years  since  our  Jurisdiction  was 
divided  into  districts  as  at  present  constituted.  During 
that  time  many  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted,  which 
has  materially  added  to  the  work  of  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters.  The  distances  some  of  them  have  to 
travel  in  order  to  visit  and  inspect  the  Lodges  are  much 
too  great,  and  call  for  an  expenditure  of  time  and  money 
out  of  all  proportion  to  the  results  accomplishel.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  would 
be  advisable  to  have  a  reconstruction  of  the  districts  or, 
at  least,  to  add  two  or  three  in  the  northern  portions  of 
the  Province.  Ottawa  District,  16;  Algoma,  17,  and 
Nipissing,  18,  might  be  subdivided  with  great  advantage 
to  the  Lodges. 

MASONIC    RELIEF   ASSOCIATION   OP    THE    UNITED   STATES 
AND   CANADA. 

I  am  pleased  to  place  on  record  the  corttinued  pros- 
perity and    usefulness    of   this    admirable    Association. 
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Since  its  organization,  in  1885,  it  has  been  the  means  of 
detecting  about  2,900  impostors.  It  has  enabled  Lodges 
and  Masonic  Boards  of  Relief  to  contribute  more  gener- 
ously to  deserving  memers  of  the  Craft.  As  its  Presi- 
dent and  your  Grand  Master,  I  strongly  recommend  our 
continued  affiliation  with  it. 

THE   GALVESTON,    TEXAS,    DISASTER. 

On  the  8th  September  last,  the  city  of  Galveston, 
Texas,  was  devastated  by  a  furious  storm.  Thousands 
were  killed  and  many  others  rendered  homeless  and 
destitute.  I  considered  the  occasion  one  that  called  for 
some,  measure  of  assistance  from  our  Grand  Lodge,  and 
upon  consultation  with  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
others,  forwarded  a  cheaue  for  Five  Hundred  Dollars. 
I  confidently  appeal  to  Grand  Lodge  to  approve  of  my 
action  in  the  matter.  , 

THE  GRAND  LODGE  OP  BRITISH  COLUMBIA  VS.  NORTH  STAR 
LODGE,  322,  AND  ST.  GEORGE  LODGE,  367. 

Complaints  have  been  laid  before  me  of  invasion  by 
the  Lodges  above-named  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  G.  L. 
of  British  Columbia.  I  appointed  a  commission  to 
enquire  into  the  complaint  against  St.  George  Lodge. 
Their  report  and  th'e  papers  in  both  matters  will  be  laid 
before  the  Board  of  General  Purposes.  I  do  not  think 
there  is  likely  to  be  a  repetition  of  the  matters  com- 
plained of  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia. 

INTER-FRATERNAL   SYMPATHY. 

The  fraternal  and  kindly  reference  to  the  death  of  our 
beloved  Queen  by  members  of  the  Craft  in  several  Juris- 
dictions in  the  United  States  is  a  strong  indication  of  the 
good  feeling  existing  between  the.  Freemasons  of  that 
country  and  those  of  the  Empire.  The  following  letter, 
from  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  S.  Conover,  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  explaining  the  action  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  will  be  listened  to  with  pleasure :

At  the  Forty-seventh  Annual  Communication  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  of  Michigan,  held  at  Detr'it,  January 
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22nd  and  23rd,  1901,  the  following  resolution,  offered  by  Bro. 
Rey.  Henry  Hughes,  was  unanimously  adopted 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

"  One  touch  of  Nature  makes  the  whole  world  kin."

Whereas,  His  Royal  Highness  Albert  Edward,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  England, 
and  now,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain,  Is  In 
great  a£Ellctlon,  through  the  loss  of  his  beloved  mother;  there- 
fore, 

Re80lved,~That  this  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  U.  S.  A,,  acknowledging  the 
will  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe,  and  deeply 
realizing  that  the  ties  of  fraternal  love  and  friendship  hold  us 
in  bonds  of  loving  union  with  our  affilcted  Brethren,  hereby 
extends  most  affectionate  greeting  and  heartfelt  sympathy 
to  our  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada  and  England, 
and  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England,  and  prays  that  the  God  and  Father  of  us  all  may, 
of  His  great  mercy  and  loving-kindness,  comfort  their  souls 
and  speak  peace  to  their  hearts,  and,  giving  them  grace  to 
say  "Father,  Thy  will  be  done,"  may  fill  them  all  with  an 
earnest  longing  and  an  ardent  desire  to  emulate  the  good 
life  and  practice  the  noble  virtues  of  their  honored,  beloved 
and  illustrious  dead; 

Resolved, — That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send 
a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  these 
sister  Grand  Jurisdictions.

With  such  sentiments  as  expressed  in  this  communicar 
tion  and  such  feelings  of  amity  and  fraternal  regard  as 
we  know  exist  in  our  own  Jurisdiction  toward  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Michigan,  our  close  neighbor  and  good  friend, 
it  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  any  event  occurring  be- 
tween our  Grand  Lodges  that  would  cause  our  relationr 
ship  to  be  anything  but  the  most  pleasant. 

Since  my  arrival  at  Grand  Lodge,  the  proceedings  of 
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the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  held  May  7th,  1901, 
have  been  handed  to  me  by  the  representative  of  that 
Grand  Lodge,  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray,  and  I  gladly 
reproduce  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  this 
sad  event,  of  which  committee  our  M.  W.  Brother,  Wil- 
liam A.  Sutherland,  who  is  present  with  us  to-day,  was 
the  Chairman : 

The  undersigned,  the  special  committee  appointed  to  pre- 
pare and  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  an  expression  of  the 
sentiments  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  death  of  Victoria, 
the  late  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  the  accession 
of  Edward  VII.,  late  Grand  Master  of  English  Freemasons,  to 
the  throne,  and  the  election  and  installation  of  the  Duke  of 
Connaught  as  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land, present  the  following  and  recommend  Its  adoption 

With  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  we  hold  peculiar  rela- 
tion. Erected  into  a  Grand  Lodge  by  the  direct  act  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  authenticated  by  its  charter  bearing 
date  September  5,  1781,  our  territorial  Jurisdiction  having 
been  once  honored  by  an  actual  session  of  an  emergent  com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England;  to  wit,  on  the 
2lBt  day  of  February.  1782,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons  of  the  State  if  New  York  rightfully  looks  upon 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  as  its  mother  Grand  Lodge. 
Proud  of  our  relationship,  we  rejoice  in  her  prosperity  and 
deeply  sympathise  with  her  every  sorrow.  By  the  death  of 
Britain's  Queen  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  touched 
almost  as  closely  as  is  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England.  We 
remember  that  while  it  was  the  Duke  of  Athol  who,  in  1781, 
as  Grand  Master,  subscribed  the  charter  creating  this  Grand 
Lodge,  there  was,  nevertheless,  but  one  Grand  Master  inter- 
vening between  him  and  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Duke  of 
Kent,  the  father  of  Queen  Victoria.  We  recall  that  at  the 
time  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  ("Ancients")  chartered  this 
Grand  Lodge,  the  then  Prince  of  Wales,  afterwards  George 
IV.,  the  uncle  of  her  late  Majesty,  was  the  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  styled  ''Modems."  We  remember  that  His 
Grace  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  an  uncle  of  Victoria  and  brother  of 
thp  Duke  of  Kent,  became  Grand  Master  of  the  "Modems"  in 
1813,  and  His  Grace  the  ^  Duke  of  Kent  accepted  the  Grand 
Mastership  of  the  "Ancients"  in  the  same  year,  for  the  ex- 
pressed purpose  of  Joining  with  his  brother  in  accomplishing 
the  union  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges  into  the  present,  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  England;  and  that  upon  motion  of  the 
Duke  of  Kent,  the  Duke  of  Sussex  was  elected  the  first  Grand 
Master  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge,  continuing  as  such  from 
1813  to  1842.  We  recall  with  liveliest  satisfaction  that  in 
1874,  on  the  resignation  of  the  Marquis  of  Ripon  as  Grand 
Master,  the  Prince  of  Wales,  the  eldest  son  of  the  Sovereign, 
accepted  the  gavel  of  our  mother  Grand  Lodge,  and  held  the 
same  with  such  great  distinctioii  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 
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We  observe  also  with  great  pleiEUSure  that  when,  upon  the 
death  of  the  Queen,  her  eldest  son  ascended  the  throne  as 
Edward  VII.,  and  the  cares  of  State,  as  well  as  the  custom 
ot  the  Craft,  made  needful  his  retirement  from  the  Grand 
Master's  chair,  another  son  of  this  most  illustrious  mother, 
the  Duke  of  Connaught,  has  been  chosen  and  now  is  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  English  Masons.  The 
death  of  one  who  was  the  daughter  of  one  Grand  Master,  the 
niece  of  two  and  the  mother  of  two,  cannot  fall  to  touch 
closely  the  heart  of  every  Freemason.  But  she  who  was  Eng- 
land's Queen  was  also  a  queen  in  the  hearts  of  all  good  men 
of  every  kindred  and  every  tongue.  The  nobility  of  her 
womanly  character  secured  her  enthronement  in  the  affec- 
tions of  the  people  of  every  nation.  Joining  with  all  other 
good  and  impartial  citizens  of  this  republic  in  genuine  sor- 
row at  the  loss  of  the  British  Empire  in  the  death  of  the 
Queen,  we,  as  Freemasons,  wish  to  extend  a  handclasp  of  our 
brethren  beyond  the  sea  and  assure  them  of  our  most  frater- 
nal regard  and  our  deep  and  abiding  sympathy. 

At  the  same  time  we  extend  our  felicitations  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  in  that  it  has  been  enabled  in  so  unmis- 
takable a  manner  to  acquaint  the  world  with*  the  high  quali- 
ties and  rare  qualifications  of  him  who  is  now  the  King.  Not 
only  has  he  stood  in  the  public  gaze  as  the  heir-apparent  to 
the  throne,  and  therefore  subject  to  the  severe  tests  accom- 
panying so  trying  a  position;  not  only  has  he  borne  himself 
as  first  subject  of  the  realm  with  such  rare  dignity,  tact,  and 
good  Judgment  as  to  inspire  the  confidence  of  the  civilized 
world;  but  as  the  actual  head  and  Grand  Master  of  English 
Freemasons  he  has  so  sturdily  and  yet  so  gently  held  the 
gavel  of  authority;  he  has  so  steadily  and  yet  so  kindly  ruled 
the  Craft;  he  so  promptly  and  so  beautifully  admonished  the 
Craft  by  the  resolutions  which  he  proposed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  relative  to  the  attack  upon  the  Bible  made 
by  the  late  Grand  Master  of  Peru,  Christian  Dam;  he  has  so 
graciously  and  so  impressively  ofllciated  at  Masonic  functions; 
and  has  so  Judiciously  and  benlgnantly  guided  the  Craft  of 
his  Jurisdiction  as  to  command  the  respect,  the  admiration,  the 
genuine  esteem  and  affectionate  regard  of  the  Freemasons  of 
every  Jurisdiction.  English  Freemasons  may  well  be  proud 
of  the  Grand  Master  that  was,  and  the  Sovereign  that  is. 

Sharing  in  the  grief  which,  by  the  death  of  the  Queen,  Janu- 
ary 22, 1901,  fell  upon  all  Freemasons  owing  allegiance  to  the 
British  Empire,  and  with  genuine  admiration  for  the  son  of 
that  mother,  who,  by  his  ability  as  the  ruler  of  the  Craft,  has 
demonstrated  his  fitness  to  be  ruler  of  the  nation,  we  extend 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  our  sympathy  in  its  bereave- 
ment, our  fondest  hopes  for  its  continued  prosperity,  and  our 
felicitation  that  its  fortunes  have  been  so  closely  entwined 
with  those  of  that  family  of  which  Victoria  was  so  Illustrious 
a  member.

SPECIAL   REPORT   ON    CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence has  made  the  following  special  report  to  me : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Orand  Master  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada 

•  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  formally  organ- 
ized at  Perth,  on  October  11th,  1899.  .All  the  proceedings 
appear  to  have  been  regularly  taken  and  with  substantial 
unanimity  in  the  English  Lodges,  33  out  of  34  Joining  in  the 
movement.  The  Grand  Master  is  His  Excellency  Sir  Gerard 
Smith,  K.  C.  M.  G.,  the  Governor  of  the  Colony,  a  Past  Grand 
Warden  of  England  and  District  Grand  Master  under  the 
English  Constitution.  The  new  body  has  been  recognized 
by  all  the  other  Australian  Grand  Lodges  and  by  England  and 
Ireland.  It  is  recommended  that  recognition  be  extended  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  requests  an  exchange  of 
representatives,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  request  be 
granted.  This  Grand  Lodge  was  formed  in  1885,  and  has 
now  eleven  Lodges,  all  working  the  York  rite.  The  Grand 
Master  is  Carlos  B.  Meltz,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Fede- 
rico  Yumen,  with  headquarters  at  San  Juan. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  formed  in  December, 
1899,  by  tHree  lodges  out  of  the  four  in  the  Republic.  We  are 
without  sufficient  definite  information  regarding  this  new 
Body,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  committee  have  further 
time  to  report. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  question  of  the  recognition 
of  the  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico  be  deferred  for  the  present

I  know  we  are  all  de- 
lighted to  see  him  in  his  accustomed  place  again,  and 
hope  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts  he  may  long  be 
spared  to  be  the  able  and  capable  adviser  of  many  future 
Grand  Masters.  I  thank  him  most  gratefully  for  the 
able  counsel  and  attention  given  me  during  the  past  year. 

I  desire  also  to  tender  my  warmest  thanks  to  thct  Past 
Grand  Masters,  who  have  at  all  times  been  most  ready 
to  assist  with  counsel  and  advice. 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray,  has, 
it  is  needless  to  say,  kept  a  faithful  watch  over  the  funds 
of  Grand  Lodge.  His  report  will  be  a  most  satisfactory 
one,  and  I  feel  sure  Grand  Lodge  will  be  gratified  at  the 
evidences  of  our  continued  prosperity.  You  will  notice 
by  his  report  that  the  receipts  are  over  $1,000  in  advance 
of  last  year,  and  are  the  largest  in  the  history  of  Grand 
Lodge.      Our  invested  funds  amount  to  $98,348.61. 

I  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  very  faithful  services 
rendered  to  me  by  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters. 
They,  one  and  all,  have  been  untiring  in  the  performance 
of  their  arduous  duties.  I  thank  them  most  heartily  for 
the  good  work  they  have  performed.  Our  system  of 
visitation  by  these  representatives  of  the  Grand  Master 
is  so  thoroughly  beneficial  and  so  excellently  performed 
by  these  Brethren  as  to  call  forth  the  warmest  commen- 
dation of  th-e  leading  sister  Grand  Lodges  on  the  Con- 
tinent. I  need  not  add  anything  further  to  work  which 
is  so  universally  commended. 

FRATERNAL  RELATIONS. 

It  g^ves  me  pleasure  to  report  that  our  relations  with 
all  foreign  Grand  Lodges  are  of  the  most  amicable 
character.  There  is  no  cloud  on  our  horizon ;  nor  need 
there  be  so  long  as  we  are  prompted  in  all  our  dealings 
by  a  spirit  of  justice,  expecting  and  asking  from  others 
neither  more  nor  less  than  what  is  our  "just  dues."  The 
work  Freemasonry  is  doing  is  open  to  the  criticism  of 
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all  those  who  care  to  investigate.  It  is  the  bulwark  of 
liberty  and  religious  freedom,  against  which  ignorance, 
intolerance,  creed  or  class  are  powerless  to  make  an  im- 
pression. , 

CONCLUSION. 

I  return  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Craft  in  this  Juris- 
diction for  the  honor  conferred  on  me  a  year  ago.  I 
have  endeavored  to  do  my  duty  as  my  judgment 
prompted  me.  I  have  neglected  nothing  that  de- 
mand'ed  my  immediate  attention,  and  if  I  have  even  in  a 
slight  measure  merited  your  approbation,  I  have  been 
abundantly  rewarded  by  the  kindness  and  fraternal  cour- 
tesy of  my  Brethren.

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  report,  for  your  con- 
sideration, on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  St.  Clair  Dis- 
trict, No.  2. 

To  the  brethren  of  the  District  I  extend  earnest  thanks 
for  the  honor  which  they  so  generously  bestowed  upon 
me  in  elevating  me  to  the  important  office  of  D.  D.  G.  M. 

I  would  likewise  express  my  gratitude  for  the  fraternal 
spirit  in  which  all  of  my  instruction  and  advice  has  been 
received,  and  further  for  the  hospitable  and  brotherly 
manner  in  which  I  have  been  received  by  the  brethren 
throughout  the  District.  The  expenses  mcident  to  my 
official  visits  have  in  every  case  been  cheerfully  dis- 
charged by  the  Lodge. 

I  have  visited  each  Lodge  in  the  District  except  Ionic, 
No.  328,  of  which  I  am  unable  to  make  any  more  favor- 
able report  than  those  submitted  by  my  two  immediate 
predecessors. 

I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  brethren  the 
wisdom  of  a -close  observance  df  the  injunction  of  the 
Constitution  with  respect  to  preferment,  and  have  urged 
that,  in  the  election  of  officers,  the  good  of  the  Order  and 
the  Lodge  must  be  held  above  that  of  the  individual.

Alvinston  Lodge,  No.  323,  Alvinston,  to  attend  a  me- 
morial service  in  memory  of  our  late  beloved  Queen. 

To  the  following  Lodges  to  attend  Divine  service  on 
the  24th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1901,  clothed  as  Masons: 
Petrolia,  No.  194,  Petrolia;  Victoria,  No.  56,  Samia;

Tuscan  Lodge,  No.  437,  Samia,  submitted  a  change 
in  By-laws,  which  together  with  my  approval  I  for- 
warded to  the  Grand  Master  for  his  consideration. 

At  the  reception  tendered  to  the  Most  Worshipful  th^ 
Crand  Master  by  the  Petrolia  brethren.  Right  Wor.  Bro. 
Weir,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  presented  in  an  eloquent 
and  brotherly  manner  R.  W.  Bro.  Coghlari,  I.  P.  D  .D. 
G.  M.,  with  a  D.  D.  G.  M's.  regalia.  The  R.  W.  Bro.

Martyn,  I.  P.  M.,  and  officers  of  Alvinston  Lodge,  the 
correctness  and  excellence  in  delivery  of  W.  M.,  to- 
gether with  the  precise  and  pleasing  style  of  the  floor 
work,  evoked  well  deserved  and  generous  praise  from 
the  many  skilled  brethren  present.  The  opinion  pre- 
vailed among  the  brethren  that  they  had  enjoyed  a  most 
fraternal  season  and  received  not  a  little  valuable  in- 
-stmction. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that,  owing  to  the  high  ability 
and  great  zeal  of  my  predecessors  in  office.  I  have  found 
the  work  very  uniform  and  well  executed  throughout  the 
District.  . 
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Leopold  Lodge,  No.  397,  Brigden:  Visited  this 
Lodge  October  31st,  1900.  There  was  a  small  gather- 
ing of  brethren,  among  the  number  R.  W.  Bro.  W.  J. 
Ward,  who  I  was  particularly  pleased  to  meet  on  this, 
the  occasion  of  my  first  official  visit.  The  conferring  of 
the  second  degree  was  entrusted  to  Past  Master  Bro. 
Arthur  F.  Wade,  who  discharged  his  duties  in  this  par- 
ticular with  dignity  and  precision.  W.  Bro.  James 
Smith,  Wor.  Master,  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge  in  the 
several  degrees  quite  satisfactorily,  but  has  not  yet  mas- 
tered the  degree  work.  The  P.  M's,  who  performed  the . 
duties  of  several  absent  officers,  came  in  for  some  criti- 
cism, which  they  accepted  in  a  true  Masonic  spirit.  The 
Secretary,  W.  Bro.  H.  J.  Leacock,  is  a  most  efficient 
officer.  The  prospects  of  this  Lodge  are  very  encourag- 
ing. Since  writing  the  above  I  have  learned  that  Leo- 
pold Lodge  has  suffered  severe  loss  from  fire,  which  oc- 
curred the  loth  day  of  January,  1901.

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  8i,  Mt.  Brydges:  I  paid  this 
Lodge  a  visit  on  the  evening  of  Novebmer  6th,  1900. 
Was  cordially  received  by  W.  Bro.  Badge.  I  found  a 
goodly  number  of  brethren  assembled.  The  candidate 
for  the  first  degree  being  absent,  W.  Bro.  Betts  was  sub- 
stituted and  the  degree  exemplified  in  a  most  creditable 
manner.  This  Lodge  is  especially  fortunate  in  the  pos- 
session of  a  large  number  of  Past  Masters,  many  of 
whom  continue  to  take  an  earnest  interest  in  its  welfare. 
The  books  are  welt  kept  by  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  T.  C. 
West. 

St.  Clair  Lodge,  No.  425,  Sombra:  This  Lodge  is 
having  a  very  satisfactory  and  progressive  year.  I  vis- 
ited here  on  the  evening  of  the  election  of  officers,  De- 
cember 4th,  1900.  I  was  most  favorably  impressed  with 
the  fraternal  manner  in  which  this  important  function 
was  performed.  The  third  degree  was  conferred  by  the 
W.  M.  in  a  very  earnest  manner,  creditably  assisted  by 
the  officers  of  the  Lodge.  Was  pleased  to  note  from 
the  register  that  the  brethren  are  faithful  in  their  attend- 
ance. W.  Bro.  T.  C.  Cowan  performs  the  duties  of  the 
Secretary's  office  in  a  manner  that  leaves  no  room  for 
criticism. 

Cassia  Lodge,  No.  116,  Thedford:  Visited  this 
Lodge  officially  January  28th,  1901.  This  being  the 
first  regular  meeting  after  installation,  the  officers  were 
unable  to  work  with  that  ease  and  precision  which  comes 
from  experience  alone.  However  W.  Bro.  Campbell 
exemplified  the  first  degree  in  a  fairly  creditable  manner. 
I  regret  to  state  that  the  S.  W.  did  not  appear  to  have 
given  proper  consideration  to  the  important  duties  of  his 
office ;  however,  I  am  encouraged  to  believe  that  he  will 
make  proper  amends  in  the  future.  The  J.  W.  is  de- 
serving of  especial  mention  for  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  he  delivered  his  work.  R.  W.  Bro.  Holwell  was 
in  his  accustomed  place.  R.  W.  Bro  .Sutherland,  J.  D., 
pro  tem.,  is  ever  ready  to  perform  any  duty  his  Lodge 
may  require,  never  allows  the  officers  to  err  or  himself 
to  become  rusty.  After  Lodge  closed  a  social  hour  was 
spent  around  the  banquet  table  in  the  Holwell  House. 

Forest  Lodge,  No.  263,  Forest :    I  visited  this  Lodge 
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officially  January  30th,  1901.  All  of  the  officers  and  a 
goodly  number  of  members  were  present.  The  candi- 
date for  passing,  also  the  one'  for  raising,  being  absent, 
the  W.  M.  Bro.  Bartram  exemplified  the  second  degree 
in  a  nearly  faultless  manner,  indeed  I  have  never  heard 
this  degree  given  more  impressively.  The  Wardens  had 
evidently  spent  much  time  and  labor  to  perfect  them- 
selves in  their  respective  parts.  The  opening  and  clos- 
ing throughout  the  three  degrees  was  very  correctly 
done.  A  very  pleasing  exemplification  of  the  prepara- 
tion required  of  a  candidate  for  the  advancement  was 
given.  The  last  brother  raised  was  called  to  the  East 
and  asked  the  questions  which  should  be  required  of  all 
M.  M's.  These  he  answered  correctly.  He  also  gave 
the  obligation  in  the  third  degree,  as  well  as  a  correct 
explanation  of  the  working  tools.  I  was  informed  that 
all  candidates  for  advancement  are  prepared  in  this  man- 
ner. There  were  eight  P.  M's  of  the  Lodge  present,  all 
taking  careful  interest  in  the  work.  A  communication 
involving  the  principal  of  charity  was  received,  thor- 
oughly discussed  and  dealt  with  in  a  manner  that  showed 
the  brethren  of  Forest  Lodge  fully  comprehend  and 
practice  the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  a  Mason's 
lieart. 

Washington  Lodge,  No.  260,  Petrolia:  Visited  this 
Lodge  February  6th,  1901.  The  work  of  the  evening 
consisted  of  two  second  degrees,  the  first  of  which  was 
taken  by  W.  Bro.  Munroe,  P.  M.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
Dunlop,  then  resumed  the  chair  and  worked  the  remain- 
ing degree  in  a  manner  that  left  no  doubt  of  his  earnest 
desire  to  do  his  full  duty  by  his  candidate  and  bring  out 
the  grand  truths  of  Masonry.  He  was  faithfully  sup- 
ported by  the  subordinate  officers.  W.  Bro.  McHattie, 
the  Secretary,  is  very  methodical  with  his  records.  This 
Lodge  has  a  steady  growth  and  good  prospects  for  the 
future.  Washington  and  Petrolia  Lodges  conjointly, 
under  the  leadership  of  W.  Bro.  Belasco,  at  that  time 
Wor.  Master  of  Washington,  had  the  honor  of  entertain- 
ing the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master.  On  the 
evening  of  the  third  of  October,  1900,  and  in  accord  with 
the  well-known  spirit  of  hospitality  which  has  ever 
characterized  Petrolia  Masons,  the  whole  District  was 
invited  to  share  in  the  honor.  I  feel  safe  in  stating 
that  the  Grand  Master  was  gfreeted  on  that  occasion  by 
a  larger  number  of  his  brethren  than  on  a  similar  event

in  the  history  of  this  District.  His  appreciation  was 
clearly  shown  throughout  his  wise  and  helpful  discourse. 
It  was  evident  that  much  good  resulted  from  this  im- 
portant function.  All  departed  feeling  proud  of  their 
Grand  Master  and  sounding  the  praise  of  their  Petrqlia 
brethren. 

Victoria  Lodge,  No.  56,  Samia:  To  say  that  this 
Lolge  is  enjoying  an  era  of  prosperity  but  mildly  ex- 
presses the  remarkable  strides  it  has  been  making  during 
the  past  year.  Victoria  justly  boasts  a  proud  line  of 
Past  Masters,  but  none  have  done  more  for  the  Craft 
in  geenral  or  the  Lodge  in  particular  than  the  present 
Master,  W.  Bro.  P.  T.  McGibbon,  by  whose  tireless 
energy  the  Lodge  has  advanced  to  a  position  hitherto 
unknown  in  its  history.  A  very  large  number  have  been 
added  to  the  roll,  and  of  the  vei^  best  material.  Past 
Masters  have  been  required  to  brush  up  and  assist  in 
conferring  degrees,  sister  Lodges  have  been  visited,  and 
in  all  ways  the  banner  of  Masonry  has  been  successfully 
carried  forward.  I  visited  this  Lodge  officially  Febru- 
ary Sth,  1901.  All  the  officers  and  a  large  number  of 
brethren  were  present.  W.  M.  McGibbon  conducted

Petrolia  Lodge,  No.  194,  Petrolia :  Visited  this 
Lodge  February  13th,  1901.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance of  brethren,  including  many  visitors,  principally 
from  Washington  Lodge.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
complete  harmony  exists  between  these  two  Lodges.

On  the  evening  of  February  20, 
1901,  I  made  my  official  visit  here,  was  most  cordially 
received  by  W.  M.  Wrighton  and  a  large  number  of 
brethren.  The  East  was  well  filled  with  Past  Masters, 
among  the  number  being  R.  W.  Bros.  Weir  and  George.

Bro.  Kidd.  The  keen  delight  evinced  by  all  the  breth- 
ren proved  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  W.  Bro  is  held 
by  this,  his  mother  Lodge,  while  his  feeling  reply  fully 
demonstrated  his  strong  and  unaffected  attachment  to 
his  Lodge.  On  several  occasions  Tuscan's  officers  have 
visited  sister  Lodges  and  conferred  degrees,  thereby  fur- 
thering that  fraternal  spirit  so  much  to  be  desired  in  the 
Order. 

Alvinston  Lodge,  No.  323:  An  emergent  meeting 
Thursday,  February  14th,  granted  by  the  courtesy  of 
the  Wor.

The  good  attend- 
ance of  the  brethren  and  the  commendable  work  of  the 
officers  was  in  evidence  of  the  satisfactory  condition  of 
this  Lodge.  Wor.  Master  Germain  deserves  credit,  not 
only  for  the  efficiency  of  his  official  staflF,  but  also  for 
his  own  personal  work,  hi$  performance  of  which  left  no 
room  for  criticism.  I  must  here  state  that  while  the 
Lodge  owes  much  to  its  present  officers,  there  is  still  a 
considerable  debt  of  gratitude  due  to  other  prominent 
and  active  members,  and  that  the  correct  work  of  the 
officers  and  the  general  Masonic  appearance  of  the 
brethren  pointed  distinctly  to  the  assistance  of  a  hand 
no  less  skilful  than  that  of  W.  Bro.

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Washington  Lodge,  Petrolia,  was  appreciated  by  the 
brethren.  W.  Bro.  Belasco  is  an  enthusiastic  Mason 
and  ever  finds  it  a  pleasure  to  afford  assistance  and  in- 
struction to  his  brethren,  and  whose  Masonic  know- 
ledge, coupled  with  a  most  genial  disposition,  makes 
him  a  distinct  and  desirable  addition  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Craft. 

At  the  close  of  Lodge  a  most  enjoyable  season  was 
spent  in  song  and  speech  about  the  festive  board. 

Dunerin  Lodge,  No.  364,  Melbourne:  This  Lodge 
works  under  considerable  disadvantage,  in  that  its  mem- 
bership is  small  and  several  of  whom  reside  at  a  consider- 
able distance,  but  if  earnest  endeavor  on  the  part  of  the 
W.  M.  and  at  lesat  one  P.M.  can  avail,  the  future  of  Duf- 
ferin  is  quite  safe.  On  the  evening  of  my  visit,  Febru- 
ary 27th,  1901,  W.  Bro.

The  many  kindnesses 
I  have  received  from  the  brethren  on  every  hand  shall 
remain  with  me  a  source  of  pride  and  pleasure  while 
mcfory  lasts.

In  submitting  my  report  of  London  District,  No.  3, 
I  can  assure  you  that  I  have  felt  the  great  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me,  and  my  duties  have  been  a  very  great 
pleasure.  The  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me  during 
the  year  have  been  all  that  heart  could  desire.  My 
duties  to  a  great  extent  have  been  made  lighter  by  Lon- 
don District  being  the  residence  of  the  Most  Worshipful 
the  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Senior  Warden,  and  other 
present  and  past  Grand  Lodge  officers,  causing  the  dif- 
ferent Lodges  in  the  district  to  strive  to  excell  each  other 
in  work. 

I  granted  dispensations  to  King  Solomon's  Lodge, 
No.  394;  St.  Thomas  Lodge,  No.  44;  Cameron  Lodge, 
No.  232,  to  attend  Divine  service  clothed  as  Masons; 
also  a  dispensation  to  Mount  Olivet  Lodge,  No.  300,  to 
wear  Masonic  clothing  in  a  funeral  ceremony  in  honor 
of  her  late  Majesty  Queen  Victoria ;  Henderson  Lodge, 
No.  388,  to  appear  in  Masonic  clothing  at  an  "At  home." 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  healed  Bro. 
Samuel  Molland  in  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  378. 

During  the  year  I  have  not  received  notice  of  any 
deaths,  though  there  have  been  twenty  or  more  in  the 
District.

Peace  and  harmony 
dwell  within  their  doors.  Prospects  of  this  Lodge  are 
very  bright  for  the  future. 

King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  378:  On  the  14th  of 
February  I  paid  an  official  visit  to  this  Lodge.  A  large 
number  of  members  present,  including  R.  W.  Bro.  J. 
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Simpson,  and  other  P.  M's.  The  W.  Master  conferred 
the  second  degree  and  opened  in  the  third  degree.  The 
work  was  well  done.  This  Lodg^e  is  trying  to  uphold 
her  name  in  every  way;  enjoying  prosperity;  peace 
reigns ;  prospects  bright  for  the  future. 

bt.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20 :  I  visited  this  Lodge  on  the 
8th  of  January  and  received  a  very  hearty  welcome. 
This  is  the  oldest  Lodge  in  the  District,  very  old  in  mem- 
bership, and  financially  wealthy.  Peace  and  harmony 
prevail.  The  W.  Master,  Bro.  O.  Elwood  and  his  offi- 
cers conferred  the  first  degree  in  a  way  of  their  own 
(the  Irish  work)  very  impressively.  R.  W.  Bro.  Greer 
and  other  Past  Masters  were  present.  All  take  gfreat 
interest  in  their  Lodge,  making  it  very  successful. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  209  A,  London :  Friday,  June 
7th  I  visited  this  Lodge.  There  was  a  very  large  num- 
ber of  visitors  present.  Many  were  from  the  Military 
Camp,  which  was  held  in  the  city  at  this  time.  This  was 
one  of  the  largest  meetings  I  attended  this  year.  Re- 
ceived a  very  hearty  welcome.  Wor.  Bro.  Weldon 
conferred  the  third  degree  upon  one  candidate.  It 
would  do  all  the  Masons  in  the  District  good  to  see  the 
work  done  by  this  Lodge.  They  have  201  members. 
Financial  standing  good;  first-class  Secretary.  Peace 
and  prosperity  are  theirs. 

St.  Paul's  Lodge,  No.  107,  Lambeth :  I  visited  this 
mother  Lodge  on  the  30th  of  January.  The  Lodge- 
room  was  filled  with  members,  and  visiting  brethren 
were  present  from  nearly  every  Lodge  in  the  District. 
The  welcome  given  me  on  this  occasion  I  shall  never 
forget.  The  W.  Master  and  his  officers  are  very  good 
and  well  up  in  the  work  and  take  a  great  interest  in 
it.  The  Lodge  is  very  prosperous.  Peace  and  har- 
mony reign. 

Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  330 :  On  Tuesday,  5th  of  Feb- 
ruary, I  visited  this  Lodge  and  was  received  in  a  very 
hearty  and  cordial  manner.  The  Past  Masters  of  this 
Lodge  are  workers.  The  W.  Master  and  his  officers  do 
all  their  work  in  a  very  correct  and  impressive  way. 
There  were  several  presentations  on  this  occasion,  a  P. 
M.  Jewel  to  the  I.  P  .M.,  life  membership  certificates  to 
two  returned  members  from  South  Africa.  Peace  and 
harmony  reign.  The  Lodge  is  prosperous,  and  the  gjeat 
secret  of  their  success  is  their  delight  to  do  honor  to 
whom  it  is  due. 
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Moffat  Lodge,  No.  399,  Harrietsville :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  Wednesday,  1st  May,  and  enjoyed  a  very  pleasant 
time  with  the  brethren.  There  being  no  work  the  W. 
Master,  Bro.  D.  D.  York  and  his  officers  opened  and 
closed  in  the  several  degrees  very  well.  The  members 
of  this  Lodge  are  very  enthusiastic,  good  workers.  Pros- 
pects for  the  future  bright. 

Middlesex  Lodge,  No.  379 :  Visited  this  Lodge  on  the 
29th  of  May  and  received  a  hearty  wdcome  from  the 
members  present.  No  work.  The  W.  Master  opened 
and  closed  fairly  well  in  the  several  degrees.  They  have 
a  ver>^  nice  Lodge-room,  well  furnished,  and  are  getting 
new  regalia  for  the  officers  and  are  doing  their  best  to 
make  the  meetings  interesting. 

The  Tuscan  Lodge,  No.  195,  London :  I  visited  The 
Tuscan  Lodge  May  the  6th,  and  received  a  very  honor- 
able reception  from  the  brethren  present.  The  W.  Mas- 
ter and  his  officers  conferred  the  first  degree  very  well. 
The  books  of  the  Lodge  are  well  taken  care  of  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Brodrick.  Was  well  pleased  with  the  work  of  the 
eyening,  and  consider  the  prospects  of  the  Lodge  are 
bright  for  the  future. 

Union  Lodge,  No.  380:  On  the  12th  of  June  this 
Lodge  received  a  visit  from  the  Most  Worshipful  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  It  was 
also  the  night  of  my  official  visit.  The  Grand  S.  W.  and 
a  very  great  numer  of  distinguished  brethren  were  pres- 
ent. Nearly  all  the  Lodges  in  the  District  were  repre- 
sented. The  work  of  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers  was 
very  good.

To  the  Mosj  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master^  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A,  f.  and  A.  M,  of  Can- 
ada^ in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition 
of  Masonry  in  the  Fourth  (South  Huron)  District  for 
your  consideration. 

I  dtisire  to  place  upon  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
brethren  in  the  District  for  my  election,  after  a  most 
spirited  contest,  to  the  most  important  office  in  their  gift, 
that  of  D.  D.  G.  M.,  at  the  largest  and  most  representa- 
tive meeting  of  the  District  held  for  years.  My  election 
is  due  to  entire  absence  of  solicitation  on  my  part,  and 
the  high  esteem  in  which  Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  309, 
is  held  by  the  brethren  m  the  District.  It  is  due  that  I 
should  state  my  appreciation  of  the  truly  Masonic  sympa- 
thy and  courtesy  extended  alike  by  the  brethren  who 
opposed,  as  well  as  by  those  who  supported  my  election, 
also  for  the  cordial  assistance  given  me  invariably  by 
every  member,  many  of  them  my  superiors  in  mental  at- 
tainments and  Masonic  information,  in  the  discharge  of 
my  duties,  and  to  all  for  generously  overlooking  my 
many  shortcomings  and  mistakes. 

It  was  my  sincere  desire  to  discharge  the  trust  reposed 
in  me  to  the  utmost  of  my  ability,  that  at  the  close  of  my 
official  term  no  discredit  would  be  reflected  on  the  choice 
of  the  District. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  there  is  not  a  complaint  of 
un-Masonic  conduct  to  report,  no  deaths  to  mourn,  and 
that  the  condition  of  Masonry  is  sound,  prosperous,  and 
by  the  merits  of  the  members  is  attracting  without 
solicitation  the  good  and  true  in  the  vicinity  of  the  re- 
spective Lodges.  Quality  is  the  determining  condition 
requisite  to  admission. 

I  have  visited  each  Lodge  in  the  District  once,  some 
of  them  twice,  and  endeavored  to  impress  on  the  officials 
the  absolute  necessity,  by  frequent  rehearsals,  better 
perfection  in  their  work,  an  acquirement  of  a  reverent 
and  impressive  delivery  of  their  respective  parts  by  pro- 
per attention  to  elocutionary  rules.      To  study  carefully 
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the  Constitution  of  the  fraternity,  the  By-laws  of  their 
respective  lodges,  and  that  the  teachings  of  our  Order 
invariably  lay  four  square  with  those  of  the  volume  of 
the  Sacred  Law,  drawing  particular  attention  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  our  Order,  as  the  goal  every 
brother  should  strive  to  attain,  and  charging  all  to  give 
practical  effect  in  their  lives  to  those  excellent  teachings 
learned  at  our  altars,  so  that  all  may  know  that  a  good 
man  and  a  Mason  are  synonomous  t^rms,  were  pressed 
home  by  me  in  every  Lodge-room. 

Solicitation  of  any  kind  was  always  condemned,  and 
in  this  I  had  the  hearty  approval  of  every  member  in  the 
district.  I  advised  careful  consideration  of  the  character 
of  each  applicant,  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  committee's 
duty,  and  a  sacred  use  of  the  ballot  by  the  individual 
members,  with  the  object  of  sifting  out  the  unworthy  and 
of  rewarding  the  meritorious. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  surest  and  safest  method  to 
increase  the  membership  of  any  Lodge  was  by  /carefully 
teaching  each  accepted  applicant  the  noble  lessons  of 
morality,  illustrated  by  our  symbols,  and  contained  in 
our  obligations,  invocations  and  charges ;  to  teach  thejn 
thoroughly  and  repeatedly  all  the  steps,  signs,  grips, 
questions  and  obligation  of  each  degree  before  advanc- 
ing to  a  higher  one. 

That  after  all,  being  letter  perfect  in  our  ritualistic 
work  did  not  constitute  a  good  Mason,  but  rather  a  suc- 
cessful attainment  in  character  building,?,  in  improvement 
of  mental  and  moral  faculties  and  in  earnest  endeavors  to 
merit  at  the  final  call  to  each  a  right  of  admission  to  the 
Grand  Master's  presence  above. 

With  your  permission  I  would  recommend  the  follow- 
ing: 

1.  An  absolute  divorce  of  liquor  from  all  Masonic 
gatherings.  Personally  I  have  very  little  to  complain. 
Of  excess  there  was  absolutely  none  at  any  of  my  visits. 
The  direction  indicated  being  the  corrective,  I  simply 
desire  to  accentuate  our  rate  of  improvement.  Of 
course  this  involves  an  entire  separation  of  the  hotel  and 
Masonic  Hall.  There  should  be  no  connection  what- 
ever. 

2.  That  there  be  two  Lodges  of  Instruction  held  in 
the  District  each  Masonic  year,  one  at  Stratford,  the 
other  at  Seaforth  and  Clinton  alternately.  These  points 
possess  the  requisite  advantages  of  position  and  railway 
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facilities.      The  expenses  should  be  borne  by  the  Dis^ 
trict,  and  not  entirely  by  the  Lodges  at  the  places  named. 

3.  Installation  should  be  on  June  24th  in  eacli  year. 
The  advantages,  on  little  reflection,  will  be  evident  to  all. 

4.  That  an  arrangement  be  made  at  once  for  the  elec- 
tion of  D.  D.  G.  M's,  to  give  each  Lodge  an  opportunity 
of  electing  a  representative  to  that  position.  That  a 
cycle  of  four  years  obtain,  as  follows :  The  representa- 
tive for  three  years  to  be  chosen  from  the  Lodges  out- 
side the  city  of  Stratford,  and  for  the  fourth  year  by  a 
Lodge  of  that  city.  The  Masonic  year  ending  1901  be 
the  first  in  that  cycle,  and  the  preference  be  given 
Lodges  yet  unrepresented.  This  plan  will  prevent  un- 
due rivalry,  put  the  P.  M's  in  the  District  on  their  metal, 
and  improve  the  standing  of  Masonry  in  the  District.  I 
recommend  it  with  confidence,  as  I  am  certain  that  each 
Lolge  with  one  year's  notification  can  prepare  a  P.  M., 
fitted  in  all  respects  to  shed  lustre  upon  the  highest  office 
in  the  gift  o(  the  brethren. 

I  began  my  official  visits  on  April  ist.  By  arrange- 
ment made  with  the  W.  M.  of  Britannia  Lodge  at  Exeter 
on  the  occasion  of  the  visit  of  the  Grand  Master  to  Le- 
banon Forest  Lodge,  I  visited  Britannia  on  the  above 
date  and  was  received  and  entertained  most  kindly  by  the 
officers  and  brethren.  The  first  degree  was  exemplified 
by  W.  M.  L.  Jackson,  impressively,  accurately,  and 
effectively.  The  Wardens,  Deacons,  and  other  officers 
gave  evidence  throughout  of  commendable  attention  to 
the  ritualistic  details  so  necessary  to  the  proper  opening, 
closing,  and  conferring  of  the  degrees.  The  Lodge- 
room  is  a  model  of  modern  Masonic  taste.  Being 
amply  supplied  with  electric  appliances,  the  officers  are 
enabled  to  exemplify,  impressively,  many  points  of 
Masonry  otherwise  not  obtainable.  Britannia  has  an 
able  staff  of  officers.  The  W.  M.  and  Wardens  are 
enthusiastic  and  well  qualified.  The  Deacons  prompt, 
accurate  and  intelligent.  The  Secretary,  R.  W.  Bro. 
J.  H.  Reed,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  is  painstaking  and  w^ell 
posted  on  the  financial  standing  of  the  Lodge.  He  has 
received  from  his  predecessor  a  set  of  books,  remarkable 
for  clearness  of  statement,  attention  to  details,  promi- 
nence given  to  the  important  work  of  each  meeting, 
cleanness,  and  legibility  that  it  is  questionable  if  they 
are  excelled  by  any  other  set  of  books  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.      The  Lodge  owes  much  to  P.  M. 
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Rev.  Bro.  Hodgins,  and  the  Secretary,  J.  H.  Reid.  Rev. 
N.  Shaw,  of  Egmondville,  was  present,  a  visitor  from  one 
of  the  Essex  Lodges. 

I  visited  Tudor  Lodge,  No.  141,  Mitchell,  at  an  emer- 
gent meeting  kindly  called  for  me,  April  2nd.  Notwith- 
standing the  inclement  weather,  there  was  a  very  fair  at- 
tendance. The  financial  standing  of  this  Lodge,  and  its 
prospects  for  the  future  are  very  satisfactory,  owing  very 
largely  to  its  faithful  Secretary,  to  P.  M.  Elliot's  untiring 
zesd  in  smoothing  differences  and  his  efforts  in  wiping 
out  its  indebtedness,  and  to  genial  W.  Bro.  White,  P.  D. 
U.  G.  M.,  who  shines  alike  in  exemplifying  Masonry  and 
gracing  the  banqueting  board.  A  candidate  for  the  first 
degree  was  initiated  very  impressively,  the  officers 
evincing  accuracy  and  intelligent  appreciation  in  their 
respective  parts  of  the  ceremony.  The  presence  of  W. 
Bro.  P.  M.  Malcolm,  of  Stratford;  Rev.  Bro.  Kerrin, 
of  Mitchell,;  the  correct  and  impressive  delivery  of  the 
lecture  by  the  Junior  Warden,  the  interesting  discussion 
on  several  points  in  the  initiation  ceremony,  and  duties 
of  the  several  officers,  particularly  of  the  deacons,  and 
the  fact  the  father  of  the  candidate  was  present,  con- 
tributed much  to  the  pleasure  and  interest  of  the  meeting. 

I  visited  Clinton  Lodge,  No.  84,  on  April  5th,  their 
regular  meeting,  and  was  most  kindly  received  and 
entertained  by  the  brethren.  Knowing  that  the  almost 
impassable  condition  of  the  roads  would  prevent  the  at- 
tendance of  many  brethren  from  the  country,  and  that 
the  holiday  season  would  induce  many  of  the  town 
brethren  to  avail  themselves  of  the  excursion  rates,  I  was 
prepared  to  expect  a  much  smaller  attendance  than  that 
which  greeted  me,  and  was  particularly  pleased  to  see 
two  brethren  who  had  driven  over  seven  miles  to  be 
present.  The  ability  and  rapidity  in  the  despatch  of 
business,  the  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  and  By- 
laws, its  financial  standing,  combined  with  the  accuracy 
of  the  officials  in  exemplifying  Masonic  ceremonies, 
place  Clinton  Lodge  among  the  best  in  the  District. 
The  Wor.  Master,  Bro.  McLean,  displays  sound  judg- 
ment in  his  rulings  and  considerable  tact  in  dealing  with 
Constitutional  points.  He  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge 
in  the  three  degrees,  exemplified  the  first,  and  was  accu- 
rate and  impressive  throughout.  He  is  assisted  by  a 
most  efficient  staff  of  officers.  The  Junior  Warden's 
lecture  was  well  rendered.       The  Senior  Warden  and 
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both  Deacons  deserve  special  mention  for  the  ^excellency 
of  their  work.  The  Lodge  is  much  indebted  to  the  con- 
stant interest  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Shaw  and  P.  M.  Bro. 
Fair.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  installing  the  officers  of 
this  Lodge  on  June  24th.  The  W.  M.,  Bro.  Hover,  will 
no  doubt  maintain  Clinton's  high  reputation,  and  Bro. 
Porter  will  certainly  verify  the  predictions  of  his  friends 
that  he  will  prove  a  most  efficitait  successor  to  the  very 
able  retiring  Secretary,  Bro.  Spalding. 

Irving  Lodge,  No.  154,  Lucan,  was  visited  officially 
on  April  9th.  There  was  a  fair  attendance.  The  first 
degree  was  exemplified  very  satisfactorily,  all  the  officers 
proving  themselves  very  efficient.  An  interesting  dis- 
cussion arose  over  the  interpretation  of  several  points  in 
the  initiation  ceremony,  and  though  some  of  the  mem- 
bers differed  from  the  D.  D.  G.  M's  ruling,  all  at  part- 
ing heartily  united  in  the  Junior  Warden's  toast.  The 
Master,  Bro.  Dann,  is  an  enthusiastic  Mason,  doing  his 
work  well.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  Matheson,  is  a  pains- 
taking official,  possessing  a  most  remarkable  fund  of 
Masonic  knowledge,  and  is  particularly  well  posted  in 
the  history  of  Irving  Lodge.  This  Lodge  has  an  old 
guard,  who  were  faithful  in  all  exigencies,  some  of 
whom  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  meet  that  evening, 
Bros.  Fox,  Mordie,  and  Matheson.  There  were  others 
I  desired  to  see  who  were:  unavoidably  absent.  The  new 
blood  that  sustains  the  burden  to-day  would  be  a  credit 
to  any  Lodge.  Among  the  many  very  valuable  young 
men  who  are  now  officially  connected  with  the  fortunes 
of  Irving  are  the  Junior  Warden,  Dr.  Orme,  who  de- 
livered his  lecture  admirably ;  Bro.  Stewart,  who  acted  as 
Junior  Deacon  for  the  evening,  and  Bro.  Campbell 
Banker.  This  latter  class  claims  five  university  gradu- 
ates. It  is  a  question  to  which  class  Irving  owes  the 
most.  As  both  work  harmoniously  its  prospects  are 
certainly  bright.  This  Lodge  is  named  after  ^^milius 
Irving,  the  eminent  King's  Counsel,  in  ,whose  veins 
runs  the  blood  of  men  valiant  on  Britain's  battlefields — a 
father  at  Waterloo,  a  granduncle  at  the  Plains  of  Abra- 
ham. Two  of  his  sons  are  in  South  Africa,  and  another 
a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  B.  C.  The  eminent 
brother  was  D.  D.  G.  M.  in  1862,  having  been  initiated 
in  St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  Toronto,  in  1844.  His  terri- 
tory extended  from  Gait  to  Southampton,  and  from 
Goderich  to  Lucan — a  task  of  very  considerable  magni- 
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tude  in  the  days  characterized  by  a  marked  absence  of 
railway  accommodation.  I  was  pleased  to  meet  with 
P.  D.  D.  G,  M.  Dawson,  and  Bro.  >IcLeod,  from 
Parkhill.  The  memory  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Irving  is  kept 
green  by  his  constant  interest  in  its  affairs,  and  by  the 
beautiful  volume  of  the  Sacred  Law  presented  by  him 
many  years  ago. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  233,  Parkhill :  My  official  visit  to 
this  Lodge  was  made  on  April  loth,  at  an  emergent 
meeting  kindly  called  for  me,  and  was  kindly  received  by 
the  brethren,  who  well  understood  how  to  royally  enter- 
tain a  visiting  brother.  The  first  degree  was  fairly  well 
exempHfied.  The  officers  during  a  conversational  ex- 
amination proved  to  possess  considerable  acquaintance 
with  their  duties.  The  material  here  is  of  good  quality, 
and  by  a  little  attention  to  ritualistic  details  would  no 
doubt  stand  high  in  Masonic  knowledge  and  practice. 
Bro.  Hutchens  presents  a  most  admirable  set  of  books, 
and  is  certainly  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.  After 
closing  down  we  repaired  to  the  banqueting  room,  where 
a  most  enjoyable  hour  was  spent.  A  quartette  enlivened 
the  evening  with  patriotic  songs,  delighting  all  present. 
P.  D.  D.  G.  M.  R.  W.  Bro.  Dawson  is  an  entertainer  of 
high  order. 

Tecumseh  Lodge,  No.  144,  Stratford :  On  April  19th 
I  visited  this  Lodge,  the  evening  of  their  regular  meet- 
ing. The  reception,  the  kindness,  the  courtesy  of  the 
brethren  tendered  me  will  be  cherished  as  a  happy  me- 
mento. The  attendance  of  members  and  visitors  was 
large.  A  candidate,  so  excellently  prepared  that  the 
most  rigid  examination  failed  to  detect  any  failure  of 
memory  or  appreciation  of  any  part  of  the  degrees 
already  conferred.  This  candidate  was  raised  to  the 
sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  bv  W.  Bro.  Crow- 
forth  and  his  able  staff  of  officers.  The  work,  judged 
from  any  standpoint,  such  as  fidelity  to  ritualistic  usage, 
conveying  forcibly  and  intelligently  by  elocutionary  de- 
vice a  correct  interpretation  of  the  beauty  of  thought 
contained  in  our  sublime  ceremony,  freedom  from  hesi- 
tancy or  undue  haste  in  utterance,  must  be  pronounced 
satisfactory  in  all  respects.  The  Junior  Warden's  lec- 
ture, the  charge  by  P.  M.  Malcolm,  and  the  impressive 
and  reverent  rendering  of  the  invocation  by  R.  W.  Bro. 
McClellan,  are  each  deserving  special  mention.  Te- 
cumseh is  specially  proud  and  justly  so  of  its  many  Past 
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Masters,  who  are  distinguished  by  extensive  and  thor- 
ough knowledge  of  Masonry.  This  discussion  of  many 
points  raised  by  examination  of  officials  and  questions 
asked  by  the  members  was  participated  in  by  R.  W. 
Bros.  Mooney  and  McClellan,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M's.,  P.  M's. 
Malcolm  and  McKellar,  and  other  brethren  whose  names 
have  escaped  my  memory.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  R.  W.  Bro.  Mooney  at  several  of  the  meetings, 
and  invariably  received  his  co-operation. 

I  visited  Maitland  Lodge,  No.  33,  Goderich,  on  April 
24th,  accompanied  by  Wor.  Bro.  P.  M.  John  Wilson,  of 
Morning  Star  Lodge.  There  was  a  fair  attendance  of 
members  and  visitors,  and  the  degree  exemplified,  con- 
sidering that  some  of  the  officers  were  absent,  was  fairly 
well  done.  The  substitutes  for  the  evening,  however, 
proved  to  be  fairly  efficient  in  the  duties  of  the  offices 
which  they  filled  pro  tem.  As  I  am  a  frequent  visitor  to 
Maitland  Lodge;  my  report  of  efficiency  is  based  upon 
their  standing  at  the  several  visits.  W .  Bro.  Porter  is 
quite  familiar  with  the  work  devolving  on  the  W.  Mas- 
ter of  a  Lodge.  P.  M.  Tye,  R.  W.  Bro.  Beck,  P.  D. 
D.  G.  M.,  and  other  P.  M's.,  are  to  be  commended  for 
their  untiring  zeal  in  the  interests  of  Maitland  Lodge. 
The  financial  standing  is  fair,  owing  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Wor.  Master  and  his  faithful  secretary.  The  increase 
of  membership  for  nine  months  of  the  Masonic  year  has 
been  very  fair,  and  now  in  the  closing  months  the  applica- 
tions are  coming  in  very  rapidly  and  are  of  a  very  satis- 
factory character.  Early  in  the  next  Masonic  year  Mait- 
land Lodge  will  move  into  their  new,  elegant,  and  com- 
modious hall. 

Lebanon  Forest  Lodge,  No.  133,  Exeter:  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  visiting  this  really  excellent  Lodge  twice.  The 
first  visit  was  on  February  4th,  to  assist  the  brethren  do- 
ing honor  to  the  M.  W.  the  G.  M.,  who  visited  the  Exe- 
ter brethren  that  night,  and  delighted  them  with  an  able 
exposition  of  the  grand  principles  of  Masonry.  My  offi- 
cial visit  was  at  their  regular  April  meeting.  A  candi- 
date for  the  first  degree  was  faultlessly  initiated.  A 
thorough  discussion  of  many  points  in  the  ceremony,  and 
of  the  duties  of  the  officers  ensued,  nearly  all  present 
taking  an  active  part.  The  officials  of  Lebanon  Forest 
are  certainly  as  brainy  a  lot  as  can  be  met  with  in  any 
Lodge,  all  taking  pride  in  having  their  work  letter  per- 
fect.    Depending  entirely  upon  the  regular  order  of  pro- 
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4Tiotion,  this  Lodge  is  assured  of  having  able  Masters  for 
many  years  to  come.  W.  Bro.  Gowan  is  a  model  Mas- 
ter, assisted  by  very  able  Wardens,  Deacons,  and  Inside 
Guard.  ITie  elocutionary  and  debating  ability  of  the 
members  of  Lebanon  Forest  are  of  a  very  high  order. 
P.  M.  Wor.  Bro.  Stewart's  interest  in  its  behalf  is  very 
active. 

Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  309,  Smith's  Hill:  I  vis- 
ited this  lodge,  with  which  I  affiliated  in  1884,  ^t  their 
regular  meeting,  May  ist.  A  very  large  number  of  the 
brethren  and  visitors  from  Goderich,  also  from  Mount 
Brydges  and  Brantford,  assembled  to  do  honor  to  the 
representative  of  the  Grand  Master.  The  reception  ten- 
dered me  was  certainly  most  kind,  and  the  favorable 
comments  on  the  address,  examination  of  the  officers,  and 
the  rulings  on  the  points  discussed,  were  very  flattering. 
I  was  pleased  to  meet  P.  M.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Brice,  of 
Mount  Brydges,  who  delivered  the  charge  to  the  candi- 
date ;  D.  Durnin,  a  graduate  of  McGill,  Montreal,  from 
Brantford  Lodge ;  W.  Bro.  Porter,  R.  W.  Bro.  Jos..  Bick, 
Bro.  McD.  Allen,  J.  T.  Ganin,  and  many  others  from 
Maitland  Lodge,  with  whom  Morning  Star  has  for  many 
years  been  most  closely  united  in  Masonic  bonds  of  unity 
and  peace.  A  candidate  for  the  first  degree  was  initiated 
by  W.  Bro.  Young  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The 
Wor.  Master  has  a  fund  of  Masonic  knowledge,  a  happy 
tact  in  disposing  of  difficulties,  rare  executive  ability,  and 
the  respect  of  all  the  members,  consequently  is  equalled 
by  few  Wor,  Masters  in  the  district.  Lieut.-Col.  Var- 
coe  is  a  most  efficient  Secretary,  and  with  Wor.  Bro.  P. 
M.  John  Wilson,  the  Treasurer,  he  keeps  the  financial 
standing  of  the  Lodge  in  good  shape.  There  is  no 
member  of  Morning  Star  who  has  given  more  of  his 
time,  more  of  his  ability,  or  has  attended  more  regularly 
than  Wor.  Bro.  P.  M.  Robertson,  who  is  ready  at  any 
time  to  occupy  any  position  in  the  Lodge  with  credit  to 
himself.  Morning  Star  Lodge  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  P.  M.  Robertson  that  is  hard  to  repay.  The  Junior 
Warden,  Bro.  Besset,  delivered  the  Junior  Warden's  lec- 
ture in  a  mariner  equal  to  any  I  have  heard  in  the  Dis- 
trict. He  is  able,  since  being  installed  in  December, 
1900,  to  confer  any  of  the  degrees,  a  result  of  the  require- 
ment demanded  of  candidates,  viz..  to  be  thoroughly 
prepared  before  advancement,  the  obligation,  the 
grips  steps,  words  and  all  the  signs  being  rigidly  de- 
manded. 
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Zurich  Lodge,  No.  224,  Hensall :  I  visited  this  pros- 
perous, enthusiastic,  and  really  excellent  Lodge  on  May 
3rd.  The  attendance  was  very  fair,  the  reception  most 
courteous,  and  the  interest  in  the  discussion  of  many 
points  very  gratifying  to  me.  A  very  good  candidate, 
well  prepared,  and  intelligent,  was  raised  to  the  sublime 
degree  of  a  Master  Mason  by  Wor.  Bro.  Cook  and  his 
able  staff  of  officers,  with  one  slight  exception,  in  all 
manner  in  all  respects  equal  to  the  splendid  exemplifica- 
tion by  Tecumseh  Lodge.  Wor.  Bro.  H.  J.  D.  Cook 
is  an  excellent  Master,  thorough,  painstaking,  intelligent 
and  very  clear  in  all  his  rulings,  which  are  characterized 
by  remarkable  rapidity  and  correct  judgment.  The  S. 
Warden,  Dr.  Campbell,  who  had  the  reputation  of  being 
one  of  the  best  J.  W's  in  the  District,  has  fairly  earned  a 
similar  reputation  since  his  promotion  to  the  S.W's  chair. 
The  present  J.  W.  and  Deacons  are  very  able  officers, 
being  quite  proficient  in  their  parts.  This  Lodge  is 
growing  rapidly  since  its  removal  from  Zurich  to  Hen- 
sall. It  has  certainly  attracted  a  number  of  the  best 
intellects  in  its  new  home,  and  its  prospects  for  the  future 
are  certainly  good.  Zurich  Lodge  is  excelled  by  no 
other  Lodge  in  its  interest  in  Masonry,  and  the  desire  to 
become  proficient  in  all  respects. 

New  Dominion  Lodge,  No.  205,  New  Hamburg: 
My  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  occurred  May  6th.  At 
this  meeting  the  most  animated  and  interesting  discus- 
sion on  Masonry,  the  rights  of  unaffiliated  brethren,  and 
duties  of  officers,  that  I  had  the  pleasure  of  participating 
in  in  any  Lodge,  arose  at  the  conclusion  of  my  address. 
Every  point  was  thoroughly  and  intelligently  threshed 
out.  The  opening  and  closing  in  the  different  degrees, 
and  the  exemplification  of  the  first  were  in  many  respects 
very  satisfactory.  There  are  some  defects  that  the  offi- 
cers can  easily  amend,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  next 
D.  D.  G.  M.  will  find  the  work  improved  in  all  cases 
where  I  have  pointed  out  a  deficiency.  The  reception 
tendered  me  and  the  unbounded  hospitality  displayed  at 
the  elegant  and  tasty  banquet  at  one  of  the  hotels  will  be 
always  recalled  with  pleasure.  The  kindness  and  assist- 
ance of  P.  M.  Holley,  Dr.  Mordie,  and  others  were  freely 
mine;  and  I  could  most  heartily  join  the  brethren  of  New 
Dominion  in  "Happy  to  meet,  sorry  to  part,  happy  to 
meet  again." 
Wilmot  Lodge,  No.  318,  Baden :     I  visited  this  Lodge 
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officially  May  7,  accompanied  by  several  of  the  brethren 
from  New  Dominion  Lodge.  As  at  New  Hamburg 
the  previous  evening,  the  proficiency  of  the  officers  in 
each  degree  was  ascertained  by  a  most  rigid  examina- 
tion. Not  wishing  to  lengthen  this  unduly  I  proposed 
to  close  the  examination,  but  was  induced  by  the  breth- 
ren to  continue.  Many  of  them  said  it  was  a  novel  and 
pleasing  way  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  D.  D.  G.  M., 
as  well  as  productive  of  more  good  than  by  making  all 
his  criticisms  at  the  close  of  the  evening,  an  opinion  in 
which  I  most  heartily  concur.  Many  points  in  Masonic 
jurisprudence  and  degree  work  were  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed. The  degree  work  was  very  fair,  and  the  Mas- 
ter and  his  Wardens  quite  proficient,  Wor.  Bro.  Dr. 
Butler  is  an  excellent  Master,  doing  his  work  at  this  visit 
under  considerable  difficulty,  being  far  from  well.  Bro. 
S.  W.,  J.  Livingston,  proved  to  be  an  excellent  official. 
The  same  can  be  said  of  the  brother  occupying  the  J. 
W's  chair.  The  brethren  royally  entertained  me,  and  it 
will  be  a  pleasure  to  visit  these  whole-souled  brethren  at 
Baden  and  at  New  Hamburg. 

St.  James  Lodge,  No.  73,  St.  Mary's:  My  official 
visit  to  this  Lodge  occurred  on  May  9th.  The  in- 
clemency of  the  weather,  no  doubt,  prevented  many 
members  from  being  present,  however,  the  attendance 
was  very  fair.  The  first  degree  was  called  for.  As  at 
other  meetings  in  the  District,  the  discussion  on  the  cere- 
monies was  interesting.  The  Master,  the  S.  W.  and  J. 
W.  were  each  very  effective.  The  lecture  by  the  J.  W. 
was  delivered  with  very  considerable  effect.  The  officers 
of  St.  James  Lodge,  assisted  by  its  earnest  P.  M's,  have 
succeeded  in  making  great  improvements  in  the  quality 
of  work  done  in  previous  years,  judging  from  the  re- 
ports given  by  my  predecessors.  It  is  just  to  say  that 
the  improvement  appears  to  have  been  developing  for 
some  time.  The  prediction  of  my  predecessor,  R.  W. 
Bro.  J.  H.  Reid,  is  amply  verified  in  1901.  St.  James 
will  rank  among  the  first-class  Lodges  in  the  District. 
Masonic  ritualistic  perfection  is  the  price  of  eternal  at- 
tention. 

Stratford  Lodge,  No.  332,  Stratford:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  at  their  regular  meeting  on  May  13th.  There 
was  a  very  fair  attendance  of  members  and  visiting 
brethren.  This  is  a  very  prosperous,  enterprising  and 
popular  Lodge.      A  candidate  was  duly  initiated  into 
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the  mysteries  of  Ancient  Freemasonry  by  W.  Bro.  Jeff- 
reys, in  a  manner  proving  his  perfect  acquaintance  and 
appreciation  of  an  impressive  first  degree.  One  of  the 
Wardens  is  Principal  of  the  Collegiate  Institute,  and  was 
unavoidably  detained  by  a  meeting  of  the  School  Board 
until  near  the  close  of  the  meeting,  when  his  silver 
tongue  added  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  evening. 
The  other  Warden,  the  Church  of  England  clergyman, 
incumbent  at  Stratford,  was  engaged  in  church  services. 
The  substitutes  appointed  by  Bro.  Jeffreys  were  really 
excellent.  The  Deacons  in  this  Lodge,  as  in  Tecumseh, 
are  absolutely  correct  in  discharging  their  duties.  Their 
movements  are  characterized  by  military  precision,  and 
most  certainly  add  very  much  to  the  smoothness  and 
impressiveness  of  conferring  degrees  so  noticeably  in  the 
work  of  the  Stratford  brethren.  A  spirited  discussidn 
arose  over  the  powers  vested  in  the  J.  W.  Several  visi- 
tors took  an  active  part  in  this  debate.  One  brother 
from  IngersoU  especially  suggested  many  explanations 
and  improvements,  which  were  highly  commended.  R. 
W.  Bro.  Mooney  and  P.  M's  McKellar,  Malcolm  and 
others  represented  the  sister  Lodge  of  the  classic  city. 

Blyth  Lodge,  No.  303,  Blyth :  I  visited  this  Lodge  at 
their  regular  meeting  on  June  4th.  The  interest  in 
Masonry  has  not  been  so  pronounced  in  this  Lodge  for 
the  past  two  years  as  heretofore,  but  the  material  here  is 
capable  of  rousing  a  commendable  enthusiasm  in  efforts 
to  become  proficient  in  Masonic  ritualism  that  by  slight 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  members  Blyth  Lodge  would  be 
amongst  the  leaders  in  the  District.  The  first  degree 
was  conferred  on  a  candidate  by  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Tiernay 
and  his  excellent  staff  of  officers,  each  exhibiting  a  very 
fair  degree  of  proficiency.  The  lecture  by  the  J.  W.  and 
the  charge  by  W.  Bro.  W.  L.  Ouimette,  a  P.  M.,  whose 
interest  in  his  Lodge  is  constant  and  helpful,  were  really 
excellent  features  of  the  evening.  Blyth  Lodge  pos- 
sesses many  earnest  members,  a  proficient  Master,  and 
an  excellent  Secretary  in  V.  W.  Bro.  James  M.  Hamil- 
ton. Its  prospects  for  success  is  fair,  its  standing  in  Ma- 
sonic knowledge  good,  and  its  financial  position  satis- 
factory. 

In  conclusion,  I  tender  my  thanks  to  officers  of  the 
various  Lodges,  and  can  truly  say  that  the  brethren  exer- 
cised commendable  judgment  in  their  selections.  I  am 
under  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Master  and  Secretaries 
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for  kindness  and  assistance  I  never  can  repay.  For  my* 
successor  I  bespeak  for  him  a  repetition  of  the  assist- 
ance and  courtesy  extended  me.  Let  us  stand  formally 
on  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  Order,  invoke  the 
assistance  of  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  and 
rely  upon  his  promises  to  crown  what  is  good  and  true 
in  each  with  more  than  abundant  success.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master^  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A,F,^  A,  M,  of  Canada^ 
in  the  Province  of  Ontaro  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  upon 
the  condition  of  Masonry  in  the  Fifth  Masonic  District. 

When  I  was,  a  year  ago,  unanimously  selected  by  my 
brethren  as  the  choice  of  the  District  for  the  high  office 
of  representative  of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  I  felt 
that  a  signal  honor  had  been  conferred  4ipon  me  and,  in 
endeavoring  to  follow,  at  all  acceptably,  in  the  footsteps 
of  a  long  line  of  distinguished  predecessors,  I  was  con- 
scious of  undertaking  a  most  difficult  task.  Confident  of 
the  good  will  and  kindly  co-operation  of  my  brethren,  I, 
nevertheless,  entered  upon  my  duties  with  some  trepida- 
tion but  with  a  determination  to  do  my  share  in  further- 
ing the  interests  of  the  Craft  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
allotted  to  me. 

I  did  not  avail  myself  of  the  privilege  accorded  by  the 
Constitution  of  appointing  either  a  District  Secretary  or 
Chaplain.  As  no  benefit  accrued  to  a  brother  so  desig- 
nated either  by  way  of  a  step  in  rank  or  otherwise,  my 
previous  experience  in  other  official  situations  and  under 
similar  conditions  led  me  to  prefer  doing  my  own  clerical 
work  and,  as  regards  the  Chaplain,  I  saw  nothing  for 
him  to  do. 

Immediately  following  the  confirmation  of  my  ap- 
pointment, I  placed  myself  in  communication  with  every 
Lodge  in  the  District,  urging  promptness  in  their  corre- 
spondence and  directing  especial  attention  to  certain 
portions  of  the  Constitution  which  required  close  ob- 
servance. 

I  was,  at  the  outset,  favored  with  several  valuable  sug-  • 
gestions  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  with  a  view 
towards  perfecting  the  system,  establishing  uniformity 
and  perpetuating  harmony  in  the  District.      These  sug- 
gestions I  have  endeavored  carefully  to  carry  into  effect. 

Last  year  it  was  reported  that  in  the  19  Districts  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  only  three  general  Lodges  of  Instruction 
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had  been  held.  I  determined  following  my  own  desire, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand 
Master,  that,  during  my  term  of  office,  the  Fifth  Masonic 
District  should  not  be  delinquent  in  this  respect.  I  be- 
lieved that,  in  the  interests  of  the  Craft,  the  brethren 
should  be  called  together  at  an  early  date  for  conference 
and  mutual  instruction,  so  that  the  work  of  the  year 
might  be  profitably  commenced  and,  by  the  interchange 
of  opinions,  a  renewed  impetus  would  be  given  to  the 
operations  of  the  Lodges.  Acting  upon  that  belief  I 
am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  I  have  held  in 
this  District 

TWO    GENERAL    LODGES    OF    INSTRUCTION, 

both  of  which  were  very  satisfactory  and  successful.  The 
first  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  Bernard  Lodge,  No. 
225,  at  Listowel,  on  Thanksgiving  Day  (October  i8th), 
1900.  The  location  of  the  Lodges  and  the  train  service 
in  this  District  render  a  general  conference  of  the  breth- 
ren very  inconvenient.  Listowel,  which  is  at  one  ex- 
treme corner  is,  strange  to  say,  the  only  available  point 
which  may  ue  reached  and  from  which  all  Lodges  may 
return  the  same  day.  I  arranged  the  work  so  that  it 
was  all  completed  by  6  p.m.  Fourteen  of  the  19  Lodges 
in  the  District  were  well  represented  and  the  attendance 
numbered  nearly  100.  R.  W.  Bros.  D.  E.  Munro,  D. 
D.  G.  M.  of  the  South  Huron  District,  and  Wm.  Cowan, 
D.  D.  G.  M.  of  the  Wellington  District,  paid  me  the 
compliment  of  being  present,  and  in  addition  to  their 
valuable  assistance  I  was  reinforced  by  R.  W.  Bros.  Dr. 
DeWitt  H.  Martyn,  Lieut.-Col.  D.  D.  Campbell  and 
Thos.  Pinkerton,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M's.  The  first  degree 
was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  W.  J.  Ferguson  and  officers 
of  Cedar  Lodge,  No.  396,  Wiarton,  the  second  by  W. 
Bro.  A.  St.  George  Hawkins  and  officers  of  Bernard 
Lodge,  No.  225,  Listowel,  and  the  third  by  W.  Bro. 
Henry  Collins  and  officers  of  Northern  Light  Lodge, 
No.  93,  Kincardine.  The  ceremonial  in  each  case  was 
admirably  rendered  and  the  Lodges  concerned  were 
complimented  on  their  excellent  performances.  At  the 
close  of  each  degree  questions  thereon  were  submitted 
to  and  answered  by  a  committee  composed  of  the  R.  W. 
brethren  present  and  myself.  The  brethren  of  Bernard 
Lodge  were  unremitting  in  their  efforts  to  render  the  oc- 
casion an  enjoyable  one.      W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Foster,  P.  M. 
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and  then  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  was  most  indefatigable 
and  contributed  largely  to  the  success  of  the  meeting. 
It  was  a  great  disappointment  to  the  brethren  that  the 
M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  who  had  been  expected,  was 
tmable  to  be  present. 

The  Second  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  held  at  Walker- 
ton  on  5th  April,  1901  (Good  Friday),  under  the  auspices 
of  Saugeen  Lodge,  No.  197,  the  executive  of  which  very 
kindly  placed  their  rooms  at  my  disposal  for  the  purpose. 
My  object  was  especially  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the 
brethren  who  had  been  unable  to  attend  the  first  Lodge 
of  Instruction.  This  object,  I  am  glad  to  say,  was  suc- 
cessfully accomplished  and  these  Lodges  sent  full  dele- 
gations. Upwards  of  50  people  attended  the  proceed- 
ings. The  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro. 
Wm.  Barnett  and  officers  of  Aldworth  Lodge,  No.  235, 
Paisley,  the  second  by  W.  Bro.  W.  H.  Johns  and  officers 
of  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  No.  131,  Southampton,  and  the 
third  by  V.  W.  Bros.  C.  F.  Harris  and  Henry  Clark  and 
officers  of  Saugeen  Lodge,  No.  197,  Walkerton.  The 
work  was  most  creditable  and  showed  evidence  of  careful 
preparation.  Questions  and  answers  in  the  several  de- 
grees were  satisfactorily  disposed  of  according  to  the 
plan  adopted  at  Listowel. 

In  both  cases  the  brethren  returned  home  well  pleased 
with  what  they  had  seen  and  heard  and  satisfied  with 
the  information  which  they  had  received.   . 

I  feel  assured  that  much  good  has  been  accomplished 
by  these  gatherings  and.  from  a  local  point  of  view,  I  can 
report  that  their  object  has  been  as  well  attained  as  could 
be  expected.  More  certain  results  would,  however,  in 
my  opinion,  accrue  were  some  provision  made  by  which 
each  District  Lodge  of  Instruction  would  be  attended  by 
some  highly  skilled  brother  such  as  M.  W.  Bro.  Murray, 
P.  G.  M.,  specially  selected  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  recog- 
nized as  the  anthority  on  all  unwritten  work  and  whose 
decisions  on  all  points  would  be  accepted  without  ques- 
tion. The  presence  of  such  an  officer  would  do  more 
than  any  otiier  agency  Xo  secure  perfect  uniformity 
among  the  Lodges.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  suggestion 
is  worthy  the  consideration  of  Grand  Lodge. 

BY-LAWS. 

I  made  a  point  of  examining  the  By-laws  of  the 
Lodges  and  found  that  in  several  cases,  as  hereinafter 
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noted,  the  editions  of  the  By-laws  have  not  only  become 
exhausted  but  are  of  such  ancient  date  as  to  necessitate 
complete  revision.  This  is  now  being  undertaken,  and 
ere  long  the  local  government  of  the  Lodges  in  this  Dis- 
trict will  not  only  conform  to  the  present  Constitution  but 
will  be  guided  by  rules  uniformly  modern  in  their 
character.  During  the  year  the  following  have  been 
submitted  to  me  for  the  approbation  of  the  M.  W.  the 
Grand  Master,  viz.: 

4th  October,  1900,  Northern  Light  Lodge,  No.  93 — 
Revision. 

iSth  December,  1900,  Cedar  Lodge,  No.  396 — 
Amendments. 

4th  June,  1901,  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  No.  131 — 
Amendment. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  clerical  work  of  my  office  has  been  considerable. ' 
In  order  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  District 
I  have  found  it  necessary  to  communicate  frequently 
with  the  Lodges.  This  has  been  a  real  pleasure  and  the 
character  of  the  correspondence  has  been  of  the  most 
pleasant  description.  I  have  to  acknowledge  the 
promptness  with  which  my  enquiries  have  been  replied 
to  and  in  this  connection  I  am  under  obligations  to  the 
M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  for  his  courtesy  and  assistance. 

Apart  from  the  formal  sanction  required  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  District  Lodges  of  Instruction,  I  have  is- 
sued the  following  dispensations  to  enable  the  Lodges 
named  to  appear  in  processions,  clothed  as  Masons,  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  service,  as  under,  viz. : 

nth  June,  1901,  Moravian,  No.  431,  service  23rd  June, 
1901 ;  ISth  June,  1901,  St.  John's,  No.  284,  service  23rd 
June,  1901 ;  iSth  June,  1901,  Cedar,  No.  39(5,  service  30th 
June,  1901 ;  i8th  June,  1901,  Old  Light,  No.  184,  service 
23rd  June,  1901,  and  have  duly  remitted  the  fees  there- 
for to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

ARREARS    OF    DUES. 

The  number  of  members  in  arrear  for  dues  continues 
to  be  noticeable,  but  the  Secretaries  have  taken  up  this 
matter  with  zeal  and  report  a  gradual  reduction  in  the 
amount  outstanding.

TOPICS  URGED  AT  LODGE  MEETINGS. 

In  addition  to  my  endeavors  to  render  uniform  the 
procedure  and  ceremonial  of  the  Lodges  I  have,  in  my 
official  visitations,  taken  occasion  to  impress  upon  them 
the  importance  of  the  following  duties,  viz. : 

1.  Punctuality  and  regularity  of  meetings. 

2.  Extreme  care  in  admission  of  candidates. 

3.  Frequent  rehearsal  of  the  examinations  by  the 
members  generally. 

4.  Perfection  in  the  Ritual  on  the  part  of  the  officers. 

5.  A  like  knowledge  by  them  of  the  Constitution. 

6.  Reciprocal  visitations,  where  practicable,  between 
Lodges. 

7.  The  reclamation  of  unaffiliated  and  suspended 
brethren. 

8.  The  insurance  of  Lodge  property. 

These  features  I  feel  to  be  of  the  greatest  importance 
in  securing  the  stability  and  progress  of  the  Lodges, 
and  I  am  glad  to  say  that  my  remarks  on  these  lines  were 
universally  endorsed  and  appreciated. 

OFFICIAL   VISITATIONS. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion I  have  made  at  least  one  official  visit  to  each  of  the 
19  Lodges  in  the  District.  I  have  found  it  necessary,  in 
some  instances,  to  arrange  emergent  meetings  for  this 
purpose,  and  my  wishes  in  this  respect  were  cheerfully 
complied  with.  The  cordiality  and  attention  accorded 
to  me  everywhere  were  most  marked  and  have  left  upon 
my  memory  a  very  pleasant  and,  I  am  sure,  a  lasting 
recollection  of  my  official  connection  with  the  District. 
In  all  cases  my  expenses  were  promptly  attended  to. 
Following  is  a  resume  of  my  visitations,  which  is  given 
m  the  order  of  the  Lodge  warrants : 
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Northern  Light  Lodge,  No.  93,  Kincardine:  This 
being  my  mother  Lodge,  and  always  making  it  my  duty 
as  well  as  my  pleasure  to  attend  its  meetings  regularly, 
I  have  had  many  opportunities  of  noting  the  character  of 
the  work  (Jone  and  of  observing  the  capabilities  of  the 
officers.  This  is  the  senior  Lodge  in  the  District,  and 
many  of  the  most  active  Craft  workers  throughout  the 
jurisdiction  of  Grand  Lodge  first  saw  Masonic  Light 
withm-its  confines.  Instituted  in  1858,  Northern  Light 
has  seen  many  vicissitudes  in  its  own  progress  and  many 
changes  in  the  personnel  of  its  memebrs.  Its  minutes, 
which  are  complete  since  its  first  meeting  and  have  been 
preserved  intact,  form  a  very  interesting  portion  of  Craft 
history  in  this  part  of  the  Province.  Uniformly  the  pro- 
gress of  the  Lodge  has  been  successful,  and  it  has  sus- 
tained a  well-deserved  reputation  for  excellent  rendering 
of  the  ritual,  attention  to  visiting  brethren  and  the  ex- 
emplification of  the  "fourth"  degree.  For  many  years 
it  has  been  one  of  the  most  liberal  contributors  to  be- 
nevolence, having  for  a  protracted  period  several  worthy 
brethren  who  were  largely  dependent  upon  the  general 
charity.  Following  its  annual  custom  a  Craft  reunion 
was  held  on  the  date  of  the  regular  meeting,  Dec.  5, 
last,  which  was  attended  by  upwards  of  100  brethren, 
many  of  them  of  high  rank  in  the  fraternity.  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  introducing  M.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford, 
Grand  Master,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  A.  G.  McWhinney,  G. 
S.  W.,  who  entertained  the  Lodge  with  very  interesting 
addresses.  The  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  conducted 
the  election  of  officers,  which  resulted  in  the  re-election 
of  W.  Bro.  Henry  CoUins,  W.  M.,  and  his  staff.  A 
banquet  of  a  most  recherche  description,  was  given 
which  was  enlivened  by  music  and  an  excellent  toast  list. 
Lvisited  the  Lodge  officially  at  its  regular  meeting  on  2n?i 
January,  1901.  The  work  done  was  of  a  routine  charac- 
ter, though  from  personal  knowledge  and  observation  I 
am  able  to  certify  to  the  skill  and  efficiency  of  W.  Bro. 
Collins  and  his  officers  in  all  branches  of  the  ceremonies. 
The  annual  report  of  the  Lodge  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses showed  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  the  finances, 
the  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  being  $357.95,  and 
the  value  of  assets  in  excess  of  liabilities  was  $3,810. 
Nnmerically  the  Lodge  has  about  100  members,  and  I 
am  very  glad  to  report  a  very  active  interest  among 
them  in  Lodge  affairs,  the  average  attendance  for  the 
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year  being  from  30  to  35.  The  books  of  Bro.  R.  D. 
Hall,  Secretary,  and  V.  W.  Bro.  E.  Fox,  Treasurer,  are 
models  of  neatness  and  complete  detail.  These  brethren 
have  for  many  years  filled  their  respective  offices  with 
such  satisfaction  as  to  stamp  them  permanent,  landmarks 
of  Northern  Light.  The  Lodge  owns  its  building,  its 
appointments  are  comfortable  and  ample,  and  in  connec- 
tion it  has  a  spacious  refreshment  room  fully  equipped. 
The  social  feature  is  cultivated,  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
the  Lodge  to  entertain  its  visitors.  Considerable  ex- 
pense has  recently  been  incurred  in  placing  a  new  foun- 
dation and  making  other  needed  repairs  to  the  building. 
St.  Lawrence  I^ge,  No.  131,  Southampton:  Rank- 
ing second  in  point  of  seniority  among  the  Lodges  in  the 
District,  St.  Lawrence  Lodge  has  a  history  of  which  the 
members  may  well  be  proud.  The  early  struggle  for 
existence,  as  recited  to  me  by  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers, is  very  interesting.  Its  warrant  bears  date  ist 
December,  i860.  On  the  27th  February,  1901,  at  an 
emergent  meeting,  I  made  my  official  inspection.  De- 
spite the  almost  impassable  state  of  the  roads  at  the  time, 
nearly  50  brethren  greeted  me,  including  visitors  from 
Port  Elgin,  Harriston,  etc.  The  Lodge  building  and 
property,  which  are  well  isolated,  are  owned  by  the 
Lodge  and  are  now  in  excellent  condition  and  comfort- 
ably furnished.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  P.  J.  Scott,*the  W.  M., 
and  his  complete  staff  opened  and  closed  in  the  several 
degrees  and  conferred  the  second  degree  upon  a  candi- 
date. The  whole  work  was  performed  in  a  manner 
most  creditable  to  all  concerned,  and  I  took  occasion  to 
compliment  the  Lodge  and  the  W.  M.  upon  their  high 
standard  of  efficiency.  The  repetition  of  the  Tracing 
Board  Lecture  by  the  S.  W.  and  the  impressive  delivery 
<5f  the  charge  by  the  W.  M.  deserved  and  received  honor- 
able mention.  The  buildings  and  equipment  are  well 
insured.  The  books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
were  satisfactory  and  in  good  order.  I  was  very  glad 
to  notice  the  attention  to  details  manifested  by  both  offi- 
cers and  members  in  the  routine  and  ceremonial  work. 
This  is  a  certain  index  of  earnestness  and  accuracy.  On 
the  I<odge  being  closed  I  was  entertained  by  the  breth- 
ren at  a  banquet  at  the  Commercial  Hotel,  the  excellence 
of  which  could  not  be  too  highly  praised.  The  W.  M. 
and  V.  W.  Bro.  Dundas  were  unremitting  in  their  suc- 
cessful efforts  to  render  the  occasion  enjoyable  both  for 
the  brethren  and  myself.

Forest  Lodge,   No.   162,  Wroxeter:       This  Lodge, 
which  was  established  in  the  early  years  of  the  District's 
existence,  has  the  honor  of  being  the  mother  Lodge  of 
very  many  brethren  who  have  become  shining  lights  in 
other  Lodges  which  have  been  subsequently  instituted 
in  adjacent  localities.      It  still  embraces  in  its  member- 
ship many  warm-hearted  brethren  who  evince  a  live  in- 
terest in  the  Craft.      I  selected  it  as  my  first  objective 
point,  and  on  the  28th  November,  1900,  I  made  an  offi- 
cial visit  to  an  emergent  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 
I  had  not  previously  met  any  of  the  members  Masonically 
and  it  was,  therefore,  significant  that  on  this,  my  first 
request  for  official  admission  into  the  meeting  places  of 
the  brethren,  I  was  required  to  establish  my  right  to 
recognition  and  my  identity  with  the  Craft.     I  was,  how- 
ever, much  pleased  with  this  feature,  as  it  enabled  me 
to  see,  by  a  practical  illustration,  the  methods  adopted  by 
a  Board  of  Trial  in  this  Lodge.    The  brethren  selected 
performed  their  duties  with  skill,  and  on  being  intro- 
duced  I  was   received  in  a  very  fitting  and  courteous 
manner.      I  found,  to  my  regret,  that,  owing  to  various 
causes,  chiefly  lack  of  work,  the  meetings  of  the  Lodge 
had  not  been  regularly  held  and  that  this  was  actually 
the  first  occasion  on  which  the  members  had  been  called 
together  since  the  installation  of  officers  in  the  month  of 
June  previously.      The  recent  removal  to  Lucan  of  W. 
Bro.  Barnard,  P.  M.,  a  most  active  and  zealous  pillar  of 
the  Lodge,  contributed  also  to  depress  the  zeal  of  the 
members.      However,  in  my  address  I  pointed  out  the 
necessity  for  regularity  and  punctuality  in  their  meetings 
and  suggested  various  means  of  making  their  assemblies 
interesting  and  instructive.     I  had  the  assurance  of  the 
members,  who  received  my   remarks    in    the    kindliest 
spirit,  that  there  would  be  no  cause  for  complaint  on 
this  score  in  the  future.      The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Robert 
Miller,  who  is  a  prominent  County  Councillor,  opened 
and  closed  the  Lodge  in  a  satisfactory  manner.      The 
Secretary,  W.  Brc .  Thomas  Brown,  is  a  Past  Master  of 
the  Lodge  and  fully  capable  of  performing  his  important 
duties.    The  attendance  on  this  occasion  was  not  large, 
but  those  who  were  present  were  brethren  who  can  be 
relied  upon  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Lodge.      The 
Lodge-room  and  appointments  are  very  comfortable  and 
modem  in  their  character  and  arrangement.    The  pro- 
perty is  kept  r'^^sonably  well  insured.      The  books  are 
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in  good  hands,  and  from  the  evidences  of  renewed  inter- 
est which  were  apparent  I  have.no  doubt  that  an  era  of 
old-time  prosperity  is  in  store  for  Forest  Lodge. 

Old  Light  Lodge,  No.  184,  Lucknovv:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  at  its  regular  meeting  on  31st  January,  1901. 
A  heavy  snow  storm  was  in  progress,  which  prevented 
the  attendance  of  many  brethren  from  a  distance.  As  it 
was,  fully  30  brethren  were  pre.sent,  and  I  was  delighted 
to  find  the  Lodge  busy  with  work.  A  candidate  was  in 
waiting  for  initiation  and  another  applicant  received  a 
favorable  ballot.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Dr. 
Tennant,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  was  cordially  welcomed 
by  the  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Isaac  Morrison  and  the  members 
of  the  Lodge.  The  ceremony  of  initiation  was  very 
creditable  to  all  concerned.  The  Tracing  Board  Lec- 
ture by  Bro.  Lawrie,  an  experienced  Craftsman  and  re- 
cent addition  to  the  Lodge,  and  the  viva  voce  delivery 
of  the  charge  by  W.  Bro.  Patterson  could  hardly  be  ex- 
cellea  both  in  acuracy  and  impressiveness.  The  W.  M. 
too,  has  a  capital  delivery,  and  not  only  has  a  g^asp  of 
his  work  but  he  is  also  a  good  ruler  of  the  Lodge.  The 
Lodge  was  also  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees 
in  a  manner  to  deserve  my  warm  commendation.  The 
books  of  the  Secretary,  V.  W.  Bro.  Harry  Days,  I  need 
not  say,  were  examples  of  neatness  and  thoroughness. 
The  Treasurer's  books,  in  the  hands  of  W.  Bro.  Patter- 
son, were  also  in  good  order.  The  Auditors'  Report 
showed  a  balance  at  the  credit  of  the  Lodge  of  $93.  The 
Lodge-room  is  small,  though  well  appointed,  and  its 
walls  are  graced  by  a  large  number  of  framed  portraits 
of  the  early  members.  The  Lodge  owns  one-half  of  the 
building  in  which  it  meets  and  keeps  it  well  insured.  It 
is  somewhat  inconveniently  situated,  being  at  some  dis- 
tance from  the  business  portion  of  the  village,  but  as  the 
members  have  assembled  there  since  the  institution  of 
the  Lodge  in  July,  1867,  they  have  become  accustomed 
to  the  travel.  The  Lodge  had  then  promise  of  many 
months  work.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  brethren 
adjourned  to  McGarry's  Hotel,  where  a  splendid  ban- 
quet was  thoroughly  appreciated.  An  hour  was  quietly 
but  enjoyably  spent  by  the  company,  and  out  of  respect 
to  the  memory  of  the  departed  Queen,  whose  remains 
were  not  then  interred,  the  usual  toast  list  and  other  like 
festivities  were  called  off. 

Saugeen  Lodge,  No.  197,  Walkerton :     In  the  shadow 
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of  the  deepest  sorrow  which  has  ever  befallen  the  British 
Empire,  I  met  the  brethren  of  Saugeen  Lodge  at  Wal- 
kertoa  at  an  emergent  communication  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing, 22nd  January,  1901.  The  passing  of  our  beloved 
sovereign.  Queen  Victoria,  which  occurred  the  same 
evening  had,  as  should  be  expected,  a  most  depressing 
effect  upon  the  large  assemblage  of  brethren  who  had 
gathered  in  the  capacious  and  comfortable  Lodge-room. 
With  much  good  taste  the  altar  and  other  appointments 
had  been  appropriately  draped  in  mourning.  Nearly  60 
registered,  the  Lodge  membership  being  creditably  re- 
presented, while  I  was  delighted  to  observe  a  large  num- 
ber of  visiting  brethren  from  neighboring  Lodges  and 
also  my  colleagues  and  fellow-craftsmen  in  the  Bruce 
County  Council  then  in  session.  I  am  especially  grate- 
ful to  R.  W.  Bro.  (now  Hon.)  Dr.  Landerkin,  P.  D.  D. 
G.  M.,  and  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Mitchell,  G.  Supt.  of 
Works,  for  their  kindness  in  coming  over  from  Hanover 
to  bid  me  welcome.  Their  presence  was  of  g^eat  as- 
sistance to  me  and  value  to  the  meeting.  I  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Lodge  by  V.  W.  Bros.  Harris  and  Mitchell 
and  cordially  received.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Lount, 
and  his  new  staff  of  officers,  had  only  been  installed  at 
the  previous  meeting.  A  regular  candidate,  who  had 
been  expected  to  present  himself  for  initiation,  had  been 
called  out  of  town,  but  W.  Bro.  Lount  very  kindly 
volunteered  to  exemplify  the  degree,  which,  I  am  bound 
to  say,  was  performed  in  an  exceedingly  creditable  man- 
ner. The  candidate,  W.  Bro.  Pengelly,  P.  M.,  made  an 
admirable  substitute  for  a  novice.  W.  Bro.  Marshall,  L 
P.  M.,  presented  the  working  tools.  The  Lodge  was 
also  correctly  opened  and  closed  in  the  second  and  third 
degrees.  I  especially  commend  the  work  of  the  Dea- 
cons in  this  Lodge,  which  is  always  performed  with  a 
precision  whidh  might  well  be  emulated  elsewhere.  I 
took  occasion  to  compliment  the  W.  M.  and  officers 
upon  their  efficiency  and  in  this  I  was  endorsed  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Landerkin  and  several  of  the  visiting  brethren.  At 
the  close  of  the  Lodge  the  Brethren  adjourned  to  the 
Queen's  Hotel,  where  a  magnificent  banquet  had  been 
spread,  which  was  thoroughly  enjoyed.  The  gloom, 
however,  was  in  our  hearts,  and  after  consulting  the  W. 
M.  and  other  senior  brethren  it  was  deemed  fitting  that 
no  festivities  whatever  should  be  undertaken.  The  toast 
list  was  accordingly  abandoned.      This  Lodge  has  an 
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excellent  record.  A  noticeable  feature  is  the  willingness 
of  all  the  P.  M's  to  fill  any  required  office.  They  aire 
all  well  skilled  and  regular  in  their  attendance.  The 
Lodge  has  had  four  R.  W.  and  three  V.  W.  brethren  on 
its  rolls.  The  furniture,  appointments  and  surround- 
ings are  very  modern  and  comfortable.  The  books  of 
the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  in  model  order,  as 
might  be  looked  for  under  the  correct  supervision  of  V. 
VV.  Bro.  Harris.  The  Auditors'  statement  showed  a 
tidy  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands.  I  have  had  fre- 
quent opportunities  of  seeing  the  work  in  this  Lodge 
during  my  visits  to  the  County  Town,  and  it  is  always  a 
very  great  plaesure  to  me  to  take  advantage  of  these,  as 
the  memoers  of  Saugeen  Lodge  in  a  marked  degree  ex- 
hibit the  true  spirit  of  Freemasonry.  The  By-laws  of 
the  Lodge,  which  were  promulgated  over  30  years  ago, 
are  in  process  of  revision. 

Bernard  Lodge,  No.  225,  Listowel :  This  Lodge  has 
a  reputation  for  correct  rendering  of  the  Ritual  and  for 
that  attention  to  details  which  is  the  best  evidence  of 
efficiency.  Having  had  the  advantage,  at  the  Lodge  of 
Instruction  held  under  its  auspices,  of  observing  the 
second  degree  as  worked  by  the  officers  of  Bernard 
Lodge,  I  was  quite  prepared  for  an  accurate  exemplifi- 
cation of  other  portions  of  the  ceremonies  on  the  occa- 
sion of  my  official  visit  of  inspection.  The  W.  M.  was 
good  enough  to  convene  an  emergent  meeting  of  the 
Lodge  for  this  purpose,  to  suit  my  convenience,  on  the 
14th  March.  1901,  when  a  gathering  of  30  members  as- 
sembled. This  attendance  was  very  creditable  in  view 
of  the  severe  snowstorms  and  railway  blockades  then 
prevalent.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Lieut.-Col. 
D.  D.  Campbell,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  W.  Bro.  Rogers,  P. 
M.,  and  most  kindly  received.  I  found  that  by  the 
Ivodge  elections  in  the  previous  December  the  officers 
had  been  respectively  advanced  a  step  in  rank  from  that 
held  by  them  at  the  time  of  my  former  visit.  I  am  thus 
enabled  to  report  an  inspection  of  two  staflFs  of  officers 
of  this  Lodge  during  my  term  of  office.  The  W.  M., 
W.  Bro.  Binning,  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge  in  the 
three  degrees,  and  then,  assisted  by  W.  Bros.  Rogers 
and  Fleming,  exemplified  the  ceremony  of  initiation. 
The  whole  work  was  done  to  my  satisfaction.  This 
Lodge  has  several  excellent  musicians  among  its  mem-_ 
bers,  and  the  instrumental  selections  played  during  the 
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perambulations  and  other  portions  of  the  service  had  a 
very  pleasing  effect.  A  practice  adopted  by  Bernard 
Lodge,  and  of  which  I  heartily  approve,  is  to  assign  to 
some  of  the  Past  Masters  certain  portions  of  the  cere- 
mony. This  not  only  adds  variety  to  the  proceedings, 
making  them  more  interesting  to  the  candidate  and  the 
members  as  well,  but  it  keeps  the  Past  Masters  in  active 
touch  with  the  Lodge  work.  The  rendering  of  the 
Tracing  Board  Lecture  by  the  J.  W.,  Bro.  Dr.  Nichol, 
was  admirable,  while  R.  W.  Bro.  Campbell  delivered 
the  charge  in  a  manner  which  left  nothing  to  be  desired. 
The  Lodge  premises  are  the  largest  and  most  commo- 
dious in  the  District.  They  are  well  lighted,  heated, 
ventilated  and  thoroughly  equipped,  and  when  it  is  stated 
that  an  insurance  of  $750  is  carried  on  the  Lodge  pro- 
perty, which  consists  of  contents  only,  a  fair  idea  may  be 
had  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  appointments.  On  the 
close  of  the  Lodge  I  was  entertained  by  the  brethren  for 
a  couple  of  hours  in  a  handsome  manner,  with  songs, 
speeches,  and  refreshments.  The  books  of  the  Secre- 
tary, under  the  correct  charge  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Col.  Camp- 
bell, and  those  of  W.  Bro.  Brooks  as  Treasurer,  it  is 
needless  to  report,  are  are  carefully  and  accurately  kept. 
The  present  staff  of  officers  is  unusually  promising,  and 
the  prospects  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  correct  govern- 
ment and  methods  in  Bernard  Lodge  are  excellent. 

Aldworth  Lodge,  No.  235,  Paisley:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  at  its  regular  meeting  on  ist  March,  1901.  The 
condition  of  the  roads  and  the  elements  generally  pre- 
vented the  attendance  of  many  of  the  outside  brethren. 
However,  about  25  members  of  the  Lodge  were  present. 
W.  Bro.  D.  N.  Mclntyre,  W.  M.,  and  his  officers  were  in 
charge  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  three 
degrees  were  opened  and  closed  left  room  for  very  slight 
correction.  A  candidate  was  passed  to  the  second  de- 
gree at  the  request  of  Saugee.n  Lodge,  No.  197,  Walker- 
ton,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  This  ceremonial  was 
a  creditable  performance.  The  brethren  seemed  to  be 
thoroughly  interested  in  the  work  and  the  whole  meet- 
ing was  most  enjovable.  The  brethren  meet  in  rented 
premises,  and  on  discovering  that  the  Lodge  effects  were 
not  insured  I  impressed  upon  the  members  the  necessity 
for  immediate  attention  to  that  matter,  with  the  gratify- 
ing result  that  protection  to  the  full  insurable  value  of 
the  nroperty  was  at  once  arranged  for.      The  member- 
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ship  is  not  at  present  in  a  position  to  control  its  own 
meeting  place,  but  its  quarters  are  very  comfortable  and 
quite  ample  for  its  requirements.  A  pleasing  feature 
was  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  Lodge  to  present  a 
P.  M's  Jewel  to  W.  Bro.  George  Rothweil,  a  most  zeal- 
ous and  painstaking  Past  Master,  on  his  removal  to 
Alma.  The  good  qualities  of  the  brother  and  the  effec- 
tive service  he  had  rendered  to  the  Lodge  were  warmly 
referred  to  by  nearly  every  brother  present,  and  the  in- 
cident was  to  my  mind  an  exemplification  of  Masonic 
brotherhood.  I  was  subsequently  entertained  in  a 
handsome  way  by  the  Lodge  at  the  Hanna  House,  where 
Bri,  Gilbert  and  his  estimable  wife  sustained  their  well- 
known  reputation  as  caterers  of  the  first  class.  Aid- 
worth  has  no  dearth  of  material  for  efficient  officers,  and 
I  have  no  fear  but  that  the  Lodge  stands  on  solid 
ground. 

Teeswater  Lodge,  No.  276,  Teeswater :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  at  its  regular  meeting  on  30th  November,  1900. 
There  was  a  very  fair  attendance  of  members,  including 
among  the  visitors  W.  Bro.  John  Shaw,  P.  M.  of  St. 
John's  Lodge,  No.  284,  Brussels;  Bro.  A.  E.  Stewart,  of 
Stanley  Lodge,  No.  426,  Toronto  Junction,  and  Bro.  T. 
E.  Hutchinson,  of  Occident  Lodge,  No.  346,  Toronto. 
I  was  introduced  by  W.  Bro.  Shaw  and  received  in  an 
appropriate  and  brotherly  manner.  The  W.  M.,  W. 
Bro.  F.  P.  Moore,  and  his  regular  staff,  except  his  effi- 
cient S.  W.,  who  had  been  called  away  by  the  illness  of 
a  relative,  were  in  their  proper  places.  The  Lodge  was 
opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees,  and  the  second 
degree  was  properly  exemplified.  The  whole  work 
showed  an  amount  of  care  and  accuracy  in  its  rendition 
as  to  merit  favorable  comment.  The  working  tools 
were  impressively  presented  by  W.  Bro.  Shaw,  and  the 
practical  and  unique  explanation  of  the  Tracing  Board 
by  Bro.  Irwin,  acting  S.  W.,  received  my  unqualified  ap- 
proval. The  Lodge  has  taken  care  to  fully  insure  its 
premises  against  loss  by  fire.  The  Lodge-rooms  are 
small,  but  they  are  comfortably  furnished,  and  supply 
ample  accommodation  for  its  members.  The  books  of 
the  Secretary,  Bro.  Gallagher,  are  neatly  and  correctly 
kept.  Through  the  illness  of  the  Treasurer  I  was  unable 
to  inspect  his  records,  but  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  they  are  fully  up  to  the  mark.  The  edition  of  the 
By-laws  had  become  exhausted,  and  as  it  had  been  is- 
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sued  20  years  ago  I  recommended  the  W.  M.  to  have 
the  By-laws  thoroughly  revised  and  reprinted.  I  ad- 
dressed the  Lodge  at  some  length,  commending  the  offi- 
cers for  their  efforts  and  offering  words  of  encourage- 
ment for  the  future.  The  W.  M.  is  thoroughly  imbued 
with  the  spirit  of  his  office,  and  as  he  is  assisted  by 
young  and  willing  subordinates,  the  Lodge  should  sus- 
tain its  reputation.  The  active  co-operation  of  W.  Bro. 
Shaw,  who  is  a  resident  of  the  village,  is  of  g^eat  value 
to  the  Lodge.  After  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  W. 
M.  and  his  estimable  wife  entertained,  in  my  honor,  at 
their  residence,  the  members  of  the  Lodge  with  their 
wives,  and  also,  as  I  thought  I  detected  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances, their  sweethearts.  This  was  a  very  pleasing  in- 
novation. A  most  attractive  banquet  was  spread  and 
thoroughly  enjoyed,  after  which  the  usual  Masonic  toast 
list  was  disposed  of,  the  ladies  heartily  joining  in  the 
various  sentiments.  W.  Bro.  and  Mrs.  Moore  dis- 
pensed their  hospitality  with  a  charm  and  grace  which 
captivated  their  guests,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  that  the 
couple  of  hours  spent  in  this  social  way  served,  in  an 
especial  manner,  to  demonstrate  the  good  fellowship 
and  brotherly  love  existing  in  the  Craft.  I  was  also 
pleased  to  observe  in  the  company  two  former  members 
of  the  Lodge  who  retain  the  most  kindly  opinions  of  the 
Order,  and  also  the  Rev.  Bro.  Willoughby,  of  Alvinston 
Lodge,  No.  323,  now  stationed  at  Teeswater,  who,  I  dis- 
covered, was  born  in  my  own  native  town.  The  pleas- 
ant recollections  of  this  visit  will  long  be  remembered 
by  me. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  284,  Brussels :  The  charter  of 
this  Lodge  bears  date  nth  July,  1872,  and  in  its  early 
years  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  Lodge  premises  was 
a  decided  check  to  its  progress.  Through  the  energy  of 
R.  W.  Bro.  DeWitt  H.  Martyn,  then  D.  D.  G.  M.,  a  re- 
vival was  effected  upon  a  permanent  basis,  and  the  subse- 
quent success  of  the  Lodge  became  assured.  It  has 
now  a  membership  of  61,  and  from  the  records  I  gleaned 
that  since  its  institution  no  less  than  t68  brethren  have 
been  enrolled.  I  visited  the  Lodge  officially  at  its  regu- 
lar meetine  on  30th  Aoril,  190T.  Being  introduced  by 
W.  Bros.  Sinclair  and  Wilton,  P.  M's.  I  found  an  assem- 
blage of  30  members  present.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  R. 
N.  Barrett,  and  his  officers  performed  the  opening  and 
closing  ceremonies  in  the  several  degrees  with  great  ac- 
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curacy,  and  also  initiated  a  candidate.  The  degree  work 
was  unusually  well  done.  Ihe  Tracing  Board  Lecture 
by  the  J .  W .  was  correct  and  impressive,  and  the  delivery 
ot  the  charge  by  W.  Bro.  Bishop,  P.  M.,  I  have  seldom 
seen  equalled.  The  membership  is  composed  of  a  large 
number  of  bright  and  intelligent  young  men,  who  are 
bound  to  keep  up  the. established  standard  of  efficieaicy. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  P.  M.'s  are  regular  in  their 
attendance,  no  less  than  six  being  present  on  this  occa- 
sion, and  that  some  portion  of  each  degree  is  usually  as- 
signed to  them.  The  Lodge  is  admirably  laid  out,  the 
equipment  being  complete,  and  the  furniture  and  ap- 
pointments are  exceedingly  neat,  appropriate  and  com- 
fortable. The  property  is  kept  well  insured,  and  Ma- 
sonically  the  brethren  appear  to  move  in  an  atmosphere 
of  business  methods  and  activity.  The  books  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  well  looked  after,  and  the 
arrearages  of  members'  dues  are  rapidly  being  wiped 
out.  The  brethren  entertained  me  at  the  close  of  their 
labors  in  excellent  style,  and  during  my  visit  were  most 
assiduous  in  their  efforts  to  promote  my  pleasure  and 
comfort. 

Wingham  Lodge,  No.  286,  Wingham :  In  the  midst 
of  a  boom  in  their  Masonic  work  I  met  the  brethren  of 
this  Lodge  in  their  ample  and  comfortable  quarters  on 
the  first  May,  1901.  The  pleasure  of  my  visit  was  en- 
hanced by  the  presence  of  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  A.  Morton,  P. 
D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  W.  Bro.  Powell  I.  P.  M.  There  was 
an  attendance  of  25  members.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
Irwin,  and  an  active  staff,  easily  demonstrated  their 
ability  to  perform  the  opening  and  closing  exercises  of 
the  various  degrees.  I  found  three  candidates  in  wait- 
ing for  initiation,  but,  for  want  of  time,  only  tw^o  of 
them  received  the  E.  A.  degree.  The  work  was  very 
correct  and  satisfactory,  the  W.  M.  being  ably  assisted 
by  W.  Bros.  Powell  and  Vanstone,  P.  M's.  The 
ceremonies  were  interspersed  with  appropriate  music  on 
the  Lodge  organ  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Tamblyn,  which 
greatly  improved  the  effect.  The  Lodge  is  fully  equip- 
ped, the  furniture  being  bright  and  attractive.  The  pro- 
perty had  not  hitherto  been  reported  as  insured,  but  as 
the  same  is  valuable  I  urged  action  thereon,  and  am  glad 
to  learn  since  that  the  brethren  have  recognized  the  wis- 
dom of  this  business  precaution  and  have  acted  accord- 
ingly.    I  examined  the  books  of  the  Secretary  and  Trea- 
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surer  and  found  them  well  and  neatly  kept,  and  that  few 
arrearages  exist  in  the  members'  dues.  R.  W.  Bro. 
Morton  keeps  a  vigilant  supervision  over  all  branches  of 
the  Lodge,  and  the  P.  M*s  are  also  active  in  their  co- 
operation. Without  considering  its  excellent  prospects 
for  further  additions  to  the  membership,  the  Lodge  had 
in  hand,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  sufficient  work  to  keep 
it  fully  employed  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  An  excel- 
lent refreshment  room  is  used  in  connection  with  the 
Lodge,  and  a  pleasant  hour  spent  with  the  brethren  in 
refreshment  and  social  intercourse  closed*  a  very  suc- 
cessful and  enjoyable  gathering. 

Fordwich  Lodge,  No.  331,  Fordwich :  This  Lodge, 
which  was  instituted  in  1875,  is  very  conveniently  situ- 
ated in  the  Village  of  Fordwich  and  contains  a  number  of 
bright  and  active  Past  Masters,  who  are  the  main  stay 
of  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  and  the  ante-rooms  are  am- 
ple and  commodious,  and  having  during  the  past  few 
years  been  thoroughly  renovated  and  refurnished  with 
appropriate  furniture  and  appointments,  form  a  most 
cheery  and  attractive  rallying  point  for  the  brethren. 
They  have  their  own  kitchen  and  table  appurtenances, 
thus  enabling  the  members  to  work  the  "fourth  degree*' 
under  their  own  vine  and  fig  tree,  and  I  was  glad  to 
know  that  this  social  feature  is  a  frequent  source  of  en- 
joyment to  the  brethren  at  the  close  of  their  meetings. 
I  made  my  official  visit  on  the  29th  November,  1900,  and 
was  introduced  to  the  Lodge  by  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Spence,  a 
zealous  P.  M.,  and  regular  attendant.  The  W.  M.,  W. 
Bro.  John  Wallace,  a  young  and  especially  bright 
Mason,  welcomed  me  with  great  cordiality,  and  the 
Grand  Honors  were  well  rendered.  The  meeting  was 
emergent  and,  unfortunately  but  for  good  reasons,  the 
principal  officers  other  than  the  W.  M.  were  called 
away  from  home.  The  brethren  who  acted  in  the  West 
and  South,  on  short  notice,  satisfactorily  performed  their 
duties.  The  W.  M.  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge  in  the 
several  degrees  and  also  exemplified  the  second  degree. 
The  volunteer  candidate  was  Bro.  Wade,  a  son,  I  under- 
stand, of  one  of  the  charter  members,  who  was  to  be 
raised  at  the  following  regular  meeting.  His  examina- 
tion was  extremely  creditable,  and  his  repetition  of  the 
O.  B.  worthy  of  praise.  I  took  occasion  to  congratu- 
late the  W.  M.  and  his  officers  upon  their  work  and,  as 
well,  to  address  the  members    upon   their   duties.      W. 
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Bros.  Miller,  W.  M.,  and  Brown,  Secretary  of  Forest 
Lodge,  Wroxeter,  paid  me  the  compliment  of  attending 
me  on  this  visit.  There  were  18  members  present,  and 
the  whole  evening  was  thoroughly  enjoyed.  I  examined 
the  books  and  records  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
which  seemed  to  be  complete  since  their  inception,  and 
found  that  both  these  officers  were  diligent  and  efficient, 
This  Lodge  suffers  much  by  the  recent  removal  to  Fer- 
gus of  V.  W.  Bro.  Alex.  Wyness,  P.  G.  S.,  one  of  its 
best  skilled  and  reliable  P.  M's.  At  the  close  of  the 
Lodge  I  was- entertained  by  the  brethren,  and  an  ex- 
tremely pleasant  evening  was  rounded  up  with  refresh- 
ments and  social  intercourse.  The  prospects  of  Ford- 
wich  Lodge  are  excellent.  Work  or  no  work,  their 
meetings  are  always  held.  Their  premises  are  fully  in- 
sured. 

Bruce  Lodge,  No.  341,  Tiverton:  This  Lodge  being 
only  9  miles  distant  may  be  said  to  be  closely  identified 
with  my  own  Lodge,  and  reciprocal  visits  of  the  mem- 
bers are  of  frequent  occurrence.  There  is,  therefore,  an 
especially  friendly  feeHng  between  them,  and  the  visiting 
brethren  on  such  occasions  are  regarded  virtually  as 
home  members.  Accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Mai-tyn, 
P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  the  W. .  M.,  and  several  officers  of 
Northern  Light,  I  visited  Bruce  Lodge  officially  at  their 
regular  meeting  on  29th  January,  1901.  Owing  to  sev- 
eral cases  of  illness  in  man  and  beast  the  Lodge  was  de- 
prived of  the  presence  of  W.  Bros.  Chambers,  M.  D., 
and  Evans,  V.  S.,  two  of  its  most  efficient  P.  M's.  The 
attendance  of  the  local  members  was  not  large,  and  ill- 
ness in  the  family  of  a  candidate  who  was  to  have  been 
raised  at  this  meeting  prevented  the  rendering  of  degree 
work.  I  have,  however,  from  my  own  knowledge,  no 
difficulty  in  certifying  to  the  ability  of  the  officers  to  per- 
form the  ceremonies  with  credit  to  themselves.  The 
W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Bowie,  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge  in 
the  three  degrees  correctly,  and  the  brethren  then  re- 
paired to  the  Commercial  Hotel,  where  an  inviting 
spread  had  been  prepared  by  Bro.  J.  G.  Walker.  A 
quiet  but  very  pleasant  hour  was  enjoyed  by  the  com- 
pany. I  found  the  books  of  the  Lodge  correctly  and 
neatly  kept.  The  Lodge  owns  the  building  in  which 
it  meets,  which  is  a  substantial  brick  structure  and  is 
kept  well  insured.  The  furniture  and  appoitnments  are 
not  elaborate,  but  meet  with  the  requirements  of  the 
brethren. 
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Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  No.  362,  Tara :  I  made  my  visit 
of  inspection  to  this  Lodge  at  its  regular  meeting  on  ist 
April,  1901.  There  was  an  excellent  attendance  of  mem- 
bers and  also  of  visiting  brethren.  I  was  introduced  by 
R.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Wilson,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  V.  W.  Bro. 
Macdonald,  P  G  S,  The  proceedings  were  conducted 
by  the  W  M.,  W.  Bro.  L.  G.  Briggs,  and  his  regular 
staflf  in  a  manner  which  received  my  warm  commenda- 
tion. The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  several 
degrees  and  I  was  much  impressed  with  the  regularity, 
attention  to  details  and  accuracy  not  only  of  the  officers 
but  of  the  members  as  well.  The  floor  work  by  the 
Deacons  was  especially  noticeable.  The  second  degree 
was  conferred  upon  Bro.  Blundell,  a  bright  new  member, 
whose  examination,  including  a  repetition  of  the  O.  B., 
was  most  creditable  to  him.  The  explanation  of  the 
Tracing  Board  by  the'S.  W.,  Bro.  Collins,  and  the  de- 
livery of  the  charge  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Macdonald  was  de- 
serving of  special  mention.  I  addressed  the  Lodge  at 
some  length,  making  several  suggestions  to  the  brethren 
for  which  they  were  good  enough  to  thank  me.  The 
Lodge  premises  are  most  complete  and  modern,  the  ap- 
pointments being  arranged  with  great  taste.  The  breth- 
ren have  a  most  cheery  meeting  place,  and  the  uniform 
progress  which  they  have  enjoyed  hitherto  is  bound  to 
continue  under  the  excellent  guidance  of  R.  W.  Bros. 
Dr.  Wilson  and  R.  C.  Bruce,  and  V.  W.  Bro.  Macdon- 
ald. These  brethren  have  continually  the  welfare  of  the 
Lodge  at  heart  and  are  most  unselfish  in  their  efforts 
to  promote  its  interests.  The  property  is  well  insured, 
and  the  books  of  W.  Bro.  Start,  as  Secretary,  I  found,  on 
a  careful  examination,  are  very  complete.  The  Trea- 
surer, Bro.  Telford,  has  held  the  office  for  many  years, 
and  has  his  books  and  accounts  well  in  hand.  The 
financial  standing  of  the  Lodge,  which  has  about  41 
members,  is  very  good.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Lodge 
procedings  I  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  brethren  at  a 
splendid  banquet  in  the  Queen's  Hotel,  at  which  a  couple 
of  hours  were  spent  most  profitably  and  enjoyably. 

Forest  Lodge,  No.  393,  Chesley:  Located  in  one  of 
the  brightest  and  busiest  villages  in  Western  Ontario 
the  brethren  of  Forest  Lodge  are  happy  in  their  sur- 
roundings. Next  year  the  Lodge  will  have  attained  its 
majority  and  the  event  will  be  duly  observed.  During 
the  20  years  of  its  existence  it  has  prospered  under  the 
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guiding  hands  of  skilled  Craftsmen  who  have  given 
much  of  their  time  to  its  welfare.  I  made  an  otticial 
visit  at  tne  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge  on  2nd  April, 
1901,  and  was  greeted  by  a  very  satisfactory  attendance 
ot  the  members,  together  with  a  fair  sprinkling  of  visi- 
tors. Being  introduced  by  VV.  Bros.  Adams  and  Pearce, 
P.  M's,  the  Grand  Honors  were  duly  and  regularly  ac- 
corded. The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  W.  T.  Ross,  opened  and 
closed  the  Lodge  in  the  several  degrees  and  initiated  a 
candidate  into  the  mysteries  of  Freemasonry.  The 
whole  work,  including  the  delivery  of  the  Tracing  Board 
Lecture  and  the  charge,  was  admirably  performed.  The 
floor  work  by  the  Deacons  was  exceptional,  and  all  con- 
cerned showed  the  result  of  careful  study  and  practice. 
The  arrangement  of  the  rooms  and  the  furniture  and  ap- 
pomtments  are  quite  up  to  the  standard  expected  of  a 
live  and  progressive  Lodge.  The  property  is  valuable 
and  is  kept  well  insured.  Bro.  Little,  the  Manager  of 
the  Merchants'  Bank,  it  is  needless  to  say,  makes  a 
model  Secretary,  and  his  books  show  method  and  neat- 
ness. W.  Bro.  Jos.  Adams  has  been  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Lodge  for  many  years,  and  his  duties  are  very  satis- 
factorily performed.  This  Lodge  requires  the  unani- 
mous ballot  of  the  members  to  secure  the  admission  of 
an  applicant.  Its  By-laws  were  issued  in  1882  and  are 
now  in  process  of  revision.  At  the  close  of  the  Lodge 
work  I  was  entertained  by  the  W.  M.  and  the  brethren 
at  the  Windsor  Hotel,  where  an  elaborate  banquet  was 
spread  and  thoroughly  enjoyed.  I  am  indebted  to  W. 
Bros.  Dr.  Stewart  and  C.  J.  Mickle,  P.  M's,  for  courte- 
sies and  attention  during  my  visit. 

Cedar  Lodge,  No.  396,  Wiarton :  There  is  no  Lodge 
in  this  District  whose  name  more  happily  reflects  its  pre- 
dominant characteristics  than  Cedar  Lodge,  Wiarton. 
No  work  is  undertaken  by  it,  the  execution  of  which 
does  not  show  a  delightful  freshness  and  a  determination 
to  make  a  lasting  impression  upon  its  witnesses.  •  Lo- 
cated at  the  extreme  north  of  this  jurisdiction  with  the 
Bruce  peninsula  as  its  feeder,  this  Lodge  has  ample 
scope  for  its  operations.  I  wound  up  my  series  of  offii 
cial  visits  here  at  an  emergent  meeting,  which  the  W.  M. 
was  good  enough  to  convene  for  me  on  the  3rd  July, 
inst.  The  weather  was  exceedingly  warm  and  uncom- 
fortable, yet  I  was  gratified  to  notice  fully  30  members 
of  the  Lodge  present,  an  unusually  good  showing.       I 
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was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  James  Walmsley,  P.  D. 
D.  G.  M.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  S.  J.  Cameron,  was  in 
the  East,  and  very  correctly  performed  the  opening  and 
closing  exercises  in  the  several  degrees.  Assisted  by  an 
able  staff  he  also  initiated  a  candidate.  This  work  was 
most  impressive  and  without  error.  The  J.  W.  g^ve  the 
explanation  of  the  T.  B.,  and  the  W.  M.  orally  delivered 
the  charge.  R.  W.  Bro.  Walmsley  also  took  part  in  the 
ceremony.  The  Lodge  has  during  the  past  year  per- 
fected a  musical  organization,  which  wonderfully  im- 
proves the  effect  of  the  ceremonial  work.  The  Lodge 
is  fortunate  in  having  in  the  ranks  Bro.  Castdl,  an  ex- 
pert vocal  and  instrumental  artist.  A  male  quartette  of 
capital  ability  has  also  been  formed  in  the  Lodge,  and 
their  services  are  greatly  in  demand  at  refreshment. 
The  feature  in  this  connection  is  the  hearty  manner  in 
which  every  brother  present  joins  in  the  service.  The 
equipment  of  this  Lodge  is  in  harmony  with  its  general 
excellence.  Very  few  cosier  Lodge-rooms  exist  in  the 
Distric*  and  certainly  non€  better  suited  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Craft.  The  books  of  the  Secretary,  Bro. 
S.  E.  Foster,  were  in  excellent  order.  The  genius  of  W. 
Bro.  W.  J.  Ferguson,  P.  M.,  finds  great  scope  in  the 
clerical  department  of  this  Lodge.  Always  alert  to  its 
best  interests  and  to  seize  upon  any  idea  which  may  dis- 
tinguish it,  W.  Bro.  Ferguson  has  d-cvised  and  had 
printed  several  special  blank  books  for  this  Lodge.  One 
of  them  which  particularly  struck  me  is  headed  "History 
of,  Formation  and  Progress,"  and  on  examination  I  found 
that  it  contained  a  complete  record  of  the  institution  of 
the  Lodge,  with  a  recital  of  every  event  of  interest  which 
has  since  happened  in  connection  with  the  Lodge  and 
which  is  entered  from  time  to  time  as  the  occasion  arises. 
This  book  will  prove  in  future  years  a  most  valuable 
archive,  and  the  Lodges  generally  might  very  profitably 
copy  this  example.  The  Treasurer,  W.  Bro.  Moore» 
has  his  share  of  the  Lodge  work  always  where  it  should 
be.  The  forms  used  by  this  Lodge,  such  as  summonses, 
etc.,  are  the  neatest  in  the  District.  Perfection  in  all 
things  is  aimed  at,  and  it  is  only  justice  to  Cedar  Lodge 
to  say  that  no  Lodge  in  the  District  is  more  efficient. 
At  the  close  of  the  meeting  an  enjoyable  and  delicious 
refection  was  served  in  the  Lodge-room,  and  the  evening 
was  well  rounded  off  with  speech  and  song. 

Port  Elgin  Lodge,  No.  429.  Port  Elgin :     On  the  28th 
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February,  1901,  I  met  the  brethren  of  this  Lodge  in 
their  spacious  and  exceedingly  comfortable  room  at  their 
regular  communication.  The  ante-rooms  and  surround- 
ings generally  are  inviting,  and  the  appointm^ents  are  of 
an  attractive  description.  A  specially  designed  carpet 
adorns  the  floor,  and  the  furniture  is  modem  in  its  char- 
acter. Thirty  brethren  were  in  attendance,  and  among 
them  I  was  glad  to  notice  no  less  than  eight  Past  Mas- 
ters of  the  Lodee.  There  were  several  visitors  from 
St.  Lawrence;,  No.  131,  and  Cedar,  No.  396.  I  was  in- 
troduced by  W.  Bros.  Wm.  George  and  John  George, 
two  senior  P.  M's.  The,  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Hutton 
opened  and  closed  the  Lodge  in  the  several  degrees  in 
a  satisfactory  manner,  assisted  by  his  regular  staff  of 
officers.  A  candidate  was  passed  to  the  second  degree, 
and  the  ceremonial  work  was  admirably  performed  by 
W.  Bros.  W.  J.  Cameron,  L  P.  M.,  and  G.  W.  Smith,  P. 
M.  I  complimented  the  Candidate,  Bro.  Mitchell,  upon 
his  excellent  examination  before  passing  and  also  upon 
his  repetition  of  the  O.  B.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that 
the  latter  feature  is  insisted  upon  in  this  Lodge.  The 
clerical  work  of  the  Lodge  is  in  charge  of  W.  Bro.  Lillie, 
P.  M.,  as  Secretary,  and  W.  Bro.  Cameron  as  Treasurer, 
and  I  found  their  books  complete  in  detail  and  system. 
I  strongly  recommended  fraternal  visits  between  this 
Lodge  and  St.  Lawrence,  of  Southampton.  Being  only 
five  miles  apart,  this  can  be  easily  accomplished,  and  I 
was  delighted  with  the  readiness  of  both  Lodges  to 
adopt  the  suggestion.  The  brethren  of  Port  Elgin  have 
a  reputation  for  hospitality,  and  on  the  closing  of  the 
Lodge  a  first-class  banquet  at  the  Queen's,  prepared 
under  the  skilful  supervision  of  Bro.  D.  J.  Izzard,  gar- 
nished with  a  short  but  appropriate  toast  list,  completed 
a  most  enjoyable  evening.  Port  Elgin  Lodge  is  enti- 
tled to  commendation  for  its  attention  to  details,  accu- 
rate work  and  strict  adherence  to  the  Constitution.  Its 
prospects  for  activity  are  very  encouraging. 

Moravian  Lodge,  No.  431,  Eden  Grove:  Among  the 
young  Lodges  in  the  District,  Moravian  occupies  a 
prominent  place  in  enthusiasm  and  onward  progress.  It 
was  instituted  in  1893  at  the  village  of  Eden  Grove 
(Pinkerton  Station),  and  being  within  easy  reach  of  two 
old-established  Lodges  at  Walkerton  and  Paisley,  some 
doubt  was  felt  at  the  time  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  ven- 
ture.      Through  the  energy,  however,  of  R.  W.  Bro. 
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Thos.  Pinkerton  (since  then  D.  D.  G.  M.)  and  other 
staunch  brethren,  the  Lodge  continued  to  flourish  from 
its  inception  until  it  now  has  a  membership  of  41.  On 
the  4th  January,  1901,  at  its  regular  meeting,  I  made  my 
official  visit,  accompanied  by  several  of  the  leading  mem- 
bers of  Saugeen  Lodge,  No.  197,  Walkerton.  I  was 
also  delighted  to  have  with  me  R.  W.  Bro.  James  B. 
Nixon,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  who  was  at  Walkerton  on  busi- 
ness. I  found  an  attendance  of  about  30  brethren,  who 
were  assembled  in  their  very  commodious  Lodge-room. 
I  was  received  most  cordially  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Pinkerton, 
who  was  in  the  East,  and  is  this  year  the  W.  M.  of  the 
Lodge.  Many  of  the  members  are  old  personal  friends 
of  my  own,  and  this  reunion  with  them  added  much  to 
the  pleasure  of  my  visit.  The  Lodge  was  opened  and 
closed  in  the  several  degrees  in  a  manner  most  creditable 
to  all  concerned.  I  was  already  familiar  with  the  ability 
of  the  staff  to  exemplify  the  degpree  work  and  took  occa- 
sion to  compliment  them  upon  their  efficiency.  R.  W. 
Bro.  Nixon  delivered  a  practical  address  on  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Order  and  gave  the  brethren  some  most  in- 
teresting information  on  the  work  of  the  sub-committee 
on  Benevolence,  with  which  he  is  immediately  identified. 
The  books  of  the  Secretary,  Bro.  Nelson  Clark,  and  also 
of  the  Treasurer,  Bro.  Duggan,  are  in  every  respect  fit 
for  inspection.  The  J.  W.,  Bro.  Wm.  Trimble,  is  a 
"youthful"  Craftsman  of  74  years  of  age,  who  was  ini- 
tiated only  3  years  ago,  and  has  already  served  a  term 
as  Secretary.  He  is  one  of  the  most  zealous  of  the 
members  and  performs  his  duties  with  such  skill  and 
accuracy  as  might  well  be  emulated.  At  the  close  of 
the  Lodge  I  was  entertained  at  a  magnificent  banquet  at 
the  Connor  House,  where  the  evening  was  spent  in  un- 
alloyed enjoyment.  Many  excellent  speeches  were  made 
and  everything  predicted  a  most  hopeful  outlook  for 
Moravian  Lodge.  Since  my  visit  I  understand  the 
brethren  are  considering  the  question  of  building  a  new 
Lodge-room. 

Hanover  Lodge,  No.  432,  Hanover:  The  growth  of 
Hanover,  which  is  situated  on  either  side  of  the  County 
boundary  between  Grey  and  Bruce  has,  during  the  last 
decade,  been  so  rapid  that  at  the  time  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  Grey  portion,  a  year  ago,  it  was  the  largest 
incorporated  village  in  Canada.  It  was,  therefore,  a 
very  suitable  field  for  the  operations  of  Hanover  Lodge 
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which,  since  its  re-organization  in  1893  has  made  steady 
progress.  A  disastrous  fire,  however,  which  some 
months  ago  destroyed  the  largest  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment in  the  village  and  compelled  its  operatives, 
among  whom  were  several  members  of  the  Lodge,  to 
seek  temporary  employment  elsewhere,  was  a  severe 
check  to  the  activity  of  the  brethren.  Notwithstanding 
this,  the  meetings  continued  to  be  regularly  held,  and  at 
my  visit  on  the  3rd  April,  1901,  there  was  a  splendid 
turnout  of  members,  the  meeting  being  specially  con- 
vened for  the  purpose.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro. 
Hon.  Dr.  Landerkin,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  V.  W.  Bro. 

iohn  Mitchell,  G.  Supt.  of  Works,  both  members  of  the 
.odge.  W.  Bro.  Stone,  the  W.  M.,  and  his  staff  of 
officers  performed  the  routine  of  the  several  degrees  and 
also  exemplified  the  first  degree.  The  ceremonial  in  all 
respects  was  capitally  rendered  and  reflected  great  credit 
upon  the  Lodge.  The  premises  are  beautifully  furnished, 
the  paraphernalia,  appointments  and  draperies  being 
rich  in  design  and  forming  a  very  complete  equipment. 
I  examined  the  books  of  the  clerical  and  financial  offi- 
cers and  found  them  correctly  kept.  The  ante-rooms 
are  ample  and  the  general  surroundings  betoken  comfort 
and  cheerfulness.  During  the  evening  refreshments 
were  served  and  many  pleasant  things  were  said  by  the 
brethren  which  tended  to  make  lasting  memories  of  my 
visit  to  the  Hanover  brethren. 

Burns  Lodge,  No.  436,  Hepworth :  This  is  the  junior 
Lodge  of  the  District,  and  it  owes  its  origin  to  the  ex- 
pansive powers  and  energy  of  the  brethren  of  Wiarton 
and  vicinity.  Its  warrant  bears  date  the  15th  July, 
1896,  and  from  its  inception  it  developed  and  has  since 
maintained  a  lustiness  and  activity  which  ensure  its  per- 
manence. The  thriving  sister  villages  of  Hepworth  and 
Shallow  Lake  form  a  very  fertile  constituejicy  for  the 
propagation  of  Masonic  work  in  this  locality.  I  visited 
the  Lodge  at  its  regular  meeting  on  2nd  July,  inst. 
Though  I  had  several  weeks  previously  advised  the 
secretary  of  my  intention  to  be  present  on  that  occasion, 
through  some  oversight,  the  announcement  of  the  fact 
was  omitted  from  the  summons.  The  attendance,  there- 
fore, of  16  members  (a  creditable  average  at  any  time),  at 
a  season  when  many  Lodges  "call  off"  for  a  term  in  the 
ordinary  course,  without  any  special  attraction  either  in 
the  way  of  work  or  the  knowledge  of  an  official  visit  to 
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draw  them  out  beyond  their  love  for  the  institution,  was 
an  emphatic  indication  of  the  real  interest  which  the 
members  of  this  Lodge  take  in  its  welfare.  I  regretted 
the  absence  of  W.  Bro.  Reid,  the  W.  M.,  whom  I  should 
hke  to  have  met,  as  I  was  impressed  by  the  admiration 
and  pride  with  which  the  members  certified  to  his  skill 
and  ability  as  their  presiding  officer.  His  place  in  the 
East  was  most  acceptably  filled  by  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Frank 
Campbell,  P.  M.,  a  steadfast  and  very  efficient  pillar. 
The  Lodge  was  most  cordial  in  its  greetings,  and  gave 
the  best  evidence  throughout  the  routine  of  the  evening 
of  its  high  standard  of  correctness.  The  Past  Masters 
of  this  Lodge  are  exceptionally  zealous  and  are  ever  on 
the  alert.  The  premises  are  beautifully  and  completely 
equipped.  The  carved  pedestals  and  carpet  of  specisd 
pattern,  together  with  a  full  range  of  Lodge  furniture, 
evince  a  spirit  of  enterprise  very  creditable  to  its  mem- 
bers. Its  financial  standing  is  good,  the  Lodge  being 
free  from  debt  and  little  is  to  be  complained  of  in  the 
matter  of  arrears  of  dues.  The  Secretary's  books  are 
in  order  and  well  looked  after,  and  the  funds  in  the 
charge  of  W.  Bro.  J.  E.  Campbell,  P.  M.,  as  Treasurer, 
are  carefully  husbanded.  The  brethren  were  very  kind 
and  concluded  the  proceedings  with  a  capital  spread  at 
the House,  where  I  thoroughly  enjoyed  their  hospi- 
tality. The  pleasure  of  the  occasion  was  much  enhanced 
by  the  presence  of  my  old  friend,  Bro.  D.  M.  Jermyn,  of 
Cedar  Lodge,  Wiarton,  who  accompanied  me. 

CONDITION    OF    MASONRY. 

As  a  result  of  my  intercourse  with  the  Lodges  and  of 
the  opportunities  I  have  enjoyed  of  mingling  with  the 
brethren  in  their  meeting  places,  I  am  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  Craft  affairs  in  this 
district  and  very  promising  prospects  for  the  future. 
That  most  important  department,  the  clerical  work,  as 
performed  by  the  secretaries,  is  well  up  to  the  mark,  and 
in  this  connection  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  secretaries  are  Past  Masters  of  their  Lodges, 
The  Worshipful  Masters  are  all  evidently  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  their  office  and  have  imparted  their  enthu- 
siasm to  their  principal  and  assistant  officers.  It  is 
very  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  members  are  loyal  to 
their  officers  and  that,  as  a  rule,  the  average  attendance 
at  the  regular  meetings  is  very  good.      In  no  case  did  I 
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observe  a  tendency  to  looseness  either  in  the  routine  or 
degree  work,  but  there  was  an  evident  effort  at  correct- 
ness and  an  honest  endeavor  to  adhere  to  recognized 
methods.  In  a  word,  the  officers  of  each  Lodge  have 
shown  a  commendable  disposition  to  attain  to  that  know- 
ledge which  is  grounded  on  accuracy,  aided  by  labor, 
and  prompted  by  perseverance.  The  work  of  the  Dis- 
trict is  largely  in  the  hands  of  young,  active  and  intelli- 
gent brethren  who  will,  I  am  assured,  do  their  utmost, 
not  only  to  sustain  but  to  improve  the  reputation  of  their 
Lodges. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  I  have  already  alluded  to  the  employment  of  an 
official  "  Instructor  "  at  District  Lodges  of  Instruction. 

2.  I  would  recommend  that  the  election  pf  officers  in 
private  Lodges  be  held  in  the  month  of  June  rather  than 
ih  June  or  December,  at  the  Lodge's  option,  as  is  the 
present  rule.  The  large  majority  of  elections  are  now 
held  in  December,  and  the  work  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  is 
virtually  delayed  until  the  beginning  of  January,  or  for 
six  months  after  he  assumes  office.  Were  June  the 
fixed  month  for  this  purpose  the  work  of  the  District 
could  be  taken  up  immediately  after  the  session  of  Grand 
Lodge  and  pursued  during  the  ensuing  12  months,  and 
the  convenience  of  both  the  Lodges  and  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 
be  thereby  much  better  improved. 

3.  I  would  also  recommend  the  supply  by  Grand 
Lodge  to  its  executive  officers  of  all  stationery,  such  as 
official  paper  and  envelopes,  for  necessary  use  in  con- 
nection with  Grand  Lodge  business.  The  present  cus- 
tom permits  each  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  procure,  at  his  option 
and  expense,  official  stationery  for  his  office,  and  with 
tiie  capacity  of  the  ordinary  local  printing  office,  the 
press  work  by  this  method  is  not  always  in  keeping  with 
the  dignity  of  the  position. 

STATISTICS. 

The  usual  tabulated  statement  of  "work  done"  by  the 
several  Lodges  in  the  District  for  the  year  ended  24th 
June,  1901,  accompanies  this  report. 

CONCLUSION. 

With  an  apology  for  the  great  length  to  which  I  have 
thought  it  necessary  to  extend  these  observations,  I  beg 
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to  conclude  my  report  in  the  hope  that  I  have  been  able 
to  perform,  with  some  degree  of  satisfaction,  the  im- 
portant duties  which  have  been  entrusted  to  me.

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  the  con- 
<iition  of  Masonry  for  the  past  year  in  Wilson  District, 
Ko.  6: 

I  appointed  Rev.  Bro.  Frank  Leigh,  of  Burford,  Dis- 
trict Chaplain,  and  W.  Bro.  F.  J.  Daniel,  P.  M.,  of  Blen- 
heim, No.  108,  District  Secretary. 

I  have  visited  each  Lodge  in  the  District  once,  and 
some  twice,  and  nearly  all  at  their  regular  communica- 
tions. Masonry  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  taking  the 
District  as  a  whole,  and  evidence  of  a  love  for  the  work 
and  a  desire  to  understand  and  carry  out  those  sublime 
truths  therein  taught  has  been  apparent  at  every  visit  I 
have  made.  The  Worshipful  Masters  generally  under- 
stand the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  their  position. 
Not  only  are  they  able  to  confer  degrees  properly,  but 
they  know  how  to  rule  the  Lodge  and  conduct  the  busi- 
ness. There  has  been  considerable  attention  paid  not 
only  to  the  instruction  of  candidates  but  of  the  older 
brethren,  and  I  trust  continuous  attention  will  be  paid 
to  this  important  duty. 

I  have  granted  dispensations  to  King  Hiram,  No.  78, 
Tilsonburg,  and  King  Solomon's,  No.  43,  and  Oxford, 
No.  76,  Woodstock,  to  attend  clothed  as  Masons  me- 
morial services  in  loving  remembrance  of  our  late  Queen 
Victoria. 

During  the  past  year  several' brethren  have  departed 
this  life  and  have  had  the  last  sad  office  of  respect  paid 
to  their  memory.  I  have  received  notice  of  the  follow- 
ing: W.  Bro.  A.  N.  Parney,  St.  John's,  No.  82;  Bro. 
George  Brown,  Naphtali,  No.  413;  Bro.  Wm.  Walker, 
Norfolk,  No.  10;  Bro.  John  Patrick,  King  Solomon,  No. 
43;  Bro.  Abraham  Steedsman  and  W.  Bro.  Charles 
Brown,  Burford,  No.  106;  Bro.  Horatio  Holder,  and  W. 
Bro.  B.  Varey,  Erie,  No.  149,  and  Bro.  A.  B.  Yeo,  King 
Solomon's,  No.  43.      I  assisted  R.  W.  Bro.  Miles,  who

conducted  the  services  at  the  funeral  of  W.  Bro.  Brown, 
and  also  the  Worshipful  Masters  of  Wilson,  No.  113, 
and  St.  John's,  No.  82,  at  the  funeral  of  W.  Bro.  Pamey 
at  Waterford.  Bro.  Geo.  Brown  was  buried  at  Tilson- 
burg  by  King  Hiram,  No.  78. 

1  have  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Master 
By-laws  of  St.  John's,  No.  68,  and  changes  in  the  By- 
laws of  St.  John's,  No.  82 ;  Vittoria,  No.  359,  and  Frede- 
rick, No.  217. 

Each  Lodge  has  contributed  its  share  towards  my 
expenses. 

On  Tuesday,  October  2nd,  1900,  accompanied  by  W. 
Bros.  Smoke  and  Thomson,  of  St.  John's,  No.  82,  I  paid 
my  first  official  visit  to  King  Solomon's,  No.  43,  Wood- 
stock. There  was  a  good  attendance  for  so  early  in 
the  season,  among  the  visitors  being  R.  W.  Bros.  Gavin 
Stewart,  Fred.  C.  Martin,  Horace  Kayner,  of  Rossland 
District,  B.  C,  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Farthing,  Grand  Chap- 
lain, and  W.  Bros.  Dr.  Ellis,  of  Norwich ;  E.  W.  Town,  of 
Innerkip,  and  F.  J.  Daniel,  District  Secretary.  The 
opening  and  closing  ceremonies,  as  well  as  the  work 
of  the  third  degree,  while  not  without  some  errors,  were 
conducted  in  a  manner  to  satisfy  me  that  W.  Bro.  Ken- 
ney  and  his  officers  are  determined  to  maintain  the  repu- 
tation of  this  Lodge  for  careful  work.  W.  Bro.  Watt,  I. 
P.  M.,  assisted,  and  as  usual  did  his  work  well.  W.  Bro. 
McGachie  is  a  very  courteous  and  efficient  secretary. 
After  the  Lodge  was  closed  a  pleasant  entertainment  was 
provided.  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  C.  Martin  presided,  and  R. 
W.  Bro.  Farthing  and  others  gave  interesting  addresses. 

On  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  I  again  visited 
this  Lodge  and  installed  the  officers.  At  the  close  of 
the  installation  ceremony  the  third  degree  was  conferred 
by  the  new  officers,  and  they  all  did  their  part  like  vet- 
erans. The  Worshipful  Master,  W.  Bro.  Geary,  de- 
serves special  commendation.  The  books  were  audited 
and  show  the  Lodge  to  be  financially  sound  and  in  every 
way  the  Lodge  starts  the  new  year  in  perfect  condition. 

I  visited  Vienna  Lodge,  No.  237,  on  Friday,  Novem- 
ber 2nd,  and  found  a  very  progressive  Lodge.  There 
were  two  candidates  initiated  by  W.  Bro.  Hawkins  and 
his  officers,  and  seldom  have  I  witnessed  the  work  ex- 
emplified so  carefully  and  in  so  impressive  a  manner. 
This  Lodge  owns  the  building  in  which  it  meets,  is 
adding  to  its  membership  steadily,  and  would  be  out  of 
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debt  i{  the  dues  were  all  paid.  I  appealed  to  the  breth- 
ren to  pay  up  in  full  instead  of  in  part,  as  is  the  custom. 
This  Lodge  and  King  Hiram,  of  lllsonburg,  have  prac- 
ticed conferring  degrees  one  for  the  other  with  mutual 
benefit.  W.  Bro.  Glutton,  who  acted  as  Secretary  in 
the  absence  of  Bro.  Thornton,  is  an  enthusiastic  member 
of  the  Craft,  and  always  ready  to  assist  the  brethren  of 
this  Lodge. 

On  Wednesday,  November  7th,  I  visited  St.  John's, 
Ho.  104,  Norwich,  and  although  it  was  the  night  of  the 
Dominion  elections,  there  was  a  fair  attendance  of  the 
members  of  the  Lodge,  besides  visiting  brethren  from 
Burford,  Scotland,  Woodstock,  and  other  places.  The 
Worshipful  Master,  Dr.  Ellis,  initiated  two  of  the  promi- 
nent citizens  of  Norwich  in  as  impressive  a  manner  as 
I  have  ever  witnessed  in  any  Lodge.  Bro.  Poldon,  the 
Secretary,  is  very  painstaking.  This  Lodge  has  a  well- 
equipped  Lodge-room,  as  well  as  ante-rooms  for  all  pur- 
ppses.  R.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  McCurdy,  who  takes  a  great 
interest  in  the  Lodge,  Rev.  Bro.  Leigh  and  others  ad- 
dressed the  brethren  at  the  pleasant  social  gathering 
held  after  the  Lodge  was  closed. 

I  visited  Scotland,  No.  193,  on  Monday,  December 
3rd,  and  installed  the  officers.  I  was  assisted  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Miles,  W.  Bros.  Wilbee,  Smoke,  Haire,  Ingles,  Col- 
lins, Ross,  Hooker,  Winegarden,  and  others.  There  was 
a  very  large  turnout  of  the  brethren  from  this  and  the 
.surrounding  Lodges,  Brantford,  Paris,  Burford  and 
Waterford  sending  several  representatives  each.  There 
were  18  Masters  and  Past  Masters  present,  which  is 
evidence  of  the  interest  taken  in  this  vicinity,  and  also 
shows  the  position  of  prominence  attained  by  Scotland 
Lodge.  The  newly  installed  Master  and  the  L  P.  M., 
W.  Bros.  Potts  and  Malcolm,  both  gave  evidence  of  their 
ability  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge.  Two  candi- 
dates were  examined  as  to  their  proficneicy  in  the  fellow- 
craft  degree,  but  out  of  consideration  for  the  visiting 
brethren,  who  had  to  drive  long  distances,  the  third  de- 
gree was  not  exemplified.  R.  W.  Bro.  Miles,  who  lives 
near  this  Lodge,  assured  me  of  the  proficiency  of  the 
officers.  I  am  satisfied  that  this  is  one  of  the  best 
Lodges  in  the  District.  A  very  pleasant  social  gather- 
ing followed.  The  books  are  well  kept  and  were  pro- 
perly audited  for  my  inspection. 

On  Friday,  December  7th  I  visited  Plattsville  Lodge, 
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No.  178,  and  installed  the  officers.  There  was  a  good 
attendance,  16  Fast  Masters  being  present.  I  was  in- 
troduced by  R.  W.  Bro.  AUshire,  who  with  W.  Bros, 
tloiley,  Wubee  and  others  assisted  in  the  ceremony. 
The  Lodge  is  in  good  shape  financially,  the  dues  being 
well  paid  up.  I«or  the  fourth  tim'C  in  seventeen  years 
W.  Bro.  Henderson,  the  Secretary,  whose  books  are  a 
model  of  neatness  and  correctness,  was  through  sickness 
unaoie  to  be  present.  Dr.  Wilson,  the  new  Master,  is 
a  very  capable  brother,  and  this  Lodge  should  prosper 
under  his  guidance.  The  hospitality  of  Plattsville 
l^odge  was  appreciated  by  the  visitors.  It  has  long  been 
favorably  known  for  its  happy  manner  of  entertainmg. 

On  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  I  visited 
Oxford  Lodge,  No.  76,  Woodstock,  and  installed  the 
officers.  I  was  assisted  by  W.  Bros.  McLurg,  Smoke, 
McGachie,  and  a  goodly  number  of  Past  Masters  were 
present,  together  with  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  C.  Martin  and  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Farthing.  W.  Bro. 
McLurg  was  to  have  conferred  the  third  degree  on  his 
son,  but  the  young  brother  was  unable  to  be  present,  so 
there  was  no  work,  but  the  part  taken  by  the  officers  in 
opening  and  closing  was  correctly  done.  W.  Bro.  Bain, 
1  believe,  will  be  a  worthy  successor  to  W.  Bro.  Hamil- 
ton, in  fact  this  Lodge  has  so  much  good  material  that 
they  always  have  competent  officers.  Bro.  Anderson 
makes  a  model  Secretary  and  does  his  work  in  the  neat- 
est and  most  careful  way.  The  books  were  audited  for 
my  inspection  and  show  a  large  balance  on  hand.  Ox- 
ford Lodge  is  prospering  in  every  way.  After  the  Lodge 
was  closed  a  pleasant  social  gathering  took  place  at 
which  speeches  w^re  made  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Farthing,  W. 
Bros.  Smoke,  Clapp  and  others.  On  November  i6th 
this  Lodge  held  a  Past  Master's  reunion,  and  the  Secre- 
tary sends  me  the  following  report,  as  I  was  unable  to  be 
present:  Four  candidates  were  initiated,  R.  W.  Bro. 
Martin,  V.  W.  Bro.  Scarflf,  and  W.  Bros.  McDonald, 
Biggins,  Ure,  Hamilton,  Cheyne,  Luckwell  and  Mc- 
Ghacie  taking  part.  The  way  in  which  the  work  was 
done  reflected  credit  on  the  Past  Masters  and  shows  that 
they  still  take  much  interest  in  Masonry.  Before  the 
hodge,  was  closed  W.  Bro.  McDonald  demanded  a 
Board  of  Trial,  which  was  conducted  by  R.  W.  Bro. 
Martin,  V.  W.  Bro.  Ccarff  and  W.  Bro.  McGachie,  who 
examined  the  brethren  for  admission  to  the  Lodge  in  the 
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three  degrees.  This  was  very  interesting  and  useful. 
It  was  one  of  the  most  profitable  and  interesting  meet- 
ings we  have  had  for  some  time. 

Again  accompanied  by  Bro.  Smoke  I  visited  Burford 
Lodge,  No.  106,  on  Wednesday,  January  2nd,  and  in- 
stalled the  officers.  I  was  assisted  by  W.  Bro.  Miles, 
W.  Bro.  Ramsay,  W.  Master  of  Blenheim  Lodge,  No. 
108,  and  other  Past  Masters.  The  new  Master,  W. 
Bro.  Armstrong,  and  his  officers  are  well  qualified  to 
manage  this  prosperous  Lodge,  and  although  a  sad  loss 
was  sustained  by  the  death  of  W.  Bro.  Brown,  who  died 
during  his  term  of  office,  still  a  large  number  of  Past 
Masters,  including  R.  W.  Bro.  Miles,  who  maintain  an 
active  interest  in  the  Lodge,  keep  up  the  standard  of  the 
past.  This  Lodge  is  worth  nearly  $2,500,  and  is  still 
adding  good  material  steadily.  They,  like  some  others, 
do  not  keep  down  their  arrears  of  dues  as  low  as  I  think 
wise.  After  the  Lodge  was  closed  the  officers  and  mem- 
bere  were  banqueted  in  Burford's  own  noted  manner,  at 
which  bright  speecl\es  were  made  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Miles, 
W.  Bros.  Smoke,  Rawsay,  Leigh,  and  others.  Bro.  Pratt 
is  a  very  competent  Secretary. 

On  Thursday,  January  3rd,  I  visited  Oak  Branch,  No. 
161,  Innerkip,  and  conducted  the  ceremony  of  installa- 
tion. I  was  assisted  by  W.  Bros.  Henderson  and  Ken- 
ney,  and  other  Past  Masters.  Although  this  is  one  of 
the  smallest  Lodges  in  the  District,  still  the  brethren  are 
enthusiastic  and  make  the  most  of  their  opportunities. 
W..Bro.  Hopkins  conferred  the  second  degree  in  a 
pleasing  manner,  and  the  new  Master,  W.  Bro.  Perry, 
will,  I  believe,  do  conscientious  work.  Financially  they 
are  in  good  shape,  and  W.  Bro.  Nesbitt  is  an  efficient 
Secretary.  A  banquet  followed,  at  which  speeches  were 
made  by  Bros.  Henderson,  Johnson,  Peat,  Rev.  W.  Bro. 
Ward,  and  others. 

On  Friday,  January  4th,  R.  W.  Bro.  Atkinson  kindly 
drove  me  to  Vittoria,  and  he  and  R.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Ken- 
nedy introduced  me  to  the  officers  and  members  of  No. 
359,  when,  assisted  by  these  and  other  Past  Masters,  I 
installed  the  officers.  The  part  taken  in  the  ceremony 
by  W.  Bro.  Culver,  the  new  Master,  and  the  other  breth- 
ren of  the  Lodge  was  evidence  sufficient  of  their  know- 
ledge of  and  ability  to  perform  the  work.  This  Lodge 
has  the  best  record  as  regards  prompt  payment  of  dues 
of  any  that  I  have  heard  of,  as  at  the  November  meeting 
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every  dollar  was  paid  up.  They  own  the  building  in 
which  they  meet.  The  Secretary  is  a  very  efficient  one 
and  the  Lodge  is  financially  strong.  They  are  fortunate 
in  having  so  able  and  enthusiastic  a  brother  as  R.  W. 
Bro.  Dr.  Kennedy  on  hand  at  all  times.  The  visitors 
were  very  handsomely .  entertained  at  the  close  of  the 
ceremony. 

On  Monday,  January  28th,  I  paid  my  official  visit  to 
Erie,  No.  149,  Port  Dover.  There  was  a  very  good  at- 
tendance. The  first  degree  was  conferred  in  a  perfect 
n;anner  by  W.  Bro.  Waddle  and  his  officers.  The  digni- 
fied and  impressive  manner  in  which  the  balloting  and 
other  business  of  the  Lodge  was  conducted  merits 
special  praise.  W.  Bro.  Varey  is  an  efficient  Secretary, 
and  should  receive  more  assistance  from  the  brethren  in 
reducing  the  amount  of  arrearages,  which  are  too  large. 
Death  has  visited  this  Lodge  frequently,  and  the.  Lqdge- 
room  was  draped  in  mourning.  Lunch  was  provided, 
at  which  addresses  appropriate  to  the  occasion  were 
made. 

On  Tuesday,  January  29th,  I  visited  Oriental,  No.  181, 
Port  BurweJl.  There  was  no  work  on.  The  Lodge 
was  opened  and  closed  in  the  third  degree  and  the  busi- 
ness conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  W.  Bro. 
Kemp  and  the  officers.  W.  Bro.  Burwell,  who  presided 
over  the  Lodge  for  so  many  years,  is  an  efficient  Secre- 
tary. This  Lodge  lost  everything  by  fire,  but  with  com- 
mendable zeal  the  brethren  furnished  a  new  Lodge-room 
in  the  best  manner.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  a 
jewel  to  Bro.  McConnell,  who  has  been  Treasurer  of* the 
Lodge  for  many  years.  Here,  too,  I  was  suitably  en- 
tertained after  the  Lodge  was  closed. 

Wednesday.  January  30th.  I  visited  Wilson,  No.  113, 
Waterford.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Goold  and  the  officers  exem- 
plified the  second  degree  in  a  careful  and  impressive 
mannf^r.  The  Lodge-room  is  large  and  well  furnished. 
The  Secretary's  books  are  well  kept,  and  the  attendance 
of  the  brethren  and  the  interest  taken  by  hte  Past  Mas- 
ters are  evidence  of  the  hold  that  Masonry  still  has  on 
the  community,  one  of  the  centers  of  the  Craft  nearly  a 
century  ago.  Lunch  was  provided  after,  at  which  a 
pleasant  social  time  was  spent. 

On  Wednesday,  February  27th,  I  paid  my  official  visit 
to  King  Hiram,  No.  78,  Tilsonburg.  I  was  introduced 
by  R.  W.  Bro.  McDonald  and  greeted  in  the  true  Ma-

sonic  spirit  by  about  eighty  brethren.  One  of  the  re- 
turned soldiers  from  South  Africa  was  initiated,  and  sel- 
dom have  I  witnessed  so  perfect  an  exemplification  of 
th^  work  and  such  earnest  attention  by  the  brethren. 
The  brethren  feel  that  a  larger  Lodge-room  is  needed 
and  intend  to  avail  themselves  of  the  first  opportunity  to 
secure  one.  1  had  the  honor  of  presenting,  on  behalf 
of  the  Lodge,  R.  W.  Bro.  McDonald  with  a  P.  D.  D.  G. 
Master's  Apron,  and  W.  Bro.  Biette,  the  L  P.  M.,  with 
a  Past  Master's  Jewel  and  an  address  artistically  en- 
grossed by  W.  Bro.  Raynes.  These  brethren  have 
given  valuable  services  to  this  Lodge.  After  the  Lodge 
was  closed  a  banquet,  presided  over  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Mc- 
Donald, was  held,  at  which  appropriate  addresses  -were 
made  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Crysler,  Rev.  Bro.  Hughes,  W. 
Bro.  Glutton,  and  others.-  This  Lodge  is  strong  in  every 
feature  and  deserves  special  commendation  for  the  inter- 
est taken  in  the  welfare  of  the  surrounding  Lodges. 

On  Thursday,  February  28th,  I  visited  Walsingham, 
No.  174,  Port  Kowan.  Through  sickness  and  possibly 
on  account  of  the  smallpox  scare,  there  was  a  small  at- 
tendance, but  I  was  well  received  and  entertained.  The 
work  of  the  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro. 
Meek  and  his  officers,  assisted  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Biddle  and 
W.  Bro.  Dr.  Meek  in  a  most  careful  manner.  The 
Lodge-room  is  large  and  the  finances  in  eood  shape,  the 
building  being  owned  by  the  Lodge.  WT  Bro.  Ryan,  an 
efficient  Secretary,  is  a  veteran  in  Masonry,  having  been 
initiated  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ganada  was  insti- 
tuted. 

On  Friday,  March  ist,  I  visited  Frederick  Lodge,  No. 
217,  Delhi.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  McDonald 
and  very  well  received  by  a  large  number  of  brethren. 
The  first  degree  was  conferred  on  a  Presbyterian  clergy- 
man in  a  very  careful  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Byers  and  the 
officers.  Nervousness,  which  constant  practice  will 
overcome,  was  all  that  kept  the  work  from  being  perfect. 
This  Lodge  has  had  some  trouble  in  the  past,  but  is  now 
very  prosperous.  A  Ghurch  of  England  clergyman  was 
initiated  at  the  last  regular  meeting,  and  the  brethren 
must  command  the  highest  respect  to  attract  such  candi- 
dates as  these.  R.  W.  Bro.  Grysler,  whom  I  succeeded, 
acts  as  Secretary,  and  this  Lodge  no  doubt  owes  a  great 
deal  to  his  ability  and  advice.  After  the  close  of  the 
Lodge  a  lunch  and  entertainment  held  in  an  adjoining 
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room  was  presided  over  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Crysler,  and  ad- 
dressed by  the  Rev.  brother  newly  initiated,  and  others. 
R.  W.  Bro.  Crysler  sends  me  a  very  full  report  of  their 
regular  meeting  of  April  29th,  from  which  1  select  the 
following:  Vv.  Bro.  Ross  and  the  officers  of  Wlison, 
No.  113,  conferred  the  first  degree.  They  did  it  splen- 
didly. The  officers  of  Delhi,  No.  217,  did  the  wrok  of 
the  second  degree  without  a  hitch.  W.  Bro.  Armstrong 
and  the  officers  of  King  Hiram,  No.  78,  Tilsonburg,  did 
the  work  of  the  third  degree  in  their  usual  good  style. 
There  were  nearly  100  brethren  present. 

Friday,  March  8th,  I  visited  officially  Blenheim,  No. 
108.  1  was  honored  by  a  large  turnout  of  brethren  of 
Woodstock,  Paris,  and  Burford  Lodges,  who  have  since 
the  institution  of  this  Lodge  at  Princeton  taken  a  kindly 
interest  in  its  welfare.  This  being  my  mother  Lodge,  I 
naturally  expected  the  work  to  be  correctly  done,  and  I 
was  not  disappointed,  as  W.  Bro.  Ramsay  and  the  offi- 
cers conferred  the  third  degree  on  the  Reeve  of  the 
Municipality  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  skilled  visit- 
ing brethren,  as  well  as  myself.  This  Lodge,  like  many 
others  in  small  places,  does  well  to  hold  its  own.  W. 
Bro.  Huston,  who  is  an  efficient  Secretary,  and  W.  Bro. 
Daniel,  are.  faithful  in  assisting  the  Master  and  Wardens 
in  every  way.  After  the  Lodge  was  closed  an  excellent 
supper  was  provided  by  Bro.  Strode.  Bright  addresses 
were  made  both  in  the  Lodge-room  and  at  the  banquet 
table.  On  Friday,  June  21st,  I  installed  the  officers  of 
this  Lodge. 

I  visited  St.  John's,  No.  68,  IngersoU,  on  Friday, 
March  isth,  and  was  introduced  by  W.  Bro.  Partlo,  and 
the  first  and  third  degrees  were  exemplified  by  the  W. 
Master,  S.  C.  Partlo,  and  his  officers  in  a  correct  and 
-careful  manner.  The  brother  raised  to  the  third  degree 
was  a  Paardeburg  hero.  Villiers'  lecture  in  one  of  the 
churches  no  doubt  interfered  with  the  attendance,  which 
was  not  as  large  as  the  membership  warranted.  After 
the  close  of  the  Lodge  a  very  pleasant  time  was  spent  in 
social  intercourse.  W.  Bro.  J.  H.  Hegler,  who  made 
my  visit  very  pleasant,  is  a  competent  Secretary,  and 
financially  this  Lodge  is  in  good  shape. 

I  paid  my  official  visit  to  Thistle  Lodge,  No.  250,  Em- 
bro,  on  March  28th,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  Wood- 
stock brethren.  W.  Bro.  Creighton  presided,  and  W. 
Bro.  Kenny  and  Bro.  Dutton  filled  the  Wardens'  chairs. 
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This  Lodge  has  been  without  work  for  some  time,  and 
regular  meetings  have  not  been  held,  consequently  there 
has  not  been  that  interest  taken  that  should  have  been 
and  that  the  W.  Master  assured  me  would  be.  An  ap- 
plication was  received,  and  I  believe  my  successor  will 
be  able  to  present  a  more  favorable  report  for  this 
Lodge.  The  visitors  were  entertained  in  a  hearty  man- 
ner. 

On  Tuesday,  April  7th,  I  paid  my  official  visit  to  St. 
John's,  No.  82,  Paris.  I  have  attended  this  Lodge 
regularly  for  two  years  and  can  vouch  for  the  interest 
taken  in  Masonry  in  Paris.  The  second  degree  was 
carefully  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Haire  and  officers. 
The  dues  are  well  paid  up.  Bro.  Barrowclough  is  an 
efficient  Secretary.  After  the  Lodge  was  closed  a  very 
enjoyable  lunch  and  entertainment  was  provided.  I 
installed  the  officers  of  this  Lodge  on  Tuesday,  June  25. 

On  May  28th  I  paid  my  official  visit  to  Norfolk,  No. 
10,  Simcoe.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Atkinson 
and  heartily  welcomed  by  W.  Bro.  McGill.  Notwith- 
standing the  wet  night  there  was  a  good  attendance  of 
the  brethren.  One  candidate  was  initiated  and  one 
brother  affiliated.  This  being  the  first  initiation  since 
the  officers  were  installed,  they  did  remarkably  well,  the 
general  excellence  of  the  work  making  more  noticeable 
some  slips  caused  only  by  want  of  practice.  This  Lodge 
is  in  good  hands,  the  Secretary  being  as  efficient  in  his 
work  as  the  other  officers.  The  dues  are  well  paid  up 
and  the  Lodge  is  financially  strong.  After  the  Lodge 
was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  a  very  pleas- 
ant time  was  spent  in  the  banquet  hall. 

On  June  7th  I  visited  King  Hiram,  No.  37,  Ingersoll. 
There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members  and  visitors 
and  the  second  degree  was  conferred  on  two  candidates 
in  a  very  careful  and  pleasing  manner  by  the  Worshipful 
Master,  W.  Bro.  Phillips,  and  officers.  The  way  in 
which  the  candidates  answered  the  necessary  questions 
and  repeated  their  obligations  reflected  credit  on  them- 
selves, their  instructors,  and  the  Lodge.  This  Lodge 
is  in  good  hands  now,  and  from  the  ability  displayed  by 
the  minor  officers  and  candidates  is  sure  to  do  good 
work  in  the  future.  After  the  Lodge  was  closed  a  choice 
supper  was  provided  at  the  new  Daly  Hotel,  at  which 
there  were  speeches  and  singing  by  many  talented  breth- 
ren.   The  members  of  this  and  St.  John,  No.  68,  have 
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left  nothing  undone  to  make  my  visits  to  IngersoU 
pleasant,  and  I  desire  here  to  express  my  appreciation. 

On  May  3rd  I  attended  the  reception  of  the  Grand 
Master  by  the  Woodstock  brethren,  and  on  May  20th 
by  the  Tilsonburg  brethren,  both  of  which  were  well  at- 
tended. The  Grand  Master's  addresses  were  appre- 
ciated by  all,  being  full  of  good  advice  and  instructive. 
These  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  to  Wilson  District  were 
appreciated  very  much  and  will  be  of  lasting  benefit. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Brethren  of  Wilson  District  for  electing  me  to  this  high 
office,  and  for  the  kindness  shown  me  during  the  year.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Wellington  Dis- 
trict for  the  past  year. 

GENEKAL   REMARKS. 

1  wish  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  for  tht:  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me  in  electing  me  to  this  important  and  re- 
sponsible office,  and  express  my  gratitude  to  the  breth- 
ren throughout  the  District  for  the  kind,  courteous,  and 
true  Masonic  treatment  accorded  me  on  every  occasion 
during  my  whole  term  of  office.  While  I  appreciate 
highly  the  courtesy  and  kindness  that  has  been  extended 
to  me  by  the  brethren  of  the  district,  I  must  say  I  feel 
more  grateful  when  I  know  their  actions  were  an  indica- 
tion of  their  loyalty  to  Grand  Lodge,  and  were  actuated 
by  a  true  Masonic  spirit  to  show  their  loyalty  to  the  re- 
presentative of  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master. 

I  visited  every  lodge  once,  and  some  of  them  twice,  but 
have  not  made  any  effort  to  visit  any  more  than  once, 
as  I  found  no  Lodge  particularly  required  a  second 
visit,  and  1  am  pleased  to  report  that  no  grievance  has 
been  reported  to  me.  It  has  been  my  earnest  endeavor 
to  have  an  accuracy  and  uniformity  in  the  work  and  have 
every  officer  speak  out  clearly  and  distinctly,  so  as  to 
impress  indelibly  on  the  mind  of  every  candidate  and  the 
brethren  the  sacredness  and  dignity  of  Masonry,  so  that 
the  teachings  that  are  there  exemplified  may  sink  deep 
into  their  hearts  and  minds  and  bear  fruit  in  every  action 
of  their  lives.

brethren. 

1  wish  to  thank  the  Secretaries  of  the  different  Lodges 
for  being  so  punctual  in  sending  me  notices  of  all  meet- 
ings durmg  the  whole  year,  ana  I  endeavored  to  notify 
the  Secretaries  in  ample  time  of  the  date  of  my  official 
visits,  with  the  result  that  there  has  been  a  good  attend- 
ance at  those  meetings,  not  only  of  the  brethren  of  the 
Lodge,  but  also  of  visiting  brethren.  And  am  happy  to 
report  that  every  Lodge  in  the  District  contributed  very 
liberally  of  their  own  free  will  to  my  expenses. 

Through  a  courtesy  of  the  Lodges  in  the  city  of 
Guelph  1  was  enabled  to  hold  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  in 
the  city  of  Guelph  on  the  5th  of  April,  which  was  fairly 
well  attended  by  the  brethren  of  the  District,  and  I  have 
to  thank  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  for  his 
kindness  in  attending  that  meeting,  and  for  his  instruc- 
tion given  us  on  that  occasion.  The  officers  of  Alma, 
No.  J2^  exemplified  the  E.  A.  degree;  Preston,  No.  297, 
and  New  Hope,  No.  279,  the  F.  C,  and  Gait,  No.  257, 
the  M.  M.,  which  they  did  in  a  creditable  manner.  At 
the  conclusion  of  each  degree  ample  time  was  given  for 
discussion  and  asking  questions,  which  were  answered 
by  a  committee  of  P.  D.  D.  G.  M's  and  myself.  I  thank 
the  brethren  of  the  Guelph  Lodges  for  their  kind  and 
hospitable  treatment  of  the  visiting  brethren,  and  also 
thank  the  officers  that  exemplified  the  different  degrees. 

Alma,  No.  72,  Gait:  I  visited  on  December 
28th,  1900.  It  has  been  a  custom  with  this  Lodge  to 
invite  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  to  pay  his  official  visit  at  that 
time,  as  they  hold  Past  Master's  night  as  near  as  possible 
to  St.  John's  Day,  when  they  fill  the  chairs  with  Past 
Masters,  and  have  the  work  done  in  an  efficient  manner 
as  an  example  for  the  other  officers  to  follow.  The 
work  done  that  evening  was  the  E.  A.  degree,  which 
was  very  well  exemplified,  and  an  example  of  what  may 
very  safely  be  followed  as  a  sample  of  the  way  work 
should  be  done.  I  again  visited  this  Lodge  on  the  24th 
of  June,  1901,  when  at  the  request  of  the  W.  M.  I  in- 
stalled the  officers.  I  am  happy  to  report  the  oldest 
Lodge  in  the  District  maintaining  its  reputation,  and 
has  had  a  prosperous  year. 

Grand  River,  No.  151,  Berlin:  I  visited  on  Decem- 
ber nth,  1900.    The  work  for  the  evening  was  the  elec- 
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tion  of  officers  and  E.  A.  degree,  which  was  very  credit- 
ably done.  This  Lodge  had  the  misfortune  of  being 
burned  out  in  January,  1901,  which  has  put  them  to 
great  inconvenience  In  not  being  able  to  secure  suitable 
accommodation.  Wilmot  Lodge,  No.  318,  Baden, 
kindly  gave  them  accommodation  until  they  secured  a 
room  in  Berlin,  which  in  the  meantime  is  not  at  all  satis- 
factory, and  it  will  be  some  time  before  a  suitable  room 
can  be  secured.  They  feel  the  inconvenience  very 
much,  as  the  premise^  that  were  destroyed  were  very 
commodious  and  well  furnished,  which  I  am  pleased  to 
report  were  well  covered  by  insurance. 

Ayr,  No.  172,  Ayr:  The  date  of  my  visit  to  this 
Lodge  was  April  2nd,  1901.  They  had  no  work  on 
hand,  but  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  in  a 
manner  which  satisfied  me  that  they  were  capable  of  do- 
ing the  work,  although  they  have  not  much  practice, 
having  very  little  work  to  do  during  the  past  year.  They 
have  now  some  work  on  hand,  and  financially  the  Lodge 
is  in  good  condition. 

Speed,  No.  180,  Guelph :  Visited  on  June  4th,  1901. 
I  notified  this  Lodge  that  I  would  visit  them  at  the  May 
meeting,  but  had  to  wire  them  a  day  before  the  meeting 
that  I  could  not  attend,  owing  to  another  meeting  over 
which  I  had  no  control,  and  did  not  notify  them  in  time 
to  insert  my  visit  in  the  summons  calling  the  June  meet- 
ing, which  made  the  attendance  smaller  than  it  would 
otherwise  have  been.  They  had  candidates  for  the  first 
and  second  degrees,  but  neither  came  forward.  The 
W.  M.  informed  me  that  the  E.  A.  was  not  well  enough 
to  be  advanced,  of  which  I  commended  them  for  not  ad- 
vancing candidates  before  they  were  properly  instructed. 
I  was  pleased  to  meet  R.  W.  Bro.  Hepburn,  who  still 
takes  a  lively  interest  in  the  affairs  of  this  Lodge. 

St.  Albans,  No.  200,  Mount  Forest:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  January  nth,  1901.  They  had  no  work  on 
hand,  but  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees, 
which  they  did  very  satisfactorily.  When  the  Lodge 
was  open  in  the  several  degrees  we  had  a  general  ex- 
emplification of  several  points  pertaining  thereto.  They 
have  a  nicely  furnished  room,  and  are  making  a  united 
effort  to  psiy  their  entire  indebtedness  this  year. 

Irvine,  No.  203,  Elora :  I  visited  October  19th,  1900. 
From  courtesy  to  my  predecessor,  R.  W.  Bro.  Bums,  I 
made  this  my  first  official  visit,  as  I  wished  to  meet  him 
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and  obtain  some  information  regarding  the  office  and 
the  District.  I  am  pleased  to  state  ^at  R.  W.  Bro. 
Burns  very  willingly  gave  me  all  the  information  in  his 
power.  They  worked  the  first  and  second  degrees  in 
a  very  efficient  manner.  The  work  in  this  Lodge  is  not 
deteriorating  from  the  high  standing  given  in  the  report 
of  my  predecessor. 

Harris,  No.  216,  Orangeville :  Visited  February  — ^th, 
1901.  The  attendance  at  this  Lodge  was  very  good 
considering  the  weather,  as  it  rained  heavily  and  a 
number  of  their  members  live  in  the  country  quite  a  dis- 
tance from  the  Lodge-room.  The  work  for  the  evening 
was  an  initiation, .  the  officers  only  being  recently  in- 
stalled did  the  work  in  a  manner  which  led  me  to  be- 
Heve  they  would  become  very  efficient  officers. 

Gait,  No.  257,  Gait :  I  visited  my  mother  Lodge  De- 
cember 27th,  1900.  Being  the  night  of  installation,  I 
installed  the  officers.  This  Lodge  has  had  a  very  suc- 
cessful year,  initiating,  passing  and  raising  a  number  of 
good  candidates.  On  account  of  the  meetings  of  other 
Lodges  falling  on  the  same  night  I  have  been  unable 
to  attend  the  meetings  of  my  mother  Lodge  with  the  ex- 
ception of  once,  and  on  that  occasion  they  had  two  firsts. 
I  found  the  officers  had  their  work  well  prepared,  and 
exemplified  the  E.  A.  degree  in  an  excellent  manner. 

Guelph,  No.  258,  Guelph :  I  visited  this  Lodge  12th 
of  March,  1901,  and  again  on  the  25th  June,  and  in- 
stalled their  officers.  On  the  occasion  of  my  first  offi- 
cial visit  the  work  was  conferring  first  degrees,  and  was 
very  well  done.  I  suggested  3ie  idea  of  holding  a 
Lodge  of  Instruction,  at  which  the  brethren  gave  me 
every  assistance. 

Harriston,  No.  262,  Harriston:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
March  nth.  On  this  occasion  they  had  an  initiiition, 
the  several  officers  taking  their  parts  very  well. 

Wellington,  No.  271,  Erin:  I  visited  this  Lodge  on 
May  1st,  accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Hepburn.  The 
work  for  the  evening  was  the  E.  A.  degfree.  The  offi- 
cers, although  not  having  a  great  lot  of  work  to  do,  per- 
formed their  duties  very  creditably. 

New  Hope,  No.  279,  Hespeler:  On  December  12th, 
1900, 1  visited  this  Lodge  on  the  occasion  of  the  installa- 
tion of  officers,  which  duty  was  performed  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Taylor,  of  Gait  Lodge,  No.  257.  I  was  also  pleased 
to  meet  R.  W.  Bros.  Jardine  and  Lockhart,  who  still  take

an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge.  I  regret 
to  have  to  say  that  during  the  year  this  Lodge  has  sus- 
tained a  serious  loss  by  the  death  of  V.  W.  Bro.  Thos. 
Shaw,  who  was  accidentally  killed  in  crossing  the  rail- 
way on  the  13th  of  June.  V.  W.  Bro.  Shaw  was  one  of 
the  most  active  and  energetic  members  of  New  Hope 
Lodge,  and  his  place  will  be  hard  to  fill,  as  he  was  a 
Mason  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

Conestoga,  No.  295,  Drayton:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
January  8th,  1901,  and  considering  the  wet  night  the 
attendance  was  very  good.  The  work  for  the  Evening 
was  one  initiation,  which  was  fairly  well  done.  This 
Lodge  has  been  giving  well  to  Bro.  W.  Wood,  and  has 
been  receiving  funds  from  Grand  Lodge  for  his  assist- 
ance. I  had  the  privilege  of  visiting  Bro.  Wood  and 
found  him  paralyzed  and  in  a  totally  helpless  condition. 
He  is  very  grateful  for  the  assistance  received  both  from 
his  own  Lodge  and  Grand  Lodge. 

Preston,  No.  297,  Preston:  I  visited  this  Lodge  on 
March  29th  and  on  June  28th.  On  the  occasion  of  my 
first  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  W.  Bros.  Mitchell  and 
Thomas,  of  Gait  Lodge.  The  work  was  the  second  de- 
gre.e,  which  was  well  done.  My  second  visit  was  for 
the  purpose  of  installing  the  officers,  but  unfortunately 
the  W.  M.-elect  was  suddenly  called  from  home  and  the 
installation  could  not  be  proceeded  with. 

Durham,  No.  306,  Durham :  Visited  March  5th,  1901. 
They  had  no  w^ork  on.  but  opened  in  the  three  degrees. 
I  found  the  W.  M.,  S.  and  J.  W  .well  posted,  and  the 
government  of  the  Lodge  can  be  safely  left  in  their 
hands. 

Blair,  No.  314,  Palmerston:  On  December  21st  I 
visited  this  Lodge,  being  the  night  of  installation,  which 
duty  was  performed  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Hyndman  m  a  very 
efficient  manner.  There  was  no  other  work  on  hand, 
but  I  am  satisfied  from  what  I  saw  of  the  newly  elected 
officers  that  the  work  will  be  well  performed  during  their 
term.  The  Lodge  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  is 
giving  liberally  to  the  support  of  the  widow  of  a  late 
brother. 

Clifford,  No.  315.  GliflFord:  Visited  June  6th,  1901. 
This  Lodge  has  not  been  very  prosperous  of  late,  they 
having  suffered  very  heavily  by  the  removal  to  other 
places  of  a  number  of  their  officers,  but  what  they  lack 
in  numbers  they  make  up  in  a  true  Masonic  spirit.    They 
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passed  a  ballot  and  elected  a  candidate,  and  their  pros- 
pects for  the  coming  year  are  brighter. 

Prince  Arthur,  No.  334,  Arthur:  On  the  occasion  of 
my  visit  January  29th,  1901,  I  was  accompanied  by  Bro. 
G.  Hancock,  of  Gait,  and  also  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing R.  W.  Bro.  Bums  and  a  number  of  Elora  brethren. 
The  attendance  was  good  and  the  work  well  performed. 
They  have  had  very  efficient  Masters  in  Bro.  Snyder  and 
Rev"  Bro.  Chadwick. 

Mercer,  No.  347,  Fergus:  Visited  7th  June,  1901, 
and  also  attended  an  "At  Home"  in  connection  with  this 
Lodge.  It  is  no>v  getting  into  a  much  better  position 
than  reported  by  my  predecessor,  they  having  moved 
into  a  very  comfortable  room,  and  with  the  energy  they 
are  getting  into  Masonry  I  look  for  a  bright  future. 
The  candidates  for  the  evening  did  not  come  forward, 
but  from  the  manner  of  opening  and  closing  I  am  satis- 
fied they  are  capable  of  performing  the  work. 

Waverley,  No.  361,  Guelph;  I  visited  this  Lodge  2Sth 
March,  1901,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Murray  and  Rev. 
Bro.  Knowles,  of  Gait.  The  attendance  was  very  good, 
not  only  from  the  Lodge,  but  also  from  the  brethren  of 
the  sister  Lodges  in  the  city.  In  this  Lodge  and  other 
Lodges  of  the  city  the  work  was  very  well  done.  I  also 
attended  an  "At  Home"  under  their  auspices,  which 
was  a  grand  success,  and  I  spent  a  very  enjoyable 
evening. 

Scott.  No.  421,  Grand  Valley :  On  the  occasion  of  my 
visit  to  this  Lodge  on  the  30th  of  January  I  was  accom- 
panied by  W.  Bro.  Findlay  and  others,  of  Prince  Arthur 
Lodge,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  R.  W.  Bro. 
Hopkins.  I  was  very  favorably  impressed  by  the  work 
of  the  newly  installed  officers.  I  was  also  pleased  with 
the  great  care  they  exercised  in  the  ballot  in  the  selection 
of  candidates,  which  speaks  well  for  the  prosperity  of  the 
Lodge. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  say  that  I  lay  down  Jhe  mantle 
of  office  with  mingled  feelings  of  gladness  and  sorrow. 
While  I  am  glad  to  be  relieved  of  the  duties  of  office,  I 
am  sorry  to  part  officially  from  my  brethren  who  have 
been  so  kind  and  hospitable  to  me  on  every  occasion, 
and  who  have  always  treated  me  with  the  utmost  kind- 
ness.

To  th€  Most  Worshipjul  the  Grand  Master,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A.  F,  and  A.  M,  of  Can- 
ada^ in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  my  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  Hamilton  District,  No.  8,  during 
the  year  ending  June  24th,  1901. 

1  desire  to  tfiank  most  sincerely  the  brethren  of  the 
District  for  the  honor  conferred  on  me  in  electing  me  to 
the  honorable  position  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  I  shall  ever  re- 
tain, in  happy  remembrance,  the  hearty  and  cordial  re- 
ceptions given  me  wherever  I  went  in  the  District. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  W.  Bro.  D.  Water- 
ous,  of  Doric  Lodge,  Brantford,  District  Secretary.  I 
have  visited,  officially,  all  the  twenty-one  Lodges  in  the 
District  once,  some  of  them  twice,  as  well  as  attending  a 
Lodge  meeting  every  night  during  the  year,  in  some 
part  of  the  District,  that  there  was  a  meeting  held.  I 
have  endeavored  in  every  way  to  assist  and  encourage 
the  officers  to  have  the  work  well  rendered,  as  you  can- 
not expect  to  interest  the  members,  who  sit  around  the 
Lodge-room  night  after  night,  with  imperfect  work. 

I  have  also  during  the  hours  of  refreshment  impressed 
upon  the  minds  of  the  brethren  the  importance  of  carry- 
ing the  lesson  we  are  taught  in  the  Lodge-room  into  our 
ever)'-day  life.  As  the  outside  world  is  not  in  posses- 
sion of  our  secrets,  they  are  not  able  to  judge  of  Masonry 
as  wc  see  it  exemplified  in  the  Lodge-room,  but  he 
should  prove  by  his  actions  that  he  is  as  Masonry  claims 
he  should  be,  of  irreproachable  character. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  there  is  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  weaker  Lodges,  where  an  increased  and 
more  active  interest  among  the  officers  has  resulted  in  a 
number  of  applications,  inspired  new  zeal  among  the 
officers  and  given  new  life  and  vigor  to  the  Lodge.  It 
is  also  very  gfratifying  for  me  to  state  that  at  no  time  in 
the  history  of  the  District  has  there  been  a  more  har- 
monious feeling  of  good-fellowship  and  brotherly  love. 
An  unusually  large  amount  of  work  has  been  performed, 
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and  as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  judge  from  personal 
observation  the  material  has  been  most  carefully  selected 
(mostly  young  men),  and  the  work  has  been  carefully 
and  impressively  performed. 

In  reference  to  our  six  city  Lodges,  with  the  steady 
growth  of  our  beautiful  city,  there  has  come  to'  us  an 
increased  membership  in  most  of  the  Lodges,  also  re- 
ceived a  large  number  of  applications  and  have  enjoyed 
a  fair  share  of  prosperity. 

A  very  pleasing  feature  that  came  to  my  notice  was 
that  almost  every  Lodge  I  visited  some  worthy 
brother  or  brother's  widow  was  assisted  in  some 
way  by  the  Lodge.  In  two  instances  the  funds 
of  the  Lodge  were  not  available,  the  brethren 
placed  a  plate  on  the  altar  and  a  good  sum  was 
collected.  I  have  also  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  in- 
structions of  the  Grand  Master  in  reference  to  the  de- 
mitted  brethren,  also  the  suspended  or  unfortunate 
brothers  whose  only  crime  was  poverty  or  inability  to 
pay  dues.  I  have  been  fairly  successful  in  a  number  of 
Lodges. 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  me  to  notice,  with  about 
two  exceptions  in  the  Lodges  of  my  District, '  the  con- 
tinued faithfulness  and  zeal  of  a  number  of  Past  Masters. 
In  some  instances  to  these  veterans  belongs  almost  the 
entire  credit  of  having  carried  their  Lodge  through  times 
of  difficulty  and  depression.  Have  found,  by  looking 
ever  the  register,  they  have  been  constant  in  attendance, 
and  ever  ready  and  able  to  render  valuable  assistance  in 
whatever  capacity  their  services  were  required. 

Acting  on  instructions  from  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master,  dated  September  17th,  1900,  to  heal 
Thomas- S.  Hill,  attended  Doric  Lodge,  No.  382,  held 
at  Hamilton  on  evening  of  same  date,  and  after  carefully 
examining  him  as  to  his  proficiency  in  the  degrees,  found 
him  fairly  well  posted.  Obligated  him  in  the  three  de- 
grees and  gave  him  the  necessary  certificate. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  57,  Binbrook:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  evening  of  October  3rd,  1900,  accompa- 
nied by  Rt.  Wor.  Bros.  McCallum,  Malloy  and  V.  W. 
Bro.  W.  J.  McAllister,  W.  Bros.  Greenfield  and  Fred. 
Walter.  Found  the  Lodge  doing  very  well.  Regular 
meeting  well  attended.  Owing  to  the  absence  of  the 
W.  M.,  Bro.  Sewn,  who  having  called  on  me  to  explain 
why  he  could  not  be  present  at  the  meeting  (which  was 
satisfactory);  the  P.  M's   conferred   one   initiation   and 
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three  raising,  which  was  done  in  a  very  creditable  man- 
ner, after  which  the  brethren  adjourned  to  refreshments. 
A  very  pleasant  time  was  spent.  The  meeting  was  very 
late  and  I  had  fourteen  miles  to  drive. 

Temple  Lodge,  No.  324,  Hamilton:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  evening  of  October  9th,  it  being  the  occa- 
sion of  their  annual  Scotch  night,  when  all  the  officers 
and  about  ten  members  were  dressed  in  Highland  cos- 
tume. The  third  degree  was  conferred  by  W.  Bro.  A. 
Crisp  on  Bro.  Wm.  Hendrie  (a  Scotchman)  in  a  clear, 
correct,  and  impressive  manner.  Visited  this  Lodge 
again  on  December  nth  and  presided  at  the  election  of 
officers,  at  which  Bro.  Geo.  H.  Carley  conferred  degrees, 
and  consider  him  worthy  of  his  being  called  Wor.  Mas- 
ter. The  Lodge  has,  during  the  year,  been  very  pros- 
perous both  under  W.  Bros.  Crisp  and  Carley,  having 
paid  off  old  debts  and  have  a  very  good  cash  balance. 
Prospects  are  very  bright  at  present. 

Wentworth  Lodge,  No.  166,  Stoney  Creek:  Visited 
this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  December  3rd,  1900. 
Situated  as  it  is,  it  is  a  very  strong  Lodge,  composed  of 
bright  and  intelligent  members,  who  take  a  very  active 
interest  in  the  Lodge  work.  They  meet  in  a  very  com- 
fortable hall,  although  growing  too  small  for  them  at 
the  time  of  my  visit.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
arrange  for  a  new  hall.  Have  heard  since  that  a  build- 
ing has  been  started  in  the  village  of  Stoney  Creek.  W. 
Bro.  McNally  conferred  a  second  degree  in  a  very  credit- 
able manner.  Presided  at  election  of  officers,  after 
which  the  Lodge  adjourned  to  refreshment,  where  a  very 
pleasant  hour  was  spent.  They  have  added  four  new 
members  during  the  year.  Financial  standing  is  exceed- 
ingly good. 

Dufferin  Lodge,  No.  291,  West  Flamboro:  Paid  an 
official  visit  to  this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  December 
6th.  Being  the  annual  meeting,  there  was  a  large  at- 
tendance. Presided  at  election  of  officers,  and  there  be- 
ing a  good  selection  I  feel  certain  that  the  Lodge  will 
again  boom  along  under  the  guidance  of  W.  Bro.  J.  R. 
Jones.  The  Lodge,  while  not  doing  much  work,  has 
had  a  good  attendance  at  all  regular  meetings,  and  is 
in  a  good  financial  condition. 

Acacia  Lodge,  No.  61,  Hamilton:  Visited  this 
Lodge  officially  on  the  evening  of  December  14th,  1900. 
Being  the  annual  meeting,  held  for  the  purpose  of  elec- 
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tion  of  officers,  and  having  seen  the  officers  confer  all  the 
degrees  a  number  of  times,  there  was  no  work  done.  On 
looking  over  the  register  for  the  past  year,  I  was  particu- 
larly struck  with  the  regular  attendance  of  a  number  of 
the  Past  Masters  of  the  Lodge,  among  whom  being  Most 
Wor.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray.  To  the  deep  interest  they 
take  in  its  welfare  can  be  attributed  to  a  large  extent  the 
prosperity  and  enthusiasm  of  its  members.  W.  Bro.  S. 
Morgan,  in  the  East,  has  during  the  year  1900  acquitted 
himself  with  credit.  His  work  is  careful  and  impressive. 
His  successor,  W.  Bro.  C.  O.  Nichol,  also  does  good 
work.  The  attendance  of  a  large  number  of  young 
members  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  the  Lodge. 

St.  John's  Lodg«,  No.  40,  Hamilton:  Being  my 
mother  Lodge,  have  attended  all  the  meetings  held  by 
the  Lodge  since  1882,  with  the  exception  of  the  date  on 
which  Grand  Lodge  has  been  held  at  a  distance  further 
from  Hamilton  than  Toronto.  Was  very  cordially  re- 
ceived by  the  officers  and  brethren.  I  desire  to  thank 
the  members  for  the  very  great  assistance  they  have 
given  me  during  the  year.  Have  always  had  two  or 
more  P.  M's  with  me  on  every  visit,  as  well  from  two  to 
twenty  members.  Visited  the  Lodge  officially  on  the 
evening  of  December  20th.  Presided  at  the  election  of 
officers,  at  which  Bro.  A.  P.  Nichol  was  elected  W.  M. 
As  he  has  passed  through  all  the  chairs  from  steward  up, 
has  had  experience  and  is  well  up  in  the  work.  The  W. 
M.,  John  T.  Crawford,  for  1900,  closed  a  very  successful 
year.  The  Secretary's  (V.  W.  Bro.  W.  J.  McAllister) 
books  are  models  of  neatness  and  very  interesting  to 
look  through,  being  complete  from  time  of  the  organiza- 
tion. The  Lodge  closed  the  year  June  24th  with  350 
members.  Visited  the  Lodge  at  its  March  meeting,  at 
which  21  Past  Masters  took  part  in  the  degree  work. 

Strict  Observance  Lodge,  No.  27,  Hamilton :  Visited 
this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  December  21st,  it  being  the 
annual  meeting.  Presided  at  election  of  officers,  at 
which  Bro.

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

It  is  with  pride  and  pleasure  I  submit  my  report  on 
the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Georgian  District,  No.  9, 
for  the  year  ending  June,  1901. 

My  first  official  act  was  the  appointment  of  R.  W.  Bro. 
H.  S.  Broughton,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  Simcoe,  No.  79,  as 
District  Secretary,  and  to  him  I  am  much  indebted  for 
the  valuable  assistance  and  advice  he  has  given  me  in 
the  performance  of  my  duties.  I  also  appointed  Rev. 
George  B.  Morley,  of  Simcoe  Lodge,  as  District  Chap- 
lain. 

I  next  sent  a  circular  to  each  Lodge  giving  notice  of 
my  appointment,  and  stating  the  work  I  expected  when 
I  made  my  official  visit.  I  also  requested  notices  of 
each  meeting,  with  the  work  to  be  done,  the  prompt  col- 
lecting of  dues,  the  keeping  of  Lodge  furniture  and 
paraphernalia  fully  insured,  the  prompt  filling  up  and 
transmitting  of  all  returns,  and  the  electing  of  thor- 
oughly competent  brethren  to  the  East. 

There  are  twenty  Lodges  in  this  District,  nineteen 
warranted  and  one  under  dispensation. 

I  made  one  official  visit  to  each  Lodge  and  arranged 
my  visits  so  that  only  one  emergency  meeting  had  to 
be  called. 

I  witnessed  the  ordinary  opening  and  closing  in  the 
three  degrees  and  an  exemplification  of  one  or  more  of 
the  degrees  in  all  the  Lodges. 

In  seventeen  Lodges  bona  fide  candidates  were  pre- 
sented. In  the  other  two,  real  material  appeared  on 
the  summons,  but  through  no  fault  of  the  candidates  or 
the  Lodges  concerned,  volunteers  were  used  to  illus- 
trate the  work. 

The  work  in  nine  Lodges  was  excellent,  in  seven  good, 
in  two  fair,  and  in  one  poor. 

The  corrections  necessary  to  be  made,  and  the  sug- 
gestions given,  were  in  every  case  received   in   a   true 
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Masonic  spirit.  Indeed,  I  had  occasion  to  find  but  little 
fault  and  I  did  not  hesitate  to  commend  every  honest 
effort,  for  a  recognition  of  such  is  a  great  stimulus  to 
deserving  workers  in  any  field. 

In  one  case  a  deviation  from  the  ordinary  J.  W's  lec- 
ture occurred.  The  enthusiastic  brother  gave  a  version 
much  different  from  and  far  longer  than  the  authorized 
one.  While  I  recognized  its  beauty,  and  so  on,  I  in- 
formed him  and  the  Lodge  that  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
established  work  was  absolutely  necessary. 

Nearly  all  the  Lodges  are  presided  over  by  well-skilled 
Masters,  and  in  only  one  case  was  I  inclined  to  believe 
that  a  brother  had  accepted  the  honor  of  the  highest 
office  in  a  Lodge  without  being  prepared  to  assume  the 
obligations  incident  to  it. 

I  paid  particular  attention  to  the  two  Lodges  not  vis- 
ited last  year.  The  one  that  gave  most  concern  is,  I 
hope,  in  a  fair  way  to  resume  its  former  position  among 
the  prospercfus  Lodges  of  the  District. 

In  justice  to  Georgian  District,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to 
state  that  every  Lodge  contributed  its  share  towards  my 
expenses  without  the  slightest  hint  from  me,  and  in  some 
cases  my  hotel  expenses  as  well. 

The  detailed  statement  will  show  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  membership,  and  so  faf  as  I  was  able  to  judge 
the  material  accepted  will  be  a  credit  to  the  institution. 

Never,  I  believe,  have  the  Lodges  in  this  District 
shown  to  better  advantage  or  exhibited  a  keener  desire 
to  excel  than  during  the  year  just  closed. 

Excepting  the  case  of  Northern  Light,  I  have  had  no 
occasion  through  the  year  to  decide  any  question  that 
could  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  brethren. 

Fully  recognizing  the  benefits  that  result  from  a. 
general  Lodge  of  Instruction,  and  desiring  to  carry  out 
the  wishes  of  Grand  Lodge  in  this  respect,  I  had  hoped 
to  be  able  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements,  but  I 
am  sorry  to  say  that  my  efforts  along  this  line  were  not 
successful. 

BY-LAWS. 

Many  alterations  to  By-laws  have  been  received  and 
forwarded  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  for  his  ap- 
proval. Many  By-laws  submitted  during  the  year  have 
been  too  lengthy;  shorter  and  more  condensed  forms, 
not  mixed  with  extraneous  matter,  would  answer  every 
purpose  just  as  well.

Bro.  Radcliffe,  of  .Rising  Sun,  Aurora.  A  candidate  was 
passed  to  the  second  degree  in  a  very  satisfactory  man- 
ner. The  candidate's  proficiency  in  the  work  of  the 
first  degree  drew  forth  words  of  praise  from  the  visiting 
brethren.  Simcoe  Lodge,  among  others,  adopted  R. 
W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Morgan's  suggestion  two  years  ago  for  ex- 
tended instruction  in  the  work  of  the  degrees,  and  since 
then  the  set  questions,  obligations,  working  tools,  and  an 
explanation  of  as  much  as  possible  of  the  symbolism  of 
Masonry  have  been  required  of  the  candidates.  I  had 
the  honor  of  installing  the  newly-elected  officers  on  De- 
cember 27th,  and  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
W.  Bro.  Oldham  and  his  officers  have  endeavored  to 
justify  the  confidence  of  the  brethren  by  using  their  best 
efforts  to  carry  out  faithfully  the  duties  with  which  they 
were  entrusted.  There  were  seven  applications  on  the 
night  of  my  visit.  The  financial  standing  is  good.  The 
material  accepted  is  the  very  best.  When  the  Lodge 
was  closed  a  splendid  banquet  took  place  at  the  Queen's 
Hotel,  the  menu  being  one  that  would  have  appealed  to 
the  most  fastidious  palate. 

St.  Georges,  No.  88,  and  North  Star,  No.  322,  Owen 
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Sound:  Visited  these  Lodges  on  the  loth  of  April,  a 
joint  meeting  being  held  for  my  convenience.  I  was 
welcomed  by  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering.  It  was 
North  Star's  regular  meeting,  and  after  the  routine  busi- 
ness a  candidate  was  initiated  by  W.  Bro.  Wright,  W. 
M.,  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  I  complimented  the 
officers  on  their  efficiency  in  the  work.  The  officers  of 
St.  George's  then  took  the  chairs  and  passed  a  well-pre- 
pared candidate.  The  ceremony  of  the  degree  was  per- 
formed by  W.  Bro.  McKenzie,  W.  M.,  and  his  able  staff, 
to  my  complete  satisfaction.  The  lecture  by  the  S.  W., 
Bro.  Marshall,  was  exceptionally  good.  Both  Lodges 
have  excellent  secretaries,  whose  books  are  kept  in  an 
up-to-date  style.  The  outstanding  dues  .were  consider- 
able, but  I  trust  steps  have  been  taken  to  have  them 
materially  reduced.  The  greatest  harmony  exists  among 
the  brethren  of  these  Lodges,  and  they  freely  visit  one 
with  the  other.  A  banquet  at  the  close  of  the  Lodge 
brought  to  an  end  an  enjoyable  evening  not  soon  to  be 
forgotten. 

Manito,  No.  90,  CoUingwood :  In  company  with  W. 
Bro.  Pedwell,  P.  M.  of  Beaver  Lodge,  who  introduced 
me  to  the  CoUingwood  brethren,  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  March  6th.  As  usual,  when  a  D.  D.  G.  M.  pays 
his  official  visit  to  Manito,  I  received  a  hearty  reception. 
There  was  a  large  number  of  brethren  present,  including 
many  Past  Masters,  all  of  whom  I  was  pleased  to  see, 
for  when  Past  Masters  are  regular  in  attendance  at  the 
Lodge  there  is  not  much  fear  but  that  the  Lodge  will 
prosper.  I  was  more  than  pleased  to  meet  R.  W.  Bros. 
Toner,  Nettleton  and  Aylesworth,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M's,  on 
this  occasion.  The  ballot  was  passed  on  four  candi- 
dates, and  the  result  showed  that  the  portals  of  Manito 
are  strictly  guarded.  The  third  degree  was  conferred 
on  a  bright,  intelligent  candidate,  who  will  doubtless  be 
a  credit  to  the  Craft.  The  ceremony  was  accurately  and 
impressively  rendered  by  W.  Bro.  Wynes,  W.  M.,  as- 
sisted by  his  able  staflE  of  officers  The  books  are  accu- 
rately and  neatly  kept.  The  financial  condition  is  good 
and  the  outlook  bright.  A  splendid  banquet,  with  the 
usual  toasts,  brought  to  a  close  this  pleasant  visit: 

Corinthian,  No.  96,  Barrie :  March  7th  was  trie  date 
of  my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge.  There  were  over  70 
members  and  visitors  present,  and  my  reception  was 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  history  of  this  Lodge 
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when  receiving  the  representative  of  the  M.  W.  the 
Grand  Master,  i^our  canaidates  were  initiated  by  W. 
Bros.  Montgomery,  Cowan,  Warren  and  Wilkes,  each 
taking  a  candidate  in  turn.  Everything  considered,  this 
was  tne  best  work  1  witnessed  during  the  year.  The 
lecture  by  the  J.  W.  was  faultless,  and  the  charge  as 
given  by  the  S.  W.  would  be  dimcult  to  equal,  while  the 
J.  D's  duties  were  the  most  pleasantly  and  accurately 
performed  of  any  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  witness. 
The  work  was  beyond  criticism.  Corinthian  Lodge  is 
in  a  most  flourishing  condition.  It  is  enjoying  a  period 
of  prosperity  in  a  large  influx  of  new  members,  and  each 
communication  brings  with  it  a  large  amount  of  work 
to  be  done.

Pythagoras,  iNo.  137,  Meaford:  My  visit  to  this 
Lodge  on  March  8th  was  one  of  the  many  pleasing  inci- 
dents that  have  marked  my  term  of  office.  Forty-five 
members  and  visitors  were  present.  W.  Bros.  Boyd, 
Carson,  Hammell,  Sparling,  Corley  and  Cleland,  P.  M's, 
were  present.  Three  candidates  were  balloted  ior  and 
accepted.  The  second  degree  was  conferred  on  a  can- 
didate, who  passed  a  very  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
work  of  the  first  degree.  The  lecture  by  Bro.  Sing,  S. 
W.,  and  the  charge  by  W.  Bro.  Boyd,  P.  M.,  were  splen- 
didly given.  This  Lodge  is  presided  over  by  W.  Bro. 
Stephens,  who  is  an  earnest  and  zealous  Mason,  and 
with  the  splendid  staff  of  officers  who  assist  him,  with  a 
healthy  treasury,  active  increasing  membership  of  good 
material,  and  punctual  and  accurate  attention  to  busi- 
ness and  ceremonies,  there  can  be  little  doubt  but  that 
prosperity  must  continue  to  characterize  it.  The  Secre- 
tary, Bro.  Patterson,  keeps  a  neat  set  of  books.  Re- 
freshments were  served  at  the  close  of  the  Lodge,  and  a 
pleasant  time  spent  in  speech  and  song,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  tU  present. 

.  OrBKa,  No.  192,  OrilUa:  J  visited  this  Lodge  on 
March  ffl.  ^nd  received  a  tl^oit  cordial  welcome.  An 
importajjET  (unction  was  being  held  in  the  town,  which 
explained  the  absence  of  some  of  th^  brethren,  but  the 
enthusiasm  of  those  present  made  up  for  any  lack  of 
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numbers.  The  East  was  well  filled  with  P.  M's.  R.  W. 
Bro..  Roper,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  who  takes  great  interest  in 
the  Lodge,  was  present.  The  first  degree  was  con- 
ferred on  a  very  intelligent  candidate  by  W.  Bro.  Cal- 
verlcy,  W.  M.,  in  a  manner,  which  for  accuracy  and  im- 
pressiveness,  so  far  as  the  W.  M.  was  concerned,  I  have 
never  seen  surpassed.  Had  the  duties  of  the  subordi- 
nate officers  been  as  well  performed  the  whole  would 
have  been  little  short  of  perfection.

Kerr,  No.  230,  Barrier  This  was  my  first  official 
visit  in  the  District  and  was  made  on  November  19th. 
Notwithstanding  the  wet  weather  and  bad  roads,  the 
hall  was  crowded  with  members  and  visitors.  The  large 
turnout  from  Corinthian,  among  whom  were  R.  W. 
Bros.  King,  Monkman,  Fletcher,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M's,  and 
W.  Bros.  Wesley  and  Cowan,  showed  the  true  Masonic 
spirir  that  exists  among  the  brethren  of  these  Lodges. 
This  Lodge  is  the  Masonic  home  of  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C. 
Morgan,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M..  and  a  large  number  of  other 
able  and  enthusiastic  P.  M's,  so  that  it  is  never  allowed 
to  fall  behind  in  regard  to  accurate  and  impressive  work. 
The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees, 
and  the  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  M.  Hough- 
ton Lennox,  M.  P.,  and  the  regular  officers  of  the  Lodge 
in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The  lecture  by  the  J.  W. 
and  the  charge  by  the  S.  W.  were  admirably  rendered. 
The  books  were  found  to  be  carefully  and  neatly  kept 
and  the  finances  well  cared  for.  I  congratulated  the 
members  upon  the  condition  of  their  Lodge  and  the  out- 
look of  prosperity  stretching  before  it.  After  the  Lodge 
was  closed  an  adjournment  was  made  to  the  spacious 
dining  hall,  where  an  excellent  repast  was  supplied,  after 
which  an  hour  or  two  spent  in  speech  and  song  brought 
to  a  close  this  pleasant  and  instructive  meeting. 
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Beaver,  No.  234,  Clarksburg:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  March  5th,  and  was  most  cordially  received  by  the 
officers  and  members.  I  regretted  very  much  that  the 
W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Reekie,  was  seriously  ill  and  unable  to 
attend  to  his  duties.  I  received  a  communication  from 
him  since,  suggesting  a  second  visit,  but  I  considered 
this  unnecessary,  for  I  was  perfectly  satisfied  from  what 
I  heard  and  from  the  manner  in  which  the  principal  and 
subordinate  officers  acquitted  themselves  that  W.  Bro. 
Reekie  is  an  able  and  skilful  ruler  of  his  Lodge.  W. 
Bro.  Pedwell  opened  the  Lodge,  and  after  the  ordinary 
business  R.  W.  Bro.  Kent.  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  took  the 
chair  and  initiated  a  candidate  in  good  style.  The  lec- 
ture by  the  J.  W.  and  the  charge  by  the  S.  W.  were  well 
given.  I  had  expected  to  see  good  work  done  in  this 
Lodge,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  I  was  not  disappointed. 
The  books  are  perfect  models  of  neatness  and  correct- 
ness. Much  praise  is  due  to  the  Secretary,  V.  W.  Bro. 
Dickinson,  for  the  flourishing  financial  condition  of  this 
Lodge.  The  brethren  of  Beaver  are  strong  believers  in 
the  social  features  of  our  institution,  for  an  excellent  ban- 
quet followed,  with  the  usual  toasts,  songs,  etc.,  and  was 
heartily  enjoyed  by  all. 

Manitoba,  No.  236,  Cookstown :  On  the  7th  of  May 
I  made  this  official  visit  and  was  delighted  to  meet  R. 
W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Morgan,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  who  is  always  a 
most  welcome  guest  in  any  Lodge  in  the  District. 
There  was  a  fair  representation  of  members  and  a  num- 
ber of  visitors  from  Bradford  and  Beeton.  A  second 
degree  appeared  on  the  summons,  but  the  candidate  was 
unavoidably  absent.  The  first  degree  was  exemplified 
on  a  volunteer.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Mackay,  proved 
himself  to  be  a  correct  and  able  exemplifier  of  the  work. 
The  duties  of  the  S.  W.  and  some  of  the  other  officers 
w^ere  not  performed  with  that  accuracy  and  promptness 
I  had  expected  to  witness.  Frequent  meetings  for  in- 
struction are  necessary  to  bring  the  officers  up  to  that 
state  of  efficiency  generally  found  in  the  Lodges  of  this 
District.  Bro.  Coleman  is  a  most  attentive  and  pains- 
taking Secretary,  and  under  his  management  the  books 
have  been  put  in  good  shape,  a  reform  which  was  much 
needed.  The  financial  condition  is  said  to  be  good.  A 
pleasing  feature  of  the  excellent  fourth  degree  was  an 
able  and  instructive  address  on  the  principles  of  Masonry 
by  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Morgan,  an  address  which  was  high- 
ly appreciated  by  every  brother  present. 
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Caledonian,  No.  249,  Midland :  Driving  ov€x  from 
Penetang  in  company  with  W.  Bro.  Martin,  W  .M., 
Georgian,  No.  348, 1  visited  this  Lodge  on  January  29th 
and  was  warmly  received  by  the  officers  and  brethren. 
The  opening  and  closing  in  the  three  degrees  was  well 
done,  and  two  well-prepared  candidates  were  passed  to 
the  second  degree  very  satisfactorily,  ^o  far  as  the  W. 
M.,  W.  Bro.  Walbridge,  was  concerned,  but  some  of  the 
subordinate  officers  were  not  up  to  the  mark.  This 
was,  in  a  measure,  due  to  the  fact  that  during  the  day  the 
brethren  had  laid  to  rest  an  esteemed  brother,  whose 
sudden  decease  cast  a  gloom  over  the  proceedings.  The 
S.  W's  lecture  was  well  pven,  and  the  I.  G.,  although  a 
very  young  member,  performed  his  duties  faultlessly. 
The  Auditors'  report,  read  during  the  evening,  showed  a 
balance  on  hand  of  $242,  and  no  outstanding  dues.  The 
Lodge-room  is  a  beautiful  one  and  is  splendidly  lighted. 
The  prospects  are  good,  and  under  the  ,able  mastership 
of  W.  Bro.  Walbridge  the  work  done  in  this  Lodge 
should  be  second  to  none  in  the  District. 

Northern  Light,  No.  266,  Stayner :  This  was  one  of 
the  Lodges  reported  not  visited  by  my  predecessor. 
Early  in  the  year  I  visited  the  town  to  ascertain  the  cause 
of  the  unfortunate  state  of  affairs  known  to  exist.  I 
greatly  deplored  the  unhappy  condition  to  which  this 
once  prosperous  Lodge  was  subjected.  I  found  a  lack 
of  that  unanimity  and  harmony  which  at  all  times  should 
exist  among  the  brethren.  The  officers  for  the  year 
had  not  been  installed;  Grand  Lodge  reports  had  been 
neglected;  the  financial  condition  could  not  be  arrived 
at ;  no  meetings  had  been  held,  and  the  outlook  was  most 
discouraging.  Shortly  after  my  return  I  wrote  fhc  W. 
M.,  giving  such  advice  and  instruction  as  I  thought 
proper  under  the  circumstances.  I  believe  my  sugges- 
tions were  followed,  for  the  election  and  installation  took 
place  at  the  proper  time  and  notices  of  meetings  have 
been  regularly  received  since.  I  made  my  official  visit 
on  April  30th.  Some  weeding  out  had  been  done  and 
the  prospects  looked  brighter.  The  attendance  was 
small.  The  second  degree  was  exemplified,  but  the 
work  was  poorly  done.  W.  M.  Bro.  McLeod  and  his 
officers  are  enthusiastic  and  capable,  and  with  united 
practice  and  effort  should  be  able  to  do  the  work  well. 
Much  credit  is  due  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Bethune,  P. 
M.,  for  putting  the  books  into  a  presentable  condition. 
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and  for  his  neatly  and  accurately  kept  minutes.  The 
detailed  statement  only  covers  the  period  between  De- 
cember 27th,  1900,  and  June  24th,  1901,  as  no  meetings 
were  held  last  year. 

Seven  Star,  No,  285,  AUiston :  On  January  2nd,  in 
company  with  W.  Bro.  Boddy,  P.  M.,  and  other  mem- 
bers of  Simcoe  Lodge,  drove  to  AUiston,  a  distance  of  22 
miles.  The  evening  was  cold  and  blustery,  nevertheless 
there  was  a  good  turnout  of  the  members.  The  first  de- 
gree was  conferred  on  a  bright  young  candidate  by  W. 
Bro.  Harper,  W.  M.,  to  my  complete  satisfaction,  prov- 
ing him  to  be  an  accurate  and  impressive  worker.  As 
the  J.  W.  was  indisposed,  the  lecture  and  charge  were 
rendered  by  the  S.  W.  in  splendid  style.  The  opening 
and  closing  in  the  three  degrees  required  no  unfavorable 
comment.  The  dues  were  well  paid  up,  only  two  or 
three  being  slightly  in  arrears.  V.  W.  Bro.  Wright 
keeps  his  books  in  excellent  shape.  Friendship  and 
good-will  prevail,  as  were  evidenced  at  the  splendid 
spread  that  followed  the  close  of  the  Lodge.  Seven  Star 
is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

Minerva,  No.  304,  Stroud :  Accompanied, by  W.  Bro. 
Oldham,  W.  M.  of  Simcoe,  No.  79,  I  visited  the  Stroud 
brethren  on  the  28th  of  May.  This  Lodge  was  not  vis- 
ited by  my  predecessor,  who  several  times  tried  to  ar- 
range a  meeting.  There  seems  to  be  a  revival  of  inter- 
est, and  some  excellent  material  is  being  received.  The 
membership  is  small,  but  it  is  composed  of  the  very  best 
men  in  the  community,  and  the  greatest  harmony  seems 
to  exist.  The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three 
degrees  fairly  well,  and  the  third  degree  was  conferred  on 
two  splendid  candidates.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Adams, 
had  not  been  able,  through  illness,  to  perfect  himself  in 
the  work,  but  was  assisted  by  W.  Bros.  Cowan  and 
Willis,  two  expert  Craftsmen  from  Corinthian  Lodge, 
Barrie.  I  endeavored  to  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the 
W.  M.  that  frequent  rehearsals  are  necessary  to  secure 
that  accuracy,  precision  and  attention  to  detail,  that 
characterize  all  good  Lodge  work.  I  was  much  pleased 
with  the  work  of  the  S.  W.,  who  g^ves  promise  of  being 
an  expert  ruler  of  the  Lodge  when  his  time  comes.  I 
found  the  books  kept  in  a  neat,  orderly  manner  by  Bro. 
J.  Black.  On  the  whole  I  found  this  Lodge  in  a  better 
condition  than  I  expected.  A  nice  lunch  was  served  at 
the  close  of  the  Lodge  and  a  short  time  was  pleasantly 
spent. 
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Prince  Arthur,  No.  333,  Flesherton :  Made  my  offi- 
cial visit  to  this  Lodge  on  November  30th.  It  was  in 
this  Lodge  twenty  years  ago  that  I  first  saw  Masonic 
light,  so  that  this  visit  was  of  special  interest  to  myself 
and  of  equally  engaging  interest  to  the  brethren  of 
Prince  Arthur.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  Lodge- 
room  was  taxed  to  accommodate  the  brethren  and  visi- 
tors. The  work  for  the  evening  was  the  raising  of  a 
candidate  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master  Mason.  I 
was  most  favorably  impressed  with  the  very  accurate  and 
intelligent  manner  in  which  W.  Bro.  Boyd,  W.  M.,  and 
his  officers  acquitted  themselves.  There  were  no  weak 
points  in  the  performance  of  the  ceremony,  the  work 
throughout  being  highly  satisfactory.  This  Lodge  has 
for  some  time  been  enjoying  marked  prosperity  and 
growth,  and  the  material  accepted  seems  to  be  the  stuff 
of  which  good  Masons  are  made.  The  room  is  a  com- 
fortable one  and  nicely  furnished.  I  found  the  books 
in  splendid  condition  and  the  financial  standing  excel- 
lent. W.  Bro.  Bellamy  is  one  of  the  best  Secretaries  in 
the  District.  When  the  Lodge  closed  all  repaired  to  the 
dining  hall  of  the  Lodge,  where  the  wives  of  the  Masons 
had  prepared  a  very  invitingly  spread  banquet.  After 
an  enjoyable  season  at  the  festive  board  this  happy  meet- 
ing was  brought  to  a  close. 

Georgian,  No.  348,  Penetanguishene :  By  request  I 
visited  9iis  Lodge  on  December  6th,  and  as  the  old  offi- 
cers then  ocupied  the  chairs  I  cannot  speak  of  the  work 
of  the  new  staff.  There  was  a  good  attendance  both  of 
members  and  visitors.  This  was  the  night  of  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  and  I  was  particularly  pleased  tP  see  the 
perfect  unanimity  and  good  feeling  with  which  the  elec- 
tion passed  off.  I  feel  sure  that  under  the  guidance  of 
W.  Bro.  Martin,  who  is  an  excellent  worker,  the  Lodge 
has  a  bright  future  before  it.  A  candidate  was  raised  to 
the  degree  of  M.  M.  in  a  masterly  manner,  the  reputa- 
tion which  this  Lodge  had  gained  for  doing  superior 
work  being  fully  maintained.  The  dues  were  nearly  all 
paid  up.  The  books  were  nicely  kept,  and  portrayed 
the  efficiency  of  the  Secretary.  Everything  indicated 
prosperity.  A  splendid  banquet  at  the  Canada  House 
ended  another  of  my  pleasant  visits. 

Lome,  No.  377,  Shelbume :  On  the  7th  of  June  I 
paid  my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  and  was  welcomed  in 
a  very  cordial  manner  by  W.  M.  W.  Bro.  Palmer  and  his 
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officers.  There  was  a  good  attendance.  The  work  for 
the  evening  was  the  raising  of  a  rev.  brother,  who 
passed  a  splepdid  examination  on  the  work  of  the  pre- 
vious degrees,  reflecting  the  greatest  credit  on  himself 
and  his  instructors.  The  degree  work  was  exemplified 
in  a  very  accurate  and  impressive  manner  by  W.  Bros. 
Palmer,  Marshall  and  McKitrick.  The  opening  and 
closing  in  the  three  degrees  were  faultless.  I  was  pleased 
to  see  that  this  Lodge  requires  the  candidate  to  pass  a 
searching  examination  in  the  work  of  the  third  degree. 
In  some  Lodges  this  is  neglected.  As  soon  as  the  can- 
didate is  raised  his  instruction  ceases.  Bro.  Dr.  Camp- 
bell was  congratulated  on  his  evident  knowledge  of  the 
third  degree.  Great  care  is  exercised  in  selecting  ma- 
terial. The  books  are  in  charge  of  W.  Bro,  Mason,  a 
most  efficient  Secretary,  and  the  dues  are  about  paid  up, 
only  $5  of  arrears.  The  Lodge  is  in  a  very  prosperous 
condition.  The  usual  banquet  followed,  and  a  short 
time  was  most  pleasantly  spent. 

Spry,  No.  385,  Beeton :  I  visited  this  Lodge  on  May 
8th.  There  was  a  splendid  attendance  of  members  and 
a  number  of  visitors  from  Cookstown  and  Bradford.  A 
candidate  was  initiated  in  a  faultless  manner,  every  offi- 
cer acquitting  himself  most  creditably.  The  charge  was 
given  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Rev.  G.  Chrystal  in  a  most  impres- 
sive manner.  The  second  degree  was  conferred  on  a 
most  carefully  prepared  candidate,  the  set  questions,  ob- 
ligation, working  tools,  and  the  chief  points  in  the  J. 
W's  lecture  being  readily  and  accurately  answered.  The 
ceremony  of  the  degree  was  well  rendered,  leaving  no 
room  for  criticism.  There  were  five  applications  pre- 
sented On  the  night  of  my  visit.  I  had  the  honor  of 
presenting  V.  W.  Bro.  Croft  with  a  beautiful  Past  Mas- 
ter's Jewel  in  recognition  of  his  valuable  services  to 
Freemasonry  in  general  and  to  Spry  Lodge  in  particu- 
lar. The  dues  were  fully  paid  up,  and  the  books  of  the 
Treasurer  showed  that  the  Lodge  is  financially  sound. 
Bro.  Sissons  is  an  excellent  Secretary  and  keeps  his 
books  in  a  neat  and  orderly  manner.  Much  praise  is 
due  W.  Bro.  Goldsmith  and  his  excellent  staff  of  officers 
for  the  present  flourishing  condition  of  Spry  Lodge.  A 
splendid  spread  in  the  dining  hall,  followed  with  speech 
and  song,  closed  a  most  enjoyable  evening. 

Nitetis,  No.  444,  Creemore :  I  visited  this  Lodge  on 
February  5th  in  company  with  R.  W.  Bro.  Saunders,  P. 
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D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  Bro.  Earle,  both  of  Northern  Light 
Lodge.  The  evening  was  one  of  the  coldest  and  storm- 
iest oi  the  season,  ana  as  a  consequence  the  attendance 
was  small.  The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  good 
style  in  the  three  degrees,  and  the  third  degree  was  con- 
ferred on  a  well-prepared  candidate  in  a  very  impressive 
manner  by  W.  Bro.  Hood,  P.  M.  W.  Bro.  Watson,  W. 
M.,  was  present,  but  through  illness  had  not  been  able 
to  qualify  himself  for  the  work.  The  books  were  neatly 
kept.

On  my  recommenda- 
tion the  required  dispensation  was  issued  and  I  received 
instructions  to  organize. the  Lodge.  Assisted  by  W. 
Bro.  Boyd,  W.  M.  of  Prince  Arthur,  No.  333,  and  others, 
I  started  the  brethren  to  work  on  May  24th.  I  found  a 
nicely  furnished  room,  new  regalia,  and  all  the  requi- 
sites for  successfully  carrying  on  the  work.  I  was  more 
than  pleased  with  the  excellent  beginning  made. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  to  the  delegates  of 
this  District  my  sincere  thanks  for  electing  me  to  the 
honorable  and  responsible  office  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  last 
year,  in  London,  and  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
different  Lodges  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness 
with  which  I  have  been  received.  I  did  not  expect  to 
be  able  to  fill,  with  equal  distinction,  a  position  occupied 
by  able  and  talented  predecessors  to  whom  the  pros- 
perity existing  in  this  District  is  largely  due,  and  I  have 
ventured  to  approach  within  measurable  distance  their 
fitness  for  the  position  I  shall  have  good  reason  to  con- 
gratulate myself.

In  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  report  of  the 
condition  of  Masonry  in  Niagara  District,  No.  10,  I  will 
take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  re- 
presentatives of  the  District  for  the  honor  bestowed 
upon  me  by  electing  me  to  the  honorable  position  as  a 
representative  of  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master 
in  this  District,  and  I  trust  I  have  discharged  the  duties 
of  the  office  in  a  manner  that  they  have  no  cause  for  re- 
gret, but  in  a  measure  to  warrant  their  approval. 

During  my  term  of  office  I  have  visited  all  the  Lodges 
in  the  District  except  one. 

In  general  the  work  has  been  done  in  a  very  credit- 
able manner,  considering  the  number  of  new  officers 
who  are  working  together  for  the  first  time. 

The  Lodge-rooms  in  the  District  are  all  in  a  very 
comfortable  condition,  some  having  been  fully  renovated 
at  a  great  cost. 

During  the  year  I  have  issued  the  following  dispensa- 
tions :  The  Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  No.  103,  for  J  une  23rd, 
to  attend  Divine  service;  St.  George  Lodge,  No.  15,  for 
June  23rd.  1901,  to  attend  Divine  service;  Copestone 
Lodge,  No.  373,  for  June  23rd,  to  attend  Divine  service.

B.  Poole,  Merritt  Lodge,  No.  168,  4th  May,  1901 ;  W. 
Bro.  C.  B.  Brine,  Ivy  Lodge,  No.  115,  6th  May,  1901. 

Niagara  Lodge,  No.  2,  Niagara-on-the-Lake :  Visited 
this  Lodge  on  February  27th,  1901,  and  witnessed  an 
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exemplification  of  the  F.  C.  The  work  was  exceedingly 
well  performed  by  the  W  .M.  and  his  officers  in  a  very 
impressive  manner.  The  lecture  on  the  tracing  board 
was  very  nicely  given  by  Bro.  C.  Campbell.  There  was 
a  good  attendance  (although  a  very  stormy  evening), 
among  them  some  very  enSiusiastic  Masons,  viz. :  W.

Myrtle  Lodge,  No.  337,  Port  Robinson:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  on  March  12th,  1901,  at  an  emergent  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  degrees.  The  work 
was  in  the  second  and  third  degrees,  two  candidates  for 
each  degree.  The  W.  M.  opened  in  the  several  degrees 
in  a  very  creditable  manner,  after  which  he  asked  the 
brethren  from  Welland  Lodge  to  take  charge  and  con- 
fer the  several  degrees,  for  which  purpose  they  were 
present,  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  H.  Crow  taking  the  East,  and 
after  filling  the  other  chairs  with  officers  from  Merritt 
and  Copestone  Lodges,  proceeded  with  the  work,  which 
was  done  in  a  masterly  manner.  Myrtle  Lodge  has 
been  taking  in  some  new  and  young  blood  into  the 
Lodge,  who  seem  to  take  quite  an  interest  in  the  work. 
I  am  certain  they  will  bring  the  Lodge  to  the  front.  I 
look  for  a  big  improvement  in  Myrtle  in  regard  to  mem- 
bership in  the  near  future.  The  brethren  were  hand- 
somely entertained  by  the  ladies  with  ^  neat  little  spread 
in  a  room  adjoining  the  Lodge,  where  a  very  social  hour 
was  spent. 

Dufferin  Lodge,  No.  338,  Wellandport :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  February  19th,  1901,  at  an  emergent  meeting. 
The  weather  was  very  stormy  and  roads  heavy,  the  at- 
tendance was  not  as  large  as  I  would  like  to  have  seen ; 
but  taking  everything  into  consideration  it  was  not  so 
bad.  Of  the  14  members  present  7  of  them  were  P.  M's. 
There  being  no  work,  the  W.  M.,  at  my  request,  opened 
and  closed  in  the  several  degrees,  which  was  done  in  a 
fair  manner.      I  was  pleased  to  rrieet  V.  tW.  Bro.  N. 
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Shaflcy,  W.  Bros.  Goring,  Gracey,  and  Rev.  Bro. 
Cruickshank,  at  this  meeting,  all  of  whom  take  a  lively 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  Dufferin  Lodge.  The  Secret 
tary,  W.  Bro.  D.  C.  Holmes,  looks  well  after  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Lodge.  The  brethren  were  very  nicely 
entertained  at  Mrs.  Miller's  Hotel,  where  a  very  socijd 
hour  was  spent. 

Palmer  Lodge,  No.  372,  Bridgeburg:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  January  8th,  1901,  on  their  regular  meeting 
night.  The  weather  was  very  disagreeable  and  rainy, 
and  the  attendance  was  not  so  large  as  was  expected. 
The  work  was  to  be  in  the  F.  C.  degree,  but  the  candi- 
date failing  to  put  in  an  appearance,  the  W.  M.  very 
kindly  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees,  which 
was  done  remarkably  well,  it  being  the  officers'  first  night 
to  work  together.  This  Lodge  is  well  looked  after  by 
R.  W.  Bro.  A.  B.  Hurrell,  who  takes  a  live  interest  in 
the  prosperity  of  Palmer  Lodge,  and  is  never  absent 
from  a  meeting.  I  was  accompanied  on  this  visit  by 
V.  W.  Bro.  J.  Ritchie,  of  Ivy,  115,  and  Bro.  D.  Poole, 
of  Merritt.  This  Lodge  has  a  very  efficient  Secretary 
in  Bro.  J.  G.  Watts,  who  is  very  painstaking  in  all  of 
his  work.  The  brethren  were  looked  after  by  the  mem- 
bers of  Palmer  in  a  room  adjoining  the  Lodge-room  and 
very  handsomely  entertained. 

Copestone  Lodge,  No.  373,  Welland:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  February  7th,  1901,  at  their  regular  meeting. 
The  work  was  in  the  E.  A.  degree,  but  the  candidates 
failing  to  put  in  an  appearance,  the  W.  M.,  V.  W.  Bro. 
Sutherland,  took  a  volunteer  and  exemplified  the  work  in 
the  E.  A.  degree  in  almost  faultless  style,  and  in  an  im-* 
pressive  manner,  being  very  ably  assisted  by  his  officers, 
the  J.  W.  giving  the  lecture  on  the  tracing  board  in  a 
masterly  way.  After  the  Lodge  the  brethren  were 
very  highly  entertained  at  the  festive  board  by  the  fol- 
lowing, R.  W.  Bro.  Crow,  W.  Bros.  Ross,  Somerville, 
Jones,  and  Rev.  Bro.  Johnson.  The  prospects  of  this 
Lodge  are  good. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  the  brethren  in  the  Dis- 
trict for  the  kind  assistance  they  have  voluntarily  given 
to  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  D.  D.  G.  M. 
of  the  Niagara  District,  No.  10.

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brbthrbn  : 

I  have  the  honor  ofpresenting  my  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  Toronto  West  District,  No.  ii,  for 
the  past  year,  and  at  the  same  time  I  desire  to  express 
my  tiianks  to  the  ,brethren  of  the  District  for  electing  me 
to  the  high  position  of  D.  D.  G.  M.,  an  honor  personally 
undeserved," but  which  was  a  tribute  to  Ionic  Lodge,  No. 
229,  Brampton,  of  which  I  am  proud  to  be  a  member 
and  to- hail  as  my  mother  Lodge. 

My  first  official  act  was  the  appointment  of  V.  W  .Bro. 
Adam  Morton,  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  Masons  in 
the  District,  as  District  Secretary,  and  he  has  cheerfully 
performed  every  duty  for  which  I  have  called  upon  him, 
and  has  accompanied  me  upon  as  many  of  my  official 
visits  as  his  age  and  other  engagements  would  permit. 

Early  in  the  year  I  caused  a  circular  to  be  issued  to 
each  Lodge  notifying  them  of  my  .election,  and  I  sent 
due  notice  in  ample  time  of  my  official  visits,  which  I 
was  enabled  to  arrange  so  as  to  visit  every  Lodge  on 
the  regular  night  of  meeting. 

In  common  with  many  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  I 
have  called  the  attention  of  the  Lodges  to  the  desirability 
of  changing  the  time  for  the  election  of  officers,  thereby 
making  the  work  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  lighter  and  venabling 
him  to  arrange  his  visits  more  easily,  and  I  believe  ^t 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Lodges  to  have  their 
year  correspond  with  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  am 
pleased  to  know  that  several  of  the  Lodges  in  the  Dis- 
trict are  already  moving  in  this  direction. 

I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  Masonry  is 
flourishing  throughout  the  District.  There  appears  to 
be  a  constant  increase  in  membership  with  most  of  the 
Lodges,  especially  in  the  city,  and  I  believe  that  the 
character  and  standing  of  those  who  are  being  added  to 
our  numbers  are  such  as  to  be  a  great  .benefit  to  the 
Order. 
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On  the  26th  of  October,  1900,  I  had  ;the  pleasure,  on 
>ehalf  of  the  District,  of  presenting  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Wil- 
iam  David  McPherson,  my  predecessor  in  office,  a  very 
landsome  set  of  regalia  suitable  to  the  office  of  P.  D.  D. 
i.  M.  The  presentation  took  place  in  Zetland  Lodge, 
)f  which  the  R.  W.  Bro.  is  a  member,  in  the  presence  of 
L  large  and  distinguished  assemblage  of  members  of 
he  Lodge  and  visiting  brethren,  who  had  assembled  to 
lo  honor  to  Bro.  Mcrherson  and  express  their  appre- 
riation  of  him  and  the  good  work  which  he  did  in  the 
District  during  his  year  of  office. 

On  the  22nd  February,  1901,  I  held  a  Lodge  of  In- 
itruction  in  the  Temple  Building,  Toronto,  when  the 
hree  degrees  were  most  beautifully  exemplified — ^the 
irst  degree  by  Zetland  Lodge,  No.  326;  the  second  by 
[^ehoboam.  No.  65,  and  the  third  by  Ionic,  No.  229, 
Brampton.  ,'  There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of 
)rethren,  in  fact,  many  were  unable  to  get  into  the 
Lodge-room,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  occasion  was  one 
>f  much  pleasure  and  profit.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
or  many  reasons  it  would  be  better  to  hold  more  than 
Dne  Lodge  of  Instruction  and  not  attempt  the  whole 
:hree  degrees  on  the  same  night,  as  more  time  could  be 
pven  to  the  working  of  each  degree  and  to  discussion 
m  the  work,  but  my  desire  was  particularly  to  interest 
:he  brethren  in  the  country  Lodges,  and  to  secure  the 
ittendance  of  as  many  of  the  officers  as  possible,  and  I 
cnew  that  I  could  not  expect  them  to  make  more  than 
Dne  trip  to  the  city  for  that  purpose.  The  night  was 
:hat  of  the  regular  meeting  of  Zetland  Lodge,  the  ,W.  M. 
md  officers  having  most  kindly  placed  that  evening  at 
ny  service,  and  I  desire  to  express  to  them  at  this  time 
ny  sincere  thanks  for  so  doing,  and  for  their  magnificent 
lospitality  in  entertaining  the  large  number  of  visitors 
n  the  refreshment  room  at  the  conclusion  of  the  work 
Df  the  Lodge.  I  also  desire  to  thank  the  W.  M.  and 
officers  of  Zetland  Lodge,  Rehoboam  Lodge,  and  Ionic 
Lodge,  for  their  cheerful  compliance  with  my  request 
to  exemplify  the  degrees,  and  for  the  very  excellent  man- 
ner in  which  every  officer  performed  his  duty. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  fra- 
ternal visiting  among  the  Lodges  in  the  District,  and 
this  is  of  the  greatest  benefit,  not  only  in  promoting  the 
social  side  of  Masonry,  but  in  obtaining  uniformity  in 
the  work.      On  the  i6th  of  February  I  had  the  pleasure 
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of  accompanying  Zetland  Lodge  on  a  fraternal  visit  to 
Strict  Observance  Lodge,  Hamilton,  where  the  second 
degree  was  worked  by  the  P.  M's  and  officers  of  Zetland 
Lodge  at  a  very  largely  attended  meeting,  and  where  a 
most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent.  On  )3ie  8th  of  April 
I  accompanied  Ashlar  Lodee  on  a  fraternal  visit  to  the 
Stratford  Lodges.  The  first  decree  was  worked  by 
Ashlar  Lodge,  and  it  was  a  delightful  excursion  in  every 
respect.  The  work  was  well  done  and  the  speeches  and 
songs  at  the  banquet  afterwards  were  of  the  best  quality. 
A  number  of  brethren  from  other  city  Lodges  and  from 
Ionic  Lodge,  Brampton,  also  took  part  in  the  visit. 

In  addition  ,to  my  official  visits  I  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  being  present  at  several  of  the  Lodges  on  occasions 
of  their  Past  Masters'  nights.  This  is  becoming  a 
yearly  observance  with  nearly  all  the  Lodges,  one  night 
of  the  year  being  set  apart,  when  the  Past  Masters  of  the 
Lodge  fill  all  the  different  offices,  and  from  the  manner 
in  which  the  work  has  been  performed  on  all  these  occa- 
sions, I  am  convinced  that  the  Past  Masters  are  con- 
tinuing to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  their 
several  Lodges.  On  every  occasion  of  visiting  Lodges 
I  found  the  Past  Masters  to  be  present  in  large  numbers 
and  sources  of  strength  to  their  Lodge,  which  is  a  most 
satisfactory  and  gratifying  state  of  affairs. 

I  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  promote 
accuracy  and  uniformity  in  the  work,  and  I  am  pleased 
to  say  that  on  nearly  all  occasions  I  have  found  the 
work  to  be  well  done  and  that  I  had  the  pleasure  In  most 
instances  of  being  able  to  congratulate  the  officers  on 
their  work  rather  than  the  contrary.  It  is  not  an  agree- 
able duty  to  have  to  criticize  and  find  fault,  and  I  had 
little  of  this  to  do,  but  I  trust  that  whenever  the  circum- 
stances required  it  I  did  my  duty  in  as  kindly  and  helpful 
a  manner  as  possible.  I  have  urged  the  officers  to  re- 
hearse their  work  as  often  as  possible  so  as  to  become 
accurate  and  easy  in  all  the  floor  work  as  well  as  per- 
fect in  the  ritual. 

I  am  rejoiced  to  find  that  there  is  g^eat  harmony  pre- 
vailing throughout  the  District.  There  have  been  one 
or  two  trifling  applications  made  to  me  in  reference  to 
slight  misunderstandings,  but  these,  so  far  as  I  know, 
have  gone  no  further.  I  have  endeavored  in  these  cases 
to  pour  oil  on  the  troubled  waters,  and  as  I  have  heard 
no  more  of  the  cases,  I  believe  my  recommendations 
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have  been  received  and 'acted  upon.  There  has  been 
nothing  reported  to  me  of  any  serious  matter,  no  un- 
masonic  conduct,  and  nothing  that  would  show  that  all 
the  Lodges  are  not  working  harmoniously  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  Masonry. 

On  the  i8th  of  December,  under  dispensation  from 
the  G.  M.,  I  duly  healed  Bro.  J.  A.  Acheson,  of  Toronto, 
in  Ionic  Lodge,  Brampton,  where  the  brother  had  come 
for  the  purpose. 

In  nearly  all  cases  the  expenses  incurred  on  my  offi- 
cial visits  have  been  promptly  paid. 

King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  22,  Toronto:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  on  the  14th  of  February  and  found  a  good 
attendance  of  the  brethren.  Among  others-  present 
were  R.  W.  Bro.  Aubrey  White  and  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C. 
Morgan.  The  W.  M.  conferred  the  first  degree,  and 
the  work  was  well  done  by  himself  and  his  officers.  I 
was  pleased  to  find  that  the  Lodge  was  in  a  flourishing 
condition  and  that  there  are  bright  hopes  for  the  future. 

Vaughan  Lodge,  No.  54,  Maple:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  29th  of  January  and  found  a  very  comforta- 
able  and  well  furnished  Lodge-room  and  hall,  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Lodge,  free  from  debt  and  well  insured. 
There  were  visitors  present  from  Richmond  lodge,  Rich- 
mond Hill;  Robertson  Lodge,  King,  and  Blackwood 
Lodge,  Woodbridge,  but  owing  to  the  prevailing  influ- 
enza a  number  of  the  officers  and  members  were  absent. 
The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  McDonald,  exemplified  the  third 
degree  and  did  his  work  well,  and  the  chairs  of  the  ab-^ 
sent  officers  were  filled  at  the  last  moment  by  members, 
who  did  the  work  as  well  as  could  be  expected  under  the 
circumstances.  The  Lodge  is  prosperous  and  is  not 
going  behind  any,  but  is  adding  new  members  occasion- 
ally. Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  members  are  con- 
siderably scattered,  the  brethren  complain  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  secure  a  large  attendance  at  the  meetings.  After 
the  Lodge  a  pleasant  hour  was  spent  in  the  refreshment 
room. 

Rehoboam  Lodge,  No.  65  ,Toronto:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  7th  February,  accompanied  by  ,the  District 
Secretary,  V.  W.  Bro.  Morton.  The  first  degree  was 
conferred  by  the  W,  M.  and  his  officers  in  an  exceed- 
ingly clever  manner.  I  was  particularly  struck  with  the 
lecture  of  the  Junior  Warden,  which  was  given  in  a 
most  impressive  manner  and  fully  illustrated  by  a  tracing 
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board  and  the  different  jewels  of  the  Lodge,  to  my 
mind  a  great  improvement,  and  calculated  to  be  of 
much  greater  value  to  the  candidate  than  ihe  usual  man- 
ner of  confining  his  attention  solely  to  the  chart.  There 
were  a  number  of  visitors  present  and  a  very  enjoyable 
evening  was  spent  both  in  the  Lodge-room  and  in  the 
refreshment  room. 

Wilson  Lodge,  .No.  86,  Toronto:  I  visited  Wilson 
Lod^e  on  the  i;pth  of  February  and  had  the  pleasure  of 
meetmg  the  W.  M.,  officers  and  members  of  Ashlar 
Lodge,  who  were  paying  a  fraternal  visit.  The  first  de- 
gree was  conferred  in  a  very  creditable  manner  by  the 
W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  McLeish,  and  his  officers.  The  affairs 
of  the  Lodge,  as  of  all  the  city  Lodges,  are  flourishing. 

True  Blue  Lodge,  No.  98,  Bolton:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  29th  of  March  and  found  only  a  small  at- 
etndance,  owing,  as  I  was  informed,  largely  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  roads,  which  prevented  the  members  living 
at  a  distance  from  being  present.  I  found  the  Lodge- 
room  exceedingly  comfortable  and  well  furnished,  and  it 
is  the  property  of  the  Lodge  and  free  from  debt.  On 
the  evening  of  my  visit  a  beautiful  chair  was  presented 
to  W.  Bro.  Roberts,  who  has  been  for  long  one  of  the 
mainstays  of  the  Lodge,  and  he  was  also  made  a  life 
member.  There  being  no  candidate  for  any  of  the  de- 
grees, the  W.  M.  and  his  officers  exemplified  the  work 
of  the  first  degree.  I  regret  to  say  that  the  work  was 
not  as  well  done  as  it  should  have  been,  and  I  took  oc- 
casion to  counsel  the  brethren  in  reference  to  it,  advising 
frequent  rehearsals,  and  pointing  out  to  them  where  the 
defects  were.  They  received  what  I  had  to  say  in  the 
best  spirit  and  promised  amendment,  and  I  have  no 
doubt,  with  the  material  they  have,  that  the  officers  both 
can  and  will  show  marked  improvement  in  the  future. 

Union  Lodge,  No.  119,  Schomberg:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  27th  May  and  was  accompanied  by  W. 
Bro.  Dr.  Hilary,  W.  M.  of  Aurora  Lodge,  and  four  of 
the  brethren  of  that  Lodge,  who  kindly  drove  with  me 
from  Aurora.  The  Lodge  premises  are  well  situated 
and  furnished,  and  the  brethren  have  very  comfortable 
quarters.  During  the  year  an  event  took  place  which 
has  done  much  to  aid  Masonry  in  this  locality.  A 
young  man,  a  resident  of  Schomberg,  who  had  joined 
the  American  army  and  had  died  in  the  Phillipine  Is- 
lands, was  brought  to  the  United  States  and  interred  at 
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San  Francisco.  His  family  were  ignorant  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  dead,  or  indeed  that  he  was  in  the  army  at 
all,  believing  him  to  be  still  in  New  York.  He  had 
joined  a  Lodge  in  New  York  and  his  brethren  there,  be- 
coming aware  of  his  death,  found  out  where  his  parents 
resided,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  Lodge  had  his  body 
exhumed  and  forwarded  to  Schomberg,  where  a  Ma- 
sonic funeral  was  held.  This  truly  Masonic  act  has 
proved  of  benefit  fo  this  Lodge,  and  I  am  informed  that 
they  expect  several  new  members  shortly.  The  brother 
of  the  deceased  was  in  the  Lodge  the  night  of  my  visit, 
having  been  initiated  a  short  time  before.  The  work  of 
the  first  degree  was  exemplified  very  well,  considering 
the  circumstances,  but  I  found  the  brethren  somewhat 
out  of  touch  and  I  had  to  call  their  attention  to  several 
deviations  from  the  uniformity  which  should  prevail,  but 
I  have  no  doubt  that  the  attention  of  the  W  .M.  and  his 
officers,  having  been  once  called  to  these,  there  will  be 
no  trouble  in  the  future. 

York  Lodge,  No.  156,  Eglington:  I  visited  York 
Lodge  on  the  iSth  of  March  and  was  introduced  by  V. 
W.  Bro.  Norris.  There  was  a  fair  attendance,  consider- 
ing the  state  of  the  roads,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  again  W.  Bro.  McLeish  and  his  Wardens  from 
Wilson  Lodge.  The  first  degree  was  conferred  in  a 
very  creditable  manner  by  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers, 
and  I  had  much  pleasure  in  congratulating  the  Lodge 
on  the  way  the  work  was  performed.  I,  however,  ex- 
pressed my  regret  at  finding  so  many  members  in  ar- 
rears for  dues,  there  being  some  members  owing  as 
much  as  $35.00,  while  the  total  amount  of  arrears  at 
that  time  exceeded  $300.  I  strongly  remonstrated  with 
the  officers  for  allowing  this  state  of  things  to  continue. 
I  notice  that  my  predecessor  has  called  attention  to  the 
same  matter  in  his  report  last  year  and  I  found  that  the 
amount  at  the  time  of  my  visit  had  been  reduced  during 
the  year  by  $120,  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done.  An 
application  for  membership  was  received  on  the  night 
of  my  visit,  and  the  prospects  of  the  Lodge  are  fair. 

Ionic  Lodge,  No.  229,  Brampton:  This  being  my 
own  Lodge,  was  of  course  attended  by  me  whenever  my 
other  engagements  would  permit,  but  I  paid  my  official 
visit  on  the  19th  March,  being  introduced  by  that  well 
known  veteran  in  Masonry,  V.  W.  Bro.  Morton,  District 
Secretary,  and  Secretary  of  Ionic.      V.  W.  Bro.  Morton 
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has  done  a  great  deal  for  Masonry  in  Brampton,  and  has 
proved  a  most  efficient  Secretary,  which  office  he  has 
held  for  many  years,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Lodge  he  announced  that  there  were  only  two  members 
in  arrears  for  dues,  a  record  which  I  think  few  Lodges 
can  excel  even  if  they  can  equal  it,  and  this  result  is  ow- 
ing almost  entirely  to  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  the 
Secretary.  On  the  occasion  of  my  official  visit  W.  Bro. 
A.  J.  Hood  and  the  officers  conferred  the  third  degree 
in  a  splendid  manner,  the  ritual  being  almost  letter  per- 
fect and  the  floor  work  exceedingly  accurate.  Ionic 
Lodge  is  holding  its  own,  but  not  increasing  in  numbers, 
the  membership  remaining  about  stationary.  The  Past 
Masters  are  a  source  of  great  strength  to  the  Lodge  in 
maintaining  the  high  standard  the  brethren  have  always 
aimed  at. 

Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  247:  I  visited  this  Lodge  on  the 
26th  of  March  and  found  the  spacious  and  beautiful 
Lodge-room  well  filled,  there. being  a  large  attendance 
of  members,  besides  visitors,  from  Ionic  (Toronto),  St. 
Andrew's  and  Wilson  Lodges,  including  the  W.  M's  of 
each  of  these  Lodges.  Tlie  work  of  the  first  degree, 
was  performed  by  W.  Bro.  Scott,  the  W.  M.,  and  his 
officers,  in  a  faultless  manner.  Ashlar  Lodge  is  pro- 
gressing rapidly  and  justly  prides  itself  on  the  work  it 
performs,  besides  being  in  a  very  sound  financial  posi- 
tion. A  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent,  and  the 
fourth  degree  is  always  a  rare  treat  in  this  Lodge,  there 
being  a  great  deal  of  talent  among  the  brethren,  which 
they  are  always  willing  to  use  for  the  entertainment  of 
their  guests.  If  I  may  judge  from  my  own  experience, 
a  visitor  to  Ashlar  is  always  heartily  welcomed  and  roy- 
ally entertained. 

Patterson  Lodge,  No.  265,  Thornhill :  I  visited  this 
Ledge  on  the  27th  December,  1900.  The  Lodge  is 
convenient  and  well  furnished,  and  the  brethren  reported 
it  prospering.  Some  visiting  brethren  from  Richmond 
Hill  and  Woodbridge  were  present,  and  a  candidate  was 
initiated  by  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers  in  a  very  credit- 
able manner.  Had  a  very  pleasant  hour  at  the  refresh- 
ment table  after  the  work  of  the  Lodge  was  concluded. 

Robertson  Lodge,  No.  292,  King;  I  paid  my  official 
visit  to  this  Lodge  on  the  4th  of  March,  but  owing  to 
the  bad  roads  there  was  not  a  very  good  turn  out  of 
members,   but   some   visitors   from    Richmond    Lodge, 
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Richmond  Hill,  were  present.  The  first  degree  was 
well  exemplified  by  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers,  and  a 
very  pleasant  evening  was  spent.  The  Lodge-room  is 
comfortably  furnished  and  the  effects  are  kept  insured. 
The  prospects  are  good. 

Humber  Lodge,  No.  305,  Weston:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  ist  of  May,  and  although  the  attendance 
on  the  night  of  my  visit  was  poor  I  am  informed  that  it 
is  usually  better.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  R.  W. 
Bro.  Geo.  Tait,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.  The  Lodge-room  is  a 
very  comfortable  one  and  well  furnished,  but  is  also 
occupied  by  another  society.  On  the  occasion  of  my 
visit  a  brother  was  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a 
Master  Mason  by  the  W.  M.  and  officers  of  the  Lodge 
in  a  very  creditable  manner.  I  was  particularly  pleased 
with  the  way  the  *  candidate  had  been  instructed.  He 
not  only  passed  a  very  satisfactory  examination,  but 
was  able  to  prove  to  the  Junior  and  Senior  Wardens  that 
he  was  in  possession  of  the  secrets  of  the  second  degree 
without  any  prompting  whatever.  I  predict  that  this 
brother  will  make  a  good  Mason  and  be  a  credit  to  his 
Lodge.  I  am  informed  that  this  Lodge  has  been  get- 
ting a  very  desirable  increase  of  membership  of  good 
material,  and  that  the  prospects  are  bright. 

Blackwood  Lodge,  No.  311,  Woodbridge:  On  the 
occasion  of  my  visit  to  this  Lodge  on  the  3rd  of  May 
I  was  accompanied  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Manning,  Grand 
Steward;  V.  W.  Bro.  Morton,  District  Secretary;  V.  W. 
Bro.  McKechnie.  Bro.  W.  A.  McCulla  and  Bro.  H.  E. 
Roberts,  all  from  I6nic  Lodge,  Brampton.  I  found  the 
brethren  in  their  new  quarters,  a  brick  building,  erected 
by  themselves  solely  for  a  Lodge-room.  It  is  suffi- 
ciently large  and  well  planned,  and  will  be  a  comfortable 
place  of  meeting.  I  was  sorry  that  on  account  of  severe 
illness  in  his  family  the  W.  M.  was  obliged  to  be  absent, 
but  the  Lodge  was  ably  presided  over  by  the  L  P.  M., 
W.  Bro.  Norton,  who  with  the  officers  of  the  Lodge 
raised  a  brother  in  excellent  style,  all  the  officers  per- 
forming the  work  well.  The  Lodge  was  reported  as 
fairly  prosperous,  and  I  hope  that  the  zeal  of  the  breth- 
ren in  securing  such  satisfactory  quarters  for  themselves 
will  be  well  rewarded.  W.  Bro.  Agar,  an  old  personal 
friend  of  my  own,  continues  to  perform  the  duties  of 
Secretary  in  a  most  able  and  conscientious  manner. 

Zetland  Lodge,  No.  326,  Toronto:     I  visited  Zetland

Lodge  officially  on  the  26th  of  April  and  was  gratified 
with  a  large  attendance  of  members  and  a  number  of 
visitors.  Had  the  pleasure  of- meeting  M.  W.  Bro,  E. 
T.  Malone,  P.  G.  M.,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  Benjamin  Allen, 
P.  G.  S.  W.  The  W.  M.  and  his  officers  initiated  two 
candidates  in  an  excellent  manner,  all  the  details  being 
carefully  performed.  W.  Bro.  Blackburn,  of  Alpha 
Lodge,  assisted  in  the  second  initiation,  and  R.  W.  Bro. 
O'Hara,  the  Senior  P.  M.  of  Zetland  Lodge,  delivered 
the  charge  to  the  two  candidates  in  a  very  impressive 
manner.      Zetland  Lodge  is  flourishing  in  every  respect. 

Occident  Lodge,  No.  346,  Toronto.  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  17th  April,  accompanied  by  V.  W.  Bro. 
Morton,  District  Secretary.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance, including  several  visiting  brethren.  A  candidate 
was  initiated  by  W.  Bro.  Brown,  W.  M.,  and  his  officers 
in  an  excellent  manner,  and  there  were  four  other  candi- 
dates in  the  ante-room  waiting  for  initiation.  The 
Lodge  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  meets  in  most 
excellent  quarters,  occupied  by  Occident  and  St. 
George's  Lodges.  On  the  occasion  of  my  visit  I  was 
very  much  pleased  to  meet  R.  W.  Bro.  H.  J.  Gould.  D. 
D.  G.  M.  of  Toronto  East  District,  No.  iia,  who  united 
with  me  in  expressing  approval  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  was  performed. 

River  Park  Lodge,  No.  356,  Streetsville :  I  visited 
River  Park  Lodge  on  the  5th  of  March,  accompanied  bv 
V.  W.  Bro.  Manning,  Grand  Steward ;  V.  W.  Bro.  Mc-' 
Kechnie  and  W.  Bro.  J.  G.  Roberts,  of  Ionic  Lodge. 
Brampton.  It  was  an  exceedingly  cold  night,  and 
there  was  only  a  small  attendance  of  members,  and  there 
being  no  candidate  for  any  of  the  degrees  I  directed  the 
W.  M.  to  open  and  close  the  Lodge  in  the  three  degrees. 
I  was  very  much  disappointed  at  finding  all  the  officers, 
including  the  W.  M.,  very  deficient  in  the  work,  and 
spoke  strongly  to  them  about  it,  urging  them  to  perfect 
themselves  by  private  study  and  meeting  together  for 
rehearsal.  The  visiting  brethren  also  spoke  in  the 
Lodge-room  words  of  exhortation,  all  of  which  I  hope 
will  have  a  good  effect.  The  Lodge  has  suffered  lately 
by  the  removal  from  the  neighborhood  of  several  active 
members,  who  took  a  great  interest  in  the  Lodge,  and  a 
number  of  the  present  members  live  at  some  distance 
and  it  is  hard  to  get  them  to  the  meetings.  Bro.  Tay- 
lor, the  Secretary,  is  an  efficient  and  able  officer,  and  has 
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the  welfare  of  the  Lodge  at  heart.  I  hope  that  the  visit 
will  be  of  benefit  to  the  Lodge  and  that  a  great  im- 
provement will  be  made.  The  visitors  were  most  hospita- 
bly entertained  after  the  Lodge,  and  all  pres.ent  spoke 
hopefully  for  the  future,  the  W.  M.  and  officers  taking 
my  remarks  in  the  Lodge-room  in  the  spirit  in  which 
they  were  uttered,  and  expressing  only  the  kindliest  feel- 
ings and  their  desire  to  show  a  better  record  when  a 
future  visit  should  be  paid. 

Mimico  Lodge,  No.  369,  Lambton :  I  visited  Mimico 
Lodge  on  the  2nd  of  April,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro. 
John  Colvin,  a  member  of  Ionic  Lodge,  Brampton,  but 
at  present  residing  at  Toronto  Junction,  Owing  to  very 
inclement  weather,  the  night  being  wet  and  stormy, 
there  was  a  comparatively  small  attendance.  W.  Bro. 
Bull,  the  W.  M.,  and  the  officers,  raised  a  brother  to  the 
sublime  degree  in  a  very  commendable  manner.  The 
Lodge  has  very  comfortable  quarters  of  its  own,  well 
furnished,  and  is  prospering,  but  a  considerable  number 
of  the  members  are  in  arrears  for  dues.  I  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  brethren  to  this  and  urged  that  an  effort 
be  made  towards  a  more  satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

Alpha  Lodge,  No.  384,  Toronto:  I  paid  my  official 
visit  to  this  Lodge  on  the  4th  of  April,  and  was  gratified 
at  the  large  attendance  of  members  and  visitors.  The 
Lodge  has  most  comfortable  quarters,  which  they  share 
with  Zeta  Lodge,  and  I  understand  that  there,  has  been 
great  prosperity  during  the  year  and  that  the  prospects 
are  bright.  The  third  degree  was  conferred  by  W.  Bro. 
Blackburn,  W.  M.,  and  his  officers,  perfectly,  and  the 
charge  was  delivered  by  W.  Bro.  St.  John  in  a  most  im- 
pressive manner.  I  was  delighted  with  the  work  per- 
formed on  this  occasion.  In  company  with  the  other 
visitors  I  was  most  hospitably  entertained  in  the  com- 
modious refreshment  room  of  the  Lodge. 

Stanley  Lodge,  No.  426,  Toronto  Junction :  I  visited 
this  Lodge  on  the  7th  of  May,  there  being  a  good  at- 
tendance, and  I  again  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  R. 
W.  Bro.  Tait.  A  candidate  was  initiated  by  the  W.  M. 
and  the  officers  in  a  splendid 'manner,  and  I  was  much 
pleased  to  learn  that  the  Lodge  was  enjoying  great  pros- 
perity and  that  a  large  number  of  candidates  of  excellent 
material  were  being  presented  at  each  meeting. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  438,  Toronto:  I  visited  Har 
mony  Lodge  on  the  22nd  of  April,  and  had  the  pleasure 
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of  being  introduced  by  my  old  friend,  R.  W.  Bro.  Geo. 
J.  Bennett.  In  the  {ibsence  of  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Davies, 
who  was  on  a  business  trip  to  the  Pacific  coast,  1  was 
received  by  the  I.  P.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Shaw,  who  was  in  the 
chair.  The  work  of  initiation  was  performed  by  W. 
Bro.  Shaw  and  the  officers,  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro. 
Aubrey  White,  of  King  Solomon's;  W.  Bro.  Wilson,  of 
Stevenson;  W.  Bro.  Egan,  of  Stevenson;  W.  Bro.  Clew- 
lo,  of  Rehoboam ;  W.  Bro.  Anderson,  of  Rehoboam,  and 
W.  Bro.  Barber,  of  Harmony.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  the  work  was  performed  in  a  most  excellent  manner, 
and  I  am  sure  the  candidate,  Bro.  Boos,  was  greatly  im- 
pressed. I  was  particularly  struck  with  the  work  of 
the  acting  Junior  Warden,  Bro.  A.  F.  Sprott.  Owing 
to  an  unfortunate  accident  the  Junior  Warden,  Bro.  L. 
K.  Cameron,  was  unable  to  be  present,  and  Bro.  Sprott, 
a  young  Mason  of  only  a  few  months  standing,  per- 
formed all  the  duties,  including  the  delivery  of  the  lec- 
ture, in  a  faultless  manner.  Harmony  Lodge  is  also 
like  its  sister  Lodges  in  the  city,  making  good  progress. 

At  the  time  of  writing  I  have  not  received  reports 
from  all  the  Lodges  in  the  District,  so  have  refrained 
from  giving  any  statistics,  as  the  result  will  be  shown  in 
the  table  of  the  work  done  to  be  appended  hereto.  I 
have  examined  the  books  in  each  of  the  Lodges  during 
my  visits  and  I  find  them  invariably  acurately  and  neatly 
kept,  reflecting  great  credit  on  that  most  useful  and 
hard  worked  officer,  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  the  great  pleasure  I 
have  felt  in  visiting  the  different  Lodges  throughout  the 
District.  I  have  been  most  loyally  received  and  hospi- 
tably entertained,  and  I  have  met  with  the  greatest  kind- 
ness and  fraternal  courtesy  wherever  I  have  gone,  and 
the  memory  of  the  pleasantest  hours  spent  with  my 
brethren  in  the  different  Lodges  will  never  be  forgotten. 
I  can  only  hope  that  a  small  portion  of  the  profit  which 
I  have  received  during  my  year  of  office  has  been  ex- 
perienced by  the  Lodges  which  did  me  the  honor  of 
making  me  the  representative  of  the  G.  M.  in  this  Dis- 
trict.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  Officers  and 
Mombers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A.  F  &*  A  M.  of  Canada^ 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

My  year  is  now  closed,  and  I  have  looked  forward 
with  pleasant  anticipations  to  the  honor  of  presenting 
my  report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Toronto  East 
District,  No.  iia. 

In  doing  so,  let  me  first  express  my  deep  gratification 
for  the  honor  conferred,  and  for  the  pleasure  I  have  en- 
joyed during  my  official  term. 

It  was  with  feelings  of  diffidence  that  I  accepted  the 
charge  of  this  District,  not  that  I  feared  that  I  would 
lack  sympathy  and  support,  not  that  I  would  ask  in  vain, 
advice  and  encouragement,  but  knowing  that  the  posi- 
tion has  often  been  filled  by  brethren  of  greater  intellect, 
the  duties  performed,  and  the  secrets  expounded  by 
more  expert  Craftsmen  than  myself.  I  felt  it  required 
all  the  skill  and  ability  of  w^hich  I  was  possessed  to  give 
satisfaction  to  this  important  District.  But  I  hope  when 
the  square  shall  have  been  applied  to  my  work,  if  it 
should  not  be  found  as  perfect  as  that  of  some  of  my 
predecessors,  it  at  least  will  be  found  to  contain  some- 
thing of  value  to  the  Craft  for  instruction,  encourage- 
ment, or  incitement  to  more  ardent  devotion  to  the 
principles  we  profess  to  admire,  and  a  desire  for  a  more 
earnest  labor  for  its  welfare. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  W.  Bro.  M.  L. 
Nutting,  P.  M.  of  Brock  Lodge,  No.  354:  P.  M.  of 
Faithful  Brethren  Lodge,  No.  ^^,  as  District  Secretary. 
He  being  a  skilled  brother  and  a  professional  man,  was 
able  to  give  me  valuable  service,  and  I  would  come  short 
of  my  duty  did  I  not  gratefully  acknowledge  the  faithful 
manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his 
office.  A  more  zealous  and  expert  brother  it  would  be 
hard  to  find.  I  also  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  W. 
Bro.  S.  B.  Todd,  P.  M.  of  my  own  Lodge,  who  many 
years  before  I  became  a  Mason  was  considered  the  Ma- 
sonic authority  of  the   Lodge.       These  two  brethren 
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have  been  with  me  on  nearly  all  of  my  visits,  and  their 
company  and  advice  have  greatly  encouraged  me. 

After  my  installation  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray  in- 
formed us  of  some  matters  that  Grand  Lodge  would  like 
the  D.  D.  G.  M's  to  rectify ;  and  in  order  to  bring  this 
before  the  District  I  issued  a  circular  to  the  Lodges. 

1  had  the  honor  of  installing  the  officers  of  several 
Lodges,  and  found  the  Masters  of  these  Lodges  well 
fitted  to  assume  the  responsibilities  of  their  office,  and 
since  making  my  inspection  I  am  able  to  report,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  all  the  Masters  and  officers  filling 
their  positions  creditably.  I  regret  to  say,  however, 
that  candidates  are  too  frequently  advanced  without 
proper  examination  or  preparation.  In  many  cases 
they  are  not  asked  to  repeat  their  obligation  or  g^ve 
proof  of  proficiency  in  the  former  degree,  but  are  rushed 
through  the  ceremonies  so  rapidly,  especially  in  the 
second — frequently  three  or  four  being  put  through  to- 
gether— that  they  cannot  receive  or  retain  the  beautiful 
lessons  taught  in  the  work. 

This  rather  loose  system  of  exemplification  of  our 
symbols  is  not  fair  to  the  candidate  or  Craft,  and  we 
cannot  expect  such  a  brother  to  give  the  same  assistance 
in  instructmg  his  brethren  as  he  would  had  he  been 
thoroughly  educated  in  the  work  of  each  degree. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  Masters  pay  a  little  more  at- 
tention to  Clause  184  of  the  Book  of  Constitution. 
Many  members  do  not  read  their  By-laws  and  ancient 
charges.  These  charges  form  the  ground  work  on 
which  our  institution  is  founded,  they  are  also  the  frame 
work,  and  when  read  in  connection  with  a  legal  set  of 
by-laws  will  lead  to  a  proper  conception  of  the  land- 
marks of  Masonic  organization. 

LODGES    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

I  regret  having  to  report  no  progress  in  this  direction. 
By  reference  to  my  circular  it  will  be  seen  that  the  fail- 
ure to  hold  an  instruction  meeting  does  not  rest  wholly 
with  me.  The  precedent  established  in  connection  with 
these  gatherings  in  the  past  makes  it  necessary  to  incur 
an  expenditure,  by  way  of  entertainment,  such  as  no 
rural  Lodge  would  care  to  undertake;  and  I  found  the 
city  brethren  also  none  too  ready  to  respond  to  the  call. 
I  could  not  blame  them,  however,  as  the  matter  of  ban- 
•quetting  300  or  400  is  no  light  tax  on  the  finances  of 
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even  our  strongest  Lodges.  Now,  while  I  do  not  wish 
the  inference  to  be  drawn  that  I  would  repudiate  the 
banquet  table,  either  at  ordinary  meetings  or  in  cases 
where  fraternal  visits  are  being  paid,  yet  at  Lodges  of 
Instruction  it  might  well  be  dispensed  with.  The  in- 
struction given  at  such  meeting  is  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  District,  hence  it  is  unfair  to  call  upon  any  one 
Lodge  to  bear  the  whole  burden.  1  would  suggest 
that  if  the  banquet  must  be  held  in  cases  of  this  kind,  it 
would  be  but  proper  to  call  upon  each  Lodge  repre- 
sented to  bear  a  fair  share  of  the  expense  incurred.  My 
experience  convinces  me  that  there  is  ample  need  of  a 
few  good  Lodges  of  Instruction,  if  complete  harmony  of 
the  work  is  to  be  secured,  and  remembering  that  uni- 
formity was  particularly  impressed  upon  the  D.  D.  G. 
M's.  I  paid  especial  attention  to  that  part  of  my  duties. 
In  no  Lodge  did  I  hesitate  to  point  out  any  innovations 
that  might  occur,  but  did  all  that  I  could  to  assist  the 
brethren  in  acquiring  the  proper  rendering  of  the  work 
in  detail.  In  nearly  every  case  I  found  the  most  willing 
inclination  to  act  upon  my  suggestions,  and  an  earnest 
desire  to  become  proficient  in  the  work.  As  it  has  been 
to  me,  so  it  should  be  a  pleasing  duty  for  any  well- 
skilled  staff  of  officers  to  assist  their  brethren  of  the 
weaker  Lodges,  and  there  is  no  other  way  that  affords 
such  a  golden  opportunity  for  rendering  this  much- 
needed  assistance  than  by  a  properly  constituted  Lodge 
of  Instruction.  However,  much  good  is  being  done 
throughout  the  District  by  the  system  of  fraternal  visit- 
ing practised.  This  has  to  some  extent  taken  the  place 
of  the  Lodge  of  Instruction,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
latter,  has  been  productive  of  much  good  in  the  matter 
of  fortifying  the  official  management  of  the  weaker 
Lodges.  it  has  also  been  instrumental  in  greatly  pro- 
moting the  social  element.  This  is  a  consideration,  the 
importance  of  which  it  would  be  hard  to  over-estimate. 
Lodges  are  thus  brought  together  for  the  purpose  of 
mutual  benefit,  a  kindlier  feeling  and  a  system  of  friendly 
rivalry  are  thereby  created.  At  meetings  of  this  kind 
the  gathering  around  the  festive  board  is  a  most  com- 
mendable feature.  The  brethren  are  thus  enabled  to 
get  better  acquainted  than  they  otherwise  would,  and  to 
indulge  in  a  little  interchange  of  thought  on  subjects 
often  of  much  interest  to  the  Craft,  which  certainly  tends 
towards  intellectual  improvement.      The  absence  of  all 
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intoxicants  at  the  banquet  table  was  a  noticeable  feature 
in  several  of  the  Lodges.  Hence  I  infer  that  the  breth- 
ren of  District  No.  11  a  are  determined  that  no  weak 
and  erring  brother  shall  be  made  to  stumble  in  conse- 
quence of  influences  thrown  around  him  while  in  attend- 
ance at  our  assemblies. 

PAST    MASTERS*    MEETINGS. 

I  can  quite  well  understand  why  these  meetings  are 
growing  in  favor.  To  me  they  appear  to  be  small  Lodges 
of  Instruction,  and  must  be  a  source  of  great  help  to  the 
vounger  officers..  They  also  help  to  keep  the  Past  Mas- 
ters from  growing  indifferent,  and  stimulate  them  to  vie 
with  each  other  in  excelling  in  the  work. 

SECRETARIES    AND    WARDENS. 

It  would  indeed  be  ingratitude  on  my  part  did  I  fail 
to  make  favorable  mention  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Dis- 
trict, for  their  kindness,  promptness,  and  the  many 
<:ourtesies  to  me  during  my  official  term.  These  officers 
have  many  duties  to  perform,  and  found  that  they  dis- 
<:harged  them  faithfully.  While  all  keep  the  record  of 
their  Lodge  in  good  condition,  some  excel.  In  penman- 
ship and  neatness  W.  Bro.  Slater,  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge, 
stands  at  the  top.  For  the  best  system  of  keeping  the 
records  and  accounts,  I  think  W.  Bro.  F.  H.  Anderson, 
of  Orient  Lodge,  deserves  special  commendation.  To 
my  mind  a  good  Secretary  is  of  more  value  to  the  Mas- 
ter than  any  other  officer  of  the  Lodge.  The  Master 
may  be  able  to  get  a  Past  Master  to  fill  any  other  office, 
but  he  is  not  supposed  to  know  the  details  of  the  Secre- 
tary's books.  Non-payment  of  dues  seems  to  be  the 
chief  complaint  of  many  of  the  secretaries.  Ask  these 
poorly  paid  officers  Vvho  are  the  delinquents,  and  in 
most  cases  they  will  tell  you,  "members  who  are  able  to 
pay  but  do  not,"  and  I  think  this  state  of  affairs  is  largely 
due  to  the  Master,  who  will  try  all  manner  of  means  to 
screen  them  instead  of  carrying  out  the  instructions  of 
the  constitution. 

It  has  been  very  gratifying  to  know  that  nearly  every 
Warden  has  been  able  to  recite  his  lecture.  W'hile 
some  give  it  too  fast  and  in  an  unimpressive  nwinner, 
many  of  them  give  it  well  and  explain  it  so  nice^'  that 
the  candidate  cannot  fail  to  be  greatly  benefitted  thereby.

COMPLAINTS   AND   RULINGS. 

1  have  had  some  complaints  and  given  a  number  ot 
rulings.  Those  questions  not  quite  clear  I  submitted 
to  the  Grand  Master,  whose  kindness  and  consideration 
I  very  much  appreciate.  I  must  also  add  my  testimnoy 
to  that  of  others  to  the  promptness  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary in  dealing  with  all  matters  I  found  necessary  to  sub- 
mit to  him.  As  some  of  these  complaints  were  about 
voting,  and  the  decision  of  Masters  in  declaring  certain 
votes,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  offer  my 
opinion.  I  do  not  think  it  in  the  interest  of  the  Lodge 
to  give  its  Master  a  double  vote  on  any  question.  On 
a  question  requiring  a  bare  majority  the  Master  should 
not  vote  except  in  the  case  of  a  tie.  Again  where  a 
resolution  requires  a  two-third  vote  of  those  present,  the 
Master  should  not  vote  twice,  nor  should  a  number  of 
brethren  refrain  from  voting  and  be  considered  as  hav- 
ing influenced  the  vote.  A  motion  may  have  a  two- 
third  majority  of  those  voting,  but  not  of  all  present,  and 
thus  be  defeated  by  the  members  who  exhibit  no  inter- 
est in  the  prosperity  of  their  Lodge.  I  think  every 
Lodge  should  have  a  clause  in  its  Bylaws  compelling  all 
to  vote,  unless  they  are  either  excused  by  the  Master  or 
Lodge,  or  retire;  and  if  they  are  retired,  they  should  not 
be  counted  as  being  present  during  the  passing  of  the 
vote 

I  have  noticed  that  music  is  being  intorduced-  in  many 
of  our  Lodges  I  have  received  so  much  pleasure  and 
have  heard  many  speak  so  favorably  of  it  that  I  would 
like  to  see  it  in  every  Lodge  in  the  District  The  mem- 
bers would  take  greater  interest  and  spend  a  more  pleas- 
ant time  if  it  were  done 

It  has  been  a  revelation  to  me  to  see  the  interest  taken 
and  listen  to  the  speeches  of  our  brethren  of  the  cloth. 
The  presence  of  these  in  the  Lodge,  associating  and 
conversing  with  their  brethren,  must  have  an  influence 
for  good. 

D.   D.  G.   M's    expenses. 

My  predecessor,  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  G.  Inwood  made  some 
comments  upon  the  system  of  providing  for  the  payment 
of  the  D.  D.  G.  M's  expenses,  and  suggested  that  it  is 
incumlJent  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  to  directly  meet  these 
liabilities.       Our  Constitution  directs  that  every  Lodge 
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shall  defray  the  legitimate  expenses  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M. 
for  at  least  one  visit.  This  is  sometimes  overlooked, 
perhaps  through  thoughtlessness,  and  no  D.  D.  G.  M. 
cares  to  ask  for  his  expenses.  At  the  last  District  meet- 
ing, held  in  London,  in  order  to  meet  this  trouble  it  was 
decided  on  motion  of  R.  W.  Bros.  Brunton  and  Glan- 
ville,  that  the  District  Secretary  notify  each  Lodge  of 
the  amount  due  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  It  was  rather  embar- 
rassing to  me  to  have  to  introduce  this  new  way  of  get- 
ting expenses,  and  if  I  thought  that  this  scheme  were  to 
end  with  my  term,  I  would  have  hesitated  before  carry- 
ing out  the  instructions  of  the  District.  But  knowing 
that  there  are  many  good  Masons  who  would  do  honor 
to  the  position,  but  unfortunately  are  unable  to  spend 
the  time  and  bear  the  expense  attached  to  the  office,  I 
felt  it  my  duty  to  bear  whatever  criticisms  I  might  in- 
cur in  this  matter. 

Although  it  was  the  decision  of  the  District,  I  do  not 
think  it  meets  the  case,  as  it  may  lead  to  a  discussion  in 
the  Lodge  over  the  amount  asked  by  the  District  Secre- 
tary and  thereby  lower  the  dignity  of  the  office.  I  am 
rather  in  sympathy  with  the  remarks  of  my  predecessor 
and  would  also  suggest  that  Grand  Lodge  take  over  this 
item  of  expense,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  encouraging 
Masons  who  are  expert  Craftsmen,  but  who  are  less 
favored  financially  than  those  who  have  heretofore  occu- 
pied the  position. 

THE    DEATH    OF    OUR    QUEEN. 

Some  months  ago  a  certain  Masonic  Journal  made 
some  unkind  remarks  about  Toronto  Districts,  D.  D.  G. 
M's,  and  members  of  the  Craft,  in  reference  to  their  non- 
action in  holding  a  service  of  mourning  over  the  death 
of  our  beloved  Queen. 

Speaking  for  myself,  I  may  say  that  I  received  no  such 
request  from  any  Master  or  member  of  the  Order ;  and 
there  is  no  doubt  if  Grand  Lodge  or  the  Grand  Master 
thought  it  was  desirable  to  make  a  public  display  of  our 
sorrow,  I  would  have  received  instructions,  in  which 
case  the  Masters  of  this  District  would  have  been 
promptly  called  upon  to  comply  with  such  an  order  for 
loyalty  and  devotion  to  our  Sovereign,  and  I  am  sure 
every  Mason,  whether  he  were  her  subject  or  not,  felt  the 
sadness  of  the  loss,  for  she  loved  peace  and  goodness, 
and  her  courts  reflected  the  moral  purity  and  dignified 
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sympathy  of  the  home  that  was  its  centre.  In  this  age 
of  democracy  she  kept  alive  in  the  breasts  of  all  her  sub- 
jects the  spirit  of  chivalry,  and  by  the  gentle  compulsion 
of  human  sympathy,  she  became*  the  world's  mother. 
And  while  the  whole  world  exhibited  unfeigned  sorrow, 
and  expressions  came  from  the  lips  of  her  subjects  be- 
tokening the  love  of  a  people  for  a  Sovereign  who  had 
won  their  hearts  through  a  life  devoted  to  their  welfare, 
still  we,  as  Masons,  had  a  double  reason  to  mourn  her 
death.  Her  royal  ancestors  have  been  patrons  of  the 
Fraternity.  I  read  that  17  of  the  princes  of  blood  royal 
of  England  have  been  Masons.  She  was  herself  the 
daughter  of  a  Mason.  H.  R.  H.  the  Duke  of  Kent  was 
made  a  Grand  Master  in  this  country  in  the  year  1792. 
She  was  also  the  mother  of  two  Grand  Masters,  and 
although  the  world  is  poorer  and  lonelier  through  her 
death,  yet  the  testimony  and  example  of  her  life  abide. 
In  paying  my  official  visits  it  has  made  me  feel  proud  of 
my  brethren  to  listen  to  the  expressions  of  love  for  their 
departed  Queen,  and  also  the  unbounded  loyalty  they 
offer  to  him  who  succeeds  her.  If  I  am  not  presuming 
too  much  I  would  suggest  that  Grand  Lodge  prepare 
and  present  to  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty  King  Ed- 
ward VII.,  a  suitable  address,  assuring  him  of  the  con- 
tinued devotion  and  loyalty  (to  his  throne  and  person)  of 
the  Freemasons  of  Canada,  and  to  congratulate  him  on 
his  elevation  to  the  throne  of  this  Great  Empire. 

St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  No.  16,  Toronto :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  March  12th  and  was  given  a  cordial  reception 
from  a  large  number  of  brethren.  This  is  the  first 
Lodge  in  the  City  of  Toronto  that  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
visiting.  The  kindness  shown  me  then,  a  stranger  to 
the  Master  and  brethren,  made  a  favorable  and  lasting 
injpression  on  my  mind,  and  I  entered  their  home  on  the 
occasion  of  this  my  official  visit  with  the  belief  that  I 
would  receive  a  hearty  reception,  and  that  any  efforts 
that  I  might  put  forth  to  benefit  them  would  be  fully 
appreciated.  My  faith  was  not  misplaced,  for  I  was 
not  only  received  in  the  manner  due  to  the  dignity  of 
the  office  I  hold,  but  the  few  suggestions  I  made  for  Uieir 
improvement  were  accepted  and  appreciated  in  a  Ma- 
sonic spirit.  This  Lodge,  nearing  its  8otb  year,  is  in 
my  opinion  the  mother  of  Masonry  in  this  District.  At 
any  rate  I  look  upon  it  with  a  great  deal  of  veneration, 
not  only  on  account  of  its  age,  but  that  in  it  are  foimd 
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so  many  professipnal  brethren,  men  who  publicly  ex- 
pound the  principles  we  profess  to  admire;  and  it  has 
been  a  revelation  and  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  me 
in  tliis  and  other  Lodges  to  find  our  reverend  brethren 
take  such  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Craft,  and  at  our 
banquet  table  to  listen  to  the  excellent  addresses  full  of 
good  words,  advice  and  encouragement.  I  also  ex- 
pected to  find  here  good  work,  and  good  fellowship,  and 
again  my  anticipations  were  realized.  The  opening  and 
closing  of  the  degrees  was  done  in  a  very  creditable 
manner.  The  work  of  the  Deacons  in  this  part  of  the 
ceremony  was  very  satisfactory.  The  Lodge  being 
closed  down  to  the  first,  the  Master  proceeded  to  make 
another  professional  man  a  brother,  who  proved  to  be 
an  excellent  candidate.  In  this  degree  the  work  falls 
principally  upon  three  officers,  who  did  it  with  credit 
to  themselves  and  the  approval  of  those  present.  The 
W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Dane,  rendered  his  work  without  a 
hitch  and  in  an  impressive  manner.  The  Senior  War- 
den, another  professional  brother,  discharged  the  duties 
of  his  office  with  fidelity,  and  I  expect  to  see  him  in  the 
near  future  in  another  office  of  this  Lodge.  The  work 
of  the  Junior  Warden  also  met  with  approval,  his  lecture 
being  well  rendered.  The  Junior  Deacon  has  been  well 
trained  and  his  work  reflects  credit  on  the  Master.  The 
Senior  Deacon,  Inner  Guard,  and  Stewards,  are  accepta- 
ble officers.  At  the  banquet  table  I  again  found  evi- 
dence of  goodfellowship  and  enjoyed  very  much  the  ad- 
dress of  a  R.  W.  brother  from  Western  Massachusetts. 
W.  Bro.  Slater  gave  the  charge  in  this  degree  in  good 
form.  W.  Bro^  Slater  is  also  Secretary  of  his  Lodge, 
and  although  other  Secretaries  may  be  as  careful  and 
perform  their  duties  with  as  much  fidelity  as  he,  still  I 
must  give  to  Bro.  Slater  the  distinction  of  having  the 
neatest  books  in  this  District,  and  I  do  not  think  I  have 
ever  seen  in  college  or  banking  house  a  more  beautiful 
set.  This  Lodge  has  made  substantial  progress  during 
the  past  year,  having  a  net  increase  of  ten  in  member- 
ship. They  have  also  paid  for  relief  about  $125.  The 
financial  standing  is  good,  and  with  a  total  membership 
of  242  they  have  but  $185  in  arrears,  hence  I  am  able  to 
report  the  prospects  of  the  Lodge  bright.  I  had  an  in- 
vitation from  this  Lodge  to  attend  the  reception  of  M. 
W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford,  which  through  pressure  of 
business  I  was  unable  to  accept.     It  was  a  great  disap-

pointment  to  me,  for  I  felt  that  the  Grand  Master  should 
have  had  the  presence  of  his  representative  on  the  occa- 
sion of  this  his  official  visit  to  this  District,  and  I  hope 
the  Grand  Master  as  well  as  the  brethren  of  St.  Andrew's 
will  consider  my  position  and  absolve  me  from  what  may 
seejn  to  them  my  failure  of  duty. 

Richmond  Lodge,  No.  23,  Richmond  Hill:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  officially  on  March  20th.  1  had  made  ar- 
rangements for  an  earlier  date,  but  by  request  of  R.  W. 
Bro.  McFadden,  my  colleague  in  the  adjoining  District, 
my  visit  was  postponed  to  allow  the  brethren  of  this 
Lodge  to  attend  Robertson  Lodge,  where  R.  W.  Bro. 
McFadden  was  paying  his  official  visit.  On  the  occa- 
sion of  my  visit  the  electric  railway  was  blocked  with 
snow,  and  I  was  obliged  to  go  by  the  Northern  Railway 
to  a  station  called  Maple.  On  my  arrival  at  this  station 
I  found  no  conveyance  by  which  to  reach  my  destina- 
tion, but  finally  got  a  farmer  to  drive  me  over  the  snow 
banks,  the  rain  teaming  down  on  our  heads.  On  enter- 
ing the  Lodge  I  was  not  surprised  to  find  but  a  few 
brethren  present,  and  the  usual  reception  ceremonies 
were  dispensed  with.  The  opening  and  closing  in  the 
three  degrees  was  done  in  a  creditable  manner.  Having 
no  candidate,  one  of  the  brethren  kindly  consented  to 
act  as  a  substitute,  when  the  first  degree  was  exemplified 
to  my  satisfaction.  The  Master  is  filling  his  second 
term/ and  it  is  but  natural  that  he  would  do  his  work 
w^ell.  The  Junior  Warden  being  absent,  the  lecture  was 
given  by  the  Senior  Warden,  which  did  him  credit,  hav- 
ing had  no  notice  that  he  would  be  called  upon  to  per- 
form this  part  of  the  work.  The  floor  work  of  the 
Junior  Deacon  was  admirably  done  by  P.  M.  Mac- 
Mahon.  P.  M.  W.  B.  NichoUs,  who  makes  a  splendid 
Secretary,  presented  the  working  tools  of  this  degree 
very  acceptably.  I  w^as  particularly  pleased  to  meet 
W.  Bro.  A.  L.  Skeele,  Chaplain,  who  is  82  years  of  age, 
and  has  been  a  regular  attendant  of  his  Lodge  for  46 
years.  He  gave  us  an  account  of  his  initiation  as  well 
as  his  experience  with  this  old  Lodge,  which  he  claims 
is  the  oldest  in  the  District,  being  No.  14  on  the  Provin- 
cial Register.  This  Lodge  has  a  beautiful  set  of  rooms, 
well  furnished,  and  owes  but  $400.  The  prospects  of 
this  Lodge  are  brighter,  although  they  have  a  limited 
territory  to  draw  from. 

Ionic  Lodge,  No.  25,  Toronto :     I  visited  this  Lodge 
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officially  at  their  regular  meeting  on  March  5th.  There 
was  a  good  turnout  of  the  brethrien  and  visitors.  I  was 
pleased  to  find  in  attendance  W.  Bro.  W.  R.  Long,  of 
St.  Stephen's,  No.  145,  Edinburgh,  Scot.,  who  enter- 
tained us  with  speech  and  song;  also  a  brother  from 
Bloemfontein,  S.  A.,  who  just  affiliated  with  this  Lodge, 
and  who  delighted  us  with  a  description  of  Craft  Ma- 
sonry as  he  found  it  in  that  far  distant  country.  I  was 
pleased  to  meet  my  old  friend,  R.  W.  Bro.  Ben.  Allen, 
and  also  R.  W.  Bros.  William  Roaf  and  F.  F.  Manley. 
There  were  also  present  W.  Bro.  A.  Y.  Scott  and  mem- 
bers of  Ashlar  Lodge;  W.  Bro.  Geo.  MacLeish  and 
members  of  Wilson  Lodge;  W.  Bro.  Fred.  Dane  and 
members  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  and  W.  Bro.  E.  B. 
Brown.  The  first  degree  was  presented  for  my  inspec- 
tion ,and  W.  Bro.  Burritt  performed  the  ceremony  with 
such  accuracy  and  precision  as  to.  fully  sustain  the  good 
reputation  of  his  Lodge,  and  there  is  no  doubt  the  pres- 
ent high  state  of  efficiency  is  due  in  no  small  measure  to 
the  fact  that  it  has  an  army  of  distinguished  -P.  M's,  who 
take  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge.  The 
lecture  of  the  Junior  Warden  was  really  well  done,  about 
letter  perfect.  The  Junior  Deacon's  manner  of  hand- 
ling a  candidate  was  excellent,  and  while  the  principal 
work  fell  on  these  three,  the  other  officers,  as  far  as  I 
am  able  to  judge,  did  their  work  equally  well.  The 
Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  perform  their  duties  in  a 
satisfactory  manner.  This  is  among  the  brightest 
Lodges  in  the  District;  and  on  this  occasion  had  about 
the  largest  number  of  brethren  in  attendance  that  I  have 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  at  any  of  my  official  visits, 
which  is  strong  evidence  that  the  members  take  a  lively 
interest  in  the  prosperity  of  their  Lodge.  For  the  num- 
ber of  members  enrolled  on  their  register  the  arrears  of 
this  Lodge  is  very  small,  being  but  $71.00.  For  chari- 
table purposes  they  have  spent  about  $90.00.  The  finan- 
cial standing  is  good,  and  I  consider  the  prospects  of 
this  Lodge  bright.  The  only  weakness  would  be  the 
small  average  attendance  for  so  large  a  Lodge. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  75.  Toronto:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  on  February  4th.  I  was  accompanied 
by  Bro.  Dr.  D.  A.  Clark,  S.  D.  of  my  own  Lodge,  who 
was  delighted  with  the  reception  given  us.  There  was 
a  good  number  of  brethren  to  meet  me.  being  estimated 
at  about  150.      Lodge  was  opened  in  the  third  degree, 
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wlien  a  reverend  brother  was  raised  to  the  sublime  de- 
gree of  a  M.  M.  The  W  .M.,  W.  Bro.  E  J.  Cashmore, 
makes  an  admirably  good  presiding  officer,  conducting 
the  affairs  of  the  Lodge  with  energy  and  tact.  His  work 
in  this  degree  was  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  he  was 
ably  supported  .by  his  subordinate  officers,  all  of  whom 
are  a  credit  to  the  Lodge.  St.  John's  does  not  lack 
good  material  for  the  Master's  chair,  so  well  occupied 
now.  There  were  present  on  this  occasion  R.  W.  Bro. 
Steiner,  who  is  our  Honorary  Commissioner  at  the  Pan- 
American,  Buffalo ;  R.  W.  Bro.  Simpson  and  V.  VV.  Bro. 
Wordsley,  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  who 
had  the  distinguished  privilege  of  witnessing  the  cere- 
mony of  raising  to  the  third  degree  King  Edward  VH. 
There  was  also  W.  Bros.  Brown,  Muir  and  Barber,  of 
Occident  Lodge;  W.  Bro.  Fred.  Dane,  officers  and 
members  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge;  and  a  large  number  of 
Past  Masters  of  the  Lodge.  This  is  among  the  strong- 
est Lodges  in  the  District,  numerically  and  financially. 
They  have  also  an  excellent  choir,  and  the  singing  ren- 
dered on  this  occasion  was  very  pleasing  indeed.  They 
are  comfortably  situated  in  that  famous  Temple  Build- 
ing, where  so  many  of  our  Lodges  meet.  While  my 
visit  was  very  pleasant  to  me,  I  have  reason  to  believe 
that  it  was  acceptable  to  the  brethren.  I  desire  to  make 
special  mention  of  W.  Bro.  Cashmore.  I  have  not 
found  a  Master  in  my  District  who  takes  a  greater  inter- 
est or  does  more  hard  work  than  he.  He  is  also  a 
great  visitor,  having  met  him  in  many  Lodges  in  the 
city.  I  was  not  surprised  to  find  him  at  a  distance  in 
the  country  assisting  the  Master  of  that  Lodge  with  his 
work.  I  am  glad  to  notice  that  the  brethren  have 
placed  W.  Bro.  King  in  the  chair  for  the  ensuing  year, 
whose  work  will  no  doubt  be  as  zealously  done  as  that 
of  his  predecessors.  I  again  visited  this  Lodge  on  the 
6th  May.  ^  W.  Bro.  Cashmore  kindly  sent  an  invitation 
to  the  Master  and  officers  of  Zeredatha,  my  own  Lodge, 
to  pay  them  an  official  visit  and  if  possible  work  a  de- 
gree. The  invitation  was  gladly  accepted,  and  a  good 
number  of  our  brethren  journeyed  to  the  city,  where 
they  were  well  received  by  this  hospitable  Lodge.  By 
request  of  the  W.  M.  the  Zeredatha  visiting  brethren 
conferred  the  first  degree  in  such  a  manner  as  to  call 
fcfrth  complimentary  remarks  from  many  distinguished 
brethren  present,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  that  we  were 
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royally  entertained  in  the  banqueting  hall.  This  Lodge 
has  initiated  nine  candidates,  but  have  lost  that  num- 
ber by  resignations,  suspensions,  and  the  death  of  two 
of  its  members,  therefore  the  number  of  its  membership 
has  not  increased.  However,  I  consider  the  prospects 
of  this  Lodge  very  good. 

Markham  Union  Lodge,  No.  87,  Markham:  I  vis- 
ited this  Lodge  on  January  25th.  I  had  made  arrange- 
ments with  the  Master  for  an  earlier  date,  but  the  breth- 
ren were  not  able  to  receive  me,  as  they  were  preparing 
to  tender  a  banquet  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Vanzant,  who  was 
leaving  his  old  home  to  accept  the  position  of  gaoler 
over  the  Don.  Bro.  Vanzant  has  done  noble  work  for 
this  Lodge  and  has  also  been  a  regular  attendant  at 
Grand  Lodge  for  many  years.  This  Lodge  has  not 
made  the  progress  this  year  that  its  members  expected 
of  it.  There  has  been  no  candidate,  nor  as  far  as  I 
am  able  to  learn,  any  changes  in  its  membership,  but 
there  are  times  in  the  history  of  all  Lodges  when  the  in- 
crease is  very  slow.  The  brethren  are  not,  however, 
disheartened,  but  are  patiently  waiting  the  turn  of  the 
tide.  They  have  excellent  material  for  their  different 
offices  and  all  are  working  together  in  love  and  har- 
mony. The  first  degree  was  exemplified  for  me  and 
was  done  fairly  well.  It  being  the  first  time  the  Master 
undertook  the  working  of  a  degree,  he  was  naturally  a 
little  nervous  and  did  not  do  himself  justice.  The  War- 
dens and  other  officers  did  their  parts  well.  The  Junior 
Warden  gave  the  old  English  lecture,  which  was  rather 
lengthy,  in  a  creditable  manner.  The  Secretary  is  a 
zealous  Mason  and  keeps  his  books  well.  With  such 
a  good  staff  of  P.  M's,  there  is  no  fear  but  that  this 
Lodge  will  sustain  its  reputation. 

Sharon  Lodge,  No.  97,  Sharon:  I  paid  my  official 
visit  to  this  Lodge  on  Tuesday  evening,  January  29th. 
The  location  being  entirely  out  of  the  line  of  railway 
communication,  in  order  to  reach  it  from  Uxbridge  I 
was  obliged  to  drive  21  miles.  The  monotony  of  this 
rather  tedious  journey  was  greatly  relieved  by  the  kind- 
ness of  W.  Bros.  Todd,  Campbell  and  the  District  Secre- 
tary, who  accompanied  me  on  the  occasion.  The  roads 
being  in  splendid  condition,  and  the  night  being  bright 
and  mild,  we  enjoyed  the  drive  very  much.  The  mem- 
bership of  this  Lodge,  being  scattered  over  a  consider- 
able area  of  territory,  and  the  officers  nearly  all  residents 
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of  neighboring  villages,  it  could  hardly  be  expected  that 
promptness  in  opening  would  be  conspicuous  among  its 
virtues.  In  the  matter  of  Lodge  accommodation  the 
brethren  are  fairly  comfortablv  situated,  though  in  their 
zeal  to  conform  to  the  regulation  method  of  locating 
the  principal  officers,  they  have  spoiled  the  form  of  the 
Lodge,  the  length  from  East  to  West  being  only  about 
half  that  from  North  to  South.  It  would  greatly  im- 
prove the  appearance  of  the  Lodge,  and  add  much  to  the 
convenience  of  Junior  officers  in  doing  their  work  if  this 
state  of  affairs  were  reversed.  The  Lodge  was  opened 
and  closed  in  tlie  three  degrees,  and  a  candidate  for  ad- 
vancement was  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  M.  M. 
The  work,  on  the  whole,  was  very  well  done,  the  Master 
seems  to  have  his  work  well  in  hand,  and  is  well  sup- 
ported by  his  Wardens.  The  work  of  the  Inner  Guard, 
who  by  the  way  is  a  zealous  old  P.  M.,  was  exceptionally 
good.  The  floor  work  was,  as  usual,  a  little  defective 
owing  to  the  inexperience  of  the  Deacons.  The  Senior 
Deacon  is  a  young  brother,  who  gives  promise  of  be- 
coming a  good  officer  as  well  as  an  enthusiastic  Mason. 
There  seems  to  be  no  discordant  dements  to  mar  the 
harmony  of  this  Lodge,  and  though  the  attendance  is 
small,  I  consider  the  outlook  fairly  good.  They  also 
seem  to  be  making  some  improvement  in  their  member- 
ship, having  initiated  and  affiliated  7  members,  and  have 
lost  one  brother,  deceased.  I  would  suggest  that  a  little 
more  attention  to  the  promotion  of  the  social  element 
would  be  a  marked  improvement,  as  anything  in  the  way 
of  toast,  speech  or  song  at  their  festive  board  was  con- 
spicuous by  its  absence.  The  brethren  would  do  well 
to  note  that  a  little  conversation  with  brethren  of  the 
visiting  Lodges  would  be  of  much  value  to  them. 

Tuscan,  No.  99,  Newmarket:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
May  6th.  I  had  arranged  to  pay  my  visit  earlier,  but  on 
account  of  bad  roads  it  was  impossible.  There  were  a 
number  of  brethren  of  Zeredatha  Lodge;  W.  M.  and 
others  from  Rising  Sun,  and  a  few  from  St.  Andrew's  and 
Georgina  Lodges  present  on  this  occasion.  There  were 
not  a  large  number  of  members  out,  but  the  attendance 
was  fair.  The  second  degree  was  exemplified  for  my 
inspection  and  was  well  done.  I  was  pleased  to  note 
the  interest  the  P.  M's  take  in  the  work.  R.  W.  Bro. 
Brunton  and  others  assisted  the  Master  in  this  degree. 
W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Williams,  certainly  did  himself  credit. 
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in  fact,  every  officer  tried  his  best  to  sustain  the  good, 
reputation  this  Lodge  has  had  in  the  past.  The  Senior 
Deacon's  work  was  exceptionally  good,  and  the  one 
error  he  made  was  due  to  the  instructions  he  had  re- 
ceived, and  which  led  to  some  discussion  over  the  man- 
ner of  doing  the  floor  work,  which,  however,  was  carried 
on  in  a  fraternal  manner.  The  Lodge-room  was  very 
warm,  and  the  ventilation  being  poor  we  were  glad  when 
the  W.  M.  dispensed  with  some  of  the  work  and  allowed 
us  to  retire.  I  have  not  a  report  of  the  sum  paid  for 
relief  or  amount  of  arrears,  neither  can  I  say  the  number 
of  members  12  months  in  arrears,  but  the  Secretary  re- 
ports the  financial  standing  and  prospects  of  the  Lodge- 
to  be  good. 

Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  129,  Aurora:  My  official 
visit  was  paid  to  this  Lodge  on  March  isth.  A  long 
drive  of  23  miles  was  rendered  pleasant  by  the  company 
of  P.  Ms  Todd,  Anderson  and  Nutting,  and  W.  Bro. 
Purdy  and  Bro.  Nix.  On  my  arrival  at  Aurora  we 
found  the  brethren  assembled,  to  the  number  of  about 
120,  over  80  of  whom  were  visitors,  representing  To- 
ronto, Bradford,  Uxbridge,  Newmarket  and  surrounding 
district.  Conspicuous  among  the  visitors  were  R.  W. 
Bro.  Albert  Orton,  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  Simcoe  District,  No. 
9;  R.  W.  Bro.  Wm.  Roaf,  of  Ashlar  Lodge,  Toronto, 
and  W.  Bro.  the  Hon.  E.  J.  Davis.  It  certainly  must 
have  been  very  gratifying  to  the  brethren  of  Rising  Sun, 
as  it  was  to  me,  to  have  so  large  a  gathering  of  visiting 
brethren  in  attendance.  As  one  might  naturally  expect, 
this  Lodge  of  the  Rising  Sun,  situated  in  the  Village  of 
Aurora,  and  assembled  on  the  ground  floor  of  a  church, 
should  be  able  to  get  sufficient  inspiration  from  these 
sources  to  let  their  light  so  shine  before  men  that  others 
seeing  their  good  works  may  glorify  the  good  cause, 
and  indeed  I  think  the  brethren  might  go-  to  a  worse 
place  for  light,  as  the  work  of  opening  and  closing  in  the 
three  degrees,  and  exemplifying  of  the  first  degree  with 
an  improvised  candidate  was  in  many  respects  exceed- 
ingly well  done.  The  Master  and  his  Wardens  per- 
formed their  parts  of  the  ceremony  very  acceptably. 
The  Senior  Deacon  is  a  splendid  officer  and  the  J.  ID- 
did  his  work  with  fewer  mistakes  than  usually  falls  to  the 
lot  of  that  office.  The  Inner  Guard  is  a  good  worker 
and  the  duties  of  the  Director  of  Ceremonies  were  placed 
in  good  hands  when  entrusted  to  W.  Bro.  Radcliffe.     I 
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should  feel  that  I  had  neglected  an  important  duty  did  I 
not  specially  compliment  W.  Bro.  Crossley  for  his  very 
able  and  eloquent  rendering  of  the  charge  from  the  Book 
of  Constitution.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  stating  that  it 
was,  in  my  opinion,  the  finest  piece  of  Masonic  work 
that  I  have  listened  to.  The  books  and  accounts  I  found 
to  be  kept  in  a  businesslike  way,  and  such  criticism  as  I 
had  occasion  to  make  were  received  in  the  proper  Ma- 
sonic spirit.  The  Lodge-room,  as  already  intimated,  is 
somewhat  unique,  having  been  formerly  used  for  church 
purposes.  The  building  is  large  and  the  brethren  have 
it  comfortably  furnished  and  well  lighted.  The  visiting 
brethren  were  very  kindly  and  hospitably  entertained  at 
the  festive  board,  and  a  very  profitable  and  pleasant 
hour  was  spent  in  speech  and  song.  On  the  whole,  I 
consider  the  prospects  of  this  Lodge  gQod,  and  I  see 
no  reason  why  Rising  Sun  may  not  shine  in  the  future 
with  even  a  more  brilliant  lustre  than  it  has  in  the  past. 

Richardson  Lodge,  No.  136,  Stouffville  :,I  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  December  6th,  1900.*  An  invitation 
having  been  extended  to  the  brethren  of  my  own  Lodge 
to  be  present,  quite  a  number  of  them  availed  themselves 
of  the  privilege.  The  Lodge  was  called  on  in  good  time, 
and  after  the  usual  routine  work,  was  raised  to  the  third 
degree  and  closed  down  to  the  first  in  very  good  form. 
The  work  of  initiating  a  candidate  was  then  proceeded 
with,  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  was  performed  in  such  a 
manner  as  could  not  fail  to  impress  the  candidate  favor- 
ably. Indeed,  had  the  floor  work  been  on  a  par  with 
that  of  the  principal  officers,  I  would  have  no  hesitation 
in  pronouncing  the  work  considerably  above  the  ave- 
rage. '  In  W.  Bro.  Shankle,  Richardson  Lodge  has  an 
efficient  and  painstaking  officer,  to  whose  influence  the 
present  highly  progressive  character  of  the  Lodge  is 
largely  due.  The  Deacons  and  Inner  Guard  are  young 
members,  which  accounts  for  their  inexperience.  The 
criticisms  which  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  make  were  re- 
ceived in  a  proper  spirit,  and  I  have  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve will  have  the  desired  effect.  The  Secretary  is  also 
a  young  Mason,  though  an  excellent  officer.  The  Trea- 
surer is  an  old-time  veteran  of  the  Craft,  who  no  doubt 
renders  signal  service  in  husbanding  the  finances  of  the 
Lodge,  as  he  was  able  to  report  a  good  substantial  bal- 
ance on  the  right  side.  The  contributions  for  charitable 
purposes  indicate  that  the  brethren  are  not  wholly  un- 
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mindful  of  those  truly  Masonic  ornaments,  and  I  must 
give  to  this  Lodge  the  distinction  of  paying  by  far  the 
largest  amount  for  relief  in  proportion  to  their  numbers 
of  any  Lodge  in  the  District;  with  a  total  membership 
of  but  47  they  have  contributed  the  sum  of  $100.50.  An 
examination  of  the  Tyler's  books  showed  the  average 
attendance  to  be  very  good^  and  on  the  occasion  of  my 
visit  about  60  brethren  were  present,  20  of  whom  were 
visitors.  The  Lodge  accommodation  is  not  the  best 
that  could  be  desired,  the  ante-room  being  altogether 
too  small,  though  the  Lodge-room  is  fairly  commodious 
and  tolerably  well  furnished,  and  the  Master  assured  me  . 
that  arrangements  were  being  made  to  provide  a  suitable 
ante-room.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  the  brethren 
were  entertained  at  the  Mansion  House,  where  Bro.  Mil- 
ler catered  to  the  wants  of  the  inner  man.  A  very  com- 
mendable feature  of  the  banquet  was  the  absence  of  any- 
thing intoxicating  at  the  festive  board.  The  program 
of  toasts  following  was  most  appropriate  for  the  occa- 
sion, and  brought  forth  responses  highly  entertaining 
from  an  intellectual  point  of  view  and  well  calculated  to 
promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Lodge  socially. 
Especially  appropriate  were  those  of  Revs.  Bros.  Law- 
rence and  Brace,  who  take  a  deep  interest  in  this  Lodge 
and  the  Craft  generally.  I  consider  the  prospects  of  this 
Lodge  arc  very  bright. 

Stevenson  Lodge,  No.  218,  Toronto :  My  visit  to  this. 
Lodge  was  made  on  March  nth.  There  was  a  splendid 
gathering  of  members  and  visitors  to  welcome  me.  The 
names  of  the  prominent  visitors  I  have  mislaid.  This 
is  the  Lodge  to  which  W.  Bro.  John  Watson  belongs, 
who  last  year  was  given  the  office  of  District  Secretary 
and  who  gave  excellent  satisfaction  to  the  District.  No 
doubt  the  knowledge  and  experience  gained  while  visit- 
ing the  different  Lodges  has  materially  benefitted  his 
own;  at  any  rate  the  work  of  this  evening  was  of  the 
highest  order.  The  present  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  W.  B. 
Little,  is  almost  a  perfect  ritualist,  and  has  a  pleasant 
voice  and  impressive  manner.  He  is  supported  by  an 
excellent  staff  of  officers,  who  appear  to  give  him  every 
encouragement.  The  Lodge  was  opened  in  the  second 
and  third  degrees  and  closed  down  to  the  first,  w^hen  an 
accepted  candidate  was  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of 
Masonry.  The  opening  and  closing  was  well  done. 
The  ceremony  of  initiation  was  then  proceeded  with,  and 
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although  the  W.  M.  was  not  well  (and  the  candidate  not 
much  better),  his  work  in  my  opinion  has  not  been  sur- 
passed in  this  District.  The  Senior  Warden  discharged 
his  duties  creditably.  The  J.  W.  also  did  good  work 
but  gave  the  lecture  rather  too  fast  for  the  candidate  to 
understand  the  full  meaning  of  it.  This  was  the  only 
point  on  which  I  could  ask  him  for  improvement.  The 
Deacons,  and  in  fact  all  the  officers  of  this  Lodge,  take 
a  lively  interest  in  the  work  and  are  a  credit  to  the  posi- 
tions they  occupy.  I  desire  to  extend  my  tribute  of 
praise  to  the  choir,  whose  singing  was  of  the  highest 
order.  Although  small  in  number,  they  were  suffi- 
ciently large  in  strength  and  quality.  I  found  the  Sec- 
retary also  a  painstaking  officer,  his  books  being  neat 
and  clean.  I  am  pleased  to  learn  tJiat  this  Lodge, 
which  had  some  trouble  a  few  years  ago,  is  now  on  the 
road  to  prosperity.  Although  their  arrears  are  $350,  they 
have  a  handsome  surplus  of  $3,000,  and  instead  of  show- 
ing a  decrease  of  four,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  they  had 
a  net  increase  of  eight  this  year.  The  general  condition 
of  this  Lodge  is  very  satisfactory,  and  I  feel  assured  if 
the  care  shown  last  year  is  continued,  prosperity  will  in- 
evitably follow.  After  Lodge  was  closed  a  banquet  fol- 
lowed, which  certainly  reflected  credit  on  the  brethren. 
Speech  and  song  were  of  such  a  character *as  to  make  it 
a  profitable  and  pleasant  evening.  ,  , 

z-eredatha  Lodge,  No.  220,  Uxbridge:  This  is  my 
own  Lodge,  and  it  was  with  pleasure  I  accepted  their 
invitation  to  instal  their  officers  on  the  evening  of  the 
27th  December  (St.  John's  night).  This  being  the  time 
on  which  they  hold  their  annual  "At  Home,"  a  large 
number  of  brethren  were  present.  After  the  installation 
was  over  I  was  given  the  pleasure,  on  behalf  of  the 
Lodge,  of  presenting  the  retiring  Master  with  a  P.  M's 
Jewel,  to  which  Bro.  Hollinger  made  a  suitable  reply. 
When  the  work  of  the  Lodge  was  completed  we  repaired 
to  Bro.  Cherpaw's  banquet  hall,  where  the  invited  guests 
were  in  waiting,  who  with  the  brethren  (about  160  in  all) 
sat  down  to  a  beautiful  spread.  On  this  occasion  I 
availed  myself  of  the  privilege  of  presenting  to  the  breth- 
ren and  others  not  Masons  a  short  sketch  of  our  Order, 
which  I  have  reason  to  believe  will  cause  us  to  be  looked 
upon  with  more  favor  in  this  locality  than  heretofore. 
After  the  banquet  a  large  number  were  provided  with 
music  and  dancing  at  Odd-fellows*  Hall,  while  others  as- 
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sembled  in  the  Lodge-room.  This  was  thie  most  suc- 
cessful "At  Home"  ever  held  by  this  Lodge.  I  paid  my 
official  visit  on  Monday  evening,  April  ist.  We  were 
favored  on  this  occasion  with  attendance  of  80  brethren^ 
about  30  of  whom  were  visitors,  a  fair  representation 
considering  the  fact  that  the  country  roads  were  simply 
impassable,  and  hence  none  were  able  to  attend  except 
those  who  had  the  advantage  of  railway  accommodation. 
Conspicuous  among  the  visiting  brethren  were:  W. 
Bro.  Clemens  and  P.  M's  of  St.  George  Lodge ;  W.  Bro. 
Christie  and  V.  W.  Bro.  Todd  from  Zeta  Lodge;  P.  M. 
Watson,  of  Stevenson  Lodge,  and  a  number  of  other 
officers  and  brethren  of  these  Toronto  Lodges ;  W.  Bro. 
Shankle,  of  Richardson  Lodge,  and  W.  Bros.  Reesor 
and  Gould,  of  Markham  Union.  W.  Bro.  Purdy  and  his 
efficient  staff  of  officers  exemplified  the  first  degree  for 
my  inspection  in  a  manner  reflecting  credit  on  the 
Lodge.  P.  M's  Todd  and  Hardy  then  proceeded  with 
the  work  in  the  second  degree  to  a  couple  of  very  apt 
candidates.  Bro.  Todd  is  a  P.  M.  who  never  allows 
himself  to  grow  rusty  but  is  ever  zealous  in  his  efforts 
to  advance  the  good  cause,  and  his  work  on  this  occa- 
sion was  well  nigh  faultless.  Bro.  Hardy  did  not  ap- 
pear to  be  in  his  usual  good  form,  and  hence  his  work 
was  not  so  well  done,  although  I  am  prepared  to  vouch 
for  his  skill  as  a  Craftsman.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that 
this  Lodge  has  an  excellent  staff  of  officers.  Bro. 
Purdy,  W.  M.,  has  the  respect,  confidence  and  hearty 
support  of  every  brother  in  the  Lodge.  The  Wardens 
are  both  young  Masons,  who  are  enthusiastic  and  expert 
Craftsmen.  I  was  sorry  that,  owing  to  sickness,  we  were 
deprived  of  the  services  of  S.  W.  Capt.  Sharpe,  but  J. 
W.  Barker  was  on  hand  and  in  good  form.  The  quality 
of  work  to  be  done  made  it  necessary  to  defer  the  War- 
dens' lectures  to  a  future  meeting.  The  Wardens,  how- 
ever, are  both  proficient  in  this  department,  and  deliver 
their  lectures  in  good  style.  The  work  of  the  Deacons 
was  so  exceptionally  good  that  I  cannot  refrain  from 
specially  complimenting  them.  W.  Bro.  Purdy  has  in 
Bro.  Dr.  D.  A.  Clark  a  S.  D.  without  a  superior  in  the 
District,  and  the  J.  D.,  Bro.  Barber,  is  also  an  excellent 
officer.  I  was  indeed  proud  of  their  work,  and  it  elic- 
ited much  hearty  commendation  from  the  visiting  breth- 
ren. .  Secretary  Vicars  keeps  the  records  of  the  Lodge 
well.       He  is  an  old  tried  officer,  whose  services  have 
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been  indispensable  to  the  Lodge  for  years.  Similar  re- 
marks may  be  applied  to  the  veteran  Treasurer  Boyd, 
who  has  for  many  years  kept  a  close  check  on  the  finan- 
cial management.  It  was  recently  decided  by  a  vote 
of  this  Lodge  that  the  office  of  Tyler  should  be  filled  by 
P.  M's  in  order  of  seniority.  With  a  view  of  carrying 
this  thoughtful  resolution  into  effect,  W.  Bro.  D.  Camp- 
bell being  the  oldest  P.  M.,  voluntarily  tendered  his 
services,  and  attends  faithfully  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 
Being  so  closely  identified  with  this  Lodge,  and  so  well 
acquainted  with  its  workings,  I  knew  what  to  expect  in 
the  matter  of  efficiency.  However,  it  falls  to  the  lot  of 
most  Lodges  at  a  visit  of  inspection  to  find  some  brother 
officer  so  excited  as  to  forget  part  of  his  work.  On  the 
whole,  I  may  safely  affirm  that  I  had  good  reason  to  be 
proud  of  the  work  done,  and  I  feel  assured  that  the  offi- 
cial management  has  been  placed  in  good  hands  and  the 
future  outlook  is  excellent.  At  the  close  of  a  faithful 
evening's  work  an  adjournment  was  made  to  the  Plank 
House,  where  Bro.  Plank  exemplified  the  fourth  degree 
satisfactorily.  The  brethren  of  Zeredatha  will  not  soon 
forget  the  many  kind  sentiments  expressed  and  the 
pleasant  time  spent  in  the  company  of  these  most  wel- 
come guests  who  honored  us  with  their  presence  on  this 
occasion.  , 

Brougham  Lodge,  No.  269,  Claremont:  I  paid  my 
official  visit  to  this  Lodge  on  June  6th.  Acting  upon 
the  request  of  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  to 
visit  weak  Lodges  as  often  as  possible,  I  paid  an  early 
visit  to  this  Lodge,  and  indeed  found  them  very  weak 
and  somewhat  disheartened.  On  the  first  visit  there  was 
no  W.  M.,  no  Wardens,  and  but  one  P.  M.  to  open  the 
Lodge,  after  which  the  District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Nut- 
ting was  asked  to  confer  the  second  degree,  which  he 
willingly  did,  and  with  credit  to  himself.  W.  Bros. 
Todd  and  Anderson,  of  my  own  Lodge,  acted  as  War- 
dens. I  appealed  to  the  brethren  not  to  lose  heart,  and 
assured  them  that  I  would  g^ve  them  all  the  assistance 
that  they  might  ask  of  me.  I  encouraged  them  to  ask 
questions,  and  pointed  out  the  proper  way  of  doing  the 
floor  work.  On  all  of  my  visits  I  was  treated  with  the 
greatest  of  respect  and  kindness.  On  my  second  visit  I 
was  glad  to  have  the  W^^.  M.  and  Wardens  present,  all 
of  whom  reside  in  Toronto.  That  zealous  old  Mason, 
W.  Bro.  Cashmore.  of  St.  John's  was  present  to  assist 
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the  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Walsh.  The  third  degree  was  ex- 
emplified by  the  W.  M.  and  W.  Bro.  Cashmore.  The 
work  of  Bro.  Cashmore  was  well  done.  I  gave  them 
what  advice  and  instruction  I  deemed  necessary  for  their 
good,  and  had  the  conviction  that  they  would  profit  by 
it.  .  On  my  third  visit  I  was  pleased  to  find  a  fair  num- 
ber present,  and  was  also  pleased  that  a  very  marked 
improvement  had  been  made.  The  new  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
Bateson,  is  a  good  worker,  and  rules  his  Lodge  with 
tact  and  ability,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  members  that 
he  can  work  all  the  degrees  well.  On  this  occasion  the 
exemplification  of  the  second  degree  was  done  by  him,, 
and  although  not  perfect,  still  for  the  opportunities  he 
has  had,  his  work  was  remarkably  well  done.  That 
genial  old  Mason,  Bro.  Douglas,  did  fairly  well  as  J.  W. 
The  S.  W's  chair  was  filled  by  a  P.  M.,  who  also  gave 
the  lecture.  W.  Bro.  Wm.  Barnes  acted  as  S.  D.,  and 
so  anxious  was  he  that  the  work  should  be  done  pro- 
perly that  he  forced  me  to  assist  him  with  some  parts 
of  the  floor  w6rk.  If  all  the  members  of  this  Lodge 
were  as  energetic  and  anxious  for  improvement  as  Bro. 
Barnes  a  better  class  of  work  would  soon  be  done.  The 
pleasing  feature  was  the  remarks  of  that  old  veteran, 
Bro.  Poucher,  who  had  been  Secretary  of  this  Lodge 
many  years  ago,  but  who  got  discouraged  and  has  not 
attended  until  recently.  I^e  informed  me  in  the  presence 
of  his  brethren  that  now  that  they  were  showing  a  desire 
to  improve,  he  would  attend  regularly  and  assist  them  in 
every  way  he  could.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  Beaton,  has 
been  the  mainstay  in  keeping  this  Lodge  from  going 
down  J  he  also  keeps  his  books  well.  All  were  very  anx- 
ious for  information,  questions  came  from  every  part  of 
the  room,  and  it  was  a  pleasure  for  me  to  give-  these  fine 
fellows  light  and  a  promise  to  come  again.  We  were 
royally  entertained  at  a  banquet  prepared  for  the  occa- 
sion. I  can  report  the  prospects  of  this  Lodge  very 
bright. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  316,  Toronto:  My  official  visit 
was  made  to  this  Lodge  on  March  21st.  There  was  a 
large  number  of  visiting  brethren  present  and  a  fair 
number  of  their  own  members.  I  was  sorry  to  learn  of 
the  illness  of  the  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Cooke,  who  had  an 
jittack  of  fever  which  prevented  him  from  being  present. 
His  place,  however,  was  well  filled  by  the  L  P.  ^L,  W. 
Bro.  Alex.  Anderson,  who  having  had  but  a  short  notice 
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to  prepare,  was  at  first  somewhat  nervous,  but  soon 
shook  the  feeling  off  and  got  through  the  ceremonies 
extremely  well.  There  were  present  W.  Bro.  Edward 
Davis,  officers  and  members  of  Harmony  Lodge;  W. 
Bro.  Dane,  officers  and  members  of  St.  Andrew's 
Lodge ;  W.  Bro.  Cashmore,  officers  and  members  of  St. 
John's  Lodge;  also  W.  Bro.  J.  Cherry,  P.  M.  Patterson 
Lodge;  Bro.  W.  A.  McSims,  Harris  Lodge,  No.  216, 
Orangeville;  Bro.  J.  McKibbon,  from  Iowa,  U.  S.;  a 
total  of  60  visitors,  which  I  thought  Doric  took  as  a 
compliment  from  the  manner  they  were  received  and  en- 
tertained. The  first  degree  was  carried  through  suc- 
cessfully. W.  Bro.  P.  M.  Anderson,  whose  sucecss  in 
the  chair  last  year  was  of  the  best,  fully  sustained  his 
reputation,  and  W.  Bro.  Cooke  made  no  mistake  in  leav- 
ing his  Lodge  in  charge  of  this  genial  P.  M.  I  was 
very  well  pleased  with  the  S.  W's  work.  The  J.  W.  is 
also  an  efficient  officer,  giving  his  charge  very  creditably. 
The  J.  D.  is  filling  his  office  satisfactorily,  in  fact  all  of 
the  officers  are  trying  to  do  their  duty.  P.  M.  Cooke 
gave  the  charge  very  well.  Before  the  Lodge  closed  I 
had  a  talk  with  the  brethren  on  some  questions  which 
had  been  submitted  to  me  for  my  ruling,  so  that  in  case 
they  should  arise  in  their  Lodge  they  might  know  what 
Grand  Lodge  desires  along  these  lines.  At  the  banquet 
table  I  again  availed  myself  of  the  privilege  of  a  talk 
on  Masonic  origin,  its  principles  and  benefits.  I  was 
well  treated  by  these  brethren  and  enjoyed  my  visit  very 
much.  This  Lodge  has  made  some  increase  this  year, 
but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  their  large  amount  of  arrears 
has  been  slightly  increased,  and  while  the  financial 
standing  and  prospects  are  fairly  good,  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  reduce  this  amount. 

Orient  Lodge,  No.  339,  Toronto:  I  was  present  by 
invitation  at  the  regular  meeting  of  this  Lodge  October 
2nd,  1 100,  and  was  accorded  a  very  hearty  greeting. 
My  personal  intimacy  made  with  several  of  the  P.  M's 
made  my  intercourse  with  this  Lodge  very  pleasant  in- 
deed. The  25th  anniversary  of  the  institution  of  the 
Lodge  was  celebrated,  and  the  regular  meeting  was  also 
converted  into  a  P.  M's  night.  The  officers  for  the 
evening  were :  R  .W.  Bro.  F.  G.  Inwood,  my  predeces- 
sor ;  V.  W.  Bros.  John  Jones  and  James  McFarlane,  W. 
Bros.  A.  B.  Crosby,  B.  Hunter,  W.  J.  Chick,  McP.  Ross, 
J.W.  Thompson,  James  Hewitt,  Ira  Bates  and  F.  H.  An- 
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derson.  There  was  a  large  attendance,  there  being  87 
officers  and  members  present,  and  representatives  from 
30  Lodges,  making  a  total  of  207.  A  candidate  was 
initiated  in  a  creditable  manner.  A  reception  was  ex- 
tended to  my  predecessor  in  office,  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  G. 
Inwood,  to  whom  xyas  presented  a  handsome  set  of  re- 
galia distinctive  of  his  rank.  The  committee  in  charge 
was  composed  of  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Jones,  chairman;  W. 
Bro.  E.  J.  Cachmore,  W.  Bro.  Wm.  McCartney,  and  W. 
Bro.  E.  B.  Brown,  who  were  appointed  by  me  tor  tnis 
purpose.  In  presenting  the  regalia  V.  W.  Bro.  John 
Jones  spoke  in  sincere  appreciation  of  the  zeal  and 
ability  shown  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Inwood  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duty  to  our  noble  Craft.  At  this  meeting  also  there 
was  a  presentation  of  a  photo  group  of  the  city  W.  M's 
in  No.  iia  District,  including  the  retiring  D.  D.  G.  M. 
and  the  District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  John  Watson.  On 
behalf  of  those  W.  M's  W.  Bro.  Prof.  Alfred  Reyner,  M. 
A.,  made  the  presentation  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Inwood  in  an 
address  couched  in  graceful  and  felicitous  language. 
To  both  presentations  R.  W.  Bro.  Inwood  made  an  ap- 
propriate response,  and  then  conveyed  the  picture  gift 
to  Orient  Lodge,  where  it  is  now  placed  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  the  brethren.  The  proceedings  of  this  me- 
morial meeting  in  the  annals  of  Orient  Lodge  very  fit- 
tingly wound  up  with  a  banquet,  which  afforded  an  op- 
portunity to  myself  as  well  as  to  other  visitors  to  give 
expression  to  pleasure  and  pride  in  the  prosperity  and 
usefulness  of  this  Lodge. 

I  visited  this  Lodge  officially  on  March  2nd.  On  en- 
tering the  Lodge  I  was  pleased  to  hear  the  Canadian 
Anthem  sung,  all  the  brethren  taking  part.  I  was  in- 
troduced by  R.  W.  Bro.  Inwood,  my  particular  friend, 
and  received  by  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Moore,  in  the  neatest 
speech  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  listen  to  in  the  Lodge- 
roof.  After  approaching  the  East  and  thanking  the 
brethren  for'  the  very  kind  manner  in  which  they  had 
received  me,  by  request  I  retained  the  gavel  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  P.  M.  W.  Bro.  Capt  Gillies,  just  re- 
turned from  South  Africa  on  this  his  first  visit  to  his 
Masonic  home.  It  was  the  most  touching  affair  I  have 
seen  in  connection  with  my  official  duties.  W.  Bro. 
Gillies  was  received  while  the  choir  and  brethren  sang 
"  Home  Sweet  Home/'  He  was  introduced  by  V.  W. 
Bro.  John  Jones,  while  I  was  given  the  honor  of  receiv- 
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ing  him.  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  recite  before  the  brethren 
the  cause  of  his  absence,  the  cause  of  the  war,  the  credit- 
able manner  in  which  he  discharged  his  duty  as  a  British 
soldier,  his  career  as  a  Craftsman,  and  the  great  pleas- 
ure it  gave  us  to  welcome  him  home.  Captain  Gillies' 
emotions  did  not  allow  him  to  make  a  lengthy  reply,  but 
he  thanked  the  brethren  for  the  address;  for  the  gold 
pieces  presented  him  on  the  eve  of  his  departure;  for 
having  been  made  a  life  member  of  the  Lodge ;  for  the 
great  kindness  shown  his  wife  during  his  absence,  and 
for  the  magnificent  reception  given  him  on  his  return. 
The  brethren  ,then  encircled  him,  singing  "  Auld  Lang 
Syne,"  after  which  the  W.  M.  assumed  the  chair  and 
commenced  the  work  of  the  yvening.  The  first  degree 
was  exemplified  and  the  Lodge  passed  to  the  second, 
when  the  S.  W.  gave  the  lecture  to  several  brethren  who 
had  not  received  it.  This  Lodge  was  raised  and  closed 
to  the  first.  The  opening  and  closing  of  the  different 
decrees  was  well  done.  W.  Bro.  Moore  initiated  a  can- 
didate with  scarcely  an  error.  His  work  proved  to  me 
that  he  not  only  devoted  a  good  deal  of  time  and  study, 
but  that  he  had  the  management  of  the  Lodge  well  in 
hand,  ruling  with  energy  and  tact,  and  I  believe  with  the 
support  of  every  member  of  the  Lodge.  The  S.  W., 
Bro.  Kelly,  is  also  an  efficient  officer,  his  work  in  the 
degrees,  as  well  as  his  lecture,  pleased  me  very  much. 
The  J.  W.  has  his  degree  work  up,  and  recited  the  lec- 
ture without  missing  a  word,  but  gave  it  too  fast  for  the 
candidate  to  fully  grasp  the  wh61e  of  it.  The  Deacons 
understand  the  floor  work  of  collection,  J.  D.  in  the  first 
making  but  one  error  that  nearly  all  make.  The  Stew- 
ards were  all  that  I  could  expect.  The  L  G.  is  the  mak- 
ing of  a  good  officer,  doing  the  duty  of  this  office  in  fine 
style.  I.  P.  M.  W.  Bro.  Farquhar  gave  the  charge  in 
such  an  impressive  manner  as  to  enable  me  to  say  that 
in  mv  opinion  that  it  had  not  been  excelled  but  once, 
and  I  am  convinced  that  he  as  W.  M.,  aided  very  mater- 
ially in  bringing  this  bright  Lodge  to  its  present  high 
state  of  efficiencv.  I  was  particularly  pleased  with  the 
books  kept  by  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  F.  H.  Anderson. 
I  have  seen  but  one  set  equal  to  his  for  penmanship  and 
neatness,  and  none  to  equal  the  method  and  simplicity  by 
which  they  are  kept.  The  proceeds  of  each  meeting 
are  therein  entered  before  le^vine^  the  room.  I  also 
saw  here  a  new  svstem  of  ballot  for  the  election  of  offi- 
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•cers.  Orient  has  also  an  excellent  choir,  which  added 
very  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  evening.  At  our 
banquet  we  had  very  many  fine  speeches,  particularly 
that  of  Capt.  Gillies.  This  Lodge  has  made  a  wonderful 
•change  in  the  last  two  years.  Instead  of  a  decrease  of 
16  they  have  made  a  net  gain  of  50.  What  has  caused 
this  change  1  am  not  prepared  to  say.  They  have  not 
been  unmiadful  of  their  duties  to  the  needy,  having  spent 
$200  for  relief.  Their  financial  standing  is  good  and 
their  prospects  are  excellent.  I  consider  this  the  most 
progressive  Lodge  in  the  District. 

Georgina  Lodge,  No.  343,  Toronto:  I  visited  thisi 
Lodge  in  my  official  capacity  on  Saturday  night,  Janu- 
ary 5th.  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  L.  Malone  very  kindly  met  me 
at  the  hotel  and  escorted  me  to  the  Lodge-room.  On 
my  arrival  I  was  recehred  into  the  Masonic  home  of  M. 
W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  P.  G.  M.,  in  a  manner  expressive 
of  the  high  esteem  in  which  they  hold  the  representative 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  At  my  request  the  Lodge  was 
raised  to  the  third  and  closed  down  to  the  first  degree, 
when  the  ceremony  of  initiation  was  exemplified  to  my 
entire  satisfaction.  The  raising  and  closing  of  the 
Lodge  was  done  with  scarcely  an  error.  I  expected  to 
see  the  work  in  this  Lodge  of  the  highest  character,  and 
I  was  in  no  way  disappointed.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
Grant,  has  a  fine  rich  voice  and  a  very  impressive  man- 
ner, and  the  way  the  degree  was  conferred  must  have  left 
a  lasting  effect  with  the  candidate.  The  candidate  was 
an  exceptionally  good  one,  he  being  the  head  of  the 
Knights  of  the  Grip.  The  Senior  Warden  performed 
his  duties  satisfactorily,  and  I  believe  will  make  a  first- 
class  Master.  The  work  of  the  J.  W.  was  well  done, 
the  lecture  being  given  without  a  hitch  and  in  an  inter- 
esting manner.  The  Deacons  and  Stewards  are  effi- 
cient officers.  The  I.  G.  especially  pleased  me,  his 
work  could  not  possibly  be  improved  upon.  He  is 
without  exception  the  best  officer  in  that  capacity  that  it 
has  been  my  pleasure  to  listen  to.  The  Tyler  seems  to 
be  attentive  to  all  the  calls  of  the  L  G.  The  Treasurer's 
books  were  not  present  at  this  time,  but  judging  from 
what  I  know  of  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  L.  Malone  I  have  no 
doubt  that  they  are  kept  in  an  up-to-date  manner.  The 
Secretary  is  also  worthy  of  commendation,  his  books 
were  found  to  be  neat  and  clean.  I  was  pleased  to  find 
that  they  have  P.  M's  in  this  Lodge  that  are  able  to  re- 
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cite  the  charges  from  the  Constitution,  W,  Bro.  F.  W, 
Flett  giving  the  first  very  well.  Lodge-room  is  spa- 
cious, well  furnished  and  truly  a  Blue  Lodge.  I  believe 
the  present  state  of  perfection  of  this  Lodge  is  largely 
due  to  the  zeal  and  ability  of  the  W.  M.  and  I.  P.  M. 
The  present  Master's  (W.  Bro.  Grant)  rendering  of  the 
work  was  beyond  criticism,  and  at  the  time  of  my  visit  I 
felt  all  were  working  together  in  harmony,  but  I  have 
since  learned  that  such  is  not  the  case.  There  seems 
to  be  a  disagreement  among  some  of  the  members,  and 
the  Lodge  is  made  to  suffer  thereby.  From  the  last 
Grand  Lodge  report  I  notice  that  they  had  had  a  suc- 
cessful year,  but  the  change  this  year  is  so  marked  that  I 
am  of  the  opinion  some  discordant  element  exists  that 
will  prove  ruinous  to  the  Lodge  unless  speedy  and  care- 
ful action  is  taken  to  discover  and  rectify  it.  I  hope, 
however,  that  the  brethren  have  sufficient  charity  to 
exert  themselves  to  restore  that  universal  bond  of  con- 
fidence that  should  at  all  times  exist  among  members  of 
the  Craft.  Whatever  the  cause  is,  this  Lodge,  instead 
of  increasing  its  membership  by  22  as  was  the  case  last 
year,  not  only  have  made  no  advancement  but  have  less- 
ened the  number  on  its  roll  by  four.  And  while  I  am 
able  to  report  good  work,  good  financial  standing,  I 
have  also  to  report  55  members  owing  $525.70.  There- 
fore the  immediate  future  of  this  Lodge  does  not  appear 
to  be  very  bright. 

Brock  Lodge,  No.  354,  Cannington :  My  first  official 
visit  was  paid  to  this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  October 
3rd,  1900,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Todd,  Bro.  S.  W. 
Capt.  Sharp,  and  the  District  Secretary,  all  members  o£ 
my  own  Lodge.  The  train  service  not  being  such  as  I 
could  avail  myself  of,  necessitated  a  24  mile  drive.  We 
found  the  brethren  very  comfortably  situated,  the 
Lodge-room  commodious,  well  furnished,  neat  and  tidy. 
An  examination  of  the  Tyler's  books  showed  the  usual 
attendance  very  good,  considering  the  fact  that  about 
half  the  membership  reside  in  the  country,  some  of  them 
at  a  distance  of  10  and  12  miles.  On  this  occasion  there 
were  about  60  brethren  present,  including  visitors.  The 
principal  officers  were  in  attendance.  They  are  all 
young  men,  and  as  the  Lodge  elects  its  officers  in  June 
it  is'  needless  to  state  that  they  were  somewhat  nervous 
about  undertaking  the  exemplification  of  a  third  degree,, 
which,  however,  was  done  in  a  fairlv  creditable  manner. 
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The  J.  W.  being  unskilled,  his  work  w^s  done  by  P.  M. 
McLeod.  The  W.  M.  can  exemplify  all  the  degrees, 
and  the  S.  W.  is  a  very  good  worker.  Some  of  the 
Past  Masters  seem  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  the  Lodge 
and  rendered  valuable  assistance  on  this  occasion.  The 
floor  work  was  certainly  defective,  but  the  brethren 
seemed  willing  and  anxious  to  improve  and  accepted  the 
advice  and  criticisms  which  I  felt  called  upon  to  make 
with  a  true  Masonic  spirit,  and  hence  I  have  every  rea- 
son to  believe  will  profit  thereby.  The  Secretary  is  an 
old  .P.  M.,  who  keeps  the  books  and  records  of  the 
Lodge  well.  As  an  evidence  of  the  recognition  of  timely 
services  rendered  by  him,  a  pleasing  feature  of  the  even- 
ing's proceedings  was  the  presentation  to  him  of  a  Past 
Master's  Jewel.  A  very  suitable  address  was  made  by 
P.  M.  Dr.  Bingham.  The  Lodge  has  paid  for  chari- 
table purposes  during  the  year  $15.  The  best  of  har- 
mony seems  to  prevail,  and  the  prospects  are  bright  fin- 
ancially and  socially.  After  the  Lodge  was  closed  an 
adjournment  was  made  to  the  Bennett  House,  where  the 
brethren  were  entertained  right  royally  by  the  officers  of 
the  Lodge.  A  very  marked  and  I  think  most  commen- 
dable characteristic  of  the  whole  proceedings  was  the 
excellent  order  that  prevailed  both  in  the  Lodge-room 
and  around  the  festive  board.  I  shall  not  soon  forget 
the  hearty  reception  tendered  me  by  Brock  Lodge. 

St.  George's  Lodge,  No.  367,  Torjonto :  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  Master-elect,  Bro.  Clemens,  I  accepted  the 
invitation  of  this  Lodge  to  instal  their  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year,  which  I  did  on  the  evening  of  December 
7th.  There  was  a  good  turnout  of  th^  brethren  and  not 
a  few  visitors.  I  was  particularly  pleased  to  meet  R. 
W.  Bro.  F.  G.  Inwood,  my  predecessor  in  office,  and  A. 
W  Bro.  Malcolm  Gibbs,  P.  D.  D.  G.,  and  the  Past  Dis- 
trict Secretary,  W.  Bro.  John  Watson  at  this  my  first 
exemplification  of  the  work  as  D.  D.  G.  M.  I  was 
greatly  encouraged  by  the  kind  remarks  of  these  and 
other  brethren  present.  The  W.  M.  seemed  to  be  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  what  duties  I  asked  him  to  per- 
form, and  I  have  no  doubt  the  good  work  done  by  L  P. 
M.  John  Drew  will  be  carried  on  by  him.  W.  Bro. 
Drew  was  the  recipient  of  a  P.  M's  Jewel  as  a  token  of 
work  well  done,  to  which  he  made  a  feeling  reply,  prom- 
ising the  new  W.  M.  his  sympathy  and  support.  W. 
Bro.  W.  B.  Stoneham  was  also  presented  with  a  P.  M's 
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Jewel  in  recognition  of  valuable  services  rendered  the 
Craft.  This  being  my  second  visit  to  this  Lodge  1  was 
not  surprised  to  find,  not  only  a  large  attendance,  but 
the  respect  and  pleasure  they  manifest  towards  the  re- 
presentative of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master.  I  paid 
my  official  visit  on  the  ist  of  March.  I  had  with  me  as 
pleasant  companions  the  District  Secretary  and  W.  Bro. 
D.  Campbell,  who  expressed  themselves  as  highly 
pleased  with  the  fraternal  greetings  made  to  them.  On 
being  admitted  to  the  Lodge  I  was  received  with  the 
usual  formalities,  coupled  with  some  kind  remarks  of  the 
W.  M.,  who  informed  me  that  he  would  offer  for  my  in- 
spection the  work  of  the  first  degree.  The  usual  rou- 
tine of  business  being  finished  the  W.  M.  proceeded  with 
the  initiation  of  a^  candidate  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Frank 
Saunders,  son  of  the  veteran  S.  W.,  who  by  the  way  has 
two  sons  members  of  this  Lodge,  and  expects  in  a  short 
time  to  receive  the  third.  The  remarks  made  by  the 
candidate  expressing  his  opinion  of  Masonry  before  and 
after  his  reception,  as  well  as  his  ability  as  a  singer,  satis- 
fied me  that  he  is  a  true  son  of  his  father.  His  beauti- 
ful sentiments  were  no  doubt  brought  out  by  the  excel- 
lent and  impressive  manner  in  which  he  was  made  a 
Mason.  My  prediction  at  the  time  I  installed  W.  Bro. 
Clemens  has  been  fully  verified.  He  not  only  performed 
this  degree  well,  but  takes  a  deep  interest  in  his  Lodge, 
and  I  believe  has  the  respect  and  support  of  very  mem- 
ber. The  J.  W.  gave  his  lecture  in  a  letter  perfect  style.

I  believe,  was  the  first  to 
give  it  new  life,  his  year  being  crowned  with  considerable 
success.  The  good  work  was  not  lessened  any  by  I.  P. 
M.  Drew  who  is  fulfilling  his  promise  to  assist  the  new- 
W.  ivi.,  and  on  this  occasion  recited  the  charge  without 
a  mistake.  St.  George  has  made  good  progress  this 
year,  having  received  24  and  lost  10.  a  net  increase  of  14. 
They  have  paid  for  relief  $125.  and  have  the  distinction  of 
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having  the  largest  average  attendance  of  any  Lodge  in 
this  Uistnct,  VIZ.,  90.  Ihe  financial  standing  is  good 
ana  tneir  iiuure  seems  bright,  but  i  am  sorry  to  report  the 
amount  of  arrears  has  been  increased. ' 

Zeta  Lodge,  No.  410,  Toronto.  By  request  of  this 
Lodge  I  pam  an  official  visit  on  December  28th,  and  in- 
stalled the  officers  for  the  incoming  year.  A  finer  staff 
of  officers,  intellectually  and  physically,  it  would  be  hard 
to  find,  and  from  the  flattering  remarks  made  of  them 
by  many  members  of  the  Lodge,  I  would  infer  that  they 
wxre  the  unanimous  choice  of  the  Lodge.  L  P.  M.  W. 
Bro.  T.  S.  Malcolm  was  presented  with  a  P.  M's  Jewel 
by  W.  Bro.  Christie  on  behalf  of  the  Lodge.  In  thank- 
ing the  brethren  for  this  emblem  of  goodwill,  Bro.  Mal- 
colm said  his  year  had  been  so  pleasant,  and  he  had  re- 
ceived such  a  good  report,  he  was  sorry  to  leave  the 
chair,  but  he  assured  the  new  W.  M.  of  his  hearty  sup- 
port on  all  occasions.  Having  thus  had  the  honor  of 
launching  the  officers  of  this  and  St.  George's  Lodges 
on  their  official  career,  it  would  be  but  natural  to  infer 
that  1  should  w^atch  over  their  deliberations  with  jealous 
care,  and  now  that  1  have  become  more  intimately  ac- 
quainted with  their  work  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  re- 
port that  the  present  high  state  of  efficiency  should  be 
a  sufficient  guarantee  to  the  members  of  these  Lodges 
that  they  have  placed  the  official  management  in  the 
hands  of  worthy  officers.

John  Jones,  W.  Bro.  Capt.  Gillies  and  Bro.  Kelly,  of 
Orient  Lodge,  and  about  40  P.  M's  of  different  city 
Lodges.  The  opening  and  closing  was  well  done,  and 
W.  Bro.  Christie  informed  me  that  he  had  prepared  his 
officers  for  the  third  degree,  but  after  waiting  for  some 
time  the  candidate  did  not  put  in  an  appearance,  and  by 
consent  another  brother  took  his  place.  I  therefore 
asked  the  W.  M.  to  give  me  a  better  opportunity  of 
viewing  the  work.  The  exemplifying  of  this  degree 
was  done  in  a  masterly  style.  Although  the  W.  M.  has 
not  the  fine  voice  of  some  others,  I  consider  him  a  letter 
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perfect  and  energetic  W.  M.,  displaying  those  qualities 
of  tact  and  ability  so  necessary  for  the  fulfilment  of  his 
office.  The  Wardens  did  their  work  to  my  satisfaction. 
I  was  particularly  impressed  with  the  work  of  the  junior 
Deacon.  Bro.  Henderson.  In  my  opinion  it  could  not 
be  improved  upon,  although  he  was  acting  as  Senior 
Deacon.  The  acting  J.  D.  had  never  filled  this  office 
and  did  not  do  himself  justice.  The  work  of  the  Stew- 
ards was  all  I  could  ask,  and  the  I  .G.  does  credit  to  the 
office  he  holds.  Taking  the  work  as  a  whole  I  could  not 
find  any  serious  objection,  and  felt  it  my  duty  to  compli- 
ment them  and  to  thank  them  for  the  able  manner  in 
which  every  officer  had  fulfilled  the  obligations  received 
from  me  on  the  night  of  installation.  This  Lodge  has 
made  some  advancement  this  year.  They  have  arrears 
of  but  $47  and  a  cash  balance  of  nearly  $700.  I  con- 
sider the  outlook  of  this  Lodge  to  be  good,  and  I  desire 
to  compliment  the  Secretary  in  reducing  the  amount  of 
arrears  from  $200  to  $47.  He  also  keeps  his  books 
well,  as  does  the  Treasurer  also. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  424,  Pickering:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  May  2nd  and  had  with  me  the  District  Secre- 
tary, W.  Bro.  Anderson,  and  Bro.  Nix.  Our  drive  of 
22  miles  was  a  most  pleasant  one.  Not  having  had  the 
privilege  of  meeting  any  of  these  brethren  in  a  Masonic 
capacity,  they  seemed  to  be  inclined  to  question  my 
right  to  hold  communication  with  them,  and  at  once  in- 
stituted a  Board  of  Trial.  I  thought  this  rather  a  strange 
procedure,  though  it  was  undoubtedly  within  their  pro- 
vince to  impose  this  restriction  if  they  thought  it  judi- 
cious to  do  so.  I  managed  to  pass  muster,  however,  for 
the  examination  was  rather  a  tame  affair.  The  regular 
attendance  of  tliis  Lodge  seems  to  be  small,  and  on  the 
occasion  of  my  visit  there  were  present  about  20  breth- 
ren. 7  of  whom  were  visitors.  The  rooms  occupied  had 
been  recently  overhauled  and  renovated,  and  are  com- 
fortable and  very  well  equipped.  The  brethren  were 
disappointed  in  not  having  a  candidate  either  for  initia- 
tion or  passing,  both  of  whom  had  been  expected. 
Hence  I  was  not  given  an  opportunity  of  seeing  much  of 
their  work,  though  part  of  the  initiation  ceremony  was 
rehearsed  by  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers  in  a  somwehat 
imperfect  manner.  I  have  no  doubt,  however,  that  with 
a  bona  fide  candidate  the  work  would  be  done  fairly 
creditable.       I  would  infer  from  what  I  saw  that  the 
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Wardens  are  both  good  workers,  the  W.  M.  is  fairly  well 
skilled,  and  the  Secretary  is  exceptionally  good;  the 
other  officers  did  not  appear  to  have  their  work  very  well 
in  hand.  I  found  that  the  Lodge  had  been  a  little  un- 
fortunate in  being  called  upon  recently  to  discipline  an 
offending  brother,  and  considerable  discord  had  been 
the  result.  I  trust,  however,  that  the  grievance,  which 
is  likely  to  be  further  ventilated  in  Grand  Lodge,  may 
be  so  wisely  ordered  there,  that  "  lasting  good  may  be 
the  final  goal  of  ill."  I  regret  to  state  that  the  outlook 
at  present  is  not  any  too  promising. 

Acacia  Lodge,  No.  430,  East  Toronto :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  March  i8th  and  had  with  me  V.  W.  Bro.  John 
Jones,  W.  Bros.  Moore  and  Bates,  of  Orient  Lodge ;  W, 
Bro.  Cashmore  and  members  of  St.  John's;  W.  Bro. 
Cherry,  of  Patterson  Lodge.  This  is  the  Masonic  home 
of  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Parcel,  who  last  year  was  a  candi- 
date for  the  office  I  now  hold,  but  who  generously  re- 
tired in  my  favor.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  W. 
Bro.  Capt.  Gillies  for  the  first  time,  he  had  just  returned 
from  South  Africa,  where  he  had  been  doing  service  in 
Her  Majesty's  battles.  I  again  received  a  cordial  recep- 
tion and  was  pleased  to  find  them  so  pleasantly  situated. 
The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees 
fairly  well.  The  initiation  of  a  candidate  was  also  very 
well  done.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Adams  makes  a  good  Mas- 
ter, and  has  been  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  advance  the 
Lodge.  His  degree  work  was  not  strictly  ritualistic, 
but  was  done  in  such  a  way  as  to  convey  the  same  mean- 
ing and  leave  a  good  impression  with  the  candidate.  He 
is  well  supported  by  his  subordinate  officers,  who  also 
seemed  to  be  exerting  themselves  in  the  interests  of  their 
Lodge.  I  made  some  corrections,  which  were  well  re- 
ceived, and  I  was  assured  that  the  few  mistakes  made 
would  not  occur  again.  This  is  the  youngest  Lodge  in 
the  District,  and  they  deserve  a  great  deal  of  praise  for 
the  progress  they  have  made,  having  the  largest  mem- 
bership of  any  country  Lodge  in  this  District.  They 
made  my  visit  so"  pleasant  that  I  shall  not  soon  forget  it. 
The  outlook  for  this  Lodge  is  very  promising,  and  if  the 
care  shown  in  the  past  is  continued  in  the  future  their 
membership  will  soon  be  as  great  as  that  of  many  of  the 
city  Lodges. 

By  reference  to  tabular  statement  showing  the  work 
done,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  a  substantial  in- 
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trease  in  membership  during  the  year.  This  is  some- 
what smaller  than  I  had  expected,  however,  and  is  due 
in  a  measure  to  the  fact  that  a  little  more  care  is  being 
exercised  in  the  use  of  the  ballot.  It  would  appear  that 
quality  of  material  admitted,  rather  than  marked  increase 
in  numbers,  is  the  watchword  in  our  District.  The 
brethren  are  perhaps  to  be  complimented  in  this  matter. 
At  any  rate,  I  was  very  favorably  impressed  with  tlie. 
appearance  of  many  of  the  candidates  I  saw  admitted. 
They  were,  generally  speaking,  men  that  gave  promise 
of  sufficient  zeal  and  intelligence  to  be  a  source  of 
strength  t6  the  Ordei*.  It  will  be  seen  that  Orient,  St. 
George  and  St.  Andrews  have  outshone  the  others  in 
the  matter  of  increase  in  numbers,  and  that  Georgina  is 
on  the  decline,  the  membership  having  fallen  oflf  during 
the  year  to  the  extent  of  four.  I  think  this  is  to  be 
attributed  to  an  unwarrantable  discord  existing  among 
its  members,  which  appears  to  be  sapping  the  strength 
of  the  Lodge.  Stevenson  Lodge  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  its  extra  financial  standing,  no  less  than  $3,cxx)  of  a 
surplus  in  the  treasury.  St.  George's  average  attend- 
ance of  90,  with  a  total  membership  of  116,  is  the  best  in 
the  District,  and  assures  me  that  meetings  in  this  Lodge 
are,  to  say  the  least,  made  pleasant  and  profitable  to  the 
brethren.  This  example  is  worthy  of  emulation 
throughout  the  District,  as  the  attendance  at  regular 
meetings  is  far  from  what  is  should  be.  I  regret  having 
to  report  one  case  of  suspension  for  unmasonic  conduct, 
that  of  Doric,  Pickering.  This  unpleasant  matter  will 
Hkely  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Grand  Lodge. 

During  the  year  that  great  avenger,  "  Death,"  has  also 
been  among  us,  and  has  laid  his  stern  hand  upon  16  of 
our  members.  We  extend  our  heartfelt  sympathies  to 
the  bereaved,  and  hope  that  these  worthy  brethren  may 
meet  with  a  noble  reward  in  the  Grand  Lodge  above. 

CONCLUSION. 

Brethren :  By  your  confidence  you  placed  me,  one 
year  ago,  in  this  high  and  responsible  position,  and  it  has 
been  my  aim  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  con- 
scientiously and  to  the  best  of  my  ability ;  and  although 
I  may  not  have  fulfilled  your  expectations.  I  have  ear- 
nestly endeavored  to  merit  your  confidence.  I  think 
you  will  give  me  the  credit  of  having  the  courage  of  my 
convictions,  and  while  some  officers  may  feel  that  I  have 
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been  too  strict,  yet  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
Craft  will  appreciate  my  efforts  to  do  my  simple  duty, 
and  that  with  a  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  the  whole 
fraternity.  However  that  may  be,  my  enjoyment  of  the 
work  has  been  thoroughly,  genuine.  My  regret  is  that 
more  time  could  not  have  been  devoted  to  visitation. 
Situated  as  I  am,  12  to  14  miles  from  the  nearest  Lodge, 
and  forty  from  the  half,  with  poor  train  accommodation 
and  a  large  business  demanding  my  personal  attention, 
I  could  do  no  more  than  I  have.  Some  of  the  weaker 
Lodges  I  have  visited  three  times,  several  twice,  and  the 
remaining  ones  once.  My  successor  will  not  be  so 
situated,  as  by  the  unwritten  law  he  will  be  selected  from 
the  city  of  Toronto,  from  which  place  he  can  visit  all  the 
Lodges  without  much  loss  of  time.  To  him  I  will  hand 
over  the  insignia  of  this-  office  with  mingled  feelings  of 
satisfaction  and  regret;  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to 
leave  to  him  a  District  prosperous  numerically,  finan- 
cially, socially,  and  well  versed  in  the  exemplification  of 
the  work,  and  I  promise  him  the  sympathy  and  sup- 
port, together  with  the  dignified  respect  which  this  Dis- 
trict has  always  shown  to  the  representative  of  Grand 
Lodge ;  regret,  that  I  will  not  have  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing so  often  my  brethren  who  have  made  this  the  most 
pleasant  year  of  my  life.

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  condi- 
tion of  Masonry  in  the  Ontario  District,  No.  12,  during 
the  past  year.  I  do  with  mingled  feelings  of  pleasure 
and  regret;  pleasure,  because  all  my  official  duties  and 
visits  throughout  the  District  have  been  a  series  of 
agreeable  tasks ;  and  regret,  because  this  report  must  be 
the  closing  act  of  my  duties  as  D.  D.  G.  M.,  which  duties 
have  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  perform. 

I  wish  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me  at  the  last  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  in 
electing  me  to  this  important  and  responsible  office,  and 
to  express  to  the  brethren  throughout  the  District  my 
gratefulness  for  the  kind  treatment  accorded  to  me 
whilst  paying  my  official  visits,  a  cordial  reception  being 
accorded  me  on  every  occasion. 

During  my  term  of  office  it  has  been  my  constant  eflfort 
to  merit  the  confidence  placed  in  me.  If  I  have  fallen 
short  in  the  performance  of  my  duty  it  was  not  through 
lack  of  zeal  in  the  cause. 

During  the  year  I  have  granted  two  dispensations  to 
attend  Divine  service,  viz.,  Faithful  Brethren,  No.  77,  on 
June  23rd,  1901 ;  Havelock,  No.  435,  on  June  30th,  1901. 
Several  Lodges  throughout  the  District  have  attended 
Divine  service,  but  not  clothed  as  Masons,  hence  no 
■dispensations. 

I  recommended  dispensations  being  granted  to  Fidel- 
ity Lodge,  No.  435,  Port  Perry,  to  hold  an  "  At  Home  " 
in  their  Lodge-room  on  June  28th,  1901,  which  was 
granted  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master. 

I  received  an  apj)lication  from  a  large  number  of  Ma- 
sons, many  of  whom  reside  in  the  village  of  Kinmount, 
tor  letters  of  dispensation  to  open  a  new  Lodge  in  that 
village.  Enclosed  therewith  was  a  recommendation 
from  Arcadia  Lodge,  No.  440,  being  the  nearest  Lodge 
to  that  village,  a  distance  of  12  miles.  Also  a  recom- 
mendation from  Spry,  No.  409,  Fenelon  Falls,  being  the 
next  nearest,  a  distance  of  20  miles.       I  recommended 
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the  granting  o(  this  dispensation  from  the  fact  that  there 
are  many  warm  and  enthusiastic  Masons  in  and  around 
the  village  of  Kinmount  who  are  inconvenienced  in 
Craft  work  by  having  to  travel  a  distance  of  12  miles 
over  a  very  rough  road  to  attend  Lodge.  I  trust  that 
the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  may  see  it  in  his  good 
judgment  to  grant  these  brethren  the  letters  of  dispensa- 
tion. 

Of  the  24  Lodges  in  the  District  I  have  visited  22, 
some  of  them  several  times,  and  in  every  case  have  en- 
deavored to  fill  the  responsible  position  of  the  repre- 
sentatfve  of  the  Grand  Master  in  this  District  to  the  best 
of  my  ability. 

Knowing  that  accuracy  and  uniformity  of  the  work  is 
one  of  the  great  essentials,  I  devoted  considerable  effort 
to  its^attainment,  and  in  my  visits  endeavored  to  instruct 
as  far  as  my  knowledge  would  permit,  which  in  every 
case  was  most  acceptable  to  the  brethren.  I  corrected 
whenever  I  found  it  necessary,  and  complimented  only 
where  it  was  deserved. 

The  harmony  that  exists  throughout  the  District  is 
most  gratifying.  Another  very  pleasing,  feature  is  the 
exchange  of  visits  between  members  of  the  different 
Lodges.  Not  having  held  a  Lodge  of  Instruction, 
these  visits  I  endeavored  to  stimulate,  as  I  am  a  firm  be- 
liever in  the  good  results  effected  by  these  fraternal 
visits.  I  was  delighted  to  find  in  many  Lodges  the 
active  interest  taken  in  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge  by  the 
Past  Masters,  w^ho  are  pillars  of  strength  to  their  re- 
spective Lodges,  for  I  find  that  when  the  Past  Masters 
take  an  active  part  the  work  is  of  a  higher  order  than 
w^hen  they  drop  out  as  soon  as  they  are  through  the 
several  chairs.  With  the  exception  of  two  Lodges  my 
expenses  have  been  paid,  and  I  sometimes  found  that 
my  hotel  bill  had  been  paid  as  well,  showing  that  the 
brethren  do  not  neglect  clause  178,  page  98  B.  C. 

As  some  of  my  predecessors  have  done,  I  have  fol- 
lowed their  example  and  arranged  my  report  of  visits  as 
to  number  of  Lodge,  and  not  the  date  on  which  I  made 
the  visit. 

Ontario  Lodge,  No.  29,  Port  Hope :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  on  March  21st.  I  was  accompanied  by 
W.  Bro.  R.  C.  McCullough,  of  Orono  Lodge.  I  there 
met  many  visiting  brethren  from  Hope  Lodge,  also  sev- 
eral from  the  town  of  Cobourg.     I  had  written  R.  W. 
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JJro.  Evans  to  meet  me  on  that  occasion ;  he  right  royally 
<lid  so  and  gave  me  able  assistance  throughout.  A  very 
large  and  enthusiastic  lot  of  Masons  received  me  in  their 
beautiful  and  well  furnished  hall.  The  work  for  the 
evening  was  one  initiation,  which  was  done  vtxy  ably  by 
,  W.  Bro.  Brown,  being  well  assisted  by  his  officers.  It 
is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  the  books  are  well  kept 
when  in  charge  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Robertson.  While  the 
books  are  well  kept,  I  regret  to  say  that  the  amount  of 
arrearages  for  dues  is  much  too  large  for  the  prosperity 
of  any  Lodge.  Special  attention  should  be  given  to 
this  matter.  With  this  exception  the  prospects  are 
^ood.  After  the  Lodge  closed  the  brethren  spent  a  very 
pleasant  hour  in  their  banqueting  hall,  when  refresh- 
ments w^ere  provided,  followed  by  toasts,  speeches  and 
songs. 

Composite  Lodge,  No.  30,  Whitby:  This  Lodge  I 
visited  on  March  7th.  Found  Bro.  Fred.  Hatch  at  the 
station  to  hurry  in  the  train.  There  was  a  large  attend- 
ance, many  visiting  brethren  from  Cedar,  Lebanon  and 
Mount  Zion  Lodges.  The  work  for  the  evening  was 
one  second,  which  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Huggard 
fairly  well,  receiving  fair  support  from  his  officers.  A 
little  more  practice  would  make  them  more  perfect  in 
their  work.  As  W.  Bro.  Huggard  is  past  the  years  of 
rapid  learning  we  should  not  look  for  too  much  from 
him.  I  have  little  fear  of  the  officers  of  No.  30  going 
far  astray  in  the  work  with  V.  W.  Bro.  Taylor,  R.  W. 
Bro.  Ross,  and  that  enthusiastic  and  well  posted  Msaon, 
Bro.  Hatch,  watching  them  closely  for  any  errors,  calling 
them  down  for  the  slightest  mistake.  Books  well  kept, 
dues  well  looked  after  and  fairly  well  paid»  with  bright 
prospects  ahead. 

Jerusalem  Lodge.  No.  31,  Bowmanville:  T  visited 
this  Lodge  on  January  30th.  Accompanied  by  the  offi- 
cers and  several  brethren  of  Orono,  No.  325,  l  found  a 
large  number  of  the  brethren  present,  and  I  received  a 
warm  and  cordial  welcome.  The  work  for  the  evening 
was  one  passing.  While  it  was  the  first  work  done  by 
the  newly  installed  officers,  they  did  it  with  credit  to 
themselves  and  their  Lodge.  The  W.  M.,  Bro.  Gilfil- 
len,  exemplified  the  work  for  the  first  time  in  a  very  able 
manner,  with  little  to  improve  on  by  practice.  The  S. 
W.,  Bro.  Bragg,  gave  the  lecture  on  the  T.  B.,  as  he  only 
■can  give  it,  and  showed  ability  to  make  a  W.  M.  that  the 
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Lodge  will  feel  proud  of.  This  Lodge  is  in  a  very, 
prosperous  condition,  still  retaining  the  life  and  energy- 
given  it  some  years  ago  by  W.  Bro.  D.  B.  Simpson, 
when  it  was  for  that  year  the  leading  Lodge  in  this  Dis- 
trict for  work  done.  The  books  are  well  and  neatly 
kept,  dues  well  paid,  with  bright  prospects  ahead. 

Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  39,  Brooklin  :  I  made  my  offi- 
cial visit  to  this  Loilge  on  March  5th.  accompanied  by 
several  brethren  of  Composite,  No.  30,  Whitby.  A  ver\' 
cold  night  and  attendance  poor,  many  of  the  officers  be- 
ing absent,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  was  an 
initiation  on  for  that  night,  the  first  they  have  had  for 
about  three  years.  The  main  officer,  W.  M.  Bro.  Moore, 
was  in  the  chair,  and  for  the  first  time  did  actual  work. 
All  things  considered  he  did  fairly  well,  but  he,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  the  other  officers  as  well,  need  practice. 
W.  Bro.  Fred.  Hatch,  P.  M.  of  Composite,  No.  30,  was 
asked  to  give  the  lecture  on  the  J.  W's  tracing  board; 
he  did  so  very  ably,  and  in  his  deep  resonant  tones 
traced  out  the  entire  field  of  Masonry  in  the  first  degree. 
Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  Bro.  F.  Scott  for 
the  manner  in  which  he  fought  for  the  life  of  his  Lodge 
in  the  days  of  his  adversity.  Now  that  it  has  made  a 
fresh  start  I  trust  it  may  steadily  increase,  that  he  may 
have  reason  to  rejoice  for  his  loyal  adherence.  Books 
of  this  Lodge  are  well  kept,  and  dues  well  paid,  with 
prospcts  brighter  than  for  some  years. 

Durham  Lodge,  No.  99,  Newcastle :  I  installed  the 
officers  of  this  Lodge  on  December  27th.  At  that 
time  I  expected  they  would  soon  be  called  upon  to  do 
actual  work,  but  regret  to  say  that  my  expectations  did 
not  materialize  until  June  25th,  when  I  made  my  official 
visit  and  saw  them  initiate  their  first  candidate  for  the 
year.  The  work  was  of  a  higher  order  than  I  ex- 
pected to  see  and  very  creditable  to  the  young  Master, 
Bro.  A.  McLeod.  Several  of  his  officers  were  absent,, 
but  he  was  ably  supported  by  Past  Master  J.  P.  M.  Bro. 
Dr.  Farncomb,  who  ably  filled  the  J.  W's  chair.  Too 
much  cannot  be  said  for  the  very  great  interest  taken  in 
the  work  by  the  Rev.  J.  Farncomb,  who  appears  to  be  a 
pillar  of  strength  to  this  Lodge.  The  books  appear 
to  be  well  kept,  but  dues  are  being  poorly  paid,  showings 
the  largest  amount  of  arrearage  to  the  number  of  mem- 
bers of  any  Lodge  in  the  District.  No  Lodge  can  pros- 
per unless  dues  are  being  fairly  well  paid.     I  trust  that 
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my  remarks  in  regard  to  this  matter  will  be  productive  of 
good  results  and  that  the  report  of  my  successor  in  this 
particular  will  be  a  more  favorable  one.  Prospects  for 
the  future  are  not  the  brightest. 

Faithful  Brethren  Lodge,  No.  yj,  Lindsay:  This 
Lodge  I  visited  on  October  5th,  it  being  the  occasion  of 
a  reception  given  to  His  Honor  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  E.  Hard- 
ing, K.  C,  D.  G.  M.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that 
there  were  very  many  present  from  all  surrounding  Dis- 
trict Lodges.  The  address  was  read  and  presented  by 
R.  VV.  Bro.  S.  H.  Armour  in  his  very  able  manner,  to 
which  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding  made  a  very  suitable  reply. 
The  work  for  the  evening  was  four  initiations,  three  of 
which  were  done  by  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Williamson,  in  a 
very  creditable  manner,  and  he  was  ably  assisted  by  his 
officers.  The  fourth  initiation  was  exemplified  by  R. 
W.  brethren  present,  and  needless  to  say  that  it  was  well 
done.  This  Lodge  at  the  present  time  is  the  most  pros- 
perous in  the  District  ,and  the  hopes  of  R.  W.  Bro. 
Evans  have  materialized  when  he  said  tw^o  years  ago  that 
he  hoped  the  presence  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding  would  be 
of  assistance  to  Faithful  Brethren.  Much  credit  is  also 
due  to  my  predecessor,  R.  W.  Bro.  Shaw,  for  the  active 
part  he  took  in  bringing  this  Lodge  to  the  front.  The 
Lodge  this  year  is  in  charge  of  W.  Bro.  Anderson,  who 
is  a  careful,  impressive,  and  exact  worker,  and  he  tries 
to  have  his  officers  do  their  work  in  conformity  with  his 
own.  With  an  increase  of  22  this  year,  and  with  the 
brightest  prospects  ahead,  those  brethren  who  stayed 
with  the  Lodge  in  the  days  of  its  adversity  must  rejoice. 
The  books  of  the  Lodge  are  well  kept,  dues  properly 
looked  after  and  well  paid  up. 

Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  loi,  Peterborough:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  on  February  27th.  I  met  there  R.  W.  Bro. 
J.  E.  Harding,  D.  G.  M.,  and  a  large  number  of  the 
members  of  Faithful  Brethren,  No.  TJ,  Lindsay.  I  also 
had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  there  R.  W.  Bro.  A.  Shaw, 
D.  D.  G.  M.  of  Frontenac  District,  No.  14,  and  my  pre- 
decessor, ^R.  W.  Bro.  J.  M.  Shaw.  So  much  has  been 
said  and  is  already  known  about  this  Lodge  that  it  will 
be  needless  for  me  to  say  other  than  that  the  manage- 
ment of  this  Lodge  and  the  work  done  by  its  officers  is 
nearly  faultless  The  work  for  the  evening  was  one 
first  and  one  third,  the  initiations  being  done  by  the  W. 
M.,  Bro.  Morrison,  in  such  a  manner  as  only  those  who 
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are  well  skilled  could  do  it.  His  officers  ably  assisted 
him,  showing  ability  and  careful  training.  The  sublime 
degree  of  a  Master  Mason  was  exemplihed  by  several  of 
the  Past  Masters  of  this  Lodge,  and  they  proved  them- 
selves pillars  of  support.  Books  fairly  well  kept,  dues 
well  paid  up,  with  good  prospects  ahead. 

Hope  Lodge,  No.  114,  Port  Hope:  This  Lodge  I 
visited  on  June  7th,  and  for  the  second  time  was  given  a 
warm  and  cordial  reception  by  the  brethren  of  the  Craft 
in  that  town.  A  number  of  visitors,  in  addition  to  a 
large  number  of  the  members,  were  present.  This 
meeting  was  a  very  pleasant  one,  as  well  as  a  profitable 
one.  There  were  many  questions  asked,  which  I  en- 
deavored to  answer  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  being  ably 
assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Evans.  The  w^ork  for  the  even- 
ing was  the  sublime  degree,  which  was  fairly  well  ex- 
emplified by  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Bone.  While  the  word- 
ing was  nearly  perfect,  he  did  not  give  it  the  time  and 
expression  that  I  would  like  to  have  seen.  He  was  ably 
assisted  by  his  officers,  who  showed  training  and  prac- 
tice. The  general  business  of  this  Lodge  is  well  looked 
after,  books  well  kept,  with  future  prospects  bright. 

Lebanon  Lodge,  No.  139,  and  Cedar  Lodge,  No.  270, 
Oshawa:  I  .visited  these  Lodges  on  March  29th,  a 
union  meeting  being  held.  The  attendance  was  large, 
several  visiting  brethren  being  present,  among  the  num- 
ber that  veteran  Mason,  V.  W.  Bro.  Taylor,  of  Compo- 
site Lodge,  No.  30.  I  received  a  warm  and  cordial  wel- 
come on  entering  their  large  and  well  furnished  room. 
The  W.  M.,  Bro.  Dickey,  of  Lebanon  Lodge,  and  his 
officers  first  assumed  work  and  initiated  a  candidate, 
which  was  quite  well  done.  W.  Bro.  Smith,  of  Cedar 
Lodge,  and  his  officers  then  took  the  chairs  and  exem- 
plified the  work  of  the  first  degree,  which  was  fairly 
well  done  in  spite  of  the  very  evident  nervousness  of  the 
Master.  I  desire  to  make  special  mention  of  the  almost 
faultless  rendition  of  the  J  .W.,  Bro.  Joe  Rae,  of  the 
lecture  in  first  degree.  The  charge  of  the  newly  ini- 
tiated candidates  was  very  ably  rendered  by  P.  M.  Bro. 
Henry.  The  books  of  both  Lodges  are  well  kept  and 
general  business  looked  after  closely.  After  the  work 
of  the  Lodge  was  over  we  were  escorted  to  their  cosy 
banquet  room,  where  a  couple  of  hours  were  spent  in 
the  fourth  degree,  until  we  followed  the  electric  lights 
and  went  out.  '      .  I 
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J.  B.  Hall  Lodge,  No.  145,  Millbrook:  This  is  one 
of  the  two  Lodges  I  did  not  visit.  Tried  several  times 
,  to  arrange  for  a  meeting,  but  could  not  make  it  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Lodge  and  myself  as  to  date.  Fully  ex- 
pected to  have  visited  them  on  June  27th,  but  at  the  last 
moment  they  wired  me  not  to  come,  and  as  I  have  not 
yet  received  statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  year 
I  cannot  report  on  this  Lodge  only  that  the  Secretary 
has  been  very  neglectful  in  fulfilling  his  duty  as  regards 
clause  190,  page  65  B.  C. 

Peterborough  Lodge,  No.  155,  Peterborough:  Vis- 
ited this  Lodge  on  May  3rd,  and  for  the  second  time  was 
welcomed  to  the  Masonic  town  of  Peterborough.  It  is 
justly  called  a  Masonic  town,  and  I  believe  I  would  be 
safe  in  saying  there  is  not  a  town  within  the  Province 
containing  a  better  and  more  ethusiastic  lot  of  Masons 
than  that  of  Peterborough.  •  There  was  in  attendance 
about  125,  including  a  large  list  of  Past  Masters,  the 
East  being  more  than  completely  filled.  The  work  for 
the  evening  was  one  initiation  and  one  third.  The  W. 
M.,  Bro.  Roszel,  exemplified  the  work  of  the  first  in  a 
very  excellent  manner.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  each 
and  every  one  of  his  officers,  leaving  me  nothing  to  do  in 
dealing  with  the  work  but  compliment  the  Lodge  and  its 
officers  on  the  efficiency  of  their  work.  The  third  or 
sublime  degree  was  exemplified  by  Past  Masters  in  a 
faultless  manner.  I  was  very  favorably  impressed  by 
the  care  which  had  evidently  been  taken  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  the  candidate,  one  being  examined  in  the  third 
work  and  proving  himself  a  credit  to  his  instructors  as 
well  as  to  himself.  The  books  are  well  kept  and  in  a 
manner  to  conform  with  the  whole  work  of  this  Lodge, 
showing  that  the  Secretary,  Bro.  Walkey,  can  look  after 
the  books  as  well  as  work  the  thirds  in  a  faultless  man- 
ner. After  work  we  adjourned  to  the  banquet  room 
and  enjoyed  ourselves  as  only  Masons  can,  toast,  speech 
and  song  pleasantly  passing  until  the  J.  W's  toast  sent 
us  wandering  out  into  the  night. 

Norwood  Lodge,  No.  223,  Norwood :  For  this  Lodge 
I  have  little  to  say  that  is  creditable  to  it  or  its  officers. 
I  tried  to  arrange  for  a  meeting  but  failed  to  do  so.  I 
examined  their  books  on  May  29th  and  found  them,  as 
well  as  their  Lodge-room,  in  a  very  unhealthy  condition, 
they  having  held  only  about  15  meetings  in  three  years. 
During  last  year  I  could  only  find  record  of  two  meet- 
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ings.  This  is  far  from  what  should  be.  The  lack  of 
energy  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  the  death,  I  might  say,  of 
this  Lodge.  The  present  officers  being  all  professional 
men,  claim  to  have  no  time  to  look  after  anything  but 
their  own  business.  As  one  of  my  predecessors  did,  I 
will  hand  this  Lodge  over  to  my  successor  to  bury.  At 
the  same  time,  I  hope  he  may  find  some  method  whereby 
he  may  be  able  to  instill  new  life  into  it. 

Verulam  Lodge,  No.  268,  Bobcaygeon:  This  Lodge 
I  visited  on  May  30th.  The  attendance  was  small.  The 
work  for  the  evening  was  one  second,  but  as  the  candi- 
date was  not  present  one  of  the  brethren  kindly  con- 
sented to  act  in  that  capacity.  The  manner  in  which 
the  work  was  done  showed  that  the  W.  M.  and  officers 
had  not  spent  rnuch  time  in  practice.  Books  fairly  well 
kept,  dues  should  be  better  looked  after  and  collected. 

Clementi  Lodge,  No.  313,  Lakefield:  This  Lodge  I 
visited  on  June  4th,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Roszel,  V. 
W.  Bro.  Munro,  P.  M.  Conway  and  several  other  breth- 
ren of  Peterborough  Lodge,  No.  155.  A  large  number 
of  the  members  in  attendance,  many  visiting  members 
being  present,  from  whom  I  received  a  warm  and  cordial 
welcome.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  work  of  the 
third  degree  exemplified  by  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Hill,  as- 
sisted by  P.  M.  Kelly  and  V.  W.  Bro  .Hull,  in  a  manner 
almost  above  criticism,  every  officer  performing  his  par- 
ticular part  of  the  ceremony  with  credit  and  ability. 
From  the  small  increase  of  the  Lodge  this  year  and  the 
large  number  of  applications  received,  I  would  say  that 
they  are  guarding  their  portals  well  and  prefer  quaUty  to 
quantity,  but  I  trust  there  is  nothing  being  done  un- 
masonic  in  such  a  frequent  use  of  the  black  ball.  I  wish 
to  make  special  mention  of  Bro.  R.  Q.  Dench,  who  is 
the  model  Secretary  of  the  District,  as  shown  by  the  ex- 
cellent manner  in  which  the  books  are  kept  and  his 
whole  duty  performed.  After  the  conclusion  of  the 
Lodge  work  an  adjournment  was  made  to  the  hall,  where 
mine  host  had  prepared  an  excellent  spread,  which  was 
done  ample  justice  to,  after  which  a  pleasant  hour  or  two 
was  spent  in  speech  and  song,  and  thus  ended  another  of 
the  happy  evenings  of  my  official  work  in  the  District. 

Orono  Lodge,  No.  325,  Orono :  As  this  is  my  mother 
Lodge,  of  it  I  will  have  little  to  say,  leaving  others  to 
judge  of  its  proficiency.  While  it  has  not  increased  in 
numbers  this  year  as  I  would  like  to  have  seen,  it  has 
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nevertheless  made  some  increase.  The  W.  M.,  Bro. 
R.  C.  McCuUough,  is  a  careful  and  impressive  in  any  of 
the  degrees,  and  is  ably  assisted  by  his  S.  W.,  Bro.  Un- 
derwood, and  J.  W.,  Bro.  Legott.  In  fact,  all  the  offi- 
cers under  him  are  well  up  in  their  work.  In  years 
gone  by  the  officers  of  this  Lodge  were  considered  equal 
with  the  best,  and  I  would  have  been  disappointed  to 
have  found  it  otherwise  this  year.  The  books  are  well 
kept,  dues  fairly  well  paid,  with,  I  hope,  a  more  success- 
ful year  under  the  charge  of  my  successor. 

iCeene  Lodge,  No.  374,  Keene :  This  Lodge  I  visited 
on  May  2nd.  I  was  met  at  the  station  by  R.  W.  Shaw, 
who  claimed  me  as  his  guest,  and  right  hospitably  was  I 
treated  by  himself  and  his  estimable  lady,  Mrs.  Shaw, 
while  remaining  in  the  village.  This  Lodge  has  been 
rather  unfortunate  this  year  through  the  illness  of  the 
W.  M.,  he  only  being  able  to  attend  Lodge  once  up  to 
the  time  of  my  visit.  The  work  for  the  evening  was 
one  second,  which  was  exemplified  by  a  Past  Master  in 
a  fairly  creditable  manner,  showing  that  he.  was  well 
posted  on  the  general  outlines  of  the  work,  but  was  a 
little  rusty  for  want  of  practice.  While  this  Lodge  is 
not  large  in  numbers,  the  quality  of  its  members  is  right, 
and  are  ably  assisted  in  doing  everything  right  by  their 
Secretary,  R.  W.  Bro.  Shaw.  The  general  condition  of 
this  Lodge  is  satisfactory,  and  I  feel  assured  that  if  the 
care  shown  in  the  last  few  years  is  continued  prosperity 
will  follow. 

Lome  Lodge,  No.  375,  Omemee:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  June  6th.  On  account  of  an  Orange  District 
meeting  being  held  in  the  village  that  night  the  attend- 
ance was  small,  but  those  I  met  in  the  Lodge  were  alive 
to  the  interest  of  Masonry,  especially  W.  Bro.  Cameron. 
There  was  to  have  been  a  second  degree  given,  but  as 
the  candidate  was  not  present  it  could  not  be  gone 
through  with.  The  opening  and  closing  of  the  three 
degrees  was  very  satisfactorily  worked.  In  each  de- 
gree several  questions  were  asked,  and  I  trust  answered 
satisfactorily  to  all.  This  Lodge  is  now  in  a  more  pros- 
perous condition  than  three  years  ago.  The  brethren 
who  take  an  active  part  in  the  work  and  management  of 
this  Lodge  have  great  hope  that  brighter  days  are  in 
store. 

Victoria  Lodge,  No.  398,  Kirkfield.  This  is  one  of 
the  two  Lodges  I  did  not  visit.      For  the  past  four  or 
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ive  months  smallpox  has  been  very  prevalent  in  that 
ocality.  While  I  would  have  no  trouble  in  entering  the 
rillage,  I  had  some  little  doubt  that  I  might  be  called 
ipon  to  partake  of  the  hospitality  of  the  brethren  for 
ibout  seventeen  days,  which  was  longer  than  I  wished 
or.  This  Lodge  has  made  great  progress  since  chang- 
ng  its  location  some  years  ago  from  Victoria  road  to 
iirkfield.  I  know  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Mosgrove,  to  be 
veil  skilled  in  the  Craft  work,  and  the  Secretary,  Bro. 
McClelland,  to  be  careful  and  efficient  in  the  discharge 
>f  his  duties. 

Spry  Lodge,  No.  409,  Fenelon  Falls :  I  visited  this 
^odge  on  May  ist.  A  fair  attendance  was  present,  in- 
cluding R.  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald,  who  takes  an  active  part 
n  the  work.  The  work  for  the  night  was  one  second, 
vhich  was  fairly  well  exemplified  by  the  W.  M.,  Bro. 
jraham,  who  received  fair  assistance  from  his  officers, 
^are  given  to  not  dealing  with  the  work  too  liberally 
vould  be  beneficial.  The  work  of  opening  and  closing 
n  the  three  degrees  was  quite  satisfactory,  some  ques- 
ions  being  asked  in  the  work  of  the  third  degree  which 
!  trust  were  answered  in  a  way  that  would  be  beneficial 
o  all.  The  books  are  in  charge  of  V.  W.  Bro.  Wm. 
i^'arncomb,  and  it  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  they  are 
veil  attended  to,  as  is  any  other  work  that  he  thinks  will 
)e  of  value  to  the  Craft. 

Murray  Lodge,  No.  408,  Beaverton :  This  Lodge  I 
^isited  on  April  30th.  It  was  a  very  wet  night,  and  as 
nany  of  the  members  live  at  a  distance  from  the  village 
he  attendance  was  small.  The  work  of  the  second  was 
.xemplified  by  W.  M.,  Bro.  Williamson,  who  is  one 
vith  a  great  deal  of  push  and  energy  and  anxious  to  do 
lis  work  well.  On  this  occasion,  however,  his  nerves 
ippear  to  have  been  unsettled,  and  he  did  not  do  himself 
ustice.  He  was  ably  supported  by  his  officers.  The 
)ooks  are  well  kept  and  the  dues  well  paid  up.  As  the 
^odge  has  made  no  increase  for  a  number  of  years  and 
las  this  year  been  increased  by  four,  I  look  for  brighter 
lays  for  it  now  that  it  ras  made  a  fresh  start. 

Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  428,  Port  Perry :  I  visited  this 
^odge  on  April  29th.  I  was  met  at  the  station  by  sev-- 
Tal  warm  and  enthusiastic  Masons.  On  entering  their 
!vOdge-room  I  was  delighted  with  the  large  number 
)resent,  and  also  with  their  fine  and  well  furnished  hall, 
vhich  is  second  to  none  in  the  District.      The  work  for 
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the  evening  was  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason, 
which  was  worked  by  the  VV.  M.,  Bro.  Swan,  in  a  nearly 
perfect  manner.  He  was  very  ably  supported  by  his 
officers.  Knowing  as  I  did  the  history  of  Masonry  in 
Port  Perry  some  few  years  ago,  I  must  say  I  was  agree- 
ably surprisel  with  everything  in  connection  with  Fi- 
delity Lodge.  Its  beautiful  hall,  the  work  of  the  offi- 
cers, its  enthusiastic  members,  and  last  but  hot  least  its 
very  efficient  Secretary,  Bro.  Spence,  who  attends  to  his 
duties  in  conformity  with  everything  in  connection  with 
No.  428.  I  look  for  great  progress  in  this  Lodge  in  the 
very  near  future. 

Havelock  Lodge,  No.  435,  Havelock :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  February  ist  by  official  request  of  the  W.  M., 
Bro.  Dodd,  to  assist  in  the  installation  of  their  officers. 
I  was  accompanied  byW.  M.,  R.  C.  McCullough,  Orono 
Lodge,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  Wood  and  V.  W.  Bro.  Wench, 
of  Corinthian  Lodge,  Peterborough,  who  gave  able  as- 
sistance in  the  installation  ceremony.  The  third  degree 
work  was  also  on  for  that  night.  As  the  retiring  offi- 
cers were  a  little  rusty  that  night  they  asked  the  visiting 
brethren  mentioned  above  to  give  the  work,  which  they 
did  in  their  able  manner.  There  was  a  very  large  at- 
tendance present.  While  I  had  no  opportunity  to  judge 
the  work  of  the  officers  I  would  say  that  from  the  general 
ability  of  the  newly-installed  officers  and  the  great  inter- 
est taken  in  the  aflfairs  of  the  Lodge,  they  are  proving 
themselves  worthy  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  them. 
Books  fairly  well  kept,  with  dues  fairly  well  paid.  The 
prospects  are  bright  for  a  good  Lodge  at  Havelock. 

Arcadia  Lodge,  No.  440.  Minden:  This,  the  baby 
Lodge  of  the  District,  I  visited  on  Mav  31st,  accompa- 
nied by  R.  W.  J  .E.  Harding,  D.  G.  M.;  W.  Bro.  An- 
derson and  Bro.  McDermott,  of  Faithful  Brethren,  Lind- 
say, and  R.  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald,  of  Spry  Lodge,  Fenelon 
Falls.  The  12  miles  of  a  drive,  over  one  of  the  worst 
roads  in  Ontario,  was  in  some  ways  unpleasant,  never- 
theless we  rather  enjoyed  the  trip.  This  Lodge,  called 
the  "  baby  Lodge  "  of  the  District,  is  assuming  large 
proportions,  and  can  justlv  claim  a  standing  above  the 
average  for  numbers  and  also  for  the  quality  of  its  mem- 
bers, as  well  as  for  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  the 
Lodge  are  looked  after  and  the  principles  of  Masonry 
carried  out.  The  work  of  the  evening  was  one  passing. 
The  candidate,  in  giving  proof  of  his  proficiency,  showed 
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that  he  had  been  carefully  instructed  by  those  well 
skilled  in  the  work.  The  work  of  the  second  degree 
was  performed  in  a  manner  creditable  to  the  W.  M.,  Bro. 
Hartle,  and  all  his  officers,  leaving  little  to  be  desired. 
The  books  are  neatly  and  well  kept,  dues  are  well  looked 
after  and  well  paid  up.  After  the  work  of  the  Lodge 
was  over  we  were  escorted  to  their  banquet  room,  where 
well-spread  tables  awaited  us.  After  the  first  part  of 
the  fourth  decree  was  over  a  couple  of  hours  were  spent 
in  speech  and  song.  His  Honor  Judge  Harding  gave 
us  a  very  able  address  on  Masonry,  which  I  trust  will  be 
long  remembered  by  all  present  on  that  occasion. 

I  regret  to  say  that  several  of  the  statistical  blanks 
sent  by  me  to  the  various  secretaries  have  not  yet  been 
returned.  These  are  of  vital  importance  to  any  D.  D. 
G.  M.  in  making  out  his  report,  and  I  trust  that  the  sec- 
retaries will  take  this  matter  into  their  consideration  so 
that  my  successor  will  not  be  inconvenienced  by  it. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  all  those  brethren  who 
have  so  ably  assisted  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as 
D.  D.  G.  M.,  and  in  particular  my  predecessor,  R.  W. 
Bro.  Shaw,  for  his  many  acts  of  kindness,  and  also  all 
those  brethren  who  have  endeavored  to  make  my  visits 
of  such  a  nature  that  I  will  be  able  to  look  back  with 
happy  recollections  to  the  year  I  represented  the  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  in  the  Ontario  District.

I  would  urge  the  greatest  forbearance  with  those  who  from  un- 
forseen  circumstances  are  unable  to  keep  up  their  dues,  while  at 
the  same  time  would  express  the  hope  that  the  brethren  see  the 
importance  of  regularly  meeting  their  obligatians  to  the  Craft  and 
Lodge.

Every  Lodge  in  the  District  has  been  once,  and  in 
many  cases  ottener.  officially  visited  by  me  during  the 
year,  and  in  all  cases  the.  greatest  love  and  loyalty  was 
shown  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  work  of  the  officers 
was  performed  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  attendance 
good,  in  many  cases  men  driving  from  ten  to  fifteen 
miles  to  reach  their  Lodge. 
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A  pleasing  feature  is  that  "  misunderstanding  "^ 
amongst  the  brethren  of  Lodges  seems  to  be  a 
forgotten  word,  not  one  case  of  want  of  harmony 
has  come  to  my  notice  during  the  two  years.  This

This  year  I  fek  that  I  could  not,  in  justice  to  the 
city  Lodges,  ask  for  another  such  gathering,  but  being 
desirous  of  having  the  city  Lodges  meet  together,  this- 
was  accomplished,  and  on  the  evening  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist  Day,  24th  June,  a  meeting  of  the  three  Lodges 
took  place  for  the  exemplification  of  the  third  degree. 
The  program  I  arranged  was  accepted  and  the  evening 
found  the  Lodge-room  filled  with  the  brethren  of  the 
city  and  many  visitors,  conspicuous  among  such  were 
the  number  of  military  brethren  from  the  camp  held  near 
the  city.  W.  Bro.  Jas.  A.  Minnes,  Master  of  The  An- 
cient St.  John's,  assisted  by  the  officers  of  Minden, 
opened  the  Lodge  in  the  first  degree.  W.  Bro.  Wm. 
Mundell,  Master  of  Minden,  assisted  by  officers  of 
Cataraqui,  opened  the  second,  and  W.  Bro.  Geo.  Mc- 
Namee,  Master  of  Cataraqui,  assisted  by  officers  of  The 
Ancient  St.  John's,  opened  in  the  third  degree.  The 
work  of  raising  in  the  third  was  divided  into  three  parts,, 
the  Masters  and  officers  of  each  Lodge  taking  some 
part,  but  in  no  respect  as  a  separate  Lodge,  but  rather  as 
an  undivided  whole.  The  closing  of  the  Lodge  in  the 
several  degrees  was  done  with  the  three  Masters  filling 
the  three  principal  chairs.  The  Board  of  Trial  for  the 
examination  of  a  visitor  proved  a  great  success,  R.  W. 
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Bro.H.  J.  Wilkinson,  R.  W.  Bro.  Robert  Hendry  and 
V.  W.  Bro.  John  Nicolle  composing  such,  while  V.  W. 
Bro.  R.  E.  Bums  consented  to  be  3ie  visitor  and  show 
the  brethren  how  little  a  Mason  may  know  in  order  to 
gain  admission  to  a  Lodge,  so  long  as  he  has  the  con- 
sciousness that  he  is  a  Mason  and  can  impress  such  upon 
the  Board  of  Examiners.  During  the  work  the  fullest 
liberty  was  accorded  to  every  Mason  present,  visitors  as 
well  as  members,  to  criticise  the  work.  Such  was  fully 
indulged  in,  for  in  no  respect  could  a  word  or  act  be 
omitted  or  added  to  without  such  coming  under  the  fire 
of  the  critic.  The  evening  was  one  of  the  most  pleasant 
and  instructive  ever  held  in  the  city. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

The  following  dispensations  were  requested  and 
granted :  To  attend  Divine  service  clothed  as  Masons, 
Prince  Arthur,  No.  228,  September  9th;  Leeds,  No.  201, 
Westport,  No.  441,  and  Lome,  No.  404,  on  June  23rd; 
Prince  of  Wales,  No.  146,  Newburg,  to  install  officers 
January  2nd;  Leeds,  No.  201,  Gananoque,  to  install  offi- 
cers on  January  29th ;  Simpson,  No.  157,  to  elect  officers 
on  June  nth. 

OFFICIAL    VISITATIONS. 

The  Ancient  St.  John's,  No.  3,  was  visited  by  me  on 
December  6.  The  meeting  was  called  for  election  of 
officers.  There  was  a  very  large  attendance,  a  Past 
Grand  Master,  five  other  past  grand  officers  and  twelve 
past  masters  being  among  those  present.  The  election 
of  officers  was  favorable,  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  James  A. 
Minnes,  being  elected  Worshipful  Master.  Having  on 
a  previous  occasion  seen  the  work  performed  by  W. 
Master  John  M.  Shaw,  was  satisfied  to  have  the  Lodge 
opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees.  While  this 
Lodge  has  many  men  of  rank  enrolled  upon  its  register, 
yet  this  does  not  inspire  many  of  those  who  have  re- 
ceived the  highest  honor  in  the  gift  of  the  brethren  to 
give  faithful  attention  to  the  meetings,  for  if  there  is  any- 
thing in  Masonry  that  is  good  those  who  have  been 
honored  by  it  should  be  zealous  in  promoting  it.  There 
are  a  few  faithful  Past  Masters  who  can  always  be  relied 
upon.  On  May  2nd  the  visit  of  the  Deupty  Grand  Mas- 
ter. R.  W.  Bro.  J.  E.  Harding,  was  expected.  His  ab- 
sence through  illness  was  much  regretted.     This  even- 
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ing  the  work  of  the  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W. 
Bio.  James  A.  Minnes  and  the  newly  installed  officers 
in  a  correct  and  impressive  manner., 

Cataraqui,  No.  92,  Kingston :  There  was  a  large  at- 
tendance on  the  evening  of  my  official  visit,  October  loth. 
A  sadness  was  cast  over  the  proceedings  by  an  an- 
nouncement being  made  that  during  the  afternoon  the 
W.  Master,  Bro.  John  Gordon,  had  met  with  a  serious 
accident,  which  prevented  his  being  pres6nt.  R.  W. 
Bro.  Hendry,  one  of  the  veterans  of  Masonry  in  this 
jruisdiction^  not  only  because  of  his  long  standing  but 
also  because  of  his  incessant  labors  in  the  interest  of  the 
Crait,  accepted  the  charge  of  the  Lodge  and  conferred 
the  third  degree.  He  may  have  used  his  own  phrase- 
ology, but  such  was  strictly  in  accord  with  the  spirit  of 
the  work,  and  given  in  a  most  impressive  manner.  This 
Lodge  continues  to  advance  both  numerically  and  finan- 
cially, ten  new  members  being  brought  in  this  year  and 
five  accepted,  with  six  more  applications  to  be  read  at  the 
next  meeting.  I  also  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the 
new  officers  perform  the  work  in  a  very  creditable  man- 
ner on  the  6th  of  July,  1901. 

Minden  Lodge,  No.  253,  Kingston,  was  visited  Dec.  4. 
There  was  no  work  on  the  summons,  but  the  past  record 
of  the  working  of  the  Lodge,  under  the  able  manage- 
ment of  V.  W.  Bro.  J.  Nicolle  and  his  staff  of  officers, 
was  so  well  known  that  it  did  not  require  to  be  again 
exemplified.  The  Lodge  opened  in  the  three  degrees  in 
their  usual  manner.  The  election  of  officers  also  took 
place,  resulting  in  the  choice  of  brethren  who  will  ably 
maintain  the  position  the  Lodge  has  earned  in  the  past. 
The  present  officers  showed  ability  in  the  work  on  the 
evening  of  the  Lodge  of  Instruction.  The  greatest 
unanimity  exists  among  the  three  Lodges,  meeting  in 
the  same  room,  one  of  the  finest  in  the  jurisdiction,  and 
at  each  of  their  meetings  are  found  visitors  from  the  sis- 
ter Lodges.  , 

On  St.  John  the  Evangelist  day  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
installing  the  officers  of  The  Ancient  St.  John's,  No.  3, 
at  high  noon,  and  Cataraqui,  No.  92,  in  the  evening, 
both  Lodges  closing  their  meetings  for  the.  year  and 
century  with  the  singing  of  the  Doxology.  The  annual 
dinner  of  The  Ancient  St.  John's  was,  in  accordance  with 
their  by-laws,  held  that  evening,  and  was  in  every  way  a 
great  success.        , 
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Union,  No.  9,  Napanee,  was  visited  on  November  30th. 
The  W.  M.,  Bro.  W.  S.  Herrington,  has  been  Master  of 
this  Lodge  for  the  past  four  years.  His  ability  to  gov- 
ern, power  of  expression  and  faculty  of  imparting  know- 
leage  of  the  work  has  influenced  the  Lodge  in  retaining 
him  as  Master.  W.  Bro.  Herrington  knows  the  work 
and  how  to  tell  it,  and  was  ably  supported  by  the  officers 
in  exemplification  of  the  work  in  the  third  degree,  in 
which  different  Past  Masters  assisted.  This  Lodge  has 
been  doing  good  work  and  has  many  distinguished 
brethren  among  its  members. 

Albion  Lodge,  No.  109,  Harrowsmith,  was  on  March 
1st  visited.  Found  a  good  attendance.  There  was  no 
work,  but  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Thomas  H.  Watson,  opened 
the  Lodge  in  the  three  degrees  and  showed  ability  in 
the  work.  This  Lodge  has  material  coming  forward 
which  will  insure  its  well  being  for  some  time  to  come, 
besides  having  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  S.  Wartman  and  other 
Past  Masters,  who  give  much  attention  to  the  work. 
The  summons  for  first  February  has  as  business  "A  lec- 
ture ;  Bring  a  Lady."  I  learned  that  this  meant  that  as 
there  was  no  work  the  Lodge  adjourned  to  the  town 
hall,  where  Bro.  Rev.  C.  Adams  gave  a  lecture  on  "  His 
Trip  to  Europe."  Friends  of  the  brethren  were  present. 
This,  I  find,  has  been  the  practice  of  this  Lodge  during 
the  year.  On  December  30th  the  same  rev.  brother  de- 
livered a  lecture  to  the  Lodge  in  their  room.  The  Sec- 
retary of  this  Lodge  has  held  his  office  longer  than  any 
brother  in  the  District,  being  Secretary  for  over  thirty- 
two  years,  keeping  so  well  informed  that  in  Masonic 
matters  he  is  looked  upon  as  an  authority. 

Maple  Leaf,  No.  119,  Bath,  was  visited  on  3rd  Decem- 
ber. There  was  no  work,  but  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Rev.  W. 
J.  Saunders,  D.  C.  L.,  has  already  earned  his  spurs  for 
ability  to  work  and  govern  his  Lodge.  The  opening 
in  the  three  degrees  was  in  good  order.  There  was  only 
two  members  in  arrears  for  one  year,  and  altogether  the 
Lodge  has  in  it  elements  to  command  the  respect  of  the 
community  and  reflect  credit  upon  the  Craft.  The  elec- 
tion of  officers  took  place,  Bro.  John  A.  M.  Redden  be- 
ing elected  Master.  The  Secretary,  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  W. 
Armstrong,  has  been  a  tower  of  strength  to  the  Lodge. 

Prince  of  Wales,  No.  146,  Newburg.  was  visited  De- 
cember 5th.  This  Lodge  is  handicapped  in  member- 
ship.     The  village  has  an  excellent  high  school.     Many 
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young  men  of  the  surrounding  country  have  had  their 
ambitions  aroused,  but  while  becoming  members  of  this 
Lodge  they  soon  seek  for  larger  fields,  where  their 
ability  has  higher  scope.  The  teachers  of  this  high 
school  are  active  workers  in  the  interest  of  the  Craft,  and 
their  places  arc  seldom  vacant  at  the  regular  meetings. 
R.  W.  Bros.  George  Anson  Aylesworth  and  Robt.  Long- 
more,  with  Past  Masters  D.  A.  Nesbit,  B.  A.,  M.  J.  Bee- 
man,  M.  A.,  and  T.  M.  York,  are  ever  present  to  assist 
in  the  work.  W  Bro.  R.  Guy  and  officers  opened  the 
Lodge  in  the  three  degrees.  The  election  of  officers 
resulted  in  the  selection  of  Bro.  Percy  W.  Brown  as 
Worshipful  Master. 

Simpson  Lodge,  No.  157,  Newboro,  was  visited  31st 
January.  The  W.  Master,  Bro.  R.  G.  Murphy,  was  un- 
able to  be  present  through  illness.  The  Lodge  was  pre- 
sided over  by  R.  W.  Bro.  L.  S.  Lewis,  who  opened  in 
the  three  degrees.  He  was  well  sustained  by  his  offi- 
cers as  well  as  by  many  Past  Masters.  The  Secretary 
of  the  Lodge,  Bro.  J.  H.  Butler,  was  not  present  owing 
to  the  death  of  his  wife.  The  Lodge  not  only  passed 
the  vote  of  sympathy,  but  the  Masons  for  many  miles 
attended  the  funeral  as  a  body  of  mourners.  Upon  their 
return  went  to  the  Lodge,  appointed  a  committee  to  con- 
vey to  their  brother  their  very  sincere  sympathy.  In 
times  like  this  the  Mason's  love  will  shine  as  well  from 
heart  as  word. 

Leeds  Lodge,  No.  201,  Gananoque:  This  Lodge  I 
enjoyed  visiting  at  diflFerent  times,  but  officially  on  Janu- 
ary 29th,  when  I  found  about  sixty  brethren  present. 
The  meeting  was  called  for  the  installation  of  officers, 
which  duty  was  performed  by  me  with  much  pleasure,  as 
I  felt  that  in  installing  the  Master-elect,  Bro.  F.  J.  Skin- 
ner. I  w-i.s  placinjE^  one  in  the  ancient  chair  of  King  Solo- 
n^on  who  would  m^ke  his  mark  in  Masonry,  being  gifted 
with  courtesy  and  discretion  and  also  being  easy  and 
ready  in  address.  This  Lodge  has  been  doing  good 
work,  some  of  the  best  men  of  Gananoque  have  been 
seekinc^  admission  and  have  gained  it.  The  W.  Master  is 
well  sustained  by  a  very  efficient  Secretary,  Bro.  W.  Y. 
Boyd,  and  manv  esteemed  Past  Masters.  Never  has 
Masonry  had  brighter  prospects  in  this  town  than  at  the 
present.  Past  Masters  Fales,  Watt  and  Johnston  have 
been  present  at  each  of  mv  visits,  while  an  aged  brother 
who  lives  about  ten  miles  from  the  Lodge  has  not  missed 
a  meeting  during  the  year. 
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Elysian  Lodge,  No.  212,  Garden  Island,  was  visited  on 
the  4th  of  March.  The  brethren  residing  on  the  island 
were  all  present.  I  had  R.  W.  Bro.  R.  Hendry,  V.  W. 
Bro.  R.  E.  Burns  and  Bro.  B.  Silver  go  with  me  from  the 
the  city.  The  Worshipful  Master,  Bro.  John  Kennedy, 
with  his  officers  opened  the  Lodge  in  the  three  degrees 
in  a  very  creditable  manner,  showing  that  while  the 
Lodge  has  not  many  to  draw  from  they  have  not  forgot- 
ten the  science  of  the  Craft.  This  Lodge  has  always 
had  sufficient  members  to  carry  on  the  work.  The 
island  is  small,  and  during  the  year  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  Ma- 
lone,  who  was  a  strong  supporter  of  the  Lodge,  removed 
to  Tononto,  yet  the  members  are  determined  to  retain 
their  charter  and  keep  the  Lodge  on  the  island. 

Pnnce  Arthur  Lodge,  No.  228,  Odessa:  On  the 
evening  of  my  official  visit  I  drove  the  twelve  miles 
through  a  very  severe  snow  storm,  yet  found  others 
who,  expecting  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  drove 
nearly  as  far  through  almost  impassable  roads.  The 
candidate  for  advancement,  owing  to  the  storm,  failed 
to  make  an  appearance,  so  was  satisfied  with  having  the 
W.  M.,  Bro.  R.  L.  Glibert,  open  the  Lodge  in  the  several 
degrees.  W.  Bro.  Gilbert  is  serving  his  second  term, 
and  during  my  first  year  I  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing 
that  he  was  well  able  to  perform  the  work.  The  Secret 
tary,  Bro.  Robert  Bennett,  lives  in  the  village,  and  is 
therefore  always  available.  The  treasurer,  Bro.  Isaac 
F.  Aylsworth,  has  been  honored  as  the  custodian  of  the 
funds  for  thirty  continuous  years. 

Victoria  Lodge,  No.  299,  Centreville,  was  visited  on 
3rd  January.  Seventeen  were  present,  which  was  ten 
more  than  greeted  me  on  my  previous  visit.  The  singu- 
lar feature  is  that  only  one  member  resides  in  the  village. 
The  others  range  from  four  to  fifteen  miles  from  the 
Lodge,  and  the  officers  grow  despondent  even  while 
they  put  up  a  strong  fight  to  retain  their  charter.  W. 
Bro.  Dr.  A.  B.  Carscallen,  Past  Master,  has  been  a  great 
support  to  the  Lodge,  while  others  old  in  years  have  still 
the  desire  to  continue  the  battle.  The  building  is  the 
property  of  the  Lodge  and  free  from  all  incumbrance. 

Lome  Lodge,  No.  404,  Tamworth,  was  visited  4th 
January.  The  newly  installed  Master,  W.  Bro.  J.  M. 
Smith,  and  officers  opened  the  lodge  in  the  three  degrees, 
showing  their  skill  in  the  work.  The  members  are  ac- 
tive, zealous  Masons,  and  belong  to  the  best  business 
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and  professional  interests  of  the  town,  also  many  of  the 
leauuig  yeomen  of  the  locality  give  their  best  attention 
to  the  Masonic  work.  After  the  installation  of  officers, 
27th  December,  the  members  held  an  ''  At  Home  "  in 
the  Lodge-room,  to  which  the  brethren  invited  their  lady 
and  gentlemen  friends. 

VVestport  Lodge,  No.  441,  Westport,  was  visited  ist 
February.  In  spite  of  la  grippe,  which  was  almost  an 
epidemic,  there  was  a  good  attendance.  W.  M.»  Bro. 
Robert  Flegg,  with  his  officers  conferred,  the  third  de- 
gree. In  the  examination  of  candidate  for  raising  he 
.was  required  to  repeat  his  obligation,  the  custom  of  this 
Lodge  being  to  require  candidates  to  know  the  obliga- 
tions in  the  several  degrees  as  well  as  the  general  work. 
The  degree  was  conferred  in  a  perfect  manner,  the  W. 
M,  taking  great  pride  in  the  Lodge  and  the  manner  of 
the  work.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  his  officers  and  Past 
Master  J.  R.  Gorrell.  W.  Bro.  R.  Flegg  learning  that 
the  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  R.  W.  Bro.  Rev.  L.  A.  Betts, 
was  nearing  his  golden  wedding  day,  undertook  to  pro- 
cure the  aged  brother  some  testimonial,  and  had  the 
pleasure  of  presenting  him  with  a  purse  containing 
$125.00  in  gold  from  the  Masons  of  that  section.  "Kind- 
ness has  resistless  charms."  The  home  of  the  aged  cou- 
ple after  the  Masons  left  shone  with  a  brightness  made 
brighter  by  the  love  that  prompted  the  gift.  Such  ac- 
tions count  in  the  eternities. 

I  can  only  speak  well  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  various 
Lodges.  They  seem  to  understand  human  nature  and 
are  ready  to  assist  in  an  ywork  that  lightens  the  burden 
of  the  grand  office. 

Life  fulfills  its  mission  and  "year  after  year  our  annals 
tell  the  names  of  those  whose  work  is  done.  The  chroni- 
cler of  time,  "our  hearts/'  like  muffled  drums  are  beating 
funeral  marches  to  the  grave.  His  District  mourns  the 
loss  of  many  faithful  ones  to  whom  "  well  done  "  was 
often  said  and  will  be  echoed  in  the  great  hereafter.  The 
Ancient  St.  John's,  No.  3,  Elysian,  No.  212.  Minden,  No. 
253.  have  each  bade  a  last  farewell  to  two  from  among 
their  ranks. 

The  instructions  in  the  circular  letter  from  the  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  R.  B.  Hun^erford,  dated 
1st  September,  have  been  carefully  brought  beiore  the 
Lodges  and  have  had  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  offi- 
cers in  their  work,  as  well  as  strengthening  the  harmony 
so  desirable  among  the  Lodges. 
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Were  I  to  be  the  custodian  of  my  own  time  I  would 
desire  nothing  better  than  to  be  the  means  of  building  up 
life  in  its  truest  sense  at  the  close  of  the  last  century  and 
strengthening  such  life  in  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth 
century.  If  I  have  in  any  respect  succeeded  in  those 
desires,  then  my  term  of  office  under  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Canada  during  the  past  two  years  as  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  will  be  remembered  only  by  purposes 
made  stronger  because  of  such  success.  Certainly  the 
Worshipful  Masters,  officers  and  brethren  of  every 
Lodge  in  the  District  placed  in  my  pathway  only  that 
which  brought  gladness.  Their  greetings  were  joyous, 
and  through  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks, 
and  while  my  work  as  D.  D.  G.  M.  now  terminates  I 
trust  the  pleasant  relationship  now  existing  may  con- 
tinue and  grow  stronger. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  say,  after  my  two  years'  service 
in  one  of  the  most  important  departments  'of  Grand 
Lodge,  having  the  oversight  of  the  work,  cheering 
Lodges  which  are  depressed  and  helping  in  so  many 
ways  to  sustain  the  character  of,  and  interest  among,  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  great  body,  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
should  not  allow  the  Lodges  to  pay  the  expenses  of  their 
officer,  but  place  each  year  in  the  estimates  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  expenses,  fixed  by  mileaee  and  per 
diem  allowance.  This  I  feel  certain  would  be  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  in  future  will  hold  this  important 
office.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master^  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A,  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Can- 
ada, in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

In  presenting  my  report  of  the  condition  of  Masonry 
in  the  15th  St.  Lawrence  District,  it  is  with  pleasure  that 
I  look  back  upon  the  occasions  which  gave  opportunity 
for  the  report  and  the  many  pleasant  acquaintances 
formed  at  such  times. 

On  assuming  the  office  and  looking  over  the  field  to 
lay  out  my  work  and  fix  my  visits,  I  found  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  Lodges  in  the  District  elect  officers  in 
December,  and  the  officers  then  in  the  chairs  had  been 
inspected  by  my  immediate  predecessor.  Not  wishing 
to  go  over  the  same  ground,  I  found  it  necessary  to  do 
all  of  my  visitation  after  December.  The  idea  was  im- 
pressed upon  my  mind  that  the  terms  of  the  officers  in 
all  subordinate  Lodges  should  beg^n  in  June  to  permit 
the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  the  full  period  for 
visiting. 

Knowing  that  accuracy  and  uniformity  in  the  work  of 
our  beautiful  ritual  is  most  essential,  I  determined  that 
my  efforts  should  be  in  that  direction,  and  in  my  visits 
endeavored  to  instruct  as  far  as  my  knowledge  would 
permit.  This,  I  found  was  most  acceptable  to  the  breth- 
ren. I  corrected  whenever  I  found  it  necessary  and 
complimented  only  where  it  was  deserved. 

CONDITION    OF    MASONRY. 

With  a  very  few  exceptions  I  found  the  work  correctly 
and  impressively  done  throughout  the  District.  I  was 
pleased  to  notice  in  very  many  of  the  smaller  Lodges  of 
the  District  that  the  work  was  on  the  whole  about  as 
well  done  as  in  the  larger  Lodges. 

The  Lodges  in  the  District,  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, I  found  provided  with  officers  well-skilled  and 
enthusiastic,  and  in  those  exceptional  cases  I  hope  for 
better  days  to  dawn  upon  them  soon. 

The  Secretaries,  on    the    whole,    are    very    efficient. 
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Nothing  tends  more  to  the  success  of  any  institution  than 
the  possession  of  an  efficient  Secretary. 

The  following  Lodges  have  submitted  changes  in  their 
By-laws:  Cornwall,  No.  125,  and  Lancaster,  No.  207; 
which  were  duly  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Master  for  ap- 
proval. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

I  have  granted  a  number  of  dispensations  during  the 
year,  chiefly  for  attendance  at  Divine  worship  in  regalia, 
returns  respecting  which  have  been  made  to  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

THE    DEPARTED. 

I  will  here  give  the  names  of  our  departed  brethren, 
which  were  reported  to  me,  although  I  see  by  the  sum- 
marized reports  from  the  Lodges  that  the  greater  num- 
ber have  not  been  reported:  Bro.  E.  J.  McEwan  and 
Bro.  F.  T.  Munro,  Maxville  Lodge,  No.  418;  R.  W. 
Bro.  A.  F.  Milliken  and  W.  Bro.  E.  A.  Graveley,  M.  D., 
Cornw^all  Lodge,  No.  125;  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Carruthers 
and  W.  Bro.  Nesfield  Ward,  Central  Lodge,  No.  no, 
Prescott. 

VISITS. 

Sussex  Lodge,  No.  5,  and  Salem  Lodge,  No.  368, 
Brockville :  I  visited  these  two  Lodges  at  a  joint  meet- 
ing on  the  evening  of  May  13th.  •  The  Lodge  was 
opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  and  two  candi- 
dates passed,  the  officers  of  each  Lodge  taking  a  candi- 
date in  hand,  and  the  work  was  done  to  my  entire  satis- 
faction. The  Secretaries  keep  model  books  and  the 
dues  are  exceptionally  well  paid  up,  thanks  to  their  at- 
tention to  that  important  detail.  After  labor  we  ad- 
journed to  the  banquet  room  and  enjoyed  ourselves  as 
only  Masons  can,  toast,  speech  and  song  most  pleasantly 
passing  until  the  J.  VV's  toast  sent  us  "  wandermg  out 
into  the  night.*'  There  were  seventy-five  brethren  pres- 
ent, and  the  utmost  enthusiasm  prevailed.  Sussex  and 
Salem  Lodges  fully  sustained  their  already  high  reputa- 
tion for  unbounded  hospitality. 

True  Britons'  Lodge,  No.  14,  Perth:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  evening  of  May  6th  at  a  regular  meeting. 
A  good  attendance  of  members  cordially  welcomed  us. 
This  is  one  of  the  good  Lodges  in  the  District.  Bro. 
James  M.  Balderson,  the  W.  M.,  is  full  of  enthusiasm  for 
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Masonry,  and,  though  a  young  Mason,  is  so  well  skilled 
that  the  best  in  the  District  may  look  to  their  laurels. 
He  was  ably  supported  by  his  Wardens  and  Deacons. 
The  secona  degree  was  conferred  in  an  excellent  man- 
ner. The  Secretary,  Bro.  W.  A.  Moore,  is  a  painstak- 
ing and  efficient  officer.  The  attendance  of  Past  Mas- 
ters is  good,  and  they  take  a  healthy  interest  in  the  work- 
ing of  the  Lodge,  a  circumstance  which  augurs  well  for 
its  future. 

St.  Francis  Lodge,  No.  24,  Smith's  Falls:  Visited 
at  a  regular  meeting  on  May  31st,  and  met  a  large  repre- 
sentation of  the  Lodge.  About  a  dozen  brethren  from 
Merrickville  Lodge  came  over  for  the  evening,  among 
whom  was  R.  W.  Bro.  Watchorn,  who  so  creditably 
filled  the  position  of  D.  D.  G.  M.  last  year.  The  mem- 
bers here  are  a  most  enthusiastic  lot  of  Masons.  They 
have  a  very  fine  Lodge-room  and  it  is  well  furnished 
and  tastefully  decorated.  The  work,  an  initiation,  was 
performed  in  a  most  charming  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Ben- 
nett. His  support  from  his  officers  was  absolutely 
faultless.  I  have  never  heard  the  lecture  from  the 
South  so  impressively  given  as  on  that  occasion  when 
Bro.  Geo.  W.  Fluker  did  himself  and  the  Lodge 
**  proud."  Last  comes  the  indefatigable  Secretary,  R. 
W.  Bro.  J.  A.  Houston,  whose  books  demonstrate  the 
care  and  time  devoted  to  his  office.  To  the  deep  inter- 
est which  he  takes  in  the  Lodge's  welfare  can  be  attri- 
buted, to  a  large  extent,  its  prosperity  and  the  enthu- 
siasm of  its  members.  R.  W.  Bro.  Houston  delivered 
the  charge  as  I  never  heard  it  given  before,  and  to  hear  it. 
if  nothing  more,  was  well  worth  the  visit  to  St.  Francis. 
A  very  pleasing  feature  was  the  musical  service  during 
the  initiation  and  the  closing  of  the  Lodge.  After  the 
Lodge  was  closed  we  adjourned  from  labor  to  refresh- 
ment in  their  fine  banquet  hall  and  enjoyed  a  sumptuous 
repast.  Two  or  three  hours  were  spent  in  that  social 
and  fraternal  intercourse,  interspersed  with  speech  and 
song,  which  Masons  so  thoroughly  know  how  to  enjoy 
and  appreciate.  I  shall  remember  with  pleasure  my 
visit  to  St.  Francis,  No.  24,  and  trust  I  shall  again  meet 
with  them,  for  a  heartier  Masonic  greeting  would  be 
difficult  to  get. 

Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  28,  Kemptville:  My  visit 
to  this  Lodge  was  made  May  7th  at  an  emergency  meet- 
ing, at  which  a  large  number  of  brethren  were  present. 
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Here  I  had  the  assistance  of  R.  W.  Bro.  O.  Bascom,  who 
takes  a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Lodge.  The 
work,  as  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Saunders  and  his  offi- 
cers was  not  by  any  means  up  to  the  standard.  I  must, 
however^  refer  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  Secretary, 
Bro.  W.  L.  Phelps,  whose  books  are  beautifully  kept. 
The  finances  are  reported  to  me  as  being  in  good  shape^ 
and  prospects  are  good. 

Merrickville  Lodge,  No.  55,  Merrickville :  I  visited 
this  Lodge  officially  on  April  30th.  There  being  no 
candidate  on  hand,  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers  opened 
and  closed  the  Lodge  in  the  three  degrees,  From  what 
I  saw  I  am  satisfied  this  Lodge  has  officers  well  able  to 
work  the  three  degrees  perfectly.  The  members  are  a 
first-class  lot  of  brethren  and  well  calculated  to  keep  up 
a  thriving  and  good  Lodge.  The  books  are  kept  in  a 
neat  and  methodical  manner,  and  there  is  nothing  about 
the  Lodge  calling  for  improvement.  After  the  Lodge 
was  closed  we  adjourned  to  the  banqueting  hall,  and  a 
more  enjoyable  evening  I  have  seldom  experienced. 
The  hospitality  of  No.  55  is  generous,  and  in  no  Lodge 
do  visitors  feel  more  at  home.  Everything  I  had  a  right 
to  expect  I  received,  and  I  enjoyed  every  minute  I  was 
with  my  brethren  at  Merrickville. 

Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  85,  Athens:  May  15th,  1901, 
was  the  date  of  my  official  visit  to  Rising  Sun  Lodge. 
The  work  of  the  evening  was  an  initiation,  which  was 
done  by  W.  Bro.  Purvis  and  his  officers  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  be  above  criticism.  The  opening  and  closing 
in  the  several  degrees  was  equally  well  done.  I  have 
never  seen  the  work  done  better  anywhere  than  in  this 
Lodge.  I  cannot  close  my  report  without  thanking  the 
W.  M.,  officers  and  members  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge  for 
their  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  during  my  official 
career. 

Central  Lodge,  No.  no,  Prescott:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  May  8th  and  was  met  at  the  station  and  enter- 
tain^ throughout  the  day  by  W.  Bro.  H.  F.  Deas,  to 
whom  I  am  indebted  for  many  favors  in  the  past.  The 
Lodge  is  in  a  most  prosperous  condition  and  has  one  of 
the  finest  Lodge-rooms  in  the  District.  The  happy 
position  enjoyed  by  Central  Lodge  may,  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, be  ascribed  to  the  indefatigable  exertions  of  V.  W. 
Bro.  Harry  H.  Wells,  the  esteemed  Secretary,  whose 
efforts  are  fully  appreciated  by  the  officers  and  members 
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of  the  Lodge,  who  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  they 
possess  in  the  brother  referred  to  a  **  gem  of  the  purest 
water."  The  Lodge  is  well  ruled  over  by  W.  Bro.  J.  A. 
Fleming,  who  takes  a  |^reat  interest  in  his  work,  and  is 
nobly  assisted  by  his  ofhcers.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  see- 
ing their  work  in  the  second  degree.-  The  work  was 
performed  correctly  and  impressively  and  delighted  my- 
self and  the  large  number  present.  We  sat  down  to  an 
elaborate  banquet,  after  which  an  excellent  program  of 
speeches  and  singing  was  gone  through.  I  was  de- 
hghted  with  my  reception  and  went  home  satisfied  with 
the  courtesy  and  hospitality  I  had  received. 

Cornwall  Lodge,  No.  125,  Cornwall:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  April  2nd,  and  received  a  hearty  and  fraternal 
welcome  from  the  brethren.  There  was  an  attendance 
of  thirty-nine,  including  seven  visitors.  Two  candi- 
dates were  raised  by  W.  Bro.  McHaffie  and  his  officers 
in  a  manner  which  did  them  credit  and  disarmed  criti- 
cism. All  the  officers  were  well  up  in  their  parts,  while 
the  W.  Master  was  faultless.  I  consider  this  is  one  of 
the  best  Lodges  in  the  District.  The  Secretary,  W. 
Bro.  Ridley,  takes  a  great  interest  in  the  Lodge,  of  which 
he  is  an  old  and  respected  member.  I  found  his  books 
perfection  itself.  Considering  the  number  of  active 
young  men  who  belong  to  this  Lodge,  and  who  must  in 
the  near  future  assist  in  its  government,  and  that  it  has 
such  an  excellent  bbdy  of  Past  Masters,  composed  of 
men  like  W.  Bro.  Hamilton  Williams,  Pool,  Fraid,  Rid- 
ley, Bisset  and  others,  it  cannot  but  be  expected  that  this. 
Lodge  will  maintain  a  high  degree  of  excellence.  The 
Lodge  is,  I  am  happy  to  say,  in  a  good  position  finan- 
cially, having  quite  a  credit  with  its  banker.  The  breth- 
ren were  kind  enough  to  entertain  me  to  an  excellent 
spread  in  their  refreshment  room,  where  everyone  was 
made  at  home  and  happy.  Everything  connected  with 
my  visit  to  No.  125,  Cornwall,  was  pleasureable  in  the 
highest  degree. 

Excelsior  Lo.dge,  No.  142,  Morrisburg:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  May  3rd  at  a  regular  meeting  and  was  met  at 
the  station  and  driven  to  the  Lodge-room  by  W.  Bro. 
Kennedy.  This  Lodge  is  taking  on  new  life  since  the 
brethren  have  been  given  to  understand  that  it  would 
not  be  in  the  interests  of  Masonry  to  open  a  new  Lodge 
at  North  Wliliamsburg,  and  judging  from  the  harmony 
which  now  exists,  will  continue  to  prosper.      Bro.  War- 
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ren  is  Secretary  and  shows  a  very  accurately  kept  set  of 
books.  The  work,  which  was  a  passing,  was  well  done. 
The  officers  are  well  skilled  in  the  work.  W.  Bro. 
Pruner  deserves  great  praise  for  the  good  work  he  is 
doing  at  present,  as  in  the  past,  for  the  Lodge.  After 
the  Loage  was  closed  we  wended  our  way  to  the  hotd 
of  Bro.  McDonald,  where  an  excellent  spread  was  laid 
out,  which  all  did  justice  to,  and  the  way  I  was  treated 
will  cause  me  to  ever  remember  with  kindness  the  breth- 
ren of  Excelsior  Lodge. 

Friendly  Brothers,  No.  143,  Iroquois:  In  company 
with  W.  Bros.  Deas  and  Brouse,  of  Central  Lodge,  Pres- 
cott,  I  visited  this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  May  ist. 
The  work  of  opening  and  closing  in  the  three  degrees 
and  a  raising  was  of  a  very  ordinary  nature.  The  Sec- 
retary, I  am  pleased  to  say,  keeps  the  books  somewhat 
above  the  average.  The  Lodge  is  prospering  and  in- 
creasing largely  in  membership.  While  I  am  pleased 
that  this  should  be  the  case,  still,  I  view  with  apprehen- 
sion a  very  rapid  increase  in  the  membership  of  a  Lodge, 
fearing  the  members  may  possibly  sacrifice  quality  to 
quantity  in  their  efforts  to  make  their  Lodge  a  success. 
I  am  sure  the  officers  and  brethren  of  Friendly  Brothers 
would  be  greatly  benefited  if  they  would  visit  in  a  body. 
Central  Lodge,  Prescott,  and  learn  how  the  work  of  a 
Lodge  should  be  done. 

Lancaster  Lodge,  No.  207,  Lancaster :  I  visited  this, 
my  home  Lodge,  on  Wednesday  evening,  June  5,  at  a 
regular  meeting.  The  work  of  the  evening  was  two  ini- 
tiations. The  W.  M.  did  his  work  very  well,  but  his 
Wardens  showed  great  lack  of  knowledge.  In  fact, 
they  could  hardly  get  through  with  their  parts.  The 
Inner  Guard  was  first-class ;  the  appointed  officers  were 
nearly  all  absent,  and  of  course  those  filling  the  offices 
had  not  the  experience  necessary  for  proper  assistance 
to  the  W.  M.  The  Secretary's  books  are  well  kept. 
The  finances  of  the  Lodge  are  good,  but  would  be  much 
better  if  the  dues  were  more  promptly  paid.  I  am 
grieved  that  the  work  of  the  Lodge  should  have  fallen 
from  the  position  of  one  of  the  best  in  the  District  to 
that  of  a  very  poor  fourth  rate  in  the  short  space  of 
two  or  three  years. 

Chesterville  Lodge,  No.  320,  Chesterville :  Visited 
this  Lodge  on  April  29th  at  a  regular  meeting  and 
found  a  goodly  number  of  members  present,  as  well  as 
several  brethren  from  Avonmore.      I  had  the  pleasure 
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of  renewing  my  acquaintance  with  V.  W.  Bro.  Jas.  G. 
Gillespie,  the  efficient  Secretary,  of  many  years  standing. 
I  find  a  very  good  set  of  officers  in  charge  here,  and  W. 
Bro.  George  Elliot  is  a  capable  and  painstaking  Master, 
and  the  best  efforts  are  put  forth  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Lodge.  The  work  of  the  evening  was  that  of  the 
second  degree,  in  which  the  lodge  did  themselves  proud. 
A  few  points  of  instruction,  however,  were  necessary  to 
insure  uniformity,  and  the  same  were  very  agreeably 
received  by  the  members.  The  brethren  are  talking  of 
moving  into  new  quarters  shortly,  and  I  am  glad  to 
hear  it,  as  the  present  Lodge-room  is  shabby  indeed. 

Salem  Lodge,  No.  368,  Brockville :     See  Sussex,  No.  5. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  370,  Delta:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  at  a  special  meeting  on  the  evening  of  May  14th. 
There  being  no  candidate,  I  authorized  the  W.  M.  to 
perform  the  ceremony  of  initiation.  W.  Bro.  Stephens 
volunteered  for  the  purpose.  I  regret  to  say  that  I  was 
disappointed  in  the  work  from  the  beginning  to  the  end, 
as  I  expected  to  see  it  perfection  itself,  as  mostly  all  the 
summonses  I  received  from  Harmony  during  the  year 
informed  me  that  they  were  holding  a  Lodge  of  Instruc- 
tion, and  naturally  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  offi- 
cers must  have  had  an  off  night. 

Henderson  Lodge,  No.  383,  Winchester :  Visited  at 
a  regular  meeting  March  5th,  twenty-three  being  present, 
including  a  number  of  visitors.  The  Lodge-room  is  a 
disgrace  to  the  Craft,  and  I  was  much  surprised  that  the 
brethren  were  willing  to  spend  twelve  evenings  in  the 
year  in  such  shabby  quarters.  The  Lodge  was  opened 
and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  and  a  candidate  passed, 
all  of  which  was  very  poorly  done.  I  suggested  that 
the  officers  in  a  body  visit  other  Lodges  and  see  for 
themselves  how  the  work  should  be  put  on.  If  the  offi- 
cers are  not  what  they  should  be  in  working  the  first 
three  degrees,  they  are  not  deficient  in  working  the 
fourth,  as  it  was  worked  to  perfection,  and  the  kindness 
and  courtesy  of  all  the  members  was  everything  that 
could  be  desired. 

MaxviUe  Lodge,  No.  418,  Maxville:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  February  12th  at  a  regular  meeting.  Owing 
to  the  night  being  stormy  the  attendance  at  the  Lodge 
was  very  small.  I  regretted  that  W.  Bro.  Sproule  was 
not  able  to  be  present.  The  I.  P.  M.,  W.  Bro.  T.  W. 
Monroe,  occupied  the  chair  and  opened  and  closed  the 
Lodge  in  the  three  degrees  and  initiated  a  candiciate  in 
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a  very  fair  manner.  The  officers  were  not  very  well  up 
in  their  work.  1  regret  to  say  that  owing  in  a  measure 
to  mtemal  dissensions,  and  loss  of  some  of  the  brightest 
members  by  demitting,  there  is  not  that  harmony  which 
should  exist  among  the  brethren. 

Alexandria  Lodge,  No.  439,  Alexandria :  Visited  at 
a  regular  meeting  February  6th.  My  reception  in  this 
Lodge  was  very  enthusiastic,  the  brethren  having  turned 
out  in  goodly  numbers  to  do  me  honor.  I  found  W. 
Bro.  John  Simpson  in  the  East,  and  to  those  who  know 
him  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  state  that  his  presence  is  a 
guarantee  of  excellence  in  the  rendition  of  our  work.  I 
regret  that  his  support  was  not  up  to  the  mark,  the  War- 
dens being  very  deficient.  The  Lodge  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated in  having  such  an  efficient  Secretary  in  the 
person  of  W.  Bro.  Tiflfany.  His  books  are  beautifully 
kept.  The  work  of  the  evening  was  opening  and  clos- 
ing in  the  three  degrees,  and  a  candidate  initiated.  The 
Lodge-room  is  not  what  it  should  be.  but  the  officers 
and  members  promised  to  have  it  in  better  shape  by  the 
time  my  successor  makes  his  visit.  This  Lodge,  being 
in  the  County  of  Glengarry,  of  course  there  was  a  ban- 
quet, which  was  laid  at  the  Grand  Union  Hotel,  and  I 
assure  you  it  was  first-class  in  every  respect.  Speech 
followed  speech  and  found  willing  Hsteners,  and  I  am 
afraid  to  say  when  we  parted.  I  wish  to  bear  witness 
to  my  ODiigation  to  the  brethren  of  Alexandria  for  ex- 
emplifying all  the  characteristics  of  good,  wholesouled, 
genial  Masonry  for  the  edification  and  enjoyment  of  the 
representative  of  the  Grand  Master. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
honor  done  me  in  July  last.  I  have  tried  to  prove  that 
the  confidence  of  my  brethren  was  not  misplaced  by  do- 
ing everything  in  my  power  to  promote  the  success  of  the 
Craft  in  our  District.  All  my  services  have  been  more 
than  repaid  by  the  hospitality  extended  me  on  every 
occasion,  and  I  lay  down  the  office  with  mingled  feelings 
of  gladness  and  sorrow.  I  am  glad  indeed  to  be  re- 
lieved of  a  responsibility  so  burdensome,  but  I  am  sorry 
to  part,  officially,  with  my  brethren,  and  to  my  successor 
I  hand  over  the  sacred  trust  given  me  a  year  ago,  feeling 
sure  that  the  generous  support  given  me  will  be  accorded 
to  him  by  the  Craft.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master^  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A,F  &*  A.M,of  Canada^ 
in  the  Province  of  Oniaro  : 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

In  pursuance  of  the  usual  requirements  of  retiring  D. 
D.  G.  M's,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  hereby  presenting 
my  report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  the  Ottawa 
District,  No.  i6,  for  the  past  Masonic  year. 

My  first  bfficial  act  was  to  appoint  W.  Bro.  Rev.  T.Gar- 
rett, B.  A.,  of  Civil  Service  Lodge,  No.  148,  District 
Chaplain,  and  W.  Bro.  Hugh  H.  Cairns,  of  Builders 
Lodge,  No.  177,  District  Secretary,  and  to  both  of  these 
brethren  I  am  indebted  for  the  kindly,  courteous  and  effi- 
cient manner  in  which  they  have  performed  the  several 
duties  allotted  to  their  respective  offices. 

I  have  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  the  District,  and  with- 
out any  exception  have  been  received  in  the  most  courte- 
ous and  kindly  manner  by  the  brethren.  V  am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  state  that  Masonry  is  exemplified,  not  only 
in  the  performance  of  the  work,  but  also  in  the  true 
spirit  of  brotherly  love,  so  that  words  of  commendation, 
instead  of  severe  or  adverse  criticism  was  my  invariable 
rule. 

I  will  not  here  attempt  to  describe  the  number  of  en- 
joyable banquets  in  which  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
participating  after  the  work  of  the  Lodge  was  concluded. 
With  only  one  exception  I  have  been  tendered  the 
hospitality  of  the  brethren,  and  that  virtue  which  Masons 
know  so  well  how  to  exemplify  did  not  suffer  at  the 
hands  of  the  Craft  in  the  Ottawa  District. 

I  advocate  the  fourth  degree.  Masonry,  aside  from 
its  many  other  good  and  excellent  qualities  is  paramount 
a  social  organization,  not  simply  an  Order  with  charita- 
ble purposes,  although  charity  is  its  corner  stone,  but 
charitv  in  its  verv  broadest  sense  which  means  the 
sacred  brotherhood  of  man,  and  I  know  of  no  other- 
method  wherebv  the  true  Masonic  spirit  of  brotherly  love 
can  be  better  exemplified  than  around  the  social  board, 
"  For  to  break  bread  was,  among  our  Hebrew  brethren,, 
a  pledge  of  peculiar  and  brotherly  affection." 
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To  conform  with  the  desire  of  Grand  Lodge  I  decided 
to  hold  a  Lodge  of  Instruction.  Accordingly  on  the  29th 
and  30th  of  November,  1900,  the  seven  city  Lodges  took 
part  in  the  exemplification  of  the  several  degrees  in  the 
following  order : 

On  Thursday,  29th  November,  the  first  or  E.  A.  de- 
gree by  officers  of  Dalhousie,  No.  52,  and  Doric,  No.  58. 

The  second,  or  F.  C.  degree,  by  officers  of  Fidelity, 
No.  231  ;  Chaudiere,  No.  264,  and  Prince  of  Wales, 
No.  371. 

On  Friday,  30th  November,  the  third  or  M.  M.  degree 
was  exemplified  by  officers  of  Civil  Service,  No.  148,  and 
Builders,  No.  177.  A  pleasing  and  instructive  feature 
in  this  degree  was  the  examination  of  a  visiting  brother 
in  open  Lodge.  W.  Bro.  Luke  acted  in  that  capacity, 
and  Rt.  W.  Bros.  Parlow  and  Walsh  were  deputed  a 
Board  of  Trial  The  well  known  skill  of  these  brethren 
made  the  examination  an  interesting  and  highly  instruc- 
tive part  of  the  proceedings. 

The  attendance  on  both  evenings  was  satisfactory, 
although  the  brethren  outside  of  the  city  did  not  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  witnessing  the  work. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

The  following  dispensations  were  granted  by  the  M. 
W.  the  Grand  Master :

No.  21,  Vanleek  Hill,  to  install  their 
officers  on  March  sth,  1901. 

Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  231,  to  hold  an  "  At  Home  "  on 
April  loth,  1 90 1,  and  to  form  a  new  Lodge  to  the  breth- 
ren of  the  Town  of  Hawkesbury.

•    OFFICIAL    VISITS. 

In  paying  official  visits  to  the  city  Lodges  I  invited 
and  have  had  the  pleasure  of  being  accompanied  on  the 
different  occasions  by  present  and  past  Grand  Lodge 
officers,  and  most  of  the  P.  M's  who  reside  in  the  capital. 
Their  presence  materially  added  to  the  very  successful 
meetings  which  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year, 
and  went  far  to  keep  the  old  P.  M's  in  touch  with  the 
present.  There  is  nothing  so  inspiring  to  the  W.  M. 
and  his  officers  when  performing  their  work  than  to  see- 
the East  well  represented  by  able  and  zealous  Past  Mas- 
ters, who  by  their  very  presence  act  as  a  stimulus  to  the- 
Craftsmen  to  put  forth  their  best  efforts. 

Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  No.  371 :      My  first  official 
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visit  was  to  this  Lodge  on  October  26th,  1900.  Under 
the  able  guidance  of  W.  Bro.  John  Wilson  this  Lodge 
is  doing  excellent  work.  The  third  degree  was  conT 
ferred  upon  a  candidate  by  the  W.  M.  and  his  officers 
in  an  almost  faultless  manner.  I  was  particularly  pleased 
with  the  floor  work.  The  attendance  at  this  meeting 
was  very  large,  Rt.  W.  Bro.  John  Lough,  of  Bucking- 
ham, Quebec  Register,  being  among  the  many  visitors.

Dodds,  the  W.  M.,  raised 
twc  brethren  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  in 
a  very  creditable  manner.  The  Lodge  is  in  a  prosper- 
ous condition  and  the  prospects  are  bright,  as  the  breth- 
ren appear  to  vie  with  each  other  in  furthering  the  inter- 
ests of  Masonry. 

Renfrew  Lodge,  No.  122,  Renfrew :  I  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  visiting  this  Lodge  on  Jahuary  7th,  1901,  and  was 
accompanied  by  Rt.  W.  Bro.  Stephen.  W.  Bro.  R.  C. 
Timmins,  the  newly-elected  Master,  initiated  a  candidate 
in  the  E.  A.  degree.  He  with  his  officers  exemplified 
that  degree  in  an  exceptionally  pleasing  manner,  and  the 
good  reports  that  I  have  always  had  of  the  Renfrew 
Lodge  were  fully  carried  out  by  the  brethren.  The  Sec- 
retary's books  are  in  keeping  with  the  prosperity  of  the 
Lodge,  which  is  excellent. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  21a,  Vanleek  Hill:     In  com- 
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pany  with  Rt.  VV.  Bro.  W.  C.  Morrison,  who  has  been 
re-elected  Master,  and  who  is  one  of  the  mainstays  of 
this  Lodge,  worked  the  first  degree.  This  Lodge  is  in 
a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  The  brethren  who  reside 
in  Hawkesbury  and  vicinity  are  desirous  of  forming  a 
Lodge  in  their  own  town,  which  will  naturally  weaken 
St.  John's,  No.  2ia.  but  the  brethren  of  Vanleek  Hill  ex- 
press themselves  as  eager  to  work  with  renewed  vigor 
in  order  to  make  up  for  the  loss  of  those  who  secede 
from  its  ranks.  As  considerable  apathy  on  the  part  of 
the  other  members  of  this  Lodge  has  been  displayed  in 
the  gast,  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  fact  of  another  Lodge 
being  in  a  neighboring  town  will  stir  them  up  and  make 
them  anxious  to  keep  old  St.  John  well  to  the  fore. 

Plantagenet  Lodge,  No.  i86,  Plantagenet:  This 
Lodge,  considering  its  situation,  is  doing  good  work. 
There  are  only  four  of  the  brethren  residing  in  the  town. 
The  others  are  eight,  twelve,  and  even  eighteen  miles 
from  their  Lodge.  In  my  official  visit  on  the  9th  of 
January,  1901,  I  was  accompanied  by  Rt.  W.  Bros.  Tay- 
lor and  Stephen.  The  attendance  was  very  good.  In 
the  absence  of  the  candidate,  who  was  on  the  summons 
for  initiation,  the  W,  M.  exemplified  the  E.  A.  degree 
on  a  brother  in  a  manner  that  showed  he  was  well  up 
in  his  work. 

Builders  Lodge,  No.  177,  Ottawa:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  on  January  nth,  1901.  There  being 
no  work  to  do  the  major  part  of  the  evening  was  de- 
voted to  the  fourth  degree,  w^hen  three  brethren  wha  had 
that  very  day  returned  from  the  seat  of  war  in  South 
Africa,  were  tendered  a  hearty  reception.  Bro.  Sir  Jas. 
A.  Grant,  in  his  usual  felicitous  manner,  proposed  the 
tcast  to  the  health  of  the  brethren  in  Khaki.  This  is 
one  of  the  best  Lodges  in  the  District,  but  unfortunately 
there  is  a  want  of  brotherly  feeling  among  some  of  the 
brethren,  and  in  consequence  black-balling  of  good  can- 
didates has  been  too  frequent  lately.  I  am  in  hopes  that 
time  and  patience  will  cure  the  evil.  The  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  are  model  officers. 

Madaw^aska  Lodge,  No.  196:  On  January  14th,  1901, 
I  officiallv  visited  this  Lodge,  accompanied  bv  W.  Bro. 
Rev  T  Garrett  and  Rt.  W.  Bro.  Stephen.  '  Rt.  W. 
Bro.  A.  Hood  occupied  the  East,  he  having  been  elected 
AV  M.  for  the  fourth  time.  The  attendance  was  small 
owing  to  the  roads  being  so  bad  after  the  heavy  snow 
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storm  which  raged  in  Eastern  Canada.  The  second  de- 
gree was  worked  in  good  style.  The  prospects  of  this 
Lodge,  under  the  guiding  hand  of  Rt.  VV.  Bro.  A.  Hood, 
are  very  bright.  By  the  authority  of  the  M.  W.  the 
Grand  Master  the  very  convenient  and  suitable  new 
rooms  were  dedicated  on  June  24th,  1901.  M.  W.  Bro. 
Wm.  R.  White,  P.  G.  M.,  assisted  by  brethren  of  Otta- 
wa, Almonte,  Renfrew,  Pembroke  and  Eganville,  per- 
formed the  ceremony  in  accordance  with  the  prescribed 
form,  custom,  and  usage.  The  '*  At  Home  "  in  the 
evening  was  largely  attended,  not  only  by  Masons,  their 
wives  and  daughters,  but  also  by  the  prominent  non- 
Masons  of  the  town.  Rt.  W.  Bro.  Hood  was  presented 
with  an  address  and  a  Past  Master's  Jewel.  The  eulo- 
gistic words  of  the  address  were  not  couched  in  empty 
phrases  when  it  extolled  the  good  qualities  of  the  genial 
Master  of  Madawaska  Lodge. 

Dalhousie  Lodge,  No.  52,  Ottawa :  My  official  visit 
to  this  Lodge  was  on  the  Sth  of  February,  1901.  The 
first  and  third  degrees  were  worked  in  excellent  style 
by  W.  Bro.  Parrington  and  Rt.  W.  Bro.  E.  D.  Parlow. 
This  Lodge  is  financially  the  most  prosperous  in  the 
District,  and  the  good  reputation  which  it  has  always 
enjoyed  is  fully  maintained  by  the  W.  Master  and  his 
officers.  A  pleasing  feature  of  the  evening  was  the 
presentation  of  a  Past  Master's  Jewel  to  W.  Bro.  Major 
Rogers,  L  P.  M.,  he  having  just  returned  from  the 
Transvaal.  The  attendance  at  this  meeting  was  very 
large. 

Mattawa  Lodge,  No.  405,  Mattawa :  This  Lodge  is 
situated  in  the  extreme  west  of  the  District  in  the  pretty 
little  town  of  Mattawa.  I  paid  my  official  visit  on  the 
6th  of  February,  1901.  The  W.  M.  being  out  of  town, 
W.  Bro.  Haentschel  occupied  the  East  and  conferred  the 
first  and  third  degrees,  the  work  being  well  done.  The 
J.  W's  lecture  was  delivered  exceptionally  well  by  Bro. 
A.  N.  Grasswell.  The  Lodge  is  fortunate  in  having  W. 
Bro.  Haentschel  as  Secretary,  as  he  is  not  only  an  effi- 
cient officer  but  a  most  enthusiastic  worker,  and  the 
prosperity  of  the  Lodge  is  largely  due  to  his  efforts. 

Pembroke  Lodge,  No.  128,  Pembroke:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  officially  on  February  7th,  1901.  This  is 
one  of  the  substantial  Lodges  of  the  District,  having 
very  comfortable  and  commodious  quarters.  The 
register  indicates  a  good  attendance.      The  brother  who- 
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was  to  be  passed  to  the  F.  C.  degree,  having  failed  to 
present  himself,  W.  Bro.  A.  Foster,  jr.,  opened  and 
closed  the  Lodge  in  the  several  degrees  in  a  very  accu- 
rate manner.  The  new  Secretary,  Bro.  E.  A.  Dunlop, 
will  make  an  efficient  officer  and  be  a  good  successor  to 
Bro.  Alex.  Morris,  who  was  a  model  of  neatness. 

Bonnechere  Lodge,  No.  433,  Eganville :  This  is  the 
youngest  Lodge  in  the  District.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
Luloff,  received  me  most  cordially  when  I  paid  my  offi- 
cial visit  on  the  nth  of  February,  1901.  A  candidate 
was  initiated  into  the  E.  A.  degree.  W.  Bro.  Beatty  de- 
livered the  Junior  Warden's  lecture  and  the  charge  in 
the  B.  of  C.  in  a  very  impressive  manner.  After  the 
Lodge  was  closed  Bro.  H.  Childerhose  entertained  the 
brethren  to  a  supper  at  his  residence. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  63,  Carleton  Place :  In  com- 
pany with  W.  Bro.  Hooper  and  W.  Bro.  Bradshaw  I 
officially  visited  this  Lodge  on  February  13th,  1901. 
Although  the  membership  of  this  Lodge  is  large  I  was 
disappointed  to  find  a  rather  poor  attendance.  Three 
candidates  were  passed  to  the  second  or  F.  C.  degree ; 
the  work  was  fairly  well  done.  I  was  particularly  well 
pleased  to  see  that  all  the  candidates  not  only  had 
learned  the  necessary  questions  but  had  also  the  obliga- 
tion. I  understand  this  Lodge  makes  it  imperative  on 
every  candidate  to  commit  the  obligation  before  being 
advanced  to  a  higher  degree. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  58,  Ottawa:  I  officially  visited 
this,  my  mother  Lodge,  on  the  ist  of  March,  1901.  The 
attendance  was  exceptionally  large,  and  I  was  more  than 
pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  my  own  Lodge  had  the 
largest  meeting  of  any  in  the  District  during  my  term 
of  office.  W.  Bro.  John  Storr  occupied  the  chair  and 
worked  the  first  degree,  and  was  ably  assisted  by  his 
officers.  The  new  Secretary,  Bro.  Croll,  is  proving  him- 
self a  painstaking  and  efficient  officer. 

Chaudiere  Lodge,  No.  264,  Ottawa :  I  officially  vis- 
ited this  Lodge  on  March  26th,  1901.  This  was  the 
most  important  meeting  of  the  year.  The  brethren  of 
the  citv  of  Ottawa  were  assembled  to  do  honor  to  the 
Most  Wor.  the  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hun- 
gerford,  and  also  to  receive  and  present  souvenirs  to  the 
brethren  w^ho  had  returned  from  active  service  in  South 
Africa.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  W.  M.  Ross  in  the  East: 
V.  W.  Bro.  Turley,  L  P.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Parrington,  of 
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Dalhousie,  in  the  West;  W.  Bro.  L.  Scott,  of  Civil  Ser- 
vice^ in  the  South ;  W  Bro.  Hooper,  of  Builders  Lodge, 
S.  D.;  W.  Bro.  Frood,  of  Fidelity,  J.  D.;  W.  Bro.  Mc- 
Coy, of  Prince  of  Wales,  I.  G. ;  W.  Bro.  Storr,  of  Doric, 
D.  of  C.  Among  the  distinguisher  visitors  were  M.  W. 
Bro.  Malone,  M.  W.  Bro.  T.  B.  Flint,  M.  P.,  M.  W. 
Bro.  D.  C.  Fraser,  M.  P.,  Past  Grand  Masters  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia;  M.  W.  Bro.  John  V.  Ellis, 
M.  P.,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick;  V.  W. 
the  Hon.  John  Ross,  V.  W.  the  Hon.  Geo.  Landerkin, 
R.  W.  Bros.  Taylor,  Howard,  and  Lough,  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec ;  Bro.  Col.  Turner,  U.  S.,  and  a  long 
list  of  members  of  the  fraternity.  The  presentation  of 
the  souvenirs  was  made  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master 
to  the  following  brethren :  W.  Bro.  Major  Rogers,  Bro. 
Col.  Hurdman,  Bros.  Grant,  Winters,  Morrison  and 
Adamson,  Troopers  Sparks,  Lampkin,  Dunlop,  Beavin 
and  McCuaig.  A  banquet  followed  at  which  Most  W. 
Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford  and  the  other  prominent  guests 
delivered  excellent  addresses.  The  war  experiences  re- 
lated by  our  military  brethren  were  thrilling  and  inter- 
esting. 

Evergreen  Lodge,  No.  209,  Lanark:  In  company 
with  Rt.  W.  Bro.  D.  Taylor  I  officially  visited  this 
Lodge  on  May  7,  1901.  A  fair  number  of  brethren  were 
present.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  C.  Fprbes,  in  the  East; 
Bro.  Alex.  Buffan  in  the  West,  and  Bro.  Rev.  C.  Mcin- 
tosh in  the  South.  In  lieu  of  the  work  of  advancing  the 
tjrother  who  was  to  be  passed  to  the  F.  C.  degree  the 
Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees  in 
a  fairly  correct  manner.  The  W.  M.  informed  me  that 
he  could  work  the  first  and  second  degrees,  but  felt 
rather  shaky  in  the  third.  The  books  of  the  Secretary, 
Wm.  A.  Field,  are  well  kept. 

Civil  Service  Lodge,  No.  148,  Ottawa:  I  officially 
visited  this  Lodge  on  May  14,  1901.  This  being  their 
fortieth  anniversary,  the  attendance  was  good,  and  the 
work  of  the  evening  was  performed  by  the  W.  M.,  W. 
Bro.  Howard,  and  his  officers  in  keeping  with  the  past 
good  reports  of  this  Lodge.  Four  brethren  were  passed 
to  the  F.  C.  degree.  Civil  Service  Lodge  is  particularly 
fortunate  in  securing  good  material,  which  goes  a  long 
way  in  keeping  up  its  good  record.  The  books  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  faultless. 

Hawkesburv:  On  May  i6th,  iQOi,  accompanied  by 
Rt.  W.  Bros.'D.  Taylor  and  Stephen,  and  Bro.  E.  A. 
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^clwyn,  I  visited  this  town  in  conformity  with  the  request 
of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  to  deliver  unto  the  breth- 
ren who  had  signed  the  petition  to  form  a  new  Lodge, 
the  letters  of  dispensation  granted  by  the  M.  W.  the 
Grand  Master,  enabling  them  to  meet  as  Masons,  and 
establishing  them  in  all  the  rights  and  privileges  apper- 
taining to  Lodges  working  under  dispensation.  With 
the  assistance  of  the  Rt.  W.  brethren  who  accompained 
me,  I  opened  the  Lodge  in  the  usual  form.  There  were 
about  twenty-five  brethren  present,  Bro.  T.  McWat- 
ters  being  nominated  to  be  the  first  Master,  Bro.  Hall, 
Senior  Warden;  Bro.  Tompkins,  Junior  Warden,  and 
the  petitioners  having  approved  of  the  oflScers  selected 
to  govern  the  Lodge,  they  with  the  other  officers  ap- 
pointed took  their  proper  places  in  the  Lodge.

Pratt,  who  is  well 
up  in  his  work,  initiated  four  candidates,  three  of  them 
being  professional  men,  including  a  clergyman.  I  am 
always  pleased  to  see  brethren  of  the  cloth  enter  the  por- 
tals of  the  Craft,  as  the  teachings  of  Christianity  and  Ma- 
sonry go  hand  in  hand.  The  attendance  was  very  good, 
and  prospects  are  bright.  The  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  H. 
Reilly,  is  the  corner  stone  of  this  Lodge. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  brethren  of  the 
Sixteenth  Masonic  District  for  the  honor  they  conferred 
on  me  at  the  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  held  in  the  City 
of  London,  in  electing  me  to  the  honorable  position  of 
District  Deupty  Grand  Master.  In  performing  my  offi- 
cial duties  I  have  been  indebted  for  kindly  assistance  and 
wise  counsel  rendered  by  Rt.  W.  Bros.  May,  Stephen. 
Taylor,  Rea,  and  many  other  distinguished  brethren  who 
have  helped  to  make  my  term  of  office  a  pleasing  epoch 
in  my  Masonic  career.

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  my  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  Algoma  LHstrict,  No.  17,  during 
Ihc  past  year,  and  in  doing  so  I  desire  to  extend  my  • 
thanks  to  the  brethren  of  the  District  for  the  expression 
ol  confidence  in  electing  me  to  the  high  and  honorable 
position  of  D.  D.  G.  M. 

My  first  official  work  was  the  issuing  of  a  notice  to  all 
Lodges  in  the  District  asking  for  the  prompt  mailing  of 
notices  of  all  meetings  and  drawing  their  attention  to  all 
matters  dealt  with  by  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand 
Master  in  a  circular  letter  received  from  him. 

Masonry  throughout  the  District  has  during  the  past 
year  been  steadily  advancing,  and  speaking  generally 
found  the  principles  to  be  carefully  observed  and  the 
work  well  performed. 

I  have  visited  every  Lodge  in  my  jurisdiction  and  a 
specfal  report  is  given  hereunder. 

Upon  taking  office  I  found  a  great  deal  of  inconven- 
ience through  not  having  any  returns  or  list  of  officers 
for  the  various  Lodges  in  the  District,  and  I  would  sug- 
gest that  on  the  24th  June  a  duplicate  of  the  annual  re- 
turn be  retained  by  each  Lodge  to  be  sent  to  the  in- 
coming D.  D.  G.  M.  or  held  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
forwarded  to  the  newly-elected  officer  at  the  same  time 
as  the  notice  of  his  election. 

The  following  dispensations  were  granted  during  my 
term  of  office :  Three  for  funerals  of  deceased  brethren, 
two  to  attend  Divine  service,  and  one  for  an  "At  Home." 
the  fees  for  same  being  remitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

My  first  visit  was  to  Granite  Lodge,  No.  446,  at  Fort 
Frances.  On  this  visit  I  was  accompanied  by  the  fol- 
lowing brethren  of  Rat  Portage:  R.  W.  Bro.  D.  T.  Fer- 
guson, R.  W.  Bro.  A.  Moore,  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  Carmich- 
ael,  V.  W.  Bro.  D.  H.  Currie,  W.  Bros.  D.  L.  Mather 
and  W.  A.  Weir,  also  Bros.  W.  Robertson,  N.  Schnarr 
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^nd  T.  R.  Deacon.  An  emergent  meeting  was  held  no 
the  21st  August,  1900,  and  the  first  degree  was  exem- 
plified. While  one  of  the  youngest  Lodges  in  the  Dis- 
trict, they  have  a  pleasant  room,  neatly  furnished,  careful 
and  painstaking  officers,  and  I  feel  very  hopeful  of  Gran- 
ite Lodge  having  a  long  session  of  prosperity.  At  the 
close  of  the  work  an  adjournment  was  made  to  the 
Alberton  House,  where  a  most  magnificent  banquet  was 
laid,  to  which  the  members  and  visitors  did  full  justice. 
W.  Bro.  Hollands  presided,  making  a  capable  chairman, 
and  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent. 

Owing  to  the  great  distances  to  cover  the  District  it 
is  an  impossibility  to  visit  the  Lodges  on  the  regular 
nights  of  meeting,  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  have 
emergent  meetings  according  to  the  time  taken  to  make 
the  various  points.  In  September  I  left  for  the  eastern 
end  of  my  District,  visiting  Fort  William  Lodge,  No. 
415,  on  the  evening  of  the  6th.  The  W.  M.  was  un- 
fortunately absent,  but  W.  Bro.  Jackson,  P.  M.,  took  the 
chair  and  conferred  the  third  degree  upon  a  candidate. 
The  work  was  exceedingly  well  done,  and  he  was  well 
supported  by  all  the  junior  officers.  It  is  with  regret  I 
find  that  complete  harmony  does  not  exist  in  this  Lodge, 
and  as  a  result  many  reputable  and  highly  esteemed 
citizens  have  been  rejected,  from  no  other  motive,  as 
far  as  I  can  discover,  than  to  work  injury  to  the  Lodge. 
An  application  for  a  new  Lodge  has  been  made,  and  at 
first  I  did  not  approve  of  it,  but  after  visiting  Fort  Wil- 
liam lately  and  going  into  the  matter  carefully,  I  have 
since  come  to  the  conclusion  that  in  the  interests  of 
Masonry  and  Masonic  harmony  it  is  advisable  that  the 
prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted,  and  I  have  since  so 
recommended  to  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master. 

On  June  27th  I  visited  Shuniah  Lodge,  No.  287,  and 
was  received  in  a  well  appointed  and  beautifully  fur- 
nished Lodge-room  owned  by  the  Craft.  W.  Bro.  Rit- 
chie was  in  the  East,  but  hardly  any  of  his  regular  offi- 
cers were  present,  which  naturally  had  a  detrimental 
effect  on  the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  done.  W. 
Bro.  Morgan  makes  an  energetic  and  faithful  Secretary, 
^nd  Shuniah  Lodge  is  in  good  hands. 

September  loth  I  visited  Keystone  Lodge,  No.  412,  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  but  was  here  unfortunate  through  my 
letter  advising  the  Secretary  of  the  date  of  my  visit  mis- 
carrying, and  it  also  appeared  for  local  reasons  that  the 
night  selected  was  the  worst  that  could  possibly  have 
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been  to  get  a  good  attendance.  Keystone  has  a  bright 
future  ahead,  as  the  influx  of  new  members  is  large,  and 
the  number  of  affihations  is  also  numerpus  through  the 
rapid  strides  this  thriving  town  is  taking.  The  regular 
officers  were  nearly  all  absent,  and  I  was  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  see  the  work  put  on,  but  I  feel  satisfied  from 
what  I  know  of  the  brethren  composing  Keystone  that  it 
cannot  help  but  be  in  the  front  ranks  as  regards  Ma- 
sonry. 

On  the  nth  September  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting 
Dynient  Lodge,  No.  442,  at  Thessalon,  and  although  the 
weather  was  not  at  all  desirable,  still  there  was  a  good 
attendance,  and  W.  Bro.  Dyment  and  his  capable  staff 
of  officers  put  on  the  second  degree  in  a  manner  to  re- 
flect credit  upon  any  Lodge  in  the  District. 

On  October  sth  I  visited  Keewatin  Lodge,  No.  417, 
anc;  was  accompanied  by  a  large  number  of  Rat  Portage 
brethren.  The  officers  this  year  are  no  exception  to 
the  rule,  and  W.  Bro.  Cherry  and  his  assistants  reflect 
credit  upon  the  discretion  of  the  members  in  selecting 
their  officers.  The  third  degree  was  conferred  upon  a 
candidate. 

I  made  my  official  visit  to  Pequonga  Lodge,  No.  414, 
on  the  regular  night  of  meeting,  February  6th,  and  took 
a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  officially  visiting  my  mother 
Lodge.  W.  Bro  .Sherman  occupied  the  East  for  the 
second  term,  and  all  officers  and  a  large  attendance  of 
members  were  present.  During  the  past  year  this 
Lodge  has  been  very  energetic  and  has  had  a  large  in- 
flux of  new  members,  which  I  largely  attribute  to  the 
establishing  of  a  second  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction,  and 
has  resulted  in  Pequonga  becoming  aroused,  the  mem- 
bers paying  up  their  dues,  and  more  interest  generally 
being  taken  in  Masonic  affairs.  The  first  and  second 
degrees  were  conferred  upon  candidates  in  a  very  credit- 
able manner. 

June  1 2th  was  the  date  of  my  visit  to  the  last  Lodge  in 
my  jurisdiction,  viz.,  Lake  of  the  Woods.  While  this 
Lodge  has  the  smallest  membership,  it  has  among  its 
members  a  most  capable  set  of  brethren,  well  skilled  in 
the  Craft,  and  who  take  a  decided  interest  in  its  wel- 
fare. The  second  degree  was  conferred  upon  a  condi- 
date  by  W.  Bro.  Chapman  in  a  most  impressive  manner. 

All  of  which  is  fraternally  submitted.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A,  F.  and  A,  M.  of 
Canada,  in  the  Provina  of  Ontario. 

Most  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

In  submitting  my  report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry 
in  Nipissing  District  for  the  past  year,  I  do  so  midst 
feelings  mingled  with  pleasure  and  regret.  Pleasure 
for  two  reasons;  first,  from  the  fact  that  my  official 
visits  have  been  to  me  a  source  of  pleasure,  and  probably 
more  profitable  to  myself  than  the  different  Lodges  vis- 
ited, and  secondly,  on  account  of  not  a  single  cause  for 
complaint  having  been  reported  to  me  throughout  the 
District  to  mar  the  fraternal  feeling  and  good  fellow^ship 
which  should  at  all  times  exist  among  the  brethren ;  and 
regret,  from  not  having  been  able  to  pay  a  second  visit 
to  as  many  of  the  Lodges  as  I  had  contemplated  doing. 

1  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks 
for  the  many  kindnesses  shown  me  during  my  visits,  and 
for  the  friendly  manner  in  which  my  suggestions  and  re- 
commendations were  received  for  the  benefit  of  Ma- 
sonry and  the  uniformity  of  the  work.  My  observation 
has  led  me  to  believe  that  there  is  ever  an  increasing  de- 
sire on  the  part  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  var- 
ious Lodges  to  perfect  themselves  in  Masonic  knowledge 
as  well  as  secure  uniformity  in  the  general  work  as  laid 
down  by  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  all  are  ready  to  secure 
information  when  rightly  given.  Although  this  is  the 
Baby  District,  I  think  I  can  safely  assure  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful the  Grand  Master  that  the  work  done  in  the 
various  Lodges  is  fully  up  to  that  done  in  the  older  Dis- 
tricts, and  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  when  oppor- 
tunity presents  itself  the  members  and  officers  in  the 
older  Districts  should  visit  the  younger  Lodges  and 
either  impart  or  receive  knowledge. 

Unfortunately  the  Lodges  in  this  District  are  in  most 
cases  so  far  separated  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for 
them  to  pay  the  fraternal  visits,  which  I  consider  w^ould 
be  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

I  was  in  hopes  that  it  might  have  been  arranged  to 
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hold  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  at  some  central  point,  but 
owing  to  different  complications  arising  as  time  passed 
on,  nothing  was  accomplished.  It  has  been  suggested 
to  me  that  if  the  Grand  Master  or  one  or  more  of  the 
past  Grand  Lodge  officers  could  manage  to  hold  a 
Lodge  of  Instruction  in  this  northern  district,  assisted 
by  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  and  any  other  enthusiastic  and 
competent  Masons,  a  great  aiftount  of  good  would  be 
the  result,  and  I  must  say  that  I  am  quite  in  sympathy 
with  the  recommendation. 

As  directed  by  the  delegates  at  District  meeting  last 
communication  of  Grand  Lodge,  I  purchased  a  D.  D. 
G.  M.'s  regalia,  which  I  presented  to  my  predecessor  in 
office,  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  N.  Shaw,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.,  as  a  mark 
of  appreciation  for  work  done  by  him  in  the  District. 

All  Lodges  in  the  District  have  been  visited  by  me, 
and  the  following  is  my  report  on  same : 

Granite  Lodge.  No.  352,  Parry  Sound :  On  Novem- 
ber 30th,  1900,  I  paid  my  official  visit,  and  although  an 
emergent  meeting,  there  was  a  splendid  attendance. 
The  work  was  an  initiation,  which  was  done  by  the  W. 
M.,  W.  Bro.  Pirie.  This  Lodge  prides  itself  on  the 
quality  of  its  work,  and  W.  Bro.  Pirie,  who  has  quite  a 
reputation  as  an  orator,  certainly  supported  the  conten- 
tion, he  being  an  able  and  competent  worker.  The  W. 
M.  was  well  supported  by  the  officers,  who  likewise 
dene  their  parts  with  accuracy  and  promptness.  The 
J.  W.  being  absent,  V  .W.  Bro.  Foote  gave  the  lecture 
in  a  creditable  manner.  I  was  very  much  pleased  to 
renew  my  acquaintance  with  R.  W.  Bro.  Knifton,  to 
whom  this  Lodge  owes  considerable,  he  being  a  valuable 
support,  as  strictness  and  precision  is  his  hobby.  I  was 
likewise  pleased  to  see  so  many  other  Past  Masters 
present,  who  at  all  times  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  man- 
agement. As  stated  by  my  predecessor,  this  Lodge 
own  their  own  Lodge-room  and  other  valuable  property, 
and  I  think  it  but  fair  to  compliment  the  past  officers 
and  members  for  their  good  judgment  in  securing  such 
valuable  property,  which  not  only  gives  them  a  home 
but  also  a  source  of  revenue.  And  as  the  officers  and 
members  believe  in  doing  all  things  well,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  any  brother  visiting  Parry  Sound,  should  op- 
portunity present  itself,  pay  this  Lodge  a  visit.  Books, 
records,  etc.;  well  kept. 

Muskoka  Lodge,  No.  360,  Bracebridge :  On  Novem- 
ber 27th  I  visited  this  Lodge,  and  very  much  appreciated 
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the  hearty  welcome  accorded  me.  Owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  W.  M.  elect,  W.  Bro.  C.  G.  Mills,  having  moved 
from  the  District,  the  Master's  chair  is  being  creditably 
tilled  by  the  1.  P.  M.,  W,  Bro.  Mahaffey.  The  attend- 
ance was  good.  Two  candidates  being  found  well 
skilled,  were  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master  Ma- 
sons by  W.  Bro.  Mahafley  in  an  mtelhgent  manner. 
This  Lodge  for  some  time  back  has  made  but  small  pro- 
gress, but  now  appears  to  have  revived,  and  as  the  right 
kind  of  material  is  coming  their  way,  all  that  I  would 
suggest  is  that  a  little  more  vim  and  go  should  be  put 
into  the  proceedings  in  order  to  make  the  work  more  in- 
teresting. Taking  into  consideration  that  the  work  has 
been  slack,  all  the  officers  do  their  parts  well.  And  too 
much  praise  cannot  be  accorded  the  Past  Masters,  offi- 
cers and  members,  and  more  particularly  does  this  apply 
to  P.  D.  D.  G.  M's  R.  W.  Bros.  Hubert  and  Mills,  who 
have  stuck  to  the  ship,  and  will,  I  feel  sure,  continue  to 
keep  a  fatherly  eye  on  the  younger  members  assuming- 
office,  and  nothing  is  more  pleasing  than  to  see  the 
Past  Masters  in  their  places.  This  Lodge  is  well  fur- 
nished, free  from  debt,  and  books,  records,  etc.,  properly 
kept. 

Unity  Lodge,  No.  367,  Huntsville:  On  May  8th  I 
paid  my  official  visit,  and  received,  as  I  expected,  a  most 
cordial  welcome  from  the  brethren.  The  attendance 
was  very  good.  This  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous 
Lodges  in  the  District,  the  Master,  Wardens  and  offi- 
cers understanding  their  work.  Two  candidates  were 
raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master  Masons.  The 
work  was  divided  between  the  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Mat- 
thews; L  P.  M.,  W.  Bro.  Grant,  and  my  predecessor  in 
office,  R.  }N,  Bro.  Shearer,  and  done  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  showing  that  considerable  time  and  thought  had 
been  devoted  to  the  meaning  of  the  work.  The  books, 
records,  etc.,  are  well  kept. 

Golden  Rule  Lodge,  No.  409,  Gravenhurst:  On  No- 
vember 28th  I  paid  my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge. 
There  was  a  fairly  good  attendance.  Fartunately  there 
were  two  third  degree  candidates,  who  after  passing  a 
satisfactory  examination  were  raised  to  the  sublime  de- 
gree of  Master  Masons.  W.  Bro.  Winfield,  the  W  .M., 
done  the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  but  with  a 
greater  amount  of  work  would  be  more  proficient.  The 
Master  was  fairly  well  supported  by  the  Wardens  and  • 
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assistant  officers.  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  new  material 
coming  in  will  not  prove  disappointing,  as  they  appear 
to  be  of  the  requisite  quality  to  assist  those  now  bearing 
the  burden,  and  expect  my  successor  will  find  Golden 
Rule  Lodge  in  a  flourishing  condition.  Books,  records^ 
etc.,  O.  K. 

Nipissing  Lodge,  No.  420,  North  Bay :  On  May  9th 
I  paid  my  official  visit  to  this,  my  mother  Lodge.  Al- 
though the  attendance  was  not  as  good  as  hoped  for, 
all  the  principal  officers  were  in  their  respective  chairs. 
The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro.  A.  C.  Rorabeck  (who  is,  I  expect, 
the  youngest  W.  M.  under  Grand  Lodge),  initiated  a 
candidate  in  a  most  praiseworthy  manner.  The  War- 
dens are  well  up  in  their  work.  The  J.  W.,  Bro.  Wee- 
gar,  gave  the  lecture  satisfactorily.  It  wa's  expected 
that  a  third  degree  would  be  conferred,  but  the  candi- 
date, not  being  able  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination, 
this  was  deferred,  as  this  Lodge  consider  it  most  im- 
portant to  have  the  members  properly  qualified  before 
proceeding.  I  was  pleased  to  have  W.  Bro.  Leask,  L 
P.  M.,  with  us.  Unfortunately  for  this  Lodge  three  of 
our  Past  Masters  have  within  a  short  space  of  time 
moved  from  the  town,  in  the  persons  of  W.  Bros.  Mor- 
ris, McKnight,  and  Way,  and  to  whom  this  Lodge  owe 
a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  important  part  they  took  in 
Masonr>'  while  residing  in  North  Bay.  Books,  rec- 
cords,  etc.,  are  up  to  date. 

Strong  Lodge,  No.  423,  Siindridge :  On  December 
19th  I  paid  my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  and  found  it  in 
a  fairly  prosperous  condition.  The  attendance  was  as 
good  as  could  be  expected.  The  proper  material  in  this 
locahty  being  limited,  progress  is  slow.  Three  applica- 
tions for  membership  were  received,  and  being,  I  under- 
stand, of  good  material,  this  Lodge  is  likely  to  over- 
three  degree?  correctly.  The  books,  records,  etc.,  are 
come  the  apparent  depression  of  a  few  years  ago.  W. 
Bro.  Whitby,  the  W.  M.,  initiated  a  candidate  in  a  pleas- 
ing manner.  The  Wardens  and  officers  done  their 
parts  well.  The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the 
three  degrees  correctly.  The  books,  records,  etc.,  are 
well  kept. 

Nickel  Lodge,  No.  427,  Sudbury :  On  June  5th  I  paid 
my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge.  From  what  I  saw.  and 
from  my  personal  knowledge  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Lodge,  I  cannot  speak  too  favorably  of  it. 
The  arrangement  of  the  lighting,  etc.,  surpasses  any  in 
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the  District,  and  the  hall  in  general  is  very  good.  There 
•was  a  fair  attendance  of  members  and  visitors,  and  the 
East  was  well  filled  with  Past  Masters.  The  work  for 
the  evening  was  a  third  degree,  which  was  conferred  by 
the  W.  M.,  W.  Bro  Gill,  and  being  well  supported  by 
the  Wardens  and  assistant  officers,  the  work  was  done 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  The  Secretary  being  W.  Bro. 
C.  R.  Reid,  the  books,  records,  etc.,  could  not  be  other- 
wise than  well  kept. 

Algonquin  Lodge,  No.  434,  Emsdale :  On  November 
^th  I  visited  this  Lodge,  and  although  many  of  the 
members  came  from  a  distance,  there  was  a  good  attend- 
ance. There  being  no  candidates,  the  Lodge  was  opened 
and  closed  in  the  several  degrees  by  the  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
McConkey.  I  was  informed  beforehand  that  the  offi- 
cers in  this  Lodge  were  hair  splitters.  I  must  say  that 
I  highly  appreciated  the  manner  in  which  the  opening 
and  closing  ceremony  was  performed,  and  if  more  of  the 
older  Lodges  would  copy  from  this  one,  and  stick  closer 
to  their  work  and  read  more  carefully  all  notations  per- 
taining to  the  work  there  would  be  less  cause  for  criti- 
cism when  the  D.  D.  G.  M's  pay  their  official  visits. 

Powassan  Lodge,  No.  433.  Powassan:  My  first  visit 
to  this  Lodge  was  on  September  24th,  to  conduct  the 
funeral  service  by  special  request  on  the  part  of  the  de- 
ceased, Bro.  Samuel  Carmichael  (before  his  death). 
The  deceased  was  one  of  the  first  settlers,  and  also  one 
of  the  most  respected  residents  in  this  district,  which 
was  plainly  shown  at  the  funeral.  I  was  accompanied 
by  W.  Bro.  McKnight,  Bros.  Cobb,  Martin  and  Weegar, 
of  Nipissing  Lodg^e,  No.  420.  On  December  27th  I 
again  visited  this  Lodge,  and  assisted  by  my  old  friends 
W,  Bro.  Darling  and  W.  Bro.  Oldfield,  installed  the  offi- 
cers. The  officers  and  members  of  this  Lodge  deserve 
a  good  deal  of  credit  for  having  such  comfortable  quar- 
ters and  being  free  from  debt,  as  too  many  new  Lodges 
do  not  realize  that  they  should  creep  before  they  walk. 
Although  there  was  no  degree  work,  the  Master,  War- 
dens and  assistant  officers  appear  to  be  familiar  with 
their  duties. 

Sturgeon  Falls  Lodge.  No.  447.  Sturgeon  Falls :  On 
November  12th.  assisted  by  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  J.  Young 
and  W.  Bro.  Anderson,  as  requested  bv  Most  Wor.  Bro. 
Hungerford,  G.  M.,  I  constituted  this  Lodge  in  due 
form  as  No.  447^  and  installed  the  officers.  -  The  By- 
laws were  read  and  confirmed  in  open  Lodge.       This 
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Lodge  is  unusually  well  supported  by  a  number  of  Past 
Masters,  and  an  active  lot  of  officers  and  members. 
Their  hall  and  reception  room  would  do  credit  to  a 
much  older  Lodge,  and  on  the  day  that  the  Lodge  was 
constituted  Bro.  Chas.  Wright,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and  likewise  a  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Australia,  presented  the  Lodge  with  a 
beautiful  set  of  pedestals,  which  do  credit  to  the  taste  of 
the  donor,  and  very  highly  prized  by  the  brethren.  Since 
that  time  another  brother,  in  the  person  of  Bro.  J.  B. 
Moore,  has  made  the  Lodge  a  present  of  a  costly  altar. 
And  everything  goes  to  show  that  Grand  Lodge  at  its 
last  communication  made  no  mistake  in  granting  this 
Lodge  a  charter. 

Before  closing  with  my  report  I  would  like  to  say  that 
I  was  agreeably  surprised  at  the  competent  manner  in 
which  most  Secretaries  had  done  their  work,  and  as  a 
suggestion  I  would  ask  all  Masters  and  Secretaries  to 
be  prompt  in  dealing  with  correspondence,  etc.,  from 
their  D.  D.  G.  M's  in  order  that  the  burden  may  be 
lightened.  For  my  part  I  wish  to  thank  one  and  all  for 
promptness  in  dealing  with  communications  from  me 
during  my  term  of  office,  and  in  conclusion  bid  you  all 
a  fond  adieu.

REPORT  ON  CONSTITUTION  AND  LAWS.     ' 

R.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  and  read  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Board,  through  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  and 
Laws,  has  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  respect- 
ing  the  notices  of  motion  upon  th'e  notice  paper. 

Grand  Lodge  will  remember  that  It  is  no  part  of  the  Board's 
duty  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  the  merits  of  the  motions — 
their  duty  is  confined  to  reporting  as  to  their  effect  on  and 
their  relation  to  existing  legislation. 

Motion  No.  1: 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  change  the  rule  respecting 
ballot  voting.  Under  the  present  rule  33  a  ballot  may  be 
bad  on  the  demand  of  any  brother  while  Grand  Lodge  is  in 
session  on  any  question  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Brother 
Macwatt  desires  to  have  the  rul«  changed  so  that  a  ballot  can- 
not be  bad  except  upon  the  application  of  ten  brethren. 
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There  is  no  constitutional  objection  to  the  motion. 

If  it  passes  the  following  verbal  change  should  be  made: 

The  jrords  "any  brother"  should  be  changed  to  "ten  breth- 
ren." 

The  word  "his"  in  the  next  line  should  be  changed  to 
"their,"  and  the  word  "place"  to  "places." 

Motion  No.  2: 

Motion  2  is  intended  to  make  the  clause  3k  conform  to 
what  is  understood  to  be  the  recognized  practice  in  balloting. 

The  law  permits  a  brother  to  deposit  a  ballot  in  his  own 
right  and  another  as  the  representative  of  a  Lodge.  The 
amendment  seems  to  be  proper. 

Motion  3: 

Brother  Cuthbert's  motion,  No.  3,  deals  with  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes.  There  is  no  objec- 
tion to  the  motion  from  a  constitutional  point  of  view.

REPORT  ON  CONDITION  OF  MASONRY. 

R.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  and  read  the  following 

RtPORT. 

The  Board  have  had  submitted  to  them  the  reports  of  the 
District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  Having  carefully  read  the 
various  reports  the  Board  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that 
of  the  362  Lodges  on  the  roll  of  Grand  Lodge,  351  have  been 
officially  visited,  some  of  them  several  times.  Last  year 
seven  Lodges  were  reported  unvisited;  this  year  ten  are  re- 
ported not  visited.      The  unvisited  Lodges  are  below:

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Of  the  Beven  Lodges  not  viBitod  last  yeur  six  were  visited 
this  year  and  with  one,  or  perhaps  two,  exceptions,  are  re- 
ported to  be  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

The  fact  of  ten  Lodges  not  being  visited  this  year  would  be 
more  unsatisfactory  if  these  Lodges  were  scattered  over  the 
whole  Jurisdiction,  but  as  six  of  the  ten  are  in  one  district 
and  only  four  in  the  other  eighteen  districts,  it  does  not  indi- 
cate any  relaxation  of  vigilance  generally.  No  doubt  there 
was  some  reason  for  the  neglect  to  visit  so  large  a  perceiitage 
in  the  St.  Lawrence  District,  but  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  in  his  report 
does  not  give  it  voice. 

The  Board  must  continue  to  press  upon  the  attention  of 
the  D.  D.  G.  M's  the  wish  of  Grand  Lodge  and  their  obligation 
to  carry  out  that  wish  that  each  of  them  shall,  during  his 
term  of  office,  pay  one  visit  to  every  Lodge  in  his  district. 
The  attention  of  the  D  .D.  G.  M's  is  particularly  directed  to 
the  Lodges  in  their  District  not  visited  last  year,  so  that  they 
may  pay  them  a  visit  at  an  early  date. 

The  Board  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  generally 
the  D.  D  .G.  M's  have  discharged  their  trust  carefully  and 
efficiently.  Their  duties  are  onerous  and  exacting,  and  a 
large  measure  of  responsibility  rests  upon  them.  It  is  grati- 
fying to  know  that  they  have  realized  how  much  depends 
upon  their  faithfulness  and  have  so  well  fulfilled  their  duties. 
The  Lodges  look  forward  with  pleasure  to  the  visits  of  the 
representative  of  the  Grand  Master,  expecting  they  will  be 
encouraged  in  well  doing,  and  by  information  and  instruction 
from  such  an  authority  be  stimulated  to  even  greater  things. 
Under  such  circumstances  it  is  as  great  a  pleasure  for  the 
D.  D.  G.  M.  to  pay  a  visit  as  it  is  for  a  Lodge  to  receive  it. 
The  expenses  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M's  have  during  the  year  appar- 
ently been  fairly  well  paid,  as  only  in  one  or  two  instances 
is  there  any  reference  to  the  matter.  One  D.  D.  G.  M.  says 
be  had  to  ask  for  his  expenses  and  felt  embarrased  at  having 
tc  do  so.  There  should  be  no  embarrassment  in  such  a 
case.  Grand  Lodge  has  so  often  expressed  its  wish  upon 
this  matter,  and  it  is  so  eminently  fair  that  an  officer  who 
freely  gives  his  valuable  time  should  be  paid  his  travelling 
expenses  that  no  hesitation  should  be  felt  In  rendering  an 
account  which  should  be  cheerfully  and  promptly  paid.  The 
present  system  by  wliich  each  Lodge  pays  the  expenses  of 
visitation  is  working  very  well,  and  the  Board  believes  that 
if  every  D.  D.  G.  M.  would  render  a  bill  tp  each  Lodge  that 
the  few  cases  now  in  evidence  would  entirely  disappear. 

In  al]  the  districts  prosperity  and  progress  is  reported. 
We  are  told  of  increased  membership,  easy  finances,  harmony 
and  good  feeling  prevailing,  apparently  not  a  shadow  of  dis- 
content or  soreness,  and  it  may  be  truly  said  that  the  condi- 
tion of  Masonry  well  reflects  the  present  content  and  pros- 
perity prevailing  in  this  happy  land.  With  few  exceptions 
the  W.  M's  are  reported  to  be  well-skilled  and  proficient  in 
the  working  of  the  several  degrees,  and  in  this  connection 
there  is  reason  for  satisfaction  that  year  by  year  the  W.  M's 
are  increasingly  perfect  in  their  work,  and  the  Lodge  where 
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the  Master  cannot  fill  all  the  duties  of  his  office  are  few  and 
far  between.  There  appears  to  be  almost  perfect  uniformity, 
although  occasionally  something  crops  up  to  show  it  is  not 
yet  absolute  and  complete.  We  are  told  of  a  Junior  Warden 
delivering  a  lecture  other  than  that  prescribed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge.  It  is  only  alluded  to  here  to  point  the  moral  that 
the  Master  who  permits  such  departures  has  not  grasped  all 
the  responsibilities  of  his  office.  Of  course  there  are  men 
who  think  they  could  improve  the  ritual;  perhaps  they  could, 
but  they  have  no  authority  to  do  so  until  Grand  Lodge  ap- 
proves— to  permit  such  attempts  would  be  to  invite  chaos 
where  order  reigns,  if  not  supreme,  very  nearly  so. 

The  progress  that  has  taken  place  in  uniformity  and  per- 
fection of  details  is  largely  due  to  the  watchfulness  and  care 
of  the  D.  D.  G.  M's,  but  under  them  it  is  due  in  a  great  degree 
to  the  holding  of  Lodges  of  Instruction,  which  latter  are  veri- 
table schools  for  Imparting  a  knowledge  of  sound  and  correct 
work.  Believing  this,  the  Board  are  continually  harping  on. 
the  necessity  for  holding  them  in  every  District.  Last  year 
only  three  Lodges  were  held.  This  year  eleven  have  been 
held  in  nine  Districts,  some  holding  two.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  wherever  they  were  held  they  were  well  attended, 
much  appreciated  and  admittedly  had  an  educational  and 
stimulating  efitect  upon  the  Craft  in  the  locality.  The  Board 
record  the  hope  that  next  year  Lodges  of  Instruction  will  be 
held  in  every  District.  The  Districts  holding  Lodges  of  In- 
struction were  Nos.  1,  2,  5.  7,  10,  11,  11a.  14,  16. 

The  Secretarial  work  of  the  Lodges  is  reported  to  be  well 
and  efficiently  transacted,  and  this  is  of  great  importance,  as 
these  officers  carry  on  the  business  affairs  of  the  Lodges.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Secretaries  will  be  careful  in  future 
to  forward  the  statistical  table  to  the  D.  D.  G.  M's  in  plenty 
of  time  to  send  them  with  their  reports,  as  in  the  absence  of 
these  tables  the  growth  of  the  Lodges  cannot  be  accurately 
gauged. 

The  Board  record  with  pleasure  the  fact  that  many  D.  D. 
.G  M's  report  the  Lodges  attending  Divine  service  clothed  as 
Masons.  This  is  as  it  should  be;  we  cannot  too  frequently 
testify  to  our  belief  in  and  reliance  upon  our  Father  which  is 
in  Heaven.  Mention  is  also  made  of  Memorial  services  on 
the  occasion  of  the  death  of  the  great  and  good  Queen  to 
whom  this  institution  is  lastingly  and  deeply  indebted.  That 
these  services  were  not  more  generally  held  is  no  doubt  due 
to  the  universality  of  mourning  services  and  the  presence  of 
Masons  at  the  service  in  their  place  of  family  worship  with 
their  wires  and  children. 

The  necessity  for  keeping  full  insurance  on  Lodge  effects 
is  being  frequently  emphasized  by  the  misfortunes  of  various 
Lodges.  The  Board  once  more  urge  upon  the  D.  D.  G.  M's 
the  importance  of  pressing  this  matter  on  the  attention  of 
the  Lodges  and  doing  everything  possible  to  promote  thii 
means  of  safeguarding  from  disaster  property  so  difficult  fo- 
a  struggling  Lodge  to  replace. 

Arrearages  of  dues  continue  a  subject  of  discussion.    The 
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Lodges  have  the  remedy  in  their  own  hands,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  no  de^iie  to  dictate  or  interfere  with  what  is  a 
domestic  problem  for  each  Lodge.  The  Board  would  ex- 
press the  opinion  that  every  reasonable  effort  should  be  made 
to  lessen  the  serious  amount  of  outstanding  dues  in  some 
Lodges.  It  i3  the  universal  experience  that  the  longer  dues 
stand  the  more  difficult  they  are  of  collection,  and  in  many 
cases  when  action  has  to  be  taken  dissatisfaction  becomes 
rife  and.  troubles  ensue.  The  true  course  would  seem  to  be 
to  insist  upon  all  who  are  able  to  pay  paying  at  the  proper 
time.  This  would  break  the  back  of  the  difficulty.  Then 
carefully  inquire  into  and  extend  leniency  to  the  case  of  the 
deserving,  and  to  those  wholly  incapable  of  paying  extend  the 
very  broadest  charity. 

The  Lodges  have  as  usual  been  generous  to  those  who  are 
in  dif&cuities  or  afflicted.  Substantial  grants  have  been 
made  for  transient  relief  to  the  widows  and  orphans  and  to 
benevolent  institutions  which  care  for  the  sick  and  needy. 

The  Boaid  in  closing  express  the  opinion  that  there  has 
been  no  diminution  in  the  peace  and  prosperity  prevailing  in 
our  beloved  Order,  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  we  have  at- 
tained to  an  even  higher  plane  of  usefulness  and  happiness 
than  we  had  reached  at  the  end  of  our  last  Masonic  year.

REPORT  ON  GRIEVANCES  AND  APPEALS. 

R.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  and  read  the  following 


The  Board  beg  to  report  as  follows  upon  the  cases  of 
Grievances  and  Appeals  laid  before  them: 

1.  Lodge  No.  239,  Tweed,  and  Bro.  G.  W.  Woodhouse.  This 
is  a  case  of  the  Lodge  conferring  the  second  and  third  de- 
gree upon  Bro.  Woodhouse  within  three  weeks,  which  was 
discovered  upon  application  to  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the 
brother's  certificate.  We  recommend  that,  with  the  consent 
of  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  a  dispensation  be  granted 
upon  payment  of  the  usual  fee.  The  Board  regrets  to  see 
the  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  displayed  by  the 
W.  Master  and  the  installing  board  of  this  Lodge,  and  would 
draw  the  attention  of  W.  Masters  throughout  the  jurisdiction 
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of  Grand  Lodge  to  the  grave  duties  devolving  upon  the  In- 
Btalling  Board  when  recommending  the  W.  Master-elect  for 
installation. 

2.  St.  George's  Lodge,  No.  243,  vs.  Bro.  A.  B.  Laing,  steal- 
ing moneys.  The  brother  was  tried  before  the  County  Judge 
o.  the  County  of  Brant,  found  guilty  and  sentenced.  There- 
alter  a  charge  was  laid  against  him  before  his  Lodge.  He 
was  tried,  suspended  indefinitely,  and  recommended  to  Grand 
Lodge,  for  expulsion.  The  proceedings  being  regular,  the 
Board  recommend  that  Bro.  Laing  be  summoned  to  show 
cause  before  next  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  why  he  should  not 
te  expelled  from  the  Craft  for  said  offence. 

3.  Complaint  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia  vs. 
North  Star  Lodge,  No.  322,  Owen  Sound,  invasion  of  jurisdic- 
tion. It  is  quite  clear  that  there  has  been  an  invasion  in  this 
case,  and  the  Board  recomihend  as  follows:  (1)  That  North 
Star  Lodge  be  directed  to  pass  a  resolution  of  the  Lodge  in 
form  satisfactory  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  apologizing 
for  their  action  in  the  circumstances  and  expressing  their 
regret  therefore;  (2)  tfiat  they  be  directed  to  pay  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  within  60  days 
from  this  date,  an  amount  equal  to  the  initiation  fee  for  the 
initiation  of  a  candidate  required  by  NelEon  Lodge,  G.  R., 
British  Columbia  to  be  paid  to  the  said  Nelson  Lodge,  of 
the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  (3)  that  they  be  prohibited 
from  passing  or  raising  Bro.  George  Keyes,  the  candidate, 
and  from  requesting  any  other  Lodge  from  doing  so  for  them; 
(4)  that  a  copy  of  this  report  and  of  the  apology  of  North 
Star  Lodge  be  forwarded  at  the  earliest  possible  date  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

4.  Doric  Lodge,  No.  424.  Pickering,  vs.  Wm.  Egan  Vanstone, 
nnmasonic  conduct.  This  is  an  appeal  by  Bro.  Vanstone 
from  the  action  of  Doric  Lodge  in  suspending  him  indefinitely 
and  recommending  him  to  Grand  Lodge  for  expulsion.  The 
verdict  of  the  Lodge  was  given  on  the  11th  April,  1901.  Bro. 
Vanstone  was  notified  thereof  on  the  18th  April,  whilst  Bro. 
Vanstone's  notice  of  appeal  was  not  served  upon  the  Lodge 
for  nearly  six  weeks  thereafter,  the  Constitution  requiring 
such  notice  to  be  given  within  21  days  after  the  notice  given 
by  the  Lodge.  After  hearing  the  parties  and  considering  all 
the  circumstances,  independently  of  the  irregularity  regard- 
ing the  notice  of  appeal,  your  Board  recommend  that  the  ap- 
peal be  dismissed. 

5.  In  the  matter  of  the  invasion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  Moun- 
tain Lodge,  No.  221,  G.  R.  C,  by  Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  No.  103, 
G.  R.  C,  and  of  the  counter  charge  of  the  invasion  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  No.  103,  G.  R.  C,  by  Moun- 
tain Lodge,  No.  221,  G.  R.  C.  Your  Board  are  not  satisfied  with 
the  evidence  produced  and  recommend  that  the  matters  in 
question  be  referred  to  the  incoming  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  that  Dis- 
trict to  have  an  independent  survey  made  under  his  personal 
supervision  by  a  properly  qualified  land  surveyor  and  to  re- 
port thereon  to  your    Board  at  the  next  annual   commnniea- 
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tion,  the  expense  of  such  survey  to  be  paid  in  the  meantime 
by  the  Orand  Lodge. 

6.  In  the  matter  of  complaint  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  against  St.  George's  Lodge,  No.  367,  G.  R.  C,  To- 
ronto, for  invasion  of  jurisdiction/ by  initiating  one  John 
Phillips,  a  resident  of  Rossland,  B.C.  Tour  Board  have  care- 
fully considered  the  report  of  R.  W.  Bros.  J.  H.  Burritt.  J.  C. 
Hegler  and  A.  T.  Freed,  dated  the  7th  day  of  December,  1900^ 
appointed  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  to  enquire  into 
the  said  complaint,  and  beg  to  report  as  follows:  (1)  That 
Bro.  John  Phillips  was  formerly  a  resident  of  the  city  of  To- 
ronto, and  in  or  about  the  year  1897  went  to  reside  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  on  the  2nd  day  of  March, 
1^00,  when  initiated  into  St.  George's  Lodge,  although  he  had 
then  temporarily  returned  to  Toronto,  was  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  Corinthian  Lodge,  Nb.  27,  Rossland,  G.  R.,  B.  C.» 
and  was  initiated  by  St.  George's  Lodge  without  the  know- 
ledge or  consent  of  Corinthian  Lodge  aforesaid;  (2)  that  br 
initiating  Bro.  Phillips,  St  George's  Lodge  was  guilty  of  an 
invasion  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  'Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia;  (8)  that  it  appears  that  St  George's  Lodge  habit- 
ually destroy  all  applications  of  candidates  therein  within  a 
short  time  of  the  initiation  of  the  candidates  and  in  pursu- 
ance of  that  policy  destroyed  the  application  put  in  to  them 
by  Bro.  Phillips.  We  recommend  as  follows:  (1)  That  St. 
George's  Lodge,  be  directed  to  pass  a  resolution  of  the  Lodge 
in  form  satisfactory  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master,  apolo- 
gizing for  their  action  in  the  circumstances  find  expressing 
their  regret  therefor;  (2)  that  St.  George's  Lodge  be  directed 
to  pay,  within  sixty  days  of  this  date,  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  |30,  to  be  paid  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  Corinthian  Lodge;  (3)  that  St.  George's  Lodge  be  di- 
rected to  prefer,  through  their  Junior  Warden  not  later  than 
their  regular  meeting  in  September  next,  a  charge  to  the 
effect  that  Bro.  John  Phillips  did,  while  a  resident  of  Ross- 
land,  B.  C,  falsely  and  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be 
a  resident  of  the  city  of  Toronto  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
the  benefit  of  initiation  into  St.  George's  Lodge  contrary  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  and  that 
therefore  the  said  Lodge  do,  at  its  own  expense,  and  under 
the  direction  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  the  District  of  Toronto 
East,  No.  11a,  for  the  time  being,  with  the  assistance  of 
counsel  to  be  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  and 
paid  for  by  St  George's  Lodge,  vigorously  prosecute  the  said 
charge  to  a  conclusion;  (4)  that  St.  George's  Lodge  be  pro- 
hibited (a)  from  passing  or  raising  Bro.  Phillips,  (b)  from  re- 
questing any  other  Lodge  to  do  so  for  them,  (c)  from  grant- 
ing him  his  demit,  and  (d)  from  permitting  him  to  enjoy  any 
of  the  privileges  or  advantages  of  Masonry,  pending  his  trial 
on  said  charge;  (5)  that  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  the  Lodges 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  all  applications 
for  initiation  and  affiliation  must  be  carefully  preserved 
amon?  the  archives  of  the  Lodge;  (6)  that  a  copy  of  this  re- 
port and  of  the  apology  of  St.  George^s  Lodge  be  forwarded 
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at  the  earliest  possible  date  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  G. 
L.  of  British  Columbia.

REPORT  ON  THE  FRATERNAL  DEAD. 

R.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  and  read  the  following 


The  Board,  through  the  Committee  on  the  Fraternal  Dead, 
beg  leave  to  report: 

Whilst  we  greet  with  infinite  pleasure  the  many  friends 
who  year  by  year  are  "Happy  to  meet,  sorry  to  part,  but  most 
happy  to  meet  again,"  our  pleasure  is  deeply  tinged  with  sad- 
ness when  we  note  the  gaps  in  our  ranks  and  miss  the  pres- 
ence of  those  who  for  long  have  been  our  associates  and  fel- 
low workers. 

The  Board  regret  exceedingly  that  the  reports  of  the  Lodge 
Secretaries  are  in  many  cases  so  meagre  that  the  D.  D.  G.  M's 
are  unable  to  give  anything  like  complete  returns  and  that 
therefore  your  Committee  have  probably  neglected  to  note 
the  names  of  some  brethren  who  have  perchance  lived  the 
ideal  Masonic  life,  whose  influence  has  been  uniformly  the 
highest  and  purest,  whose  characters  have  been  splendid 
object-lessons  on  what  a  Mason  should  do  and  be,  and  whose 
memory  should  not  only  be  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  those 
who  have  known  them  best,  but  should  be  perpetuated  in 
the  records  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Among  those  reported  we  note:  R.  W.  Bro.  Richard  Brier- 
ley,  The  Barton  Lodge,  No.  6,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.;  R.  W.  Bro.  James 
Smith,  The  Belleville  Lodge,  No.  123,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M.;  R.  W.

The  Grand  Master  has  feelingly  alluded  in  his  address  to 
V.  W.  Bro.  Robert  Lewis,  of  Kilwinning  Lodge,  No.  64,  at  his 
death  of  one  of  the  oldest  Past  Masters  of  his  Lodge. 

In  addition,  W.  Bro.  Wm.  Moore,  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  20Ba,. 
a  P.  M.  for  over  50  years,  passed  away  suddenly  at  the  ripe 
age  of  82,  and  we  have  lost  W.  Bro.  Charles  B.  Brine,  of  Ivy 
Lodge,  No.  115,  a  brilliant  and  well-posted  Mason;  W.  Bro. 
Roderick  Campbell,  of  Mountain  Lodge,  No.  221;  W.  Bro.  A. 
N.  Pamey,  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  82;  W.  Bro.  Charles 
Brown,  of  Burford  Lodge,  No.  108;  W.  Bro.  B.  Varey.  of  Erie 
Lodge,  No.  149;  W.  Bro.  M.  G.  Hetherington,  of  Leamington 
Lodge,  No.  290;  W.  Bro.  Andrew  Hamilton,  of  Maple  Leaf 
Lodge,  No.  862,  who  met  his  death  by  drowning;  W.  Bro.  A.  K. 
Sturgeon,  M.  D.,  of  Petrolia  Lodge,  No.  194;  W.  Bro.  W.  D. 
McRao,  of  Craig  Lodge,  No.  401;  W.  Bro.  A.  Graveley,  of 
Cornwall  L«odge,  No.  125. 

May  they  rest  in  peace! 

"They  do  but  slumber  in  the  dust. 

While  angels  guard  their  sacred  trust, 
Till  all  the  bodies  of  the  just 

In  glory  rise." 

Be  this  the  brief  record  of  those  of  our  brethren  who  have 
received  their  summonses  from  the  Great  Overseer  to  drop 
working  tools,  to  leave  guage  and  gavel  and  chisel,  square  and 
level  and  plumb  rule,  skirret  and  pencil  and  compasses,  and, 
work  in  hand,  to  prevent  themselves  before  the  unerring  Jus- 
tice of  His  all-seeing  eye,  there  to  render  an  account  of  their 
conduct  through  life.  To  His  mercy  and  love,  gn^eater,  if 
possible  than  His  Justice,  we  leave  them,  in  firm  yet  humble 
confidence. 

To  each  of  these  there  came  in  turn  his  call;  in  early  man- 
hood's flush  and  joy,  in  the  full  vigor  of  a  lusty  prime,  or

Their  errors  should  be  a  guard  against  temptation,  their 
blight  examples  prove  a  spur  to  purer  thoughts  and  nobler 
deeds,  their  lives  should  ever  help  us  climb  from  height  to 
height,  each  loftier,  clearer  than  the  last,  until  at  lenght, 
with  work  truly  done  and  life  well  spent,  we  stand  within  the 
cloudless  radiance  of  the  Master's  smile — ^"'forever  with  the 
Lord." 
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Aye,  "  'TlB  ever  wrong  to  say  a  good  man  dies."  His  body 
only  is  claimed  by  Mother  Barth,  his  spirit  ever  lives,  even 
for  us  whom  he  has  left  to  follow  In  the  path  which  all  must 
tread. 

And  if  these  partings  ev6r  speak  to  us  in  trumpet  tone,  how 
much  the  more  when*  we  stand,  as  now,  with  hesitating  feet 
upon  the  threshold  of  another  century. 

The  pages  of  this  new  chapter  from  the  world's  great  book 
lie  open  before  us,  fair  and  white  as  our  own  lamb's  skin, 
clear  and  unspotted  for  each  of  us  to  write  our  record  as  we 
will.  What  shall  it  be?  Will  Masonry  be  to  us  a  mercenary 
means,  a  mere  empty  form,  a  pleasant  and  social  episode 
alone,  or  will  it  so  rule  our  lives,  so  shape  our  acts,  so  influ- 
ence our  very  thoughts  that  not  our  brethren  alone,  but  all 
the  world, 

"Shall  be  the  better  in  that  we  have  lived?" 

Lived  true  to  our  trust  and  all  our  obligations,  lived  lives  or 
stainless  purity,  so  squared  by  the  principles  of  truth  and* 
justice,  so  dedicated  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  good  of  man- 
kind that  we  have  learned  to  contemplate  death  as  the  end 
of  all  afflictions,  and  the  entrance  to  a  better  life.  Nay, 
more,  as 

"The  Golden  Key

far  off  shore,  we  may  hear  them  say  to  each  of  us  who  will 
but  listen — 

"So  live,  that  when  thy  summons  comes  to  join 
The  innumerable  caravan,  which  moves 
To  that  mysterious  realm,  where  each  shall  take 
His  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death, 
Thou  go  not,  like  the  quarry  slave  at  night. 
Scourged  to  his  dungeon;  but,  sustained  and  soothed 
By  an  unfaltering  trust,  approach  thy  grave 
Like  one  who  wraps  the  drapery  of  his  couch 
About  him,  and  lies  down  to  pleasant  dreams."

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Henry  Robertson  presented  and  read  the 
following  special  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence : 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  formally  organ- 
ized at  Perth  on  October  11,  1899.  All  the  proeeedings  ap- 
pear to  have  been  regularly  taken  and  with  substantial  unan- 
imity in  the  English  Lodges,  33  out  of  34  joining  in  the  move- 
ment. The  Grand  Master  is  His  Excellency  Sir  Gerard 
Smith,  K.  C.  M.  G.,  the  Governor  of  the  Ckilony,  a  Past  Grand 
Warden  of  England,  and  District  Grand  Master  und^r  the 
English  Constitution.  The  new  body  has  been  recognized 
by  all  the  other  Australian  Grand  Lodges  and  by  Ehigland 
and  Ireland.  It  is  recommended  that  recognition  be  extended 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  requests  an  exchange  of 
representatives,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  request  be 
gi  anted.  The  Grand  Lodge  was  formed  in  1885  and  has  now 
eleven  Lodges,  all  working  the  York  Rite.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter is  Carlos  B.  Meltz,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  Federlco 
Yumet,  with  headquarters  at  San  Juan. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was 'formed  In  December, 
1899,  by  three  Lodges  out  of  the  four  in  the  Republic.  We 
are  without  sufficient  definite  information  regarding  this  new 
body,  and  it  is  recommended  that  the  committee  have  fur- 
ther time  to  report 

It  is  also  recommended  that  the  question  of  the  recogni- 
tion of  the  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico  be  deferred  for  the  present.

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Canada  : 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  pre- 
sent their  annual  report.  They  have  received  and  exam- 
ined the  Proceedings  of  sixty-four  Grand  Bodies.  Que- 
bec, for  January,  1901,  is  the  only  one  not  received. 

Many  interesting  and  important  matters  will  be  found 
discussed  in  the  numerous  extracts  we  have  given.  It 
being  impossible  for  the  body  of  the  Craft  to  have  ac- 
cess to  all  these  Proceedings,  we  have  aimed  at  giving 
as  clear  an  account  as  possible  of  what  is  going  on  in  the 
Masonic  world. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  has  sur- 
mounted all  its  difficulties  of  organization,  and  is  now  on 
a  firm  basis,  with  bright  prospects  of  a  prosperous  future. 

One  of  the  most  important  publications  of  the  year  is 
a  work  on  Military  Lodges,  by  Bro.  Robert  Freke 
Gould,  whose  great  eminence  as  a  Masonic  Historian  is 
universally  conceded  and  whose  former  works  have  been 
perused  with  delight  by  all  Masonic  students.  Bro. 
Gould  writes  with  great  facility  and  in  a  most  interesting 
and  pleasing  manner.  In  this  work  he  gives  an  account 
of  Lodges  in  Regiments  and  Ships  of  War  and  of  fam- 
ous Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  all  countries  who  have  been 
members  of  the  Craft.  There  are  also  numerous  anec- 
dotes showing  the  influence  of  Masonry  ii!  war,  one  of 
which  we  copy  : 

Among  the  prisoners  taken  by  tbe  Union  troops  at  the  time 
Picket  made  his  great  cliarge  at  Gettysbnrg,  was  a  Virginian 
sergeant.  He  was  a  Mason.  Gapt.  John  A.  KeUogg,  of  the 
Sixth  Wisconsin,  gave  him  a  drink  of  something  reviylng 
from  his  canteen  and  put  some  rations  in  his  empty  haver- 
sack. Their  parting  was  that  of  brothers.  In  December, 
1864,  when  Kellogg  was  a  colonel  commanding  his  regiment 
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(says  the  relator  of  the  anecdote),  I  accompanied  him  on  a 
ride  along  the  picket  line,  a  few  miles  to  the  left  of  Peters- 
burg. By  some  means,  and  without  knowing  it,  we  got  be- 
yond the  picket  lines.  We  were  brought  to  a  halt  suddenly 
by  the  unmilitary  salute:  "Is  that  you.  Captain  Kellogg?" 

Looking  up,  and  about  two  rods  to  the  right,  we  saw  a 
lieutenant  and  a  dozen  men  in  grey,  who  had  apparently  Just 
taken  their  arms  in  preparation  for  serious  business. 
"That's  my  name,  sir,"  answered  the  colonel. 

"Beg  pardon — Colonel  Kellogg.  Tou  were  a  captain  at 
Gettysburg.  Allow  me  to  extend  congratulations  upon  your 
promotion." 

It  was  becoming  interesting,  and  both  of  us  were  making 
plans  for  a  shooting  match  between  a  dozen  Confederate 
pickets  with  guns  in  their  hands,  and  two  officers  with  only 
revolyers,  and  they  not  in  hand. 

"Guess  you  don't  remember  me.  Colonel?" 

"I  guess  that  is  so,"  said  Kellogg;  and  he  was.  more  ner- 
Tous  than  I  eyer  saw  him  in  battle. 

"I'm  the  sergeant  you  gave  a  nip  from  your  canteen  and 
whose  haversack- you  filled  at  Gettysburg.  They  have  made 
me  a  lieutenant  since  then.  I'd  like  to  have  a  ylsit  with  you, 
but  the  officer  of  the  day  is  due  here.  Guess  you  had  better 
get  back  to  your  lines." 

"Thank  you,  lieutenant,"  said  the  colonel,  saluting;  and  as 
we  turned  to  leave,  the  Confederate  gave  the  command: 
"Shoulder  arms.  Right  dress.  Present  arms."  Then  both 
of  us  lifted  our  hats.    There  was  fraternity  for  you. 

.  Bro.  Gould  is  also  about  to  publish  a  concise  History 
of  Freemasonry.  His  former  history,  published  in  1887, 
is  in  five  large  volumes,  and  is  consequently  inaccessible 
to  the  great  body  of  the  Craft.  The  new  work  will  be 
in  one  volume  and  will  contain  the  latest  discoveries, 
many  of  them  of  recent  dates.  All  former  conclusions 
have  been  reconsidered  by  the  new  light  shed  by  the  most 
recently  discovered  evidence. 

ALABAMA. 

8oth  Communication,  Montgomery,  Dec.  4,  1900.

The  Grand  Master  reports  the  organization  of  no  less 
than  nine  new  lodges,  showing  a  degree  of  prosperity 
which  must  be  gratifying  to  the  Southern  brethren.  The 
other  lodges  have  been  doing  an  increased  amount  of 
work,  the  standard  of  morality  is  higher  than  ever  be- 
fore, and  the  brethren  generally  are  becoming  more  fa- 
miliar with  the  secret  work. 

Masonry  had  a  beginning  while  yet  this  old  earth  was  in  its 
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swadfUing  clothes.  Solomon  is  claimed  as  its  founder,  and 
yet  its  traces  run  far  beyond  the  advent  of  the  wisest  man, 
and  when  we  reach  the  bounds  of  history,  and  even  of  tradi- 
tion itself,  there  we  find  finger-boards  pointing  still  backward 
into  the  impenetrable  darkness  of  the  past.  Certain  It  is, 
however,  that  Solomon,  by  his  matchless  knowledge  and  won- 
derful personality  gave  the  order  form  and  impetus,  and 
reared  a  monument  even  worthy  of  symbolic  perpetuation  as 
long  as  the  earth  shall  endure.  He  erected  with  ancestral 
help  and  under  Divine  guidance,  a  temple,  matchless  in  de- 
sign and  construction,  incalculable  In  cost,  and  dedicated  it 
to  the  Church  and  to  Masonry,  its  hand-maiden.  In  solemn 
and  impressive  silence,  the  splendid  building  arose  and  crept 
up  from  stage  to .  stage  of  grandeur  and  beauty,  until  its 
golden  spires  glittered  with  the  dazzling  effulgence  of  the 
blessed  Shekinah,  and  its  sacred,  bejeweled  chambers  were 
filled  with  the  ineffable  glory  of  the  great  I  Am  That  I  Am. 
And  as  the  presence  of  the  spirit  of  the  Infinite  One  gave 
approval  and  benediction  to  Solomon's  great  work  in  the 
erection  of  this,  the  grandest  of  earth's  structures,  so  the 
aegis  of  the  Divine  care  has  been  with  our  beloved  order, 
protecting  it  alike  from  the  corroding*  tooth  of  time  and  the 
persecutions  of  its  enemies.  The  corner-stone  of  the  temple 
was  of  spotless  Parian  marble,  but  the  comer-stone  of 
Masonry  is  the  Holy  Bible,  the  inestimable  gift  of  God  to 
man.  When  it  crumbles  and  disappears,  then  and  not  till 
then  will  Masonry  fail  from  the  earth.  It  has  been  contended 
that  Masonry  has  served  its  purpose,  and  that  the  day  of  its 
usefulness  has  passed.  I  answer  that,  so  long  as  anywhere 
upon  this  earth  the  existence  of  the  Creator  is  denied  or  ig- 
nored ;  so  long  as  there  is  poverty,  want  and  destitution  to  be 
relieved,  so  long  as  the  Golden  Rule  is  despised  or  the  paths  of 
the  Heavenly  Science  unexplored,  so  long  must  Masonry  con- 
tinue its  work.  But,  it  is  asserted,  this  brings  Masonry  in 
hostility  to  the  Church.  Nine  times  out  of  ten  this  is  the 
plea  of  some  suspended  ministerial  brother,  whose  selfish 
soul  is  steeped  in  envy  over  the  contributions  of  his  Lodge  to 
charity,  some  of  the  members  of  which  are  perhaps  his  most 
zealous  churchmen.  He  falsely  imagines  that  golden  shek- 
els are  being  diverted  from  his  own  till,  when  if  he  would 
take  the  trouble  to  reflect  a  moment  he  would  perceive  that 
those  same  brethren  are  his  most  zealous  and  liberal  mem- 
bers. The  Masonic  Order  is  the  ally  and  handmaid  of  the 
Church.  There  is  no  rivalry  between  the  two;  there  can  be 
none.  Masonry  is  not  a  religion,  and  he  who  would  attempt 
to  substitute  it  for  the  Church  has  misconceived  its  spirit  and 
intentions.    Masonry  is 

"Slave  to  no  sect,  it  takes  no  private  road. 
But  looks  through  nature  up  to  nature's  God. 
Pursues  the  chain  that  links  the  immense  design; 
Joins  Heaven  and  earth,  and  mortal  and  Divine; 
Sees  that  no  being  any  bliss  can  know, 
Save  touches  some  above  and  some  below; 
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Learns  from  this  union  of  the  rising  whole, 

The  first,  last  purpose  of  the  human  soul; 

And  knows  that  where  Faith,  Law,  Morals  all  began, 

All  end  in  love  to  God  and  love  to  man." 
Masonry  by  Its  tolerance  to  all  creeds,  its  exalted  ideas  of 
morality  and  by  its  sublime  impressions  of  the  resurrection 
of  the  body,  has  been  a  strong  aid  in  diffusing  light  and  op- 
posing materialism.  By  its  unfaltering  devotion  in  practice, 
not  theory,  to  the  service  of  God,  and  the  elevation  and  happi- 
ness of  His  image — man,  it  has  reached  a  higher  plane  of 
usefulness  than  any  other  human  society.  By  its  constant 
advocacy  of  freedom  without  anarchy,  religion  without  creed, 
liberty  without  license,  law  without  oppression,  democracy  in 
its  noblest  interpretations,  harmony  in  its  sweetest  measures; 
by  its  inculcation  of  Virtue  in  her  truest  ideals,  patriotism 
without  partyism.  Justice  to  government  and  fidelity  to  coun- 
try, and  by  its  enthronement  of  that  heavenly  trio  of  jewel 
graces — Faith,  Hope  and  Charity,  radiant  with  the  glories  of 
prophetic  millennium.  Masonry,  peerless,  in  her  splendid 
symbolisms,  her  glorious  traditions  and  her  boundless  aspira- 
tions, has  shaped  the  destinies  of  men,  states  and  nations  in 
peace  and  Justice,  set  the  pace  in  moral  and  intellectual  de- 
velopment, showered  from  her  ever  full  yet  ever  distributing 
hands  universal  benedictions  of  mercy  and  charity,  and  wrap- 
ped our  old  earth  In  a  mantle  of  perpetual  blessings. 

A  special  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  and  re- 
port upon  the  most  feasible  method  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

On  the  report  of  this  committee,  a  brother  is  to  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  Judicial  Circuit  to  solicit  subscriptions 
and  report  at  next  meeting. 

Bro.  W.  Y,  Titcomb  again  reports  on  Correspondence. 
In  his  review  of  Canada  for  1899  we  notice  a  singular 
error.  He  says  that  our  affiliation  with  the  General 
Masonic  Relief  Association  cost  the  jurisdiction 
$120,000.    It  should  be  $120. 

He  compliments  Grand  Master  Malone  on  his  address 
as  a  "  scholarly  production,  full  of  noblest  sentiments  and 
replete  with  words  of  wisdom,  as  well  as  most  salutary 
counsel." 

Before  the  proceedings  were  printed,  their  beloved 
Grand  Secretary  was  called  from  labor  on  earth  to  re- 
freshment above.  Bro.  H.  Clay  Armstrong  was  a  wor- 
thy, faithful  and  efficient  officer  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  his  loss  will  be  greatly  regretted.

This  year  has  been  a  very  prosperous  one  and  the 
financial  conditions  are  good. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  mostly  taken  up 
with  the  correspondence  relating  to  an  alleged  invasion 
of  jurisdiction  by  a  lodge  just  across  the  border  in 
Mexico. 

Two  new  lodges  were  opened. 

The  following  report  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred 
that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  Address  relating  to  mat- 
ters at  issue  between  "Nogales"  Lodge,  No.  11,  and  "Ermilo 
G.  Canton"  Lodge,  of  Nogales,  Sonora,  begs  leave  to  report: 

That  it  has  read  the  lengthy  correspondence  covering  this 
case,  and  finds  that  the  brethren  of  "Nogales"  Lodge,  No.  11, 
erred,  in  the  first  instance,  in  letting  their  hall  to  ''Ermilo  G. 
Canton"  Lodge. 

We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  in  doing  so  they  encour- 
aged, to  some  extent,  the  subsequent  action  of  said  "Ermilo 
G.  Canton"  Lodge,  the  members  of  which  were,  perhaps,  ig- 
norant of  the  Constitution  and  Regulations  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  touching  upon  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  matter  is  in  a  fair  way  of  an 
amicable  "and  friendly  adjustment,  through  the  efforts  of  our 
Grand  Master  and  the  present  ofBcers  of  "Nogales"  Lodge, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  incoming  Grand  Master  proceed 
on  the  same  lines,  and  close  the  entire  matter,  thereby  re- 
storing perfect  harmony  between  our  neighbor,  the  Gran 
Dieta  Simbolica,  and  our  own  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  recommend,  however,  that  until  the  whole 
matter  is  adjusted  satisfactorily  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  the 
recognition  of  those  Masons  made  in  Nogales,  Arizona,  by 
the  "Ermilo  G.  Canton"  Lodge  will  be  withheld;  and  your 
committee  further  recommend  that  the  subletting  of  a 
Masonic  Hall  in  this  jurisdiction  to  a  foreign  Masonic  Body 
be  discontinued. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  no 
Lodge  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona  has  the 
right  to  waive  jurisdiction  over  its  material  in  favor  of  any 
foreign  Lodge. 

Fraternally  submitted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized. 

Bro.  Charles  D.  Beldon,  Chairman  of  Correspondence, 
presented  a  special  report  on  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington, concluding  with  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  it  is  at  the  present  time  inadvisable  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  take  any  official  notice  of  the  late  acts  of 
our  sister  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  concerning  the  sub- 
ject of  Negro  Masonry. 

Resolved,  Also,  that  we  accept  their  statement  in  the  Ninth 
Declaration  of  1899  as  their  adoption  of  the  American  doc- 
trine of  ezclasive  territorial  Jurisdiction,  and  that,  so  long 
as  they  adhere  strictly  to  that  principle  we  see  no  sufficient 
cause  for  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Arizona. 

We  believe  this  to  be  an  appropriate  occasion  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Arizona  to  affirm  her  loyalty  to  the  American  Doc- 
trine, and,  therefore,  submit  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  adopts  and  incorporates 
the  American  Doctrine  as  one  of  its  fundamental  tenets;  that 
is  to  say,  a  Grand  Lodge  first  organized  in  a  state  or  terri- 
tory has  the  supreme  control  over  Symbolic  Masonry  within 
its  territorial  limits.

Bro.  Myers  became  Grand  Master  on  the  death  of  Bro. 
Robert  M.  Smith,  who  with  his  wife  and  four  children, 
was  swept  away  by  the  remorseless  waves  in  the  terrible 
disaster  at  Galveston,  Texas,  whither  he  had  gone  with 
his  family  but  a  few  days  before  the  calamity  occurred, 
in  search  of  rest  and  recreation  from  his  arduous  labors. 
His  body  was  never  recovered. 

The  Craft  in  Arkansas  continues  to  thrive.  Peace 
has  its  abiding  place  among  the  brethren  and  brotherly 
love  prevails. 

Their  financial  condition  has  greatly  improved. 

A  proposal  to  reduce  the  fees  for  the  degrees  to  $15 
was  negatived. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  and  the  new  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia  were  recognized. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  directed  to 
ascertain  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  repealing  resolutions  on  the 
negro  question. 

The  following  recommendations  were  adopted : 

1.  Tbat  no  man  who  is  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
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liquor  shall  be  made  a  Mason  by  any  of  the  Lodges  In  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction. 

2.  That  all  Subordinate  Lodges  within  the  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion be  required  to  drop  from  their  rolls  every  member  who 
is  in  any  way  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
Provided,  that  whenever  such  persons  shall  discontinue  such 
business,  they  may,  upon  application  to  the  Lodge  from 
whose  rolls  they  were  dropped,  be  restored  by  a  two-thirds 
vo^e  to  all  such  rights  and  privileges. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  in  preparing  the  blanks  for  re- 
turns from  Subordinate  Lodges  shall  add  a  clause  for  the  fol- 
lowing statement,  to  wit: 

Members  of  this  Lodge  engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors. 

Action  taken  by  the  Lodge  with  relation  to  members  en- 
gaged in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  in  compliance  with 
section  2,  the  Edict  of  1900. 

4.  That  by  the  term  "Intoxicating  Liquors,"  is  meant  all 
vinous,  malt,  spiritous  liquors  or  any  compound  thereof, 
commonly  called  tonics  or  bitters,  and  shall  include  native 
wines.

He  reports  universal  prosperity  in  the  Craft.  Peace 
and  harmony  have  prevailed  everywhere  and  no  disturb- 
ing elements  have  been  introduced  to  mar  the  spirit  of 
brotherly  love  in  this  jurisdiction.  He  does  not  ap- 
prove of  the  incorporation  of  lodges,  believing  that  all 
the  advantages  may  be  had  by  vesting  the  lodge  pro- 
perty in  the  name  of  Trustees.  He  granted  two  dis- 
pensations to  shorten  the  time  between  the  degrees, 
where  the  candidates  resided  respectively  100  and  200 
miles  from  their  lodges. 

New  lodges  were  formed  at  Ymir,  Trail,  Duncans  and 
Cranbrook,  and  four  others  are  under  way. 

Bro.  John  Corson  Smith,  of  Chicago,  was  present 
and  delighted  the  brethren  with  an  interesting  account  of 
Masonry  in  Egypt  and  other  Oriental  countries,  and  his 
personal  experiences  while  travelling  in  foreign  lands. 
The  distinguished  visitor  received  a  cordial  vote  of 
thanks. 

The  question  of  the  removal  of  the  archives  of  Grand 
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Lodge  to  Vancouver  was  discussed,  and  thereupon  the 
following  resolution  was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  Inasmuch  as  the  prospocts  for  a  permanent 
meeting  place  of  Grand  Lodge  in  the  near  future  are  evi- 
dent, they  be  aUowed  to  remain  in  Victoria  pending  such  ac- 
tion. 

In  his  excellent  report  on  Correspondence,  Bro.  De 
Wolf  Smith  reviews  our  Proceedings  of  1899.  He  says 
that  he  does  not  see  why  a  brother  should  expect  to  re- 
ceive any  rank  conferred  upon  him  in  a  clandestine 
lodge  when  he  joins  a  regular  lodge.  He  expresses  our 
sentiments  exactly  in  the  following : 

It  appears  to  us  that  non-affiliates  are  receiving  a  great 
deal  more  attention  than  they  deserve.  We  think  that  Grand 
Lodges  would  not  have  nearly  so  much  trouble  with  this  class 
if  they  did  not  go  about  looking  for  it.  We  should  like  to  see 
nearly  all  non-affiliated  Masons  members  of  some  Lodge,  and 
would  make  the  way  back  as  easy  as  possible,  but  if  a  Bro- 
ther really  wishes  to  stay  out,  let  him  go  in  peace,  and  re- 
main out  until  he  feels  that  he  would  like  to  come  in  again.

CALIFORNIA. 

51st  Communication,  San  Francisco,  Oct.  9,  1900.

The  Grand  Master  reports  two  new  lodges,  and  has 
the  following  on  the  state  of  the  Order : 

It  is  gratifying  tp  me  to  be  able  to  report  that  Masonry  Is 
prospering  through  the  entire  State — that  the  past  year  has 
been  one  marked  by  gains  in  membership  as  well  as  by  pro- 
gress along  lines  which  lead  to  better  fraternal  feeling  among 
the  Lodges  and  members.  The  net  gain  for  the  year  has 
been  over  1,100,  which  is  a  larger  one  than  ever  before.  I 
believe  this  great  gain  to  be  due  to  the  increased  interest 
shown  by  the  members  and  officers  of  the  Lodges  in  the  work 
of  Masonry.  The  revision  of  our  Ritual  has  helped  in  the 
accomplishment  of  the  result,  and  more  than  all,  I  am  satis- 
fled  that  the  establishment  and  successful  operation  of  our 
Masonic  Home  has  contributetd  to  make  this  year  a  distinct 
success. 

There  are  three  lodges  in  San  Francisco  working  in 
foreign  languages,  one  in  French,  one  in  German,  and 
one  in  Italian.  Special  Inspectors  were  appointed  for 
these  lodges,  speaking  the  different  languages,  so  that 
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there  might  be  a  strict  investigation  into  their  manner  of 
work. 

Great  praise  is  given  to  the  Grand  Lecturer,  who  tra- 
velled all  over  the  State,  giving  instructions  in  their  re- 
vised ritual. 

The  following  decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  which 
was  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  seems  open  to  ques- 
tion: 

No  brother  shall  be  permitted  to  resign  from  Masonry,  or 
renounce  the  Order.  He  may  withdraw  from  the  particular 
Lodge  in  which  he  holds  membership,  but  for- him  even  to  at- 
tempt to  renounce  Masonry  is  an  ofCense  and  should  be  pun- 
ished. 

We  are  taught  that  Masonry  is  free  and  requires  the 
perfect  freedom  of  action  and  thought  in  every  candidate 
tor  its  mysteries.  The  above  decision  cannot  be  recon- 
ciled with  this  teaching.  There  is  no  reason  why  such  a 
member  should  not  be  permitted  to  depart  in  peace.  We 
do  not  want  unwilling  members.  They  are  of  no  use  to 
us  or  to  the  Fraternity.  We  are  far  better  off  without 
them.  We  can  afford  to  lose  a  few,  or  a  few  hundred  of 
such  men.  No  punishment  that  the  Craft  can  inflict  will 
be  any  use  in  such  cases,  nor  can  we  see  why  any  punish- 
ment should  be  thought  of.  Freedom  of  thought  and 
opniion  is  of  the  very  essence  of  our  Fraternity.  If  a 
member  really  thinks  that  he  should  renounce  Masonry,* 
we  may  be  sorry  for  him,  sorry  that  he  cannot  realize  the 
beauty  and  beneficence  of  our  association,  but  to  try  to 
punish  him  for  holding  such  opinions  seems  to  us  to  be 
contrary  to  our  expressed  principles  and  a  poor  piece  of 
policy  as  well. 

In  the  very  valuable  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
we  find  the  following : 

During  the  year  great  strides  have  been  made  toward  the 
establishment  of  correct  and  uniform  work  throughout  the 
State.  It  has  been  his  pleasure  and  good  fortune  to  visit 
and  instruct  in  all  centers  of  populous  Masonic  Districts,  and 
hold  Lodges  of  Instruction  at  some  central  location  accessi- 
ble to  the  greatest  number  of  Lodges.  These  meetings  have 
nearly  always  been  well  attended  by  the  officers  and  Past 
Masters  of  the  various  surrounding  Lodges,  and  a  determina- 
tion to  learn  and  do  the  work  correctly  has  pervaded  these 
meetings. 

JSverywhere  new  life  and  interest  seems  to  have  been 
awakened  in  the  Fraternity,  and  the  most  tangible  proof  of 
this  is  to  be  found  in  the  increased  attendance  at  the  Lodge 
meetings,  in  the  superior  rendition  of  the  work,  and  in  the 
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great  increase  of  membership  throughout  the  State.  The 
labors  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  have  been  far  more  arduoua 
this  year  than  in  any  of  the  precediiig  ones.  This  was  the 
result  of  the  changes  made  in  the  work  which  are  now 
heartily  endorsed,  not  only  by  those  who  advocated  the 
changes  when  they  were  made,  but  also  by  those  who  are 
opposed  to  what  they  considered  ''innovations/'  but  who,  on 
becoming  better  acquainted,  are  now  among  its  warmest  sup- 
porters. Bvery  one  seems  anxious  and  even  impatient  to  be 
letter  perfect. 

Their  Home  for  aged  Masons,  their  widows  and  or- 
phans, is  now  in  operation  at^  Decoto,  and  applicants  for 
admission  are  coming  in  quite  rapidly.  There  are  now 
62  inmates.  The  following  details  from  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  will  be  found  interesting : 

The  per  capita  tax  for  the  support  of  the  Home  has  been 
paid  in  full.  It  amounted  to  f21,579.  Our  report  wiU  show 
that  we  have  on  hand  now  |25,236.33.  Out  of  this  amount,  how- 
ever, f  4,510.93  is  the  amount  paid  in,  under  Rule  XVI,  by  the 
inmates,  and^the  proceeds  of  sales  of  property  given  to  the 
Home  under  'that  Rule.  This  leaves  a  balance  that  is  fairly 
to  be  used  for  current  expenses  and  other  lihprovements 
amounting  to  120,715.40,  which  shows  that  during  the  last 
year  we  spent  on  current  expenses  and  permanent  improve- 
ments about  f763.60  more  than  our  income.  The  detailed 
report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  wUl  show  that  the  ac- 
tual expenses  of  maintaining  the  inmates  at  Decoto  has  been 
113.80  per  month  for  each  person.  This  is  a  very  good  show- 
ing considering  the  care  which  we  give  to  the  brethren,  and 
the  food  which  we  place  before  them.  It  has  ever  been  the 
effort  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  to  provide  the 
best  of  everything  for  those  placed  under  their  charge. 

When  the  orchard  and  vineyard  are  in  full  bearing, 
the  Board  feels  certain  that  the  Home  will  have  an  in- 
come which  will  render  it  possible  to  reduce  the  annual 
per  capita  tax. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  barring  all  liquor 
sellers  from  membership  was  negatived  by  the  adoption 
of  the  following  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence : 

The  proposed  amendment,  if  adopted,  would  introduce  the 
class  legislation  into  our  Constitution — a  thing  that  is  repug- 
nant to  the  fundamental  principles  of  Freemasonry.  By  one 
of  the  unchangeable  tenets  of  our  Order  each  Lodge  is  con- 
stituted the  sole  judge  of  the  moral  and  social  fitness  of  any 
applicant  who  knocks  at  its  outer  door  for  admittance.  Tem- 
perance is  one  of  the  cardinal  principles  of  Freemasonry. 
Its  precepts  are  inherent  In  our  ceremonies.  They  are  un- 
changeable, and,  therefore,  more  permanent  and  just  as  obli- 
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gatory  as  the  mandates  of  our  Constitution.  Tbe  Lodge,  or 
the  individual  Mason  who  disregards  the  requirements  of  tem- 
perance to  such  an  extent  as  to  injure  the  good  name  of  Ma- 
sonry, become,  by  the  very  force  of  our  traditions,  subject  to 
Masonic  discipline.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  pro- 
posed amendment  be  not  adopted. 

In  his  valuable  report  on  Correspondence,  Bro.  Wil- 
liam A.  Davies  reviews  Canada  for  1899.  He  says  that 
"  the  splendid  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  reflect 
much  credit  upon  the  great  Masonic  organization  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario/'  In  his  notice  of  Maine,  we  find 
the  following: 

Bro.  Drummond  does  not  look  with  favor  on  our  regulation 
requiring  that  the  demits  of  petitioners  for  a  dispensation  for 
the  formation  of  a  new  Lodge  shall  always  accompany  the 
application,  nor  will  he  look  kindly  upon  the  Wisconsin  plau 
•of  relief. 

While  we  have  the  greatest  respect  for  Bro.  Drummond's 
opinion  in  the  regulations  and  usages  of  Masonry,  we  feel 
that  in  the  matters  mentioned  he  is  controlled  more  by  theory 
than  practical  conditions.  It  is  our  law  that  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, before  granting  a  dispensation,  shall  anticipate  all  possi- 
ble objections  to  the  formation  of  the  new  Lodge;  and  it 
rarely,  if  ever,  follows  that  a  Lodge  under  dispensation  fails 
to  receive  its  charter  after  the  usual  probation.  And  as  to 
the  Wisconsin  plan  and  its  practical  charity,  although  it  is 
pleasant  to  say  we  help  the  needy  for  the  love  of  doing  good, 
we  know  that  we  like  repayment,  because  it  enables  us  to 
keep  on  doing  as  we  would  others  should  do  to  us  under  like 
circumstances.  So  we  won't  put  up  that  sign,  "Benefit  So- 
ciety," just  yet,  Bro.  Drummond,  but  will  keep  right  on,  hop- 
ing to  convince  the  brethren  that  we  do  charity  for  the  love 
of  it.

The  lodges  are  healthy  and  prosperous,  and  nearly 
all  have  performed  considerable  work.  Two  new  lodges 
were  formed.  The  venerable  brother,  Adna  Adams 
Treat,  has  completed  his  103rd  year. 

We  are  glad  to  copy  the  following  from  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence : 

In  our  opinion  public  installations  are  not  desirable  and  are 
not  beneficial  to  the  Order.    We  recommend  that  this  Grand 
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IXNlge  request  the  Grand  Master  not  to  issue  dispensations 
for  this  purpose. 

Bro.  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf  again  reports  on  Corre- 
spondence and  reviews  our  Proceedings  of  1899.  We 
copy  a  part  of  his  concluding  remarks : 

The  circular  letter  of  Grand  Master  Rumsey,  of  Wyoming, 
addressed  to  the  Grand  Masters  throughout  the  United  States, 
reviving  the  idea  of  a  Supreme  or  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
met  with  no  favor,  those  Grand  Lodges  which  considered  the 
same  having  expressed  their  determination  to  maintain  their 
own  sovereignty. 

There  is  some  friction  occasionally  manifested  over  Grand 
Lodge  appointive  offices,  efforts  being  made  to  amend  Con- 
stitutions making  all  Grand  Officers  elective.  Under  present 
laws  Grand  Masters  possess  the  power  to  place  those  whom 
they  favor  in  the  line  of  promotion,  and  thus  largely  deter- 
mine who  shall  rule  ow  and  govern  the  great  body  of  the  • 
Craft  in  the  Immediate  future. 

We  believe  that  for  the  most  part,  Grand  Masters  endeavor 
to  make  a  wise  selection,  and  that  there  has  been  in  the  past 
but  little  cause  for  complaint.  The  line  of  demarcation  be- 
tween the  appointive  and  elective  offices  is  drawn  between  the 
Senior  Grand  Deacon  and  the  Junior  Grand  Warden.  If  the 
former  has  advanced  by  successive  appointments  to  .his  pre- 
sent position,  and  is  objectionable  to  the  representatives  of 
the  constituent  Lodges,  they  have  it  within  their  power  to 
say  by  their  ballots:  "Thus  far,  but  no  farther  shalt  thou  go," 
and  if  they  so  choose,  to  elect  a  Junior  Grand  Warden  from 
the  floor.  This  would  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  check  against 
imwlse  appointments. 

Mexican  Masonry  is  still  in  a  confusing  condition.  The 
Grand  Dieta  seems  to  have  parted  with  the  last  vestige  of  its 
authority  as  a  central  or  supreme  governing  body,  and  exists 
merely  as  a  consulting  or  advisory  adjunct  to  the  other 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  Republic. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues  have  decreased  from  19,342  to  16,844  the  past  year, 
which  seems  to  indicate  more  prosperous  times,  or,  that  more 
lenient  methods  have  prevailed. 

The  aemount  of  money  spent  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  English  Colonies,  for  be- 
nevolence, is  of  vast  proportions,  grants  of  f  50  to  f  500  in  in- 
dividual cases  being  no  unusual  thing.  Among  American 
Grand  Lodges  the  Masonic  Home  is  the  ideal  method  of  dis- 
pensing their  charity,  and  many  Grand  Lodges  have  already 
erected  costly  structures,  or  are  accumulating  funds  for  this 
purpose.  Funds  are  also  being  created  for  relief,  temporary 
shelter  and  educational  purposes.  The  oft-rei>eated  query: 
"What  good  does  Masonry  do?"  receives  thus  a  visible  and 
effective  answer,  it  being  true  of  Masons  as  of  all  others, 
"By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them."

The  Grand  Master  congratulates  the  Craft  upon  the 
closing  of  one  of  the  most  prosperous  years  in  the  his- 
tory erf  the  jurisdiction.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of 
more  than  usual  activity  among  the  lodges.  The  Grand 
Master  made  a  number  of  official  visitations  which  are 
always  welcome,  and  result  in  increased  enthusiasm. 
He  was  not  called  upon  to  make  any  new  decision. 

The  District  Deputies  made  full  and  complete  reports. 

On  their  Masonic  Home,  the  Grand  Master  says : 

From  the  inception  of  this  noble  charity,  I  have  been  proud 
jto  be  one  of  its  supporters  and  enthusiastic  well-wishers.  On 
every  occasion  when  opportunity  presented,  it  was  my  plea- 
sure to  add  my  humble  endeavors  to  promote  its  welfare, 
but  never,  until  it  became  my  privilege  to  enter  the  Home  as 
its  Superintendent  did  I  wholly  realize  what  this  practical 
application  of  Masonic  charity  really  meant  to  the  Fraternity 
throughout  this  Jurisdiction.  Time  and  space  forbide  my  go- 
tng  into  details  of  my  varied  experiences  while  so  closely  in 
•touch  with  its  every  day  life.  These  experiences  will  be 
found  in  detail  in  the  report  which  it  is  my  duty  to  make  as 
Superintendent. 

But  I  want  here  to  add  my  testimony  as  to  the  grand  re- 
sults which  are  being  accompUshed  by  the  brethren  of  the 
Jurisdiction  through  the  Masonic  Home.  One  has  but  to 
visit  the  institution,  to  feel  the  warm  grasp  of  brotherly  love, 
to  note  the  expression,  of  gratitude  from  those  who  in  the 
days  of  adversity  and  in  their  declining  years,  are  provided 
with  the  blessings  of  home  and  comfort,  to  thoroughly  ap- 
preciate the  great  good  that  is  being  accomplished  by  the 
Masons  of  Connecticut  Nor  is  our  Home  a  "light  hidden 
ux^der  a  bushel/'  but  rather  a  bright  and  shining  light  upon 
the  hill  top,  the  rays  of  which  shine  abroad  in  the  land,  so 
that  from  the  North  and  South,  the  East  and  the  West,  in- 
quiries and  commendation  are  coming  to  us  constantly,  and 
the  Craft  of  other  Jurisdictions  are  pointing  to  the  Masonic 
Home  of  Connecticut  as  an  example  to  be  emulated  and  fol- 
lowed. I  feel  confident  that  could  every  Brother  of  our 
Jurisdiction  once  a  year  visit  the  Masonic  Home  at  Walllng- 
ford,  not  only  would  the  contribution  which  he  is  caUed  upon 
to  make  to  sustain  it,  be  made  with  the  utmost  cheerfulness, 
but,  would  be  gladly  doubled  and  quadrupled  if  necessary,  to 
carry  on  the  noble  work. 
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On  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  the 
recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  was  with- 
drawn, on  account  of  the  close  relationship  of  that  body 
with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

The  per  capita  tax  was  fixed  at  $i  per  member  per 
year,  and  in  estimating  their  membership,  lodges  may 
deduct  all  members  who  have  been  Masons  in  good 
standing  for  30  years. 

Bro.  John  H.  Barlow  has  an  excellent  report  on  Cor- 
respondence. He  thinks  that  a  unanimous  ballot  should 
be  required  to  give  a  release  of  jurisdiction  over  a  re- 
jected candidate.  In  his  notice  of  Maine,  we  find  tlie 
following : 

We  think  Lodges  should  be  idxtremely  carefnl  of  making 
any  regulations  that  exempt  a  portion  of  Its  members  from 
annual  dues.  We  are  conscious  of  its  evil  effects  in  (Connecti- 
cut, which  exempts  those  thirty  years  a  Mason,  and  we 
would  like  to  see  it  repealed.

position.

Stock  in  the  proposed  new  Masqnic  Temple  Associa- 
tion has  been  subscribed  for  to  the  amount  of  $87,590. 

The  official  visitations  of  the  Grand  Master  to  all  of  the 
lodges  in  the  jurisdiction  were  as  successful  as  usual. 
The  work  is  in  strict  conformity  to  the  ritual  and  deliv- 
ered in  an  impressive  manner.  The  School  of  Instruc- 
tion was  largely  attended.  Prosperity  "  and  harmony 
prevail. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Isaac  Larue  Johnson,  P.G. 
M.,  a  brother  of  great  ability,  and  one  whose  charity  was 
as  boundless  as  tiie  wants  of  his  fellow  creatures. 

The  following  instructions  concerning  the  examina- 
tion and  admission  of  visitors  were  issued  by  the  Grand 
Master  : 

1.  The  attention  of  Worshipful  Masters  is  called  to  section 
34,  Article  XX,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  which  pro- 
vides that  no  unaffiliated  Mason  shall  visit  the  same  lodge 
more  than  once  before  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  make 
himself  an  affiliated  Mason;  also  section  36  of  the  same  arti- 
cle^ which  gives  the  right  to  a  member  to  object  to  the  ad- 
mission of  a  brother  in  good  standing  in  another  lodge.  To 
properly  enforce  these  regulations  the  Worshipful  Masters 
will  see  that  the  name  of  every  visitor,  with  the  name  and 
location  of  his  lodge,  is  announced  before  he  is  admitted.  It 
would  seem  to  be  more  orderly  and  in  keeping  with  the  dig- 
nity of  the  Lodge  to  pursue  the  same  course  in  admitting 
brethren  to  their  own  Lodge,  and  the  Worshipful  Masters 
should  see  that  it  is  done  whenever  practicable. 

2.  At  all  times  brethren  entering  or  retiring  from  the 
Lodge  while  in  session,  should  do  so  by  the  door  and  not  by 
the  west  gate;  exception  being  made  to  working  brethren 
and  candidates. 

3.  If  a  brother  desires  to  be  examined,  with  a  view  of  visit- 
ing a  Lodge,  his  card  shall  be  presented  to  the  Worshipful 
Master,  who,  if  the  opportunity  exists,  shall  read  the  same 
to  the  Lodge,  and  if  no  objection  is  offered  to  the  proposed 
visit,  the  brother  shall,  after  due  examination  and  having 
been  found  worthy,  be  admitted  to  the  Lodge,  with  the  com- 
mittee and  introduced  in  the  usual  manner. 

4.  It  is  further  suggested  that  whenever  a  committee  is  ap- 
pointed to  examine  a  visitor,  it  should  be  informed  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  provision  concerning  visitors  hailing  from  a 
jurisdiction  in  which  there  are  clandestine  Lodges,  or  from 
a  jurisdiction  requiring  a  certificate  or  diploma  to  be  issued 
to  its  members,  and  the  committee  should  first  require  the 
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production  of  such  certificate  or  diploma  before  proceeding 
to  examine  the  brother.  The  committee  should  also  be  in- 
structed that  in  the  absence  of  either  a  certificate  or  diploma, 
it  would  be  well  to  ask  for  the  production  of  a  receipt  for 
dues  or  other  written  evidence  of  good  standing,  and  if  the 
visitor  hails  from  a  Jurisdiction  in  which  there  are  clandes- 
tine Liodges  the  Worshipful  Master  should  so  inform  tlie 
committee,  and  the  committee,  before  proceeding  with  the  ex- 
amination should  satisfy  itself  that  the  Lodge  from  which  the 
visitor  hails  is  not  clandestine. 

All  the  Masonic  powers  in  Europe  and  the  British  pro- 
vinces and  bodies  of  Masons  under  their  Constitution,  and  all 
foreign  countries,  require  a  certificate  or  diploma,  and  so 
does  Massachusetts. 

Great  sympathy  was  manifested  on  account  of  the  con- 
tinued illness  of  their  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  W.  R.  Sin- 
gleton, and  Bro.  Noble  D.  Lamer,  P.G.M.  We  join  in 
the  hope  that  they  will  soon  be  able  to  resume  their  ac- 
customed duties. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized. The  same  favor  was  extended  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Porto  Rico.  The  application  of  Costa  Rica 
was  deferred  for  further  information.  The  resumption 
of  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washing- 
ton was  also  postponed.

ENGLAND. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication,  held  in  London  on 
March  7,  1900,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  raise  a  fund 
from  which  the  District  Grand  Lodges  in  South  Africa 
could  be  assisted  to  relieve  the  distresses  of  their  loyal 
brethren  occasioned  by  the  war  in  that  quarter.  They 
have  five  District  Grand  Lodges  in  South  Africa,  with  a 
large  membership,  besides  other  lodges  in  Rhodesia  and 
Buluwayo,  which  are  not  under  a  District. 

The  sum  of  1,000  guineas  was  voted  to  the  South 
African  Masonic  Relief  Fund. 

The  Prince  of  Wales  was  re-elected  Grand  Master,  and 
Bro.  Harry  Manfield  was  elected  Grand  Treasurer  by 
acclamation. 

It  was  decided  that  English  brethren  who  have  been 
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accorded  honorary  rank  in  Foreign  or  other  Grand 
Lodges  should  not  wear  the  clothing  of  such  Foreign 
or  other  Grand  Lodees  while  attending  the  meetings  of 
English  lodges.  Such  clothing  is  not  the  "  proper 
clothing  "  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  as  Foreign  or 
ColoniS  appointments  conferred  on  English  Masons 
give  no  rank  in  England. 

The  capacious  and  handsome  room  in  course  of  erec- 
tion for  the  reception  of  the  library  and  curiosities  be- 
lonq-in*^  to  Grand  Lodge  will  very  shortly  be  ccmpleted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized. 

The  contributions  from  lodges  to  the  General  Fund 
for  1899  amount  to  about  $56,000,  and  the  balance  on 
hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  $900,000.  The  fees  of 
honor,  which  are  payable  on  appointment  to  office  in 
Grand  Lodge,  amounted  during  the  year  to  $685.00. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  June  6,  1900,  we  take 
the  following : 

The  Board  begs  to  report  that  It  has  been  under  the  neces- 
sity of  summoning  two  Lodges  to  answer  charges  of  permit- 
ting toasts  of  fi  Masonic  character  to  be  proposed  and  re- 
sponded to  In  the  presence  and  hearing  of  ladies  and  other 
non-Masons  at  Masonic  banquets  held  after  Lodge  meetings. 

The  Board  deemed  it  its. duty  seriously  to  admonish  the 
several  Lodges  for  the  irregularity  they  had  committed,  and 
it  desires  to  point  out  that  at  recreation  banquets,  when 
Lodges  entertain  ladies  and  others  who  are  not  Masons,  it 
is  most  improper  and  irregular  to  introduce  anything  what- 
ever of  a  Masonic  character  into  the  speeches  or  proceed- 
ings. 

In  September  the  subscriptions. to  the  South  Africa 
Masonic  Relief  Fund  amounted  to  over  $45,000. 

At  the  Quarterly  Communication  held  on  December 
Sth,  1900,  the  Board  reported  that  the  subscriptions  to 
the  South  Africa  Fund  amounted  to  $50,570.00,  of  which 
$45,000.00  had  been  transmitted  to  South  Africa,  where 
it  is  in  course  of  distribution  by  a  committee. 

Since  the  accession  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  throne 
of  the  British  Empire,  he  has  resigned  the  Grand  Mas- 
tership, accepting  the  position  of  Patron  of  the  Order. 

His  resignation  was  received  at  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  on  February  15,  1901,  at  which  the 
Grand  Master  of  Ireland,  the  Grand  Master  of  Scotland, 
and  the  District  Grand  Master  of  the  Transvaal  were 
present,  and  a  loyal  Address  was  voted  to  His  Majesty, 
Edward  VII. 
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At  the  Quarterly  Communication  on  March  6,  1901, 
the  Duke  of  Connaught  was  elected  Grand  Master. 

The  Rules  as  to  the  election  of  members  of  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  were  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Rule  255. — The  President  and  six  of  such  other  members 
shall  be  annually  appointed  by  the  Grand  Master  at  the 
Quarterly  Grand  Lodge  in  June,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  shall 
on  the  same  day  elect,  from  the  actual  Masters  and  Past 
Masters  of  Lodges,  as  many  as  may  be  required  to  make 
up  the  remaining  eighteen  members  of  the  Board,  as  herein- 
after provided.  A  Master  and  Past  Master,  or  more  than  one 
Past  Master  of  the  same  Lodge,  shall  not  be  elected  aa  such 
on  the  same  Board;  but  this  shall  not  disqualify  any  Past 
Master,  being  a  subscribing  member  and  Master  of  another 
Lodge,  from  being  elected  for  and  representing  such  other 
Lodge  as  Master. 

Rule  256. — At  the  election  in  June,  1901,  the  full  number  of 
eighteen  members  shall  be  elected;  and  thereafter  one-third 
of  the  elected  members  shall  go  out  of  office  annually,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Those  who  go  out  of  office 
in  June,  1902,  shall  be  the  six  members  who  were  elected  by 
the  smallest  number  of  votes  in  1901;  and  those  who  go  out 
of  office  in  June,  1903.  shall.be  the  six  members  who  were 
elected  by  the  next  smallest  number  of  votes  in  1901;  the 
Board  always  determining,  when  the  votes  for  any  such  mem- 
bers shall  have  been  equal,  who  shall  be  the  members  so  to 
go  out  of  office:  and  after  1903,  those  who  shall  go  out  of 
office  shall  always  be  the  members  who  have  been  for  the 
longest  time  In  office.  On  the  death  or  removal  from  office 
of  an  elected  member,  the  Brother  elected  in  his  place,  under 
Rule  261,  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  time  appointed  for  the 
member  whose  place  he  has  taken.

In  the  very  excellent  address  of  the  Grand  Master  we 
find  the  following  judicious  remarks  on  .the  Social  Side 
of  Masonry ; 

While  careful  attention  should  be  given  to  the  routine  busi- 
ness of  the  Lodge  and  the  proper  conferring  of  the  degrees, 
still  it  should  be  remembered  that  this  is  not  the  only  object 
of  Lodge  work.  The  lessons  inculcated  should  be  taught 
outside  of  our  ceremonials.  The  social  side  of  the  Lodge  meet- 
ings should  not  be  neglected.  The  brother  who  comes  to 
meeting  after  meeting,  and  has  no  opportunity  of  social  con- 
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versation  soon  ceases  to  attend  at  all.  Man  is  a  social  being 
and  seeks  Intercourse  with  his  fellows.  A  few  moments 
spent  in  social  intercourse  is  appreciated  by  the  new  mem- 
bers, and  is  productive  of  much  good.  Let  every  member 
greet  and  talk  with  as  many  members  present  as  possible. 
See  that  all  are  acquainted  and  take  pains  to  introduce  the 
new  member  and  Visiting  brother.  Spend  a  portion  of  every 
Communication  in  social  pleasure  of  some  kind  and  a  more 
kindly  feeling  among  the  brethren  is  sure  to  follow.  Bn- 
courase  the  study  of  the  history  of  the  Order  and  provide 
short  talks  on  current  Masonic  subjects,  at  every  convenient 
opportunity.  Many  new  members  will  be  encouraged  to  at- 
tend and  all  will  be  benefited  thereby.  Masters  should  ar- 
range for  something  of  this  kind  at  every  convenient  oppor- 
tunity. 

The  Grand  Master  appointed  a  Grand  Representative 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico.  He  recommended 
the  recognition  of  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia.  He  was  not  entirely  satisfied  with  the  origin 
of  the  lodges  forming  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica,  and  recommended  a  reference  for  investigation  and 
report  at  the  next  meeting.  On  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium,  he  says: 

In  1898  a  request  was  received  from  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium  for  recognition  and  exchange  of  Grand  Representa- 
tives, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence, who  in  1899  reported  asking  further  time.  While 
attending  the  Washington  Centennial  Memorial  meeting  in 
Washington.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Worshipful  Bro- 
ther Albert  J.  Kruger,  of  Antwerp,  who  represented  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  at  that  meeting,  and  who  has  been 
appointed  representative  of  several  of  the  American  Grand 
Lodges,  in  Belgium.  He  is  a  most  estimable  gentleman  and 
worthy  brother,  and  made  a  host  of  friends  for  himself  and 
his  jurisdiction.  Shortly  after  his  return  home  he  sent  me  a 
copy  of  their  "Bulletin"  or  printed  proceedings  for  1900,  and 
in  a  letter  mainly  about  other  matters,  requested  action  upon 
their  request  for  recognition.  The  list  of  Grand  Bodies  with 
whom  the  Grand  Orient  has  exchanged  representatives  as 
printed  in  this  book  includes  that  of  the  French  Orient  at 
Paris,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  at  Hamburg.  A  let- 
ter, to  W.  Bro.  Kruger  asking  if  the  list  was  correct,  and  if 
they  had  recogrnized  and  exchanged  representatives  with  the 
French  Orient,  brought  reply  that  it  was.  He  writes  that 
from  1800  to  1825  several  Lodges  in  Belgium  worked  under 
French  charters.  In  1833  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  was 
formed  and  recognition  given  the  French  in  1840.  An  effort 
was  made  about  a  year  ago  to  sever  these  relations,  but 
failed  by  a  few  votes.  On  receipt  of  his  reply  I  addressed 
notes  to  the  several  American  Grand  Lodges  who  had  given 
them  recognition,  asking  if  in  their  opinion  it  was  proper  to 
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recognize  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  while  imterdicting  all 
intercourae  with  the  French.  The  replies  were  various,  and 
some  of  them  curious.  All  expressed  surprise  at  the  state- 
ment regarding  the  recognition  of  the  French  Orient  by  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium.  From  some  of  the  Grand  IjodgeS 
no  replies  have  been  received,  and  among  them  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York.  That  Jurisdiction  is  placed  in  the  posi- 
tion of  having  issued  edicts  of  non-intercourse  with  the 
French  and  the  Grand  Liodge  of  Hamburg,  and  refusing  to 
restore  relations  with  the  State  of  Washington,  because  they 
refuse  to  declare  non-intercourse  with  Hamburg,  still  they 
recognize  and  exchange  representatives  with  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium. 

In  view  of  the  conflicting  conditions  I  recommend  that  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  request  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bel- 
gium be  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  the  refusal  of  the 
request  of  the  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico  for  recognition,  and 
he  declined  to  renew  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington.  All  these  recommendations  of 
the  Grand  Master  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro.  Henry  Robinson,  pre- 
sented to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  copy  of  the  Bible  printed 

in  1715- 
The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 
Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Mason  after 
becoming  a  member  of  any  Lodge  owing  allegiance  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  to  enter  upon,  and  engage  in  the 
business  of  liquor  selling,  and  any  member  who  violates  this 
regulation  shall  be  subject  to  charges  and  trial  for  un- 
Masonic  conduct  in  the  particular  Lodge  in  which  he  holds 
membership. 

It  was  ordered  that  a  life  membership  in  the  "  Quatuor 
Coronati "  Circle  should  be  obtained  for  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  a  cost  of  $30.

A  great  majority  of  the  lodges  are  prospering  in  an 
unusual  degree.  The  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  in  a  most  excellent  shape.  The  burden  of 
debt  under  which  they  labored  for  a  number  of  years  has 
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been  lifted,  and  they  have  now  a  surplus  of  several  thou- 
sand dollars  on  hand. 

From  one  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  we 
learn  that  perpetual  jurisdiction  is  not  recognized  by  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Bro.  Davis  is  an  orator  of  high  standing,  eloquent, 
pleasing,  and  forceful.  We  are  g£d  to  copy  his  remarks 
on  the  Part  of  Masonry  in  the  Progress  of  the  Future : 

Amid  the  changes  which  are  so  rapidly  occurring  and 
which  are  so  greatly  accelerated  as  we  approach  the  dawn 
of  the  new  century,  what  of  our  grand  old  Order?  Must  it 
yield  to  the  crumbUng  touch  of  time?  Must  it  succumb  to 
the  onward  march  of  higher  ciyllization?  Will  it  be  dis- 
placed by  an  organization  more  in  keeping  with  the  progress 
of  the  times?  Will  another  order  receive  the  homage  of 
those  whose  hearts  are  now  burning  with  love  for  the  oldest, 
the  noblest  institution  on  the  earth?  Ah,  no!  Masonry 
stands  for  all  that  is  high  in  thought  and  progressive  in  the 
Une  of  right.  The  principles  upon  which  it  is  founded  shall 
live  as  long  as  liberty  shall  last,  or  freedom  assert  her  sway. 
There  will  be  new  patrons  of  Masonry  then  as  now,  but  they 
will  stand  on  the  same  rock  on  which  we  now  stand,  the 
superstructure  upon  which  our  forefathers  erected  this  mag- 
nificent temple.  New  songs  will  be  -sung  and  new  epics  will 
be  written,  but  they  will  only  blend  their  melodies  with  the 
songs  and  epics  of  to-day  to  perpetuate  true  Masonic  har- 
mony through  all  ages  to  come.  Masonry  has  written  her 
name  large  upon  the  page  of  the  world's  history,  and  has 
placed  in  the  Valhalla  of  American  greatness  the  noblest 
figures  of  American  manhood;  but  there  are  those  yet  to  be 
bom  who  will  reach  the  same  splendid  level  of  character  and 
who  will  adorn  her  roll  of  honor  equally  as  superbly.  With 
her  foundation  unshaken,  her  landmarks  untroubled,  and  her 
ermine  untarnished.  Masonry  will  play  her  part  in  the 
achievements. of  the  future.  In  our  veins  runs  the  blood  of 
our  sires  which  we  must  transmit  to  our  sons  from  genera- 
tion to  generation.  The  love  of  liberty  and  law,  the  conten- 
tion for  the  right,  the  spirit  of  freedom,  of  toleration,  of  hu- 
manity and  benevolence  which  has  been  bequeathed  to  us, 
we  must  hand  down  to  all  future  posterity.  Masonry  has 
never  been  a  laggard  in  the  history  of  the  world's  progress. 
She  has  kept  abreast  with  the  onward  march  of  civilization. 
She  has  even  gone  beyond  the  farthest  wave  of  all  civilized 
influances;  and  benighted  nations  are  now  feeling  the  be- 
nignity of  her  touch,  and  the  healing  of  her  powers.  Qod 
grant  that  the  spirit  for  which  Masonry  has  ever  contended 
may  be  the  inspiration  of  every  heart  within  my  hearing  to- 
day, and  that  we  may  all  work  together  with  such  love  and 
unity  that  the  achievements  of  the  future  may  arise  as  a 
mighty  rock,  casting  its  shadows  upon  the  most  glorious 
achievements  of  the  past. 
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The  children  of  the  Industrial  Home  paid  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  visit  and  entertained  the  brethren  with  songs 
and  recitations.  A  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Home  was  then  taken  up  and  realized  $125.39. 

The  Grand  Lodge  resolved  to  build  and  maintain  a 
Home  for  Aged  and  Indigent  Masons,  by  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  F.  &  A.  M.»  hereby 
reBOlves  to  build  and  maintain  a  Home  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  aged  and  indigent  Masons  and  their  widows,  and 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  and  education  of  the  orphans 
of  Masons. 

2.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  hereby  appropriates,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  and  maintaining  said  Home,  one-half  of  the 
surplus  now  in  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  I^odge,  and  one- 
half  of  such  future  surplus  as  may  hereafter  be  in  the  trea- 
sury of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  and  every  Annual  Communi- 
cation. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  hereby  resolves  and  declares  that 
it  will  not  create  any  debt  for  the  building  and  maintenance 
of  said  Home,  nor  will  it  be  responsible  for  any  debt  created 
for  the  building  and  maintenance  of  said  Home  beyond  the 
amount  of  the  appropriation  herein  specified,  and  no  taxes  or 
individual  assessment,  either  upon  members  or  Lodges,  shall 
ever  be  laid  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  maintaining  said 
Home,  or  for  any  purpose  in  connection  therewith. 

4.  That  the  building  of  said  Home  and  its  administration 
shall  not  be  begun  until  as  much  as  ten  thousand  dollars  in 
money  have  been  raised  and  appropriated  from  the  surplus 
herein  appropriated  and  from  voluntary  contributions. 

We  regret  to  notice  the  death  of  Bro.  W.  S.  Ramsay, 
who  for  many  years  was  the  Chairman  of  Correspond- 
ence. He  was  an  able  writer  and  a  true  devotee  of  the 
Craft.  "  His  spirit  was  all  sunshine ;  and  he  made  it 
his  business  to  communicate  the  spirit  to  others,  as  he 
walked  with  them  along  the  thorny  way." 

His  successor  is  Bro.  A.  M.  Lambdin,  who  furnishes  a 
readable  review  of  the  proceedings  of  59  Grand  Bodies, 
including  Canada  for  1899.

The  Grand  Master  makes  a  number  of  practical  sug- 
gestions for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft.  From  his  address 
we  should  judge  him  to  have  been  an  efficient  officer. 
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He  visited  all  the  lodges  and  gave  instruction  in  the 
work. 

On  his  recommendation  the  non-affiliation  resolution 
of  1897  was  repealed.  This  resolution  provided  for  the 
compulsory  punishment  of  non-affiliates,  and  it  became 
evident  that  the  remedy  did  not  cure  the  complaint. 

The  following  report  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Corrspondence,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  subject  of  Mexican  Masonry,  or  more  particu- 
larly the  request  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico,  begs 
leave  to  report: 

The  regularity  of  Mexican  Masonry  is  very  doubtful,  and 
several  so-called  Grand  Bodies  each  refuse  to  recognize  the 
other. 

As  to  the  Gran  Dieta,  we  can  only  re-echo  the  sentiments 
expressed  by  your  committee  three  years  ago.  (See  page  63, 
annals  1897.) 

The  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Mexico,  as  now  constituted,  so 
far  as  we  can  learn,  is  clandestine  and  irregular,  and  we  re- 
commend that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Idaho  have  nothing  to  do 
with  Mexican  Masonry.  Conditions  there  do  not  change. 
Their  lodge  rooms  are  used  for  political  gatherings,  and 
politicians  dictate  the  policy  of  the  Grand  Lodges.  We  there- 
fore urge  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
Mexico,  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual 
Communication,  asking  for  recognition  as  a  regular  Masonic 
body,  be  denied. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Jurisprudence  commit- 
tee, with  reference  to  brethren  engaged  in  the  liquor  traf- 
fic, it  was  decided  to  leave  individual  cases  to  the  will  of 
the  lodges  wronged  or  interested. 

With  regard  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  the 
same  committee  presented  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last 
Annual  Communication,  in  extending  fraternal  relations  with 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  be  not  rescinded  at  present,  but 
If  said  Grand  Orient  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to  sever  Its 
friendly  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  offi- 
cially notify  us  before  the  next  Annual  Communication  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Secretary  will  then  be  in- 
structed to  withdraw  the  commission  of  the  Representative 
of  this  Grai^d  Lodge  near  the  said  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium, 
and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  at  once  forward  a  copy  of  this 
resolution  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bel- 
gium, also  a  copy  to  the  Representative  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
near  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium. 

Bro.  Fred.  G.  Mock  has  another  excellent  report  on 
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Correspondence,  in  which  our  Proceedings  of  1899  re- 
ceive due  attention.

The  first  business  transacted  was  the  appropriation  of 
$1,000  to  the  relief  of  the  brethren  in  Texas  who  were 
sufferers  by  the  Galveston  flood. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  a  year  of  great  activity  in 
all  the  lodges.  Every  lodge  in  the  State  is  strictly  com- 
plying with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Among  the  deaths  we  notice  that  of  Harrison  Dills  at 
the  age  of  87.    He  was  Grand  Master  in  1856  and  1857. 

New  lodges  were  formed  at  Kirkwood  and  Utica. 

Five  Schools  of  Instruction  were  held,  with  a  total 
attendance  of  1,363.  These  meetings  are  productive  of 
much  good,  their  influence  extending  far  beyond  the 
lodges  participating. 

On  the  use  of  robes,  and  on  public  processions,  the 
Grand  Master  says : 

Some  Uttle  friction  existed  in  several  of  the  lodges  in 
reference  to  the  edict  which  forbids  the  use  of  robes  and 
other  paraphernalia.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  able  to 
report  tp  you  that,  after  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject, aU  Lodges  have  laid  aside  their  robes  and  other  articles 
placed  under  the  ban,  and,  as  I  beUeve,  are  strictly  comply- 
ing with  the  law.  It  matters  not  how  much  difference  of 
opinion  there  may  be  respecting  these  articles,  the  Lodges 
recognize  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  made  the  law 
and  they  gracefully  submit. 

A  great  many  applications  have  been  received  from  Lodges 
for  permission  to  appear  in  pubUc.  It  is  not  deemed  for  the 
best  interests  of  Masonry  there  should  be  undue  display.  I, 
therefore,  have  declined  to.  grant  authority  to  the  Lodges  to 
appear  publicly  clothed  as  Masons.  The  law  specifies  par- 
ticularly the  proper  occasions  for  such  appearance.  The  oc- 
casion should  be  extraordinary  that  would  permit  a  devia- 
tion from  the  law. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  and  we  are  at  a 
loss  to  understand  it,  unless  it  means  to  return  to  the  use 
of  the  robes : 

Whereas,  This  Grand  Lodge  having  established   a  chart 
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setting  forth  the  symbols  of  Masonry,  and  upon  which  are 
portrayed  characters  represented  in  the  Ritual,  attired  in  cos- 
tumes and  ornaments  appropriate  to  their  rank;  therefore 
belt 

Resolved,  That  such  costumes  and  paraphernalia  are  as 
symbolic  of  the  dress  of  the  characters  represented  in,  and 
illustratiye  of  the  Ritual,  are  appropriate  in  the  ezemplillcar 
tion  of  work,  and  are  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  tradi- 
tions of  the  Craft. 

The  Grand  Lodge  dues  are  reduced  to  sixty  centsf  per 
capita. 

Special  mention  is  made  of  the  fact  that  all  the  lodges 
in  this  large  jurisdiction  have  made  their  returns,  paid 
all  Grand  Lodge  dues,  and  have  paid  all  arrearages  here- 
tofore reported.     Congratulations  are  certainly  in  order. 

The  surplus  funds  on  hand  amount  to  over  $100,000, 
and  several  motions,  were  made  appropriating  large 
amounts  to  the' Orphans'  Home,  the  Home  for  the  Aged, 
and  the  Masonic  and  Eastern  Star  Home,  but  the  out- 
come of  the  discussion  was  the  division  of  the  surplus 
among  the  lodges,  the  following  amendment  being  car- 
ried: 

That  all  the  assets  in  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
excess  of  the  sum  of  |30,000,  par  value,  be  converted  into 
cash,  and  less  the  obligations,  appropriations  and  expenses 
incidental  to  this  Annual  Communication,  be  pro  rated  back 
to  the  Lodges  from  which  it  was  collected,  in  proportion  to 
their  membership,  as  the  nucleus  of  a  charity  fund  in  each 
lodge. 

Bro.  Joseph  Robbins  returns  to  the  ordinary  form  of 
Correspondence  reports,  and  gives  us  of  his  best,  very 
interesting  and  full  of  good  things.  He  says  that 
*'  ostentatious  church-going  is  as  liable  to  the  suspicion 
of  being  an  advertising  function  with  a  lodge  as  with  an 
individual,  and  no  Mason  should  be  compelled  to  par- 
ticipate in  any  occasion  not  strictly  Masonic  by  even  so 
much  of  duress  as  a  vote  of  his  lodge  to  attend  carries 
with  it." 

His  review  of  Canada  for  1899  opens  as  follows : 
The  whole  Masonic  world  will  be  grateful  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  for  beginning  the  publication  of  a  portrait 
gallery.  The  journal  of  the  proceedings  before  us  contains 
the  portraits  of  five  Grand  Masters  whose  names  are  like 
household  words,  whose  faces  are  those  of  the  strong  men 
who  guided  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  early  days — Col.  W.  M. 
Wilson,  T.  D.  Harington,  W.  B.  Simpson,  A.  A.  Stevenson  and 
James  Seymour,  whose  administrations  cover  the  period 
from  its  organisation  in  1866  down  to  1871. 
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On  physical  defects  he  says : 

The  two  chief  reasons  why  Grand  Masters  should  avoid  as 
far  as  possible  making  specific  decisions  as  to  physical  fit- 
ness for  the  degrees,  are  that  one  class  of  inquirers  need  to 
be  taught  that  the  law,  being  fundamental,  cannot  be  set 
aside  by  the  Grand  Master;  and  that  the  other  class  who  do 
not  need  to  be  taught  this  ought  to  be  discouraged  from 
straining  the  law  to  its  utmost  tension  by  his  refusing  to  in- 
dicate the  precise  limit  to  which  they  can  go  before  he  would 
consider  it  his  duty  to  call  them  to  account  for  its  violation. 
In  other  words  it  inculcates  the  idea  that  if  there  is  a  real 
question,  the  Masonic  conscience  should  require  that  Ma- 
sonry be  given  the  benefit  of  the  doubt. 

He  thinks  that  "  the  whole  Porto  Rico  outfit  is  com- 
posed of  dissenters  from  the  original  plan  of  Masonry." 

In  his  notice  of  Massachusetts,  he  says : 

In  response  to  the  welcoming  address  of  Worshipful  Master 
L.  W.  Standish,  "who,"  in  the  language  of  Brother  Gallagher, 
"stands  in  the  eighth  generation  from  that  little  soldier  of 
Plymouth  who  commanded  his  army  of  twelve  in  the  protec- 
tion of  the  settlers,"  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  referred  to  the 
fact  that  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution  nearly  every  Am- 
erican general  was  a  Freemason,  and  said: 

General  Lafayette  was  made  a  Mason  in  one  of  the  army 
Lodges  at  Morristown,  N.  J.,  in  the  Valley  Forge  campaign, 
the  Lodge  being  called  the  American  Union  Lodge,  the  para- 
phernalia being  loaned  for  the  purpose  from  St  John's  Lodge 
near  there. 

We  think  that  we  recall  that  several  of  our  contemporaries 
echoed  with  some  smacking  of  the  lips,  the  claim  of  one  of 
the  guild  that  the  position  of  Illinois  In  denying  the  Masonic 
status  to  any  one  who  claims  it  on  the  strength  of  having 
been  initiated  in  an  alleged  Lodge  not  holding  under  a  Grand 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  would  discredit  many 
whom  the  Masonic  world  has  recognized  as  Masons,  and 
among  them  Lafayette,  the  implication  being  that  he  was 
made  in  a  Scottish  Rite  Lodge.  If  any  of  these  parties  are 
in  a  hurry  to  expostulate  with  Brother  Gallagher  for  joggling 
the  underpinning  of  their  argument,  they  can  doubtless  reach 
him  by  long  distance  telephone.  Gall  up  the  Grand  Master's 
office.  Masonic  Temple.

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Two  Past  Grand  Masters  have  been  called  away,  Bros. 
Nicholas  Ruckle  and  Jacob  J.  Todd.  Bro.  Ruckle  was 
long  a  prominent  figure  in  Grand  Lodge,  and  was  widely 
known  throughout  the  Continent  and  highly  esteemed  as 
an  able  and  faithful  member  of  the  Craft. 

Four  new  lodges  were  formed. 

The  Committee  on  By-laws  strike  out  everything  re- 
lating to  the  election  of  Trustees,  holding  that  the  Master 
and  Wardens  are  ex  officio  the  trustees  of  all  Masonic 
lodges  and  cannot  be  superseded  by  the  election  of 
others  to  that  office.  We  can  see  no  good  reason  why 
the  lodges  should  be  fettered  in  that  way.  In  holding 
the  title  to  land,  for  instance,  special  trustees  are  better, 
as  being  likely  to  be  more  permanently  in  office  than  the 
Master  and  Wardens. 

Bro.  Thomas  B,  Long  submitted  an  elaborate  report 
on  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  for 
recognition.  It  does  not  appear  that  this  body  has  the 
unquestioned  regularity  which  is  necessary  for  recogni- 
tion, and  it  was  decided  to  postpone  all  action  thereon 
until  further  proof  or  future  circumstances  shall  bring  up 
the  question  again. 

Bro.  Long  also  reports  in  full  on  the  Gran  Dieta  of 
Mexico.  After  recital  of  the  principal  facts,  he  asks  if 
any  one  could  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  utter  con- 
fusion and  most  reprehensible  conduct  existing  in  the 
several  Masonic  organizations  in  Mexico.  On  his  re- 
commendation all  action  as  to  recognition  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed.

The  Grand  Master  reports  that  Masonry  is  making 
wonderful  strides,  and  that  the  fruits  of  its  civilizing 
power  are  seen  and  felt  on  every  hand.  "Wherever  a 
Masonic  Lodge  is  established  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
the  social  and  moral  virtues  are  in  the  ascendancy — illit- 
eracy, and  its  consequences,  crime  and  immorality  are  on 
the  decrease." 

Under  the  head  of  Visitations  he  says  : 
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Urgent  inyitations  have  come  from  several  Lodges  for  the 
Grand  Master  to  make  official  visits  and  settle  some  local 
dimculty,  or  straighten  out  some  controverted  point  at  issue, 
or  an  imaginary  tangle.  But  owing  to  other  pressing  engage- 
ments— usually  gripping  two  plow  handles — and  feeling 
that  I  could  settle  the  point  at  issue  by  correspondence,  with 
less  time,  expense,  and  difficulty.  I  adopted  the  '*mail  sys- 
tem," and  am  glad  to  be  able  to  communicate  to  you  the  fact 
that  I  have  settled  every  known  problem  in  a  satisfactory 
way — so  far  as  1  have  been  informed.  The  monies  that 
would  have  necessarily  been  used  in  making  those  official 
visits  will  bring  better  and  more  permanent  results  in  stone 
and  mortar,  applied  to  the  Masonic  Orphans'  Home.  How- 
ever, I  made,  without  the  use  of  time  or  money,  two  official 
Yisits,  by  invitation. 

Six  new  lodges  were  formed. 

In  calling  attention  to  their  Orphans'  Home,  the 
Grand  Master  has  the  following : 

Those  of  you  who  have  not  had  the  experience  can  form 
no  conception  of  the  vast  amount  of  illiteracy,  and  the  lack 
of  school  facilities  in  the  rural  districts  of  the  Indian  Terri- 
tory. While  engaged  on  the  United  States  census  this  year, 
I  found  whole  families  who  could  neither  read  nor  write; 
and  one  in  particular,  consisting  of  sixteen  members. 

The  children  of  some  of  our  departed  Brothers  are  wan- 
dering aimlessly  around,  and  growing  up  to  man  and  woman- 
hood without  a  splattering  of  education,  or  a  superficial 
knowledge  of  the  social  virtues.  This  should  appeal  to  our 
hearts  and  "pocket-books"  as  nothing  else  can.  Brethren! 
Hiet  us  lay  the  foundation  of  this  edifice  firm  and  deep;  so 
deep  that  the  seasons  of  adversity  (which  are  sure  to  come) 
will  not  freeze  it  out  Do  not  get  discouraged,  but  patiently 
continue  to  deal  "sledge-hammer  blows"  in  behalf  of  the 
Home  and  ever  keep  in  remembrance  the  old  but  truthful 
adage,  "Large  oaks  from  little  acorns  grow." 

The  fund  for  the  Home  amounts  to  about  $3,000,  and 
liberal  donations  are  expected  during  the  coming  year. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reports  a  greater  degree  of  en- 
thusiasm than  ever  before  manifested,  and  most  of  the 
lodges  doing  well. 

Bro.  J.  S.  Murrow  made  a  very  brief  report  on  Cor- 
respondence. A  motion  was  passed  to  have  a  full  re- 
port next  year.

Harmony  prevails  and  there  has  been  a  steady  decrease 
ki  the  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Dispensations  were  issued  for  eight  new  lodges. 

At  the  age  of  74  there  passed  away  one  of  the  most 
prominent  members,  Bro.  Edward  A.  Guilbert,  P.G.M.,  a 
man  of  great  force  of  character,  who,  for  a  third  of  a 
century,  exercised  great  influence  in  the  Councils  of  all 
Iowa  Masons. 

A  large  amount  of  local  business  was  transacted. 

Bro.  J .  C.  W.  Coxe  furnishes  another  of  his  high-class 
reports  on  Correspondence,  and  in  his  review  of  our 
Proceedings  of  1899,  he  has  the  following  criticism  on 
the  unnecessary  publication  of  the  reports  of  our  Dis- 
trict Deputies.  His  suggestion  is  worthy  of  considera- 
tion : 

Two  hundred  and  twenty  pages  are  devoted  to  the  reports 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters.  These  officers  were 
efficient  and  senriceable  without  doubt,  but  as  they  are  the 
representatives  of  the  Grand  Master  we  can  but  wonder  why 
they  are  not  required  to  report  directly  to  him  and  allow 
him  to  embody  in  his  report  such  facts  of  interest  as  he 
might  deem  wise  for  the  good  of  the  craft  The  reports 
embody  much  repetition,  and  we  question  nHiether  the 
elaborate  detail  of  visits  and  banquets,  eta,  is  worth  the 
candle.  The  reports  cover  nearly  one-half  of  the  official  pro- 
ceedings, the  first  one  occupying  more  space  than  does  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary.

IRELAND. 

At  last  we  have  something  from  the  Grand  Lodp^e  of 
Ireland,  something  more  definite  than  the  annual  list  of 
office-bearers  and  returns  of  receipts.  The  pamphlet 
now  before  us  contains  the  usual  summary  and  also  an 
address  delivered  at  the  Annual  Communication  of 
Grand  Lodge  held  in  Dublin  on  the  27th  December, 
1900,  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  R.  W.  Bro.  Sir 
James  C.  Meredith,  L.L.D. 

The  address  covers  eighteen  pages.    The  first  topic  is 
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the  visit  of  her  late  Majesty,  Queen  Victoria,  to  Ireland, 
the  address  presented  to  her  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  particulars  of  Her  Majesty's  visit  to  the  Masonic  Or- 
phan Girls'  School  in  Ireland.  Next  is  mentioned  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corpo- 
rations, and  the  entertainment  by  Grand  Lodge  of  such 
of  the  distinguished  Mayors,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
from  all  the  important  cities  in  the  United  Kingdom  as 
were  members  of  the  Craft.  The  war  in  South  Africa 
is  then  touched  upon,  with  mention  of  the  Irish  lodges 
in  Johannesburg  and  the  relief  of  their  members.  Among 
the  foreign  Representatives  appointed  we  find  the  name 
of  R.  W.  Bro.  the  Right  Honorable  Gerald  Fitzgibbon, 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.  The  Deputy  Grand 
Master  says  that  he  is  *'  one  whom  I  am  quite  sure  there 
is  not  a  man  in  this  room  who  does  not  love,  venerate 
and  respect."  His  lamented  predecessor,  Bro.  Hum- 
phrey Minchin,  had  a  special  love  for  the  Orphan  School 
and  was  loved  by  every  child  who  had  been  in  the  School 
for  a  long  time  past.  On  the  state  of  the  Craft,  and 
other  matters,  Bro.  Meredith  says : 

The  general  progress  of  the  Craft  continues  to  be  emin- 
ently satisfactory.  Our  numbers  are  increasing,  but  of 
course  we  cannot  expect  the  increase  from  year  to  year  to 
be  quite  up  to  the  increase  of  last  year  or  the  year 
before.  The  year  before,  you  all  know,  was  a  record 
year  in  the  numbers  who  joined  our  society.  Our  numbers 
are  continuing  to  increase,  and  that  is  a  satisfactory  and  a 
healthy  sign.  Nine  new  Warrants  were  issued  during  the 
year.  Of  these  two  were  for  holding  Lodges  in  the  City  of 
Belfast,  where  the  number  of  Lodges  working  is  much  in 
excess  of  the  number  in  the  City  of  Dublin.  Of  course  you 
all  know  that  there  is  in  Belfast  a  very  much  wider  field 
from  which  to  draw  than  there  is  in  the  City  of  Dublin.  In 
Belfast  the  number  of  the  population  who  would  Join  the 
Masonic  Order  is  very  much  greater  in  proportion  to  the 
population  of  the  citv  than  is  the  number  who  would  Join  in 
the  City  of  Dublin.  Four  Warrants  were  issued  for  the  Prov- 
ince of  Down,  and  two  for  the  Province  of  Derry  and 
Donegal. 

The  ninth  new  Warrant  that  was  issued  was  one  with  ref- 
erence to  which  I  must  say  a  word  or  two.  There  was  in 
that  distant  part  of  the  world,  Siam,  no  Masonic  Lodge 
whatever,  but  there  were  a  number  of  brethren  there — Eng- 
lish Brethren,  and  Scotch  Brethren,  and  Irish  Brethren — ^who 
were  anxious  to  spread  the  light  of  Masonry  in  that  country 
in  which  they  had  made  their  home,  but  the  want  of  a  War- 
rant prevented  them  from  doing  so.  Fortunately  there  was 
amongst  them  a  Brother  who  was  well  known  to  our  Brother 
Chetwode  Crawley,  a  brother  who  was  known  to  many  Dub- 
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lin  men  as  the  son  of  a  clergyman  of  the  Church  of  Ireland, 
and  himself  a  distinguished  Trinity  College  graduate,  Brother 
Travers  Drapes.  He  was  Joined  by  a  number  of  other  Breth- 
ren in  Bankok,  Siam,  in  an  application  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
to  grant  them  a  Warrant  to  hold  a  Lodge  under  our  Juris- 
diction. That  application  was  acceded  to  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  a  Warrant  was  sent  out  It  is  but  a  few  hours 
since  I  was  sitting  with  my  Brother  Chetwode  Crawley  when 
he  was  handed  letters  from  that  dictant  place.  One  of  them 
conveyed  the  sad  news  that  before  the  Warrant  reached 
Sianv  our  Brother  Travers  Drapes,  who  held  an  important 
position  as  a  leader  of  the  Bar  In  Singapore,  had  been  strick- 
en down  and  died  after  a  short  illness.  The  Warrant  which 
you  had  here  granted  for  holding  a  Lodge  there  was  returned 
by  his  widow  In  a  most  pathetic  letter  to  our  Brother  Chet- 
wode Crawley,  through  whose  hands  it  had  been  sent  out. 
During  the  year  two  Warrants  were  suspended,  but  upon  fur- 
ther investigation,  and  upon  an  expression  of  regret  from  the 
Lodges  as  to  the  causes  which  had  led  to  the  suspensions, 
the  Warrants  were  restored — 209  in  St.  George's,  Bermuda, 
and  237  in  Ballynafelgh. 

You  may  remember  two  years  ago  I  mentioned  to  you  that 
one  of  our  Lodges  in  a  distant  part  of  the  world  had  been  ex- 
ceedingly loyal  to  us  in  not  varying  the  date  of  their  Installa- 
tion without  telegraphing  for  permission  to  do  so,  although 
they  only  wanted  to  anticipate  the  regular  date  by  a  few 
days — a  Lodge  in  Perth,  Western  Australia;  that  Lodge  bias 
now  Joined  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  to  which 
I  have  alluded  a  few  minutes  ago,  and  it  will,  I  am  sure,  be 
as  distinguished  for  its  loyalty  to  its  new  Grand  Lodge  as  it 
was  to  its  Mother  Grand  Lodge. 

As  to  the  general  progress  of  our  financial  affairs,  I  think  I 
may  say  that  the  year  which  is  closing  is  quite  satisfactory. 
The  receipts  will  probably  be,  on  the  whole,  slightly  under 
what  they  were  last  year,  but  of  course  we  cannot  say  exact- 
ly, as  a  great  many  of  the  Lodges  do  not  pay  their  accounts 
until  the  last  day  or  two  of  the  year,  and  therefore  the 
receipts  of  the  two  or  three  days  to  come  have  to  be  added. 
But  on  the  whole  I  do  not  think  there  will  be  a  substantial 
falling  off. 

There  were  some  special  points  which  it  became  necessary 
for  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  to  consider  during  t,he 
past  year,  and  with  reference  to  which  I  wish  to  make  very 
brief  explanation  now.  In  the  first  place,  a  question  arose  as 
to  the  position  of  a  Brother  who  had  been  suspended  and 
subsequently  restored  to  good  Masonic  standing.  It  has  been 
held  that  the  restoration  of  good  Masonic  standing  of  an  in- 
dividual Brother  suspended — remember  I  am  not  speaking  of 
suspending  a  Lodge,  for  if  you  suspend  a  Lodge  and  restore 
it,  the  Lodge  is  restored  to  the  status  ante  quo,  and  therefore 
every  member  of  it  is  restored  as  far  as  his  membership  of 
that  Lodge  is  concerned;  but  if  an  individual  Brother  is  sus- 
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pended,  and  if  after  a  time  the  Grand  Lodge  sees  fit  to  re- 
store him  to  good  Masonic  standing,  it  has  been  held  that 
that  restoration  puts  him  into  good  Masonic  standing,  but  it 
does  nothing  else,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Subordinate 
Iiodge  to  which  he  belonged  have  a  right  to  consider  whether 
they  will  or  will  not  again  admit  him  to  their  roll  of  mem- 
bership. 

A  question  was  raised  whether  a  Worshipful  Master  who 
had  been  duly  installed  could  resign  his  office  of  Worshipful 
Master,  continuing  to  be  a  member  of  the  Iiodge.  There  is 
one  thing  that  we  Masons  will  not  allow.  Men  are  npt  al- 
lowed to  put  their  hands  to  the  plow  and  turn  back.  When 
a  man  takes  upon  himself  the  duties  of  office  he  must  dis- 
charge that  office  for  the  regular  space  of  time,  and  accord- 
ingly if  a  Brother  has  been  installed  as  Worshipful  Master 
and  wishes  to  be  relieved  from  that  office,  he  can  only  do  so 
by  resigning  his  connection  with  the  Iiodge  altogether.  If  he 
does  that  he  must  remember  that  he  cannot  rank  as  a  Past 
Master  of  the  Craft,  because  he  will  not  have  held  the  chair 
of  the  Lodge  for  the  usual  and  proper  length  of  time. 

The  next  question  was  with  reference  to  balloting  for  af- 
filiation. You  know  that  Lodges  may  adopt  special  by-laws 
with  reference  to  the  number  of  black  beans  that  will  exclude 
from  affiliation  a  Brother  who  is  already  a  member  of  the 
Craft;  but  if  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  contain  no  special  pro- 
vision as  to  the  number  of  black  beans  the  ballot  must  be 
unanimous.  If  the  Lodge  choose  to  make  a  by-law  that  the 
ballot  shall  not  be  unanimous,  they  may  make  that  by-law 
and  submit  it  for  consideration  of  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses, making  such  proposition  of  the  number  as  they  thiiik 
reasonable,  but  until  they  have  such  a  by-law  the  ballot  must 
be  unanimous,  And  in  this  connection  it  is  well  that  I  should 
remind  you  of  a  ruling  made  during  the  past  year,  one  which 
I  believe  to  be  a  most  important  and  far-reaching  one.  It  is 
with  reference  to  the  power  of  a  Lodge  to  suspend  its  by- 
laws. You  are  all  familiar  with  the  suspending  of  standing 
orders  of  public  assemblies.  It  is  not  an  uncommon  thing 
for  some  member  of  a  public  body  to  move  that  the  stand- 
ing orders  should  be  suspended  in  order  to  allow  the  body  to 
do  something  which  according  to  their  written  law  at  the 
moment  they  could  not  do  until  that  law  was  set  aside.  But 
remember  this,  that  Masonic  By-Laws  are  not  in  the  same 
position  as  the  Standing  Orders  of  any  public  body.  In  ordi- 
nary public  bodies  Standing  Orders  are  the  laws  made  by  the 
body  itself  for  its  own  government,  without  any  reference 
to  the  external  authority,  but  the  by-laws  which  a  Lodge 
makes,  although  made  for  its  own  government,  afe  not  by 
any  means  without  reference  to  external  authority.  No  By- 
Law  adopted  by  any  Subordinate  Lodge  is  of  any  force  or 
value  whatever  until  it  has  been  approved  by  a  Committee  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  therefore  any  attempt  to  suspend  a 
by-law  which  has  been  approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  a 
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proceeding  that,  as   you  will   at  once   see,  no   Subordinate 
Lodge  can  be  permitted  to  take. 

Last  year  it  was  my  duty  to  refer  to  canvassing  for  office. 
I  said  I  was  perfectly  sure  that  no  brother  would  canvass  for 
office  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  but  I  regret  to  have  to  record  that 
the  rule  has  been  departed  from  in  one  of  the  provinces. 
Canvassing  for  office  even  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge  is  most 
undesirable.  It  is  not  right  that  any  member  should  put 
another  member  of  his  Lodge  into  the  position  either  of  pro- 
mising to  vote  for  him  for  any  office  or  of  saying  he  will  not 
vote  for  him.  The  election  of  the  offices  of  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  ought  to  be  the  spontaneous  action  of  the  brethren  of  the 
Lodge.  It  is  prohibited  in  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Board  have 
very  properly  advised  that  the  same  rule  which  applies  to 
Grand  Lodge  applies  to  oanvassing  for  offices  in  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  different  provinces  throughout  the  country.  I 
do  hope  that  we  shall  not  again  have  to  call  attention  to  the 
breach  of  such  an  important  regulation. 

There  are  420  lodges;  but  the  membership  is  not 
given. 

The  Grand  Master  is  the  Duke  of  Abercorn.  The 
Grand  Secretary  is  Lord  Castletown.  The  Deputy 
Grand  Secretary  is  Henry  E.  Flavelle,  Freemasons'  Hall, 
Molesworth  street,  Dublin. 

KANSAS. 

45th  Communication,  Wichita,  February  20,  1901.

His  eloquent  address  contains  the  following : 
To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Iiodge  of  Kansas: 

From  Lebanon  came  the  timbers,  laboriously  felled  and 
prepared.  From  Zarthon  were  the  ashlars  brought,  hewn 
and  squared  with  rude  tools.  Over  what  obstacles  and 
with  what  difflculty  were  these  conveyed  to  the  place  of  their 
intended  use!  What  wonderful  zeal  and  fidelity  to  a  cause, 
in  that  multitude,  with  all  the  warring  Jealousies  and  selfish 
passions  of  human  nature  so  subjugated  that  neither  envy, 
discord,  nor  confusion  interrupted  the  work  or  disturbed  the 
peace  and  good  fellowship  which  prevailed  among  the  Craft. 
Behold  the  result — a  completed  whole  that  had  more  the  ap- 
pearance of  being  God's  handiwork  than  man's  creation! 
And  the  glory  of  the  Divine  Presence  filled  the  house  and 
dwelt  with  man! 

What  bring  we  here  from  our  forests  and  our  quarries  and 
with  our  labors  will  God  be  pleased?  Have  we  prepared  the 
timbers  and  squared  the  stone  so  that  with  exact  nicety  they 
may  be  applied  to  their  intended  use.  Will  envy  and  discord 
be  absent  from  our  labors,  as  with  our  ancient  brethren;  it 
Is  for  each  within  his  own  conscience  to  answer  it  is  with 
each  to  do. 
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In  all  associations  of  men*  envy,  self-ambition,  and  a  host 
of  evil  passions — the  common  heritage  of  humanity — are  to 
be  found.  If  human  nature  were  less  human,  it  might  not  be 
so.  Like  the  multitude  of  germs  which  infest  the  air,  the 
passions  must  find  pabulum  if  they  develop;  otherwise,  they 
die. 

Though  we  ssrmbolically  divest  our  postulants  of  the  rai- 
ment of  unrighteousness,  there  is  in  our  rites  no  inoculation 
which  per  se  will  render  harmless  the  bacteria  of  human 
passions.  When  we  enter  the  tyled  recesses  of  the  lodge 
we  carry  with  us  all  that  load  of  human  impulses  which  has 
made  the  story  of  man,  since  time  began,  that  of  a  ceaseless 
struggle. 

As  Entered  Apprentices  we  are  bearers  of  burdens.  If  we 
stain  our  garments,  how  may  we  hope  to  receive  the  Master's 
wage,  either  here  among  our  fellows,  or  in  that  foreign  coun- 
try where  we  must  all  travel? 

If  we  would  be  true  to  our  profession,  if  we  would  be  in 
truth  temple  builders,  we  must  go  beyond  the  material  con- 
ception of  the  tradition  of  our  Masonic  origin  and  find  therein 
veiled  the  symbolic  designs  by  which  we  must  labor  if  we 
would  receive  wages.  In  patience  and  with  loving  kindness 
to  his  fellow,  must  each  Craftsman  fashion  his  own  work, 
helping  him  who  may  be  deficient  in  skill,  not  envious  of  him 
whose  work  may  be  more  gracefully  wrought. 

Substantial  prosperity  and  business  success  have 
blessed  the  people  of  this  State  during  the  past  year,  and 
the  Masonic  Lodges  have  shared  in  the  general  welfare. 

The  Grand  Secretary  mentions  one  lodge  as  the  "  ban- 
ner "  lodge,  because  it  raised  more  candidates  than  any 
other,  and  he  also  speaks  of  another  lodge  as  the  "  ban- 
ner "  lodge  in  the  net  gain  of  members  during  the  year. 
With  all  due  deference,  we  would  suggest  that  this  is  not 
the  proper  way  to  institute  comparisons  between 
Masonic  lodges,  while  it  may  be  all  right  with  lodges  in 
other  more  modern  Orders.  Masonic  lodges  are,  or  should 
be,  on  a  higher  plane  tlian  benefit  societies  or  fraternal  in- 
surance companies.  A  Masonic  lodge  that  does  its  full  duty 
in  accordance  with  Masonic  principles  is  just  as  much,  if 
not  more,  entitled  to  the  epithet  of  a  "  banner  "  lodge,  as 
the  one  that  gets  in  the  most  members.  The  undue 
solicitation  of  candidates  is  strongly  condemned  by  our 
rules,  yet  this  method  of  comparison  will  certainly  tend 
to  rivalry  in  the  lodges  as  to  which  can  get  most  mem- 
bers, and  will  encourage  that  which  we  condemn. 

Thanks  are  given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  for 
the  gift  of  Robertson's  History  of  Masonry  in  Canada. 

A  beautiful  Jewel  was  presented  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
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to  the  immediate  Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Henry  C. 
Loomis,  but  as  he  thought  he  was  going  to  die  soon,  he 
returned  it  to  the  Grand  Lodge  with  thanks,  whereupon 
the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  accept  this  memento  in 
the  same  spirit  in  which  it  is  tendered,  and  that  it  be  made 
the  official  Jewel  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  a  picture  of 
it,  with  the  address  of  the  donor,  be  printed  in  the  Proceed- 
ings. 

The  Kansas  Masonic  Home  is  in  good  condition,  all 
the  inmates  being  as  happy  and  contented  as  could  be 
expected.  The  inmates  number  44,  and  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  Home  the  past  year,  per  capita,  was 
$2.69  per  week. 

In  his  very  valuable  report  on  Correspondence,  Bro. 
J.  C.  Postlethwaite  gives  a  short  history  of  the  organiza- 
tion of  each  Grand  Lodge  reviewed,  that  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  being  as  follows : 

From  1791  to  1840  there  were  two  distinct  British  provin- 
ces, styled,  respectively,  Upper  and  Lower  Canada.  In  these 
Provinces,  England,  Ireland  and  Scotland,  had  erected  a  num- 
her  of  Lodges.  In  1855  there  were  88  Lodges  in  Canada;  50 
English,  14  Irish,  in  Canada  West;  12  English,  2  Irish  and  2 
Scottish,  in  Canada  East.  Forty-one  of  these  Lodges  were 
represented  by  delegates  at  a  convention  assembled  on  Octo- 
ber 10.  1855,  when  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  was  organ- 
ized. The  English  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West 
discountenanced  the  movement,  but  articles  of  union  were 
finally  agreed  to  and  the  united  body  was  formally  recognized 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  December,  1858. 

Numerous  extracts  are  given  from  the  address  of 
Grand  Master  Malone,  which  is  styled  "an  able  docu- 
ment and  full  of  inspiring  thoughts." 

In  his  review  of  Washington,  Bro.  Postlethwaite  says : 
The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  declined  to 
recommend  the  recognition  of  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica  of 
Mexico.  They  also  reported  that  they  were  not  ready  to  ex- 
tend fraternal  recognition  to  the  Gran  Logia  Soberana  de 
Puerto  Rico  without  first  obtaining  the  declaration  of  that 
body  that  it  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  within  the  Island  of  Porto  Rico,  undisputed  by  any 
other  body  or  organization  on  that  Island.  Recognition  was 
granted  by  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  committee  to  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium.  We  scan  the  report  on  the  latter 
Grand  Lodge,  looking  earnestly  for  our  M.  W.  Bro.  William 
H.  Upton  to  say  something  on  the  subject  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium's  alliance  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France, 
but  he  remains  silent  upon  the  subject,  possibly  he  has  not 
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noticed  some  of  the  other  writers  were  objecting  to  recognition 
because  of  the  reported  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Finance,  and  if  so,  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of'' 
Washington  would  not  consider  himself  in  pleasant  company 
if  he  were  to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Belgium  and  be  intro- 
duced to  the  representative  of  a  body  denying  the  existence 
of  God  and  which  has  banished  from  its  altars  the  sacred 
writings.  We  have  concluded  to  await  further  developments 
before  recommending  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kansas  the  re- 
cognition of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium.

KENTUCKY. 

The  celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  this  Grand  Lodge 
took  place  at  Louisville  on  the  i6th  October,  1900,  with 
appropriate  ceremonies,  in  which  the  children  of  their 
Masonic  Home  took  a  prominent  part.  The  Centennial 
Medal  contains  portraits  of  their  first  and  last  presiding 
officers,  and  a  picture  of  the  Home.  The  Grand  Lodge 
has  given  to  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  nearly 
$900,000,  and  a  project  is  on  foot  to  establish  a  Home 
for  aged  Freemasons. 

The  Grand  Master,  Bro.  John  A.  Ramsey,  reports  the 
Order  as  prosperous  and  in  full  swing  to  weave  a  glor- 
ious destiny.  He  sent  $500  to  the  Galveston  sufferers. 
They  have  a  dozen  spurious  lodges  on  the  borders  of 
Ohio,  and  the  Grand  Master  found  it  necessary  to  issue 
a  proclamation  of  warning  against  them.  Seven  new 
lodges  were  formed.    On  the  Home  he  says : 

There  Is  not  In  all  the  world  a  grander  charity,  and  It  1b 
the  Mecca  to  which  all  Masons  who  visit  this  charming  city 
direct  their  way.  It  is  in  no  sense  our  asylum,  hut  In  essen- 
tials a  home  and  a  home  in  the  sweetest  acceptation  of  that 
beautiful  word.  It  has  done  more  to  glorify  Kentucky  Ma- 
sonry and  to  win  admiration  from  the  profane  than  any  in- 
stitution within  our  borders.  Our  children  are  taught  indus- 
try, sobriety,  good  morals,  and  especially  a  reliance  upon  the 
Merciful  Father,  who  always  looks  down  In  tender  pity  upon 
the  fatherless  and  widow  in  their  affliction.  Kentucky  Ma- 
sons were  the  first  to  crystalize  charity  Into  this  admirable 
system,  and  it  is  to-day  in  the  very  zenith  of  prosperity. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  an  elabor- 
ate report  on  the  questions  of  ritual  and  clandestine  lodges, 
from  which  we  make  the  following  extracts  : 

The  facts  are  as  follows:  There  exists  In  this  State  at 
present  a  body  calling  itself  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  York 
Masons  of  Kentucky,  which  In  its  official  organ  takes  occa- 
sion to  warn  all  persons  against  confounding  it  "with  the 
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Colored  Rite  of  this  same  name/'  and  makes  said  publication 
especially  for  the  information  of  some  of  the  Masonic  Jour- 
nals who  are  not  aware  of  our  (its)  status,  and  are  laboring 
under  the  belief  that  our  body  is  of  the  "Colored  Rite."  •  •  • 

There  is  little  use  for  serious  argument  with  charlatans. 
Every  Mason  knows  that  Grand  Liodges  are  not  "created  or 
instituted"  by  legislatures,  either  by  special  or  general  acts. 
Three  Subordinate  Iiodges  under  certain  conditions  may  form 
a  Grand  Lodge — three  men  can  not.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  has,  for  one  hundred  years,  been 
practicing  and  preserving  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  in  Ken- 
tucky without  asking  any  legislative  authority  to  do  so,  or 
craving  any  legislative  sanction  for  its  dissolution.  The  sig- 
nificant points  about  this  legislative  Grand  Lodge  are  these: 

It  may  die  when  it  pleases. 

It  consists  of  three  trustees. 

It  may  contract  unlimited  indebtedness. 

The  private  property  of  its  members  shall  not  be  liable  for 
the  corporate  debts. 

It  has  no  capital  stock. 

It  is  not  given  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  ,or  to  acquire  and 
hold  any  property. 

Its  principal  place  of  business  is  Covington,  Kentucky. 

As  we  said  before,  we  do  not  know  whether  the  founders 
of  this  clandestine  Grand  Lodge  are  perjurers  or  common 
swindlers.  One  can  read  the  provisions  of  their  charter  and 
form  his  own  opinion.  It  is  simply  our  purpose  to  identify, 
so  far  as  possible,  the  persons  engaged  in  this  "business"  at 
"Covington,  in  the  county  of  Kenton,  and  State  of  Kentucky." 
We  wish  their  names  to  go  broadcast  to  the  Craft  in  this 
State  and  elsewhere.  Our  brethren  in  Covington  can  inform 
inquirers  as  to  the  character  of  the  three  men  who  constitute 
this  corporation,  and  who  make  a  "business"  of  selling  de- 
grees, to  which  they  do  not  show  any  title  real  or  pretended. 

But  there  is  one  feature  of  their  assumed  authority  to 
which  the  Grand  Master  has  called  special  attention.  In  the 
edict  of  Mr.  Pomfrey,  dated  August  20,  1900,  it  is  stated  that 
"the  degree  work  of  the  Ancient  York  Rite  in  this  Jurisdiction 
is  Identical  with  that  of  the  F.  and  A.  M.  Rite."  It  is.  in- 
deed, singular  that  this  "degree  work"  should  be  identical 
with  ours,  when  it  is  a  constant  complaint  that  no  two  Lodges 
in  our  Jurisdiction  work  exactly  alike.  Conformity  in  essen- 
tials, diversity  in  details  has  always  been  the  practice,  if  not 
the  rule,  in  Kentucky. 

The  College  of  Custodians  never  did  adopt  a  written  or 
printed  ritual  for  this  Jurisdiction;  and  there  is  not  now  any 
written  or  printed  ritual  which  contains  a  word  agreed  upon 
by  that  college.

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  in*  every  way  most  satis- 
factory. There  is  a  deep  and  earnest  spirit  pervading 
the  entire  Fraternity  that  speaks  well  for  the  future  of 
Freemasonry  in  Louisiana. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  C.  T.  Hines,  has  created  an 
enthusiasm  among  the  brethren  that  will  prove  of  last- 
ing benefit.  He  remains  with  each  lodge  a  week  or  ten 
days,  imparting  instruction  in  all  the  details.  We  copy 
part  of  his  excellent  report ; 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  the  condition  of 
the  Craft  in  our  Jurisdiction,  financially  and  otherwise,  per- 
haps, was  never  better.  I  have  assisted  in  conferring  more 
degrees  than  in  any  previous  year  since  I  have  been  in  the 
work.  The  end — the  closing  of  the  nineteenth  century — 
might  be  truly  said  to  be  the  ''banner"  year  of  Masonry  for 
Louisiana. 

By  a  special  request  of  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, 
who,  in  the  early  part  of  his  administration,  impressed  upon 
mc  the  importance  of  teaching  our  brethren,  the  best  I  could, 
the  great  fundamental  principles  and  moral  application  of 
each  degree  in  our  Order,  saying  to  me:  "Tell  the  brethren 
not  to  grasp  at  the  shadow  and  lose  the  substance,  but  to 
go  beyond  the  ritualism,  and  to  learn  what  each  emblem  is 
intended  in  its  symbolism  to  convey  to  the  building  up  of  the 
true  moral  man  and  the  advancement  of  the  human  race. 
Tell  them  to  live  Masonry,  and  to  bear  this  strong  testimony 
to  the  world,  not  only  avowing  what  we  are  taught  by  pre- 
cept, but  also  by  exhibiting  the  reasonable  fruits  in  the  bright 
example  of  our  life  and  conduct." 

Then,  brethren  of  the  "mystic  tie."  "sons  of  light,"  for  our 
own  personal  happiness,  and  the  increasing  celebrity  of  our 
useful,  our  time-honored  and  ancient  institution,  let  each  of 
us  throughout  our  State,  and,  I  might  add.  throughout  the 
world,  carry  out  and  live  practically  the  noble  lessons  of 
"good  and  wholesome  instruction"  of  our  good  Grand  Master. 

In  this  way  truth  may  be  displayed  in  a  convincing  power; 
the  principles  of  Masonry  will  then  appear  to  mankind  in 
their  original  purity,  combining  all  the  moral  excellence  in 
the  moral  world. 

Then,  and  not  till  then,  will  the  tongues  of  slander  be 
silenced,  or  the  lip  of  prejudice  be  sealed.  Then,  and  not  till 
then,  will  the  institution  appear  in  all  its  loveliness  to  the 
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world.  Then,  and  not  till  then*  shall  we  experience  that 
sweet  consolation  which  flows  from  a  heart  and  conscience 
approved  In  the  sight  of  our  God. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  still  im- 
proving. At  the  present  rate  of  dues  and  assessments, 
three  more  years  will  see  them  out  of  debt. 

A  topical  report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by 
Bro.  Herman  C.  Duncan.  He  recommends  the  recogni- 
tion of  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  and  post- 
ponement as  to  Western  Australia.  He  refuses  to 
recognize  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  not  being  satis- 
fied that  it  has  yet  repudiated  its  recognition  of  the  un- 
lawful acts  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France.

The  lodges  are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and 
the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  contain  interesting 
information  upon  the  condition  of  the  Craft  and  valuable 
suggestions  for  improvement.  Three  conventions  were 
held  for  instruction  in  the  work.  It  is  manifest  that 
these  meetings  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  Craft  in  general 
and  very  materially  assist  the  officers  of  subordinate 
lodges  in  their  work. 

The  following  decision  is  strictly  legal.  A  man  must 
have  a  domicile,  and  when  he  once  has  one,  he  does  not 
lose  it  until  he  acquires  another  one.  He  may  truthfully 
sing  the  old  song,  "  My  Home  is  on  the  Sea  "  but  that  is 
only  poetic  license,  tlis  home  is  on  the  sea  de  facto, 
but  not  d^  jure.  The  unsubstantial  nature  of  the  founda- 
tion of  his  family  hearthstone  is  not  regarded  as  perma- 
nent, and  for  Masonic  purposes,  the  land  he  left  claims 
him  still: 

An  application  is  presented  by  a  sea  captain.  He  hailed 
originally  from  the  Provinces,  and  it  had  always  been  his 
dwelling  place  when  on  land  until  the  last  few  years.  For 
the  past  three  years  his  wife  has  been  with  him  on  his  voy- 
ages and  his  two  sons  and  daughter  have  been  living  in  this 
place.  He  claims  his  home  is  upon  the  sea,  but  when  ashore, 
if  for  any  length  of  time  (but  it.  is  never  above  a  few  weeks) , 
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he  stops  with  his  daughter  at  this  place.    Has  the  Lodge,  at 
place  ot  writing,  jurisdiction? 

Answer:  If  the  applicant  had  taken  up  his  residence  in 
your  town  there  would  be  no  difflculty  in  the  matter,  but.  as 
you  write,  he  claims  his  home  is  upon  the  sea.  Now,  we 
cannot  of  course  recognize  that  any  man  can  have  a  resi- 
dence upon  the  sea,  but  disregarding  that  claim,  there  is  no 
claim  of  residence  in  this  State,  even  when  not  absent  on 
voyages.  The  applicant  once  had  a  Masonic  residence  in  the 
Provinces,  and  that  he  has  not  lost  because  he  has  not  moved 
into  this  State  and  taken  up  his  residence  here.  Courtesy  to 
the  Provincial  Jurisdiction  would  therefore  require  that  appli- 
cation be  made  for  waiver  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  following  constitutional  amendment  was  adopted : 
A  brother  suspended  from  membership  for  non-payment  of 
dues  will  be  restored  by  the  payment  or  remission  of  the 
amount  due  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  at  any  time  vrithin 
five  years  thereafter;  but  after  that  time  he  can  be  restored 
only  upon  his  application  and  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Lodge, 
after  payment  or  remission  of  the  amount  in  arrears. 

On  the  subject  of  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  rejected 
candidates,  Bro.  J.  H.  Drummond,  in  his  review  of  Ken- 
tucky, has  the  following : 

Our  good  brother  has  not  observed  what  has  been  done,  we 
think,  so  closely  as  we  have.  There  were  two  propositions 
involved  in  the  plan  proposed  by  our  Grand  Lodge.  First, 
that  a  rejection  has  the  same  effect  everywhere,  as  it  has  in 
the  Jurisdiction  in  which  it  occurs.  Second,  that  there  should 
be  a  reasonable  limit  to  the  time  in  which  that  eftect  shall  be 
in  force,  which  our  Grand  Lodge  fixed  at  five  years,  at  the 
same  time  stating  that  it  would  yield  to  any  other  length  of 
time  deemed  reasonable,  that  sister  Grand  Lodges  might  see 
fit  to  adopt.  Both  propositions  have  been  sanctioned  by 
quite  a  number  of  Grand  Lodges.  Some  have  sanctioned  the 
first  who  have  not  sanctioned  the  second.  But  one  of  the 
signs  that  the  matter  is  making  progress,  is  the  fact  that  the 
proposition  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
United  States  at  its  last  session,  changing  the  time,  how- 
ever, from  five  years  to  three. 

It  was  expected,  when  -the  action  was  taken  by  our  Grand 
Lodge,  that  the  progress  toward  this  end  would  be  very  slow. 

But  every  step  taken  was  an  advance,  and  once  taken  would 
never  be  retracted.  In  fact,  the  doctrine  has  made  more  pro- 
gress than  we  expected  at  the  time  the  action  of  the  Lodge 
of  Maine  was  taken.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  one  which  reflects 
great  credit  on  its  author  as  a  Mason  of  high  ability  and 
zeal.    We  make  the  following  extracts : 

I  have  to  report  ,to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  very  pleasant  inci- 
dent which  took  place  at  the  regnilar  meeting  of  the  Northern 
Light  Lodge,  No.  10,  in  April  last.  Bro.  William  McBride,  of 
that  Lodge,  had  heen  during  the  winter  on  a  visit  to  the 
Holy  Land,  and  while  there  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
Royal  Solomon  Mother  Lodge  at  Jerusalem.  The  brethren 
of  that  Lodge  received  Bro.  McBride  with  distinguished  hospi- 
tality, and  on  his  departure  handed  to  him,  for  the  purpose  of 
presenting  to  his  Grand  Lodge,  a  very  handsome  gavel.  This 
gavel  Bro.  McBride  presented  to  me,  as  your  representative, 
at  the  meeting  above  referred  to.  I  accepted  it  with  plea- 
sure and  thanked  Bro.  McBride  personally  for  his  kindness 
and  trouble.  I  would  recommend  that  a  suitable  acknowledg- 
ment be  made  to  Royal  Solomon  Mother  Lodge. 

I  had  much  pleasure  in  attending  in  March  last,  a  meeting 
of  Prince  Rupert  Lodge,  No.  1,  which  was  entirely  given  over 
to  the  veterans  of  the  first  Red  River  Expedition.  R.  W.  Bro. 
D.  M.  Walker  presided,  and  was  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro.  H.  T. 
Champion  and  W.  Bro.  Colonel  McMillan.  The  meeting  was 
most  successful  and  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  very 
large  number  present.      •    •    • 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  two  evils,  which,  unless 
something  is  done,  and  done  at  once,  cannot  but  sap  the  life 
of  Lodges  where  they  exist.  I  refer  to  the  entirely  inade- 
quate provision  made  by  some  of  our  Lodges  in  the  matter 
of  iffe  membership  and  the  suicidal  policy  which  prevails  in 
others  of  guaranteeing  a  Masonic  funeral  to  every  deceased 
member.  Some  of  our  Lodges  have  gone  so  far  as  to  pro- 
vide that  life  membership  shall  be  conferred  after  a  certain 
term  of  years  upon  payment  of  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  Grand 
Lodge  fees.  Why  a  man  should  be  rewarded  in  doing  his 
duty  in  sharing  the  expenses  and  burdens  of  the  Lodge  while 
he  was  a  partaker  in  its  benefits  passes  my  comprehension. 
The  principle  is  not  only  unsound,  but  it  is  positively  danger- 
ous. It  may  work  very  well  when  the  Lodge  is  young  and  no 
applications  for  life  membership  are  possible,  but  as  the 
Lodge  grows  older  the  policy  of  mortgaging  the  future  will 
be  found  to  press  very  heavily  upon  those  who  are  so  unfor^ 
tunate  as  not  to  have  reached  the  desired  limit  The  ques- 
tion of  life  membership  is  a  purely  business  one,  and  should 
be  treated  on  business  principles.  Prince  Rupert's  Lodge, 
No.  1,  has  adopted  a  by-law  fixing  the  rate  for  life  member- 
ship at  |50,  deducting,  however,  |I  for  every  year  that  a  bro- 
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ther  is  associated  with  the  Lodge.  I  certainly  think  that  no 
easier  method  of  obtaining  life  membership  could  be  pro- 
Tided. 

With  regard  to  the  second  of  these  two  evils  the  mere 
mention  of  it  is  sufficient  to  condemn  it.  It  must  mean  finan- 
cial ruin  to  the  Lodges  which  adopt  it.  It  can  mean  nothing 
else.  fVeemasonry  will  never  refuse  to  provide  for  the 
funeral  expenses  of  a  brother  dying  in  indigent  circumstan- 
ces, but  Freemasonry  does  not  exist  to  pay  the  funeral  ex- 
penses of  a  member  whose  family  are  well  able  to  pay  the 
expenses  in  connection  therewith.  I  would  earnestly  urge 
the  brethren  of  the  Lodges,  in  whose  by-laws  such  a  provision 
stands,  to  consider  the  matter  carefully  before  it  is  too  late 
to  make  any  change. 

The  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  a  Lodge  is  of  prime 
importance.  Too  much  careful  attention  cannot  be  paid  to 
the  degree  work,  but,  at  the  same  time,  it  is  to  be  remem- 
bered that  the  chief  end  of  Masonry  is  not  to  transact  busi- 
ness and  confer  degrees.  Masonry  is  a  social  order,  and  that 
side  of  it  should  not  be  neglected.  The  brother  who  comes 
to  meeting  afer  meeting  of  the  Lodge  and  has  no  opportunity 
of  spending  a  few  minutes  in  conversation  with  his  brethren 
soon  ceases  to  attend  at  all.  Many  of  our  Lodges  are  being 
materially  injured  by  the  habit  of  cutting  ofC  the  social  part 
of  the  meeting  for  the  sake  of  the  ritual  work.  An  ordinary 
Lodge  meeting,  at  which  one  degree  is  conferred,  can  be 
closed  in  good  time  and  still  allow  at  least  one  hour  for  social 
pleasures.  Man  is  a  social  being  and  craves  intercourse  with 
his  fellows.  If  he  does  not  get  it  at  the  Lodge  room  he  will 
go  elsewhere.  A  small  sum  of  money  spent  in  this  direction 
at  each  meeting  will  yield  ample  returns  in  the  more  kindly 
feeling  generated  among  the  brethren. 

But  hand  in  hand  with  this  social  side  of  Masonry  should 
go  tho  intellectual.  I  do  not  intend  to  dwell  upon  this  point; 
it  has  been  fully  dealt  with  several  times  before.  I  desire 
simply  to  call  the  attention  of  the  brethren  to  the  possibilities 
for  intellectual  pleasures  which  our  long  winter  evenings 
bring  before  us,  and  to  urge  that  this  matter  be  not  neglected 
in  arranging  for  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge.  The 
Masonic  Lodge  room  should  be  the  Intellectual  centre  of  the 
community.  It  cannot  be  so  if  this  phase  of  Masonry  is  for- 
gotten. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  give  my  unequivocal  testimony  to  the 
large  amount  of  good  that  Is  being  done  both  by  the  Lodge 
and  by  Individual  Masons  In  the  way  of  gifts  to  charitable 
and  benevolent  purposes.  I  notice  with  pleasure  the  contri- 
butions made  by  a  number  of  the  Lodges  to  the  Patriotic 
Fund,  notably  the  munificent  donations  of  the  Masons  of  Cal- 
gary and  Winnipeg.  I  also  notice  in  the  Winnipeg  Free 
Press  frequent  acknowledgments  of  amounts  contributed  to 
the  India  Famine  Fund  by  the  various  Lodges.  I  have  also 
had  brought  to  my  attention  numerous  acts  of  charity  done  In 
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a  kindly,  unostentatious  way  by  individual  members  of  the 
Craft  I  take  pride  in  speaking  of  these  things,  as  it  makes 
me  feel  that  Masonry  is  a  living  reality,  not  a  dead  formal- 
ism. Were  the  gifts  made  to  charitable  organizations  by 
Masons  of  Manitoba  and  the  North-West  Territories  grouped 
together  as  a  Masonic  contribution,  the  aggregate  would  be 
more  than  astonishing. 

The 'Grand  Master  visited  thirteen  lodges  and  is  firmly 
convinced  of  the  beneficial  effect  of  these  visits.  His  one 
reported  decision  is  questionable;  that  a  man  who  had 
lost  his  left  leg  above  the  knee  is  eligible  for  initiation. 
He  recommended  an  annual  lodge  of  instruction  in  each 
District.  J.  Ross  Robertson's  History  of  Masonry  in 
Canada  is  highly  praised. 

The  sum  of  $ioo  was  voted  to  the  Indian  Famine 
Fund. 

The  Reports  of  the  District  Deputies  are  more  inter- 
esting than  usual.  The  Northwest  Mounted  Police 
Lodge  at  Regina  is  in  a  peculiar  position ;  all  of  its  offi- 
cers and  members  are  away  except  two,  being  either  • 
drafted  for  service  in  Yukon  Territory  or  having  volun- 
teered for  service  in  South  Africa.  Several  members  of 
Bow  River  Lodge  at  Calgary  are  with  the  Canadian  Con- 
tingents, and  the  S.W.  and  S.D.  are  with  the  Strathcona 
Horse. 

The  new  lodges  are  situated  at  Elkhorn,  Red  Deer, 
Duck  Lake,  Austin  and  Wolseley. 

After  twenty  years  of  faithful  service,  Bro.  Wm.  G. 
Scott  retires  from  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary,  the 
exacting  duties  of  the  public  office  which  he  holds  re- 
quiring his  iindiviHed  attention.  Great  regret  was  ex- 
pressed at  his  decision,  and  a  committee  was  appointed 
to  make  him  a  suitable  presentation.

Peace  and  prosperity  prevail.  Never  was  there  more 
activity  in  the  lodges  throughout  the  State.  The  Grand 
Lecturer's  report  is  made  to  the  Grand  Master  monthly, 
and  shows  a  healthy  increase  and  vigorous  interest  in  all 
the  lodges.    The  Grand  Lodge  finances  are  in  splendid 
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condition.  The  income  is  largely  in  excess  of  the  ex- 
penses and  their  bonded  indebtedness  is  gradually  being 
liquidated. 

From  the  report  on  the  address  we  take  the  following: 

1.  The  absence  of  the  Grand  Master  hrlngs  to  our  minds  most 
keenly  our  appreciation  of  his  manly  presence  and  permits  ns 
to  express  our  great  regard  for  hia  person  and  his  work;  ex- 
citing our  deepest  gratitude  to  the  Supreme  Architect  who 
gave  him  to  us,  as  a  wise  master  builder,  placing  such  de- 
signs on  the  Trestle  Board  and  inspiring  us  with  such  zeal 
for  the  work  that  the  rebuUding  of  our  Masonic  City  and 
Temple  have  made  the  closing  years  of  this  most  remarkable 
century,  memorable  for  the  high  standard  of  Masonic  charac- 
ter, which  augurs  great  strength  and  beauty  as  we  approach 
the  dawn  of  the  new  century.  May  his  life  be  spared  to 
cover  as  many  years  in  the  future  and  he  be  permitted  to 
serve  his  Master  and  his  brethren  as  well  in  both  the  cen- 
turies. 

2.  We  pledge  ourselves,  one  and  all,  to.  mark  well  his  sober 
counsel,  as  it  comes  to  us  across  the  half  of  our  continent^  to 
"guard  well  the  sacred  heritage,  which  has  been  handed  down 
to  us  by  our  forefathers;  that  no  act  of  ours,  individually  or 
collectively,  shall  cast  the  slightest  reflection  or  mar  a  page 
of  the  glorious  history  of  the  Fraternity."  While  his  word 
comes  to  us  with  the  fbrce  of  law,  his  earnest  wish  summons 
us  to  a  higher  spirit  of  consecration. 

3.  The  prosperous  condition  of  aftairs  reflects  great  credit 
on  our  Board  of  Managers,  most  heartily  seconded  by  a  loyal 
Craft,  while  the  Grand  Lecturer,  follows  the  orbit  of  this 
Jurisdiction  with  unfailing,  tireless  energy,  shedding  the  light 
of  his  Masonic  lore  into^the  darkest  places  of  our  jurisdiction 
and  bringing  to  Light  some  of  the  choicest  Jewels  of  the 
Craft;  Such  a  system  seems  to  lack  nothing,  in  its  princi- 
ples, and  is  most  efficiently  applied  by  the  Grand  Inspectors. 
Let  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  lead  the  van,  clinging  tenaciously 
to  the  Landmarks  and  restoring  the  perfections  of  an  unfallen 
race  till  we  reach  the  fulness  of  the  stature  of  the  perfect 
man  and  Mason.  ^ 

8.  The  remarkable  vigor  of  the  venerable  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  Brother  B.  T.  Schultz,  finds 
appropriate  mention  and  here  in  his  own  home  we  rely  so  im- 
plicitly on  his  Masonic  lore,  as  the  great  treasure  house  for 
all  such  information,  that  we  regard  it  as  a  paradox,  that 
nothing  escapes  his  vision  and  yet  he  cannot  see  at  all. 
Would  God  some  magic  art  could  unravel  the  complicated 
threads  of  Masonic  facts  now  wrapped  up  in  the  convolutions 
of  his  busy  brain  and  weave  a  tapestry  of  his  personal  remin- 
iscence and  historical  truths  and  give  us  such  a  chart  as  few 
men  living  could  match  and  none  of  the  fathers  could  sur- 
pass. President  Lincoln  once  replied  to  a  criticism  of  a 
General,  who  had  been  very   successful  but  unfortunately 
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yielded  sometimes  to  the  Influence  of  liquor,  ^'you  complain  ot 
his  drunkenness;  I  wish  some  of  the  others  could  get  hold 
of  his  bottle."  Some  of  us  clear  sighted  men  would  like  to 
share  in  the  light  of  Schultz's  darkness.  "Where  there  is  no 
vision,  the  people  perish."  We  rejoice  that  he  still  points 
his  telescope  to  the  four  quarters  of  the  heavens,  and  chases 
the  wandering  stars  to  cover.  His  search-light  is  on  the  alert 
for  the  sly  torpedoes  and  he  slyly  blows  them  out  of  the 
water.  We  cannot  expect  him  to  give  as  much  help  to  the 
new  century  as  he  has  to  the  past,  but  we  express  the  hope 
that  the  coming  years  may  be  blessed  with  a  green  old  age, 
and  that  his  wonderful  works  in  the  line  of  historical  res- 
earch will  preserve  his  name  through  many  generations. 

Canada  for  1899  receives  due  attention. 
In  his  review  of  Nova  Scotia,  Bro.  Schtiltz  says : 
The  earliest  trace  of  Masonry  we  have  so  far  discovered  in 
Maryland  is  in  our  own,  old  Annapolis,  when  or  where,  or 
under  what  circumstances  the  Lodge  was  organised  is  not 
known,  but  it  was  in  existence  certainly  as  early  as  Decem- 
ber, 1749.  On  August  12,  1750,  it,  like  the  Lodge  in  Nova 
Scotia,  applied  for  and  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, a  warrant  to  enable  it  to  work  as  a  regular  Lodge. 

Bro.  Schultz  thinks  that  the  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium  should  be  rescinded,  if  that  Grand 
Body  is  still  in  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France.

Quarterly  Communication,  Boston,  Dec.  12,  1900.

His  address  opens  as  follows : 
Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

My  acceptance  of  the  position  of  Grand  Master,  where  your 
suffrages  placed  me  a  year  ago,  was  with  feelings  of  doubt, 
•  mingled  with  some  misgivings  as  to  my  ability  to  devote  the 
time  required  for  the  duties  of  the  office;  the  year  has  closed, 
however,  bringing  with  it  the  satisfactory  feeling  of  having 
at  least  attempted  to  fulfil  them,  and  of  having  been  able  to 
devote  to  its  work  more  time  than  ought  reasonably  to  be 
expected  of  a  man  actively  engaged  in  a  business  or  profes- 
sion. The  kindly  cooperation  of  the  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters, 
and  of  Brethren  whom  it  has  been,  my  good  fortune  to  meet, 
throughout  the  State,  has  so  relieved  the  burdens  of  the  posi- 
tion and  so  assisted  In  its  work,  that  what  has  been  at  all 
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times  a  pleasant  duty  has  been  quickened  and  performed  so 
orderly  and  so  easily  that  the  year  has  passed  by  with  hardly 
a  thought  of  the  exactions  attending  the  office. 

In  the  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  ceremonials  and  banquets 
requiring  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Officers,  the  work  per- 
formed by  others  with  me  has  so  relieved  the  labor,  and  all 
haye  so  cheerfully  Joined  in  the  duty  to  be  performed,  that 
my  expressions  of  appreciation  to  them  are  not  merely  per- 
functory. 
'  Of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  too  much  cannot  be 
said  in  praise  of  the  care  and  vigilance  bestowed  by  them  on 
their  work.  Such  constant  interest  and  zeal  merit  the  praise 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  appropriately  find  a  fitting  record  on 
the  pages  of  our  minutes. 

To  the  Masters,  Wardens  and  Brethren  of  the  various 
Lodges  I  have  visited,  both  officially  and  informally,  I  ex- 
press my  recognition  of  their  uniform  courtesy,  and  am 
pleased  to  contribute  my  testimony  to  the  loyal  homage 
always  shown  by  them  "to  the  Grand  Master  for  the  time 
being." 

The  time  has  come  when  more  responsibility  is  placed  with 
the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  than  was  formerly  the 
custom.  In  the  days  of  Grand  Master  John  T.  Heard, 
1857-8-9,  it  was  thought  a  great  undertaking  for  him  to  have 
visited  during  his  three  years  as  Grand  Master  air  the  Lodges 
in  the  State,  there  being  then  about  ei^ty-eight  in  number. 
At  that  time  Masonry  (and  particularly  our  ritual)  was  not 
jit  its  present  high  standard.  Many  and  frequent  visits  and 
an  added  interest  on  the  part  of  all  the  Grand  Officers  were 
needed  to  bring  order  out  of  what  had  been  but  a  few  years 
before  almost  chaos  In  many  Masonic  jurisdictions.  To-day 
with  the  work  of  the  ritual  to  as  high  a  standard  of  correct- 
ness as  that  of  any  jurisdiction  in  our  country,  with  a  healthy, 
loyal  and  devoted  adherence  to  the  best  principles  of  our 
Order  by  Lodges  and  Brethren  throughout  the  State,  with 
almost  all  our  Lodges  prosperous,  the  personal  encourage- 
ment and  direction  of  the  Grand  Master  is  no  longer  as  essen- 
tial as  it  was  In  those  days  and  the  years  immediately  follow- 
ing. The  growth  from  88  to  236  Lodges  has  occasioned  addi- 
tional demands  as  to  the  performance  of  functions,  attend- 
ance on  ceremonials,  and  attention  to  the  general  business 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  these  have  grown  to  be  so  numerous 
and  important  that  the  position  will  soon  require  a  larger 
portion  of  time  than  any  but  a  man  of  leisure  can  devote  to  it 

With  this  in  mind.  I  have,  without  in  any  particular  as  far 
as  I  know  neglecting  any  of  the  customary  duties  of  the 
office,  endeavored  to  place  with  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  the  performance  of  duties  and  assuming  of  responsi- 
bilities peculiarly  local  and  within  their  line  of  work.  For 
instance,  the  annual  visitation  to  Lodges  called  for  by  the 
Constitutions  is  essentially  the  day  of  the  year  when  the  Dis- 
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trict  Deputy  should  represent  the  Grand  Master  ahd  attend 
to  the  delegated  official  business.  If  the  Grand  Master  has 
been  missed  from  these  gatherings,  the  Brethren  will  under- 
stand that  his  absence  has  been  by  design  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  preserving  to  his  Deputy  the  exclusive  regard  due  to 
his  position  in  the  several  Districts. 

The  work  of  the  year  in  the  various  Lodges,  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  our  Temple,  and  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Fraternity  throughout  the  State,  are  most  pleasing 
and  satisfactory,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  reports. 

Bro.  Franklin  S.  Pratt,  a  member  of  Columbian 
Lodge,  recently  deceased,  bequeathed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  the  sum  of  $20,000  for  charitable  purposes.  He 
also  gave  to  his  own  lodge  the  sum  of  $1,000. 

The  first  year  passed  in  their  new  Masonic  Home  has 
closed  tinder  most  auspicious  circumstances  and  with  a 
most  creditable  showing  in  the  good  work  of  the  Craft. 

At  the  "  Grand  Feast,"  which  is  always  celebrated  by 
this  Grand  Lodge  with  most  interesting  proceedings  on 
the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter commenced  the  toast  list  as  follows : 

The  Grand  Master.— July  30th,  in  the  Year  of  Light,  5,733, 
the  Right  Honorable  and  Right  Worshipful  Anthony,  Lord 
Viscount  Montague,  Grand  Master  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons in  England,  sent  greetings  to  Henry  Price,  and  In  the 
charter  wherein  he  created  him  Grand  Master,  he  concluded 
by  saying:  ''And  lastly  we  will  and  require  that  our  said 
Provincial  Grand  Master  of  New  England  do  annually  cause 
the  Brethren  to  keep  the  Feast  of  Saint  John  the  Eyangelist, 
and  dine  together  on  that  day  or  (in  case  any  accident  should 
happen  to  prevent  their  dining  together  on  that  day)  on  any 
other  day  near  that  time  as  he  shall  judge  most  fit,  as  is 
done  here." 

Ten  years  later,  when  Lord  Ward,  Baron  of  Birmingham, 
County  of, Warwick,  Grand  Master  of  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Eng- 
land, appointed  Thomas  Oxnard  Provincial  Grand  Master  for 
North  America,  the  same  injunction  was  repeated. 

Ten  years  later,  when  our  Grand  Lodge  established  a 
Lodge  in  Newport,  the  warrant  from  the  Grand  Master  In 
Boston  concludes:  "And  lastly  that  they  do  annually  keep, 
or  cause  to  be  kept,  the  Feast  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist, 
and  dine  together  on  that  day,  or  as  near  that  day  as  shall 
be  Judged  most  convenient."  Following  this  was  a  list  of 
the  Brethren,  Master  Masons,  made  by  Abraham  Savage  at 
Crown  Point,  in  1759. 

In  1763  the  Feast  was  kept:  and  a  common  form  in  these 
charters  was  that  it  should  be  enjoined  in  all  these  Jurisdic- 
tions that  the  Feast  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist  should  be 
observed. 

In  1773  there  must  have  been  a  great  Feast,  for  "the  tables 
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being  furnished,  the  Brethren  (with  the  guests)  enjoyed 
themselves  agreeably  to  the  festivity  of  the  dsy."  And  In 
the  account  of  expenses  for  fifty  dinners,  there  were  thirteen 
double  bowls  of  punch,  twelve  bottles  of  port  and  seventeen 
of  Madeira.  At  this  Feast,  there  being  at  that  time  two  rival 
Grand  Lodges  in  Massachusetts,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  was  pleased  to  direct  three  "Brethren"  as  a  commit- 
tee to  wait  upon  the  other  Grand  Master,  "Most  Worshipful 
John  Rowe,  Bsqulre,  and  his  Grand  Officers  and  Brethren  at 
their  office  at  Ck>loael  IngersoU's,  to  acquaint  them  their 
healths  would  be  drunk  at  half  after  four  o'clock.  The  com- 
mittee returned  for  answer  that  Grand  Master  Rowe  and 
Brethren  convened  would  return  the  compliment  at  that 
period."  This  was  at  the  installation  of  Joseph  Warren,  of 
lamented  memory,  as  Grand  Master. 

Notwithstanding  the  troublous  times  after  1778,  the  Feast 
of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist  was  celebrated  on  December  27, 
1776.  Joseph  Webb  was  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Ck>L  Paul 
Revere  was  Senior  Grand  Warden.  It  is  stated  that  about 
thirty  of  the  Brethren  were  present,  the  record  bearing  the 
conclusion:  "All  settled  and  paid — a  very  genteel  entertain- 
ment" 

Again  in  1778  the  Hon.  General  Gates,  and  such  of  his  fam- 
ily v;ho  were  Masons,  were  invited  to  attend  the  Feast  of 
Saint  John,  and  there  were  one  hundred  and  three  Brethren 
present. 

In  1779  the  Feast  was. again  celebrated  on  the  27th  of  De- 
cember, and  it  must  have  been  indeed  a  notable  occasion,  for 
a  committee  was  appointed  at  a  previous  meeting  "to  treat 
with"  Brother  Wort  for  an  elegant  dinner,"  and  the  celebration 
was  ordered  to  be  inserted  in  two  public  newspapers.  Sixty 
or  seventy  Brethren  are  recorded  as  being  present,  and  "the 
celebration  was  conducted  with  dignity,  propriety  and  har- 
mony, such  as  to  be  found  and  enjoyed  only  among  Masons." 

Wendell  Phillips,  in  his  lecture  on  "The  Lost  Arts,"  used  to 
begin  by  stating  that  the  first  time  he  delivered  it  was  at 
what  he  called  a  Lyceum;  and  that  the  people  of  poston  and 
New  England  knew  but  two  meetings — ^the  Town  Meeting, 
where  there  was  acrimonious  discussion,  and  an  occasional 
fist  fight  outside  to  settle  differences;  and  the  Prayer  Meet- 
ing, which  was  deeorous  and  quiet,  and  properly  observed. 
Between  these  two  extremes  the  people  had  Ho  knowledge  or 
acquaintance;  and  when  he  delivered  his  lecture  on  "The 
Lost  Arts,"  it  being  in  a  church,  the  people  were  in  doubt 
whether  they  should  applaud,  or  whether  they  should  dispute 
with  the  lecturer;  but  the  boys,  he  said,  compromised  the 
matter  by  playing  quorum  in  the  galleries,  and  seeing  who 
could  Jump  the  farthest  from  the  steps  into  the  entry  below. 

I  feel  sometimes  as  if  our  Brethren  in  Masonry,  recognizing 
the  religious  character  of  the  Institution,  had,  in  observing 
this  Feast  of  Saint  John  the  Evangelist,  found  a  comfortable, 
midway,  common,  every-day  good  time  between  the  serious 
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side  of  Masonry  and  the  rougher  and  more  troublous  times 
of  life.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Feast  was  faithfully  ob- 
served by  them»  and»  as  I  found  it  expressed  by  the  old  re- 
cords, "with  decency  and  mirth." 

These  comparisons  and  this  little  historical  narrative  give 
a  clue  to  the  way  in  which  we  should  enjoy  the  Feast  of  St. 
John.  We  come  here  for  a  good  time,  but  we  do  not  forget 
the  day  or  the  occasion;  we  do  not  forget  those  eminent 
Christian  patrons  of  Freemasonry,  toward  whom  we  look  and 
to  whom  we  bow;  the  elder  St.  John,  the  Baptizer,  who  lived 
a  life  of  suffering  and  martyrdom,  and  was  brought  to  his 
untimely  end  by  the  machinations  of  a  dancing  girl  with  a 
mother  of  questionable  repute,  and  the  wealmess  of  a  false 
king;  and  the  younger  St.  John,  the  Evangelist.  So  far  as 
Scripture  states  the  Evangelist  never  met  the  Baptizer,  ex- 
cept when  he  heard  him  preach  at  Bethany.  The  one,  the 
holy  St.  John  the  Baptist,  whose  day  we  celebrate  on  the  24th 
of  June;  and  the  other,  the  Evangelist,  whose  day  we  cele- 
brate to-day,  are  our  eminent  Christian  patrons  of  Masonry, 
represented  in  every  Lodge  by  the  parallel  lines;  and  to  them 
we  pledge  anew  our  devotion,  our  reverence  and  our  loyalty. 
I  desire  you.  Brethren,  to  Join  with  me  in  drinking  this  our 
first  regular  toast    To  the  Memory  of  the  Holy  Saints  John. 

They  have  four  lodges  in  Chili  and  one  in  China.

Three  new  lodges  are  reported. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  held  61  lodges  of  Instruction. 
The  attendance  at  these  schools  ranged  from  59  to  711. 
The  total  attendance  reached  the  very  large  number  of 
12,022. 

The  gift  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  of  Bro.  J. 
Ross  Robertson's  History  was  acknowledged  by  a 
unanimous  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  recognized. 

The  following  report  was  adopted,  thus  limiting  the 
jurisdiction  over  rejected  candidates  to  five  years,  as  pro- 
posed by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maine : 

Tour  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  beg  leave  to  report  that 
we  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolution  of  Bro.  J.  L. 
Dynes,  to  amend  Sec.  4,  Article  12,  of  Grand  Liodge  Regula- 
tions, and  Sec.  1,  Article  17,  of  Grand  Lodge  Regulations. 
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These  amendments  relate  to  the  personal  Jurisdiction  that 
Lodges  have  over  their  rejected  material  wherever  residing, 
usually  termed  perpetual  Jurisdiction.  Under  the  present 
law,  if  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  is  rejected,  he  is  ever  after 
the  material  of  the  Lodge  so  long  as  he  resides  within  the 
State;  and  if  he  moved  into  a  State  with  a  law  like  ours,  it 
respects  the  law  of  this  State.  If,  however,  he  removes  into 
a  State  that  does  not  recognise  perpetual  Jurisdiction,  our 
law  is  not  respected,  and  it  will  receive  and  act  upon  the  pe- 
tition of  a  candidate  under  its  own  law,  completely  ignoring 
our  law  of  perpetual  Jurisdiction.  It  is  safe  to  say  about 
one-half  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  recognize  this  doc- 
trine and  the  other  half  are  occasionally  repealing  this  law, 
opening  the  iron  hand  of  despotism  and  recognizing  the  fact 
that  a  man  can  reform,  and  should  not  be  eternally  under  the 
ban  of  bad  report  Repentance  and  forgiveness  are  Masonic 
Jewels,  to  be  regarded  and  practiced  by  all  good  Masons. 

The  proposed  amendment,  if  adopted,  will  give  the  Lodges 
Jurisdiction  over  the  material  above  mentioned  for  five  years, 
when  the  lien  will  be  raised  and  a  rejected  candidate,  if  he 
has  removed  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  that  rejected 
him,  may  apply  to  a  Lodge  where  he  resides  for  the  degrees, 
the  Lodge  which  rejected  him  having  no  further  Jurisdiction 
over  him. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  amendment  be 
adopted. 

There  are  45  inmates  in  the  Masonic  Home.  The 
average  weekly  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  was  $2.91. 

Resolutions  of  sympathy  on  the  death  of  Queen  Vic- 
toria were  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  as 
follows :

Whereas,  the  Brethren  of  our  Sister  Grand  Lodges  of  Can- 
ada and  England  are  to-day  mourning  the  demise  of  their 
dear  and  well-beloved  Sovereign  Earthly  Ruler,  and. 

Whereas,  His  Royal  Highness  Albert  Edward,  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Eng- 
land, and  now,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  Great  Britain, 
is  in  great  afBiction,  through  the  loss  of  his  beloved  mother, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons of  the  State  of  Michigan,  U.  S.  A.,  acknowledging  the 
will  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe,  and  deep- 
ly realizing  that  the  ties  of  fraternal  love  and  friendship  hold 
us  in  bonds  of  loving  union  with  our  afflicted  brethren,  here- 
by extend  most  affectionate  greeting  and  heartfelt  sympathy 
to  our  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Canada  and  England, 
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and  to  the  Moat  Worahipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England,  and  prays  that  the  God  and  Father  of  us  all  may, 
of  His  great  mercy  and  loving  kindness,  comfort  their  souls 
and  speak  peace  to  their  hearts,  and,  giving  them  grace  to 
say,  "Father,  Thy  will  be  done,"  may  fill  them  all  with  an 
earnest  longing  and  an  ardent  desire  to  emulate  the  good  life 
and  practice  the  noble  virtues  of  their  honored,  beloved  and 
most  illustrious  dead. 

Kesoived,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send 
a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  these 
Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions.

The  first  business  transacted  was  the  passage  of  a  reso- 
lution of  sympathy  on  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria, 
which  was  cabled  to  King  Edward,  as  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  in  England. 

Peace  and  harmony  prevail ;  their  altar  fires  are  burn- 
ing brightly  and  the  lessons  which  they  teach  are  bring- 
ing forth  good  fruit.  Five  new  lodges  were  formed. 
The  Grand  Master  gives  the  following  information  from 
the  District  reports : 

As  has  been  said  heretofore,  no  one  appreciates  more  fully 
than  the  Grand  Master  the  value  of  a  good  competent  corps 
ef  deputies. 

Thi  usual  blank  reports  were  sent  to  each  of  the  thirty-four 
Distrlcte  Deputies  with  their  appointment,  and  a  request  that 
they  visit  every  Lodge  within  their  respective  districts  and 
make  their  report  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1900. 
Twenty-four  have  reported,  and  their  reports  are  filed  with 
the  Grand  Secretary  for  future  use.  Ten  have  visited  every 
Lodge  in  their  districts.  Some  of  the  reports  are  models, 
covering  every  detail.  A  total  of  114  Lodges  have  been  vis- 
ited by  various  deputies,  an  increase  over  last  year  of 
tTrenty-four  Lodges.  From  their  reports  we  gather  the  fol- 
lowing information:  Twenty-eight  lodges  own  their  own 
halls  or  buildings;  the  value  of  the  same,  in  round  numbers, 
is  1109,100;  amount  due  on  buUdings,  $65,800;  the  value  of 
paraphernalia  of  the  various  lodges,  $81,655;  Insurance  on 
same,  $49,270;  number  of  meetings  held  during  the  year, 
2,233;  number  of  degrees  conferred,  1,606;  amount  of  unpaid 
dues,  $21,229:  cash  and  cash  investments,  $54,500;  liabilities 
other  than  on  buildings,  $6,498;  Masonic  funerals  held,  60; 
minutes  not  signed  by  Worshipful  Master  in  sixteen  different 
lodges. 
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A  resolution  was  passed  that  in  future  all  exemptions 
of  Grand  Lodge  dues  by  subordinate  lodges  be  prohib- 
ited and  the  practice  abolished.

H.  H.  Folk,  D.G.M.,  and  acting  Grand  Master. 

Bro.  Folk  is  not  satisfied  with  the  attitude  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington.  He  thinks  that  there  is 
no  real  abandonment  of  the  resolutions  of  1898,  which 
recognized  negro  lodges.  We  quote  part  of  his  com- 
ment : 

In  this  connection  it  Is  worth  while  to  emphasize  the  fact 
that  in  our  resolutions  of  last  year,  severing  our  relations 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  they  were  not  based 
upon  the  ground  that  its  resolutions  primarily  related  to  the 
status  of  certain  persons  of  color,  but  because  they  were 
utterly  bad  and  vicious  without  any  reference  to  the  color  of 
the  individual  proposed  to  be  legislated  into  its  Lodges,  for 
had  they  referred  to  white  men  alone,  they  would  have  been 
equally  objectionable.  The  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  are  composed  entirely  of  whites, 
but  any  Grand  Lodge  which  keeps  company  with  a  Grand 
Lodge  which  has  "abolished  God,"  or  which  persists  in  main- 
taining Pythagoras  Lodge  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  cannot  keep  company  with  us. 

Several  brethren  in  Cuba  want  to  know  if  they  can  get 
a  charter  from  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Bro.  W.  B.  Walker  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved.  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  it 
is  un-Masonic  and  reprehensible  for  one  aspiring  to  office  in 
the  Grand  Lodge,  or  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  to  personally  so- 
licit the  votes  of  his  brethren. 

An  assessment  of  25  cents  per  capita  was  levied  for 
the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans* 
Home. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  charge 
up  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge  one  day's  per  diem  in  every 
case  where  its  Representative  leaves  the  Grand  Lodge  before 
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its  close  unless  the  authority  of  the  Committee  on  Leave  of 
Absence  be  obtained. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  by  Bro. 
Andrew  H.  Barclay  and  is  an  excellent  production,  not- 
ing all  the  important  matters,  interspersed  with  bright 
comments.  Our  proceedings  of  1899  receive  a  good 
notice,  with  copious  extracts  from  the  address  of  Grand 
Master  Malone.  In  his  review  of  West  Virginia,  he 
says :  i 

Saloon  keeping  is  a  character.  It  is  either  moral  or  im- 
moral. The  individual  partakes  of  the  character  of  the  busi- 
ness in  which  he  is  engaged.  Now,  no  one  will  have  the 
hardihood  to  contend  that  the  saloon  business  is  a  moral  em- 
ployment. Being  immoral,  the  man  who  engages  in  it  is  im- 
moral, and  can  it  be  argued  by  any  one  that  a  Mason  would 
be  going  too  far  by  keeping  such  an  one  out  of  the  Lodge? 

It  has  long  been  the  law  in  Mississippi  that  no  one  engaged 
in  this  business  can  be  a  member  of  a  Masonic  Lodge,  and, 
80  far  as  our  knowledge  extends,  there  is  not  to-day  a  man 
engaged  in  the  saloon  business,  in  any  way,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Masonic  Lodge.  The  law  requires  that  the  man 
must  quit  Masonry.  There  is  no  place  in  the  Masonic  Lodge 
for  a  saloon-keeper  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Mississippi.

He  held  eight  State  lodges  of  Instruction,  ait  which 
over  ninety  lodges  were  represented,  and  much  good 
was  accomplished.  Many  requests  were  made  for  dis- 
pensations to  confer  degrees  out  of  time,  all  of  which 
were  refused.  On  the  subject  of  Sunday  processions, 
we  commend  the  following : 

I  have  refused  several  requests  for  dispensations  to  author- 
ize Lodges  to  appear  as  Lodges  on  Sunday  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  Divine  worship,  and  one  request  to  authorise  the 
laying  of  the  comer  stone  of  a  church  on  Sunday.  Section 
217  is  explicit:  "No  Lodge  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  -day  of  the  week,  commonly  called  Sunday,  except  to 
perform  funeral  services."  With  this  section  before  me  I 
could  not  give  Lodges  permission  to  meet  on  Sunday,  even 
to  attend  Divine  worship,  and  it  would  ill  become  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  assemble  on  Sunday  to  lay  the  corner  stone 
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of  a  church,  when  the  law  forbids  Subordinate  Lodges  from 
meeting  on  that  day,  "except  to  perform  funeral  services." 

Our  ancient  Brethren  wrought  six  days  in  the  week  and 
rested  on  the  seventh  day.  This  is  one  of  the  ancient  land- 
marks which  should  not  be  transgressed,  even  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  a  comer  stone,  at  the  request  of  a  church. 

We  also  quote  his  remarks  about  their  Masonic 
Home: 

1  have  visited  the  Home  several  times  during  the  year,  and 
have  been  pleased  to  note  the  manifest  tokens  of  content  and 
happiness  on  every  hand.  The  children  are  well  cared  for 
In  every  way,  and  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  have  not 
spared  themselves  in  ministering  to  the  comfort  and  well- 
being  of  the  old  people.  It  is,  indeed,  a  Home  to  all  who 
have  found  shelter  there.  With  such  a  Board  of  Directors  to 
oversee  its  afCairs,  always  ready  to  co-operate  with  the  Super- 
intendent and  Matron  in  all  that  tends  to  promote  its  inter- 
ests, the  Masonic  Fraternity  throughout  the  State  may  rest 
assured  that  all  will  be  done  to  make  this  noble  charity  all 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  can  desire. 

The  accommodations  for  the  old  people  are  not  what  they 
should  be,  and  are  much  too  limited  to  meet  the  urgent  calls 
which  are  being  made.  For  these  reasons  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors some  months  ago  determined  to  build  a  much-needed 
addition  to  the  Home,  and,  with  my  approval,  called  upon  the 
Lodges  for  subscriptions  to  aid  this  necessary  work. 

I  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  for  this 
purpose  all  that  can  safely  be  spared  from  the  funds  in  the 
Treasury.  By  action  taken  some  years  ago  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, Grand  Senior  Warden  and  Grand  Junior  Warden  were 
made  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  They 
are  in  a  sense  a  Visiting  Committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I 
know  of  no  good  reason  why  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  should 
not  be  of  the  number,  and  recommend  that  he  also  be  made 
an  ex  officio  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  following  amendment  was  adopted.  It  seems  to 
countenance  "  mixed  funerals,"  a  matter  which  was 
hotly  debated  some  years  ago : 

A  Lodge,  as  such,  may  attend  the  funeral  of  a  deceased 
Brother  and  accompany  the  remains  being  conveyed  to  the 
place  of  interment,  whether  the  Lodge,  or  any  other  Masonic 
body,  perform  the  Masonic  funeral  rites  at  the  grave.  But 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
appointment  of  non-Masonic  pall-bearers  by  the  family  of  the 
deceased,  or  prevent  any  church  or  moral  and  benevolent  so- 
ciety from  uniting  in  the  funeral  procession,  or  from  render- 
ing its  ceremonies  at  the  grave,  or  prevent  any  civic  or  pub- 
lic demonstration  of  respect  for  the  deceased  brother. 

In  connection  with  the  same  matter  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  revise  the  Burial  Service. 
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The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Be  it  Reaolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  t]iis  Grand  Lodge, 
that  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  a  hall  dedicated  to  Ma- 
sonry is  a  desecration  thereof^  and  hereby  forbidden. 

A  decision  was  approved  which  allows  the  initiation 
of  a  man  whose  left  hand  is  off  at  the  wrist,  provided  he 
had  an  artificial  hand. 

Bro.  John  D.  Vincil,  in  his  excellent  report  on  Corre- 
spondence, says  that 

I  would  add  that  the  stability  and  worth  of  the  Masonic 
Institution,  as  well  as  its  perpetuity,  will  be  found  in  the 
moral  excellence  of  its  membership.  Masonry  is  either 
moral,  or  it  is  the  opposite.  This  has  been  my  contention  for 
forty  years.  If  it  is  not  what  we  teach,  "a  beautiful  system 
of  morals,"  then  our  teaching  is  mockery. 

In  his  review  of  Canada  for  1899,  Bro.  Vincil  pays  us 
the  following  compliment : 

Grand  Master  Malone  presented  quite  a  lengthy  Address, 
being  twenty-flve  pages  in  extent.  Speaking  of  the  "CJondi- 
tions  of  the  Craft,"  he  said,  "information  from  all  parts  of 
the  province  Justifies  me  in  reporting  a  very  prosperous 
year."  He  stated  that  the  Lodges  had  "expended  over  $8,000 
in  practical  Masonic  charity."  This  amount,  added  to  the 
large  sums  annually  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  for  benevo- 
lence, shows  what  our  brethren  of  the  Dominion  are  doing 
in  the  way  of  "helping,  aiding  and  assisting"  the  needy  and 
distressed  among  the  Masonic  fraternity  of  that  country. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  our  English-speaking  brethren,  both  in 
the  Dominion  and  In  the  Mother  Land,  outdo  all  other  peo- 
ples in  providing  and  disbursing  pure,  genuine  Masonic 
Charity.  Masonry  with  them  means  much.  We  of  the 
"States"  might  learn  lessons  of  value  from  them.

Great  regret  is  expressed  at  the  death  of  their  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Bro.  Henry  Chappel,  who  died  at  Flag- 
staff, Arizona,  in  the  thirty-ninth  year  of  his  age.  Bro. 
Chappel  was  a  Canadian,  being  bom  at  Bowmanville, 
and  was  a  g^raduate  of  Trinity  Medical  College,  Toronto. 
He  was  initiated  in  Orono  Lodge,  and  went  to  Montana 
in  1889.    He  served  one  term  as  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
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Billings,  and  the  citizens  testified  to  the  universal  esteem 
in  which  he  was  held  by  attending  his  funeral  in  large 
numbers  and  closing  up  all  places  of  business. 

The  Grand  Master  believes  that  the  rapid  multiplica- 
tion of  lodges  should  be  viewed. with  distrust.  He 
visited  a  number  of  lodges  and  finds  Masonry  advancing 
steadily,  and  quiet  conservatism  prevails. 

The  Grand  Secretary  thought  that  he  stood  at  the 
head  of  the  list  for  family  membership,  having  three 
sons  members  of  the  Craft,  but  Bro.  Samuel  L.  Bryant, 
of  Doric  Lodge,  at  Big  Timber,  has  four  sons  in  the 
lodge  with  him,  and  two  other  sons  are  members  of  a 
lodge  in  Ohio. 

For  two  weeks  of  the  year,  the  Craft  was  ruled  by  the 
Grand  Junior  Warden,  an  unprecedented  occurrence,  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  having  died,  and  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  the  Grand  Senior  Warden  being  both  absent 
from  the  State. 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Costa  Rica  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico. 

The  sum  of  $ioo  was  voted  to  the  Galveston  sufferers. 
The  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  in  Butte  raised  $600  in 
aid  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund. 

The  Grand  Lodge  dues  were  raised  from  $1.50  to 
$2.00,  the  increase  being  set  aside  each  year  to  create  a 
fund  for  a  Masonic  Home. 

Bro.  Cornelius  Hedges  presented  his  thirtieth  report 
on  Correspondence.  Canada  for  1899  has  a  good  notice. 
In  his  review  of  Illinois  he  has  the  following  eloquent  re- 
marks on  the  subject  of  Masonic  Homes : 

Under  the  head  of  "Masonic  Homes"  Brother  Robbins 
raises  the  query  whether  the  present  rush  into  the  building 
of  these  institutions  is  not  a  part  of  the  general  wave  of 
"spectacularism"  which  has  been  sweeping  over  the  frater- 
nity for  the  last  twenty-five  years.  Possibly  there  may  min- 
gle in  this  movement  some  of  the  spirit  which  the  Great  Mas- 
ter describes  as  sounding  a  trumpet  in  advance  of  alms- 
giving, but  there  is  also  we  think  much  of  that  more  com- 
mendable spirit  which  would  not  have  the  left  hand  know 
what  the  right  hand  doeth.  At  least  the  bent  of  "spectacu- 
larism"  toward  Masonic  Homes  is  not  to  be  classed  as 
parades,  scenic  displays  or  even  splendid  Masonic  temples. 
We  do  not  claim  that  this  is  the  only  or  even  the  b^st  way 
always  to  administer  Masonic  relief.  There  is  a  better  way 
to  do  most  everything  that  is  now  done,  but  the  Home  seems 
to  be  the  best  in  most  cases  to  save  the  worthy,  destitute, 
and  enfeebled  from  feeling  humiliated  to  the  rank  of  pau- 
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pera  doing  nothing  for  their  own  support.  Where  Homes  are 
supported  mainly  by  a  per  capita  tax  there  is  necessarily 
inequality  of  taxation.  But  we  misjudge  human  nature  if  it 
does  nof  minister  to  a  manly  pride  and  satisfaction  of  the 
poorest  member  and  make  the  payment  of  dues  easier  to 
Imow  that  a  portion  of  what  he  pays  goes  to  relieve  some 
one  whose  needs  are  greater  than  his  own.  It  is  more  credi- 
table to  the  body  of  a  craft  that  teaches  meeting  upon  the 
level,  that  all  should  share  in  the  work  of  relief  rather  than 
await  the  advent  of  some  richer  brother  who  wants  to  erect 
a  monument  to  perpetuate  his  name  with  that  which  is 
most  Godlike  in  human  nature.  This  last  is  a  worthy  ambi- 
tion with  richer  rewards  than  crown  the  successful  war- 
rior or  statesman,  but  hitherto  comparatively  few  in  all  the 
world's  history  have  preferred  this  open  road  to  enduring 
fame.  If  the  world  depended  upon  extemporaneous  charity 
-of  those  most  able  to  give,  human  misery  would  increase  with 
«very  setting  sun.  It  needs  collecting  reservoirs  to  gather 
the  tributary  rills  as  well  as  to  store  the  ample  floods,  and 
«qual  care  to  distribute  to  the  waste  and  desolate  places.  It 
has  been  a  reproach  to  Masonry  that  its  charity  too  often 
exhales  in  sentiment.  Hence  the  numerous  kindred  socie- 
ties that  promise  something  more  substantial.  It  is  not 
right  or  wise  to  be  frightened  with  fear  of  being  called  a 
"beneficiary  society."'  It  is  both  right  and  wise  to  study  the 
■designs  on  our  trestle-board.  On  it  will  be  found  inscribed, 
"to  relieve  the  distressed  is  a  duty  incumbent  on  all  man- 
kind, but  more  especially  upon  Masons.*'  The  poor,  weak, 
needy  and  distressed  we  shall  always  have  with  us  of  our 
own  household,  and  how  can  we  better  do  our  duty  by  them 
than  to  provide  for  such  a  Home,  not  of  luxurious  ease,  but 
a  harbor  of  refuge  for  those  wrecked  on  the  stormy  sea  and 
rocky  shores  of  life.  Brother  Robbins  may  think  by  this 
time  that  we  have  adopted  a  topical  plan,  but  we  plead  inter- 
est in  the  matters  suggested  by  his  report  and  not  in  any 
controversial  spirit  have  drifted  beyond  the  length  of  our 
•cable.

His  address  opens  as  follows : 

The  past  Masonic  year  has  been  an  auspicious  one  for  us 
:as  citizens  and  Freemasons.  The  trying  times  of  drought, 
financial  stringency  and  business  stagnation  have  passed 
4iway,    and    cheerfulness   and   courage   again   animate   the 
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hearts,  inyigorate  the  brains  and  steady  the  hands  of  all  who 
plan  and  toil.  National  honor  has  been  maintained  at  home 
and  preserved  abroad;  free  government  and  Christian  civili- 
zation have  received  a  prodigious  impulse  at  our  hands,  and 
commendable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  solution  of  the 
momentous  problems  submitted  to  us,  as  we  believe,  by  Him 
who  holds  the  nations  in  the  hollow  of  His  hand.  Surely  the 
goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Lord  have  followed  us  in  our  pub- 
lic and  private  affairs  since  our  last  Annual  Communication. 
It  affords  me  exceeding  pleasure  to  report  that  Freemas- 
onry has  prospered  remarkably  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the 
past  year.  Work  has  been  abundant  and  our  Lodges  have 
grown  stronger  in  numbers  and  finances;  the  needy  have 
been  supplied:  the  sick  nursed;  the  dead  buried;  the  widow 
assisted  and  the  orphan  educated;  harmony  has  been  restored 
in  several  quarters,  and  with  one  or  two  unfortunate  excep- 
tions, peace  and  brotherly  love  prevail  throughout  our  Juris-

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  permitted  to  omit 
from  his  address  all  matters  relating  to  deceased  brethren, 
and  that  such  matters  be  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Ffatemal  Dead,  and  be  published  at  the 
same  time  as  the  Grand  Master's  address  and  reports  of 
officers. 

The  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico  was  recognized.

Severe  and  prolonged  illness  in  his  family  prevented 
the  Grand  Master  from  visiting  all  the  lodges,  but  the 
record  of  his  official  visits  is  a  most  gratifying  one. 

He  appointed  no  less  than  24  additional  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives. Some  of  the  Bodies  thus  recognized  are  not 
exactly  in  good  standing,  notably  the  Gran  Dieta  of 
Mexico. 

A  new  lodge  was  formed  at  Petitcodiac. 
The  following  report  was  adopted : 

The  committee  appointed  under  resolution  of  Grand  Lodg^ 
last  year,  as  printed  at  page  531  ol  the  Proceedings,  in  regard 
to  an  amalgamation  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  respectfuUy  report  that  efforts  to  get  a  meeting  of 
the  Joint  committees  were  not  successful,  and  that,  there- 
fore, nothing  was  done.  It  may  be  wise  to  continue  the 
committee  another  year,  and  it  is  recommended  that  this  be 
•done. 

The  sum  of  $200  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
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Grand  Master  to  provide  instruction  in  the  ritual  to  the 
country  lodges.

In  the  opening  remarks  of  the  Grand  Master  we  find 
the  following  paragraph : 

The  year  just  passed  has  brought  to  my  mind  more  forci- 
bly than  ever  before  the  power  and  influence  of  real  Ma- 
sonry for  good  among  men.  Its  principles  are  Immutable 
and  everlasting  as  truth.  Its  influence  In  moulding  and 
fashioning  character  is  immeasurable.  Ours  is  the  nation  of 
the  future.  Here  manhood  in  the  highest  and  largest  sense 
is  to  obtain  Its  fullest  development.  Masonry,  aiding  and  im- 
proving such  development  in  the  individual  man»  is  thus 
moulding  and  fashioning  character  in  the  community,  In  the 
state  and  in  the  nation. 

Bro.  McLane  has  been  forced  to  the  conviction  that  it 
would  be  wise  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  recede  from  the 
position  heretofore  held  which  claims  perpetual  jurisdic- 
tion over  rejected  candidates.  This  recommendation 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  but  no 
report  thereon  appears. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  the 
practice  of  Lodges  from  this  State  going  into  other  Jurisdicp 
tions  to  confer  degrees,  according  to  our  own  ritual,  and  hav- 
ing Lodges  from  other  Jurisdictions  come  into  this  State  to 
exhibit  the  work  of  their  jurisdiction  and  to  confer  the  de- 
grees, is  unlawful  and  should  not  be  continued. 

Franklin  Lodge,  No.  6,  at  Lebanon,  has  the  oldest 
Tyler  in  New  Hampshire,  and  probably  the  oldest  in  the 
world  in  continuous  service.  Bro.  Norman  C.  Hewes 
has  been  Tyler  of  that  lodge  for  46  years. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  by  Bro.  A.  S. 
Wait,  a  talented  and  able  writer,  whose  sound  Masonic 
views  commend  themselves  to  us  in  almost  every  case. 
Our  proceedings  of  1899  receive  a  good  notice,  and  he 
pays  a  compliment  to  Grand  Master  Malone  on  his 
address.    On  the  subject  of  suspension,  he  says : 

With  us,  as  we  understand  it,  "suspension  of  membership/' 
or  "suspension  from  membership/'  is  the  interruption  of  .the 
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privileges  flowing  from  membership  in  a  Lodge,  sucli  as  the 
right  to  participate  in  its  proceedings,  the  right  to  be  re- 
lieved out  of  its  treasury  in  case  of  distress,  the  right  to  Join 
in  its  processions,  the  right  of  Masonic  burial,  etc.;  but  it  is 
not  a  deprivation  of  the  privileges  of  the  fraternity  in  gen- 
eral, such  as  te  communicate  Masonically  with  the  brethren 
individually,  the  right  of  their  individual  charities,  according 
to  his  necessity  and  their  ability.

From  the  personal  observation  of  the  Grand  Master 
and  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies,  a  prosperous 
and  generally  harmonious  condition  of  the  Craft  is  indi- 
cated,  with  a  large  increase  in  membership. 

A  cable  message  was  sent  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Eng- 
land expressing  fraternal  sympathy  in  his  personal  be- 
reavement and  admiration  for  the  illustrious  Queen. 

Their  Masonic  Home  has  34  inmates.  Tfiie  cost  of 
maintenance  for  the  year  was  $288.40  per  inmate. 

We  take  the  following  paragraph  from  the  report  of 
the  committee: 

While  considering  the  plans  for  the  addition  to  the  Home, 
your  committee  were  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  setting 
aside  a  part  of  the  new  structure  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  sick,  where  they  could  receive  the  necessary  attention 
and  be  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  family.  We  accord- 
ingly devoted  the  rear  of  the  second  floor  to  that  purpose, 
where  we  have  caused  to  be  constructed  two  wards— one  for 
males  and  one  for  females — ^with  accommodations  for  six  pa- 
tients each  on  an  emergency.  Between  these  wards  is  the 
nurses'  room,  with  a  window  opening  into  each  for  observa- 
tion. There  is  also  provided  a  convalescents'  sitting-room, 
a  bath-room,  a  closet,  and  a  physician's  office.  While  your 
committee  were  considering  the  question  of  properly  furnish- 
ing this  Infirmary,  we  were  approached  by  W.  Brother  Henry 
M.  Doremus,  P.  M.,  of  Northern  Lodge,  No.  25,  with  a  most 
generous  proposition.  During  the  past  year  he  and  his  family 
had  been  heavily  afflicted  by  the  loss  of  a  son,  Nelson  B. 
Doremus,  a  most  estimable  and  promising  young  man,  and  a 
member  of  Northern  Lodge,  No.  25.  He  had  shown  that  he 
was  possessed  of  much  more  than  ordinary  ability,  and  had 
one  of  those  happy,  winning  natures  that  won  for  him  the 
esteem  and  affection  of  all  who  were  fortunate  enough  to 
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know  him.  The  young  man  web  an  enthusiastic  Mason,  and 
his  sorrowing  parents,  looking  around  for  some  adequate 
means  of  keeping  green  in  the  hearts  of  others  the  name  and 
memory  of  their  son,  as  It  must  ever  remain  in  their  own, 
finally  decided  to  completely  furnish  the  infirmary  in  the 
Home.  At  his  father's  request  permission  to  do  so  was  grate- 
fully given  by  a  committee,  and,  as  a  result  of  the  large- 
heartsd  benevolence  of  W.  Brother  Doremus,  the  infirmary 
has  been  completely,  comfortably  and  elegantly  equipped 
with  everything  required  to  make  those  who  may  be  com- 
pelled to  avail  themselves  of  it,  comfortable.  Many  an  ail- 
ing brother  will,  in  the  years  to  come,  pour  benedictions  upon 
the  true  Mason  whose  large-heartedness  has  added  so  much 
to  their  comfort,  and  will  hold  in  grateful  memory  the  name 
of  the  young  Brother  whose  noble  qualities  prompted  this 
benefaction. 

An  eloquent  address  was  delivered  by  Bro.  Charles  A. 
Alden,  from  which  we  extract  as  follows : 

Freemasonry  is  no  modem  fad;  its  foundation  stones  are 
laid  deeper  than  were  the  ruins  of  Pompeii.  It  has  buried 
its  human  caskets  in  the  silent  cities  of  the  dead  for  thou- 
sands of  years;  it  has  feared  monuments  over  more  than 
hundreds  of  generations  of  men  and  to-day  is  in  its  prime, 
circling  the  globe  as  has  no  other  organization  in  the  world's 
history;  it  lives  and  breathes  in  all  kinds  of  climates  in  calm 
repose,  is  fanned  by  the  whispering  zephyrs  of  the  South,  and 
with  changeless  mien  triumphantly  meets  the  icy  winds  of 
Arctic  temperature  from  the  North;  and  while  Rome  ruled 
from  her  seven  hills,  Masonry  has  built  her  temples  of 
power  on  seven  thousand  hills  an4  in  as  many  valleys.  And 
her  sun  is  like  the  glorious  orb  of  heaven,  which  never  sets, 
but  allows  the  little  earth  to  have,  by  its  own  motion,  an 
opening  and  closing  day.  I  suppose  that  is  to  conform  to  our 
Ritual  concerning  the  duties  of  a  Master  and  a  Senior  War- 
den— I  can  think  of  no  other  reason.  But,  some  one  says, 
"Freemasonry  is  not  so  old;  you  can  only  trace  your  history 
back  for  a  few  hundred  years,"  and  I  make  answer  that  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  New  York,  in  old  Sagamore  Lodge,  we  have  a 
Brother  who,  while  living  in  the  South  Sea  Islands,  was  put 
through — ^and  I  use  the  words  advisedly — for  out  there  they 
don't  allow  a  man  to  pass;  they  just  go  and  put  him  through 
and  elect  him  whether  he  wants  to  go  through  or  not — ^what 
is  called  the  Brotherhood  of  the  Wise;  and  in  a  lecture  that 
he  has  given  since  he  took  the  degree  of  Master  Mason  he 
has  explained  the  similarity  between  their  work,  their  words, 
their  ceremonies,  and  our  own,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prove, 
I  believe,  to  the  most  sceptical,  a  common  origin;  and  this  in 
a  land  of  barbarians,  where,  except  by  chance,  no  white  man 
could  live;  a  land  cut  oft  from  the  rest  of  the  world  and  which 
holds  communication  with  o^er  lands  only,  as  it  were,  by  the 
breezes  of  heaven;  a  land  where  they  possess  no  record  and 
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the  memory  of  man  runneth  not  back  to  the  time  when  this 
fraternity  was  born  among  them;  where,  I  don't  know  how 
many  centuries  ago,  they  forgot  the  last  remnant  of  dylliia- 
tion.  But  then,  age  does  not  amount  to  anything.  You 
and  I  doubtless  know  ladies  who  would  always  prefer  a  iiew 
dress  to  an  old  one:  we  doubtless  have  children  even  at  our 
own  firesides  who  would  prefer,  strange  as  it  may  seem,  to 
play  with  a  bright,  new  shining  silver  dollar  rather  than  an 
old  battered  gold  one,  and  not  spend  as  much  time  as  some 
politicians  have  concerning  the  difference,  either.  Some  of 
our  old  men  don't  know  anything,  and  a  good  many  of  us 
younger  men  never  will,  if  we  should  live  to  be  as  old  as 
Methuselah.  But,  when  you  notice  the  craze  that  exists 
among  "antique*'  collectors,  from  a  castle  on  the  Rhine  to  a 
cancelled  Patagonian  postage  stamp,  and  when  you  notice 
that  the  man  of  experience  and  business  is  always  hunting  up 
tried  old  firms  with  which  to  do  business,  and  when  the  clouds 
of  sorrow  rise  over  the  rain  of  affliction-— which  sky  was  al- 
ways clear — a  man  wants  his  old  friends  near  him.  Ah! 
there  is  something  in  a  past  history;  and  it  is  as  weU  for  us 
that  our  fraternity  is  noted  for  the  antiquity  of  its  origin  and 
for  the  fact  that  it  is  based  upon  the  principles  of  a  Divine 
law  which  was  in  existence  ages  before  this  old  earth  of  onm 
was  even  wrapped  in  its  swaddling  clothes  of  mist. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  recognized. 
Western  Australia  was  held  in  abeyance. 

An  application  for  a  new  lodge  in  Newark  to  work  in 
the  Italian  language  was  denied.

The  Craft  in  general  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  good 
shape.  The  Grand  Master  says  that  applications  for 
special  dispensations  are  getting  too  numerous. 

With  regard  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica, 
the  Grand  Master  says  that  he  can  find  nothing  irregular 
in  its  Constitution  and  Laws,  but  he  recommends  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  should  exercise  great  care  in  extending 
recognition  to  any  new  Grand  body  in  the  Spanish-Am- 
erican States. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  W.  H,  Seamon,  presented 
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an  exhaustive  report  on  Masonry  in  Mexico,  giving  the 
results  of  his  personal  visit  to  the  City  of  Mexico  and 
other  places  in  that  country,  and  conversations  with  the 
leaders  of  the  opposing  tactions.  His  conclusions  are 
summed  up  in  the  fpllowin^  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  we  withdraw  our  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Federal  District,  recognized  by  us  in  1886. 

Resolved.  That  the  request  of  the  Gran  Dieta  for  recogni- 
tion be  respectfully  declined. 

Resolved,  That  we  recognize  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
Vera  Cruz;  the  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos,  of  Chihuahua;  the 
Grand  Lodge  Santos  Degollado,  of  the  Federal  District;  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  Hidalgo,  of  the  State  of  Mexico,  as  legiti- 
mate and  regularly  organized  Masonic  Powers  within  their 
present  defined  territorial  jurisdictions;  that  we  give  them  a 
hearty  welcome  into  the  family  of  Grand  Lodges,  and  that 
the  incoming  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  accomplish  the 
exchange  of  representatives. 

The  first  two  of  these  resolutions  were  adopted,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  Cosmos  of  Chihuahua  was  recognized, 
nized. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized, and  further  information  was  required  as  to  Costa 
Rica. 

Grand  Lodge  Certificates  were  ordered  to  be  issued  to 
Master  Masons  on  demand,  and  on  pajonent  of  *a  fee  of 
$2.  Past  Masters'  Certificates  were  also  authorized  at  a 
fee  of  $3.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Proceedings  from  June,  1899,  to  June,  1900.

It  was  decided  that  an  unaffiliated  brother  had  not  the 
right  to  appeal  to  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  made  extended  tours  of  the  coun- 
try lodges,  accompanied  by  goodly  musters  of  Grand 
Lodge  officers.  After  giving  the  names  of  the  towns  vis- 
ited, he  says : 

A  critic  in  the  Masonic  press  hints  that  I  found  Free- 
masonry in  the  country  different  from  that  I  was  familiar 
with  in  the  city.      I  desire  to  say,  most  emphatically,  that 
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sudL  is  not  the  case.  I  could  not  have  belieyed,  liad  I  not 
seen  it,  that  such  absolute  fidelity,  not  only  to  the  ancient 
landmarks,  but  to  the  unwritten  laws  and  customs  of  the 
Craft,  could  have  been  preserved  and  transmitted  pure  and 
unsullied  throughout  all  the  Lodges,  howeyer  remote  from 
Sydney  and  the  influences  of  example  and  emulation.  For 
this,  as  I  have  already  said  elsewhere,  I  attribute  much  of 
the  credit  to  the  District  Orand  Inspectors.  I  hope  to  con- 
tinue these  visits  when  the  weather  gets  cooler. 

There  are  still  a  few  lodges  not  in  alleg^an<:e  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Grand  Master  says  Siat  he  is  still 
in  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  on 
the  subject,  and  he  is  not  without  hope  that  a  peaceful 
solution  of  the  difficulty  and  an  end  to  the  schism  may 
yet  be  achieved. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was 
recognized. 

The  Grand  Master  had  a  slight  difference  of  opinion 
with  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  the  Board  having 
declined  to  recommend  the  issue  of  a  Warrant  for  a 
lodge,  which  the  Grand  Master  afterwards  granted.  At 
a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board  a  motion  was  made 
that  the  Grand  Master  acted  unconstitutionally,  but  the 
President  ruled  it  out  of  order,  as  containing  a  censure 
on  the  Grand  Master.  On  the  matter  coming  before 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  was  sustained  by  a  vote 
of  132  to  16.  *

On  the  state  of  the  Craft  he  says : 

Where  peace  ahides,  love  yanquishes  hate,  and  discord 
yields  to  harmony;  the  yolce  of  factious  opposition  is  si- 
lenced, and  co-operation  is  the  directing  genius  by  which  our 
powers  are  multiplied  and  comfort  and  happiness  are  diffused 
among  the  mass  of  the  people.  Our  heavenly  Father,  with 
infinite  compassion,  has  heard  and  answered  the  Craftsman's 
prayer.  "Let  brotherly  love  prevail,  and  every  moral  and  so- 
cial virtue  cement  us."  We  have  inherited  and  conserved  an 
honorable  peace.  We  have  dwelt  in  harmony  and  wrought  in 
unity.  And  when  the  historian  shall  review  the  labors  and 
the  triumphs  of  our  Fraternity  during  the  closing  year  of  the 
nineteenth  century,  he  will  write  that  never  in  Its  history 
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has  the  Craft  in  tUs  State  been  more  united,  never  Imye  its 
aims  been  higher  nor  its  ideals  loftier,  and  nerer  has  its  effl- 
ciency  been  greater  for  the  performance  of  labors  which  may 
tend  to  the  glory  of  our  "belored  Master"  and  the  exaltation 
of  Ub  Holy  Name. 

Axnone  the  Fraternal  Dead  we  find  the  name  of  Bro. 
Charles  Sackreuter  at  the  age  of  84.  For  many  years  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Correspondence  Committee,  and  we 
are  all  much  indebted  to  him  for  his  translations  of  the 
procedings  of  foreign  Grand  Bodies.  He  was  a  schol- 
arly man  and  much  respected  at  home  and  abroad. 

A  large  number  of  applications  for  new  lodges  were 
received,  but  only  two  were  granted. 

Nearly  all  the  lodges  held  appropriate  services  on  the 
one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Washington, 
December  31,  and  an  epitome  of  the  services  is  appended 
to  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  thus  preserving  the 
many  brilliant  and  eloquent  discourses  delivered  upon 
this  memorable  occasion. 

The  Home  has  245  inmates.  The  current  expenses, 
including  repairs,  farm  and  barn  expenses,  show  a  per 
capita  cost  of  $185.81. 

Conventions  for  the  exemplification  of  the  work  were 
held  in  every  district,  personally  supervised  by  the 
Grand  Lecturer.    There  are  41  districts. 

The  report  of  the  Historian,  Bro.  Peter  Ross,  is  very 
interesting  and  instructive.    In  it  he  says: 

The  story  of  the  introduction  of  the  Craft  into  the  United 
States— or  what  is  now  the  United  States— is  involved  in 
doubt;  but  it  seems  probably  certain  that  it  was  mainly 
brought  across  the  sea  by  people  who  were  connected  in  some 
capacity  or  other  with  the  military  forces.  Such  outbreaks 
in  Great  Britain  as  the  Rebellions  of  1715  and  1745  had  many 
officers  engaged  on  both  sides  who  belonged  to  the  Frater- 
nity, and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  many  a  "Brother"  carried  a 
trooper's  sword,  or  trailed  a  musket  In  the  ranks.  Hundreds 
of  those  who  were  on  the  losing  side  in  these  oatbreaks  were 
transported  to  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  or  came  here  volnn- 
tarlly,  to  escape  persecution  and  to  establish  a  new  home  for 
the  one  they  had  lost  fighting  for  the  king  they  believed  it 
their  duty  to  support  That  Masonry  existed  among  some  of 
theee  there  need  be  no  question.  Of  that,  however,  they  have 
left  no  fraternal  sign.  But  there  were  members  of  the  Fra- 
ternity here  even  before  that,  and  it  may  be  worth  noticing 
as  an  instance  that  possibly  the  first  Master  Maaon  to  visit 
North  America  was  Lord  William  Alexander,  who  was  made 
a  Mason  In  1634,  in  Mary's  Chapel,  Edinburgh.  He  died  in 
1638  as  the  resiQt  of  the  hardships  he  underwent  while  on  a 
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tour  of  exploration  among  the  then  unknown  wildemeBsee 
and  forests  of  the  New  World.  From  that  time  there  were 
doubtless  many  brethren  settled  along  the  strip  of  coast 
which,  until  after  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  made  up  the  ter- 
ritory which  people  spoke  of  as  America.  But  as  to  their 
names  nothing  is  now  known,  nor  is  it  likely  that  anything 
will  ever  be  discovered.  Certain  it  is  that  there  were  Free- 
masons in  New  York— settled  in  New  York—- before  the  ad- 
vent of  Daniel  Ck>xe  with  his  provincial  warrant  in  1730. 
There  is  no  record  of  that,  however— his  family  dwelling  and 
papers  at  Trenton  were  burned  by  the  British  troops  in  1776 
— and  there  is  no  record  extant  showing  that  he  organised 
any  Lodge  or  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction;  but  in  1737,  seven 
years  later,  an  article  appeared  in  a  New  York  newspaper 
regarding  the  meetings  of  the  Fraternity,  and  in  1739  an 
advertisement  was  inserted  in  one,  signed  "By  Order  of  the 
Grand  Master/'  saying  that  the  "Brethren  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Society  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  are  desired 
to  take  notice  that  the  Lodge  for  the  future  will  be  held  at. 
the  Montgomerie  Arms  Tavern."  The  Provincial  Grand  Mas- 
ter then  was  Captain  Richard  Riggs.  His  successor,  Francis 
Groelet,  apparently  did  nothing  to  advance  Masonry,  although 
probably  during  his  term  there  were  more  Lodges  than  one 
in  New  York.  I  base  this  surmise  upon  the  fact  that  when 
his  successor  was  Installed,  in  1753,  "about  fifty  brethren"  at- 
tended the  services  in  Trinity  Church,  and  that  all  our  know- 
ledge of  early  Lodges  shows  that  fifteen  was  a  fair  average 
numerical  strength. 

On  the  strong  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master, 
the  sum  of  $2,000  was  voted  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferers 
by  the  disastrous  fire  in  Hull  and  Ottawa. 

The  lecture  on  the  Bible,  adopted  last  year  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  was  ordered  to  be  transferred  from  the 
third  degree  to  the  first,  and  is  to  be  given  immediately 
after  the  explanation  of  the  three  great  lights. 

Bro.  Jesse  B.  Anthony,  in  his  special  report  on  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  says : 

The  position  assumed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  in 
the  re-afflrmation  of  the  vital  principle  upon  which  was  based 
the  original  action  of  that  Grand  Lodge  of  189S — in  its  recog- 
nition of  a  certain  class  of  so-caUed  negro  Masons,  Lodges,  . 
and  Grand  Lodges — has  had  the  consideration  of  your  Com- 
mittee in  the  report  on  Correspondence  submitted  at  this  ses- 
sion of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  a 
necessity  for  entering  fully  thereon,  imder  the  head  of  the 
reference  of  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Master's  address  dele- 
gated to  your  committee. 

It  is  very  generally  held  that  the  declaration  of  1899,  while 
claiming  to  rescind  the  resolutions  of  1898,  is  made  the 
medium  wherein  is  plainly  and  most  emphaticaUy  enunciated 
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the  identical  principle  npon  which  the  action  of  1898  was 
predicated. 

It  is  therein  claimed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington 
that  its  constituent  Lodges  "possess  the  plenary  right  to  de- 
termine fbr  themselves — ^but  for  no  one  else — subject  to  re- 
view by  nobody  but  herself,  the  status  of  all  persons  claim- 
ing to  be  Masons,  who  knock  at  their  doors,  either  for  Uie 
purpose  of  visiting,  or  as  applicants  for  aflUiation." 

Should  this  principle  be  made  effective,  and  under  it  Ma- 
sonic recognition  be  extended  to  any  persons  declared  by 
other  Grand  Lodges  to  be  clandestine,  it  would  most  as- 
suredly be  an  attack  upon  the  sovereignty  of  other  Grand 
Lodges  and  a  violation  of  the  well-established  doctrine  of  ex- 
clusive Grand  Lodge  territorial  Jurisdiction. 

We  dispute  the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  to 
concede  to  its  constituent  Lodges,  alone  and  without  restric- 
tion, authority  of  this  nature.  We  hold  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  is  bound  to  respect  the  Masonic  status  given 
by  sister  Grand  Lodges  to  individuals  and  Lodges  within  their 
several  Grand  Jurisdictions,  that  the  competency  of  such  ac- 
tion cannot  be  questioned,  and  that  no  other  course  can  be 
tolerated. 

It  would  appear  to  your  Committee  that  under  and  by  its 
adherence  to  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  Grand  Lodge  Jurladio- 
tion  (affirmed  in  the  declaration  of  1899),  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  cannot,  without  a  violation  thereof,  make 
operative  the  principle  enunciated. 

Canada  for  1899  receives  a  good  notice.

A  long  discussion  took  place  on  the  question  of 
changing  the  title  of  the  Grand  Superintendents.  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Master  was  proposed,  and  also  Dis- 
trict Grand  Master,  but  Provincial  Grand  Master  was 
finally  carried. 

Another  discussion  took  place  on  the  adoption  of  a 
uniform  ritual.  The  following  extracts  will  be  found 
interesting : 

Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Griffiths  moved  "That  the  Orand  Saperin- 
tendents  be  a  Special  Committee  to  formulate  a  ritual  on  the 
following  basis:  English  emulation  working  with  the  alter- 
native of  the  Scotch  third  degree,  as  laid  down  by  the  Qrand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  that  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  allocate  the  necessary  expenses  for  the 
committee  to  meet  and  carry  out  this  resolution,  and  that 
the  committee  report  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  within 
six  months."  He  said  he  had  spent  considerable  time  in 
considering  this  question  and  had  discussed  It  with  several 
distinguished  brethren.  It  may  not  possibly  have  come  home 
to  every  member  of  Grand  Lodge  that  the  New  Zealand  Con- 
stitution had  been  in  the  unfortunate  position  for  ten  years 
of  having  no  ritual  at  all.  Every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world 
had  a  ritual  (voices  "No.")  Very  well,  they  would  agree  to 
difter  on  the  point.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  had  a 
ritual  (voices  "No.")  If  they  applied,  as  he  knew  distin- 
guished brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  had 
applied,  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land and  asked  where  that  ritual  could  be  found,  how  it  could 
be  obtained,  and  what  it  is,  they  would  no  doubt  receive  the 
same  reply,  that  the  ritual  was  taught  orally  at  the  Lodge 
of  Emulation.  That  was  a  fact,  and  he  therefore  said  with 
perfect  confidence  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bhigland  had  a 
ritual.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  had  a  ritual,  and  if  they 
referred  to  the  Scotch  Book  of  Constitution  they  would  there 
find  that  they  were  directed  to  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  for  it.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ire- 
land had  a  ritual,  and  also  had  what  was  termed  a  Grand 
Lodge  of  Instruction,  where  that  ritual  was  orally  taught,  and 
in  each  district  there  were  two  Grand  Instructors,  whose  duty 
it  was  to  proceed  from  Lodge  to  Lodge  and  from  place  to  place 
to  see  that  uniformity  was  observed  in  carrying  out  that 
ritual.  Being  without  a  ritual  the  Grand  Lodge  of  "New  Zea- 
land was  in  the  unfortunate  position  of  being  absolutely  and 
utterly  unable  to  settle  any  dispute  on  ritual  questions.  He 
thought  that  in  order  to  get  over  what  no  doubt  was  a  great 
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difficulty  in  connection  with  the  BOK^lled  Bnglliih  and  the 
so-called  Scotch  rituals,  it  would  be  wise  to  give  Lodges  the 
option  of  performing  Scotch  or  English  as  they  thought  fit. 
With  that  one  exception  he  held  they  ought  to  have  their 
ritual  uniform.  The  reason  why  the  Grand  Superintendents 
Jiad  not  brought  forward  a  ritual  was  that  they  thought  Grand 
Lodge  itself  shoiQd  define  certain  lines  upon  which  they 
should  work.  It  seemed  to  them  that  it  would  be  almost 
useless  to  begin  work  with  the  risk  of  having  their  time  and 
labor  wasted  by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  saying  the 
ritual  submitted  did  not  suit.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  gave  them 
a  basis  on  which  to  frame  a  ritual  the  work  would  be  greatly 
simplified. 

Rt  Wor.  Bro.  Witherilt,  Grand  Superintendent  of  Otago, 
seconded. 

Wor.  Bro.  Baldwin  said  it  was  well  known  that  Emulation 
work  was  anything  but  a  perfect  ritual.  He  thought  it  a  pity  to 
narrow  the  committee  down  to  that,  they  should  have  some 
little  choice  left  to  them.  Those  who  had  studied  the  book 
knew  it  was  full  of  anachronisms,  that  there  were  a  great 
many  absurdlttes  in  it,  and  a. great  many  totally  wrong  scrip- 
tural quotations.      •    •    • 

Wor.  Bro.  Barton  moved  "That  the  committee  have  a  free 
hand."  He  expressed  the  opinion  that  twenty  years  hence 
people  would  be  just  as  strongly  attached  to  some  particular 
ritual  as  they  are  to-day,  and  matters  would  be  aggravated 
by  the  adoption  of  the  two-headed  ritual  suggested  in  the 
motion.  He  hoped  the  committee  would  not  be  carried  away 
by  the  idea  that  the  ritual  should  be  modernized.  To  his 
mind  the  real  beauty  of  the  ritual  was  in  the  archaic  survival 
of  ancient  forms  of  expression.  He  would  as  soon  see  the 
Bible  edited  or  the  expressions  of  his  time  deleted  from 
Shanespeare  as  see  Masonic  ritual  purged  of  old-fashioned 
expressions. 

Wor.  Bro.  Sargeant  seconded  the  amendment  "That  the 
committee  have  a  free  hand,"  which  was  put  and  carried.  A 
portion  of  Bro.  Griffith's  motion  was  then  deleted  and  the 
motion  was  put  and  adopted  in  the  following  form:  "That 
the  Grand  Superintendents  be  a  committee  to  form  a  ritual, 
and  that  the  Board  allocate  the  necessary  expenses  for  the 
committee  to  meet  and  carry  out  this  resolution  and  that  the 
committee  report  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  within 
six  months." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized. 

At  the  age  of  76,  and  after  ten  years  faithful  service, 
Bro.  William  Ronaldson,  the  Grand  Secretary,  resigned 
his  position.  He  is  spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms  of  re- 
spect and  esteem,  and  he  was  granted  a  pension  for  life 
at  the  rate  of  half  his  salary. 
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Half-yearly  Communication,  Nelson,  Oct.  31,  1900. 

The  incorporation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  a  special 
Act  of  Parliament  has  been  under  consideration  for  some 
time.  The  following  advice  from  the  Grand  Registrar 
was  followed,  and  no  further  steps  in  that  direction  are 
to  be  taken : 

I  fail  to  see  any  great  advantage  in  incorporating  Grand 
Lodge.  The  chief  aim  in  incorporation  would  be  to  make  tbe 
.Grand  Lodge  a  corporate  body,  having  a  perpetual  succession. 
No  necessity,  as  far  as  I  can  gather,  exists  for  such  a  step. 
The  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  at  present  invested  in  de- 
posits In  the  various  banks  at  interest  ,and  I  venture  to  ex- 
press the  opinion  that  this  mode  of  investment  should  not  be 
departed  from.  It  is  only  when  Grand  Lodge  desires  to  deal 
in  the  acquisition  of  real  estate  and  the  lending  of  moneys  on 
mortgage  that  the  advantage  of  incorporation  will  be  appre- 
ciably felt.  Even  then  it  is  questionable  whether  the  ap- 
pointment of  permanent  trustees  of  the  various  funds  would 
not  be  as  effective.  The  cost  of  re-appointment  of  trustees 
from  time  to  time  would  be  very  small  and  hardly  worthy  of 
consideration.  Whilst  the  mode  of  investment  continues  as 
at  present  it  would  be  very  easy  to  obviate  the  incurring  of 
any  expense  in  the  change  of  trustees  by  making  deposits  in 
general  terms,  such  as  "The  Grand  Master  for  the  time  be- 
ing," "The  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,"  "The  Grand 
Secretary  for  the  time  being,"  and  so  on.  Even  on  incorpora- 
tion It  would  be  necessary  to  have  some  procedure  laid  down 
for  the  purpose  of  evidencing  the  appointment  of  the  indi- 
viduals using  the  seal,  and  this  would  entail  some  expense. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  various  religious  bodies  have 
found  Incorporation  beneficial.  In  this  connection  I  would 
state  that,  in  my  opinion,  there  Is  very  little  analogy  between 
such  bodies  and  our  Constitution.  The  funds  of  the  bodies 
are  for  the  most  part  applied  to  the  acquisition  of  land  for 
churches,  parsonages,  etc.,  etc.,  and  the  administration  of 
endowments  of  real  estate  by  lease,  sale  or  otherwise;  and 
no  doubt  Incorporation  in  these  cases  would  prove  beneficial. 
Another  aspect  of  the  question^  so  far  as  these  bodies  are 
concerned,  is  that  It  was  found  that  numbers  of  the  individual 
trustees  from  time  to  time  changed  their  faith,  and  with  the 
change  came  apathy  in  the  administration  of  their  trusts. 

It  would  be  of  very  rare  occurrence  for  such  a  contingency 
to  arise  in  the  Craft,  and  the  difficulty  need  not,  I  think,  be 
given  serious  consideration. 

As  to  Craft  Lodges,  I  cannot  see  what  they  would  gain  by 
incorporation.  Their  properties '  can  be  administered  by 
trustees  in  as  effectual  a  manner  as  by  incorporation. 

The  advantages  claimed  for  incorporation  are  chiefly: 

(a)  The  creation  of  Grand  Lodge  into  a  corporate  body, 
having  perpetual  succession,  and  also  having  the  power  of 
suing  and  being  sued. 
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(b)  Facility  of  admlnlBtration. 

As  to  the  first  point,  I  think  from  the  very  nature  of  our 
Constitution  it  is  not  desired  to  have  the  power  of  suing,  nor 
do  I  think  that  such  power  would  be  exercised.  As  to  the 
power  of  "being  sued/'  I  am  of  opinion  it  would  be  most  in- 
advisable that  any  persons  should  have  facilities  placed  in 
their  way  of  suing  the  Grand  Lodge. 

As  to  the  second  point,  I  do  not  agree  with  the  contention 
that  administration  would  be  facilitated  by  incorporation. 

As  a  result  of  my  consideration  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion, 
and  beg  to  report  that  it  is  inadvisable  for  the  Incorporation 
of  Grand  Lodge  to  be  proceeded  with. 

In  order  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  frivolous  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  or  inexpedient  proposals  being 
submitted,  it  was  decided  that  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes  should  approve  of  all  suggested  amendments 
being  placed  on  the  agenda  paper  before  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary sends  out  the  notices. 

Quite  a  number  of  Warrants,  duly  cancelled,  were  re- 
ceived from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  respective  lodges  by  which  they  were 
originally  held,  to  be  preserved  as  mementos  of  their  for- 
mer connection. 

An  earnest  protest  was  made  against  the  declaration 
of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Scotland  that  the  Scotch  Dis- 
trict Grand  Lodge  had  the  right  to  institute  new  lodges 
in  New  Zealand. 

We  take  the  following  from  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Uniform  Ritual 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  following  rituals  have  been 
constituted  works  of  reference:  "Emulation/'  "Thompson's/' 
"Wllkle's/'  "N.  S.  W.r  "Victoria/*  the  "Revised  Work/'  and 
the  "Blue  Text  Book." 

The  following  briefly  comprehend  the  alterations  made: 

OPENING  AND   CLOSING. 

Taking  the  above  as  a  basis,  the  lauguage  has,  in  some 
cases,  been  slightly  amended  so  as  to  more  nearly  resemble 
"Emulation"  working,  at  the  same  time  rendering  it  neces- 
sary for  the  Secrets  to  be  communicated  to  the  Deacons,  un- 
less those  present  are  duly  vouched  for  by  the  Junior  War- 
den. 

The  answers  as  to  duties  to  be  given  by  the  Officers  them- 
selves. 

INITIATION. 

This  more  nearly  follows  the  N.  Z.  Ritual  (Wilkie's),  the 
principal  alterations  being: 
1.  The  O.  B.  Penalty,  to  which  has  been  prefixed  the  words 
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"I  would  rather;"  following  the  example  laid  down  in  the  ex- 
amination questions. 

2.  The  introduction  of  an  explanation  of  the  reasons  for 
"Preparation/'  as  adopted  by  the  G.L.  of  N.S.W. 

3.  The  W.T.  which  follow  the  description  given  by  "OllYer" 
in  his  "Landmarks  of  Freemasonry/'  and  closely  resemble 
the  second  illustration  in  Wilhie's  book. 


In  this  Decree  the  same  principle  has  been  closely  followed, 
excepting  the  O.B.  penalty,  which  has  been  amended  similarly 
to  that  In  the  First  Degree;  and  the  W.T.,  which  are  given  as 
an  alternative,  either  as  per  "Emulation"  working,  or  accord- 
ing to  "Lewis"  Revised  Ritual,  where  the  W.M.  and  Wardens 
each  take  part  in  explanation. 


Two  separate  forms  are  presented,  it  being  optional  for 
Lodges  to  adopt  either.  The  one  as  nearly  as  possible  re* 
sembllng  "Emulation"  working,  with  the  O.B.  amended  as  be- 
fore; the  other  being  the  form  known  as  "Scotch"  Working, 
dramatically  illustrative  of  the  chief  incidents. 

In  order  that  the  latter  may  be  elaborated  in  detail  so  as  to 
give  the  greatest  satisfaction  and  pleasure  to  former  Scotch 
Lodges,  the  labor  of  preparing  this  has  been  relegated  to  the 
Grand  Secretary,  who  will  consult  the  most  learned  of  our 
Scotch  Ritualists  who  practice  and  advocate  this  mode. 

TllACINll    B.    LKCTURKS. 

The  first  is  taken  from  the  "Emulation"  working  with  the 
introductory  part  amended;  the  second  from  the  "Revised 
Ritual;"  the  third  being  omitted,  the  Committee  being  in  ac- 
cord with  the  opinion  regarding  it  expressed  by  the  author 
of  "Revised  Ritual." 


The  Charges  are  those  generally  in  use,  and  often  found 
Incorporated  in  the  English  Book  of  Constitution. 

SKCRET8. 

A  uniform  method,  which  is  the  one  most  generally  in  use, 
is  recommended  for  general  adoption. 

INSTALLATION. 

Your  Committee  has  not  had  time  to  deal  with  the  Installa- 
tion Degree,  but  strongly  recommends  that!  the  form  of 
"Opening  and  Closing"  generally  in  use  be  adopted,  and  fol- 
lowing the  principle  of  the  other  degrees  that  such  should  be 
Insisted  upon  by  Grand  Lodge. 

KTIQl'ETTE. 

In  accordance  with  the  excellent  example  given  in  M.  W. 
Brother  H.  Thomson's  Ritual,  the  Committee  has  added  a 
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chapter  upon  the  etiquette  to  be  adopted  in  connection  with 
certain  Ceremonials,  and  a  variety  of  other  points  upon  which 
a  difference  in  practice  is  often  found. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  during  the  recess,  complete  copies  of  the  proposed 
Ritual  be  type- written  or  printed,  and  issued  to  the  Superin- 
tendents of  Districts,  and  the  principal  Grand  Officers,  in- 
cluding Grand  Deacons,  with  a  request  that  every  opportunity 
be  taken  to  exemplify  thie  work  and  explain  the  yarlous 
alterations  proposed  to  Lodges. 

2.  That  a*  small  Committee  consisting  of  two  Members  of 
this  Committee  be  appointed  to  thoroughly  revise  the  work. 

3.  That  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  in  Christ 
Church  in  April  next,  the  question  of  the  final  adoption  of  the 
Ritual  be  submitted  and  a  vote  taken. 

4.  That  in  the  event  of  the  adoption  of  the  Ritual  its  use 
shall  be  made  imperative  on  all  new  Lodges.  Existing 
Lodges  shall  be  required  to  accept  and  work  it  within  three 
years  from  the  date  of  its  adoption  by  Grand  Lodge,  but  a 
circular  be  addressed  to  all  Lodges  urging  the  acceptance  and 
working  of  the  ritual  as  early  as  possible. 

5.  That  the  work  be  printed  and  published  under  the  au- 
thority and  solely  for  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  all  copies  be 

■  issued  and  registered  to  private  Lodges — who  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  the  payment. 

The  Committee  has  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  whole  of 
the  proposed  alterations  were  unanimously  affirmed  by  the 
Committee. 

A  very  large  number  of  amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion were  passed  upon,  and  this  closed  a  most  important 
meeting.

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

114th  Communication,  Raleigh,  January  8,  1901.

With  but  few  exceptions,  earnest  and  hearty  co- 
operation has  been  the  watchword  among  the  lodges. 
ITie  reports  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  letters  from 
prominent  brethren  in  many  sections  of  the  State  lead 
the  Grand  Master  to  conclude  that  the  year  has  been  a 
prosperous  one  in  many  ways.  Six  new  lodges  were 
opened.    On  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum,  he  says : 

It  is  a  source  of  genuine  pleasure  to  me  as  a  Mason,  and  as 
a  ctiizen  of   Oxford,  that    the  State's    first    and    greatest 
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charity  has  passed  the  ezperimeatal  stage  and  is  now  one  of 
the  most  potent  factors  for  good  in  all  the  country.  The 
boys  and  girls  of  to-day  will  be  the  men  and  women  of  to- 
morrow. How  important  then  is  it  for  us  to  see  to  the  pro- 
per training  of  our  future  cltisenship.  The  money  expended 
in  caring  for  orphan  boys  and  girls  yields  handsome  divi- 
dends. It  is  far  cheaper  to  make  good  citizens  than  to  pro- 
vide punishment  for  law-breakers  and  criminals.  This  is  the 
sordid  and  worldly  view  of  this  great  work.  There  is  a 
higher  and  holier  plane  from  which  we  should  survey  the 
forces  and  influences  that  bring  about  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  orphan  homes.  Who  can  estimate  the  value  of  a 
single  life  which  has  been  enabled  to  rise  above  the  miasma 
of  sin,  to  look  beyond  the  lowering  clouds  of  despair  and  see 
the  pure  sunlight  of  Ood's  love  and  mercy?  Are  there  not 
priceless  Joys  for  such  an  one  in  the  present  and  an  influence 
for  the  future  which  can  not  be  reckoned? 

During  its  existence,  which  covers  a  period  of  something 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century,  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum 
has  sent  forth  into  every  portion  of  our  dear  old  Common- 
wealth boys  and  girls  whose  lives  have  been  blessings  to  all 
classes.  It  has  behind  it  a  glorious  past;  under  the  benedic- 
tion of  Ood  it  is  actively  engaged  in  a  splendid  and  useful 
present,  and  before  it  lies  a  future  full  of  hope  and  magnifl- 
cent  possibilities.  This  Asylum  is  the  earnest  of  our  faith  in 
the  teachings  and  principles  of  our  Order.  It  has  stood  the 
test  of  years  because  of  its  useful  career.  It  deserves  and 
should  receive  our  love,  prayers  and  support  "We  have 
never  done  as  holy  a  work  as  when  we  have  taken  the  father- 
less and  motherless  little  one  by  the  hand  and  led  it  through 
the  temptations  and  the  pitfalls  of  the  world  to  a  noble  man- 
hood and  womanhood." 

The  Centennial  of  old  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  40,  of 
Raleigh,  was  celebrated  with  an  enjoyable  program. 

There  are  212  children  in  the  Asylum,  and  the  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year  was  $52.96. 
Seventy-six  children  spent  the  months  of  July  and  Au- 
gust with  relatives  or  friends.  The  Asylum  is  out  of 
debt  and  is  efficiently  managed. 

The  requests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba-Havana, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  were  deferred  for 
further  information,  before  their  recognition  could  be 
granted. 

Bro.  John  A  Collins  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  56 
Grand  Lodges,  including  Canada  for  1900,  in  a  very  able 
manner.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  brief  and  busi- 
nesslike statement  of  his  work  during  the  year.  We  ex- 
tract the  following  paragraphs : 

During  the  year  peace  and  prosperity  have  spread  their 
balmy  wings  about  us.  Our  fair  State,  no  longer  content 
with  its  splendid  climate  and  its  beautiful  prairies,  has 
thrown  off  her  swaddling  clothes  of  infancy  and  by  the  onward 
and  upward  hand  of  progress  is  showing  remarkable  develop- 
ment Only  a  few  years  back  the  red  man  reigned  supreme 
amid  the  primeval  surroundings  of  his  tepee  where  now  beau- 
tiful hamlets,  growing  towns,  flourishing  schools,  churches 
and  Masonic  Lodges  are  springing  up;  and  to-day  the  citizens 
of  North  Dakota  are  prosperous,  contented  and  happy.    •  •  • 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity  to  the 
Craft  within  this  Jurisdiction,  and  a  great  interest  is  mani- 
fest among  the  brethren.  The  officers  of  the  several  Lodges 
are  zealous  and  earnest  in  their  work,  and  the  brethren  are 
enthusiastic,  and  show  great  interest  in  the  welfare  and  pros- 
perity of  our  beloved  Order. 

I  have  granted  seven  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  during 
the  year.  Petitions  for  their  formation  were  presented, 
signed  by  more  than  the  requisite  number  of  Masons,  and  re- 
commended by  the  nearest  Lodge  as  required.  Their  several 
reports  have  been  made  and  are  before  you  for  consideration. 

•The  Master  of  the  Military  Lodge  in  the  Phillippine 
Islands  made  an  extensive  report  on  the  work  of  that 
lodge  during  the  one  year  that  the  First  North  Dakota 
Regiment  served  in  the  war  there.  We  note  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Meetings  were  held  every  Wednesday  and  Sunday  even- 
ings and  were  always  largely  attended.  I  never  have  had, 
or  can  I  ever  again  expect  to  have,  the  pleasure  of  presiding 
over  such  enthusiastic  Masonic  meetings  as  those  held  in 
Manila.  Nearly  every  organization  in  the  Eighth  Army 
Corps  was  represented,  and  men  from  the  Navy  were  in  fre- 
quent attendance. 

Our  Visitors'  Register  is  a  Masonic  relic  and  contains  the 
names  of  brethren  from  all  parts  of  our  own  country,  from  Aus- 
tralia, Hong  Kong,  Yokohama,  and  other  Oriental  Lodges; 
Englishmen,  Germans,  Swiss  and  Spaniards,  all  found  frater- 
nal welcome  at  our  Lodge  Room. 

Chaplain  Pierce,  of  the  14th  U.  S.  Infantry,  of  whom  fre- 
quent mention  Is  made  in  the  Press,  was  a  regular  attendant 
He  urged  the  establishment  of  a  Protestant  cemetery  at 
Manila,  a  most  worthy  object,    and    the    Lodge    contributed

1100  in  gold  toward  a  fund  to  purchase  the  neceasary  tract 
of  land. 

On  Chrlstmaa  day,  at  the  invitation  of  Major  Frank  H. 
Foots,  of  the  First  Wyoming,  Past  Grand  Ck>mmander  of 
Wyoming,  all  Knights  Templar  in  Manila  were  requested  to 
assemble  at  high  twelve  at  the  Grand  Luneta  Hotel  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  customary  Christmas  Observance.  About  25 
Sir  Knights  were  present,  nine  of  whom  were  from  our  regi- 
ment. Among  those  in  attendance  was  the  venerable  Col. 
Smith,  of  the  First  Tennessee,  Past  Grand  Commander  of 
Tennessee,  who  died  on  the  firing  line  on  the  4th  of  February. 
Sir  Knight  Colonel  Victor  Duboce,  of  San  Francisco,  acted  as 
Toast  Master.  A  cablegram  was  sent  to  Grand  Master  Reu- 
ben H.  Lloyd,  of  California.  The  meeting  was  a  very  enjoya- 
ble one,  but  owing  to  the  strained  condition  about  Manila 
and  the  hostile  attitude  of  the  Filipinos,  who  practically  be- 
sieged the  city,  it  was  not  advisable  for  officers  to  absent 
themselves  from  their  commands  for  any  length  of  time,  and 
after  an  hour  of  social  goodfellowship  we  dispersed. 

We  obtained  much  valuable  and  authentic  information  re- 
garding Spanish  Masonry  and  the  Katapunan  Society  in  the 
Fi  lip  pines  from  a  Spanish  brother  who  addressed  the  Lodge 
on  this  subject  at  one  of  its  meetings.  Brother  Juan  Utro 
Fernandez  is  an  enthusiastic  Mason  and  exhibited  his  cre- 
dentials, from  which  it  appears  that  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  Scottish  Rite  Masons  held  in  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  in  1834.  he  was  made  the  representative  of  that  body 
for  Spain,  a  distinction  of  which  he  is  very  proud.  From  him 
we  learned  that  a  Masonic  Lodge  flourished  in  Manila  for 
a  number  of  years,  but  the  antagonism  of  the  church  was  too 
great,  men  known  to  be  members  met  with  all  manner  of 
persecution.  Banishment  to  other  islands  was  a  common 
penalty,  families  were  scattered  to  all  parts  of  the  Spanish 
possessions,  the  father  isolated  in  the  interior  or  to  some  far 
oft  island. 

A  brother  in  Manila  handed  me  a  Spanish  document,  being 
a  decree  from  the  Archbiehop  of  Manila  addressed  to  the 
governors  of  several  of  the  provinces,  containing  the  names 
of  men  suspected  of  being  Masons,  and  ordering  that  they  be 
apprehended.  Appended  to  the  document  are  the  reports  of 
the  several  governors  and  other  ofllcials.  I  was  requested  to 
submit  the  document  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  our  State  that 
it  might  be  translated.  The  Lodge  in  Manila  continued  to 
meet  in  secret  for  some  time  after  the  persecution  began,  but 
its  adversaries  were  powerful  and  numerous  and  it  was  finally 
obliged  to  succumb. 

Many  prominent  Filipinos  of  the  educated  class  had  be- 
come members  of  the  Order,  and  after  the  turbulent  times 
began  in  the  islands  revolutionary  societies  were  organized, 
and  many  of  them  became  leaders  of  the  people  in  their  re- 
volt against  Spanish  rule.  It  is  said  that  Aguinaldo  and  a 
number  of  his  prominent  officers  and  advisers  were  members 
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of  the  Spanish  Lodge  in  Manila.  Katat>unan  societies  were 
organized  among  the  natives,  making  use  of  many  of  our 
emblems  and  other  means  of  recognition.  The  object  of  the 
society  was  to  limit  the  autocratic  power  of  the  church,  and 
as  church  and  state  were  practically  one  they  were  looked 
upon  as  rerolutionary  in  character  and  its  members  the  yilest 
of  criminals.  Many  of  the  natives,  learning  of  the  organiza^ 
tion.of  our  Lodge  in  Manila,  approached  our  brethren  with 
grips  and  signs  claiming  to  be  of  the  Craft.  I  cautioned  the 
brethren  to  avoid  indiscretion;  for  it  was  found  on  careful 
inquiry  that  these  natives  were  members  of  the  Katapuna  so- 
cieties. On  one  occasion  a  brother  from  the  California  regi- 
ment came  to  headquarters  with  a  man  whom  he  introduced 
as  a  brother  and  who  was  very  anxious  to  visit  the  Lodge. 
[  took  the  man  inside  and  examined  him,  finding  him  in  pos- 
session of  many  of  our  secrets.  He  was  a  well  informed 
member  of  the  Katapuna  society  and  cherished  what  little 
Masonic  light  he  had  obtained.  There  is  a  great  field  open 
for  Masonry  in  the  Filippines,  and  I  hope  that  a  permanent 
Lodge  may  soon  be  established  in  Manila.  Our  Lodge  was 
overwhelmed  with  petitions  for  degrees,  and  after  having  re- 
ceived 100  applications  it  became  necessary  to  refuse  others, 
not  knowing  how  long  we  would  remain  in  the  islands.  We 
had  work  at  nearly  every  meeting,  but  I  regret  exceedingly 
that  we  were  prevented  from  conferring  the  M.  M.  degree. 
We  were  preparing  to  confer  our  first  third  degree  when  the 
insurrection  broke  out  on  the  evening  of  the  4th  of  February, 
1899,  after  which  the  regiment  was  constantly  in  the  field 
taking  part  in  three  famous  expeditions  of  General  Lawton 
into  the  interior  of  Luzon.  We  did  not  return  to  Manila  till 
the  7th  of  July,  and  from  that  time  till  we  embarked  for  our 
homeward  Journey  were  kept  busy  with  reports  and  account- 
ing for  military  stores  and  property  to  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  it  was  impossible  to  do  further  work  in  the  Lodge. 

One  meeting  held  in  February  will  long  remain  in  the 
memory  of  those  who  were  present.  A  request  had  been  re- 
ceived from  Crescent  Lodge,  No.  11,  at  Grafton,  N.D.,  to  cpn- 
fer  the  degrees  on  W.  A.  Mickle,  then  Q.  M.  Sergeant  of  the 
regiment  We  were  stationed  on  the  south  line  in  General 
Ovenshine's  Brigade,  with  regimental  headquarters  at  Culi 
Culi  Church.  The  meeting  was  called  for  the  evening  of 
February  22nd,  at  regimental  headquarters. 

Late  that  afternoon  orders  came  from  General  Overshine  to 
take  extra  precautions,  as  an  attack  by  the  insurgents  was 
expected  along  our  front  that  night  and  an  attempt  made  to 
break  through  our  lines.  The  Lodge  was  opened  at  8  p.m., 
the  ofllcers  wearing  their  side  arms  prepared  for  an  emer- 
gency, as  suspicious  movements  along  the  insurgent  lines  in 
our  front  were  reported  by  the  outposts  about  sundown.  The 
work  was  under  way  and  I  was  in  the  midst  of  the  obligation 
when  suddenly  a  crashing  volley  came  from  the  insurgent 
lines,  several  of  the  bullets  went  through  the   roof  of  the 
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church,  which  stood  a  short  distance  back  of  oar  trenches.  I 
stopped  short,  and  we  could  plainly  hear  the  bullets  as  they 
whistled  past  The  firing  was  brisk  for  a  few  minutes*  when 
it  became  more  scattering  and  soon  died  out  altogether.  We 
finished  up  the  work  in  short  order,  expecting  a  general  at- 
tack at  almost  any  moment.  The  incident  will  long  be  re- 
membered, and  it  is,  perhaps,  the  first  instance  on  record  that 
a  candidate  was  initiated  under  fire.  This  was  the  only,  op- 
portunity we  had  for  holding  a  meeting  while  in  the  field. 
It  was  hoped  that  we  might  hare  an  opportunity  of  finishing 
up  the  work  on  a  few  of  the  candidates  after  our  return  to 
Manila  from  our  final  expedition  to  Morong,  as  many  of  the 
candidates  from  other  regiments  were  anxious  to  receive  the 
M.  M.  degree  before  returning  to  the  United  States,  but  so 
many  of  our  ofllcers  were  sick,  while  others  were  busy  ac- 
counting for  and  turning  over  government  property,  that  it 
was  found  Impossible  to  do  any  further  work. 

The  E.  A.  Degree  was  conferred  on  91  candidates  and 
the  F.  C.  on  62.  Affiliations,  23;  and  four  ^eque^ts 
were  received  from  other  lodges  to  confer  degrees.  The 
lodge  was  disbanded,  and  the  following  report  was 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge : 

That  the  adoption  of  this  report  be  a  direction  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  to  notify  each  member  of  the  "Military  Lodge"  that 
he  is  entitled  to  receive,  upon  application  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary therefor,  a  certlflcate  of  his  former  membership  in  the 
"Military  Lodge,"  and,  where  he  has  since  afilliated  with  no 
other  Lodge,  of  his  present  membership  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  North  Dakota. 

The  Grand  Lodge  repealed  the  resolution  of  1898, 
which  required  all  lodges  to  present  to  all  M.M.  at  their 
raising  a  copy  of  Albert  Pike's  Morals  and  Dogmas  of 
the  Symbolic  Degrees.

Prosperity  prevails.  Their  financial  condition  has 
improved.  Another  $1,000  has  been  paid  on  their  debt. 
A  substantial  gain  in  membership  attests  to  much  faith- 
ful work  done,  and  to  the  gratifying  fact  that  our  Craft 
has  retained   its  attractions   for  intelligent   and   high- 
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minded  men.  Of  the  report  on  Correspondence,  the 
Grand  Master  says : 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
will  be  laid  before  you  and  later  published  in  the  volume  of 
Proceedings. 

This  report,  I  need  scarcely  say,  has  been  the  result  of 
much  careful  labor,  and  will  be  found  most  valuable  and  in- 
teresting. No  Mason  in  this  Jurisdiction  who  desires  to  keep 
himself  informed  upon  the  progress  and  development  of  Free- 
masonry can  afford  to  neglect  a  study  of  this  report. 

It  affords  what  might  be  termed,  "a  bird's  eye  view"  of  the 
various  Grand  Lodges,  their  proceedings,  and  the  movements 
taking  place  in  the  Masonic  world.  It  furnishes  vivid  port- 
raits of  the  distinguished  brethren  who,  from  time  to  time, 
are  called  upon,  in  responsible  offices,  to  guide  the  destinies 
of  the  Craft  It  directs  attention  to  the  mines  of  intellectual 
find  moral  wealth  stored  in  the  volumes  yearly  given  to  the 
world  by  the  various  Masonic  Grand  Bodies.  It  embalms  the 
names  and  life's  story  of  the  beloved  and  lost  brother  Masons 
whose  efforts  for  the  benefit  of  Masonry  and  their  fellowmen 
have  made  the  memory  of  their  virtues  holy  and  Imperishable 
possessions  of  their  surviving  brethren. 

A  study  of  the  report  of  Proceedings  for  the  past  year  will 
show  that  Masonry  stands  firm  upon  the  foundation  of  truth, 
Justice,  and  brotherly  love,  and  that  as  long  as  Masons  are 
faithful  to  their  professions  and  the  principles  of  the  Craft, 
it  cannot  perish  from  the  earth,  but  must  go  forward  with 
ever-increasing  power  and  influence. 

During  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Master  while  attend- 
ing his  Parliamentary  duties  at  Ottawa,  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master  visited  a  number  of  the  lodges. 

On  the  proposed  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  the  following  report  was  re- 
ceived : 

That  very  little  progress  has  been  made  in  this  important 
matter.  The  fact  that  two  committees  from  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Nova  Scotia  were  in  existence  on  this,  or  a  somewhat  simi- 
lar object  was  found  to  be  awkward  and  tended  to  detract 
from  the  question  this  Committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with. 
The  other  committee  alluded  to  had  under  consideration  the 
larger  union  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Prince  Edward  tsland. 
New  Brunswick,  and  Nova  Scotia,  and  it  would  appear  that 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  P.  E.  Island 
was  appointed  to  consider  the  union  pertaining  to  the  three 
provinces  and  did  not  feel  like  meeting  officially  with  us. 
Your  Committee  have  therefore  nothing  tangible  to  report. 

For  once  in  very  many  years  returns  have  been  re- 
ceived from  every  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction. 
The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bros.  T.  B.  Flint 
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and  Thomas  Mowbray,  and  reviews  our  Proceedings  of 
1899.  In  his  notice  of  Quebec,  Bro.  Flint  has  the  fol- 
lowing on  the  question  of  Past  Grand  Masters  accepting 
inferior  rank  in  other  Grand  Lodges : 

Bro.  ChamberB'  comments  upon  the  acceptance  of  inferior 
tionorary  rank  in  the  Grand  L«odge  of  England  by  Past  Grand 
Masters  of  other  Grand  Lodges  meets  with  an  approvaL  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  England,  though  an  ancient  and  very  illus- 
trious Grand  Body,  is,  Masonically  speaking,  not  superior  to 
any  other  Grand  Lodge,  and  it  appears  to  us,  as  it  did  to  Bro. 
Chambers,  that  for  a  Grand  Master  of  a  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  to  accept  honorary  rank  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land as  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  is  a  lowering  of  the  dig- 
nity of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  which  he  is  Grand  Master,  and  a 
mutual  admission  of  the  inferiority  of  his  own  Grand  Lodge.

His  eloquent  address  opens  as  follows  : 

Everywhere,  where  civilization  has  penetrated,  our  Lodges 
are  to  be  found.  Freemasonry  was  never  numerically  so 
strong  as  to-day.  Its  Lodges  are  scattered  over  every  part 
of  the  civilized  world,  and  its  beneficence  has  been  distinctly 
felt  by  distressed  widows  and  orphans  in  every  land,  while  it 
includes  among  its  patrons  some  of  the  wisest,  the  purest, 
and  noblest  of  men.  Its  lights  have  been  burning  and  shin- 
ing with  luster  and  increasing  brilliancy  for  centuries,  and 
their  beams  have  been  reflected  and  beheld  in  the  remotest 
parts  of  the  earth.  They  have  shone  with  the  greatest  luster 
upon  the  battle-field,  in  the  hospital,  in  the  chamber  of  the 
sick  and  dying,  and  in  the  homes  of  the  poor  and  lowly,  as 
well  as  in  the  palaces  of  the  rich  and  opulent  They  have 
been  a  "lamp  unto  the  feet  and  a  light  unto  the  path*'  of 
many  a  weary  and  lonely  traveler  over  life's  rugged  road — 
and  have  lifted  despondency  from  the  mind,  and  made  glad 
the  heart,  of  many  a  stranger  in  foreign  lands.  In  short,  the 
legitimate  and  beneficent  character  of  our  system  now  stands 
established  on  the  basis  of  experimental  proof  long  continued 
and  annually  extending. 

It  is  a  happy  consideration,  too,  "that  the  day  of  theoreti- 
cal argument  has  passed  away,  and  the  necessity  of  formal 
and  lalx>red  vindication  has  ceased  to  be  felt" 

Freemasonry  needs  no  defense;  it  makes  no  apology;  it 
lives  and  prospers  upon  the  favorable  opinion  entertained  of 
it  by  those  who  enter  its  portals  of  their  own  free  will  and 
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accord  for  mutual  benefit  and  social  enjoyment,  and  its  "mys- 
tic chain  binds  together  people  of  all  nations  in  one  common 
Brotherhood." 

The  generous  donation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  Bro. 
S.  Stacker  Williams  of  his  valuable  Masonic  Library  is 
thus  described  in  the  report  of  the  committee  in  charge : 

Shortly  after  the  dose  of  the  last  Communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  your  Committee  was  requested  by  M.  W.  Bro. 
Williams  to  meet  him  at  his  home  in  Newark,  and  formally 
take  charge  of  the  library  which  he  had  so  generously  do- 
nated to  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  called  upon  him  in  answer  to 
his  request,  and  found  that  he  had  already  catalogued  his 
collection,  and  that  there  was  little  for  the  Committee  to  do 
except  to  take  legal  possession  of  the  same.  We  found  in 
this  library  about  forty-three  hundred  volumes,  pamphlets, 
letters,  etc.,  consisting,  in  part,  of  about  fifteen  hundred  and 
fifty  volumes  of  Proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Chap- 
ters, Grand  Councils,  Grand  Commanderies,  Supreme  Coun- 
cils, Consistories,  and  Councils  of  Deliberation,  Constitutions 
of  nearly  every  Jurisdiction  in  the  world,  commencing  with 
Anderson's  original  of  1723,  and  the  Dublin  Constitution  of 
1730.  There  are  American  and  foreign  histories,  encyclope- 
dias, and  lexicons;  also  Proceedings  of  foreign,  English,  and 
non-English  speaking  Grand  Bodies.  In  monitors  the  library 
is  very  rich,  and  cbntains  a  copy  of  all  the  different  editions 
of  Thomas  Smith  Webb;  also  of  Cross,  Dove,  Gray,  Hardie, 
Hutchinson,  Mackey,  Macoy,  Matthews,  Moore,  Sickels,  and 
a  number  of  others.  There  are  volumes  of  music  and  poetry, 
anti-Masonic  works,  the  Carson  reprints,  bibliography,  biog- 
,raphy,  addresses  and  sermons,  Ahiman  Rezons,  works  on  Ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence,  by-laws,  controversial  pamphlets,  maga- 
zines, and  a  great  many  other  miscellaneous  Masonic  books, 
pamphlets,  letters,  addresses,  etc.  Of  the  above  there  are 
about  eleven  hundred  volumes  bound. 

The  Ohio  Masonic  Home  is  well  and  economically 
managed  and  the  inmates  contented  and  happy.  There 
are  138  inmates,  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  past 
year  was  about  $18,000.  The  Grand  Lodge  donated 
?2,ooo  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Home  and  $5,000  to 
the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  introductory  remarks  of  Bro.  W.  M.  Cunningham 
on  the  subjects  of  the  E.  A.  Degree j,  and  Honorary 
Rank  are  well  worthy  of  attention : 

At  different  times  throughout  his  Reports  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence the  writer  has  directed  the  attention  of  the  Craft 
to  the  unjust  and  unwarranted  emasculation  of  the  Entered 
Apprentice  degree  in  the  United  States  through  the  action  of 
the  Baltimore  Convention  over  half  a  century  since.  Previous 
to  that  time  all  business,  balloting  for  candidates,  public  cere- 
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moQlals,  etc. — except  that  pertaining  strictly  to  the  other  de- 
grees— was  done  in  a  Lodge  of  Entered  Apprentices.  When 
that  grade  was  received,  the  Initiate  was  a  Mason,  and 
as  well  as  in  the  name,  all  the  rights  of  membership,  and 
with  thereby  the  opportunity  and  duty  of  saying,  by  his  bal- 
lot, who  should  be  made  his  Brother  and  become  one  with 
him  in  the  Masonic  Family. 

The  degree  is  in  itself  the  most  perfect  and  unchanged  of 
any  grade  in  Ancient  Graft  Masonry.  The  beauties  and  les- 
sons to  be  learned  or  developed  through  its  symbolisms  are 
illimitable;  it  is  the  foundation  of  Freemasonry,  and  as  its 
superstructure  the  manifest  injustice  of  neutralizing  the 
grade  by  depriving  it  of  its  inherent  rights,  powers,  and  pre- 
rogatives, without  its  own  consent,  must  be  self-apparent 

The  influence  of  members  and  admirers  of  a  Modern  Organ- 
ization, then  becoming  very  popular,  was  doubtless  the  first 
cause  of  the  perpetration  of  this  great  wrong  and  innovation, 
as  the  result  of  their  efforts  to  have  the  business  affairs  of 
Freemasonry  to  correspond  in  management  with  a  Modem 
Organization  in  accordance  with  their  own  progressive  ideas. 

To  accomplish  fully  this  displacement  required  a  number  of 
years  In  the  Lodges  of  the  United  States.  In  England,  how- 
ever, and  in  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  the  change  was  not 
made. 

Those  who  are  cognizant  of  the  circumstances  attending  or 
causing  the  action  of  the  Baltimore  Convention  are  becoming 
very  few;  hence  the  duty  of  directing  attention  to  this  im- 
portant subject,  and  urging  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Entered 
Apprentice  Degree  and  the  restoration  of  its  inherent  rights, 
privileges,  and  prerogatives. 

HONOKARY    KAXK. 

A  new  feature  in  American  Grand  Bodies  is  the  late  intro- 
duction of  honorary  titles,  an  absurd  "fad,"  out  of  place  and 
out  of  character  in  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies  of  the 
United  States,  in  which  every  Grand  Office  is  open  to  fair 
competition  upon  the  part  of  every  member. 

In  a  Grand  Lodge  like  that  of  England,  in  which  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Treasurer  are  the  only  elective  officers — 
other  than  their  several  Boards — and  in  which  also  the  Grand 
Master  (if  of  the  Royal  Family)  is  expected  to  serve  during 
his  natural  life,  and  who  appoints  all  of  the  other  officers  of 
Grand  Lodge,  a  very  different  state  of  affairs  obtains.  In  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  a  "commoner"  can  not  expect  to  re- 
ceive any  higher  distinction  than  that  of  a  Grand  Deacon, 
and,  as  stated  by  an  eminent  brother,  "are  blocked  beyond 
save  some  special  offices  like  Grand  Secretary,"  etc.  The 
Eminent  V.  W.  Bros.  William  James  Hughan  and  Robert 
Freke  Gould  have  been  honored  only  with  the  rank  of  Past 
Grand  Deacon;  but.  as  stated  In  that  connection  by  V.  W. 
Bro.  Hughan,  ''We  are  an  old  country,  and  our  plans  answer 
here." 
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The  honor  of  having  the  title  of  a  Grand  Officer  in  that 
Grand  Lodge  is  held  in  such  high  estimation  that  each  Grand 
Officer,  according  to  rank,  is  expected  to  pay  a  "fee  of  honor" 
therefor.  The  fees  paid  go  into  some  one*  of  the  benevolent 
funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  this  connection,  in  the  Report 
of  your  Committee  last  year,  under  the  head  of  England,  it  is 
stated  that  the  ''Fund  of  Benevolence"  acknowledged  the  re- 
ceipt of  £10  lOs.,  the  honor  fee  of  a  Provincial  Grand  Master, 
with^  an  additional  fee  for  the  same  of  £3  Ss.,  acknowledged 
in  the  "Fund  for  General  Purposes."  An  honor  fee  of  £5  5s. 
is  paid  by  Grand  Deacons,  a  Deputy  Grand  Sword-bearer,  and 
an  Assistant  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies,  whilst  a  Deputy 
Grand  Registrar  paid  £10  10s.  for  the  honor  of  his  appoint- 
ment. 

In  Grand  Jurisdictions  with  such  customs  prevailing  there- 
in, honorary  rank  is  doubtless  a  very  desirable  feature;  but 
its  adoption  in  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  United  States  is  but  a 
fulsome  imitation  of  foreign  customs,  and  with  the  modem 
innovation  of  annual  rotation  in  office,  and  a  one-year  term 
only  for  Grand  Masters,  introduced  within  the  past  few  years, 
will,  sooner  or  later,  detract  from  the  official  dignity  of  the 
office,  and  belittle  the  honors  Justly  pertaining  to  official  Ma- 
sonic rank. 

As  in  the  emasculation  of  the  Degree  of  Entered  Appren- 
tice, the  Influence  of  Modem  Organizations  Is  a  potent  factor 
in  the  introduction  of  honorary  rank,  one-third  official  terms, 
and  rotation  of  office.  In*  some  Modern  Organizations,  not 
Masonic,  "Passing  the  Chairs"  Is  one  of  the  most  important 
features  and  pertinent  to  their  different  grades;  hence  their 
very  short  official  terms  are  doubtless  a  necessity  with  them* 

Struck,  however,  with  perhaps  their  seeming  importance, 
the  "degree  tinker,"  who  is  always  finding  "something  new 
and  pretty"  to  add  to  the  Ritual,  has  here  found  another 
opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  his  talents,  to  the  detriment  of 
Freemasonry. 

Bro.  Cunningham  gives  Canada  for  1899  special  men- 
tion, says  that  Grand  Master  Malone's  address  is  a 
thoughtful  Masonic  paper,  makes  numerous  extracts 
from  the  reports  of  our  District  Deputies,  and  wishes 
he  had  room  for  more.  i 

In  the  conclusion  of  his  report  he  says  that  two  of  the 
foreign  Grand  Bodies  hitherto  recognized  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  said  to  have  exchanged  Representatives  with 
the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  should  such  prove  true, 
he  will  recommend  the  reconsideration  of  their  recogni- 
tion.

The  Grand  Master  condemns  the  practice  of  rotation 
in  office,  does  not  recognize  the  doctrine  of  perpetual 
jurisdiction,  visited  a  number  of  lodges  and  reports 
peace,  harmony  and  prosperity.  Nine  new  lodges  were 
formed. 

The  first  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home 
Fund  shows  $1,020.55  collected  in  one  year,  which  is 
very  creditable,  considering  their  small  membership. 

The  Grand  Representative  system  was  adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  is  opposed  to  the  prevail- 
ing custom  adopted  by  the  Subordinate  Lodges  ^here  the 
annual  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  held,  of  ban- 
queting the  members  thereof,  and  trust  that  In  the  future  this 
custom  will  be  discontinued. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  on  Correspondence,  and 
reviews  the  Proceedings  of  Canada  for  1900,  with  thanks 
for  the  presentation  of  Robertson's  History.

He  reports  two  new  lodges.  He  visited  more  than 
one-half  of  the  lodges  and  found  prosperity  everywhere 
existing.    On  making  the  meetings  interesting,  he  says : 

In  several  of  the  Lodges  I  witnessed  the  conferring  of  de- 
grees, and  with  but  two  or  three  exceptions  the  work  was 
well  done.  My  labors  have  been  chiefly  directed  to  securing 
higher  ideals  of  Masonry,  to  arousing  more  interest  in  Ma- 
sonic history  and  philosophy,  the  origin  and  teachings  of  Ma- 
soiiic  symbolisms.  In  all  my  visits  and  labors  I  have  had  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  the  brethren.  Several  of  the  Lodges 
have  adopted  the  system  of  having  some  well-qualified  bro- 
ther to  address  the  Lodge  on  some  Masonic  subject  when 
there  were  meetings  at  which  there  was  no  ritualistic  ser- 
vice or  conferring  of  degrees.  I  fully  endorse  this  practice, 
as  the  tendency  is  to  increase  both  the  interest  and  attend- 
ance. 
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The  business  transacted  was  entirely  local. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Bro.  Robert  Clow,  P.G.M., 
and  Chairman  of  Correspondence.  His  eminent  servi- 
ces had  won  for  him  a  place  in  the  hearts  of  his  brethren 
and  a  prestige  attained  by  few. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, assisted  by  the  Grand  Master.  Canada  for  1899 
has  due  attention.    In  the  review  of  Florida,  we  find : 

We  entertain  the  utmost  contempt  for  the  "soUcitor,"  the 
"organizer,"  the  proclaimer  of  the  great  "benefits/'  "wonder- 
ful fraternal  results/'  of  the  advocate  of  the  modem  cheap 
orders/nine  out  of  ten  of  which  are  regular  fake  games,  to 
part  the  fool  and  his  money;  and  we  hope  that  every  true 
Mason,  he  he  orator,  writer,  or  the  plain  brother,  will  con- 
tinue to  impress  his  surroundings  by  his  good  conduct,  select 
standing,  and  not  by  his  earnestness  in  inviting  the  profane 
to  explore  the  mystic  temple.

PENNSYLVANIA. 

Annual  Communication,  Philadelphia,  Dec.  27,  1900.

We  take  the  following  from  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Master : 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year  we  received  copies  of  the 
printed  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts, 
held  June  14,  1899,  which  appear  to  call  for  comment,  not 
that  we  wish  to  Interfere  with  anything  that  that  distin- 
guished hody  desires  to  do  or  say,  but  because  silence  on  our 
part  might  be  construed  as  acquiescence  in  the  most  extra- 
ordinary spectacle  that  it  was  ever  the  lot  of  any  Grand 
Lodge  to  witness,  and  also  because  such  silence  might  be 
thought  to  mean  that  we  did  not  feel  aggrieved  at  the  intem- 
perate and  heated  language  used  against  us  and  ours. 

At  the  meeting  referred  to  "the  Recording  Grand  Secre- 
tary" arose  to  call  attention  "to  the  revival  of  the  absurd  pre- 
tentions of  certain  brethren  of  Pennsylvania  that  the  Ma- 
sonry of  this  country  had  its  birth  in  Philadelphia,  or  as  they 
proudly  express  it,  that  Philadelphia  was  the  'Mother  City' 
of  Freemasonry  in  America." 

If  our  Right  Worshipful  Brother  had  discussed  the  question 
in  a  rational,  fraternal  spirit,  I  would  have  no  comment  to 
offer,  but  unhappily  he  used  the  most  violent,  extraordinary, 
and  unfratemal  language,  applying  it  without  discrimination 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  our  beloved  Brother,  the  late  Right 
Worshipful  Past  Grand  Master,  Clifford  P.  MaCalla,  to  our 
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good  Brother  Juliua  F.  Sachse,  and  to  the  late  Brother  Jacob 
Norton,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts. 

Whatever  may  be  the  views  of  our  Massachusetts  brethren 
as  to  the  "Mother  City/'  there  is  no  call  to  abuse  the  living 
or  the  dead,  particularly  the  dead;  it  may  be  safe  so  far  as 
the  latter  are  concerned,  but  it  is  particularly  unseemly^ 
especially  so  when  a  Mason  speaks  of  a  dead  one,  one  who 
held  the  love  and  esteem  of  our  Jurisdiction  and  was  honored 
with  the  highest  gift  in  its  keeping,  the  Grand  Mastership. 

That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  should  tolerate 
such  a  spectacle,  listen  to  such  a  tirade,  and  then  send  it 
broadcast  as  an  official  document,  seems  beyond  comprehen- 
sion. 

I  do  not  intend  to  discuss  the  question  of  the  "Mother 
City;"  the  established  facts  are  plain.  There  were  Lodges  in 
Pennsylvania  in  1730;  the  ledger  of  a  Lodge  working  in 
Philadelphia  in  February,  1731,  has  been  produced;  it  is 
known  as  "Libre  B;"  preceding  that  must  have  been  a  "Libre 
A."  How  many  years  that  was  in  use  before  "Libre  B"  was 
begun  is  left  to  conjecture.  The  deputation  to  Brother  Daniel 
Coxe  as  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
and  Pennsylvania,  issued  by  the  Grand  Master  of  England  in 
1730,  appears  on  the  records  of  that  date. 

In  Massachusetts  the  first  Lodge  dates  from  1733.  This 
was  constituted  by  Brother  Henry  Price,  who  claimed  to  have 
a  Commission  as  Provincial  Grand  Master;  doubtless  he  had 
such  a  Commission,  but  it  is  nowhere  recorded,  except  by  a 
copy  of  a  copy  said  to  have  been  made  at  least  twenty  years 
later. 

In  the  face  of  these  facts,  what  is  the  use  of  calling  hard 
names?  What  difference  does  it  make  who  discovered  them, 
and  how  are  we  to  get  away  from  them  if  we  want  to? 

How  can  it  alter  the  fact  that  there  were  Lodges  meeting 
here  in  1730,  as  published  by  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette, 
whether  Franklin,  the  publisher  of  that  paper,  was  at  that 
time  a  Mason  or  not?  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  he  was 
like  Nero,  as  represented  by  the  current  story:  Nero's 
friends  are  expostulating  with  him  on  the  destruction  he  is 
causing  in  Rome,  when  he  replies,  indignantly,  "Don't  you  see 
I  am  compelled  to  do  it,  that  I  am  obliged  to  make  material 
for  "Quo  Vadis?" 

Franklin  was  the  newspaper  man  of  his  day;  as  such  he 
published  current  happenings.  It  is  impossible  to  believe 
that  he  manufactured  the  news  referred  to — what  could  be 
his  object?  He  certainly  was  not  making  material  for  the 
"Mother  City"  controversy  of  one  hundred  and  fifty,  or  more, 
years  later. 

Surely  our  Massachusetts  brethren  do  not  intend  to  assert 
that  our  Lodges  of  1730  were  clandestine,  and  that  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  our  other  worthies  of  that  date  were  illegiti- 
mate Masons,  or  met  with  and  recognized  such? 

The  Grand  Master  refused  to  allow  the  initiation  of  a 
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candidate  who  had  been  rejected  by  a  lodge  in  New 
York  more  than  a  year  previously,  although  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York  disclaimed  having  any  jurisdiction 
over  him.    The  law  in  Pennsylvania  is  thus  stated : 

That  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding  of  our  law,  it  is 
well,  perhaps,  to  lengthen  a  little  more  this  already  long  ar- 
gument. In  Pennsylvania  there  is  no  such  thing  as  Liodge 
Jurisdiction  over  intending  petitioners.  Every  man  is  enti- 
tled to  apply  to  any  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  or  elsewhere. 
Should  he,  however,  petition  a  Lodge  not  nearest  his  place  of 
residence,  such  Lodge  must  be  inquired'  of,  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain wnat  is  his  reputation  where  he  is  best  known,  and  to 
learn  his  standing  and  fitness  to  become  a  Mason;  If  no  Ma- 
sonic objection  appears  on  such  inquiry,  the  Lodge  petitioned 
may  proceed  in  the  regular  way.  When  a*  resident  of  this 
State  petitions  a  Lodge  of  another,  the  same  inquiry  is  made 
by  correspondence  through  the  respective  Grand  Masters.  If 
the  resident  of  another  State  petitions  one  of  our  Lodges,  the 
same  course  is  followed.  The  object  of  these  regulations  is 
plain:  it  is  to  keep  out  improper  material,  to  allow  none  to 
enter  the  portals  of  Freemasonry  except  men  of  reputation, 
integrity,  and  good  standing  in  their  respective  communities. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Bro.  J.  Simpson  Africa, 
who  was  Grand  Master  in  1891  and  1892.  He  was  an 
enthusiastic  Craftsman,  a  man  of  great  ability,  faithful 
and  true,  always  courteous  and  amiable,  and  his  memory 
will  long  be  a  sweet  recollection  to  those  who  knew  him. 

The  Grand  Master  visited  a  number  of  lodges  and 
found  them  conducted  with  skill,  their  business  carried 
on  properly  and  intelligently,  and  the  work  done  with 
zeal,  dignity,  and  efficiency. 

One  of  the  decisions  is  contrary  to  our  practirs. 
•*  None  but  'a  son  of  honest  parents'  can  be  made  a 
Mason.    This  excludes  all  born  out  of  wedlock." 

Two  new  lodges  were  formed. 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro.  Thomas  R.  Patton,  was 
elected  an  honorary  member  by  unanimous  vote.  Bro. 
Patton  has  been  Grand  Treasurer  for  27  years;  he  hat 
not  in  all  that  time  made  a  single  mistake  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties,  and  he  lives  before  the  world  as 
a  man  entirely  without  reproach.  The  balance  at  the 
credit  of  the  Thomas  R.  Patton  Memorial  Charity  Fund 
now  amounts  to  over  $56,000. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized. 

Bro.  James  M,  Lamberton  has  an  elaborate  and  ex- 
haustive report  on  Correspondence  of  355  pages,  full  of 
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interesting  matter.  Canada  for  1899  and  1900  receives 
complimentary  attention.  In  his  review  of  Maine,  he 
says: 

We  have  no  desire  or  intention  to  falsify  history  either  to 
gain  other  laurels  or  for  any  other  purpose.  We  reiterate 
our  position:  Daniel  Coxe  was  appointed  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  England,  June  6,  1730,  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  the 
Provinces  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsylvania;  and 
there  were  Masonic  Lodges  at  work  in  Pennsylvania  during 
that  year;  and  we  draw  the  irresistible  conclusion  that  Bro, 
Coxe  warranted  those  Lodges,  and  that  they  were  regular  in 
the  sense  Brother  Drummond  uses  that  word. 

We  are  glad  that  our  brother,  even  if  he  did  not  have  the 
fear  of  Brother  Nicker  son  before  his  eyes,  admits,  for  "the 
truth  of  history,"  that  Philadelphia  is  '\the  Mother  City  of 
Freemasonry  in  America." 

Altogether  too  much  is  sought  to  be  made  out  of  the  use 
of  the  word  "irregular"  in  connection  with  early  Masonry  in 
America.  Ever  since  the  days  of  Dunstan  in  E2ngland,  and 
still  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  there  have  been  two 
kinds  of  clergy,  each  equally  qualified  to  perform  all  the  rites 
of  their  church — the  "regular,"  that  is,  those  living  according 
to  a  rule,  Latin  regula,  who  belong  to  a  monastic  community; 
and  the  "secular,"  those  who  are  not  bound  by  monastic 
rules.    It  would  be  very  unfair  to  call  the  latter  "Irregular." 

The  unfairness  is  seen  more  clearly  when  we  substitute 
for  "irregular"  its  synonyms;  e.g.,  abnormal,  confused,  dis- 
orderly, eccentric,  fitful,  immoderate,  uneven,,  variable,  vic- 
ious, and  wandering. 

In  the  same  way,  to  speak  of  the  Lodge  of  1731,  even  If  it 
was  not,  as  we  contend  it  was,  a  warranted  body,  as  "irregu- 
lar," is  unfair.  Just  as  it  would  be  unfair  to  call  "irregular" 
the  "four  old  Lodges"  which  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land in  1717,  or  the  Lodges  which  formed  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Munster  in  1726,  or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  in  1736. 
Willie  before  the  time  mentioned,  they  were  not  "sub  regula," 
their  Masonry  was  genuine  and  pure,  and  in  no  proper  sense 
"irregular." 

In  reply  to  the  assertion  that  "  To  Massachusetts  be- 
longs the  honor  of  first  introducing  Freemasonry  into 
America,"  Bro.  Lamberton  has  the  following  remarks, 
among  others : 

If  our  brother  had  consulted  the  records  of  the  office  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  at  Lon- 
don, he  would  have  found  that,  on  June  5th,  1730,  in  accord- 
ance with  an  application  from  Daniel  Coze  and  "several  other 
brethren,  free  and  accepted  Masons,  residing  and  about  to 
reside  in  the  said  Provinces  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and 
Pennsilvania,"  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  Grand  Master  of  Bug- 
land,  granted  a  dispensation  to  Daplel  Coxe  to  be  "Provincial 
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Grand  Master  In  the  Provinces  pt  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
and  Pennsllvania,  in  America." 

If  he  had  turned  to  the  Pennsylyanla  Gkusette,  No.  108,  De- 
cember 8,  1730,  he  could  haye  found  the  following: 

"As  there  are  several  Lodges  of  Free  Masons  erected  in 
this  Province,  and  people  have  been  lately  much  amused  with 
conjectures  concerning  them;  we  think  the  following  ac* 
count  of  Freemasonry  from  London,  will  not  be  unaccept- 
able to  our  readers." 

The  Pennsylvania  Gazette  was  published  in  Philadelphia, 
in  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  by  one  whose  portrait  our 
brother  may  look  upon  at  every  Communication  of  his  Grand 
Lodge,  Benjamin  Franklin,  who  was  not  a  Mason  at  this 
time,  but  was  entered  in  St.  John's  Lodge,  Philadelphia  (to 
which  we  shall  refer  in  a  moment),  about  February,  1731. 

In  1731  Brother  Daniel  Coxe  visited  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  and  was  officially  recognized  and  honored  as  a  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Master  of  America.  Indeed,  in  the  book  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  containing  a  list  of  Provincial  Graiid 
Masters  abroad,  the  name  of  Brother  Daniel  Coxe  leads  all 
the  rest,  while  the  name  of  Brother  Henry  Price  is  absent 
altogether. 

If  our  brother  had  taken  the  trouble,  he  could  easily  have 
found  that  there  is  in  existence  in  Philadelphia  the  original 
account  book  "Libre  B,"  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  of  that  city, 
from  June  24,  1731,  to  1738;  and  the  report  in  1732  of  the 
Committee  on  By-laws  of  the  same  Lodge  in  the  handwriting 
of  Benjamin  Franklin,  by  which  it  was,  as  Brother  Gould 
said,  "proved  to  a  demonstration,  that  the  earliest  Lodge  in 
America  was  established  in  Philadelphia." 

We  do  not  think  it  a  violent  presumption  that  Brother  Coxe 
chartered  St.  John's  Lodge. 

Our  brother  could  also  read  in  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette 
for  June  26,  1732,  that  on  St.  John's  Day,  June  24,  1732, — 
"a  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Society  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  was  held  at  the  Sun  Tavern  in 
Water  street,  when  after  a  handsome  entertainment,  the 
Worshipful  W.  Allen,  Esq,,  was  unanimously  chosen  Grand 
Master  of  this  Proyince,  for  the  year  ensuing;  who  was 
pleased  to  appoint  Mr.  William  Prlngle  Deputy  Master. 
Wardens  chosen  for  the  ensuing  year  were  Thomas  Boude 
and  Benjamin  Franklin." 

As  to  the  standing  of  these  Pennsylvania  brethren,  Brothet 
Grould,  whom  we  have  quoted  before,  and  whose  reputation 
as  a  Masonic  historian  and  scholar  may  have  reached  Boston, 
says: 

"The  Fraternity  there  must  be  held  to  have  been  as  much 
and  as  legally  a  Grand  Lodge  as  that  of  'All  England  at 
York.' " 

The  Irish  Masonic  writer,  Brother  W.  J.  Chetwoode  Crawley, 
in  his  "Caementaria  Hibernica,"  Fasciculus  Primus,  page  3, 
«ays: 
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"The  establishment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  the 
year  1717  was  followed,  A.D.  1726,  by  that  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Munster,  which  merged  into  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland » 
formally  established  in  Dublin,  A.D.  1729-30.  The  next  Grand 
Lodge  seems  to  have  been  constituted  in  Pennsylvania  in 
the  year  1732,  followed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland, 
which  was  constituted  A.D.  1736." 

Brother  Crawley  adds  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, shortly  after  its  inception,  gave  up  Its  independent 
existence  and  worked  as  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge. 

Past  Grand  Master  Brother  Joslah  H.  Drummond,  of  Maine, 
has  said,  referring  to  St.  John's  Lodge: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  England  recognized  the  work  of  that 
Lodge  as  regular,  by  making  Franklin  Provincial  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  authorizing  him  to  form  a  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Masons  made  in  that  Lodge." 

All  the  facts  above  as  to  Masons  in  Pennsylvania  are  veri- 
ties, and  outrank  in  point  of  time  the  deputation  said  to  have 
been  issued  in  1733  to  Henry  Price,  for  New  England,  and 
which,  as  we  have  said,  is  not  recorded  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England.  The  conclusion  is  that  there  was  a  Lodge  in 
Philadelphia  in  1730,  and  a  Grand  Lodge  in  1732,  which  Bro- 
ther Gould  says,  as  quoted  above,  was  as  legally  a  Grand 
Lodge  as  that  of  All  England  at  York. 

Price  himself  did  not  question  the  Masonic  standing  of 
Franklin,  who  was  made  a  Mason  in  St  John's  Lodge  about 
February,  1731;  for,  if  the  "records"  are  to  be  believed, 
"about  this  time"  he  "further  instructed  him  (Franklin)  in 
the  Royal  Art,"  and  wrote  him  an  official  letter,  under  date 
of  October  23,  1734  (possibly  transmitting  draft  for  the 
seventy  "Constitutions  sent  to  Boston"),  in  which,  by  Uie 
way,  he  evidently  made  no  mention  of  any  extension  of  "his 
deputation  and  power." 

In  Brother  Mackey's  recent  "History  of  Freemasonry,"  at 
page  1896,  will  be  found  the  following: 

"From  all  we  can  gather  in  the  various  sketches  of  the  for- 
mation period  in  the  history  of  Freemasonry  ki  the  colonies 
it  appears  to  us  that  the  weight  of  testimony  is  in  favor  of 
the  working  of  Masonry  first  in  Pennsylvania." 

It  is  difficult,  therefore,  to  see  how  it  can  be  truthfully  said 
that  "to  Massachusetts  belongs  the  honor  of  first  introducing 
Freemasonry  into  America.

The  Grand  Master  visited  a  number  of  lodges.      The 
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harmony  seems  to  be  perfect  and  he  was  most  heartily 
welcomed  in  the  most  befitting  manner.    He  also  says : 

The  Lodges  throughout  the  country  are  doing  splendidly. 
The  average  attendance  and  financial  position  of  the  Lodges 
are  good»  and  the  work  is  done  in  an  excellent  manner »  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  distance  the  brethren  have  to  come 
to  their  Lodges,  which  gives  them  very  little  chance  to 
hold  Lodges  of  Instruction.  Some  have  to  drive  8  to  12 
miles.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  first  degree  given  in 
a  number  of  Lodges  throughout  the  country,  and  It  was  given 
in  a  very  impressive  manner,  which  did  credit  to  their  ofil- 
cers. 

A  drive  of  eight  to  ten  miles  may  be  considered  some- 
what of  a  hardship  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  but  in 
Manitoba  it  would  seem  rather  insignificant.  The  Mas- 
ter of  one  lodge  there  has  to  drive  loo  miles  to  attend 
his  lodge,  and  he  is  more  punctual  than  many  Masters 
who  have  only  to  cross  the  street  to  reach  the  lodge  room. 

The  committee  on  the  formation  of  one  Grand  Lodge 
for  the  Maritime  Provinces  reported  no  progress.  It 
appears  that  Nova  Scotia  appointed  two  committees,  one 
to  treat  with  New  Brunswick  and  the  other  with  Prince 
Edward  Island;  neither  to  treat  with  the  other  two, 
thereby  placing  it  outside  the  power  of  the  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  committee  to  treat  with  either.

The  Grand  Master  visited  a  number  of  lodges,  and  it 
was  his  pleasure  to  bear  witness  to  the  dignified  and 
careful  manner  with  which  the  work  was  conducted. 

On  ritualistic  matters,  the  Grand  Secretary  says : 

The  good  resulting  from  the  frequent  visits  to  the  Cus- 
todian of  the  Work  during  the  past  year  has  been  very  ap- 
parent throughout  the  State.  The  principal  deficiency  is  a 
lack  of  the  knowledge  of  the  floor  work.  This  is  being 
rapidly  overcome  by  the  frequent  visits  to  the  large  city 
Lodges  of  the  officers  of  the  Lodges  at  remote  points,  as  well 
as  by  the  regular  visits  of  well-informed  brethren  from  the 
city. 

From  what  we  can  learn  through  inquiries  of  visitors  from 
other  Jurisdictions,  the  excellence  of  our  work  Is  far  above 
the  average. 
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A  notable  event  during  the  year  was  the  celebration 
of  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  venerable 
Lodge  of  Saint  John's,  No.  i,  of  Newport,  which  lodge 
received  its  first  charter  December  27,  1749,  from  R.  W. 
Thomas  Oxnard,  Provincial  Grand  Master  of  Massa- 
chusetts.

Among  the  visitors  present  was  Bro.  Robert  Baikie, 
the  District  Grand  Master  Depute  of  the  Transvaal,  who 
said  that  Scottish  Freemasonry  has  advanced  consider- 
ably in  that  regfion,  that  a  great  number  of  new  lodges 
were  being  started,  and  there  is  a  move  to  form  a  new 
Grand  Lodge  of  their  own,  to  which  he  was  strenuously 
opposed.  AnoUier  visitor  was  the  Master  of  a  lodge  in 
Queensland,  who  assured  the  brethren  that  they  were  as 
loyal  as  ever  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  and  had 
no  intention  of  leaving  it.  In  reply  to  his  invitation  to 
visit  that  Colony,  the  Grand  Master  remarked  that  the 
invitation  was  especially  welcome,  as  one  of  his  sisters 
was  the  wife  of  Lord  Lamington,  the  Governor  of 
Queensland. 

Charters  were  granted  for  new  lodges  in  Townsville, 
Queensland ;  Beyrouth,  Syria;  and  Belgaum,  India. 

An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  was  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  148  to  73  that  no  elective  Grand  Officer  (the 
Grand  Master  and  paid  officers  excepted)  should  hold  the 
same  office  longer  than  one  year. 

A  return  was  ordered  to  be  prepared  showing  what 
lodges  charged  annual  dues  and  the  amount  charged, 
and  what  lodges  had  no  dnes. 

A  lodge  was  suspended  for  not  observing  the  rule  as 
to  the  proper  interval  between  degrees. 

The  Summons  for  the  Quarterly  Communication  of 
August  2nd,  1900,  contains  an  intimation  that  members, 
before  entering  the  Hall,  are  required  to  present  their 
tickets  of  membership,  which  are  not  transferable  under 
pain  of  forfeiture. 

The  first  business  was  the  unveiling  of  a  bust  of  the 
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immediate  Past  Grand  Master,  the  eighteenth  Lord 
Saltoun,  and  the  75th  Grand  Master  Mason  of  Scotland. 

Prince  Leopold,  of  Prussia,  was  made  an  Honorary 
Member, 

On  September  20,  1900,  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  D. 
Murray  Lyon,  resigned  his  position  after  23  years'  ser- 
vice in  that  office.  It  was  a  matter  of  great  regret  that 
failing  health  made  this  action  necessary,  and  it  was 
unanimously  resolved  that  his  full  salary  should  be  paid 
to  him  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  in  recognition  of  his  dis- 
tinguished and  faithful  services.  From  1856  tmtil  now 
Bro.  Lyon  has  been  one  of  the  most  familiar  figures  in 
Scottish  Masonry.  He  is  a  Masonic  author  of  high  re- 
pute, having  published  numerous  historical  works,  the 
most  celebrated  being  the  History  of  the  Lodge  of  Edin- 
burgh (Mary's  Chapel),  No.  i,  which  includes  an  ac- 
count of  the  rise  and  progress  of  Freemasonry,  and 
much  valuable  information  about  other  Scottish  lodges. 
He  has  also  written  about  the  antiquities  of  Ayrslure, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  of  Scot- 
land. When  he  became  Grand  Secretary,  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  in  debt  some  $100,000.  Thanks  to  his 
energy  and  business  aptitude,  the  debt  has  been  paid  off 
and  Siey  now  have  a  surplus  of  $400,000. 

As  to  his  successor,  a  special  committee  was  appointed 
to  advertise  for  applicants.    The  salary  is  $2,000. 

Permission  was  granted  to  a  lodge  in  Antofagasta, 
Chili,  to  work  in  the  Spanish  language. 

February  7,  1901.    An  address  was  voted  to  the  King. 

The  special  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  voted  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  for  the  donation  of  Robert- 
son's History.

The  grants  made  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  during  the  half- 
year  have  amounted  to  £118,  distributed  amongst  43  appU* 
cants.  Applicants  for  relief  who  require  more  than  casual  as- 
sistance receive  aid  from  the  Permanent  Benevolent  Fund  In 
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the  form  of  periodical  payments.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  six  widows  and  two  brothers  on  the  funds;  the  monthly 
payments  amount  to  £8  10s. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Freemasons*  Hall  Property  propose, 
subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  grant  the  sum 
of  £50  out  of  the  surplus  revenue  to  the  Board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  Masonic  charity,  as  a  donation  for  the  present  year. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  A  ustralia  was  duly 
recognized  and  representatives  exchanged. 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  lodges  visited  a  number  of  the 
lodges  and  found  them  working  well.  The  lodge  of  In- 
struction was  better  attended  than  for  some  years  past.

The  Grand  Master  reports  two  new  lodges.  The  Dis- 
trict Deputies  submitted  very  gratifying  and  encourag- 
ing reports. 

The  use  of  Masonic  emblems  for  any  but  Masonic 
purposes  was  strongly  condemned  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  large  amount  of  local  business  was  transacted. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  was  presented  by  Bro. 
John  R.  Bellinger,  who  came  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  during  his  illness.  Canada  for  1899  is 
well  taken  care  of.  In  the  review  of  Maine,  we  find  the 
following : 

In  regard  to  the  admission  of  Roman  Catholics  into  our  Or- 
der we  do  not  agree  with  the  views  of  Grand  Master  Locke, 
Bro.  Drummond  and  Bro.  Inglesby.  The  latter  says:  "We 
ought  not  to  allow  a  man  to  be  placed  in  a  position  where  he 
will,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  events,  prove  faithless  to  his 
church,  or  violate  his  vow."  In  the  first  place,  we  do  not  be- 
lieve this  statement  is  based  upon  sound  premises.  We  can 
not  infer  that  a  man  will  either  violate  his  vow,  or  prove  un- 
faithful to  his  church.  Nor  do  we  understand  that  the 
Church  of  Rome  requires  in  her  confessional  anything  from 
the  penitent  save  that  which  in  his  conscience  he  believes  to 
be  sinful,  in  order  that  he  may  be  absolved  from  sin.  The 
church  would  not  be  instrumental  in  causing  one  of  her  mem- 
bers to  violate  a  sacred  vow;  nor  would  there  be  any  reason 
for  divulging  to  her  priest  any  Masonic  secret  The  days  for 
that  kind  of  thing  have  long  since  past.  We  are  not  of  this 
faith,  and  speak  from  hearsay,  but  we  believe  we  are  correct 
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If  Masonry  is  universal  and  is  intended  tor  men  of  every  na- 
tion, sect  and  creed,  then  Roman  Catholics  are  entitled  to  her 
benefits,  and  if  they  apply  and  are  worthy  they  should  be  re- 
ceived. We  do  not  invite  them  to  come;  it  is  of  their  own 
accord.  We  have  known  good  Masons  who  were  Roman 
Catholics,  and  who  died  in  good  standing,  both  in  the  Order 
and  in  the  church.

He  reports  two  new  lodges,  and  on  the  state  of  the 
Craft  he  has  the  following  remarks: 

With  very  few  exceptions  all  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction 
have  enjoyed  prosperity  during  the  year.  More  work  has 
been  done  than  in  recent  years,  and  the  standard  of  qualifi- 
cation in  applicants  has  been  well  maintained,  while  the 
item  of  unpaid  dues  is  less  than  formerly,  which  fact  may  to 
a  great  extent,  I  believe,  be  credited  to  the  wise  action  and 
advice  of  my  predecessor,  M.  W.  Brother  Levoy. 

One  most  fruitful  source  of  loss  in  my  opinion  is  the 
failure  to  keep  dues  well  paid  up.  Delinquency  breeds  lack 
of  interest,  non-attendance,  a  general  backsliding,  Masonic- 
ally,  on  the  part  of  the  delinquent,  and  consequent  demission 
or  suspension.  Generally  speaking,  the  Lodges  whose  dues 
are  well  kept  up,  are  the  thrifty,  active,  prosperous  ones. 
This  leads  up  to  the  idea  that  the  Secretary  is  one  of  the 
most,  if  not  the  most,  important  officers  in  a  Lodge.  Choose 
carefully,  and  when  you  once  have  found  the  right  man  for 
the  place,  keep  him  there;  your  success  largely  depends  on 
him. 

A  necessary  pre-requisite  to  the  success  of  any  Lodge  is 
to  be  well  officered;  that  is,  whose  officers  are  not  only  well 
qualified,  but  who  make  the  Lodge  work  their  business,  so 
to  speak;  who  not  only  attend  regularly,  but  are  punctual, 
prompt;  who  by  every  means  in  their  power  avoid  and  dis- 
courage private  piques  and  dissensions,  and  so  far  as  the 
Supreme  Grand  Master  has  given  them  ability,  to  spread  the 
cement  which  should  unite  us  into  one  band  of  brothers 
among  whom  but  one  contention  should  ever  exist. 

Thanks  were  extended  to  their  Grand  Representaiive, 
M.  W.  Bro  E.  T.  Malone,  for  his  donation  of  Robert- 
son's History  of  Freemasonry  in  Canada. 

The  business  was  entirely  local. 

Bro.  S.  A.  Brown  has  an  excellent  report  on  Corre-

Among  the  deaths  reported  is  that  of  their  Past  Grand 
Master,  Rev.  R.  D.  Poulett-Harris,  at  the  age  of  82. 

Congratulations  were  extended  to  the  Grand  Master 
on  the  rank  attained  by  him  of  Past  Grand  Warden  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  fengland,  by  appointment  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales. 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Benevolence,  we  find  the 
following : 

5.  The  sum  of  £173  18b.  9d  was  paid  away  in  the  relief  of 
cases  of  distress  during  the  period  under  review;  £86  4s.  of 
this  amount  was  for  regular  allowances  voted,  £70  18s.  9d.  for 
special  votes,  and  £16  16b.  was  paid  for  the  education  of  the 
children  of  three  widows,  whose  names  continue  upon  the 
books  of  the  Board.  The  fixed  deposit  of  £100  previously  re- 
ported will  mature  on  the  1st  May  next,  and  this  amount  wiU 
then  be  invested  on  mortgage  of  the  Freemasons'  Hall,  Mur- 
ray street,  Hobart,  together  with  an  amount  of  £150  already 
similarly  invested.  The  Trustees  of  the  Tasmania  Masonic 
Benevolent  Fund  have  placed  the  capital  in  their  hands  in 
the  tame  manner,  and  these  several  investments  will  result 
in  an  addition  of  interest  to  the  funds  of  the  Board.  The  re- 
sult of  transactions  to  the  31st  January,  1900,  shows  that 
there  is  a  sum  of  £26  2s.  8d.  cash  to  carry  forward. 

6.  Lodge  dues  have  been  paid  by  the  whole  of  the  Lodges 
to  June  30th,  1899,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  dues  owing  to 
the  end  of  the  year  1899  have  also  been  paid.  The  position 
of  this  portion  of  the  account  is,  therefore,  most  satisfactory. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  in  his  report,  says : 
I  regret  to  have  to  once  more  remind  Grand  Lodge  Ofilcers 
that  they  would  relieve  the  Secretary  of  extra  and  what 
should  be  unnecessary  work  by  greater  punctuality  in  remit- 
ting fees  of  office.  The  delay  is  often  due  to  mere  thought- 
lessness, but  it  throws  a  most  uncongenial  task  on  your 
errand  Secretary. 

It  is  always  gratifying  to  find  one's  advice  sought,  as  this 
conveys  the  flattering  unction  that  some  value  is  placed  upon 
It.    It  is,  therefore,  pleasing  to  record  that  the  District  Grand 
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Lodge,  S.C.,  of  Western  Australia,  has  sought  advice  with  re- 
gard to  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic  Benevolent  Fund,  and 
the  W.  M.  of  a  Lodge  under  the  E.  C.  at  Pietermaritzhurg  (the 
capital  of  Natal,  South  Africa)  wrote  for  guidance  in  the 
steps  necessary  for  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  in  that 
colony.  The  desired  information  was  promptly  forwarded, 
but  the  "peace  and  harmony"  so  essential  to  the  progress  of 
Masonic  Institutions  has  since  been  so  rudely  disturbed  by 
enforced  military  defence  of  home  and  country  that  I  fear 
the  movement  for  the  establishment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Natal  has — ^temporarily,  I  trust — ^been  postponed. 

Thanks  to  the  kindly  offices  of  an  affiliated  P.  M.  of  a  Ho- 
bart  Lodge,  whose  motherland  lies  among  the  Alpine  glaciers, 
negotiations  have  been  opened  for  an  exchange  of  representa- 
tives with  the  Grand  Lodge  Alpina,  of  Switzerland,  but  the 
overture  must  come  from  the  youngest  Grand  Lodge — that  of 
Tasmania. 

A  request  Was  received  for  permission  to  admit  as  a  can- 
didate the  son  of  a  respected  member  of  a  Lodge  at  the  age 
of  18  years,  but  the  Board  considered  it  inadvisable  to  inter- 
fere with  the  limit  of  20  years  laid  down  in  the  Book  of  Con- 
stitutions. 

It  does  not  seem  to  be  fully  understood  that  in  the  case  of 
a  brother  who,  for  motives  of  convenience,  receives  a  second 
or  third  degree  in  another  Lodge  than  his  mother  Lodge,  the 
expense  of  the  brother's  certificate  must  be  defrayed  by  the 
Lodge  in  which  he  entered  the  Order. 

The  Pro  Grand  Master  reports  that  the  lodges  gen- 
erally have  had  a  fair  year's  work,  and  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  officers  have  been  actively  employed  during  the 
year.    He  also  says 

I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  applications  for  assistance 
from  the  Benevolent  Fund  have  been  less  numerous  than  dur- 
ing previous  periods.  In  the  few  cases  that  have  come  before 
us  due  attention  has  been  given,  and  where  we  felt  we  could 
fairly  render  temporary  assistance,  or  recommend  to  the 
Board  the  granting  of  some  assistance  of  a  more  substantial 
nature,  it  has  been  done. 

The  annual  Masonic  Ball  was  held,  and  was  a  successful 
function. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  Grand  Inspector  of 
Lodges  has  been  able  to  visit  most  of  the  Lodges  during  the 
year,  and  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  report  the  result  of  his  visi- 
tations. Too  much  importance  cannot  be  placed  upon  the 
value  of  this  official's  duties  as  tending  to  bring  about  una- 
nimity of  working  and  a  closer  relation  with  Grand  Lodge, 
besides  keeping  the  officers  of  the  various  Lodges  well  up  to 
the  mark  in  their  mode  of  working. 

We  were  all  rejoiced  to  learn  of  the  honor  conferred  upon 
our  M.  W.  Grand  Master  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
feeling  that  the  well-deserved  tribute  bestowed  upon  him  re- 
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fleeted  credit  upon  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  Tasmania 
Constitution. 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  lodges  says  that  a  uniforni 
ritual  is  greatly  needed. 

On  his  unanimous  re-election,  the  Grand  Master  de- 
livered an  excellent  address,  from  which  we  make  the 
following  extracts : 

Masonic  work  is  slowly  but  surely  progressing  in  our  Juris- 
diction, though  the  most  noticeable  advance  is  observable  on 
the  West  Coast  It  is  very  gratifying  to  mark  the  zeal  dis- 
played by  the  members  of  the  Mount  Lyell  Lodge,  which  was 
founded  only  twelve  months  ago.  On  November  9  the  foun- 
dation stone  for  a  Masonic  Hall  was  laid  with  all  due  cere- 
mony at  Queenstown,  and  we  all  hope  that  the  enterprise 
and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  the  members  of  the  Lyell  Lodge 
will  be  well  rewarded,  and  that  Freemasonry  will  continue  to 
thrive  and  prosper  on  the  West  Coast  We  are  again  look- 
ing forward  to  visit  our  brethren  at  Zeehan  and  Lyell,  and  as 
better  means  of  communication,  and  the  removal  of  the  ne- 
cessity for  sea  travel  draw  us  together,  no  doubt  more  fre- 
quent visitations  will  take  place  among  the  brethren.  •  •  • 
In  connection  with  these  sad  records.  I  might  here  refer  to 
a  subject  which  I  have  on  a  previous  occasion  touched  upon, 
and  that  is  the  public  parades  of  Masons,  which  I  have  always 
strenuously  objected  %o.  It  is  unnecessary,  I  consider,  for 
Masons  to  be  asked  to  publicly  parade  in  their  regalia  to 
prove  the  estimation  in  which  a  deceased  brother  might  be 
held  by  them.  We  have  other  ways  in  our  Lodges  of  testify- 
ing this  without  having  recourse  to  what,  to  my  mind,  is  a 
very  undesirable  and  unnecessary  exhibition.  I  quite  recog- 
nise all  the  beauty  and  solemnity  of  our  funeral  service,  but 
these  may  be  better  exercised  in  a  Lodge  of  Sorrow  amongst 
the  brethren.  It  is  unwise  to  gratify  the  inquisitive,  whose 
knowledge  of  our  rites  and  ceremonies  is  very  vague,  and 
whose  curiosity  it  is  injudicious  to  arouse.  Such,  brethren, 
are  my  own  views  on  this  solemn  matter,  and  I  shall  be  sorry 
indeed  to  see  them  departed  from.  The  reading  of  a  Masonic 
prayer  at  a  deceased  brother's  grave  expressive  of  our  great 
loss,  with  the  brethren  gathered  around — ^without  regalia — 
should  fully  suffice,  tending,  as  it  does,  to  direct  our  atten- 
tion to  our  own  inevitable  destiny,  and  emphasizing  the  beau- 
tiful Ritual  of  our  Third  Degree.  Ceremonies  of  this  kind 
would  deeply  engross  our  thoughts,  and,  I  hope,  influence  our 
actions  for  good.  A  suggestion  has  been  made  to  me  that  a 
special  meeting  be  held  each  year  as  a  memorial  day— <o 
enable  us  to  express  our  regrets  at  the  losses  of  worthy  breth- 
ren who  have  passed  away  during  the  year — as  is  done  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Germany.  This  is  well  worthy  of  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes.      •    ♦    • 

A  communication  Just  received  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England  relative  to  the  action  of  a  body  styling   itself   the 
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"Hiram  Lodge  of  London/'  under  the  Grand  Orient  of  France, 
deserves  our  most  careful  attention.  The  irregular  attempt 
on  the  part  of  this  Lodge  to  establish  itself  in  London  has 
necessitated  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  directing  attention 
to  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  not  having  any  Jurisdiction  to 
establish  a  Lodge  of  Freemasons  in  England.  We  should  be 
grateful  to  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  for  their  promptitude  in 
giving  us  this  information,  as  it  is  a  body  not  generally  recog- 
nized by  Freemasons,  and  a  brother  unwittingly  visiting  such 
Lodge  would  incur  the  penalty  attaching  to  a  grave  Masonic 
offence.  It  is  requisite  that  publicity  should  be  given  to  our 
Lodges  of  this — as  apart  from  the  information,  it  shows  how 
closely  and  zealously  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  studies  the  in- 
terests of  Freemasonry,  only  recognizing  those  whose  Grand 
Lodge  proceedings  are  conducted  according  to  the  ancient 
landmarks  of  the  Order,  of  which  a  belief  in  T.G.A.O.T.U.  is 
the  first  and  most  important 

At  the,  Half-yearly  Communication  on  August  30 
1900,  It  was  decided  that  the  lodges  should  adhere,  as 
far  as  practicable,  to  the  "  Emulation  "  ritual.  Also, 
that  a  candidate  who  had  lost  his  left  hand  was  eligible 
for  initiation. 

Our  Proceedings  were  received. 

They  have  24  lodges,  but  the  number  of  members  is 
not  gfiven.

He  announces  the  death  of  Bro.  George  H.  Morgan, 
P.G.M.,  who  was  Chairman  of  Correspondence  for  four 
years,  and  prominently  connected  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  over  30  years. 

More  work  has  been  done  by  the  lodges  in  the  aggre- 
gate than  for  years.  The  dormant  lodges  are  those  that 
persistently  declinti  the  instructions  of  the  Lecturers. 
The  Grand  Master  says  that  "the  greatest  obstacle  to 
the  progress  of  Freemasonry  is  want  of  information; 
want  of  that  knowledge  which  will  enable  the  officers  to 
confer  the  degrees  in  such  a  manner  as  to  'impress  all, 
particularly  the  candidate,  with  the  beautiful  truths  sym- 
bolized in  our  ritual." 

The  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  is  in  good  shape. 
There  are  now  112  inmates.    The  average  cost  of  mainte- 
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nance  per  month  is  $5.25.  The  expenses  for  the  y«ar 
were  $6,844.03.  The  Endowment  Fund  amounts  to 
nearly  $5,000. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nised. 

Caution  was  observed  in  postponing  the  decision  as  to 
Costa  Rica  for  further  information.

attached  by  every  tie  of  fraternal  sympathy. 

He  who  doeth  all  things  well — the  King  of  Kings  and  Lord 
of  Lords — has  been  pleased  to  summon  to  a  crown  immortal 
one  who  had  ruled  on  earth  with  rare  wisdom,  ability  and 
steadfast  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  her  people;  and  Eng- 
land's Queen,  Victoria  the  Beloved,  has  passed  from  the  trou- 
bles, strifes  and  triumphs  of  earth  to  her  eternal  reward. 

The  glories  of  our  birth  and  state 

Are  shadows,  not  substantial  things; 
There  is  no  armor  against  fate: 


Death  lays  its  icy  hand  on  kings. 

All  heads  must  come 

To  the  cold  tomb: 
Only  the  actions  of  the  just 
Smell  sweet  and  blossom  in  the  dust 

And  now,  whereas,  By  this  sad  and  yet  inevitable  event, 
grief  has,  in  especial  manner,  stricken  the  heart  and  shadow- 
ed the  household  of  him,  her  son,  who  for  twenty-five  years 
has  been  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  great  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity  of  England  and  her  widely  extended  bounda- 
ries, to  wit:  Albert  Bdward,  Prince  of  Wales,  now  King  Ed- 
ward VII;  and 

Whereas,  In  time  of  sorrow  and  bereavement,  words  of 
sympathy,  truthfully  spoken,  are  equally  due  to  the  highest 
as  well  as  to  the  humblest  of  our  brethren;  therefore. 

Be  it  resolved,  By  the  Grand  LiOdge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  Tennessee,  in  Annual  Communication  assembled. 
That  the  profound  sympathy  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  Juris- 
diction is  hereby  tendered  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land, and  to  each  individual  brother  of  her  allegiance;  and 
especially  to  its  illustrious  ruler,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master,  In  this  time  of  affiiction  and  sorrow. 

Be  it  further  resolved.   That  the  Representative   of   the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  England  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  be 
requested  to  communicate  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Tennessee  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  at  his  earliest  con- 
venience.

Barring  the  calamity  at  Galveston,  they  have  reason  to 
rejoice  at  the  general  prosperity  prevailing  in  the  State. 
The  absence  of  any  occasion  for  the  exercise  of  disci- 
pline among  so  large  a  membership  speaks  volumes  for 
the  high  standard  attained  by  the  Masons  of  Texas,  and 
the  good-fellowship  so  cordially  sustained.  Eight  new 
lodges  are  reported. 

A  lodge  meeting  held  in  Galveston  about  a  week 
after  the  terrible  disaster  is  thus  described : 

Perhaps  the  most  impressive  liOdge  meeting  ever  held  in 
Texas  was  the  regular  meeting  of  Harmony  Lodge,  No.  6,  held 
September  17.  Although  the  hall  was  wrecked  and  filled 
with  supplies  for  the  distressed,  the  members  met  in  one  end 
of  it  They  sat  on  grocery  boxes,  bean  sacks,  or  stood  around. 
Only  three  candles  lighted  the  place,  and  in  all  the  sombre- 
ness.  with  that  awful  gloom,  the  Lodge  opened.  The  actions 
of  the  Master  during  the  week  previous  were  ratified,  and  the 
Lodge  funds  appropriated  to  the  Relief  Committee,  and  the 
Lodge  was  closed.  It  was  an  affecting  sight,  and  the  voices 
of  the  officers  were  stifled  with  sobs  as  they  went  through 
their  parts.  The  following  Wednesday,  under  similar  condi- 
tions, Tucker  Lodge  met,  took  the  same  action  and  closed. 
And  when  we  make  our  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  these  will 
be  no  regular  meeting  not  entered  on  the  record. 

Their  Masonic  Home  is  now  in  full  operation,  there 
are  76  inmates,  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  the  year 
was  $188.13  per  capita. 

A  l2LTgc  amount  of  local  business  was  transacted.

The  Grand  Master  reports  harmony  and  progress; 
condemns  the  practice  of  the  investigating  committee 
making  enquiries  of  the  candidates  themselves;  advises 
against  the  topical  plan  of  reports  on  Correspondence; 
urg^  all  lodges  to  form  Masonic  libraries;  and  closes 
his  eloquent  address  as  follows : 

During  the  closing  year  of  the  Nineteenth  Century  we 
have  enjoyed  a  material  prosperity  beyond  historic  precedent. 
As  a  nation  we  have  accuumulated  wealth  beyond  the  dream 
of  avarice.  The  riches  of  Solomon  pale  into  insignificance 
compared  with  the  colossal  fortunes  of  many  of  our  Princes 
of  Industry.  Americans  have  engaged,  are  engaged  and  for 
some  years  will  be  engaged  in  a  great  struggle  for  the  steady 
attainment  of  unlimited  wealth.  History  teaches  us  that 
when  a  nation's  energies  are  devoted  to  the  accumulation  of 
wealth,  the  simpler  virtues  are  overlooked  and  forgotten. 
What  we  need  now  is  a  revival  of  the  spirit  of  equality  among 
men — of  fraternity  and  charity — in  order  that  manhood  shall 
be  placed  above  wealth — and  that  manhood  may  be  respected 
and  valued  on  its  own  account. 

In  the  future,  as  in  the  past.  Masonry  will  be  the  great  con- 
servative force  of  American  National  Life — causing  men  to 
pause  in  the  mad  race  for  riches,  for  Masons  do  not  worship 
wealth,  nor  do  they  decry  it 

Before  our  Altars  all  men  are  equal;  here  riches  cannot  be 
used  as  cloaks  to  cover  and  conceal  vice.  Here  the  worthy 
poor  man  enjoys  the  same  benefits  and  blessings  as  his  more 
prosperous  brother.  Here  prince  and  pauper  clasp  hands  and 
greet  each  other  as  brothers.  Here  we  are  taught  that  true 
manhood  is  more  valuable  than  gold  or  silver;  that  riches  are 
worth  nothing  save  as  they  contribute  to  man's  happiness  and 
enable  him  to  extend  his  circle  of  usefulness.  Here  quality 
among  men  shall  and  will  be  preserved,  and  from  Masonic 
Halls  will  always  issue  the  great  moral  forces  that  when  dis- 
seminated among  the  people  will  recall  the  cardinal  virtues 
that  have  always  been  the  Nation's  greatest  glory. 

Let  us  renew  our  allegiance  to  Masonic  principles,  and  once 
more  pledge  undying  fealty  to-  the  great  truths  that  are 
taught  at  our  sacred  Altars. 

The  ruling  powers  in  Utah  are  inimical  to  the  Craft, 
and  this  is  partly  the  reason  for  their  not  increasing  in 
membership  quite  as  fast  as  in  other  places.  The  Grand 
Secretary  says : 

The  cause  of  this  "shortage"  is  well  known  to  the  Masons 
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of  Utah,  each  one  of  whom  is  familiar  with  the  history  of  the 
three  Mormon  Masonic  Lodges — Nauvoo,  Helm  and  Neye — 
working  under  dispensations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  in 
NauYOO,  1842-44,  and  they  do  not  want  history  to  repeal  itself 
in  their  own  moimtain  home.  The  Masons  of  Utah  have 
heretofore  and  they  will  in  the  future  obey  the  Ancient  Land- 
marks of  the  Fraternity,  and  the  unwritten  law  delivered  to 
them  by  the  fathers  of  Utah  Masonry. 

In  the  course  of  time  the  march  of  progress  will  naturally 
change  many  things  for  the  better  in  our  State,  but  if  the 
recent  past  is  a  criterion  for  the  future  it  will  take  decades 
of  years  before  our  Fraternity  can  even  consider  a  change  in 
the  silent  resolutions  it  has  heretofore  observed.  But  even 
if  it  should  be  willing  to  extend  its  hand  and  forget  certain 
things  and  forgive  others  the  "Powers  that  be,"  like  the  Ro- 
man FontifT,  have  openly  issued  their  decree  against  the  Ma- 
sonic institution,  which  is  well,  and  to  which  the  Masons  of 
Utah  will  ofTer  no  objection.  The  good  work  will  continue 
in  spite  of  that  declaration,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  will 
never  "cast  anchor  for  repairs." 

Concerning  our  small  number  of  Lodges,  it  should  be 
chronicled  that  seven  of  our  Grand  Masters,  commencing 
with  Grand  Master  B.  T.  Clohecy,  refused  to  grant  dispensa- 
tions for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges  in  mining  towns  of  an 
uncertain  future,  or  in  towns  of  too  close  proximity  to  Salt 
Lake  City,  which  was  then,  and  if  continued  will  always  be, 
for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry.  One  strong  and  healthy 
Lodge  in  a  prosperous  city  or  town  is  of  benefit  to  the  Juris- 
diction, while  two  or  more  weak  and  struggling  ones  are  for 
many  reasons  just  the  contrary,  and  often  injurious  to  the 
Craft  at  large.  In  looking  over  the  present  condition  of  Ma- 
sonry in  Utah  I  do  believe  that  much  of  the  solid  strength  we 
now  possess  and  the  moral  influence  we  have  attained  is 
largely  due  to  the  courage  of  those  Grand  Masters  who  re- 
fused to  grant  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  new  Lodges 
in  towns  inhabited  by  a  roaming  class  of  people,  and  in  most 
instances  of  doubtful  character. 

The  new  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and 
Costa  Rica  were  recognized;  Mexico  was  denied,  and 
Porto  Rico  lies  over  for  further  information.

The  progress  made  in  ritualistic  proficiency  by  the 
Masons  of  Vermont,  as  indicated  by  the  correct  work 
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in  the  District  meetings,  is  a  subject  of  complimentary 
comment  On  these  District  meetings,  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter says: 

DIBTKICT   MKRTINGH. 

It  has  been  my  privlloge  to  accompany  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
and  share  in  the  proceedings  of  eight  of  the  twelve  District 
Meetings  which  have  been  held  during  the  Masonic  year. 
While  I  have  been,  in  a  measure,  prepared  for  the  surprises 
which  I  had  some  reason  to  expect  awaited  me,  I  confess  that 
I  did  not  anticipate  witnessing  such  ideal  work.  Could  our 
Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  who  have  been  unsuccessful  in  es- 
tablishing these  meetings,  realize  their  value  fully,  no  persua- 
sion would  cause  them  to  be  discontinued. 

I  have  much  sympathy  for  Grand  Masters  whose  represen- 
tatives are  derelict  in  important  duties.  Vermont  in  twelve 
years  has  witnessed  a  revolution  in  Masonic  procedure,  and 
those  of  us  whose  duty  and  aim  has  been  to  bring  order  out 
of  chaos,  have  builded  better  than  we  knew. 

The  good  natured  strife  which  prevails  among  Lodges  to 
excel  in  the  exemplification  of  esoteric  and  exoteric  Work  is 
commendable,  for  whatever  has  been  nearer  ideal  in  either, 
has  been  instrumental  in  promulgating  the  underlying  lessons 
of  the  Institution  of  Freemasonry,  which  should  be  our  ulti- 
mate aim. 

I  have  been  particularly  impressed  with  the  dignified  and 
gentlemanly  conduct  of  the  officers  of  Lodges,  whose  upright 
characters  have  added  force  to  the  important  lessons  that 
were  Inculcated,  and  have  impressed  candidates  with  exalted 
ideas  of  their  mission,  as  well  as  an  ideal  manhood.  I  am 
convinced  beyond  doubt  that  no  other  methods  could  so 
faithfully  and  harmoniously  accomplish  the  results  which 
have  been  attained. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  at  the  Deputies'  Meet- 
ing in  October  last,  recommended  that  only  two  degrees  be 
conferred  at  these  annual  gatherings.  I  am  convinced  that 
this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  which  will  eventually  re- 
sult in  still  further  progress  toward  perfection,  when  only 
one  degree,  including  lectures,  floor  work,  etc.,  shall  be  ex- 
emplified. I  am  confident  that  even  then,  none  too  much 
time  will  be  allowed  for  instruction  in  the  several  features 
that  require  discussion,  and  give  some  time  to  social  features 
which  are  by  no  means  to  be  considered  of  lesser  Importance. 

The  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lecturer  are  human,  and 
uilless  blessed  with  more  than  ordinary  fortitude,  too  long 
sessions  on  four  or  five  successive  evenings  are  not  conducive 
to  health,  peace  or  happiness. 

The  Grand  Master  installed  the  officers  of  several 
lodges  in  public.  We  again  note  our  objection  to  this 
method  of  advertising  Masonry  and  solicitation  of  mem- 
bers.     Under  our  ritualistic  system,  it  would  be  quite 
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impossible  to  give  our  installation  obligations  in  public. 
The  Grand  Master  is  persuaded  that  "these  public 
gatherings  are  of  great  benefit  to  the  members  of  the 
lodge,  while  to  the  public  a  clearer  conception  is  given 
of  the  intents,  purposes  and  beauties  of  Masonry,  which 
may  have  been  misunderstood."  Why  public  gather- 
ings are  of  morel  benefit  to  the  members  than  private 
lodge  meetings,  we  are  not  informed,  and  in  our  view, 
the  "  great  benefit "  is  not  discernible.  As  to  the  pub- 
lic, we  sec  no  necessity  of  giving  them  any  "  clearer 
conception  "  at  all.  lliat  can  only  be  done  with  one 
object,  that  is  to  attract  members,  which  is  totally  op- 
posed to  the  genius  of  our  Fraternity. 

We  are  heartily  glad  to  be  able  to  agree  with  Bro. 
Nay  in  the  following  remarks,  Attending  church  in  re- 
galia is  only  another  way  of  advertising,  and  while  we 
appreciate  the  position  of  the  Grand  Master  in  this  re- 
spect, we  can  not  but  be  a  little  surprised  that  he  does 
not  take  the  same  view  of  public  installations,  as  the  prin- 
ciple involved  is  precisely  the  same  in  both  cases : 

I  have  refused  to  grant  dispensations  to  two  LiOdges  to  ap- 
pear in  public  on  non-Masonic  occasions,  and  once  denied 
perml3slon  for  a  Lodge  to  attend  divine  service  in  regalia.  I 
have  been  unable  to  be  convinced  that  any  Masonic  Lodge 
can  derive  any  additional  benefits  by  ^attendance  upon  reli- 
gious service  clad  in  Lodge  uniform. 

I  do  deem  it  proper  and  advisable  that  Lodges  as  such, 
should  attend  church  without  any  ostentation  or  display,  and 
would  recommend  that  the  practice  be  encouraged.  I  am 
certain  that  not  only  much  good  to  the  Craft  would  obtain, 
but  also  additional  benefit  would  ultimately  be  derived  in  the 
manifestation  of  more  earnest  zeal  in  disseminating  Masonic 
principles. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  gives  great  praise  to  the  District 
Deputies  for  their  zeal  and  ability.  Meetings  were  held 
in  all  the  Districts  except  one,  and  the  attendance  was 
very  large. 

The  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  was 
rescinded  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  spedal  report 
of  the  Correspondence  Committee : 

Tour  Committee  must  confess  themselves  to  have  been 
under  a  misapprehension,  last  year,  as  to  the  attitude  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  relative  to  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  a  purported  Masonic  organization,  but  outside  the 
pale  of  pure  Freemasonry  by  reason  of  its  action  in  striking 
from  its  ritual  the  sacred  name  of  Deity,  and  substituting  on 
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Its  altars  the  Book  of  Constitutions  for  the  Great  Light  of 
Masonry. 

Your  Committee  fully  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  Grand 
Orient  of  Belgium  in  its  struggle  for  the  right  and  for  hu- 
manity, and  is  in  the  fullest  sympathy  with  its  request  for 
encouragement  in  its  endeavors  to  promulgate  and  establish 
the  tenets  of  pure  Freemasonry.  But  it  has  erer  been  the 
belief  of  the  Masons  of  Vermont  that  there  Is^  no  middle  road 
between  right  and  wrong,  and  that  no  entangling  alliances 
should  be  held  by  a  Grand  Body,  requesting  the  recognition 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  with  any  organization  that  has  de 
liberately  rejected  the  very  foundation  stone  of  Freemasonry. 

With  regret  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  does  not  see 
its  way  clear  to  sever  its  present  relations  with  the  so-called 
Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  the  hearty  assurance  that  when 
the  former  shall  align  itself  with  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
declaration  that  no  Grand  Body  that  has  rejected  the  comer 
stone  of  pure  Freemasonry  can  be  construed  as  Masonic,  or 
its  creations  as  kin  to  the  great  Masonic  family,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Vermont  will  fully  and  heartily  lend  its  aid,  sup* 
port  and  encouragement,  your  Committee  can  but  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz.: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  An- 
nual Communication  last  year,  in  extending  fraternal  recogni- 
tion to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  be  rescinded,  and  that 
the  incoming  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  withdraw 
the  commission  of  the  representative  of  this  Grand  BodTy  near 
the  aforesaid  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium. 

Bro.  Marsh  O.  Perkins  continues  his  excellent  re- 
views of  other  Grand  Bodies,  including  Canada  for  1899.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  mainly  taken  up 
with  financial  matters.    He  reports  two  new  lodp^es. 

The  following  special  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  was  adopted: 

We  recommend  that  the  following  Grand  Lodges  be  offi- 
cially recognized,  viz.: 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

As  to  the  first,  a  personal  correspondence  between  the 
Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Cuba,  M.  Wor.  Juan  B.  Hernandez, 
and  the  chairman  of  this  committee,  has  furnished  abundant 
evidence  that  Masonry  Is  at  last  established  In  Cuba,  of  our 
own  sort  In  every  particular,  with  obligations  like  ours  in 
essentials,  with  the  Holy  Bible  wide  open  on  every  altar, 
and  organized  Into  a  Grand  Lodge,  supreme  in  all  particulars. 

The  same  Is  true  of  Costa  Rica,  or  seems  to  be.  from  their 
proceedings,  published  in  Bnglish,  and  which  closely  resem- 
ble those  of  American  Grand  Lodges. 

Western  Australia  is  a  new  Grand  Lodge,  formed  by  thirty- 
three  of  the  thirty-four  Lodges  chartered  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England,  but  does  not  yet  contain  those  chartered  by  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland  and  Ireland.  It  has  been  recog- 
nized by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  by  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  other  Australasian  colonies. 

The  Washington  Centennial  Celebration  was  a  com- 
plete success.  The  receipts  were  $7454.23,  and  the  ex- 
penditures $6,846.75,  leaving  a  balance,  which  was  paid 
into  the  Grand  Lodge  treasury,  of  $607.48. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Whereas  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  seems  to  be  in  fra- 
ternal relation  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and  at  least 
one  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States  has  withdrawn  its 
recognition  for  this  reason;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  is  hereby  directed  to  correspond  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  on  this  subject,  and  make  report  at 
our  next  Grand  Annual  Communication. 

Bro.  Joseph  W.  Eggleston  reports  on  Correspond'ence. 
In  his  review  of  Idaho,  we  find  the  following : 
As  Virginia  is  one  of  the  older  jurisdictions,  and  has  never 
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had  any  trouble  from  this  cause,  perhaps  the  Idaho  brethren 
will  pardon  us  for  here  stating  how  we  manage — ^not  that  we 
wish  to  urge  upon  them  imitation  of  our  local  laws,  but 
merely  for  their  consideration.  We,  like  England,  permit 
what  is  called  dual  membership.  A  Mason  in  good  standing 
can  apply  verbally  for  membership  in  any  Lodge  without  fee, 
and  can  belong  to  as  many  as  will  elect  him  by  unanimous 
ballot.  He  can  withdraw  from  any  Lodge  at  any  time,  if 
clear  of  the  books  and  not  under  charges.  Hence,  if  a  mem- 
ber of  only  one  Lodge,  and  wishing  to  change,  he  can  apply 
to  the  new  Lodge  and  be  elected,  and  then  withdraw  from  the 
old  one,  or  he  can  withdraw  first  and  then  apply  to  the  new 
one.  We  require  no  dimits,  recognise  them  only  as  evidence 
of  non-indebtedness,  and  issue  them  on  request,  largely  be- 
cause our  members,  moving  to  other  Jurisdictions,  need  them. 
Suspension  in  any  one  Lodge,  for  any  cause,  suspends  the 
brother  in  all  to  which  he  belongs. 

Canada  for  1900  receives  a  good  notice.

He  reports  peace  and  prosperity  within  their  borders. 
Three  new. lodges  were  opened.  He  refused  an  applica- 
tion to  make  a  Mason  at  sight,  saying: 

I  felt  compelled  to  deny  this  request  as  soon  as  it  was  pre 
sented  to  me.  The  doctrine — due.  in  some  instances  to  a  mis- 
understanding of  a  quite  different  practice  of  our  ancient 
brethren,  and  in  others  to  a  blind  adherence  to  a  practice  of 
no  great  antiquity — that  Grand  Masters  possess  a  prerogative 
to  make  Masons  at  sight,  is  still  tolerated  in  a  few  Jurisdic- 
tions;  but  among  better  informed  Masons  must  be  considered 
thoroughly  exploded. 

Recognition  was  refused  to  the  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico. 

It  was  determined  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washing- 
ton was  not  in  fraternal  communication  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Peru. 

Consideration  of  the  request  for  recognition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Porto  Rico  was  deferred. 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium,  apparently  in  ignorance  of  the  close  relations 
between  that  body  and  the  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

The  jurisdiction  is  to  be  divided  into  eight  Districts, 
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with^a  District  Lecturer  for  each,  and  the  lodges  are  to 
pay  the  expenses  of  visitation  by  the  District  Lecturer. 

The  following  report  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  proposal  to  grant  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  in  Alaska  at 
or  in  the  vicinity  of  Cape  Nome,  would  fraternally  report  that 
no  constitutional  or  Masonic  objection  whatever  exists  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Lodge  at  that  or  ady  other  point  in 
Alaska. 

Alaska  is  "open  territory/  'in  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington  is  at  liberty  to  establish  Lodges. 

Should  we  at  any  time  charter  a  Lodge  at  a  point  so  dis- 
tant from  the  meeting  place  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  some 
changes  in  our  by-laws  may  become  advisable;  but  so  long  as 
we  have,  in  that  region,  Lodges  U.  D.,  only,  no  change  in  our 
laws  will  be  necessary. 

Without  serious  changes  in  our  law,  a  dispensation  for 
such  a  Lodge  cannot  issue  until  a  petition  has  been  received 
and  approved  by  the  nearest  or  most  convenient  Lodge. 

Tour  Committee  see  nothing  in  the  proposal  which  calls 
for  special  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  plenary  authority 
is  lodged  in  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to  grant  dispensations 
for  Lodges  in  Alaska,  at  his  discretion,  when  the  laws  relative 
to  the  subject  have  been  complied  with. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  whole  sub- 
ject be  referred  to  the  incoming  Grand  Master. 

It  was  decided  that  no  meeting  of  a  lodge  should  be 
held,  except  for  burial  of  the  dead,  while  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  in  session  at  its  annual  Communication,  unl<ess 
by  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  proposition  to  give  the  Past  Masters  a  collective 
vote  in  Grand  Lodge  was  not  received  with  favor. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  report  on  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Masonic  Home. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  William  H. 
Upton.  We  regret  to  say  that  it  is  marred  by  personali- 
ties which  should  have  no  place  in  a  Masonic  document. 
As  he  says  himself,  it  is  the  most  unsatisfactory  report  he 
has  ever  written,  and  we  are  not  inclined  to  dispute  his 
assertion.

WEST  VIRGINIA. 

36th  Communication,  Parkersburg,  Nov.  14,  1900. 
Neil  Robinson,  G.M. 
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An  unusually  large  number  of  corner-stones  were  laid 
with  the  impressive  cerennonies  of  the  Craft.  One  new 
lodge  was  organized.  The  Grand  Master  made  a  num- 
ber of  visits  to  lodges  in  the  back  country,  far  from  rail- 
ways and  the  general  line  of  travel,  and  the  long  Masonic 
talks  which  he  had  in  the  fastnesses  of  the  mountains  will 
be  ever  in  his  mind  as  among  the  most  enjoyable  fea- 
tures of  his  tenure  of  office. 

The  members  are  warned  against  the  vendors  of  so- 
called  Masonic  ciphers. 

I'iie  Grand  Lecturer  reports  that  Masonry  throughout 
the  State  has  been  in  a  h'ealthy  and  prosperous  condi- 
tion during  the  past  year.  The  knowledge  of  the  ritual 
is  becoming  much  more  accurate.  He  ruled  that  it  is 
improper  to  substitute  instrumental  music  for  the  Scrip- 
ture reading  in  any  of  the  degrees.  Also  that  it  is  not 
permissible  for  candidates  for  advancement  to  recite  the 
lecture  in  chorus. 

Each  Master  was  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
three,  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a  Masonic  Home. 

I'he  proposed  amendment  to  abolish  the  Past  Mas- 
ter's degree  was  rejected,  not  receiving  the  required  two- 
thirds  vote. 

The  recognition  of  the  Gran  Dieta  of  Mexico  was 
again  postponed  for  another  year.  Further  time  was 
g^ranted  as  to  the  new  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and 
Western  Australia. 

Bro.  George  W.  Atkinson,  who  is  also  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  submitted  another  of  his  high-class  reports 
on  Correspondence.  The  special  committee  having  the 
matter  in  charge  reported  that  he  had  brought  the 
standard  of  their  reports  up  to  that  point  which  would 
compare  favorably  with  any  others,  and  that  his  salary 
was  totally  inadequate  for  the  service  rendered,  so  the 
"  salt  money  "  was  raised  from  $ioo  to  $300,  which  is 
certainly  little  enough,  even  if  he  had  to  go  on  strike  to 
get  it,  as  he  says  himself : 

I  tip  my  hat  to  my  learned  brother  for  his  high  compliment 
paid  me  as  a  Grand  Lodge  reporter.  I  can  say  to  him  that 
•'this  writer"  did  "go  out  on  strike,"  and  his  appreciative 
Grand  Lodge  put  up  the  pay  to  $300.  instead  of  $100,  as  it  has 
been  "from  time  Immemorial."  For  six  honest  weeks'  work, 
$100  was  too  "slim  picking"  in  these  "full  dinner  pail  times," 
for  a  six-foot  man  who  can  lift  800  pounds  without  trembling 
at  the  knees. 
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In  his  review  of  Canada  for  1900,  he  quotes  with  plea- 
sure several  paragfraphs  from  the  address  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter Malone,  and  also  says : 

The  reports  of  the  eighteen  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters 
embrace  nearly  one-half  of  the  large  yolume  of  Proceedings 
of  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  and  they  are  replete  with  details. 
Every  Deputy  makes  it  a  rule  to  visit  each  Lodge  in  his  Dis- 
trict, and  he  never  fails  to  submit  a  tabulated  statement 
showing  the  exact  condition  of  each  Lodge  he  visits.  These 
reports  and  tables  should  be  accepted  as  models  by  the  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Masters  of  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the 
world.  No  item,  however  small,  is  overlooked,  and  when  all 
of  these  items  are  united,  the  report  becomes  perfect  in  every 
feature  of  information  of  importance  and  value  to  the  Craft 
With  such  a  body  of  men  constantly  working  and  persistently 
looking  after  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity,  it  is  no  wonder 
that  Freemasonry  in  Canada  progresses  with  rapid  speed. 
When  anything  gets  out  of  Joint  in  a  particular  Lodge,  the 
District  Deputy,  if  not  present  at  the  time,  will  soon  be  there 
CO  adjust  it  and  to  place  the  machinery  in  running  order. 
The  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  their 
several  tabulated  statements  show  that  of  the  361  Lodges  in 
the  Province,  354  were  ofKcially  visited  during  the  year,  and 
that  many  of  them  were  visited  two  or  three  different  times. 

I  find  another  fact  well  worthy  of  note  in  reading  the  re- 
ports of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  that  the  Lodges, 
as  a  rule,  are  able  to  conduct  the  ritualistic  work  in  all  three 
of  the  Degrees,  and  that  an  improvement  in  the  esoteric  work 
is  observed  by  the  Deputies  every  year. 

During  the  past  few  years,  M.  W.  Brother  John  Ross  Rob- 
ertson, Past  Grand  Master,  has  been  at  work  compiling  a 
history  of  Freemasonry  in  the  Canadian  Provinces.  He  has 
already  published  two  royal  octavo  volumes  covering  his  re- 
searches along  Masonic  lines.  In  consideration  of  his  mas- 
terful work  already  performed,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada  appointed  him  to  the  honorary  position  of  Historian 
of  that  Grand  Lodge.  I  have  received  the  two  volumes  of 
M.  W.  Brother  Robertson's  history,  and  have  cursorily  ex- 
amined the  same.  These  books  reveal  two  important  facts: 
First,  education  and  ability  to  properly  conceive  and  com- 
pile facts;  and,  second,  boundless  energy  and  perseverance. 

In  the  Grand  Lodge  Gallery  they  have  life-sized  oil 
portraits  of  all  their  26  Past  Grand  Masters. 
Lodges,  117;  members,  6,990;  increase,  460.

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WESTERN  AUSTRAUA. 

This  new  Grand  Lodge  has  been  organized  with  the 
approval  of  the  Grand  I^ge  of  England. 
The  Inaugural  Meeting  was-  held  at  Perth,  F'ebruary 

The  movement  had  its  origin  in  1894,  when  there  were 
no  other  lodges  in  the  Colony  but  those  holding  alle- 
giance to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  but  on  account 
of  the  number  of  lodges  being  so  few,  the  proposal 
lapsed.  In  1899,  the  project  was  revived,  and  circulars 
were  issued  to  the  lodges.  Prior  to  this,  any  discussiom 
of  such  a  question  was  h<eld  to  be  an  act  of  rebellion  on 
the  part  of  the  English  lodges,  but  the  world  moves,  and 
the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  had  altered  their  Constitution 
and  discussion  was  no  longer  prohibited.  Out  of  34 
lodges.  )3  were  in  favor  of  establishing  the  new  Grand 
Lodge,  and  on  the  nth  October,  1899,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  declared  regularly  formed,  a  Grand  Master  was 
dected,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  draft  a  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  Grand  Master  elected  is  the. Governor  of  the 
Colony,  His  Excellency  Sir  Gerald  Smith,  K.C.M.G.,  a 
Past  Grand  Warden  of  England,  and  District  Grand 
Master,  E.C.  His  installation  took  place  at  the  Inaugu- 
ral Meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  ball-room  of  Gov- 
ernment House  in  the  presence  of  about  1,000  Masons. 
In  his  address,  he  says : 

Brethren,  we  have  met  here  to-night  to  put  the  finishing 
touches  to  a  great  Masonic  work,  vis.,  the  Constitution  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

It  was  a  work  undertaken  not  on  account  of  the  depressed 
Masonic  condition  of  our  Society,  but  on  the  contrary  because 
it  had  been  manifest  to  us  that  the  energy  and  skill  of  our 
brethren  had  been  maintained  by  a  large  increase  In  the  num- 
ber of  Lodges  and  of  the  brethren  affiliated  thereto. 

We  entered,  therefore,  upon  the  work  which  to-night  we 
consummate  with  the  highest  motives  in  view,  vis.,  to  supply 
the  additional  administrative  facilities  which  were  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  continuance  and  growth  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  and  I  hope  and  believe  also  to  stimulate  into  ac- 
tivity those  feeUngs  of  benevolence  and  charity  which  are 
dear  to  us  all,  and  which  we  all  share,  and  thus  to  render  it 
more  easy  to  give  some  practical  shape  at  no  distant  date  to 
those  excellent  Masonic  sentiments. 

It  is  indeed  a  matter  of  regret  that  the  work  thus  com- 
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menced  and  concluded  has  fallen  short  in  one  sense  of  that 
measure  of  completion  which  we  had  hoped  would  result. 
We  all  looked  forward  to  the  Unity  of  the  Three  Constitu- 
tlons»  but  circumstances  which  I  need  not  allude  to  in  detail 
have  operated  to  prevent  our  Scottish  brethren  from  Joining 
UB  at  present.  This  much,  however,  I  desire  to  say,  and  I 
cannot  impress  it  upon  you,  too  strongly,  that  the  principal 
motive  power  which  has  operated  to  -prevent  the  Scottish 
Ck>n8titution  from  associating  themselves  with  us  in 
the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  has 
been  a  feeling  of  obedience  and  strict  subordination  to  their 
supreme  authority.  We  who  have  been  ourselves  most  care- 
ful to  move  within  the  bounds  of  those  rules  and  regulations 
laid  down  for  our  guidance,  cannot  but  accord  to  the  S.  0. 
the  respect  which  is  due  to  them  in  this  matter,  however 
much  we  may  and  do  regret  that  they  are  not  at  one  with  us 
to-night. 

We  cherish  the  hope  that  some  means  mair  be  devised  by 
which  the  difficulties  which  appear  to  stand  in  the  way  of  the 
complete  Unity  of  the  Constitutions  may  be  removed,  and  to 
that  end  no  personal  efforts  of  my  own  shall  be  wanting. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  gratification  and  pleasure  to  us  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  have  accorded  us  re- 
cognition at  their  recent  meeting.  In  due  time  we  shall  re- 
ceive from  our  Antient  Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  and 
from  other  sister  Grand  Lodges  the  recognition  which  is  our 
due,  but  I  trust  this  Grand  Lodge  will  never  forget  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales,  the  senior  Grand  Lodge  of 
Australasia  has  been  the  first  to  recognize  us,  and  congratu- 
late us  upon  our  new  departure. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  after  the  new 
Constitution  was  received  and  a  day  fixed  to  discuss  it : 

That  the  warrants  of  all  Lodges  formerly  under  the  E.  G., 
but  who  by  resolution  have  aproved  the  formation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  have  acknowledged  their  allegiance  to  the 
same  by  their  presence  on  this  occasion,  be  handed  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  at  his  ofllce  in  Perth  to  be  by  him  retained 
until  he  shall  have  received  instructions  from  H.  R.  H.  the 
Prince  of  Wales,  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  for  their  disposal,  and  that  those  Lodges 
be  informed  that  they  will  continue  to  meet  and  work  un- 
der Warrants  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  shall  be  prepared 
and  transmitted  to  them  in  due  course,  the  necessary  dispen- 
sations being  in  the  meantime  handed  to  them  by  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

At  a  special  meeting  on  March  i6,  1900,  the  Consti- 
tution was  adopted;  it  was  resolved  that  no  portion  of 
ritual  should  be  printed  or  embodied  in  the  Constitution ; 
and  the  sum  of  $100  was  granted  to  the  Indian  Famine 
Fund. 
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Quarterly  Communication,  Perth,  April  27,  1900. 

Ine  address  of  the  Pro.  Grand  Master,  Br.  thfc  Hon.  J. 
W.  Hackett,  gives  the  following  information : 

Our  Grand  Lodge  now  consists  of  38  Lodges.  All  the  Lodges 
under  the  EngUsh  District  Constitution  have  Joined,  with  the 
exception  of  that  of  Southern  Cross. 

I  am  happy  to  he  able  to  state  that  a  most  encouraging  let- 
ter has  been  received  from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland,  which  made  it  clear  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  views  our  movements  with  every  feeling  of  frater- 
nal sympathy.  Of  the  two  Lodges  under  the  Irish  Constitu- 
tion one,  the  Abercom,  has  now  become  afflUated,  while  al- 
ready one  of  the  Lodges  holding  under  the  Scottish  Constitu- 
tion, that  of  Guildford,  has  decided  to  connect  itself  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia.  The  step  taken  by  the 
Abercom  Lodge  is  the  more  gratifying  because  that  Lodge  by 
the  change  involves  itself  in  far  larger  financial  obligations 
than  it  would  have  incurred  had  it  remained  under  the  Irish 
Constitution. 

I  trust  I  may  be  allowed  to  remark  that  I  cannot  consider 
our  Masonic  circle  complete  until  the  great  body  of  Masons 
belonging  to  the  Antient  and  Independent  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland  have  enlisted  under  the  banner  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Western  Australia.  To  us  they  must  bring  new  vitality 
and  strength,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that  no  long  time  will  pass 
before  all  or  most  of  the  Lodges  will  have  Joined  fraternal 
hands  with  this  Constitution.  I  may  here  mention  that  a 
communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  contained 
allusions  to  our  movement,  which  displayed  so  much  mis- 
apprehension of  what  was  being  done,  set  forth  such  strange 
misstatements,  and  contained  so  many  erroneous  conclusions, 
that  I  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  write  a  letter  of  full 
explanation  and  correction.  I  trust  that  tht?  result  will  be  to 
give  the  Scottish  Grand  Lodge  an  entirely  different  view  of 
our  proceedings  from  that  it  appears  to  entertain  at  present. 
When  the  intimation  of  the  Constitution  of  our  Grand  Lodge 
reaches  Edinburgh  no  more  warrants,  we  may  assume,  will  be 
issued  for  the  constitution  and  consecration  of  private  Lodges 
under  the  Scottish  Constitution  in  Western  Australia. 

News  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  had  fully  recog- 
nized and  acknowledged  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia was  received  in  Perth  on  March  7.  In  a  letter  which 
has  since  arrived  from  the  Grand  Secretary  we  have  been  in- 
formed that  the  Grand  Master,  H.  R.  H.  the  Prince  of  Wales, 
has  graciously  acceded  to  the  request  of  our  Grand  Master 
that  the  warrants  of  the  Lodges  which  held  under  the  Eng- 
lish Constitution  should  be  returned  to  this  colony  after  they 
have  been  duly  cancelled  in  London,  in  order  that  they  may 
be  preserved  as  memorials  of  our  authority  and  origin. 

Since  its  formation  one  new  Lodge  has  been  constituted 
and   consecrated   under   the    new   Grand  Lodge,  that  of  the 
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Swan,  at  East  Perth,  while  warrants  for  two  others  have  been 
approved,  and  two  petitions  for  the  formation  of  new 
lodges  have  been  received.  This  will  give  us  a  total  of  42 
Lodges,  and  when  I  mention  that  in  South  Australia  the 
Grand  Lodge  has  but  38  or  39  working  Lodges  under  its  Juris- 
diction, you  will  grasp  how  successful  this  gr^at  Masonic 
movement  has  proved  in  this  colony. 

It  costs  something  to  be  a  Grand  Lodge  officer  there. 
The  fees  of  office  range  from  $105  for  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, to  $3  for  a  Grand  Steward. 

The  lodges  are  to  be  numbered  according  to  seniority 
of  consecration. 

We  cordially  greet  this  new  Grand  Lodge  and  wish 
them  every  success  and  prosperity.

The  year  has  shown  a  conservative,  healthy  growth. 
The  Grand  Master  thinks  that  the  time  has  not  yet  come 
when  the  Craft  in  the  State  can  assume  the  burden  of 
building  and  maintaining  a  Masonic  Home.  On  the 
work  he  says : 

It  is  well  worth  the  while  of  this  Grand  Lio4ge  to  consider 
the  want  of  uniformity  in  ritual  in  the  several  States  of  the 
union.  The  difterences  are  simply  amazing.  While  I  am 
unalterably  opposed  to  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  to  which  any 
part  of  the  sovereignty  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  surren- 
dered, I  believe  much  good  would  result  from  «  general  con- 
ference of  Masons  at  stated  periods.  With  the  securing  of 
uniformity  of  work  as  one  of  the  objects,  I  believe  there 
gradually  would  be  evolved  a  uniformity  which  would  place 
us  closer  together  on  the  ritual.  We  could  not  hope  for  radi< 
cal  changes  at  once,  as  each  custodian  of  the  work  is  usually 
positively  right,  but  as  these  representatives  rubbed  together 
continually  they  would  evolve  some  sort  of  order  out  of  the 
variety  of  rituals  now  exemplified.  I  recommend  that  our 
representatives  near  other  Grand  Lodges  be  requested  in  the 
name  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  invite  those  Grand  Lodges  to 
send  a  representative  to  a  general  conference  in  the  city  of 
Milwaukee  at  some  date  in  1901  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
matters  of  mutual  interest  including  charity,  ritual,  and  the 
promotion  of  Masonic  harmony  and  brotherly  love. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  an  unusually  active  year 
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among  the  lodges,  owing  to  the  zeal  and  earnestness  of 
the  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reports  the  attendance  at  Lodges 
of  Instruction  an  improvement  over  former  years. 

Political  methods  of  securing  election  are  sciverely  con- 
demned, and  the  following  edict  was  passed : 

It  U  unmasoolc  for  a  Mason  to  solielt  for  himself,  either 
personally  or  by  another,  Influence  for  votes  to  promote  his 
election  to  any  office  in  his  Lodge  or  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  It 
is  unmasonic  for  a  Mason  to  try  in  any  manner  to  Influence 
the  vote  of  another,  either  for  or  against  any  person  for  Ma- 
sonic office,  but  he  may  state  whether  or  not  in  his  Judgment, 
a  particular  person  is  well  qualifled  by  good  character  and 
Masonic  knowledge  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  specified 
office. 

Pending  the  election  of  Grand  Lodg'e  officers,  the  fol- 
lowing poem,  by  the  daughter  of  our  old  friend,  Bro. 
Wm.  C.  Swain,  was  read  by  the  Grand  Chaplain.  It  is 
worthy  of  preservation,  not  only  on  account  of  its  asso- 
ciation, but  for  its  real  merit.  It  will  touch  the  heart  of 
every  reader :  •

Bro.  Aldro  Tenks  presented  a  capital  report  on  Corre- 
spondence. H-e  is  not  in  favor  of  recognizing*  the  Gran 
Dieta  of  Mexico.    In  his  conclusion,  he  says : 

The  subject  of  Masonic  Homes  is  one  that  is  being  con- 
sidered by  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  in  many 
Jurisdictions.  Many  of  them  possess  institutions  of  this  kind 
that  are  very  efficient  in  the  dispensation  of  Masonic  charity 
and  in  every  way  creditable.  In  many  of  the  Jurisdictions, 
however,  work  of  this  kind  beyond  the  ability  of  the  Craft  to 
carry  out,  has  been  undertaken  to  the  great  detriment  of 
Masonry,  resulting  in  serious  financial  embarrassment,  the 
consequent  inability  to  perform  many  of  the  ordinary  func- 
tions of  Masonry  that  should  be  discharged  by  Grand  Lodges, 
and  sometimes  entailing  serious  loss  of  membership.  Where 
a  Grand  Lodge  is  possessed  of  a  large  membership  and  ample 
funds,  not  only  to  build  and  equip,  but  also  to  maintain  such 
an  institution,  work  of  this  kind  can  be  undertaken  with 
safety  and  satisfaction,  but  where  these  conditions  do  not 
exist  b^ond  peradventure,  they  would  do  well  to  hesitate 
long  and  consider  the  subject  well  before  embarking  in  such 
an  enterprise. 
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The  tendency  to  Bpectacularize  the  work  by  means  of  stere- 
opticon,  robes,  stage  settings  and  scenery,  and  musical  embel- 
lishments, is  generally  reprehended  by  the  writers  of  corre- 
spondence reports.  There  is  also  a  growing  tendency  to- 
wards doing  away  with  all  keys  and  ciphers  to  the  work  as 
being,  as  they  undoubtedly  are,  contrary  to  the  teachings  and 
obligations  of  the  Institution. 

Regarding  that  class  of  Masons  known  as  non-affiliates, 
against  whom  in  many  Jurisdictions  harsh  and  unmasonic 
measures  have  at  times  been  adopted,  a  reaction  seems  to 
have  set  in,  and  milder  measures  are  being  adopted.  This  is 
equaAy  true  of  that  class  who  for  some  -reason  neglect,  refuse 
or  find  themselves  unable  to  pay,  their  dues  to  local  Lodges. 
While  far  from  being  universal,  opinion  seems  to  be  crystal- 
izing  upon  the  doctrine  that  deprivation  of  Lodge  membership 
should  be  the  only  penalty  attached  to  either  class  of  these 
offenders,  that  as  they  came  into  the  Order  of  their  own  free 
will  and  accord,  they  should  be  equally  as  free  to  leave  the 
Lodge  or  the  Institution  should  they  find  membership  therein 
irksome  or  uncongenial.

In  a  brief,  businesslike  address,  the  Grand  Master  has 
the  following  remarks  on  the  state  of  the  Craft : 

Visiting  Subordinate  Lodges  is  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  the  Grand  Master.  I  have  endeavored  to  discharge 
it  faithfully.  During  the  last  year  I  have  had  the  good  fortune 
to  be  able  to  visit  but  two  of  our  LiOdges.  I  believe  there 
is  much  good  to  be  derived  from  these  visits,  although  there 
may  be  some  who  think  that  they  are  unnecessary.  In  a 
Jurisdiction  like  this  of  ours,  where  we  have  members  of  the 
Craft  who  were  made  and  instructed  in  the  ritual  in  many 
difFerent  States,  we  are  liable  to  have  a  diversified  under- 
standing and  manner  of  performing  the  work.  To  correct 
this  existing  condition  will  require  much  labor  for  the  suc- 
ceeding officers  of  this  Grand  Body. 

The  Lodges  visited  I  found  in  a  good,  healthy,  growing 
condition,  all  doing  some  work,  and  in  some  cases  the  Lodges 
had  a  great  deal  of  work  in  sight.  Everywhere  the  officers 
and  members  seemed  to  be  imbued  with  the  true  spirit  and 
were  heart  and  soul  in  the  work. 

The  question  of  a  Home  was  deferred,  as  under  present 
conditions  it  would  be  too  burdensome. 
The  project  of  a  Grand  Lodge  Library  was  considered 
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as  hardly  practicable  at  present.  Each  lodge  was  recom- 
mended to  have  one  of  its  own. 

An  amendment  to  the  Rules  providing  that  no  lodge 
should  receive  the  petition  for  membership  of  any  saloon- 
keeper, bartender,  or  professional  gambler,  was  lost. 
We  wonder  why?    It  seems  to  be  all  right. 

The  report  of  the  special  committee  on  Official  Work 
was  adopted,  and  the  work  therein  reconmiended  was 
declared  to  be  the  official  work  of  the  jurisdiction. 

The  following  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  St  John's  Day,  1900,  the  offi- 
cial work  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  this  sesion,  to- 
gether with  the  official  monitor  heretofore  adopted,  be  used 
exclusively  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  that  the  use  of  any  other 
work  after  the  date  aforesaid  be  and  the  same  is  heredy  pro- 
hibited, and  that  said  work  shall  at  all  times  be  solely  under 
the  control  and  disposal  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  is  hereby  instructed  to  make  such  arrangements 
and  rules  as  will  secure  such  control  and  insure  the  promul- 
gation thereof  in  accordance  with  the  full  intent  and  direction 
as  expressed  in  the  consideration  of  the  subject. 

In  his  review  of  Colorado,  Bro.  KuykendalL  has  the 
following  in  reply  to  Bro.  Greenleaf : 

From  this  our  highly  respected  brother  goes  back  at  least 
as  far  as  Solomon,  with  a  continuous  line  of  our  speculative 
Graft  We  are  somewhat  surprised  that  our  brother  claims 
that  our  present  ritual,  either  as  to  essentials  or  non-essen- 
tials, is  in  any  important  respect  similar  to  what  existed 
among  operative  Masons  prior  to  the  so-called  revival  in  1717. 
Besides,  the  historical  account  of  the  building  of  the  temple 
in  the  Great  Light  points  with  reasonable  certainty  to  the 
fact  that  all  three  of  the  prominent  personages  mentioned 
therein  were  living  when  and  for  some  time  after  the  temple 
was  completed.  If  antiquity  alone  of  the  Solomon  character, 
instead  of  Masonic  principles  and  teachings  exemplified  in 
omr  present  ritual  is  what  keeps  the  "others"  mentioned  with- 
in the  pale  of  Masonry  as  members,  the  Institution  would  in 
our  opinion  be  better  off  without  them.  He  closes  by  ad- 
monishing us  to  abandon  what  he  terms  our  "untenable 
ground  and  unite  with  him  tn  the  defense  of  the  most  ancient 
fraternity  now  on  the  scene  of  human  activity."  We  do  not 
have  to  unite  on  that  point,  for  we  have  time  and  again  de- 
clared it  to  be  our  opinion  that  our  fraternity  antedated  all 
others  now  in  existence.  We  had  intended  to  drop  this  dis- 
cussion as  unprofitable,  and  have  only  written  at  such  length 
for  the  reason  that  our  highly  respected  brother  mildly  in- 
sinuated in  above  quotation  and  elsewhere  that  we  have  not 
held  that  our  Institution  was  and  is  the  oldest  in  existence. 
Operative  Masonry  dates  far  back  in  the  centuries.    We  have 
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yet  to  Had  anyone  advocating  tkat  it  and  onr  Masonry  were 
one  and  the  same.  On  the  contrary,  we  believe  it  is  ^eaeratty 
held  that  the  latter  is  founded  upon  and  is  the  anccesBor  oi 
the  former.  With  this  we  shall  endeavor  to  dismiss  the 
-vrheAe  subject,  holding  fisst,  however,  to  our  heretofore  and 
present  contention  that  there  was  no  revival  at  our  speeulSr 
tive  system  in  1717. 

We  also  quote  the  following  from  his  review  of  Con- 
necticut: 

He  quotes  our  remarks  concerning  the  doing  away  with 
non-essentials  and  says:  "This  presents  the  important  ques- 
tion, What  are  non-essentials?"  closing  with  ''Let  ns  cling  to 
the  ancient  landmarlLs  which  our  fathers  have  set  up."  We 
consider  everything  non-essentials  that  are  not  absolutely  re- 
quisite for  the  perpetuation,  welfare  and  government  of  our 
great  Institution,  and  further,  that  everything  is  such  that  is 
not  clearly  a  landmark  and  that  could  be  made  at  least  rea- 
sonably uniform  without  infringing  upon  the  latter.  The  lat- 
ter is  the  great  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  securing  uni- 
formity in  minor  matters.  Very  few  things  can  be  mentioned 
that  are  not  claimed  to  be  landmarks,  when  the  fact  is  they 
are  few  in  number.  We  could  cite  several  claims  to  that 
effect  in  first  one  jurisdiction  and  then  another  that  are  held 
and  have  been  declared  not  to  belong  in  the  fundamental  class 
at  all  by  others.  Masonry  manages  to  jog  along  under  such 
a  mixed  condition,  no  two  holding  strictly  to  the  same  doc- 
trine. If  our  brother  will  for  a  year  or  two  carefully  note  the 
difference  in  rulings  and  dispensations  clearly  not  coming 
under  the  head  of  real  and  not  manufactured  landmarks,  and 
then  apply  a  common  sense  view  and  the  eternal  fitness  of 
things,  he  can  easily  sift  the  chaff  from  the  good  Masonic 
grain  and  determine  in  his  own  mind  that  everything  that 
does  not  endanger  the  existence  of  Masonry  are  non-essen- 
tials. We  do  not  believe  the  fathers  or  anybody  else  intendel 
that  Masonry  should  be  a  second  Jacob's  coat. 

Also  the  following  from  Nova  Scotia : 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Belgium  was  recognised.  The  fact  is 
that  Orand  Orient  .is  not  an  independent  body  except  in  a 
limited  sense.  Upon  six  months'  notice  it  may  be  placed  in 
the  same  position  it  occupied  prior  to  the  agreement  which 
caused  recognition  by  a  few  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country. 
In  such  case  there  will  be  a  repetition  of  the  recent  Peru  in- 
cident. We  are  opposed  to  foreign  entanglements  Masonic- 
ally  and  otherwise,  except  in  cases  connected  with  Masonry, 
where  the  body  to  be  recognized  is  clearly  independent,  legiti- 
mate beyond  question,  and  all  its  acts  are  plain  and  can  be 
thoroughly  understood  without  Uie  aid  of  an  intermediary. 

And  under  "  Vermont "  he  notes  the  additional  rea- 
son for  non-recognition,  that  Belgium*  is  in  fraternal 
correspondence  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France: 
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If  In  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France  it  Is  now  in  order  for  Vermont  and  other  recognising 
bodies  in  this  country  to  either  repeal  their  edicts  of  non- 
intercourse  with  the  latter  or  draw  the  line  against  Belgium. 
Our  understanding  is  that  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  only 
controls  the  three  symbolic  degrees  conditionally  under  a 
treaty  or  agreement  that  may  be  abrogated  at  any  time  by 
another  body.  Such  being  the  case,  it  would  appear  as  though 
recognition  by  our  Grand  Lodges  was  a  little  previous.  The 
Peru  incident,  wherein  time,  patience,  paper  and  printers'  ink 
were  worse  than  wasted,  s^ems  to  have  had  no  effect  upon 
the  question  of  recognizing  nearly  any  Orient  having  the 
cheek  to  apply.  The  exchange  of  representatives  seems  to 
be  the  central  figure,  having  as  much  or  more  to  do  with  re- 
cognition in  some  cases  than  the  actual  merits  and  legitimacy 
warrant.  Grand  Bodies  that  allow  nearly  if  not  all  of  them 
to  be  left  severely  alone  are  on  the  safe  side  and  will  profit 
when  the  evil  days  come  and  the  representatives  so-called 
have  lost  their  laborious  jobs  of  holding  their  moth-eaten 
commissions.  Do  away  with  that  system  and  there  will  be 
less  recognition  of  doubtful  Grand  Orients,  etc.  Vermont 
later  on  in  its  proceedings  rescinded  its  recognition  of  Bel- 
gium. Another  case  of  marching  up  the  hill  and  down  again. 
Let  us  now  hear  from  other  recognizing  bodies  and  pity  the 
sorrows  of  the  Grand  Representatives.

MEXICO. 

We  have  received  the  Proceedings  of  the  "  Gran  Dieta 
Simbolica  "  of  the  United  States  of  Mexico,  at  tbe.  ses- 
sion held  in  the  City  of  Mexico  on  June  20,  1900.  Man- 
uel Levi,  G.M. ;  F.  Inglesia,  G.S.  Out  of  the  sixteen 
delegates  appointed  eleven  were  present.  All  took  the 
oath  of  fidelity  to  the  new  Constitution.  This  new  Con- 
stitution "  only  recognizes  the  following  laws  as  part  of 
its  dc^;ma — the  Ancient  Charges  as  inserted  in  the  Eng- 
lish Book  of  Constitutions  of  1721,  and  the  Ancient 
Landmarks  of  the  Fraternity  and  the  General  Regula- 
tions of  1720,  all  without  the  slightest  alteration." 

The  Gran  Dieta  is  a  Confederation  of  Grand  Lodges, 
*' united  by  the  tie  of  common  dogma,  but  free,  sove- 
reign and  independent  in  their  intcriud  government,  each 
one  of  them  adopting  the  Constitution  that  may  suit  it, 
always  within  the  principles  of  th<e  laws  above  men- 
tioned." 
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The  Gran  Dieta  is  composed  of  four  Grand  Lodges : 
The  Grand  Lodee,  "  Valley  of  Mexico,"  with  39  lodges ; 
The  Grand  Lodge,  "Benito  Juarez,"  with  12  lodges; 
The  Grand  Lodge,  "  Ignatio  Ramirez,"  with  7  lodg^» 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz  with  1 1  lodgjes.  This 
last  named  Grand  Lodge  was  organized  lately,  as  "  the 
result  of  the  anti-Masonic  treaty  which  was  executed  in 
June,  1899,  between  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  & 
A,  S.  R.  and  the  so-called  United  Mexican  Grand  Lodge 
of  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  Vera  Cruz." 

Of  these  69  lodges,  57  work  in  the  Spanish  language, 
eleven  in  English,  and  one  in  German. 

There  appears  to  be  considerable  friction  as  yet  be- 
tween the  Gran  Dieta  and  the  other  Mexican  Masonic 
Bodies,  decrees  and  counter-decrees  being  extensively  in 
evidence.  Besides  the  Grand  Lodges  above  named,  there 
are  also  the  Grand  Lodge  "Santos  Deg^llado,"  the 
Grand  Lodge  "Hidalgo  of  Toluca,"  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  "  Cosmos  of  Chihuahua."  The  Gran  Dieta  says 
that  these  Grand  Lodges  are  not  lawful,  and  the  com- 
pliment is  vigorously  returned. 

As  at  present  advised,  we  cannot  recommend  the 
recognition  of  any  Masonic  body  in  Mexico. 


Since  the  above  was  written,  another  development  has 
taken  place.  Weary  of  existence,  the  Gran  Dieta  has 
deliberately  committed  felo  de  se.  At  an  extraordinary 
session  held  on  April  30,  1901,  the.  Gran  Dieta  declared 
itself  dissolved,  and  returned  to  each  one  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  Confederation  the  powers  covered  by 
Article:  15  of  the  Constitution  of  1899,  the  principal  one 
being  the  power  of  representation  before  the  Masonic 
powers  of  oih.  r  countries.  They  also  recommend,  as  wor- 
thy of  recognition — the  Grand  Lodge  "  Valley  of  Mex- 
ico," the  Grand  Lodge  "  Benito  Juarez,"  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  "  Ignacio  Ramirez,"  with  the  final  intin^ation  that 
"  These  are  regular  Grand  Lodges  and  we  hereby  no:ify 
you  that  there  are  other  so-called  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
Republic  which  do  not  practice  true  Masonry." 

What  has  become  of  th^  Grand  Lodge  of  Vera  Cruz 
we  are  not  informed. 

Following  this  the  Grand  Lodge,  Valley  of  Mexico^ 
has  issued  the  following  circular : 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  "Valle  de  Mexico/'  to  all 
Bodies  of  Universal  Masonry 

Brethren, — ^From  the  document  which  we  have  tbe  honor 
to  enclose  you  ^111  note  that  Vy  a  resolution  of  the  Gran 
Dieta  Simbollca  of  the  United  Mexican  States,  this  Body  has 
declared  itself  dissolved  and  therefore  leaves  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  Confederation  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  their 
Sovereign  Powers. 

The  Gran  Dieta  has  recommended  this  Grand  Lodge  to  es* 
tablish  fraternal  relations,  as  we  now  hope  to  establish  with 
your  Grand  Lodge. 

For  this  purpose,  and  in  order  to  clear  up  any  doubts  that 
may  arise,  we  make  the  following  explanations: 

L  That  this  Grand  Lodge  in  every  way  complies  with  the 
primitive  laws  of  Symbolic  Masonry,  which  are  the  Ancient 
Landmarks  of  the  Fraternity,  the  Constitutions  of  1721,  and 
the  Ancient  Regulations. 

II.  That  the  Great  Light  is  always  placed  on  the  Altar  of 
the  Lodges. 

III.  That  the  initiation  of  women,  eunuchs  and  mutilated 
persons  is  prohibited. 

IV.  That  our  Constitution  has  been  drafted  in  accordance 
with  those  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges  which  are  accepted  as 
regular  Bodies  in  the  Universal  Brotherhood. 

V.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  has  sustained  itself  since  the 
year  1878  without  interruption,  and  is  therefore  the  oldest  of 
those  existing  in  the  Mexican  Republic. 

VI.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  recognize  all  others  within 
the  National  Territory,  that  preserve  intact  the  laws  of  the 
Fraternity. 

We  hope  that  our  Petition  will  receive  your  favorable  con- 
sideration, and  thus  enable  us  to  continue  on  our  way  •  to 
Masonic  perfection  and  to  form  a  link  in  the  great  Universal 
Chain. 

We  salute  you  Fraternally.

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The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due  form  at  2 
o'clock  afternoon,  in  the  Temple  building,  by  R.  W.  Bro. 
J.  E.  Harding,  K.C.,  Acting  Grand  Master,  who  an- 
nounced that  the  Especial  Communication  of  Grand 
Lodge  had  been  called  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the 
foundation  stone  of  the  Burns  Monument  about  to  be 
erected  in  the  Allan  Gardens,  Toronto. 

The  brethren  having  received  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions as  to  usual  mode  of  procedure,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  called  off  and  a  procession  formed  under  the  direc- 
tion of  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  F.  Manley,  acting  Director  of 
Ceremonies,  and  headed  by  the  band  of  the  48th  High- 
landers marched  to  the  site  of  the  monument,  in  the  pre- 
scribed form,  taking  their  positions,  as  laid  down  in  the 
book  of  ceremonies. 

W.  Bro.  David  Walker,  Chairman  of  the  Burns 
Memorial  Committee,  presented  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter with  a  silver  trowel,  suitably  engraved,  and  the  fol- 
lowing 

Address 

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brother- 
It  affords  myself  and  fellow-members  of  the  Bums'  Me- 
morial Executive  Committee  extreme  pleasure  to  meet  you 
and  other  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  also  this  large  assem- 
bly of  "  Brethren  of  the  Mystic  Tie/'  members  of  subordinate 
lodges. 

Right  Worshipful  Sir.  I  have  been  deputed  to  present  to  you 
this  trowel,  for  your  use  in  laying  the  comer-stone  of  this 
monument,  which  is  erected  to  the  memory  of  the  poet, 
Rcbert  Burns,  who,  at  the  age  of  28  years,  was  inaugurated 
by  the  lodge  Cannongate  Kilwinning,  Edinburgh,  in  1787, 
poet  laureate  of  the  mother  Grand  Lodge. 

This  ceremony  is  a  most  appropriate  one  for  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  parfoim.  It  is  the  first  monument  erected  to  the 
post  in  Canada,  and  I  trust  it  won't  be  the  last  I  may 
repeat  what  I  said  at  a  former  function,  that  the  genius  of 
Burns  extended  to  all  classes,  rich  and  poor,  to  all  nationali- 
ties, and  will  extend  to  future  generations. 

I  thank  you,  as  President  of  the  Monument  Committee,  and 
trust  that  your  visit  will  be  both  profitable  and  enjoyable.

Th3  Acting  Grand  Master  replied  as  follows:  Mr.  Chair- 
man and  gentlemen  of  the  Robert  Burns'  Memorial  Execu- 
tive Committee,  I  accept  this  beautiful  implement  of  opera- 
tive Masonry  with  peculiar  pleasure,  and  will  ever  preserve 
it  as  a  memorial  of  this  auspicious  occasion.  At  your  re- 
quest I  have  caused  to  be  convened  a  special  meeting  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  Ontario,  to  jassiBt  me  in  the  inter- 
esting ceremony  of  laying  the  comer  stone  of  the  monument 
to  be  erected  in  memory  of  our  iUuatrious  brother,  Robert 
Bums,  the  poet  laureate  of  the  Masons  of  Scotland  and  poet 
of  humanity,  in  accordance  with  the  rites  of  our  ancient 
fraternity.  Although  our  deceased  brother  has  erected  for 
himself  a  monument  more  enduring  than  brass  or  marble» 
8tlll  it  Is  eminently  fitting  that  his  fellow-countrymen  and 
their  descendants  should  unite  in  doing  honor  to  one  who 
has  conferred  undying  honor  upon  their  country.  And  I 
unite  h^art.ly  In  your  wish  that  this  may  not  be  the  last 
monument  erected  in  memory  of  Scotland's  poet  in  this  fair 
Canada  of  ours.  May  the  Great  Architect  of  the  universe 
pour  down  his  richest  blessings  upon  our  King  and  country. 
May  brotherly  love  prevail  and  every  moral  and  social  virtue 
cement  us. 

The  following  ode  was  then  sung  by  the  Masonic 
choir : 

Qeniua  of  Masonry  1  deic«nd. 

And  with  Thee  bring  Thy  ipotleBB  train ; 
Do  at  onr  laored  rites  attend. 

Whilst  we  adore  Thy  peaoefnl  reign. 
Bring  with  Thee  Virtne !  brightest  maid : 

Bring  IiOYe,  bring  Trnth,  bring  Friendship  here; 
Whilst  social  Mirth  shall  lend  her  aid. 

To  soothe  the  wrinkled  brow  of  Oare. 
Bring  Charity ;  with  goodness  crowned, 

Eneircled  In  thy  heavenly  robe, 
Diffase  thy  blessings  all  aroand, 

To  every  corner  of  the  globe. 
To  Heaven's  High  Architect  all  praise, 

AU  praise,  all  gratitude  be  given, 
Who  aeigned  the  human  soul  to  raise 

By  mystic  secrets,  sprung  from  heaven. 

Prayer  having  been  offered  up  by  the  Acting  Grand 
Chaplain,  the  Grand  Wardens  and  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  applied  the  implements  of  their  respective  offices 
to  the  stone  and  announced  that  the  Craftsmen  had  done 
their  duty. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  consecrated  the  stone 
with  corn,  wine  and  oil,  and  pronounced  it  well  made, 
truly  laid,  well  proved,  true  and  trusty. 

The  Acting  Grand  Master  having  spoken  briefly,  M. 
W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray  delivered  the  following 

Address. 

The  fraternity  of  free  and  accepted  Masons,  the  most  an- 
cient and  moEt  honorable  society  in  the  world,  has,  through 
its  Grand  Master,  laid  the  foundation  stone  of  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  Scotland's  greatest  bard,  Robert  Bums,  a 
man  whose  name  it  has  been  said,  "  is,  more  than  any  other, 
that  of  Scotland  condensed,  the  representative  of  what  is 
noblest  ani  also  of  much  that  Is  erring  in  her  race." 
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As  a  Scotchman,  I  feel  honored  in  being  permitted  to  take 
part  in  this  ceremony,  and  in  being  privileged  to  express 
my  admiration  for  one  who,  by  his  personality,  his  genius 
and  his  patrloti.m,  was  a  remarkable  man  in  the 'times  in 
which  he  lived,  one  who  would  have  been  remarkable  in  any 
age  and  in  any  land.  Heretofore,  those  who  sought  to  lead 
the  thought  and  mould  the  opinion  of  the  people,  were  main- 
ly men  of  rank  or  wealth  or  of  the  highest  education;  but 
in  the  advent  of  Bums  there  sprang  into  prominence.  In  the 
world 'Of  letters,  a  man  of  mighty  genius;  a  man,  who,  with- 
out any  of  these  advantages,  with  the  help  only  of  a  very 
meagre  education  and  the  use  of  a  very- small  library,  under 
th9  training  of  devoutly  pious  parents,  earned  for  himself  a 
world-wide  reputation,  and  'enshrined  himself  in  the  aftections 
of  hl3  countrymen;  a  man  whose  reputation  is  so  great  at 
the  present  time,  that  in  every  land  1  his  admirers  are  erect- 
ing, as  you  here  in  Toronto  are  doing,  monuments  to  his 
memory. 

In  estimating  the  value  of  the  services  that  this  man  ren- 
dered to  his  countrymen  and  to  mankind -all  the  world  over, 
we  are  not  called  upon  to  magnify  his  excellencies,  or  shut 
cur  eyes  to  his  weaknesses  and  errors. 

Let  us  take  him  as  he  was.  a  Scottish  peasant,  who  at  the 
age  of  sixteen  was  a  laborer,  the  chief  burden-bearer  on  his 
f  thei's  farm — an  overworked,  underfed,  nervous  youth,  lia- 
ble to  hea  laches  and  seasons  of  depression — who  was  so 
dissatisfied  with  his  condition  that  he  wrote  of  it,  "it  is  the 
cheerless  gloom  of  a  hermit  and  the  unceasing  toil  of  a  gal- 
ley slave,''  or  let  us  take  him  as  he  was  in  later  life,  a  man 
of  noble  aspiiations  and  high  ambitions,  groping  for  light, 
crying  for  sympathy,  ground  down  by  poverty,  seeking  un- 
fortunately for  exhilaration  in  the  fiowing  bowl,  and  for  ap- 
plause among  boon  companions.  Yet  withal  a  kindly,  lov- 
ing, trusty,  noble-minded  man,  who,,  as  in  a  mirror  reflected 
in  song  the  cu-toms  of  his  time,  and  photographed  in  verse 
th3  hypocritical  pretender,  as  well  as  the  honest  and  godly 
saint. 

Let  us  then  cast  over  his  failings  and  his  foibles  the  man- 
tle of  charity,  and  here  and  now,  render  to  his  memory  the 
homage  which  his  genius  commands. 

From  his  hundreds  of  poems  and  songs,  each  must  select, 
according  to  his  fancy,  his  favorites.  I  will  mention  only  a 
few  that  are  mine.  Take  his  description  of  his  father's 
home,  as  given  In  the  "  Cotter's  Saturday  Night." 

••  The  cheerful  sapper  done,  wi'  serioaa  face. 

They,  roand  the  ingle,  form  a  circle  wide ; 
The  sire  tarns  o'er,  with  patriarchal  grace. 

The  big  ha'  bible,  ance  his  father's  pride; 
His  bonnet  re^'rently  is  laid  aside, 

His  lyart  haflfits  wearing  thin  and  bare ; 
Those  straini  that  once  did  sweet  in  Zion  glide. 

He  wales  a  portion  with  jadicious  care; 
And  "  Let  us  worship  Ood !"  he  says,  with  solemn  air." 

What  could  better  describe  his  kind  heart  and  his  love  of 
nature  than  the  words  he  composed  when  in  his  plowing,  his 
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eye  caught  sight  of  a  daisy,  which  he  saw  his  plow  would 
bury  in  the  earth. 

"  Wee,  modest  arimson  tipped  flower, 
Thoo'B  met  me  in  ad  eTil  hour ; 
For  I  maan  oraah  among  the  •tonre 

Thy  Blender  item ; 
To  Bpare  thee  now  l8  past  my  power, 

My  bonnie  gem." 

What  exposure  of  sham  and  hypocrisy  is  more  complete 
than  his  sample  of  "  Holy  Willie's  Prayer." 

"  I  bless  and  praise  Thy  matchless  might. 
When  thousands  Thou  has  left  in  night, 
That  J  am  beze  afore  Thy  sight, 

For  gifts  and  grace, 
A  burning  and  a  shining  light 
To  a'  this  place." 

What  more  honest  than  his  confession  of  shortcomings- 
and  weaknasEes  in  the  following  epitaph: 

"  Is  there  a  man  whose  judgment  clear 
Can  others  teach  the  com  se  to  steer, 
Tet  runs  himself  life's  mad  career. 

Wild  as  the  wave: 
Here  pause— and  thro'  ttie  starting  tear, 
Surrey  this  grave." 

"  The  poor  inhabitant  below, 
Was  quick  to  learn,  and  wise  to  know. 
And  keenly  felt  the  friendly  glow 

And  softer  flame  * 
But  thoughtless  follies  laid  him  low, 
And  stained  his  name." 

A  wr  ter  on  Burns  has  said  • "  that  his  song  is  always  the 
direct  emphatic  utterance  of  his  honest  self,  moved  from  the 
back-bone  to  the  finger  tips  with  the  quick  pulse  of  an  alert 
and  genial  vitality.  There  is  nothing  got  up  here,  nothing^ 
for  show.  It  may  flow  out,  hot  as  a  boiling  geyser,  or  mild 
as  Simmer  dew,  but  it  is  always  spontaneous.  In  whatever 
fetyle,  tiuderly  pathetic  or  wildly  humorous,  the  poet  is  al- 
ways the  man." 

My  la^t  quotation  Is  from  that  matchless  poem,  "  For  a*^ 
That,  and  a'  That." 

"  Is  there,  for  honest  poverty. 
That  hang's  his  head,  and  a'  that, 
The  coward  slave,  we  pass  him  by, 
We  dare  be  poor  for  a'^that. 
For  a'  that,  and  a'  that, 
Our  toils  obBcare,  and  a'  that ; 
The  rank  is  but  the  guinea's  stamp, 
The  man's  the  goud,  for  a'  that*" 

The  influence  of  Bums  upon  his  own  time  was  great;  upon 
our  times  it  is  greater.  It  grows  with  the  growing  years, 
and  widsns  with  the  widBUing  of  human  intercourse.  It  is 
an  influence  for  good,  because  it  .makes  man  manlier  and  the 
world  b3tt?r.  It  teaches  the  poor  and  the  humble  to  aspire,, 
to  hopa,  ti  be  selL-reliant  and  self-respecting.  It  will  grow 
in  the  future,  because  it  speaks  directly  to  the  heart  of  man. 
It  is  an  influence  which  will  live,  because  it  deserves  to  live. 

"  Time  but  the  ImpreFsion  stronger  makes. 
As  streams  tbeir  channels  deeper  wear." 
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M.  W.  Bro.  W.  A.  Sutherland,  P.G.M.  of  the  Grand 
Lod^^e  of  New  York,  and  Hon.  P.G.M.  of  the  Grand 
IrOdge  of  Canada,  delivered  the  closing  address. 

Th^  processiin  was  then  reformed,  the  brethren  re- 
turned to  the  Temple  Building,  and  Grand  Lodge  was 
•closed  in  due  form.

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THE   ACTING   GRAND    MASTER'S   ADDRESS. 

The  R,    W.  the  Acting   Grand  Master  then  delivered  the 
following  address  to  the  brethren  assembled  : 

Brethren  of  Grand  Lodge : 

By  the  favor  of  the  Great  Architect,  and  Supreme 
Ruler  of  the  Universe,  we  are  again  permitted  to  assem- 
ble in  Grand  Lodge,  and  I,  as  the  Acting  Grand  Master, 
extend  a  cordial  and  fraternal  welcome  to  the  brethren 
in  attendance  at  the  forty-seventh  Annual  Communica- 
tion. 

DEATHS. 

When  our  highly  esteemed  and  much  beloved  Brother 
Hungerford  was,  on  the  i8th  of  July,  1901,  unanimously 
re-elected  to  the  distinguished  position  of  Grand  Master 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  every  member  expected  that  our 
brother  had  a  long,  useful  and  happy  life  before  him, 
expectations,  alas,  never  to  be  realized. 

On  th?  loth  day  of  August  last,  I. was  informed  that 
our  l:t*  Grand  Master  had  a  slight  stroke  of  paralysis 
on  the  8th,  and  in  order  to  relieve  him  of  any  anxiety 
in  connzction  with  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I 
immediately  wrote  him  offering  my  services  during  his 
illness.  Our  brother  lingered  on  without  improvement, 
and  on  the  9th  day  of  September  last,  at  the  call  of  the 
Great  Architect  of  the  Universe,  ceased  from  labor  and 
entered  into  rest.  He  was  buried  with  the  ceremonies 
of  our  Order  on  the  nth  day  of  September  last  at 
Woodlawn  cemetery,  near  the  city  of  London.  The 
Grand  Lodge,  the  lodges  of  the  city  of  London  and 
m  ny  visiting  brethren  from  Toronto,  Hamilton.  St. 
Thomas.  Stratford,  Ingersoll  and  other  parts  of  the 
jurisdiction  being  in  attendance,  besides  a  very  large 
concourse  of  the  citizens  of  London  from  every  walk  in 
life,  who  not  on'y  filled  the  church  where  the  religious 
S'^rvic^s  were  he'd,  but  thronged  the  streets  in  the 
vicinity,  and  I  may  say  with  the  poet : 
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Among  th«  dead  oar  brother  ileepe, 

HU  life  is  rounded  tone  and  well. 
And  love  in  bitter  eorrow  weepe 

Above  his  dark  and  narrow  oell. 
Ae  Hiram  slept,  the  widow's  eon, 

So  doth  oar  brother  take  his  rest, 
Life's  battles  foaght,  life's  duties  done. 

His  faults  forvot.  his  worth  cootessed.

On  the  death  of  our  Grand  Master  it  became  my  duty, 
under  the  constitution,  to  take  up  the  gavel,  assume  the 
responsibilities  and  perform  the  duties  of  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  addition  to  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  President  of 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  and  as  Acting  Grand 
Master  I  will  now  as  briefly  as  possible  render  an  ac- 
count of  my  stewardship. 

MASONIC    RELIEF    ASSOCIATION    OF   THE    UNITED    STATES    AND 

CANADA. 

On  the  I2th  day  of  September  last  I  appointed  R.  W. 
Bro.  Alex.  Patterson  P.G.R.  and  Secretary  of  the  Local 
Board  of  Relief,  Toronto,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  Steiner,  one 
of  the  Commissioners  for  Ontario  at  the  Pan-American 
Exposition  at  Buffalo  as  our  representatives  at  the  Bi- 
annual meeting  of  this  Association,  of  which  our  de- 
ceased Grand  Master  was  President  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  Those  b/ethren  attended  the  meetings  of  the 
Association  on  the  16th,  17th  and  i8th  days  of  Septem- 
ber last,  and  will  no  doubt  present  their  report  at  this 
Grand  Lodge.  Since  the  inception  of  this  Association 
in  1885,  it  has  accomplished  much  good  in  detecting  and 
unmasking  Masonic  tramps  and  imposters,  and  I  recom- 
mend our  continued  affiliation  therewith. 

ROYAL  SOLOMON   MOTHER   LODGE,   NO.    293. 

At  our  last  annual  communication  this  Lodge  was 
suspended  and  directions  g^ven  that  immediate  steps 
be  taken  towards  the  absolute  withdrawal  of  the  War- 
rant unless  good  cause  be  shown  why  that  course  should 
not  be  adopted  (see  annual  proceedings,  pages  43,  44 
and  315). 

The  Grand  Secretary  having  notified  the  Lodge  of  its 
suspension,  I  caused  a  notice  to  be  mailed  to  the  W.  M. 
and  officers  of  the  Lodge  on  the  21st  day  of  March  last, 
citing  them  to  appear  at  this  communication  of  Grand 
Lodge  and  show  cause  why  their  Warrant  should  not 
be  withdrawn. 

The  receipt  of  this  notice  is  admitted  by  letter  from 
the  W.  M.  of  the  Lodge,  dated  5th  day  of  May,  1902. 
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Notwithstanding  the  suspension  of  this  Lodge  it  still 
continued  to  hold  meetings,  attended  by  members  of  the 
craft  of  other  jurisdictions.  I  caused  a  circular  letter 
to  be  prepaied  and  mailed  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to 
all  Grand  Lodges  with  whom  we  are  in  communication, 
informing  them  of  the  suspension  of  this  Lodge.  Since 
the  issue  of  the  above  mentioned  circular,  a  letter  writ- 
ten by  the  W.  M.  of  the  Lodge,  admitting  grave  irregu- 
Lrities,  has  been  placed  in  my  hands.  I  have  also  re- 
ceived from  the  Grcud  Secretary  letters  from  several 
individuals  who  claim  to  have  been  defrauded  by  this 
Lodge  and  asking  Grand  Lodge  to  repay  the  moneys 
improperly  exacted  from  them.  In  every  instance  the 
sum  paid  has  been  largely  in  excess  of  the  fee  for  initia- 
tion in  said  Lodge.  I  have  also  received  from  M.  W. 
Bro.  J.  Ross  Robertson  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Lodge  from  its  institution  on  the  7th  day  of  May,  1873, 
until  and  including  the  minutes  of  their  regular  meeting 
an  the  4th  day  of  May,  1901.  A  careful  perusal  of  the 
minutes  has  convinced  me  that  this  Warrant  should 
never  have  been  granted,  owing  to  the  impossibilities  ol 
due  supervision  of  the  work  of  the  Lodge.  From  the 
first  meeting  the  Lodge  has  persistently  violated  the 
constitution. 

I  earnestly  recommend  Grand  Lodge  to  recall  this 
Warrant  without  further  delay.  I  would  have  ordered 
the  Warrant  to  have  been  delivered  up  long  ago  but  for 
the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  Sec.  158,  and  the  re- 
port of  Grand  Lodge  above  referred  to.  A  grave  scan- 
dal upon  Masonry  has  too  long  been  permitted  to  exist 
by  Grand  Lodge. 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  COMPLAINT  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF 

BRITISH  COLUMBIA  AGAINST  ST.  GEORGE 

LODGE  NO.  367,  TORONTO. 

The  Report  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  adopted  at 
our  last  Annual  Communicqtion  directed  certain  pro- 
ceeding's to  be  taken  by  St.  George's  Lodge  against  Bro. 
John  Phillips,  as  d:tuled  in  clause  3  of  Paragraph  6  of 
that  report,  under  the  directions  of  the  D.D.G.M.of  the 
District  of  Toronto  East,  No.  iia,  with  the  assistance 
of  counsel  to  b?  app:inted  by  the  Grand  Master.  In 
pursu  nee  of  said  direction  I  appointed  R.  W.  Bro.  Roaf, 
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K.C.,  counsel.  The  prosecution  of  the  charges  against 
Bro.  John  Phillips  resulted  in  the  dismissal  of  all  the 
charges  brought  against  him  by  the  Lodge.  I  have 
carefully  considered  the  evidence  and  proceedings  in  the 
case  and  fully  concur  in  the  action  taken  by  the  Lodge. 
The  Grand  Secretary  has  carried  out  the  further  direc- 
tions contained  in  said  report.  After  the  termination 
of  the  trial  of  Bro.  John  Riillips  I  instructed  the  Grand 
Secretary  to  write  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  B.C.,  that  as  every  charge  made  against  Bro. 
Phillips  had,  upon  investigation,  been  found  without  any 
justification,  I  thought  that  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  27, 
Rossland,  B.C.,  should  now  confer  the  degrees  of  Fel- 
lowcraft  and  Master  Mason  upon  Bro.  Phillips.  Up  to 
the  present  time  no  reply  has  been  received  to  this  com- 
munication. As  both  St.  George  Lodge  and  Bro.  Phil- 
lips have  been  put  to  great  trouble  and  expense  in  the 
investigation  ordered  by  Grand  Lodge,  I  recommend 
that  Grand  Lodge  pay  the  counsel  fee  of  counsel  in  To- 
ronto and  in  British  Columbia. 

DEDICATIONS. 

1.  On  the  23rd  day  of  December,  1901,  the  new  hall 
of  Wentworth  Lodge  No.  166,  Stoney  Creek,  was  dedi- 
cated by  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray,  assisted  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  A.  M.  Cunningham,  and  a  number  of  Hamilton 
brethren.  As  I  was  unable  to  attend  I  had  great  plea- 
sure in  appointing  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray  to  act 
for  me. 

2.  On  the  23rd  of  January  last  I  dedicated  the  new 
rooms  in  the  Masonic  Temple  buildings,  London,  occu- 
pied by  the  Lodges  of  that  city.  The  rooms  are  com- 
modious and  well  furnished,  in  every  way  suitable  for 
the  purposes  intended,  and  I  trust  they  may  long  re- 
main for  the  use  of  the  brethren.  I  was  assisted  by  R. 
W.  Bro.  the  Rev.  R.  Von  Pirch.  Grand  Chaplain,  and 
a  very  large  number  of  brethren  belonging  to  the  city 
and  surrounding  districts.  In  the  evening  I  attended 
at  a  most  successful  At  Home  given  by  the  city  lodges. 
The  brethren  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success  of 
both  functions. 

3.  On  the  6th  day  of  March  last  I  dedicated  the  new 
rooms  of  Corinthian  Ledge  No.  lOi,  and  Peterborough 
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Lodge  No.  15s  at  Peterborough  in  my  own  district. 
There  was  a  very  large  attendance  of  brethren,  owing 
to  a  LodgQ  of  Instruction  being  held  at  the  same  time 
and  place,  j  was  assisted  by. the  Grand  Chaplain,  R.

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Saturday,  the  21st  day  of  June  last,  to  lay  the  corner 
stone  of  the  monument  to  be  erected  in  the  Allan  Gar- 
dens, Toronto,  in  memory  of  our  Bro.  Robert  Burns, 
an  enthusiastic  Mason  and  the  poet  laureate  of  Scottish 
Freemasonry.  I  was  assisted  in  the  ceremony  by  M.

W.  Bros.  J.  W.  St.  John  and  J.  Watson,  D.D.G.M's  of 
the  Toronto  District,  and  a  very  large  number  of  breth- 
ren. I  was  deprived  of  the  able  assistance  of  M.  W. 

E.  T.  Malone,  P.G.M.,  owing  to  the  demise  of  a 
friend.

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  my  privilege  and 
pleasure  to  go  into  many  sections  of  this  jurisdiction, 
and  I  have  everywhere  been  treated  with  the  utmost 
consideration,  each  lodge  vieing  with  the  other  as  to  the 
character  and  extent  of  its  kindness ;  for  the  many  kind- 
nesses and  courtesies  extended  to  me,  I  desire  to  ex- 
press my  humble  and  grateful  appreciation. 

Everywhere  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry  prevails  and 
the  dignity  and  character  of  the  order  is  maintained. 

Concurring  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes  on  the  condition  of  Masonry,  as  to 
the  desirability  of  holding  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  in 
each  district  during  the  year,  I  directed  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary to  issue  a  circular  to  the  several  D.D.G.M's,  in- 
structing them  to  hold  at  least  one  Lodge  of  Instruction 
in  their  respective  districts  during  the  year.

PHYSICAL   QUALIFICATIONS. 

Several  applications  have  been  made  to  me  during  my 
term  for  rulings  on  physical  qualifications  of  candidates. 
The  W.  M.  of  the  Lodge  is  appointed  the  judge  by  sec- 
tion 220  of  the  book  of  Constitution.  The  best  guide 
I  can  refer  them  to  is  the  rule  laid  down  by  M.  W.  Bro. 
Henderson  in  1880,  as  follows : 

"Unless  a  candidate  be  in  a  condition  to  receive,  per- 
form and  communicate  all  parts  of  the  ceremonies  and 
duties  of  the  Order  he  is  not  eligible.  He  must  be 
capable  of  making  himself  known  in  the  dark  as  well  as 
in  the  light.  The  capacity  referred  to  is  natural  with- 
out artificial  assistance." 

REDISTRIBUTION    OF   THE    DISTRICTS. 

I  recommend  a  new  redistribution  of  the  districts,  as 
it  is  many  years  since  the  present  districts  were  estab- 
lished and  great  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  mean- 
time. District  No.  17  includes  Lodges  at  each  end  of 
Lake  Superior,  requiring  a  journey  of  upwards  of  two 
thousand  miles  to  visit  the  Lodges  in  this  district.  This 
is  too  great  an  undertaking  to  be  placed  on  a  brother 
acting  as  D.D.G.M. 
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FINANCES. 

For  information  as  to  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  I  refer  to  the^report  of  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh 
Murray,  Grand  Treasurer,  from  which  ^ou  will  see  the 
total  receipts  $25,341.45,  total  expenditure  $20,777.12, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  $49564.33. 

BENEVOLENCE. 

During  my  term  the  Grand  Lodge  expended  the  large 
sum  of  $12,348.00  in  benevolence,  besides  the  sums  ex- 
pended by  private  Lodges.

From  the  information  I  have  received  and  from  my 
own  observations  I  am  able  to  report  the  craft  is  in  the 
most  flourishing  condition  throughout  the  jurisdiction. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  D. 
D.G.M'a  throughout  the  jurisdiction  and  the  Officers 
and  Past  Grand  Officers  who  so  willingly  assisted  me 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties. 

I  also  desire  to  express  to  our  M.  W.  Bro.  J.  J. 
Mason,  Grand  Secretary,  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
many  kindnesses,  personal  and  official,  shown  to  me.  I 
regret  that  illness  prevents  him  being  present  at  this 
communication  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  unite  with  my 
brethren  and  his  family  in  rejoicing  at  the  improvement 
in  his  health,  and  pray  that  he  may  long  be  spared  to 
his  family  and  this  Grand  Lodge.

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Acting  Grand  Master^  Officers 
and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A,  Fy  &  A.  M, 
of  Canada^  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  report  for  Erie  Dis- 
trict No.  I. 

Conforming  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Board,  will  ob- 
serve brevity,  avoid  entering  too  closely  into  details 
and  individual  moves,  omitting  weather,  mileage,  ban- 
quets, etc.,  each  more  or  less  interesting.  In  the  Lodge 
room,  however,  I  went  thoroughly  into  and  minutely 
criticised  each  degree,  personally  exemplifying  or  illus- 
trating the  several  parts  criticised,  holding  aloft  the 
standard  of  perfection  as.  the  ideal  for  Erie  District.  I 
am  pleased  to  report  keen  interest  on  the  part  of  Past 
Masters  generally ;  their  efforts  are  greatly  appreciated. 
The  tenets  and  principles  of  true  Masonry  were  kept 
well  forward.  I  emphasized  the  great  necessity  of  liv- 
ing our  Mas:nry. 

Perhaps  our  greatest  efforts  were  centered  (i)  in  pro- 
moting harmony  and  good  fellowship,  (2)  perfecting  the 
work,  (3)  encouraging  interchange  of  visits  and  work, 
(4)  care  of  weaker  lodges  and  question  of  arrearages. 
To  this  end  we  arranged  a  systematic  program  covering 
the  year,  which  included  Lodge  of  Instruction,  or  inter- 
chtnge.work  for  each  Lodge  in  the  district  Lodges 
were  advised  well  in'  advance  and  work  requested,  they 
in  turn  inviting  nearby  Lodges,  resulting  in  many  visi- 
tors being  present  and  work  on  the  board  at  each 
meeting. 

I  found  it  necessary  to  issue  fifteen  circulars,  in  addi- 
tion to  ordinary  correspondence,  and  kept  in  close  touch 
with  each  Lodge  through  the  secretary.  All  communi- 
cations received  my  prompt  attention. 

For  the  eight  months  of  visiting,  including  regulars, 
lodges  of  instruction,  dedications,  etc.,  the  total  was  66, 
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none  receiving  less  than  two  visits.  I  held  four  general 
Lodges  of  Instruction,  namely,  at  Chatham  in  October, 
Windsor  i.i  December,  Bothwell  in  January,  Tilbury 
in  Februiry.  I  arranged  with  R.  W.  Gro.  Alex.  Saun- 
•  ders,  D.D.G.M.  St.  Clair  Dictrict  No.  2,  for  exchange 
of  work.  I  provided  a  staff  (W.  Bro;  F.  P.  Gavin  and 
officers  of  Wmdsor  Lodg.)  for  third  degree  for  Lodge 
of  Instruction,  Sarnia,  St.  Clair  District,  while  the  third 
degree  at  our  Lodge  of  Instruction,  Windsor,  was  taken 
by  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Martyn  and  staff  of  Alvinston,  under 
R.  W.  Bro.  Saunders.  This  arrangement  proved  emi- 
nently satisfactory  and  profitable,  and  was  heartily  en- 
dorsed by  t;.e  R.  W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master  and 
others.  I  recommend  the  scheme  to  succeeding  Dis- 
trict Deputies.  The  interchange  of  work  in  the  Erie 
District,  as  herein  stated,  resulted  in  the  best  meetings 
I  have  ever  attended.  May  they  be  continued.  To 
promote  uniformity  and  to  minimize  criticism,  I  re- 
viewed the  work  of  each  Lodge  scheduled  for  Lodges 
of  Instruction  prior  to  the  meeting  proper. 

I  thoroughly  appreciate  the  kindness  shown  me 
throughout  the  District,  also  the  assistance  of  the  breth- 
ren, Masters,  Past  Masters  and  R.  W.  brethren.  To 
many  of  the  latter  I  am  especially  indebted ;  R.  W.  Bro. 
Rev.  W.  H.  Jamie^on,  my  eminent  predecessor,  has 
cheerfully  responded  to  every  call ;  also  R.  W.  Bros,  W. 
R.  Hickey,  A.  H.  Vongunten.  W.  R.  Hillier,  M.D., 
Dr.  AUworth,  A.  B.  Munson  and  J.  S.  Dewar,  of  Lon- 
don, W.  J.  French,  and  others. 

Bro.  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Noble,  District  Chaplain,  accompan- 
ied me  on  the  following-  visits,  namely,  at  Chatham, 
Sarnia,  Windsor,  Wheatley,  Glencoe,  Thamesville,  Til- 
bury and  Wallaceburg.      He  is  every  inch  a  Mason. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  E.  Harding, 
Acting  Grand  Master,  for  valuable  assistance,  and  the 
interest  manifested  in  my  work  and  district,  by  promptly 
answering  all  c:mmunications.  In  return  I  reported 
all  items  of  importance  promptly  and  regularly,  and  had 
the  honor  of  sl'ght'y  assisting  him  at  London  and 
Peterboro  dedications.  Our  Lodges  of  Instruction  at 
Windsor  and  Tilbnry  were  honored  by  his  presence. 
God  bless  our  Grand  Master. 
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On  Sunday,  June  22n:I,  we  arranged  four  central 
gatherings  ior  div.ne  service  at  Windsor,  Leamington, 
Bothwell  ani  Chatham,  subsequently  adding  Dresden 
and  Wallaceburg.  Practically  the  brethren  of  the  whole 
district  assembled,  clothed  as  Masons,  as  an  expression 
of  loyalty  to  King  Edward. 

The  Grim  Reaper  has  not  been  idle.  We  deeply 
mourn  the  sudden  removal  of  our  beloved  late  Grand 
Master.  May  his  oft-repeated  injunction  to  the  craft, 
"Live  your  Masonry,"  be  an  especial  guide  to  our  con- 
duct through  life. 

The  Hammond  Lodge  and  our  district  have  lost  a 
true  and  faithful  brother  in  R.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  McKillop, 
who  passed  to  the  Grand  Lodge  above,  April  6th,  1902. 
The  following  have  also  been  summoned:  W.  Bro. 
Wm.  Young,  Bro.  Carlisle,  Chatham ;  Bro.  S.  C.  Davis, 
Wallaceburg;  Bros.  R.  Pursee,  J.  W.  Carmichael,  H. 
E.  Ellis,  Windsor;  Bro.  Bell,  Highgate;  Bro.  D.  E. 
Pickard,  Thamesville. 

I  beg  to  suggest  that  the  present  method  of  instruct- 
ing D.D.G.M's-elect  might  be  improved.  The  authori- 
tative and  well  b:.loved  instructor,  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh 
Murray,  is  all  right,  but  I  offer  the  following  suggestion 
as  an  improvement  in  the  system :  As  every  D.D.G.M. 
and  P.D.D.G.M.  knows,  we  are  constantly  meeting  the 
charge,  viz.,  "That  you  D.D.G.M's  rule  differently 
from  year  to  year,"  and  although  one  officer  may  be 
correct,  how  is  the  Lodge  or  Lodges  to  know  who  is 
who?  I  believe  that  many  of  the  aspirants  being  out 
of  harness  f  3r  years  are  "  rusty,"  and  perhaps  not  in  a 
position  to  get  down  to  fine  points  in  the  hour  given  to 
instructing  immediately  after  election.  Indeed,  do  some 
not  miss  the  instruction  altogether.  Their  rulings  are 
pit:ed  against  those  who  perhaps  have  left  nothing  un- 
done to  perfect  themselves.  Why  not  call  new  District 
Deputies  together  about  September  ist,  say  at  Toronto, 
and  under  M.  W.  Bro.  Hugh  Murray,  go  through  the 
more  important  parts  of  the  work,  spending  at  least  half 
a  day  instead  of  an  hour  in  a  hot  stuffy  room  as  at  pres- 
ent, with  the  rust  cleared  away.  All  are  in  a  position 
and  have  ample  time  to  seek  instruction  from  the  high- 
est authority,  and  thus  promote  uniformity  and  silence 
the  present  crtci^m;  expenses  to  be  borne  by  Grand 
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Lo:ige.  I  am  entirely  in  favor  of  the  Lodges  electing 
in  Jun?.  I  consider  lunch  preferable  to  a  banquet,  for 
several  reasons;  it  is  certainly  more  conducive  to 
Lodges  of  Instruction  and  interchange  work. 

Lunch — An  hour's  chat,  visiting  brethren  reach  home 
at  a  seasonable  hour,  pleasant  memories  of  the  visit,  the 
cause  strengthened,  expense  to  Lodge  practically  nil. 

Banquet — Keeps  the  brethren  around  the  board  until 
2  or  3  a.m.,  and  taste  for  visiting  is  either  killed  or  ser- 
iously i  ijured,  heavy  caterer's  account  to  digest. 

The  lunch  which  I  have  insisted  upon  in  preference 
to  the  banquet  has  proved  very  successful  and  satisfac- 
tory during  the  past  year.  May  it  become  a  perma- 
nent feature  throughout  the  District. 

By  command  of  the  late  M.  W.  Grand  Master  I  con- 
stituted Xenophon  Lodge,  No.  448,  Wheatley,  Septem- 
ber 2ist,  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bros.  T.  C.  MacNabb,  Dr. 
W.  R.  Hillier,  Rev.  Dr.  W.  H.  Jamieson,  W.  Bros, 
Rev.  J.  J.  Noble,  District  Chaplain ;,  W.  J.  French,  V. 
W.  Bro.  McKay,  and  masters,  past  masters  and  breth- 
ren from  surrounding  Lodges.  At  this  meeting  I  pre- 
sented R.  W.  Bro.  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jamieson  with  a  P.D.D. 
G.M's  regalia;  a  handsome  regalia  to  a  handsome  man. 
R.  W.  Bro.  Jamieson  has  taken  great  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  District,  accepting  cheerfully  and  promptly 
each  duty  assigned  him.  His  presence  and  assistance 
were  valuable  at  Tilbury  and  Chatham  Lodges  of  In- 
struction, at  Rodney  and  Blehneim,  and  also  at  Wheat- 
ley  and  Glencoe  dedications. 

By  command  of  the  R.  W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master, 
I  dedicated  the  new  Lodge  room  at  Glencoe,  May  27th, 
assisted  by  R.  W.  Bros.  T.  C.  MacNabb,  Rev.  W.  H.

So<*  that  r<  jv^n  of  D.D.G.M,  is  read  in  open  Lodge, 

I:>  c  no;i?siv>n.  the  honor  of  my  e'eoi:v>n  I  dearly  ap- 
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predate.  Unbounded  enthusiasm,  interest  and  har- 
mony is  predominant  throughout  the  district,  which,  to 
me,  with  the  success  attending  my  humble  eflForts  in  ad- 
justing several  little  diflferences  has  proved  a  rich  re- 
ward.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

In  presenting  my  report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry 
in  St.  Clair  District,  No.  2,  during  the  past  year,  I  wish 
at  the  outset  to  express  my  due  appreciation  to  the 
brethren  of  the  district  for  the  expression  of  confidence 
in  electing  me  to  the  high  office  of  D.D.G.M.,  as  well 
as  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me  dur- 
ing my  official  term. 

I  have  visited  each  Lodge  in  the  District  at  least  once, 
with  the  exception  of  Ionic  Lodge,  No.  328. 

No  meetings  have  been  held  by  the  latter  for  some 
years  past,  and  although  every  eflFort  was  made  by  both 
the  W.  M.  and  myself  to  revive  it,  we  were  unable  to 
enlist  the  co-operation  of  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
members  to  even  open  the  Lodge. 

Apart  from  this  one  instance,  the  Order  in  the  District 
is  in  a  healthy  condition.  The  Lodges  are  generally 
officered  by  competent  craftsmen,  and  the  work  well 
executed  and  uniform.  Each  W.  M.  was  required  to 
exemplify  one  or  other  of  the  degrees,  regular  candidates 
being  in  all  cases  employed  where  such  could  be  had. 

During  these  official  visits,  while  particularly  correct- 
ing any  errors  or  deviations  from  the  authorized  work, 
I  took  occasion  to  remind  the  brethren  that  the  reputa- 
tion and  usefulness  of  the  Order  depended  mainly  upon 
the  class  of  material  admitted  into  the  ranks,  and  that 
the  applications  of  those  only  should  be  favorably  con- 
sidered who  will  reflect  honor  on  our  choice. 

To  the  officers,  having  once  accepted  the  position  to 
which  they  were  elected  or  appointed,  I  charged  it  to  be 
their  bounden  and  sacred  duty  to  be  prompt  and  regular 
in  attendance  at  Lodge  meetings,  to  make  a  careful  and 
diligent  study  of  the  work  required  of  each,  to  attain 
perfection  in  that  work,  and  that  they  acquire  a  reverexvl 
and  impressive  delivery  of  their  respeclWe  ^^tV?». 
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I  intimated  the  urgency  for  thoroughly  posting  each 
candidate  in  the  work  of  the  inferior  degree  before  being 
advarccd,  and  that  each  member  should  give  practical 
etfcci  in  their  lives  to  the  excellent  teachings  learned  at 
our  altars  in  improvement  of  mental  and  moral  facilities. 

A  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  held  at  Samia  in  the 
^iiternoun  and  evening  of  5th  December,  1901,  under  the 
auspices  of  N'ictoria  Lodge,  No.  437.  R.  W.  Bro.  Hard- 
inir.  Acting  Grand  Master;  R.  \V.  Bro.  Niel  McMillan, 
Depuiv  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan; 
R.  W  /Bro.  Worth.  D.D.G.M.  Erie  District,  No  .1,  some 
iwclv.-  P.D.D.G.M's.  and  representations  from  nearly 
every  Lodge  in  the  District  were  present. 

W.  Bro.  W  rij^hton  and  officers  of  Tuscan  Lodge,  No. 
437.  exemplified  the  first  degree,  and  VV.  Bro.  McGibbon 
and  officers  of  Mctoria  Lodge,  No.  56.  exemplified  the 
second  degree  in  the  afternoon,  the  work  in  each  degree 
heincr  rendered  in  a  manner  that  reflected  great  credit 
to  er.ch  of  the  officers  engaged. 

Throuc:h  the  kindness  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Worth,  the  third 
deqr^-'  was  exemplified  in  the  evening  by  W^  Bro. 
Givin  ard  officers  of  Windsor  Lodge,  No.  403,  of  Erie 
District.  No.  I.  The  work  was  beautifully  and  impres- 
sively rendered,  and  called  forth  well  deserved  praise 
from  the.  many  Grand  Lodge  officers  present. 

The  presentation  by  R.  \\\  Bro.  Weir,  on  behalf  of  the 
District,  of  a  handsome  P.D.D.G.M.  regalia  to  R.  W. 
Bro.  Parks,  and  an  address  of  welcome  to  R.  W.  Bro. 
Harding,  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  brought  to  a  close 
the  husniess  portion  of  one  of  the  largest,  most  enthu- 
siastic and  successful  Lodges  of  Instruction  ever  held 
in  the  District,  but  those  present  will  never  forget  the 
h  ndsom?  manner  in  which  all  were  entertained  and 
banqueted  at  the  Hotel  Vendome  by  the  brethren  of 
Victoria  and  Tuscan  Lodges,  to  whose  efforts  is  largely 
due  the  success  of  the  meeting. 

Disp  nsations  were  gr-^nted  to  PetroHa  Lodge,  No. 
T()4,  and  Washington  Lodge.  No.  260,  to  instal  officers; 
to  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  56,  and  Tuscan  Lodge,  No.  437, 
t'>  attend  the  laying  of  a  corner  stone  of  the  Masonic 
Temple.  Port  Huron,  and  to  attend  Divine  service,  and 
to  Washington  Lodge,  No.  260.  to  attend  Divine  service. 

The  following  deaths  have  been  reported  to  me :     Bro. 
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Willard  Slocum,  Bismarck  Lodge,  No.  419;  Bro.  Wil- 
liam Mitchell,  Bismarck  Lodge,  No.  419,  and  Bro.  Stew- 
art Henry  Vine,  of  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  56. 

My  first  official  visit,  accompanied  by  Bro.  J.  S.  Wil- 
liams, of  Havelock  Lodge,  No.  238,  was  on  19th  Novem- 
ber, 1901,  to  St.  Clair  Lodge,  No.  425.-  The  first  de- 
gree was  exemplified  by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Stokes  and 
officers  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  This  Lodge  has 
done  considerable  work  the  past  year,  and  is  in  a  good 
financial  condition.  The  dues  are  well  looked  after  and 
the  books  well  kept  by  the  efficient  secretary,  W.  Bro. 
Cowan.  The  Lodge  register  indicates  an  enthusiastic 
membership. 

Leopold  Lodge,  No.  397,  was  visited  on  20th  Novem- 
ber, 1901,  Bro.  J.  S.  Williams  also  accompanying  me. 
This  Lodge  had  suffered  from  a  fire  in  January,  1901, 
the  loss  of  their  entire  furniture  and  regalia,  and  had 
hardly  got  established  in  their  new  lodge  rooms  at  the 
time  of  my  visit.  It  was  a  pleasing  feature  to  note  the 
interest  taken  by  so  many  P.M's.  The  W.  M.,  W.  Bro. 
Smith,  passed  two  candidates  to  the  second  degree,  and 
the  work  was  fairly  well  done.  A  little  more  practice 
or  a  few  rehearsals  to  familiarize  the  officers  with  their 
respective  chairs  is  needed.  The  prospects  of  the  Lodge 
are  good,  but  too  great  an  arrearage  of  dues  is  per- 
mitted. The  Lodge  has  an  efficient  Secretary  in  W. 
Bro.  Leacock. 

On  9th  December,  1901,  I  visited  Bismarck  Lodge, 
No.  419.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members 
and  visitors,  and  the  most  fraternal  feeling  exists  be- 
tween Bismarck  and  the  Sarnia  Lodges,  exchange  of 
visits  being  frequent.  Two  candidates  were  raised  to 
the  Sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  the  W.M.,  W. 
Bro.  Clark,  officiating  at  one,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  George 
the  second,  the  work  being  ably  and  impressively  done 
by  those  taking  part.  The  accuracy  is  in  evidence  of 
the  watchfulness  and  interest  which  R.  W.  Bro.  George 
still  entertains  towards  the  Order. 

Havelock  Lodge,  No.  238,  was  visited  27th  Decem- 
ber, 1901,  the  work  being  a  candidate  for  the  third  de- 
gree. The  rendition  showed  a  lack  of  practice,  and 
the  officers  were  urged  to  take  frequent  rehearsals  so  as 
to  gain  confidence  in  themselves.      Bro.  Watt  is  a  pains- 
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taking  Secretary,  a  regular  attendant,  and  looks  well 
after  the  books  and  dues. 

February  12,  1902,  I  visited  Petrolia  Lodge,  No.  194, 
and  was  received  by  a  good  attendance  of  both  mem- 
bers and  visitors.  R.  W.  Bro.  Sinclair,  who  continues 
to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  craft,  was 
present  and  added  not  a  little  to  the  interest  of  the  occa- 
sion by  his  timely  remarks.  The  raising  of  a  candidate 
to  the  third  degree  was  very  accurately  done  by  the  W. 
M.,  W.  Bro.  Barrett,  assisted  by  a  staff  of  excellent  offi- 
cers. 

Cassia  Lodge,  No.  116,  was  visited  on  17th  February, 
1902,  and  although  the  evening  was  stormy  and  the 
roads  next  to  impassable,  there  was  a  good  attendance, 
a  number  b^ing  visiting  brethren  from  Arkona.  The 
exemplification  of  the  second  degree  was  creditably 
d.ne  by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Campbell.  R.  W.  Bro. 
Sutherland,  an  accurate  worker,  keeps  the  brethren  of 
Cassia  well  within  line. 

On  19th  February.  1902,  I  visited  Dufferin  Lodge, 
No.  346.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  see  the  position  this 
Lodge  has  attained  in  the  past  two  years.  Inactive  for 
many  years,  it  is  now  one  of  the  most  flourishing  in  the 
District.  The  finances  are  in  splendid  shape,  and  con- 
siderable enthusiasm  has  been  aroused  in  the  brethren. 
This  happy  state  of  affairs  has  been  brought  about  dur- 
ing the  occupancy  of  the  East  by  W.  Bro.  James,  who 
upon  the  occasion  of  my  visit  initiated  a  candidate,  ren- 
dering the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  being  ably 
assisted  by  a  staff  of  good  officers. 

February  20th,  1902,  Burns  Lodge,  No.  153,  was  vis- 
ited. A  candidate  was  initiated,  and  the  work  was 
very  impressively  rendered  by  W.  Bro.  Parker,  W.M., 
and  officers.  This  is  one  of  the  most  active  Lodges  in 
the  District,  has  many  enthusiastic  Masons  in  its  mem- 
bership, among  whom  may  be  numbered  R.  W.  Bro. 
Dr.  Harvey  and  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Brodie.  V.  W.  Bro.  Wil- 
son, the  Secretary,  is  the  right  man  in  the  right  place. 

I  visited  Washington  Lodge.  No.  260,  on  5th  March, 
1902,  R.  W.  Bros.  Sinclair  and  Milner  being  numbered 
among  the  visitors  on  this  occasion.  The  work  of  rais- 
ing a  candidate  was  very  efficiently  done,  particularly 
that  of  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  McWhorter.  The  attend- 
ance was  good. 
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Victoria  Lodge,  No.  56,  was  visited  nth  March,  1902. 
A  candid  te  was  passed  to  the  second  degree,  and  the 
present  officers  fully  maintained  the  reputation  of  the 
Lodge  for  careful  and  accurate  work.  W.  Bro.  Clark 
m  kes  an  excellent  presiding^  officer,  and  in  Bro.  Wat- 
son the  Lodge  has  a  model  Secretary. 

On  i8th  March,  1902,  I  visited  St.  John's  Lodge,  No. 
81.  A  candidate  was  raised  to  the  third  degree,  and 
the  work  done  was  only  fair.  With  a  little  application 
and  a  few  rehearsals  the  W.  M.  wojild  do  effective  work. 
A  pleasing  feature  to  be  noted  was  the  attendance  of  P. 
M's  of  advanced  years. 

I  visited  Huron  Lodge,  No.  392,  in  company  with  W. 
Bro.  McLean,  of  Wyoming.  W.  Bro.  McLean  has 
splendid  knowledge  of  the  geography  of  this  part  of  the 
District  and  makes  an  excellent  guide.  The  work  of 
initi  ting  a  candidate  was  satisfactorily  done  by  the 
whole  staff  of  officers,  and  W.  Bro.  Draper,  the  W.M., 
has  a  pleasing  and  effective  style  of  delivery.  W.  Bro. 
S.  W.  Trusler  though  a  busy  man,  finds  time  to  show 
his  ze  1  f  r  th-e  Order,  and  is  a  regular  attendant  at 
Lodge  meetings. 

In  company  with  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald,  of  Watford,  I 
visited  Arkona  Lodge,  No.  307,  on  20th  March,  1902. 
The  initiation  of  a  candidate  was  performed  to  my  satis- 
faction. There  are  few  Lodges  in  the  District  that  do 
better  work  than  Arkona,  and  for  zeal  and  devotion  to 
the  Order  the  Lodge  stands  second  to  none. 

On  26th  March,  1902,  I  visited  Tuscan  Lodge,  No. 
437,  and  was  delighted  with  the  manner  the  work  of 
raising  a  candidate  was  performed.  W.  Bro.  Cornell, 
the  W.  M.,  has  a  very  impressive  style  of  delivery,  and 
bri  igs  home  to  the  mind  of  the  candidate  the  beauties 
of  the  lessons  therein  contained.  R.  W.  Bro.  Judge 
MacWatt  and  W.  Bro.  Judge  MacKenzie  and  a  large 
attendance  of  P.M's  and  members  were  present. 

I  visited  Alexandra  Lodge,  No.  158,  in  company  with 
W.  Bro.  McLean,  of  Wyoming,  on  27th  March,  1902. 
There  has  been  a  lack  of  harmony  in  this  Lodge  the  past 
year,  but  with  the  election  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Parks  to  the 
Last  I  have  every  hope  that  harmony  will  be  restored. 
The  working  of  the  third  degree  was  satisfactorily  done 
by  the  W.M.  and  Wardens,  but  some  of  the  junior  offi- 
cers required  more  practice. 
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On  March  28th,  1902,  I  visited  Beaver  Lodge,  No. 
83.  The  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Tan- 
ner and  officers  to  the  delight  of  all  present.  W.M.,  V. 
W.  Bro.  Mallon  failed  to  find  reason  for  criticism.  There 
was  a  fair  attendance,  notwithstanding  that  a  drenching 
rain  fell  all  evening.  R.  W.  Bros.  Whitehead  and  Lind- 
say were  present,  and  made  short  interesting  and  in- 
structive addresses. 

I  visited  Forest  Lodge,  No.  263,  on  the  evening  of 
i6th  April,  1902.  This  Lodge  has  a  number  of  zealous 
Masons  wh3  take  a  pride  in  efficient  work,  and  the  ex- 
emplification of  the  first  degree  was  highly  satisfactory. 
The  attendance  was  good,  the  books  and  dues  properly 
looked  after  by  the  Secretary,  Bro.  P.  W.  Campbell. 

On  the  17th  April,  1902,  I  visited  Moore  Lodge,  No. 
294.  The  W.M.  was  unavoidably  absent  through  ser- 
ious illness  in  the  family.  The  chair,  however,  was 
taken  by  P.  M.  Brown,  who  gave  the  third  degree  in  a 
very  accurate  and  impressive  manner.  The  S.W.  also 
had  his  work  up  well,,  but  the  J.W.  requires  considerable 
application  and  practice  in  his  position.  The  other  offi- 
cers did  fairly  well,  but  I  would  urge  again,  as  I  did 
on  that  occasion,  that  meeting  nights,  if  no  other  work 
on,  should  hz  made  lodges  of  instruction  for  the  prac- 
tice of  the  several  degrees. 

June  i8th,  1902,  was  the  occasion  of  my  official  visit 
to  Alvinston  Lodge,  No.  323.  W.  Bro.  Martyn  and  offi- 
cers of  Alvinston  had  exemplified  the  third  degree  at 
my  request  at  the  Lod^e  of  Instruction  for  Erie  Dis- 
trict, No.  I,  held  at  Windsor  on  6th  December,  1901. 
and  received  due  compliment  from  the  R.  W.  the  Acting 
Grand  Master,  for  their  accurate  work.  Upon  the  date 
of  this  visit  the  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  the  W. 
i*x.,  W.  Bro.  Gordon  and  officers,  and  fully  upheld  the 
reputation  of  the  Lodge  for  accurate  and  impressive 
work.  The  J.W.  is  deserving  of  special  mention  for 
eflFective  rendition  of  the  lecture.  Bro.  R.  Code  is  an 
excellent  Secretary. 

The  credit  of  the  present  satisfactory  condition  of  Ma- 
sonry in  St.  Clair  District  is  to  a  large  extent  due  to  the 
eflforts  of  the  conscientions  painstaking  officers  who 
have  pr:Cr~de.d  me  in  the  occupancy  of  the  important 
position,    but    great    credit  must  also  be  given   to  the 
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Lodges  themselves  for  the  wise  discretion  exercised  in 
the  selection  of  competent  officers. 

Before  concluding  I  again  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  brethren  for  the  kind  and  hospitable  manner  in 
which  I  was  every  where  received.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  have  the  honor  of  presenting 
my  report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  London  Dis- 
trict No.  3,  for  the  current  year,  and  in  doing  so  I  like- 
wise extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  brethren  of  the 
District  for  the  honor  they  have  conferred  on  me  in 
unanimously  electing  me  to  the  high  and  responsible 
position  of  D.D.G.M. 

Being  the  representative  of  the  largest  District  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  not  having  appointed  a  W.  Bro.  to 
assist  me  in  acting  as  secretary,  I  had  a  great  deal  of 
correspondence  to  attend  to,  but  I  have  endeavored  to 
be  prompt,  and  I  hope  that  the  brethren  have  no  com- 
plaints in  this  regard. 

It  is  with  deep  regrret  that  every  member  of  the  craft 
in  my  district  learned  on  September  9th,  1901,  that  our 
Grand  Master,  the  late  M.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford, 
had  p2ssed  away.  While  his  death  was  felt  by  every 
brother  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Can- 
ada, we  in  No.  3  District  more  deeply  deplored  it  on 
account  of  our  intimate  connection  with  him  in  Masonry 
for  a  number  of  years.  He  had  gained  the  summit  of 
his  ambition,  which  was  to  fill  the  highest  position  which 
was  in  the  hands  and  was  the  gift  of  his  brethren.  Few 
have  fulfilled  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  office,  to 
which  he  had  been  elected,  better  than  the  late  M.  W. 
Bro.  He  took  a  lively  interest  in  all  branches  of  Ma- 
sonry, and  there  were  few  positions  of  honor  and  trust 
that  he  had  not  fulfilled  with  credit  to  himself  and  satis- 
faction to  the  craft.  His  Masonic  zeal  was  great,  and 
he  tried  in  his  life  and  daily  intercourse  to  exemplify 
those  beautiful  teachings  which  Masonry  inculcate.  His 
advice,  which  was  always  kindly  given,  was  ever  on  the 
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side  of  right,  truth  and  justice.      We  shall  never  forget 
his  kindly  word,  his  cheerful  smile  and  his  good  example. 
"I  cannot  say,  and  1  will  not  say 
Tuat  he  is  d^ad.  he's  jast  away." 

I  have  also  to  record  the  sudden  and  unexpected 
death  of  W.  Bro.  Alex.  Findlay,  of  St.  John's  Lodge, 
No.  20,  of  London,  a  short  time  after  the  demise  of  the 
Grand  Master.  Bro.  Findlay  was  an  enthusiast  in  the 
different  Masonic  bodies  with  which  he  was  connected, 
and  his  death  was  very  much  deplored. 

It  was  the  request  of  the  Acting  Grand  Master  that  a 
Lodge  of  Instruction  be  held,  and  it  was  my  intention  to 
do  so,  but  owing  to  the  way  my  District  is  located  geo- 
graphically, and  on  the  furtherance  of  my  official  visits, 
I  found  the  work  b^ing  performed  in  a  uniform  man- 
ner, and  I  did  not  consider  it  necessary;  on  the  other 
hand  I  advised  an  interchange  of  visits  between  the  dif- 
ferent Lodges,  which  I  am  pleased  to  say  took  place  in 
a  great  many  of  them.  I  think  that  having  the  officers 
of  on 2  Lodge  visiting  another  and  conferring  degrees 
is  a  means  of  perfecting  them  in  the  work,  as  they  will 
prepare  and  practice  as  they  otherwise  would  not  do 
in  order  to  maintain  the  standard  of  their  Mother 
Lodp^e.  I  also  advised  to  adopt  the  practice  of  having 
some  well  read  brother  address  them  on  interesting 
topics  concerning  Masonry,  which  I  am  pleased  to  know 
has  been  done  by  well  informed  brethren.  During  my 
visits  where  I  found  the  work  somewhat  loosely  done 
(which  I  am  pleased  to  say  was  only  on  a  couple  of  oc- 
casions), I  hive  impressed  the  officers  the  necessity  of 
getting  it  accurately,  and  to  that  end  of  having  frequent 
rJiearsals. 

As  the  regalia  of  the  D.D.G.M.,  belonging  to  the  Dis- 
trict had  become  much  the  worse  of  wear,  I  made  appli- 
cation to  all  the  Lodges  for  the  necessary  funds  to  pur- 
chase a  new  set,  and  my  applications  were  promptly  re- 
sponded to. 

I  have  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  my  District  on  their 
regular  meeting  nights,  with  two  exceptions,  being  com- 
pelled to  rsk  for  two  emergency  meetings  in  order  to 
carry  cut  my  arrsngements.  I  only  disappointed  on 
one  occasion,  and  that  was  owing  to  being  snow-bound. 

On  my  return  from  Grand  Lodge,  after  my  election 
to  the  office  of  D.D.G.M.,  I  was  given  a  reception  by  my 
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own  Lodge,  Warren,  No.  120,  Fingal,  at  which  there 
were  a  number  of  members  and  visiting  brothers  pres- 
ent, It  which  a  number  of  flattering  references  to  my 
election  were  made.  I  refer  to  this,  as  it  is  such  expres- 
sions as  these  which  give  a  person  heart  to  perform  the 
duties  appertaining  to  the  office  to  which  they  have  been 
elected,  and  makes  those  duties  a  pleasure,  and  I  know 
they  greitly  encouraged  me  in  assuming  the  duties  of 
my  newly  elected  office. 

I  have  issued  the  following  dispensations :  To  appear 
in  pub.ic,  clothed  as  Masons  for  Divine  service,  St. 
Thomas  Lodge,  No.  44 ;  Cameron  Lodge,  No.  232 ;  Mt. 
Olivet,  No.  300;  St.  Davids,  No.  302,  and  Warren,  I^o. 
120;  at  homes,  St.  John's  and  St.  George's;  chapters, 
London. 

During  the  year  I  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  District 
at  least  once,  and  some  of  them  twice.  I  gave  each 
Lodge  due  notice  of  my  intended  visit,  and  was  always 
welcomed  by  a  large  number  of  visitors,  as  well  as  mem- 
bers of  the  Lodge  visited.  I  received  on  all  occasions 
the  greatest  hospitality,  and  the  "  fourth  degree"  was 
always  looked  on  as  an  hour  of  great  social  benefit.  In 
every  case  the  Lodge  of  my  official  visit  kindly  con- 
tributed to  my  expenses. 

By  authority  of  the  Grand  Master  I  healed  Bros.  Robt. 
Whitton  in  St.  John's,  No.  20  and  Bro.  Wangenhein  in 
Union  Lodge,  No.  380,  members  of  the  so-called  Grand 
Lodee  of  Ontario.  Each  became  affiliated  with  the 
Lodges  above  mentioned  respectively. 

While  the  membership  of  the  Lodges  has  almost,  with- 
out exception,  been  steadily  growing,  it  has  been  in- 
creased, not  at  the  expense  of  quality,  but  as  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  judge  the  new  members  entering  have 
been  of  the  very  brightest  class,  and  likely  to  prove  a 
credit  to  the  craft  in  every  way.  I  have  endeavored 
to  impress  upon  the  brethren  in  the  different  Lodges  to 
be  careful  of  their  ballot,  and  to  see  that  no  one  who 
would  not  make  a  worthy  brother  is  admitted,  as  the 
misd  meanor  of  one  unworthy  member  would  be 
pointed  out,  while  the  good  acts  of  hundreds  of  excellent 
brethren  would  be  passed  unnoticed. 

On  February  20th,  1902,  the  St.  Thomas  Lodges  were 
honored  by  a  fraternal  visit  from  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
t'^r,  R.  W.  Bro.  Judge  Hording.       There  were  a  great 
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number  of  m.mbers  cf  St.  Thomas,  No.  44,  and  St. 
David's,  No.  302,  present,  also  brethren  from  the  sur- 
rounding rural  Lodges.  The  Acting  Grand  Master 
and  myself  were  received  with  the  usual  honors.  W. 
Bro.  J.'  A.  Fitzpatrick,  W.M.  of  St.  David's  Lodge,  No. 
302,  together  with  his  officers,  conferred  the  first  degree 
on  Bro.  Baldwin.  The  manner  in  which  the  work  was 
done  brought  forth  eulogy  from  our  honored  guest  and 
other  visitors.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Lodge  work 
the  brethren  adjourned  to  Bro.  Spencer's  new  banquet- 
ing hall,  where  an  elegant  spread  awaited  the  Acting 
Grand  Master.  A  couple  of  hours  were  spent  pleasant- 
ly in  song,  recitation,  and  a  brilliant  speech  by  Rt.  Wor. 
Bro.  Harding.  W.  Bro.  T.  H.  Caughell,  W.M.  of  St. 
Thomas  Lodge.  No.  44,  occupied  the  chair  in  his  usual 
happy  manner. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  brethren  of  McCoU 
IvOdge,  West  Lome,  I  received  an  invitation  to  be  pres- 
ent on  the  evening  of  April  24,  1902,  when  I  met  R.  W. 
Bro.  Worth,  D.D.G.M.  of  Erie  District  No.  i.  W.  Bro. 
Henry  Roe  accompanied  me  on  this  occasion.  Was 
received  in  a  very  fraternal  manner  by  Rt.  W.  Bro. 
Worth,  who,  being  an  old  personal  friend,  I  was  pleased 
to  see  in  his  official  capacity.  It  was  the  occasion  of  a 
visit  from  Lome  Lodge,  No.  282,  Glencoe,  the  W.M., 
W.  Bro.  French,  and  officers  of  Lome  Lodge,  conferred 
the  third  degree  on  Bro.  Dr.  Hyttenrande,  of  Appin,  a 
vjlusteer  candidate,  which  they  did  in  a  perfect  man- 
ner. We  were  afterwards  entertained  to  a  fourfh  de- 
gree, for  which  the  West  Lome  brethren  cannot  be  too 
highly  commended. 

Accompanied  the  officers  of  St.  David's  Lodge  on 
Good  Friday,  in  a  special  car,  per  M.C.R.,  to  pay  a  re- 
turn visit  to  Great  Western  Lodge,  Windsor.  We  were 
welcomed  by  the  brethren  of  Windsor  in  a  most  frater- 
nal manner,  and  although  there  was  a  great  downpour 
of  rain  during  the  greater  part  of  the  day  and  night,  we 
enjoyed  our  visit.  On  our  arrival  at  Windsor,  after 
partaking  of  lunch  at  the  Crawford  House,  we  were 
kindly  taken  to  visit  Palestine  Lodge,  Detroit,  which 
was  in  sssion,  during  the  afternoon.  We  were  well 
received  by  the  American  brethren,  and  thoroughly  ap- 
preciated their  work  and  enjoyed  their  kindness.       In 
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the  evening  in  Great  Western  Lodge  the  W.M.  and  offi- 
cers of  St.  David's  Lodge  conferred  the  first  degree, 
after  which  we  were  entertained  at  a  banquet  in  their 
spacious  banquetting  hall,  which  proved  a  great  success, 
and  the  visitors  were  high  in  their  praise  of  the  Windsor 
brethren,  W.  Bro.  Geo.  E.  White,  P.M.,  Great  Western 
Lodge,  being  toastmaster.  Met  R.  W.  Bro.  Wigle  and 
several  other  past  Grand  Lodge  officers. 

On  the  23rd  January,  1902,  was  present  in  London  at 
the  ceremony  of  dedicating  the  Blue  Room  in  the  Ma- 
sonic Temple,  which  ceremony  was  performed  by  the 
Acting  Grand  Master  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding,  assisted  by 
Grand  Lodge  officers  and  Past  Grand  Lodge  officers  of 
London  District  and  surrounding  country.  The  inau- 
gural ball  in  honor  of  the  Grand  Master,  which  was  held 
in  the  evening  proved  a  g^eat  success. 

Have  assisted  during  the  year  in  the  ceremony  of  the 
funeral  services  at  the  burial  of  Bro.  Piper,  St.  Paul's 
Lodge,  No.  107;  Bro.  Mclntyre,  Belmont  Lodge,  No. 
190;  Bros.  T.  Ward  and  J.  H.  Still,  St.  Thomas  Lodge, 
No.  44. 

St.  Thomas  Lodge,  No.  44:  To  this  Lodge  I  paid 
my  official  visit  on  October  3rd,  190 1.  There  was  a 
large  attendance  of  members  and  visiting  brethren  pres- 
ent, all  the  officers  were  in  their  respective  stations  with 
the  exceptios  of  the  Senior  Warden  and  Junior  Deacon, 
the  brethren  filling  those  vacant  offices  very  acceptably. 
The  W.M.  and  officers  exemplified  the  first  degree  very 
creditably,  and  the  rendition  of  the  lecture  by  the  J.W., 
Bro.  Dr.  Kennedy,  was  perfect,  being  given  with  a  great 
deal  of  ease  and  correctness.  The  energetic  Secretary^ 
R.  W.  Bro.  Slater,  is  a  very  careful  and  competent 
brother,  and  receives  great  credit  from  his  Lodge  for  his 
untiring  energy  in  keeping  the  Lodge  in  so  healthy  a 
state.  The  outlook  of  this  Lodge  is  very  bright,  at- 
tendance is  large,  harmony  prevails,  and  the  financial 
standing  is  good,  very  few  of  the  members  being  in  ar- 
rears. I  also  visited  this  Lodge  on  the  occasion  of  the 
reception  of  the  St.  Thomas  Lodges  to  the  Acting  Grand 
Master  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding  on  the  20th  February,  1902, 
also  at  their  regular  meeting  in  April,  when  several  de- 
grees were  conferred  by  ^.  M.  Caughell  and  officers  in 
an  impressive  and  correct  manner.       I  was  pleased  to 
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meet  on  this  occasion  R.  W.  Bros.  Mooney,  of  Stratford; 
Tait,  of  Toronto,  and  Dubber,  in  his  mother  Lodge, 
also  W.  Bro.  Rev.  Dr.  Young.  Old  44  entertained  the 
visitors  in  the  banquetting  hall  to  a  substantial  repast, 
which  brought  the  large  number  of  brethren  in  closer 
touch,  in  song  and  sentiment,  one  with  another.  The 
usual  Masonic  toasts  were  proposed,  which  brought 
forth  happy  and  thoughtful  responses. 

Mount  Olivet,  No.  300:  On  the  evening  of  October 
22nd,  1901,  I  visited  Mount  Olivet  Lodge,  No.  300,  at 
Thorndale.  and  was  received  with  that  cordiality  and 
true  Masonic  kindness  characteristic  of  the  brethren  of 
this  Lodge.

W  V.  W.  Bro.  W.  C.  Fitzgerald,  of  Union,  No.  380. 
This  Lodge  is  blessed  with  a  good  Secretary  in  Bro. 
Meade  W.  Wright.  After  the  Lodge  was  closed  we 
adjourned  to  the  banqueting  hall,  where  a  pleasant  hour 
was  spent  in  that  social  and  fraternal  intercourse,  inter- 
spersed with  speech  and  song  which  Masons  so  thor- 
oughly know  how  to  enjoy  and  appreciate. 

Deleware  Valley  Lodge,  No.  358:  Accompanied  by 
W.  Bro.  Henry  Roe,  of  St.  Thomas,  No.  44,  I  visited 
this  Lodge  on  October  25th,  1901.  There  was  a  large 
turnout  of  members  on  that  occasion,  which  I  believe  is 
the  general  rule.  There  being  no  degree  work,  the 
Master  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees  in  a  fair 
manner.  The  Secretary  is  a  very  capable  man  to  fill 
this  important  position,  and  looks  well  after  the  finances 
of  the  Lodee.  The  officers  seemed  active  and  inter- 
ested in  their  duties,  and  I  am 'sure  this  Lodge  has  rea- 
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son  to  expect  good  results  in  the  future.  An  adjourn- 
ment was  made  to  Hall's  Hotel,  where  a  pleasant  hour 
was  spent  in  the  usual  Masonic  style. 

St.  Georges,  No.  42,  London :  My  visit  was  on  No- 
vember 7th,  1901.  The  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  J.  H.  Deeks, 
was  in  his  place.  There  was  a  fair  attendance  of  mem- 
bers and  visitors,  and  great  interest  manifested.  No 
degree  work  was  on  hand,  but  the  W.M.  and  officers 
went  through  the  opening  and  closing  in  the  several  de- 
grees, which  was  well  done.  The  membership  is  com- 
posed of  some  very  active  Past  Masters.  Was  pleased 
to  meet  R.  W.  Bro.  A.  B.  Munson,  who  is  a  member  of 
this  Lodge.  W.  Bro.  Ellis  is  a  painstaking  and  effi- 
cient Secretary.  Was  sorry  they  had  no  degree  work 
on  hand,  but  judging  from  the  manner  in  which  they 
did  the  other  business  of  the  evening,  I  believe  the  de- 
gree work  would  have  been  equally  well  done.  A  light 
lunch  was  served  in  the  banqueting  hall  and  a  social 
hour  was  spent. 

Doric  Lodge.,  No.  289,  Lobo:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
November  21st,  1901.  Was  a  little  late  in  arriving  at 
the  Ledge  room,  and  found  the  brethren  busy  rehears- 
ing their  work  in  order  that  they  might  give  a  proper 
account  of  themselves.  Was  rightly  received  and  hon- 
ored as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  V.  W. 
Bro.  J.  D.  Dewar  and  officers  having  no  degree  work, 
opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees  in  a  fairly  cor- 
rect manner.  This  Lodge  has  many  active  Past  Mas- 
ters, ard  one  drawback  seems  to  be  the  long  distance 
some  of  the  brethren  are  from  their  Lodge.  I  did  not 
meet  the  Secretary,  he  being  away  from  his  Lodge  on 
account  of  the  illness  of  his  brother.  This  was  the  only 
Secretary  I  did  not  meet  during  njy  official  visits.  This 
Lodge  has  not  made  any  progress  for  the  past  few  years 
in  regard  to  increase  of  membership,  but  am  creditably 
informed  that  new  life  will  come  soon.  Was  entertained 
at  conclusion  of  Lodge  work  to  a  banquet. 

Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  No.  171,  Lawrence  Station: 
My  official  inspection  was  made  November  29th,  1901, 
accompanied  from  St.  Thomas  by  W.  Bros.  Robt.  Mc- 
Cully  and  John  Couse,  Past  Masters  of  St.  Thomas 
Lodge,  No.  44.  I  was  also  pleased  to  meet  W.  Bro. 
Norman  and  Bro.  Oliver  from  my  mother  Lodge,  War- 
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ren,  No.  120,  Fingal.  There  was  no  degree  work  on 
hand,  and  I  was  somewhat  disappointed  in  the  manner 
in  which  the  other  work  was  performed.  It  seemed  to 
be  carelessness  and  lack  of  appreciation  an  behalf  of  the 
W.  M.  and  some  of  his  officers.  It  was  their  regular 
meeting  for  election  of  officers  which  I  witnessed,  and  be- 
lieve the  new  officers  will  give  a  good  account  of  them- 
selves. This  Lodge  is  making  rapid  progress  in  re- 
gard to  increase  of  membership,  and  are  receiving  new 
energetic  material,  which  in  a  short  time  will  make  first- 
class  officers.  They  are  comfortably  situated  in  their 
small  Lodge  room,  their  finances  good,  and  I  look  upon 
their  future  as  very  bright.  The  fourth  degree  was 
well  attended,  and  some  witty  addresses  were  given  by 
visitors  and  brethren, 

Corinthian  Lodge.  No.  330,  London :  I  officially  vis- 
ited this  Lodge  at  their  regular  meeting  December  3rd, 
1901.  There  was  a  large  attendance  of  members,  in- 
cluding visitors,  among  whom  were  a  number  of  past 
Grand  Lodge  officers.  I  was  well  received,  being  in- 
troduced by  a  past  Grand  Lodge  officer.  This  was 
night  for  election  of  officers,  which  I  was  pleased  to  wit- 
ness. It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  see  the  business  of  the 
Lodge  transacted  in  a  prompt  and  business  like  manner, 
and  I  must  congratulate  W.  Bro.

The  election 
passed  off  with  the  greatest  harmony  prevailing,  and  I 
believe  elected  an  energetic  and  painstaking  set  of  offi- 
cers. There  was  no  degree  work,  and  at  my  request  the 
W.M.  and  officers  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  de- 
grees in  a  perfect  manner.  V.  W.  Bro.  H.  C.  Simpson 
keeps  the  books  in  a  methodical  and  careful  way,  and 
the  finances  are  well  handled  by  V.  W.  Bro.

Morgan,  which,  I  believe,  leaves  a  very  dis- 
tinct impression.  Recently  this  Lodge  has  moved  its 
quarters  to  the  elegant  blue  lodge  room  in  the  Masonic 
'lemple.  At  the  close  of  the  Lodge  we  adjourned  to 
the  banquetting  room,  where  "  A  feast  of  reason  and  a 
flow  of  soul  "  ended  a  very  enjoyable  evening. 

King  Solomon  Lodge,  No.  378,  London :  On  the  9th 
of  January,  1902,  at  the  request  of  Acting  Grand  Master 
R.  W.  Bro.  Judge  H-^rding,  I  performed  the  pleasing 
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duty  of  dedicating  the  new  Lodge  room  for  this  Lodge'. 
I  also  on  the  same  evening  Visited  them  officially.  I 
was  ably  assisted  by  many  past  Grand  Lodge  officers, 
and  Past  Masters  of  my  District.  Was  accompanied 
from  St.  Thomas  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Dubber,  and  W.  Bros.

The  other  officers  of  the  Lodge  were  in  their 
respective  places  and  did  their  work  well.  $ome  of  the 
officers  were  backward  and  did  not  speak  out,  which 
was  due  to  nervousness  caused  by  the  presence  of  the 
representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Secretary,  W. 
Bro  Mongar,  looks  after  his  work  well,  and  the  S.W., 
Bro.  Bowey,  delivered  his  lecture  in  a  manner  reflecting 
great  credit  on  his  Lodge.  A  pleasing  feature  of  this 
meeting  was  the  presentation  of  a  Past  Master's  jewel 
to  W.  Gro.  Ironsides,  who  was  taking  his  departure  for 
the  west.

St.  Paul's  Lodge,  No.  107,  Lambeth :  I  paid  my  offi- 
cial visit  to  this  Lodge  February  19th,  accompanied  by 
W.  Bro.  Henry  Roe,  P.M.  St.  Thomas  Lodge,  No.  44- 
This  is  the  Mother  Lodge  of  my  predecessor,  P.D.D.G. 
M.  R.  W.  Bro.  Thomicroft,  who  introduced  me  to  the 
m  mbers  of  his  Lodge  in  fitting  terms.  There  was  a. 
large  attendance  of  the  brethren,  and  a  'bus  load  of  the 
London  brethren  had  driven  out,  among  whom  were  V. 
W.  Bro.  Essery,  W.  Bros.  O.  Ellwood  and  Tancock,  of 
St.  John's,  No.  20;  W.  Bro  John  Lawson,  Union,  No. 
380.  and  m-^ny  others.      On  my  arrival  I  was  informed 
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they  had  two  candidates  for  initiation,  but  later  on  the 
candidates  could  not  be  found  and  I  had  to  content  my- 
self without  seeing  degree  work.  The  W.M.  and  offi- 
cers conducted  the  other  work  fairly  well.  On  the  i8th 
of  June  I  again  visited  this  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
forming the  pleasing  duty  of  presenting  R.  W.  Bro.

The  financial  condi- 
tion of  this  Lodge  is  healthy,  the  officers  take  a  deep 
interest  in  the  work,  and  harmony  prevails.  V.  W. 
Bro.  M.  D.  Dawson  is  a  very  efficient  Secretary,  and 
looks  well  after  the  dues.  Was  pleased  to  meet  R.  W. 
Bro.  A.  B.  Greer  and  a  number  of  Past  Masters.  The 
social  hour  was  very  pleasantly  spent. 

King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  394,  Thamesford :  Paid 
my  official  inspection  to  this  Lodge  April  i6th,  1902. 
Was  met  in  London  by  V.  W.  Bro.  W.  C.  Fitzgerald 
and  W.  Bro.  John  Lawson,  of  Union,  No.  380,  and  Bro. 
D.  Bone,  of  St.  John's,  No.  209a,  and  driven  a  distance 
of  twelve  miles  to  Thamesford.  All  the  officers  were  in 
their  respective  stations  except  the  W.M.,  who  since  his 
election  has  changed  his  place  of  residence,  being  now  a 
considerable  distance  from  his  Lodge.     One  of  the  Past 
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Masters  took  the  East,  and  there  being  no  degree  work 
on,  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees  in  a  com- 
petent manner.  Bro.  Clubb  is  a  very  efficient  Secre- 
tary.

A  happier 
and  mere  harmonious  lot  of  brethren  is  not  anywhere 
else  to  be  found.  ♦ 

Belmont  Lodge,  No.  190,  Belmont:  This  Lodge  I 
visited  March  21st,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Henry  Roe. 
I  did  not  acquaint  this  Lodge  of  my  intended  visit  until 
the  night  previous,  and  there  was  only  a  fair  attendance 
of  its  members.  Was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  John 
Boyd,  P.D.D.G.M.  of  London  District,  whom  I  was 
pleased  to  meet,  and  was  received  most  cordially  by  the 
W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Lawson.  A  candidate  was  initiated  by 
the  W.M.  and  his  officers  in  a  very  fair  manner,  which 
I  criticized  somewhat  in  a  friendly  way.      In  this  Lof^e:? 
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there  seems  to  be  a  lack  of  application  on  the  part  ot 
some  of  its  officers.  W.  Bro.  McMillan  looks  after  the 
finances  of  the  Lodge  in  good  style,  and  keeps  a  neat 
and  correct  set  of  books.  The  Lodge  is  making  a  steady 
increase  each  year.

A.  G.  McWhinney,  P.G.S.W.,  and 
was  cordially  received  on  behalf  of  the  Lodge  by  the 
W.M.,  W.  Bro.  McBride.  Was  pleased  with  the  prompt 
manner  in  which  the  business  of  the  Lodge  was  trans- 
acted and  the  feeling  which  existed  among  the  brethren 
toward  worthy  charitable  institutions.

On  the  evening  of  my  official  visit  the  brethren  from  St.

This  is  the  largest  Lodge  in  the  District,    and    1    am

this  Lodge  and  St.  John's,  No.  20,  are  permitted  to  do, 
in  the  presence  of  an  immense  number  of  brethren,  sev- 
eral of  whom  had  not  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  any 
previous  work  done  in  the  Irish  rite.  The  work  was 
tx.mplified,  as  far  as  I  could  understand,  in  a  perfect 
manner,  beinj  very  impressive.

John  Lawson,  Union,  No.  380,  driving 
me  out  with  his  beautiful  turnout.  Was  given  a  very 
honorabh  rec.pti:n  by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Woods. 
There  was  not  a  large  attendance  of  members,  which,  I 
believe,  has  been  the  case  for  the  past  couple  of  years, 
in  this  Lodge  there  seems  to  be  two  factions,  one  fight- 
ing the  other  in  anything  but  a  Masonic  spirit.  Several 
qu  stions  were  submitted  for  my  ruling,  which  I  gave 
the  W.M.,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
incoming  Masonic  year  will  see  their  differences  amica- 
bly settled  and  th^  brethren  of  Merrill  Lodge  will  be- 
come harmoniously  united.  I  believe  their  difficulty 
arose  on  the  night  of  their  election  of  officers  in  1901. 
Was  pleased  to  meet  R.  W.  Bro.  Capt.  Robson,  P.D.D. 
G.M.,  who  initiated  me  into  Masonry.  We  were  after- 
wards entertained  to  a  banquet  at  the  hotel  and  a  pleas- 
ant hour  spent. 

Warren  Lodge,  No.  120,  Fingal :  On  my  return  from 
Grind  Lodge,  after  being  elected  D.D.G.M.,  I  visited 
this,  my  Mother  Lodge,  and  was  pleased  with  the  man- 
ner in  which  my  brethren  received  the  honor  which  had 
been  bestowed  upon  one  of  their  members.  On  April 
22nd.   1902,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  St.  Thomas

members  and  members  from  other  places,  I  paid  my 
official  visit.  There  was  a  good  turnout  of  members

The  Lodge  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  having  initiated 
three  new  members  and  received  three  new  applications 
at  their  last  regular  meeting.  Excellent  officers  are  in 
the  chairs,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  good  material  to  fol- 
low. It  is  the  intention  of  the  members  to  attend  divine 
service  on  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  July  6th,  when  W. 
Bro.  Dr.  Young,  of  St.  Thomas,  will  address  them. 

Union  Lodge,  No.  380,  London:  I  inspected  this 
Lodge  May  12th,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Leitch. 
Was  received  cordially  by  the  W.M.,  being  introduced 
by  R.  W.  Bro.  G.  F.  Morris,  P.D.D.G.M.  of  No.  3  Dis- 
trict. This  Lodge  has  many  able  Masters,  who  appear 
to  take  a  deep  interest  in  the  work  and  prosperity  of  the 
Lodge.

Was  pleased  to 
see  a  number  of  Past  Masters  present,  who  take  a  lively 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  this  Lodge.  There  was  a  can- 
didate for  initiation,  and  the  W.M.  informed  me  that  he 
had  not  conferred  any  degrees  and  was  unable  to  do  so. 
Upon  request  W.  Bro.  Guest,  I.P.M.,  of  Mount  Olivet 
Lodge,  initiated  the  candidate  in  a  correct  manner,  be- 
ing assisted  by  V.  W.  Bro.  R.  Guest.  This  was  the  first 
time  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  my  youngest  brother 
"  Jim  "  confer  the  degree  work,  and  I  was  pleased  with 
it.  In  regard  to  electing  officers  in  this  Lodge,  I  can- 
not top  strongly  condemn  the  practice  of  electing  offi- 
cers to  positions  that  they  cannot,  or  will  not,  fill  proper- 
ly.    Merit  alone  should  guide  in  this  matter.      The  S. 
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W.  was  somewhat  nervous.  This  Lodge  has  some  new 
material  which  will  make  good  officers.  The  instruc- 
tions that  I  gave  in  the  work  were  listened  to  atten- 
tively, and  evidently  appreciated. 

St.  David's  Lodge,  No.  302,  St.  Thomas:  The  cir- 
cuit of  my  visitations  was  completed  by  visiting  this 
Lod^^e.  At  my  request  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  J.  A.  Kil- 
patrick,  called  an  emergency  meeting  of  this  Lodge  on 
June  6th,  1902,  in  order  that  I  might  inspect  it.  The 
W.M.  and  officers  were  in  their  respective  places.  Hav- 
ing s:en  this  Lodge  work  on  two  previous  occasions, 
and  knowing  the  class  of  work  they  did,  I  expected  it  to 
be  cf  the  very  highest  quality,  and  my  expectation  was 
thoroughly  gratified.  One  candidate,  Bro.  Baldwin, 
who  I  saw  initiated  in  the  presence  of  the  Acting  Grand 
Master,  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding,  was  raised  to  the  Sublime 
degree  of  a  Master  Mason  in  a  correct  and  impressive 
m  nner  by  the  W.M.,  who  is  a  close  worker.  This 
Lodge  is  the  banner  Lodge  in  my  District  in  regard  to 
increase  in  membership,  their  total  increase  during  1901 
being  41.  They  have  a  snug  little  bank  account,  and 
prospects  are  bright.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  Lewis,  keeps 
a  set  of  books  second  to  none  in  the  District,  being  neat 
and  accurate.  A  pleasing  feature  was  the  presentation 
of  a  PcSt  Master's  jewel  to  W.  Bro.  C.  Scrace,  jr.,  by 
W.  Bro.  R.  H.  McConnell,  LP.M.,  on  behalf  of  the 
Ledge.  Was  pleased  to  see  R.  W.  Bro.  Dubber,  St. 
Thomas  Lodge,  No.  44,  P.D.D.G.M.  of  No.  3  District, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education,  also  Bros.  Mayor 
Chant  and  ex-Mayor  Wright,  St.  Thomas,  who  are  both 
members  cf  this  Lodge.  We  were  entertained  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  Lodge  work  in  the  banqueting  hall, 
where  many  happy  speeches  were  made. 

In  conclusion,  the  prosperity  existing  in  the  London 
district  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  conscientious, 
pain^aking  officers  who  have  preceded  me  in  the  occu- 
pancy of  this  important  office,  nearly  all  of  whom  I  had 
the  honor  of  meeting,  still  laboring  for  its  welfare. 

In  retiring  from  the  chair  permit  me  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  various  Lodges  for  the  uniform  kindness 
with  which  they  have  greeted  me  and  for  the  kindly  as- 
sistance they  have  given  me  on  all  occasions.  Any 
criticisms  I  have  made  were  done  in    a    conscientious. 
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kindly  spirit,  and  for  the  betterment  of  the  craft  gener- 
ally, and  as  such  I  feel  they  were  received.  The  fra- 
ternal co-operation  throughout  the  year  has  lightened 
the  labors  of  the  office,  and  the  remembrance  of  their 
hospitality  and  brotherly  reception  will  always  be  with 
me.      I  can  only  ask  thejn  to  accept  my  sincere  thanks.

treatment  accorded  me  whilst  paying  my  official  visits, 
a  right  royal  reception  being  tendered  me  on  each  and 
every  occasion. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  I  have  found 
the  Distrct  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  with  an  in- 
creasing membership  and  interest  in  Masonry,  and  a 
desire  on  the  psrt  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
different  Lodges,  not  only  to  perfect  themselves  in  the 
work,  but  to  live  up  to  the  high  standard  of  moral  ex- 
cellence inculcated  by  Masonic  teachings. 

My  first  officigl  act  was  to  appoint  W.  Bro.  H.  J.  D. 
Cook,  I. P.M.,  cf  Zurich  Lodge,  No.  224,  District  Sec- 
retary, and  I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  faithful  man- 
ner in  which  he  has  discharged  the  several  duties  per- 
taining to  the  office.  A  more  zealous  and  expert 
brother  it  would  be  hard  to  find. 

Lodge  of  Instruction. — In  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  my  predecessor  in  office,  I  held  one  Lodge 
of  Instruction  under  the  auspices  of  Britannia  Lodge, 
No.  170,  in  the  town  of  Seaforth.  There  was  a 
fair  representation  from  the  whole  District.  I 
was  particularly  fortunate  in  securing  an  "  infor- 
m-'tion "     committee,     composed     of     the     following 
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eminent    brethren,    viz.:      R.    W.    Bro.    Dewitt  Mar- 
tin,    R.     W.     Bro.     McLellan,     R.    W.    Bro.     Shaw, 
R.  W.  Bro.  Munroe,  and  W.  Bro.  Elliott,  acting  secre- 
tary, to  whom  all  questions  arising  during  the  exempli- 
fication of  the  degrees  was  referred  and  a  ruling  given, 
a  copy  of  the  questions  and  the  rulings  given  being  af- 
terwards submitted  to  the  R.W.  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  confirmed  by  him,  was  neatly  type  written  by 
the  District  Secretary  and  distributed  to  all  the  Lodges 
in  the  District.       The  first  degree  was  exemplified  by 
W.  Bro.  Cock  and  the  officers  of  Zurich  Lodge,  No. 
224.      The  work  done  showed  the  great  care  the  offi- 
cers of  this  Lodge  exercise  in  getting  up  the  work.  The 
floor  work  was  almost  perfect.    The  lecture  in  the  South 
was  admirably  rendered.       Owing  to  a  misunderstand- 
ing, the  second  degree  had  to  be  omitted.      The  third 
degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Mallion,  of  Tecum- 
seh  Lodge,  No.  144,  Stratford.       The  ceremonial  was 
well   rendered   and   the  officers  were  complimented  on 
their  excellent  performance.       In  the  room  and  instead 
of  the  second  degree,  the  Past  Masters'  degree  was  ex- 
emplified by  Past  D.D.G.M.  Bro.  D.  E.  Munroe,  with 
R.  W.  Bro  Dewitt  Martin  occupying  the  West,  and  R. 
.  W.  Bro.  McLellan  the  South.       I  was  not  surprised 
when  I  found  a  diversity  of  opinion  as  regards  certain 
portions  of  the  work  in  this  very  important  degree.      I 
am  satisfied  from  what  I  have  seen  that  no  Lodge  of 
Instruction  has  fulfilled  its  mission  if  this  degree  is  ne- 
glected, and  the  one  exemplified  on  this  occasion  will 
go  far  in  harmonizing  the  rendition  of  the  work  in  this 
district. 

Dispensations. — During  my  term  of  office  I  have 
granted  dispensations  to  the  following  Lodges  to  attend 
divine  service  clothed  as  Masons,  viz.:  Irving  Lodge, 
No.  154,  Lucan,  service  22nd  of  June;  Lebanon  Forest 
Lodge,  No.  133,  Exeter,  26th  of  June;  Zurich  Lodge. 
No.  224,  service  29th  of  June.  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
attending  the  latter  service  and  listening  to  an  eloquent, 
edifying  and  instructive  sermon  by  the  Bro.  Chaplain, 
Rev.  J.  H.  Henderson,  of  Carmel  Presbyterian  Church. 

New  Lodge. — Whereas  an  humble  petition  was  pre- 
sented from  certain  brethren  in  the  village  of  Monkton, 
in  the  County  of  Perth,  praying  for  letters  of  dispensa- 
tion to  open  a  new  Lodge  in  that  place,  and  the  same 
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being  properly  recommended  by  the  two  nearest  Lodges, 
Tudor  Lodge,  Mitchell,  and  Bernard  Lodge,  Lis- 
towel,  and  after  satisfying  myself  as  to  the  advisability 
of  establishing  this  new  Lodge,  I  forwarded  the  same 
with  my  recommendation  to  the  R.W.  the  Acting  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  was  graciously  pleased 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  and  I  was  com- 
manded by  the  R.W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master  to  act 
as  his  deputy  and  open  the  same.  Accordingly,  on  the 
4th  day  of  July  I  attended  at  the  aforesaid  place,  and  as- 
sisted by  W.  Bro.  Elliott  and  W.  Bro.  Mooney,  of  Tudor 
Lodge,  Mitchell,  and  W.  Bro.  Stewart,  of  Bernard 
Lodge,  Listowel,  attended  by  a  large  number  of  the 
brethren  from  these  Lodges,  I  had  the  honor  of  arrang- 
ing and  opening  this  new  Lodge,  to  be  known  by  the 
name  of  Elma  Lodge,  in  due  form. 

The  Fraternal  Dead. — I  regret  to  have  to  report  that 
the  mortality  in  the  District  has  been  greater  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  the  following  deaths  having  been 
reported:  W.  Bro.  Ferguson,  Irving  Lodge,  No.  154, 
Lucan;  Bro.  E.  A.  Cawsey,  Stratford  Lodge,  No.  332; 
Bro.  John  Pope,  Zurich  Lodge,  No.  224;  Bro.  R.  C.  C. 
Tremaine,  Lebanon  Forest  I^dge,  No.  133. 

Official  Visitations. — All  the  Lodges  in  the  District 
have  been  visited  by  me,  with  the  exception  of  St. 
James'  Lodge,  No.  73.  An  unfortunate  complication  in 
my  building  operations  prevented  me  attending  on  the 
date  set,  and  it  was  too  late  to  arrange  another.  The 
following  is  a  resume  of  my  visitations  in  the  order  in 
which  they  were  made : 

Miitland  Lodge,  No.  33.  Goderich:  I  visited  this 
old  and  historical  Lodge  at  an  emergent  meeting  kindly 
called  for  me  on  the  evening  of  January  21st,  accompan- 
ied by  W.  Bro.  Cook,  the  District  Secretary,  and  was 
enthusiastically  received  by  a  large  assemblage  of  breth- 
ren. They  now  occupy  their  large  and  commodious 
new  hall  with  every  arrangement  for  the  convenience  of 
the  work  and  the  comfort  of  the  members.  I  was 
pleased  to  meet  with  my  genial  friend,  R.  W.  Bro.  Beck, 
P.D.D.G.M.,  also  R.  W.  Bro.  Ratcliffe,  the  latter,  al- 
though well  stricken  in  years,  and  nearly  blind,  takes 
cu  active  interest  in  the  work  and  sets  an  example  of 
regularity  in  cttmding  the  Lodge  meetings  that  might 
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be  copied  with  profit  by  mamr  of  the  younger  members. 
The  first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Tye  and  his 
staff  of  officers  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  I  found 
the  books  well  kept,  Lodge  dues  well  paid  up,  the  pro- 
perty insured,  and  in  fact  everything  in  connection  with 
the  Lodge  bearing  evidence  of  prosperity,  with  harmony 
prevailing.      The  brethren  excell  in  the  fourth  degree. 

I  visited  Blythe  Lodge,  No.  303,  on  the  evening  of 
January  30th.  The  attendance  was  small.  I  found 
the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Wheeler,  who  exemplified  the  first 
d.gree,  and  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  degrees, 
well  up  with  the  work.  The  lack  of  interest  reported 
last  year  seems  to  continue,  and  it  appears  to  me  that 
the  cause  of  the  depression  is  the  lack  of  work.  The 
Lodge  possesses  a  proficient  Master  and  capable  Secre- 
tary in  the  person  of  V.  W.  Bro.  Hamilton,  as  well  as 
a  gv^odly  number  of  enthusiastic  members,  who,  if  they 
support  the  present  Master  in  the  way  they  should,  and 
which  I  tried  to  impress  them  with  the  duty  of  so  doing, 
I  have  good  hopes  that  the  present  season  of  depression 
will  be  only  temporary.  The  finances  of  the  Lodge  arc 
in  excellent  shape,  with  dues  well  paid  up. 

Clinton  Lodge,  No.  84,  Clinton:  I  visited  this  old 
established  Lodge  at  their  regular  meeting  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  28th  of  February.  Although  Sie  roads  were 
;  linost  ininassable.  there  was  a  fair  attendance  of  the 
brethren.  Among  others,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meet- 
ing with  my  esteemed  friend  R,  W.  Bro.  Shaw,  to  whom 
I  believe  the  Lodge  owes  much  for  its  present  eflicient 
condition.  The  Lodge  was  opened  up  in  the  three  de- 
grees and  the  third  exemplified.  W.  Bro.  Hoover  has 
the  work  well  in  hand,  and  is  ably  supported  by  the 
subordinate  officers.  In  fact,  the  work  was  done  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  leave  little  or  no  room  for  criticism. 
The  finances  are  in  a  healthy  state.  The  books  are  well 
kept  by  a  capable  Secretary,  Bro.  Porter,  who  haridles 
the  business  of  his  office  in  an  admirable  manner.  No 
bettex  Secretary  in  the  District. 

Uritumia  Lodsrt\  No,  170,  Seaforth:  I  visited  this 
I.vhIv^  at  their  rcirttlar  meetingf  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  on  the  twenty-seventh  anniversary  of  its  dedica- 
tion. The  attendance  was  disappointingly  small  con- 
sideriniT  the  sire  of  the  Lodge,  which  fact  would  lead  roc 
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to  believe  that  the  great  interest  in  Masonry  that  was 
conspicuous  in  former  years  has  suflFered  a  decline.  I 
know  the  material  is  there,  with  excellent  watchmen  on 
the  towers,  in  the  persons  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Hodgins,  V.  W. 
Bro.  BaHantine  and  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  H.  Reid,  who  have 
always  manifested  the  greatest  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
this  Lodge.  I  hope  to  see  a  renewal  of  the  old  enthu- 
siasm before  long.  Two  candidates  were  initiated. 
The  W.M.,  W'.  Bro.  McDonald  and  .his  staff  of  officers 
performed  their  several  parts  in  a  very  creditable  man- 
ner. The  finances  are  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The 
books  well  kept.  The  Lodge  room  and  furniture  unsur- 
passed in  the  District. 

Irving  Lodge,  No.  154,  Lucan:  I  visited  this  really 
interesting  Lodge  on  the  night  of  their  regular  meeting, 
March  20th.  There  was  a  very  fair  attendance  of  en- 
thusiastic brethren.  Unfortunately  the  W.M.,  Dr. 
Lang,  was  called  away  on  a  professional  visit,  conse- 
quently the  work  was  undertaken  by  two  of  the  P.M's 
present,  viz.,  W.  Bros.  Fox  and  Murdy.  The  first  de- 
gree and  the  opening  and  closing  in  the  second  and 
third  was  done  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  the  work 
of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens  being  particularly 
good,  the  lecture  on  the  tracing  board  by  the  Brother 
Junior  Warden  being  very  fine  and  faultlessly  rendered. 
A  few  corrections  in  the  floor  work  was  made  and  cheer- 
fully agreed  to  by  the  officers  of  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge 
is  well  furnished  and  neatly  kept.  The  books  and  ac- 
counts are  also  well  kept  by  an  efficient  secretary,  with 
dues  well  paid  up.  The  fourth  degree  was  elaborate, 
and  the  intellectual  treat  at  the  conclusion  reflected  the 
greatest  credit  on  all  those  who  participated. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  233,  Parkhill :  I  visited  this  Lodge 
at  an  emergent  meeting  kindly  called  by  the  W.M.  on 
the  evening  of  the  21st  March.  W.  Bro.  Simpson  oc- 
cupied the  East  and  exemplified  the  first  degree,  also 
the  opening  and  closing  in  several  degrees.  Consider- 
ing this  being  the  W.M's  maiden  effort,  the  work  done 
was  very  satisfactory,  and  with  a  little  practice  the  W. 
Bro.  will,  I  believe,  do  excellent  work.  A  few  minor 
defects  in  the  floor  work  were  pointed  out  and  corrected. 
The  books  of  the  Lodge  are  kept  in  excellent  shape  by 
their  indefatigable  Secretary,  Bro.  Hutchins.  Dues  well 
paid  up  and  property  insured. 
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N>w  Dotninion  L/^,dge.  No.  205.  N.  Haxnbtirg :  I  vis- 
it f\  ih;a  Lodf^c  on  the  evening  ot  the  31st  ot  March. 
The  roafls  and  weather  being  very  bad,  and  a  goodly 
number  of  the  brethren  belonging  being  at  a  distance. 
the  attendance  was  not  as  large  as  it  would  have  been 
under  more  favorable  conditions.  The  brethren  occupy 
a  neat  and  commofjious  room,  with  excellent  furniture. 
The  work  of  the  evening  was  the  conferring  of  the  third 
iU'^rti:,  which  W.  Bro.  Styckles,  assisted  by  \V.  Bros. 
Hoi  ley  and  Smith,  performed  in  a  ver>'  creditable  man- 
nrr.  The  only  drawback  seems  to  be  a  want  of  prac- 
tice, which  shows  in  the  hesitating  manner  in  which  the 
work  was  performed.  If  they  apply  the  remedy  which 
I  pointed  out.  there  is  nothing  to  hinder  this  Lodge  to 
d  }  work  second  to  none  in  the  District.  I  found  the 
Loflj^e  property  insured,  the  books  w^ell  kept  by  W.  Bro. 
Br;»ser,  and  the  finances  in  good  shape.  I  found  that 
the  brethren  excelled  in  the  fourth  degree,  both  in  the 
nnt  rial  Stic  jnd  the  intellectual  capacity.  The  hour 
spent  around  the  festive  board  was  a  very  happy  one. 

Wilmot  Lodg:e,  No.  318,  Baden:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  the  evening  of  April  ist,  and  was  very  enthusiastically 
received  by  the  brethren.  This  is  not  a  large  Lodge, 
and  although  the  evening  was  stormy  there  was  a  fair 
attendance,  even  better,  according  to  their  numerical 
strength,  th  n  I  found  in  some  of  the  larger  Lodges. 
They  fully  expected  to  have  a  candidate  for  initiation, 
but  as  is  very  often  the  case,  the  unexpected  happened, 
and  the  application  was  rejected.  The  W.M.  opened 
and  closed  in  the  three  degrees.  The  work  was  fairly 
well  done,  although  it  was  evident  to  me  that  all  the 
officers  were  not  nearly  up  to  their  best  for  want  of  prac- 
tice. I  tried  to  impress  this  upon  them,  and  advised,  in 
the  absence  of  regular  work,  to  have  a  rehearsal  of  at 
least  one  of  the  degrees  at  their  regular  meetings  so  as 
to  keep  up  the  interest  in  the  Lodge  work.  The  fourth 
degree  was  elaborate,  and  the  best  of  good  cheer  pre- 
vailed. I  was  pleased  to  meet  with  W.  Bro.  Holwell, 
with  whom  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  Grand 
Lodge  on  different  occasions.  W.  Bro.  Holwell  is  one 
of  the  pillars  of  Wilmot  Lodge. 

Tecumseh  Lodge,  No.  144,  Stratford:  I  visited  this 
prominent  Lodge,  by  request  of  the  W.M.,  on  the  even- 
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ing  of  the  i8th  of  April.  I  was  extremely  well  pleased 
to  meet  with  such  a  large  and  enthusiastic  assemblage 
of  the  brethren  as  met  me  on  that  occasion,  actually  the 
largest  that  met  in  any  Lodge  in  the  .District.  A  dele- 
gation from  Tuscan  Lodge,  Sarnia,  was  expected  to 
meet  and  fraternize  with  the  Tecumseh  brethren,  but 
from  some  unaccountable  reason  at  the  time  this  meet- 
ing did  not  materialize.  W.  Bro.  Mallion  conferred  the 
third  degree  on  a  candidate  in  excellent  form.  The  offi- 
cers were,  one  and  all,  well  up  with  their  work ;  in  fact, 
if  I  were  so  disposed,  there  was  no  room  for  criticism. 
The  Lodge  room,  in  which  both  the  Stratford  Lodges 
meet,  is  a  model  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
brethren,  as  well  as  for  the  practice  of  our  ceremonies. 
A  noticeable  and  commendable  feature  of  the  meeting 
was  the  way  in  which  the  brethren  of  these  two  distinct 
Lodges  meet  and  fraternize  with  one  another.  It  would 
appear  that  they  are  striving  to  carry  out  the  Scriptural 
injunction  to  a  logical  conclusion,  each  striving  to  pre- 
fer the  other,  hence  we  find  harmony  and  concord  pre- 
vailing. The  finances  are  well  looked  after  by  a  capa- 
ble Secretary,  Bro.  Brookes.  The  fourth  degree  was 
sumptuous,  which  was  done  ample  justice  to,  after  which 
a  pleasant  hour  or  two  was  profitably  spent  in  speech 
and  song.  Thus  ended  a  very  happy  meeting  with  the 
brethren  of  both  Lodges  in  the  Classic  city. 

Stratford  Lodge,  No.  332,  Stratford:  I  visited  this 
large  and  influential  Lodge  on  the  night  of  their  regular 
meeting,  May  12th.  A  political  demonstration  being 
in  progress  in  the  city  on  that  evening,  it  had  a  marked 
influence  in  reducing  the  attendance  at  our  meeting,  but 
it  speaks  volumes  for  the  brethren,  that  despite  their 
political  leanings  they  gave  a  good  average  attendance, 
showing  conclusively  that  their  Masonic  devotion  and 
loyalty  was  even  more  pronounced  than  their  political 
le  nings.  A  very  pleasing  feature  of  the  business  part 
of  the  meeting  was  the  election  by  acclamation  of  R.  W. 
Bro.  McKellar  as  an  honorary  member  of  the  Lodge, 
with  full  privileges.  I  found  W.  Bro,  Mayberry  a  good, 
conscientious  Master,  able  and  willing  to  do  the  work, 
and  well  supjported  by  his  officers.  One  candidate  was 
initiated.  The  work  was  well  done  and  reflected  credit 
on  all  the  officers.       The  charge  was  particularly  well 
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rendered  by  R.  \V.  Bro.  McLellan,  one  of  the  pillars 
of  the  Lodge,  as  was  also  the  Junior  Warden's  lecture 
in  the  South.  The  business  part  of  the  Lodge  is  well 
attended  to  by  their  new  and  energetic  Secretary,  W. 
Bro.  Cassels.  In  the  fourth  degree  the  material  was 
excellent,  but  the  intellectual  predominated. 

Tudor  Lodge,  No.  141,  Mitchell:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  the  evening  of  their  regular  meeting,  May  the  2o3i. 
I  found  a  goodly  number  of  the  brethren  present.  I  was 
pleased  to  meet  with  my  esteemed  friend,  W.  Bro.  El- 
liott, who  rendered  such  signal  service  on  the  informa- 
tion bureau  at  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  in  Seaforth.  The 
first  degree  was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  Mooney  in  a 
very  creditable  manner.  The  officers  appear  to  be  well 
up  with  their  work,  the  finances  are  satisfactory,  dues 
paid  up,  and  it  may  truly  be  said  that  this  Lodge  is  pros- 
perous. 

Lebanon  Forest  Lodge,  No.  133,  Exeter:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of  their  regular  meeting,  June 
1 6th.  The  attendance  was  large,  showing  the  interest 
the  brethren  take  in  Masonic  work.  This  Lodge  has 
had  the  reputation  of  doing  good  work  for  many  years, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  same  satisfactory 
state  of  affairs  still  continues.  The  second  degree  was 
conferred  by  \V.  Bro.  Carling  and  his  able  staff  of  offi- 
cers in  an  almost  perfect  manner.  The  Senior  Warden 
delivered  the  lecture  in  a  very  impressive  manner.  The 
Lodge  which  the  brethren  now  occupy,  and  into  which 
they  have  recently  moved,  is  a  model  for  the  exemplifi- 
cation of  the  work.  The  finances  are  in  good  shape, 
and  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Sanders,  W.  Bro.  Geo.  Mc- 
Leod,  V.  \V.  Bro.  Stew^art  and  others  form  strong  pillars 
in  supporting  the  W.M.  in  carrying  on  and  maintaining 
the  interest  in  the  work. 

Morning  Star  Lodge,  No.  309,  Smith's  Hill.  Accord- 
ing to  appointment,  I  visited  this  Lodge  on  the  evening 
of  June  1 8th,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  P.  M.  Daig,  of 
Zurich  LoJge.  After  a  pleasant  and  exciting  drive 
among  the  hills  and  dales  of  this  fair  locality,  in  which 
we  lost  our  way  and  arrived  late,  we  were  received  by 
the  brethren  of  this  far  famed  Lodge  with  marked  re- 
spect and  hospitality.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  W. 
Bro.  Young  confer  the  second  degree  on  a  well  prepared 
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candidate  in  a  very  impressive  manner.  The  Senior 
Warden's  work  was  good,  and  the  lecture  in  the  West 
perfect.  The  Junior  Warden  and  Senior  Deacon  are 
new  officers,  and  I  make  all  allowance  for  their  work  not 
being  up  to  the  standard  of  perfection  as  required  by  the 
Lodge.  The  finances  are  in  good  shape,  dues  well  paid, 
and  the  books  well  kept.  The  fourth  degree  was  worked 
out  according  to  their  traditional  custom. 

Zurich  Lodge,  No.  224,  Hensall :  I  visited  this  Lodge 
en  the  evening  of  June  19th.  This  being  my  Mother 
Lodge,  in  which  I  was  made  a  Mason  in  the  spring  of 
1889,  I  am  consequently  in  a  position  to  report  on  the 
rise  and  progress  that  has  been  made  in  the  intervening 
period.  At  that  time  the  Lodge  was  in  such  a  dormant 
state  that  the  surrender  of  our  charter  was  seriously  con- 
templated. To-day  this  Lodge  stands  in  the  front 
r  nks  of  the  District,  thanks  to  the  noble  band  of  un- 
tiring and  zealous  brethren  who  had  charge  of  the  work 
for  the  last  number  of  years  and  who  were  ably  sup- 
ported by  the  bretlwen  in  general.  This  should  en- 
courage Lodges  that  are  placed  in  similar  circumstances, 
to  persevere  in  the  good  work.  As  I  have  had  an  op- 
portunity of  witnessing  the  work  in  this  Lodge  at  all 
their  meetings,  and  as  the  candidate,  who  is  a  medical 
man,  was  called  away  on  business,  no  work  was  required. 
However,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  all  the  officers  are 
thoroughly  up  with  their  work  from  the  W.M.  down  to 
the  minor  officers.  It  is  not  enough  for  an  officer  to  be 
nearly  perfect,  but  he  must  be  perfect,  and  no  other 
work  is  tolerated.  The  brethren  are  all  interested  in 
the  Welfare  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  finances  are  flourish- 
ing. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  those  brethren  who 
have  so  ably  assisted  in  the  discharge  of  my  official

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  North  Huron 
District  for  the  past  year. 

General  Remarks. — I  wish  to  return  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  on  mc  in  electing  me  to 
this  important  and  responsible  office,  and  express  my 
gr.titude  to  the  brethren  throughout  the  District  for 
the  kind,  courteous  and  true  Masonic  treatment  ac- 
corded mc  on  every  occasion  during  my  whole  term  of 
office.  While  I  appreciate  highly  the  courtesy  and  kind- 
ness that  has  been  extended  to  me  by  the  brethren  of 
the  District,  I  must  say  I  feel  more  grateful  when  I  know 
their  actions  are  an  indication  of  their  loyalty  to  Grand 
Lodge  and  were  actuated  by  a  true  Masonic  spirit,  to 
show  their  loyalty  to  the  representative  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  the  Grand  Master. 

I  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  District  once.  It  has 
been  my  earnest  endeavor  to  have  accuracy  and  uniform- 
ity in  the  work,  and  have  every  officer  speak  out  clearly 
and  distinctly  so  as  to  impress  indelibly  on  the  mind  of 
ever>-  candidate  and  brother  the  sacredness  and  dignity 
of  M'sonry.  so  that  the  teachings  that  are  there  exem- 
plified may  sink  d^ep  into  their  hearts  and  minds  and 
bear  fruit  in  ever>-  action  of  their  lives.  I  am  glad  to 
report  I  have  found  the  work  creditably  done  with  uni- 
formity throughout  the  District. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Secretaries  of  the  different  Lodges 
for  being  punctual  in  sending  me  notices  of  the  meetings 
during  the  year.  I  endeavored  to  notify  the  Secre- 
taries in  ample  time  of  the  date  of  my  official  visits,  and 
am  happy  to  rq)ort  that  every  Lodge  in  the  District 
contributed  very  liberally  of  their  own  free  will  to  my 
expenses. 
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Lodge  of  Instruction. — ^Through  the  courtesy  of  Ber- 
nard Lodge,  ListoweJ,  I  was  enabled  to  hold  a  Lodge 
of  Instruction  at  Listowel  on  Thanksgiving  Day,  No- 
vember, 1901.  Of  the  nineteen  Lodges  in  the  District 
seven  were  represented.  I  was  disappointed  that  more 
of  the  brethren  did  not  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  attending.  I  was  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bros.  J. 
Nixon  and  Lieut.-Col.  D.  D.  Campbell,  whose  kindness 
and  assistance  I  greatly  appreciated.  The  first  degree 
was  exemplified  by  W.  Bro.  C.  Lount  and  officers  of 
Saugeen  Lodge,  No.  197,  Walkerton;  the  second  by  W. 
Bro.  Sheppard  and  officers  of  Aldworth  Lodge,  No.  235, 
Paisley,  ?nd  the  third  by  W.  Bro.  J.  Edgar  and  officers 
of  Forest  Lodge,  Chesley.  The  ceremonial  in  each 
case  was-  admirably  rendered,  and  the  Lodges  concerned 
Wire  cimplimented  on  their  excellent  work.  At  the 
close  of  each  degree  questions  thereon  were  submitted 
to  and  rnswered  by  a  committee  composed  of  R.W. 
brethren  present  and  myself.  The  brethren  of  Bernard 
Lcdgi  were,  on  this  occasion  as  well  as  former  ones, 
unremitting  in  their  efforts  to  render  the  occasion  an 
enjoyable  one. 

Correspondence. — I  have  to  acknowledge  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  my  inquiries  have  been  replied  to  in 
this  connection.

S:cretary. 

Arrears  of  Dues. — The  number  of  members  in  arrears 
for  dues  continues  to  be  noticeable,  but  the  Secretaries 
have  taken  up  the  matter  and  are  getting  them  reduced. 

Deaths. — During  my  term  of  office  I  have  been  offi- 
cially notified  of  but  one.  Bro.  Thomas  Adair,  St.  Law- 
rence, Southampton,  Lodge  No.  131. 

Official  Visitations. — January  20th,  1902,  visited  Maple 
Leaf  Lod.ere,  No.  362.  Tara.  I  installed  the  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.       The  Lodge  is  in  a  good  financial 
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State.  The  new  officers  are  all  well  skilled.  The  Mas- 
ter and  his  officers  did  the  opening  and  closing  in  the 
three  degrees  very  satisfactory.  1  have  since  learned 
they  are  doing  good  work.  The  brethren  have  a  very 
cheery  meeting  place,  and  the  progress  they  have  made 
will  continue  under  the  guidance  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Bruce 
and  Dr.  Wilson,  and  V.  W.  Bro.  MacDonald.  These 
brethren  have  the  welfare  of  the  Lodge  at  heart.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  Lodge  proceedings  I  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  of  the  brethren  at  a  splendid  banquet  at  the 
Queen's  Hotel,  at  which  a  couple  of  hours  were  enjoy- 
ably  spent. 

Visited  Moravian  Lodge,  No.  43,  Eden  Grove,  on  the 
24th  January,  1902.  Several  of  the  brethren  accompa- 
nied me  from  Walkerton.  P.  M.  Bro.  Sirrs  conferred 
the  first  degree  in  a  manner  which  conferred  credit  on 
himself.  He  was  ably  assisted  by  the  other  officers  of 
this  Lodge.  This  is  a  comparatively  young  Lodge,  but 
it  is  making  good  progress  and  has  a  bright  future  be- 
fore it.  R.  W.  Bro.  T.  Pinkerton  is  a  member,  and  he 
keeps  a  fitherly  eye  over  the  affairs  of  it.  Addresses 
were  given  by  visitors  and  myself.  The  Secretary's 
and  Treasurer's  books  are  neatly  kept.  The  banquet 
which  followed  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all. 

Visited  Wingham  Lodge,  No.  286,  Wingham.  W. 
Bro.  H.  O.  Ball  opened  in  the  three  degrees  and  con- 
ferred the  third  degree,  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Morton. 
They  were  ably  assisted  by  the  Other  officers.  The 
work  was  exceedingly  well  done,  many  points  of  interest 
were  discussed,  and  a  profitable  time  spent.  I  examined 
the  books  of  the  Secretary,  which  I  found  in  splendid 
form,  which  anyone  knowing  the  Secretary,  R.  W.  Bro. 
J.  A.  Morton,  might  expect  to  find,  for  he  does  everything 
up-to-date.  At  the  conclusion  of  their  Lodge  refresh- 
ments were  served  in  their  roonjs  adjoining  the  Lodge, 
wh.re  a  pleas int  hour  was  spent.  It  being  stormy, 
there  was  not  as  large  a  turnout  as  there  would  have 
been  otherwise. 

Visited  Northern  Light  Lodge,  No.  93,  Kincardine, 
February  5th,  1902.  It  was  a  very  stormy  night,  so  the 
attendance  was  not  as  large  as  it  w6uld  have  been  had  it 
bC'  n  fine.  Northern  Light  is  the  oldest  Lodge  in  the 
District,  and  bears  an  enviable  reputation  for  good  work. 
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which  on  the  njght  of  my  visit  was  duly  upheld  by. 
W.  Bro.  M.  J.  McPherson,  the  Master,  who  conferred 
the  third  degree  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  He  was 
ably  assisted  by  the  other  officers  of  the  Lodge.  I  ex- 
amined the  books  of  Bro.  R.  D.  Hall,  Secretary,  and  V. 
W.  Bro.  E.  Fox,  Treasurer,  which  are  models  of  perfec- 
tion. R.  W.  Bros.  D.  H.  Martyn  and  J.  H.  Scott  are 
members  of  this  Lodge,  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for 
many  acts  of  kindness.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  Lodge 
a  pleasant  hour  was  spent  in  the  banqueting  hall. 

Bruce  Lodge,  No.  341,  Tiverton:  Accompanied  by 
W.  Bro.  Marshall,  of  Saugeen  Lodge,  I  visited  Bruce 
Lodge  officially  at  their  regular  meeting  on  February 
i8th,  1902.  It  being  a  very  stormy  night,  the  brethren 
who  were  expected  from  Kincardine  could  not  get  over. 
The  brethren  of  Bruce  Lodge  turned  out  well,  consider- 
ing the  weather.  There  were  two  candidates  for  initia- 
tion.

His 
books  are  well  and  neatly  kept,  and  I  think  a  great  deal 
of  the  success  of  the  Lodge  is  due  to  him,  also  Bro.  J. 
A.  Chapman,  the  Treasurer.  I  impressed  the  brethren 
there,  as  at  all  my  meetings,    with    the    necessity    of 
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punctuality  and  regularity  of  attendance,  and  of  perfect- 
ing the  ritualistic  part  of  the  ceremony  and  other  points. 
P.  M.  Bro.  McAuly,  of  St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  Southamp- 
ton, alsj  addressed  the  meeting.  There  were  other 
brethren  from  Southampton  present  also.  At  the  close 
of  the  meeting  the  brethren  retired  to  the  Queen's  Hotel, 
where  a  pleasant  hour  was  spent  at  a  banquet  prepared 
by  Bro.  D.  J.  Izzard,  and  brought  a  pleasant  evening  to 
a  close. 

Aldworth  Lodge,  No.  235,  Paisley:  Paid  an  official 
visit  to  this  Lodge  on  February  21,  1902.  The  Lodge 
was  opened  in  the  three  degrees.  There  were  two  rais- 
ings. The  work  in  the  East  was  divided  up  between 
P.  M.  Bros.  Shepperd,  Barrett  and  Mclntyre,  who  are 
all  skilled  brethren.  They  were  ably  assisted  by  the 
other  officers  of  the  Lodge,  and  I  took  occasion  to  com- 
pliment the  P.M.  and  officers  on  their  efficiency,  and  I 
was  indorsed  by  R.  W.  Bro.  T.  Pinkerton,  to  whom  I 
am  especially  grateful  for  his  kindness  in  coming  over 
from  Pinkerton  to  bid  me  welcome,  also  the  brethren 
who  came  with  him.  The  Secretary,  P.M.  W.  Bar- 
nett.  is  attentive  to  his  duties,  his  book  is  neat  and  com- 
plete. At  the  close  of  the  Lodge  a  pleasant  hour  was 
spent  in  refreshments  and  social  intercourse. 

St.  Lawrence  Lodge,  No.  131,  Southampton:  I  vis- 
ited this  Lodge  on  the  regular  meeting  night,  February 
2Sth.  1902.  There  were  about  30  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. This  is  the  second  oldest  Lodge  in  the  District. 
They  have  a  very  nice  Lodge  room,  furnished  with  all 
the  requirements  for  a  Lodge,  all  of  which  they  own. 
The  work  of  the  evening  was  an  initiation.  The  W.M., 
W.  Bro,  P.  Scott»  and  an  active  staff  of  officers,  con- 
f  rr^d  this  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  They  were 
ably  assisted  by  Past  Masters,  who  take  an  active  part 
in  th»  work  of  the  Lodge.  The  lecture  by  Bro.  D. 
Ross  reflected  great  credit  on  him,  as  he  is  quite  a  young 
M-'son.  He  is  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  and  his  books 
are  mod  Is  of  perfection.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
work  I  addressed  the  meeting  on  punctuality  and  regu- 
larity of  m  etinsr.  extreme  care  in  the  admission  of  a 
candidate,  the  perfecting  of  the  ritual  on  the  part  of  the 
officers.  At  the  close  of  the  Lodge  a  short  time  was 
spent  in  refreshments. 
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Bernard  Lodge,  No.  225,  Listowel:  On  March  3rd, 
1902,  I  paid  my  official  visit  and  received  a  most  cor- 
dial welcome.  The  attendance  was  large.  This  is 
one  of  the  strongest  Lodges  in  the  District.  This 
was  an  emergency  meeting  which  W.  Bro.  J.  H.  Stewart 
convened  for  my  convenience.  As  there  was  no  particu- 
lar business  for  the  evening  the  Lodge  was  opened  and 
closed  in  the  several  degrees  in  a  very  accurate  manner. 
I  fjlt  perfectly  sitisfied  with  this,  knowing  the  capable 
members  they  have  in  the  Lodge.  I  examined  the  Sec- 
retary's books  and  found  them  satisfactory.  I  have  to 
thank  Bros.  Campbell,  Bimming,  Morphy  and  others 
for  their  kindness  during  my  visit.  At  the  close  of  the 
Lodge  a  social  hour  was  spent  in  refreshments  and  song, 
which  closed  a  very  pleasant  gathering. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  284,  Brussels:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  March  4th,  1902.  I  received  a  very  cordial 
welcome  from  the  brethren.  This  was  an  emergency 
meeting,  which  the  W.M.  called  for  my  convenience. 
There  were  about  25  present.  Not  having  any  work 
for  that  evening  the  Lodge  opened  and  closed  in  the 
several  degrees  by  W.M.  Bro.  J.  Wright.  I  must  say 
I  highly  appreciate  the  manner  in  which  the  opening 
and  closing  wss  done.  I  examined  the  books  of  the 
Secretary,  Bro.  J.  Irwin,  which  are  well  kept.  There 
were  a  number  of  the  brethren  in  arrears.

The 
S.D.  spoke  out  clearly  and  distinctly,  which  part  of  the 
work  I  think  is  very  essential.

Bro.  D.  H.  Martyn,  P.D.D.G.M.,  who  came  over  from 
Kincardine  on  that  evening,  and  whose  presence  I  great- 
ly appreciated.  The  Lodge  is  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion, having  just  moved  into  new  quarters,  of  which 
everything  is  up  to  date,  good  Lodge  room  and  ante- 
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room,  with  large  banqueting  hall.-  V.  W.  Bro.  H.  Days, 
the  Secretary,  is  a  painstaking  officer,  and  does  every- 
thing in  a  businesslike  manner.  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  T.  Ten- 
nant,  P.D.D.G.M.,  who  was  not  in  the  best  of  health  at 
the  time  of  my  visit,  was  unremitting  in  his  efforts  to 
mike  my  visit  pleasant.  At  the  close  of  the  Lodge  a 
short  time  was  spent  in  the  refreshment  room. 

Saugecn  Lodge,  No.  197,  Walkerton :  This  being  my 
own  Lodge,  and  always  making  it  my  duty  and  pleasure 
to  attend  its  meetings  regularly,  I  have  had  opportimity 
of  noticing  the  character  of  the  work  done  and  of  ob- 
serving the  capabilities  of  the  officers  and  members. 
There  was  a  good  attendance  of  the  members  and  a  few 
visitiii.i^  brethren.  There  were  two  passings  and  one 
raising.  The  second  degree  was  carefully  exemplified 
by  tlie  regular  officers.  The  third  was  also  exemplified 
by  V.  W.  Bros.  Harris  and  Munro.  This  was  done  also 
in  a  manner  reflecting  credit  on  them,  who  are  both 
well  skilled  Masons.

The  Secretary's 
and  Treasurer's  books  are  carefully  and  accurately  kepu 
At  the  close  of  the  Lodge  the  fourth  degree  was  exem- 
plified in  honor  of  my  visit. 

Fi^rest  Lodge,  No.  162,  Wroxeter:  I  visited  this 
Lodo^o  on  its  rcJTwlnr  meeting  night,  March  17,  1902. 
This  is  the  third  oldest  Lodfje  in  the  District.  I  had 
not  previously  met  any  of  the  members  Masonically,  so 
I  was  required  to  establish  my  right  to  recognition  and 
my  identity  with  the  craft.  \V.  Bro.  J.  Davison,  W.M., 
*  pencd  and  closed  the  several  degrees  and  worked  the 
first  docroe.  The  work  was  creditably  well  done  by 
the  W.M,  and  his  officers,  considering  the  amount  of 
work  they  h  ive  to  do.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  work 
I  addressed  the  brethren  upon  punctuality  and  regu- 
hrity  in  atteuvlance.  and  the  perfecting  of  the  ritualistic 
part  of  the  work.  The.  Kvks  of  the  Secretary,  \V.  Bro. 
T.  Brv>wn.  are  all  up  to  d.ite.  and  he  takes  a  KtcIv  inter- 
est in  the  Lovlpf  wvrk.  The  anendance  was  very  good, 
there  benii:  aK^in  15  pre.sent.  At  the  close  a  short  time 
\v;\s  s:h":'5I  Svv:a!!v. 
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Teeswater  Lodge,  No.  276,  Teeswater :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  its  regular  meeting  night,  March  28th,  1902. 
I  was  accompanied  by  three  of  the  brethren  from  Wal- 
kertl-n.  This  Lodge  is  laboring  under  rather  trying 
circumstances,  as  many  of  their  members  are  railway 
employes  their  attendance  cannot  be  relied  upon.  Much 
credit  is  due  to  W.  Bro.  Dr.  D.  Stewart  and  the  officers 
of  the  Lodge  for  their  zeal  in  keeping  the  Lodge  to- 
gether, although  I  think  a  brighter  future  is  before  the*n. 
Since  my  visit  they  have  initiated  one  candidate,  and  an- 
other is  balloted  for.  The  Lodge  was  opened  and 
closed  in  the  several  degrees,  which  was  well  done  by 
the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  T.  Farquharson  and  his  officers,  con- 
sidering the  disadvantages  they  are  working  under.  W. 
Bro.  D.  Stewart,  the  senior  P.M.,  is  well  skilled,  and 
takes  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge.  The 
Sicr.tary,  Bro.  James  Gallagher,  is  a  painstaking  offi- 
cer, nd  looks  well  after  his  department  of  the  work.  I 
addressed  the  brethren  on  points  interesting  to  the 
Lodge,  and  encouraged  them  to  keep  on  and  success 
would  be  their  reward.  Bro.  Cheswright,  from  Sau- 
gcen,  Walkerton,  also  addressed  them  and  spoke  "en- 
couragingly to  them.  At  the  close  of  the  Lodge  a  ban- 
quet was  served  at  the  Hotel  Vendome,  where  a  pleasant 
time  was  spent.  The  attendance  was  small  on  account 
of  the  weather.  My  brethren  and  I  had  to  drive  16 
miles  in  the  rain. 

Forest  Lodge,  No.  393,  Chesley :  I  made  my  visit  to 
this  Lodge,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Munro,  and  Bros. 
Bundy,  Richardson,  Collins  and  Mclntyre,  on  its  regular 
meeting  night,  April  1st,  1902.  This  Lodge  has  been 
without  a  Master  for  the  last  six  months,  he  having 
moved  away  from  Chesley,  but  the  work  of  the  Lodge 
has  been  well  looked  after  by  the  P.M's,  Bros.  Dr.  Stew- 
art, C.  J.  Mickle,~W.  T.  Ross  and  Jos.  Adams,  and  the 
other  officers  of  the  Lodge.  The  work  for  the  even- 
ing was  an  initiation,  W.  Bro.  C.  J.  Mickle  in  the  chair. 
The  first  degree  was  conferred  in  an  excellent  manner, 
all  the  officers  doing  their  work  well.  The  books  of  the 
Secretary,  Bro.  Halliday,  are  neat  and  correct,  and  also 
the  Treasurer's  book.  I  considered  it  a  compliment  of 
R.  W.  Bro.  Wilson,  of  Tara,  P.D.D.G.M.,  who  came 
over  on  this  occasion.       The  prospects  for  the  Lodge 
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are  bright  in  the  thriving  town  of  Chesley.  We  were 
entertained  to  the  fourth  degree  in  a  manner  worthy  of 
Forest  Lodge  at  the  Windsor  Hotel. 

Cedar  Lodge,  No.  396,  Wiarton :  Visited  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting,  April  22,  1902.  There  was  a  good  turnout 
of  the  brethren.  The  work  of  initiation  was  performed 
in  a  most  charming  manner  by  W.  Bro.  A.  Baines. 
His  support  from  the  officers  was  absolutely  faultless. 
I  have  never  heard  the  lecture  from  the  South  more  im- 
pressively given  than  on  that  occasion.  Bro.  S.  E.  Fos- 
ter himself  was  proud  of  the  Lodge.  The  books  of  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  models  of  neatness.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  Lodges  in  the  District, 
and  I  think  it  has  a  bright  future  before  it.  I  shall  not 
soon  forget  my  visit  to  Wiarton.  At  the  close  of  the 
mcvting  an  enjoyable  and  delicious  repast  was  served 
in  the  Lodge  room.  I  am  indebted  to  R.  W.  Bro.  J. 
Walmsley  and  W.M.  W.  J.  Ferguson  for  courtesies  and 
kindness  during  my  visit. 

Burns  Lodge,  No.  436,  Hepworth:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  April  23.  This  being  an  emergency  meeting, 
there  wrs  a  small  attendance,  and  as  there  was  no  par- 
ticular work  and  so  few  members  present,  I  contented 
myself  by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Sutherby,  opening  and 
closing  in  the  three  degrees,  which  he  and  his  officers 
did  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The  Lodge  was  called 
from  labor  to  refreshment.  I  then  addressed  the  meet- 
ing and  tried  to  impress  upon  them  the  necessity  of  be- 
ing punctual  and  regular  in  attendance.  This  Lodge 
is  very  young  and  its  prospects  are  very  good.  The 
books  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  neat  and  well 
looked  after.  The  property  is  beautiful  and  completely 
equipped,  and  the  Lodge  is  doing  very  good  work.  I 
see  by  the  returns  it  has  paid  out  $40  for  relief.  I  am 
indebted  to  Bro.  Harry  Barltrop  for  attention  during  my 
visit.  At  the  close  we  repaired  to  the  hotel,  where  a 
sumptuous  repast  was  spread  and  a  pleasant  hour  was 
spent  there. 

Fordwich  Ledge,  No.  331,  Fordwich:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  April  25,  1902.  There  was  not  a  large  turn- 
out, as  the  W.M.,  by  some  means,  did  not  get  my  notice 
of  coming,  so  the  brethren  were  not  notified  of  my  visit. 
The  Lod^e  w^as  opened  in  the  several  degrees  by  the  W. 
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M.  and  his  officers  in  a  very  creditable  manner,  and  ex* 
emplified  the  first  degree.  I  was  very  well  pleased  with 
the  manner  in  which  the  work  was  done.  They  have  a 
number  of  good  lively  Masons  and  quite  a  number  of 
young  men  coming  to  the  fore.  They  are  well  sup- 
ported by  the  P.M's,  who  takes  an  active  interest  in  the 
work.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Spence  and  Bro.  Brown  are  promi- 
nent among  them.  The  Secretary's  and  Treasurer's 
books  are  in  good  shape.  W.  Bro.  A.  C.  Hutchinson, 
the  Secretary,  is  a  painstaking  officer.  At  the  close  a 
pleasant  hour  was  spent. 

Hanover  Lodge,  No.  432 :  Visited  this  Lodge  on  its 
regular  meeting  night,  June  20th,  1902,  accompanied  by 
half  a  dozen  brethren  from  Walkerton.  This  Lodge 
has  not  made  any  progress  this  last  year,  owing  to  a 
disastrous  fire  in  their  town,  from  which  they  are  just 
recovering,  but  the  prospects  are  better  for  the  future. 
On  the  night  of  my  visit  quite  a  number  of  the  brethren 
were  unavoidably  absent.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Hon.  Dr.  Landerkin,  P.D.D.G.M.  W.  Bro.  Stone, 
the  W.M.,  and  his  staff  of  officers  performed  the  routine 
of  the  several  degrees  and  also  initiated  a  candidate. 
The  ceremonies  in  all  respects  were  well  rendered  and 
reflected  great  credit  upon  the  Lodge.  The  lecture  from 
the  South  was  faultless.  The  books  of  the  Secretary 
and  iVeasurer  are  correctly  kept.  At  the  conclusion 
of  the  meetinfy  refreshments  were  served  and  a  half  hour 
S3cially  spent. 

In  conclusion  I  must  thank  the  brethren  in  the  Dis- 
trict for  the  kind  assistance  they  have  voluntarily  given 
me  ii  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  D.D.G.M  of 
North  Huron  District,  No.  5.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  this  my  offi- 
cial report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Wilson  Dis- 
trict, No.  6.  Being  unavoidably  absent  from  the  last 
Annual  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  (until  time  of 
installation),  I  desire  herein  to  thank  the  brethren  of  my 
District  for  the  great  honor  conferred  in  electing  me  to 
this  high  office,  especially  as  it  was  quite  unsolicited, 
and  in  fact  unexpected,  and  for  this  reason  I  have  ap- 
preciated the  honor  very  highly  and  endeavored  to  de- 
serve the  confidence  so  generously  placed  in  me  by  a 
strict  application  to  the  duties  of  my  office. 

The  appointment  .of  a  District  Chaplain  and  Secretary 
were  my  earliest  official  actions,  "and  for  Chaplain  I  se- 
lected Bro.  Hughes,  of  King  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  78, 
Tilsonburg,  and  for  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Clifford  Kemp, 
of  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  43,  Woodstock.  While 
the  office  of  Chaplain  has  not  proved  to  be  an  onerous 
one,  that  of  District  Secretary  has  been  no  small  burden 
for  Bro.  Kemp  to  carry,  and  I  have  pleasure  in  testify- 
ing tu  the  careful,  prompt  and  thoroughly  excellent 
manner  in  which  the  Secretary  has  performed  his  duties. 
Without  his  valuable  services  I  scarcely  know  how  I 
shculd  have  got  through  the  work,  especially  in  the 
conduct  of  the  District  Lodge  of  Instruction. 

Each  Lodge  in  the  District,  and  there  are  21,  I  have 
personally  visited  at  least  once,  and  some  I  have  at- 
tended a  second  time,  and  I  am  pleased  to  record  the 
fact  that  Masonry  generally  throughout  the  District  is 
in  a  most  prosperous  and  flourishing  condition,  socially, 
morally,  financially  and  Masonically.  The  brethren 
seem  to  have  been  particularly  careful  in  choosing  their 
officers,  having  almost  universally  selected  brethren  of 
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hieh  intelligence  and  executive  ability,  who  do  great 
credit  both  to  themselves  and  to  their  Lodges.  The 
work  conferred  in  the  different  Lodges  is  wonderfully 
uniform  in  correctness,  and  with  two  or  three  exceptions 
(noted  in  my  individual  Lodge  reports),  is  as  nearly  per- 
fect as  the  Grand  Lodge  can  hope  to  have  it.  Finan- 
ces are  generally  good,  and  the  routine  business  of  each 
Lodge  appears  to  be  carefully  done.  The  books  of  the 
different  secretaries,  without  exception,  are  neatly  and 
correctly  kept.  Peace  and  harmony  and  brotherly  love 
seem  to  prevail  almost  universally.  In  the  matter  of 
new  candidates  there  is  certainly  a  gratifying  awaken- 
ing, as  no  less  than  78  successful  Entered  Apprentices 
have  knocked  at  the  doors  in  Wilson  District  during  the 
past  year.  My  official  visits,  my  brethren,  have  been 
a  great  pleasure  indeed.  I  have  been  received  very 
kindly  in  every  Lodge,  and  any  attempt  on  my  part  to 
correct  or  give  new  light  or  tender  suggestions  have 
been  gladly  received  and  generally  respected.  In  fact, 
with  the  exception  of  some  neglect  in  reporting  deaths, 
I  have  no  complaints  to  report  in  the  conduct  of  any 
Lodge  in  this  District.  Disputes,  differences  of  opin- 
ion, or  unmasonic  conduct  among  the  brethren  have  for- 
tunately been  unknown  to  me  throughout  Wilson  Dis- 
trict during  the  year  just  past.  There  have  been  no  by- 
laws to  amend,  no  dedications,  consecrations  or  other 
special  work  of  any  nature.  I  might  just  mention  that 
where  there  has  been  no  degree  work  on  the  occasion  of 
my  official  visits,  opening  and  closing  in  the  three  de- 
grees have  invariably  been  performed  by  the  officers. 

Soon  after  assuming  the  duties  of  my  office  I  directed 
an  address  to  the  brethren  of  the  District  through  the 
different  Lodges,  which  I  have  found  produced  results 
eminently  satisfactory  throughout  the  year  in  my  corre- 
spondence with  the  different  Lodges. 

Dispensations. — I  have  issued  during  the  year  four 
dispensations,  as  follows:  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  68. 
Ine:ersoll,  to  attend  church  December  29,  1901 ;  King 
Hiram  Lodge,  No.  37,  Ingersoll,  to  attend  church  June 
22,  1902 ;  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  68,  Ingersoll,  to  attend 
church  June  22,  1902;  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  82,  Paris, 
to  attend  church  June  29,  1902. 

Deaths. — I  regret  to  report  the    death    of    fourteen 
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brethren  in  Wilson  District  during  the  year,  although 
(through  neglect  of  some  secretaries)  I  am  only  in  a 
position  to  name  eight.  Bro.  W.  J.  Beattie,  St.  John's 
Ledge,  No.  104,  Norwich,  initiated  May  19,  1900,  died 
January  5th,  1902.  Biro.  Beattie  was  accidentally  killed 
by  being  caught  in  a  revolving  shaft  in  a  planing  niill. 
He  was  a  young  man  highly  respected  by  his  brethren. 
Bro.  Isaac  Haight,  of  New  Durham,  was  a  member  of 
St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  104,  Norwich,  initiated  December 
23,  1896,  died  January  12,  1902.  He  has  been  in  deli- 
cate health  for  some  time,  was  a  brother  in  good  cir- 
cumstances and  most  highly  respected.  Bro.  Alexander 
Ironsides,  jr.,  was  a  member  of  Norfolk  Lodge,  No.  10, 
Simcce,  initiated  February  21st,  1899,  died  February 
4th,  1902.  Bro.  Daniel  B.  Palmerton,  initiated  into 
Norfolk  Lodge,  No.  10,  Simcoe,  August  22,  1882,  died 
April  i8th,  1902.  Bro.  George  Hagerman,  a  member 
of  Frederick  Lodge,  No.  217,  Delhi,  farmer,  initiated 
November  8,  1886,  died  March  28,  1902,  aged  67.  Bro. 
Daniel  Matthews,  a  member  of  Oxford  Lodge,  No.  76, 
Woodstock,  initiated  April  10,  1867,  died  March  7,  1902. 
Bro.  Herman  Thornton,  a  member  of  Oxford  Lodge, 
No.  76,  Woodstock,  initiated  May  14,  1873,  ^^^^  May 
13,  1902.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  James  Hayes,  a  member  of  Nor- 
folk Lodge,  No.  10,  Simcoe,  was  initiated  December  16, 
1868,  died  May  31,  1902.  Deceased  was  a  Free  Mason 
of  33  years'  standing,  had  graced  the  office  of  Master 
of  Norfolk  Ledge,  was  a  Past  Principal  of  Royal  Arch 
Chapter,  and  beloved  and  esteemed  by  his  brethren  for 
the  mam'  excellent  qualities  that  characterized  him  as 
a  man  and  a  Mason.  Bro.  Hayes  was  prominent  in  his 
own  profession,  as  well  as  in  all  the  public  offices  in  the 
gift  of  his  fellow  citizens.  His  early  demise  will  be 
greatly  regretted. 

The  matter  of  arrearages  of  dues  has  been,  perhaps, 
the  most  vexatious  and  troublesome  question  that  I  have 
endeavored  to  contend  with  during  the  year.  The  num- 
ber of  members  more  than  twelve  (12)  months  in  ar- 
rears in  many  Lodges  are  beyond  all  reason,  and  par- 
ticularly in  such  Lodges  as  Oxford,  No.  76 ;  King  Solo- 
mon, No.  43;  St.  John's,  No.  104;  Burford,  No.  106; 
Scotland,  No.  193;  Norfolk,  No.  10;  Erie,  No.  149,  and 
others  of  smaller  membership  but  proportionate  in  size 
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and  number  of  arrears.  This  is  not  as  it  should  be,  and 
could  be  collected  much  closer  if  the  Bro.  Secretaries 
would  but  make  the  eflfort.  I  should  like  also  to  em- 
phasize the  necessity  of  Secretaries  sending  promptly 
the  D.D.G.M's  returns  in  order  that  his  report  may  go 
out  promptly,  instead  of  waiting,  as  this  has  done,  for 
some  eleventh  hour  reports  in  answer  to  telegrams.  I 
regret  also  to  report  that  two  Lodges  are  over  one  year 
behind  in  their  Grand  Lodge  fees. 

My  first  official  visit  was  made  to  Plattsville  Lodge, 
No.  78,  December  20th,  1901,  to  install  their  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.  P.M.  Bro.  Johnstone  opened  the 
Lodge.  There  was  no  work  in  the  degrees,  so  that  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  installation  ceremony,  the  officers 
and  brethren  entertained  all,  including  many  visitors,  to 
a  magnificent  banquet  at  the  Beemer  House.  Platts- 
ville Lodge  has  a  splendid  staff  of  officers,  and  will,  I 
have  no  doubt,  have  a  prosperous  year.  The  books  of 
the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Henderson,  are  models  of  neat- 
ness and  correctness,  and  brand  him  an  excellent  Secre- 
tary. P.D.D.G.M.  Allshire  was  present  and  did  much 
to  promote  the  success  of  the  evening.  The  LP.M., 
Bro.  Dr.  Wilson,  and  the  new  Master,  W.  Bro.  Briston, 
are  both  enthusiastic  Masons.  W.  Bros.  F.  Millman,  L 
Geary,  T.  West  and  Bro.  D.  Miller  made  this  long  drive 
with  me,  and  we  received  a  hearty  reception. 

Having  been  invited  to  instal  the  officers  of  Norfolk 
Ledge,  No.  10,  Simcoe,  on  December  27,  1901,  I  made 
this  my  official  visit,  and  was  right  royally  received  by  a 
very  hrge  assemblage  of  brethren,  over  one  hundred 
being  present  on  this  occasion.  No.  10  is  a  most  pros- 
perous Lodge.  All  the  officers  are  well  up  in  the  work 
so  far  as  I  could  judge,  in  fact,  none  but  a  good  staff 
could  show  such  results  as  are  evidenced  on  every  hand. 
W.  Bro.  Kelly's  books  are  correct  and  artistic  indeed. 
The  Lode^e  room  is  beautiful  in  itself.  Under  the  guid- 
ance of  W.  Bro.  Gunton,  assisted  by  P.M.  Bro.  McGill, 
Norfolk  Lodge  is  bound  to  advance.  Two  Past  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Masters  were  present  in  the  persons 
of  R.  W.  Bros.  Dr.  Kennedy  and  T.  R.  Atkinson.  Visi- 
tors were  present  from  all  the  surrounding  Masonic  cen- 
ters, many  having  accompanied  me  from  Woodstock, 
including  the  veteran  Mason,  P.M.  Bro.  E.  W.  Town, 
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of  Oak  Branch,  Innerkip.  The  banquet  was  fine  and 
the  songs  and  speeches  prodigious.  Masonry  is  flour- 
ishino^  here.  P.M.  Bro.  McGill  was  presented  with  a 
PcSt  Master's  Jewel. 

Officially  visited  my  mother  Lodge,  Oxford,  No.  76, 
January  13th,  1902.  I  was  most  cordially  received  here 
by  a  large  attendance  of  brethren.  This  was  another 
installation  service,  and  though  there  was  plenty  of  work 
n^ne  was  conferred,  as  I  see  this  on  the  regular  meet- 
ing nights.  It  was  my  pleasure  to  instal  a  very  fine 
staff  of  officials  under  W.  Bro.  John  Dutton  as  Master. 
Their  work,  which  I  frequently  see,  is  among  the  best 
done  in  the  District,  and  that  is  high  praise.  The  books 
and  records  of  Bro.  Robt.  Anderson,  Secretary,  are  de- 
serving of  special  mention.  This  Lodge  is  strong  from 
every  standpoint,  financially  and  numerically,  and  is  ex- 
periencing most  gratifying  prosperity.  K.  W.  Bro. 
Gavin  Stewart  assisted  in  the  ceremonies  of  installation. 
R.  W.  Bro.  F.  C.  Martin  is  also  alive  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  Oxford  Lodge,  and  there  are  no  complaints  to 
record.  The  officers  and  brethren  of  King  Solomon 
Lodge,  No.  43,  were  present  in  large  numbers. 

Vittoria  Lodge,  No.  359 :  I  officially  visited  January 
17,  1902,  where  I  received  a  cordial  welcome  from  a 
lirge  gathering  of  members  and  visitors  from  Erie 
Lodge,  Port  Dover,  Port  Rowan,  Simcoe  and  Wood- 
stock. Here  I  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  third 
degree  conferred  by  P.M.  Bro.  Albert  Wood.  The 
opening  and  closing  in  different  degrees  was  well  done 
by  the  Maste/,  W.  Bro.  Culver.  The  good  work  of 
Vittoria  Lodge  was  a  revelation  to  me,  and  I  congratu- 
lated them  on  their  success.  R.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Kennedy 
is  a  charter  member  of  this  Lodge,  and  was  present  on 
this  occasion.  A  pleasing  feature  of  this  meeting  was 
the  fine  exposition  of  the  historic  events  surrounding 
Masonry  in  this  vicinity  bv  W.  Bro.  McCaul,  R.  W.  Bro. 
Kennedy  and  others.  The  clerical  work  of  the  Lodge 
is  well  and  ably  done  by  Bro.  Pow,  the  untiring  Secre- 
tary. Vittoria  Lodge  owns  the  building  and  is  in  good 
financial  condition.  Only  two  members  in  arrears  at 
present.  A  fine  banquet  was  provided,  and  my  recep- 
tion was  most  enthusiastic.  I  was  well  pleased  with  the 
condition  of  Masonry  in  Vittoria.      W.  Bro.  Minns  anl 
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Oak  Branch,  No.  261,  Innerkip:  Made  my  official 
visit  to  this  Lodge  January  23,  1902,  accompanied  by 
twenty-seven  brethren  from  Woodstock.  I  had  been 
mvited  to  install  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  W. 
Bro.  Hughson  was  installed  as  Master,  together  with  the 
Wardens  and  subordinate  officers,  after  which  P.M.  Bro. 
Hopkins  conferred  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Ma- 
son on  a  candidate  in  waiting.  The  work  was  fairly 
well  done,  the  Master  doing  his  important  part  with 
good  effect.  P.M.  Bro.  E.  W.  Town  seems  to  be  an 
indispensable  brother  in  the  matter  of  all  work,  and  is 
certainly  an  enthusiastic  Mason.  This  Lodge  has  only 
a  small  membership,  being  difficult  to  depend  on  a 
quorum.  Work  very  light  of  late,  but  prospects  are 
now  looking  brighter.  The  officers  of  this  Lodge  re- 
quire new  regalia.  Books  are  well  kept  by  Bo.  Nes- 
bitt,  the  Secretary.  The  financial  standing  is  none  too 
good,  though  by  great  economy  Oak  Branch  keeps  out 
of  debt.  The  usual  extra  banquet,  provided  as  only 
Oak  Branch  can  provide,  was  served  to  about  fifty  breth- 
ren. I  was  well  received,  and  trust  Oak  Branch  will 
endeavor  to  advance  and  progress. 

Burford  Lodge,  No.  106:  On  the  22nd  of  January, 
1902,  I  made  my  official  visit  to  the  above  Lodge,  ac- 
companied by  several  enthusiastic  Woodstock  Masons. 
On  account  of  the  great  blizzard  then  raging  the  attend- 
ance was  small,  which  is  a  most  unusual  occurrence  for 
Burford.  About  thirty  brethren  were  present.  I  had 
been  invited  to  install  the  officers,  and  a  better  or  more 
promising  staff  it  would  be  hard  to  find".  I  was  well 
pleased  with  the  marked  high  standing  of  this  Lodge. 
The  hall  is  large,  well  furnished,  and  attractive.  The 
officers  are  well  skilled  in  the  opening  and  closing  cere- 
monies, the  brethren  are  enthusiastic  in  their  co-opera- 
tion and  assistance,  and  all  the  surroundings  bear  evi- 
dence of  a  prosperous  Lodge.  W.  Master-elect  Bro. 
Davidson  will  make  a  good  executive  head  of  this  Lodge. 
This  Lodge  owns  its  own  building,  and  the  finances  are 
very  good,  but  should  be  better,  as  they  carry  too  rnany 
dues.  The  Secretary's  books  are  neat  and  well  kept, 
according  to  Grand  Lodge  instruction.  A  fine  body  of 
intelligent  men  compose   the   membership   of   Burford

Lodge.  P.M.  Bro.  Armstrong  made  an  excellent  direc- 
tor of  ceremonies  during  installation.  The  brethren 
were  banqueted  at  close  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  function 
was  very  fine.  The  courtesies  and  attentions  shown 
visitors  on  this  occasion  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Fred.  Miles  will 
not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Lodge  of  Instruction. — Early  in  my  official  year  I  stat- 
ed i  1  an  address  issued  to  the  District  that  I  would  use  my 
best  endeavor  to  hold  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  during  the 
year.  Pursuant  to  this,  and  acting  in  accordance  with 
the  desires  of  our  R.  W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  I 
called  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  to  be  held  at  Woodstock, 
February  18,  1902,  under  the  warrants  of  King  Solomon 
Lodge,  No.  43,  and  Oxford  Lodge,  No.  76.  The  work 
of  the  first  degree  was  performed  by  the  officers  of  St. 
John's  Lodge,  No.  82,  Paris;  the  second  degree  by  the 
officers  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  104,  Norwich,  and  the 
third  degree  jointly  by  the  officers  of  King,  Solomon 
Lodge,  No.  43,  and  Oxford  Lodge,  No.  76,  Woodstock. 
When  the  brethren  assembled  in  the  Lodge  rooms  at  2 
p.m.  some  300  Masons  were  present.  The  Acting  Grand 
Master  and  other  Grand  Lodge  officers  were  then  re- 
ceived with  the  usual  formalities,  after  which  W.  Bro. 
S.  Y.  Taylor  and  his  officers  gave  one  of  the  best  exhibi- 
tions of  first  degree  work  ever  seen  in  Wilson  District, 
as  also  did  W.  Bro.  Geo.  Tipper  and  his  officers  in  the 
second  degree.  The  same  may  also  be  said  of  the  work 
of  the  third  degree  by  W.  Bros.  Geary  and  Dutton  and 
their  able  staff  of  officers.  Each  degree  was  critically 
analyzed  by  the  three  brethren  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose, R.  W.  Bro.  T.  Atkinson,  Simcoe;  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C. 
Hegler,  Ingersoll,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  W.  A,  Karn,  the  Dis- 
trict Master.  Many  other  brethren  took  part  in  the 
discussion,  among  which  was  our  distinguished  Acting 
Grand  Master,  whose  commejits  were  very  graceful  and 
to  the  point.  The  remarks  of  our  Grand  Master  on  this 
occasion  were  exceedingly  happy  and  endeared  him 
jrreatly  to  his  brethren.  In  the  evening  R.  W.  Bro.  F. 
C.  Martin,  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  McGachie  and  D.D.G.M.  W. 
A.  Karn  gave  an  exemplification  of  the  proper  examina- 
tion of  a  visitor  before  entering  a  Lodge.  This  part  of 
the  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  much  appreciated  by  all 
the  brethren.      This  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  a  most 
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gratifying  succtss,  and  some  officer  of  each  Lodge  in 
the  District  can  testify  to  the  fact  of  having  carried 
home  some  lessons  from  which  to  draw  food  for  the 
work  before  him  and  his  Lodge,  It  was  gratifying,  in- 
deed, to  see  the  splendid  response  to  my  call  for  a  Ix>dge 
of  Instruction,  as  only  one  Lodge  in  the  District  failed 
to  respond,  and  Frederick  Lodge,  No.  217,  has  lost  one 
interesting  opportunity.  The  following  resolution, 
moved  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Farthing,  P.G.C.,  and  D.D.G.M. 
Kam,  was  passed:  "Resolved,  That  we,  the  members 
of  Wilson  District,  No.  6,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  in  Lodge  of  In- 
struction assembled  at  Woodstock,  on  this  i8th  day  of 
February,  1902,  desire  to  take  this,  the  first  opportunity 
since  the  death  of  our  late  Grand  Master,  R.  B.  Hun- 
gerford,  to  place  on  record  our  unfeigned  sorrow  at  his 
death,  and  our  sincere  admiration  of  his  manly  character, 
which  ever  exhibited  the  true  type  of  a  worthy  Mason, 
and  we  desire  to  extend  to  his  bereaved  widow  and  fam- 
ily Dur  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  irreparable  loss,  a  loss 
which  is  not  theirs  alone,  but  ours.  Our  craft  has  lost 
a  noble  and  high-minded  ruler,  who  endeared  himself 
to  all  Masons,  but  to  none  more  than  to  those  of  this 
District,  and  we  humbly  pray  that  the  all-wise  and  all- 
loving  Father  will  sustain  his  bereaved  ones  in  this  hour 
of  their  trial  and  that  we  and  they  may  be  united  with 
him  in  the  resurrection,  to  join  once  again  in  the  service 
of  our  God  in  His  glorious  kingdom."  I  feel  that  our 
District  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  both  King  Solo- 
mon's and  Oxford  Lodges  for  having  so  splendidly  en- 
tertained Wilson  District  on  this  occasion,  and  especially 
for  the  magnificent  banquet  tendered  in  the  evening  to 
over  300  guests.  Acting  Grand  Master  Judge  Harding, 
Past  Grand  Master  E.  T.  Malone,  R.  W.  Bro.  Benjamin 
Allen,  of  Toronto,  R.  W.  Bro.  T.  R.  Atkinson,  of  Sim- 
coe,  W.  Bro.  A.  Y.  Scott,  of  Toronto,  and  many  other 
brethren  responded  eloquently  to  the  different  toasts  to 
which  they  w^ere  assigned,  while  the  musical  part  of  the 
program  was  fine  indeed. 

Scotland  Lodge,  No.  193:  I  officially  visited  the 
above  Lodge  March  31,  1902,  and  was  joined  at  Wood- 
stock by  W.  Bro.  F.  Millman,  Bros.  D.  Miller  and  A. 
Gardner.  The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the 
third  degree,  after  which  a  candidate  was  passed  to  the 
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Fellowcraft  degree,  the  work  being  very  well  done  by 
W.  Bro.  Smith  and  his  officers,  though  some  of  the  regu- 
lar officers  were  absent  on  account  of  bad  roads.  There 
was  also  a  small  attendance  of  members,  partly  caused 
by  the  roads,  and  in  part  from  other  causes  that  should 
not  interfere  with  Masonic  functions.  However,  there 
was  a  good  gathering  of  visitors  from  Burford,  Water- 
ford  and  Woodstock,  which  partly  made  up  for  the  ab- 
sence of  local  brethren.  Here  they  possess  a  most  com- 
fortable room  that  is  well  furnished.  Their  financial 
condition  is  fairly  good.  They  have  a  most  energetic 
Secretary  in  Bro.  Malcolm,  who  keeps  everything  right 
and  in  its  place.  There  seemed  to  be  some  little  want 
of  harmony,  but  I  am  assured  it  has  now  quieted  down.

I  was  most  cordially  welcomed  to  Scotland  Lodge 
and  am  fully  convinced  of  the  quality  of  this  Lodge 
when  everything  is  normal.  The  banquet  was,  I  am 
told,  traditionally  grand,  thanks  to  that  enthusiastic  craft 
caterer,  Bro.  James  Young,  than  whom  none  can  outdo 
him  "or  a'  that." 

Erie  Lodge,  No.  149,  Port  Dover:  I  visited  Erie 
Lodge  officially  March  17,  1902,  accompanied  by  Bro. 
Major  McQueen  and  Bro.  J.  Arnold  Thompson,  of  Ox- 
ford Lodge.  Here  I  was  privileged  to  see  the  second 
degree  conferred  and  well  done  was  it  also  by  W.  Bro. 
Bond  and  his  officrs.  Bro.  Bond  is  an  ideal  Master  and 
a  worthy  successor  of  P.M.  Bro.  Waddell.  Work  in 
this  Lodge  has  attained  the  highest  degree  of  perfection 
under  the  able  direction  of  these  efficient  Masters.  R. 
W.  Bro.  Dr.  Kennedy  is  a  constant  attendant  at  Erie 
Lodge  and  a  tower  of  strength  to  its  officers.  P.  M. 
Bro.  Tibbets  delivered  the  Fellowcraft  charge  in  a  most 
impressive  manner.  The  attendance  was  good,  about 
35  being  present.  The  opening  «nd  closing  in  all  de- 
grees was  well  done.  The  Secretary's  books  are  kept 
by  P.  M.  Bro.  Varey  in  a  most  creditable  manner.  Erie 
Lodge  is  in  a  most  prosperous  and  flourishing  condition, 
having  a  nice  balance  to  their  credit.  Your  representa- 
tive received  a  most  cordial  and  fraternal  reception.  We 
were  entertained  to  a  fine  supper,  a  feature  of  the  pro- 
gram of  which  was  a  patriotic  speech  by  Bro.  Major

McQueen  that  wrought  up  the  loyalty  of  the  brethren 
and  pointed  out  the  Mason's  duty  to  his  country.  Sev- 
eral fine  songs  were  contributed  during  the  evening. 
Erie  Lodge  is  a  credit  alike  to  its  members,  the  District, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  fact,  everything  is  peace, 
harmony  and  prosperity.  Several  visitors  were  in  at- 
tendance from  Vittoria  Lodge. 

Wilson  Lodge,  No.  113:  My  official  visit  to  this 
Lodge  was  made  on  March  19,  1902.  I  was  especially 
struck  with  the  fraternal  spirit  of  the  Waterford  Masons 
on  being  met  at  the  station  by  a  large  representation  of 
the  brethren,  among  them  several  Past  Masters,  My 
reception  into  the  Ix)dge  room  was  equally  friendly  and 
cordial,  for  when  W.  Bro.  Bowlby  and  Past  Master'Bro. 
L.  Sovereign  attempt  to  welcome  visitors  to  Wilson 
Lodge  they  keep  up  the  old  traditions.  There  was  a 
splendid  attendance  in  the  Lodge  room  of  as  fine  a  body 
of  men  as  ever  graced  any  Lodge  in  the  District.  W. 
Bro.  Bowlby  is  an  efficient  presiding  officer,  and  is  well 
supported  by  a  large  number  of  talented  Past  Masters, 
among  whom  were  W.  Bros.  Ross,  Massecar,  Sovereign, 
York,  Teeter  and  Gould,  as  well  as  an  able  staff  of  sub- 
ordinate officers.  The  second  degree  was  conferred  in 
a  most  creditable  manner  and  reflects  the  result  of  much 
time  and  care  in  the  study  and  practice  of  the  work. 
Wilson  Lodge  room  is  perhaps  the  most  Oriental  look- 
ing and  the  most  beautifully  furnished  of  any  Lodge  in 
Wilson  District,  and  is  certainly  a  credit  to  the  brethren. 
Bro.  Mills  is  an  excellent  Secretary,  having  all  the  books 
in  perfect  crder.  While  this  Lodge  has  not  been  -the 
most  active  during  the  last  two  or  three  years,  yet  it 
now  seems  to  have  entered  on  a  new  era  of  prosperity, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  in  the  District.  A 
gcodly  number  of  visitors  were  present  from  the  sur- 
rounding Lodges,  and  a  pleasant  and  profitable  evening 
was  spent.     Supper  was  served  at  the  close  of  the  Lodge. 

Walsingham  Lodge,  No.  174:  I  officially  visited 
Walsingham  Lodge,  Port  Rowan,  March  20,  1905.  The 
attendance  was  r?ther  small  for  such  a  prosperous 
Lodge,  several  of  the  most  active  members  being  absent 
at  this  time.  The  chair  was  ably  filled,  however,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Master  by  P.M.  Bro.  Biddle,  who,  as- 
sisted by  his  officers,  conferred  the  second  degree.      The 
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work  of  the  Master  was  most  efficient,  while  the  work  of 
the  other  officers  (although  fairly  well  done)  showed  evi- 
dences of  adhering  to  the  "older  work"  of  Masonry.  W. 
Bro.  James  Ryan,  the  venerable  Secretary,  is  a  tower 
of  strength  in  himself,  and  is,  I  am  sure,  one  of  the  pil- 
lars of  Masonry  in  the  District.  W.  Bro.  Pearsall  as- 
sisted in  a  portion  of  the  work,  as  well  as  W.  Bro.  Grif- 
fith, of  The  Barton  Lodge,  of  Hamilton,  who  gave  the 
charge  to  the  candidate.  The  books  of  this  Lodge  are 
not  only  correctly  but  beautifully  kept,  and  reflect  great 
credit  on  P.M.  Bro.  Ryan.  Lodge  affairs  are  prosper- 
ous from  every  standpoint,  socially,  financially,  numeri- 
cally and  Masonically,  and  Walsingham  Lodge  is  still 
keeping  up  their  old-time  reputation  for  active  interest 
and  generous  hospitality.  A  bountiful  supper  was 
served  at  the  Pearsall,  and  some  splendid  speeches  were 
made.  My  visit  to  Walsingham  was  most  gratifying, 
and  I  am  sure  it  must  be  a  great  pleasure  for  any  Grand 
Lodge  official  to  visit  this  well-regulated  Lodge. 

St.  John's,  No.  82 ;  It  was  my  pleasure  to  visit  offi- 
cially St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  82,  Paris,  March  27,  1902, 
accompanied  by  a  large  delegation  of  Woodstock  breth- 
ren. My  reception  into  this  Lodge  was  one  of  the 
most  cordial  that  I  have  received  in  the  District,  over 
one  hundred  brethren  being  present.  Invitations  were 
issued  by  the  officers  and  members  of  St.  John's  Lodge 
to  outside  brethren  to  be  present  on  this  occasion,  which 
brought  visitors  from  Plattsville,  Brantford,  St.  George, 
Burford.  Princeton,  Ayr  and  Woodstock  to  take  part 
in  this  splendid  function.  The  second  degree  was  con- 
ferred in  a  masterly  manner  by  W.  Bro.  S.  Y.  Taylor, 
assisted  by  the  best  drilled  staff  of  officers  in  the  District. 
W.  Bro.  Taylor  is  cetainly  a  paragon  of  Masonic  perfec- 
tion in  the  work,  conferring  it  correctly,  impressively, 
and  with  fine  elocutionary  and  dramatic  effect.  All 
other  officers  have  apparently  profited  by  his  lofty  ex- 
ample. <s  th(ir  work  is  also  beyond  criticism.  P.M. 
Bro.  Smoke  is  an  excellent  Secretary,  having  his  books 
in  fine  form.  This  Lodge  is  in  a  flourishing  condition 
financially,  and  the  brethren  seem  to  take  great  pride 
and  interests  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  Lodge.  An 
tnthusi'stic  staff  of  Past  Masters  are  ever  on  hand  to 
assist  in  the  work  and  management  of  the  Lodge,  in- 
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eluding  P.M.  Bro.  R.  Thompson,  J.  R.  Inksater,  Bro. 
Haire  i.nd  others,  A  most  commendable  innovation 
took  place  on  this  occasion,  which  was  the  special  effort 
that  had  been  made  to  induce  all  the  veterans  of  the 
craft  tj  visit  the  Lodge  at  this  time.  This  proved  a 
great  success,  as  many  brethren  were  present  that  had 
not  been  in  attendance  for  years.  R.  W.  Bro.  James 
Smiley,  P.D.D.G.M.,  was  present  at  this  meeting,  and 
added  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  occasion.  St.  John's 
Lodge  was  strikingly  lavish  in  their  entertainment  of 
the  brethren,  having  served  one  of  the  finest  banquets 
in  which  it  has  ever  been  my  pleasure  to  take  part.  In 
speeches  and  in  song,  the  toast  list  was  much  above  the 
average,  and  everyone  departed  at  a  late  hour  feeling 
they  h:d  been  royally  and  fraternally  entertained,  and 
with  non.  other  than  good  wishes  for  the  long  con- 
tinued success  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  82. 

King  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  78 :  I  officially  visited  King 
Hiram  Lodge,  No.  78,  Tilsonburg,  April  16,  1902,  ac- 
compani'ed  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Alex.  McGachie  and  a  dozen 
other  brethren  from  Woodstock.  We  were  welcomed 
at  the  station  by  a  large  number  of  enthusiastic  Masons 
from  King  Hiram  Lodge,  supported  by  W.  Bro.  Samuel 
Glutton,  of  Vienna  Lodge.  The  attendance  of  mem- 
bers in  the  Lodge  was  very  large,  and  visiting  brethren 
turned  out  in  fine  force  from  Vienna,  Delhi,  IngersoU 
and  Woodstock  Lodges,  The  second  degree  was  con- 
ferred in  a  most  exemplary  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Aspinall, 
assisted  by  a  thoroughly  competent  staff  of  officers,  and 
this  Lodge  is,  to  my  mind,  one  of  the  best  worked  and 
best  managed  Lodg^  in  Wilson  District,  having  a  mem- 
bership of  117.  I.P.M.  Bro.  T.  L.  Armstrong  was  pre- 
sented with  a  Past  Master's  jewel,  showing  the  appre- 
ciation of  his  brethren  for  the  valuable  services  rendered 
the  Lodge,  which  was  the  occasion  of  a  great  outburst 
of  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  his  brother  Masons.  Rev. 
Bro.  E.  W.  Hughes,  District  Chaplain,  gave  a  very  fine 
lecture  or  explanation  on  the  familiar  passage  in  Eccle- 
siastes  that  proved  of  great  interest  to  the  brethren.  I 
was  delighted  to  find  in  this  Lodge  such  an  enthusiastic 
number  of  Past  Masters,  among  them  being  W.  Bro. 
W.  S.  Law,  W.  Bro.  Rayner.  V.  W.  Bro.  John  McDon- 
ald, W.  Bro.  Armstrong,  W.  Bro.  F.  Biette  and  V.  W. 
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Bro.  Hagan,  all  of  whom  were  most  untiring  in  their 
efforts  to  make  the  visitors  feel  at  home.  Past  Grand 
officers  R.  W.  Bro.  Wm.  McDonald,  R.  W.  Bro.  A.  W. 
Crysler,  V.  W.  Bro.  Glutton  and  V.  W.  Bro.  Alex.  Mc- 
Gachie  were  in  attendance,  as  were  also  W.  Bro.  Dr. 
Weils,  of  Delhi,  and  W.  Bro.  J.  W.  Dutton,  of  Oxford 
Lodge,  Woodstock.  The  large  number  of  rev.  breth- 
ren in  attendance  was  a  pleasing  feature  of  this  meeting. 
The  social  function  was,  as  usual,  quite  in  keeping  with 
the  old-time  record  of  King  Hiram  Lodge,  the  remarks 
of  all  speakers  being  especially  happy  and  appropriate 
to  each  succeeding  toast.  Bro.  A.  L.  Baker,  the  inde- 
fatigable Secretary,  has  records  all  well  in  hand,  the 
books  well  kept,  and  everything  in  first-class  order.  The 
brethren  of  this  Lodge  have  done  well  recently  with  an 
unusual  case  of  benevolence. 

Vienna  Lodge,  No.  237 :  Visited  this  Lodge  officially 
April  21,  1902,  for  which  purpose  the  brethren  kindly 
called  an  emergent  meeting.  I  was  accompanied  here 
by  V.  W.  Bro.  F.  Millman,  of  Oxford  Lodge,  who  gave 
me  much  valuable  assistance  in  this  and  many  other 
official  visits  throughout  the  District.  The  brethren  of 
Vienna  Lodge  are  most  hospitable  Masons  indeed,  to 
such  an  extent  even,  that  in  the  weakness  of  a  small 
Lodge  we  are  apt  to  marvel  at  their  generous  and  mag- 
nanimous treatment.  They  are,  though  the  member- 
ship is  not  large,  very  enthusiastic  in  the  work  of  Ma- 
sonry and  in  the  elevating  of  the  cause,  and  what  they 
may  lack  in  numbers  is  fully  made  up  in  the  quality  of 
their  material,  and  any  Mason  can  imbibe  both  pleasure 
and  profit  by  associating  wtih  the  brethren  of  Vienna 
Lodge.  W.  Bro.  Hawkins  was  prevented  from  putting 
on  work  through  the  illness  of  a  candidate,  but  opened 
and  closed  the  Lodge  in  all  degrees  in  a  manner  quite 
satisfactory.  The  Secretary,  V.  W.  Bro.  Glutton,  keeps 
a  splendid  set  of  books,  and  while  the  Lodge  is  not  bur- 
dened with  a  full  treasury,  yet  is  paying  its  way  very 
nicely.  Vienna  and  Port  Burwell  are  too  near  each 
other  to  support  two  prosperous  Lodges.  Past  Masters 
Benjamin  Bryan,  G.  M.  Wilson  and  others  are  untiring 
in  their  efforts  to  make  the  Lodge  a  success.  Several 
brethren  from  King  Hiram  Lodge,  Tilsonburg,  visited 
on  this  occ  sion,  including  the  W.  Bros.  Biette,  Arm- 
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Strong  and  Bro.  S.  W.  McQueen.    A  nice  supper  was 
provided  at  the  close  of  the  Lodge. 

Oriental  Lodge,  No.  i8i :      Visited  Oriental  Lodge, 
Port  Burvell,  April  22,  1902,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro. 
Fred.  Biette,  of  Tilsonburg,  and  V.  W.  Bro.  Millman,  of 
Woodstock.  This  was  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge^ 
presided  over  by  W.  Bro.  John  Kemp.    This  was  the 
smallest  meeting  I  had  yet  seen  in  the  District,  and  was 
no  little  surprised  to  find  such  an  exceptionally  small 
gathering  of  the  members.      There  was  no  work,  neither 
has  there  been  any  for  two  years  at  least.      The  Lodge, 
however,  was  opened  and  closed  in  all  degrees  and  fair- 
ly well  done.      This  Lodge  seems  to  have  little  ambi- 
tion, seemingly  having  become  discouraged.     Oriental 
has  a  beautiful  Lodge  room,  well  furnished  and  suffi- 
ciently attractive  to  entice  Masons  and  candidates  as 
well,  but  I  am  told  they  do  not  knock  at  the  door.    The 
prospects  seem  to  be  very  poor  indeed.    This  Lodge 
has  only  two  Past  Masters,  W.  Bro.  M.  G.  Burwell,  who 
is  now  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  being  one,  and  W.  Bro. 
S.  T.  Logan  the  other.    I  tried  to  encourage  them  to 
press  forward.    There  is  plenty  of  good  material  around. 
I  made  many  suggestions  as  to  how  new  enthusiasm 
might  be  introduced.     New  material  is  required,  for  no 
matter  how  expert  officers  may  be,  it  is  too  much  to  ex- 
pect them  to  keep  up  the  same  old  interest  year  after 
year.      There  is  not  enough  fraternal  exchange  of  cour- 
tesies between  Oriental  and  Vienna,  and  notwithstand- 
ing that  it  is  only  three  miles  between  the  two  Lodges, 
I  am  told  that  they  rarely  visit.      However,  three  or  four 
brethren  from  Vienna  were  present  on  this  occasion. 
The  Lodge  books  are  apparently  in  good  hands,  as  I 
have  seen  no  better  anywhere,  and  so  far  as  the  routine 
work  of  the  Lodge  is  concerned  Oriental  seems  to  be 
in  first-class  condition,  but  there  is  a  "  lack  of  life " 
which  must  soon  be  overcome  if  Masonry  in  Port  Bur- 
well  is  to   grow  and  prosper.       An  amalgamation  of 
thes:  two  Lodges  would,  I  believe,  be  in  the  interests 
of  Masonry.      The  reception  of  the  Grand  Lodge  repre- 
sentative in  this  Lodge  was    of    rather    an    indifferent 
character. 

King  Hiram  Lodge,  No.  37 :     Officially  visited  King 
Hiram  Lodge,  Ingersoll,  May  2,  1902.    I  was  accom- 
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panied  by  thirty-six  brethren  from  Woodstock,  mar- 
shalled by  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  McGachie,  and  District  Sec- 
retary, W.  Bro.  Kemp,  who  chartered  a  trolley  car  for 
the  purpose  of  visiting  their  IngersoU  brethren  on  the 
occasion  of  my  official  visit.  The  attendance,  I  regret 
to  say,  was  small,  which  was  occasion  for  surprise  in 
connection  with  such  an  old  and  prosperous  Lodge, 
with  a  good  membership — there  being  only  about  a 
dozen  present.  However,  although  King  Hiram  has 
not  been  up  to  its  usual  aggressiveness  during  the  last 
two  or  three  years,  yet  I  can  see  that  a  brighter  day  is 
dawning,  and  a  little  more  snap  and  determination  is  all 
that  is  necessary  to  renew  its  old-time  vigor.  The  offi- 
cers, presided  over  by  W.  Bro.  Austin  Miller,  are  well 
skilled,  and  so  far  as  the  first  degree  is  concerned  was 
well  exemplified  in  almost  every  particular.  Plenty  of 
work  is  what  inspires  officers,  and  the  offices  of  King 
Hiram  Lodge  are  well  prepared  to  look  after  much 
more  than  they  have  been  conferring  of  late.  The 
books,  in  the  hands  of  Secretary  Woolson,  are  neatly 
and  correctly  kept.  The  finances  of  the  Lodge  have 
not  been  in  tco  flourishing  a  condition,  but  are  gradu- 
ally improving  through  the  efforts  of  Secretary  Wool- 
son.  R.  W.  Bro.  M.  Walsh,  Past  Grand  Junior  War- 
den, is  still  a  tower  of  strength  to  King  Hiram  Lodge. 
A  luncheon  was  served  after  the  work,  at  which  songs, 
speeches  end  recitations  were  most  profuse,  the  latter 
being  largely  contributed  by  that  veteran  craftsman,  Bro. 
Mclntyre.  I  anticipate  much  greater  prosperity  for 
King  Hiram  Lodge  as  a  result  of  the  fraternal  visit  of 
the  Woodstock  brethren. 

King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  43 :  On  May  6,  1902,  I 
officially  visited  this  Lodge  in  Woodstock,  and  although 
this  evening  was  a  most  inclement  one,  the  attendance 
of  about  seventy-five  members  was  a  remarkably  good 
showing  indeed.  The  high  and  prosperous  condition 
of  King  Solomon's  Lodge  requires  little  comment  on 
my  part.  It  has,  during  the  year,  been  exceptionally 
busy  with  degree  work,  holding  several  emergent  meet- 
ings for  this  purpose.  In  the  absence  of  both  the  Mas- 
ter, Bro.  I.  Geary,  and  of  the  I.P.M.,  W.  Bro.  Kennedy, 
Past  Master  Bro.  J.  J.  Watt  presided  and  conferred  the 
first  degree  in  a  most  creditable  manner,  supported  by 
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his  competent  staff  of  officers.  The  work  was  generally 
well  done,  and  I  must  make  special  mention  of  the  lec- 
ture given  by  Bro.  Wm.  Hodges,  the  clever  Junior  War- 
den, than  which  I  have  never  heard  it  better  given.  W. 
Bro.  Button,  who  gave  the  lecture  in  the  northeast 
angle,  did  great  credit  to  himself  as  well.  The  clerical 
work  of  the  Lodge,  under  V.  W.  Bro.  A.  McGachie,  the 
energetic  Secretary,  is  certainly  a  model  of  neatness  and 
correctness,  and  the  finances  are  flourishing  indeed, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  King  Solomon  heads  the 
hst  of  the  District  Lodges  in  the  large  amount  of  ar- 
rears that  are  carried  on  the  books.  These,  I  trust,  will 
have  largely  vanished  before  the  next  Grand  Lodge  re- 
turns. After  the  work  of  the  degree  the  District  Mas- 
ter gave  an  address  on  the  "Ideals  of  Freemasonry," 
which  sjemed  to  be  acceptable  to  the  brethren.  A 
tasty  supper  was  served  at  the  close  of  the  Lodge,  after 
which  all  departed,  having  thoroughly  enjoyed  the 
meeting. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  68 :  On  May  i6,  1902,  I  paid 
my  official  visit  to  St.  John's  Lodge,  Ingersoll,  and  was 
joined  by  several  Woodstock  brethren.  There  was 
a  fine  attendance  of  this  Lodge  to  the  number 
of  fifty.  W.  Bro.  D.  Munro,  assisted  by  his 
officers,  exemplified  the  third  degree  in  a  manner 
that  was  highly  satisfactory,  especially  under  the  circum- 
stances, as  not  having  a  candidate,  I  requested  the  Mas- 
ter to  exemplify  the  work  without  having  notice  of  such 
or  of  even  expecting  to  be  called  on  to  perform  it. 
While  the  work  was  not  perhaps  up  to  the  usual  good 
work  performed  by  this  Lodge,  yet  under  such  circum- 
stances it  was  very  satisfactory  indeed,  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  generally  their  work  must  be  among  the  best 
in  the  District.  The  Secretary  of  St.  John's  Bro.  S.  M. 
Douglas,  is  a  most  untiring  officer,  and  is  proving  in 
more  ways  than  one  to  be  a  thoroughly  exemplary  oflR- 
cer.  The  finances  are  in  fairly  good  condition,  although 
many  have  been  allowed  to  drop  behind  in  their  dues  in 
recent  years,  but  are  now  being  carefully  collected.  I 
shall  be  much  surprised  if  St.  John's  Lodge  does  not 
f:rge  ah. ad  in  the  future,  as  a  new  determination  to 
materially  ad\'ance  seems  to  have  taken  hold  of  the  offi- 
cers. Refreshments  were  ser\-ed  after  the  meeting  and 
all  enioved  a  jrood  old-fashioned  Masonic  entertainment. 
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I.P.M.  Bro.  S.  C.  Partlo  is  a  most  valuable  and  enthu- 
siastic Past  Master,  and  was  fittingly  recognized  with 
the  presentation  of  a  beautiful  emblematic  ring  by  the 
Lodge.  A  large  line  of  Past  Masters  graced  the  East, 
among  them  being  W.  Bros.  Walsh,  Rowland,  Miller, 
Kerr,  Wm.  Partlo,  S.  C.  Partlo,  H.  W.  Partlo,  John 
We  mock,  John  Morrison,  A.  MeLeod  and  R.  Wood- 
roofe. 

Frederick  Lodge,  No.  217:  I  paid  my  official  visit  to 
this  Lodge  May  19,  1902,  and  was  most  cordially  wel- 
comed by  R.  W.  Bro.  Crysler.  W.  Bro.  Stratton,  and 
the  brethren  cf  the  Lodge.  This  was  a  fine  meeting, 
and  almost  the  entire  membership  of  the  Lodge  was 
present.  This  Lodge,  although  not  a  large  one,  having 
a  membership  of  about  50,  enjoys  the  proud  distinction 
of  having  initiated  more  candidates  last  year  than  any 
other  Lodge  in  the  District.  Many  visitors  were  pres- 
ent from  Norwich  and  Tilsonburg.  The  Fellowcraft 
degree  was  conferred  in  a  masterly  manner  by  the  Mas- 
ter, supported  by  his  efficient  staff  of  officers.  The  work 
in  Frederick  Lodge  receives  the  greatest  attention  from 
the  minutest  detail  to  the  lectures  and  the  charge. 
Frederick  Lodge  is  certainly  in  excellent  standing  finan- 
cially, socially  and  otherwise,  and  the  books  of  the  Sec- 
retary, R.  W.  Bro.  Crysler,  are  neat  and  complete  in 
every  detail.  The  brethren  are  most  fraternal  and 
hospitable,  and  are  all  past  masters  in  the  art  of  enter- 
tainment. A  fine  spread  was  provided,  at  which  a  most 
excellent  toast  list  was  presented.  The  management  de- 
serve the  highest  praise.  With  the  extraordinary  staff 
of  P.  St  Masters  in  Frederick  Lodge  no  wonder  pros- 
perity smiles  upon  them,  and  no  wonder  there  is  not  an 
item  of  any  kind  neglected  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge. 

Blenheim  Lodge,  No.  108,  Princeton:  I  made  ir.y 
official  visit  to  this  Lodge  May  23,  1902,  being  joined 
by  W.  Bro.  J.  W.  Button,  Bro.  E.  C.  Thornton  and  Bro. 
J  m:s  McMahon.  I  was  cordially  welcomed  by  the 
cfficers  and  members  of  the  Lodge,  being  introduced  by 
R.  W.  Bro.  James  Smiley,  LP.D.D.G.M.  of  Wilson  Dis- 
trict No.  6.  This  is  perhaps  the  smallest  Lodge  in 
point  of  numbers  in  the  whole  district,  but  is  one  of  the 
largest  in  point  of  Masonic  enthusiasm  and  hospitality. 
This  Lodge,  under  the  direction  of  W.  Bro.  Freeman,  is 
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in  a  most  satisfactory  and  flourishing  condition.  Al- 
though they  have  had  few  initiations  of  late,  and  have 
seen  their  membership  depleted  year  after  year  by  re- 
movals, yet  the  officers  know  no  discouragement,  hold- 
ing regular  meetings,  with  good  average  attendance,  and 
prospects  of  more  work  and  better  days  to  come.  Every 
available  brother  was  present  at  this  splendid  meeting, 
and  although  there  was  no  degree  work,  the  work  of 
opening  and  closing  in  all  three  degrees  was  most  ad- 
mirably done.  The  books  in  charge  of  the  Secre- 
tary, Bro.  Huston,  are  a  model  of  perfection,  being  neat, 
correct  and  methodically  kept.  W.  Bro.  Davidson  and 
Bro.  Major  Stitt,  of  Burford  Lodge,  were  visitors  on 
this  occasion.  Blenheim  Lodge,  though  small  in  num- 
bers, is  a  credit  to  the  District  in  every  way,  being  finan- 
cially and  Masonically  in  satisfactory  condition,  and  I 
anticipate  for  it  continued  prosperity  in  the  future.  The 
supper  served  in  the  ante-room  was  both  bountiful  and 
tasty,  and  the  speeches  and  songs  of  a  high  order  indeed. 
St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  104:  I  officially  visited  St. 
John's  Lodge,  Norwich,  May  28,  1902,  and  was  frater- 
nally received  by  the  officers  and  members.  A  very 
large  number  present.  There  was  also  a  large  number 
of  visitors  from  the  surrounding  Lodges,  especially  from 
the  Woodstock  Lodges.  The  third  degree  was  con- 
f  rred  upon  a  remarkably  well  posted  candidate  in  a 
highly  creditable  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Tipper  and  his  well 
skilled  officers.  This  was  certainly  the  best  worked 
and  most  impressive  third  degree  that  I  have  witnessed 
during  my  official  visitations.  Each  officer  was  strictly 
correct  in  phraseology,  clear  and  plain  in  pronunciation, 
emphatic  in  speech  and  impressive  in  diction,  the  W. 
Master  being  a  rhetorician  of  considerable  merit.  The 
Secretary,  P.M.  Bro.  Polden,  is  an  able  officer  in  his  po- 
sition, keeping  a  ne-^t  and  correct  set  of  books,  and 
guarding  carefully  the  finances  of  the  Lodge.  In  the 
mattr  of  arrears  of  fees,  however,  St.  John's 
is  certainly  too  lax  and  should  promptly  re- 
duce th?  amount  outstanding.  Generally,  however, 
the  Lodge  is  in  fine  condition,  and  Masonry  in  this  lo- 
cality is  maintaininec  its  high  reputation.  While  we 
were  sorry  to  miss  the  presence  of  R.  W.  Bro.  McCurdy 
from  the  Lodge,  yet  we  were  honored  with  the  presence 
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of  several  enthusiastic  Past  Masters,  among  whom  were 
W.  Bro.  A.  D.  Tllis,  J.  D.  Hogarth  and  George  W.  Pol- 
dens.  Election  of  officers  then  took  place,  resulting  in 
advancing  Bro.  Senior  Warden  Van  Valkenburg  to  the 
East,  and,  judging  from  the  quality  of  the  subordinate 
officer,  next  Grand  Lodge  year  will  see  St.  John's,  No. 
104,  keep  up  the  high  standard  now  so  much  in  evi- 
dence. A  fine  supper  brought  a  good  meeting  to  a 
close. 

Thistle  Lodge,  No.  250:  My  twenty-first  and  last 
official  visit  was  made  to  Thistle  Lodge,  No.  250,  Em- 
bro,  on  Monday,  June  2,  in  company  with  Past  Masters 
Bros.  J.  M.  Cole  and  F.  Millman,  and  Bro.  Alex.  Gard- 
ner, of  Woodstock.  Here  I  received  a  most  friendly 
and  fraternal  reception  from  the  brethren,  although  the 
numbers  were  few.  This  Lodge  has  a  membership  of 
29,  and  only  about  a  dozen  of  these  take  any  active  in- 
t.rcst  in  the  Lodge,  judging  from  the  records  on  the 
register.  There  have  been  no  new  candidates  so  far  this 
year,  and  few  in  fact  in  recent  years.  The  officers,  pre- 
sided over  by  W.  Bro.  Dr.  R.  H.  Green,  having  no  work, 
opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  fairly  well,  but 
showed  the  want  of  practice,  no  doubt  through  the  fail- 
ure of  regular  work.  I  strongly  urged  the  officers  and 
members  (the  former  having  more  than  ordinary  ability 
for  the  work)  to  increase  their  activity  by  a  greater  regu- 
larity in  holding  Tneetings,  more  practices  and  greater 
fraternal  intercourse,  to  show  by  their  lives  and  actions 
that  Masonry  was  a  live  institution,  and  in  that  way  more 
forcibly  show  that  the  Masonic  Lodge  was  loved  and 
appreciated  by  its  members,  a  practice  which  is  calcu- 
lated to  prompt  men  to  seek  membership  in  the  craft 
throueh  voluntary  inclination  on  their  part.  P.  M.  Bro. 
Columbus  Rcss,  the  efficient  Secretary,  has  his  books 
in  good  order,  with  the  exception,  in  some  cases,  of  car- 
rying too  large  arrears.  I  am  led  to  hope,  however, 
that  a  new  determination  to  press  forward  has  taken  hold 
of  the  active  officers  and  members,  and  that  many  of  the 
dormant  ones  will  speedily  return  to  the  fold,  and  that 
future  prospects  are  bright  indeed.  The  opportunities 
for  Masonic  progress  in  this  locality  are  better  than  in 
m-'ny  of  the  more  prosperous  Lodges,  and  all  that  is 
needed  here  is  a  little  more  active  work.    I  was  delighted 
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with  my  reception  here,  and  believe  that  the  friendly  and 
fraternal  advice  spoken  was  taken  in  a  Masonic  spirit  by 
the  Brethren.  Members  and  visitors  partook  of  a  sump- 
tuous supper  at  the  close  of  the  meeting,  and  all  departed 
feeling  Masonically  refreshed. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  in  making  up  a  report 
it  is  no  small  task  to  leave  nothing  unsaid  that  should 
have  been  said,  and  long  as  this  document  is,  I  have  no 
doubt  left  undone  some  things  I  am  expected  to  do,  left 
unnoticed  some  deserving  matter  or  some  deserving 
brother.  If  such  be  the  case,  I  can  only  remind  you  of 
ihe  frailty  of  hum^in  nature.  I  have  conscientiously  en- 
deavcrtd  to  do  my  best  in  the  general  interests  of  the 
District,  and  if  I  have  failed  it  has  not  been  through  in- 
difference, for  my  heart  has  been  in  the  work.  The 
brethren  have  received  me  kindly  everywhere,  and  en- 
deavored, I  believe,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  to  make 
my  task  easy  and  help  me  in  every  way.  To  all  such 
brethren  I  offer  my  sincerest  thanks.  To  my  Wood- 
stock brethren,  who  have  been  so  loyal  in  accompany- 
in  ^  me  on  my  official  visits,  I  return  my  thanks.  I 
have,  with  very  few  exceptions,  always  found  from  one 
10  thirty-six  brethren  ready  to  assist  me  in  this  work  of 
visitation,  and  I  have  appreciated  this  beyond  all  power 
cf  expression.  The  different  Lodges  have,  with  one 
exception,  made  liberal  contributions  toward  my  ex- 
penses, but  even  in  the  face  of  this  I  am  inclined  to  the 
opinion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  should  make  provision  for 
the  same  and  save  the  rather  humiliating  necessity  of 
looking  to  the  Lodges  for  the  amount.  During  my 
term  of  office,  while  I  have  endeavored  by  kindly  com- 
ment and  fraternal  suggestion  to  keep  up  the  standards 
of  Mas:nry  in  every  department,  whether  it  be  in  the 
work  if  the  degrees,  the  conduct  of  the  Lodges,  or  the 
general  deportment  of  the  brethren,  I  have  conceived  it 
also  to  be  my  duty  to  be  equally  zealous  in  elevating  the 
high  moral  standard  before  the  brethren  and  pointing 
out  what  are  the  high  ideals  of  Masonry  in  every  Lodge 
in  Wilson  District,  and  I  trust  that  what  has  been  my 
ambition  to  promote  along  this  line  may  at  least  bear 
some  small  fruits  that  will  ripen  into  broader  Masonry 
to  be  exemplified  in  our  daily  lives. 

I  enclose  herewith  a  complete  tabulated  statement  of 
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the  "work  done"  by  each  of  the  21  Lodges  in  Wil- 
son District,  No.  6,  and  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Mas- 
ters and  Secretaries  of  the  different  Lodges  for  many 
favors  which  I  can  never  repay.  For  my  successor  I 
bespeak  the  same  cordial  assistance  extended  to  me,  and 
may  Masonry  in  Wilson  District  continue  to  grow  and 
prosper  in  the  future  as  it  has  done  in  the  past.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  report  on  the  condition 
of  Masonry  in  the  Wellin^on  District  during  the  past 
twelve  months.  In  opening  my  official  duties,  I  ad- 
dressed on  29th  July  last  a  circular  to  the  Worshipful 
Masters  of  the  twenty-one  Lodges  comprised  within  the 
District,  from  which  I  quote  the  following  paragraphs: 

"On  entering  upon  the  duties  of  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master  of  this  important  District,  I  desire  to  acknow- 
ledge thankfully  the  confidence  extended  to  me  by  the 
representatives  of  the  Lodges  present  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  and  the  kind  expressions  of 
their  personal  good  will  at  the  close  of  the  election.  I 
trust  when  I  come  to  render  an  account  of  my  steward- 
ship that  they  will  not  regret  their  choice.  I  hope  in  due 
course  to  pay  at  least  one  official  visit  during  the  year 
to  each  of  the  Lodges,  and  have  every  expectation  that 
the  blessings  of  harmony  and  brotherly  love  will  continue 
to  prevail  in  the  future  as  in  the  past  throughout  the 
District. 

"I  have  decided  to  make  the  following  appointments 
of  District  officers,  which  I  trust  may  meet  with  accept- 
ance and  work  to  the  advantage  of  the  craft  in  the  Dis- 
trict: Bro.  the  Rev.  R.  E.  Knowles,  B.A.,  of  Gait,  Dis- 
trict Chaplain ;  R.  W.  Bro.  John  McLaren,  P.D.D.G.M., 
of  Orangeville,  District  Secretary. 

"I  would  be  greatly  obliged  if  you  would  instruct  the 
Secretary  to  transmit  to  me  regularly  notices  of  all  meet- 
ings of  your  Lodge,  together  with  the  date  of  death  and 
other  particulars  respecting  brethren  who  may  die  during 
the  year,  and  report  after  installation  any  changes  which 
may  occur  in  the  iffice  of  W.M.  or  Secretary  up  to  the 
end  of  June  next." 
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Attention  was  also  called  to  a  proposal  approved  at 
the  recent  District  meeting,  just  before  adjournment,  in 
favor  of  the  presentation  of  the  District  regalia  to  my 
predecessor  in  office  in  recognition  of  his  official  servi- 
ces, and  in  view  of  a  recent  decision  of  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful the  Grand  Master,  the  opinion  of  the  individual 
Lodges  was  asked  before  giving  effect  to  the  proposition. 

In  relation  to  this  communication,  it  may  be  said  that 
in  Masonic  circles  within  the  District  the  year 
has  been  one  of  unexampled  prosperity  and  harmony, 
as  will  be  noted  in  the  progress  of  the  report.  I  have 
b^en  enabled  to  visit  every  Lodge  on  the  roll,  and  in 
several  instances  have  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  making  a 
second  call,  everywhere  meeting  with  kind  and  truly 
fraternal  greetings  from  the  members  of  the  craft.  The 
appointment  of  Rev.  Bro.  Knowles  as  District  Chaplain 
met  with  hearty  approval  from  the  fraternity  in  Gait  and 
neighborhood,  where  his  distinguishel  ability  as  a 
preacher  ?nd  his  qualities  as  a  Mason  are  justly  appre- 
ciated. He  held  one  special  Masonic  service  during 
tlie  year,  and  in  his  letter  reporting  the  fact,  says :  "  I 
have  tried  in  any  way  I  can  to  further  the  interests  of 
the  Order,  wrose  merits  I  realize  and  appreciate  more 
rnd  more."  I  have  to  thank  R.  W.  Bro.  McLaren, 
District  Secretary,  for  effective  service  rendered  in  car- 
rying on  my  somewhat  extensive  correspondence,  and 
for  attendance  at  several  of  my  official  visitations.  The 
proposition  of  the  District  meeting  for  the  presentation 
of  the  regalia  was  not  carried  into  effect,  as  it  failed  to 
receive  the  endorsation  of  a  majority  of  the  Lodges.  I 
desire  also  to  acknowledge  the  prompt  attention  given 
by  the  Secretaries  of  the  various  Lodges  to  my  request 
for  the  regular  transmission  of  the  notices  of  Lodge 
meetings  and  generally  to  the  careful  manner  in  which 
these  officers  keep  the  Lodge  records.  I  might  say, 
however,  that  in  some  instances,  the  notices  issued  re- 
garding a  proposed  ballot  have  not  contained  the  par- 
ticulars required  by  clauses  212  and  214  of  the  Consti- 
tution. I  recommend  these  to  the  special  consideration 
of  the  officers  in  question. 

A  glance  at  the  statistical  return  given  at  the  close  of 
this  report  will  show  that  the  progress  of  the  craft  with- 
in the  bounds  of  Wellington  District  has  been  most  en- 
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couraging.  Each  Lodge  has  met  at  least  once  a  month 
during  the  year,  several  have  held  from  16  to  19  meet- 
ings, and  the  attendance  has,  on  the  whole,  been  en- 
couraging. The  weakest  Lodge  in  the  District  shows 
an  average  attendance  at  twelve  meetings  of  nine  mem 
hers  per  meeting,  while  two  of  the  stronger  Lodges 
indicate  an  attendance  of  thirty  each  per  meeting.  The 
average  for  the  District  is  about  nineteen  members  per 
Lodge.  Every  Lodge,  except  three,  shows  an  increase 
in  membership.  The  total  increases  amount  to  115, 
and  the  losses  four,  leaving  a  net  gain  from  all  sources 
of  I II.  The  total  membership  in  active  connection  with 
the  craft  is  given  at  1,385.  Sixteen  deaths  are  reported, 
th?  particulars  of  which  are  given  elsewhere.  The 
amount  granted  in  benevolence  by  individual  Lodges 
throughout  the  District  during  the  year  was  $535.80. 
Reasonable  promptitude  has  been  displayed  in  trans- 
mitting returns  to  Grand  Lodge.  The  financial  standing 
of  the  Lodges  ranges  from  "fair"  to  "gilt-edged,"  and 
the  Worshipful  Masters  are  reported,  with  one  exception, 
to  be  competent  to  confer  the  three  craft  degrees.  Every 
Lodp-e.  with  two  ejcceptions,  has  substantial  insurance 
on  its  furniture  and  effects,  and  I  trust  that  soon  there 
will  b?  ni  exceptions.  Perhaps  the  only  "fly  in  the 
ointment,"  so  far  as  my  report  for  the  District  goes,  is 
the  annually  recurring  difficulty  regarding  dues.  Out 
of  the  total  membership  above  given  236  are  reported  to 
be  over  twelve  months  in  arrears,  showing  a  total  in- 
debtedness of  $1,428.32.  Three  Lodges,  happily,  report 
no  arrearages,  while  the  others  indicate  amounts  owing 
from  about  $16.00  to  $190.00.  Some  sixteen  members 
are  reported  Suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  It  is 
to  be  hoped,  however,  that  some  more  kindly  mode  may 
he  devised  for  removing  what  must  be  regarded  as  a 
serious  cause  of  friction  and  trouble  in  the  Lodges.  On 
the  whole  it  may  be  said,  notwithstanding  this  difficulty, 
which  has  always  been  with  us,  that  the  outlook  for  the 
coming  year  is  exceedingly  hopeful.  The  returns  re- 
ferred to,  as  well  as  my  own  observation,  indicate  that 
the  Lodges  in  Wellington  District  may  fairly  be  re- 
garded as  in  a  good  financial  position,  having  officers 
and  members  embued  with  a  love  for  our  noble  institu- 
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tion  and  the  spirit  and  determination  which  are  sure  to 
win  success. 

It  is  matter  for  regret  that  the  returns  show  a  heavier 
death  rate  this  year  than  those  of  the  past  two  years. 
In  the  passing,  on  the  9th  September  last,  of  the  genial 
and  kindly  chief  of  the  craft,  Most  Worshipful  Brother 
Hungerford,  we  are  reminded  that  "  Death  loves  a  shin- 
ing mark."  His  removal  so  soon  after  entering  hope- 
fully upon  his  second  year  of  office  was  singularly  pa- 
thetic, and  elicited  wide  and  genuine  sorrow.  The  re- 
ports from  the  Lodges  in  this  District  show  that  sixteen 
of  the  brethren  have  gone  over  to  the  silent  majority, 
and  the  list,  so  far  as  it  has  been  supplied,  is  as  follows :

About  the  end  of 
June.  1902,  the.  death  is  announced  in  the  local  press, 
but  no  return  yet  received,  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Adam  Cranston, 
P  D  D.G.M.  of  the  Wellington  District,  1885-86,  as  old 
and  highly  esteemed  resident  of  Gait,  and  a  member  of 
Gait  Lodge.  He  had  held  many  prominent  positions  in 
municipal  life,  was  Honorary  Major  and  ex-Paymaster 
cf  the  29th  (Waterloo)  Regiment,  and  had  recently  re- 
ceived his  long-service  medal. 

Harriston,  No.  262,  Harriston. — ^One  death,  no  par- 
ticuhrs. 

New  Hope,  No.  279,  Hespeler. — One  death,  no  par- 
ticulars. 

B'air  Lodge,  No.  314.  Palmerston. — One  death,  no 
particulars. 

Clifford,  No.  315,  Clifford. — One  death,  no  particulars. 

Prince  Arthur,  No.  334,  Arthur. — Bro.  Thomas  Pow- 
riss,  M.M.,  date  of  death  not  given. 
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Waverley,  No.  361,  Guelph. — Bro.  John  H.  Naismith, 
M.M.,  died  September  18,  1901 ;  Bro.  Chas.  S.  Walker, 
M.M.,  died  November  2,  1901. 

Early  in  September  last  I  gladly  acted  as  intermediary 
in  securing  through  R.  W.  Bro.  Uunn,  Cljairman  of  the 
Sub-Committee  on  Benevolence,  a  special  interim  grant 
in  aid  of  a  brother,  very  ill  and  in  much  distress,  a  mem- 
ber of  Scott  Lodge,  Grand  Valley.  The  case  was  ur- 
gent, and  with  most  praiseworthy  promptitude  Bro. 
Gunn  took  propeedings  which  brought  almost  instant  re- 
lief to  the  sufferer,  and  elicited  the  hearty  thanks  of  the 
brethren  interested  in  the  case.  The  incident  indicates 
the  great  good  made  possible  through  the  wise  adminis- 
tration of  this  fund. 

The  following  questions  have  been  submitted  to 
me-  "Is  a  brother  under  charges  in  good  standing 
with  the  Lodge?  Is  such  a  brother  entitled  to  his 
dimit?  If  so,  would  it  be  proper  to  give  him  a  clear  cer- 
tificate, or  would  it  be  proper  for  the  Lodge  to  state  the 
charges  in  the  certificate?"  A  proper  answer  would 
seem  to  be :  (i)  That  the  brother  should  be  considered 
in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge  until  the  charges,  pro- 
perly made,  have  been  sustained  and  a  convictioa  se- 
cured. (2)  That  such  a  brother  is  entitled  to  his  dimit 
if  he  applies  for  it,  and  that,  when  issued,  the  certificate 
should  set  forth  the  charges  pending  against  the  brother. 
(3)  The  granting  of  such  a  certificate  need  not  interfere 
with  the  prosecution  of  the  charges,  as  whether  the 
brother  is  a  member  or  not,  he  continues  subject  to  the 
discipline  of  the  Lodge,  so  long  as  he  remains  within  its 
jurisdiction. 

I  have  been  asked  whether  or  not  the  Worshipful 
Master  of  a  Lodge  may  resign  his  office  after  installa- 
tion? The  answer  is  that  he  may  not  resign  the 
office.  Clause  188  of  the  Constitution  sets  forth  clearly 
the  procedure  in  case  "  the  Master  should  die,  be  re- 
moved or  be  incapable  of  discharging  the  duties  of  his 
office." 

An  enquiry  was  also  made  as  to  the  standing  of  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  a  Lodge  in  Grand  Lodge  attend- 
ing while  a  competent  Past  Master  holds  the  proxy  of 
the  Lodge  regularly  granted  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of 
the  Lodge  passed  at  a  stated  meeting,  the  understanding 
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being  that  the  proxy  was  granted  as  stated  and  that  the 
Worshipful  Master  afterwards  found  it  convenient  to 
attend  in  person.  I  held  that  the  Master  and  Wardens 
are  the  constitutional  representatives  of  the  Lodge  at 
Grand  Lodge,  and  that  in  the  circumstances  stated  the 
proxy  would  be  void  and  the  Master  would  be  regarded 
as  representing  and  should  cast  the  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

Applications  were  made  through  me  for  the  confirma- 
tion by  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  of  an 
amendment  to  the  by-laws  of  Conestoga  Lodge,  No. 
295,  Drayton,  fixing  the  date  of  the  regular  monthly 
meeting  for  the  first  Tuesday  instead  of  the  Tuesday  on 
or  before  the  full  moon  of  every  month,  and  for  the 
dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master  permitting  the  instal- 
lation of  the  officers  of  Preston  Lodge,  No.  297.  On  a 
day  other  than  that  fixed  by  the  By-laws  the  amendment 
asiced  for  was  approved  and  the  dispensation  issued. 

During  the  year  I  issued  dispensations  as  follows,  to 
enable  the  brethren  of  the  Lodges,  with  the  visiting 
brethren,  to  attend  Divine  worship  is  Masonic  clothing: 

To  Speed  Lodge,  No.  180,  Guelph,  to  attend  a  union 
servico  under  the  auspices  of  the  three  city  Lodges — 
Speed  Lodge,  No.  180;  Guelph  Lodge,  No.  258,  and 
Waverley  Lodge,  No.  361,  on  Sunday,  22nd  December, 
1901.  Durham  Lodge,  No.  306,  on  nth  May,  1902. 
Harris  Lodge,  No.  216,  Orangeville,  on  Sun- 
day, June  22,  1902.  Scott  Lodge,  No.  421,  Grand  Val- 
ley, on  Sunday,  June  29,  1902.  I  had  the  pleasure  of 
attending  two  of  these  personally,  the  union  service  at 
Guelph,  and  that  held  at  Orangeville.  At  both  the  at- 
tendance of  the  members  of  the  Lodges  interested  and 
of  visiting  brethren  was  very  larg^,  and  the  proceedings 
were    in    every   way    creditable    to    the     craft.       The 

Eroacher  at  both  services  was  Brother  the  Rev.  W.  J. 
[jndley.  Congregational  minister  at  Guelph.  A  splen-  . 
did  Masonic  spirit  was  manifest  in  his  discourses,  his 
illustrations  were  exceedingly  apt,  and  the  lessons  taught 
conunoTKkd  themselves  to  the  earnest  attention  of  his 
hearers.  Reports  received  from  Durham  and  Grand 
Valley  indicate  that  the  senices  at  these  places  were 
also  well  attended,  and  much  benefit  will  undoubtedly 
result. 

On  the  13th  June  1  issued  a  dispensation  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  brethren  of  Harriston  Lodge,   Xo.   262, 
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Harriston,  to  enable  them  to  attend  a  special  coronation 
service  appointed  to  be  held  in  Guthrie  church,  in  that 
town,  on  Ihursday,  26th  June,  1902.  Unhappily  this 
dispensation  and  service  had  to  be  cancelled  owing  to 
the  serious  illness  of  the  illustrious  brother  in  whose 
honor  it  was  to  be  held.  The  encouraging  progress 
made  towards  the  restoration  of  the  health  of  His  Most 
Gracious  Majesty  the  King  gives  hope  that  this  service 
may  yet  be  held  at  an  early  date. 

On  a  kind  invitation  given  by  Lome  Lodge,  No.  377, 
Shelburne,  I  had,  in  company  with  a  number  of  Past 
Masters  and  other  members  of  Harris  Lodge,  Orange- 
ville,  the  privilege  of  attending  a  meeting  of  th^  breth- 
ren of  Shelburne  and  neighborhood  on  the  occasion  of 
the  official  visit  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Raikes,  D.D.G.M  of  the 
Georgian  District,  No.  9,  to  Lome  Lodge.  The  Lodge 
room  is  most  tastefully  and  comfortably  furnished,  the 
attendance  was  excellent,  and  the  exemplification  of  the 
work  met  with  the  commendation  of  the  District  officer, 
whose  address  on  the  occasion  was  a  model  of  good  taste 
and  was  warmly  applauded  by  the  brethren.  An  exceed- 
ingly enjoyable  hour  was  afterwards  spent  at  the  re- 
freshment table.  The  visitors  deeply  appreciated  the 
pleasure  of  the  gathering  and  the  cordial  hospitality  ex- 
tended to  them  by  the  members  of  the  Lodge. 

A  most  interesting  function  took  place  at  the  pro- 
gressive and  prosperous  town  of  Berlin  on  the  evening 
of  Friday,  23rd  May  last,  being  the  dedication  of  the 
new  hall  of  Grand  River  Lodge,  No.  151.  On  this  trip 
I  was  accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bro.  McLaren,  the  Dis- 
trict Secretary,  who  heartily  enjoyed  the  experience 
with  me.  The  Especial  Communication  of  Grand 
Lodge,  convened  for  the  purpose,  was  presided  over  by 
the  Right  Worshipful  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  J.  E. 
Harding,  K.C.,  who  conducted  the  ceremony  with  a 
dignity  and  impressiveness  which  brought  out  the  beau- 
ties of  the  ritual  in  a  high  degree.  A  very  large  at- 
tendance of  the  local  brethren  was  present,  together 
with  representatives  from  London,  Guelph,  Preston  and 
neighboring  Lodges.  The  new  hall  of  Grand  River 
Lodge  is  orobably  the  handsomest  and  best  equipped  in 
the  district,  and  the  members  are,  and  ought  to  be,  proud 
of  it.      At  the  close  of  the  ceremony  a  sumptuous  ban- 
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quet  was  served  in  a  refreshment  room   in   the  same 
building.      The  presiding  officer  at  this  branch  of  the 

Eroceedings  was  R.  W.  Bro.  VonPirch,  the  Grand  Chap- 
lin, who  proved  an  able  toastmaster,  and  in  the  course 
of  the  evening  delivered  a  brilliant  address,  full  of  loyal 
and  patriotic  sentiment,  which  was  applauded  to  the 
echo.  A  series  of  toasts  met  with  happy  responses,  and 
a  quartet  from  Preston  enlivened  the  evening  by  effec- 
tively singing  a  number  of  selections,  both  humorous 
and  sentimental.  This  notable  gathering  was  brought 
to  a  close  with  a  hearty  rendering  of  "Auld  Lang  Syne." 

With  so  much  of  general  review  I  give  in  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs  brief  notices  of  my  visits  to  the  several 
Lodges.  These  are  not  arranged  according  to  the 
dates,  but,  for  convenience  of  reference,  by  the  con- 
secutive numbering  of  the  Lodges  on  the  roll  of  Grand 
Lodge : 

Alma  Lodge,  No.  72,  Gait:  I  visited  this,  the  oldest 
Lodge  in  the  District,  on  the  25th  March  last.  The 
work  comprised  the  conferring  of  the  first  and  second 
degrees  and  opening  and  closing  in  the  third.  The 
work  was  exceptionally  well  done  by  the  W.M.  and  offi- 
cers. The  records  and  business  are  kept  well  in  hand 
by  the  Secretary,  R.  W.  Bro.  Oliver,  and  although  there 
are  considerable  outstanding  dues,  the  Lodge  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  Four  new  applications  were  pre- 
sented at  this  meeting.  The  hall  is  large,  well  fitted 
and  furnished,  and  is  occupied  jointly  by  Alma  and  Gait 
Lodges.  There  are  attached  commodious  reception 
and  refreshment  rooms,  and  everything  has  an  appear- 
ance of  comfort  and  convenience.  At  refreshments,  fol- 
lowing the  labors  of  the  evening,  a  pleasant  time  was 
spent.  The  Jardine  brothers,  of  Hespeler,  sang  accept- 
ably a  number  of  Scottish  songs,  and  an  able  and  instruc- 
tive address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Bro.  Knowles,  the 
District  Chaplain. 

Grand  River  Lodge,  No.  151,  Berlin:  On  March 
nth  I  visited  this  Lodge  officially  and  met  with  a  most 
kindly  reception.  The  first  and  second  degrees  were 
conferred  in  a  most  creditable  manner  by  the  regular 
officers.  The  utmost  harmony  and  good  feeling  pre- 
vails. W.  Bro.  Uttley  and  other  Past  Masters  attend 
regularly  and  give  valuable  assistance.       At  this  time 
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the  brethren  were  just  completing  the  furnishing  of  their 
new  quarters,  the  old  Lodge  room  having  been  de- 
stroyed by  fire  on  the  26th  January,  1901.  No  pains 
or  expense  w^ere  being  spared  in  fitting  up  a  temple 
creditable  to  the  craft — a  cosy  and  pleasant  meeting 
place.  The  membership  is  rapidly  growing,  and  the 
prospects  of  the  Lodge  are  properly  described  as 
**  gilt  edeed."  At  the  conclusion  of  business  an  ex- 
ceedingly pleasant  time  was  spent  in  the  exemplificatioa 
of  the  fourth  degree.  I  had  again  the  pleasure  of  visit- 
ing the  Lodge  at  the  dedication  ceremony  by  the  Acting 
Grand  Master,  Right  Worshipful  Brother  Harding,  on 
the  23rd  May,  of  which  mention  is  made  in  a  previous 
paragraph. 

Ayr  Lodge.  No.  172,  Ayr:  I  visited  Ayr  Lodge  on 
the  loth  March,  at  an  emergency  meeting  kindly  called 
for  the  purpose.  In  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Mas- 
ter the  chair  was  taken  by  Past  Master  Cassie.  As  there 
was  no  work  set  for  the  evening  the  exercises  comprised 
the  opening  and  closing  of  the  Lodge  in  the  several  de- 
grees, and  was  creditably  performed.  The  Lodge  is 
not  increasing  in  numbers,  but  the  members  assemble 
regularly  and  enjoy  their  meetings,  W.  Bro.  Cassie  and 
other  Past  Masters  taking  an  active  interest  in  its  wel- 
fare. The  Lodge  room  is  neat  and  comfortable  and*  is 
owned  by  the  Lodge.  The  dues  are  well  paid  up,  and 
it  is  in  a  good  financial  position.  The  Secretary's  books 
are  well  kept.  The  usual  social  gathering  was  held 
after  the  meeting  and  was  much  enjoyed. 

Speed  Lodge,  No.  180,  Guelph:  My  call  at  this 
Lodge  was  made  on  the  4th  March.  The  first  degree 
was  conferred  in  a  satisfactory  way  by  W.  Bro.  A.  Sum- 
mers, the  W.M.,  assisted  by  the  officers  and  W.  Bro. 
Weir,  and  the  Lodge  was  afterwards  opened  and  closed 
in  the  several  degrees  with  reasonable  accuracy.  A  large 
number  of  visitors  were  present,  including  R.  W.  Bros. 
Scoon  and  Mahoney,  with  other  Past  Masters.  I  took 
occasion  to  recommend  the  W.M.  to  set  apart  evenings 
for  Past  Masters,  in  order  that  they  might  be  kept  in 
touch  with  the  work.  The  Secretary's  books  are  well 
kept,  and  although  the  Lodge  is  not  adding  much  to  its 
membership  it  may  be  regarded  as  being  in  a  healthy 
condition.  A  pleasant  time  was  afterwards  spent  in  the 
commodious  banquet  hall  adjoining  the  Lodge. 
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St.  Alban's  Lodge,  No.  200,  Mount  Forest :     On  the 
17th  January  1  visited  this  Lodge,  and  a  fair  attendance 
of  members  was  present.      W.  Bro.  R.  O.  Kilgour,  W. 
M.,  assisted  by  \V.  Bro.  Ireland,  conferred  the  first  de- 
gree on  a  very  intelligent  candidate.       The  work  was 
well  done,  the  lecture  on  the  tracing  board  being  g^ven 
by  W.  Bro.  Ireland  in  an  especially  impressive  manner. 
W.  Bro.  Kilgour  is  a  skilled  worker,  and  is  held  in  high 
esteem  by  his  brethren.    .  The  Secretary's  books  are  in 
a  satisfactory  condition  and  the  dues  fairly  well  paid  up. 
The  prospects  of  the  Lodge  are  encouraging,  a  substan- 
tial incret.se  in  membership  having  been  made  during 
the  present  year.       Hospitable  entertainment  followed 
the  meeting,  and  altogether  my  recollections  of  the  visit 
to  St.  Alban's  are  of  the  happiest  character. 

Irvine  Lodge,  No.  203,  Elora :  I  visited  Irvine  Lodge 
on  the  20th  of  December  last,  and  found  a  goodly  at- 
tendance of  members  and  visitors,  among  the  latter  be- 
ing my  old  friend  R.  W.  Bro.  Mahoney,  of  Guelph.  The 
first  and  second  degrees  were  conferred  in  a  highly 
creditable  manner  by  the  Worshipful  Master,  Bro.  God- 
frey, and  Past  Master  McMurchy  and  well  skilled  offi- 
cers. Much  credit  is  due  to  R.  W.  Bros.  Burns  and 
Smith,  who  are  in  regular  attendance  at  the  meetings, 
the  first  named  being  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge.  The 
books  and  accounts  are  kept  in  a  businesslike  manner, 
and  the  future  of  the  Lodge  is  quite  promising.  The 
social  feature  at  the  close  of  the  meetisg  was  not  ne- 
glected, and,  judging  from  my  own  experience,  visitors 
to  Irvine  Lodge  may  always  expect  a  hearty  welcome 
and  hospitable  entertainment. 

Harris  Lodge,  No.  216,  Orangeville:  This  is  my 
mother  Lodge,  and  I  have  had  many  opportunities  of 
seeing  how  the  officers  discharge  their  duties.  My  offi- 
cial visit  was  paid  May  20th.  There  was  a  large  turn- 
out of  members  and  visitors,  the  latter  hailing  from  Shel- 
bume,  Grand  Valley,  and  other  neighboring  towns.  W. 
Bro.  Glover,  the  W.M.,  presided,  opened  and  closed  the 
Lodge  in  the  three  degrees  and  conferred  the  Entered 
Apprentice  degree  in  a  very  able  manner.  He  is  well 
supported  by  a  capable  staff  of  officers.  The  member- 
ship is  growing,  the  additions  being  of  excellent  material. 
In  this  Lodge  also  the  Past  Masters  take  an  active  in- 
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terest  in  its  welfare,  and  its  prospects  are  distinctly 
encouraging.  The  membership  is  the  largest  in  the 
District,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  books  show  a 
considerable  amount  in  arrears  for  dues,  A  splendid 
banquet  was  spread  in  the  dining  room  after  the  meet- 
ing and  heartily  enjoyed  by  the  company.  Among  the 
speakers  were  Bros,  the  Rev.  G.  A.  Rix,  Rev.  E.  iW. 
Pickford,  Past  Masters  Fish  and  Hughson,  of  Orango^ 
ville,  and  Bros.  John  Barr,  M.P.P.,  Shelbourne,  and  Dr. 
Moore,  of  Homing's  Mills.  The  evening  was  closed 
by  the  singing  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Morgan's  musical  version 
of  "  The  Junior  Warden's  Toast "  and  "  God  Save  the 
King." 

Gait  Lodge,  No.  257,  Gait :  February  4th,  1902,  was 
the  date  of  my  visit  here.  The  attendance  of  members 
and  visitors  was  large,  the  evening  having  been  set  apart 
for  the  exemplification  of  the  work  by  Past  Masters. 
R.  W.  Bro.  Cranston  (since  deceased)  occupied  the 
chair  as  W.M. ;  W.  Bro.  Patterson,  as  S.W, ;  R.W.  Bro. 
Taylor,  as  J.W.,  and  R.  W.  Bro.  Cowan,  as  S.D.  All 
the  chairs  were  filled  by  Past  Masters,  veterans  of  the 
craft.  The  first  degree  was  conferred  in  a  manner  not 
surpassed  in  my  presence  by  any  Lodge  in  the  District. 
A  choir  service  given  in  connection  with  the  work 
greatly  added  to  its  beauty  and  effectiveness.  The 
Secretary's  books  were  well  kept.  The  Lodge  generally 
is  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  has  a  large  and  growing 
membership  and  a  competent  staff  of  officers  and  Past 
Masters.  The  entertainment  at  the  close  of  the  meet- 
ing was  exceptionally  pleasant,  excellent  speeches  were 
made  and  splendid  songs  were  sung.  I  shall  long  re* 
member  with  pleasure  my  visit  to  Gait  Lodge. 

Guelph  Lodge,  No.  258,  Guelph :  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  the  I  ith  February  last.  The  attendance  was  excel- 
lent, comprising  a  good  complement  of  the  members 
and  visitors  from  the  other  city  Lodges.  A  candidate 
was  initiated  in  a  creditable  way  by  W.  Bros.  McDowall, 
the  W.M.,  and  R.  Mahoney,  jr.  This  Lodge  is  doing 
p^ood  work,  the  books  are  well  kept,  the  financial  stand- 
ing good,  and  the  officers  well  skilled  in  their  duties. 
R.  W.  Bro.  R.  Mahoney,  sr.,  is  a  member  of  the  Lodge, 
takes  a  great  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  is  ably  seconded 
by  the  other  Past  Masters.       My  visit  closed  happily 
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with  a  pleasant  hour  of  social  intercourse  with  the  breth- 
ren. 

Haniston  Lodge,  No.  262,  Harriston:  My  visit  here 
was  paid  on  the  loth  February  last.  The  attendance 
was  good  and  the  first  degree  was  successfully  conferred 
by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Copeland,  and  his  officers.  This 
Lodge  is  full  of  life  and  energy,  is  doing  good  work,  the 
membership  is  steadily  growing,  and  the  Lodge  room 
is  comfortable,  well  furnished,  and  a  pleasant  place  of 
meeting.  R.  W.  Bros.  W.  D.  Hepburn  and  George 
Leighton  and  Past  Masters  John  Prain,  R.  DowUng,  D. 
P.  Clapo.  Dr.  McCullough  and  others  attend  the  meet- 
ings regularly  and  take  an  active  interest  in  its  welfare. 
The  prospects  of  the  Lodge  are  very  encouraging.  The 
sjcijl  part  was  handsomely  maintained  at  the  close  of 
business. 

Wellington  Lodge,  No.  271,  Erin:  I  visited  Erin  on 
Ihe  19th  February  last,  being  accompanied  by  W.  Bros. 
J.  A.  Glover,  W.M.,  and  A.  A.  Hughson,  I.P.M.,  and 
others  of  Harris  Lodge,  Orangeville.  The  W.M.  of  the 
Lodge,  Bro.  Willis,  was  prevented  by  business  from  at-  • 
tending.  The  work  comprised  the  giving  of  the  first, 
second  and  third  degrees  by  W.  Bros.  Drury  and  Bryce, 
of  Erin,  and  Glover  and  Hughson,  of  Orangeville,  as- 
sisted by  the  officers  of  the  Lodge.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  say  that  ever>thing  passed  off  satisfactorily.  R.  W. 
Bro.  Conboy  and  W.  Bro.  Overland  were  among  those 
present.  The  books  are  well  looked  after,  the  pros- 
pects good,  and  the  financial  standing  unexcelled.  Its 
cash  assets  amount  to  nearly  $700.00.  We  had  a  very 
pleasant  time  at  the  refreshment  table. 

New  Hope  Lodge,  No.  279,  Hespeler :  My  visit  here 
took  place  on  the  19th  March.  There  was  an  excellent 
attend  nice,  including  many  visitors,  among  others  R. 
W.  Bro.  Mahoney  and  W.  Bros.  McDowall,  Darby  and 
others,  from  Guelph ;  Hall  and  Miller,  from  Preston ;  R. 
W.  Bro.  Cowan,  of  Gait,  and  others  from  Berlin.  R. 
W.  Bros.  J:  rdine  and  Lockhart,  of  Hespeler,  were  also 
present.  The  ceremony  of  initiation  was  conducted  in 
as  able  manner  by  the.  W.  M..  Bro.  Clark  and  P.  M.  Jar- 
dine,  who  were  well  supported  by  the  other  officers.  As 
in  most  other  Lod^rcs  I  have  visited,  the  Past  Masters 
take  a  lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  New  Hope.     The 
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hospitalities  common  to  such  gatherings  were  well  sus- 
tained here,  and  a  number  of  excellent  speeches  and 
songs  were  features  of  the  occasion.  I  am  under  a  debt 
of  gratitude  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Jardine,  who  detailed  one  of 
his  many  sons,  all  enthusiastic  Masons,  to  show  me  the 
numerous  places  of  interest  in  the  village  and  neighbor- 
hood. 

Conestoga  Lodge,  No.  295,  Drayton :  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  5th  of  March.  The  second  degree  was 
conferred  by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Henderson,  assisted  by 
W.  Bro.  Coram,  and  the  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed 
in  the  several  degrees  by  the  W.M.  With  a  Httle  more 
experience  Bro.  Henderson  will  make  a  good  officer. 
He  is  popular  with  the  members,  and  is  well  sustained 
by  the  Wardens  and  other  officers.  I  found  several 
irregularities  in  the  Secretary's  minute  book,  which 
were  corrected  under  my  direction.  The  prospects  of 
the  Lodge  are  bright.  Among  the  visitors  present 
were  those  two  kindly  spirits,  W.  Bro.  John  Prain  and 
Bro.  Copeland,  of  Harriston;  W.  Bro.  Lindsay,  of  Ar- 
thur, and  others  from  Palmerston.  Refreshments  were 
served  afterwards  at  the  Queen's  Hotel,  and  an  exceed- 
ingly happy  time  was  spent,  extending  into  the  wee  sma' 
hours. 

Preston  Lodge,  No.  297,  Preston:  My  visit  here* 
took  place  March  20th.  There  being  no  work  set  for 
the  evening  a  substitute  was  supplied  and  the  third  de- 
gree exemplified.  The  W.M.  and  officers  do  their  work 
fairly  well.  The  Past  Masters  take  much  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Lodge.  Its  financial  condition  is 
good,  the  membership  is  gfrowing,  and  its  prospects  are 
very  encouraging. 

Durham  Lodge,  No.  306,  Durham:  The  visit  here 
was  paid  on  the  22nd  April,  and  I  was  accompanied  by 
R.  W.  Bro.  McLaren,  District  Secretary,  who  had  an 
old-time  acquaintance  with  many  of  the  members.  The 
attendance  was  excellent.  The  Lodge  room  is  pretty 
and  comfortable.  The  second  degree  was  conferred 
creditably  by  the  W.M.,  J.  A.  Hunter,  who  also  opened 
and  closed  the  Lodge  in  the  several  degrees.  The 
Lodge  had  a  substantial  addition  to  its  membership  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  has  very  hopeful  prospects  for  the  fu- 
ture.      Durham  was  then  enjoying  the  pleasures  of  a 
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boom,  and  several  important  industries  were  being  pro- 
jected, Bro.  R.  J.  S.  Dewar,  then  JAV.,  now  W.M., 
kindly  accompanied  R.  W.  Bro.  McLaren  and  myself  to 
different  points  of  interest  in  the  town. 

Blair  Lodge,  No.  314,  Palmerston:  I  made  my  offi- 
cial visit  to  Blair  Lodge  on  the  29th  November.  There 
was  a  good  attendance.  The  Entered  Apprentice  de- 
gree was  conferred  upon  two  candidates,  father  and  son, 
a  somewhat  unusual  occurrence.  The  work  was  con- 
ducted by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Clement,  assisted  by  W. 
Bro.  Dr.  Greenlaw  and  W.  Bro.  Hyndman,  and  the 
Lodge  officers,  all  doing  their  work  well.  The  charge 
to  the  candidates  was  given  by  W.  Bro.  H.  Hyndman, 
who  takes  an  active  part  in  the.  interests  of  the  Lodge. 
The  Secretary,  Bro.  H.  McEwing,  is  a  good  officer. 
The  Lodge  is  prosperous,  and  its  financial  condition 
good.     My  visit  was  a  very  pleasant  one. 

Clifford  Lodge.  No.  315,  Clifford:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  30th  May,  and  was  accompanied  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Hepburn  and  W.  Bros.  Prain,  D6wling,  Clapp  and 
others,  who  kindly  drove  me  up  from  Harriston.  The 
W.M„  Bro.  Haselwood,  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge 
in  the  several  degrees  in  an  indifferent  way,  and  Past 
Master  Mathewson  conferred  the  third  degree  on  a  can- 
didate. The  Lodge  cannot  be  said  to  be  in  a  prosper- 
ous state.  There  have  been  no  additions  to  the  mem- 
bership during  the  year,  and  the  officers  have  little  op- 
portunity for  practice.  The  financial  condition  is  good, 
but  there  is  little  to  indicate  active  life  in  the  Lodge.  I 
would  conunend  it  to  the  kindly  interest  of  my  succes- 
sor in  office.  The  brethren  treated  me  with  every  cour- 
tesy, and  at  a  banquet  after  the  close  of  the  meeting  the 
guests  were  most  hospitably  entertained,  at  which  a 
number  of  excellent  speeches  were  made.  The  visiting 
brethren  from  Harriston  kindly  offered  fraternal  support 
in  promotin§r  the  welfare  of  the  Lodge. 

f  rince  Arthur  Lodsre.  Xo.  334,  Arthur :  My  visit  to 
this  L^^xige  ^^'as  made  on  the  17th  December.  I  was 
met  at  the  railway  station  by  the  W.M.,  Rev.  Btx>.  Chad- 
wick,  and  Bro,  John  Anderson,  both  of  whom  were  cx- 
ceeviini^ly  kind/anvl  accompanied  me  to  a  number  of 
places  of  interest  in  the  village.  .\t  the  meettng  the 
business  coTV.prisevl  the  election  of  orncers.  which  was 
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conducted  most  harmoniously  and  with  despatch,  and 
doubtless  good  men  were  selected  for  the  various  posi- 
tions. The  s:?cond  degree  was  conferred  by  W.  Bro. 
Chadwick  most  satisfactorily  and  with  fair  support  from 
the  other  officers.  W.  Bros.  Blair,  Snider  and  Lindsay 
are  prominent  figures  in  the  Lodge  and  render  ready 
assistance.  There  were  a  goodly  number  of  initiations 
during  the  year,  but  these  were  offset  by  resignations, 
suspensions  and  a  death,  so  that  the  returns  show  some 
decrease  in  membership.

The  second  degree  was  conferred  by  W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Craig, 
and  the  third  by  P.  M.  Wansborough,  both  doing  credit- 
able work.  There  was  a  goodly  number  of  members 
and  visitors  present,  among  the  latter  being  W.  Bro. 
Royce  and  a  number  of  others,  who  kindly  accompanied 
me  from  Erin.  R.  W.  Bro.  Smith  and  W.  Bro.  God- 
frey, of  Elora,  were  also  present.  The  Lodge  has  re- 
cently passed  through  a  severe  crisis,  and  is  in  consider- 
abh  debt,  but  an  excellent  spirit  prevails  among  the 
members.  The  rooms  are  handsomely  fitted  and  fur- 
nished, the  Secretary's  books  are  well  kept,  the  meet- 
ings are  fairly  well  attended,  and  on  the  whole  the  out- 
look may  be  regarded  as  quite  promising.

Waverley  Lodge,  No.  361,  Guelph:  My  official  visit 
to  Waverley  Lodge  occurred  on  the  24th  March.  W. 
Bro.  Ainsworth  met  me  at  the  station  and  accompanied 
me  to  the  hotel.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Lodge  the  sec- 
ond deo;^ree  was  conferred  by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  A. 
McLarin.  assisted  by  W.  Bro.  McDonald,  and  the 
Lodge  was  also  opened  and  closed  in  the  several  de- 
grees, all  being  well  done.  There  was  a  fair  attendance 
of  the  members,  with  a  large  representation  of  visitors 
from  the  sister  Lodges  of  the  city.  I  here  again  met 
R.  W.  Bro.  R.  Mahoney,  who  has  been  exceedingly  at- 
tentive during  e^ch  of  my  visits  to  the  Royal  city.  I 
desire  to  note  with  the  sincerest  regret  that  since  this 
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visit  deep  affliction  has  fallen  upon  the  home  of  this  kind- 
ly brother.  On  the  23rd  of  May,  after  a  long  illness, 
his  wife  was  removed  by  death,  and  thus  closed  a  happy 
domestic  union  of  nearly  half  a  century.  R.  W.  Bro. 
Mahoney  has  the  deepest  sympathy  of  his  brethren  and 
the  community  at  large  in  his  sore  bereavement.  The 
utmost  harmony  prevails  in  Waverley  Lodge,  the  pros- 
pects are  hopeful,  and  its  financial  standing  unexcelled. 
After  the  meeting  a  pleasant  social  gathering  was  held, 
during  which  the  Secretary,  Bro.  W.  J.  Greenshields, 
who  had  resigned  and  was  leaving  the  city,  was  pre- 
sented with  an  address  and  a  gold  locket,  suitably  in- 
scribed, as  tokens  of  esteem  and  regard  on  the  part  of 
the  brethren. 

Scott  Lodge,  No.  421,  Grand  Valley:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  evening  of  the  14th  March,  and  was  ac- 
companied by  a  large  number  of  brethren  from  Harris 
Lodge,  Orangeville,  including  R.  W.  Bro.  McLaren,  W. 
Bros.  Glover,  Fish,  Hughson,  Brett  and  others.  No 
candidate  being  available,  although  several  were  on  the 
list,  a  substitute  was  supplied  for  the  exemplification  of 
the  work  in  the  second  degree  by  the  W.M.,  Bro.

On  the  whole  its  prospects  are  bright,  and 
the  high  character  of  its  officers  and  members  entitle  it 
to  the  best  that  is  going.  A  most  enjoyable  social  hour, 
with  apt  speeches  and  good  songs,  followed  the  meet- 
ing, and  happily  closed  with  an  enthusiastic  rendering 
of  "  Auld  Lang  Syne." 

And  this  closes  my  story.  I  trust  it  may  be  consid- 
ered a  faithful  record  of  my  experiences.  The  duties 
of  my  office  have  entailed  some  labor  and  loss  of  time, 
but  the  associations  enjoyed  and  the  friendships  estab- 
lished will  remain  with  me  as  happy  memories  as  long 
as  life  lasts.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  sincere  gratifica- 
tion to  me  that  the  noble  fraternity  with  which  I  have 
been  so  long  identified  grows  stronger  and  more  firmly 
fixed  in  the  affections  of  its  adherents  as  the  years  go 
by.      And  so  mote  it  be.      With  so  much  of  comment 
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I  resign  hopefully  my  charge  into  the  hands  of  my  suc- 
cessor.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  report  upon  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  the  Eighth  Masonic  District.  Be- 
fore doing  so,  however,  I  desire  to  thank  the  brethren 
of  Hamilton  District  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me 
one  year  ago,  when  they  elected  me  to  the  office  of  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  also  for  the  many  kind- 
nesses received  from  them  during  the  year.  It  has 
been  a  year  of  peace  and  prosperity,  in  every  Lodge  in 
the  District  the  best  of  feeling  exists,  and  not  in  years 
has  a  better  showing  been  made.  One  very  gratifying 
feature  is  the  large  increase  in  the  amount  contributed 
to  benevolence  this  year,  in  some  cases  the  amount  is 
equivalent  to  $2  per  member,  which  is  certainly  very 
creditable,  and  shows  the  true  Masonic  spirit.  Soon 
after  my  election  I  appointed  W.  Bro.  A.  T.  Neil  Dis- 
trict Secretary,  and  I  wish  to  bear  testimony  to  his  ex- 
cellent work  throughout  the  year,  having  accompanied 
me  on  nearly  all  of  my  official  visits,  and  made  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  Secretaries'  books. 

On  my  return  from  the  funeral  of  our  late  beloved 
Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  Hungerford,  I  wrote  each 
Lodge  in  the  District  suggesting  that  they  should  unite  in 
a  letter  of  condolence  to  the  bereaved  widow  and  family. 
The  suggestion  was  acted  upon,  and  such  a  letter  was 
forwarded  in  due  season  signed  by  the  Masters  of  the 
various  Lodges  throughout  the  District. 

The  uniformity  of  the  work  performed  throughout 
the  various  Lodges  is  very  noticeable,  and  I  think  bears 
testimony  to  the  good  and  faithful  work  of  the  District 
Deputies  who  have  preceded  me  in  office.  In  order, 
however,  to  settle  some  minor  differences.  I  held  a 
Lodge  of  Instruction  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Hamilton,  on 
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the  evening  of  Friday,  February  28th,  which  was  largely 
attended,  representatives  being  present  from  nearly 
every  Lodge  in  the  District.  Instead  of  following  out 
the  usual  course  of  having  a  set  of  officers  work  the  sev- 
eral degrees  as  nearly  perfect  as  possible,  the  entire  even- 
was  spent  in  discussing  correct  methods,  floor  work 
of  the  different  officers,  the  examination  of  visitors,  and 
a  multitude  of  questions  which  presented  themselves.  I 
was  deeply  indebted  to  M.  W.  Bro.  Murray  and  R.  W. 
Bro.  A«  T.  Freed  for  much  valuable  assistance  on  this 
occasion. 

A  brother  who  has  had  no  small  amount  of  work  in 
connection  with  Grand  Lodge  reports  gave  me  a  hint 
not  to  make  my  report,  as  he  expressed  it,  ''on  what  I 
had  to  eat."  Acting  on  the  suggestion,  which  I  con- 
sider a  good  one,  I  desire  to  settle  the  banquet  question 
by  saying  that  everywhere  I  was  royally  received  and 
entertained  and  had  ample  evidence  that  the  social  side 
of  Masonry  is  fully  cultivated. 

During  the  year  dispensations  were  granted  to  the 
following  Lodges  to  attend  Divine  service  clothed  as 
Masons,  viz. :  Seymour,  No.  272 ;  Waterdown,  No.  357 ; 
Strict  Observance,  No.  27;  Wentworth,  No.  166;  St. 
John's,  No.  40,  and  Doric,  No.  121. 

A  union  service  was  arranged  for  June  29th,  to  be 
held  in  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Hamilton,  to  celebrate 
the  coronation  of  King  Edward  VIL  and  the  declara- 
tion of  peace  in  South  Africa,  and  in  connection  with  the 
festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist.  Although  the  post- 
ponement of  the  coronation  and  the  anxiety  for  the  re- 
covery of  our  Most  Gracious  King  took  away  a  good 
deal  from  the  service  as  originally  intended,  yet  it  was 
one  of  praise  and  thanksgviing  to  the  Father  of  all  for 
past  mercies  and  rich  promises  for  the  future. 

The  Barton  Lodge,  No.  6,  has  had  a  very  prosperous 
year,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  is  the  only  Lodge 
in  the  district  that  has  had  a  decrease  in  membership, 
due  largely  to  the  dropping  of  members  who  have  re- 
moved far  from  their  Masonic  home  and  have  g^own 
careless.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Griffith  has  made  an  excellent 
master,  and  during  the  past  year  has  done  much  to  im- 
prove the  musical  part  of  the  work.  This  has  been 
accomplished  by  a  quartet  of  splendid  voices.      During 
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the  year  the  Past  Masters  presented  the  Lodge  with  an 
entire  new  set  of  officers'  regalia,  which  proves  that  they 
continue  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Lodge.  My  official  visit  was  made  on  the  evening  of 
June  6th,  at  which  I  conducted  the  election  of  officers. 
The  prospects  f  ^r  old  Barton  are  good. 

The  Lodge  of  Strict  Observance,  No.  27,  has  also  en- 
joyed a  prosperous  year,  and  has  made  substantial  pro- 
gress, is  exceptionally  well  officered  by  bright  young 
men,  who  take  a  pride  in  their  work,  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  a  quartet  of  carefully  trained  voices  to  aid 
in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  the  work  is  of  a  high 
order.  I  paid  my  official  visit  on  December  20th,  and 
conducted  the  election  of  officers.  This  Lodge  sup- 
ports a  ward  in  the  hospital,  which  it  furnished  and  en- 
dowed on  the  occasion  of  its  jubilee  celebration. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  40,  is  preparing  to  celebrate  its 
jubilee  this  year,  and  though  it  cannot  boast  as  it  could 
for  years  the  largest  membership  of  any  Lodge  on  the 
Grand  Register,  and  has  had  to  yield  this  distinction  to 
others,  it  still  continues  to  hold  its  own  in  other  re- 
spects, has  had  a  good  year,  and  is  in  good  hands,  and 
the  prospects  are  bright  for  the  future.  Death  has  re- 
moved a  great  many  of  its  members  during  the  past 
year,  among  them  W.  Bro.  W.  R.  Job,  who  will  be  long 
remembered  in  St.  John's  Lodge.  I  visited  officially 
on  the  evening  of  December  19,  and  conducted  the  elec- 
tion of  officers. 

Brant  Lodge,  No.  45,  has  enjoyed  a  very  successful 
year  under  the  guidance  of  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Hanna,  and 
heads  the  list  in  the  amount  of  relief  contributed.  I 
visited  this  Lodge  on  January  14.  The  first  degree  was 
conferred  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  A  pleasing  fea- 
ture of  the  evening  was  the  presentation  of  five  Past 
Master's  jewels  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Passmore,  W.  Bros. 
Broadbent,  Wood,  Frank  and  Hamilton. 

Harmony,  No.  57,  Binbrook,  has.  not  achieved  that 
amount  of  success  which  one  could  '  'nsh  or  even  expect 
from  a  Lodge  situated  as  it  is  in  a  ri  vh  locality  in  which 
Mas:nry  prospered  for  many  years.  No  better  proof 
of  the  indiflference  of  the  members  co  ild  be  had  than  the 
fact  th-'t  two-thirds  of  them  are  ii  arrears  for  dues. 
I  visited  the  Lodge  on  October  23rd.      The  W.M.  could 
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do  but  verv  little  of  the  work,  but  was  fortunate  in  hay- 
ing a  number  qt  Past  Masters  who  were  well  skilled.  I 
trust  my  successor  in  office  wiU  find  Harmony  Lodge  in 
better  shape  next  year. 

Acacia  Lodge,  No.  6i,  Hamilton,  has  added  another 
year  of  progress  in  its  history.  It  has  always  striyen 
to  live  up  to  the  requirements  and  priyileges  of  Ma- 
sonry. One  feature  is  its  care  of  those  requiring  as- 
sistance. At  eyery  meeting  the  Lodge  is  called  off  for 
a  few  minutes  to  permit  the  brethren  to  deposit  on  the 
ashlar  whatever  they  feel  disposed  to  give,  which  is 
thankfully  received  and  faithfully  applied.  Punctuality 
is  another  distinguishing  characteristic  of  Acacia;  the 
officers  are  in  their  places  at  7.30.  My  official  visit  was 
made  on  the  evening  of  December  13th,  when  I  con- 
ducted the  election  of  officers.  W.  Bro.  Yapp  is  a  very 
capable  officer  and  has  excellent  support. 

St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  No.  62,  Caledonia,  was  visited 
on  January  22nd.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  roads 
were  almost  impassable  on  account  of  snow,  the  attend- 
ance was  not  large.  The  work  was  exemplified  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Arrell  and  his  offi- 
cers, after  which  I  installed  the  officers  for  the  year 
1902,  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Holden,  V.  W.  Bro.  Stew- 
art, V.  W.  Bro.  Jas.  Old  and  W.  Bros.  Weir,  Spring- 
stead  and  Neil. 

Valley  Lodge,  No.  100,  Dundas,  has  had  a  fairly  suc- 
cessful year.  W.  Bro.  Bamum  made  a  very  capable 
and  painstaking  officer,  and  was  well  supported  by  the 
majority  of  his  officirs.  The  best  of  feeling  prevails. 
I  made  my  official  visit  May  12th.  The  work  for  the 
evening  was  the  third  degree,  which  was  executed  in  a 
highly  satisfactory  manner.  I  also  presided  at  the 
election  of  officers  in  June,  when  the  greatest  unanimity 
prevailed.  Bro.  Dr.  Bertram  was  elected  Worshipful 
Master,  and  will  no  doubt  carry  the  same  enthusiasm 
into  the  work  of  the  Master's  chair  that  has  character- 
ized him  in  everything  that  he  has  been  connected  with. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  121,  Brantford,  can  also  claim  to 
be  numbered  among  the  Lodges  that  have  been  success- 
ful during  the  year  that  is  gone.  This  is  true,  not  only 
in  the  matter  of  candidates  admitted,  but  also  in  the 
spreading  abroad  of  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  re- 
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Heving  the  needs  of  the  unfortunate  and  the  destitute. 
Brantford  has  miide  a  grand  showing  this  year  in  Ma- 
sonic matters.  I  paid  my  official  visit  on  June  20th, 
and,  owing  to  the  candidate  for  the  evening  having  dis- 
appointed W.  Bro.  Gray  I  did  not  see  any  work  per- 
formed. We,  however,  turned  the  meeting  into  a 
Lodge  of  Instruction,  and  R.  W.  Bros.  Liddell  and 
Freed  gave  the  brethren  the  benefit  of  their  ripe  exper- 
ience on  any  questions  which  were  of  a  puzzling  charac- 
ter, with  the  result  that  a  pleasant  and  profitable  even- 
ing was  spent. 

St.  Clair  Lodge,  No,  135,  Milton,  has  also  had  a  year 
of  prosperity,  and  has  a  very  creditable  showing.  The 
amount  expended  in  relief  certainly  shows  that  the  Mil- 
ton brethren  are  not  unmindful  of  those  whose  circum- 
stances appeal  to  a  Mason's  charity.  Numerically, 
also,  St.  Clair  has  added  a  goodly  number.  I  visited  the 
Lodge  officially  on  the  evening  of  February  20th.  The 
work  was  well  performed  and  an  active  interest  was 
shown  by  both  members  and  officers. 

Burlington  Lodge,  No.  165,  Burlington,  has  shown 
excellent  progress  during  the  past  year.  The  work  of 
W.  Bro.  Speers  and  his  officers  cannot  be  too  highly 
commended.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  see  the  work 
on  one  or  two  occasions  when  I  waS  not  present  offi- 
cially, and  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  bright,  active 
manner  in  which  it  was  performed.  I  paid  my  official 
visit  on  the  evening  of  November  20th,  when  the  work 
of  the  second  and  third  degrees  was  exemplified  in  ex- 
cellent form. 

Wentworth  Lodge,  No.  166,  Stony  Creek:  On  the 
evening  of  December  23rd  an  especial  communication 
of  Grand  Lodge  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating 
the  new  Lodge  room  at  Stony  Creek.  M.  W.  Bro.  H. 
Murray,  as  acting  Grand  Master,  conducted  the  cere- 
mony. As  M.  W.  Bro.  Murray,  a  few  years  ago,  re- 
vived the  interest  in  Wentworth  Lodge  when  it  was  at 
a  very  low  ebb,  it  seemed  meet  that  he  should  be  in 
charge  of  the  dedication  of  their  new  Lodge  room.  The 
brethren  of  Wentworth  Lodge  are  certainly  to  be  con- 
ga tulated  en  the  splendid  room  they  have  set  apart  for 
th.ir  Masonic  home.  It  speaks  volumes  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Lodge,  and  will,  no  doubt,  be  influential  in 
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furthering  the  interests  of  Masonry  in  the  vicinity.  I 
paid  my  official  visit  immediately  after  the  dedication 
ceremony,  and  afterwards  conducted  the  election  of  offi- 
cers. While  I  did  not  see  any  work  performed  on  this 
occasion  by  the  W.M.  and  his  officers,  I  had  that  oppor- 
tunity on  a  former  occasion,  and  can  bear  ample  testi- 
mony to  the  good  work  done  here. 

Credit  Lodge,  No.  2ip,  Georgetown,  was  visited  on 
the  evening  of  February  21st,  and  the  work  which  I 
witnessed  was  very  satisfactory.  W.  Bro.  McCuUougfa 
and  his  bright  young  officers  gave  a  good  rendering  of 
the  work.  The  showing  of  Bro.  Camgey,  the  Secre- 
tary, that  only  two  members  are  in  arrears  for  dues, 
speaks  of  business  methods  on  his  part.  The  forma- 
tion of  a  Board  of  General  Purposes  a  few  years  ago  has 
had  a  very  great  deal  to  do  with  bringing  credit  to  its 
present  high  standing. 

St.  Geurge  Lodge,  No.  243,  St.  George,  has  made 
greater  progress  than  for  several  years  past,  and  the  pros- 
pects for  the  future  are  even  brighter.  The  work  of 
the  first  degree  was  well  done  on  the  evening  of  my  offi- 
cial visit,  April  24th.  A  good  number  of  Past  Masters 
continue  to  take  an  active  interest  in  St.  George  Lodge, 
and  stand  ready  to  render  any  assistance  in  their  power 
to  W.  Bro.  Homing. 

Seymour  Lodge,  No.  272,  Ancaster,  although  numeri- 
cally has  stood  still,  yet  I  have  every  reason  to  believe, 
from  several  visits  paid  to  it,  that  it  has  been  making 
progress.  The  members  are  enthusiastic  Masons,  the 
work  is  well  performed,  the  financial  condition  is  good, 
and  the  brethren  of  Seymour  can  afford  to  be  particular 
as  to  the  material  they  admit  into  Masonry.  I  at- 
tended divine  service  with  the  Brethren  on  September 
22nd  and  was  much  impressed  with  the  way  in  which 
they  paid  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  departed  brethren. 
Before  entering  the  church  we  made  the  round  of  the 
burying  ground,  and  on  passing  a  brother's  grave  each 
member  dropped  a  flower,  large  quantities  of  which  had 
been  provided  before  leaving  the  trOdge  room.  My  offi- 
cial visit  w?s  made  on  November  19th,  when  I  saw  the 
first  degfree  very  well  done. 

Dufferir  Lodge,  No.  291,  West  Flamboro,  has  also 
had  a  yes    of  prosperity,  above  the  average,  and  is  in 
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good  financial  condition.  I  paid  my  official  visit  on 
the  evening  of  May  22nd  and  witnessed  the  conferring  of 
the  first  degree  in  a  very  creditable  manner  by  W.  Bro. 
Jones  and  officers.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of 
the  brethren.  V.  W.  Bro.  Alfred  Jones,  Secretary  of 
the  Lodge,  is  a  model  secretary,  and  his  books  show  the 
greatest  care  and  neatness. 

Walker  Lodge,  No.  321,  Acton :  Visited  this  Lodge 
April  22nd,  and  found  it  in  excellent  condition.  W. 
Bro.  A.  J.  McKinnon  and  his  officers  conferred  the  third 
degree  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  on  an  exception* 
ally  bright  candidate,  who  answered  his  questions  and 
repeated  his  obligation  without  a  word  of  promptingf. 
Bro.  Stewart,  the  Secretary,  keeps  his  book^  in  splendid 
condition,  and  reports  only  three  members  in  arrears 
for  dues.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  true 
Masonic  spirit  is  being  propagated  in  a  large  measure  in 
Walker  Lodge. 

Temple  Lodge,  No.  324,  Hamilton,  has  had  one  of 
the  most  prosperous  years  of  its  history,  and  its  finances 
are  in  a  more  satisfactory  condition  than  for  a  long 
period.  As  I  have  attended  every  meeting  but  one  dur- 
ing the  year  I  am  thoroughly  familiar  with  it  in  every 
way,  and  am  convinced  that  not  for  many  years  have 
the  affairs  of  Temple  Lodge  been  so  satisfactory  as  at 
present.  On  the  evening  of  November  12th  I  paid  my 
official  visit,  accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding,  Act- 
ing Grand  Master.  His  visit  was  a  source  of  satisfac- 
tion to  the  brethren,  and  he  spoke  very  encouragingly 
of  the  work  he  saw  performed  by  W.  Bro.  Carley  and 
his  officers.  I  also  presided  at  the  election  of  officers 
on  December  loth,  when  W.  Bro.  Brown  was  elected 
W.M.  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Waterdown  Lodge,  No.  357,  Millgrove,  might,  in 
many  respects,  be  considered  the  banner  Lodge  of  the 
district  this  year.  When  you  consider  this  is  distinc- 
tively a  rural  Lodge,  and  that  it  is  not  many  years  since 
the  advisability  of  surrendering  the  charter  was  seriously 
considered,  and  contrast  that  state  of  affairs  with  the 
past  year,  with  its  1 1  initiations,  and  an  average  of  $2.00 
per  member  contributed  to  benevolence,  it  speaks  well 
for  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Waterdown  Lodge.  It 
was  my  privilege  to  visit  this  Lodge  at  its  September 
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meeting  and  make  the  presentations  of  Past  Master's 
jewels  to  W.  Bros.  Pepper  and  S.  Flatt.  My  official 
visit  was  made  in  May  and  was  a  particularly  pleasant 
one. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  382,  Hamilton,  has  had  an  excep- 
tionally successful  year,  having  initiated  twenty-five 
members  and  added  a  very  considerable  sum  to  its  bank 
account.  Its  history  of  late  years  has  been  one  of 
steady  advancement  toward  prosperity.  Although  the 
youngest  Lodge  in  the  city  it  is  financially  the  strongest. 
W.  Bro.  Lanagan  has  every  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the 
achievements  of  Doric  Lodge  under  his  guidance.  To 
the  Secretary,  R.  W.  Bro.  Emory,  and  the  Past  Mas- 
ters, all  of  whom  continue  to  work  in  the  Lodge's  inter- 
est, due  credit  should  also  be  given.  I  visited  the 
brethren  officially  on  June  i6th  and  conducted  the  elec- 
tion of  officers.  W.  Bro.  Clark,  the  newly  elected  Mas- 
ter, is  a  Masonic  enthusiast,  and  will,  no  doubt,  leave 
the  impress  of  his  character  on  Doric  Lodge  throughout 
the  coming  year. 

Oakville  Lodge,  No.  400,  Oakville:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  evening  of  March  i8th,  and  was  welcomed 
by  W.  Bro.  Andrews  in  a  few  well  chosen  remarks  and 
invited  to  inspect  the  work.  I  found  the  Lodge  in  bet- 
ter condition  than  ever  before.  The  reception  of  twelve 
candidates  during  the  year  was  ample  evidence  that  it  is 
alive  and  prospering.  A  very  pleasant  feature  of  the 
evening  was  my  being  asked  to  present  nine  Past  Mas- 
ters of  the  Lodge  with  jewels,  and  I  was  glad  to  know 
that  in  nearly  every  case  they  still  continue  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  the  Lodge's  welfare.  The  brethren 
honored  were  W.  Bros.  John  D.  Willson,  W.  F.  Davis, 
W.  O.  Joyce,  H.  Wilson,  W.  H.  Robinson,  W.  H.  Mor- 
den,  James  C.  Ford,  Geo.  Hillmer  and  A.  S.  Forster. 
I  was  very  pleased  to  have  with  me  on  this  occasion  R. 
W.  Bro.  John  Watsn,  of  iia  District. 

Because  I  have  not  mentioned  the  names  of  the  breth- 
ren who  have  accompanied  me  on  my  official  visits  dur- 
ing the  year,  it  must  not  be  inferred  that  I  have  not  had 
the  support  of  my  brethren  or  that  I  am  ungrateful  to 
them  for  being  with  me  at  times  at  great  inconvenience 
to  themselves.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  Past  Masttirs 
and  Grand  Lodge  officers  of  the  Hamilton  District  could 
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not  have  been  kinder  or  more  thoughtful  in  the  assist- 
ance which  they  have  seen  fit  to  render  on  every  occa- 
sion, and  to  one  and  all  I  desire  to  render  my  sincere 
thanks. 

In  conclusion,  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  said  in  my 
opening  remarks,  that  after  having  gone  carefully  over 
the  entire  District  I  am  convinced  that  the  affairs  were 
never  in  a  more  prosperous  condition.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  upon 
the  condition  of  Masonry  in  the  Georgian  District,  No. 
9,  for  the  past  Masonic  year. 

First,  1  desire  to  express  to  the  brethren  my  most 
heartfelt  thanks  for  the  honor  they  have  done  me  in 
ehcting  me  to  represent  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master 
in  the  District,  and  also  to  convey  to  them  my  gratitude 
for  the  kind  and  considerate  treatment  accorded  me 
while  paying  my  official  visits,  the  various  Lodges  ap- 
pearing to  vie  with  each  other  in  making  the  visits  as 
happy  as  possible.  During  the  year  it  has  been  my 
constant  effort  to  repay  in  some  measure  the  many  kind- 
nesses heaped  upon  me.  How  lamentably  I  have  failed 
is  known  only  to  myself. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  Bro.  Rev.  Joseph 
Shepherd,  of  Orillia  Lodge,  District  Chaplain,  and  W. 
Bro.  Silas  Milligan,  P.M.  of  Caledonian  Lodge,  District 
Secretary.  Both  of  these  officers  have  reflected  honor 
on  my  choice  by  discharging  their  duties  in  a  most  con- 
scientious and  painstaking  manner. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  able  to  visit  all  the 
Lodges  except  one,  and  that,  I  regret  to  say,  the  one 
which  most  required  assistance  and  instruction. 

The  following  deaths  have  been  reported  to  me :  Bro. 
Geore^e  S.  Millar,  Kerr,  No.  230,  August  14;  R.  W.  Bro. 
Robert  King,  Corinthian,  No.  96,  July  24;  R.  W.  Bro. 
Alvin  Orton,  S-mcoe,  No.  79,  January  i9;Bro.  W.  S. 
Hisey,  Nitetis,  No.  444,  November  16;  Bro.  E.  B.  Har- 
per, D.D.,  Kerr,  No.  230.  February  4 ;  Bro.  Daniel  Reid, 
Dundalk,  U.D.,  February  23.  Of  these  Bros.  King  and 
Orton  had  both  served  the  craft  as  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters,  and  were  called  to  rest ;  the  one,  his  work 
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finished,  had  well  earned  his  reward;  the  other,  in  the 
inscrutable  wisdom  of  the  Great  Architect,  was  sum- 
moned from  labor  in  the  zenith  of  his  strength ;  but  to 
both  could  truly  be  said,  the  words  of  divine  approba- 
tion, "  Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou 
into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 

Dispensations. — I  granted  dispensations  to  attend  Di- 
vine service  to  Simcoe,  No.  79;  Pythagoras,  No.  137; 
Caledonian,  No.  249;  Spry,  No.  385;  Beaver,  No.  234; 
Manito,  No.  90,  and  Orillia,  No.  192. 

Generally  speaking,  the  work  throughout  the  District 
has  been  remarkably  good,  the  painstaking  efforts 
of  my  predecessors  bearing  a  fruit  which  I  am  sure  even 
they  hardly  dared  to  hope  for.  This  is  the  more  evi- 
dent because  some  Lodges  which  had  been  reported  as 
utterly  inefficient  are  now  in  the  very  foremost  rank. 
The  finances,  as  a  rule,  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  This 
is  no  doubt  due  largely  to  the  great  measure  of  pros- 
perity with  which  the  country  is  blessed,  and  also  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  the  secretaries,  the  most  hardly  work- 
ed and  ill-recognized  of  all  Lodge  officers. 

Lodge  of  Instruction. — Acting  on  the  suggestion  of 
the  R.W.,  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  and  with  the  kind 
assistance  of  the  officers  and  members  of  Orillia  Lodge, 
I  called  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  in  Orillia  on  February 
26.  The  meeting  was  honored  with  the  presence  of  R. 
W.  Bro.  J.  E.  Harding,  Acting  Grand  Master,  w^hose 
advice  and  assistance  was  most  freely  given  on  every 
disputed  point.  There  were  also  present  R.  W.  Bro. 
H.  L.  Barber,  D.D.G.M.  Nipissing  District  No.  18 ;  R. 
W.  Bro.  E.  C.  Roper,  P.D.D.G.M.;  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C. 
Morgan,  P.D.D.G.M. ;  V.  W.  Bro.  J.  McL.  Stevenson, 
R.  W.  Bro.  W.  Toner,  P.D.D.G.M.,  and  more  than  200 
brethren  from  the  different  Lodges  in  the  District. 

The  entered  Apprentice  degree  was  exemplified  by 
the  officers  of  Orillia  Lodge  in  an  almost  faultless  man- 
ner, the  Fellowcraft  degree  by  Georgian  Lodge  in  an 
equally  meritorious  way,  and  the  sublime  degree  of  a 
Master  Mason  by  the  officers  of  Corinthian  and  Kerr 
Lodges,  of  Barrie,  in  a  style  which  left  little  room  for 
criticism.  After  addresses  by  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter and  other  visitors,  the  Lodge  was  closed  and  the 
brethren  repaired  to  an  adjoining  hall,  where  a  most 
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elaborate  banquet  had  been  provided  by  the  extreme 
kindness  of  the  members  of  Orillia  Lodge.  The  meet- 
ing has,  I  am  confident,  been  a  source  of  much  benefit 
to  the  cr^ft  in  the  District. 

Simcoe  Lodge,  No.  79,  Bradford :  In  company  with 
W.  Bro.  Sutherland,  whose  kindness  I  shall  never  for- 
get, I  visited  this  Lodge  on  April  28,  and  was  most 
heartily  received  by  the  brethren.  Among  the  large 
attendance  were  W.  Bro.  Atkinson,  Tuscan,  Toronto; 
W.  J.  Clark,  Spry,  Beeton;  W.  T.  Sutherland,  Kerr, 
Barrie,  and  W.  Bros.  Ogilvie,  Boddy,  Broughton  and 
Oldham,  of  Simcoe  Lodge.  Three  candidates,  after 
passing  a  most  creditable  examination,  were  raised  to 
the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  two  by  the  W. 
M.,  W.  Bro.  Scanlon,  and  one  by  V.  W.  Bro.  James 
Boddy.  The  work  of  the  W.M.  and  Wardens  was  far 
above  the  average,  that  of  the  Deacons  was  good,  and 
the  LG.  discharged  his  duties  in  an  almost  perfect  man- 
ner. The  Secretary's  books  are  very  well  kept,  the 
finances  sound,  the  Lodge  room  most  comfortably  fur- 
nished. Altogether  I  consider  the  prospects  of  Sim- 
coe Lodge  excellent,  and  a  lasting  memorial  to  the  ef- 
forts of  R.  W.  Bro.  Orton,  formerly  a  member  of  this 
Lodge. 

St.  George's  Lodge,  No.  88 :  I  visited  this  Lodge  on 
March  19,  en  the.  occasion  of  a  presentation  of  a  Past 
McSter's  jewel  to  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Morgan,  of  Barrie, 
an  occasion  on  which  St.  George's  Lodge  honored  her- 
self in  honoring  him.  There  was  present  an  attendance 
of  over  one  hundred,  almost  filling  the  beautiful  and 
comfortably  furnished  Lodge  room.  Among  the  breth- 
ren in  the  East  were  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Morgan,  Kerr, 
No.  230;  R.  W.  Bro.  R.  McKnight,  R.  W.  Bro.  James 
McLauchlan,  R.  W.  Bro.  Creasor,  W.  Bro.  Reid,  W. 
Bro.  C.  Munro,  W.  Bro.  Allan  Cameron,  W.  Bro.  John 
Campbell,  W.  H.  Sinclair,  D.  McKenzie,  W.  H.  Tucker, 
H.  Kennedy,  S.  H.  Wright,  W.M.,  of  North  Star.  The 
third  degree  was  conferred  upon  a  well  prepared  candi- 
date bv  W.  Bro.  Marshall  in  a  most  impressive  manner. 
His  support  by  both  Wardens  and  Deacons  showed  the 
result  of  much  careful  work.  The  Secretary's  books 
were  very  well  kept,  dues  well  paid  up.  The  prospects 
of  the  Lodge  are  of  the  very  best.       After  labor  the

brethren  adjourned  to  their  most  comfortable  banquet 
hall,  where  an  excellent  supper  was  provided.  There 
speeches  and  music  of  a  high  character  concluded  a  most 
thoroughly  enjoyable  evening. 

Manito  Lodge,  No.  90,  CoUingwood:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  March  26.  Was  met  at  the  station  by  the 
W.M.,  W.  Bro.  A.  D.  Knight,  and  by  him  most  hos- 
pitably entertained.  Manito  Lodge  is  favored  in  pos- 
sessing one  of  the  most  beautiful  rooms  in  the  District, 
and  the  work  of  the  W.M.  and  his  officers  is  of  a  kind 
to  do  credit  to  their  surroundings  and  to  the  long  line 
of  distinguished  Masons  who  have  preceded  them.  The 
Entered  Apprentice  degree  was  conferred  by  W.  Bro. 
Knight  in  an  exceedingly  accurate  manner.  The  work 
of  both  Wardens  was  also  very  good.  The  floor  work 
was  of  an  unusually  high  character.  The  Secretary's 
books  are  fair.  The  prospects  of  the  Lodge,  situated 
as  it  is  in  one  of  the  most  thriving  towns  of  Ontario,  I 
consider  particularly  promising.  Among  the  distin- 
guished brethren  adorning  the  East  were  R.  W.  Bros. 
Pye,  Toner  and  Aylesworth,  and  W.  Bros.  Wynes,  Allen, 
Currie,  Gregory,  Rowe,  Watts,  Nettleton,  Hughes,  Car- 
penter and  Bethune.

Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  96,  Barrie:  Visited  on  May 
1st.  In  accordance  with  a  good  old  Barrie  custom  I 
was  met  and  most  hospitably  entertained  by  the  W.M. 
and  officers.  My  reception  in  the  Lodge  showed  the 
accurate  training  of  its  members.  A  particularly  ob- 
servant candidate  was  initiated  by  the  W.M.,  whose 
work  was  in  accord  with  the  high  standard  set  by  Corin- 
thian for  many  years.  Were  it  not  for  a  too  rapid  de- 
livery, the  work  of  the  S.W.  would  have  been  perfect. 
The  J.W.  gave  his  lecture  in  the  most  perfect  manner  it 
has  yet  been  my  fortune  to  hear.  As  usual  there  was  a 
goodlv  attendance  of  Past  Masters  in  the  East,  among 
whom  were  R.  W.  Bro.  Monkman,  V.  W.  Bros.  Steven- 
son, Wesley  and  Hallet,  and  W.  Bros.  Montgomery, 
McPhie,  Smith,  Cowan,  Warren,  Sutherland  and  Willis. 
The  Secretary's  books  are  very  well  kept,  the  finances  in 
a  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  outlook  unusually 
good.  A  banquet  in  the  comfortable  room  adjoining 
tfie  Lodge  brought  a  most  enjoyable  evening  to  a  close. 
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Pythagoras  Lodge,  No.  137,  Meaford:  My  visit  to 
this  Lodge  on  March  21  I  shall  always  look  back  upon 
as  one  of  the  pleasantest  of  many  pleasant  experiences. 
After  driving  over  from  Owen  Sound  I  was  taken  care 
of  by  W.  Bro.  Stephens  and  Bro.  R.  White.  The  breth- 
ren of  this  Lodge  have  long  had  a  reputation  for  hospi- 
tality, and  that  reputation  is  worthily  kept  up.  The 
Fellowcraft  degree  was  conferred  upon  a  very  intelligent 
and  well-prepared  candidate  by  W.  Bro.  Stephens  in  an 
impressive,  though  at  times  slightly  inaccurate  manner. 
The  work  of  the  Wardens  was  fair,  and  of  the  Deacons 
and  I.G.  very  good,  showing  much  careful  training. 
The  Secretary's  books  are  well  kept,  dues  well  paid  up. 
The  Lodge  room  very  good  and  excellently  furnished. 
With  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town  and  the  manifest  en- 
thusiasm of  its  officers,  I  think  the  prospects  of  this 
Lodge  are  very  good  indeed.  A  most  sumptuous  ban- 
quet ct  the  Pane  House,  followed  by  speech  and  song, 
brought  a  very  happy  visit  to  a  too  early  close. 

Orillia  Lodge,  No.  192,  Orillia:  Visited  this  Lodge 
on  May  16  and  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  W.  Bro. 
Wakefield  work  a  third  degree  on  a  most  excellent  can- 
didate. Few  Lodges  in  the  District  can  boast  of  such 
a  beautiful  Lodge  room  as  Orillia  has  provided  herself 
with,  and  certainly  no  Lodge  is  doing  better  work.  The 
W.M.  has  an  unusually  impressive  voice,  and  in  addition 
has  his  work  perfect.  His  support  by  both  Wardens 
and  Deacons  is  very  good,  and  the  true  Masonic  feeling 
among  the  brethren  makes  a  communication  of  the 
Lodge  a  happy  event  looked  forward  to  by  all.  With 
such  enthusiastic  officers,  backed  up  by  Masons  of  the 
type  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Roper,  W.  Bros.  Alport,  Ardagh, 
Tudhope  and  Calney,  Orillia  Lodge  is  sure  to  prosper. 
After  labor  a  bountiful  spread  was  provided  in  the  ban- 
queting hall,  where  a  couple  of  hours  were  most  profit- 
ably spent  in  music  and  short  speeches. 

Kerr  Lodge,  No.  230,  Barrie:  On  my  official  visit 
to  this  Lodge  on  January  17  I  was  received  in  a  man- 
ner which  showed  that  R.  W.  Bro.  Morgan  was  still  an 
active  member  of  the  Lodge.  A  candidate  for  the  sub- 
lime degree  passed  a  most  searching  examination  in  the 
work  of  the  two  former  degrees,  and  was  able  to  answer 
all  questions  propounded  to  him  on  the  lectures  as  well 
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as  the  usual  ones.      A  candidate  prepared  in  this  way  is 
sure  to  appreciate  the  beauties  of  Masonry,   and   will 
always  have  a  high  respect  for  his  instructors.       The 
work  of  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Sutherland,  was  fully  up  to 
the  high  standard  that  he  has  always  maintained.     Both 
Wardens  did  their  parts  in  a  creditable  manner,  but  the 
Deacons  and  I.G.  hardly  kept  up  the  high  reputation 
Kerr  Lodge  has  for  accurate  work.      The  Secretary's 
books  are  very  well  kept,  but  there  are  a  great  many 
brethren  in  arrears  who,  in  my  opinion,  should  have  long 
ago  been  suspended.      The  usual  festivities  concluded 
a  most  enjoyable  night's  work.    The  prospects  of  Ken- 
Lodge  are  excellent,  and  with  the  new  officers  installed 
on  St.  John  the  Baptist's  Day,  I    have  no    doubt    but 
that  the  present  high  class  of  work  will  be  continued. 

Beaver  Lodge,  No.  234,  Clarksburg:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  March  18,  accompanied  by  that  sterling  Ma- 
son, W.  Bro.  A.  D.  Knight,  of  Manito  Lodge,  Colling- 
wood.  Notwithstanding  the  severity  of  the  weather 
there  was  a  very  large  attendance.  From  what  I  could 
learn  of  the  membership  of  this  Lodge  it  would  take 
much  more  than  a  Manitoba  blizzard  to  keep  them  away 
from  a  meeting.  Among  the  distinguished  brethren 
present  were  R.  W.  Bro.  Fred.  Kent,  R.  W.  Bro.  Chas. 
Pye,  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Dickenson,  Secretary,  and  W. 
Bro.  A.  D.  Knight.  An  initiation  was  well  worked  by 
the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Mitchell,  who  was  most  ably  assisted 
by  both  Wardens  and  Deacons.  The  Secretary's  books, 
as  cne  would  expect,  with  such  a  Secretary  as  V.  W. 
Bro.  Dickenson,  are  models  of  accuracy.  'The  financial 
standing  is  good.  The  Lodge  room  is  comfortable  and 
well  furnished.  The  good  work  of  a  long  series  of 
emin:nt  brethren  is  exemplified  by  the  true  Masonic 
feeling  among  the  brethren.  A  banquet,  followed  by 
music  and  speeches,  brought  a  most  enjoyable  evening 
to  a  close. 

Manitoba  Lodge,  No.  236,  Cookstown:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  Friday.  February  28th,  and  found  the  same 
degree  of  prosperity  as  was  noted  by  my  predecessor. 
One  initiation  and  one  third  degree  were  worked  by  the 
W.M.,  W.  Bro.  McKay,  in  a  most  creditable  style.  The 
work  of  Bro.  S.W.  was  hardly  up  to  the  high  standard 
the  Lodge  has  of  late  obtained.       The  J.W.  was  very 
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good,  his  lecture  being  remarkably  well  given.  The 
J.D.,  a  very  old  brother,  did  his  work  in  a  way  which 
any  active  young  man  might  be  proud  to  emulate.  The 
Secretary's  books  were  well  and  neatlv  kept.  The  can- 
didate for  advancement  was  very  well  prepared,  a  sure 
sign  that  the  officers  have  the  good  of  their  Lodge  at 
heart.  A  most  carefully  worked  fourth  degree  was  en- 
joyed by  all  at  the  Mansion  house.  Manitoba  Lodge, 
with  many  others  in  this  part  of  the  District,  shows  the 
good  eflfect  of  frequent  interchange  of  visits  by  the 
brethren  of  neighboring  Lodges. 

Caledonian  Lodge,  No.  249,  Midland:  To  this,  my 
mother  Lodge,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  pay  two  offi- 
cial visits  and  to  do  some  plain  speaking.  My  first 
visit  was  on  November  19,  when  three  initiations  were 
worked  by  the  .W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Wallbridge,  in  a  very 
creditable  manner.  The  work  of  both  Wardens  was 
fair,  the  I.G.  was  absent,  the  Deacons  fairly  good.  A 
strong  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  Lodge  is  taken  by 
the  officers,  and  a  very  large  increase  in  membership  is 
the  result.  Not  the  least  satisfactory  point  is  that 
though  the  membership  has  very  rapidly  increased  the 
portals  have  been  well  and  carefully  guarded.  During 
the  year  the  Lodge  has  been  refurnished  in  a  most  sub- 
stantial and  beautiful  manner,  and  without  drawing  on 
the  reserve  in  the  savings  bank.  On  June  16  I  paid 
a  second  official  visit  to  inspect  the  work  of  the  new  offi- 
cers, and  found  a  marked  decline  both  in  the  character 
of  the  work  and  the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Lodere  by  the  officers.  However,  with  the  number  of 
enthusiastic  young  Masons,  whose  energy  never  fails,  I 
have  no  doubt  but  that  Caledonian  will  regain  her  old 
measure  of  prosperity.  At  this  meeting  the  officers  of 
Orillia  Lodge  worked  a  third  degree  in  a  way  which  I 
have  never  yet  seen  excelled.  A  most  enjoyable  ban- 
quet at  the  Gladstone  House  rewarded  the  brethren  for 
their  exertions  in  the  earlier  part  of  the  evening. 

Northern  Light  Lodge,  No.  266,  Stayner:  It  is  my 
painful  duty  to  say  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  arrange 
a  meeting  with  this  Lodge.  Nor  is  it  entirely  my  fault, 
for  on  several  occasions  when  one  had  been  proposed  it 
was  found  impossible  to  get  the  brethren  together,  and 
on  two  occasions  I  was  unavoidably  prevented  from  go- 
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ing.  The  VV.M.  has  left  Stayner,  and  were  it  not  for 
the  unceasing  efforts  of  W.  Bro.  Bethune,  the  Secretary, 
I  am  afraid  the  Lodge  would  ere  now  have  ceased  to 
exist.  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion,  as  expressed  by 
R.  W.  Bro.  Kent,  that  it  would  be  in  the  best  interests 
of  Masonry  to  advise  the  removal  of  the  charter. 

S.^vc.n  Star  Lodge,  No.  288,  Alliston:  X'isited  this 
Lodi'e  on  November  20,  being  very  kindly  met  at 
Cojkst  iwn  and  driven  across  by  one  of  the  brethren. 
One  in.tiation  and  one  Fellowcraft  degree  were  care- 
fully and  accurately  worked  by  W.  Bro.  Clark,  assisted 
by  two  well-posted  Wardens.  The  work  of  the  Dea- 
cons was  remarkably  good,  as  was  also  that  of  the  I.G. 
The  Lodge  room  was  comfortable  and  well  lighted, 
though  small.  I  understand  that  the  brethren  are  now 
putting  up  a  building  of  their  own.  The  rapid  increase 
in  membership  which  the  Lodge  is  making,  and  the  high 
class  of  material  they  are  able  to  get,  fully  warrant  them 
in  their  high  hopes  for  a  continuance  of  their  present 
prosperity.  On  the  conclusion  of  labor  an  excellent 
su])pcr  was  provided  in  the  ante-room,  where  excellent 
sp-'cches  were  delivered  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Chrystal  and 
others. 

MinTva  Lodge,  No.  304,  Stroud:  My  visit  to  this 
Lodge,  which  has  gone  through  so  many  difficulties, 
was  one  of  the  happiest  experiences  of  my  year  of  office. 
Accompanied  bv  W.  Bros.  G.  G.  Smith,  A.  Cowan.  J. 
\\  illis,  W.  J.  Sutherland,  J.  Pulling  and  Bro.  F.  Jackson, 
I  drove  out  on  February  18  through  a  blinding  snow 
storm  and  was  received  in  a  way  to  make  one  forget  all 
difficulties.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members 
and  visitors.  Two  excellent  candidates  were  initiated, 
one.  by  W.  Bro.  Black,  the  W.M.,  the  other  by  W.  Bro. 
McConkey.  The  work  of  the  W.M.  and  all  his  officers 
WPS  well  nigh  perfect,  and  has  certainly  not  been  sur- 
p  ssed  by  any  Lodge  in  the  District.  The  S.W.  gave 
his  lecture  in  a  particularly  accurate  and  impressive,  man- 
ner. This  Lodge  is  blessed  with  a  most  excellent  Sec- 
retary, who  not  only  collects  the  dues  most  vigorously, 
but  nlso  sees  that  no  funds  are  wasted.  Last  year  half 
the  t(n  1  revenue,  from  dues  was  devoted  to  charity,  a 
record  of  which  none  of  the  more  pretentious  Lodge's  in 
the  District  can  boast.       A  most  unique  and  enjoyable 
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supper  concluded  the  evening's  work.  The  prospects 
of  this  Lodge,  under  the  present  regime,  is  excellent. 

North  Star  Lodge,  No.  322,  Owen  Sound:  Visited 
this  Lodge  on  April  23,  having  been  kindly  accompanied 
from  Meaford  by  several  enthusiastic  members  of  Pytha- 
goras Lodge.  The  spacious  and  beautiful  Lodge  room 
was  well  filled,  while  the  East,  as  is  Owen  Sound  cus- 
tom, was  adorned  with  Masons  on  whom  the  weight  of 
advancing  years  but  adds  to  their  love  for  Masonry.  W. 
Bro.  Harry  Wright  conferred  the  Entered  Apprentice 
degree  and  raised  two  well  prepared  candidates  to  the 
subhme  degree  of  a  Master  Mason  in  a  most  excellent 
manner.  Such  an  amount  of  work  as  this  generally 
makes  the  presiding  officer  stale  before  the  end,  but  W. 
Bro.  Wright  kept  up  to  the  end  the  same  careful  atten- 
tion that  he  displayed  at  the  beginning.  The  work  of 
the  Wardens  and  Deacons  was  well  done,  that  of  the  L 
G.  perfect.  Secretary's  books  very  well  kept  and  fin- 
ances in  a  flourishing  condition.  A  first-class  banquet, 
with  speech  and  song,  concluded  a  most  enjoyable  even- 
ing. The  prospects  of  North  Star  are  very  bright. 
The  town  of  Owen  Sound  is  manifestly  benefited  by  the 
true  Masonic  feeling  engendered  by  the  two  Lodges 
which  are  such  a  credit  to  it. 

Prince  Arthur  Lodge,  No.  333,  Flesherton :  In  com- 
pany with  Bro.  Newall,  of  Markdale,  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  the  evening  of  April  24,  the  W.M.  having  very  kindly 
called  an  emergent  meeting  for  my  convenience. 
Though  it  was  a  very  short  time  since  the  last  regular, 
there  was  a  large  attendance.  There  being  no  work  on 
hand,  a  candidate  was  examined  by  a  Board  of  Trial  on 
the  floor  of  the  Lodge,  and  then  a  dummy  candidate  was 
put  through  the  initiation  ceremony.  The  work  of  the 
W.M.  was  only  fairly  done,  both  Wardens'  work  was 
good,  the  Deacons  and  Inner  Guard  showed  want  of 
careful  training.

The  Assistant  Secretary  has 
been  f  r  years  an  invalid,  and  has  been  most  carefully 
looked  after  by  the  Lodge,  which  is  doing  true  Masonic 
work  in  the  sacred  cause  of  charity.  After  labor  an  ex- 
cellent supper,  provided  by  the  wives  of  the  brethren, 
was  partaken  rf,  and  a  most  enjoyable  couple  of  hours 
spent  in  friejidly  discussions. 
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Georgian  Lodge,  No.  348,  Penetanguishene :  Offi- 
cially visited  this  Lodge  on  November  7  in  company 
with  Bros.  Short  and  House,  of  Caledonian  Lodge. 
After  a  very  wet  and  uncomfortable  drive  over  from  Mid- 
fand,  we  were  received  in  most  excellent  style  by  W. 
Bro.  Martin  and  his  officers.  A  second  degree  was  con- 
ferred in  a  capital  way  on  a  well  posted  candidate.  How 
well  the  work  was  done  may  be  judged  from  the  fact 
that  Georgian  Lodge  was  selected  to  exemplify  the  sec- 
ond degree  at  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  in  Orillia  in  Feb- 
ruary.

Kenny  makes  a  model  Secre- 
tary. His  books  are  well  kept  and  dues  promptly  col- 
lected.     The  prospects  of  this  Lodge  are  very  bright. 

Lome  Lodge,  No.  377,  Shelburne:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  Friday,  May  2.  The  beautiful  Lodge  room 
was  well  filled  with  members  and  also  many  visitors 
from  Orangeville  and  other  towns,  including  R.  W.  Bro. 
R.  Irwin,  D.D.G.M.,  Wellington  District;  R.  W.  Bro. 
J.  McLaren,  P.D.D.G.M.,  who  had  very  kindly  come  up 
to  assist.  Two  second  degrees  were  conferred  by  W. 
Bro.  Mowat  and  his  officers  in  good  style,  the  work 
of  the  Deacons  being  particularly  praiseworthy.  The 
Inner  Guard,  too,  was  very  good.  Lome  Lodge  pos- 
sesses one  of  the  most  beautiful  rooms  in  the  District, 
and  is  doing  excellent  work  in  the  cause  of  Masonry,  as 
evinced  by  the  good  feeling  among  the  brethren.  After 
labor  the  craft  adjourned  to  the  Mansion  House,  where 
a  supper  was  provided,  the  pleasant  memories  of  which 
will  never  be  effaced  from  my  mind. 

Spry  Lodge,  No.  385,  Beeton:  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  the  festival  of  Ireland's  patron  saint,  and  notwith- 
standing the  severity  of  the  weather  found  the  room  well 
filled.  An  initiation  and  third  degree  were  worked  in 
a  manner  which  entitles  Spry  Lodge  to  a  place  in  the 
first  rank.      There  was  no  weak  spot  in  the  work  any- 
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where.  The  beauty  of  the  work  here,  as  in  some  other 
Lodges  in  this  vicinity,  I  regard  as  owing  to  the  fre- 
quent interchange  of  visits  and  the  healthy  rivalry  that 
is  thereby  engendered.  Spry  Lodge,  too,  has  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  constant  assistance  of  the  venerable  Bro. 
Chrystal.  After  labor  was  over  we  repaired  to  the  ban- 
quet room,  where  a  couple  of  hours  were  spent  in  dis- 
cussing a  most  excellent  repast  and  listening  to  speeches 
?nd  songs  such  as  delight  the  heart  of  every  Mason. 
Bro.  John  Ross  kindly  entertained  me  at  the  House  of 
Refuge  till  next  morning's  train. 

Nitetis  Lodge,  No.  444,  Creemore:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  Tuesday,  March  25.  Owing  to  the  train  ser- 
vice I  arrived  rather  late,  but  was  kindly  met  at  the  sta- 
tion rnd  escorted  to  the  Lodge  room,  where  the  cere- 
mony of  receiving  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter was  very  well  performed.  Owing  to  indisposition 
of  W.M.,  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Hood,  was  in  the  chair 
and  discharged  the  duties  of  Master  in  a  most  impres- 
sive manner.  No  candidates  being  on  hand,  a  brother 
kindly  consented  to  be  put  through  the  initiation  cere- 
mony. The  work  of  both  Wardens  was  fair,  that  of  the 
Deacons  very  good.  The  Secretary's  books  were  well 
kept,  dues  well  paid  up.  The  W.M.  can  work  first  two 
degrees.  All  the  officers  have  the  well-being  of  the 
Lodge  at  heart,  and  with  the  assistance  of  the  younger 
members  will,  I  consider,  make  the  prospects  of  the 
Lodge  fairly  good. 

Dundalk  Lodge  (U.  D.) :  Assisted  by  that  sterling 
Mason,  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Morgan,  I  visited  this  Lodge 
on  March  20.  There  was  an  attendance  of  20  in  a  com- 
fort ible  and  well  furnished  Lodge  room.  W.  Bro. 
Clarey,  the  W.M.,  exemplified  the  third  degree  on  a 
well-prepared  candidate  in  an  excellent  manner.  The 
J.W.  was  absent,  but  his  place  was  well  filled.  The  S. 
W.  did  his  work  in  an  exemplary  way,  both  Deacons  and 
I.G.  showed  the  result  of  careful  coaching.  The  mem- 
bers are  enthusiastic  and  united,  and  will,  I  am  confident, 
make  the  Lodee  a  success,  though  at  present  they  are 
battlin?  with  the  financial  difficulties  which  beset  all 
young  Lodges.  They  have  in  W.  Bro.  Symington  a 
really  excellent  Secretary. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  say  that  I  give  up  my  office 
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with  most  sincere  regret  that  I  shall  have  no  moi^  an 
opportunity  of  meeting  the  many  brethren  who  have 
treated  me  with  a  kindness  far  beyond  my  deserts.  The 
work  throughout  the  District  has  been  good,  much  bet- 
ter than  I  had  expected  to  find,  and  this  excellence  has 
not  b;en  confined  to  the  larger  towns,  but  was  most 
marked  in  the  villages,  where  in  many  cases  the  smalt 
Lodges  are  doing  a  work,  not  only  as  regards  the  ritual, 
but  in  the  broader  Masonic  spirit  that  many  of  the  weal- 
thy town  Lodges  might  be  proud  to  emulate.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  of  Ma- 
sonry in  the  Niagara  District,  No.  lo,  but  before  doing 
so,  permit  me  to  thank  the  brethren  of  this  historic  dis- 
tiict  for  the  honor  conferred  by  electing  me  to  the  im- 
.portant  office  of  D.D.G.M.,  and  also  for  the  courteous 
and  kind  treatment  accorded  me  during  my  term  of 
office  and  on  the  occasions  of  my  official  visits  to  the  dif- 
ferent Lodges. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  work 
done  in  the  different  Lodges  throughout  the  District  is 
of  a  high  order,  ^nd  it  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  Lodges, 
where  the  work  some  years  ago  was  not  quite  accord- 
ing to  Grand  Lodge  requirements,  are  now  well  in  line 
and  in  charge  of  capable  and  zealous  officers  who  are 
well  up  in  the  esoteric  work,  and  what  to  me  seems  most 
essential  to  the  welfare  of  a  Lodge,  are  giving  assistance 
and  encouragement  to  the  younger  members,  so  that 
when  their  day  comes  they  will  be  found  equal  to  the 
occasion  and  the  several  Lodges  in  the  future  will  be 
well  equipped  with  competent  and  well  drilled  officers. 

I  regret  that  it  was  not  possible  to  hold  a  Lodge  of 
Instruction  during  my  term  of  office,  for  while  the 
brethren  of  every  Lodge  visited  were  most  anxious  for 
one  it  was  found  after  thorough  discussion  that  the  ex- 
pense was  more  than  any  Lodge  or  Lodges  could  under- 
take. 

The  average  attendance  of  members  of  the  several 
Lod<:res  is  satisfactory,  but  the  number  of  brethren  re- 
ported as  being  twelve  months  in  arrears  is  altogether 
too  large,  in  connection  with  which  it  is  my  opinion  that 
the  Secretaries  should  not  "  mince  "  matters,  but  so  far 
as  practicable  insist  on  the  brethren  paying  their  dues 
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promptly,  and,  if  possible,  not  allow  any  of  them  to  get 
behind.  Indeed,  I  think  it  would  be  a  positive  kindness 
for  every  Lodge  to  pass  a  by-law  making  the  dues  pay- 
able quarterly  and  employ  a  collector  to  get  them  in,  for 
it  is  much  easier  for  a  brother  to  pay  75  cents  quarterly 
than  $3.00  at  the  end  of  the  year.

David  Scott,  died  May  14th,  1902,  of  Ivy  Lodge.  Bro. 
W.  E.  Barker,  died  Npvember  14th,  1901,  of  Merritt 
Lodge.  Bro.  Roderick  Campbell,  died  June  28th,  1901, 
Mountain  Lodge.  Bro.  D.  Scott,  died  September,  1901,* 
Temple  Lodge.  Bro.  Arthur  E.  Patrick,  died  February 
3rd,  1902,  Palmer  Lodge.  Bro.  Robert  Stevenson,  died 
December  29th,  1901,  Myrtle  Lodge. 

I  have  granted  dispensations  for  the  purpose  of  at- 
tending divine  service,  clothed  as  Masons,  to  Copcstonc 
Lodge,  Welland;  St.  John's  Lodge,  Cayuga,  and  St. 
George's  Lodge,  St.  Catharines. 

My  first  official  visit  was  made  on  the  evening  of  24th 
September,  1901,  to  Duflerin  Lodee,  Wellandport,  ac- 
companied by  W.  Bros.  Eccles,  Marshall  and  Dr.  Clark. 
The  third  degree  was  worked  in  excellent  style  by  W. 
Bro.  Grace'"  assisted  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Shafley  and  W, 
Bros.  Cohoe,  Prentiss  and  Goring.  W.  Bro.  D.  C, 
Holmes  is  an  efficient  Secretary,  and  the  prospects  of 
the  Lodge  are  good.  The  fourth  degree  was  given  to 
the  enjoyment  of  all,  and  a  most  instructive  and  pleas- 
ant evening  was  spent. 

On  the  29th  of  October,  1901, 1  visited  Palmer  Lodge, 
Bridgeburg,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Marshall  and  Bro. 
Jennings.  The  first  degree  was  exemplified  faultlessly 
by  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.

Ivy  Lodge,  Beamsville,  was  my  next  visit  on  the  i8th 
of  February,  1902,  where  the  first  degree  was  ably  con- 
ferred by  W.  Bro.  Meyer  and  his  Wardens,  Bros.  Prud- 
h  rame  and  Gilmore.  R.  W.  Bro.  Simpson,  with  the 
assistmce  of  V.  W.  Bro.  Ritchie  and  Bro.  Sinclair, 
bicked  by  W.  Bro.  Meyer,  made  every  one  at  home,  and 
the  after  part  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  the  most  pleas- 
ant manner. 

MacNab  Lodge,  Port  Colbome,  was  visited  on  the 
i8th  cl  March,  1902.  I  was  accompanied  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  Amsden.  W.  Bro.  Marshall  and  Bros.  Galbraith  and 
Ellis.       They  had  no  work,  but  opened  and  closed  the 
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several  degrees  in  the  most  creditable  manner.  The 
books  arj  kept  in  an  excellent  manner  by  Bro.  Cook, 
who  is  a  careful  and  painstaking  Secretary. 

On  the  19th  of  March  I  visit^  Seymour  Lodge,  Port 
Dalhousie,  being  met  in  St.  Catharines  and  accompanied 
there  by  R.  W.  Bro.  C.  H.  Connor.  The  examination 
of  the  candidate  and  work  done  by  W.  Bro.  Powell  was 
worthy  of  all  praise,  as  also  was  the  lecture  in  the  second 
degree  by  W.  Bro.  Walton. 

Accompanied  by  Bro.  R.  F.  Lattimore  I  visited  Myr- 
tle Lodge,  Port  Robinson,  on  the  27th  of  March,  1902, 
where  a  number  of  the  brethren  from  Thorold  had 
driven  over  for  the  meeting,  and  interesting  remarks 
were  made  by  them,  especially  by  W.  Bro.  Munroe  and 
Bro.  Southerland.  No  work  was  done,  but  V.  W.  Bro. 
Bell,  who  has  the  interests  of  the  Lodge  at  heart,  as- 
sured me  that  they  were  making  good  progress,  and  I 
am  satisfied  that  he  and  the  excellent  Secretary,  W.  Bro.

Hiram  Lodge,  Hagersville,  was  my  next  visit  on  the 
9th  of  May,  1902,  and  while  no  work  was  done  owing  to 
two  candidates  not  turning  up  for  initiation,  I  am  satis- 
fied that  the  future  prosperity  of  this  Lodge,  which  has 
had  hard  luck  in  the  past  through  its  members  leaving 
Hagersville,  is  excellent,  and  with  such  bright  Masons 
as  W.  Bro.  Foreman  and  his  Wardens,  Bros.  Almas  and 
Swayze,  assisted  by  W.  Bro.  McNichol,  there  is  no  rea- 
son why  it  should  not  be  in  a  flourishing  condition  at 
no  distant  day. 

On  the  17th  of  May,  1902, 1  visited  EnniskiUen  Lodge, 
York,  and  was  royally  entertained  not  only  by  the  breth- 
ren but  by  the  ladies  as  well,  and  I  must  not  forget  to 
place  on  record  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  fair 
sex  for  their  reception  as  well  as  for  the  beautiful  bou- 
quet of  flowers  presented  to  me.  This  Lodge  has  effi- 
cient officers  in  W.  Bro.  Bond,  W.M.,  and  his  Wardens. 
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Bros.  Brown  and  Runchey,  and  its  enthusiastic  and  ex- 
cellent Secretary,  W.  Bro.  the  Rev.  C.  Scudamore,  and 
is  in  a  flourishing  condition  financially  and  doing  good 
work.  At  the  banquet  after  the  Lodge  closed  we  were 
treated  not  only  to  all  the  good  things  of  the  season,  but 
had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  eloquent  and  able  speeches 
from  Bros.  Davis,  Mellon,  Clark  and  Emerson. 

On  the  i8th  of  June,  1902,  I  finished  up  my  official 
visits  at  Niagara  Lodge,  No.  2,  Niagara,  where  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  third  degree  conferred  in 
excellent  style  by  W.  Bro.  Masters,  assisted  by  W.  Bros. 
Knox,  Cltment  and  Best,  and  Bro.  Brown.  W.  Bro. 
Bottomley,  of  Norfolk  Lodge,  Simcoe,  and  Bro.  Felker, 
of  Ivy  Lodge,  Beamsville,  entertained  the  brethren  with 
good  practical  speeches,  and  a  very  pleasant  evening 
was  spent.  Bro.  Campbell  is  an  excellent  Secretary 
and  the  books  are  well  looked  after. 

I  was  unable  to  visit  King  Solomon's  Lodge,  Jarvis, 
on  the  2ist  of  March,  1902,  as  arranged,  owing  to  illness, 
but  was  fortunate  in  getting  the  veteran  and  expert 
craftsman,  R.  W.  Bro.  T.  L.  M.  Tipton  to  officiate  in 
my  stead,  and  his  report  of  this  Lodge  is  that  it  is  do- 
ing good  work  and  has  efficient  officers  in  its  W.M.,  W. 
Bro.  Thompson,  and  his  Wardens,  Bros.  Mills  and  Par- 
sons, and  it  goes  without  saying  that  the  books  are  in 
able  hands  with  Bro.  Hill  as  Secretary,  and  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Bros.  Dr.  Jaques  and  Noble  the  future  is 
bound  to  be  as  bright  as  the  past  has  been. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  thank  all  the  brethren  for 
the  courteous  manner  in  which  I  have  invariably  been 
received  on  my  official  visits,  and  the  W.  Masters  and 
Secretaries  of  the  several  Lodges  for  their  gracious  and 
prompt  attention  to  all  requests  for  information  regard- 
ing matters  connected  with  their  several  Lodges.

of  Canada^  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

For  your  consideration  I  have  the  honor  to  present 
my  report  on  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  this  District 
for  the  past  year.  Twenty  Lodges,  with  a  record  of 
237  initiaticns,  32  affiliations  and  12  restorations,  with 
a  net  incresse  of  membership  of  179  after  deducting 
resignations,  suspensions  and  21  deaths,  indicate  an  ex- 
ciptional  year  of  prosperity.  Utmost  harmony  has 
prevailed  throughout,  and  the  Lodges  appear  to  vie 
with  one  another  in  maintaining  the  honor  and  dignity 
of  the  craft.  The  pervading  fraternal  spirit,  earnest 
effort  and  warm  enthusiasm  of  the  Masters,  officers  and 
brethren  of  all  the  Lodges  kept  abreast  with  the  increase 
of  membership. 

During  the  year  I  had  the  pleasure  of  holding  three 
Lodges  cf  Instruction  (not  Lodges  of  exhibition),  one 
in  each  degree,  the  first  degree  in  Harmony  Lodge,  No. 
438,  the  second  in  Alpha  Lodge,  No.  384,  and  the  third 
in  Wilson  Lodge,  No.  86,  when  an  effort  was  made  to 
instruct  the  brethren  in  the  work.  Goodly  numbers 
attended  each,  and  we  believe  all  present  were  interested 
and  Instructed.  I  am  much  indebted  to  the  Masters 
and  officers  of  each  of  these  Lodges  for  their  kind  co- 
operation, not  forgetting  the  many  Past  Masters  who 
willingly  assisted  me.  I  shall  ever  be  grateful  to  the 
entire  membership  of  the  District  for  their  hearty  re- 
sponse and  generous  help  in  every  effort  made  for  the 
good  of  all.  The  impression  for  good  upon  the  new 
members  by  the  Masters  and  officers  in  emphasizing  the 
spirit,  without  neglecting  the  letter  of  the  work,  will 
have  a  beneficial  effect  upon  the  District.  My  duties 
were  lightened  by  the  official  services  of  my  District 
Secretary,  W.  Br'o.  E.  C.  Davies,    P.M.    of   Harmony 
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Lodge,  No.  438,  who  kindly  accepted  the  responsibility 
and  cheerfully  performed  every. duty  imposed  upon  him. 

It  would  be  difhcult  for  me  to  distinguish  between 
the  Lodges  in  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties 
Equal  praise  and  but  little  criticism  are  due  to  each. 
Faithfulness,  earnestness  and  care  characterize  all.  The 
neatness  with  which  the  Secretaries  of  the  respective 
Lodges  keep  their  books  is  a  feature  both  pleasing  and 
unique. 

Many  of  the  Lodges  have  been  generous  in  providing 
excellent  music  for  the  Lodge  rooms  and  banquet  halls. 
The  excellence  of  the  Harmony  Lodge  Quartette,  Wil- 
son Lodge,  Zetland  Lodge,  Ashlar  Lodge  and  Stanley 
Lodge  choirs  deserve  special  mention.  Inspirations 
to  lead  a  good  life  c  me  from  realms  of  song  as  well  as 
speech,  and  I  urge  the  importance  of  good  music  upon 
the  consideration  of  every  Lodge.  At  a  considerable 
sacrifice  the  Harmony  Lodge  Quartette  accompanied 
me  on  several  official  visits.  It  is  only  fair  to  state  that 
they  have  no  equal  in  the  District,  and  their  influence 
on  Harmony  Lodge  has  led  others  to  introduce  first- 
class  music  in  the  Lodge  room. 

Death  unexpected  early  in  the  year  called  our  honored 
and  greatly  respected  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  R.  B. 
Hungerford  from  labor  to  eternal  rest. 

The  important  duty  of  Grand  Master  has  been  worth- 
ily and  zealously  undertaken  by  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter, R.  W.  Bro.  John  E.  Harding,  who  has  in  such  offi- 
cial capacity  promptly  and  very  acceptably  responded 
to  many  requests  in  this  District,  and  whose' friendship 
and  direction  I  gratefully  acknowledge. 

The  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  monument 
erected  to  the  memory  of  our  Bro.  Robert  Burns  on 
Saturday,  June  21st,  1902,  by  the  Acting  Grand  Master 
and  officers  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  special  church  ser- 
vices in  honor  of  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist 
and  the  intended  coronation  of  His  Majesty  King  Ed- 
ward VII.,  attended  largely  by  the  Lodges  of  Districts 
Nos.  II  and  iia,  and  accompanied  by  the  Acting  Grand 
Master  and  many  Grand  Lodge  officers,  were  the  most 
important  functions  of  the  year.  My  worthy  colleague, 
R.  W.  Bro.  John  Watson,  D.D.G.M.  District  No.  iia, 
materially  assisted  in  making  each  of  these  two  func- 
tions an  unqualified  success. 
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King  Solomon's  Lodge,  No.  22,  Toronto :  I  spent  a 
pleasant  evening  on  my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  on 
Thursday  evening,  June  12th,  1902.  The  W.  M.  and 
officers  conferred  the  first  degree,  and  each  officer  did 
his  work  in  a  creditable  manner.  R.  W.  Bro.  Aubrey 
White,  P.D.D.G.M.,  and  a  member  of  this  Lodge,  was 
present  and  assisted  in  making  the  evening  enjoyable. 
It  has  an  excellent  standing,  comprising  a  membership 
of  almost  200.  There  has  been  a  substantial  increase 
during  the  year,  and  W.  Bro.  Robert  Home,  the  W.M. 
of  this  Lodge,  is  a  careful  and  earnest  Mason,  and  under 
his  guiding  hand  the  Lodge  has  prospered. 

Vaughan  Lodgj,  No.  54,  Maple:  This  Lodge  has 
fair  prospects  and  ably  manned  by  W.  Bro.  Cousens  as 
W.M.  and  W.  Bro.  Leeds  Richardson  as  Secretary,  it 
hopes  to  have  a  continuance  of  prosperity.  An  increase 
of  two  in  membership  marks  the  progress  of  the  year. 
I  was  much  disappointed  at  not  being  present  on  an  offi- 
cial visit,  but  my  District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  E.  C. 
Duties  called  upon  the  members  and  found  the  Lodge 
in  a  satisfactory  condition.  We  look  forward  to  a  visit 
at  a  later  date. 

Rehoboam  Lodge,  No.  65,  Toronto:  This  is  a  heal- 
thv  representative  Lodge  of  the  District,  with  a  member- 
ship of  236.  I  paid  my  official  visit  on  Thursday,  the 
jrd  day  of  April,  1902.  The  work  done  on  this  occa- 
sion sustained  a  high  standard  of  excellence  throughout, 
and  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Crichton,  proved  himself  a 
worthy  Master  of  his  Lodge.  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  C.  Mor- 
gan, P.D.D.G.M.,  of  Barrie,  delivered  an  interesting  ad- 
dress upon  "The  Harmony  of  the  Masonic  Degrees." 
At  this  meeting  there  was  a  large  number  of  visitors 
present  and  an  enjoyable  and  instructive  evening  was 
spent. 

Wilson  Lodge,  No.  86.  Toronto :  I  installed  the  offi- 
cers of  this  Ledge  on  the  17th  day  of  December,  1901. 
It  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  Prospects  good.  Its  mem- 
bership is  over  200.  Besides  the  W.M.  there  are  many 
P.:st  Masters  in  the  Lodge,  who  materially  assist  in 
keeping  up  the  interest  therein.  I  must  specially  thank 
the  W.M.  and  officers  and  brethren  for  kindly  respond- 
ing to  my  request  to  hold  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  in  the 
Third  Degree  on  Tuesday  evening,  the  18th  day  of 
March,  1902.

The  W.M.  is  an  excellent  workman,  and 
th.'  officers  of  the  Lodge  are  painstaking  in  their  efforts 
to  maintain  a  hi?h  standard  of  efficiency. 

True  Blue  Lodge,  No.  98,  Bolton:  I  am  grateful  to 
R.  W.  Bro.  George  Tait,  P.D.D.G.M.  of  the  district,  for 
his  offici'  1  visit  on  my  behalf  to  this  Lodge  on  the  even- 
ing of  July  4th,  1902.  The  books  were  found  to  be  in 
an  excellent  condition  and  the  prospects  of  the  Lodge 
fair.  A  lack  of  new  material  is  shown  by  the  number 
of  Past  Masters  who  have  to  take  subordinate  offices 
from  time  to  time.  The  first  degree  was  conferred  upon 
a  candidate  in  an  excellent  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Dr. 
Stewart  and  the  officers  of  the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  room 
is  an  exceptionally  fine  one  for  so  small  a  town.  Every- 
thing seems  harmonious.  R.  W.  Bro.  Tait  had  the 
honor  of  installing  W.  Bro.  John  McCabe  and  the  other 
officers  of  the  Lodge. 

Union  Lodge,  No.  118,  Schomberg:  This  Lodge, 
consisting  of  20  members,  has  held  all  its  regular  com- 
munications and  maintained  the  number  of  its  meniber^ 
ship  during  the  year.  W.  Bro.  W.  J.  Brereton,  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Lodge,  is  an  enthusiastic  Mason  and  always 
at  his  post  assisting  the  W.M.  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties.

A.  E.  Aylsworth,  governerd  the 
Lodge  and  impressed  the  membership  with  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  the  craft. 

Patterson  Lodge,  No.  265,  Thornhill :  On  December 
19th,  1901,  accompanied  by  my  District  Secretary;  \V. 
Bro.  Francis  Blackbume,  W.  Bro.  Tim  Barber,  W.M. 
of  Occident;  W.  Bro.  J.  G.  MacDonell.  W.M.  of  Alpha, 
and  the  Harmony  Lodge  Quartette,  after  a  pleasant  trip 
on  the  Metropolitan  Street  Railway  we  arrived  at 
Thornhill  to  pay  an  official  visit  and  were  treated  royally. 
A  candidate  was  initiated  impressively.  W.M.,  W.  Bro. 
Forbes  did  excellent  work.  The  J.W.,  Bro.  J.  W. 
Breakey,  after  a  long  and  serious  illness,  was  present 
and  welcomed  back  to  the  Lodge,  though  not  sufficient- 
ly recovered  to  take  up  his  work.  W.  Bro.  George 
Fisher  acted  as  J.W.  and  delivered  the  Warden's  lecture 
with  good  effect.  W.  Bro.  E.  Francis  earnestly  de- 
livered the  P.M.  charge.  The  singing  of  the  Harmony 
Lodge  Quartette  in  the  Lodge  room,  as  well  as  in  the 
entertainment  at  the  fourth  degree,  delighted  everybody.

Robertson  Lodge  No.  292,  King:-  This  Lodge  has  a 
membership  of  38,  and  regularly  held  its  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year.  W.  Bro.  G.  R\  Egan  is  ably  assisted  by 
his  Secretary.  W.  Bro.  A.  Carley.  W.  Bro.  E.  C. 
Davies,  my  District  Secretary,  kindly  visited  the  breth- 
ren of  this  Lodge,  and  reports  that  the  prospects  thereof 
are  good. 

Humber  Lodge,  No.  305,  Weston:  On  Wednesday, 
April  i6th,  1902,  I  paid  this  Lodge  an  official  visit.  W. 
Bro.  J.  R.  Franks  and  the  Lodge  received  me  cordially. 
Its  location  at  Weston,  in  the  vicinity  of  Toronto,  and 
the  new  rule  of  Grand  Lodge  contained  in  the  last  sen- 
tence in  Sec.  215  of  the  Constitution  has  somewhat  in- 
jured the  prospects  of  this  Lodge.  Many  of  the  resi- 
dents at  Weston  are  employed  at  Toronto,  and  so  have 
taken  advantae^e  of  the  above  section  and  joined  city 
Lodges.

Thornhill  A.  Agar,  an  old  and  enthusiastic  Mason,  is 
well  known  to  many  of  our  Grand  Lodge  officers.  On 
Friday,  March  21st,  1902,  accompanied  by  my  District 
Secretary,  we  visited  the  Lodge,  when  the  W.M.,  W. 
Bro.  E.  W.  Lawrence,  and  his  officers,  initiated  a  candi- 
date creditably.  We  were  well  entertained  at  the  fourth 
degree.  This  Lodge  owns  a  comfortable  solid  brick 
building  partly  furnished,  and  has  good  prospects. 

Zetland  Lodge,  No.  326,  Toronto :  This  Lodge,  com- 
prising 358  members,  is  the  largest  Lodge  in  the  Dis- 
trict. It  is  also  the  largest  Lodge  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  Grand  Lodge.  W.  Bro.  Malcolm  J.  Cockburn,  the 
W.M.,  is  an  enthusiastic  Mason,  and  ably  assisted  by  his 
officers.  A  first-class  choir  assists.  I  spent  a  pleasant 
evening  on  Friday,  June  27th,  1902,  on  my  official  visit, 
when  much  work  was  done  and  the  first  degree  exem- 
plified satisfactorily.  A  goodly  number  was  present. 
Thirty-five  initiated,  26  passed  for  six  months  in  1902 
only,  39  raised,  5  affiliated  and  i  restored  speak  louder 
than  words  for  the  popularity  and  usefulness  of  the 
Lodge. 

Occident  Lodge,  No.  346,  Toronto:  On  Wednesday, 
December  i8th,  1901,  I  installed  the  officers  of  this 
Lodge.  On  Wednesday,  June  i8th,  1902,  I  paid  my 
official  visit.  A  large  number  of  the  brethren  was  pres- 
ent. The  first  degree  was  exemplified.  W.  Bro,  Tim 
Barber,  the  W.M.,  honored  the  Lodge  by  a  careful  and 
intelligent  rendition  of  the  work,  ably  assisted  by  his 
officers.

St-nley  Lodge,  No.  426,  Toronto  Junction:  The 
popular  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  John  Patterson,  proved  himself 
a  painstaking  and  excellent  officer.  He  is  well  assisted 
by  a  capable  staff.  My  official  visit  on  Tuesday,  March 
4th,  1902,  was  a  pleasine  one.  M.  W.  Bro.  Kivas  Tully 
and  R.  VV.  Bro.  Rev.  H.  S.  Matthews,  P.G.C,  honored 
this  meeting  with  a  visit  and  added  to  the  interest  of  the 
evening.      The  first  deo;^ree  was  well  exemplified,  and  J. 
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W.  Bro.  Martin  deserves  special  mention  for  ease  and 
impressiveness  in  the  delivery  of  the  Warden's  lecture. 
For  several  years  this  Lodge  honors  Bro.  Gassion,  an 
aged  and  worthy  Mason,  with  the  position  of  Chaplain. 
The  Lodge  is  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  438,  Toronto:  The  excellent 
record  of  this  Lodge  (the  baby  of  the  District)  during 
the  past  year  is  a  tribute  to  the  good  work  of  W.  Bro.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
report  on  the  condition  and  progress  of  Masonry  in  To- 
ronto East  District,  No.  iia. 

Let  me  state  in  the  first  place  that  it  has  been  a  very 
pleasing  duty  to  act  in  the  honorable  position  of  D.D.G. 
M.,  to  which  I  was  elected  at  Grand  Lodge  in  the  city 
of  Hamilton  on  the  i8th  of  July,  A.L.  5901,  and  in  the 
n^xt  place  let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
gratification  for  the  honor  conferred,  for  the  pleasure  I 
have  enjoyed  and  the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  me 
all  through  my  official  term.  I  have  endeavored  to  per- 
form my  duties  to  the  very  best  of  my  ability,  and  if  I 
have  failed  in  any  particular  I  ask  the  forbearance  and 
the  benefit  of  your  Masonic  charity.  I  have  worked, 
though  conscious  of  my  shortcomings,  in  earnestness  and 
sincerity,  and  feel  thankful  that  I  have  not  failed  at  least 
in  giving  the  time  and  labor  the  important  position  re- 
quires. 

My  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  W.  Bro.  John  J. 
Thompson,  Past  Master  of  St.  George  Lodge,  No.  367, 
Toronto,  as  District  Secretary.  I  cannot  speak  too 
highly  of  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  me,  and 
I  am  deeply  indebted  to  him  for  the  able  and  painstaking 
manner  in  which  he  has  performed  all  the  duties  of  Dis- 
trict Secretary  and  for  his  company  and  counsel  in  my 
official  visits,  especially  in  the  District  out  of  the  city.

M.  of  Acacia  Lodge,  No.  430,  as  District  Chaplain,  and 
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before  enter  ng  upon  the  active  duties  of  my  office  I 
caused  the  following  circular  to  be  issued,  and  sent  two 
copies  tj  each  of  the  twenty  Lodges  comprising  this 
District : 

Gramd  Lodge  of  Canada,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  in  the  Province 
OF  Ontario. 

To  the  Worshipful  Masters  and  Brethren  in  Toronto  District^ 
No.  11a: 

Worshipful  Sirs  and  Brrthren: 

At  the  Forty-Sixth  Annual  Communication,  held  in  the  City 
of  Hamilton,  on  July  17th,  1901,  I  was  honored  by  the  breth- 
ren of  this  District  with  the  position  of  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  I  fail  to  find  words  adequate  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation of  so  great  a  distinction.  To  use  the  words  of  my 
predecessor,  "  to  represent  the  Grand  Master  in  any  District 
is  a  serious  duty,  but  to  represent  him  in  this,  the  banner 
district,  is  indeed  a  high  honor  " — and  like  him  I  feel  keenly 
the  responsibilities  of  so  sacred  a  trust.  Conscious  of  my 
weakness  and  my  shortcomings  I  gladly  seek  your  assistance 
and  co-operation,  also  that  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  in  the 
discharge  of  my  important  duties. 

I  desire  in  the  flret  place  to  pay  a  tribute  to  R.  W.  Bros. 
Glanville,  In  wood  and  Gould,  who  have  preceded  me,  for  the 
very  efficient  and  harmonious  condition  everything  connected 
with  this  prosperous  district  has  been  brought  up  to,  and  it 
is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  feel  and  be  in  a  position  to 
state  that  the  District  at  the  present  time  has  attained  a 
higher  place  than  ever  before. 

I  trust  that  the  same  peacefulness,  prosperity,  progress  and 
fraternal  union  may  continue  to  prevail,  so  that  if  I  am  spared 
to  make  a  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication, I  may  be  in  a  position  to  say  regarding  the  Dis- 
trict, that  no  cloud  has  appeared  on  the  horizon,  harmony 
and  good  feeling  everywhere  prevail,  and  that  in  no  pre- 
vious period  has  there  ever  been  greater  zeal  and  enthusiasm 
displayed  by  the  Masters,  officers  and  members  in  our  Dis- 
trict. 

2.  To  assist  me  in  my  duties  I  have  appointed  W.  Bro.  John 
J.  Thompson,  P.M.,  of  St.  George  Lodge,  No.  367,  to  be  Dis- 
trict Secretary.  He  will  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
District,  accompany  me  as  far  as  possible  in  my  visits,  and 
assist  me  in  my  duties.  All  communications  to  be  sent  to 
his  address,  77  Yonge  street,  and  they  will  receive  careful 
and  prompt  attention.  I  have  also  appointed  the  Rev.  W.  L. 
Baynes  Reed.  ^.M.  of  Acacia  Lodge,  District  Chaplain. 

I  request  that  one  copy  of  the  By-Laws  of  each  Lodge  be 
forwarded  to  me  at  an  early  date,  and  I  hope  also  that  the 
Lodge  circulars  will  be  sent  to  me  regularly. 

3.  Visitations. — Following  the  example  set  by  my  predeces- 
sors, I  will  endeavor  to  visit  each  Lodge  once,  and  oftener  if 
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possible.  From  my  acquaintance  and  knowledge  of  the  skill 
and  ability,  the  zeal  and  enthusiasm  which  characterize  the 
officers  of  the  several  Lodges,  together  with  the  healthy.  In- 
spiring and  friendly  rivalry  and  desire  to  be  perfect  that 
happily  exists  throughout  the  District,  I  scarcely  expect  that 
I  will  be  able  to  Improve  on  this  pleasant  state  of  affairs,  but 
my  heart  Is  with  you  all  In  your  labors  and  your  pleasures, 
and  my  desire  is  to  assist  that  there  may  be  no  diminution  In 
the  peace  and  prosperity  prevailing  In  our  beloved  Order— no 
deviation  from  established  usage. 

4.  It  win  be  hardly  necessary  to  call  your  attention  at 
length  to  certain  Important  matters  closely  associated  with 
the  success  of  the  subordinate  Lodges.  I  will  merely  men- 
tion them.  They  are  referred  to  by  my  worthy  predecessors 
and  are  Included  In  a  measure  in  the  report  on  "  Ck>ndltion  of 
Masonry,"  which  report  I  would  recommend  to  you  to  be  read 
in  open  Lodge.  Please  do  this  when  you  receive  copy  of  pro- 
ceedings. 

(a)  Lodges  of  Instruction. — Eleven  were  held  in  9  Dis- 
tricts, some  holding  two.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  they 
were  well  attended  and  admittedly  had  a  good  effect.  I  in- 
vite your  assistance  with  a  view  of  holding  one  or  two  during 
my  tenure  of  office. 

(b)  Arrearages  of  Dues. — The  report  on  Condition  of  Ma- 
sonry referred  to  calls  attention  to  this  question.  The  Board 
expressed  the  opinion  that  every  reasonable  effort  should  be 
made  to  reduce,  the  serious  amount,  in  some  cases,  of  out- 
standing dues.  The  longer  dues  stand,  the  more  difficult  is 
the  collection.  Careful  inquiry  should  be  made,  leniency 
extended  to  the  deserving,  and  to  those  Incapable  extend  the 
mantle  of  Charity.  Secretaries  are  urged  to  be  watchful  and 
use  especial  effort  in  the  direction  of  keeping  down  the  ar- 
rearage. 

The  W.M's  are  respectfully  directed  to  give  this  matter 
their  careful  and  close  attention. 

(c)  Promptness  in  opening  the  Lodge  and  celerity  in  the 
despatch  of  general  business  are  conducive  to  a  healthy  con- 
dition. The  officers  and  members  can  greatly  assist  the  W. 
M.  in  this  direction. 

(d)  Importance  of  keeping  full  Insurance  on  Lodge  effects 
is  again  emphasized. 

(e)  Fraternal  Visitation  Between  Lodges. — ^I  trust  this  fea- 
ture may  continue  in  our  midst  even  to  a  greater  extent  than 
in  the  past.  Announcement  of  visits  to  be  made  and  re- 
ceived on  the  circulars  has  a  good  effect  on  attendance,  and 
encouragement  thus  given  to  officers,  has  also  an  inspiring 
effect  on  candidates  and  younger  brothers.  It  tends  to  uni- 
formity and  perfection  In  work. 

(f)  Desirability  of  holding  Lodge  elections  in  June. 

(g)  Encourage  the  social  side  of  Masonry.  I  heartily  re- 
commend the  holding  of  at-homes,  festivals  and  concerts. 

(h)  Restore  suspended  members  and  take  steps  towards 
interviewing  the  non-affiliated,  with  a  view  of  bringing  them 
back  to  the  fold. 
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(1)  Hold  rehearsals  and  invite  members  to  attend  them* 
On  regular  nights,  if  not  engaged  in  business  or  degrees,  the 
evening  would  be  profitably  spent  in  rehearsing  work,  recit- 
ing obligations,  lectures  and  charges,  exemplifying  examin- 
ing board,  etc. 

5.  I  desire  to  say  something  to  you  regarding  Masonic  fun- 
erals. Could  not  something  be  done  in  some  cases  to  have 
a  respectable  attendance — I  mean  numerically.  The  W.M. 
is  supported  sometimes  by  so  few  of  his  officers,  or  acting 
officers  in  some  Instances,  and  members.  It  is  a  reflection 
on  the  Craft,  and  a  poor  tribute  to  the  deceased  brother  and 
sorrowing  friends.  I  would  suggest,  and  it  may  help  a  little, 
at  least  it  can  do  no  harm,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge 
conducting  the  funeral  send  notice  to  the  W.M.  of  the  Lodges 
in  the  vicinity,  giving  the  name  of  deceased,  time  and  place 
of  funeral;  the  W.M.  receiving  the  notice  to  select  three  or 
more  brethren  of  his  Lodge  to  attend  as  a  committee  or  depu- 
tation. We  are  all  brothers  of  the  one  family.  "  Their  eyes 
are  closed,  let  ours  be  the  clearer  vision  to  see  and  do  our 
duty;  their  nerveless  hands  have  dropped,  let  ours  be  the 
readier  for  the  kindly  act." 

I  would  ask  the  Secretaries  to  report  all  deaths  to  me  as 
they  occur,  giving  name,  rank  and  residence,  dates  of  initia- 
tion and  death. 

6.  In  conclusion,  brethren,  I  gladly  seek  the  kindness,  for- 
bearance and  cooperation  of  the  many  bright  and  able  Ma- 
sons in  this  banner  District  I  shall  try  and  govern  myself 
by  a  close  adherence  to  the  line  of  duty,  and  a  careful  follow- 
ing out  of  my  instructions.  My  aim  will  be  to  discharge  my 
duties  without  fear  or  favor,  having  always  in  view  the  best 
interests  of  the  Craft 

Masonry  flourishes  throughout  the  District.  May  it  still 
progress,  and  when  I  hand  over  the  reins  of  office  to  my  suc- 
cessor, may  they  be  of  a  prosperous  jurisdiction,  as  has  been 
my  heritage. 

May  the  District  ever  stand  high  in  the  respect  and  esteem 
of  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada.

At  a  meeting  of  the  District  in  Hamilton  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  pro- 
cure a  testimonial  for  presentation  to  my  predecessor, 
R.  W.  Bro.  H.  T.  Gould,  and  that  the  Lodges  be  asked 
to  contribute  pro  rata  of  membership  to  the  cost  of  such 
testimonial.  The  following  committee  performed  the 
duty  satisfactorily,  viz. :  W.  Bros.  J.  Nicholson,  F.  An- 
derson, H.  T.  Smith,  T.  Malcolm  and  Wm.  Stark.  The 
rate  per  member  was  2%  cents,  and  each  Lodge  prompt- 
ly responded. 

On  October  14th,  at  the  regular  meeting  of  Stevenson 
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LodjG:e,  No.  218,  R.  W.  Bro.  H.  J.  Gould  was  made  the 
recipient  of  a  handsome  set  of  regaHa  befitting  his  rank, 
and  as  a  token  of  sincere  respect  anl  approbation  for  the 
valuabL'  services  and  untiring  energy  devoted  to  the 
cause  iA  Masonry  during  his  term  of  office.  \V.  Bro. 
John  Nicholson,  of  Stevenson  Lodge,  No.  218,  on  be- 
half of  the  District,  made  the  presentation,  and  on  the 
same  e.cning  W.  Bro.  Christie.  W.M.  of  Zeta  Lodge, 
No.  410,  on  behalf  of  the  Masters  of  the  city  Lodges  in 
this  D  strict,  presented  to  R.  \V.  Bro.  Gould  a  large 
framed  and  handsome  picture  group  photo  of  the  donors, 
which  picture  I  may  add  now  graces  the  interior  of 
Zeredathi  Lodge  at  Uxbridge. 

Death  of  our  Grand  Master. — The  sad  intelligence  of 
the  affliction  which  befell  our  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro. 
R.  B.  Hungerford,  to  be  followed  soon  after  by  his  death, 
came  as  a  dreadful  shock  to  us  all.  At  our  previotis 
communication  our  late  Grand  Master  in  his  report  re- 
ferred to  some  of  those  of  our  brethren  who  had  passed 
into  the  unseen  world ;  little  did  it  then  occur  to  us  that 
he  too  would  so  soon  be  summoned  to  lay  down  the 
wrrking  tools  of  this  imperfect  Lodge  to  join  hands  in 
the  Grand  and  Perfect  Lodge  above.  Our  Lodges  here 
in  every  case  expressed  at  their  meetings,  following  his 
lanuMitLd  death,  their  feelings  of  sympathy  and  regret, 
and  in  most  cases  caused  their  circulars  to  be  printed 
with  edge  of  black  indicative  of  their  sadness.  On  be- 
hilf  of  the  si'vcral  Lodges  of  the  District  I  forwarded 
a  wreath,  and  was  accompanied  to  London,  to  attend 
the  funeral,  by  several  of  our  Toronto  brethren. 

Lodges  of  Instruction. — Pursuant  to  circidar  letter  from 
Grand  Lodge,  asking  that  Lodges  of  Instruction  be  held. 
I  departed  from  the  usual  course  and  arranged  that  each 
of  th?  city  Lodges  should  exemplify  one  degree,  and 
five  meetings  were  held,  as  follows:  March  28th,  at 
Georgina  Lodge,  Ionic  worked  the  second,  Georgina 
worked  the  third.  April  ist,  at  Orient  Lodge,  Doric 
th-  first.  Orient  the  third.  April  7th  ,  at  St.  John's 
Lodg\  St.  John's  worked  the  third,  rnd  Acacia,  from 
East  Toronto,  was  unable  to  have  all  their  officers  pres- 
ent: the  first  degree  assigned  was  not  exemplified  on 
this  evening  as  arranged.  May  2nd.  at  St .  George 
Lodge.  St.  George  the  first.  St.  Andrew's  the  second. 
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May  12. h,  at  Stevenson  Lodge,  Zeta  the  first,  Steven- 
son the  third.  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  above 
that  these  meetings  were  held'  in  different  parts  of  our 
city,  ind  all  were  well  attended.  The  brethren  had  an 
opportunity  of  visiting  one  or  more  meetings,  each 
Lodge  was  satisfied  in  having  been  selected  to  work  a 
d.gree,  snd  general  satisfaction  was  apparent  to  each 
and  every  Lodge.  I  can  definitely  state  that  the  work 
in  each  instance  was  done  in  a  most  thorough  manner, 
the  Lodges  vieing  with  each  other  to  excel  in  every  par- 
ticular. Boards  of  Trial  were  included  at  each  of  these 
meetings,  thus  affording  further  instruction  of  an  inter- 
esting nature. 

By-Laws. — During  the  year  the  following  Lodges  ob- 
tained from  the  Acting  Grand  Master  his  approval  to 
changes  in  their  by-laws:  Brock  Lodge,  No.  354; 
Georgina,  No.  343,  and  Acacia,  No.  430. 

Arrears  of  Dues. — ^The  number  of  members  in  arrears 
for  dues  show  a  marked  improvement  in  this  respect  and 
a  considerable  reduction  in  the  amount  outstanding.

I  will  not  occupy  space  in  this  con- 
nect itui.  but  nurely  say  that  some  of  the  Lodges  have 
paul  fraternal  visits  to  all  the  other  sister  Lodges  in  the 
citv. 

I*asi  Masters'  Niiihts  and  At  Homes. — In  addition  to 
nu*  *  tVtoial  visits  I  have  been  present  at  Past  Mastei^* 
nuetiuiij^i  in  nearly  all  the  city  Lodgres,  and  I  found  them 
larijely  utiendeil  \\\  every  case,  very  interesting  and  pro- 
t\tal^le.  and  a  soiinxt  of  $trencth  in  continuing  the  P.M's 
\\\  av tive  wvMk  in  their  rv^spective  Loilsrcs.  I  also  at- 
te.Hlvxl  At-lKMres  he\i  by  the  fv^!!o\ving  Lodg^:  St.

— With  the  exception  of  four 
Lodges  my  expenses  have  been  paid.  No  doubt  these 
exceptions  were  oversights.  I  merely  refer  to  this  mat- 
ter for  the  benefit  of  my  successors  and  compliance  of 
Section  178  B.  of  C. 

Complaints. — On  October  7th,  1901,  I  received  a  let- 
ter from  the  Secretary  of  Brock  Lodge,  Cannington,  that 
candidates  residing  within  their  jurisdiction  were  ini- 
tiated by  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  398,  Kirkfield.  I  sent  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Walkey,  D.D.G.M. 
of  Ontario  District  No.  12,  and  I  understand  there  will 
be  no  further  cause  for  complaint,  and  the  complainants 
are  satisfied. 

The  matter  of  complaint  .by  Sharon  Lodge,  No.  97, 
fg  inst  Rich?rdson  Lodge,  No.  136,  of  Stouffville,  of 
invasion  of  jurisdiction,  and  which  had  previously  been 
acted  upon  by  the  late  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  Hun- 
gerford,  has  not  yet  been  definitely  concluded  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  brethren  of  Sharon,  and  as  I  could 
not  reopen  the  question  after  what  had  been  already  done 
prior  to  my  term  of  office,  it  is  probable  that  Sharon 
Lodge  may  ask  Grand  Lodge  for  further  action  in  their 
beh  If  that  a  better  understanding  may  be  obtained  as 
regards  the  territory  which  they  claim  they  have  a  sole 
right  to. 

St.  George,  No.  367,  Toronto,  vs.  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  Columbia.  St.  George  Lodge  having  carried 
out  the  instructions  given  them  by  our  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  last  communication,  and  such  having  been  communi- 
cated direct  to  our  Grand  Secretary,  it  only  remains  for 
me  to  state  that  the  matter  is  with  our  Grand  Lodge  for 
their  consideration. 

Acacia  Lodge,  No.  439,  having  requested  my  ruling 
as  regards  a  cJindidate  they  accepted  for  initiation  who 
had  the  misfortune  to  have  an  artificial  leg,  I  was  under 
the  necessity  of  instructing  the  Lodge  not  to  initiate  the 
candidate.  This,  I  may  say,  is  quite  in  accord  with  the 
views  of  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  who  was  informed  of 
the  circumstanes. 

Official  Visitations. — ^With  but  few  exceptions  I  found 
the  work  impressively  and  correctly  done  throughout 
the  whole  District.  The  harmony  that  exists  is  most 
gratifying,  and  I  am  able  to  report,  as  it  was  my  sincere 
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hope  to  do,  and  as  referred  to  in  the  third  paragraph  of 
my  official  circular,  no  cloud  is  on  the  horizon,  and  in 
no  previous  period  has  there  ever  been  greater  enthu- 
siasm displayed  by  the  Masters,  officers  and  members  in 
our  District.  I  have  had  difficulty  in  two  or  three  in- 
stances in  obtaining  the  statement  of  the  work  done,  and 
this  has  delayed  my  report.  I  hope  the  Secretaries  that 
have  been  dilatory  this  time  will  not  be  so  with  my  suc- 
cessor. I  am  pleased  to  report  a  net  increase  of  66  mem- 
bers. Orient  is  ahead  with  a  net  mcrease  of  17,  St. 
Andrew's  next  with  13,  Stevenson  and  Acacia  9  each, 
while  Georgina's  decrease  last  year  is  made  up  by  an  in- 
crease of  5  in  this  report.  For  numbers  initiated  Orient 
is  first  with  27,  St.  Andrew^s  second  with  17,  and  Zeta 
third  with  15,  Stevenson  I4*and  St.  George  13. 

The  following  is  a  resume  of  my  visitations  and  given 
in  the  order  of  the  warrants : 

St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  No.  16,  Toronto:  This  Lodge 
was  visited  officially  by  me  on  the  8th  of  April,  and  I 
was  most  cordially  received  by  W.  Bro.  Chapman.  The 
attendance  was  very  large  and  the  welcome  most  enthu- 
siastic. The  first  degree  was  presented  for  my  inspec- 
tion, and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  work 
could  not  be  excelled  in  any  of  its  details.  I  would 
specially  refer  to  the  Worshipful  Master  and  his  War- 
dens. W.  Bro.  Chapman  is  a  good  ritualist,  has  an  at- 
tractive address,  is  a  pleasing  speaker,  and  this  was  par- 
ticularly demonstrated  in  his  delivery  of  the  final  charge, 
which,  for  impressiveness,  would  be  hard  to  excel.  Bro. 
C.  W.  Woodland  makes  a  good  Senior  Warden,  and  will 
no  doubt  receive  further  reward  from  his  brethren.  Bro. 
L.  Herbert  Luke,  the  Junior  Warden,  was  congratulated 
by  me  for  his  eloquent  and  correct  delivery  of  the  lec- 
ture. I  would  also  include  in  connection  with  this 
grand  and  ancient  Lodge,  names  that  have  already  ap- 
peared in  the  reports  of  my  predecessors.  I  refer  to  W. 
Bro.  J.  T.  Slater,  who  is  a  model  Secretary.  R.  W.  Bro. 
W.  C.  Wilkinson  is  master  of  finance.  At  the  previous 
meeting  W.  Bro.  Slater  was  made  the  recipient  of  a  beau- 
tiful cabinet  of  solid  silver  cutlery,  suitably  inscribed. 
Among  the  distinguished  brethren  present  were :  R.  W. 
Bro.  James  Glanville,  P.D.D.G.M. ;  W.  Bros.  S.  T.  Bas- 
tedo,  T.  Barber,  G.  O.  Merson,  Masters  of  city  Lodges ; 
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Bros.  Rev.  W.  H.  Hawkin,  of  Murray  Lodge,  N.Y. ; 
Kneeland  Ball  and  Wm.  J.  Gunnell,  of  Ancient  Land- 
marks, Buffalo.  These  latter  two  brethren  were  a  depu- 
tation from  their  Lodge,  and  presented  St.  Andrew's 
Lodge  with  a  beautifully  engrossed  set  of  resolutions 
thanking  St.  Andrew's  for  their  hospitality  on  the  12th 
if  March,  when  the  brethren  of  their  Lodge  were  enter- 
tained here,  and  also  inviting  St.  Andrew's  Lodge  to  visit 
them  on  the  23rd  of  May,  which  was  accepted.  On  the 
I2th  of  March,  I  may  mention  that  the  visit  of  the  Buf- 
falo brethren  to  this  city  as  the  guests  of  No.  16  was  a 
gala  affair.  The  visitors  numbered  about  sixty,  and 
were  welcomed  in  St.  Andrew's  Lodge  by  probably  350 
of  our  brethren,  after  which  W.  Bro.  Chapman  and  his 
cflficers,  with  the  assistance  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Geo.  Tait  and 
W.  Bro.  T.  Smith,  exemplified  the  third  degree  with 
musical  accompaniment,  the  choir  being  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Bro.  J.  D.  Keachie,  Bro.  R.  G.  Stapples  being  the 
accompanist.  Among  the  distinguished  visitors  were : 
Bro.  Judge  W.  H.  Hotchkiss,  W.  Bro.  Erastus  C. 
Kn  ght,  Mayor  of  Buffalo;  W.  Bro.  Morris  Benson,  W. 
M.  of  Ancient  Landmarks  Lodge,  Buffalo,  and  the  fol- 
lowing officers:  Bros.  C.  L.  Abel,  S.W. ;  Louis  F. 
Ing,  Secretary;  Louis  W.  Gay,  S.D. ;  William  J.  Gun- 
nell, J.D. ;  Henry  C.  Weiler,  Senior  Master  of  C. ;  Allen 
E.  Day,  Junior  Master  of  C. ;  Charles  S.  Leavitt,  S.S. ; 
Kneeland  Ball,  J.S. ;  Charles  W.  Underwood,  Marshal, 
and  Past  Masters  W.  Bros.  E.  C.  Hall,  Robt.  F.  Sher- 
man, F.  W.  Lilley,  Bros.  Walter  Sheppard,  Horace  No- 
ble, W.  Bro.  Charles  E.  Butler,  and  many  others.  At 
the  banquet  which  followed  W.  Bro.  W.  F.  Chapman 
made  an  ideal  chairman.  There  were  fully  300  brethren 
who  sat  down  to  the  tables,  laid  out  in  the  banqueting 
hall  of  the  Temple  building,  and  all  partook  of  an  ex- 
cellent menu.  The  toast  of  "  The  King  and  the  Craft " 
was  loyally  received  by  both  American  and  Canadian 
brethren  singing  "  God  Save  the  King."  The  second 
toast,  that  of  the  "  President  of  the  United  States,"  was 
ably  proposed  by  W.  Bro.  James  L.  Hughes,  Inspector 
of  Toronto  Public  Schools,  and  was  eloquently  re- 
sponded to  by  Bro.  Judge  W.  H.  Hotchkiss.  Both 
speakers  referred  to  the  good  feeling  existing  between 
the  two  great  English-speaking  peoples  of  the  world,  and 
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expressed  the  wish  that  it  would  ever  be  so.  The  toast 
of  the  **  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  and  the  Acting  Grand 
Master"  was  suitably  proposed  by  W.  Bro.  Morris  Ben- 
son, of  Buffalo,  and  appropriately  responded  to  by  M. 
W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone.  The  toast  of  the  "Grand  Mas- 
ter and  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,"  that  of  "  Lodge  of 
Ancient  Landmarks  "  and  "  Visiting  Brethren,"  brought 
forth  able  speeches  from  Rev.  Bro.  Reyner,  W.  Bro. 
Charles  E.  Butler,  W.  M.  of  Washington  Lodge,  Buf- 
falo; W.  Bros.  E.  C.  Knight,  F.  W.  Lilley,  Bros,  Horace 
Noble,  Walter  Sheppard  and  others  of  Ancient  Land- 
marks Lodge;  W.  Bro.  Hall,  of  Syracuse,  and  R.  W. 
Bro.  J.  W.  St.  John,  D.D.G.M.  of  Toronto  District, 
No.  II.  The  toast  was  supplemented  by  a  first-class- 
program  of  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  Those  who 
contributed  to  the  evening's  entertainment  were :  Bros. 
J.  B.  Hutchinson,  J.  C.  Aldridge,  Adam  Dockray,  J.  D. 
Keachie,  Harry  Simpson  (ventriloquist),  D.  G.  S.  Com- 
ery  (elocutionist),  Harvey  Lloyd  (comic  singer),  R.  Eck- 
hardt,  and  Bro.  R.  G.  Stapples  acted  as  accompanist. 
The  American  brethren  expressed  great  delight  with 
their  reception  by  the  Toronto  brethren.  The  friendly 
feeling  expressed  by  the  American  speakers  in  their  re- 
marks towards  Great  Britain  and  the  British  empire  was 
greatly  appreciated  by  their  Canadian  brethren.  I  will 
refer  to  this  Lodge  again  in  this  report  as  to  the  part 
they  took  in  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  under  the  auspices 
of  St.  George  Lodge.  (See  report  on  St.  George  Lodge. 
No.  367).  Re  the  standing  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge: 
Membership  255,  showing  a  net  increase  of  13;  relief, 
$147.99.  Prospects  and  standing  first-class  in  every 
respect. 

Richmond  Lodge,  No.  23,  Richmond  Hill:  Visited 
officially  on  March  17,  1902,  accompanied  by  forty  breth- 
ren from  Stevenson  Lodge,  No.  218,  by  special  car  on 
the  Metropolitan  Electric  Railway;  also  present  were 
P.M's  R.  C.  Thompson,  J.  E.  Francis,  Geo.  Fisher  and 
four  brethren  from  Patterson  Lodge,  Thornhill ;  W.  Bro. 
Slater,  Secretary  of  St.  Andrew's,  Toronto,  who  was  ini- 
tiated in  Richmond  Lodge  in  1869,  and  other  visitors. ; 
On  entering  the  Lodge  I  was  enthusiastically  received 
with  the  proper  honors.  Having  visited  here  on  several 
previous  occasions,  I  was  no  stranger  among  them,  and 
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the  visit  was  very  pleasant.  W.  Bro.  G.  B.  Newbery, 
W.M.,  occupied  the  chair,  and  is  one  of  the  youngest 
and  brightest  Masters  in  the  District.  The  second  de- 
gree was  worked  well,  as  also  the  opening  and  closing 
in  the  three  degrees.  Special  mention  I  may  properly 
mak^  of  W.  Bro.  H.  A.  NichoUs,  a  very  efficient  Secre- 
tary, whose  books  are  kept  in  an  excellent  manner.  W. 
Br.s.  Thos.  Newton,  T.  H.  Trench,  T.  P.  McMahon, 
Geo.  Leek  asd  R.  G.  Savage,  reeve  of  the  town,  are  all 
prominent  workers  in  this  old  and  historic  Lodge.  The 
Lodge  is  in  good  financial  circumstances.  Insurance, 
$2,500.      Prospects  good. 

Ionic  Lodge,  No.  25,  Toronto:  Official  visit  March 
4,  1902.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Aubrey  White, 
P.D.D.G.M.,  and  W.  Bro.  E.  B.  Brown,  and  received  a 
hearty  welcome,  with  the  usual  honors.  Among  those 
present  I  noticed  R.  W.  Bros.  Wm.  Roaf,  A.  W.  Porter 
and  Aemilius  Irving,  W.  Bros.  Sankey,  Eakins,  Har- 
court.  Sykes,  Merson,  Cordingly,  Chapman  and  F.  M. 
Bond,  of  Erie  Lodge,  No.  149,  Port  Dover.  There  were 
forty-five  members  and  twenty-three  visitors  present  on 
the  occasion.  W.  Bro.  S.  T.  Bastedo  is  an  ideal  Master, 
and  shows  great  care  and  exactness  in  the  rendering  of 
th^  work.  He  is  ably  assisted  by  an  efficient  staff  of 
officers  and  several  Past  Masters.  The  first  degree  was 
exemplified  for  mv  inspection,  and  is  worthy  of  honor- 
able mention.  The  Senior  Warden,  Bro.  C.  R.  D. 
Postlethwaite,  is  following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  worthy 
sire,  R.  W.  Bro.  C.  W.  Postlethwaite,  Past  Grand  Senior 
Warden,  and  the  very  efficient  Treasurer  of  this  Lodge. 
The  Junior  Warden.  Bro.  R.  R.  Lockhart,  delivered  the 
J.W's  lecture  with  accuracy,  but  I  must  say  he  occupied 
too  little  time  in  its  rendering,  which  marred  somewhat 
its  impressiveness.  This  is  a  fault  common  to  the  work 
of  several  in  that  position.  I  must  refer  to  the  excellent 
work  of  Secretary  Bro.  K.  J.  Dunstan.  He  cannot  but 
b^  most  sat'sfactory  to  his  Lodge,  and  I  congratulated 
him.  No  doubt  he  will  prove  a  valuable  officer  when 
promoted  by  his  brethren  to  higher  positions.  .  This  is 
a  large  Lodge  numerically  and  financially.  They  show, 
however,  a  slight  decrease  in  membership,  which  is  now 
234.  I  think  it  can  be  said  that  if  they  do  not  show  ad- 
vancement in  quantity  they  practice  in  a  large  measure 
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the  most  important  factor  in  Masonry,  that  of  quality  of 
its  material.     In  benevolence  this  year  they  exceed  the 
other  Lodges  of  this  District,  having  expended  $267.33, 
and  their  arrearage  of  dues  is  small,  being  only  $39.00. 
Ionic  Lodge  took  part  in  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  held 
on  the  28th  of  March,  at  Georgina  Lodge,  and  I  had 
great  pleasure  in  witnessing  W.  Bro.  Bastedo  and  his 
officers  exemplify  the  second  degree.      It  was  done  in  a 
manner  which  showed  careful  preparation  in  every  de- 
tail, and  much  credit  is  due  them  for  the  excellency  of 
their  work  on  this  occasion.      I  must  not  omit  mention- 
ing in  this  report  of  Ionic  Lodge  the  pleasing  incident 
which  took  place  at  the  meeting  of  the  4th  March  in 
the  passing  of  a  resolution  in  the  direction  of  purchasing 
the  large  oil  painting  of  M.  W.  Bro.  Kivas  Tully,  Past 
Grand  Master,  and  which  now  graces  the  Lodge  room. 
W.  Bro.  P.  W.  Harcourt,  in  introducing  the  motion,  re- 
ferred to  the  fact  that  M.  W.  Bro.  Tully  was  now  82 
years  of  age,  having  been  a  Mason  for  58  years,  was  the 
second  W.M.  of  this  Lodge  in  the  year  1848,  D.D.G.M. 
in  1857,  and  in  1897  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  recog- 
nized his  long  and  valuable  services  by  bestowing  upon 
him  the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Master.      The  refreshment 
board  in  connection  with  this  Lodge  is  always  of  a  very 
pleasing  nature. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  75,  Toronto :  This  Lodge  was 
visited  by  me  on  the  3rd  of  February,  1902.  On  referring 
to  the  previous  reports  of  this  Lodge  I  find  it  was  re- 
corded that  it  was  strong  financially,  having  several  thou- 
sands of  dollars  in  invested  funds,  and  had  had  steady 
prosperity,  which  state  still  prevailing  I  need  not  go  into 
details  in  this  connection,  and  my  report  now  will  confine 
itself  to  the  work  presented  for  my  inspection,  and  an 
account  generally  of  this  meeting.  The  W.M.,  W.  Bro. 
H.  S.  King,  and  his  officers  initiated  a  candidate  in  a 
very  creditable,  and  I  may  say,  almost  perfect  manner. 
The  Lodge  is  well  officered  throughout,  the  Senior  War- 
den being  Bro.  J.  H.  McKinnon,  the  Junior  Warden, 
Bro.  D.  Chisholm ;  the  Secretary,  Bro.  V.  E.  Hart,  and 
the  Treasurer,  Bro.  W.  N.  Eastwood,  all  capable  and  effi- 
cient, as  also  are  the  minor  officers.  The  choir  service 
is  especially  to  be  commended  as  one  of  the  best  in  the 
city.       The  I. P.M.,  W.  Bro.  Cashmore,  continues  his 
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active  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  Lodge,  and  in  this 
connection  I  may  also  include  R.  W.  Bros.  Simpson  and 
N.  L.  Steiner,  the  latter  being  recently  honored  with  the 
rank  of  Past  Grand  Registrar  for  his  lengthened  services 
to  the  Craft,  also  R.  W.  Bro.  B.  Saunders,  P.D.D.G.M., 
and  W.  Bros.  M.  Leverty,  M.  Stewart,  J.  C.  Boyce,  C. 
A.  Matthews,  Spencer  Love  and  V.  W.  Bro.  Tomlinson. 
During  the  present  term  they  have  made  no  increase  nu- 
merically, the  twelve  initiations  being  offset  by  as  many 
v/ithdrawals,  which  include  two  deaths.  There  were 
present  at  this  meeting  60  members  and  50  visitors, 
among  the  latter  being  W.  Bro.  Stephens,  W.M.,  and 
officers  of  Stevenson  Lodge ;  R.  W.  Bro.  Malcolm  Gibbs, 
P.G.R.;  W.  Bro.  McMullen,  P.M.  of  Star  Lodge,  Bel- 
fast, Ireland,  and  W.  Bro.  Wm.  Bowden,  P.M.  of  Prince 
Consort  Lodge,  No.  52,  Montreal.  The  exemplifica- 
tion of  the  fourth  degree  closed  a  very  interesting  even- 
ing. A  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  held  under  the  aus- 
pices of  St.  John's  Lodge  on  their  regular  meeting,  7th 
of  April  last.  The  attendance  was  large.  The  third 
was  well  presented  by  W.  Bro.  King  and  his  officers,  and 
could  hardly  be  improved  upon.  A  Board  of  Trial  was 
also  given  by  W.  Bros.  Stephens,  of  Stevenson  Lodge; 
W.  Bros.  Boyce  and  Leverty,  of  St.  John's,  which  proved 
instructive. 

Markham  Union,  No.  87,  Markham:  Visited  April 
18,  1902,  and  I  was  accompanied  from  Toronto  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  VanZant,  now  a  resident  of  the  city.  Bro.  Van- 
Zant  has  been  a  most  active  supporter  of  this  Lodge  and 
a  regular  attendant  at  Grand  Lodge  for  many  years,  and 
I  was  pleased  to  have  him  with  me,  as  also  the  District 
Secretary,  W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Thompson.  The  W.M.,  W. 
Bro.  A.  C.  Reesor,  had  for  the  first  time  this  year  a  can- 
didate, in  the  person  of  a  son  of  one  of  the  P.M's,  W. 
Bro.  Lattimer,  and  the  work  was  fairly  well  done.  I 
was  sorry  so  many  officers  were  absent.  The  Senior 
Warden's  chair  was  occupied  by  W.  Bro.  Sanderson,  the 
Junior  Warden's  by  W.  Bro.  Green,  while  W.  Bro..  Jona- 
than B.  Gould,  acted  as  Junior  Deacon.  The  I.P.M., 
W.  Bro.  F.  A.  Reesor,  is  a  faithful  worker,  as  also  the 
Secretary,  W.  Bro.  R.  A.  Mason,  who  was  Secretary, 
then  Master  for  three  years,  and  now  has  been  Secretary 
six  years  more.      The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in 
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the  three  degrees.  They  showed  progress  as  against 
previous  year,  there  being  one  initiation  and  three  affilia- 
tions, making  the  membership  37.  Among  those  pres- 
ent were  W.  Bro.  Jesse  Noble,  the  only  charter  member 
now  living.  He  was  made  in  King  Lodge,  No.  70,  in 
1856,  and  is  still  hale  and  hearty.  There  were  eight 
visitors,  W.  Bros.  Major,  Ferrier  and  Beaton,  and  Bro. 
Malcolm,  of  Brougham  Union,  No.  269;  Bros.  Trick, 
Colbome,  No.  91 ;  Mullen,  Grand  River,  No.  151 ;  Find- 
lay,  Doric,  No.  424;  Doyle,  St.  John's,  No.  17.  With 
the  exception  of  $150  the  building  is  owned  by  the 
Lodges.  The  prospects  look  encouraging.  W.  Bro. 
J.  B.  Gould,  one  of  the  most  active  supporters,  has  again, 
been  installed  in  the  Master's  chair,  and  I  can  only  con- 
clude by  predicting  a  more  prosperous  future  for  the 
Lodge. 

Sharon  Lodge,  No.  97,  Sharon :  Visited  oflficially  on 
the  27th  of  December,  1901,  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist.  I  was  met  at  Newmarket  by  R.  W.  Bro.  T. 
H.  Brunton,  P.D.D.G.M.,  and  driven  to  Sharon.  The- 
Lodge  was  opened  at  high  twelve,  and  it  being  the  cus- 
tom of  this  good  old  Lodge  to  instal  its  officers  on  this- 
day  and  hour,  I  had  the  honor  to  perform  the  ceremony, 
and  was  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Brunton  and  Past  Mas- 
ters of  the  Lodge.  The  retiring  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Tins- 
dale  in  the  chair,  initiated  a  candidate.  The  prospects 
of  the  Lodge  are  fairly  good.  W.  Bro.  Wallis,  W.M., 
and  his  officers  will  no  doubt  perform  their  duties  ably. 
The  Lodge  has  some  very  able  P.M's,  who  take  an  active 
part  in  the  work,  and  I  may  mention  the  names  of  W. 
Bros.  C.  E.  Lundy,  Abb.  Willson  and  J.  T.  Power 
in  this  connection.  The  able  and  efficient  Secretary, 
Dr.  B.  F.  Pearson,  is  one  of  the  most  energetic  and 
painstaking  Secretaries  in  the  District.  The  books  are 
extra  well  kept  and  a  credit  to  any  Lodge.  On  June 
24th,  1902,  membership  is  59,  with  four  initiations,  and 
$15  paid  in  benevolence.  I  have  to  thank  R.  W.  Bro. 
Brunton.  of  Tuscan  Lodge,  for  his  assistance  and  kind- 
ness on  the  occasion  of  my  visit. 

Tuscan  Lodge,  No.  99,  Newmarket :  Officially  visited 
March  12th,  1902,  accompanied  by  the  District  Secre- 
tary. I  was  received  with  the  usual  Grand  Honors  and 
accorded  a  most  hearty  welcome.      The  W.M.,  W.  Bro. 
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P.  J.  Anderson,  owing  to  the  Master  elected  in  Decem- 
ber resigning  his  office,  had  only  been  installed  at  the 
previous  meeting,  and  was  quite  new  in  his  chair,  but 
notwithstanding  this  circumstance  he  exemplified  the 
first  degree  in  an  efficient  manner,  and  can  work  all  de- 
grees. The  Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three 
degrees  by  the  W.M.  for  my  inspection,  and  I  can  re- 
port favorably  in  this  connection.  The  lecture  in  the 
first  degree  by  the  Junior  Warden,  Bro.  N.  iW.  McDou- 
gall,  was  exceptionally  good.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  H. 
E.  Choppin,  has  his  books  in  good  order,  and  from  what 
I  have  seen  of  his  work  to  the  present  time  I  am  satisfied 
he  is  giving  every  satisfaction  to  his  Lodge.  The  finan- 
ces of  this  Lodge  are  still  well  looked  after  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  T.  H.  Brunton,  P.D.D.G.M.,  who  continues  his 
fatherly  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  renders  valuable  as- 
sistance to  its  officers.  On  this  occasion  I  met  the  fol- 
lowing brethren :  W.  Bro.  P.  T.  Lee,  Toronto,  a  Past 
Master  of  Tuscan,  and  one  who  has  rendered  it  signal 
service;  W.  Bros.  D.  A.  Radcliffe,  J.  McCloskey,  E. 
Braund  and  Dr.  R.  M.  Hillary,  Past  Master,  and  Bro. 
Fred.  Baldwin,  S.W  .and  now  W.M.  of  Rising  Sun 
Lodge,  of  Aurora.  The  prospects  of  the  Tuscan  Lodge 
are  considered  fair.  The  membership  shows  no  increase 
during  the  past  year,  as  you  will  see  by  the  appended 
statement. 

Rising  Sun  Lodge,  No.  129,  Aurora:  I  paid  an  offi- 
cial visit  to  this  Lodge  on  June  7th,  being  an  emergent 
meeting  arranged  for  the  purpose.  Arrangements  were 
all  made  for  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  to  be  held  here  on 
the  1 6th  of  May,  the  regular  meeting  night  of  the  Rising 
Sun,  at  which  Richmond  Lodge,  No.  23,  was  to  exem- 
plify the  first  degree ;  Tuscan,  No.  99,  Newmarket,  the 
second  degree,  and  Rising  Sun  Lodge  the  third  degree, 
but  owing  to  the  sad  death  of  W.  Bro.  J.  W.  Crossley, 
the  W.M.  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  which  occurred  on  May 
loth.  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  cancelled  and  the 
brethren  of  the  three  Lodges  were  specially  notified. 
The  sad  occurrence  cast  a  gloom  over  the  community, 
and  his  Lodge  in  particular.  W.  Bro.  D.  A.  Radcliffe, 
the  Secretary,  wrote  to  the  District  Secretary,  as  follows : 
"  Many  thanks  for  your  kind  letter  of  sympathy  with  the 
brethren  of  this  Lodge  on  the  occasion  of  the  death  of 
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our  W.M.,  Bro.  J.  W.  Crossley.  We  all  feel,  by  his 
death,  the  Lodge  has  lost  a  clever  and  good  man,  and 
that  it  will  be  many  years  before  his  equal  as  a  ritualist 
and  a  Master  will  sit  in  the  East  in  our  Lodge  again. 
Kindly  convey  the  thanks  of  the  brethren  to  our  D.D.G. 
M.,  R.  W.  Bro.  John  Watson,  who  was  so  good  as  to 
remember  us  all  on  this  sad  occasion.  John  Whiting 
Crossley  was  initiated  November  4th,  1887,  passed  De- 
cember 2nd,  1887,  and  raised  November  2nd,  1888,  and 
died  May  10th,  1902,  aged  61 ;  W.M.  of  Rising  Sun 
Lodge  and  Past  Master  of  Robertson  Lodge,  No.  202, 
of  King.  He  was  reeve  of  Township  of  King."  The 
election  of  officers  of  this  Lodge  was  held  on  the  i6th 
of  May,  and  at  an  emergency  of  7th  June  W.  Bro.  R.  M. 
Hillary,  M.D.,  the  LP.M.,  occupied  the  chair  and  con- 
ferred the  first  degree  on  a  candidate.  The  work  was 
exceedingly  well  done,  ably  assisted  by  W.  Bros.  J.  Mc- 
Closkey  and  R.  A.  Radcliffe,  P.M's.  Bro.  Fred  Bald- 
win, S.W.  and  Master-elect,  and  the  J.M.,  Bro.  Braund, 
were  good  officers,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  jun- 
ior officers.  Of  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Radcliffe,  too 
much  cannot  be  said.  His  books  were  complete  and  in 
splendid  order,  and  in  the  matter  of  dues  at  the  present 
time,  owing  to  his  exertions,  no  member  is  twelve 
months  in  arrears.  The  financial  standing  of  this  Lodge 
is  good.  The  building,  which  cost  $2,000,  is  now  nearly 
free  of  debt.  Being  an  emergent  meeting,  the  attend- 
ance was  only  26.  W.  Bro.  Thompson,  District  Secre- 
tary, accompanied  me.  as  usual,  on  this  visit.  The  fol- 
lowing P.M's  were  also  present :  W.  Bros.  A.  G.  Nichol, 
E.  T.  Deville  (Mayor  of  Aurora),  J.  C.  Leadbetter  and 
A.  E.  Taylor.  A  banquet,  which  was  very  pleasant, 
terminated  the  work  of  the  evening. 

Richardson  Lodge,  No.  136,  Stouffville:  Visited  offi- 
cially March  20th,  1902,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  James 
Cherry,  P.M.  of  Patterson  Lodge,  Thornhill,  and  W. 
Bro.  J.  J.  Thompson,  District  Secretary.  W.  Bro.  John 
McGrath,  W.M.,  and  officers  exemplified  the  second  de- 
gree and  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  and  dis- 
played knowledge  of  their  work.  Bro.  Forsyth.  S.W., 
delivered  the  lecture  in  the  second  degree  in  a  perfect 
and  elcquent  manner.  This  Lodge  has  not  increased 
in  membership  during  the  past  year,  but  maintains  its 
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record  and  has  good  prospects  for  the  future.  I  had  the 
honor  of  making  a  presentation  to  W.  Bro.  J.  W.  Shan- 
kel,  of  a  P.M.  jewel,  and  this  brother  is  now  Secretary, 
and  makes  a  very  efficient  officer.  The  Treasurer,  Bro. 
Reynolds,  has  hdd  office  for  over  twenty  years,  which 
speaks  for  his  integrity.  The  Lodge  is  free  of  debt,  and 
expended  $78  in  benevolence  during  the  year.  After 
the  Lodge  was  closed  adjournment  was  made  to  the 
Mansion  House,  where  Bro.  Frank  Miller,  the  proprie- 
tor, had  provided  a  banquet,  and  a  most  enjoyable  time 
was  spent.  Speeches  were  made  by  W.  Bros.  Dr.  Smith, 
Todd,  CoUard,  officers  of  the  Lodge,  and  visiting  breth- 
ren. 

Stevenson  Lodge,  No.  ^18,  Toronto:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  on  October  14th,  1901,  and  this  was  my 
first  official  visit  as  D.D.G.M.,  and  to  the  Lodge  where 
I  have  received  so  many  kindnesses  and  my  rank  as  a 
Past  Master.  It  was  a  grand  meeting.  I  have  already 
referred  to  the  presentations  made  thereat.  There  were 
upwards  of  350  present,  among  whom  were  some  of  the 
most  influential  men  of  the  Craft  in  Canada.  W.  Bro. 
Jackson  L.  Little,  W.M.,  received  the  various  dignitaries 
in  h!s  habitually  courteous  manner.  Space  will  not  per- 
mit, much  as  I  would  like  to,  the  mention  of  names  of 
those  present,  but  will  include  R.  W.  Bro.  Judge  Hard- 
ing, Acting  Grand  Master;  Colonel  A.  A.  Stevenson,  M. 
W.  Bros.  J.  K.  Kerr.  E.  T.  Malone,  Past  Grand  Masters; 
R.  W.  Bros.  J.  W.  St.  John,  D.D.G.M.  District  No.  11 ; 
W.  C.  Wilkinson,  Wm.  Roaf,  Ben.  Allen,  H.  J.  Gould, 

F.  G.  Inwood,  James  O'Hara,  and  Masters,  Wardens 
and  members  of  nearly  all  city  Lodges.  It  being  also 
Past  Master's  night,  the  following  brethren  exemplified 
the  first  degree:  M.  W.  Bro.  Col.  A.  A.  Stevenson,  W. 
M. ;  W.  Bros.  John  Nicholson,  J.W. ;  John  Patton,  S.W. ; 

G.  H.  Lander,  Treasurer;  W.  H.  Woodstock,  Secretary; 
G.  H.  Carton,  Assistant  Secretary;  James  Baird,  S.D. ; 
J.  H.  Horswell  J.D.;  V.  W.  Bro.  J.  Wesley  Jones,  D.  of 
C;  W.  Bros.  George  Wilson,  LG.;  Ed.  Egan,  S.S.; 
William  J.  Wilson,  J.S.  The  ritualistic  work  of  the  de- 
gree was  exceedingly  well  rendered,  and  the  Master's 
work,  performed  by  M.  W.  Bro.  A.  A.  Stevenson,  was 
one  of  the  chief  features  of  the  evening.  Bro.  Steven- 
son, who  is  over  seventy-two  years  of  age,  did  his  work 
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remarkably  well,  and  many  of  the  Masters  who  were 
present  expressed  their  great  delight  at  being  present  to 
witness  such  a  fine  exemplification  of  the  Masters  work 
by  the  M.W.  brother.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  initia- 
tory ceremony  W.  Bro.  Jackson  L.  Little  presented  M. 
W.  Bro.  A.  A.  Stevenson  with  a  beautiful  illuminated 
address,  framed  in  oak,  engrossed  by  R.  Williams,  and 
which  read  as  follows :  'To  W.M.  Bro.  Colonel  A.  A. 
Stevenson,  Past  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada, 
A.F.  and  A.M. :  On  the  occasion  of  the  thirty-second 
anniversary  of  the  inception  of  this  Lodge,  the  members 
have  taken  advantage  of  your  presence  this  evening  to 
present  their  respects  to  our  honored  foster  father.  It 
is  now  past  three  decades  since  'the  founders  of  this 
Lodge  determined  to  honor  you  by  giving  to  it  your  il- 
lustrious name.  Through  all  these  years  your  name 
has  been  a  household  word  among  us  and  the  craft  in 
general,  and  your  visit  this  evening  will  ever  remain  a 
green  spot  in  the  memories  of  those  who,  during  many 
vicissitudes,  have  been  under  your  fatherly  care  and  pro- 
tection. We  are  proud  to  own  as  a  member  of  our  . 
Lodge  a  distinguished  brother,  who  has  filled  with  con- 
spicuous ability  and  eminent  success  the  chair  of  the 
Grand  East.  Your  unflagging  zeal  for  the  interests  of 
Masonry,  your  uniform  courtesy,  impeachable  integrity, 
your  many  rare  Pifts  of  mind  and  graces  of  manner  and 
person  have  long  endeared  you  to  the  members  of  Ste- 
venson Lodge,  and  have  formed  a  friendship  time  can- 
not efface.  Too  often  such  expressions  are  left  until 
the  moment  of  separation  is  at  hand,  but  we  desire  to 
crown  a  living  brow,  and  we  now  acquaint  you  of  the 
place  you  occupy  in  our  hearts  and  affections.  We  trust 
Father  Time  may  deal  bountifully  with  you,  and  that 
you  may  long  live  to  be  to  Stevenson  a  distinguished 
patron,  member,  and  revered  godfather."  M.  W.  Bro. 
A.  A.  Stevenson,  in  responding  to  the  terms  of  the  ad- 
dress, stated  that  he  would  cherish  it  as  a  memento  of 
their  kindness  towards  him.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
ceremony  in  the  Blue  Room  an  adjournment  was  made 
to  the  banqueting  hall,  where  speeches  and  song^  enter- 
tained a  large  concourse  of  brethren  until  long  past  mid- 
night.    On  December  9th  I  had  the  honor  of  installing 
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the  officers  of  this,  my  own  Lodge,  and  on  February 
10th,  1902,  I  paid  my  official  visit  to  inspect  the  work  in 
detail.  The  W.M.,  officers  and  members  of  Occident, 
St.  George  and  Acacia  Lodges  were  visitors,  and  the  at- 
tendance was  very  large.  W.  Bro.  Stephens,  W.M., 
performed  his  duties  in  a  most  capable  manner,  and  this 
can  be  said  also  of  Bros.  Jos.  Leake,  S.W. ;  W.  H. 
Hutchinson,  J.W.,  and  the  other  officers.  This  Lodge, 
like  most  others,  have  elected  a  P.M.  as  Secretary,  and 
W.  Bro.  George  Wilson  now  fills  that  position  very  effi- 
ciently. The  W.M.  is  one  of  the  oldest  of  its  members 
and  a  tried  and  valuable  officer.  On  May  12th,  at  Ste- 
venson Lodge,  a  Lodge  of  Instruction,  as  before  referred 
10,  was  held.  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Griffith,  W.M.  of  Zeta  Lodge, 
No.  410,  and  his  officers  exemplified  the  first  degree,  W. 
Bro.  John  Stephens  and  officers,  the  third  degree,  and  I 
can  truthfully  say  the  work  in  both  degrees  was  of  great 
credit  to  both  Lodges.  Forty-five  visitors  attended. 
At  this  meeting  a  Board  of  Trial  was  ably  exhibited  by 
W.  Bros.  Wm.  McCartney,  of  Doric  Lodge;  Geo.  Wil- 
son and  W.  J.  Wilson,  of  Stevenson  Lodge.  I  have 
much  pleasure  in  reporting  the  work  and  standing  of 
this  Lodge  as  excellent,  and  harmony  reigns. 

Zeradatha  Lodge,  No.  220,  Uxbridge:  I  visited  this 
Lodge  officially  on  April  21st,  1902,  and  was  accom- 
panied by  the  District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  John  J. 
Thompson.  This  is  the  Masonic  home  of  !my  imme- 
diate predecessor,  R.  W.  Bro.  H.  J.  Gould,  P.D.D.G.M., 
and  the  meeting  will  live  in  my  memory  for  many  years 
to  come.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Gould  and 
accorded  a  royal  welcome  at  the  hands  of  the  W.M.  and 
the  Lodge.  The  Lodge  room  is  beautifully  furnished 
and  handsomely  decorated,  and  the  best  appointed  out- 
side the  city:  I  found  the  brethren  to  be  most  en- 
thusiastic and  hospitable,  and  the  Lodge  a  model  one  in 
every  respect.  W.  Bro.  S.  S.  Sharpe,  the  W.M.,  and 
his  officers  presented  for  my  inspection  the  second  de- 
gree, as  also  the  opening  and  closing  in  the  three  de- 
grees, which  was  remarkably  well  done,  and  particular 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the  Deacons, 
Stewards  and  Inner  Guard.  The  movements  on  the 
floor  were  most  precise,  and  indicated  careful  training 
and  application,  much  being  due  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Gould, 
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V.  W.  Bros.  Nutting  and  Todd.  The  W.M.  did  his 
work  well,  and  this  may  also  be  said  of  the  Wardens, 
Bros.  J.  W.  Barker  and  Dr.  D.  A.  Clark,  who  each  de- 
livered their  respective  lectures  with  expressiveness.  V. 
W.  Bro.  M.  L.  Nutting,  Chaplain,  delivered  the  charge 
in  the  second  degree  in  his  masterly  style.  The  candi- 
date, Bro.  J.  A.  Kerr,  was  an  apt  brother,  and  I  was 
much  pleased  with  his  perfect  repetition  of  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  first  degree.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  John  G. 
Vicars,  is  an  old  tried  officer  of  twelve  consecutive  years, 
and  is  much  esteemed  by  his  brethren  for  his  attention 
to  the  work  of  his  office,  and  the  Treasurer,  Bro.  T. 
Boyd,  who  has  held  that  office  since  1884,  is  also  a  very 
valued  official.  The  Past  Masters  evince  continued  in- 
terest in  the  Lodge,  among  whom  I  would  mention  in 
addition,  W.  Bros.  John  Purdy,  I.P.M.,  D.  Campbell,  T. 
Hardy,  R.  HoUinger.  Among  the  visitors  present  were 
W.  Gros.  J.  B.  Gould  and  E.  Sanderson,  of  Markham 
Union;  Bros.  John  Tummins  and  L.  Scott,  of  Fidelity 
Lodge,  Port  Perry.  A  very  pleasant  incident  of  the 
evening  was  the  presentation  to  the  Lodge  of  the  group 
picture  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Gould  and  the  city  Masters  of  his 
year,  which  picture  has  just  been  referred  to  as  having 
been  presented  to  Bro.  Gould.  I  had  the  honor  of  mak- 
ing the  presentation  to  his  Lodge  on  this  occasion,  and 
W.  Bro.  Sharpe,  on  behalf  of  the  Lodge,  made  a  very 
appropriate  reply.  This  Lodge  shows  eight  initiations 
and  one  affiliation,  a  decrease  of  three,  making  the  mem- 
bership now  81,  an  increase  of  six  during  the  year.  In 
financial  standing  it  is  good,  as  also  its  prospects  are 
bright.  After  the  Lodge  closed  the  brethren  assembled 
at  the  Plank  House,  Bro.  Plank,  proprietor,  where  a 
banquet  was  served  in  his  first-class  style,  and  a  couple 
of  hours  or  more  were  spent  most  profitably  and  en- 
joyably. 

Brougham  Union  Lodge,  No.  269,  Claremont:  Vis- 
ited officially  May  28th,  1902.  This  Lodge  has  improved 
materially  during  the  past  year,  and  is  in  a  fairly  good 
condition.  Its  membership  has  increased,  and  is  now 
.42,  with  three  initiations  and  one  affiliation  during  the 
present  term.  Its  officers  have  been  regular  attendants 
at  the  eleven  meetings  held.  On  December  27th  the 
District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Thompson,  while  I  in- 
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Stalled  at  Sharon,  installed  the  present  officers  of  this 
Lodge,  and  reported  a  good  meeting  and  well  attended, 
at  which  the  retiring  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Bateson,  who 
drove  26  miles  from  Sunderland,  having  removed  from 
Brougham,  worked  the  three  degrees  on  candidates  in  a 
creditable  manner.  An  oyster  supper  followed  the  pro- 
ceedings. On  May  28th  I  was  accompanied  by  the  Dis- 
trict Secretary,  and  the  second  degree  was  exemplified 
by  W.  Bro.  W.  J.  Gregg  and  his  officers.  The  W.  M. 
acquitted  himself  well  and  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge 
in  the  three  degrees.  Owing  to  it  being  the  eve  of  the 
Provincial  elections  there  were  very  few  present.  Bro. 
R.  E.  Forsyth,  the  Junior  Warden,  acted  as  Senior  Dea- 
con in  the  absence,  through  illness,  of  Bro.  Thos.  Gregg. 
Bro.  Forsythe  is  a  very  young  and  enthusiastic  Mason, 
and  attends  to  his  duties  well.  The  old  warhorse,  Bro. 
Jamei  Douglas,  of  Toronto,  Senior  Warden,  is  generally 
on  hand,  and  does  his  share  of  the  work.  Bro.  A.  T. 
Lehmann  is  a  good  Secretary,  and  his  books  show  care- 
ful attention.  W.  Bro.  A.  E.  Major,  Treasurer,  is  the 
proper  brother  for  the  office,  and  takes  quite  an  interest 
in  the  Lodge.  They  have  a  surplus  of  $60  over  all  lia- 
bilities, expended  $10  in  charity,  insurance  $300. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  316,  Toronto:  Visited  officially 
February  20th,  1902,  and  found  them  in  good  working 
order.  W.  Bro.  Tasker,  W.M.,  and  his  officers  exem- 
plified the  first  degree  in  a  creditable  manner,  with  a  few 
trifling  errors,  which  I  pointed  out  to  them,  and  nicely 
received.  The  Wardens,  Bro.  Burgess,  S.W.,  and  Bro. 
A.  Pearson,  J.W.,  were  very  good  in  their  work,  and  es- 
pecially Bro.  Pearson  in  his  lecture,  which  was  remark- 
ably well  done,  for  which  I  gave  him  credit.  This 
Lodge  has  had  more  or  less  trouble  in  the  past,  but  I 
think  at  the  present  time  prospects  look  brighter.  Re- 
gret the  decrease  in  membership  of  two,  although  they 
have  had  eight  initiations,  one  affiliation  and  three 
restorations,  offset  by  eight  resignations,  two  suspen- 
sions and  four  deaths.  I  called  their  attention  to  the 
out  standing  dues  amounting  to  quite  a  sum.  This  has 
since  been  considerably  lessened.  Their  Secretary,  Bro. 
H.  E.  Griffith,  is  a  capable  officer,  and  gives  good  atten- 
tion to  his  duties.  R.  W.  Bro.  A.  A.  S.  Ardagh  has 
been  Treasurer  for  some  years,  and  this  speaks  to  his 
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credit.  Among  the  very  active  P.M's  are  W.  Bros. 
Wm.  McCartney,  Harry  Leason,  B.  N.  Davies,  Alex. 
Anderson,  A.  M.  Brown,  and  V.  W.  Bro.  J.  A.  Cowan. 
A  most  pleasant  time  was  spent  at  the  refreshment  board. 
At  the  meeting  of  Orient  Lodge  on  April  ist,  at  which 
a  Lodge  of  Instruction  was  held,  W.  Bro  Tasker,  W.M., 
and  the  oflScers  of  Doric  Lodge  exemplified  the  first  de- 
gree and  did  at  this  time  excellent  work,  and  I  compli- 
mented them.  W.  Bro.  McCartney  acted  as  applicant 
on  the  illustration  of  a  Board  of  Trial,  and  showed  ability 
and  knowledge  in  the  matter  required  in  a  position  of 
this  kind,  which  was  very  instructive  and  edifying  to  all 
present. 

Orient  Lodge,  No.  339,  Toronto:  I  paid  this  Lodge 
my  first  official  visit  on  February  4th,  1902,  and  was 
received  with  Grand  Honors  and  accorded  a  right  royal 
welcome.  The  veteran,  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Jones,  intro- 
duced me  in  his  inimitable  style,  using  most  kindly  terms, 
which  were  further  emphasized  by  the  courteous  and 
cordial  manner  of  W.  Bro.  D.  J.  Kelly,  the  W.M.  I 
was  far  from  being  a  stranger  here,  having  attended  quite 
often  when  District  Secretary  for  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  G.  In- 
wood,  P.D.D.G.M,  a  member  of  this  Lodge,  and  at  other 
times  during  the  past  several  years.  I  feel  indebted  to 
R.  W.  Bro.  Inwood  for  the  many  kindnesses  he  has 
shown  to  me,  and  to  the  Lodge  for  many  favors.  This 
Lodge  is  noted  far  and  wide  for  its  hospitality  and  socia- 
bility, and  this  was  greatly  evidenced  at  all  my  visits. 
In  the  matter  of  degree  work  they  are  entitled  to  great 
credit,  for  the  work  shown  on  this  occasion  by  W.  Bro. 
Kelly  and  his  officers  was  excellent  in  every  particular. 
W.  Bro.  Kelly  makes  an  ideal  Master,  both  in  the  con- 
ferring of  degrees  and  conducting  the  business  of  the 
Lodgre.  I  consider  him  one  of  the  brightest  of  the  young 
Masters  in  the  District.  Bro.  Sol.  Cassidy,  S.W.,  and 
Bro.  J.  B.  Reeves,  J.W.,  as  also  Bro.  G.  N.  Ferrier,  S.D. ; 
J.  C.  Pearson,  J.D.,  and  Geo.  J.  Mason,  LG.  These 
officers  did  their  respective  work  well,  and  I  desire  to 
make  special  mention  of  the  floor  work  as  done  by  the 
Deacons,  which  could  not  be  very  well  improved  upon. 
The  very  capable  and  efficient  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Frank 
Anderson,  continues  his  good  record,  and  takes  great 
pride  in  his  books  and  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  has  a 
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good  working  companion  in  V.  W.  Bro.  James  MacFar- 
lane,  the  genial  Treasurer.  A  feature  of  note  in  con- 
nection with  this  progressive  Lodge  is  the  continued  in- 
terest of  several  of  its  Past  Masters,  including  R.  W. 
Bro.  Inwood,  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Jones,  W.  Bros.  George 
Moore  (I.P.M.),  A.  Gillies,  W.  J.  Chick,  J.  McP.  Ross, 
J.  W.  Thompson,  and  our  esteemed  and  venerable 
brother,  W.  Bro.  Ira  Bates.  This  Lodge  held  a  very 
successful  Past  Masters'  meeting  on  October  ist,  which 
was  largely  attended.  At  their  installation  by  R.  W. 
Bro.  H.  J.  Gould,  P.D.D.G.M.,  on  December  3rd,  there 
were  21  Masters  and  P.M's,  and  150  present.  A  Lodge 
of  Instruction  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  Orient 
Lodge  on  April  1st,  1902,  at  which  I  was  present,  and 
Doric  Lodge  exemplified  the  first  degree,  as  previously 
mentioned,  and  Orient  Lodge  exemplified  the  third  de- 
gree in  a  manner  quite  satisfactory.  This  meeting  was 
also  very  largely  attended.  The  Board  of  Trial  was 
ably  presented  by  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Jones,  W.  Bro.  Frank 
Anderson  and  W.  Bro.  McCartney,  and  was  entertaining 
and  instructive.  Among  the  visitors  from  outside  the 
city  were :  V.  W.  Bro.  M.  L.  Nutting,  of  Uxbridge,  and 
W.  Bro.  Power,  of  Sharon.  This  Lodge  is  noted  for 
the  hospitality  and  entertainment  of  its  members  and 
visitors  at  the  refreshment  board.  The  choir  deserves 
special  mention  for  its  excellence,  and  is  a  valuable  ad- 
junct to  the  Lodge.  Orient  shows  an  increase  during 
the  year  of  17.  There  were  27  initiations.  Relief  paid, 
$101.50.  Financial  standing  very  good  and  prospects 
excellent. 

Georgina  Lodge,  No.  343,  Toronto :  This  Lodge  was 
visited  by  me  in  my  official  capacity  on  Saturday  even- 
ing, the  1st  of  March,  1902,  their  regular  meeting  night, 
and  it  was  a  large  and  very  interesting  gathering. 
Among  the  number  of  visitors  were  the  following :  W. 
Bro.  Malcolm  J.  Cockburn,  officers  and  members  of 
Zetland  Lodge;  W.  Bro.  W.  F.  Chapman,  officers  and 
members  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge.  W.  Bro.  Merson  and 
his  officers  exemplified  the  first  degree,  and  showed  good 
work  for  the  first  opportunity  they  have  had  since  instal- 
lation in  June  last.  This  Lodge  has  not  been  working 
harmoniously  for  some  months,  but  now  it  has  taken  a 
turn,  and  I  trust  the  present  good  feeling  will  continue 
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Their  statement  of  work  shows  a  decided  improvement 
over  last  year,  inasmuch  as  tliey  have  had  8  initiations, 
4  affiliations,  i  restoration,  and  a  net  increase  of 
five,  making  a  total  of  all  members  209.  Their  arrear- 
age of  dues  has  been  considerably  lessened,  being  now 
only  about  $250,  with  23  in  arrears.  I  can,  I  think,  pro- 
perly state  that  their  prospects  are  fairly  good,  and  I 
hope  this  will  be  verified.  The  officers  are  composed  of 
young  and  active  brethren.  Bros.  Levey  and  Martin, 
the  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens,  showed  good  work, 
whilst  the  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  M.  Sumner,  is  a  capable 
officer.  The  floor  work  gave  evidence  of  careful  train- 
ing. The  charge  by  W.  Bro.  A.  B.  Cordingly,  was  well 
delivered.  It  being  Saturday  evening  the  time  at  the 
refreshment  board  was  limited,  but  a  pleasant  hour  was 
spent.  The  musical  talent,  which  included  Bros.  Shaver, 
Bates,  Rich.  Gorrie  and  others,  was  of  a  high  order,  while 
the  brief  addresses  by  prominent  visitors  were  attractive 
and  interesting.  On  March  28th,  at  an  emergent  meet- 
ing of  Georgina  Lodge,  No.  343,  the  first  of  the  series 
of  Lodges  of  Instruction  was  held,  and  I  have  already 
referred  to  the  oart  taken  by  W.  Bro.  Bastedo  and  offi- 
cers of  Ionic  Lodge  in  their  exemplification  of  the  second 
degree.  I  now  report  on  the  working  of  the  third  de- 
gree by  the  officers  of  Georgina  Lodge.  V.  W.  Bro.  C. 
Donovan,  P.M.  of  Georgina  Lodge,  occupied  the  chair. 
The  officers  of  the  Lodge  did  their  part,  as  in  the  first 
degree,  in  a  manner  quite  satisfactory,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  certain  portions  of  th  work,  to  which  attention 
was  called  and  corrections  made  and  taken  in  a  brotherly 
spirit.  A  Board  of  Trial  was  shown  in  connection  with 
each  degree  and  taken  part  in  by  W.  Bros.Grant,  White 
and  Cordingly.  The  Lodge  room,  though  small,  is 
handsomely  furnished,  and  on  this  evening  was  well 
filled.  At  the  festive  board  a  most  enjoyable  time  was 
spent,  and  a  most  interesting  evening  was  brought  to  a 
close. 

Brock  Lodge.  No.  354,  Cannington :  Officially  vis- 
ited January  22nd,  1902.  On  account  of  a  heavy  snow 
storm  prevailing  for  two  days,  the  meeting  was  not  well 
attended,  as  some  of  the  officers  and  brethren  were  pre- 
vented by  the  impassable  roads.  However,  a-  pleasant 
meeting  was  held,  but  no  degree  work  was  presented. 
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The  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  W.  A.  McLachlan,  a  young  and  en- 
thusiastic Mason,  opened  and  closed  the  Lodge  in  all 
degrees,  and  is  quite  able  to  work  the  degrees  in  a  satis- 
factory manner.  I  instructed  the  brethren  in  portions 
of  the  floor  work,  which  was  taken  in  a  kindly  spirit, 
and  they  stated  it  would  prove  beneficial.  This  being 
my  first  visit  among  them,  and  a  perfect  stranger,  the 
welcome  I  received  quickly  removed  all  strangeness  and 
soon  made  me  feel  as  one  of  themselves,  and  quite  at 
home.  Among  the  prominent  Past  Masters  I  met  W. 
Bros.  Hugh  Wilson,  a  charter  member;  Dr.  H.  S.  Bing- 
ham, N.  McLeod,  Jos.  Kift  (Secretary)  and  H.  Talbot. 
I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Kift. 
He  is  very  attentive  to  his  duties  and  a  valuable  officer. 
I  also  met  Bros.  J.  Barker,  S.W.,  and  R.  Noble,  J.D.,  of 
Zeradatha  Lodge,  No.  220,  Uxbridge,  and  Bro.  Dr.  Per- 
ry, of  Kirkfield.  The  Lodge  closed,  and  then  at  .the 
Queen's  hotel  a  banquet  was  provided  and  a  most  happy 
evenng  was  spent  with  speech  and  song.  The  Can- 
ning^on  orchestra  furnished  sweet  music. 

St.  George  Lodge,  No.  367,  Toronto:  Officially  vis- 
ited March  7th,  1902.  This  is  one  of  the  most  progres- 
sive of  the  city  Lodges,  and  a  hale  and  hearty  one,  most 
ei  thusiastlc  in  its  welcome  to  visitors  and  strong  in  the 
direction  of  visiting  sister  Lodges  in  large  numbers.  On 
the  occasion  of  my  official  visit  I  was  accorded  a  most 
hearty  welcome  by  W.  Bro.  Frank  Saunders,  the  W.M., 
in  well  chosen  words,  and  the  large  attendance  marked 
also  its  approval.  This  Lodge  is  the  Masonic  home 
of  the  District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  John  J.  Thompson, 
in  which  he  received  his  rank  as  W.M.,  and  in  which  he 
has  always  taken  a  most  active  interest.  I  may  mention 
that  when  I  was  the  W.M.  of  Stevenson  Lodge  W.  Bro. 
Thompson  was  W.M.  of  this  Lodge,  and  then  we  worked 
together  in  complete  harmony  as  we  have  since  done. 
The  work  presented  for  my  inspection  on  this  occasion 
was  the  third  degree,  and  the  candidate  was  the  son  of 
the  W.M.  It  is  rather  unique  that  the  candidate  is  the 
third  son  who  has  been  made  a  member  of  this  Lodge. 
The  work  was  exceedingly  well  done  by  all  its  officers, 
and  it  may  be  noted  that  the  candidate  was  especially 
brig^ht  in  the  examination  and  the  repeating  of  the  sec- 
ond degree  obligation.      This  Lodge  is  ably  assisted  by 
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its  Past  Masters,  W.  Bros.  Clemens,  Drew,  Hickson, 
Main,  Thompson,  Stoneham,  Nelson  and  A.  E.  Gautt. 
Its  prospects  are  good,  its  attendance  above  the  average, 
its  finances  good,  benevolence  $80,  initiations  13,  mem- 
bership 171.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  R.  Gallaher,  is  very 
efficient,  and  I  desire  to  compliment  him  on  his  neat  and 
careful  work.  The  visitors  present  numbered  over  50, 
and  included  W.  Bro.  Stephens,  W.M.  of  Stevenson 
liodge;  W.  Bro.  Siddall,  W.M.  of  Wilson  Lodge;  W. 
Bro.  Bastedo,  W.M.  of  Ionic  Lodge;  W.  Bro.  King,  W. 
M.  of  St.  John's  Lodge;  W.  Bro.  Aylesworth,  W.M.  of 
Ashlar  Lodge,  with  their  officers  and  members.  On 
May  2nd,  as  previously  mentioned,  a  Lodge  of  Instruc- 
tion was  held  under  the  auspices  of  St.  George's  Lodge, 
at  which  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding,  Acting  Grand  Master, 
was  present,  and  jointly  with  St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  No. 
16,  the  first  and  second  degrees  were  respectively  ex- 
emplified. The  work,  as  in  the  other  Lodges  of  In- 
struction, showed  careful  preparation  and  perfect  ren- 
dering. I  was  particularly  pleased  with  the  lecture  by 
Bro.  H.  Meadows,  J.W.  of  St.  George's  Lodge,  also  the 
work  by  Bro.  A.  Saunders,  J.D.,  and  Bro.  R.  Brennan, 
I.G.  of  the  same  Lodge,  and  W.  Bro.  Pearson,  the  acting 
S.W.  of  St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  in  his  rendition  of  the  lec- 
ture in  the  second  degree.  W.  Bros.  Saunders  and 
Chapman  deserve  great  praise  for  the  excellent  manner 
in  which  they  performed  the  duties  of  the  evening,  and 
the  two  Lodges  were  highly  complimented  by  the  Act- 
ing Grand  Master.  Among  those  present,  in  addition 
to  the  above  were :  R.  W.  Bros.  Tait  and  Roaf,  V.  W. 
Bro.  Carl eton,  W.  Bros.  Merson,  Howe,  Dane,  H.  T. 
Smith  and  several  P.M's.  An  exemplification  of  a 
Board  of  Trial  in  the  first  degree  was  ably  conducted  by 
W  Bros.  J.  J.  Thompson,  John  Drew  and  Bro.  Hodgson 
as  applicant,  and  in  the  second  degree  by  R.  W.  Bro. 
Tait.  I  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  excellent  music 
furnished  by  the  choir  of  St.  George  Lodge,  under  the 
leadership  of  Bro.  Melville  and  Bro.  Chas.  Musgrave, 
organist.  An  enjoyable  banquet  followed  the  pro- 
ceedings. 

Zeta  Lodge,  No.  410,  Toronto:  Visited  officially 
February  28th  1902:  I  was  received  with  the  usual 
honors  and  quite  heartily.      This  is  another  very  pro- 
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gressive  Lodge,  and  composed  of  mostly  young  Masons, 
who  are  very  active  and  take  a  great  interest  in  their 
Lodge.  I  had  the  honor  of  instalUng  the  officers  on  the 
a6th  of  December,  and  prophesied  for  this  Lodge  a  very 
successful  year,  which  has  thus  far  been  realized.  You 
will  notice  by  this  report  that  there  have  been  seventeen 
additions  to  its  members  during  the  Masonic  year,  and 
much  credit  is  due  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Griffith,  the  W.M.,  also 
W.  Bro.  R.  H.  Christie,  LP.M.,  and  W.  Bro.  T.  Mal- 
colm, P.M.  After  the  installation  the  W.M.  presented 
W.  Bro.  Christie  with  a  beautiful  Past  Master's  jewel, 
also  a  similar  presentation  was  made  to  W.  Bro.  J.  J. 
Hoidge,  who  retired  a  few  years  from  the  chair,  and  has 
been  residing  since  in  Buffalo.  These  brethren  made 
suitable  replies,  thanking  the  brethren  for  their  kindness 
and  remembrance.  On  the  occasion  of  my  visit  on  the 
28th  of  February  I  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the 
first  degree,  in  fact  two  first  degrees,  presented  in  a  most 
creditable  manner,  and  brought  forth  many  compliments 
from  those  present.  I  congratulated  the  W.M.  and  his 
officers  on  the  careful  and  very  impressive  manner  in 
which  they  conducted  the  ceremony,  and  I  bespeak  for 
this  Lodge  a  prosperous  career  on  account  of  the  ma- 
terial of  which  its  officers  are  composed.  The  Senior 
Warden,  Bro.  A.  B.  Mitchell,  makes  an  excellent  officer, 
and  the  Junior  Warden,  Bro.  George  McQuillan,  ren- 
dered the  lecture  as  perfect  as  one  would  want  to  hear 
it,  while  the  Inner  Guard,  Bro.  M.  R.  Wynn,  was  one  of 
the  best  I  have  ever  seen.  All  the  junior  officers  did 
their  respective  duties  well.  The  books  of  the  Secre- 
tary, Bro.  E.  A.  Faulds,  are  well  kept,  neat  and  legible, 
and  a  credit  to  himstlf  and  his  Lodge.  The  financial 
standing  is  good.  Effects  are  issued  for  $1,500.  Ar- 
rearages of  dues  quite  small,  and  everything  betokens 
prosperity,  which  I  trust  will  long  prevail.  I  should  in- 
clude that  at  this  meeting  about  50  visitors  were  present; 
among  whom  were :  W.  Bro.  John  Stephens,  W.M.  of 
Stevenson  Lodge,  and  his  officers;  W.  Bro.  F.  Saunders, 
W.M.  of  St.  George  Lodge,  No.  367,  and  his  officers; 
W.  Bros.  J.  J.  Thompson,  District  Secretary;  W.  Bi 
Stoneham,  S.  Nelson,  John  Drew,  George  J.  Clemens/ 
P.M's  of  St.  George,  No.  367;  D.  W.  Rowland,  P.Ml 
Vaughan  Lodge ;  J.  W.  Isaacs,  P.M.  Alpha  Lodge.      A 
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very  social  time  was  spent  at  the  refreshment  table.  I 
have  already  referred  to  the  part  that  Zeta  Lodge  took 
in  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  on  the  12th  of  May  at  Ste- 
venson Lodge,  Temple  building. 

Doric  Lodge,  No.  424,  Pickering :  Official  visit  April 
17th,  1902.  I  was  accompanied  on  this  visit  by  the 
District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Thompson.  The  meet- 
ing was  not  very  largely  attended  on  account  of  breth- 
ren residing  in  the  country  being  busy  on  their  farms. 
The  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  R.  S.  Dillingham,  on  behalf  of  the 
Lodge,  tendered  us  a  hearty  welcome  in  suitable  terms, 
and  at  my  request  the  first  degree  was  exemplified,  W. 
Bro.  Falconer  acting  as  a  substitute  candidate.  The 
W.  Master  and  his  principal  officers  performed  their 
work  in  quite  a  satisfactory  manner  and  opened  and 
closed  in  the  thrte  degrees.  The  Junior  Warden,  Bro. 
A.  Findlay,  gave  the  lecture  in  excellent  style.  The 
work  of  the  minor  officers  was  not  quite  up  to  the  stand- 
ard, but  instruction  was  given  them  which  no  doubt  will 
be  profitable  to  them.  W.  Bro.  Bunting  makes  an  ex- 
cellent Secretary,  and  his  books  are  nicely  kept.  While 
this  Lodp^e  does  not  show  an  increase  in  numbers,  yet 
they  expect  to  do  better  in  the  near  future.  They  have 
no  members  in  arrears  for  dues  and  no  liabilities,  and 
small  assets.  The  esteemed  chaplain,  W.  Bro.  George 
Kerr,  is  a  veteran  in  the  craft,  and  first  saw  light  in 
Prescott  Lodge  in  1863,  is  a  charter  member,  and  was 
Secretary  for  two  terms  and  Master  one  term  in  Doric 
Lodge,  and  takes  a  very  active  part  in  its  welfare.  The 
present  officers  of  this  Lodge  were  installed  on  Decem- 
ber 26th,  1901,  by  the  District  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  J.  J. 
Thompson,  who  reported  a  pleasant  and  profitable  time 
and  an  harmonious  meeting.  This  Lodge  has  pleasant 
quarters,  very  nicely  furnished,  and  which  they  take 
great  pride  in,  being  a  great  improvement  to  the  old 
room  which  they  occupied  when  I  visited  them  with  R. 
W.  Bro.  F.  G.  Inwood  in  December,  1899. 

Acacia  Lodge,  No.  430,  East  Toronto:  I  paid  this 
Lodge  two  visits,  the  first  on  the  17th  of  February,  when 
I  was  introduced  by  V.  W.  Bro.  John  Parsell,  D.  of  C, 
who  takes  a  most  prominent  part  in  the  welfare  of  this 
Lodge,  and  was  received  with  honors  befitting  the  office. 
The  bright,  but  not  spacious   Lodge  room,   was   well 
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filled  with  members  and  visitors,  among  the  latter  being 
W.  Bro.  J.  J.  Thompson,  District  Secretary;  W.  Bro. 
W.  E.  Smith,  P.M.  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  75 ;  Bro. 
McKinnon,  S.W.,  and  Bro.  V.  E.  Hart,  Secretary  of  the 
latter  Lodge.  W.  Bro.  Taylor,  W.M.  of  Acacia  Lodge, 
presented  for  my  inspection  the  first  degree,  his  first 
effort,  and  while  the  work  was  not  as  accurate  as  I  ex- 
pected to  find  it,  yet  I  felt  satisfied  that  if  the  D.D.G.M. 
was  not  present  it  would  have  been  done  better.  The 
Junior  Warden  and  the  Inner  Guard  were  exceptionally 
good  in  their  parts.  The  Secretary,  Bro.  Brownlee, 
gives  close  attention  to  his  duties,  and  the  Treasurer,  W. 
Bro.  John  Richardson,  is  the  right  brother  for  the 
'  position.  The  Lodge  on  this  evening  marked  its  ap- 
proval of  his  services  by  presenting  him  with  a  Past 
Master's  apron.  The  Past  Masters  take  an  active  in- 
terest in  the  work,  and  give  encouragement  to  the  offi- 
cers. It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  at  this  meeting  a 
grant  of  $50  was  made  by  the  Lodge  to  a  brother  who 
had  been  severely  injured  in  his  employment  as  engineer 
on  the  G.T.R.,  and  this  nice  donation  was  supplemented 
by  an  equal  amount  subscribed  the  same  evening  by  the 
members.  It  is  said*  that  "when  charity  prevails  the 
Lodge  will  prove  a  vehicle  of  virtue,  truth  and  love." 
My  second  visit  to  Acacia  Lodge  was  on  the  19th  of 
May,  when  I  received  another  hearty  welcome.  I  was 
again  accompanied  by  the  District  Secretary,  also  W. 
Bro.  Chapman,  W.M.,  and  W.  Bro.  Slater,  Secretary  of 
St.  Andrew's  Lodge,  No.  16;  W.  Bros.  John  Nicholson 
and  Egan,  of  Stevenson  Lodge,  No.  218.  There  were 
38  members  and  12  visitors  present.  Four  candidates 
were  balloted  for  and  accepted,  and  one  initiated.  This 
shows  prosperity  for  the  youngest  Lodge  in  the  Dis- 
trict. The  membership  at  present  is  93,  an  increase  of 
9  during  the  year.  Average  attendance,  31.  The 
Lodge  is  somewhat  peculiarly  situated,  and  is  at  a  dis- 
advantage as  regards  its  officers,  some  of  whom  reside 
in  the  city  and  some  at  a  distance  in  the  county,  thus 
making  it  difficult  to  meet  for  rehearsals.  The  work 
on  this  occasion  showed  a  marked  improvement,  and  I 
complimented  W.  Bro.  Taylor  and  his  officers.  The 
opening  and  closing  in  the  three  degrees  was  also 
shown.      This  is  the  Lodge  that  the  District  Chaplain, 
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W .  Bro.  Rev.  W.  L.  Baynes-Reed  makes  his  Masonic 
home,  and  he  was  present  at  this  last  visit.  This  Lodge 
is  not  behind  in  the  matter  of  musical  talent,  which  in- 
creased the  interest  in  the  fourth  degree  on  both  occa- 
sions. A  very  pleasant  evening  was  spent  at  the  re- 
freshment board.  V.  W.  Bro.  Parsell,  who  is  always  at 
hand  and  r^ady  for  any  duty,  aptly  replied  to  the  toast 
of  "Grand  Lodge,"  while  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Walters,  with 
speech  and  sjiig,, assisted  in  the  entertainment. 

Laying  the  Comer  Stone  of  Bro.  Robert  Bums 
Memjrial  Statue. — The  Acting  Grand  Master,  R.  W. 
Bro.  Harding,  having  been  invited  by  the  Bums  Me- 
morial Committee  to  lay  the  corner  stone  of  the  statue 
to  be  erected  in  the  Allen  Gardens,  Toronto,  and  hav- 
ing accepted  the  invitation,  a  Special  Communication  of 
Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  the  Temple  Building,  Toron- 
to, on  Saturday  afternoon,  June  21st,  1902.  The  sev- 
tral  Ledges  of  both  Districts  in  the  city  met  prior  to 
opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  under  the  auspices  of 
the  oldest  Lodge,  St.  Andrew's,  No.  16.  The  brethren, 
to  the  number  of  about  700,  and  headed  by  the  48th 
Highlanders  Band,  marched  in  procession,  in  order  of 
warrant,  to  the  Allen  Gardens,  where  the  Acting  Grand 
Master  consecrated  the  stone  with  corn,  wine  and  oil 
nnd  pronounced  it  well  made,  truly  laid,  well  proved, 
true  and  trusty.  Addresses  were  then  delivered  and 
the  interesting  ceremony  brought  to  a  most  successful 
conclusion.  The  procession  reformed,  and  returning 
to  the  Temple  Building,  the  Grand  Lodge  closed. 

Joint  Coronation  and  St.  John's  Day  Service. — ^To- 
ronto West  District,  No.  11,  and  Toronto  East  District, 
No.  1 1  a,  combined  for  the  purpose  of  celebrating  the 
festival  of  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  the  coronation  of  His 
Majesty  King  Edward  VH.  The  members,  to  the  num- 
ber of  nearly  one  thousand,  assembled  at  the  Temple 
Building  at  3  p.m.,  Sunday,  June  22nd,  and  headed  by 
the  Royal  Grenadiers'  Band,  proceeded  to  St.  James 
Cathedral.  An  appropriate  sermon  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  Canon  Welch,  M.A.,  D.C.L.,  rector  of  the  Ca- 
thedral, and  Bro.  Rev.  A.  U.  DePencier,  the  musical 
part  being  under  the  direction  of  Bro.  Dr.  Albert  Ham, 
the  organist  of  the  Cathedral.  The  program  was  an 
exceptionally  fine   one.  and    included    the    Hallelujah 
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Chorus.  The  anthem  solo  was  taken  by  Bro.  Alan  Fair- 
weather.  Rev.  Canon  Welch  took  for  his  text,  Micah, 
6th  chapter,  19  th  verse:  "He  that  showeth  thee,  O 
man,  what  is  good,  and  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of 
thee,  but  to  do  justly  and  to  love  mercy  and  to  walk 
humbly  with  thy  God."  Among  those  who  attended 
were  R.  W.  Bro.  Judge  Harding,  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter; Most  W.  Bros.  J.  K.  Kerr,  E.  T.  Malone  and  W.  A. 
Sutherland,  of  Rochester,  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
many  Right  Worshipful,  Very  Worshipful  and  Worship- 
ful brethren. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness  of  which  I 
have  been  the  happy  recipient,  and  I  surrender  the  gavel 
of  office  with  mingled  gladness  and  regret;  the  former, 
because  I  feel  I  am  able  to  transmit  to  my  successor  a 
very  satisfactory  state  of  Craft  affairs  in  this  large  and 
influential  District;  the  latter,  because  of  this  official 
parting  with  my  brethren,  at  whose  hands  I  have  re- 
ceived many  acts  of  kindness,  so  many  words  of  cheer 
and  comfort,  and  for  my  successor  in  this  sacred  trust  I 
bespeak  a  repetition  of  what  has  been  extended  to  me.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

In  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  report  on 
the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Ontario  District  No.  12,  I 
desire  at  the  outset  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  my 
brethren  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  in  my  elec- 
tion as  official  representative  of  the  Most  Worshipful 
the  Grand  Master  in  this  District.  Personally  I  felt 
that  this  honor  was  unmerited,  but  submitting  to  the  in- 
evitable, I  have  endeavored  to  discharge  my  duties  to 
the  best  of  my  skill  and  ability,  and  now  that  the  year's 
work  has  been  completed,  and  I  render  an  account  of 
my  stewardship,  I  trust  that  the  brethren  may  have  no 
cause  to  regret  their  action  of  a  year  ago,  but  rather  that 
my  course  may  meet  with  a  fair  share  of  their  approval 
and  esteem.  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  I 
have  paid  an  official  visit  to  each  of  the  25  Lodges  in 
the  District,  and  some  of  them  I  have  visited  several 
times.  I  have  made  the  request  in  almost  every  Lodge 
10  be  permitted  to  do  some  part  of  the  work  of  the  even- 
ing, and  the  idea  in  every  case  has  been  kindly  enter- 
t  ined  by  the  W.M.  I  was  thus  enabled  to  teach,  by 
example  as  well  as  precept,  which  to  my  mind  should 
be  an  essential  part  in  the  qualification  of  every  D.D.G. 
M.  At  the  same  time,  by  entering  actively  into  the 
duties  of  the  Lodge,  the  officers  were  made  to  feel  more 
at  ease,  and  were  able  to  do  themselves  greater  credit 
on  that  account.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  say  that  in  no 
Lodge  have  I  found  the  work  poorly  or  even  indiffer- 
ently done;  that  while  many  excel,  all  are  endeavoring 
to  render  the  ritualistic  part  of  our  ceremonies  in  a  man- 
ner commensurate  with  the  beauty  and  the  importance 
of  the  great  truths  therein  contained. 

Dispensations. — ^The  following  dispensations  were  re- 
quested and  granted  during  the  year,  and  the  fees  there- 
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for  duly  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Secretary:  To  at- 
tend divine  service,  clothed  as  Masons :  Somerville,  U. 
D.,  January  19,  1902;  Faithful  Brethren,  No.  JJ^  June 
22,  1902,  and  Hope,  No.  114,  June  29,  1902.  A  request 
for  dispensation  to  permit  Ae  brethren  of  a  Lodge  to 
appear  in  public  clothed  as  Masons,  on  Sunday,  for  the 
purpose  of  marching  to  the  cemetery  and  decorating 
with  flowers  the  graves  of  departed  brethren,  I  felt  im- 
pelled to  refuse. 

Lodge  of  Instruction. — In  conformity  with  the  sug- 
gestion in  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  condi- 
tion of  Masonry  that  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  should  be 
held  in  every  district  during  the  year,  I  called  such  a 
Lodge  to  meet  under  the  joint  auspices  of  Corinthian, 
No.  loi,  and  Peterboro,  No.  155,  in  the  town  of  Peter- 
boro,  on  March  6,  1902.  This  meeting  was  largely  at- 
tended, 244  brethren  having  registered  their  names,  and 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  much  pleasure  and  profit 
was  the;  result.  The  assembled  representatives  were 
fortunate  in  having  present  on  this  occasion  R.  W.  Bro. 
Harding,  Acting  Grand  Master ;  R.  W.  Bro.  Worth,  D. 
D.G.M.  Erie  District  No.  i,  and  other  distinguished 
brethren,  who  took  a  lively  interest  in  the  discussions, 
and  thereby  enhanced  the  value  of  the  meeting  to  all 
present.  Unfortunately  for  myself,  a  lengthened  seri- 
ous illness  prevented  my  attendance,  and  my  thanks  are 
due,  and  are  hereby  tendered,  to  all  who  in  any  way  as- 
sisted in  making  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  a  success,  and 
especially  are  they  due  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Shortly  and  V.  W. 
Bro.  Dennistoun,  who  so  ably  filled  the  position  allotted 
to  myself  on  this  occasion.  In  the  afternoon  the  ex- 
emplification of  the  work  in  the  first  and  second  degrees 
were  given  by  Cedar,  No.  270,  Oshawa,  W.  Bro.  Rev.  J. 
J.  Rae,  W.M.,  and  Clementi,  No.  313,  Lakefield,  W.  Bro. 
Dr.  J.  R.  Fraser,  W.M.,  and  in  the  evening  the  third  de- 
gree was  exemplified  by  Faithful  Brethren,  No.  JT^ 
Lindsay,  W.  Bro.  D.  R.  Anderson,  W.M.  It  is  need- 
less to  say  that  all  the  Lodges  acquitted  themselves  with 
distinction,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  and  gratifica- 
tion of  the  brethren  present.  Dedication — A  special 
feature  of  this  gathering  was  the  dedication,  in  ample 
form,  of  the  new  hall  occupied  by  the  Peterboro  Lodges. 
For  this  purpose  an  Especial  Communication  of  Grand 
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Lodge  was  convened  at  8  o'clock,  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding, 
Acting  Grand  Master,  presiding.  As  this  ceremony  is 
reported  among  the  proceedings  of  the  several  Especial 
Communications  of  Grand  Lodge,  I  need  add  nothing 
further  than  to  say  that  the  work  of  the  several  officers 
and  pro-tempore  officers  of  Grand  Lodge  was  an  object 
lesson  to  all  present,  and  one  long  to  be  remembered.. 
March  6th  was  a  red-letter  day  in  the  annals  of  Masonry 
in  Peterboro,  and  let  us  hope,  in  the  whole  District.  A 
sumptuous  banquet  closed  the  day's  labor.  I  am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  utmost  har- 
mony exists  among  the  several  Lodges  of  the  District, 
and  that  peace,  prosperity  and  progress  are  the  watch- 
words all  along  the  line.  In  every  Lodge  I  have  been 
most  kindly  received  and  hospitably  entertained,  and 
with  one  exception  the  usual  grant  towards  the  D.D.G. 
M's  expenses  has  freely  and  voluntarily  contributed. 

I  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  in  order  to  reap  the  great- 
est amount  of  benefit  from  our  present  system  of  visita- 
tion, D.D.G.M's  should  be  given  a  two  years'  term  of 
office,  as  is  now  accorded  to  the  G.M.  and  D.G.M.,  the 
change  in  D.D.G.M's  not  to  be  made  the  same  year  as 
the  new  G.M.  and  D.G.M.  are  elected;  also  that  at  the 
conclusion  of  two  years'  faithful  service  Grand  Lodge 
should  present  to  each  retiring  D.D.G.M.  a  suit  of  re- 
galia as  a  souvenir  of  the  arduous,  but  pleasant  duty  he 
has  been  called  upon  to  perform  in  the  interests  of  the 
craft. 

Ontario  District  regrets  exceedingly  the  death  during 
the  ecrly  part  of  the  year,  of  our  late  esteemed  Grand 
Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford,  but  it  is  a 
source  of  congratulation  that  the  mantle  has  fallen  upon 
one  so  well  fitted  to  fill  the  office  with  honor  and  dignity 
as  the  present  Acting  Grand  Master,  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  E. 
Harding.  Appended  is  the  report  of  my  visits  to  the 
several  Lodges,  also  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  work 
done  in  each  during  the  year. 

Ontario  Lodge,  No.  26,  Port  Hope.  W.  Bro.  L.  H. 
Wilson,  W.M.;  R.  W.  Bro.  W.  J.  Robertson,  Secretary: 
Paid  my  official  visit  to  this,  the  oldest  Lodge  in  the  Dis- 
trict, on  December  27.  1901,  when  I  had  the  honor  of 
acting  as  Installing  Master  and  installing  and  investing 
the  officers  for  1902.       Ontario  has  long  held  a  high 
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place  among  the  best  working  Lodges  of  the  District, 
and  this  high  standing  bids  fair  to  be  maintained.  Be- 
fore the  installation  ceremony  W.  Bro.  Brown,  now  LP. 
M  and  his  officers  conferred  the  sublime  degree  of  a 
M.M.  upon  one  candidate,  and  although  not  done  for 
inspection,  this  Lodge  having  been  visited  and  reported 
on  by  my  predecessor  during  the  year  1901,  was  well 
and  impressively  rendered.  The  W.  M. -elect  did  not 
seem  to  have  a  very  good  grasp  of  the  work.  It  is  but 
fair  to  state  that  this  was  on  account  of  his  having  been 
for  some  time  absent  from  the  Lodge.  I  have  since 
been  informed  that  great  improvement  has  been  made 
and  that  he  is  now  able  to  work  all  the  degrees.  I  was 
much  impressed  with  R.  W.  Bro.  Robertson's  method 
of  keeping  his  books  and  with  the  completeness  of  his 
annual  report.  Taken  altogether,  it  is  the  best  I  have 
seen.  Would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  first  part  of 
Clause  214,  B.  of  C,  1901,  should  in  all  cases  be  com- 
plied with,  also  that  none  beneath  the  degree  of  a  Mas- 
ter Mason  is  eligible  for  election  to  any  office  in  the 
Lodge.  Ontario  Lodge  mourns  the  loss  by  death  of 
V.  W.  Bro.  Hoffman,  P.G.S.B.,  a  brother  of  exemplary 
character  and  sterling  worth,  and  one  of  its  oldest  mem- 
bers, he  having  been  initiated  in  this  Lodge  in  1866. 

Composite  Lodge,  No.  30,  Whitby.  W  .Bro.  George 
Britton,  W.M. ;  W.  Bro.  Joseph  White,  Secretary :  I 
shall  long  retain  pleasant  recollections  of  my  warm  and 
enthusiastic  reception  at  the  hands  of  the  brethren  of 
Composite  Lodge  at  their  regular  meeting  on  January 
3,  1902.  Was  pleased  to  meet  W.  Bro.  Dr.  Moore  and 
Bro.  Eddy,  of  Mount  Zion,  returning  the  fraternal  visit 
of  Composite  brethren  on  November  19th,  and  I  thank 
them  for  their  kind  words  of  cheer  and  commendation. 
During  the  evening  the  third  degree  was  conferred  upon 
one  candidate,  which  was  done  in  an  excellent  manner. 
W.  Bro.  Britton  and  his  officers,  who  were  all  installed 
but  a  few  days*  previous  to  my  visit,  did  their  work  with 
credit  to  themselves  and  honor  to  the  Lodge,  and  I  feel 
safe  in  saying  that  any  work  they  may  be  called  upon 
to  do  during  the  year  will  be  of  that  high  order  which 
has  long  characterized  Composite  Lodge.

Altogether  this  was  one  of  the  most  delightful  visits  of 
the  year. 

Jerusalem  Lodge,  No.  31,  Bowmanville.  W.  Bro.  T. 
G.  Bragg,  W.M.;  Bro.  Jos.  Pattinson,  Secretary:  Emer- 
gent meeting,  Junei26,  1902.  This  Lodge  stands  among 
the  leaders  in  the  District  for  prompt,  clear  cut  and  ac- 
curate work.  One  candidate  presented  himself  for  ini- 
tiation, which  degree  was  conferred  in  a  faultless  man- 
ner, every  officer  from  W.M.  to  Tyler  acquitting  him- 
self with  distinction.  Jerusalem  Lodge  contains  a  large 
number  of  well-skilled,  warm-hearted  and  enthusiastic 
craftsmen,  and  may  be  classed  among  the  best  workers 
in  the  District.  Having  to  catch  a  train  prevented  me 
from  participating  in  the  w^ork  of  the  fourth,  which  I  am 
told  is  worked  on  a  scale  in  keeping  with  the  other  de- 
grees.     The  books  are  well  and  neatly  kept. » 

Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  39,  Brooklin.  W.  B.  Edwin 
Snudder.  W.M. ;  Bro.  Chas.  J.  Spence,  Secretary :  This 
Lodge,  which  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  District,  hav- 
ing been  instituted  in  1852,  has  had  a  varied  experience, 
and  for  some  years,  owing  to  limited  territory  and  other 
legitimate  causes,  has  not  done  much  work,  but  the  loy- 
alty and  devotion  of  a  few  members  has  kept  the  Lodge 
together,  and  now  there  are  signs  of  the  return  of  its  old- 
time  prosperity.  The  membership  is  small,  but  is  com- 
posed of  the  right  kind  of  material,  the  foremost  men  of 
the  village  and  surrounding  country  having  their  names 
on  its  roll.  I  visited  Mount  Zion  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing on  November  19,  1901.  The  attendance  of  mem- 
bers was  small,  but  a  pleasing:  feature  was  the  presence 
of  a  large  contingent  from  Composite  Lodge.  Whitby, 
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who  Very  kindly  drove  out  to  pay  a  fraternal  visit  and 
lend  a  hand  in  the  work.  During  the  evening  the  sub- 
lime degree  of  a  Master  Mason  was  conferred  upon  one 
candidate,  W.  Bro.

The  books  are  well  and  neatly  kept,  and  it 
goes  without  saying  that  whatever  Masonic  duty  Bro. 
Eddy  undertakes  will  be  done  with  credit  to  himself  and 
honor  to  the  craft. 

Durham  Lodge,  No.  66,  Newcastle.  W.  Bro.  J.  K. 
Allen,  W.M.;  Bro.  E.  Simmons,  Secretary:  Paid  my 
official  visit  to  this  Lodge  on  Wednesday,  the  25th  of 
June,  1902,  when  I  had  the  honor  of  installing  the  offi- 
cers for  the  ensuing  twelve  months.  The  night  was 
exceedingly  inclement,  the  rain  falling  in  torrents.  This 
made  the  attendance  of  members  necessarily  small,  but 
my  reception  was  none  the  less  hearty  on  this  account. 
After  the  installation  a  candidate  was  initiated  into  the 
mysteries  of  Masonry,  the  chair  being  occupied  by  W. 
Bro.  McLeod,  I. P.M.  The  work  was  done  in  a  credit- 
able manner.  The  Secretary's  books  are  neatly  kept, 
bat  the  arrears  of  dues  is  far  too  large  for  a  Lodge  of 
this  size.  Would  respectfully  suggest  that  a  special 
effort  should  be  made  to  rid  the  books  of  this  burden. 
With  a  W.M.  of  the  social  and  financial  standing  of  Bro. 
Allen  we  bespeak  a  renewal  of  prosperity  for  Durham 
Lodge.  This  Lodge  mourns  the  loss  of  Bro.  Captain 
Milligan,  who  nobly  sacrified  his  life  for  the  honor  of 
Canada  and  the  integrity  of  the  empire  at  the  battle  of 
Hart's  River,  South  Africa. 

Faithful  Brethren  Lodge,  No.  y^j,  Lindsay.  W.  Bro. 
D.  R.  Anderson,  W.M.;  Bro.  R.  G.  Corneil,  Secretary: 
Visited  this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting,  February  7, 
1902,  and  received  a  royal  reception  at  the  hands  of  the 
Lindsay  brethren.  The  attendance  was  large,  when 
th?  almost  impassable  condition  of  the  roads  is  taken 
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into  consideration.  R.  W.  Bro.  Harding,  Acting  Grand 
Master,  was  pleased  to  pay  an  official  visit  the  same 
evening,  and  the  presence  of  so  distinguished  a  visitor 
was  a  most  gratifying  feature  of  this  truly  fraternal 
gathering.

Visited  this  Lodge  officially  May  21,  1902,  and  received 
a  very  cordial  reception  from  the  large  number  of  breth- 
reji  present.  This  Lodge  stands  in  the  front  rank  of 
the  best  working  Lodges  of  the  District.  The  officers, 
by  frequent  rehearsals,  have  attained  a  very  high  degree 
of  efficiency.  The  evening's  work  was  the  initiation  of 
a  cand'd  te,  which  was  done  in  a  faultless  manner. 
Where  every  officer  is  a  "  star  "  it  is  difficult  to  particu- 
larise, but  in  justice  to  the  J.W.,  Bro.  H.  Nesbitt,  I  wish 
to  say  that  his  rendering  of  the  lecture  was  a  treat  such 
as  I  have  seldom  listened  to.  Corinthian  Lodge  has 
enjoyed  a  prcsperous  year,  and  its  officers  are  entitled 
to  the  very  highest  credit  for  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  they  exemplify  the  work.  The  books  are  well 
kept  and  dues  well  collected. 

Hope  Lodge,  No.  114,  Port  Hope.  W.  Bro.  A.  G. 
Aldrich,  M.D.,  W.M. ;  W.  Bro.  Thos.  H.  Bell,  Se^etary : 
Visited  this  Lodge  on  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Evan- 
gelist, when  a  joint  meeting  with  Ontario  Lodge  was 
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held  for  the  purpose  of  installation  of  officers  and  re- 
ception cf  the  D.D.G.M.,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  in- 
stalling and  investing  the  officers-elect  for  1902.  Hope 
Lodge  had  just  passed  through  a  very  quiet  year,  with 
little  or  no  work,  but  with  the  New  Year  came  a  revival, 
and  since  then  candidates  have  been  plentiful.  I  have 
had  no  opportunity  to  w^itness  the  conferring  of  any  de- 
grees in  Hope  Lodge,  but  judging  from  the  skill  and 
ability  displayed  by  W.  Bro.

Stericker,  whose  business  successes 
were  responsible  for  h  s  removal  to  a  higher  sphere  of 
usefulness  in  Montreal.  The  notice  for  this  meeting 
called  for  no  actual  work,  but  W.  Bro.

T.  Wood,  W.M.:  Bro.  George  E.  Burnham,  Secretary: 
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Paid  my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  at  an  emergent  meet- 
ing en  May  20th.  .  After  perusing  the  report  of  my 
predecessor  on  this  Lodge,  1  should  not  have  been  sur- 
prised to  find  it  in  a  rather  backward  condition,  but  to 
my  extreme  gratification  I  found  the  very  opposite  to  be 
the  crse.  The  attendance  was  quite  large,  and  I  re- 
ceived a  most  cordial  and  enthusiastic  reception.  The 
work  of  the  evening  was  the  conferring  of  the  sublime 
degree  upon  a  young  craftsman  who  was  to  leave  for 
England  the  following  morning,  this  emergent  meeting 
liaving  been  called  for  that  special  purpose.

W.  H.  Walkey,  Sec- 
retary :  This  is  the  Lodge  in  which  I  have  the  honor 
of  membership,  and  I  consequently  attend  all  its  meet- 
ings, but  my  official  visit  as  D.D.G.M.  was  made  at  the 
regular  meeting  on  May  2,  1902.  Numerically,  Peter- 
boro Lodge  can  boast  of  being  the  banner  Lodge  of  the 
District,  having  on  its  roll  157  names,  and  this  number 
is  being  t.dded  to  at  nearly  every  meeting.  Five  mem- 
bers have  been  called  away  by  death  during  the  year. 
On  the  evening  of  my  visit  there  was  a  large  attendance 
of  members  and  visiting  brethren.

E.  P.  Cuflfe,  Secretary:  Paid 
my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting 
on  April  22,  1902.  I  am  free  to  admit  that  this  was 
the  only  Lodge  in  the  District  that  caused  me  any  anx- 
iety on  c-ccepting  office.  It  has  been  for  many  years 
in  a  semi-dormant  state,  and  on  more  than  one  occasion 
P.D.D.G.M's  contemplated  calling  in  the  charter,  but 
to  my  infinite  surprise  and  gratification  the  Lodge  has 
aroused  itself  from  its  lethargic  condition  and  now  bids 
fair  soon  to  take  its  proper  place  among  the  most  pros- 
perous Lodges  of  the  District.  Thanks  to  the  energy 
of  W.  Bro.

Regular  meeting  June  20,  1902.  On  my  visit  to  this 
Lodge  I  was  accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Gibson.  V.  W. 
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Bro.  Munro,  W.  Bro.  Conway  and  Bro.  Butcher,  of 
Peterboro,  all  well  skilled  and  clever  workers,  who  un- 
dertook the  fifty  mile  drive  from  Peterboro  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cheering  up  and  encouraging  the  brethren  of 
our  northern  suburb.  Verulam  Lodge  has  been  pass- 
ing through  a  period  of  depression,  having  had  only 
two  candidates  in  eight  years,  but  the  members  have 
nobly  stuck  together,  and  now  a  brighter  time  is  in 
view,  as  four  petitions  were  received  at  this  meeting. 
With  the  help  of  the  aforesaid  brethren  we  resolved  our- 
selves into  a  sort  of  traveHng  Lodge  of  Instruction  and 
assisted  the  W.M.  in  the  exemplification  of  the  first  de- 
gree. The  brother  who  acted  as  candidate,  having  been 
initiated  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago,  expressed  him- 
self as  deeply  impressed  with  the  excellence  of  the  cere- 
mony as  now  rendered,  in  comparison  with  the  work  of 
that  early  date.  Would  recommend  the  securing  of 
tracing  boards  to  assist  the  Wardens  in  delivering  the 
lectures.  Bro.  Smiff,  as  Secretary,  is  the  right  man  in 
the  right  place.  We  anticipate  a  bright  future  for  this 
Lodge. 

Cedar  Lodge,  No.  270,  Oshawa.  W.  Bro.  Rev.  J.  J. 
Rae,  W.M. ;  W.  Bro.  L.  K.  Murton,  Secretary :  Paid 
my  official  visit  to  this  Lodge  on  January  10,  when  an 
emrrgent  meeting  was  called  in  connection  with  Le- 
banon Lodge,  and  was  accorded  a  very  warm  and  enthu- 
siastic reception.  As  the  officers  had  been  so  recently 
installed  one  would  scarcely  expect  to  find  them  quite 
at  home  in  their  several  positions,  but  to  my  great  grati- 
fication the  first  degree  was  exemplified  in  a  very  satis- 
factory manner,  although  slightly  marred  by  nervous- 
ness. Bro.  J.W.,  in  delivering  the  lecture  for  the  first 
time,  especially  distinguished  himself.  From  what  I 
saw  and  heard  I  was  perfectly  satisfied  that  Cedar  Lodge 
does  first-class  work  in  every  respect.  At  the  close  the 
brethren  were  invited  to  the  banqueting  hall,  where  W. 
Bro.  Rae  presided  with  his  usual  skill,  and  a  most  enjoy- 
able hour  was  sfent  in  speec^i  ?nrl  toast  and  song.  The 
officers  of  Cedar  Lodge  readily  accepted  my  invitation 
to  attend  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  at  Peterboro  and  ex- 
emplify the  first  degree.  This  was  at  considerable 
personal  inconvenience  to  many  of  them,  but  the 
Oshawa  brethren  never  shirk  anything  of  the  nature  of 
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a  Masonic  duty.  It  was  the  generally  expressed  opin- 
ion of  those  present  that  the  presentation  of  the  work 
by  Cedir  Lodge  officers  left  nothing  further  to  be 
desired. 

Clementi  Lodge,  No.  313,  Lakefield.  W.  Bro.  J.  R. 
Fraser,  M.D.,  W.M.;  Bro.  R.  Q.  Dench,  Secretary:  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  this  Lodge  at  the  regular 
meeting  on  February  4,  1902,  and  was  accompanied  by 
V.  W.  Bro.  Munro,  W.  Bro.  Conway  and  W.  Bro. 
Stocker,  of  iPeterboro  Lodge.  The  roads  were  in  a 
wretched  condition  from  the  recent  heavy  snow-storm, 
and  the  night  cold  and  stormy,  but  the  w'armth  of  the 
Masonic  reception  one  meets  with  in  Lakefield  would 
well  repay  twice  the  inconvenience  we  experienced  in 
reaching  there.  The  notice  of  the  meeting  called  for 
the  initiation  of  Rev.  A.  W.  MacKenzie,  which  was  done 
in  due  time  and  in  a  manner  to  please  the  most  fastidi- 
ous. Every  officer  and  assisting  P.^L  acquitted  him- 
self in  a  manner  which  left  nothing  further  to  be  de- 
sired. I  congratulate  W.  Bro.  Fraser  on  being  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  a  Lodge  which  does  its  work  second  to 
none.  Bro.  Bench's  books  could  hardly  be  improved 
on,  and  the  dues  are  exceptionally  well  looked  after. 
Only  two  brethren  are  reported  as  in  arrears.  Long 
may  he  continue  to  be  known  as  the  model  Secretary. 
Clementi  Lodge  gives  special  attention  to  the  working 
of  the  fourth  degree,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  social 
side  of  Masonry,  which  in  my  mind  is  as  necessary  as  a 
correct  rendition  of  the  work.  After  the  Lodge  was 
closed  a  couple  of  pleasant  and  profitable  hours  were 
spent  around  the  festive  board  until  Bro.  J.W's  '*happy 
to  meet,  sorry  to  part"  ended  one. of  the  most  enjoyable 
meetings  of  the  year.  As  mentioned  elsewhere  in  the 
report,  Clementi  Lodge  very  kindly  consented  to  exem- 
plify the  second  degree  at  the  Lodge  of  Instruction  in 
Peterboro  on  March  6,  and  it  goes  without  saying  that 
the  work  was  done  in  such  a  manner  as  to  merit  the  very 
highest  enconiums. 

Orono  Lodge,  No.  325,  Orono.  W.  Bro.  Rev.  T.  W. 
Liggott,  W.M. ;  Bro.  T.  Smith,  Secretary :  Visited  this 
Lodge  at  an  emergent  meeting  on  the  27th  of  June, 
1902.  The  attendance  was  small.  The  work  of  the 
evening  was  the  passing  of  one  candidate,  the  former 
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part  of  the  ceremony  being  taken  by  the  W.M.  in  an 
earnest  though  rather  imperfect  manner.  It  is  but  fair 
to  state  that  the  W.M.,  who  is  a  comparatively  young 
Mason,  has  been  pushed  on  by  the  brethren  to  his  pres- 
ent position  more  rapidly  than  he  could  perfect  the  work 
with  the  limited  time  at  his  disposal.  The  S.W.  de- 
livered the  lecture  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The 
opening  and  closing  in  the  different  degrees  fairly  cor- 
rect. On  the  whole  the  work  of  this  Lodge  is  below 
the  average.  This  is  no  doubt  due  in  no  small  degree 
to  the  absence  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Linton,  who  has  been  an 
active  worker  in  this  Lodge  for  many  years.  Would 
recommend  that  the  officers  meet  more  frequently  for 
rehearsal  of  the  work.      Books  well  kept. 

Keene  Lodge,  No.  374,  Keene.  W.  Bro.  A.  D.  An- 
derson, W.M.;  R.  W.  Bro.  J.  M.  Shaw,  M.D.,  Secre- 
tary: Visited  this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting  on 
June  19,  1902,  accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Stocker  and 
Bro.  J.  G.  M.  Wilson,  of  Peterboro  Lodge.  The  Lodge 
was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  satisfactorily. 
The  work  of  the  evening  was  to  confer  the  sublime  de- 
gree on  one  candidate,  wh'ch  was  done  by  the  W.M" 
assisted  by  V.  W.  Bro.  McNeil  and  W.  Bro.  McCamus, 
in  a  correct  and  pleasing  manner,  the  raising  by  V.  W. 
Bro.  McNeil  being  worthy  of  special  mention.  The 
solemn  and  impressive  rendering  of  this  part  of  the 
ceremony  could  not  fail  to  make  a  lasting  impression  on 
the  minds  of  all  who  heard  it.  On  the  whole  this  Lodge 
does  admirable  work.  Keene  Lodge  being  the  home 
of  R.  W.  Bro.  Shaw,  P.D.D.G.M,  the  Lodge  naturally 
feels  the  influence  of  one  who  has  taken  such  a  deep 
interest  in  Masonry  as  he  has  for  many  years.  Was 
pleased  to  meet  here  Bro.  R.  Q.  Dench,  the  efficient 
Secretary  of  No.  313,  also  Bro.  Rev.  McCauley,  of  War- 
saw, whose  stirring  and  eloquent  words  were  an  incen- 
tive to  the  greater  devotion  to  every  Masonic  duty. 

Lome  Lodge,  No.  375.  W.  Bro.  G.  Stewart  Cam- 
eron, W.M.;  Bro.  Geo.  H.  English,  Acting  Secretary: 
Visited  Lome  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting  June  5, 
1902.  This  Lodge  has  suffered  severely  by  removal  of 
members  to  other  parts.  Five  candidates  were  initiated 
during  the  year  and  four  dimits  granted.  Like  most 
Lodges  locrted  in  villages,  this  one  is  very  tardy  in  be- 
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ginning  Masonic  labor.  Nine  o'clock  p.m.  is  too  late 
an  hour  to  open  the  Lodge.  Would  recommend  that 
the  brethren  make  an  effort  to  be  present  so  that  the  W. 
M.  may  open  promptly  at  the  hour  stated  in  the  notices. 
The  work  of  the  evening  was  the  initiation  of  one  candi- 
date, which  was  done  in  a  very  creditable  manner. 
Opening  and  closing  in  the  different  degrees  correctly 
done.  The  books  are  well  kept,  but  the  amount  of  dues 
outstanding  is  much  too  great.  The  financial  affairs 
of  Lome  Lodge  should  receive  immediate  and  vigorous 
attention. 

Victoria  Lodge,  No.  398,  Kirkfield.  W.  Bro.  A.  E. 
Staback,  W.M. ;  Bro.  Jas.  McClelland,  Secretary :  Vis- 
ited this  Lodge  it  the  regular  meeting  on  August  28, 
iQOi.  The  attendance  of  members  was  small  owing, 
no  doubt,  to  the  busy  season.  The  brethren  are  ex- 
ceedingly enthusiastic,  warm-hearted  and  hospitable, 
and  we  bespeak  for  any  representative  of  Grand  Lodge 
a  most  fraternal  and  hearty  reception  in  Victoria  Lodge, 
A  pleasing  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  presence  of  a 
dozen  members  of  The  Spry  Lodge,  Fenelon  Falls,  28 
miles  distant,  headed  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald ;  also  a 
delegation  from  Murray  Lodge,  Beaverton,  Bros, 
Rutherford  and  Welch  having  driven  20  miles  to  be  with 
us  in  K!rkfield.  Bro.  LG.  informed  me  that  it  had 
taken  him  the  whole  day  to  reach  Kirkfield,  but  having 
accepted  the  office  he  felt  it  an  imperative  duty  to  be 
present.  Such  enthusiasm,  and  such  sacrifices,  might 
well  bring  the  blush  of  shame  to  the  cheek  of  many  of 
our  easy-going  brethren  in  town  or  city,  who  often  find 
it  too  great  an  effort  to  reach  the  Lodge  room,  although 
residinsT  but  perhaps  a  few  blocks  away.  The  Lodge 
opened  late,  being  dependent,  as  in  some  other  places, 
on  the  arrival  of  a  train  and  the  distribution  of  the  mail. 
Such  trifles  should  not  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  the 
opening  of  the  Lodge  promptly  on  time.  The  room 
was  smqll  and  insufferably  hot.  I  am  informed  that 
the  Lodge  hrs  since  then  moved  into  larger  and  more 
comfortable  quarters,  "a  consummation  devoutly  to  be 
wished."  The  work  of  the  evening  was  the  passing  of 
two  candidates,  and  the  raising  of  one.  W.  Bro.  Sta- 
back  worked  the  second  degree  fairly  well,  but  received 
very  poor  support  from  the  Wardens.      As  the  officers 
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of  this  Lodge  were  installed  in  June,  it  is  but  fair  to 
state  that  I  have  no  doubt  much  better  work  will  be 
done  before  they  have  been  long  in  office.  W.  Bro. 
Mosgrove  conferred  the  third  degree,  which  was  done  in 
a  fairly  creditable  manner,  although  marked  by  the 
same  "  school-g^rl "  nervousness  as  that  in  the  former 
degree.  Bro.  McClelland,  as  Secretary-Treasurer,  has 
the  books  in  good  condition  and  the  dues  well  collected, 
but  I  would  suggest  that  as  soon  as  possible  the  offices 
of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  should  be  separated,  as  it  is 
not  according  to  generally  accepted  Masonic  usage  for 
one  brother  to  hold  both  offices. 

The  Spry  Lodge,  No.  406,  Fenelon  Falls.  W.  Bro. 
F.  A.  McDermid,  W.M.;  R.  W.  Bro.  E.  Fitzgerald, 
Secretary:  Visited  this  Lodge  on  the  evening  of 
August  29,  1901,  and  received  a  right  royal  reception  at 
the  hands  of  the  Fenelon  Falls  brethren.  As  previously 
stated,  a  large  delegation  from  The  Spry  had  come  up  to 
Kirkfield  to  assist  the  Victoria  brethren  to  do  honor  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  representative.  After  the  close  of 
Victoria  Lodge  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  accompany 
The  Spry  brethren  on  a  midnight  moonlight  cruise 
through  28  miles  of  the  Trent  Valley  waters,  including 
B  .Isam  L'jke,  Burnt  River,  Gull  River  and  Cameron 
Lake  to  Fenelon  Falls  in  the  trim  little  steam  yacht 
Dauntless,  owned  and  sailed  by  whole-souled  Bro.  Wm. 
Robson.  This  trip  was  one  of  the  most  pleasant  ex- 
periences in  my  round  of  visitations.  The  work  under 
inspection  was  the  initiation  of  two  candidates,  W.  Bro. 
Dr.  Graham,  now  LP.M.,  being  in  the  chair.  The  ini- 
tiation was  exceedingly  well  done,  the  latter  part  being 
taken  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald,  the  W.M.  having  re- 
ceived an  urgent  professional  call.  The  rendering  of 
the  J.W's  lecture  by  Bro.  McDermid  was  worthy  of 
very  special  mention,  in  fact,  was  given  in  a  manner 
above  criticism.  The  Spry  Lodge  is  doing  excellent 
work  and  is  most  complete  in  all  its  equipments.  The 
Secr.t  ry's  books  are  models  of  neatness,  and  reflect 
much  credit  on  the  painstaking  incumbent  of  that  office, 
V.  W.  Bro.  Farncombe.  One  feature  which  particu- 
larly struck  me  was  the  very  intelligent,  methodical  and 
business-like  manner  in  which  the  business  requiring  the 
attention  of  the  Lodge  was  discussed  and  disposed  of. 
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Taken  altogether,  The  Spry  ranks  high  among  the 
Lodges  of  the  District,  and. the  D.D.G.M.  who  is  fortu- 
nate enough  to  spend  a  day  in  Fenelon  Falls  will  realize 
that  the  lines  have  fallen  to  him  in  a  very  pleasant  place. 

Murray  Lodge,  No.  408,  Beaverton.  W.  Bro.  D. 
McKay,  W.M.;  W.  Bro.  W.  Williamson,  Secretary: 
Visited  this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting  on  August 
27,  1901.  Owing  to  the  busy  season,  the  apathy  of 
resident  members,  and  the  distance  which  many  mem- 
bers live  from  the  Lodge,  the  attendance  was  very  small. 
We  were  pleased  to  notice  the  presence  of  three  visitors 
from  distant  Lodf'cs.  The  work  of  the  third  degree 
was  gone  through  with  in  a  very  creditable  manner  by 
W.  Bro.  McKay  and  his  officers,  the  rendition  of  their 
several  parts  showing  much  care  in  preparation.  The 
opening  and  closing  m  the  three  degrees  was  well  done. 
Altogether  the  work  done  in  Murray  Lodge  is  satisfac- 
tory. If  the  Past  Masters  could  be  induced  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  its  affairs  I  think  Murray  Lodge  would 
be  greatly  benefited.  To  this  end  I  would  suggest  that 
they  be  seen  and  asked  to  do  a  part  of  the  work  at  each 
meeting;  that  the  Lodge  should  be  opened  sharp  on 
time  and  not  let  the  opening  depend  upon  such  uncer- 
tain occurrences  as  the  arrival  of  a  train  or  the  distri- 
bution of  the  mail.  Postponing  Masonic  work  far  into 
the  night,  until  every  other  duty,  real  or  fancied,  is  per- 
formed, is  not  calculated  to  give  the  brethren  a  true  idea 
of  its  importance.  Also,  when  possible,  provide  light 
refreshments  and  encourage  the  brethren  to  spend  an 
hour  in  social  intercourse  after  the  close  of  the  Lodge. 
This  Lodge  reports  no  arrears  of  dues,  which  is  cer- 
tainly an  enviable  condition  of  affairs,  and  reflects  credit 
on  its  enthusiastic  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  Williamson.  The 
books  are  in  a  fiirly  good  condition,  but  are  lacking  in 
that  neatness  so  characteristic  of  the  work  of  most  Sec- 
retaries in  this  District. 

Fidelity  Lodge,  No.  428,  Port  Perry.  W.  Bro.  Geo  Mc- 
Tntyre  Gibbs,  W.M.;  W.  Bro.  Wm.  Spence,  Secretary: 
Paid  my  official  vis't  to  this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meet- 
ing on  May  16,  1902.  Found  a  large  number  of  breth- 
ren present,  and  received  an  exceedingly  pleasant  and 
hjarty  r.^ception.  Lodge  opened  rather  late.  The 
Lodge  was  opened  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner  by  W.  Bro.   Beatty,  now  T.P. 
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M.,  and  his  officers.  The  J.W.  being  absent,  his  office 
was  admirably  filled  by  W.  Bro.  Harrison.  The  work 
of  the  evening  was  the  conferring  of  the  F.C.  degree 
upon  one  candidate,  which  was  done  in  a  very  creditable 
manner.  The  lecture  as  delivered  by  Bro.  S.  W.  was 
especially  well  done,  and  the  work  of  Bro.  Doubt  as 
Ch  plain  was  worthy  of  special  mention.  The  Secre- 
tary's books  are  as  neat  as  could  be  desjred,  and  the  dues 
are  well  looked  after  and  paid  up.  The  outlook  for  Fi- 
delity Lodge  is  very  bright.  Four  petitions  were  re- 
ceived at  this  meeting.  Am  informed  that  this  Lodge 
has  suffered  frjm  the  indiscriminate  use  of  the  black 
ball,  but  I  hope  that  no  unworthy  motive  will  further 
prompt  the  brethren  to  prostitute  the  legitimate  use  of 
this  safeguard  to  our  ancient  privileges.  It  is  most 
encouraging  to  see  the  number  of  young  men  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  affairs  of  this  Lodge.  We  were 
pleased  to  meet  visitors  from  Jerusalem  and  Zeredatha 
at  this  meeting.  A  pleasant  hour  over  strawberries 
and  cream,  recounting  Masonic  reminiscences,  closed 
one  of  the  most  agreeable  evenings  of  the  course. 

Havelock  Lodge,  No.  435,  Havelock.  W.  Bro.  Thos. 
H.  Cummings,  W.M.;  Bro.  A.  Kniewasser,  Secretary: 
Visited  this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting  on  January 
17,  1902,  when  I  had  the  honor  of  installing  the  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Was  accompanied  on  this  visit 
by  W.  Bro.  Stocker,  who  rendered  valuable  assistance 
in  the  installation  ceremony  as  well  as  in  the  fourth  de- 
gree, which  the  Havelock  brethren  work  to  perfection. 
After  the  installation  W.  Bro.  Cummings,  who,  by  the 
way,  had  some  time  previously  occupied  the  East  in  this 
Lodge,  and  who  was  now  honored  with  another  term  in 
office  in  rew^ard  for  his  zeal  anl  fidelity,  conferred  the 
third  d  gree  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  receiving 
good  support  from  his  subordinate  officers.  The  Have- 
lock brethren  introduce  into  this  degree  a  feature  pecu- 
liarly their  own,  which  if  carried  out  with  due  decorum, 
as  I  am  assured  it  always  is,  adds  to  the  solemnity  of  the 
c  ccasion,  and  can  not  fail  to  make  a  lasting  impression 
upon  thi  mind  of  the  candidate.  The  work  of  this 
Lodge  is  in  every  way  up  to  date  and  satisfactory.  In 
point  of  w^ork  done  Havelock  leads  the  District  with 
fifteen  initiations,  and  a  total  of  forty  degrees  conferred 
during  the  year.      The  membership  is  made  up  largely 
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of  railway  men,  than  whom  no  more  zealous  and  enthu- 
siastic Masons  are  to  be  found.  With  W.  Bro.  Dodds 
as  tutor,  the  brethren  are  developing  a  degree  of  elo- 
quence which  is  truly  commendable,  the  number  of  clear 
cut  and  sensible  speeches  around  the  banquet  table  be- 
ing far  above  the  average  heard  on  such  occasions.  In 
Bro.  Kniewasser  thf  Lodge  possesses  a  Secretary  who 
is  alive  to  every  ^uty  of  his  office,  and  performs  the 
same  promptly  and  efficiently. 

Arcadia  Lodge,  No.  440,  Minden.  W.  Bro.  Wm. 
Giles,  W.M.;  Bro.  W.  S.  Munn,  Secretary:  I  visited 
this  Lodge  at  the  regular  meeting  August  23,  1901,  ac- 
companied by  R.  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald,  who  kindly  went 
along  to  give  me  encouragement  and  counsel,  this  be- 
ing my  first  official  visitation.  I  found  the  Minden 
brethren  as  receptive  and  warm  hearted  as  had  been  re- 
presented to  me.  To  spend  an  evening^with  them  fully 
repays  one  for  the  agony  experienced  during  the  28 
mile  drive  from  Minden  and  return,  over  a  road  such 
as  naver  "  has  been."  On  the  return  trip,  through 
darkness  that  could  be  felt,  with  Bro.  McCallum  as 
guide,  my  mind  dwelt  continually  on  the  familiar  ques- 
tion, "  In  all  cases  of  difficulty  and  danger  in  whom  do 
you  put  your  trust?"  During  the  evening  one  candi- 
date was  conducted  through  the  ceremony  of  initiation 
in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  by  W.  Bro.  Hartle  and  his 
able  staff  of  officers.  Owing  to  the  absence  from  home 
of  some  of  the  officers  I  was  prevented  from  seeing  Ar- 
cadia at  its  best,  but  their  places  were  well  filled,  and 
what  I  did  see  convinced  me  that  excellent  work  is  be- 
ing done.

Bro.  Watson.  Bro.  Watson  gave  the  explanation  of 
the  tracing  board  in  a  very  effective  and  impressive 
manner,  although  rather  more  voluminous  than  is  at 
present  recognized.  Bro.  Munn  is  a  model  Secretary. 
His  books  are  excellently  kept,  and  the  dues  well  col- 
lected. The  fourth  degree  is  worked  on  a  scale  unex-

too  heavy  a  drain  upon  funds  which  might  better  be  de- 
voted to  more  charitable  objects. 

Somerville  Lodge,  U.D.,  Kinmount.  R.  W.  Bro.  E. 
Fitzgerald,  W.M.;  Bro.  Fred.  Train,  Secretary:  After 
assuming  the  honorable  position  of  D.D.G.M.  of  On- 
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tario  District  my  first  visitation  was  on  August  22, 
when,  under  instructions  from  the  G.M.,  I  officially  in- 
stituted Somerville  Lodge,  all  the  preliminary  work  hav- 
ing been  done  by  my  predecessor,  R.  W.  Bro.  Linton. 
In  the  performance  of  this  duty  I  was  accompanied  and 
ably  assisted  by  R.  W.  Bro.  H.  Rush,  of  Peterboro,  and 
R.  W.  Bro.  J.  M.  Shaw,  M.D.,  of  Keene,  two  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  and  capable  workers  in  the  District.  The 
charter  membership  numbers  14,  and  many  of  the  offi- 
cers chosen  are  Past  Masters.  The  Lodge  certainly 
starts  out  under  very  auspicious  conditions,  having  the 
veteran  worker,  R.  W.  Bro.  Fitzgerald  as  W.M.,  and 
the  enthusiastic  W.  Bro.  Brandon  for  LP.M.,  while  the 
Secretary's  office  could  not  contain  a  more  capable  or 
painstcking  officer  than  Bro.  Fred.  Train.  While  not 
in  favor  of  the  multiplication  of  small  and  perhaps  weak 
Lodges,  I  must  say  that  the  institution  of  Somerville 
Lodge  seems  to, fill  a  long-felt  want,  as  many  brethren 
had  to  travel  from  15  to  36  miles  to  reach  Arcadia  at 
Minden  or  The  Spry  at  Fenelon  Falls.  Under  the  able 
management  that  the  Lodge  starts  out  with,  I  am  led 
to  hope  that  its  future  will  be  bright.  The  brethren 
have  secured  very  comfortable  quarters  for  their  Ma- 
sonic home,  and  have  furnished  them  elegantly.  Alto- 
gether they  form  a  suite  of  rooms,  "  perfect  in  their 
parts  and  honorable  to  the  builders."  With  his  annual 
returns  (June  25)  the  Secretary  reports  that  since  its  in- 
stitution Somerville  Lodge  has  initiated  13  candidates 
and  received  one  affiliation,  and  that  in  all  31  degrees 
have  been  conferred.  The  Lodge  is  clear  of  debt  and 
the  financial  standing  is  satisfactory.  The  officers  and 
members  take  a  lively  interest  in  its  welfare,  and  its 
prospects  are  bright.  Although  the  number  of  ac- 
cepted candidates  has  been  large,  still  several  applica- 
tions have  been  rejected,  and  the  Lodge  is  working  on 
the  principle  that  quality  is  better  than  quantity,  unless 
the  quantity  be  composed  of  "  just  and  upright  men." 

In  conclusion  I  again  thank  the  brethren  for  the  kind 
assistance  they  have  voluntarily  given  me  in  the  per- 
formance of  my  duties  while  D.D.G.M.  of  Ontario  Dis- 
trict, No.  12.      Happy  to  meet,  sorry  to  part.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condi- 
tion of  Masonry  in  Prince  Edward  District,  No.  13. 

I  desire  to  most  sincerely  thank  the  brethren  of  this 
District  for  the  honor  conferred  oq  me  in  electing  me 
to  the  honorable  position  of  D.D.G.M.,  to  express  the 
very  great  pleasure  I  have  enjoyed  during  my  official 
term,  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  kindness  and  cour- 
tesy that  have  everywhere  been  shown  me  while  making 
my  inspectoral  visits,  and  to  especially  thank  W.  Bro. 
Watson,  whom  I  appointed  District  Secretary,  for  valu- 
able assistance  so  cheerfully  given.  Like  my  predeces- 
sors, I  am  ^ble  to  state  that  the  condition  of  Masonry 
in  this  District  is  favorable,  one  of  the  greatest  draw- 
backs to  a  healthy  condition,  the  non-payment  of  dues, 
is  fast  disappearing.  As  a  remedy  for  this  evil  I  would 
recommend  the  Lodges  to  select  for  Secretary  a  brother 
with  well-known  financial  ability.  In  this  District  there 
are  nineteen  Lodges,  and  during  the  past  year  I  have 
visited  officially  every  Lodge  once,  and  one  Lodge 
twice.  In  most  of  the  Lodges  in  which  I  saw  the  work 
of  conferring  degrees  done,  it  was  very  well  done ;  still, 
in  most  of  the  Lodges  there  is  room  for  considerable 
improvement  in  the  ritualistic  work.  Absolute  verbal 
accuracy  should  be  the  ambition  of  every  one  who  takes 
any  p^rt  in  the  pitualistic  work  of  the  Lodge.  Very 
few  of  us  possess  sufficient  literary  scholarship  to  permit 
of  our  changing  the  wording  of  the  work  without  in 
some  degree  marring  it.  A  great  many  Lodges  attempt 
to  do  too  much  work  at  one  meeting,  and  thus  weary 
the  listening  brethren  and  do  the  work  hurriedly.  It 
would  be  better  in  such  cases  to  call  emergent  meetings 
and  thus  have  shorter  meetings  and  more  satisfactory 
work.

Visits. — Tweed  Lodge,  No.  238 :  My  first  ofHcial  visit 
was  made  to  this  Lodge  on  October  25,  1901.  I  was 
accompanied  by  W.  Bro.  Morrice,  Bro.  Connor,  S.W., 
and  Bro.  Colling,  J.W.,  of  Madoc  Lodge.  There  were 
no  degrees  conferred  during  this  visit,  but  a  very  pleas- 
ant evening  was  spent.  I  paid  Tweed  Lodge  a  second 
visit  May  16,  1902,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  Madoc » 
brethren.  The  three  degrees  were  conferred  in  a  man- 
ner that  reflected  much  credit  on  the  Wardens  and  on 
the  W.M.  of  the  Lodge,  W.  Bro.  Davis.  One  diffi- 
culty that  this  lyodge  has  had  to  contend  with  in  the 
past  has  been  the  collection  of  dues,  but  I  am  pleased 
to  be  able  to  state  that  the  present  Secretary,  Bro.  Geo. 
Murray,  is  solving  the  difficulty,  and  if  properly  sup- 
ported Tweed  Lodge  will  soon  be  in  the  enviable  posi- 
tion of  having  no  back  dues. 

Stirling  Lodge,  No.  69 :  Accompanied  by  Bros,  Mor- 
rice, Colling  and  Moor,  of  Madoc  Lodge,  I  visited  this 
Lodge  on  the  31st  of  October.  I  was  very  much 
pleased  to  meet  with  R.  W.  Bros.  Latimer  and  Shaw, 
P.D.D.G.M's  of  this  District,  who  Ifeve  done  so  much 
to  improve  the  condition  of  Masonry  in  Prince  Edward 
District,  and  who  still  take  an  active  interest  in  the 
cause.  The  prospects  for  Masonry  are  not  very  bright 
this  year  in  Stirling  Lodge  owing,  I  believe,  to  some 
difficulty  between  the  brethren,  which  I  have  good  rea- 
sons to  bilieve  w^'ll  sDcn  pass  away.  They  own  their 
hall,  which  is  paid  for  with  the  exception  of  about  $500. 
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After  the  Lodge  closed  we  sat  down  to  an  excellent 
banquet,  after  which  there  followed  a  program  of 
speeches  and  songs. 

St.  John's  Lodge,  No.  17:  I  visited  this  Lodge  on 
the  evening  of  November  19  in  company  with  R.  W. 
Bro.  Lattimer  and  W.  Bro.  Morrice.  The  first  degree 
was  exemplified  in  a  highly  creditable  manner  by  W. 
Bro.  J.  J.  Kerr  and  his  able  staff  of  officers.  The  lec- 
ture on  the  tracing  board  was  given  in  a  clear  and  im- 
pressive manner.  The  Lodge  is  fortunate  in  having 
such  a  zealous  and  efficient  Secretary  as  Bro.  Buck.  To 
him  is  due  the  credit  of  having  collected  all  the  hitherto 
large  sum  of  back  dues  with  the  exception  of  about  $50. 

Prince  Edward  Lodge,  No.  18:  My  official  visit  here 
was  on  the  21st  of  November.  The  first  and  second  de- 
grees were  conferred  in  a  very  excellent  manner  by  W. 
Bro.  Wright  and  his  junior  officers.  The  prospects  of 
this  Lodge  are  very  bright,  having  so  much  work  to  do 
that  it  is  necessary  to  call  special  meetings  in  order  to 
keep  up  with  it.  The  books  of  the  Secretary,  Bro.

Golden  Rule  Lodge,  No.  126:     I  visited  this  Lodge

very  good  order.  I  feel  confident  that  the  officers 
elected  for  1902  will  acquit  themselves  creditably.  W. 
Bro.  Mulhclland,  the  newly  elected  W.M..  is  the  right 
man  in  the  right  phce.  The  books  of  the  Secretary, 
Bro.  Dickson,  are  well  kept.  A  very  pleasant  hour  was 
si)ent  at  Bro.  Shaw's  restaurant  after  the  Lodge  had 
been  closed. 

Madoc  Lodge,  No.  48:  This  being  my  mother  Lodge 
I  attend  its  meetings  as  often  as  circumstances  Avill  per- 
mit, but  1  vis'ted  it  officially  December  2"].  Madoc  is 
fortunate  in  having  selected  such  an  able  staff  of  officers 
for  1902,  and  its  prospects  are  bright  for  adding  many 
n.w  members  to  its  ranks.  Bro.  Connor,  W.M.  for 
1902,  is  a  very  aithusiastic  and  hard  working  Mason, 
and  will  do  all  in  his  power  to  further  the  best  interests 
of  the  Lodge.  The  Wardens  are  capable  and  well  fitted 
for  their  positions.  It  was  with  great  regret  that  we 
learned  that  our  able  and  efficient  Secretary,  Bro.  Grey, 
could  not  see  his  way  to  act  in  that  capacity  any  longer. 
The  financial  st  nding  of  this  Lodge  is  excellent. 

The  Belleville  Lodge,  No.  123:  In  company  with  W. 
Bro.  Connor,  ef  Madoc  Lodge,  I  visited  this  Lodge 
January  22,  1902.  We  w^ere  well  received  and  spent  a 
very  enjoyable  evening.  One  initiation  and  two  second 
djj:^recs  were  conferred  in  a  very  correct  manner  by  W.

Trent  Lodge,  No.  38:  My  visit  at  Trent  Lodge, 
January  21st,  was  a  very  pleasant  one,  and  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  Masonry  here  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  The  work  of  the  officers  of  this 
Lodge  is  well  done.  Dr.  Farley,  the  newly-elected  W. 
M.,  initiated  two  candidates  and  passed  two  of  the  breth- 
ren. The  work  was  done  in  a  manner  that  gave  plea- 
sure to  all  present.  The  Secretary's  books  are  well  and 
neatly  kept.  The  prospects  of  Trent  Lodge  are  bright. 
After  the  Lodge  was  closed  a  very  pleasant  hour  was 
spent  in  th:?  banqueting  hall. 

United  Lodge,  No.  29:  I  visited  United  Lodge, 
Briehton,  on  the  23rd  of  January,  and  was  warmly  re- 
ceived. The  Lodge  room  is  a  credit  to  the  Brighton 
brethren.

\» .  Bro.  John  Newton,  the  Secretary,  for  his  labors  on 
behalf  of  Moira  Lodge  in  collecting  and  preserving 
everything  that  would  likely  prove  of  interest  and  value 
to  the  future  historian  of  this  Lodge.  The  hospitality 
of  Moira  Lodge  is  well  known  and  always  thoroughly 
enj  oyed. 

Marmora  Lodge,  No.  222:  Quite  a  number  of  Ma- 
doc  brethren  accompanied  me  when  making  my  official 
visit  to  Marmora  Lodge,  April  15th.  Owing  to  the 
absence  of  the  W.  M.,  Bro.  Pearce  (I  cannot  speak  of 
his  fitness  for  the  position),  W.  Bro.  Thomas  Warren, 
who  for  seventeen  years  had  not  given  any  degree  work, 
gave  the  initiation  in  a  manner  that,  under  the  circum- 
stances, was  surprising.  The  Secretary's  books  are 
well  kept,  dues  closely  collected,  and  the  prospects  of 
the  Lodge  bright.  After  the  Lodge  closed  we  were 
hospitably  entertained  by  the  Marmora  brethren. 

Colborne  Lodge,  No.  91 :  On  April  i8th  I  made  my 
official  visit  to  Colborne  Lodge  and  received  a  warm 
welcome.  The  brethren  have  added  to  their  comfort 
by  building  a  fine  dining-room.  The  officers  are  effi- 
cient and  painstaking.  The  work  of  the  third  degree 
was  done  in  a  manner  that  reflects  credit  on  W.  Bro.

After 
the  Lodge  was  closed  we  sat  down  to  a  sumptuous  re- 
past, and  the  evening  was  spent  in  excellent  speech  and 
song. 

Eureka  Lodge,  No.  283 :    Eureka  was  the  last  Lodge 
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officially  visited  by  me.  Visiting  brethren  from  Col- 
borne,  Lake,  Picton,  Deseronto,  Stirling  and  Madoc 
Lodges  were  present  on  this  occasion.  The  degree 
work  of  initiation  and  passing  was  done  by  the  W.M,. 
W.  Bro.  Thompson,  in  a  clear  and  impressive  manner. 
He  was  ably  assisted  in  the  work  by  his  junior  officers. 
The  lecture  of  the  first  degree  was  g^ven  in  a  manner 
which  brought  out  fully  its  rhythmical  cadences,  beauty 
of  sentiment  and  nobility  of  thought.  Bro.  Diamond's 
books  are  models  of  neatness.  The  dues  are  well  col- 
lected and  the  Lodge's  prospects  are  excellent.  An 
elaborate  banquet,  patriotic  and  jovial  songs,  and  able 
and  instructive  speeches  brought  to  a  close  my  last  offi- 
cial visit  and  a  very  pleasant  evening.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  Frontenac  District,  No.  14.  In 
doing  so,  I  feel  that  I  must,  in  the  first  place,  thank  my 
brethren  of  Frontenac  District  for  the  high  honor  they 
conferred  on  me  in  placing  me  in  the  position  I  hold,  not 
only  in  the  ranks  of  Masonry,  but  in  their  confidence. 
I  felt  from  the  moment  of  my  election  to  the  office  of 
D.D.G.M.,  and  do  to  the  present,  the  extremely  difficult 
task  I  would  be  compelled  to  perform,  in  following  so 
many  bril.iant  Masonic  lights  as  had  preceded  me. 
However,  I  have  had  nothing  but  kindness,  forbearance 
and  Masonic  charity  from  my  brethren  of  my  District  to 
report.  I  have  to  thank  the  W.M's  and  Secretaries  of 
the  different  Lodges  for  the  assistance  they  have  ren- 
dered me  during  the  year,  a  year  of  harmony  and  suc- 
cess throughout  the  District,  with  but  very  little  excep- 
tion. Harmony  prevailing  in  all  the  Lodges,  and  suc- 
cess and  growth  in  membership  in  nearly  all.  With  one 
exception,  that  of  Victoria,  No.  299,  Centreville,  all  seem 
to  be  in  hopeful  condition.  I  regret  that  I  have  felt 
it  my  duty  to  advise 'the  brethren  of  Victoria  Lodge  to 
surrender  their  warrant,  and  the  members  to  amalga- 
mate with  surrounding  Lodges  or  remove  to  a  neigh- 
boring village.  Enterprise,  where  I  think  likely  the 
Lodge  might  flourish.  I  have  been  asked  for  and  made 
several  rulings  during  the  year,  that  I  believe  have  been 
satisfactorily  received.  I  have  granted  one  dispensa- 
tion dur'ng-  the  year,  viz.,  to  Lome  Lodge,  No.  404, 
Tamworth,  to  appear  in  Masonic  clothing,  in  public  pro- 
cession, to  attend  divine  service.  I  have  received  one 
complaint  from  Elysian  Lodge,  No.  212,  Garden  Is- 
land, against  The  Ancient  St.  Johns  Lodge,  No.  3,  King- 
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ston,  for  initiatine  a  candidate  from  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  said  Elysian  Lodge.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
when  I  brought  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  breth- 
ren of  The  Ancient  St.  John's  they  did  the  honorable 
and  Masonic  act  of  acknowledging  their  mistake  and 
paid  over  to  the  brethren  of  Elysian  the  initiation  fee, 
so  that  good  feeling  prevails  between  the  Lodges  con- 
cerned. I  have  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  District,  and 
have  been  pleased  with  the  manner  in  which  the  work 
has  been  done  in  all,  and  deUghted  in  many  instances. 
I  had  great  pleasure  in  visiting  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
Ancient  St.  John's,  Minden  and  Cataraqui  Lodges,  of 
Kingston,  on  the  occasion  of  their  receiving  a  visit  from 
35  members  of  Detroit  Lodge,  U.S.A.,  said  Lodge  ex- 
empl  fying  the  work  in  the  third  degree.  A  most  en- 
joyable and  instructive  time  was  enjoyed,  I  think,  by 
all,  the  Canadian  Masons  being  delighted  with  the  re- 
presentative appearance  of  the  visiting  brethren,  and  I 
think  they  (the  visitors)  departed,  after  being  banqueted 
at  the  leading  hotel  of  the  city,  very  favorably  im- 
pressed with  their  hosts.  I  have  endeavored  to  dis- 
ch  rge  my  duties,  as  they  were  presented  to  me,  in  a 
quia  unostentatious  way,  avoiding  gush  or  display,  I 
hope  with  satisfaction  to  my  brethren,  all  of  whom  I 
shall  ever  remember  with  respect  and  gratitude. 

Having  taken  so  much  space  with  these  remarks,  I 
will  endeavor  to  be  brief  in  referring  to  my  official  visits 
throughout  the  District. 

The  Ancient  St.  John's,  No.  3 :  I  visited  The  Ancient 
St.  John's,  No.  3,  Kingston,  on  5th  December,  1901.  It 
is  needless  to  state  that  in  visiting  this  Lodge  I  always 
expect  a  pleasant  and  profitable  time,  and  am  never  dis- 
appointed.

Gibson,  P.G.M, 
t )  grace  the  walls  of  the  Lodge  room,  along  with  other 
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distinguished  brethren.  The  election  of  officers  for  the 
ensuing  Masonic  year  took  place  at  this  meeting.  The 
Ancient  St.  John's  has  enjoyed  a  very  prosperous  year; 
II  initiat'on^.  This  is  a  Lodge  from  which  Grand 
Lodge  will  draw  many  recruits. 

Cataraqui  Lodge,  No.  92,  Kingston :  I  visited  Cat- 
araqui  Lodge,  No.  92,  accompanied  by  Bro.  H.  C. 
Smith,  S.W.  of  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  No.  146,  New- 
burgh.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  for  me  to  visit  Catara- 
qui Lodge.  I  always  meet  genial  and  congenial  breth- 
ren here,  no  matter  what  may  be  the  occasion,  but  the 
pleasure  of  meeting  on  this,  my  official,  was  intensified 
by  the  pleasures  accompanying  the  visit.  R.  W.  Bro. 
A.  Shaw,  my  illustrious  predecessor,  having  so  endeared 
himself  with  the  brethren  of  the  District  by  his  faithful 
untiring  zeal  and  labor,  for  the  past  two  years,  as  D.D. 
G,M.,  in  the  interests  of  Masonry,  it  was  decided  by  the 
District,  unanimously,  to  present  him  with  a  suitable 
jewel.  It  was  so  arranged  that  the  presentation  should 
be  made  at  this  meeting,  and  the  compliment  was  paid 
me  of  inviting  me  to  make  the  presentation.  It  af- 
forded me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  in  complying  and 
making  the  presentation.

Lome  Lodge,  No.  404,  Tamworth :  I  made  my  offi- 
cial visit  to  Lome  Lodge,  No.  404,  on  the  evening  of

27th  December,  and  by  previous  invitation  installed  the 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  being  my  Lodge, 
but  having  removed  from  Tamworth,  I  felt  that  instead 
of  visiting  I  was  at  home.  Being  intimately  acquainted 
with  the  h'story  of  this  Lodge  from  its  inception,  hav- 
ing worked  for  the  institution  of  a  Lodge  in  Tamworth 
for  y^ars,  and  having  seen  the  fruits  of  my  labors  in 
this  direction  grow,  mature  and  ripen,  I  feel  gratified 
with  the  results.  While  Lome  does  not  boast  of  as 
large  a  number  on  its  roll  as  some  other  Lodges,  it  does 
not  take  second  place  wnih  any  Lodge  in  the  District 
as  t3  efficency  or  correctness  in  its  work,  always  hav- 
ing been  noted  for  this.  Under  the  guidance  of  its 
present  st  flP  of  officers,  W.  Bro.  S.  Gilmore.  W.M.: 
Past  W.  Bro.  Jas.  Aylesworth,  its  veteran  and  incom- 
parable Secretary,  and  other  officers,  it  must  flourish. 

Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  No.  119,  Bath:  I  visited  Maple 
Leaf  Lodge,  No.  119,  on  the  17th  of  February,  Bro.  H. 
C.  Smith,  S.W.  of  Prince  of  Wales  Lodge,  No.  146,  ac- 
companying me.  Found  a  goodly  number  of  the  mem- 
bers in  attendance,  also  several  visiting  brethren,  one, 
Bro.  Huflfman,  from  North  Dakota,  U.S.A.,  w^as  pleased 
ti  meet;  W.  Br6.  Gilbert,  W.M.  of  Prince  Arthur 
Lodge,  Odessa,  also  Bros.  Arnay  and  Bond,  of  Sarnia 
Lodge.  The  roads  being  almost  impassable,  prevented 
many  from  attending  that  would  otherwise  have  done 
so.

Albion  Lodge,  No.  109:  On  the  21st  of  March  I 
made  my  official  visit  to  Albion  Lodge,  No.  109,  Har- 
rowsmith,  and  was  kindly  greeted  and  warmly  welcomed 
by  the  members,  a  goodly  number  being  in  attendance.

\V.  Bro.  Barstom,  ab'.y  assisted  by  P.  W.  Bro.  Lock- 
hart  and  another  Past  Master,  whose  name  has  slipped 
from  mv  mind.  Albion  Lodge  is  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition. '  R.  W.  Bro.  F.  S.  Wartman,  P.D.D.G.M.,  is  a 
menib.T  of  this  Lodge,  and  the  officers  of  the  Lodge 
were  installed  by  him  at  this  meeting.  After  close  of 
Lodge  supper  was  served  at  Cook's  Hotel. 

Prince  Arthur  Lodge,  No.  228,  Odessa :  My  official 
visit  was  made  with  this  Lodge  on  the  24th  of  Febru- 
ary. I  was  pleased  to  find,  on  my  arrival  at  Odessa, 
that  R.W.  Bro.

Situated  as  they  are.  on  the  little  island,  with  a 
membership  of  only  19,  I  felt  that  I  had  not  had  the 
pleasure,  in  all  my  Masonic  experience,  of  meeting  a 
more  intelligent,  energetic,  and  courageous  body  of  Ma- 
sons.      W.  Bro.  John  Kennedy,  the  W.M.,  P.  \V.  Bro. 
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Thomas  L^ppen,  the. efficient  Secretary,  and  all  the 
brethren  present  seemed  enthusiastic  Masons.  The 
fact  of  the  majority  of  the  members  being  seafaring  men, 
and  consequently  the  whole  summer  season  away  from 
home,  I  w.  s  plc.sed  to  find  the  Lodge  in  good  form. 
I  was  pleased,  but  not  surprised,  to  find  that  almost  the 
whole  membership  held  offices  of  trust  and  responsibility 
in  their  little  community,  such  as  captains,  mates,  engi- 
neers and  foremen  on  the  ships,  and  in  the  shops  of  the 
Calvin  Companv.  There  being  no  public  house  on  the 
island  I  was  delightfully  entertained  during  my  stay  by 
W.  Bro.  Kennedy  and  his  estimable  wife.  I  shall  long 
remember  my  pleasant  visit. 

Minden  Lodge,  No.  253,  Kingston:  I  visited  Min- 
des  Lodge,  No.  253,  on  the  4th  of  March.  Was  pleased 
to  meet  my  old  friend  W.  Bro.  W.  Mundell,  W.M.,  and 
find  the  chair  so  gracefully  and  completely  occupied  by 
him.  W.  Bro.  Mundell  had  work  on  in  the  first  de- 
gree. I  felt  called  upon  to  congratulate  Bro.  Mundell 
in  the  exceedingly  good  style  and  correct  manner  in 
which  he  and  his  excellent  staff  of  officers  did  their 
work.  There  being  no  room  for  criticism,  I  have  felt 
in  visiting  the  different  Lodges  in  the  city  of  Kingston, 
that  I  was  always  visiting  one  and  the  same  Lodge,  and 
can  scarcely  separate  them.  Bro.  Mundell  informs  me 
that  the  prospects  of  Mundell  Lodge  are  encouraging. 

Leeds  Lodge,  No.  201 :  I  had  the  pleasure  of  mak- 
ing my  official  visit  to  Leeds  Lodge,  No,  201,  Ganano- 
que.  March  i8th.  Was  met  at  the  station  by  W.  Bro. 
Fred.  J.  Skinner,  who  made  my  stay  in  the  town  very 
agreeable  and  pleasant  indeed.  The  brethren  here  have 
a  beautiful  Lodge  room,  with  fine  appointments  and 
paraphernalia.  There  was  a  large  attendance.  I  was 
received  here,  as  at  all  other  Lodges,  in  a  very  kind  and 
loyal  manner.  There  being  work  in  the  first  degree, 
two  initiations,  I  was  delighted  with  the  way  W.  Bro.

Let 
us,  as  Masons,  avoid  venting  our  spleen  (personal)  in 
the  ballot  box.  Leeds  Lodge  is  fortunate  in  the  per- 
sonal of  their  Secretary,  W.  Bro.  W.  Y.  Boyd. 

Simpson  Lodge,  No.  157:  Simpson  Lodge,  No.  157, 
Newboro,  was  visited  by  me  on  19th  of  March.  I  was 
disappointed  in  not  finding  R.  W.  Bro.  Preston,  M.D., 
W.M.,  present,  he  having  been  called  away  to  the  city 
of  Ottawa.  However,  I  was  pleased  to  meet  my  old 
friend,  R.  W.  Bro.  L.  S.  Lewis,  present,  who  filled  the 
gap  and  presided  in  his  usual  efficient  manner.  Work 
in  the  first  degree  was  performed  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Lewis 
in  his  painstaking  and  correct  way.  The  work  of  open- 
ing and  closing  in  the  several  degrees  was  well  done. 
Not  A^ithstanding  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  there  was 
a  good  attendance  of  members. 

union  Lodge,  No.  9,  Napanee :  I  visited  Union 
Lodge,  No.  9,  Napanee,  on  the  i8th  of  April.  I  was 
accompanied  by  Bro.  H.  C.  Smith,  S.W.  of  Prince  of 
Wales  Lodge,  No.  146,  Newburgh.  I  found  this  Lodge 
in  a  flourishing  condition,  it  having  been  fortunate  in 
having  for  its  efficient  W.M,  for  several  years  past  W. 
Br3.  W.  S.  Herrington,  K.C.,  and  for  its  present,  his 
worship  W.  Bro.  G.  F.  Ruttan,  Mayor,  W.M.  I  found 
work  in  in  the  first  and  second  degrees,  one  initiation 
and  four  passings,  which  was  done  by  W.  Bro.  Ruttan, 
assisted  by  V.  W.  Bro.  Jas.  Walters  and  W.  Bros.  Her- 
rington and  Fennel  in  correct  form.

Westport  Lodge,  No.  441 :  I  paid  my  official  visit 
to  Westport  Lodge,  No.  441,  Westport,  on  May  2nd. 
On  account  of  this  being  a  rainy  evening,  and  the  W. 
M.,  Bro.  A.  W.  Gray,  living  at  a  distance  of  12  or  13 
miles  from  Westport,  ht  was  not  in  attendance.  There 
was  a  good  attendance,  however,  of  good  and  repre- 
sentative Masons.  W.  Bro.  R.  Flegg,  LP.M.,  took  the 
chair  and  presided,  as  only  Bro.  Flegg  can.  Work  in 
the  third  degree  was  done  in  a  most  brilliant  form. 
While  other  cccupants  of  the  chairs  in  other  Lodges 
have  done  their  work  well,  I  have  not  seen  any  equal  to 
W.  Bro.  Flegg's  in  the  third  degree.  Westpoj^t  Lodge 
should  feel  proud  of  such  a  competent  officer.  I  was 
pleased  to  meet  at  this  Lodge  W.  Bro.  L.  N.  Phelps,  of 
Harmony  Lodge,  No.  370,  Delta,  St.  Lawrence  Dis- 
trict No.  15,  W.  Bro.  Phelps  addressed  the  Lodge  is 
his  spicy  and  instructive  manner.  I  found  Westport 
Lodge  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

In  closing,  I  regret  that  I  am  called  upon  to  mention 
the  serious  loss  Masonry  has  sustained  by  the  death  of 
our  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  R.  B.  Hungerford. 
While  we  mourn  so  great  a  loss,  let  us  feel  grateful  that 
our  ranks  are  so  well  filled  with  so  many  able  and  com- 
petent brethren,  who  will  safely  guide  the  craft.  I 
agiin  thank  the  brethren  for  the  confidence  reposed  in 
me  in  electing  me  t3  the  high  office  of  D.D.G.M..  and 
f  )r  their  kindness  to  me  during  the  year.

ST.  LAWRENCE  DISTRICT,  NO.  15. 

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  AcHng  Grand  Master,  Officers 
and  Members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  oj  A.  F.  &*  A,  M, 
of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  on  the 
condition  of  Masonry  in  the  Fifteenth  Masonic  District 
for  the  past  year,  and  at  the  same  time  desire  to  express 
my  sincere  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  a 
year  ago  when  elected  to  this  important  and  responsible 
office.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the  confirmation  of 
my  election  I  placed  myself  in  communication  with  every 
Lodge  in  this  large  District,  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
their  assistance  in  enabling  me  to  visit  %a  good  propor- 
tion of  the  Lodges  before  the  new  year,  and  thus  make 
certain  that  no  Lodge  would  be  neglected  or  remain  un- 
visited  at  the  close  of  my  official  term  of  office.  For  in 
a  District  as  large  as  St.  Lawrence  District  No.  15, 
which  is  nearly  one  hundred  miles  east  and  west,  and 
thirty  between  north  and  south,  the  visiting  of  evei*y 
Lodge  entiils  considerable  time  and  travel,  and  plans, 
however  well  laid,  are  liable  to  be  changed  and  rendered 
impracticable ;  so  that  I  deemed  it  necessary  to  get  a 
good  share  of  my  work  done  in  the  first  part  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  inability  of  my  predecessor  to  visit  six 
Lodges  in  the  District  during  his  term  of  office,  I  was 
able  to  visit  seven  Lodges  by  December,  and  by  so  do- 
ing will  enable  my  successor  to  continue  on  the  same 
plan.  Every  Lodge  in  the  District  has  been  visited 
once,  and  some  twice,  and  by  a  special  effort  I  was  able 
to  visit  all  but  three  of  the  twenty-four  on  the  nights  of 
their  regular  meetings,  thereby  ensuring  the  very  best 
attendance  and  the  greatest  possible  interest  in  every 
meeting.  In  every  part  of  the  District  I  have  been 
most  hospitably  received,  and  every  kindness  shown  me 
that  though tfulncss  could  bestow,  and  all  with  two  ex- 
ceptions have  voluntarily  contributed  in  a  liberal  man- 
ner towards  my  expenses. 
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I  am  glad  to  report  progress  and  prosperity  in  a 
marked  degree  throughout  the  whole  District,  and  a 
splendid  uniformity  of  work. 

Seeing  that  the  work  was  being  so  correctly  given,  I 
felt  it  more  my  duty  to  also  impress  on  the  officers  of 
every  Lodge  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  reverent  and  im- 
pressive delivery,  and  by  so  doing  fix  indelibly  on  the 
minds  of  the  candidate  and  all  brethren  present  the 
sacred  dignity  of  Masonry,  so  that  its  beautiful  teachings 
might  sink  deep  into  their  hearts  and  be  practised  in 
every  action  of  their  lives. 

Being  in  full  accord  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes,  that  a  Lodge  of  Instruction 
should  be  held  in  every  District  at  least  once  a  year,  I 
held  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  in  the  town  of  Brockville, 
under  the  auspices  of  Sussex  Lodge,  No.  5,  and  Salem 
Lodge,  No  368,  on  Tuesday,  the  21st  of  January,  begin- 
ning at  2  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  concluding  with 
an  evening  session.  R.  W.  Bro.  John  E.  Harding,  the 
Acting  Grand  Master,  paid  me  the  compliment  of  being 
present,  and  rendered  much  valuable  assistance  to  the 
success  of  the  meeting.  The  Entered  Apprentice  de- 
gree was  beautifully  exemplified  by  the  officers  of  St. 
Francis  Lodge,  No.  24,  Smith's  Falls,  and  the  Fellow- 
craft  degree  by  St.  James'  Lodge,  No.  74,  Bethel.  In 
the  evening  the  Master  Mason's  degree  was  put  on  in  a 
perfect  manner  by  the  officers  of  Central  Lodge,  No. 
1 10,  Prescott,  after  which  followed  a  discussion  and  con- 
sideration of  the  proper  mode  of  examining  visitors,  and 
reception  of  distinguished  brethren.

This  is  a 
beautiful  and  well  equipped  Lodge  room,  and  the  mem- 
bers take  gre.-^t  pride  and  pleasure  in  it.  The  books 
are  under  the  care  of  the  energetic  V.  W.  Bro.  G.  B. 
Magee,  and  are  of  necessity  well  kept  and  dues  promptly 
paid.       My  visit  to  this  Lodge  was  very  enjoyable,  and

Central  Lode^e  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and 
with  plenty  of  good  material  coming  in. 

Cornwll  Lodge,  No.  125,  Cornwall:  Visited  this 
Lodge  May  7th.  The  work  for  the  evening  was  one 
initiation  and  one  passing,  and  was  put  on  in  the  usual 
excellent  manner,  for  which  this  Lodge  is  already  famed. 
In  the  matter  of  prompt  payment  of  dues,  this  is  the 
banner  Lodie:?  of  t^e  District,  and  this  fact  is  without 
doubt  due  to  the  energetic  services  of  W.  Bro.  Ridley, 
'  whose  books  are  perfect  in  every  particular.       My  visit

Excelsior  Lodge,  No,  142,  Morrisburg :  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  May  i6th,  being  met  at  the  station  by  the  VV. 
M.  There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  the  work  of  ini- 
tiation and  passing  was  very  well  done.  The  W.M., 
W.  Bro.  H.  B.  Ford,  has  the  active  assistance  of  W.  Bro. 
Pruner  and  W.  Bro.  Kennedy,  and  the  brethren  are  all 
working  with  that  harmony  which  is  very  pleasing,  and 
will  make  the  continued  success  of  the  Lodge  a  cer- 
tainty. The  books  are  well  kept  by  the  careful  Secre- 
tary, Bro.  John  Warren,  and  the  matter  of  dues  is  also 
well  attended  to.

Dr.  Claude 
Wood,  who  was  soon  to  take  his  departure  for  India  to 
resume  his  work  as  medical  missionary  under  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Canada,  the  brethren  presenting  the 
doctor  with  a  fine  Masonic  ring.  The  whole  evening 
was  a  most  pleasant  and  profitable  one  to  the  large  num- 
ber present. 

Farran's  Point  Lodge,  No.  256,  Aultsville:  I  offi- 
cially visited  this  Lodge  September  25th,  to  be  present 
and  hear  the  discussion  on  the  motion,  of  which  notice 
had  been  duly  given,  to  change  the  place  of  meeting 
from  Farran's  Point  to  Aultsville,  and  after  listening  to 
a  full  discussion  of  the  matter,  was  firmly  convinced  that 
it  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  Masonry,  and  of  this 
Lodge,  that  the  change  should  be  made,  and  gave  my 
decision  accordingly,  which  was  afterwards  confirmed 
by  the  M.W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master.

In  the  matter  of  dues  this 
Lodge  is  sadly  in  arrears,  there  being  the  large  amount 
of  $236  unpaid  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  I  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  W.M.  and  Secretary  to  the  great  danger 
attending  such  a  condition,  and  was  assured  that  prompt 
and  active  steps  would  be  taken  to  remedy  this  evil. 
The  books  are  well  kept  by  Bro.  A.  M.  Fulton,  being 
elected  last  December  to  the  position  of  Secretary, 
which  was  ably  filled  for  so  many  years  by  the  veteran, 
V.  W.  Bro.  James  G.    Gillespie ,  whom    I    was    much 
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pleased  to  meet  and  find  looking  so  hale  and  hearty. 
The  Lodge  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  they  will  soon  carry  out  their  inten- 
tion of  securing  a  more  suitable  Lodge  room  and  fur- 
nish it  in  a  manner  which  their  finances  are  so  well  able 
to  permit. 

Salem  Lodge,  No.  368,  Brockville:  See  joint  meet- 
ing of  Sussex  and  Salem  Lodges,  April  21st. 

Harmony  Lodge,  No.  370,  Delta:  Visited  this. Lodge 
on  April  i6th.  This  is  a  prosperous  Lodge;  with  one  of 
the  finest  and  best  furnished  Lodge  rooms  in  the  Dis- 
trict. The  W.M.  receives  the  active  support  of  several 
of  the  old  Past  Masters,  and  the  work  of  the  evening 
was  well  done.  The  work  of  the  Secretary  is  also  well 
attended  to,  and  the  Lodge  is,  of  course,  in  a  prosperous 
coi  dition. 

Henderson  Lodge,  No.  383,  Winchester :  At  the  re- 
quest of  the  W.M.  I  officially  visited  this  Lodge  at  its 
regular  meeting,  December  3rd.  There  were  sixteen 
members  present,  and  the  Lodge  was  opened  in  the 
three  degrees,  one  candidate  being  raised  and  one  ini- 
tiated, the  work  being  fairly  well  done,  the  work  of  the 
Wardens  not  being  up  to  the  mark.  The  Secretary's 
work  is  well  done  and  the  books  of  the  Lodge  carefully 
kept.  The  Lodge  is  in  a  good  state  financially,  and 
with  prospects  of  a  large  number  of  new  members,  and 
whilst  the  Lodge  room  is  not  what  it  should  be,  the 
members  are  fully  alive  to  the  necessity  of  procuring 
larger  and  better  equipped  rooms,  and  already  have  in 
view  the  securing  of  proper  accommodation.  Winches- 
ter is  a  solid  and  substantial  town,  composed  of  people 
of  the  same  characteristics,'  and  should  have  a  beautiful 
Masonic  Lodge  room' 

Lansdowne  Lodge,  No.  387,  Lansdowne:  Visited 
this  Lodge  December  19th.  The  work  of  the  evening 
consists  of  two  raisings  and  election  of  officers.  The 
W.M.  was  rather  rusty  in  his  work,  and  the  assistance 
given  by  the  other  officers  very  poor.  There  seems  to 
be  a  great  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  members, 
and  the  management  and  welfare  of  the  Lodge  left  en- 
tirely in  the  hands  of  the  W.M.  This  should  not  be, 
and  we  trust  that  all  the  members  will  take  a  renewed 
interest  during  the  ensuing  year. 
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Crystal  Fountain  Lodge,  No.  389,  North  Augusta: 
Visited  this  Lodge  Nov^smber  20th,  accompanied  by 
Bro.  W.  D.  Sharpe,  and  driving  the  distance  of  eighteen 
miles.  This  Lodge  has  been  in  a  dormant  state  for 
some  months,  with  difficulty  in  getting  a  quorum  for 
meetings  owing  to  lack  of  harmony  among  some  of  the 
brethren,  but  there  are  some  enthusiastic  members  who 
should  be  able  with  earnest  effort  to  put  the  Lodge  in 
a  flourishing  state  and  commence  a  new  era  of  pros- 
perity. There  being  no  work  on,  the  W.M.  opened  in 
the  three  degrees  in  a  very  creditable  manner.  The 
books  are  well  kept,  but  show  a  much  too  large  arrear- 
age of  dues,  which  might  be  greatly  remedied  if  the 
brethren  were  to  adopt  the  custom  of  paying  dues  semi- 
annually. The  Masonic  hall  is  large  and  commodious, 
with  a  fine  banqueting  hall,  and  is  nearly  free  from  all 
incumbrance. 

Lyn  Lodge,  No.  416,  Lyn:  I  made  my  official  visit 
to  this,  my  mother  Lodge,  May  20th.  There  was  a 
large  attendance,  many  visiting  brethren  being  present 
from  Macoy  Lodge,  Mallorytown,  and  Rising  Sur 
Lodge,  Athens.  The  work  of  the  evening,  an  initia- 
tion, was  done  in  a  very  creditable  manner  by  the  W.M., 
W.  Bro.  Lee,  and  the  J.W.,  Bro.  C.  H.  Daley,  made  his 
lecture  very  impre.ssive.  This  Lodge  is  doing  good 
work  and  has  splendid  prospects.  A  bountiful  repast 
brought  to  a  close  a  very  pleasant  and  profitable  evening. 

Maxville  Lodge.  No.  418,  Maxville:  Visited  this 
Lodge  on  May  13th.  There  was  a  good  attendance, 
and  the  work  of  opening  in  the  three  degrees  and  a 
passing  was  well  done  by  W.  Bro.  A.  P.  Purvis,  but  the 
work  of  the  other  officers  was  rather  below  the  average. 
This  Lodge  is  now  making  steady  and  harmonious  pro- 
gress, and  the  prompt  payment  of  dues  would  greatly 
improve  their  financial  state,  but  otherwise  the  Lodge 
is  in  a  prosperous  condition  and  with  a  bright  future. 
The  elaborate  banquet  served  in  the  lower  hall  brought 
to  a  close  a  most  pleasant  and  enjoyable  evening. 

Alexandria  Lodge.  No.  439,  Alexandria:  Visited 
this  Lodge  on  May  12th.  Owing  to  the  recent  death 
of  the  W.M.,  W.  Bro.  Reed,  the  LP.M..  W.  Bro.  John 
Simpson,  occupied  the  chair  and  opened  the  Lodge  in 
the  three  degrees  in  a  very  creditable  manner.       The 
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books  in  the  hands  of  Bro.  Herndon,  are  well  and  care- 
fully kept.  The  brethren  of  Alexandria  gave  mc  a 
very  kind  and  hearty  reception,  and  the  Lodge  is  in  a 
fairly  prosperous  condition.  With  the  addition  of  some 
suitable  furniture,  the  brethren  could  have  a  very  pleas- 
and  comfortable  Masonic  home  in  the  hall  which  they 
now  occupy,  and  would  also  add  very  much  to  induce 
good  Lodge  attendance  and  increase  the  membership.

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  my  report  on  the  con- 
dition of  Masonry  in  Ottawa  District,  No.  16. 

The  brethren  of  this  District  having  selected  me  to 
fill  the  honorable  position  of  D.D.G.M.  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  Grand  Lolge  held  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  I  wish 
to  express  to  them  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me  and  for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  which 
I  received  at  the  hands  of  the  officers  and  members  of  all 
the  Lodges  in  the  District  on  the  occasion  of  my  official 
visits. 

My  first  official  act  was  the  issuing  of  a  circular  re- 
questing the  different  Lodges  to  contribute  their  pro- 
portion towards  the  purchase  of  a  D.D.G.M.  regalia, 
which  was  in  every  instance  cheerfully  responded  to.

The  third  degree  was  conferred  on  a  candidate,  and  was 
well  exemplified.  The  W.M.  and  his  officers  have  the 
work  well  up.  By  request.  R.  W.  Bro.  Burritt  gave  his 
lecture  on  Masonry,  which  was  well  listened  to.      At  the 
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conclusion  of  the  work  an  adjournment  was  made  to  the 
supper  table,  and  a  short  time  was  spent  in  a  very  pleas- 
ant manner.  This  Lodge  is  in  a  fairly  prosperous  con- 
dition. 

Hawkesbury  Lodge  (U.D.),  Hawkesbury:  I  paid 
a  second  visit  to  this  Lodge  on  the  22nd  May.  Although 
a  wet  and  stormy  night,  there  was  a  fair  attendance  in 
the  comfortable  little  Lodge  room.  A  candidate  was  ini- 
tiated, the  work  being  well  done.

Right  Worshipful  Sir  and  Brethren  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  condi- 
tion of  Masonry  in  the  Algoma  District,  No.  17,  during 
the  past  year. 

To  the  brethren  of  this  District  I  express  my  heartfelt 
thanks  for  the  honor  which  they  conferred  upon  me  in 
electing  me  to  the  important  position  of  D.D.G.M.  of 
this  District,  but  still  more  for  the  hearty  and  welcome 
reception  extended  to  me  throughout  the  District  upon 
all  my  official  visits.  I  have  endeavored  to  perform  the 
duties  of  that  high  office  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and 
if  I  have  failed  in  my  Masonic  duties  I  ask  the  brethren 
to  give  me  the  benefit  of  their  Masonic  charity,  as  I  have 
endeavored  to  do  my  best  in  the  interest  of  the  Craft  in 
general,  and  the  17th  District  in  particular.  Upon  as- 
suming office,  my  first  official  act  was  to  appoint  W. 
Bro.  J.  B.  Way,  Past  Master  of  Keystone  Lodge,  No. 
412,  District  Secretary.  He  being  a  skilled  brother, 
was  able  to  give  me  valuable  service,  and  he  has  cheer- 
fully performed  every  duty  for  which  I  have  called  upon 
him,  and  I  would  come  short  of  my  duty  did  I  not  grate- 
fully acknowledge  the  faithful  manner  in  which  he  has 
discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.  A  more  zealous  and 
expert  brother  it  would  be  hard  to  find. 

Dispensations.— During  the  year  five  dispensations 
have  been  granted,  one  to  change  the  night  of  meeting, 
one  to  change  the  place  of  meeting,  three  to  attend  the 
funerals  of  deceased  brethren,  and  also  one  granted  to 
brethren  of  Fort  William  to  form  a  new  Lodge. 

Owing  to  the  great  distances  to  cover  the  District,  it 
is  an  impossibility  to  visit  the  Lodges  on  the  regular 
night  of  meeting,  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  have  emer- 
gent meetings,  according  to  the  time  taken  to  make  the 
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various  points,  and  on  that  account  I  wish  now  to  say 
that  I  regret  very  much  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  Granite 
Lodge,  No.  446,  Fort  Frances,  although  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  after  making  every  enquiry  while  on  my  official 
visit  in  the  west,  they  all  spoke  very  highly  of  the  work 
done  in  Granite  Lodge,  and  also  of  the  great  harmony 
and  good  feeling  that  existed  among  the  brethren  of 
Fort  Frances.  In  September  I  left  for  the  western  end 
of  my  District,  but  owing  to  a  storm  on  Lake  Superior 
our  boat  was  delayed  for  two  days,  and  I  was  unable  to 
visit  Fort  William  and  Shun'ah  Lodges  the  nights  sum- 
moned for,  so  I  arranged  to  have  a  joint  meeting  of  these 
two  Lodges  at  Fort  William  on  my  return  from  Rat 
Portage. 

My  first  official  visit  was  to  Pequonga  Lodge,  No.  414, 
on  September  19th,  in  Rat  Portage  ,and  as  they  have  in 
this  town  three  past  D.D.G.M's,  I  may  say  I  felt  some- 
what nervous,  but  after  meeting  my  old  friend,  R.  W. 
Bro,  A.  Moore,  and  a  few  more  of  the  brethren,  I  felt 
very  much  at  home.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the 
three  degrees  exemplified  in  a  very  creditable  manner 
by  W.  Bro.  Warren  and  his  officers. 

On  the  .20th  September  I  visited  Keewatin  Lodge,  No. 
417,  and  although  it  was  a  very  stormy  night,  still  there 
was  a  large  attendance,  and  we  were  agreeably  surprised 
upon  opening  that  the  brethren  of  Rat  Portage  had  come 
over  in  a  goodly  number  in  a  tug,  per  the  kindness  of 
Bro.  Robertson.  Keewatin  Lodge  deserves  a  great  deal 
of  credit  for  the  way  in  which  their  officers  do  their  work, 
which  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  in  the  three  degrees, 
and  also  their  bright  cheery  Lodge  room. 

On  the  2 1  St  September  I  visited  Lake  of  the  Woods, 
and  I  may  say  that  although  it  has  the  smallest  mem- 
bership, the  interest  in  Masonry  is  none  the  less.  W. 
Bro.  Chapman  occupied  the  East,  and  the  Lodge  was 
opene  1  and  closed  in  the  three  degrees  without  a  mistake. 
The  brethren  of  Rat  Portage  and  Keewatin  are  very  en- 
thusiastic Masons  both  inside  and  outside  of  the  Lodge. 
During  hst  winter  the  Lodge  room  at  Rat  Portage  was 
burned,  and  since  then  Pequonga  Lodge  has  applied 
through  me  for  a  dispensation  to  Grand  Lodge,  which 
was  granted,  to  hold  their  Masonic  meetings  in  the  Odd- 
fellows' hall.      I  was  very  sorry  indeed  to  hear  of  these 
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two  Lodges'  loss  by  fire,  and  I  trust  it  may  not  be  long 
before  I  hear  of  thir  having  a  nice  new  Lodge  room. 

As  previously  arranged  on  my  going  west,  we  had  a 
joint  meeting  of  Fort  William  and  Shuniah  Lodges  in 
Port  Arthur  on  the  23rd  September,  when  the  officers  of 
Fort  William  opened  in  the  first  and  second  degrees,  and 
owing  to  the  absence  of  W.  Bro.  Shearer,  R.  W.  Bro. 
Col.  Ray  occupied  the  East  for  Shuniah  Lodge,  which 
was  opened  in  the  third  and  severally  closed  in  the  third, 
second  and  first  degrees.  Both  these  Lodges  do  their 
work  well,  and  I  did  not  have  cause  to  criticise,  but  on 
the  contrary,  owing  to  the  great  distances  these  two 
Lodges  are  from  any  other,  I  fed  they  should  be  com- 
mended for  the  good  work  done.  As  some  of  the  breth- 
ren of  Fort  William  had  applied  at  the  last  meeting  of 
Grand  Lodge  for  a  dispensation  to  form  a  new  Lodge, 
but  had  been  refused,  and  their  again  making  applica- 
tion through  me,  I  went  into  the  matter  thoroughly,  and 
I  recommended  their  application  to  the  Acting  Grand  Mas- 
ter for  a  dispensation  to  hold  Masonic  meetings,  which  I 
am  pleased  to  say  was  granted,  and  I  am  also  pleased  to 
add  that  since  Royal  Lodge,  the  name  given  to  the  new 
Lodge,  received  its  dispensation,  the  work  has  been  go- 
ing on  well,  and  such  good  accounts  have  been  received 
by  me  of  this  new  Lodgti  that  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
recommending  that  at  this  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  it 
be  granted  a  warrant  or  charter. 

In  October  I  visited  Dyment  Lodge,  No.  442,  Thes- 
salon,  and  was  accompanied  by  R.  W.  Bros,  W.  H. 
.Hearst  and  J.  C.  Boyd,  W.  Bros.  J.  B.  Way  and  R.  Rob- 
erts, and  Bros.  T.  Thompson,  J.  McPhail  and  J.  T.  Cam- 
eron. As  this  is  the  home  of  the  present  Grand  Junior 
Warden,  A.  E.  Dyment,  and  being  accompanied  by  so 
many  of  the  brethren  of  Keystone,  it  was  a  great  in- 
spiration to  Dyment  Lodge.  W.  Bro.  R.  Cade  occu- 
pied the  East,  and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the 
third  degree  conferred  upon  a  candidate,  which  was  ex- 
ceedingly well  done.  This  is  one  of  the  brightest  Lodges 
in  the  District. 

In  November  I  visited  Keystone  Lodge.  Being  my 
own,  I  feel  a  little  modest  in  expressing  my  opinion  of 
the  quality  of  Masonry  in  this  Lodge,  but  will  just  say 
that  Keystone  has  in  its  Master,  W.  Bro.

The  Board,  through  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance,  have 
audited  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  and 
certify  to  their  correctness. 

All  monies  received  by  the  Grand  Secretary  have  been  paid  over 
to  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  their  receipt  acknowledged  by  that 
officer ;  vouchers  have  been  produced  for  all  payments  made  by  the 
Grand  Treasurer  as  authorized  by  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  gives  a  full  statement  of  the 
receipts  from  all  sources,  as  well  as  other  business  transacted  in 
that  office.

M.  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Board,

REPORT : 
The  Board,  through  the  Committee  9n  Benevolence,  heg  to  report 
that  306  application  forielief  have  heen  received,  and  have  been 
dealt  with  as  follows : 

148  applications  from  Local  Boards  of  Relief,  of  which 

lid  have  been  granted,  amounting  to $  4,930  00 

(5  applications  have  been  refused.) 
158  applications  from  private  Lodges,  of  which  153  have 

been  granted,  amounting  to 6,460  00 

(5  applications  have  been  refused.) 

Special  grants  by  Grand  Lodge :

During  the  past  year  8  interim  grants  have  been  made 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  approved 
by  the  R.  W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master,  amounting 
ti 280  00 

Total  grants  made  during  the  year $  12,345  00 

In  addition  to  the  grants  made  by  Grand  Lodge  as  above  shown, 
the  amounts  granted  by  private  lodges  for  relief  during  the  year, 
as  shown  in  the  tabulated  statements  futaished  by  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Masters,  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $10,545.41,  as 
compared  with  similar  grants  for  last  year,  $9,437.00. 

The  following  lodges,  which  received  supplementary  aid  from 
Grand  Lodge  at  last  annual  communication,  have  not  made  returns 
as  required  by  the  regulations,  viz. :  121,  126,  255,  295,  347  and 
401.  The  Board  recommend  that  no  cheque  for  this  year's  grant 
be  forwarded  to  those  lodges  until  satisfactory  returns  have  been 
received  l)y  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Board  reconmiend  that  an  investigation  be  made  by  the  In- 
spector of  all  the  cases  on  the  list  of  grants  made  (the  last  complete 
investigation  having  been  made  in  1899),  and  that  no  cheques  be 
issued  to  any  of  the  applicants  until  a  favorable  report  thereon  has 
been  made  by  him.    The  Board  have  found  that  tne^'eqnirements 
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for  the  making  of  Interim  (Grants  have  been  adhered  to,  and  that 
the  system  of  making  these  grants  has  been  of  material  asaistanoe 
in  cases  of  emergency  arising  during  the  intervals  between  meet- 
ings of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Board  reconmiend  that  the  sum  of  $15.00  and  expenses  be 
paid  to  the  Inspector  for  his  attendance  on  the  Committee.

REPORT  ON  GRIEVANCES  AND  APPEALS. 

M.  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  the  following 

RKPOUT : 

1.  In  the  matter  of  complaint  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British 
Columbia  vs.  St.  George's  Lodge  No.  367,  G.  R.  C,  loronto.  See 
G.  L.  Proceedings  1901,  page  306.  Grand  Lodge  last  year  ordered 
St.  George's  Lodge  to  pay  into  the  funds  of  Grand  Lodge  the  sum 
$30.  to  be  paid  over  to  Corinthian  Lodge  in  Rossland,  B.  C. ;  that 
St.  George's  Lodge  prefer  a  charge  against  Bro.  Phillips  for  fraud- 
ulently representing  himself  a  resident  of  Toronto,  at  their  own 
expense,  and  that  the  proseontion  should  be  by  Counsel  appointed 
by  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master ;  that  St.  George's  Lodge  make  an 
apology  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  be  prohibited  from  conferring  any  further  degrees  upon 
Bio.  Phillips,  or  requesting  any  other  lodge  to  do  so  for  them, 
from  granting  him  his  demit,  and  from  permitting  him  to  enjoy 
any  masonic  privileges  or  advantag  s  pending  hu  trial  on  said 
charge. 

For  the  better  understanding  of  the  case  we  may  say  that  one 
Phillips,  at  the  time  having  lived  (with  his  family)  in  Rossland, 
B.  C,  whilst  on  an  extended  visit  to  Toronto,  where  be  had  been 
bom,  and  had  lived  up  to  the  time  he  moved  to  Rossland,  made 
application  to  St.  George's  Lodge,  Toronto,  for  initiation,  his  pe- 
tition being  recommended  by  two  Past  Masters  of  St.  George's 
Lodge.  His  petition  went  in  the  usual  way  before  the  Committee 
of  enquiry,  who  reported  favorably,  and  Bro.  Phillips  was  duly 
initiated,  and  almost  immediately  returned  to  British  Columbia. 
In  a  short  time,  and  at  his  request,  St.  6reorge*s  Lodge  requested 
Corinthian  Lodge,  Rossland.  to  confer  the  2nd  and  8rd  degrees 
upon  him ;  they  refused,  and  reported  the  matter  to  the  Grand 
Master  of  British  Columbia,  who  laid  a  complaint  against  St. 
George's  Lodge  for  taking  some  of  their  material;  at  tJie  same 
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time  statiag  that  he  was  advised  it  coald  be  Bncoessfolly  proved 
that,  in  effeot,  Bro.  Phillips  acted  in  bad  faith  in  making  applica- 
tion to  St.  George's  Lodge,  and  knew  such  action  was  illegal. 
OiT  late  G.  M.  appointed  a  commissioa  to  examine  into  the  mat- 
ter, who  did  so,  and  reported,  and  the  action  of  Grand  Lodge  last 
year,  as  reported  in  the  proceedings  before  mentioned,  was  the  re- 
sult. 

St.  George's  Lodge,  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  Grand  Lodge, 
made  an  apology  m  form  satiofactory  to  the  Grand  Master  ,  paid 
into  the  fundi  of  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  $30.  being  the  initiation 
fee ;  took  no  further  steps  to  grant  Bro.  Phillips  any  other  degrees, 
and  proceeded  at  once  to  lay  a  charge  against  Bro.  Phillips  for 
fraudulent  representation  of  his  place  of  residence.  The  trial  in 
Ontario  was  conducted  by  B.  W.  Bro.  Roaf  by  appointment  of  the 
Grand  Master,  and  a  commission  was  issutd  under  which  full  and 
-complete  evidence  was  taken  in  British  Columbia,  on  the  return  of 
which  St.  George's  Lodge,  by  a  practically  unanimous  vote,  de- 
•clared  Bro.  Phillips  not  guilty  of  the  cbarges  laid.  In  the  report 
a  letter  of  B.  W.  Bro.  Boaf  to  the  Grand  Master  forwarding  the 
papers,  he  concurs  in  the  findings  of  St.  George's  Lodge.  The  re- 
sult compels  the  Board  to  come  to  the  oonclusion.  tbat  the  Grand 
Master  of  British  ColumbLi  was  furnished  with  information  with 
respect  to  Bro.  Phillip's  actions  and  words,  (and  relying  thereupon 
made  his  said  charges,  and  because  of  which  Grand  Lodge  last  year 
ordered  the  said  trial,)  which  Information  was  not  followed  by  any 
proof  whatever  that  Bro.  Phillips  had  knowingly  done  any  wrong* 
Your  Board  there fore^ecommeuds — 

1.  That  the  censure  placed  upon  St.  George's  Lodge  be  removed, 
except  as  hereinafter  stated  : 

2.  That  the  restriction  placed  upon  St.  George's  Lodge  whereby 
they  were  not  to  confer  any  further  degrees  upon  Bro.  Phillips  be 
.also  removed. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  St.  George's  Lodge  as  a  body  were  not  guilty  of 
wrong  doing  knowingly  and  have  gone  to  great  expcDse  in  pros- 
ecuting Bro.  Phillips,  under  the  direction  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  in 
which  tney  paid  out  of  their  fauds  for  actual  and  necessary  ex- 
penses, amounting  to  $155.00  (a  bill  of  which  in  detail  has  been 
furnished) ;  that  Grand  Lodge  refund  to  St.  George's  Lodge  the 
said  Slim  of  $155.00  so  expended  as  aforesaid. 

4.  Your  Board  recognizing  that  a  breach  of  jurisdiction  has  taken 
place  and  wishiog  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  Committees  of 
Enquiry  exercising  the  greatest  possible  care  upon  and  scrutiny 
into  the  essential  matters  called  for  upon  a  petition  for  initiation, 
3.nd  feeling  tbat  the  Committee  or  Board  of  Inquiry  in  this  case 
might,  by  more  careful  enquiry,  have  discovered  the  proper  resi- 
dence of  the  applicant ;  we  recommend  that  the  said  sum  of  $30.00 
be  retained  by  Grand  Lodge,  which  will  tend  to  make  this  and 
other  Boards  of  Enquiry  more  careful  in  their  investigations  oa 
petitions  for  initiation  in  future. 

2.  Mountain  Lodge,  No.  ^21,  Thorold,  vs.  Maple  Leaf  Lodge,  St. 
'Catharines : 

Charge  and  counter  charge  for  invasion  of  territory.  Grand 
Lodge  last  year  sent  this  matter  back  for  proper  survey  of  the 
ground,  expenses  in  the  meantime  to  be  paid  by  Grand  Lodge. 
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This  has  been  done.  The  result  ahowe  that  each  lodge  invaded  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  other,  but  as  the  dietancei)  were  cloae,  and 
means  of  ascertaining  such  distances  without  a  rather  costly  sur- 
vey difficult,  we  recommend  that  each  lodge  pay  half  of  all  the  ex- 
penses incurred  by  Grand  Lodge  in  procuring  such  survey  to  be 
made.  This  invasion  of  territory  does  now  fumiah  and  has  for 
years  furnished  this  Board  and  Grand  Lodge  with  a  lot  of  work  ; 
it  is  the  cause  of  constant  friction  and  bi^  feeling  between  the 
lodges  concerned,  sod  covering  almost  the  whole  jurisdiction  of 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Board  feel  that  something  should  be  done  to 
stop  the  trouble,  and  would  recommend  that  inasmuch  as  it  is  pro- 
posed to  take  up  the  question  of  redistribution  of  districts,  the 
matter  of  delimiting  lodges  be  taken  up  by  the  committee  to  be 
appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  redistribution  of  districts. 

3.  St.  George's  Lodge,  243,  vs.  Bro.  A  £.  Laing.  (See  Grand 
Lodge  Proceedings,  1901,  page  305).  Grand  Lodge  ordered  that 
Bro.  Laing  be  summoned  to  show  caose  at  this  Grand  Lodge  why 
he  should  not  be  expelled  from  the  Craft  for  the  offence  committed 
(theft). 

Bro.  Laing  having  been  served  with  notice  to  show  cause  and 
having  made  default,  the  Board  recommend  that  he  be  expelled 
from  the  Craft  for  said  offence. 

4.  In  the  matter  of  Donald  J.  McCosh.  Application  for  restora- 
tion. Bro.  McCosh,  being  a  Master  Mason,  in  or  before  1876  joined 
the  so  called  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario,  and  by  resolution  of  Grand 
Lodge  in  1876,  with  many  others,  was  expelled.  Bro.  McCosh  now 
applies  for  restoration  to  Masonic  privileges,  and  is  supported  in 
hU  application  by  a  letter  from  che  R.  W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master. 
The  Hoard  recommend  that  the  request  of  Bro.  McCosh  be  granted. 

5.  In  the  matter  of  complaint  against  Lake  Lodge,  No.  215,  by 
Consecon  Lodge,  No.  50.  Invasion  of  territory.  The  papers  be- 
fore UR  are  incomplete,  no  survey  has  been  made  and  the  complain- 
ant lodge  has  not  appeared.  We  recommend  that  the  matters  in 
question  be  referred  to  the  incoming  D.  D.  G.  M.  of  the  district 
embracing  these  lodges  to  have  an  independent  survey  made  under 
his  personal  supervision,  by  a  properly  qualified  land  surveyor, 
embracing  the  following  lodges :  Consecon,  Lake  and  Trenton, 
and  to  report  thereon  to  your  Board  at  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation, the  expense  of  such  survey  to  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  meantime. 

6.  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Pequonga  Lodge,  414,  for 
restoration  of  bro.  Archibald  Campbell.  Bro.  Campbell  was  ex- 
pelled by  Grand  Lodge  in  1897  on  a  charge  of  theft,  he  having  been 
convicted  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  and  sent4-nced  to 
fifteen  months  in  the  Central  Prison,  which  term  he  served.  From 
the  evidence  before  us  it  appears  the  convicted  Brother  was  in- 
debted to  Brother  Masons  and  we  do  not  know  whether  he  has 
made  complete  restitution  or  not ;  we  therefore  recommend  that 
further  consideration  of  this  matter  by  your  board  Ih^  deferred  in 
the  meantime,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  R.  W.  Bro.  Knight,  D.  D. 
G.  M.  of  the  Seventeenth  District,  with  instructions  and  authority 
to  investigate  all  the  facte  and  circumstances  conneeted  with  the 
matter  in  accordance  with  a  brief  to  be  prepared  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  Grievances  and  Appeals  and  report  to  thia 
Board  at  its  next  meeting. 
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7.  Bro.  Hotham  yb.  Lebanon  Forest  Lodge,  No.  133.  An  appeal 
by  Bro.  Horhiun  against  the  said  Lodge  (of  which  he  is  a  mem- 
ber) for  refusing  to  inv^tigate  a  oharge  laid  by  Bro.  Hotham 
against  a  member  of  the  lodge.  This  appears  to  be  an  affgravated 
•case,  and  the  Board  recommend,  after  very  careful  consideration, 
that  a  commission  be  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  the  Graod  Master 
to  investigate  the  whole  matter  and  report  to  this  Board  at  its 
next  Annual  Meeting. 

8.  In  the  matter  of  appeal  of  Bro.  John  Anderson  vs.  Prince  Ar- 
thur Lodge,  No.  334,  Arthur,  against  their  action  suspending  said 
brother  iodefinitely  without  proper  trial,  and  under  circumstances 
-of  considerable  aggravation.  The  Board  recommend  th>it  the 
mutter  be  referred  to  a  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  M.  W. 
the  Grand  Master  to  investigate  the  whole  matter  and  report  to 
the  Board  atits  next  regular  meeting. 

9.  Be  Sharon  Lodge,  No.  97,  vs.  Richardson  Lodge,  No.  136, 
Stouffville.  •  Invasion  of  territory.  None  of  the  parties  has  ap- 
peared, and  the  papers  are  incomplete.  We  therefore  recommend 
that  the  matter  in  question  be  referred  to  the  incoming  D.  D.  G. 
M.  of  that  district  to  have  an  independent  survey  made  under  his 
personal  supervision  by  a  properly  qualified  land  surveyor,  and  to 
report  thereon  to  the  Board  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  the  ex- 
pense in  the  meantime  to  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  Board,  through  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Laws,  have  the  honor  to  report,  for  the  information  of  Grand 
Lodge,  that  they  have  examined  the  notices  of  motion  con- 
tained in  the  notice  papers  sent  to  the  members  of  Grand 
Lodge,  and  have  to  remark  respecting  them: 

Notice  No.  1.  The  proposed  amendment  is  permissible. 

The  Committee  would,  however,  suggest  that  the  amend- 
mznt  be  slightly  altered  go  that  Rule  39,  after  the  word 
"baaed,"  shall  read  as  follows:  "Notice  of  the  appeal  shall 
be  given  to  the  Grand  Secretary  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
Tisions  of  Section  253  of  the  Constitution." 

Notice  No.  2.  The  proposed  amendment  Is  permissible.      It 
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Is  Intended  to  make  proylslon  for  proper  seryice  upon  a  bro- 
ther of  notice  of  any  decision  by  which  he  may  be  affected 
or  of  any  sentence  passed  upon  him,  a  provision  which  seems 
very  necessary,  but  has  heretofore  been  omitted  from  the 
rules.  The  printed  notice  does  not  correctly  set  forth  the 
notice  given  by  R.  W.  Bro.  Burritt,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto- 
annexed. 

Notice  No.  3.  The  proposed  amendment  is  permissible.  Its 
object  is  to  settle,  if  possible,  the  very  troublesome  question 
of  "residence,"  which  has  frequently  given  rise  to  disputes 
between  Lodges. 

Notice  No.  4.  The  proposed  amendment  is  permissible.

SUPPLEMENTARY  REPORT  ON  CONSTITU- 
TION AND  RULES. 

M.  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Boards 
presented  the  following 

SUPPLEMENTARY   REPORT. 

The  Board,  through  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Laws,  to  which  was  referred  the  petition  of  Minerva  Lodge, 
Belleville,  for  permission  to  wear  gold  Jewels,  the  reference 
being  grounded  on  an  objection  made  by  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  that  such  permission  would  not  be  granted 
without  an  alteration  of  the  Constitution,  has  the  honor  to 
report  that  the  only  power  reserved  to  Grand  Lodge  to  alter 
the  rule  with  respect  to  the  clothing  and  Jewels  to  be  used 
and  worn  in  the  Lodges  is  contained  in  Section  255.  which 
refers  to  aprons.  The  clause  prescribing  the  dress  of  a  Mas- 
ter Mason  provides  as  follows: 

What  the  words  "unless  otherwise  especially"  means  is 
somewhat  obscure,  but  being  contained  in  a  clause  prescrib- 
ing the  pattern  of  a  Master  Mason's  apron  and  in  no  other 
clause,  it  would  seem  to  the  Board  that  Grand  Lodge  has  not 
the  power  to  grant  the  application  made  by  Moira  Lodge. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  if  it  is  desirable  to  give 
Grand  Lodge  authority  summarily  in  the  application  of  a 
private  Lodge  to  wear  gold  Jewels,  a  distinct  provision  to  that 
effect  should  be  made  in  the  Constitution. 

The  Constitution  in  that  part  of    the    section    respecting 
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Jewels,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  provides  that  all 
the  above  Jewels  be  of  silver.

REPORT  ON  CONDITION  OF  MASONRY. 

M.  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  the  following 

REPOKT. 

The  Board  has  had  submitted  to  It  the  reports  of  the  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Masters.  The  reports  have  been  care- 
fully read,  and  the  Board  is  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that 
of  the  367  Lodges,  363  have  been  officially  visited,  many  of 
them  a  number  of  times.  Last  year  ten  Lodges  were  re- 
j)orted  unvisited.  This  year  only  four  are  so  reported.  The 
Lodges  unvisited  are: 

No.  73,  St.  James,  St  Mary's. 

No.  266,  Northern  Light,  Stayner. 

No.  328,  Ionic,  Napier. 

No.  446,  Granite,  Fort  Frances. 

Of  the  ten  Lodges  not  visited  last  year,  eight  have  been 
visited  this  year.  Of  the  four  not  visited  this  year  two  were 
not  visited  last  year  either,  but  the  D.D.G.M's  endeavored  to 
arrange  for  meetings  at  which  they  could  visit  them  and  tried 
to  stir  up  activity,  but  so  far  have  been  unable  to  resuscitate 
them,  although  they  are  not  despairing.  The  D.D.G.M  of 
District  No.  4,  admits  that  it  was  entirely  his  fault  that  that 
good  old  Lodge,  St.  James,  No.  73,  was  not  visited,  as  it  was 
anxious  and  ready  to  receive  him. 

The  fact  Uiat  only  four  Lodges  out  of  367  on  the  roll  of 
Grand  Lodge  have  not  been  visited  speaks  volumes  for  the 
general  close  supervision  exercised  by  the  D.D.G.M's. 

The  ultimate  aim  being  to  have  every  Lodge  visited  at 
least  once  a  year,  your  Board  once  more  calls  attention  to  the 
matter  with  the  confident  expectation  that  next  year  every 
Lodge  will  be  visited,  and  thus  that  state  of  perfection  so  long 
hoped  for  will  be  attained.  The  four  Lodges  above  referred 
to  are  especially  commended  to  the  care  of  the  incoming 
D.D.G.M's  in  whose  Districts  they  are,  with  instructions  to 
give  them  prompt  and  continuous  attention. 

The  Board  has  once  more  the  pleasing  task  of  informing 
Grand  Lodge  that  the  duties  and  responsibilities  entrusted  to 
the  various  D.D.G.M's  have  been  faithfully  and  efficiently  dis- 
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charged.  Each  rear  sees  an  improTement  in  tbe  doeeness  of 
the  work  of  these  energetic  and  painatakfng  olllcers.  and  too 
much  credit  cannot  be  awarded  them  for  the  sacrifices  tber 
make  in  order  to  overtake  the  arduons  labors  laid  apcm  their 
shoulders  bj  Grand  Lodge.  The  sacrifice  of  time  akme  means 
considerable  loss  to  them,  the  inconvenience  of  absence  from 
their  business  is  also  embarassing,  and  when  to  these  is  added 
the  making  of  long  Journeys  in  inclement  weather,  sorely  they 
are  deserving  of  our  respect  and  gratitude.  The  Lodges  they 
vlHit  are  deeply  indebted  to  them  for  the  Journeys  made  in 
order  to  show  them  all  honor  and  entertain  them  hospitably 
and  courteously,  and  above  all  pay  them  promptly  their 
neces-ary  traveling  expenses,  which  Grand  Lodge  has  over 
and  over  again  instructed  should  be  done.  The  work  done 
iH  so  Important,  and  tbe  expense  to  the  individual  Lodge  is 
so  »mall,  that  it  is  a  matter  of  surprise  and  regret  that  the 
Board  has  to  record  that  there  are  still  Lodges  which  neglect 
to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  these  officers.  It  is  confi- 
dently hoped  that  this  reproach  will  entirely  disappear  from 
next  year's  reports. 

The  reports  of  the  D.D.G.liil's  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory. 
There  Is  reported  large  increases  of  membership  in  several 
DlRtricts.  The  character  of  the  material  is  said  to  be  all 
that  could  be  wished  and  such  as  is  calculated  to  strengthen 
and  build  up  the  Craft  In  the  future.  The  financial  condition 
Bounds  through  nearly  all  the  reports  the  discordant  note, 
"  large  arrearages  of  dues."  Grand  Lodge  has  so  often  ad- 
vised upon  the  proper  course  to  be  followed  that  the  repeti- 
tion is  becoming  tiresome.  Once  more  let  it  be  said  that 
prompt  collection  of  dues  is  the  remedy,  coupled  with  charity 
of  remission  where  the  brother  cannot  pay.  The  D.D.G.M's 
report,  too,  that  the  work  as  a  rule  is  accurately  done,  which 
important  result  has  been  attained  through  the  careful  and 
constant  inspection  by  these  officers  year  by  year.  The  call- 
ing attention  to  errors,  and  frank  criticisms  of  careless  and 
iozy  work,  have  worked  wonders.  Notwithstanding  the  gen- 
eral proficiency,  two  Masters  are  reported  as  Incapable  of 
working  any  of  the  degrees.  Examining  boards  are  not 
meant  to  be  a  farce,  but  to  prevent  incapable,  unskilled  men 
being  installed  as  Masters  of  Lodges  to  the  great  injury  there- 
of. The  Board  recommends  that  when  unskilled  and  incom- 
petent Masters  are  found,  that  the  composition  of  the  install- 
ing board  be  made  a  matter  of  inquiry  with  a  view  of  calling 
them  to  account  for  their  neglect  of  duty  In  order  that  the 
perfunctory  performance  of  so  important  a  matter  shall  be 
put  to  an  end. 

The  numerous  Lodges  of  Instruction  which  have  been  held 
during  the  past  year,  at  many  of  which  the  R.W..  the  Acting 
Grand  Mnhter.  mad?  great  sacrifices  to  be  present,  cannot 
fall  to  have  a  beneficial  effect,  and  will  leave  the  Lodges  with- 
out excuses  for  Incorrect  work.  The  R,W.,  the  Acting  Grand 
Master,  Is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  generous  recognition 
that  has  been  given  to  his  request  that  Lodges  of  Instruction 
should  be  held  in  all  the  Districts.      In  fourteen  out  of  nine- 
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teen  Di-tricts  Lodges  of  Instruction  were  held,  as  many  as 
four  or  five  being  held  in  some  districts.  The  Districts  In 
which,  for  one  reason  or  another.  Lodges  were  not  held  are 
Nos.  3,  10,  13,  14,  17.  One  D.D.G.M.  speaks  of  the  expense 
as  deterring  the  holding  of  such  a  school.  There  is  no  neces- 
sity for  any  serious  expense,  as  the  Lodge  under  whose  war- 
rant the  instruction  is  held  is  under  no  obligation  to  enter- 
tain those  attending. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  the  opinion  that  constant  and 
prolonged  efforts  to  resuscitate  a  dormant  Lodge  should  be 
made  before  allowing  the  light  of  Masonry  to  be  extinguished 
where  it  has  once  been  lit.  It  Is  only  as  a  very  last  resort 
that  a  warrant  should  be  called  in.  This  expression  of  opin- 
ion is  given  point  to  by  the  encouraging  reports  received  with 
irespect  to  certain  Lodges  which  have  been  for  a  few  years 
thought  to  be  in  need  of  burial  but  which  are  now  revivified 
and  shedding  light  and  lustre  with  strong  vigor.  The  Board 
rejoices  at  the  number  of  Lodges  which  attended  divine  ser- 
vice during  the  past  year. 

The  secretarial  and  financial  work  of  the  Lodges  appear  to 
be  in  hands  of  educated  and  careful  officers,  which  is  a  mat- 
ter 1  of  congratulation,  as  the  keeping  of  intelligent  records 
and  the  honest  handling  of  funds  greatly  conduce  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Craft. 

The  Board  Is  pleased  to  state  that  lectures  by  well-skilled 
brethren  upon  matters  of  Masonic  interest  have  been  in- 
creased during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  doubts  which  have  existed 
in  the  minds  of  some  of  the  D.D.G.M's  as  to  their  power  to 
grant  dispensations.  A  reference  to  clauses  69  and  75  of  the 
Constitution  will  define  clearly  what  their  powers  are  in  this 
connection.  D.D.G.M's  have  no  power  to  grant  dispensations 
to  hold  "At  Homes,"  much  less  to  attend,  clothed  as  Masons, 
functions  held  in  another  country. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  a  D.D.G.M.  ruled 
that  a  W.M.  could  not  resign  after  installation,  whereas 
Clause  193  of  the  Constitution  clearly  permits  him  to  do  so. 

In  closing,  the  Board  is  glad  to  state  its  opinion  that  M» 
sonry  is  on  the  whole  in  a  satisfactory  and  fiourishing  con- 
dition throughout  this  jurisdiction.  So  far  as  growth  in  num- 
bers is  concerned,  the  Board  finds  that  between  1897  and  1902, 
a  period  of  six  years,  nearly  eleven  thousand  initiations  took 
place,  which  is  an  evidence  that  Masonry  has  a  strong  hold 
on  the  respect  of  the  young  people  who  are  growing  up  to 
manhood.  The  Lodges  and  the  brethren  are  active  in  deeds 
of  kindness  and  charity.  Numbers  are  not  of  so  much  im- 
portance as  the  enrolling  in  our  ranks  of  honorable,  God-fear- 
ing men,  who  thus  become  bound  together  in  ties  of  brotherly 
affection.  Your  Board  is  firmly  of  opinion  that  Masonry  will 
continue  to  grow  just  so  long  as  the  low  and  vicious  are  kept 
without  its  portals,  and,  as  a  last  word  of  warning  it  recom- 
mends even  greater  care  in  the  scrutiny  of  the  character  and 
lives  of  those  who  seek  to  enter  its  charmed  circle.

REPORT  ON  THE  FRATERNAL  DEAD. 

M.  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  the  following 

REPOKT. 

The  Board,  through  the  Sub-Committee  on  the  FratemsA 
Dead,  beg  leave  to  report: 

One  more  turn  of  the  inexorable  wheel  of  time  brings  us 
together  again  to  work  cordially  for  the  greatest  human  fac- 
tor in  the  world's  betterment,  to  form  new  ties,  to  cement  old 
and  tried  friendships,  and  reverently  to  pay  our  last  tribute 
of  respect  and  affection  to  those  of  our  brethren  who  have 
passed  throught  the  gates  of  death  into  the  vast  and  unknown 
hereafter.  Let  us  hope  that  it  has  been  to  the  place  of 
wages,  refreshment  and  rest,  to  the  radiance  of  a  new  and 
diviner  day. 

The  year  that  has  passed  has  brought  to  each  his  own  ex- 
periences. To  some  it  has  been  crowned  by  joys,  successes  and 
triumphs,  to  others  it  must  have  seemed  a  ceaseless  succes- 
sion of  sorrows,  reverses  and  defeats;  to  some  the  sun  shone 
always  with  its  brightest  lustre;  the  way  of  others  was 
shrouded  in  deepest  darkness.  But  through  all,  if  they  would 
but  see,  God's  mercy  was  everywhere,  even  when  the  days 
were  most  sombre  and  the  skies  darkest. 

And  we,  too,  have  to  mourn  those  called  away  from  us 
across  the  tideless  river.  Death  comes  to  all;  who  shall  re- 
sist them?  There  is  no  escape;  the  king  and  the  peasant 
alike  obey  his  summons;  the  worthless  criminal  as  well  as 
mankind's  greatest  benefactor  must  follow  when  he  calls. 

"The  boast  of  heraldry,  the  pomp  of  power. 
And  all  that  beauty,  all  that  wealth  e'er  gave. 

Await  alike  th'  inevitable  hour, 
The  paths  of  glory  lead  but  to  the  grave." 

Nay,  all  paths  lead  there.    And  yet  death  is  but  another  life: 
darkness  and  light  are  near  of  kin. 

"  Through  death,  to  life.    In  heaven  and  earth 
All  shadows  owe  their  birth  to  light 
And  light  is  but  the  shadow  of  God." 

"Into  each  life  some  rain  must  fall."  but  through  the  gloom 
there  shines  the  star  of  faith,  in  the  darkest  of  shadows 
blooms  ever  the  acacia,  emblem  of  immortality,  and  the 
"  Bright  Morning  Star  "  shines  most  clear  when  the  heavens 
tower  blackest,  reminding  us  that 
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There  must  be  some  clouds  foreboding,  but  they  bring  refresh- 
ing rain; 

There  must  be  some  nights  of  darkness;  but  the  morning 
comes  again. 

There  must  be  some  days  of  sorrow,  in  our  Journey  here  be- 
low. 

But  they  brighter  make  the  morrow,  with  its  heaven  lights 
aglow."

And  as  "death  ever  loves  a  shining  mark/'  two  have  fallen 
a  prey  to  the  great  destroyer. 

We,  as  Masons,  deeply  mourn  the  cruel  and  untimely  death 
of  our  distinguished  brother,  Wm.  McKinley,  President  of  our 
great  sister  nation.  Were  is  possible  to  reproduce  here  the 
impressive  words  of  our  own  P.  G.  M.  Sutherland,  spoken  in 
Rochester,  no  more  eloquent  eulogy  could  be  penned,  and  yet 

"  So  great  a  soul  no  requiem  needs." 

Called  by  the  voice  of  his  people  to  the  highest  position  in 
their  gift,  filling,  each  day,  with  greater  dignity  his  exalted 
place,  not  only  in  the  life  of  the  great  nation  whose  chosen 
leader  he  was,  but  in  the  higher  counsels  of  the  world  at 
large,  in  one  awful  moment,  at  the  zenith  of  his  greatness, 
he  was  stricken  down  by  the  cowardly  hand  of  assassination. 
Oh!  the  pity  of  it!  And  then  70  millions  of  his  own  people, 
nay,  we,  too  with  the  world  at  large,  watched  and  waited  and 
prayed,  hoping  against  hope  until  the  end.  And  when  that 
came,  our  hearts  went  forth  to  our  bereaved  brethren  in  their 
grievous  loss.  McKinley,  the  martyred  President,  was  dead 
and  the  world  mourned.  In  peace,  his  splendid  talents,  his 
career  of  exalted  usefulness,  his  stern  integrity,  illumined  the 
history  of  that  country  for  whom,  in  war,  he  had  so  bravely 
fought.  In  private  life  his  dignified  presence,  his  stainless 
honor,  his  pure  and  generous  manhood  stamped  him  one  of 
nature's  noblemen.  And  if  his  life  was  great,  his  death  was 
nobler  still.  The  mournful  peal  of  tolling  bells,  the  funeral 
march,  the  roll  of  muflled  drums  have  passed,  but  his  dying 
words  yet  live: 

"Good-bye  all;  It's  God's  way.    His  will  be  done." 
"  He  is  not  dead,  he  has  but  passed 

Beyond  the  mists  that  blind  us  here 
Into  the  new  and  larger  life 
Of  that  serener  sphere." 

But  even  nearer  to  our  homes  and  closer  to  ourselves  death 
came  and,  in  grim  irony,  marked  him  who  was  our  chosen 
and  well-beloved  leader.  In  dread  silence  he  beckoned  to 
our  Grand  Master,  and  he  must  needs  follow  and  leave  us 
sorrowing. 

In  the  long  list  of  distinguished  men  who  have  ruled  over 
us  In  the  Grand  East  there  have  been  those  of  greater  ability, 
or  stronger  personality,  but,  among  them  all  there  has  been 
no  more  unselfish  and  generous  heart,  no  purer  and  more  lov- 
able nature  than  our  brother  M.  W.  Bro.  Richard  Becher  Hun- 
gerford.  He  lived  the  true  Masonic  life,  and  his  connection 
with  Masonry  honored  the  Craft  for  which  he  faithfully  and 
unceasingly  labored  so  long.  Who  ever  knew  him  to  do  an 
unkindly  act,  to  speak  an  uncharitable  word?  To  help  a 
'brother  In  distress  was  his  purest  and  his  constant  pleasure. 
Mis  unsullied  character,  his  love  of  justice  and  of  truth,  his 
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broad»  yet  silent,  charity,  his  affectionate  loyalty,  his  simple 
nature  made  him  both  loved  and  respected  even  by  those  who 
were  mere  acquaintances.  To  his  brethren  his  death  came 
as  a  deep  and  lasting  sorrow.  As  we  clasp  one  another's 
hands,  many  here  will  in  memory  feel  his  warm  hand-clasp; 
as  we  speak  words  of  welcome,  many  will  almost  hear  his 
cheery  greeting.  We  laid  him  to  rest,  and  our  hearts  ached 
over  the  solemn  words,  "  Earth  to  earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust 
to  dust,"  but  as  each  brother  cast  into  the  grave  the  sprig  of 
evergreen,  fit  symbol  of  a  fadeless  and  eternal  hope,  we  re- 
membered that  he  was  not  there,  it  was  his  body  only. 

"  The  womout  fetters 
"  That  the  soul  had  broken  and  thrown  away." 

Memory  alone  can  bring  him  back  to  us.  but  yet  "the  good" 
of  his  life  is  "not  interred  with  his  bones."  Quietly  to-day 
he  sleeps  in  God's  acre,  but  in  our  hearts  he  lives, 

"So  let  him  rest  in  dreamless  sleep; 
His  life  was  rounded  well  and  true." 
"And  when  our  last  voyage  we're  making. 

May  we  go.  as  he  went,  unafraid ; 
And,  the  Pilot  that  guided  him  taking. 

May  we  make  the  same  port  he  has  made." 

To  the  sorrowing  relatives  of  our  deceased  brethren  we 
offer  the  deepest  sympathy  and  beg  to  recommend  that  their 
names  be  entered  in  the  memorial  pages  of  Grand  Lodge. 

How  soon  may  our  names  be  there;  how  soon  may  we,  too, 
live  but  in  memory!  It  rests  with  us  to  make  that  memory 
what  we  will. 

The  lesson  to  all  of  us,  the  lesson  we  should  learn  well,  is 
this:  Let  not  our  lambskin  apron  be  an  empty  symbol  of  a 
vain  pretense,  worn  only  on  stated  nights  of  meeting,  but 
rather  let  it  be  the  living  proof  to  all  men  of  a  stainless  life. 
Let  not  our  fraternal  garb  be  folded  like  a  disused  garment 
for  moths  to  fret  and  to  destroy,  but  let  us  wear  it,  wear  it 
ever  in  our  dally  Intercourse  with  all  men,  in  every  relation  of 
life,  so  that  when  the  great  Grand  Master  shall  send  forth 
His  Angel  to  summon  us  before  Him,  it  may  prove  a  garment 
fit  to  wear  even  in  His  Ineffable  Presence,  in  the  house  not 
made  with  hands,  the  Glorious  Grand  Lodge  above. 

So  mote  it  be!

Further  particulars  are  given  in  the  de- 
tailed report  of  this  committee.  It  is  recommended  that  recogni- 
tion be  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica.

REPORT  ON  R.  W.  BRO.  BENNETT'S  VISIT 
TO  ENGLAND. 

R.  W.  Bro.  G.  J.   Bennett  presented  the  following 

REPORT : 

To  the  R.  W.  the  Acting  Grand  Master  and  Brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  A.  F.  dt  A.  M.  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  : 

R.  W.  Sir  and  Brethren,— 

At  the  instance  of  oar  late  lamented  M.  Wor.  Grand  Master,  and 
with  your  eudorsation,  I  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  at  the  installation  last  year  of  H.  R.  H.  the  Dnke 
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-of  Connanght  m  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  united  Grand  Lodge 
of  E  jgland  and  Wales,  in  succession  to  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty 
King  Edward  YII,  who,  as  Prince  of  Wales,  had  mled  the  Craft 
for  a  quarter  of  a  centiury. 

Deeply  sensible  of  the  high  honor  and  responsibility  thus  confer- 
red upon  me,  I  aceepted  the  exalted  privilege  for  which  I  hereby 
beg  to  tender  my  most  grateful  asknowledgments. 

My  reception  by  the  officials  of  the  Mother  Grand  Lodge  in  Lon- 
•  don  was  of  the  most  cordial  and  fraternal  character. 

On  the  17th  July,  in  the  Roysd  Albert  Hall,  Kensington,  was 
held  the  Special  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  which 
nearly  twelve  thousand  of  its  members  were  gatherod. 

Your  representative  was  given,  next  to  Ireland  and  Scotland,  the 
most  prominent  position  on  the  dais,  and  in  every  other  necessary 
detail  the  dignity  and  high  impjrtance  of  this  grand  body  was 
most  carefully  observed. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremony,  the  most  impressive  and  in- 
spiring I  ever  witnessed,  the  delegated  visitors  from  Ireland,  Scot- 
land and  Canada  were  presented  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master. 
His  Royal  Highness  was  characteristically  kind  and  fraternal. 
He  warmly  expressed  his  personal  gratification  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  should  have  been  represented  on  an  occasion  so 
important  to  himself  and  to  the  Craft,  and  added  that  he  felt  con- 
fident the  knowledge  of  that  fact  would  afford  equal  pleasure  to 
his  illustrious  brother  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty  the  King.

REPORT  ON  THE  ACTING  GRAND  MASTER'S 
ADDRESS. 

M.  W.  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone,  on  behalf  of  the  Board, 
presented  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Board,  through  the  Committee  on  the  Acting  Grand 
Master's  Address,  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  with 
reference  to  the  matters  contained  in  It: 

They  join  with  the  Acting  Grand  Master  in  his  expression 
of  sorrow  at  the  death  of  our  late  beloved  Grand  Master.  M. 
W.  Bro.  Richard  B.  Hungerford.  A  resolution  expressing  the 
sentiments  of  Grand  Lodge  with  reference  to  that  sad  event 
has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
adoption. 

The  Board  regard  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  the  long  list 
of  distinguished  brethren  who  have  passed  away,  and  en- 
dorses the  expression  of  the  Acting  Grand  Master's  feelings 
of  horror  with  respect  to  the  crime  which  deprived  the  United 
States  of  its  President,  and  the  Craft  of  a  distinguished  mem- 
ber. 

In  the  matter  of  the  Royal  Solomon  Mother  Lodge,  No.  293, 
it  appears  that,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Acting  Grand 
Master,  given  in  accordance  with  the  desire  of  Grand  Lodge 
expressed  at  its  last  meeting,  the  Grand  Secretary  issued  a 
summons  on  the  2nd  day  of  March  last  addressed  to  the  Wor- 
shipful Master,  officers  and  brethren  of  Royal  Solomon 
Mother  Lodge  notifying  them  that  the  question  of  the  with- 
drawal of  the  warrant  of  the  Lodge  would  be  considered  by 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  session,  and  summoning  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Lodge  to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Gen- 
eral purposes  on  the  14th  day  of  July,  1902,  at  the  City  of 
Windsor,  to  show  cause  why  the  warrant  should  not  be  with- 
drawn on  the  grounds  stated  in  the  summons,  which  are  as . 
follows: 

"  1.  The  great  distance  of  your  Lodge  from  Canada  renders 
impossible  proper  supervision  of  the  proceedings  thereon. 

"  2.  Grave  irregularities  in  the  conduct  of  your  Lodge,  as 
shown  by  the  minute  and  other  books  in  possession  of  the 
Grand  Secretary." 

ThtB  summons  was  duly  received  and  its  receipt  acknow- 
ledged by  the  Master  of  the  Lodge,  W.  Bro.  Tedros.  who,  with 
his  letter,  which  is  dated  on  the  17th  of  May,  1902,  enclosed 
a  memorial  from  his  Lodge  upon  the  subject  matter  of  the 
charges. 
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The  Lodge  not  having  appeared,  the  Board  have  gone  care- 
fully through  the  material  in  the  possession  of  the  Qrand 
Secretary,  including  the  memorial  referred  to, and  have  come 
to  the  following  conclusion: 

That  charge  one  ought  not  to  be  entertained;  indeed,  it  can- 
not be  regarded  as  a  charge. 

That  charge  two  is  established  by  the  evidence. 

The  Board  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter be  empowered  forthwith  to  withdraw  or  cancel  the  war- 
rant of  Royal  Solomon  Mother  Lodge,  No.  293. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  a  special  committee  be 
appointed  for  the  readjustment  of  the  Districts,  and  that  It 
should  report  to  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation.

Hbnry  Robertson,   Chairman, 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  oj  Canada  : 

The  annual  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence is  presented  herewith. 

Within  the  limited  space  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Committee,  it  is  impossible  to  indulge  in  any  extended 
comments  on  th-e  many  and  various  important  matters 
appearing  in  the  Proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges.  The 
most  that  can  be  done  is  to  try  and  give  the  Brethren 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  a  fair  view  of  what  is 
going  on  in  the  Masonic  World.  A  somewhat  length- 
ened experience  in  this  line  has  probably  enabled  your 
Committee  to  seize  upon  the  salient  points,  to  give  as 
much  information  as  possible,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  th«  report  readable.  The  selections  will,  it  is 
hoped,  be  found  interesting  and  sufficiently  important 
to  justify  their  perusal. 

ALABAMA. 

8ist  Communication,  Montgomery,  Dec.  3,  1901. 

Russell  M.  Cunningham,  G.M. 

He  reports  twelve  new  lodges  and  says: 

There  has  been  a  larger  number  of  new  Lodges  organized 
than  in  recent  years.  There  has  also  been  a  larger  number 
of  accessions,  I  am  confident,  than  in  the  past.  This  is  in 
part  du^  to  the  prosperity  throughout  the  State,  but  mostly, 
in  my  opinion,  to  the  more  general  recognition  of  the  merits 
of  Masonry.  There  seems  to  be,  pretty  generally,  harmony 
and  peace  among  the  Lodges  and  brethren.  There  is,  how- 
ever, great  room  for  improvement  in  these  particulars.  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  there  is  not  sufficient  observance  of  our 
Masonic  obligations  to  each  other,  in  the  matter  of  our  good 
name  and  in  promoting  good  feeling  and  brotherly  love 
among  Masons.  A  great  deal  can  be  done  in  this  direction 
if  we  only  observe  and  do  our  duty. 
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In  reply  to  the  proposal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Swit- 
zerland to  establish  an  "  International  Masonic  Office," 
the  Grand  Lodge  decided  not  to  take  any  active  steps 
in  the  movement. 

The  question  of  establishing  a  Masonic  Home  re- 
ceived further  consideration.  An  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  was  submitted  to  the  lodges  for  approval 
or  rejection.  This  amendment  provides  for  a  tax  of 
$1.50  per  member  for  five  years,  $1  of  which  shall  go  to 
the  support  of  the  Home,  and  after  five  years,  a  tax  of 
$1  per  member,  of  which  50  cents  shall  go  to  the  Home. 

A  proposal  to  compel  an  unaffiliated  brother  to  apply 
for  membership  within  one  year  was  negatived. 

Bro.  W.  Y.  Titcomb  reviews  our  Proceedings  of  1900 
and  1 90 1,  referring  to  the  address  of  Grand  Master 
Malone  as  "able  and  truly  Masonic."  We  copy  his 
concluding  remarks: 

Willie  It  would  be  a  piece  of  unwarrantable  presumption 
on  our  part  to  think  for  one  moment  that  we  could  throw 
any  new  light  on  those  questions,  which  have  been  exercis- 
ing the  minds  of  our  most  profound  thinkers,  lo  these  many 
years,  still,  for  the  benefit  of  one  or  two  knights  of  the  quill, 
who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  hear  from  us;  doubtless  that, 
if  they  find  us  weak,  loosely  put  together,  they  may  pounce 
upon  us  and  give  us  a  good  shaking,  just  as  a  big  mastiff 
shakes  the  life  out  of  a  small  canine  which  has  antagonized 
him,  we  will  barely  state  a  few  points  of  our  "Credo." 

We  do  not  believe  in  Cipher  Ritual. 

We  do  believe  in  the  necessity  for  the  actual  presence 
of  the  Charter. 

We  do  not  believe  in  the  perpetual  jurisdiction  over  re- 
jected material,  when  the  said  material  has  moved  out  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  under  which  the  rejection 
occurred. 

We  do  not  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  dependent  member- 
ship. 

We  do  believe  that  a'l  dimits  should  be  without  recom* 
mendation. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  requirement  as  to  time  in  con- 
ferring degrees  should  be  dispensed  with,  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

We  do  believe  that  Grand  Lodge  should,  with  strong 
grip,  choke  the  life  out  of  political  methods — canvassing  for 
office,  etc. 

We  do  believe  in  placing  a  higher  estimate  on  brains  and 
heart  than  on  fingers  and  toes. — But  enough  of  this. 

The  evidences  of  prosperity,  advancement  and  exercise  of 
noble  charity  by  our  Grand  Brotherhood,  are  patent  to  every 
attentive  observer. 

The  array  of  magnificent  Masonic  charities  in  the  United 
States  is  indeed  an  imposing  one,  while  the  systematic  be- 
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nevolence  of  England  and  Canada  challenge  the  admiration 
of  the  Masonic  world. 

h^ee  Masonry's  plane  is  high  above  that  of  her  traducers. 
These  may  shoot  their  arrows  of  envy  and  malevolence  as 
they  please,  but  their  barbed  shafts  fall  short  of  the  mark. 

Ji^rthermore  we  undertake  to  affirm  that,  as  God's  sun- 
light falls  on  seething  corruption,  without  receiving  the  least 
contamination,  so  the  light  of  true  Free  Masonry  illuminates 
the  dark  recesses  of  sin  and  misery  with  its  healthful  rays, 
and  returns  without  spot  or  blemish. 

And  here  we  close  with  the  wish  that  our  brethren  may  be 
prosperous  and  happy,  and  finally  be  admitted  into  that 
"  Temple  not  made  with  hands — eternal  in  the  Heavens."

He  reports  a  most  prosperous  year.  A  new  lodge 
was  formed  at  Yuma. 

Representatives  were  exchanged  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Zealand. 

On  Masonry  in  Mexico,  the  Correspondence  Com- 
mittee made  the  following  special  report : 

In  relation  to  Mexican  Masonry  we  feel  that  we  cannot  but 
regret  that  the  hopes  which  many  had  nourished,  that  the 
organization  of  the  Gran  Dieta  would  serve  to  regularize  the 
practice  of  Freemasonry  in  that  country,  have  not  been 
realized.  We  believe  that  a  strong  restraining  power  is 
needed  to  control  the  system  and  keep  it  within  due  bounds 
among  that  people,  and  we  trust  that  the  efforts  to  establish 
properly  constlltiled  Grand  Lodges,  which  must  undoubtedly 
follow  the  dlsbandment  of  the  Grand  Dieta,  will  soon  prove 
successful,  and  that  we  may  realize  at  an  early  date  that  such 
a  Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Lodges,  are  in  such  condition  as  to 
become  worthy  members  of  the  family  of  recognized  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  world.  At  present  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  course  indicated  by  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
will  best  subserve  the  interests  of  our  Order,  and  therefore 
recommend  that  the  question  of  recognition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  del  Valle  de  Mexico  be  postponed  for  further  con- 
sideration. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  some  dissatisfaction  and  unrest 
prevails  throughout  this  Grand  Lodge  jurisdiction  in  regard 
to  the  Ritual  and  its  dissemination  to  the  several  Ix>dges, 
and  with  the  intent  to  give  the  whole  subject  that  thorough 
discussion  which  its  importance  demands,  be  it 
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Kesolved,  That  the  Worshipful  Masters  of  the  several 
chartered  Lodges  for  the  ensuing  year  be  constituted  a  com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  fully  discussing  the  changes  de- 
sired, if  any,  and  for  the  purpose  of  devising  some  plan 
whereby  all  the  Lodges  may  be  fully  instructed  in  the  work 
or  Ritual. 

Furthermore,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  shall  be  the  Chair- 
man and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  said 
committee;  and, 

Further,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to 
make  such  observation,  by  correspondence  and  contact,  as 
will  enable  each  individual  brother  to  be  fully  informed  of 
the  subject  and  necessities  of  their  several  Lodges. 

Further,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to 
make  full  and  complete  report  at  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Chas.  D. 
Belden.  In  his  review  of  Canada  for  1901,  we  find  the 
following  remarks.  We  cannot  agree  with  him  that  it 
is  our  duty  as  Masons  to  prosecute  a  member  who  re- 
nounces Freeimasonry.  He  is  just  as  much  entitled  to 
have  his  opinion  about  the  Order  as  we  are  to  have 
ours: 

Our  excellent  brother  seems  to  have  permitted  a  rather 
frequent  fallacy  to  have  overcome  him  while  criticising  the 
California  decision  that  "  an  attempt  to  renounce  Masonry 
is  an  offense  and  should  be  punished."  He  has  taken  the 
ground  that  Masonry  requires  perfect  freedom  of  action  and 
thought — ^and  argues  upon  that  assumption  literally.  But 
that  expression  is  fallacioua.  Freemasonry  does  not  allow 
or  require  perfect  freedom  of  thought  except  within  certain 
due  bounds — there  are  certain  definite  restrictions — as,  for 
instance,  we  demand  a  belief  in  God  as  the  basis  of  all 
thDught.  This  sam3  expression,  "perfect  freedom  of 
thought/'  is  the  stapla  argument  of  the  atheist,  the  madman 
and  the  fool.  It  is  the  argument  used  by  every  one  who 
seeks  for  license  to  break  the  bounds  of  civilization  and 
other  restraining  influences.  It  leads  to  intemperance  and 
ex: ess  in  all  things  unless  discreetly  controlled.  We  have 
had  a  national  lesson  in  "  perfect  freedom  of  thought "  dur- 
ing the  past  summer.  It  was  that  unrestrained  license  which 
the  anarchist  claimed  had  no  restrictions  and  which,  having 
been  permitted  by  our  liberal  laws,  nourished  and  developed 
a  viper  that  wantonly  murdered  our  beloved  brother.  Presi- 
dent William  McKinley.  It  is  sad,  indeed,  that  such  lessons 
are  necessary,  but  they  are,  and  the  sooner  we  take  the 
teachings  to  heart  the  better  it  will  be  for  mankind. 

Of  the  member  that  desires  to  renounce  Masonry,  he  says, 
"  There  is  no  reason  why  such  a  member  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  depart  in  peace."  Yes,  there  is,  a  great  and  suffi- 
cient reason,  and  for  that  matter  many  reasons.  We  have 
no  right  to  sit  tamely  by  while  a  man  that  has  been  a  pupil 
of  ours  publicly  renounces  us.      We  have  the  honor  and  re- 
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pute  of  our  Order  to  maintain.  It  is  an  insult  tcf  our  intelli- 
gence that  a  man  shall  have  been  taught  by  us  tor  a  while 
and  then  renounces  us,  and  much  as  we  may  prefer  to  let 
the  mouthings  and  pratings  of  all  such  go  by  unheeded,  yet 
we,  as  the  avowed  advocates  of  this  philanthropic  Order, 
have  a  public  as  well  as  a  private  duty  to  perform.  The 
minister  of  a  Christian  church  who  fails  to  combat  the  athe- 
ist who  is  sowing  the  seeds  of  dissension  in  his  parish  is  un- 
worthy the  name  of  pastor.  And  when  one  who  has  been 
a  member  of  our  Order  attempts  to  renounce  Masonry  it  be- 
comes our  duty  to  denounce  him. 

While  scanning  the  portraits  that  embellish  this  volume 
we  are  pleased  to  look  our  good  Bro.  Robertson  in  the  face. 
He  shows  that  he  is  brim  full  of  good  nature  and  believes 
every  one  else  should  be.  He  is  an  ornament  to  Masonry; 
may  he  be  long  spared  to  us.

The  Master  of  the 
lodge  at  Golden  (which  was  moved  there  from  Donald), 
lives  100  miles  away,  and  rides  to  and  from  the  meetings 
on  horseback,  taking  two  days  each  way.  The  Grand 
Master  thinks  that  the  removal  was  a  wise  one,  as  he 
has  seldom  seen  so  much  enthusiasm  displayed  as  by 
the  brethren  at  Golden. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nised. 

The  request  for  recognition  from  the  National  Grand 
Orient  of  Egypt  was  denied,  as  it  seems  to  be  a  Scot- 
tish Rite  body,  and  not  a  supreme  governing  body  with 
exclusive  control  over  the  symbolic  degrees. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  recognized. 

M.  W.  Bro.  John  Corson  Smith,  P.G.M.  of  Illinois, 
was  made  a  life  honorary  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

R.  W.  Bro.  W.  A.  DeWolf  Smith  was  appointed  His- 
torian of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  is  likewise  the  Re- 
porter on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Canada  for  1900  receives  his  fraternal  attention.

Thie  year,  was  marked  by  general  prosperity.  We 
quote  two  paragraphs  from  this  excellent  address : 

In  my  visits  to  the  difrerent  parts  of  the  State,  I  am 
pleased  to  note  that  our  brethren  are  almost  Inyariably  ob- 
serving the  rules  of  temperance  and  sobriety.  The  officers 
of  the  Lodges  seem  to  realize  that  they  are  in  a  large  degree 
accountable  for  the  conduct  of  the  members  of  their  Lodges, 
and  are  themselves  examples  of  those  virtues  which  every 
Mason  should  possess. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reports  a  year  of  hard  work,  but 
of  splendid  results,  a  marked  improvem^ent  in  the  work, 
a  better  attendance  and  an  increased  interest  on  the  part 
of  the  members. 

There  are  83  inmates  in  the  Home,  and  the  average 
expense  for  each  inmate  for  the  year  was  $14.71  per 
month. 

A  peculiar  case  of  expulsion  is  reported,  where  the 
accused  entered  the  preparation  room  and  took  money 
out  of  the  candidate's  coat.  The  committee  say  that 
"  he  evidently  believed  it  was  his  duty  to  se^  that  the 
candidate  was  properly  prepared." 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  were  adopted  to 
enable  a  member  to  transfer  his  membership,  by  affilia- 
tion, from  one  lodge  to  another,  without  the  risk  of  be- 
coming a  non-affiliated  Mason  by  the  rejection  of  his 
application  for  membership  in  another  lodge.

The  death  is  announced  of  their  Grand  Secretary,  E. 
C.  Parmelee,  who  was  active  in  every  branch  of  the 
work  for  37  years  and  was  greatly  esteemed  and  be- 
loved. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  is  in  every  way  satisfac- 
tory.     Three  ilew  lodges  were  formed. 

On  Masonic  literature,  the  Grand  Master  savs : 
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Reading  good  Masonic  literature  makes  bright  and  enthu- 
siastic Masons;  it  makes  useful  and  working  members.  If 
the  Masters  of  Lodges,  in  the  absence  of  degree  work  at  their 
regular  communications,  would  employ  the  time  in  having 
some  good  clear  voiced  brother  read  any  first-class  Masonic 
work,  they  would  soon  experience  a  revival  of  interest  in 
their  meetings,  as  well  as  a  largely  increased  attendance. 
And  so,  as  the  first  step  along  this  line,  I  earnestly  recom- 
mend and  urge  that  every  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  adopt 
measures  to  establish  a  Lodge  library;  making  a  beginning, 
if  only  with  half  a  dozen  volumes;  an  outlay  of  a  few  dollars 
at  the  start  with  the  addition  of  a  few  more  from  time  to 
time  as  it  can  be  spared,  would  in  a  few  short  years  procure 
for  each  Lodge  a  rich  treasury  of  Masonic  reading  for  the 
information  and  improvement  of  its  members. 

Thejollowing  resolution  was  adopted: 

That  a  Benevolent  Fund  be  founded  to  be  a  trust  fund  to 
be  invested  for  the  benefit  of  old  or  indigent  brothers,  their 
widows  and  orphans,  and  that  10  per  cent,  of  the  revenue 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  annually  transferred  to  three  trustees 
to  invest  for  that  purpose,  the  revenue  from  the  fund  to  be 
appropriated  for  charitable  purposes  in  accordance  with  the 
by-laws  controlling  this  fund. 

Th^  renort  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  Lawrence 
N.  Greenleaf.  and  reviews  Canada  for  1900.  On  the 
connection  between  operative  and  speculative  Free- 
masonry, Bro.  Greenleaf  says: 

It  is  plainly  set  forth  in  our  lectures  that  whereas  we  work 
in  Speculative,  our  ancient  brethren  wrought  in  both  Opera- 
tive and  Speculative  Masonry.  We  believe  this  to  be  no 
mere  idle  vagary  but  a  demonstrable  fact,  evidence  of  which 
is  constantly  accumulating.  We  have  cited  in  a  previous  re- 
port the  fact  that  within  the  body  of  the  old  London  Com- 
pany of  operative  Masons,  it  had  been  discovered  that  there 
was  a  Lodge  of  speculative  Masons,  whose  existence  until 
recently  had  never  been  surmised.  Evidence  has  also  been 
adduced  to  show  that  among  the  Mason  Builders  of  the  Mid- 
dle Ages,  there  were  Lodges  in  connection  with  their  opera- 
tive* work,  where  secret  rites  were  practiced,  in  which  the 
Intelligent  few  participated  and  to  which  the  great  body  of 
workers  were  not  admitted.  Operative  and  Speculative 
Masonry  thus  went  hand  in  hand  from  time  immemorial,  and 
it  was  not  until  the  half  century  immediately  preceding  the 
1717  period  that  we  discover  any  evidences  of  a  separation. 
The  breach  during  the  time  above  mentioned  had  been 
gradually  widening,  doubtless  owing  to  the  admission  of 
those  not  connected  with  the  operative  art.  Whatever  the 
latent  cause,  certain  it  is  that  after  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  in  1717,  the  separation  was  com- 
plete and  the  union  forever  dissolved.  The  revival  of 
Speculative  Masonry  in  1717  is  so  well  authenticated  as  a 
fact,  and  so  generally  accepted  by  Masonic  investigators, 
that  no  argument  on  that  point  is  deemed  necessary. 
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Bro.  Greenleaf  also  says  that  it  is  evident  that  only 
the  larger  jurisdictions  can  successfully  carry  an  a  Ma- 
sonic Home,  and  that  the  accumulation  of  a  Charity 
Fund  would  seem  to  be  more  desirable  for  th-e  smaller 
jurisdictions.

COSTA  RICA. 

Freemasonry  was  first  introduced  into  Costa  Rica  in 
1865,  when  the  Grand  Orient  of  New  Grenada  char- 
tered a  lodge  to  work  in  San  Jose.  In  1867  another 
lodge  was  formed  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba.  In 
1870  two  other  lodges  appear,  and  in  1871  a  Grand 
Orient  and  Supreme  Council  was  formed.  In  1875, 
Owing  to  political  conditions,  Masonry  there  became 
dormant  until  1883,  when  the  Grand  Orient  was  revived. 
In  1887  the  Grand  Orient  and  Supreme  Council  were 
transferred  to  Guatemala  and  the  lodges  in  Costa  Rica 
became  extinct. 

In  1888  the  Grand  Orient  of  Central  America  (Guate- 
mala), issued  a  warrant  for  a  lodge  in  San  Jose,  and  for 
other  lodges  in  1892,  1897,  1898  and  1899. 
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Owing  to  the  great  difficulty  in  communicating  with 
the  Grand  Orient  in  Guatemala,  and  to  meet  the  grow- 
ing exigencies  of  the  Craft  in  Costa  Rica,  a  movement 
was  set  on  foot  in  1899  to  constitute  a  ruling  body  of 
Craft  Masonry  in  Costa  Rica,  which  was  happily  con- 
summated on  December  7  of  that  year,  when  all  lodges 
in  Costa  Rica  joined  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  adopted  a  Constitution  and  elected  as  their  first 
Grand  Master  Bro.  Arthur  G.  M.  Gillott. 

At  the  next  meeting  on  December  16,  1899,  new  war- 
rants were  issued  to  the  four  old  lodges  and  one  new 
lodge. 

In  the  following  May  the  Grand  Secretary  was  di- 
rected to  reply  to  certain  enquiries  from  Louisiana, 
which  reply  was  in  part  as  follows : 

(2)  With  regard  to  exclusive  right  over  Craft  Free- 
masonry; we  propose  to  maintain  this  right  against  all  com- 
ers. We  have  notified  the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  Am- 
erica of  the  organization  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  its  claim 
to  independence,  and  are  waiting  their  reply;  from  informal 
information  we  are  given  to  understand  that  they  are  willing 
to  renounce  their  authority  over  Craft  F.  M.  in  this  country; 
indeed  their  own  Constitutions  bind  them  to  this  course, 
whenever  a  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  founded  in  either  of  the 
Republics  of  Central  America.  In  any  case  we  shall  main- 
tain our  claim  to  independence  and  sovereign  authority;  we 
shall  denounce  as  spurious  and  irregular  all  Craft  Lodges  in 
this  Republic  that  do  not  obtain  charters  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

(3)  Claiming  sovereign  authority  in  our  own  Jurisdiction, 
we  therefore  uphold  all  Sister  Bodies  in  a  like  claim,  and 
shall  refuse  Masonic  intercourse  with  brethren  holding  under 
an  interloping  body,  as  well  as  fraternal  recognition  of  such 
body;  but,  in  a  Jurisdiction,  where  at  the  time  of  the  consti- 
tution of  a  Grand  Lodge,  there  already  existed  Lodges  which 
preferred  to  remain  under  the  Grand  Lodge  that  chartered 
them,  we  recognize  those  existing  Lodges;  for  instance,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  Lodges  under  the  English  Constitution  that' 
refused  to  Join  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Que- 
bec; however,  we  should  not  recognize  any  further  invasion 
of  their  (such)   territory. 

It  also  appears  that  they  display  the  Great  Lights  on 
their  altars  and  refuse  recognition  of  all  Masons  not 
obligated  th-ereon.  Their  Masonic  attitude  is  governed 
by  that  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Iowa,  on 
whose  principles  their  Constitution  and  Code  are  based. 

Quarterly  Communication,  May  31,  1901. 

The  representative  system  was  adopted. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Code  was  adopted : 
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Within  the  space  of  three  days  after  a  petition  for  initia- 
tion or  affiliation  has  been  read  in  any  Lodge,  the  secretary 
of  that  Lodge  shall  advise  the  other  Lodges  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion thereof  in  order  that  they  may  aftord  such  information 
as  they  may  deem  advisable;  and  no  ballot  shall  take  place 
before  forty  days  shall  have  elapsed  from  the  reading  of  the 
petition.  Provided  that,  should  all  the  Lodges  and  the 
Committee  of  Investigation  have  reported  favorably  the  bal- 
lot may  be  tak^n  without  awaiting  the  full  term.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief  and  busi- 
ness-like. He  reports  two  new  lodges  and  the  loss  of 
one  old  one.  The  lodges  are  pursuing  th^r  Masonic 
career  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  Representatives  were 
exchanged  with  eight  American  Grand  Lodges.  We 
copy  his  conclusion : 

On  January  27th,  1901,  a  Decree  was  issued  forbidding  the 
publication  of  Masonic  matter  without  the  previous  permis- 
sion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  need  not  point  out  at  length  the 
reasons  for  this  step,  since  the  printed  or  written  page  is  one 
of  the  means  of  the  transmission  of  thought,  it  is  necessary 
to  Watch  carefully  that  all  ideas  be  correctly  clothed,  and 
that  none  but  ripe  and  well  digested  matter  be  circulated; 
the  discussion  of  Masonic  aftairs  should  avoid  the  animus 
which  at  times  characterizes  controversy  in  profane  matters. 

Our  archives  are  jealously  preserving  such  notices  as  we 
receive  from  other  jurisdictions  whose  impartial  criticisms 
are  ever  welcome;  it  is  their  support  and  sympathetic  ap- 
preciation which  evince  that  there  exists,  in  the  relations 
between  our  Grand  Bodies,  a  cordiality  cemented  by  our 
unity  of  purpose  and  by  the  similarity  of  means  used  to  at- 
tain these  ends. 

As  the  secretary's  and  treasurer's  reports  await  your  at- 
tention, I  shall  close  this  address  by  recommending  to  your 
consideration: 

1.  The  desirability  of  the  Grand  Lodge  founding  a  Masonic 
Librafy;  I  would  suggest  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
suthcient  to  provide  for  book-cases  and  for  the  binding  and 
preservation  of  such  printed  matter  as  may  become  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  would  further  recommend 
the  appointment  of  a  librarian. 

It  behoves  us  to  carefully  and  systematically  accumulate 
Masonic  literature— so  easily  obtainable  in  these  days — 
which  will  serve  to  increase  our  knowledge,  not  only  of 
Jurisprudence  and  Ritual,  but  also  of  the  development  of  our 
progressive  art  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  modern  life  and 
to  harmonize  itself  with  the  trend  of  contemporaneous 
thought. 

2.  The  necessity  of  appointing  a  committee  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  inspect  the  records  and  books  of  the  subordi- 
nate Lodges  in  order  to  see  that  their  work  is  conducted 
with  regularity  and  that  errors  may  be  corrected. 
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8.  The  advisability  of  publishing  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  1901  and  distributing  copies  to  the  other 
jurisdictions,  both  as  an  evidence  of  our  vitality  and  as  our 
modest  contribution  to  the  history  of  the  development  of  the 
institution. 

It  was  resolved  to  publish  the  Proceedings  in  both 
Spanish  and  English. 

There  are  seven  subordinate  lodges,  with  a  total  mem- 
bership of  i88.  Five  of  the  lodges  are  in  San  Jose  and 
the  other  two  in  Port  Limon.  Two  of  the  five  in  San 
Jose  were  chartered  at  this  session.

Th-e  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba  has  issued 
the  following: 

WARNING. 

To  all  Grand  Lodges  and  other  Regular  Governing  Bodies  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  the  World: 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,  the  only  regular 
and  legitimate  body  of  primitive  symbolic  Masonry  existing 
in  this  country,  and  working  but  the  three  degrees  of  En- 
tered Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft  and  Master  Mason;  sole  con- 
tlnuator  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colon,  established  in  1859  by 
Masons  proceeding  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania, 
South  Carolina  and  Louisiana,  such  Grand  Lodges  being  the 
originators  of  our  primitive  Lodges;  in  amity  with  the 
Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  with  the  other  Grand 
Lodges  and  regular  Masonic  bodies  of  the  Universe;  regrets 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Masonic  world  about  a  clandes- 
tine group  recently  created  in  this  country  by  a  few  spurious 
lodges  formed  by  spontaneous  generation  and  which  calls 
Itself  the  Grand  Oriente  Nacional  Cubano. 

This  group  of  clandestine  Masons  created  under  the  pro- 
tection of  civil  laws  which  have  nothing  established  against 
illegal  Masons,  has  been  formed  to  interrupt  the  Masonic 
Peace  in  the  Island  of  Cuba,  exactly  as  has  already  been 
done  in  Ohio,  Illinois,  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  many 
other  Grand  Lodges  of  Europe  and  America,  ignoring  and 
maliciously  trespassing  upon  principles  and  laws  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Fraternity. 

The  boldness  of  these  unscrupulous  supporters  of  such 
clandestine  body  has  gone  as  far  as  to  solicit  recognition 
from  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  trying  to  surprise  those  brethren, 
whom  they  consider  misinformed  regarding  the  affairs  of  Cu- 
ban Masonic  History. 

The  so-called  Grand  Oriente  Nacional  Cubano  is  a  hybrid 
and  mixed  up  group  of  clandestine,  androglnous  Masons, 
formed  into  Lodges,  Chapters,  Consistories,  and  other  Scot- 
tish Rite  bodies.    All  their  Lodges  being  dependent  of  bodies 
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of  from  the  4th  to  the  33rd  degree  and  most  of  the  Masons 
composing  them  come  from  the  irregular  Lodges  which  ex- 
isted here  in  former  times  under  the  dependence  of  the  sev- 
eral Spanish  Grand  Orients. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  our  for- 
eign brethren  towards  the  Gran  Oriente  Nacional  Cubano  to 
the  end  that  they  may  not  be  surprised  by  such  an  irregolar, 
spurious  assembly  of  clandestine  Masons.

He  declined  to  allow  the  Methodists  to  use  a  Masonic 
Hall  for  the  purpose  of  examining  candidates  for  the 
ministry.  He  visited  all  the  lodges,  conferring  degrees 
and  exemplifying  the  work.  He  found  the  lodges 
strong  and  the  brethren  living  in  harmony. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  arrange  a  program  for 
the  celebration  of  their  one  hundredth  anniversary  in 
1906. 

It  was  decided  to  continue  the  edict  of  non-inter- 
course with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  not  satisfied  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  has  absolutely  and  unequivocally  re- 
ceded from  its  former  position. 

The  following  was  adopted : 

Kesolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of 
Delaware,  requires  that  each  Master-elect  shall  have  the  Past 
Master's  Degree  conferred  upon  him,  separately  and  alone, 
In  a  lodge  of  Actual  Past  Masters,  duly  assembled  for  that 
purpose  before  he  can  be  installed  Master. 

In  his  notice  of  Canada  for  1900,  Bro.  Lewis  H. 
Jackson  approves  of  the  decision  of  Grand  Master  Ma- 
lone  that  the  Tyler's  O.B.  should  be  administered  after 
the  examination. 

To  which  this  writer  gives  his  cordial  endorsement.  At 
first  reading,  the  decision  is  striking,  but  on  consideration 
we  find  that  there  is  reason  in  it,  and  the  very  best  reason 
as  well  as  logic.  An  applicant  for  admission  to  a  Lodge 
should  undoubtedly  first  prove  himself  to  be  a  Master  Mason 
by  his  knowledge  of  the  forms  and  ceremonies  of  Masonry, 
its  signs,  grips  and  words,  etc.  Then  should  follow  the  oath 
that  he  received  his  knowledge  of  the  same  in  "  a  Just  and 
lawfully  constituted  Lodge,  etc.,  together  with  his  present 
standing.  Such  practice  would  evidently  be  the  wisest, 
most  logical  and  correct,  and  it  would  often  save  the  feelings 
of  an  examining  committee  when  obliged  to  reject  a  man  be- 
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cauEe  his  scant  knoT^  ledge  and  vague,  uncertain  answers  are 
insufficient  evidence  to  them,  although  he  may  have  pre- 
viously taken  the  Tyler's  oath.

The  death  of  their  venerable  Grand  Secretary,  Wil- 
liam R.  Singleton,  has  occasioned  great  sorrow.  Bro. 
Singleton  has  been  well  known  to  the  Craft  at  large  for 
many  years  as  one  of  the  ablest  and  best  informed  Ma- 
sonic scholars  and  writers  we  have  had.

The  following  embodies  their  rules  as  to  the  admis- 
sion of  visitors  from  other  jurisdictions : 

No  Master  Mason  from  another  jurisdiction  shall  be  ex- 
amined or  admitted  to  a  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  without 
first  producing  a  dip!oma,  a  certificate  under  seal,  or  a  re- 
ceipt for  dues,  from  the  Lodge  to  which  he  helongs,  showing 
that  he  was  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge  within  twenty- 
four  months  of  the  date  on  which  he  presents  himself  for 
examination  and  visitation;  provided,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
life  memher,  the  production  of  his  life  membership  certifi- 
cate shall  be  sufficient  to  entitle  him  to  examination  and  visi- 
tation; provided  further,  that  when  a  Master  Mason  from 
another  jurisdiction  is  personally  known  as  such  to  a  brother 
of  this  jurisdiction,  the  latter's  voucher  may  be  accepted  to 
admit  such  visiting  brother  to  a  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction; 
provided  further,  that  when  a  Lodge  from  another  jurisdic- 
tion makes  an  official  visit  to  a  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction, 
the  Worshipful  Master  of  the  visiting  Lodge  may  vouch  for 
the  brethren  accompanying  him;  provided  further,  that  un- 
affiliated Masons  visiting  in  accordance  with  section  34  of 
At  icle  XX  must  produce  their  demits,  on  which  the  secretary 
of  the  Lodge  visited  shall  endorse  the  date  and  fact  of  such 
visit.

The  most  important  business  appears  in  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  Acting  Grand  Master  (the  brethren  having  taken 
their  seats)  next  rose  and  said:  Brethren,  I  have  a  message 
from  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master: 

His  Royal  Highness  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master 
having  received  a  complaint  from  the  Grand  Liodge  of  Den- 
mark, that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  (not  having  any 
rights  in  Danish  territory)  had  warranted  a  Lodge  in  Copen- 
hagen, contrary  to  the  express  will  of  the  Masonic  authorities  of 
Denmark,  has  caused  enquiries  to  be  made,  with  the  result  that 
the  complaint  appears  to  be  well  founded.  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Denmark  having  further  declared  the  Lodge  so  warranted 
to  be  an  illegal  and  irregular  body,  and  having  requested 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  should  take  steps  to  ac- 
quaint English  Freemasons  with  this  fact,  His  Royal  High- 
ness desires  that  the  sense  of  Grand  Lodge  should  be  taken 
on  the  following  resolutions: 
1  will  move: 

1.  That  a  body  calling  itself  "  Lodge  Christian  Zum  Palm- 
baum,"  or  "  Lodge  Christian  tU  Palmatroeat,"  and  meeting 
in  Copenhagen,  having  been  declared  illegal  and  irregular  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  all  Masgns  under  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  England  are  hereby  warned  that  they  cannot 
.  visit  such  irregular  body,  nor  can  any  Lodge  under  this  Juris- 
diction admit  as  a  visitor  or  joining  member  any  member  of 
such  irregular  body,  without  respectively  incurring  the  pen- 
alty attaching  to  a  grave  Masonic  offence. 
Perhaps  the  Grand  Registrar  will  second  the  motion. 
V.  W.  Brother  John  Strachan,  K.C.,  Grand  Registrar:     Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  the  chair,  in  seconding  this  re- 
solution it  may  be  perhaps  as  well  that  I  should  intimate  to 
Grand  Lodge  that  the  complaint  on  behalf    of    the    Grand 
Lodge  of  Denmark  was  made  at  the  instance  of  the  Grand 
Master  of  Denmark,  the  Crown  Prince,  the  brother  of  our 
beloved  Queen.      Our  Grand  Master  caused  enquiries  to  be 
made  at  once,  because  it  appeared  to  be  a  pity  that  two 
Grand  Lodges  on  the  Continent  with  which  we  were  in  per- 
fect amity,  through  some  misunderstanding,    it    might    be. 
should    have    this    little    difference.      The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg  was  communicated  with  to  ascertain  what  expla- 
nation there  could  be  of  such  conduct  on  their  part  if  it  was 
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correct;  and  I  think  I  may  summarize  their  explanation  in 
these  words.  They  say  that  some  gentlemen — or  brethren, 
as  they  style  themselves  — in  Copenhagen,  had  asked  to  be 
formed  into  a  Lodge  at  Copenhagen,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg,  because  they  themselves,  the  applicants,  did  not 
agree  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  in  confining  its 
Masonry  to  Christians.  Not  one  of  those  applicants  pro- 
fessed himself  to  be  other  than  a  Christian,  and  therefore  I 
do  not  see  the  force  pf  their  reasoning.  But  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hamburg  thereupon,  in  spite  of  the  protest  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  issued  its  warrant  and  consecrated 
the  Lodge  in  the  City  of  Copenhagen.  Protests  were  made 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Sweden  passed  a  resolution  similar  to  that  which  our  Grand 
Master  is  now  asking  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  adopt. 
The  Grand  Lodges  of  America  have  passed  similar  resolu- 
tions, many  of  them,  and  we  have  ascertained  that  the  Grand 
Ledge  of  Hamburg  has  not  only  contravened  the  Masonic 
rule  in  this  respect  in  Denmark,  but  has  actually  warranted 
Lodges  in  the  United  States,  in  consequence  of  which  I  be- 
lieve all  communication  has  been  cut  off  between  the  Ameri- 
can Grand  Lodges — at  any  rate  many  of  them — and  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg.  It  is  not  proposed  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  should  proceed  to  that  extremity;  all  that  is 
suggested  by  the  Grand  Master  is  that  we  should  deal  with 
that  body  in  Copenhagen  which  has  been  declared  by  the 
Supreme  Masonic  authority  of  Denmark  to  be  an  irregular 
body.  The  Grand  Master  of  England  having  satisfied  him- 
self that  there  is  ground  for  the  complaint  which  has  been 
made,  asks  this  Grand  Lodge  to  pass  the  first  resolution 
which  you  have  moved,  sir,  and  I  have  seconded.  It  may 
perhaps  be  as  well  to  state  that  the  principle  upon  which 
the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  act  with 
regard  to  these  matters,  is  that  where  an  outside  Masonic 
body  attempts  to  ik  arrant  a  Lodge  within  the  territory  which 
is  already  covered  and  over  which  the  moving  body,  if  I  may 
term  it  so,  has  had  before  that  time  no  jurisdiction  what- 
ever— where  such  a  thing  is  attempted  and  carried  out,  the 
Lodge  so  warranted  and  consecrated  is  really  a  nullity.  It 
does  not  follow  that  one  Masonic  Jurisdiction  can  under  no 
circumstances  warrant  a  Lodge  within  another  so-called  Juris- 
diction. For  instance,  it  might  be  that  our  Grand  Lodge  had 
certain  Lodges  directly  under  its  control  either  in  a  foreign 
country  or  in  one  of  our  Colonies,  and  we  would  have  a  per- 
fect right  to  deal  with  those  Lodges,  and  if  a  Grand  Lodge 
were  formed  In  that  foreign  country  or  that  colony  we  should 
still  have  the  right,  although  it  might  be  scarcely  Masonic  to  do 
so — we  should  still  have  the  right  to  warrant  more  Lodges 
unless  that  right  were  given  up  by  treaty.  But  it  is  our 
custom  when  a  new  Grand  Lodge  is  formed,  and  we  recog- 
nize that  Grand  Lodge,  that  our  Grand  Master  undertakes 
not  to  warrant  Lodges  in  that  territory.  It  might  be,  how- 
ever, that  in  some  foreign  country,  where  we  had  Lodges,  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  give  up  that  acquired  right  on  the 
formation  of  a  native  Grand  Lodge.  Take  the  case  of  Egypt, 
for  instance,  where  there  is  a  native  Grand  Lodge,  but  where 
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we  also  have  a  District  Grand  Lodge,  with  Lodges  composed 
in  a  great  measure  of  officials  and  military  men,  together 
with  other  English-speaking  brethren,  who  prefer  to  be  in 
Lodges  working  the  English  Ritual  in  the  English  language, 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  English  Grand  Lodge, 
and  it  might  be  advisable  to  continue  that  into  the  Soudan  as 
necessity  arose.  But  the  present  is  not  a  case  of  that  kind. 
Hamburg  never  had  any  Lodges  in  Denmark  before  the  Dan- 
ish Grand  Lodge  was  formed,  as  we. had  in  Egypt  before 
there  was  a  native  Grand  Lodge  there.  It  is  felt  that  the 
Masonic  authorities  of  Denmark  have  a  substantial  grievance 
which  our  Grand  Lodge  ought  to  support  them  in  resenting. 
Therefore  I  second  the  motion. 

The  Acting  Grand  Master:  Brethren,  you  have  heard  the 
motion.  Does  anyone  desire  to  address  Grand  Lodge  on  this 
subject?  (No  response.)  If  not,  I  will  put  it  in  the  usual 
Masonic  manner. 

The  motion  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  Acting  Grand  Master:  Brethren,  to  follow  that  up, 
to  take  action  to  make  the  resolution  we  have  just  passed 
effective,  I  beg  now  to  move: 

2.  That  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution  be  transmitted 
to  each  Grand  Lodge  with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  com- 
munication, and  to  the  Worshipful  Masters  of  all  the  Lodges 
holding  under  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England;  each 
such  Worshipful  Master  being  hereby  instructetd  to  cause 
these  resolutions  to  be  read  at  the  first  meeting  of  his 
Lodge  after  the  receipt  thereof,  and  to  direct  that  they  shall 
be  entered  in  the  Minutes. 

And  I  cannot  do  better  than  ask  the  Grand  Registrar  if  he 
will  second  it

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  displays  more  than 
ordinary  ability,  dealing  with  a  large  number  of  ques- 
tions in  a  most  efficient  manner.  Harmony  and  pros- 
perity attend  the  lodges.    Two  new  lodges  were  formed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  recognized. 

We  copy  part  of  the  report  of  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee : 

In  the  matter  of  the  petition  of  Brother  Lionel  Jacobs, 
asking  a  repeal  of  the  legislation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  re- 
lating to  the  liquor  traffic  and  claiming  that  it  is  in  violation 
of  the  rights  of  the  particular  lodges  and  contrary  to  Ma- 
sonic usage;  we  beg  leave  to  report  that  after  an  exhaustive 
examination  of  the  authorities  and  precedents,  and  after 
much  careful  reflection,  we  do  not  agree  with  the  statements 
made  or  propositions  offered,  and  recommend  that  no  further 
action  be  taken. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  enactment  of  the  laws  above  referred  to,  do  not  in 
any  way  infringe  upon  the  inherent  or  so-called  "reserved 
rights,"  or  to  be  in  any  wise  "  a  new  matter."  It  is  no  in- 
novation similar  legislation  having  been  taken  by  "  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  all  England  at  York,"  as  long  ago  as  1636, 
as  has  been  told  by  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master  in  his  address 
at  this  session. 

The  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  prescribe  the  prerequisites 
of  candidates  for  initiation  is  as  ancient  as  the  Grand  Lodges 
and  extends  for  many  decades  before  the  organization  of  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

The  Lodges  judge  of  the  "  qualiflcations "  of  candidates, 
under  the  prescribed  requisites,  as  enunciated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Brother  Jacobs,  having  in  an  improper  manner  and  spirit 
and  in  violation  of  Masonic  courtesy,  addressed  a  circular 
letter  to  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  asking  them  to  interfere 
with  the  sovereign  rl^ts  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  we  are  of  the 
opinion  that  such  action  can  only  be  in  a  spirit  of  insubordi- 
nation and  is  exceedingly  reprehensible;  we,  therefore,  re- 
commend that  any  further  appeals  on  his  part  of  such  a 
nature  be  deemed  an  act  of  disloyalty  and  subject  him  to 
discipline. 

Answering  the  question  of  George  H.  Clark,  of  Halifax 
Lodge  No.  81,  "  Should  the  annual  returns  of  the  particular 
Lodges  be  signed  by  the  incoming  or  retiring  Master  and 
Secretary. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  duty  should 
devolve  upon  the  retiring  officers. 
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After  a  hiatus  of  ten  years,  the  department  of  Corre- 
spondence has  resumed  business  under  the  management 
of  Bro.  Silas  B.  Wright,  the  Immediate  Past  Grand 
Master,  whose  report  of  220  pages  is  a  credit  to  his 
ability  and  industry.  Canada  for  1900  and  1901  re- 
ceives fraternal  mention.

He  reports  six  new  lodges.  He  commends  in  the 
strongest  terms  the  work  of  the  District  Deputies.  The 
cause  of  Masonry  has  been  very  much  advanced  by 
their  labors.  Although  seriously  incapacitated  by  ill- 
ness, the  Grand  Master,  from  his  sick-bed,  dictated 
several  hundred  letters,  granted  dispensations,  decided 
questions  of  law,  and  performed  all  the  duties  he  could 
without  interruption.  The  conclusion  of  his  excellent 
address  is  well  worthy  of  preservation : 

Masonry  has  yet  a  mission  to  perform. 

For  the  waves  of  human  passion  stiU  are  raging.  Strife 
and  dissension  still  wreck  the  happiness  of  millions.  The 
weak  are  still  by  the  strong  oppressed.  Capital  and  labor 
are  still  at  war  with  each  other.  Mob  law  on  the  one  hand 
and  anarchy  on  the  other  are  endeavoring  to  destroy  all  gov- 
ernment and  involve  the  whole  social  fabric  in  one  common 
ruin.  Human  avarice  and  human  greed  and  human  selfish- 
ness are  still  filling  the  world  with  poverty  and  pain. 

But  above  the  raging  waters,  above  the  roaring  storms, 
above  the  clamors  of  discordant  elements,  the  voice  of  Ma- 
sonry is  heard  proclaiming,  *' Peace,  be  still!"  and  lo!  the 
angry  waves  of  passion  and  of  prejudice  subside.  The 
storms  of  hate  are  stilled.  Mercy  and  Justice  are  enthroned 
in  human  hearts.  Wealth  is  put  to  noble  uses.  Labor  has 
its  Just  reward.  The  lion  of  strength  lies  down  with  the 
lamb  of  weakness,  and  love  shall  lead  them  as  a  little 
child.  The  banner  of  fraternity  waves  peacefully  o'er  all 
the  world,  and  man  is  brother  unto  man.  No  longer  war's 
alarms  are  heard,  and  men  are  striving  for  the  glorious  vic- 
tories of  peace.  Arbitrament  and  not  the  sword  is  the  last 
resort  of  nations.  And  from  every  heart  goes  forth  the 
earnest  prayer: 

Oh,  brother  man,  fold  to  thy  heart  thy  brother; 

Where  pity  is,  the  love  of  God  is  there, 
To  worship  rightly  is  to  love  each  other, 

Each  smile  a  hymn,  each  kindly  deed  a  prayer. 
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And  then  indeed  shall  the  mission  of  Masonry  be  fulfilled. 
The  compass  and  the  square  will  have  done  their  perfect 
work.  The  daily  lives  of  men  will  be  ruled  by  level  and  by 
plumb.  The  cement  of  brotherhood  will  unite  all  sects  and 
creeds  and  nations.  The  all-seeing  eye  of  God  will  look 
down  in  benediction  on  mankind.  And  through  all  worlds 
and  suns  and  stars  and  planets,  in  sweetest,  gentlest,  tender- 
est  tones  that  ever  fell  on  mortal  ears,  will  ring  the  glad 
acclaim:  '*  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest;  on  earth,  peace, 
good-will  toward  men!" 

The  children  of  the  Industrial  Home  paid  the  Grand 
Lodge  a  visit,  and  entertained  the  members  with  songs 
and  recitations.  A  collection  was  taken  up  for  their 
benefit,  realizing  $165.00,  which  the  Grand  Lodge  raised 
to  $300.00. 

The  Grand  Lodge  laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  Jewish 
Synagogue  with  imposing  ceremonies. 

The  fee  for  a  dispensation  to  confer  degrees  out  of 
time  was  fixed  at  $2.50. 

The  Masonic  Home  Fund  now  amounts  to  $5,000.00, 
but  the  Trustees  will  not  commence  the  building  until 
there  is  at  least  $ioTooo.oo  on  hand.

Their  Grand  Master,  George  D.  Golden,  died  very 
suddenly  during  his  year  of  office,  while  he  was  engaged 
in  visiting  the  lodges  in  the  southeastern  portion  of  the 
State.

Uesolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognize  no  degrees  of 
Masonry  except  those  conferred  under  the  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  governments  throughout  the  world; 
and,  whereas,  it  admits  the  following  named  organizations  to 
be  regular  and  duly  constituted   Masonic  bodies,   namely  : 
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The  General  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  United 
States,  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  of  the  several  States 
and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Royal  Arch 
Chapters  and  other  hodies  under  their  jurisdiction;  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  sey- 
erai  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
Councils  under  their  Jurisdiction;  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  the  United  States;  the  Grand  Commanderies  of  the  sev- 
eral States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
commanderies  under  their  Jurisdiction;  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cils of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  the  North- 
ern and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
various  hodies  under  their  Jurisdiction.  Now,  therefore,  it 
is  herehy  declared  that  any  Mason  who  is  hereafter  admitted 
in  this  Jurisdiction  into  any  other  orders,  as  Masonic, 
whether  called  the  Rite  of  Memphis,  or  hy  any  other  name, 
is  acting  unmafonically,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent 
of  this  Grand  Lodge.

62nd  Communication,  Chicago,  Oct.  i,  1901.

Harmony  prevails  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. Five  Schools  of  Instruction  were  held  during 
the  year,  at  which  399  lodges  were  represented,  with  a 
total  attendance  of  1,656,  including  44  Deputy  Grand 
Lecturers.  The  Grand  Master  attended  all  the  schools, 
and  reports  an  increasing  interest.  Four  new  lodges 
were  formed. 

A  large  amount  of  local  busiaess  was  transacted. 

A  special  report  of  the  Correspondence  Committee  on 
foreign  Grand  Lodges  was  laid  over  till  next  year.  This 
report  is  a  most  valuable  and  instructive  document, 
dealing  as  it  does  with  Masonry  in  Continental  Europe 
in  a  most  thorough  manner.  His  conclusipn  seems  to 
be  that  outside  of  the  British  Grand  Lodges  there  is 
hardly  any  Masonry  in  Europe  worthy  of  the  name. 
We  make  a  few  extracts : 

In  thus  tracing  at  considerable  length  the  history  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  three  globes,  we  have  incidentally  found 
that  much  light  has  been  thrown  upon  the  history  of  the 
other  German  Grand  Lodges  included  with  it  in  this  extra- 
ordinary proposition  to  thrust  fraternal  relations  upon  the 
bodies  that  have  so  far  abdicated  their  independence  that 
they  may  not  say  whether  they  desire  it  or  not,  and  to  enter 
into  an   exchange  of  representatives  with  merely   nominal 
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Grand  Lodges  possessing  neither  sovereignty  nor  independ- 
ence. In  this  we  refer  to  the  fact  (chronicled  In  the  general 
report  of  this  committee  for  1873)  that  the  three  Berlin  Grand 
Liodges  named  in  the  resolution  of  recognition  now  under 
consideration,  are,  with  the  other  German  Grand  Lodges, 
viz.,  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamhurg,  at  Hamburg;  Grand  National 
Lodge  of  Saxony,  Dresden;  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Sun  (Zur 
Sonne),  Beyrouth;  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Eclectic  Union,  Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main,  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Concord  (Zur  Ein- 
tracht),  Darnstadt,  are  constituents  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
League  (Grosslogen  Bund)  of  Germany,  a  sort  of  general 
Grand  Lodge,  and  to  it  have  given  over  the  entire  control  of 
their  foreign  relations. 

By  their  own  act  in  ceding  to  the  Grand  Lodge  League  the 
control  of  these  relations,  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany  are 
no  longer  able  to  meet  or  treat  with  any  sovereign  and  inde- 
pendent Grand  Lodge  on  terms  of  equality,  but  have  placed 
themselves  in  this  respect  in  that  dependent  condition  occu- 
pied by  the  nominal  "  Grand  Lodges "  of  the  grand  orient 
system,  which  led  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  by  formal 
action  to  terminate  its  recognition  of  and  correspondence 
with  those  bodies,  and  which  has  led  most  other  Grand 
Lodges  to  tacitly  permit  their  relations  with  them  to  fa.l 
into  "  Innocuous  desuetude."  This  afFords  ample  reason 
why  all  formal  relations  of  recognition,  mutual  representa- 
tion, and  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illi- 
nois and  these  dependent  bodies  now  partially  stripped  of 
Grand  Lodge  powers  should  cease,  and  having  ceased  should 
not  be  resumed. 

Having  found  one  sufficient  reason  for  the  non-recognition 
of  these  German  Grand  Lodges,  it  might  well  be  deemed  super- 
fluous to  cite  others.  But  we  cannot  forbear  calling  atten- 
tion to  a  complication  arising  from  the  cession  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  League  by  the  Grand  Lodges  confederated  thereunder 
of  their  right  to  individually  control  their  foreign  relations, 
that  has  nowhere  been  adequately  discussed.  A  generation 
ago  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  and  all  the  other  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  United  States  placed  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  League — ^the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  and 
the  Masons  of  its  obedience — under  the  ban  for  having  in- 
vaded New  York  and  New  Jersey  and  planted  Lodges  in 
those  jurisdictions  prior  to  the  creation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  League,  one  of  its  constituent  Grand  Lodges,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Eclectic  Union,  at  FYankfort — a  body 
with  which  we  are  now  asked  to  enter  into  fraternal  rela- 
tions— ^had  recognized  the  clandestine  body  planted  in  New 
Jersey,  '*  as  a  daughter  lodge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg." No  one  of  the  dependent  bodies  in  the  league  has 
moved  therein  for  the  exercise  of  the  constraining  power 
with  which  the  league  was  clothed  by  the  relinquishment  of 
their  own  sovereign  attributes,  to  compel  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Hamburg  to  withdraw  its  clandestine  Lodges  from  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,  or  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Eclectic 
Union  to  withdraw  its  recognition  of  them.  By  their  ac- 
quiescense  in  the  piratical  acts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ham- 
burg, the  other  members  of  the  league    (when    they    are 
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clotlied  with  the  power  to  redress  the  wrong)  all  become 
particeps  criminls,  and  should  be  held  jointlr  and  seTenUy 
responsible. 

llie  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  the  Masons  of  its  obed- 
ience were  laid  under  an  interdict  of  non-intercourse  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  in  1869.,  because  the  Grand  Orient  passed  a  reso- 
lution of  aid  and  encouragement  to  a  Supreme  Council  which 
invaded  the  jurisdiction  of  Louisiana  and  planted  bine  lodges 
there  in  defiance  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  1877  the  Grand 
Orient  eliminated  from  its  constitutions  the  requirements  of 
a  belief  in  God  as  a  prerequisite  to  Masonic  admission,  and 
was  promptly  laid  under  the  ban  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
United  States,  the  British  Islands,  and  some  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Continental  Europe.  The  whole  Grand  Lodge  sys- 
tem has  considered  it  as  being  no  longer  a  Masonic  body 
and  as  of  interest  only  as  a  touchstone  of  bodies  elsewhere 
claiming  to  be  governing  powers  in  Masonry.  We  have 
already  seen  that  the  German  Grand  Lodge  League  formally 
suspended  relations  with  it,  but  that  the  interdict  against 
fellowship  with  the  members  of  its  obedience  is  disregarded 
with  the  approbation  of  Masons  prominent  in  the  league. 
The  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  of  Switzerland,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hungary  have  entered  into  fraternal  relations  with 
the  Grand  Orient,  which  is  sufficient  reason  of  itself  why  Illi- 
nois should  not  recognize  either;  but  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hungary  furnishes  another  sufficient  reason  by  dispensing 
with  the  Bible  as  a  Masonic  symbol  and  as  a  part  of  the  fur- 
niture of  its  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Lodges  (so-called)  of  Denmark,  Sweden,  and 
Norway,  have  gone  as  far  in  the  other  direction  as  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France  has  in  its  own,  and  has  completely  over- 
thrown the  landmark  of  religious  liberty.  Beyond  this  they 
partake  nearly  as  much  of  a  political  as  of  a  Masonic  charac- 
ter. The  King  is  the  head  of  the  Order — ^for  it  can  scarcely 
be  called  a  fraternity — and  by  royal  decree  the  Crown  Prince 
is  a  Freemason  by  birthright.  By  royal  decree  also  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  was  spoken  into  existence  in  1891. 
It  was  not  established  in  a  recognized  manner  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  Lodges,  but  was  made  first  on  paper  by  the 
King,  whose  dual  functions  make  him  what  Brother  Gould 
calls  "  a  sort  of  Protestant  pope." 

They  have  had  little  relation  with  the  world  of  Masonry, 
and  for  a  long  time  refused  to  admit  any  German  Mason  to 
visit  except  those  of  the  obedience  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Three  Globes,  which,  like  them,  worked  the  Rite  of  Zinnen- 
dorff. 

If  there  was  ever  anything  in  the  ssrstem  called  Free- 
masonry in  Sweden  and  Norway  and  in  Denmark,  which  an- 
swers to  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry  of  English-speak- 
ing countries,  the  Masonry  circumscribed  and  defined  by  the 
charges  of  a  Freemason  to  which  we  owe  an  undivided  alle- 
giance, it  has  become  so  overlaid  with  additional  degrees 
and  so  metamorphosed  by  innovations  as  to  make  it  doubt- 
ful whether  it  is  more  of  a  fraternal,  a  political,  or  a  religious 
body.  The  King  is  Grand  Master  by  virtue  of  his  political 
accession,  and  in  the  tenth,  or  ruling  degree  of  the  organiza- 
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tion,  the  Grand  Master  is  the  Vicar  of  Christ,  as  indicated 
by  the  remark  of  the  historian  Gould  that  he  is  a  sort  of 
Frotestant  pope.   . 

When  the  King  concluded  that  he  wanted  a  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  Norwegian  half  of  his  dominions,  instead  of  intimat- 
ing to  the  Norwegian  Lodges  that  Norway  was  sufficiently 
autonomous,  Masonically,  to  maintain  one,  and  permitting 
them  to  call  a  convention  of  lodges  and  form  one — the  only 
way  in  which  a  Grand  Lodge  can  he  lawfully  formed  under 
the  landmarks — he  assumed  to  speak  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Nor- 
way into  existence  by  royal  decree.  And  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Illinois  is  asked  to  recognize  this  work  as  Masonic  and  the 
workman  as  a  Mason! 

We  suppose  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Holland  "  referred  to  in 
the  omnibus  resolution  of  recognition  to  be  identical  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  the  Netherlands,  of  which  we  said  in  our 
special  report  of  1898  that  it  seemed  doubtful  whether  it  had 
any  features  which  allied  it  to  the  Grand  Orient  system,  ex- 
cept the  name,  and  recommended  that  it  be  classed  neither 
with  recognizable  nor  unrecognizable  bodies,  letting  the 
question  of  its  recognition  wait  on  further  information.  We 
know  of  no  reason  for  making  a  difFerent  recommendation 
now.  That  we  have  no  additional  information  as  to  its 
status  is  not  a  matter  of  extreme  regret,  inasmuch  as  no  re- 
quest for  recognition  has  been  received  from  it  by  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

in  1898  this  Grand  Lodge  also  decided  that  the  National 
Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt  should  be  placed  on  the  waiting  list 
pending  further  disclosures  as  to  the  genesis  of  the  Lodges 
composing  it,  so  that  it  might  be  definitely  known  before  ac- 
tion was  had,  whether  a  majority  of  them  were  of  known 
lawful  Origin,  or  were  derived  from  a  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Rite  of  Memphis,  a  rite  which  had  been  placed  under  the 
ban  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  (1884)  for  assuming  to 
possess  authority,  powers  or  privileges  in  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry. 

This  enquiry,  essential  as  it  is,  may  well  wait  for  the  pres- 
ent upon  the  settlement  of  another  question  which  has  since 
arisen  to  assume  priority,  viz.:  Whether  after  the  Ehiglish 
Lodges  in  Blgypt  had  been  merged  in  the  new  body  a^d  it  had 
been  so  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  that  the 
English  promoters  of  general  recognition  assured  us  that  no 
more  English  warrants  would  be  granted  for  Lodges  in  that 
country,  the  subsequent  appointment  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  of  Lord  Kitchener  as  District  Grand  Master  of 
Egypt  shows  an  understood  lack  of  that  quality  of  independ- 
ence which  could  alone  enable  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of 
Egypt  to  treat  with  Sovereign  Grand  Lodges  upon  a  footing 
of  equality.  Until  this  question  of  vassalage,  partial  or  com- 
plete, is  determined,  the  wisdom  of  making  haste  slowly 
must  be  apparent 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Peru,  another  of  the  bodies  placed  in 
the  position  of  a  candidate  for  recognition  without  its  own 
asking,  is  a  body  of  Scottish  Rite  origin,  and  was  excluded 
from  the  recognized  and  recognizable  lists  of  Grand  Lodge  in 
1898  because  of  the  congenital  illegitimacy  of  most  of  its 
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component  Lodges,  a  status  which  no  existing  conditionB 
give  promise  of  betterment  when  the  body  shall  undergo  an- 
other of  its  periodical  reconstructions. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  waste  many  words  on  the  National 
Grand  Lodge  of  Spain.  Whether  it  be  the  same  body  which 
in  1878  sought  recognition  as  the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain  or 
not  is  immaterial,  the  genesis  of  all  the  alleged  Masonic  gov- 
ernlng  bodies  in  Spain  is  substantially  the  same,  and  the  de- 
scription of  Spanish  Masonry  in  the  previous  pages  of  this 
report,  furnished  at  the  time  by  a  highly  intelligent  Spanish 
gentleman,  is  still  correct  in  all  essential  particulars. 

In  his  annual  review  Bro.  Joseph  Robbins  gives  Can- 
ada for  igoo  most  favorable  mention.  It  goes  without 
saying  that  his  report  is  full,  up-to-date,  and  thoroughly 
readable.

The  Grand  Master  found  that  a  thorough  inspection 
of  the  lodges  was  necessary.  He  therefore  appointed 
92  special  deputies,  one  for  each  county  in  the  State, 
and  they  inspected  all  the  lodges.  From  their  reports 
the  Grand  Master  tabulated  all  the  facts  and  submitted 
them  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  These  statements  give  a 
very  clear  view  of  the  state  of  the  lodges.  In  the  mat- 
ter of  work,  a  few  cases  are  cited  which  call  for  correc- 
tion: 

Many  of  the  Lodges  report  having  as  many  as  three  or 
four  rituals  of  difFerent  publishers,  all  at  variance  with  each 
other  on  important  points. 

Six  Lodges  have  no  L.  L.  For  that  purpose  three  of  these 
use  the  chandeliers  overhead,  the  remainder  depending  upon 
the  imagination,  as  do  twelve  Lolges  that  have  no  M.  C. 
columns. 

Six  Lodges  instruct  their  candidates  from  leaflets  contain- 
ing each  degree  separately,  and  in  three  Lodges  the  candi- 
dates are  allowed  to  use  the  rituals,  with  the  instructions  to 
stop  at  a  certain  page. 

I  know  of  one  candidate  who  was  so  energetic,  and  who 
progressed  so  rapidly,  that  when  the  Worshipful  Master  for- 
got the in  the  next  degree,  he  was  able,  and  did 

finish  it  without  the  W.  M.'s  assistance. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  seven  new  lodges. 
The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 
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Resolution  2.  That  the  Grand  Master  be  instructed  to  ap- 
point twenty-five  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  for  a  like 
number  of  districts,  into  which  he  shall  subdivide  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction,  and  through  them  inspect  each  Lodge  therein 
at  least  once  in  each  year  and  require  each  Lodge  to  conform 
to  the  general  regulations  in  the  transaction  of  business,  and, 
in  addition,  require  said  Lodges  to  conform  in  their  work  to 
the  Ritualistic  work  approved  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
Grand  Master  shall  enforce  this  resolution  by  the  exercise  of 
his  authority  to  the  extent  of  arresting  the  charter  of  any 
Lodge  if  he  deems  it  necessary. 

3.  That  no  Ritual  shall  be  used  in  any  Lodge  room,  nor 
shall  any  Entered  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  be  permitted 
to  read  any  part  of  one. 

4.  That  the  Grand  Lecturer,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  shall,  as  soon  as  possible, 
organize  and  hold  Lodges  for  the  instruction  of  all  said  Dis- 
trict Deputy  Grand  Masters  of  this  State. 

We  re^et  to  learn  of  the  death  of  P.G.M.  Thomas  B. 
Long,  their  former  Chairman  of  Correspondence.  Bro. 
Long  was  one  of  the  brightest  minds  in  the  Craft  and 
one  of  its  most  faithful  members.  He  had  filled  the 
highest  positions  in  all  the  Indiana  Masonic  bodies,  and 
was  widely  known  as  a  most  erudite  Masonic  student 
and  jurist. 

His  successor  in^the  Correspondence  department  is 
Bro.  Daniel  McDonald,  P.G.M.  In  his  review  of  Ala- 
bama he  has  the  following  remarks  on  the  preferences 
given  to  clergymen: 

That  may  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ala- 
bama Constitution,  but  if  it  is,  it  is  class  legislation  that 
ought  to  be  repealed  at  the  earliest  moment  possible.  No 
Grand  Lodge  has  the  legal,  or  any  other  right,  to  make  one 
qualification  for  one  man  and  another  qualification  for  an- 
other. A  minister  of  the  Gospel  is  no  more  entitled  to  spec- 
ial privileges  than  an  editor,  a  lawyer,  a  doctor,  or  "  any 
other  man."  Masonry  regards  no  man  for  his  worldly  wealth 
or  honors.  It  is  the  internal  and  not  the  external  qualifica- 
tions that  recommend  a  man  worthy  to  be  made  a  Mason, 
and  not  whether  he  has  'Rev."  prefixed  to  his  name.  If 
preachers  are  to  be  exempted  from  any  of  the  rules  of  Ma- 
sonry on  that  account,  they  ought  to  be  graded  according  to 
their  ability  and  real  worth.  It  is  admitted  there  are  some 
preachers  who  are  much  more  intellectual  than  others. 
There  are  some  who,  like  those  following  other  professions, 
are  engaged  in  that  occupation  because  they  have  failed  at 
everything  else,  and  adopted  it  to  make  a  living  without 
work,  knowing  that  the  brethren  and  sisters  would  see  to  it 
that  their  bodily  wants  were  provided  for.  We  don't  see 
why  this  kind  of  preachers  should  be  accorded  special  privi- 
leges above  others  who  earn  their  living  by  the  sweat  of  their 
face,  and  are  intellectually  and  in  every  other  way  superiov 
to  them.      Let  all  men  be  placed  on  the  same  level. 
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Lodges,  5cx>;  members,  33,604;  increase,  1,482.

The  former  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  William  H. 
Smythe,  resigned  his  office  during  the  year,  he  having 
been  sick  for  several  years,  caused  largely  by  overwork. 
It  is  very  pathetic  to  see  that  he  declares  ''  no  prospects 
of  recovery  in  the  near  future,"  yet  we  do  not  find  the 
Grand  Lodge  taking  any  notice  of  his  retirement.

On  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  he  says : 

It  affords  me  exceeding  pleasure  to  report  that  Freema- 
sonry has  prospered  remarkably  in  this  jurisdiction  during 
the  past  year.  Work  has  been  abundant  and  Lodges  have 
grown  stronger  in  numbers  and  finances. 

The  needy  have  been  supplied,  the  widow  assisted  and  the 
orphan  sheltered  and  given  homes.  Peace  and  harmony  has 
been  the  watchword  among  the  subordinate  Lodges  through- 
out our  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  practice  of  Lodges  ylsiting,  assisting  and  entertaining 
each  other  at  their  homes  and  halls  has  had  its  effects,  and 
happily  there  has  been  a  perceptible  improvement  in  the 
awakening  of  both  candidate  and  brother's  appreciation  of 
the  higher  aims  of  our  Institution. 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  eight  new  lodges. 

Western  Australia  was  recognized. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  and  Grand  Custodians  presented 
reports  showing  that  each  year  there  is  an  improvement 
in  the  work. 

There  are  91  orphan  children  under  the  care  of  the 
lodges. 

The  fund  for  the  Home  amounts  to  about  $6,000.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  consider  when  the  Home 
should  be  started. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reports  on  Correspondence,  but 
he  declines  to  prepare  any  more  such  reports  at  the 
compensation  given,  $100,  as  he  feels  that  in  justice  to 
himself  he  could  not  write  another  report  creditable  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  that  amount.  In  his  review  of 
Canada  for  1900,  he  says : 

The  income  is  large.  $18,358.61  were  given  to  benevolent 
objects.  Isn't  this  grand?  O  for  such  a  spirit  among  the 
Indian  Territory  Masons.  Is  there  any  wonder  that  the  re- 
port of  the  committee  on  the  condition  of  the  Craft  closes 
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this  report  with  these  words?  "The  Board  close  their  re- 
port with  the  conviction  that  never  before  in  the  history  of 
Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  has  Craft  Masonry  been  in  as 
flourishing  a  condition  as  at  the  present  time."

The  Grand  Master  reports  nine  new  lodges.  We 
copy  part  of  his  opening  remarks : 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  note  that  prosperity  is  everywhere 
visible  among  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  jurisdiction. 
The  Improvement  In  Uie  returns  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  which  has  been  marked  for  several  years,  con- 
tinues. There  is  still  room,  however,  for  progress,  and  I 
commend  to  the  officers  of  subordinate  Lodges  still  greater 
care  In  the  preparation  of  their  reports,  and  a  greater  famil- 
iarity with  our  masonic  statutes.  I  am  satisfied  that  this  is 
the  reason  why  so  many  of  the  brethren  permit  themselves 
to  be  suspended.  I  strenuously  urge  the  prompt  collection 
Of  dues  In  accordance  with  the  strict  letter  of  the  law.  If 
this  be  done  I  am  quite  certain  that  there  will  be  less  sus- 
pensions in  this  jurisdiction.  It  cannot  be  possible  that  in 
this  list  is  included  brethren  who  have  become  old  and  in- 
firm, and  who  have  not  the  financial  ability  to  keep  up  their 
dues  without  unnecessary  sacrifice,  for  such  brethren  never 
ought  to  be  suspended.  They  have  earned  the  right  to  pass 
their  declining  days  under  the  beneficent  influences  of  their 
Masonic  home.  Those  who  have  the  ability  to  pay  their 
dues  will  ordinarily  do  so  if  collected  promptly  and  not  per- 
mitted to  accumulate. 

An  affecting  incident  was  the  receipt  of  a  message 
from  their  venerable  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  T.  S.  Par- 
vin,  then  lying  on  a  sick-bed,  from  which  it  could  hardly 
be  hoped  he  would  arise.  It  was  the  first  time  since 
the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  he  had  been  ab- 
sent from  the  Grand  Lodge  sessions.  A  special  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  convey  to  him  in  person  a  suit- 
able response. 

Western  Australia  was  recognized;  Costa  Rica  was 
deferred. 

In  the  conclusion  of  his  excellent  report,  Bro.  J.  C. 
W.  Coxe  has  the  following: 

There  are  no  exciting  topics  before  the  Masonic  world  to- 
day. Peace  and  harmony  everywhere  prevail,  and.  brotherly 
love  continues  undisturbed.      The    dlfFerences    which    have 
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arisen  in  recent  years  have  now  and  then  quickened  pulses, 
sent  a  flush  to  the  temples,  and  given  a  suggestion  of  acidity 
to  some  utterances  by  voice  and  pen;  but  these  quickly 
passed,  have  been  forgiven  and  measurably  forgotten — and 
peace  reigns.  Good  has  come  out  of  the  flurries.  No  hon- 
est differences  can  exist  without  quickened  thought  and  new 
research.  Historical  questions  have  been  re-studied,  new 
facts  brought  to  light  or  old  truths  given  a  new  setting,  the 
horizon  widened,  a  larger  and  more  tolerent  spirit  developed, 
the  bonds  of  brotherhood  really  drawn  closer  by  the  minor 
dilCerences  which  at  flrst  threatened  division  and  discord. 
We  have  come  to  see  that  the  points  of  agnreement  are  far  in 
excess  of  any  dlfFerences;  that  the  agreement  is  In  essentials 
and  the  differences  are  on  minor  points;  and  that  fraternity 
is  rn  unmeaning  pretense  if  it  does  not  guarantee  the  right 
to  live  and  let  live — ^to  think  and  let  others  think — ^to  hold 
opinions  vhich  are  honestly  formed  without  risk  of  rack  or 
s  ake.  Wider  knowledge,  a  larger  charity,  a  more  tolerant 
spirit  of  inquiry,  these  are  fruits  of  recent  times,  and  are 
welcome  signs  for  the  opening  century.

IRELAND. 

We  have  received  the  address  delivered  at  the  stated 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland,  27th 
December,  1901,  by  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Sir  J.  C. 
Meredith,  from  which  we  make  the  following  extracts: 

Brethren,  Freemasonry  is  flourishing  throughout  Ireland, 
and  in  two  towns,  at  least,  in  this  country.  Masonic  Halls 
are  in  course  of  erection,  both  intended  to  commemorate 
amongst  their  brethren  the  names  of  distinguished  members 
of  our  Order.  In  Holywood  it  is  purvosed  to  erect  a  hall  in 
memory  of  our  Brother  Thomas  McCammon.  A  consider- 
able amount  of  local  and  other  support  has  been  given  to 
that  project,  which  I  imagine  will  result  in  the  erection  of  a 
handsome  edifice.  In  Loughgall,  where  our  Brother  Charles 
Ensor  resided,  his  memory  is  to  be  perpetuated  by  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Masonic  Hall.  I  hope  that  these  objects  will  be 
worthily  supported,  and  that  the  brethren  in  these  towns 
will  be  able  to  have  halls  worthy  of  those  in  whose  memory 
they  are  being  erected. 

There  were  some  questions  which  came  before  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  during  the  year  that  I  must  refer  to. 
The  question  was  raised  whether  a  naval  pensioner  was 
eligible  for  a  garrison  lodge,  and  the  Board  have  decided  that 
question  in  the  afCirmative.  The  question  was  also  raised 
in  the  case  of  a  sailor  going  from  port  to  port,  without  any 
local  habitation  other  than  the  high  seas,  where  inquiry 
should  be  made  as  to  his  charactetr  and  conduct  and  so  on. 
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and  the  decision  of  the  Board  was  that  if  a  man's  patents  are 
resident  in  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  inquiries 
ought  to  be  addressed  to  the  place  where  the  parents  reside. 
A  question  was  raised  whether  a  Provincial  Grand  Officer 
resigning  office  during  the  year,  without  completing  his  term 
of  office,  was  entitled  to  the  position  of  Past  Grand  Officer, 
and  the  answer  was  undoubtedly  in  the  negative.  If  a 
broth  3r  was  holding  office  for  a  second  year,  of  course  he 
would  be  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  a  Past  Grand  Officer,  but 
if  he  had  only  been  elected  for  the  first  term,  and  resigned 
without  serving  for  one  full  year,  he  was  not  entitled  to  the 
rank  of  Past  Grand  Officer  . 

Another  question  of  very  serious  importance  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Craft  at  large  was  raised  with  reference  to  the 
right  of  a  brother  who  is  excluded  from  his  Lodge  under 
rule  159  to  obtain  a  demit.  You  all  know  that  if  the  ma- 
jority required  by  that  law  think  that  it  is  inconsistent  with 
the  good  of  a  Lodge  that  any  brother —  I  am  afraid  I  must 
say  in  this  case  a  troublesome  brother — should  continue  to 
be  a  member  amongst  them  they  have  a  right  to  exclude 
him.  One  Lodge  exercised  that  right,  then  the  brother  who 
was  excluded  applied  for  a  demit,  and  the  Lodge  refused  to 
g^ve  it  to  him.  The  Board  of  General  Purposes  ruled  that 
no  Lodge  has  a  right  to  refuse  a  demit  to  a  brother  who  is 
excluded  under  that  law.  We  cannot  allow  any  one  subordi- 
nate Lodge  to  be  the  judge  as  to  whether  any  man  is  fit  or 
unfit  to  be  a  member  of  Masonic  Lodges  in  general.  Each 
Lodge  has  a  right  to  say  any  particular  man  is  unfit  to  be  a 
member  of  that  Lodge,  because — well,  because  the  other 
members  do  not  like  his  general  conduct,  or  for  any  other 
reason  at  all,  or  if  they  do  not  like  to  assign  any  reason — 

The  reason  why,  I  cannot  tell. 

But  this  I  know,  and  know  full  well, 

I  do  not  like  you,  Dr.  Fell. 

That  gives  them  no  right  to  take  a  course  that  would  pre- 
vent him  joining  any  other  Lodge  that  might  be  willing  to 
have  him.  If  he  has  done  anything  that  constitutes  a  Ma- 
tonic  crime,  it  is  not  only  their  right  but  it  is  their  duty  to 
impeach  him  before  the  proper  tribunals  of  the  Order,  when 
those  whom  the  Order  has  constituted  to  be  the  judges  will 
decide  whether  or  not  he  is  fit  to  be  continued  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  body. 

A  question  was  also  raised  as  to  the  use  of  an  unauthor- 
ized ritual  in  Queensland.  That  question  is  still  under  con- 
sideration, because  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  have 
called  upon  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Queensland  to  in- 
vestigate it  and  report  to  the  Board. 

We  were  also  applied  to  from  New  Zealand  by  a  number 
of  brethren  who  had  formerly  held  a  warrant  for  a  Lodge 
there  for  leave  to  re-open  the  dormant  Lodge.  We  thought 
that,  as  since  that  Lodge  had  ceased  to  work,  a  Grand  Lodge 
had  been  constituted  for  New  Zealand — we  did  not  want  to 
get  embarrassed  In  any  question  of  territorial  jurisdltion — 
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.  that  we  ought  not  to  reconstitute  the  Lodge  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  without,  at  any 
ra^e,  consulting  them  upon  the  matter.  Their  wish,  when 
consulted,  was,  that  we  should  not  re-open  the  Lodge,  and 
accordingly  we  declined  to  do  so. 

A  word  or  two  as  to  the  progress  which  the  Order  at  large 
has  made.  In  1898,  the  first  occasion  upon  which  I  inflicted 
upon  you  one  of  these  annual  addresses,  I  spoke  of  the  great 
increase  In  members  admitted.  That,  however,  was  a  record 
year.  But  I  think  we  may  say  that  this  year  is  quite  up  to 
that  year,  if,  Indeed,  it  does  not  exceed  It  In  Dublin  es* 
pecially  the  number  of  candidates  joining  the  Order  has 
been,  I  think  I  may  say  unprecedented.  It  is  exceedingly 
.satisfactory  not  only  to  find  that  a  large  number  of  men  in 
this  city  are  coming  forward  to  be  enrolled  in  our  ranks,  but 
it  is  also  satisfactory  to  find  that  many  of  our  foremost  citl-. 
zens  are  coming  forward  to  take  part  with  us  in  the  work  of ' 
the  Masonic  Order.  Another  thing  that  is  satisfactory  with 
regard  to  the  year  that  Is  now  expiring  is  this,  that  we  have 
hardly  been  called  upon  during  the  year  to  Inflict  any  serious 
Masonic  punishment  upon  any  brother  of  our  Order.  There 
have  been  one  or  two  cases,  but  in  such  a  large  body  as  ours 
is,  all  over  this  country,  I  do  think  it  is  eminently  satisfac- 
tory that  the  cases  that  come  before  us  to  be  dealt  with  as 
worthy  of  punishment  have  been  so  very  few  as  they  have 
been. 

Last  year,  1  told  you  that  one  of  our  Lodges  in  the  Colo- 
nies, Lodge  209,  Bermuda,  had  been  suspended,  but  that  their 
warrant  had  been  restored  upon  promises  of  good  behavior. 
I  am  sorry  to  be  obliged  now  to  announce  that  these  pro- 
mises have  not  been  fulfilled,  that  the  incompatibility  of  tem- 
per amongst  the  members  of  that  Lodge  has  during  this  year 
reached  such  an  acute  stage  that  we  have  again  been 
obliged  to  call  in  their  warrant  The  want  of  harmony  that 
exiEted  aniongst  them  could  not  be  allowed  to  continue  in 
any  subordinate  Lodge.  I  have  also  with  great  regret  to 
record  the  closing  of  a  Lodge  which  for  165  years  had  done 
uninterrupted  good  work  in  the  south  of  Ireland.  I  do  hoi>e 
that  the  paucity  of  members  who  remained  in  Lodge  49, 
Charleville,  is  not  a  foretaste  of  what  we  may  expect  in  some 
of  the  outlying  parts  of  this  country.  It  is  a  sad  thing  to 
consider  that  a  Lodge  which  for  165  years  had  worked  stead- 
ily and  well  in  the  County  of  Cork  has  been  obliged  to  sur- 
render its  warrant  because  they  had  not  enough  brethren 
there  to  carry  on  the  working.  Three  new  warrants  have 
been  Issued  during  the  year — one  for  the  youngest  of  the 
Dublin  Lodges,  Lodge  302.  That  Lodge,  I  may  tell  you,  pro- 
mises exceedingly  well,  and  I  have  every  hope  and  belief 
that  before  many  years  have  rolled  by  it  will  have  advanced 
to  a  very  foremost  position  amongst  the  Lodges  of  the  city 
of  Dublin.  Warrant  303  has  been  issued  for  the  holding  of 
a  Lodge  at  Dundonald,  and  346  for  the  holding  of  a  Lodge 
at  Toowoomba,  in  Queensland. 

Now,  brethren,  with  regard  to  our  connection  as  Irish 
Masons  with  other  parts  of  the  world,  there  is  a  matter  of 
very  considerable  interest  which  I  would  like  to  mention  to 
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you.  During  the  summer  of  this  year  a  brother  visited 
Dublin  who  had  been  residing  for  many  years  in  South 
Africa,  in  Cape  Town.  Brother  French  was  introduced  to 
me.  We  had  a  great  deal  of  interesting  Masonic  conver- 
sation, and  before  we  parted  I  said  to  him,  "  I  wish  you 
would  from  time  to  time  give  me  information  as  regards  any- 
thing of  interest  that  occurs  in  your  Lodge."  He  is  the 
secretary  of  a  Lodge  holding  under  this  Grand  Lodge  in  Cape 
Town,  Lodge  199.  Well,  our  good  Brother  French  did  not 
forget  the  words  that  I  had  said  to  him,  and  towards  the  end 
of  November  he  wrote  me  a  long  and  most  interesting  let- 
ter, which  I  received  a  few  days  ago,  in  which  he  gave  me  an 
account  of  the  working  of  Lodge  199.  He  told  me  that  in 
Cape  Town  there  were  Lodges  working  under  no  less  than 
four  different  Grand  Lodges.  There  were  Lodges  working 
under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land, the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Netherlands,  and  last,  but  by  no 
means  least,  Lodge  199  working  under  the  authority  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  He  told  me  that  intercourse  between  the 
brethren  of  the  different  Constitutions  was  of  the  warmest 
and  most  friendly  character,  that  they  rarely,  if  ever,  met 
that  they  had  not — even  when  they  met  for  labor  only — ^visi- 
tors from  every  one  of  the  other  Constitutions,  and  that 
they  frequently  had  brethren  from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth.  He  also  stated  that  as  a  result  of  the  war — which 
as  of  course  you  would  expect  has  proved  most  disastrous — 
they  had  constant  appeals  for  assistance  from  brethren  who 
had  been  before  that  in  prosperous  positions  in  Johannesburg 
and  other  places  in  South  Africa,  and  I  think  we  ought  all,  as 
Irish  Masons,  to  be  proud  of  Lodge  199  when  their  secretary 
is  able  to  say  that  no  brother  who  appealed  to  their  Lodge 
during  the  year  had  been  sent  away  empty.  They  had  in 
that  single  Lodge  in  a  distant  colony  contributed  during  this 
year  no  less  than  £50  to  the  relief  of  brethren  who  were  in 
distress.  He  also  mentioned  that  they  had  during  this  year 
no  fewer  than  20  initiations  and  7  affiliations,  and  that  they 
now  had  70  members  in  good  standing,  and  he  added:  "I 
shall  be  glad  if  you  would  let  any  brethren  of  our  Constitu- 
tion that  intend  coming  to  this  country  know  that  we  will  be 
delighted  to  see  them  and  assist  them  to  the  best  of  our 
ability,  but  at  the  same  time  impress  upon  them  the  desira- 
bility of  bringing  proper  credentials  to  identify  them.  I  be- 
lieve Irish  Masonry  will  continue  to  grow,  and  will  do  a  good 
work  in  South  Africa,  and  I  think  that  is  the  wish  and  belief 
of  all  our  brethren."  He  adds  the  words,  which  I  am  quite 
sure  we  will  all  reciprocate,  "  So  mote  it  be." 

The  Grand  Master  is  the  Duke  of  Abercorn.  The 
Grand  Secretary  is  Lord  Castletown.  The  Deputy 
Grand  Secretary,  to  whom  all  communications  are  to  be 
addressed,  is  Henry  E.  Flavelle,  Freemasons'  Hall, 
Molesworth  street,  Dublin.

He  reports  three  new  lodges,  three  State  Schools  of 
Instruction  held,  a  general  advance  in  interest,  and  har- 
mony prevailing.  On  the  subject  of  special  dispensa- 
tions he  says : 

During  the  year  I  have  received  more  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  applications  for  special  dispensations,  covering  almost 
the  entire  range  of  Lodge  activities.  I  have  granted  a  con- 
siderable number  to  confer  one,  and  occasionally  two  degrees 
waiving  statutory  time,  when  the  reasons  given  seemed  suffi- 
cient. Also  to  elect  and  install  officers,  and  to  change  date 
of  annual  communication  to  avoid  Christmas.  Dispensations 
have  uniformly  been  refused  to  ballot  on  petitions  out  of  time, 
to  receive  the  petitions  of  maimed  men,  and  to  confer  degrees 
waiving  time,  as  a  means  of  qualifying  the  petitioner  for  ad- 
mission to  another  order,  or  for  what  appeared  to  be  merely 
personal  considerations. 

The  Grand  Master  will,  of  course,  always  carefully  scruti- 
nize these  applications,  but  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
Lodges  do  not  always  realize  what  it  means  to  request  the 
temporary  abrogation  of  a  law  of  our  ancient  and  honorable 
Institution.  And  as  a  means  of  impressing  the  brethren  with 
the  importance  of  such  an  action,  I  recommend  that  the  law 
be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  not  less 
that  1 5  for  each  special  dispensation  issued  by  the  Grand 
Master.  Said  fee  to  accompany  the  application,  and  to  be 
returned  in  case  the  same  is  refused. 

Their  Masonic  Home  has  44  inmates.  The  amount 
expended  during  the  year  was  $8,944.92,  which  sum  is 
in  excess  of  the  receipts.  The  Home  cannot  be  main- 
tained with  its  present  membership  without  gradually 
drawing  upon  the  Permanent  Fund.  A  permanent  an- 
nual tax  of  50  cents  per  capita  was  laid  on  the  lodges 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

Western  Australia  and  Costa  Rica  were  recognized. 

A  number  of  portraits  and  biographical  sketches  of 
Past  Grand  Masters  beautify  these  Proceedings. 

Bro.  William  M.  Shaver,  P.G.M.,  enters  the  corre- 
spondence field  with  one  of  the  very  best  reports  of  the 
year.  His  review  of  our  Proceedings  of  1901  occupies 
over  five  pages.  Having  unlimited  space,  he  does  his 
work  very  thoroughly.

On  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  he  says : 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  say  that  peace  and  harmony 
prevail  throughout  our  Jurisdiction.  Never  was  there  more 
activity  in  the  Lodges  throughout  the  State  than  during  the 
year  just  past.  The  reports  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  will 
show  a  large  increase  in  our  membership.  The  future  looks 
bright  and  prosperous  for  us.  But,  my  brethren,  it  is  not 
particularly  the  number  "  who  wear  the  lamb-skin  or  white- 
leather  apron "  which  enables  our  fraternity  to  occupy  the 
high  position  which  it  does  in  the  estimation  of  the  world,  but 
it  is  the  internal  qualification,  the  character  and  exemplary 
conduct  of  the  individual  person  in  his  daily  work  of  life 
which  has  given  to  Masonry  its  standing.  Let  not  your  zeal 
to  increase  the  membership  of  your  Lodge,  or  a  desire  to  re- 
plenish your  treasury  induce  you  to  allow  those  who  do  not 
reach  the  high  standing  of  morality  which  should  characterize 
Masonry  cross  the  threshold  of  you  Lodge.  It  is  in  the 
power  of  each  individual  Mason  to  prevent  in  a  great  measure 
improper  material  from  becoming  a  part  of  your  Lodge.  To 
preserve  the  character  and  standing  of  our  fraternity,  and  to 
enable  it  to  fulfill  the  great  mission  of  its  organization,  I  say 
to  you,  my  brethren,  "  Guard  well  the  outer  door."  If  a 
brother  should  deviate  from  the  path  of  rectitude  and  duty, 
remind  him  in  a  friendly  manner  of  his  error,  and,  if  possi- 
ble, aid  him  in  reformation;  but  if  he  shall  fail  to  heed  the 
friendly  counsel  of  his  brethren  and  continue  to  violate  Ma- 
sonic laws,  and  there  is  no  longer  a  reasonable  hope  of  refor- 
mation, your  duty  to  your  Lodge  and  Freemasonry  demands 
that  such  punishment  shall  be  meted  out  to  the  offender  as 
his  conduct  deserves  and  the  law  of  Masonry  demands.  While 
it  may  be  an  unpleasant  duty  to  demand  the  trial  and  punish- 
ment of  an  offending  brother,  for  minor  offenses,  yet  when 
it  is  known  that  an  erring  brother  will  not  regard  the  kind 
ofllces  of  his  more  discreet  brethren,  the  Lodge  should  dis- 
charge its  duty  and  enforce  the  law;  and  when  brethren  un- 
derstand that  the  Lodge  will  not  allow  its  laws  to  be  violated 
with  impunity  they  will  be  more  careful  of  their  conduct. 

The  construction  of  a  building  as  a  permanent  home 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  was  about  the  most  important 
business  matter  at  this  session,  and  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  now  having  in  charge  the 
erection  of  a  Masonic  temple  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  under 
the  control  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  continued,  and  that  said 
committee  is  authorized  to  erect  a  building,  upon  the  lot 
already  purchased,  according  to  the  plans  already  agreed 
upon,  or  such  as  they  may  select,  and  for  this  purpose  they 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  not  exceeding 
1200,000,  upon  the  obligation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  secured  by 
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first  mortgage  bonds  upon  the  property,  said  bonds  to  run  for 
thirty  years,  and  to  bear  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per 
annum  interest.  The  Grand  Lodge  to  reserye  the  right  to 
redeem  the  bonds,  or  any  part  of  them,  at  any  time,  after 
three  years  from  their  date. 

In  his  excellent  report  on  Correspondence,  Bro.  Jas. 
W.  Staton  reviews  Canada  for  1900.  An  admirable 
manner  of  securing  the  attendance  of  the  delegates  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  is  thus  stated : 

The  last  duty  before  closing  of  Grand  Lodge  in  Kentucky  is 
to  call  the  roll,  and  any  member  found  absent,  without  haTing 
been  excused,  his  Lodge  is  charged  up  with  his  per  diem  and 
compelled  to  pay  the  same  as  regular  dues  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.      The  boys  are  usually  found  there  or  thereabouts.

Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a  most  satisfactory 
condition,  with  a  spirit  of  love  and  harmony,  which  is 
indeed  gratifying.      Six  new  lodges  were  formed. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved.  That  the  edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington  be  withdrawn. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  be 
and  is  hereby  recognized  as  a  sovereign  and  independent 
Grand  Lodge,  and  fraternally  welcomed  as  such,  the  Grand 
Master  being  hereby  authorized  to  arrange  for  an  exchange 
of  representatives. 

Resolved,  That  action  upon  the  petition  for  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  Valley  of  Mexico  be  postponed  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  is  hereby  authorized  to 
make  courteous  reply  to  the  invitation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Switzerland  (Alpena)  to  a  conference  of  Masonic  Powers,  and 
to  inform  that  grand  body  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana 
finds  Itself  unable  to  accept  the  invitation. 

The  order  of  the  Eastern  Star  secured  a  quasi  recc»g- 
nition,  against  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, a  resolution  being  adopted  allowing  lodges  to 
permit  the  use  of  their  halls  by  that  order. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain, Rev.  H.  C.  Duncan.  In  his  notice  of  Cuba,  he 
says : 

In  examining  the  roll  of  Masonic  Powers  in  communication 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cuba,  we  find  Egypt,  both  Grand 
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Lodge  and  Grand  Orient  of  France,  Greece,  Holland,  Hun- 
garia,  Italy,  Roumanla,  Switzerland  and  Tunis.  While  Cuba 
keeps  such  company,  she  had  best  beware  lest  serious  objec- 
tion should  be  raised  to  the  continuation  of  recognition  of 
herself.  While  she  fellowships  with  France,  why  should  she 
murmur  if  Spanish  Masonry  is  set  up  within  her  territory? 
If  she  expects  assistance  in  repelling  invasion  of  Cuba,  she 
must  not  countenance  France  in  her  invasion  of  Louisiana, 
nor  Hamburg  In  her  invasion  of  New  York.  We  whisper  good 
counsel  into  the  ear  of  Cuba.  Let  her  break  off  her  inter- 
cour83  with  any  and  every  power  that  holds  Masonic  inter- 
course with  clandestine  made  Masons.  It  is  the  only  way  to 
gain  respect  in  the  Masonic  world.  We  have  a  sincere  desire 
to  see  Cuba  prosper,  and  for  that  reason,  in  a  Masonic  and 
truly  fraternal  spirit,  we  caution  her  to  beware. 

On  the  Universal  Congress  proposed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Switzerland,  Bro.  Duncan  says : 

It  will  be  at  once  observed  that  however  beneficial  a  con- 
gress such  as  is  proposed  might  be,  if  composed  of  legitimate 
Masons,  the  character  of  parties  invited  and  expected  at  this 
entertainment  ib  such  as  to  forbid  the  countenancing  even  of 
the  assemblage  by  the  Grand  Liodge  of  Louisiana.  In  it  will 
sit  the  atheistic  Grand  Orient  of  France,  a  grand  body  that 
knows  not  the  first  principle  of  true  fraternity,  respect  for 
the  rights  of  others,  .as  witness  her  conduct  towards  this 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England;  in  it  will  sit 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Spain,  that  has  Just  invaded  Pennsyl- 
vania; in  it  will  sit  the  utterly  clandestine  "  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  Louisiana,"  a  body  that  is  not  only  clandestine, 
but  is  guilty  of  the  profoundest  deception  by  its  imitation  of 
our  title,  a  deception  so  well  schemed  that  one  has  to  look 
at  the  number  of  its  Lodges  in  order  to  detect  the  fraud.  No; 
we  are  Masons,  and  as  such  we  cannot  hold  intercourse  with 
the  clandestine,  the  unfraternal,  the  Immoral.  We  believe 
in  tolerance,  but  tolerance  of  that  which  is  right;  never  of 
that  which  is  corrupting,  unmasonic  and  subversive  of  the 
very  ground  work  and  principles  of  our  institution. 

In  one  of  the  bulletins  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bel- 
gium, Bro.  Duncan  finds  the  name  of  Richard  Williams 
as  the  representative  of  that  Grand  Orient  near  the  Su- 
preme Council  of  Louisiana,  and  then  says: 

Inasmuch  as  this  Mr.  Richard  Williams  has  no  Masonic 
standing  among  lawful  Masons  in  this  jurisdiction,  we  cannot 
consider  even  the  status  of  a  body  that  maintains  intercourse 
with  him  and  other  cowans  and  clandestines.  A  body  that 
maintains  such  intercourse  stamps  itself  as  no  better  than 
its  familiars.

The  progress  of  the  Craft  during  the  past  year  ex- 
ceeded the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  the  Grand 
Master.  Peace  and  harmony  generally  prevail.  Their 
financial  condition  is  very  satisfactory.  One  of  the  in- 
teresting occasions  of  the  year  is  thus  narrated : 

In  1857  a  candidate  took  the  first  and  second  degrees,  bat 
for  personal  reasons  and  on  account  of  absence  from  this 
State  he  had  not  taken  the  third;  in  1900  he  returned  to  this 
State  and  desires  to  be  made  a  Master  Mason  in  the  same 
Lodge  that  conferred  the  first  and  second  degrees.  Can  he 
do  so? 

Answer:  Yes,  there  is  no  limitation  of  time  within  which 
the  second  or  third  degrees  must  be  taken.  Although  the 
residence  of  the  candidate  may  be  now  outside  of  this  juris- 
diction, the  fact  that  the  Lodge  in  Maine  conferred  the  first 
and  second  degrees,  gives  it  jurisdiction  to  complete  the 
work.     Substantially  the  same  question  was  decided  In  1900. 

This  latter  decision  led  to  one  of  the  interesting  occasions 
of  the  year.  In  1857,  forty-three  years  ago,  Col.  Israel  B. 
Norcross  took  the  first  two  steps  in  Masonry  in  Rising  Virtue 
Lodge,  in  Bangor;  at  that  time  Colonel  Jere  Fenno  was  Senior 
Warden  of  the  Lodge,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  pre- 
sided and  conferred  the  degrees;  in  1900  Col.  Norcross  re- 
turned from  his  western  home  and  desired  to  take  the  third 
degree,  and  on  Oct.  26,  1900,  it  being  the  80th  birthday  of  Col. 
Fenno,  in  the  presence  of  some  350  members  of  Rising  Virtue 
Lodge  and  visitors,  with  Col.  Fenno  acting  as  Worshipful 
Master,  the  ceremony  was  performed.  The  work  through- 
out was  most  impressive  and  refiected  great  credit  upon 
Brother  Fenno,  who,  notwithstanding  his  advanced  years, 
showed  himself  a  thorough  master  of  the  situation.  The 
work,  with  the  banquet  and  speeches  which  followed,  made 
the  occasion  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

The  eloquent  conclusion  of  the  address  of  the  Grand 
Master  is  worth  preservation : 

If  I  am  asked  what  one  thing  will  be  most  helpful,  and  tend 
in  the  greatest  measure  to  our  success,  now  and  in  the  future, 
I  would  say  the  recognition  by  every  Mason  of  his  own  indi- 
vidual duty  and  responsibility. 

We  have  each  voluntarily  taken  upon  ourselves  certain 
duties  and  obligations.  We  have  each  promised  that  those 
duties  shall  be  fully  and  conscientiously  discharged,  and  that 
every  obligation  shall  be  met  in  the  true  spirit  of  our  frater- 
nity; shall  it  be  done?  Upon  each  one  rests  the  responsi- 
bility; not  the  responsibility  to  do  that  which  is  distasteful  to 
us,  but  that  which  must  be  to  every  true  Mason  a  pleasure 
and  satisfaction. 

The  strength  of  every  institution  is  the  united  strength  of 
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all  its  members;  let  every  brother  ask  himself  whether  he  Is 
an  element  of  weakness  or  of  strength  in  our  Temple. 

Every  stone  in  the  temple  of  our  first  Grand  Master  had 
its  appointed  place.  It  was  quarried  and  fitted  for  that 
place,  and  whether  it  was  in  the  foundation  laid  where  it 
might  be  unseen  forever,  or  the  stone  which  the  builders  re- 
jected, but  which  became  the  head  of  the  corner,  it  was 
equally  necessary  to  the  completeness  and  stability  of  the 
whole.  With  us,  my  brethren,  from  the  youngest  entered 
apprentice  to  the  Worshipful  Master  in  the  east,  we  have  in- 
dividual duties  and  responsibilities;  let  each  of  us  labor  in 
the  cause  until  the  sun  goes  down,  then  shall  our  rest  be 
peaceful  and  our  memories  shall  be  honored. 

Western  Australia  was  recognized. 

It  was  decided  that  while  the  list  of  officers  elected 
may  be  published,  no  proceedings  of  subordinate  lodges, 
save  upon  public  occasions,  should  be  given  to  the 
press. 

An  excellently  engraved  portrait  of  Bro.  Josiah  H. 
Drummond  embellishes  these  Proceedings.  His  report 
is,  as  usual,  full  of  good  things.  Canada  for  1900  re- 
ceived his  best  attention.

Finding  it  an  utter  impossibility  to  visit  any  but  a  few 
points  in  this  vast  jurisdiction,  the  Grand  Master  held 
one  central  meeting  in  each  district.  This  plan  was 
apparently  a  success: 

As  to  the  success  attending  these  meetings,  and  the  result- 
ing benefits,  let  others  speak.  All  were  largely  attended, 
and  nearly  every  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  was  represented 
at  one  or  other  of  the  meetings.  For  myself,  the  tour  was 
a  liberal  education,  and  I  can  never  forget  the  generous  hos- 
pitality and  warmth  of  welcome  accorded  to  me.  At  each 
meeting  I  delivered  an  address  dealing  with  the  history,  ritual 
and  symbolism  of  Masonry,  and  from  the  close  attention 
given  and  many  enquiries  made,  it  seemed  I  had  touched  on 
a  topic  on  which  information  was  wanted.  The  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  myself  have  received  numerous  inquiries  about 
books,  and  some  Lodges  have  voluntarily  established  the 
nucleus  of  a  Lodge  library. 

On  all  hands  the  wish  was  expressed  that  the  District  Lodge 
of  Instruction,  attended  by  the  Grand  Master,  might  become 
an  annual  affair,  and  also  that  at  our  meetings  of  Grand 
Lodge  one  session  at  least  be  set  apart  as  a  Lodge  of  Instruc- 
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tion,  and  in  this  desire  I  heartily  concnr.  It  seems  to  me 
that  in  this  country  of  far  distances,  where  the  opportonitiea 
of  brethren  meeting  in  fraternal  converse  are  few,  we  have 
been  missing  a  splendid  opportunity  in  devoting  such  a  repre- 
sentative gathering  as  this  to  purely  executive  work.  Ar- 
rangements could  be  made  for  one  or  more,  addresses  by  well- 
qualified  brethren,  and  opportunity  given  for  inquiry  and  dis- 
cussion. So  important  do  I  think  this,  that  I  would  suggest 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  consider  the  matter,  and 
make  arrangements  for  a  Liodge  of  Instruction  at  the  next 
annual  meeting.  As  a  step  in  this  direction  I  have  arranged, 
at  the  request  of  a  large  number  of  brethren,  to  give  an  ad- 
dress this  evening  in  continuation  of  the  subjects  dealt  with 
by  me  at  the  meetings  held  in  the  winter. 

New  lodges  were  opened  at  Napinka,  Fort  Saskatche- 
wan and  Edmonton ;  also  one  at  Dawson,  called  Yukon 
lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and  Cuba 
were  placed  on  the  list  of  recognized  bodies.

The  new  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and 
Costa  Rica  were  recognized. 

In  his  review  of  Ohio,  Bro.  E.  T.  Schultz  has  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Under  heading  "Entered  Apprentice  Degree  "  he  vigorously 
condemns  "  the  unjust  and  unwarrantted  emasculation "  of 
this  degree  by  the  Baltimore  Convention  of  1843.  "  Previous 
to  that  time  all  business,  balloting  for  candidates,  public  cere- 
monials, etc. — except  that  pertaining  strictly  to  the  other  de- 
grees— ^was  done  in  a  Lodge  of  Entered  Apprentices.  When 
the  grade  was  received,  the  initiate  was  a  Mason,  and  as 
well  as  in  the  name,  with  all  the  rights  of  membership,  and  * 
with  thereby  the  opportunity  and  duty  of  saying,  by  his  bal- 
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lot,  t^ho  should  be  made  his  brother  and  become  one  with 
him  in  the  Masonic  family. 

'*lhe  degree  is  in  itself  the  most  perfect  and  unchanged 
of  any  grade  in  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  The  beauties  and 
lessons  to  be  learned  or  developed  through  its  symbolism  are 
illimitable;  it  is  the  foundation  of  Freemasonry,  and  as  its 
superBtructure  the  manifest  injustice  of  neutralizing  the  grade 
by  depriving  it  of  its  inherent  rights,  powers,  and  preroga- 
tives, without  its  own  consent,  must  be  self-apparent." 

We  are  disposed  to  agree  with  Brother  Cunningham  that 
the  change  was  unwise,  but  we  doubt  the  utility  of  urging  at 
this  time  "the  rehabilitation  of  the  Entered  Apprentice  de- 
gree and  the  restoration  of  its  inherent  rights,  privileges,  and 
prerogatives,"  as  he  suggests.

The  death  is  announced  of  Bro.  Charles  C.  Dame, 
Grand  Master  in  1866,  1867  and  1868. 

A  petition  was  read  from  two  brethren  who  had  been 
elected  to  office  in  their  lodge,  and  who  had  been  re- 
fused installation.  The  explanation  and  ruling  of  the 
Grand  Master  is  as  follows : 

"Without  raising  the  question  as  to  the  form  of  the  petition, 
or  whether  the  petitioners  have  any  right  of  appeal,  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  petition  will  be  received  and  considered. 
The  facts  are  as  follows: 

During  the  month  of  December,  1900,  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Master  was  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Junior  Warden- 
elect  of Lodge,  had  been  an  open  and  active  mem- 
ber of  an  order  or  body  acting  as  Masonic,  coming  under  that 
part  of  Section  21  of  Part  V.  of  the  Constitutions  reading  as 
follows:  "  Now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  any 
Mason  who  Is  hereafter  admitted  In  this  jurisdiction  into  any 
other  orders,  as  Masonic,  is  acting  unmasonlcally,  and  for 
such  conduct  shall  be  liable  to  be  expelled  from  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  shall  be  ineligible  to  member- 
ship or  office  in  this  Grand  Lodge." 

Section  22  provides  a  similar  penalty  also  against  any  per- 
son who  shall  confer,  communicate,  sell  or  solicit  any  one  to 
receive  or  apply  for  degrees  not  hereinbefore  recognized  or 
admitted. 

While  verifying  the  information  by  inquiry,  I  learned  that 
In  addition  to  the  Junior  Warden,  the  Treasurer-elect  of  the 
same  Lodge  stood  in  the  same  position;  had  been  an  officer 
of  the  proscribed  body,  and  was  still  actively  and  openly  ad- 
vocating it  and  soliciting  regular  Masons  to  join  it.  A  copy 
of  the  above  Sections  21  and  22,  I  am  informed,  has  been  for 
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a  long  time  posted  in  the  Lodge  ante-room,  and  that  fact  and 
the  provisions  of  the  sections  are  well  known  to  both  the 
brethren. 

These  brethren  would  naturally  have  been  installed  at  the 
January  meeting.  Before  that  time  I  sent  the  Past  Master 
of  the  Lodge,  who  was  expected  to  install  the  newly  elected 
officers,  two  forms  of  renunciation  to  be  signed  by  the  Junior 
Warden- elect  and  Treasurer-elect  of  the  Lodge  which  simply 
renounced  all  connection  with  Cemeau  or  other  bodies  not 
recognized  under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitutions  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  giving  up  any  allegiance  they  held  to  such 
irregular  bodies.  I  forbade  the  Worshipful  brother,  as  install- 
ing officer,  to  install  them  unless  they  should  so  renounce ;  this 
they  declined  to  do;  and  at  the  regular  meeting  in  January 
neither  th^  Junior  Warden  nor  Treasurer-elect  presented  him- 
self for  installation.  The  other  officers  were  duly  installed, 
and  the  Lodge  reported  to  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  that  a  vacancy  existed,  and  asked  for  a  dispensa- 
tion for  the  filling  of  the  two  vacancies.  I  thereupon  issued 
a  precept  for  the  election  of  Junior  Warden  and  Treasurer 
for  the  regular  meeting  of  February.  At  that  meeting  on  a 
ballot  the  respective  offices  were  filled  by  the  election  of  other 
brethren,  the  vote  being  in  the  proportion  of  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  five  to  one  on  a  total  vote  of  more  than  seventy  ballots 
cast:  this  majority  being  in  favor  of  the  new  members  elect 
for  those  positions,  they  were  thereupon  installed. 

I  have  never  learned  until  receiving  a  copy  of  the  petition 
here  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary  that  either  had  presented 
himself,  even  as  late  as  the  February  meeting,  and  made  any 
request  for  installation.  I  am  since  informed  that  the  Trea- 
surer-elect did,  but  this  was  after  the  precept  was  issued  and 
on  the  evening  of  the  new  election. 

Just  prior  to  this  new  election  in  February  I  received  a  long 
document,  which  not  only  reflected  on  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Master,  but  took  issue  with  the  provisions  of  our  Grand  Con- 
stitutions, and  although  alleging  itself  to  be  respectful,  yet  ex- 
hibiting such  an  ignorance  of  Masonic  principles  and  such 
defiance  of  our  existing  regulations,  that  I  felt  called  upon  to 
make  an  answer  to  each  of  the  signers,  which  I  did  by  per- 
sonal letter  as  follows: 

Boston,  Feb.  16,  1901. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  am  pained  and  surprised  at  the 
communication  I  have  received  from  you,  with  others,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  installation  of  the  Junior  Warden  and  Treasurer 

of Lodge.      You  speak  of  a  regulation  of  our 

Giand  Lcd^e  as  "repugnant  to  the  ancient  Constitutions  and 
a  violation  of  our  landmarks  " ;  this  is  in  direct  violation  of 
the  obligation  required  of  every  Mason  and  every  officer  of  a 
Lodge:  those  who  violate  it  know  what  they  should  expect. 

Your  want  of  loyalty  to  the  Grand  Lodge  is  shown  in  your 
statement  that  it  "  was  the  first  in  this  country  to  counten- 
ance dissenters  from  the  original  plan  of  Masonry." 

The  further  language  used  in  characterizing  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Master  is  equally  reprehensible,  but  being  personal 
I  will  forgive  it. 

Your  position  is  wrong  from  the  beginning,  to  discuss  whether 
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our  regulations  are  right  or  not  is  neither  your  province  nor 
mine;  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  obey  them;  your  petition  admits 
a  violation  of  our  Constitutions,  but  asks  me  to  set  it  aside 
and  allow  a  further  disregard  of  it;  this  of  course  cannot  be 
done. 

The  Constitution  is  plain,  and  until  that  is  changed  by 
amendment  your  duty  and  mine  are  plain.  I  have  actetd  as 
Grand  Masters  have  done  before  in  cases  of  this  kind;  when 
known  to  the  Grand  Master  no  one  has  ever  been  installed 
into  any  office  nor  allowed  to  sit  as  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  who  has  been  in  the  position  of  these  two  brothers;  in 
every  instance  known  a  renunciation  has  been  required  and 
in  every  case  has  been  received  before  a  brother  could  be  in- 
stalled into  his  office. 

I  have  not  desired  to  deal  harshly  in  this  matter,  but  you 
must  know  that  a  trial  on  charges  would  result  in  expulsion 
from  Masonry;  I  have  felt  it  better  to  deal  leniently  as  with 
erring  brothers,  and  so  have  forbidden  their  installation.  If 
these  brothers  should  be  re-elected,  it  will  be  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter's duty,  under  the  Constitution,  however  unpleasant,  to 
again  forbid  it,  unless  of  course  they  come  within  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Constitution  by  renouncing  allegiance  to  all 
bodies  not  therein  recognized.  Installation  being  a  prerequi- 
site to  holding  office,  and  the  brethren  having  refused  to  re- 
nounce their  connection  with  organizations  forbidden  by  the 
Grand  Constitutions,  they  therefore  cannot  be  officers.  A 
vacancy  exists  and  a  dispensation  is  granted  for  a  new  elec- 
tion. 

No  brother  in  our  Order  can  feel  more  deeply  than  I  do 
the  misfortune  that  has  come  upon  us  in  this  most  unhappy 
affair,  and  It  is  with  great  reluctance  that  I  approach  the  sub- 
ject and  reach  my  conclusion;  but  as  I  am  elected  and  in- 
stalled to  see  among  other  things  that  the  Lodges  and  breth- 
ren comply  with  the  regulations  of  our  Grand  Constitutions, 
it  is  my  plain  duty  to  see  them  enforced.  I  cannot  therefore 
grant  your  petition.    Yours  fraternally, 

CHAS.  T.  GALLAGHER, 

Grand  Master. 

The  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  is  to  see  that  the  Constitu- 
tions and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  enforced.  His 
power  is  supreme  in  the  way  Of  such  enforcement,  particularly 
during  the  times  when  the  Grand  Lodge  Is  not  in  session,  and 
any  action  by  him  must  be  summary,  and  is  conclusive  unless 
the  Grand  Lodge  itself  shall  set  aside  his  action;  the  Grand 
Master  here  found  direct  and  open  violation  of  the  Grand  Con- 
stitutions and  acted  accordingly. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  Grand  Master's  statement  it  was 
unanimously  voted  that  his  action  be  approved  and  that  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw. 

By  a  vote  of  i86  to  i8,  an  amendment  was  adopted 
allowing  dual  membership.  The  regulation  forbid- 
ding a  member  to  belong  to  more  than  one  lodge  has 
been  in  their  Constitution  since  1798.  Tempora  mu" 
tantur. 
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Their  oldest  permanent  member,  Bro.  George  H.  Ta- 
ber,  was  present  at  this  meeting.  Bro.  Taber  is  93 
years  of  age,  and  in  all  those  years,  afloat  or  ashore,  he 
has  not  spent  twenty-four  hours  in  bed  on  account  of 
sickness.    The  doctors  have  nothing  to  thank  him  for.

Among  the  grand  representatives  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Master  we  notice  the  name  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Geo. 
S.  Landerkin,  for  Canada,  in  the  room  of  our  lamented 
Grand  Master  Hungerford. 

Three  new  lodges  were  opened. 

Of  their  visit  to  Hamilton,  the  Grand  Master  says : 

The  officers  and  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  were  invited 
to  attend  tlie  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada,  held  in  the  city  of  Hamilton,  Ont,  July  17,  1901.  The 
invitation  was  accepted,  and  a  number  of  Grand  Officers  at- 
tended. Nothing  could  be  more  cordial  than  the  reception 
given  us  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada;  indeed  it  was  a  royal 
welcome. 

The  entertaining  of  the  guests  was  under  the  care  of  Most 
Worshipful  Brother  Hugh  Murray,  Grand  Treasurer,  who  was 
appointed  by  that  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose,  and  who  did 
his  work  with  great  skill  and  ability. 

We  copy  part  of  the  report  of  their  Masonic  Home: 

The  receipts  from  all  sources  during  the  fiscal  year  amount 

to  $11,490.60.    They  include  the  Grand  Lodge  per  capita  rate 

$6,322;  $1,000  received  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 

Masons;  $500  from  the  Grand  Commandery  of  Knights  Tern- 
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plar;  $925  from  chapters  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star; 
$335  from  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  Shriner  ex- 
cursion to  Honolulu,  and  $1,948.50  paid,  in  addition  to  the  per 
capita  tax,  by  Liodges  having  members  at  the  Home. 

The  expenditures  were  $11,262.43,  $6,798  of  this  sum  went 
for  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  the  Home;  $2,686  for  the  in- 
stallation of  a  storage  battery  system  to  light  the  premises 
by  electricity,  and  $1,062  for  a  passenger  elevator.  The  elec- 
tric current  for  the  lighting  and  for  operating  the  elevator 
are  obtained  from  the  street  railway  running  to  Reed's  Lake. 

The  Home  farm  produced  a  net  revenue  of  $258. 

Excluding  from  the  computation  the  extraordinary  expenses, 
such  as  those  above  referred  to,  the  average  weekly  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance  was  $2.87,  about  the  same  as  the 
previous  year. 

On  December  Ist  there  were  at  the  Home  44  beneficiaries; 
32  men  and  12  women,  and  4  others  admitted,  but  not  yet  ar- 
rived. The  average  age  of  the  32  men  was  71  years;  that  of 
the  12  women  70  years. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  organized  by 
the  wives,  mothers  and  Eisters  of  Master  Masons  is  worthy  of 
the  commendation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  we  recommend 
to  the  fraternity  throughout  its  jurisdiction  the  encourage- 
ment of  existing,  and  the  organization  of  new  chapters.

Initial  steps  were  taken  to  celebrate  the  semi-centen- 
nial anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
next  year. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  expedi- 
ency of  erecting  a  Masonic  Home. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed : 

Resolved,  That  no  person  who  is  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  used  as  a  beverage, 
is  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  or  for  member- 
ship in  a  Masonic  Lodge. 

In  his  review  of  Alabama,  Bro.  Irving  Todd  says: 
Bro.  Titcomb  again  refers  to  their  practice  of  conferring 
the  degrees  gratuitously  upon  a  certain  profession,  to  which 
we  have  several  times  taken  exception.  Under  the  Alabama 
rules  an  active  minister  of  the  gospel  is  exempt  from  the  con- 
stitutional provision  requiring  twelve  months'  residence  be- 
fore making  application,  he  pays  nothing  for  the  degrees,  nor

is  he  liable  for  dues  except  at  the  discretion  of  the  Lodge, 
which  presumably  is  rarely  exercised.  This  creates  a  special 
or  privileged  membership  in  a  fraternity  whose  foundation  is 
equality,  and  the  tendency  is  consequently  demoralizing.

MISSISSIPPI. 

83rd  Communication,  Oxford,  February  28,  1901.

The  presence  of  the  Past  Grand  Master,  John  Corson 
Smith,  of  Chicago,  called  forth  the  most  cordial  recep- 
tion. In  his  happy  reply  the  gallant  general  and  dis- 
tinguished Craftsman  gave  some  very  interesting  remi- 
niscences of  his  travels  in  the  east.  The  primitive 
and  Masonic  manner  of  landing  passengers  is  still  in  use 
at  Joppa : 

Our  first  sight  of  Judea  was  at  10  o'clock  one  hright  morn- 
ing, and  at  High  Twelve  we  were  ashore  at  Joppa,  as  Ma- 
sonically  known.  The  landing  is  not  without  danger,  for,  as 
Masonic  history  and  tradition  informs  us,  it  is  an  iron  or 
rock-bound  coast,  and  lucky  are  the  passengers  who  land 
without  a  wetting  in  passing  through  the  narrow  channel. 

There  is  a  low  reef  across  the  front  of  the  city,  in  which 
there  i3  a  narrow  passage  through  which  the  ship's  yawls 
land  the  passengers  and  small  coasters  may  gain  entrance 
when  there  is  a  smooth  sea.  To  your  left  as  you  enter  the 
passage  is  an  iron  bolt,  to  which,  we  are  told,  Andromeda 
was  chained,  to  be  held  until  devoured  by  a  monster,  but  who, 
fortunately,  was  rescued  by  Perseus  and  afterwards  became 
a  bright  p  anet  in  the  heavenly  firmament  So  much  for 
mythology  and  that  iron-bound  coast. 

As  we  approached  the  landing  I  stood  up  in  the  bow  of  the 
boat,  and  in  the  joy  of  my  heart,  with  extended  arms,  ex- 
claimed, "Joppa!";  was  grasped  by  the  hands,  assisted  up 
the  embankment  and  into  the  arms  of  the  most  villainous- 
looking  customs  officials  I  had  yet  met 

The  only  place  of  Biblical  interest  in  this  city,  aside  from 
being  the  place  where  the  timbers  were  landed,  which  were 
brought  on  floats  from  the  Lebanon,  is  the  site  of  the  house 
of  Simon  the  Tanner,  upon  which  the  light-house  has  been 
erected. 

One  other  point  of  interest,  I  had  almost  forgotten,  attaches 
to  Jaffa,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  it  is  the  port  from  which 
Jonah  sailed  when  on  his  whaling  expedition!  At  the  upper 
end  of  Jaffa  the  ground  is  low.  Here  is  the  Consular  agency 
of  the  United  States.  About  it  is  clustered  the  American 
colony,  and  this  is  said  to  have  been  a  basin  into  which  the 
floats  were  taken  that  the  timbers  be  landed  and  taken  up  to 
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Jerusalem.  There  being  no  railroad  in  Syria  at  the  time  of 
our  first  visit,  we  Journeyed  over  that  old  camel  route,  stop- 
ping over  night  at  Ramleh.  We  found  the  hills  of  Judea  ^e- 
cipitous  and  barren,  except  for  an  olive  tree  here  and  there, 
and  with  many  horrid  crevices  and  robber  dens  among  the 
cliffs.  Just  such  a  country  extending  far  to  the  west  of  the 
Temple  as  outlaws  and  murderers  would  seek  to  escape 
Justice.  We  passed  the  brook  of  David,  the  village  of  Abu 
Gosh,  as  we  had  the  various  Turkish  Guard  towers  by  the 
way,  tnd  arrived  in  sight  of  Jerusalem  early  in  the  afternoon, 
when  the  declining  sun  sent  its  bright  rays  over  dome  and 
minaret,  giving  us  the  most  beautiful  view  of  the  Holy  City 
to  be  had.  We  spent  days  and  weeks  in  and  about  Jerusa- 
lem, Bethany,  Bethlehem,  Hebron,  the  Dead  Sea,  the  river 
Jordan  and  Jericho.  We  were  several  times  at  the  inn  to 
which  the  traveler  who  fell  among  the  thieves  was  carried, 
and  assure  you  that  any  one  who  cares  to  travel  over  such  a 
country  deserves  no  better  treatment.  While  all  this  land 
is  of  interest,  the  great  center  of  attraction  is  Jerusalem,  and 
in  that  city  the  two  principal  points  are  the  Church  of  the 
Holy  Sepulchre  and  the  Mosque  of  Omar.  The  first  is  said 
to  cover  the  place  of  the  crucifixion  and  the  Holy  Sepulchre, 
the  most  sacred  points  of  interest  for  the  Christian  in  the 
city,  and  the  other  the  Temple  of  our  first  Most  Excellent 
Grand  Master,  Solomon,  King  of  Israel,  alike  interesting  to  the 
Christian  as  to  the  Freemason. 

Did  time  permit  it  lyould  aftord  me  pleasure  to  tell  you  of 
the  dome  of  the  rock  (Mt.  Moriah)  seen  inside  the  Mosque 
of  Omar,  and  the  construction  of  the  platform,  or  area,  upon 
which  the  Mosque  is  builded,  as  was  that  of  the  famed  Tem- 
ple of  King  Solomon. 

After  a  careful  study  of  the  subject,  I  find  Masonic  tradi- 
tion as  interesting  and  fully  as  reliable  as  to  this  city  and 
country  as  profane  history,  and  should  the  day  ever  come 
when  the  vaults,  chambers,  recesses,  cisterns  and  pools  un- 
derneath the  Temple  area  are  explored,  we  will  be  startled 
at  the  discoveries  that  will  be  there  made. 

In  my  early  membership  in  the  Craft,  I  believed,  as  have 
many  others,  that  Masonry  had  its  origin  at  the  building  of 
King  Solomon's  Temple.  I  do  not  think  so  now,  for  I  find 
too  many  evidences  of  skilled  masonry  in  the  tombs,  temples 
and  vast  edifices  in  Egypt  from  which  the  Israelites  came.  We 
cite  the  two  pillars  in  front  of  the  temple  as  something  novel 
and  unique,  when  it  was  but  a  custom  of  the  Egyptians,  for 
in  front  of  each  of  their  temples  were  always  placed  two 
obelisks.  In  a  corn-field  above  Cairo  there  now  stands,  like 
a  lone  sentinel,  a  large  obelisk.  The  companion  column  is 
on  the  banks  of  the  Thames,  London,  and  those  two  obelisks 
were  in  fiont  of  the  Temple  of  the  Sun  in  On,  the  city  o£ 
Heliopolis,  the  daughter  of  the  High  Priest  of  which  was 
given  by  Pharoah  to  Joseph  for  a  wife,  and  that  one  obelisk 
is  all  that  remains  to  mark  the  site  of  that  famed  city. 

We  entered  Syria  at  Jaffa  and  left  it  at  the  mountains  of 
L9banon,  f.om  whence  the  great  cedars  were  taken  for  the 
Temple.  There  the  people  are  largely  Christian,  and  they 
are  great  lovers  of  Freemasonry.  Next  to  their  love  of  the 
Saviour  is  their  veneration  for  Masonry. 
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The  Grand  Master  reports  harmony  and  brotherly 
loye  prevailing  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  The  re- 
ports of  the  District  Deputies  show  that  the  lodges  are 
fast  improving  in  the  Adopted  Work. 

Bro.  J.  L.  Power,  their  most  efficient  Grand  Secre- 
tary, presented  his  32nd  annual  report,  in  which  he  g^ves 
a  number  of  specially  notable  events  in  the  history  of 
Freemasonry  in  Mississippi  during  the  last  century.  He 
first  attended  his  Grand  Lodge  in  1868. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  location 
of  their  proposed  Masonic  Home,  and  to  receive  pro- 
posals from  different  places  desiring  the  establishment 
An  assessment  of  25  cents  per  capita  was  made  on  the 
lodges  towards  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Home. 

An  exceedingly  able  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  was  made  by  Bro.  Frederic  Speed,  one 
of  the  brightest  minds  in  the  fraternity.  We  copy  his 
views  on  the  length  of  the  cable-tow: 

QueBtion  1.    What  is  the  length  of  my  cable  tow? 

Answer:  A  candidate  standing  at  the  altar  asks  this  ques- 
tion, and  the  Master,  who  had  used  it  a  hundred  times,  re- 
plied: "  Three  English  miles."  Surely  it  must  have  a  more 
recondite  meaning,  and  it  has.  There  has  been  a  good  deal 
of  unnecessary  mysticism  thrown  around  this  phrase,  by 
which  its  obvious  meaning  has  been  obscured.  Clearly  it 
has  a  meaning,  as  all  other  Maconic  symbols  and  lllustra- 
tions  have,  which  appeals  to  our  understanding  as  reasonable 
and  intelligent  men.  But  it  is  to  be  wondered  at  that,  while 
£0  much  has  been  written  on  Masonic  symbolism,  we  get 
from  the  books  but  little  real  light  ms  to  what  is  intended  by 
the  ezprezsion,  "Within  the  length  of  my  cable  tow,"  and 
that  what  little  has  been  written  has  been  rejected  as  mean- 
ingless, or  nearly  so.  Thus,  one  of  the  most  brilliant  Ma- 
sonic writers,  who  has  studied  with  great  care  and  profound 
learning  MaEonic  symbolism,  says:  "The  phrase  would 
Beem  to  be  of  nautical  derivation.  But  how  it  was  derived 
and  came  into  use  in  Masonry,  I  am  unable  to  discover. 
Gable  is  a  word  fiom  the  Dutch,  signifying  a  great  rope, 
which,  being  fastened  to  the  anchor,  holds  the  ship  fast  when 
she  rides.  Tow  is  a  word  from  the  Saxon,  which  means  to 
hale  or  draw,  and  is  applied  nautically  to  hale  or  draw  a 
barge  or  ^hip  along  the  water." — Lawrence  on  Masonic  Sym- 
bolism. And  then  the  same  illustrious  writer  draws  the  fol- 
lowing deductions:  "  It  is  between  him  and  them  (the  breth- 
ren) a  threefold  cord  not  easily  broken.  No  length  of  time 
or  distance  can  weaken  its  binding  force;  but  as  the  ship  is 
held  fast  by  the  catls  to  the  anchor,  so  he  is  held  fast  by  the 
mystic  tie  in  all  fraternal  duty  and  kindness  to  his  brother, 
whose  honor  and  interest  he  will  consider  and  promote  and 
whose  needs  he  will  protect  and  relieve,"  but  happy  as  is  the 
thought,  it  does  not  answer  the  candidate's  interrogatory. 
Bro.  MacKey,  in  his  Encyclopaedia,  under  the  title,  "Cable 
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Tow,"  says:  "The  word  'tow*  signifies,  properly,  a  line 
wherewith  to  draw.  Richardson  (Diet.)  defines  it  is  that 
which  tuggeth,  or  with  which  we  tug  or  draw."  A  cable  tow 
is  a  ropa  or  line  for  drawing  or  leading.  The  word  is  purely 
Masonic,  and  in  some  of  the  writings  of  the  early  part  of  the 
last  century  we  find  the  expression,  cable  ropes.  Prichard 
so  uses  it  in  1730.  The  German  word  for  cable  or  rope  is 
called  tau,  and  thence  our  cable  tow  is  plainly  derived.  In 
its  fir&t  incept  on,,  the  cable  tow  seems  to  have  been  used 
on'y  as  a  physical  means  of  controlling  the  candidate,  and 
such  an  interpretation  is  still  given  in  the  Entered  Appren- 
tice's degre?.  But  in  the  second  and  third  degrees  a  modem 
symbolism  has  been  introduced,  and  the  cable  tow  is  in  these 
grades  supposed  to  symbolize  the  covenant  by  which  all  Ma- 
£on ;  are  ti.d,  thus  reminding  us  of  the  passage  in  Hosea 
(zi:4):  "I  drew  them  with  cords  of  a  man,  with  bonds  of 
love." 

And,  in  giving  his  explanation  of  th3  length  of  a  cable  tow, 
the  same  illustrious  Mason  says:  "Gadick  says  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  ancient  laws  of  Freemasonry,  every  brother  must 
attend  his  Lodge  if  he  is  within  the  length  of  his  cable  tow. 
The  old  writers  defined  the  length  of  the  cable  tow,  which 
they  sometimes  called  "  a  cable's  length,"  to  be  three  miles 
fo;  an  Entered  Apprentice.  But  the  expression  is  really 
symbolic,  and,  as  it  was  defined  by  the  Baltimore  Convention 
is  1842,  means  the  scope  of  a  man's  reasonable  ability." 

The  dictionaries  tell  us  a  cable  is  a  large  rope  or  chain 
used  to  retain  a  vessel  at  anchor  and  for  supporting  weights, 
a^  the  cables  by  which  a  suspension  bridge  is  carried. 
**  Tow "  is  an  Anglo-Saxon  word,  which  means  to  lead,  to 
draw;  towline.  a  towing  line,  the  rope  by  which  a  vessel  is 
drawn  through  the  water;  it  is  also  Old  English,  and  had 
the  same  meaning.  Custom  has  made  a  ship's  cable  one 
hundred  and  twenty  fathoms,  or  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
feet,  in  length. 

DoubJe  B  our  brethren  in  the  early  days  of  Masonry,  in 
England,  found,  in  the  too's  of  their  handicraft  and  in  the 
common  implements  of  trade  and  labor  by  which  they  were 
Eurrounded,  many  of  their  most  expressive  symbols,  and 
gave  to  th^m  simple  and  obvious  meanings,  and  it  was  but 
natural  that,  desiring  to  express  the  idea  that  theirs  was  a 
Etrong  ti3  of  fratarnity,  they  should  have  seen  in  the  rude 
form  of  a  ship's  cable  the  means  of  producing  a  lasting  im- 
pression upon  the  minds  of  those  who  were  admitted  to  their 
f  J  owsh'p.  Seeing  that  the  idea  of  an  indissoluble  union 
was  conveyed  by  the  strong  rope  by  which  vessels  were  fas- 
tened or  prope:ied,  no  doubt  they  adopted  it  as  conveying 
that  idea — ^the  tie  that  binds  us  together  into  one  body — and, 
used  in  that  sense,  it  becomes  one  of  the  most  expressive 
symbols  by  which  Masonry  teaches,  but  it  is  evident  that  it 
has  a  much  more  significant  meaning.  The  explanation 
Eometimes  given,  that  it  means  "  the  length  of  a  ship's  cable," 
which  is  but  seven  hundred  and  twenty  feet,  or  as  some  of 
the  mystagogues  say,  "three  English  miles,"  must  be  dis- 
carded as  too  fanciful,  if  not  absolutely  absurd,  for  the  length 
of  the  Masonic  tie,  as  Bro.  Lawrence  eo  well  says,  is  not  to  be 
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measured  by  time  or  distance.  It  is  perpetual  and  extends 
wherever  a  Mason  is  to  be  found — ^Into  the  furthest  and  most 
remote  spot  where  a  Masonic  altar  has  been  set  up. 

We  find  the  phrase  used  in  two  connections,  one  of  which 
need  not  be  referred  to,  as  being  but  the  name  giyen  to  an 
implement  used  in  a  ceremony,  the  use  of  which,  in  the  con- 
nection In  which  it  is  employed,  is  its  sufficient  explanation; 
but  the  question  we  are  endeavoring  to  answer  presents  it  in 
another  and  far  more  significant  relation.  We  tell  the  can- 
didate that  he  is  to  perform  certain  mutual  and  reciprocal 
duties,  which  extend  to  the  entire  fraternity,  wherever  any 
of  its  members  are  to  be  found,  and  he  promises  conformity 
to  our  laws  and  usages,  as  they  have  existed  from  the  begin- 
ning;  but  there  is  a  reservation  as  to  certain  of  his  promises, 
which  need  not  be  specified,  that  their  performance  is  not  to 
be  exacted  unless  they  are  "  within  the  length  of  his  cable 
tow."  It  is  absurd  to  say  that  theae  things  are  to  be  done  if 
he  is  within  the  distance  of  seven  hundred  and  twenty  feet, 
or  yet,  three  English  miles.  To  adopt  so  puerile  a  definition 
would  be  to  practically  nullify  the  promise.  The  definition 
said  by  Bro.  Mackey  to  have  been  made  by  the  National  Ma- 
sonic Convention,  which  assembled  in  Baltimore  in  1842,  al- 
though a  careful  examination  of  its  proceedings  fails  to  dis- 
close any  deliverance  on  the  subject,  comes  nearer  to  our 
views  than  anything  we  have  seen,  that  it  is  "the  scope 
of  a  man's  reasonable  ability,"  and  yet  this  is  not  just  the  form 
we  would  use  in  answering  the  question. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  phrase,  as  we  are  considering  it, 
has  a  plain  and  very  comprehensive  meaning,  which  must 
have  been  the  real  one  in  which  it  was  originally  employed. 
We  take  it  that  it  clearly  means  and  is  but  another  form  of 
saying,  he  will  do  that  which  is  within,  the  spirit  of  a  Mason's 
obligation;  that  which  binds  him  to  hs  fellows  and  the  Craft 
at  large;   that  which  may  be  reasonably  construed  to  fall 
within   the    scope   of   his   undertaking.      Hence,  neither    a 
brother  nor  a  Lodge  can  exact  that  of  a  Mason  which  is  not 
reasonable,  just  or  expedient;  that  which  would  subject  him 
to  unnBC3Bsary  hardship,  undue  loss  or  obloquy.       For    in- 
stance, it  cannot  be  eaid  that  a  cable  tow  is  so  long  that  a 
Lodge  in  JackEon  can  summon  a  brother  in  Corinth  to  ap- 
pear in  person  before  It,  and  If  it  did  he  would  be  under  no 
obligation  to  respond;  nor  can  an  individual  demand  of  an- 
other the  doing  of  an  immoral  act,  or  one  which  would  for- 
feit his  self-respect  or  lower  him  In  the  estimation  of  the 
public,  for  these  things  are  not  within  the  spirit  of  his  obli- 
gation.   It  cannot  be  that  a  cable  tow  is  so  long  that  it  would 
be  the  means  of  working  injury,  or  that  one  is  outside  of  it 
who  do 38  not  respond  to  every  demand  that  may  be  made 
upon  him.      He  is  to  do  those  things  which,  with  a  proper  re- 
gard for  tha  circumstances  by  which  he  is  surrounded,  an 
upright,  honorable,  law-abiding.  God-fearing  man    may    do, 
tempered  with  friendship  and  brotherly  love.      It  is  within 
the  gp'.rit  of  his  obligation  that  he  should  respond,    as    a 
brother  should  do,  to  the  demands  upon  his  time,  labor  or 
mean?,  ^hlch  are  contemplated  by  his  covenants  with  his 
brethren,  and  more  he  ought  not  to  be  called  upon  to  render. 
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This  we  understand  to  be  the  spirit  of  his  obligation,  and 
hence,  the  length  of  his  cable  tow. 

An  impressive  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  memory 
of  the  brethren  deceased  during  the  year,  among  whom 
were  no  less  than  three  Past  Grand  Masters. 

Bro.  Andrew  H.  Barkley  presented  another  of  his 
high-class  reports  on  Correspondence,  but  our  space  is 
almost  exhausted  and  we  must  refrain  from  more  ex- 
tracts. 

Canada  for  1900  has  his  fraternal  attention.

Seven  new  lodges  received  dispensations.  For  the 
benefit  of  the  District  Lecturers  four  Schools  of  Instruc- 
tion were  held.  There  were  also  eighteen  State 
Lodges  of  Instruction,  at  all  of  which  the  Grand  Master 
presided.  Surely  the  Craft  are  well  looked  after  in 
Missouri.  Of  their  efficient  Grand  Lecturer  the  Grand 
Master  says: 

The  work  was  in  charge  of  R.  W.  Bro.  Allan  McDowell, 
Grand  Lecturer,  who  for  thirty-one  consecutive  years  has 
faithfully  and  skilfully  performed  this  duty  for  you  and  to 
whose  persistent  endeavors  is  due  the  present  high  standard 
of  ritualistic  work  throughout  this  jurisdiction,  of  which  all 
Missouri  Masons  are  proud.  Only  those  who  have  served 
with  him  and  wondered  at  the  everlasting  patience  which 
characterizes  his  labors  can  fully  appreciate  this  "  Grand  Old 
Man  "  in  Missouri  Freemasonry.  Long  may  he  be  spared 
us  to  continue  this  work! 

The  following  gives  the  condition  of  the  Craft : 
It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  Ma- 
sonry is  in  a  flourishing  condition  throughout    the     entire

state.  In  our  fiubordinate  Lodges  more  work  has  been  done 
than  for  years,  the  net  gain  for  the  year  being  1,337,  but  our 
progress  has  been  marked  not  only  by  g^ins  in  membership, 
but  by  a  general  dissamination  of  Masonic  light  and  know- 
ledge among  the  Craft  This,  I  think,  is  largely  due  to  the 
improvement  in  the  ritualistic  work,  causing  the  officers  and 
members  to  take  an  increased  interest  in  their  Lodges.  The 
G  and  Lodge  is  to  b3  congratulated  on  its  present  efficient 
corps  of  District  Lecturers,  who,  by  their  diligent  and  patient 
l.bo  s,  hive  EO  largely  assisted  in  raising  the  standard  of 
ritualistic  ^  ork  throughout  this  jurisdiction. 

Nevertheless,  we  have  some  Lodges  that  are  dead  or  nearly 
so.  It  seems  impossible  to  arouse  them  from  their  state  of 
lethargy,  and  it  is  my  experience  and  observation  that  such 
inactive  LiOdges  are  ttie  ones  which  do  not  avail  themselves 
of  the  services  of  the  District  Lecturers,  and  thereby  obtain 
that  information  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  every  Lodge — 
that  knowledge  whereby  the  officers  are  enabled  to  so  confer 
the  degrees  as  tD  prope.ly  impress  upon  the  mind  of  the  can- 
didate the  beautiful  teachings  of  Freemasonry. 

We  also  quote  part  of  the  remarks  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter on  the  Home: 

The  Masonic  Home  is  the  pride  of  Missouri  Masons,  as  it 
Will  miy  be,  for  it  is  the  brightest  gem  in  their  crown  of 
virtues.  Here,  our  aged  and  infirm  brethren,  who  are  no 
longer  able  to  cope  with  the  difficulties  of  life,  find  a  sweet 
haven  of  rest  and  peace,  and  thus  their  declining  years  are 
made  happy,  not  only  in  the  provision  made  for  their  physi- 
cal wants,  but  in  the  consciousness  that  the  Craft  consider 
it  a  privilege  to  thus  love  and  honor,  in  the  evening  of  their 
Ufa,  the  craltsmen  who  have  borne  the  heat  and  burden  of 
the  day.  Here,  also,  tha  helpless  children  of  our  fallen  breth- 
ren are  shielded  from  the  blasting  and  destroying  influences 
of  the  world  and  taught  to  believe  in  and  trust  the  goodness 
and  me.cy  of  the  infinite  Father,  who  is  a  "Father  to  the 
fatherless,  end  a  husband  to  the  widow,"  unto  all  such  as  put 
their  trust  in  Him.  Here  these  little  ones  are  trained  in  the 
habits  of  industry,  sobriety  and  all  those  principles  of  good 
morals,  that  will  fit  them  for  positions  of  honor  and  usefulness 
in  the  years  to  come. 

There  is  not  in  all  the  world  a  grander,  sweeter  charity,  or 
a  more  beautiful  exemplification  of  the  teachings  of  our  fra- 
tarnity.  And  no  grander  work  can  engage  the  thought  or 
claim  the  labors  of  our  worthy  Craft.  It  has  been  beauti- 
fully said: 

"  He  built  a  house,  time  laid  it  in  the  dust; 

He  wrote  a  book,  its  title  now  forgot; 

He  ruled  a  city,  but  his  name  is  not 

On  any  tablet  graven,  or  where  rust 

Can  gather  from  disuse  on  marble  bust. 

He  took  a  child  from  out  a  wretched  cot, 

Who  on  the  State  dishonor  might  have  brought, 

And  reared  him  to  the  Christian's  hove  and  trust. 

The  boy  to  manhood  grown,  became  a  light 

To  many  souls,  and  preached  for  human  need 
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The  wondrous  love  of  the  Omnipotent. 
The  work  has  multiplied  like  stars  at  night 
When  darkneES  deepens;  every  noble  deed 
Lasts  longer  than  a  granite  monument." 

In  winding  up  his  24th  report  on  Correspondence, 
Bro.  John  D.  Vincil  has  the  following  on  the  representa- 
tive system: 

I  have  had  it  in  mind  for  quite  a  time  to  have  a  "  say  "  on 
this  subject.  Close  observation  and  some  thought  through 
the  passing  years  have  forced  upon  my  attention  a  single 
question,  "  DOcS  the  Representative  System  Represent?"  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  recognizes  the  system,  and  has 
favored  its  continuance  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Body,  commencing  in  1859.  We  have  representatives  at  all 
the  Grand  Ledges  on  this  continent  where  such  bodies  ob- 
serve and  favor  the  cu&tom.  Brother  Eggleston,  Committee 
on  Coirespondence,  of  Virginia,  Eaid  in  his  review  of  Cali- 
fornia: "Perhaps  custom  may  yet  so  change  as  to  render 
the  presenca  in  each  Grand  Lodge  of  the  representatives  very 
desirable."  This  would  prove  true  beyond  any  question, 
provided  such  representatives  were  representatives  in  fact, 
and  not  in  name  merely.  The  Grand  Master  of  Delaware,  M. 
W.  Bro.  Bkck,  said  on  the  question  "that  in  many  cases 
where  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge  have  been  honored  by 
sister  jurisdictions  with  appointment  of  Grand  Representa- 
tive, they  have  failed  to  be  present  at  the  Annual  Sessions 
of  our  Grand  Lodge."  In  all  such  cases — and  they  are  very 
numerous — ^the  system  does  not  "represent"  Recently  the 
task  was  undertaken  to  ascertain  at  how  many  Grand  Lodge 
sessions  the  representatives  of  Missouri  were  present  Of 
the  fifty  Grand  Journals  examined,  thirty  representatives 
were  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  Does  the  system  repre- 
sent? It  may  be  that  in  some  instances  the  list  of  repre- 
sentatives was  not  prepared  and  published.  But  in  my  cal- 
culations it  turns  out  that  largely  over  half  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  where  we  have  representatives  in  commission,  Mis- 
souri had  no  one  to  "  stand  up  "  for  her.  She  was  not  repre- 
sented. The  same  is  true  of  my  own  Grand  Lodge.  Out 
of  fifty  representatives  in  commission  in  Missouri,  about  one- 
half  attend  our  Annual  Sessions.  Some  who  attend  never 
th.nk  to  register,  and  the  Credentials  Committee  does  not 
know  the  representatives  and  do  not  enroll  them.  Many 
representatives  do  not  attach  enough  importance  to  the  sys- 
tem that  honors  them  to  report  to  the  committee.  We  have 
six  Pa^t  Grand  Masters  on  our  roll  who  hold  commissions 
from  Grand  Jurisdictions  who  do  not,  as  a  rule,  put  in  an  ap- 
vearance  at  our  annual  meetings.  What  is  the  use  of  such 
relation  to  the  system  if  not  appreciated  and  honored?  The 
honor  £h:uld  not  all  be  on  one  side.  Unless  there  is  im- 
provement and  the  system  made  to  represent  more  than  an 
empty  honor  it  may  ss  well  be  discontinued.  Yet,  I  cordially 
indorse  the  views  of  the  Virginia  Committee  that  it  may  be 
made  "  very  useful  and  desirable."  A  vigorous  weeding  out 
of  those  who  do  not  represent  Grand  Lodges  whose  commis- 
sions they  hold,  will  be  one  step  in  the  direction  of  elevating 
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tha  system  to  its  intcndEd  level  and  give  it  a  dignity  now 
seriously  disregarded.

The  Grand  Master  visited  a  number  of  the  lodges 
and  found  them  generally  in  good  condition,  manifest- 
ing a  commendable  interest  in  and  enthusiasm  for  the 
work.      He  opened  two  new  lodges. 

Tlie  special  committee  on  the  subject  of  a  Masonic 
Home  reported  against  the  proposal.  They  found  that 
it  would  cost  about  $6,000  per  year  to  maintain  it.  This 
would  require  an  addition  of  $2  to  the  per  capita  tax, 
which  would  be  found  too  burdensome. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was 
recognized,  as  also  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico. 

The  Grand  Secretary  presented  his  thirty-first  report 
on  Correspondence.  In  his  notice  of  Indiana  we  find 
the  following: 

Past  Grand  Master  McDonald  writes  an  excellent  corre- 
spondence report  from  his  point  of  view,  which  in  some  re- 
spects is  very  different  from  ours.  In  commenting  on  an 
observation  of  ours  that  a  Lodge  that  would  refuse  to  pay 
the  reasonable  expenses  of  burying  its  own  members  ought 
to  have  its  charter  arrested,  our  Brother  says  it  would  be  a 
"  dead  wrong."  We  have  encountered  this  charge  of  com- 
mercialism before,  and  every  time  we  came  up  against  it  the 
uglier  it  looks.  The  plea  that  his  own  Lodge,  to  which  he 
has  paid  dues  perhaps  for  years,  has  no  obligation  greater  or 
different  towards  a  member  than  a  strange  brother,  has  no 
foot-hold  in  reason  and  Justice,  and  a  very  poor  claim  to  re- 
spectability. There  is  more  "commercialism  "  and  of  a  baser 
sort  in  refusing  to  reimburse  a  claim  for  burial  expenses, 
than  in  presenting  a  claim,  not  for  personal  services,  but  for 
cash  outlay.  It  might  be  said  that  any  general  Masonic  obli- 
gation to  relieve  the  distressed  ends  with  life. 

But  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  body?  All  Christian  and 
civilized  people  believe  that  burial  of  the  dead  is  a  sacred 
trust  and  duty.  If  the  deceased  left  any  means  of  any  kind 
anywhere  the  first  claim  on  it  is  for  burial  expenses.  If  he 
had  no  means  and  no  relative  of  means,  where  could  a  claim 
rest  more  solidly  than  upon  the  Lodge  that  made  him  a 
Mason  and  received  money  therefor  in  a  spirit  of  commer- 
cialism and  with  a  view  to  Just  such  contingencies,  tkat  he 
might  need  to  be  buried  at  the  Lodge  expense.  We  don't 
believe  anyone  ever  held  the  position  of  Brother  McDonald  on 
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this  subject  and  felt  proud  of  it.  Fortunately  cases  are  very 
rare  where  questions  of  ultimate  responsibility  for  burial  ex- 
penses can  arisa,  but  we  still  think  that  any  Lodge  that  would 
refus3  to  pay  the  reasonable  expenses  of  burying  its  own 
members  should  lose  its  charter. 

^e  are  less  surprised  that  Brother  McDonald  criticises  the 
expressions  contained  in  our  introduction.  He  fails  to  see 
any  connection  between  the  results  ot  the  Spanish  war  and 
Masonry.  The  revival  and  growth  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Cuba  and  Porto  Rico  would  be  sufficient  answer.  As  Ma- 
sonry has  flourished  so  wonderfully  in  the  United  States,  it 
would  be  quite  natural  to  think  it  would  flourish  in  any 
country  and  among  any  people  under  our  government.  But 
nobody  is  obliged  to  think  so  if  he  doesn't  want  to.  Christ- 
ian civilization  did  not  brush  away  the  Indian  savages  from 
Indiana  and  the  rest  of  the  country  with  the  olive-branch  of 
peace.  The  latter  is  a  very  good  thing  when  properly 
backed  up.  We  are  not  defending  war  on  general  principles, 
but  as  we  read  history  every  advance  of  regulated  liberty 
and  higher  civilization  has  come  only  by  hard  fighting.  Ma- 
sonry and  the  harmonizing  agencies  follow  after  and  beat 
into  plow-shares  the  broken  swords  and  damaged  guns. 
Every  advance  the  world  has  made  yet  has  cost  hard  fighting 
and  such  will  continue,  nobody  knows  how  long.  Christ  said 
of  himself  that  He  came  not  to  bring  peace,  but  a  sword.  It 
is  a  fine  arrangement  that  all  do  not  think  alike.

The  fraternity  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a  satisfactory 
condition,  and  the  character  of  their  material  is  unob- 
jectionable.     Four  new  lodges  were  opened. 

The  Grand  Custodian  reports  88  sessions  of  official 
Schools  of  Instruction  held  in  26  different  lodges,  with 
a  total  attendance  of  1,276.  Full  details  of  each  lodge 
were  sent  to  the  Grand  Master. 

Recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
Western  Australia,  Cuba,  Costa  Rica  and  Egypt. 

Bro.  George  W.  Lininger,  P.G.M.,  gave  a  very  inter- 
esting address  recounting  his  Masonic  experiences  while 
traveling  lately  in  foreign  lands,  from  which  we  take  a 
few  extracts: 

I  have  collected  many  things,  which  are  not  yet  unpacked, 
pertaining  to  Masonry  in  the  different  parts  of  Europe.  I 
shipped  about  five  tons  from  Egypt  and  fully  five  tons  more 
from  Italy  and  other  places,  consisting  of  curios  and  works 
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of  ait  Among  them  were  some  Masonic  relics.  •  •  • 
In  Egypt  I  found  quite  a  number  of  things  that  I  think  are 
of  a  Masonic  nature.  I  picked  up  some  coins  and  also  some 
things  that  I  have  with  me,  and  I  found  the  emblems  and 
symbols  of  our  Craft  upon  them.  These  symbols  are  traced 
upon  their  temples  and  tombs,  where  the  history  of  the 
dynasty  is  recorded.  There  is  no  dlifficulty  in  picking  out 
the  symbols  of  Masonry.  Masonry  is  an  antiquity.  If  Ha- 
aons  could  see  what  I  have  seen  they  would  come  to  the  con- 
clus.on  that  Masonry  existed  long  before  King  Solomon's 
time.  Ihey  had  Masonry  long  before  he  introduced  it  at 
Jerusalem.  ^  ^  ^  In  Rome  I  yisited  a  Lodge  and  had  a 
Tery  pleasant  time.  I  visited  them  twenty  years  ago  and 
secured  much  valuable  Information  in  regard  to  the  status 
of  Masonry  at  that  period.  Since  then  Masonry  has  im- 
proved considerably  in  Italy,  but  has  not  reached  the  place  it 
held  before  the  Grand  Lodge  was  broken  up  on  account  of 
religious  disturbances.  I  think  they  have  at  this  time  about 
fifteen  hundred  Masons  in  Rome;  there  are  some  eight  or 
ten  Lodges  in  the  city,  and,  perhaps,  two  or  three  hundred 
Lodges  m  united  Italy,  all  told,  under  their  Grand  Lodge. 
The  Grand  Master  gave  me  considerable  time  and  attention, 
and  we  talked  Masonry  very  generally,  and  I  am  happy  to 
aay  that  it  is  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  a  public  demonstration  on  the  streets, 
There  are  no  Masonic  street  parades,  no  Masonic  funerals. 
There  are  no  Masonic  funerals  even  in  England.  They  at- 
tend the  funeral,  but  not  as  an  organized  body  of  Masons. 
The  Masons  of  Italy  are  really  a  secret  association,  and  try 
to  prevent  the  public  from  knowing  when  they  hold  their 
meetings.  They  had  a  very  large  meeting  the  night  I  was 
there,  and  I  presume  there  were  as  many  present  then  as 
there  are  here  to-night  They  have  procured  an  old  palace 
and  turned  it  into  a  Grand  Lodge  room  for  Masonic  purposes.

A  fair  amount  of  work  was  done  and  the  increase  in 
membership  was  very  gratifying,  considering  the  small 
population  of  the  State.  The  Grand  Master  reports 
two  new  lodges. 

The  Grand  Lodge  confirmed  the  reply  made  by  the 
Grand  Master  to  the  proposal  of  Switzerland  for  an  In- 
ternational Congress: 

R.  W.  Brother:  I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  one 
copy  each  of  the  report  and  circular  in  re  the  establishment 
of  an  International  Office  for  Masonic  relations.       In  reply 
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thereto  I  have  to  say  that  I  fully  recognize  the  beneficial  re- 
sults of  united  efTort.  Nevertheless,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Orand  Lod^e  of  Nevada  will  not  give  its  consent  to 
the  proposition  of  an  International  Office.  Neither  would  it 
take  part  by  correspondence  or  by  delegate  in  the  proposed 
Congress,  shDuld  such  correspondence  or  part  bring  this 
Grand  Lodge  in  fraternal  Masonic  intercourse  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hamburg  while  it  continues  its  unlawful  and  repre- 
hensible invasion  of  the  Jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  and  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  in 
its  unlawful  invasion  of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Louisiana,  and  in  its  violation  of  an  ancient  Land- 
mark of  our  Order,  in  ceasing  to  require  of  its  candidates  a 
belief  in  God.  I  shall,  however,  take  pleasure  in  submitting 
the  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  our  next  annual  Grand  Com- 
munication, for  its  consideration. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  answer 
in  detail  the  several  questions  propounded. 

In  this  jurisdiction  a  member  may  withdraw  from 
membership  in  his  lodge,  but  he  cannot  receive  a  dimit 
unless  for  the  purpose  of  joining  another  lodge  which 
has  expressed  its  willingness  to  receive  him. 

Bro.  E.  D.  Vanderleigh  presented  a  very  good  report 
on  Correspondence.  In  his  review  of  South  Carolina 
we  find  the  following: 

Under  the  District  of  Columbia  our  brother  gives  as  his 
reason  for  not  consenting  to  a  change  in  the  physical  qualifi- 
cation law  that  the  candidate  represents  the  Paschal  Lamb, 
and  Ilka  it,  he  chould  be  outwardly  free  from  blemish  and 
without  spot.  He  next  states  that  the  animal,  being  thus 
selected,  is  killed,  and  its  heart  being  found  pure,  it  is  ready 
for  sacrifice. 

We  are  willing  to  take  the  whole  law  as  typical  of  the 
sacriflcal  lamb,  but  this  is  not  possible.  Therefore  if  changed 
it  must  be,  why  not  change  so  as  to  keep  our  works  and 
thoughts  fittest  to  the  Christ  t3rpe?  Rather,  say  we,  accept  a 
candidate  of  pure  heart  and.  one  leg  longer  than  it  really 
ought  to  be,  than  one,  outwardly  free  from  blemish  and  im- 
pure within — a  whited  sepulchre,  which  Indeed  appears  beau- 
tiful, outwardly,  but  within  is  full  of  all  uncleanness.  The 
purity  of  the  heart  and  blood  of  the  lamb  is  as  essential  as 
freedom  from  outward  physical  defeat  You,  brother,  stand 
for  the  outward.     We  prefer  purity  within.

The  committee  was  continued  last  year  for 
another  year,  but  it  is  not  advisable  to  keep  this  matter  open, 
and  the  committee  respectfully  recommend  that  they  be  dis- 
charged.

It  was  decided  not  to  send  a  delegate  to  the  Interna- 
tional Congress  proposed  by  Switzerland.

A  very  good  way  of  preserving  the  Proceedings  is 
thus  indicated: 

I  received  a  proposition  from  Major  Arthur  H.  Chase,  our 
State  Librarian,  to  take  all  of  the  duplicate  reports  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  make  the  best  effort  possible  to  complete 
the  difterent  sets,  and  when  complete,  or  as  complete  as  it  is 
practicable,  to  bind  one  set  of  reports  of  every  Grand  Lodge 
with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  exchanges  reports,  and  place 
them  upon  the  shelves  of  the  State  Library  in  Concord  for 
permanent  preservation,  where  they  will  be  at  all  times  ac- 
cessible to  every  citizen  of  the  State,  and  belong  to  it,  pro- 
vided this  Grand  Lodge  will  pass  a  vote  to  that  effect,  and 
to  remain  permanently  in  the  possession  of  the  state,  in  said 
library  in  any  event,  and  as  Grand  Master,  I  accepted  the 
same  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  provided  the  state  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  completing  and  binding  said  sets  of  reports,  which 
the  State  Librarian  has  agreed  to  do. 

I  think  this  is  a  very  desirable  proposition  for  us,  for  the 
reason  that  we  shall  have  a  set  of  these  reports  in  a  fire- 
proof building.  If  there  should  be  a  fire  in  our  Masonic 
library  we  might  lose  all  our  reports,  which  are  very  valu- 
able. A  similar  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  presiding 
officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Com- 
mandery  of  this  State.  The  State  Librarian  has  possession 
of  these  duplicates  and  is  carrying  out  his  part  of  the  agree- 
ment faithfully.

Western  Australia  and  Costa  Rica  were  recognized. 
In  his  review  of  Idaho,  Bro.  A.  S.  Wait  has  the  fol- 
lowing : 

For  ourselves  we  have  never  felt  satisfied  of  the  rectitude 
of  the  modern  change  in  our  system  of  Lodge  organization 
by  which  membership  is  confined  to  those  who  have  re- 
ceived the  Master  Mason  degree.  We  do  not  understand 
by  what  right  that  was  done.  It  is  an  established  fact,  how- 
ever, and  of  so  long  standing  and  so  universally  acquiesced 
in  that  it  is  not  likely  it  will  be  abandoned.  We  suppose, 
however,  that  no  one  questions  that  an  Entered  Appren- 
tice, by  virtue  of  having  received  the  degree,  is  a  Mason, 
and  a  brother  of  the  fraternity.  But  it  does  not  follow 
that  he  is  a  member  of  a  Lodge.  And  he  is  everywhere,  at 
least  on  this  continent,  denied  such  membership,  until  he 
attains  to  the  degree  of  Master  Mason.  He  is  simply  an 
Entered  Apprentice  Mason,  and  as  such  without  the  rights 
or  privileges  of  membership  in  a  Lodge.  This  idea  of  mem- 
bership in  a  Lodge  necessarily  following  reception  of  the 
degrees,  as  we  understand  It,  is  a  quite  modem  one,  hardly 
more  than  a  generation  old,  and  originating  in  the  more 
lately  established  Grand  Lodges  of  the  American  states  of 
our  now  middle  West.  When  we  received  our  own  Masonic 
degrees  no  such  rule  existed  in  our  grand  jurisdiction,  and 
after  receiving  the  third  degree.  In  order  to  attain  member- 
ship in  our  LiOdge,  we  were  required  to  make  application 
therefor,  to  lie  over  one  month,  and  then  be  elected  to  mem- 
bership by  the  secret  ballot.  Until  that  was  accomplished, 
and  we  had  signed  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge,  we  were,  during 
that  Intervening  month,  a  non-affiliated  Mason  in  the  pure 
sense  of  the  term.  We  understood  the  same  to  be  then,  and 
for  some  time  after,  the  rule  in  all  the  older  grand  jurisdic- 
tions. We  did  not  learn  that  elsewhere  it  was  otherwise 
for  some  time  afterwarls. 

Unless  Canada  is  excluded  from  the  American  conti- 
nent, Bro.  Wait  is  slightly  in  error.  With  us  an  Enter- 
ed Apprentice  is  a  member  of  his  lodge  from  the  time 
of  his  initiation.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  opens  with  con- 
gratulations upon  their  prosperous  state : 

With  feelings  of  pride  and  satisfaction  it  is  my  privilege  to 
announce  that  at  no  time  in  our  history  has  the  condition  of 
Masonry  stood  higher  than  at  present.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  brethren  are  attaining  better  and  truer  conceptions 
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of  the  privileges  accorded  to  them;  more  fully  realizing  the 
tOBSibilitieB  that  are  placed  before  them  for  erecting  Masonic 
ideals;  more  firmly  grasping  the  truth  upon  which  the  eter- 
nal foundations  of  the  Fraternity  are  bullded.  Let  us,  then, 
in  all  our  deliberations,  endeavor  to  conserre  the  rights  and 
privilege  8  of  the  Fraternity,  and,  avoiding  self  interests,  labor 
earnestly  and  truly  for  a  common  welfare. 

On  the  necessity  of  a  careful  selection  in  the  election 
of  officers,  the  Grand  Master  has  the  following  very 
sensible  remarks : 

The  Incompetence  of  presiding  officers  is  of  too  frequent  oe- 
currence  and  has  been  practically  impressed  upon  my  mind 
during  my  term  of  office  as  your  Grand  Master.  Many  and 
various  thoughts  have  suggested  themselves  to  me  as  to  the 
proper  means  for  relieving  this  very  unsatisfactory  condition. 

With  the  opportunities  placed  before  the  officers  of  Lodges 
to  make  themselves  accurately  acquainted  with  the  Standard 
Ritual  by  means  of  District  Grand  Lodges  and  the. schools  for 
instruction  held  by  the  District  Deputies,  there  is  no  excuse 
for  any  Master  or  Warden  not  being  thoroughly  and 
PErZectiy  acquainted  with  and  able  properly,  accept- 
ably and  creditably  to  confer  any  and  all  of  the 
symbolic  degrees,  yet  instances  are  numerous  where 
they  are  not  able  to  do  so.  This  arises  from  two 
causes — lack  of  intelligence  or  lack  of  interest;  either  should 
be  easily  discerned  by  the  members  of  Lodges,  and  aspirants 
so  affiicted  should  be  relegated  to  obscurity.  It  is  not  un- 
usual to  see  a  bright,  intelligent,  active  and  efficient  Wor- 
shipful Mastetr  retire  from  office  to  be  succeeded  by  one 
whose  only  claim  to  advancement  is  that  he  has  served  as  a 
Warden,  imagines  that  the  initials  P.M.  after  his  name  will 
add  dignity  to  the  individual,  but  who  is  utterly  oblivious  to 
the  fact  that  he  is  conspicuous  only  in  his  Incompetency,  and 
is  a  subject  of  pity  and  commiseration  of  his  more  capable 
brethren.  This  subject  has  been  fully  commented  upon  in 
the  past,  and  is  tersely  treated  by  the  Grand  Master  of  one 
of  our  sister  juriedictions  in  the  following  remarks  on  "Ro- 
tation of  Office": 

"My  observation  has  thoroughly  convinced  me  that  this 
sentiment  of  rotation  in  office  is  an  injurious  one,  and,  in 
many  instances,  leads  to  dire  calamity  in  the  Lodge.  If  the 
Lodge  has  found  a  Master  who  is  proficient  in  the  Ritual  and 
otherwise  well  qualified  to  rule  and  govern  his  Lodge  with 
regularity  and  Justice,  it  should  not  make  him  vacate  the 
oriental  chair  after  one  year's  experience,  simply  because  the 
Wardens  or  others  of  his  Lodge  are  ambitious  to  vnrite  P.  M. 
after  their  names  and  wear  a  Past  Master's  jewel.  A  good 
Warden  does  not  always  make  a  good  Master." 

To  ^'hich  he  might  have  added  in  all  truth,  and  a  poor  War- 
den never  does. 

"  A  Master  of  a  Lodge,  in  my  Judgment,  should  be  able  to 
correctly  confer  the  degrees  and  give  lectures  as  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge;  should  be  versed  in  Masonic  law  and  his- 
tory. He  should  be  familiar  with  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  of  th3  Grand  Lodge,  the  By-Laws  of  his  own  Lodge,  and 
should  enforce  them;   and  when  presiding  he  should  insist 
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that  dignity  and  decorum  should  be  observed,  and  should  not 
permit  hilarity,  heated  discussions,  nor  any  speech  or  debates 
which  might  mar  the  peace  and  harmony  of  his  Lodge.  These 
things  cannot  be,  and  are  not  accomplished  in  a  year." 

Meaoiires  should  ba  taken  to  relieve  such  an  anomalous 
condition.  I  leave  this  matter  to  your  intelligent  considera- 
tion, and  earnestly  hope  that  mature  reflection  may  evolve 
means  by  which  the  existing  conditions  may  be  changed,  and 
merit  and  ability  only  shall  be  considered  proper  qualifica- 
tions for  advancement  It  is  a  duty  that  brethren  owe  to 
the  Fratarnity  never  to  elect  an  incompetent  brother  to  a 
Warden's  station;  if  such  an  error  should  be  made,  it  then 
becomes  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  correct  the  mistake  at  the 
earliest  opportunity,  consulting  the  interest  of  the  Lodge 
rather  than  the  feelings  of  the  brother. 

A  large  number  of  distinguished  visitors  were  present 
at  this  session,  among  them  being  the  Grand  Masters 
of  Pennsylvania,  Delaware  and  New  York,  a  number  of 
Past  Grand  Masters,  and  other  high  officials. 

Their  Masonic  Home  has  50  inmates,  an  increase  of 
16  over  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  maintenance 
was  $246.18  per  capita,  being  a  decrease  of  $42.22  per 
capita  from  the  previous  year. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was 
recognized.  The  position  regarding  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  remains  unchanged,  the  edict  of  non- 
intercourse  being  still  in  force. 

The  time  of  meeting  was  changed  from  January  to  the 
first  Wednesday  after  the  second  Tuesday  in  March. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  again  by  Bro. 
Charles  Belcher,  and  it  contains  an  appreciative  notice 
of  our  Proceedings  of  1901.

On  the  state  of  the  Craft  he  says: 

I  congratulate  with  you,  brethren,  on  the  very  prosperous 
condition  of  the  Craft  throughout  our  Jurisdiction.  We  have 
made  a  substantial  gain  in  numbers,  greater  than  in  any  pre* 
vious  year,  while  with  but  two  exceptions  our  Lodges  are  in 
much  better  financial  condition,  and  from  information  from 
all  sources  I  am  confident  that,  morally  and  spiritually,  the 
gains  are  even  more  gratifying  than  our  increase  in  wealth 
and  numbers.  .     j 
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Costa  Rica  was  recognized.  Belgium  was  not  recog- 
nized. The  Switzerland  International  Congress  will 
not  have  the  pleasure  of  receiving  a  delegate  from  New 
Mexico. 

The  death  of  their  oldest  Past  Grand  Master  is  an- 
nounced. Bro.  Simon  B.  Newcomb  was  a  native  of 
Nova  Scotia. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  W.  H.  Sea- 
mon,  and  reviews  Canada  for  1900.  It  is  an  excellent 
production.  In  continuation  of  his  researches  into  Ma- 
sonry in  Mexico,  Bro.  Seamon  says : 

The  death  of  the  Grand  Dieta  undoubtedly  remoyes  an  im- 
portant obstacle  from  the  path  of  Mexican  Masonry,  but  the 
American  Grand  Lodges  must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the 
game  dissension  continues.  Some  of  the  leaders  of  the  Gran 
Dieta  are  trying  to  transfer  their  membership  to  American 
Lodges  in  the  United  States  and  some  have  succeeded;  yet 
a  few  remain  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico 
to  contest  for  supremacy  in  Mexican  Masonry,  not  by  striving 
for  recognition  in  Mexico,  but  for  recognition  abroad.  I,  for 
one,  would  be  willing  to  overlook  the  fact  that  the  scandals 
proved  to  have  existed  in  the  Gran  Dieta  were  confined  to 
Lodges  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico  and  ex- 
tend recognition  to  it,  provided  it  could  receive  the  support 
of  the  Mexican  people  themselves.  Unless  they  obtain  this 
support  it  would  be  like  an  effort  on.  our  part  to  support  a 
small  army  of  guerillas  in  the  republic;  making  lots  of  trou- 
ble, but  doing  no  good  for  anybody.

An  excellent  photo-gravure  of  the  Grand  Master 
opens  the  volume,  and  on  the  next  page  is  a  photograph 
of  the  beautiful  Masonic  Hall  on  Castlereagh  street, 
Sydney. 

Cuba  and  Porto  Rica  were  recognized. 

With  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  rank  of  Past  Grand  Master  was  conferred  upon  three 
distinguished  brethren,  all  of  whom  had  held  the  office 
of  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Very  full  reports  of  the  condition  of  the  various 
lodges  were  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  Grand  In- 
spector of  Workings.      There  are  also  a  number  of  Dis- 
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trict  Inspectors  who  make  quarterly  visits  to  the  lodges 
and  keep  them  in  good  shape. 

As  a  memorial  of  the  close  of  the  reign  of  the  good 
Queen  Victoria  it  is  proposed  to  found  a  scholarship  for 
girls  under  the  following  conditions : 

1.  That  a  scholarship  be  founded  as  soon  as  a  sum  of  at 
least  £1,000  shall  have  been  raised  for  the  purpose  of  an  en- 
dowment, and  shall  be  known  as  "  The  Freemasons'  Scholar- 
ship for  Women." 

2.  That  the  sum  of  £500  be  given  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
an  appaal  be  made  to  all  affiliated  Liodges,  and  individual 
brethren  to  furnish  the  necessary  balance. 

3.  That  the  scholarship  be  awarded  for  general  proficiency 
at  the  senior  public  or  matriculation  examination,  and  be 
tenable  in  any  faculty. 

4.  That  the  scholarship  be  awarded  only  to  such  student 
a?  Eh  a  11,  in  the  opinion  of  the  senate,  show  sufficient  profi- 
ciency. 

5.  That  the  scholarship  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  be  ten- 
able for  one  year,  provided,  however,  that  should  there  at  any 
senior  public  or  matriculation  examination  be  no  applicant  of 
sufficient  merit,  the  scholarship  shall  be  continued  to  the  then 
holder,  if  of  sufficient  merit 

6.  No  student  shall  hold  the  scholarship  for  more  than 
three  years. 

7.  The  scholarship  shall  be  open  to  the  daughters  of  Free- 
masons who,  during  the  ten  years  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  the  award,  shall  have  been  subscribing  members  to 
some  Lodge  affiliated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales 
for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years. 

8.  That  it  be  a  condition  of  the  trust  that  all  principal 
moneys  under  this  foundation  shall  be  invested  in  govern- 
ment securities  of  the  State  of  New  South  Wales. 

9.  That  if  there  shall  be  at  any  time  an  interval  between 
any  tenure  of  the  scholarship,  and  a  new  appointment  thereto, 
the  whole  of  the  interest  or  dividends  proceeding  from  the 
fund  shall  be  added  to  the  principal,  and  be  allowed  to  accu- 
mulate.

Cheering  and  gratifying  are  the  condition  and  pros- 
pects of  the  Fraternity.  They  have  been  enriched  with 
every  form  of  material  prosperity : 
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While  we  have  Just  cause  for  congratulation  and  rejoicing 
that  our  increase  in  numerical  strength  during  the  past  year 
is  without  parallel  in  our  history,  I  find  cause  for  far  greater 
rejoicing  that  the  spirit,  truly  fratBmal,  pervades  and  ani- 
mates the  entire  Fraternity.  The  vestal  fires  upon  the  altars 
of  Freemasonry  have  been  sedulously  guarded  and  main- 
tained, and  the  Craft  in  love  and  in  unity  have  been  "pursu- 
ing their  labors"  unvexed  and  undisquieted  by  "wars  and  ru- 
mors of  wars,"  steadily  going  forward  in  the  accomplishment 
of  th3  obj  :ct5  of  our  Fraternity. 

Five  new  lodges  were  formed. 

The  following  discloses  the  situation  with  regard  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg: 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Grand  Master 
of  D.nmiik  announcing  the  fact  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg  has  established  a  subordinate  Lodge  In  the  city  of 
Copenhagen.  The  Grand  Master  of  Denmark,  upon  being  ad- 
vised of  this  invasion  of  the  territory  of  that  Grand  Lodge, 
promptly  recalled  the  appointment  of  its  representative  near 
the  Grand  Lodg  3  of  Hamburg,  and  dismissed  the  representative 
of  that  Grand  Body  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark.  1  am 
also  advised  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Norway  and  the  Grand 
I  Lodg  3  of  Sweden,  upon  learning  of  this  act  of  Masonic  piracy, 
Eoverei  al:  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  for  us  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter,  because  the  edict  heretofore  Issued  severing  all  Ma- 
sonic intercourse  with  th3  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  Is  still 
in  force  and  will  undoubtedly  so  remain  until  it  recalls  the 
charter  of  the  Lodge  established  by  it  in  this  city,  which  Is 
still  in  existence,  and  until  it  acknowledges  the  supreme  an- 
thDrity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  over  the  territory 
it  occupies. 

On  their  Masonic  Home,  Bro.  Mead  says : 
Nothing  is  wanting  in  the  superb  superintendence  of  M.  W. 
Bro.  Anthony.  The  highest  expectations  and  desires  of  the 
brethren  bave  been  realized,  and  it  is  what  the  worid  regards 
it,  a  model  Home.  Whlla  our  M.  W.  brother  enjoys  high  dis- 
tinction for  his  Masonic  erudition,  and  his  scholarly  accom- 
plishment?  as  the  chairman  of  th3  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence, his  greatest  achievement,  and  that  which  will  be 
an  enduring  monument,  is  his  work  in  the  Home. 

The  heart  of  the  whole  Craft  went  out  to  him  In  tenderest 
sympathy,  when  the  darkness  of  the  greatest  bereavement 
that  can  come  to  a  man  fell  upon  him  in  the  death  of  his 
most  estimable  wife. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  bear  excellent 
witness*  to  the  zeal  and  fidelity  of  the  Grand  Lecturer. 

The  Home  has  241  inmates.  The  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance  for  the  year  was  $189.93. 

The  report  of  Bro.  Peter  Ross,  the  Grand  Historian, 
is  very  interesting.  After  giving  the  Masonic  history 
of  the  war  of  1812,  Bro.  Ross  proceeds: 

Of  th3  twenty-three  Lodges  which,  according  to  the  min- 
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Ltes,  "  were  ordered  to  the  front/'  ten  have  long  since  passed 
away— New  Jerusalem  (a  Bloomlngdale  Lodge) ;  Wood's, 
Warren,  Clinton  (united  with  St.  John's,  No.  1) ;  Morton,  St. 
John's,  No.  6;  Erin,  Newtown,  Hiram,  and  St  Andrew's;  the 
latter  two  being  the  only  Liodges  on  the  list  which  took  part 
in  the  organization,  under  Grand  Master  Walter,  of  our  Grand 
Lodge.  Abram's  Lodge  has  lost  its  identity  and  its  historic 
claim  under  its  modem  name  of  Pioneer,  in  spite  of  the  early 
number  (twenty)  which  it  owns.  The  other  Liodges  named 
are  yet  with  us,  most  of  them  showing  by  their  success  in  the 
present  that  antiquity  and  pride  of  years  in  Masonry  are  not 
incompatible  with  modern  progress;  that  in  them  the  spirit 
of  the  past  and  that  of  the  present  press  forward  lovingly, 
hand  in  hand. 

Freemasonry,  we  are  told  by  our  aesthetic  brethren,  is  a 
system  of  philosophy  teaching  by  symbols.  As  the  events  of 
the  historic  past  are  but  symbols  to  us,  it  seems  in  keeping 
With  tha  fitness  of  things  that  each  branch  of  our  history 
which  we  may  study  should  yield  us  some  lesson.  I  believe 
that  the  main  cause  which  prompted  the  Grand  Liodge  to  go 
to  war  was  politics,  not  patriotism.  The  institution  had  so 
drifted  under  the  political  leaders  of  the  State,  even  under 
the  Living,  tons,  De  Witt  Clinton,  Daniel  D.  Tompkins  and 
Cadwallader  Colden,  that  it  was  thoroughly  identified  with 
politics.  Nay,  it  was  even  being  used  by  politicians,  and 
much  was  fettled  in  its  sanctums  in  obedience  to  political  be- 
hast  rather  than  from  purely  Masonic  prompting.  In  the 
Craft  were  to  be  found  the  most  reputable  citizens,  the  lead- 
in?  lawyers,  clergymen,  and  professional  men  in  each  dis- 
trict; and  every  man  prominent  in  politics  belonged,  in  name 
at  least,  to  the  Craft  It  could  not  be  otherwise  under  such 
leaders  as  Clinton  and  Tompkins,  and  in  saying  this  I  mean 
no  disrespect  to  the  memory  of  these  gifted  statesmen.  But 
the  pre-eminence  which  the  Craft  under  their  lead  achieved 
laid  it  open  to  attack,  and  the  attack  came  sooner  than  could 
have  been  anticipated. 

In  1814  we  see  the  brethren  marching  down  to  the  old 
Brooklyn  Ferry  with  drums  beating  and  colors  flying,  and 
amid  ( heers  from  the  spectators.  Little  more  than  ten  years 
passed,  and  a  Mason  would  not  dare  show  himself  on  the 
streets  of  New  York,  and  from  every  quarter  of  the  State 
rose  a  shout  of  denunciation  at  the  very  name  of  the  Craft 

Brethren  were  stoned  when  performing  the  last  sad  rites; 
acknowledgment  of  Masonic  affiliation  meant  public  oblivion; 
men  were  sent  to  prison  for  no  crime  other  than  that  they 
belonged  to  the  fraternity;  the  churches  refused  them  mem- 
bership; in  some  courts  the  testimony  of  a  professed  Mason 
was  regarded  with  the  suspicion  which  would  be  attached  to 
the  evidence  of  a  convicted  criminal.  Many  other  details  of 
the  persecution  might  be  recalled,  but  it  may  be  summed  up 
by  saying  that  it  was  complete,  malignant,  and  despicable. 
Anti-Masonry  became  a  power — a  frightful  power — so  far- 
reaching  and  potent  that  it  tried  to  seat  a  President  in  the 
White  House  and  capture  the  government  of  the  land.  Un- 
der the  political  and  social  pressure  Lodges  went  down  like 
c£rd  houses,  ar.d  thousand  after  thousand  of  men  who  had 
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taken  the  obligation  of  the  Craft  publicly  renounced  it,  and 
even  men  who  had  held  high  honor  in  its  councils  became, 
like  Cadwallader  Golden,  its  most  bitter  traducers. 

In  1825.  when  the  storm  commenced,  there  were  480  Lodges 
on  the  roll  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  1840,  when  it  had  spent 
its  force  and  the  people  began  to  be  aware  that  they  had 
been  made  the  victims  of  a  set  of  shrewd  political  manipula- 
tors, that  they  had  contributed  another  chapter  to  the  record 
of  popular  delusions,  the  number  was  reduced  to  70,  and  of 
these  fully  a  third,  if  not  actually  dead,  were  practically  in 
a  condition  of  decorous  composure. 

So  I  take  it  that  the  lesson  of  the  War  of  1812  is  to  keep 
Masonry  strictly  out  of  politics — maintain  it  in  a  different 
realm  of  its  own  from  that  in  which  we  discuss  and  weigh 
the  passing  topics  of  the  times. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Appreciating  the  great  services  rendered  the  Craft  by  R.W. 
Charles  W.  Cushman,  and  deeply  regretting  that  his  physical 
condition  compels  him  to  decline  the  office  of  Senior  Grand 
Warden. 

Resolved,  That  as  an  expression  of  our  esteem,  Bro. 
Charles  W.  Cushman  be  and  is  hereby  made  Honorary  Past 
Grand  Master  with  the  title  of  Most  Worshipful. 

M.W.  William  A.  Brodie,  Past  Grand  Master,  addressed  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  the  unusual  services  rendered 
by  the  Grand  Secretary  during  his  twenty  years  in  office,  and 
submitted  the  following,  which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  as  an  expression  of  our  esteem,  Bro.  Ed- 
ward M.  L.  Ehlers  be  and  is  hereby  made  Honorary  Past 
Grand  Master  with  the  title  of  Most  Worshipful. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  be,  and  is, 
recognized  as  an  independent  and  sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
and  that  fraternal  relations,  through  the  appointment  of 
Grand  Representatives,  be  exchanged  therewith. 

Resolved,  That  action  upon  the  application  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia  for  recognition  be  deferred. 

Resolved,  That  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  be  authoriized  to 
enter  into  fraternal  relations  with  the  Grand  National  Lodge 
of  Freemasons  of  Germany  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prussia, 
called  "  Royal  York,"  by  the  interchange  of  representatives. 

Resolved,  Pending  further  proceedings  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington  relative  to  the  matter  referred  to  by  the  M.W. 
Grand  Master  in  his  address^  we  recommend  that  full  au- 
thority be  given  to  him  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  in  respect  thereto. 

Bro.  Jesse  B.  Anthony  presented  his  thirteenth  re- 
port on  Correspondence.  Canada  for  1900  has  a  good 
notice.

Annual  Communication,  Christchurch,  April  25, 1901. 

Alexander  S.  Russell,  G.M. 

Considerable  discussion  was  had  on  the  question  of 
representation  at  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  secure  a  better 
attendance,  it  was  proposed  to  pay  the  expenses  of  one 
delegate  from  each  lodge.  Another  plan  was  to  dis- 
trict the  jurisdiction  and  to  have  only  a  limited  repre- 
sentation. The  following  amendment  was  finally  car- 
ried: 

That  this  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  expresses  Its  ap* 
proval  of  a  scheme  of  direct  Lodge  representatiyes,  and  re« 
mlts  the  details  of  the  scheme  as  to  proportion  of  trayeling 
expenses  to  be  paid  to  representatives  out  of  Grand  Lodge 
funds,  etc.,  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  for  a  full  re- 
port at  the  next  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge. 

The  establishment  of  a  new  lodge  in  New  Zealand 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  after  the  latter  had 
recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  has  oc- 
casioned vigorous  protests  by  New  Zealand.  Scot- 
land evidently  does  not  understand  the  term  "  recogni- 
tion," as  used  by  us.  It  is  quite  willing  to  recognize 
and  hold  fraternal  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Zealand,  but  at  the  same  time  insists  that  it  has  a 
perfect  right  to  plant  other  lodges  in  that  territory. 
Seemingly,  the  preservation  of  harmony  among  the 
brethren  is  of  little  consequence  in  their  eyes,  as  they 
(the  Scottish  authorities)  are  doing  their  best  to  create 
discord  and  promote  dissension.  No  doubt  they  had 
a  right  to  sustain  their  own  lodges  in  New  Zealand  who 
did  not  desire  to  join  the  new  Grand  Lodge,  but  to  form 
a  new  lodge  there  after  recognition  is  an  entirely  differ- 
ent matter.  That  is  an  act  that  no  sdf-respecting  Grand 
Lodge  could  submit  to.  It  means  war,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland  must  have  known  it.  The  following 
proceedings  were  had: 

In  discussing  this  section  of  the  report,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary  said  he  had  received  no  further  communication  from  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  Scotland,  and  the  matter  rested  as  stated 
in  the  report.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  professed  to  he 
entirely  satisfied  with  the  discretionary  power  placed  in  the 
hands  of  its  Provincial  Grand  Masters,  and  had  promised  to 
hack  them  up  in  whatever  they  did. 

The  Grand  Master  said  that  on  enquiry  in  Stratford  the 
other  day  he  found  that  Lodge  Mahara  would  very  shortly  he 
no  Lodge  at  all,  for  it  was  receiving  no  support  whatever.  He 
did  not  think  there  were  more  than  six  memhers  altogether. 
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R.VV.  Bro.  Corkhlll  and  V.W.  Bro.  Warren  were  looking  after 
th«:  int.resU  of  New  Zealand  Freemasonry  in  this  matter 
with  the  utmost  yigilance,  and  taking  great  care  that  no  New 
Zealand  brethren  attempted  to  attend  Lodge  Mahara. 

The  Grand  Secretary  suggested  that  Grand  Lodge  should 
instruct  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  to  take  further  steps 
by  sending  an  ultimatum  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

M.\v^.  Bro.  Barron  said  he  had  the  honor  to  hold  the  ap- 
pointment, on  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  of 
repiecentative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  near  this 
Grand  Lodge.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  persisted  in 
conduct  8o  unmasonic,  and  so  much  at  variance  with  all  the 
rules  known  to  Freemasons,  he  would  consider  that  he  was 
not  honored  in  holding  that  position,  and  he  would  deem 
it  to  be  his  duty  to  hand  the  Grand  Master  his  resignation 
for  transmission  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  He  would 
be  very  sorry  to  precipitate  an  ultimatum  if  there  was  any 
possibility  of  the  matter  being  amicably  arranged,  but  here 
and  now  he  tendered  to  the  Grand  Master  his  resignation  as 
representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  to  be  used 
by  the  Grand  Master  as  he  saw  fit,  should  all  other  efTorts 
fail  in  bringing  th?  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  a  recognition 
of  its  proper  Masonic  position  in  the  matter. 

V.W.  Bro.  Binns  thought  that  before  Bro.  Barron  tendered 
his  Ti  signation  it  would  be  as  well  to  pause,  and  ask  what  the 
position  or  representative  of  a  foreign  Grand  Lodge  was? 
whether  this  was  n3t  a  time  when  the  functions  of  such  a 
representative  could  be  exercised  with  very  great  benefit  to 
the  Craft.  If  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  got  into  com- 
munication with  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scoth  nd.  he  might  be  enabled  to  show  that  Grand  Lodge 
wherein  it  was  wrong,  and  so  be  able  to  heal  this  difficulty 
in  the  easiest  and  quickest  manner. 

R.W.  Bro.  Kaye  also  thought  such  a  representation  would 
be  beneficial. 

M.W.  Bro.  Barren  pointed  out  that  New  Zealand  had  a 
repres  ntative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  It  was  his 
duty  to  look  to  o.ir  interests  there,  and  through  him  that 
communications  of  the  kind  should  go. 

M.W.  Bro.  Thomson  asked  if  the  terms  of  recognition  on  the 
part  tf  the  Crand  Lodee  of  Scotland  were  identical  with 
those  used  by  th?  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  letter  of  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  Scotland  as  follows:

Grand  Secretary, 

Christchurch.  New  Zealand. 
Dear  Brother  Grand  Secretary: 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  have  to  intimate  to  you  that 
Grand  Lodge  has  resolved  to  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Zealand,  and  to  open  fraternal  relations  with  it,  under 
the  declaration  and  reservation  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land r. tains  Its  jurisdiction  unimpaired  over  its  Lodges  in 
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New  Zealand  who  may  choose  to  continue  their  allegiance  to 
it,  and  also  that  the  rights  and  Jurisdiction  of  the  three  Scot- 
tish District  Grand  Lodges  in  New  Zealand  over  such  Lodges 
and  Scottish  interests  be  reserved. 

I  am  sure  you  will  share  my  pleasure  in  making  this  an- 
nouncement. I  have  wired  to  our  District  Grand  Masters  in 
New  Zealand.

Proceed. ng,  the  Grand  Secretary  said  it  seemed  to  him  that 
the  reservation  was  confined  to  the  Lodges  in  existence  at  the 
time  the  letter  was  written. 

Tha  Grand  Master  said  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  laid 
down  the  terms  of  its  recognition  Very  clearly  indeed,  and  at 
great  length,  with  no  possibility  of  mistake.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ireland  immediately  followed  exactly  in  the  same 
terms.  There  was  no  reason  why  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land should  not  have  done  the  same.  Unless  it  did  so,  there 
was  no  real  recognition  at  all,  and  New  Zealand  was  better 
without  it. 

R.  W.  Bro.  Hardy  said  that  at  the  time  when  recognition 
was  r  ceived  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  many  dis- 
tinguished Freemasons  thought  it  was  derogatory  to  New 
Zealand  to  receive  recognition  at  the  price  that  was  de- 
manded. However,  it  was  thought  better  to  accept  the  re- 
strictions, in  the  hope  that  in  course  of  time  they  would  be 
removed.  When  recognition  came  from  Scotland,  he  could 
not  help  being  struck  with  the  fulness  and  freedom  of  its 
terms,  for  it  seemed  to  be  almost  without  restriction.  Now, 
why  all  the  Provincial  Grand  Masters  were  misconstruing 
th  r3cognition  was  bivond  comprehension.  He  had  full 
confidence  in  the  discretion  of  the  Auckland  Board,  and  he 
thought  it  should  be  a  direction  from  Grand  Lodge  that  the 
Board  should  deal  with  the  matter  in  whatever  way  it  con- 
sidered wise. 

R.  .  Bro.  GJTths  quoted  the  provision  that  the  rights 
and  jurisdiction  of  the  Scottish  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  in 
New  Zealand  over  the  Lodges  and  Scottish  interests  were  to 
be  reserved.  It  was  evident  that  it  was  on  the  interpreta- 
tion placed  on  these  words  that  the  Provincial  Grand  Mas- 
ters had  acted,  and  had  satisfied  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land that  they  had  not  violated  the  terms  of  recognition. 
Would  it  n  .'t  be  bette  ,  in  the  interests  of  conciliation,  to 
address  a  letter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  expressing 
surprise  at  the  interpretation  placed  on  the  letter  of  recogni- 
tion, and  asking  that  the  terms  of  recognition  be  altered  so 
as  to  coincide  exactly  with  those  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
England  and  Ireland,  so  that  in  the  future  there  should  be  no 
doubt  at  all?  That  w^ould  be  better  than  to  take  umbrage 
against  an  older  institution  than  our  own,  and  thereby  give 
offence  to  those  brethren  whom  we  are  anxious  to  conciliate, 
and  whom  we  hoped  would  in  course  of  time  become  mem- 
bers of  our  own  Constitution.  He  moved  that  that  course 
be  recommended  to  the  Board  for  its  consideration. 

R.     .  Bro.  F.  J.  Smith  seconded  the  motion. 
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Bro.  Lee  considered  it  extraordinary  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland  should,  in  the  face  of  its  letter  of  recognition, 
attempt  to  institnte  new  Lodges.  If  the  term  **  Scotch  ixh 
terests  "  was  to  be  read  as  applicable  to  the  Lodges,  and  to 
new  Lodges,  then  the  word  'Modge"  need  not  have  been 
used  in  the  letter.  The  tenor  of  the  letter  was  that  exist- 
ing Lodges  might  continue,  and  the  Grand  Lod^e  of  Scotland 
reserved  its  rights  over  such  Lodges.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland  had  given  New  Zealand  a  certain  status,  and,  if  it 
was  going  to  back  down.  New  Zealand  should  take  a  stand. 

The  Grand  Master  said  the  letter  referred  to  the  ScottiBh 
Lodge.,  and  then  to  Scottish  interests.  An  interest  was 
a  thing  that  must  at  that  time  have  had  an  existence.  The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  had  no  interest  in  this  particular 
Lodge,  because  it  did  not  Uien  exist.  He  felt  assured  it  was 
never  intended,  when  the  letter  was  written,  that  new  Scot- 
tish Lodges  should  be  established  in  this  territory. 

W.  Bro.  Stevenson  thought  it  was  possible  for  our  Grand 
Lodge  to  carry  humility  too  far.  It  had  been  subservient 
quite  long  enough  to  other  Constitutions,  and  had  taken  a 
great  many  insults  from  their  Lodges.  Now  it  should  take  a 
dignified  stand. 

M.W.  Bro.  Thomson  agreed  that  a  dignified  stand  should 
be  taken,  and  thought  that  dignity  would  be  enhanced  if  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  were  given  to  understand  that  we 
were  not  going  to  be  trified  with.  But,  instead  of  taking  the 
extreme  £tep  of  advising  other  Grand  Lodges  that  we  had 
ceased  to  have  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland, 
we  should  first  give  that  Grand  Lodge  the  opportunity  of 
withdrawing  from  the  position,  if  it  would,  within,  say,  six 
m  nth'.  Thit,  he  thought,  was  what  the  Board  should 
consider. 

R.W.  Bro.  Kaye  thought  an  extreme  course  undesirable  at 
the  present  stage.  Probably  the  position  arose  more  from  a  mis- 
understanding on  the  part  of  those  who  ruled  in  Scotland 
than  from  anything  else.  The  best  course  would  be  to  get 
the  New  Zealand  representative  of  Scotland  to  take  action 
and  bring  his  personal  influence  to  bear,  in  which  case  he 
believed  that  in  a  short  time  that  difficulty  would  be  re- 
moved. 

In  regard  to  the  possibility  of  a  misunderstanding,  the 
Grand  Secretary  pointed  out  that  Bro.  McCullough  "fished" 
hard  for  a  caglegram  from  Scotland  telling  him  he  had  power 
to  establish  Lodges.  But  the  Scottish  authorities  declined 
to  give  it  to  him.  They  virtually  said,  however,  "You  do  it, 
and  we  will  see  you  through."  There  was  no  misimder?- 
standing,  on  our  part  or  theirs. 

The  Grand  Master  said  he  believed  that  if  the  annual 
Communication  had  not  been  so  near  at  hand  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes  would  have  taken  firm  action  in  the  direc- 
tion indicated  by  M.W.  Bro.  Thomson.  But  it  was  thought 
better  to  wait  for  an  expression  of  opinion  from  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  in  answer  to  a  question,  said  that 
there  was  no  mentioh  of  Uie  matter  in  the  report  of  the  last 
qii?rt  r  y  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 
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It  seemed  that  the  Foreign  anl  Colonial  Committee  had  pre- 
viously been  given  power  to  act,  and  had  acted. 

W.  Bro.  Tombs  (Christchurch)  asked  whether  Grand 
Lodge,  if  it  relegated  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes,  would  not  be  shirking  its  own  responsibility. 

RW.Bro.  Cooper,  as  President  of  the  Board,  said  the 
Bo  rd  had  felt  that  this  was  a  very  delicate  question,  and 
one  that  required  firm  handling.  On  the  other  ha>nd  it  con- 
sidered that  it  was  not  advisable  to  take  the  full  responsi- 
bility on  its  shoulders  when  Grand  Lodge  was  to  meet  so 
boon.  He  was  sure  a  resolution  of  Grand  Lodge  would  have 
more  effect  than  one  coming  merely  from  the  Board.  They 
should  try  to  conciliate,  but  at  the  same  time  make  it  clear 
that  if  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  did  not  give  way  they 
must  break  off  diplomatic  relations. 

R.W.  Bro.  Griffiths  withdrew  his  motion,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  matter  be  left  to  the  Board  of  General  Purposes, 
with  power  to  act. 

In  the  Proceedings  of  the  half-yearly  Communica- 
tion held  at  Dunerfin,  November  7,  1901,  we  find  the 
scbsequent  correspondence:  , 

6.  Invasion  of  our  territory  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scot- 
land.—The  following  letter  was  written  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland  on  23rd  May,  1901: 

Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand, 
Auckland,  May  23,  1901. 
Bro.  David  Reid,  Grand  Secretary,  Edinburgh: 

V.W.  Sir  and  Dear  Brother:  Referring  to  the  letter  writ- 
ten by  your  esteemed  predecessor  in  office  on  6th  December, 
1900,  in  which  it  is  promised  that  our  letters  and  communi- 
cations on  the  subject  of  the  establishment  by  your  Grand 
Lodge  of  new  Lodges  in  this  colony  would  be  brought  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  at  the 
February  Quarterly  Communication,  and  its  deliverance  com- 
municated to  us.  I  am  now  directed  to  remind  you  that  we 
have  not  yet  received  the  deliverance  of  your  Grand  Lodge. 

Under  separate  cover  I  am  posting  you  copies  of  the  re- 
port to  Grand  Lodge  of  our  Board  of  General  Purposes,  in 
which  you  will  find  a  synopsis  of  the  whole  matter  in  dis- 
pute, and  this  will  enable  you  to  realize  the  gravity  of  the 
position. 

Our  Grand  Lodge  is  very  unwilling  to  take  any  steps 
which  will  create  a  breach  of  the  fraternal  relations  existing 
between  us;  firstly,  because  the  matter  in  dispute  is  capable 
of  adjustment  without  sacrifice  of  dignity  on  the  part  of 
either  Grand  Lodge;  and  secondly,  because  we  know  well 
that  the  great  majority  of  Masons  under  your  Jurisdiction  in 
New  ZeaUind  strongly  disapprove  of  the  action  of  your  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Master  in  establishing  "Mahara"  Lodge. 

I  am  instructed  to  again  urge  upon  your  Grand  Lodge  the 
propriety  of  giving  the  subject  further  consideration  with 
the  view  to  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  matter  in  dispute. 

I  find  that  your  Grand  Lodge  has  not  yet  submitted  to  us 
th?  na'T>e  of  a  brother  to  represent  our  Grand  Lodge  near 
yours,  and  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  kindly  attend  to  this 
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without  delay,  as  the  servlcea  of  our  representative  in  Edin- 
burgh might  prove  valuable  at  this  Juncture  in  arriving  at  a 
solution  of  our  difficulty. 

The  report  of  the  Annual  Communication  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  printers,  and  I  will  forward 
copies  to  you  as  soon  as  available,  in  order  that  you  may  be 
fully  informed  of  our  position  in  relation  to  this  unfortunate 
occurrence.  We  feci  strongly  that  you  have  allowed  your 
better  judgment  to  be  biased  by  those  in  this  colony  who 
are  actuated  by  feelings  of  personal  antagonism  to  us,  and 
have  thus  been  led  into  upholding  what  you  cannot  justify 
as  bein;  expedient,  or  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the 
recognition  accorded  to  us. 

Assuring  you  of  our  strong  desire  to  arrive  at  a  friendly 
settlement  of  our  dispute.  I  am,  V.W.  sir  and  dear  brother.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  was  favored  with  your  letter  of 
the  23rd  May,  which  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  As  you  have  issued  a  circular  letter,  dated 
5th  Decemb-r,  1900,  to  your  Lodges,  in  which  you  inform 
them  that  the  Scotch  Lodge  at  Opunake  is  not  to  be  recog- 
n  z  d,  and  that  its  members  are  clandestine  and  irregular 
Masons,  incapable  of  being  admitted  into  any  Lodge  under 
your  Grand  Lodge,  and  prohibit  your  Lodges  from  receiving 
as  visitors  the  R.W.  Brother  McCuUough  (the  Provincial 
Grand  Master  of  Scotland  at  Auckland),  Bro.  Wm.  Caron 
(the  Provincial  Grand  Secretary  there),  and  any  members 
of  the  Lodge  Hinemoa,  No.  786,  S.C.,  in  consequence  of  cer- 
tain th  ngs  don?  by  them,  or  to  which  they  were  parties, 
under  the  authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  declines  further 
consideration  of  your  letters  until  the  3rd,  4th  and  5th  para- 
graphs of  that  circular  letter  have  been  recalled,  and  which, 
I  hope,  you  will  see  the  propriety  of  at  once  doing.

The  full  text  of  the  circular  referred  to  will  be  found  in 
last  report  of  this  Board,  and  the  clauses  to  which  exception 
is  taken  are  as  follows: 

(3)  On  Saturday,  25th  November,  1900,  a  Lodge  was 
opened  and  constitut  d  at  Opunake,  in  Tarranaki,  in  this 
colony,  by  R.W.  Brother  William  McCullough,  Provincial 
Grand  Master,  under  the  Scottish  Constitution,  in  defiance 
of  our  protest,  and  after  receiving  formal  notice  that  he  was 
acting  Illegally. 

(4)  You  will  therefore  take  notice  that  the  Scotch  Lodge 
opened  at  Opunake  on  24th  November  is  not  to  be  recognized 
by  you  a?  a  r?gular  Lodge,  but  all  members  of  it  are  to  be 
regi:d?d  by  you   as   clandestine   and   irregular   Masons,   in- 
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capable  of  being  admitted  into  any  Lodge  holding  under  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand. 

5)  Acting  under  instructions  from  the  Board  of  General 
Purposts,  I  am  further  directed  to  inform  you  that  all  con- 
cerned in  or  in  any  way  responsible  for  the  establishment  of 
this  illegal  Lodge,  are  to  be  rigorously  excluded  from  your 
Lodge.  I  am  trying  to  obtain  a  complete  list  of  the  names 
of  those  present  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  irregu- 
lar Scotch  Lodge,  and  will  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  the 
same.  Meantime  you  are  prohibited  from  receiving  as  visi- 
tor R.W.  Brother  McCullough,  P.G.M.;  Brother  William 
Caron.  P.O.,  Secretary,  or  any  member  of  Lodge  Hinefoa, 
No.  786,  S.C.  . 

')  h }  Bo  rd  regards  the  request  for  withdrawal  of  tnese 
clauses  only  of  the  circular  as  Indicating  a  willingnesss  to 
discus  3  the  position  on  its  merits,  and  as  the  main  object  is 
no  the  mere  asseition  of  our  undoubted  rights,  but  also  to 
secure  full,  fr^e,  and  unqualified  recognition  of  those  rights 
by  Scotland,  it  was  decided  to  reply: 

"  That  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  and  position  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  the  Board  is  willing  to  recall 
the  paragraphs  in  the  circular  of  5th  December,  1900,  which 
are  objected  to  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  to  sanc- 
tion and  recognize  Lodge  Mahara  as  a  regular  Lodge,  pro- 
vided the  G'-and  Lodge  of  Scotland  accepts  and  confirms 
the  term^  rt  recognition  agreed  upon  between  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  England  and  New  Zealand  as  the  basis  of  the 
recognition  extended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  and  that  no  new  Lodge  shall 
in  future  be  established  in  New  Zealand  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Scotland,  or  under  its  authority."

NORTH  CAROLINA.

The  address  gives  a  good  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Craft : 

During  the  year  I  have  been  called  upon  only  a  few  times 
to  straighten  out  little  d  fferences  between  Lodges  and  in- 
dividual brethren.  The  true  spirit  of  Masonry  seems  to  be 
abroad  in  North  Carolina,  and  I  am  constrained  to  believe 
thst  we  are  entering  up^n  an  era  of  great  prosperity  and 
use  u  npss.  We  have  increased  in  numbers,  and  this  In- 
crease is  made  up  of  the  b3st  type  of  North  Carolina  man- 
h:od.  Quality  has  not  baen  sacrificed  in  the  interest  of 
quantity.  Our  brightest  and  best  young  men  are  seeking 
admission,  and  I  am  rejoiced  at  their  coming.  We  can  help 
them  and  they  can  help  this  grand  old  Fraternity,  which,  for 
more  than  an  hundred  years,  has  stood  for  peace,  prosperity. 
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charity,  virtue,  liberty,  and  freedom.  From  all  sections  of 
the  State  the  glad  tidings  have  come,  and  my  heart  is  filled 
with  joy  unspeakable. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  is  especially  gratifying. 
It  shows  a  large  increase  in  membership  and  revenue.  One 
of  the  most  encouraging  features  of  the  past  year's  work  is 
that  the  receipts  show  an  increase  of  more  than  $700  over 
the  previous  year.  Our  most  efficient  Grand  Secretary  de- 
serves the  thanks  of  the  brethren  for  his  labors  in  this  re- 
spect 

The  Grand  Liecturers  have  been  busy  and  the  brethren 
are  still  striving  to  obtain  and  practice  the  authorized  work. 
W^k  Lodges  have  been  strengthened,  dark  places  have  been 
lighted  up,  till  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the  other  is 
heard  the  progress  of  Masonry.  There  are  a  few  Lodges 
which  have  not  caught  the  inspiration,  but  it  is  spreading, 
my  brethren,  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  more  than 
twenty-five  thousand  "good  men  and  true"  of  the  Old  North 
State  will  proudly  march  under  the  banners  of  Freemasonry. 
-So  mote  it  be." 

Dispensations  were  issued  for  six  new  lodges. 
The  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  has  221  inmates.      The 
er   capita   cost  of   maintenance    and    education    was 

;so.86. 

The  Grand  Master  requested  Bro.  John  C.  Drewry,  Grand 
Secretary,  to  retire,  and  recognized  Past  Grand  Master  John 
Gotten,  who  spoke  of  the  excellent  condition  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  finances,  and  stated  that  it  was  due  to  the  faithful 
work  of  our  efficient  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  John  C.  Drewry. 

That  Brother  Drewry  would  not  accept  an  increase  in 
salary,  although  the  work  was  now  double  what  it  was  when 
he  was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

He  thought  the  Grand  Lodge  should  show  its  appreciation 
for  the  work  of  its  Grand  Secretary,  and  that  as  he  was 
shortly  to  be  married,  he  moved  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  select  and  present  to  Brother  Drewry  and 
his  bride  a  bridal  present  worthy  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
esteem  it  felt  for  him,  as  its  Grand  Secretary. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  codify  the  decisions 
and  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  his  review  of  Canada  for  i^oi,  Bro.  John  Collins 
says: 

There  are  reported  about  seventy  special  dispensations 
and  forty  or  more  are  for  such  purposes  as  attending  church, 
holding  a  ball  or  assembly  or  an  "at  home."  It  is  assumed 
that  those  who  attend  and  enjoy  these  functions  pay  for  the 
fun,  and  that  the  proceeds  go  to  the  Benevolent  Fund.  At 
any  rate,  the  drafts  upon  this  fund  for  the  year  amounted  to 
the  sum  of  $11,800,  and  hundreds  of  deserving  people  were 
helped,  the  beneficiaries  being  mostly  widows. 

That  the  Craft  of  Canada  is  prosperous  is  not  surprising 
when  it  is  found  that  225  pages  of  this  volume,  or  about  ope- 
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half  of  it,  are  devoted  to  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Masters.  ' 

We  also  copy  the  following  from  his  notice  of  Mon- 
tana : 

We  are  not  opposed  in  any  sense  to  the  multiplication  of  Mar 
sonic  charities,  or  even  to  the  building  of  palatial  quarters 
for  the  poor  of  our  household,  but  it  does  not  seem  wise  to 
expend  such  large  sums  for  buildings,  grounds,  maintenance 
and  administration,  which  if  invested  would  furnish  money 
enough  to  keep  all  these  old  men  and  women  in  comfort 
amongst  their  relatiyes  and  friends. 

There  are,  to  our  mind,  very  strong  reasons  tor  building 
and  maintaining  Homes  for  orphan  boys  and  girls,  and  fit- 
ting them  for  useful  vocations,  but  the  same  reasons  are  not 
applicable  to  old  people  of  either  sex.  Tou  can't  safely 
transplant  an  old  tree,  Brother  Hedges,  and  maintain  its 
vigor.  After  talking  the  matter  over,  you  will  find  that  we 
difter  but  litUe,  if  at  all.

The  Grand  Master  delivered  an  excellent  address, 
from  which  we  quote  as  follows : 

It  is  a  pleasure,  brethren,  to  greet  you  all  for  the  first 
time  in  this  beautiful  Masonic  Temple  now  in  the  course  of 
constmction,  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to  Masonry.  It  la 
a  credit  to  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  to  those  brethren 
who  are  laboring  incessantly  in  order  to  bring  it  to  comple- 
tSiiL  .This  temple  is  a  magnificent  testimonial  of  the  rapid 
growth  and  strength  of  Masonry  in  this  new  State  of  North 
Dakota. 

Our  Order  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  a  trade  and  has 
become  an  art.  Free  Masonry  is  an  art  which  teaches  the 
construction  of  a  moral  and  spiritual  temple  just  as  the  art 
of  architecture  taught  the  construction  of  a  material  temple. 
Freemasonry  has  not  only  borrowed  its  name  from  operative 
Ma  onry,  but  al^o  its  tools,  and  it  applies  those  tools  to 
teach  men  to  laad  correct  and  moral  lives.  Thus  we  use 
the  gavel  to  teach  us  how  the  rough  man  may  be  brought 
into  proper  form;  the  square,  to  live  an  honest  life;  the 
level,  that  all  men  are  equal;  the  plumb,  to  live  uprightly 
and  Justly;  and  the  trowel,  to  spread  the  cement  of  love  and 
affection.  These,  with  many  other  tools  and  emblems,  are 
U'^ed  to  convey  great  and  important  truths,  and  are  abso- 
lutaly  essential  to  Freemasonry.  No  man  can  attentively 
listen  to  the  lessons  inculcated  by  our  Order  without  feeling 
more  disposed  to  seek  the  power  to  attain  that  tone  of  life

The  opening  paragraphs  of  the  address  give  some  in- 
teresting historical  facts: 

The  century  Just  closed  has  been  one  of  wonderful  devel- 
opment in  trade  and  commerce,  the  genius  of  man  has  made 
possible  what  at  the  beginning  of  the  century  was  not  even 
thought  of,  steam  and  electricity  have  brought  all  parts  of 
the  world  in  close  connectios,  surely  we  live  in  a  wonderful 
age,  and  it  is  fitting  to  ask  what  has  Freemasonry  done  for 
us  in  that  century.  At  the  beginning  of  it  there  were  but 
few  lodg£S  is  this  jurisdiction,  all  but  four  of  these  have 
ceased  working,  viz.:  St.  Andrew's,  No.  1,  established  1768; 
St.  John's,  No.  2.  1780;  Virgin,  No.  3.  1782;  St.  George,  No. 
20,  1784.  The  first  three  have  continued  to  meet  regularly 
since  the  date  of  their  formation,  St.  George's  was  dormant 
for  upwards  of  twenty  years,  but  resumed  in  1859,  and  a 
peculiar  circumstance  in  this  connection  is  worth  quoting, 
the  same  Master  and  Secretary  who  were  in  the  respective 
chairs  when  the  Lodge  ceased  working,  held  the  same  offices 
when  the  Lodge  resumed  work,  twenty  years  later.  The 
governing  power  then  was  the  Provincicd  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  established  in  1784. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  having  chartered  Lodges,  a 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  N.S.,  N.B.  and  P.B.L.  was  formed 
in  1844,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Grand  Lodge.  An 
attempt  was  made  in  1862  to  form  an  independent  Grand 
Lodge  for  Nova  Scotia,  but  failed  because  of  the  veto  of  the 
Mother  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 

However,  in  1866,  ten  of  the  Scottish  Lodges  surrendered 
their  charters  and  formed  an  independent  body,  and  we  to- 
day are  carrying  on  the  work  so  well  begun  by  them.  You 
will  therefore  see  that  we  had  then  three  governing  bodies, 
each  acting  independently  of  the  other,  and  that  matters 
Masonic  did  not  run  very  smoothly  is  easily  imagined. 
When,  through  the  efforts  of  M.W.  Bro.  S.  R.  Slrcom,  G.M.; 
R.W.  Bro.  C.  J.  Macdonald,  Grand  Secretary,  and  R.W.  Bro. 
J.  R.  Graham,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  N.S.,  and  R. 
W.  Bros.  B.  Curren  and  Allen  H.  Crowe,  of  the  Provincial 
(changed  in  that  year  to  District)  G.  L.  of  England,  articles 
of  union  were  agreed  upon,  which  union  took  place  on  June 
23rd,  1869,  none  of  us  who  were  present  can  ever  forget  that 
memorable  evening. 
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The  greater  number  of  the  more  prominent  brethren  who 
broughc  about  this  happy  change  have  departed  this  life, 
and  but  few  of  thoie  remaining  take  an  active  part  in  our 
deliberations  to-day.  One  notable  exception  is  that  of  M.W. 
Bro.  C.  J.  Macdonald,  whose  active  interest  has  never  ceased 
through  all  the  intervening  years. 

Having  been  elected  to  the  Dominion  Parliament,  the 
Hon.  William  Ross  resigned  his  position  as  Grand  Sec- 
retary, which  he  had  held  for  nearly  twelve  years.  His 
faithful  service  received  the  commendation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  District  Deputies  were  congratulated  upon  the 
efficiency  of  the  work.  A  few  lodges  are  prospering 
highly,  and  the  others  are  holding  their  own. 

A  Senior  Warden,  acting  as  Master,  was  suspended 
for  three  months  for  initiating  a  candidate  contrary  to 
the  Constitution.  The  petition  was  signed  by  two 
members  instead  of  six,  and  the  investigating  committee 
reported  at  once  instead  of  at  the  next  regular  meeting. 

In  another  case  the  Master  was  suspended  for  three 
months  and  the  Secretary  for  six  months,  for  initiating 
a  rejected  candidate  and  falsifying  the  minutes  as  to  the 
rejection.

Among  the  representatives  appointed  we  notice  R.W. 
Bro.  D.  B.  Burch,  near  Canada.  They  have  25  District 
Lecturers,  and  their  work  is  thus  described  by  the 
Grand  Master: 

In  the  main,  I  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Dictrict 
Lecturers.  I  have  been  disappointed  in  not  geing  able  to 
report  every  Lodge  inspected.  It  would  be  a  pleasure  to 
name,  in  this  report,  some  who  possess  the  proper  qualifica- 
tions and  the  true  Interpretation  of  what  I  believe  to  be 
necessary  to  meet  all  that  is  required,  who,  by  their  zeal  for 
the  Order,  devote  much  time  and  effort  to  hold  Masonry  up 
to  the  high  standard  that  it  has  attained.  I  refrain  from 
irentioning  them,  however,  out  of  consideration  for  those 
who,  although  fully  as  zealous,  are  not  as  naturally  adapted 
for  the  work.  Instruction  in  the  Ritual  and  criticism  is  not 
all  that  is  required.       While  we   desire  perfection   in   the 
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work,  the  Master  of  a  subordinate  Lodge,  who,  honored  by 
the  representatlTe  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  has  called  together 
a  full  attendance,  emban;assed,  it  may  be,  by  the  presence 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officer,  is  not  helped  by  harsh  criticism 
<m  misplaced  or  mispronounced  words. 

1  was  especially  pleased  by  the  tact  of  one  of  the  District 
Lecturers  at  a  meeting  of  a  small  country  Lodge  where  I 
accompanied  him.  The  Master  had  whispered  to  me,  early 
in  the  evening,  that  he  was  embarrassed,  and  feared  he 
would  make  mistakes.  The  work  of  the  Lodge  officers  was 
almost  perfect  in  interpretation,  but  there  were  a  few  errors 
in  execution.  The  Lecturer  made  his  report,  talked  to  the 
Lodge  in  a  way  that  would  help  any  striving  to  do  their  full 
duty,  and  handed  his  criticism  to  the  Master  as  we  left 

Sixteen  District  Lecturers  visited  all  Lodges  In  their  dis- 
tricts; four,  all  but  one;  and  all  but  twenty-five  Lodges  have 
been  inspected.  I  thoroughly  commend  the  District  Lecturer 
system.  I  also  wish  to  particularly  impress  the  District 
Lecturers,  or  those  who  may  become  such,  the  desirability  of 
conforming  to  the  regiUation,  laid  down  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
of  mailing  their  reports  of  inspection  at  once,  and  of  having 
their  annual  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Master  on 
time. 

The  Grand  Lodge  attended  in  a  body  the  funeral  of 
President  Bro.  William  McKinley.  The  lodge  to  which 
Bro.  McKinley  belonged  requested  authority  to  change 
their  name  from  Eagle  Lodge  to  William  McKinley 
Lodge,  and  the  request  was  granted. 

The  following  special  report  was  adopted : 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  whom  was 
referred  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  Alpena,  of 
Switzerland,  requesting  the  co-operation  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  in  the  establishment  of  a  Permanent  Inter- 
national Office  of  Free  Masons  in  Switzerland,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  fully  concur  in  the  following 
reply  thereto  by  the  Grand  Master,  M.  W.  Bro.  F.  S.  Har- 
mon, viz.: 
MR.  P.  BMILE  BON  JOUR.  Neuchatel.  Switzerland: 

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  circular  letter  concern- 
ing Uie  desired  establishment  of  a  permanent  committee  to 
further  establish  the  fraternal  relations  existing  between  all 
Freemasons,  irrespective  of  degree  or  residence.  I  have 
endeavored  to  carefully  note  all  of  the  suggestions  you  make, 
and  believe  that,  if  such  a  condition  could  be  brought  about. 
It  wouM  prove  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  votaries  of  Free- 
masonry. 

I  am  informed  that  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Inter- 
national Congress,  through  whom  you  have  received  your 
authority  to  act,  has  recognized,  and  does  recognize,  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France,  a  body  that,  for  what  has  been  con- 
sidered good  and  sufficient  reasons,  has  been  ostracized  by 
the  Grand  Lod^e  of  Ohio  and  by  practically  all  English- 
speaking  Lodges'  im  the  world. 

I  would  threfore  respectfully  recommend  to  your  atten- 
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tion.  with  all  due  respect  to  your  committee,  and  the  object 
Eought  to  be  obtained,  that,  while  this  body  with  whom  we 
refuse  to  affiliate  is  a  part  of  the  congress,  I  could  in  no 
sense  lend  either  mj  personal  or  official  aid  to  its  organiza- 
tion.

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  approval  and 
concurrence  of  this  Grand  Lodge  therein. 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  having  re- 
ceived eatisfactory  information  that  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium  with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  fraternal  corre- 
spondence is  now,  and  has  been,  holding  fraternal  relations 
and  recognition  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  of  the  M. 
W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  with  both  of  which  bodies  this 
Grand  Lodge  has  interdicted  any  fraternal  relations  on  ac- 
count of  the  atheism  of  the  one  and  the  unmasonic  and  un- 
fratemal  action  of  the  other,  your  committee,  therefore,  re- 
commends that  fraternal  recognition  and  the  exchange  of 
grand  representatives  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  be, 
and  is  hereby,  withdrawn. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Whereas,  This  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  with  solioitnde  that  a 
a  few  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges  manifest  at  times  a  laxity  in 
collecting  dues  from  its  members ;  and 

Whereas,  there  are  in  this  State  a  number  of  unaffiliated  Masons, 
some  of  whom  exercise  the  right  of  visitation  on  an  equal  footing 
with  those  who  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Order ;  therefore 
belt 

Resolved,  That  after  January  1,  1902,  no  Lodge  in  this  Juris- 
diction shall  permit  any  one  to  visit  it  who  does  not,  at  the  time 
of  such  visit,  present  a  receipt  for  the  pajrment  of  his  dues  for 
the  year  last  passed  or  a  Dimit  issued  to  him  within  the  twelve 
months  preceding  such  visitation. 

Bro.  W.  M.  Cunningham  continues  to  furnish  high- 
class  reports  for  the  instruction  and  entertainment  of  his 
brethren.  His  historical  disquisitions  are  exceedingly 
interesting,  but  too  long  to  be  copied  here.  Canada 
for  1900  receives  due  notice.  On  the  subject  of  com- 
pulsory membership  we  are  glad  to  have  the  assistance 
of  so  able  an  advocate: 

Compulsory  membership  is  one  of  the  innovations  brought 
about  by  the  influence  of  modem  so-called  progressive  (!) 
teachings,  and  is  contrary  to  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Freemasonry.  Free  to  come,  free  to  remain,  and  free  to  go. 
is  the  right  of  every  Free  and  Accepted  Mason  in  regard  to 
Lodge  affiliation,  and  whilst  a  Lodge  has  the  right  of  disci- 
pline for  immoral  acts  or  criminalities  of  any  Mason  living 
within  its  Jurisdiction,  it  has  no  right  whatever  of  super- 
vision of  his  private  life  or  personal  affairs  not  Involvin'^ 
any  moral  turpitude  or  unmasonic  acts.  It  is  therefore  p-^- 
tinent  to  ask  where  and  how  a  Lodge  of  which  a  brother  v     ; 
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not  a  member  could  assume  the  authority  of  his  punishment 
b.cau^e  he  did  not  choose  to  become  a  member  of  it— a 
u  urpation  of  power  absolutely  unmasonlc  in  the  opinion  of 
your  committee.  The  brother  may  have  all  rights  of  yisiU- 
tion  and  participation  in  its  social  relations  of  that  partico- 
liv  L^d^e  withheld,  or  its  charities  and  Masonic  sepulture 
denied  by  it,  but  it  has  no  further  rights,  and  can  not  bind 
other  Masonic  Lodges  or  bodies  from  the  exercise  of  their 
own  judgment  concerning  the  imaffiliated  brother,  as  it 
would  do  if  su:h  "suspensions  from  all  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  a  Mason"  were  either  permissible,  lawful,  or 
Masonic. 

Why  any  Lodge,  subordinate  or  Grand,  should  desire  a 
compulsory  membership  is  beyond  comprehension,  except 
from  a  mercenary  standpoint.  As  it  is  self-evident  that  a 
mean,  penurious  man  can  not  be  of  any  benefit  to  any  Ma- 
sonic body  except  for  his  dues;  and  the  little  pecuniary  aid 
received  from  buch  will  never  compensate  any  Lodge  for 
affiliating  a  man  that  the  possession  of  all  the  degrees  of 
Freemasonry  would  never  make  a  Mason. 

The  class  of  Masons  whose  pecuniary  resources  and  family 
claims  upon  them  prevent  their  affiliation  is  unfortunately 
not  small  by  any  means. 

Another  very  large  class  are  those  whose  family  relations, 
and  even  church  atnliations,  are  inimical  to  their  satisfactory 
enjoyment  of  Lodge  attendance  and  Lodge  membership. 

The  sensitive  brother  of  either  class  would  naturally  and 
Justly  re&ent  the  discussion  by  the  Graft  of  his  personal 
affairs. 

Another  class  are  those  who  from  personal  dislike  or 
reasons  of  that  character  do  not  affiliate — and  yet,  as  in  the 
two  preceding:  classes,  naught  can  be  said  against  them 
morally,  socially,  or  as  citizens. 

The  obloquy  heaped  upon  the  non-affiliate  is  but  a  modem 
fad — ^unjust  and  uncalled  for.  The  old  regulations  said  that 
every  Mason  "ought  to  be"  a  member  of  some  Lodge;  but 
never  in  any  one  of  the  old  manuscripts  or  regulations  are 
the  words  "shall"  or  "must"  used  in  that  connection.  That 
the  non-affiliate  was  not  formally  an  ostracized  brother,  is 
evident  from  Maeonic  history,  as  when  the  great  Masonic 
persecution  was  at  its  worst  a  Grand  Master  was  elected  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  one  of  the  largest  grand  Jurisdictions  in 
the  United  States  who  was  not  affiliated  with  any  one  of  its 
subordinates  when  elected,  but  who  accepted  the  trust  and 
bravely  and  courageously  maintained  the  dignity  and  char- 
acter of  Freemasonry  until  the  storm  was  over.

dition. This  is  about  the  acme  of  all  that  any  Grand 
Lodge  can  hope  to  obtain. 

We  quote  one  decision.  We  were  just  about  to  re- 
mark that  the  last  clause  was  superfluous,  when  we  dis- 
covered that  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  has  reported 
that  the  decision  was  correct,  but  that  all  after  the  word 
*'  Mason"  should  be  struck  out : 

Fourtli — That  an  admixture  of  Indian  blood  is  no  bar  to 
becoming  a  Mason,  but  that  inasmuch  as  experience  teaches 
that  in  a  cross  between  races,  the  vices  rather  than  the 
virtues  of  the  parents  are  apt  to  be  perpetuated,  it  is  advis- 
able to  subject  the  character  of  the  petitioner  to  a  more 
than  usually  searching  scrutiny. 

We  are  glad  to  notice  that  owing  to  the  general  dis- 
appearance of  hard  times  in  Oregon,  the  calls  for  relief 
of  sojourning  members  from  other  places  have  almost 
entirely  ceased. 

The"  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  three  to  make  such  alterations  in  our  Masonic 
burial  ceremonies  so  that  said  ceremonies  can  be  used  in  the 
disposal  of  the  body  by  cremation.

This  amount, 
in  pursuance  of  the  previous  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was 
tnmed  over  to  the  trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund.

There  died  during  1901  Miss  Phillips,  sister  of  our  late 
Past  Grand  Master  Brother  Henry  M.  Phillips,  leaving  a  will 
which  included  a  bequest  which  is  estimated  at  $24,000,  pay- 
able to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  conditions  being  that  the  estate 
was  to  go  to  her  sister  during  life;  after  her  death  to  two 
children  of  said  sister,  and  at  their  death  the  estate  to  be 
divided,  a  part  going  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  estimated  in 
amount  to  $24,000,  as  stated.  Miss  Phillips'  sister  has  al- 
ready died,  and  the  two  children  (daughters)  are  said  to  be 
well  advanced  in  years. 

I  would  suggest  that  when  the  time  arrives  this  bequest  be 
added  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  and  that  that  fund 
be  further  increased  by  donations  of  Grand  Lodge  until  its 
principal  be  at  least  $150,000.  When  the  Taylor  and  Phil- 
lips bequests  become  available  the  fund  will  be  almost  that 
amount.

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we  learn 
that  the  Craft  in  Quebec  continues  steadily  and  surely 
to  prosper,  each  passing  year  giving  increase  of  num- 
bers and  stability. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  show  that  the 
brethren  were  fortunate  in  their  selections. 

The  Grand  Lodge  placed  on  record  the  deep  debt  of 
gratitude  under  which  M.  W.  Bro.  Frank  Edgar,  P.G. 
M.  (recently  deceased),  "  had  placed  it  by  so  many  years 
of  faithful  and  generous  service  in  the  many  high  and 
exalted  Masonic  offices  which  he  filled  with  that  marked 
ability  and  characteristic  urbanity  for  which  he  was  so 
eminently  distinguished  and  esteemed." 
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In  the  introduction  to  his  report  on  Correspondence, 
Bro.  E.  T.  D.  Chambers  says : 

The  Ritual  is  fall  of  beautiful  alluBlons  to  these  truly 
Masonic  omameuts  and  to  that  peculiar  virtue  which  is  de- 
nominated the  distinguishing  characteristic  of  a  Freemason. 
The  initiate  himself,  at  a  given  moment  in  his  early  progress 
in  the  science,  is  emphatic  in  his  benevolent  declarations. 
The  fraternity  in  England,  in  the  various  States  of  the 
AmeriCiu  Union  and  in  the  neighboring  Province  of  On- 
tario have  distinguished  themselves  by  their  Masonic  chari- 
ties. In  our  own  Jurisdiction  we  look  in  vain  for  any 
monument  of  our  fidelity  and  devotion  to  that  Masonic  vir- 
tue which  we  all  profess  so  much  to  admire.  How  long  shall 
we  be  confronted  with  this  condition  of  affairs?  It  is  true 
that  we  are  so  happily  situated  that  there  are  not  many 
Masons  or  widows  or  orphans  of  deceased  brethren  in  our 
jurisdiction  who  are  destitute  of  the  ordinary  means  of  ex- 
istence, but  Masonry  teaches  the  practice  of  universal  be- 
nevolence and  charity,  and  seeks  to  enfold  within  the  scope 
of  its  influence,  tte  entire  human  race.  There  are  undoubted 
diflerencs  of  opinion  as  to  the  form  that  should  be  taken  in 
the  establishment  of  an  appropriate  monnment  to  the  charity 
and  benevolence  of  the  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebac,  lut  Lurely  some  plan  can  be  evolved  which  will 
commend  itself  in  such  a  manner  as  to  secure  universal 
approval  and  prove  to  the  outside  world  that  the  rejection  of 
the  various  plans  of  benevolence  hitherto  presented  to  our 
Grand  Lodge  was  not  due  to  any  desire  to  save  the  pockets 
of  the  brethren  or  the  treasuries  of  individual  Lodges,  at  the 
expense  of  a  sacrifice  of  the  principle  of  Masonic  Charity. 
As  a  matter  o?  fact  many  Lodges  expend  more  upon  the 
enjoyment  of  their  own  members  "at  refreshment,"  than  for 
purposes  of  Masonic  charity  and  benevolence.  There  are 
others,  who  seem  to  imagine  that  it  will  be  a  sufficient  reply 
to  the  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  unto  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,"  etc.,  to  point  to  the  fact  that  they  passed  on 
the  applications  for  charity  to  others,  or  voted  aid  from  a 
fund  to  which  they  had  never  directly  contributed. 

In  his  notice  of  Canada  for  1900  we  find  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  fraternity  In  both  Ontario  and  Quebec  is  to  be 
warmly  congratulated  upon  the  selection  of  successors  to 
those  deeply  regretted  brethren:  M.  W.  Bro.  William  Gib- 
son Is  much  and  deservedly  beloved  by  the  brethren  of 
Montreal,  and  of  every  other  part  of  our  jurisdiction  where 
he  is  known,  and  M.  W.  Bro.  I.  H.  Steams  is  as  good  a 
counterpart  of_the  genial  Brother  "Willie"  as  we  have  in  our 
Grand  Lodge.  Each  may  be  depended  upon  to  call  the 
other  to  account  should  it  ever  unfortunately  occur  that  it  Is 
a  long  time  between  visits.  May  they  both  live  long  and 
prosper  in  their  good  work  of  further  cementing  the  frater- 
nal bonds  that  unite  their  respective  Grand  Lodges!

The  death  is  announced  of  Bro.  John  Helder  Isaacson 
within  a  few  days  of  attaining  his  82nd  year.  Bro. 
Isaacson  was  well  known  and  highly  esteemed  by  all 
the  Craft  in  Canada.  He  was  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  from  its  formation. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  contains  much  valu- 
able instruction,  and  we  call  special  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Passing  to  a  review  of  the  affairs  of  our  own  jurisdiction, 
it  will  be  seen  from  the  returns  of  the  subordinate  Lodges 
that  there  has  been  a  large  increase  during  the  past  year  in 
the  membership,  an  unusually  large  number  of  candidates 
haViUg  petitioned  for  and  received  the  degrees  of  Freema- 
sonry. No  fewer  than  400  additions  in  this  jurisdiction  for 
the  pa&t  year  have  been  reported,  making  a  net  increase  in 
membership,  after  detucting  for  deaths,  withdrawals,  suspen- 
sions, etc.,  of  nearly  200,  against  124  at  the  end  of  the  pre- 
ceding year.  This  is  satisfactory  as  far  as  it  goes;  that  is 
to  say,  that  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  participation  in  our 
teachings  and  mysteries  is  being  sought  by  so  many  of  our 
fellow-citizens. 

At  a  time  like  this,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  utter  a  few 
warning  notes.  In  the  first  place  let  us  beware  of  the  suppo- 
sition that  the  prosperity  and  strength  of  Freemasonry  must 
be  looked  for  in  numbers  alone.  Pleasing  as  it  is  to  learn 
of  the  numerical  strength  of  our  Lodges,  the  quality  of  their 
membership  is  of  infinitely  more  consequence  than  its  quan- 
tity. It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  we  should  bear 
this  fact  in  mind  whenever  appointed  upon  committees  of  in- 
Ye^Ltigation  into  the  qualifications  of  candidates,  and  when- 
ever depositing  our  ballots  for  or  against  their  entrance  into 
the  Order.  The  portals  of  our  Lodges  cannot  be  too  jealous- 
ly guarded  against  the  admission  of  the  unworthy.  Nor  is  it 
only  necessary  to  examine  into  the  physical  and  moral  qualifi- 
cations of  candidates  for  our  mysteries.  Our  Constitution 
expressly  provides  that  before  the  acceptance  of  a  candidate 
the  brethren  should  satisfy  themselves  that  the  funds  re- 
quired for  admission  into  the  Lodge  are  not  wanted  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  applicant's  family. 

The  large  increase  in  recent  years  in  the  number  of  purely 
fraternal  benefit  associations,  by  which  we  are  surrounded 
on  every  side,  is  very  apt  to  create  some  confusion  in  the 
minds  of  the  younger  and  less  experienced  of  the  brethren  as 
to  the  true  aims  and  principles  of  Freemasonry.  The  good 
work  done  by  many  of  these  societies  has  necessarily  to  be 
mainly  measured  by  monetary  considerations,  which  as  in  the 
case  of  ordinary  insurance  companies,  can  only  be  effectively 
assured  by  the  constant  infusion  of  new  blood.  To  secure 
this,  a  system  of  canvassing  is  often  resorted  to,  sometimes 
accompanied  by  a  series  of  rewards  for  those  members  bring- 
ing in  the  largest  number  of  new  members,    knowing  of  the 
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activity  displayed  by  the  canTassing  members  of  our  Craft, 
naturally  sea'.ous  for  the  more  general  dissemination  of  its 
beneficent  teachings  and  principles,  may  require  to  be  warned 
against  the  solicitation  of  candidates  for  the  mysteries  and 
privileges  of  Freemasonry.  Let  it  be  carefully  impressed, 
therefore,  by  Masters  of  Lodges  and  others,  upon  our  younger 
brethren  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  all  petitioners 
for  the  degrees  of  Masonry  should  not  only  offer  themselves 
of  th.i.'  own  free  will  and  accord,  but  that  their  candidacy 
should  have  been  quite  uninfluenced  by  friends,  and  unbiased 
by  the  representations  of  any  of  the  brethren. 

I  cannot  too  strongly  impress  upon  Masters  of  Lodges  a 
proper  observation  of  the  duty  of  instructing  the  brethren  in 
a  knowledge  of  our  mystic  art.  The  Master  and  the  Lodge, 
who  conflne  their  efforts  to  the  making  of  Masons,  have  no 
higher  conception  of  their  responsibilities  and  duties  than 
those  of  any  other  class  of  beings  who  have  no  regard  for 
any  other  consideration  that  the  perpetuation  of  their  kind. 
If  the  sole  mission  of  Masons  were  to  make  other  Masons, 
then,  indeed,  might  the  utility  of  our  mysteries  be  doubted. 
We  are  called  upon  to  live  up  to  the  principles  we  profess, 
and  to  make  daily  advance  in  Masonic  knowledge.  There 
is  no  lack  of  suitable  Masonic  literature,  as  for  instance  in 
our  annual  reports,  and  in  the  writings  of  our  own  and  of 
other  Chairmen  of  Foreign  Correspondence  Committees,  and 
we  have  fortunately,  in  all  other  Masonic  districts,  well-skilled 
Craftsmen,  whose  assistance  in  the  work  of  conyesring  suit- 
able instruction  to  the  brethren,  in  the  shape  of  papers  and 
addresses  upon  Masonic  subjects,  would,  I  am  quite  con- 
vinced, if  sought  for,  be  ever  at  the  disposal  of  Worshipful 
Masters  and  the  brethren  over  whom  they  preside. 

It  affords  me  the  utmost  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  be 
able  to  report  the  existence  of  peace  and  harmony  through- 
out the  length  and  breadth  of  our  jurisdiction.  No  complaint 
or  grievance  of  any  kind  has  been  brought  to  my  notice  dur- 
ing my  term  of  office.  The  fraternal  feelings  which  mark 
the  relationship  of  the  Lodges  in  the  different  districts  go 
far  to  indicate  that  the  brethren  have  well  learned  the  lessons 
of  Freemasonry.  May  peace  and  cdncord,  happiness  and 
prosperity,  ever  continue  amongst  us,  so  that  the  profane, 
taking  note  of  it,  may  say,  "  See  how  these  Masons  love  one 
another." 

Bro.  E.  T.  D.  Chambers  again  reports  on  Corre- 
spondence, and  we  are  glad  to  quote  the  following: 

The  editor  of  the  Installation  number  of  the  London  Free- 
mason (July  29th,  1901),  says: 

There  were,  till  a  few  years  since,  two  District  Grand 
Lodges  in  British  North  America,  one  under  the  late  Bro.  W. 
Badgley,  consisting  of  the  three  English  Lodges  in  Montreal, 
which  have  remained  aloof,  firstly  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Canada,  and  then  from  that  of  Quebec,  on  their  formation, 
and  still  hold  aloof  from  the  latter;  but  since  Bro.  Badgley's 
death  thiere  has  been  no  district  organization.  There  is  now 
reported  to  be  a  strong  disposition  among  the  great  majority 
of  the  members  of  these  three  Lodges  to  cast  in  their  lot 
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with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  but  certain  obstacles  to  the 
proposed  union  have  not,  as  yet,  been  quite  overcome.  I 
trust,  for  the  sake  of  Freemasonry,  that  it  may  not  be  long 
before  this  much-desired  consummation  may  be  effected. 

Nothing  that  has  occurred  in  our  own  jurisdiction  for  many 
years  has  caused  so  much  satisfaction  to  the  writer  as  the 
action  of  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  Communication,  in 
amending  its  Constitution,  so  as  to  collect  an  annual  contribu- 
tion of  fifty  cents  per  annum  from  the  Lodges  for  each  one 
of  their  membership,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  fund, 
tile  revenue  of  which  shall  be  available  for  benevolent  and 
charitable  purposes.  A  more  ambitious  scheme  had  been 
proposed  a  year  before  by  this  writer,  but  failed  to  commend 
Itself  to  the  majority  of  the  members  of  Grand  Lodge,  and 
the  present  action,  which  is  the  direct  outcome  of  the  pre- 
vious movement,  has  its  hearty  support.

From  the  minutes  of  the  Grand  Committee  we  make 
the  following  extracts: 

That  Lodge  Dennichen,  Forfarshire,  No.  684,  he  reopened. 

That  Lodge  Felix,  Aden,  Arahia-Felix,  No.  355,  be  disjoined 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  All  Scottish  Freemasonry  in  India, 
and  brought  under  the  direct  supervision  of  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Special  Committee,  appointed  at  last 
meeting,  has  purchased  feu  duties  amounting  to  £82,  over 
tenement  property  in  Bothwell  street,  Edinburgh,  at  the  price 
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of  £2,296,  being  28  years'  purchase;  and  £35  58  Od  oTer  tene- 
ment property  in  Morton  street,  Portobello,  at  the  price  of 
£987,  being  also  28  years'  purchase.  In  both  cases  settlement 
to  be  at  Martimas  next. 

On  the  motion  of  Brother  Mclnnes,  Grand  Treasurer  was 
instructed  to  claim  rebate  of  income  tax  for  the  last  three 
years,  upon  all  funds  for  charitable  purposes. 

The  committee  recommend  that  where  possible  communica- 
tions from  Grand  Lodge  should  be  mailed  in  half-penny  wrap- 
pers. 

Giand  Trea  urer  was  instructed  to  uplift  the  loan  to  the 
Corporation  of  Bdinburgh,  and  transfer  the  same  to  the  Cor- 
poration of  Leith,  at  one  per  cent,  above  the  deposit  receipt 
rates  of  the  Scotch  banks,  from  time  to  time. 

October  24,   1901. 

The  remit  from  last  meeting  of  Grand  Committee,  re  appeal 
by  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  Natal  for  a  donation  to  its 
"  Masonic  Relief  Fund  "  was  considered,  and  it  was  agreed  to 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  guineas  be  voted  in 
aid  of  that  fund. 

After  consideration  of  the  remit  from  the  last  Quarterly 
Communication  of  Grand  Lodge,  it  was  resolved  to  recom- 
mend that  in  loans  to  daughter  lodges,  the  conditions  as 
printed  on  page  150  of  Proceedings,  be  altered  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: "  The  committee  recommend  that  in  every  loan  to  a 
daughter  lodge,  the  whole  office-bearers  of  the  Lodge  for  the 
time  being  and  their  successors  in  office,  in  their  representa- 
tive character,  shall  be  bound  to  repay  the  amount  when 
called  upon." 

Correspondence  from  the  Law  Agent  was  submitted  regard- 
ing feu  duties  for  sale,  amounting  to  £104  13s  Od,  at  26  years' 
purchase,  secured  over  ground  at  Dairy  Road,  Edinburgh,  but 
it  was  agreed  to  recommend  that  not  more  than  25  years' 
purchase  be  offered,  and  that  particulars  re  over  feu  duty  and 
duplicand  be  ascertained. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Lodge  St  Andrew.  Perth,  No.  74, 
requesting  a  loan  of  £400  on  a  postponed  bond  under  the 
security  of  its  hall,  but  the  Committee  recommend  that  loans 
to  daughter  lodges  on  second  bonds  be  not  granted.  Con- 
sideration of  a  request  by  Lodge  Doric  Kilwinning,  Port-Glas- 
gow, No.  68,  for  a  loan  of  £800  was  deferred  until  the  Lodge 
submits  an  independent  valuation,  giving  full  particulars  of 
the  cost  of  the  property  and  its  letable  value. 

Grand  Lodges  of  Denmark  and  Hamburg. — The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Hamburg  having  erected  a  daughter  lodge  In  Copenhagen, 
and  thus  encroached  on  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Denmark,  the  latter  Grand  Lodge  in  July  last  represented 
the  fact  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  requested  it  to 
declare  that  the  erection  of  such  a  Lodge  was  an  infringe- 
ment of  its  Jurisdiction,  and  to  intimate  its  resolution  to  for- 
eign Lodges  with  which  it  was  in  communication.  Grand 
Secretary,  at  the  request  of  committee,  communicated  an  ap- 
plication to  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  and  requested  an  ex- 
planation. The  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  has  replied  that, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  certain 
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persons  residing  In  Copenhagen  were  initiated  in  one  of  its 
Lodges  at  Hamburg,  and  these  brethren  afterwards  requested 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  to  erect  a  Lodge  at  Copen- 
hagen, because  (1)  "  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  consists 
of  Craft  Masonry,  Scottish  Degrees,  and  Chapter,  all  com- 
bined in  '  one  Grand  Lodge,'  and  that  the  Craft  degrees  are 
in  many  respects  entirely  dependent  on  the  higher  degrees; 
neither  are  Craft  degrees  sufficiently  Independent  as  regards 
their  finances.  (2)  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  initiates 
Christians  only,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  beliefs." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  has  been  long  recognized  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  must  be  held  to  be  a  lawful 
Masonic  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  appertaining  to  such  a 
body.  That  being  so,  the  committee  regret  very  much  the 
infringement  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  has  made  on  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark;  and,  further, 
the  committee  is  of  opinion -that  the  grounds  assigned  for  its 
action  are  irrelevant,  and  do  not  warrant  the  erection  of  the 
Lodge  complained  of.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommend 
Grand  Lod^je  to  find  that  the  Lodge  erected  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hamburg  at  Copenhagen,  is  illegal  and  irregular. 
But,  bsfcre  passing  resolutions  giving  effect  to  such  a  find- 
ing, the  committee  suggest  that  the  views  of  Gtand  Lodge 
should  be  communicated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  in 
the  hope  that  it  may,  in  the  interests  of  Masonry,  recall  the 
charter  and  so  restore  Masonic  unity. 

Western  Australia. — The  committee  resumed  consideration 
of  the  various  subjects  aftecting  this  province. 

1.  As  regards  the  request  of  Brother  J.  D.  Stevenson,  de- 
signing himself  Grand  Secretary  of  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia,  in  a  letter  dated  31st  March,  1900,  the  committee 
have  to  report  that  there  already  exists  in  that  colony  an- 
other body  of  Freemasons,  who  have  constituted,  according 
to  their  views,  a  Grand  Lodge  there.  The  body  is,  how- 
ever, not  recognized  by  the  body  represented  by  Brother  Ste- 
venson. The  Foreign  and  Colonial  Committee  have  had  the 
benefit  of  a  lengthened  interview  with  Brother  Stevenson. 

It  appears  that  his  body  has  been  formed  solely  by  the 
Lodges  in  the  colony  holding  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England 
and  Ireland,  and  that  it  has  been  recognized  by  them  as  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  but  the  Masonic  rule,  universally 
recognized  in  the  establishment  of  Grand  Lodges,  is  that 
none  can  be  created  in  any  country  unless  by  the  act  of  a 
majority  of  the  Lodges  of  each  Constitution  therein.  Unless 
such  a  rule  were  observed,  any  body  of  Freemasons  might 
erect  new  Grand  Lodges  in  any  colony  against  the  wish  of  the 
existing  Lodges,  and  of  Grand  Lodges  exercising  jurisdiction 
there,  and  thus  terminate  their  existence  in  the  province. 

There  are  in  Western  Australia  thirty-three  Lodges  of  the 
English,  two  Lodges  of  the  Irish,  and  twenty-eight  of  the 
Scottish  Constitutions.  The  latter  were  no  parties  to  the 
constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  represented  by  Brother  Ste- 
venson, nor  to  the  other  Grand  Lodge  said  to  have  been 
formed  in  the  colony.  These  Grand  Lodges  have,  therefore, 
been  irregularly  formed. 
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The  Scottish  Lodges  In  Western  Australia  are  all  of  recent 
origin,  and  the  Scottish  District  Grand  Lodge  itself  has  only 
been  about  four  years  in  existence. 

The  recognition  of  Grand  Lodges  in  other  Australian  colo- 
nies has  proved  unsatisfactory,  and  several  Scotch  Lodges 
who  joined  them  desire  to  resume  their  jconnectlon  with 
Grand  Lodge.  The  committee  think  that  the  recognition  of 
a  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  Western  Australia  Is  premature. 
Oi  the  twenty -eight  Scottish  Lodges,  twenty-six  have  ex- 
pressed their  desire  to  retain  their  connection  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  two  Lodges  only  have  dissented  from 
that  resolution.  The  recognition  of  a  Grand  Lodge  in  West- 
em  Australia  would  imply  the  abandonment  of  the  Scottish 
Lodges,  and  the  sovereign  rights  of  Scotland  in  the  colony. 
The  committee  in  these  circumstances  are  unanimous  in  re- 
commending that  the  Grand  Lodge  represented  by  Brother 
Stevenson  should  not  be  recognized. 

2.  The  Grand  Lodge  in  recognition  of  the  services  rendered 
by  brother  the  Reverend  George  Bdwards  Rowe,  District 
Grand  Master  of  Western  Australia,  conferred  on  him  as 
District  Grand  Master  of  that  Province,  and  his  successors  in 
office,  "the  title  of  Pro  Grand  Master  of  Western  Australia, 
having  superintendence  over  District  Grand  Lodges  and  other 
Lodges  which  are  and  may  hereafter  be  created  in  the  pro- 
vince." Bi  other  Rowe  expressed  the  opinion  that  such  an 
ariangement  would  "secure  the  continued  allegiance  of  the 
Scottish  Lodges,  and  strengthen  the  position  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  o:  Scotland  in  the  colony."  See  minutes  of  Grand 
Cojimittae  16th  November,  1899.  confirmed  by  Grand  Lodge 
1st  February,  1900. 

Brother  Rowe  has  intimated  his  acceptance  of  this  title  and 
arrangement;  and  he  and  his  auccessors  in  office  will  here- 
after fall  to  be  so  addressed.  They  will  also  have  a  super- 
intendence over  any  other  District  or  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
in  Western  Australia  which  may  be  hereaftier  created,  and 
such  District  Grand  Lodges  fall  to  be  created  subject  to 
that  condition. 

The  conferment  of  this  title  does  not  give  him,  or  his  suc- 
cessors in  office,  any  precedency  over  the  Provincial  and  Dis- 
trict Grand  Masters  of  other  provinces,  except  over  the  other 
District  Grand  Masters  in  Western  Australia,  and  his,  and  his 
successors'  precedency,  will  be  regulated  according  to  present 
custom,  by  the  seniority  of  their  respective  Provincial  and 
District  Grand  Lodges. 

3.  It  has  been  represented  to  the  committee  that  much  in- 
convenience may  arise  if  the  Scottish,  English  and  Irish 
brethren  were  interpelled  from  having  fraternal  intercourse 
in  consequence  of  the  non-recognition  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodges  sought  to  be  created.  This  matter  received  the  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  Past  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Mur- 
ray Lyon,  and  he  and  the  Foreign  and  Colonial  Committee 
recommended  that  the  Masonic  intercourse  whicn  had  existed 
between  Uie  members  of  the  several  Constitutions  in  the  past 
should  be  continued. 
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From  all  which  it  appears  that  Scotland  is  determined 
to  hold  on  to  its  lodges  in  Western  Australia. 

A  resolution  of  sympathy  on  the  death  of  President 
McKinley  was  adopted. 

One  hundred  guineas  was  voted  to  the  Masonic  Re- 
lief fund  in  ^tal. 

A  new  lodge  was  chartered  in  Western  Australia. 

Knocks  and  Essentials  received  due  consideration: 

The  Grand  Master  said:  I  have  here  the  report  of  "Knocks 
and  Essentials"  Committee,  under  remits  from  Grand  Lodge, 
dated  the  4th  of  May  and  the  8rd  of  August,  1899.  The  full 
report  is  not  going  to  be  submitted  all  at  once,  but  only  the 
summary  of  it.  Tou  are  not  expected  to  come  to  any  Imme- 
diate decision.  I  believe  it  Is  the  wish  of  the  committee 
that  Its  report  should  be  ventilated  to-day  and  again  in  Feb- 
ruary, and  that  It  should  be  thoroughly  considered  in  the  in- 
terval. 

Brother  W.  Munro  Denholm,  convener  of  the  committee,  in 
presenting  the  report,  said:  I  have  now  the  very  great 
honor  of  presenting,  on  behalf  of  the  "Knocks  and  Essentials" 
Committee,  the  fruits  of  Its  two  years'  work.  For  two  years 
the  Committee  has  sat  upon  the  "Knocks  and  Bssentials"  of 
the  Scottish  Craft,  and  has  given  them  its  deepest  attention. 
I  consider  them  the  most  important  points  that  have  ever 
come  before  Grand  Lodge.  We  find  them  very  far  reaching, 
and  points  which  cannot  be  lightly  or  quickly  dealt  with; 
consequently  It  has  taken  no  little  time  to  consider  the  re- 
port. The  report  Is  a  pretty  large  one,  extending  as  it  does 
to  62  pages — ^Including  minutes  of  our  meetings.  But  the 
synopsis  which  has  been  prepared  is  a  very  short  one,  and  it 
is  this  synopsis  we  propose  to  lay  before  you  this  afternoon. 
1  would  like,  before  I  lay  this  document  on  the  table,  to  say 
how  much  your  Committee  has  been  helped  by  Brother  Orr 
Sinclair,  in  fact,  I  do  not  know  what  It  would  have  done  with- 
out his  services.  The  Past  Grand  Secretary  was  unable  to 
assist  us,  and  consequently  one  of  our  own  number  had  to  be 
appointed  to  act  as  secretur-  No  one  could  have  done 
better  service  thkn  Brother  Orr  Sinclair,  and  it  affords  me 
great  pleasure  to  mention  this  In  Grand  Lodge.  I  will  not 
detain  this  meeting,  but  would  respectfully  ask  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Lodge  to  allow  Brother  Orr  Sinclair  to 
read  the  report  he  has  been  so  largely  Instrumental  In  draw- 
ing up. 

After  the  reading  of  the  synopsis  by.  Brother  Orr  Sinclair, 
it  was  Intimated  from  the  throne  that  the  report  and  the 
synopsis  would  remain  in  Grand  Secretary's  custody,  so 
that  the  members  of  Grand  Lodge  might  have  every  oppor- 
tunity given  them  of  consulting  this  very  comprehensive  re- 
port 

At  the  Annual  Communication  held  at  Edinburgh  on 
December  2,  1901,  the  officers  were  installed  and  the 
brethren  then  celebrated  the  Festival  of  St.  Andrew  at 
the  usual  dinner.      Grand  Lodge  was  closed  during  the 
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repast,  but  re-opened  immediately  after,  and  the  toasts 
were  given  and  drunk  and  responded  to  in  open  Grand 
Lodge.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  toast  list  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  closed  about  lo  p.m.  About  350  brethren 
were  present.  In  the  response  by  the  Grand  Master 
he  said: 

The  Masonic  year  just  ended  has  been  ftldeed  a  record 
year  in  the  annals  of  Scottish  Freemasonry.  The  grand 
total  of  Scottish  Freemasons  has  been  increased  during  the 
past  year  by  the  unprecedented  number  of  9,320  new  mem- 
bers, as  compared  with  7,608  in  the  year  1900,  and  with  7,513 
in  1899,  then  the  highest  point  ever  reached. — (Applause.)— 
Th3  income  of  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year  has  been 
£8,438,  as  against  £7,634  in  the  previous  year,  an  increase  of 
£1,074.  During  1901  the  grants  from  the  Benevolent  Fund 
have  amounted  to  £839,  and  the  annuities  to  £1,420.  Since 
the  formation  of  the  Annuity  Fund  in  1899  the  sum  of  £12,700 
has  been  paid  in  annuities. 

One  of  their  lodges  is  still  entirely  composed  of 
operative  Masons. 

February  6,  1902. 

The  Grand  Lodge  declined  to  recognize  a  new  lodge 
in  Johannesburg  erected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Italy. 

The  following  minutes  appear  on  Foreign  and  Colon- 
ial Rehtions: 

New  Zealand. — Grand  Secretary  submitted  to  the  commit- 
tee a  letter  which  had  been  received  from  Brother  Malcolm 
Niccol.  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand, 
in  which  he  stated  that  his  Grand  Lodge  had  complied  with 
the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  and  had  deleted 
th»  obj^ctionsbla  paragraphs  in  his  circular  letter  to  his 
L.dg3s  d  ted  the  5th  December,  1900,  prohibiting  Masonic 
intercourse  between  them  and  certain  brethren  of  the  Scot- 
tish constitution.  In  these  circumstances  he  requested  the 
Grf.nd  Lodge  of  Scotland  to  recognize  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Zealand  as  a  Sovereign  Masonic  Body  on  the  conditions 
and  subject  to  the  terms  of  agreement  entered  into  betwe^ 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  New  Zealand. 

The  coirmittee  having  considered  the  matter,  requested 
Grand  Secretary  to  send  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  which 
h-^d  pass  d  b  tween  him  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  on  the  subject  to  the  District 
Grand  Masters  under  the  Scottish  Constitution  in  New  Zea- 
irnd,  and  to  request  their  views,  observations,  and  sugges- 
tions on  the  matter. 

Western  Australia — A  letter  from  Brother  J.  D.  Stevenson 
representing  the  so-called  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia, 
dated  27th  January,  1902,  to  Brother  Reid,  Grand  Secretary, 
was  read  and  considered  by  the  committee.  Grand  Secre- 
tary's reply,  dater  6th  March,  was  also  read  and  considered, 
and  approved  of.  With  reference  to  the  concluding  para- 
graph of  Brother  Stevenson's  letter,  they  not  recognizing  the 
body  represented  by  him  as  a  regularly  formed  Grand  Lodge, 
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the  coinmitte3  thought  it  unnecessary  to  pass  any  remark 
upon  the  resolutions  contained  In  the  communication. 

The  Committee,  however,  would  only  point  out  that  in  place 
of  the  Grand  Liodge  of  Scotland  making  an  invasion  of  the 
Masonic  territbry  of  Western  Australia  it  is  the  body  repre- 
sented by  Brother  Stevenson  which  has  made  an  invasion 
upon 'Masonic  territory  whlc]i  has  been  for  a  length  of  time 
adm  nistered  in  Western  Australia  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland,  and  to  which  it  has  an  indisputable  right. 

April  17,  1902. 

The  position  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
with  regard  to  Western  Australia  is  further  stated  thus : 

The  fact  that  the  various  Grand  Lodges  in  other  countries 
have  recognized  the  Western  Australia  Constitution  Is  of  no 
consequence.  Their  recognition  was  made  without  any  com- 
munication or  intimation  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  in  ignor- 
ance o^  what  we  believe  to  be  a  very  fatal  objection  to  the 
regularity  of  the  constitution  of  Brother  Stevenson's  Grand 
Lo5ge.  We  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  if  these  Grand 
Bodi^9  hnd  heard  the  objection  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Scotland  entertains  to  the  validity  of  the  constitution  of  the 
new  Grand  Body,  they  would  not  have  recognized  it,  or  if  they 
had  recognized  it,  they  would  have  done  so  under  the  reserva- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland. 

It  is  monstrous  to  assume  that  any  body  of  Masons  uncon- 
nec  ed  ^vith  th^  Grrnd  Lodge  of  Scotland  can  expel  that 
Grand  Lodge  from  t  rritory  which  It  held  prior  to  the  crea- 
tion of  the  new  Grand  Lodge.  The  parties  who  erected  that 
Grand  T.odge  had  no  right,  title,  or  control  whatever  over  the 
action?  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland.  It  is  admittedly  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Masonic  power,  recognized  for  many  generap 
tlons  over  the  face  of  the  whole  globe,  and  no  one  beyond  its 
pale  his  a  right  to  interfere  in  the  administration  of  its  af- 
fairs. So  long  as  the  Scottish  Grand  Lodges  as  a  body  are 
not  parties  ti  t'  e  creation  of  a  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in 
We't  rn  Australia,  the  rights  of  Scottish  Craftsmen  exist 
unimpaired. 

As  regflrd^  f-aternal  intercourse  between  members  of 
Brother  Stevenson's  Constitution  and  your  own,  this  Grand 
Liodge  leaves  that  matter  entirely  to  the  discretion  and  con- 
sideration of  the  brethren  concerned.  If  your  brethren  de- 
sire to  associat'^  fraternally  with  the  brethren  of  other  Ma- 
sonic bodies  in  Western  Australia  they  may  do  so.  Such  in- 
tercourse is  a  mere  matter  of  courtesy.  The  member  of  one 
Mason' c  body  is  not  entitled  as  a  matter  of  right  to  obtain 
admission  to  th^  Lodges  of  another  Masonic  body,  nor  Is  a 
member  of  oie  Ledge  of  the  Fame  Constitution  entitled  to 
demand  admi^Fion  to  another  Lodge  of  which  he  is  not  a 
member.  His  admission  to  such  a  Lodge  is  one  of  courtesy, 
and  it  may  be  conceded  or  withheld  as  the  Master  and  breth- 
ren of  the  Lodge  concerned  may  decide.  The  rights  of  Ma- 
sonic intercourse  are  confined  entirely  to  the  Lodge  of  which 
the  brother  seeking  It  is  a  member.

The  opening  paragraphs  of  the  address  contain  ap- 
propriate references  to  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria  and 
President  McKinley.  Then  follows  an  eloquent 
eulogium  on  Masonry: 

Let  US  remember  that  Masonry  is  a  great  moral  institution. 
Its  aim  and  purpose  is  to  spread  the  gospel  of  universal 
brotherhood,  under  the  fatherhood  of  God. 

Let  us — with  the  fear  of  God  before  our  eyes,  and  the  love 
of  Masonry  in  our  hearts — do  our  full  duty,  that  Masonry  may 
become  a  still  greater  power  for  good,  and  a  still  more  potent 
factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  fallen  humanity. 

In  the  past,  Masonry  has  been  subjected  to  the  assaults  and 
persecutions  of  both  Church  and  State,  and  yet  tonlay,  al- 
though hoary  with  years,  she  stands  forth  in  all  the  vigor  and 
beauty  of  immortal  youth. 

Behold  her  as  she  comes  forth  from  the  shadowy  mist  of  the 
ancient  world,  clad  in  robes  of  spotless  purity. 

In  her  right  hand — ^the  Holy  Bible;  in  her  left,  the  beautiful 
and  expressive  emblems  of  a  royal  art,  and  upon  her  brow 
the  immortal  name  of  the  everlasting  God;  onward  she  comes 
down  the  ages — moving  in  an  unconquerable  strength  and 
majesty  of  truth,  until  now,  in  the  beginning  of  the  20th  cen- 
tury, she  stands  a  queen  in  the  moral  world,  and  a  ruling 
factor  in  the  hearts  of  men. 

By  means  of  our  beautiful  and  unapproachable  Ritual,  the 
secrets  which  distinguish  us  from  all  other  secret  orders,  are 
still  guarded  and  defended  from  the  intrusions  of  the  pro- 
fane world. 

It  is  from  the  hidden  treasures  of  our  sublime  Ritual  that 
We  forge  the  beautiful  links — ^which  form  the  golden  chain 
which  binds  man  to  his  fellow  man,  around  the  habitable 
globe.  It  is  by  means  of  the  Ritual  that  our  halls  are  kept 
lighted — that  the  great  lights  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Love  are 
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kept  burning  around  the  altar;  by  this  means  that  the  soul  of 
man  is  sustained,  and  his  heart  caused  to  rejoice  in  a  know- 
ledge of  the  ever  liying  and  true  God. 

It  has  come  down  to  us  through  the  avenues  of  unnumbered 
centuries,  guarded  and  preserved  by  means  of  those  precious 
je^rels,  the  attentive  ear,  the  instructive  tongue,  and  the 
faithful  breast 

Qy  means  of  the  beautiful  teachings  of  our  Ritual  can  the 
true  Mason  derive  the  brightest  of  unfading  hope,  and  al- 
though should  a  dark  and  gloomy  night  of  ignorance  and 
superstition  again  enshroud  our  future,  from  our  secret  Ritual 
can  we  learn  the  name  of  the  true  God,  and  hear  sweet  pro- 
mises of  hope  and  life  beyond  the  cold  embrace  of  the  grave. 

Wh  I3  our  secrets  are  thus  guarded  by  the  impenetrable 
veil  of  our  beautiful  ritual,  yet  Masonry  Is,  and  ever  will  be, 
an  active,  vital  principle  in  the  government  and  control  of  the 
moral  factors  in  the  every  day  lives  of  men. 

It  teaches  belief  in  God:  and  in  grand  and  beautiful  sym- 
bols, it  teaches  the  great  doctrine  of  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead,  and  the  immortality  of  the  soul. 

It  enjoins  upon  its  votaries  the  great  duty  of  loyalty  to  gov- 
ernment 

By  speculative  Masonry  we  are  taught  to  subdue  the  pas- 
sions, keep  a  tongue  of  good  report,  and  practice  charity. 

By  it  we  are  taught  to  be  brave  in  meeting  the  issues,  and 
discharging  the  duties  of  life. 

By  it  we  are  taught  to  regulate  our  lives  and  conduct  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  prudence,  and  to  wisely  Judge,  and 
prudently  act  in  all  things,  relative  to  our  present  as  well  as 
to  our  future  happiness. 

By  it  we  are  taught  to  be  just  in  our  dealings  with  our  fel- 
low-man; to  do  whatever  is  right,  to  avoid  whatever  is  wrong. 

We  are  reminded  that  Masonic  Justice  is  a  leading  factor 
of  true  manhood,  and  an  essential  element  of  real  brother- 
hood. To  the  study  of  our  beautiful  Ritual,  and  to  the  prac- 
tice of  the  many  virtues  taught  by  our  expressive  lectures,  I 
earnestly  commend  you;  for  these  are  to  distinguish  us  from 
the  rest  of  the  community,  and  mark  your  consequence  among 
Masons. 

The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master  were  of  great 
benefit  to  the  lodges.  Most  of  the  lodges  are  prosper- 
ing.   Three  new  lodges  were  opened. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  were 
adopted : 

Amend  Article  135  by  substituting  down  to  the  fourth  line 
the  following:  "Each  subordinate  Lodge  may  determine  to 
have  life  members.  Each  member  of  such  subordinate  Lodge 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  becoming  a  life  member  upon  his 
paying  to  the  Lodge  such  sum  as  the  Lodge  may  fix,  provided 
such  sum  be  not  less  than  ten  times  the  amount  of  the  annual 
dues  to  said  Lodge,"  so  that  when  amended  said  article  185 
shall  read: 

Article  135.  Such  subordinate  Lodge  may  determine  to 
have  lif  3  members.      Each  member  of  such  subordinate  Lodge 
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Shall  have  the  privilege  of  becoming  a  life  member  upon  his 
paying  to  the  Lodge  feuch  sum  as  the  Lodge  may  fix:  Pro- 
vided, such  sum  be  not  less  than  ten  times  the  amount  of  the 
annual  duas  tj  siid  Lodge.  Provided  further,  that  any 
Lodge  may  elect  one  a  life  member,  upon  its  own  motion  as 
a  reward  for  eminent  Masonic  services;  but  no  life  member  is 
exempt  from  being  expelled,  suspended  or  subjected  to  other 
Masonic  discipline,  for  cause  shown.  * 

Sec.  144.  Ministers  of  God.  The  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion are  not  required  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  membership 
dues  or  dues  for  degrees  conferred  on  ministers  of  God.  unless 
the  same  are  required  of  them  by  the  subordinate  Lodge. 

Sec.  55.  After  a  petition  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry  has 
been  properly  received,  the  candidate  becomes  the  absolute 
Masonic  material  of  the  Lodge  receiving  it,  and  Jurisdiction 
over  such  material  cannot  be  waived  by  the  Lodge  or  by  the 
G.i-nd  ^  a  ter.  The  candidate  must  be  balloted  for  in  the 
Lodge  so  receiving  his  petition:  Provided,  however,  that 
any  Lodge  In  the  Jurisdiction  may  confer  the  degrees  upon  a 
candidate  who  has  been  elected  by  the  Lodge  whose  material 
he  Is,  when  requested  by  said  Lodge  as  a  matter  of  courtesy, 
but  th>  cand  date  must  be  elected  to  all  the  degrees  by  the 
Lodge  to  which  he  as  material  belongs,  and  the  fees  belong 
to  the  original  Lodge  unless  waived  thereby:  Provided  fur- 
thar,  that  if  aftar  a  candidate  has  been  elected,  he  shall  re- 
move irom  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  before  receiving  the  de- 
grees or  any  of  them,  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  over  such 
candidate  may  be  waived  in  favor  of  a  particular  Lodge  in 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  which  he  has  removed.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  an  able  and  inter- 
esting presentation  of  the  work  of  the  year,  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Craft  and  recommendations  for  the  future, 
and  it  contains  an  eloquent  eulogiuni  on  the  fraternal 
beauties  of  our  time-honored  institution. 

Three  new  lodees  were  opened.  We  quote  three  of 
the  decisions.  The  first  should  be  especially  noted  by 
young  Masters: 

1.  No  signs  should  he  given  at  the  opening  of  a  Lodge  un- 
til it  has  heen  purged  and  tyled. 

3.  Perpetual  jurisdiction  over  the  rejected  or  accepted  ma- 
terial is  not  th^  law  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

4.  Lodges  hold  jurisdictional  rights    to    profane    material 
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only  while  it  resides  within  their  territorial  jurisdiction,  im- 
mediately upon  its  residence  removal  therefrom  this  Jurisdic- 
tional right  ceases. 

The  paragraph  on  '*  The  Craft  "  is  very  pleasant  read- 
ing. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  throughout^  this  Jurisdiction  is 
excellent,  almost  every  Lodge  In  the  State  having  had  a  year 
of  unusual  prosperity,  some  Lodges  being  obliged  to  hold 
all  night  sessions  in  cleaning  up  the  work  of  accumulated  de- 
grees, some  of  which  housecleanings  It  has  been  my  good  for- 
tune tD  assi&t  in.  Our  net  increase  in  membership  during 
the  past  year  is  almost  200,  while  the  number  of  suspensions 
has  been  decreased  about  fifty  per  cent.  Quite  a  number  of 
the  Lodgis  ov\n  their  rooms  and  buildings,  and  there  is  a 
very  noticeable  increase  in  the  Interest  and  attention  given 
to  the  welfare  of  the  Craft;  one  of  the  chief  causes  7or  this 
satisfactory  condition  may  be  attributed  to  the  quality  of  the 
work  done  which  is  generally  of  a  very  high  order  throughout 
thio  j  iii  diction.  Nothing  adds  so  much  to  the  interest  of 
our  regular  or  special  meetings  as  good  clean  cut  work  In  the 
esoteric  and  ritualistic  ceremonies  of  the  Order  followed  by 
a  good  social  time  where  the  cement  of  brotherly  love,  char- 
ity and  hospitality  may  be  mixed  freely  and  generously,  bind- 
ing us  more  firmly  In  that  bond  of  brotherhood  where  only 
emulation  should  exist 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  was  recog- 
nized. 

The  question  of  the  permanent  location  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  again  brought  up.  but  it  was  deemed  inex- 
pedient to  locate  at  present.

The  address  is  confined  to  local  matters.  Harmony 
prevails.  During  his  29  official  visits  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter was  made  to  feel  that  life  is  worth  the  living. 

In  their  Masonic  Home  there  are  19  widows,  39  boys 
and  45  girls.  The  average  cost  of  maintenance  per 
month  per  capita  was  $5.46.  The  children  of  the  Home 
gave  an  entertainment  to  the  Grariti  Lodge.  The  pro- 
gram included  songs,  drills  and  recitations. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Rerolved:     1.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  unqualifiedly  disap- 
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proves  the  publication  of  its  proceedings,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  In  the  public  newspapers,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
first  specially  authorised  by  the  M.W.  Grand  Master. 

2.  That  the  unauthorised  report  of  any  of  the  proceedings 
of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  publication  In  the  newspapers  is 
hereby  strict^  enjoined  and  inhibited. 

3.  That  the  Tlolation  of  this  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by 
any  brother  shall  be  regarded  as  a  contempt  of  its  will  and 
authority,  and  subject  the  violator  thereof  to  Masonic  penalty. 

4.  That  resolution  No.  1  shall  be  one  of  the  standing  rules 
of  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  be  read  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  at  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  Annual 
Communication. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  Burial 
Service. 

On  the  special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spondence, the  following  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Tennessee 
hereby  denounces  the  use  of  cipher  rituals  by  Craft  Masons 
as  unmasonic,  illegal,  and  fraught  with  danger  to  the  Fra- 
ternity, and  It  hereby  calls  upon  all  its  sister  Grand  Lodges 
to  unite  with  it  in  an  Inflexible  resolution  to  extirpate  the 
practice  as  contrary  to  the  esoterics  of  the  Craft  and  viola- 
tive of  the  ancient  landmarks  of  our  noble  institution. 

.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  hereby  extends  its  frater- 
nal congratulations  to  the  true  and  loyal  brethren  In  the 
State  of  Costa  Rica  upon  their  earnest  and  successful  efforts 
In  organizing  a  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
the  Ancient  York  Rite,  and  hereby  extends  to  said  Grand 
Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  its  fraternal  recognition  and  greeting. 

In  his  review  of  British  Columbia,  Bro.  Henry  H. 
IngersoU  says: 

This  is  a  subject  upon  which  we  presume  Masons  will  con- 
tinue to  disagree  as  long  as  they  have  difference  of  temper, 
disposition  and  social  conditions.  This  writer,  though 
neither  a  Rechabite  nor  a  prohibitionist,  is  yet  able  so  fuUy 
to  appreciate  the  motives  and  respect  the  Judgment  of  his 
brethren,  in  the  Southern  States  particularly,  who  consider 
spirituous  liquors  to  be  the  commonest  cause  of  social  dis- 
order and  the  most  frequent  concomitant  of  bloody  crimes, 
as  they  personally  witness  conditions  In  our  mixed  population, 
that  he  can  not  dissent  from  their  conclusions  in  Grand  Lodge 
formally  expressed,  that  on  the  whole  it  is  best  that  no  more 
dealers  in  these  stimulants  shall  be  admitted  to  our  ranks. 
In  other  lands,  amongst  other  people,  with  different  social 
conditions,  climate  and  tendencies,  as  for  example,  in  Ireland, 
where  the  greatest  Ecclesiastical  and  charitable  donors  and 
benefactors  are  brewers,  such  general  rules  might  do  more 
harm  than  goqdj  but  the  record  of  crime  in  the  Southern 
States,  U.S.A.,  is  too  full  of  intoxicated  criminals  not  to  sug- 
gest to  the  moralist  a  social   restraint   upon    the   traffic    in 
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spirituouB  liquors,  as  one  of  the  potent  agencies  for  reform. 
And  it  has  been  found  fairly  efTectual. 

And  on  Canada  for  1901 : 

T^hoaTer  sees  the  five  photogravures  of  the  Past  Grand 
Masters  prefixed  to  this  volume  will  have  no  doubt  of  the 
Buperexcellence  of  Canadian  Freemasonry  or  the  character 
of  its  official  membership,  well  illustrating  that  Dominion 
Freemasonry  still  retains  much  of  the  distinguishing  charac- 
tsrlitics  of  that  in  the  Mother  Country,  and  that  it  is,  as 
everywhere  it  deserves  to  be,  a  mark  of  social  distinction  to 
be  an  official  member  of  the  Grand  Masonic  Lodge.  And  in 
token  of  this  in  Canada  they  seat  their  Grand  Master  "on  the 
Throne."

On  the  state  of  the  Craft  he  says : 

The  condition  of  the  Craft  in  Texas  is  all  that  could  be 
desired.  Through  a  failure  of  crops  is  some  portions  of  the 
State,  a  slight  stringency  in  finances  is  felt,  but  taken  all  in 
all,  our  Lodges  are  more  prosperous  than  they  have  ever  been, 
owning  (unencumbered,  in  most  instances) ,  comfortable  halls 
in  which  to  meet;  and  though  the  army  of  non-affiliates  and 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  (who,  like  the  poor,  are 
always  with  us),  does  not  diminish  to  an  appreciable  extent, 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  they  are  not  growing  in  numbers; 
and  so  with  65^  Lodges  actively  at  work,  with  an  affiliated 
membership  of  over  30,000  Master  Masons,  all  striving  to 
greater  perfection  in  the  esoteric  ritual,  and  to  grander  possi- 
bilities in  doing  good  deeds,  there  is  much  to  hope  for  in  the 
flTct  year  of  the  new  century,  and  I  trust  that  we  will  not 
be  disappointed  in  the  added  growth  and  continued  useful- 
ness from  year  to  year  of  the  Fraternity  in  Texas. 

The  Grand  Master  reports  seven  new  lodges. 

Two  of  the  Mexican  State  Grand  Lodges  were  recog- 
nized. The  Grand  Master  says  that  the  trouble  in 
Mexico  is  a  never-ending  conflict  between  the  powers 
of  the  Scottish  and  York  Rites. 

In  the  Home  at  Fort  Worth  there  are  85  inmates. 
The  average  cost  per  capita  for  all  purposes  is  $148.93, 
as  against  $188.13  last  year. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  the  laying  of  comer  stones  under 
authority  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  limited  to  buildings  of  un- 
doubted Masonic,  public  or  sacred  character,  and  shall  ex- 
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cittde  all  boildlngB  owned  by  piiyate  corporations,  except 
those  erected  for  the  aboTe  named  purposes. 

ResolTSd,  That  In  cases  of  restoration  of  charters  to  Lodges 
long  demised,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master,  or 
his  duly  authorised  proxy,  before  setting  such  Lodge  to  work 
to  examine  the  three  principal  officers  named  in  the  charter 
as  to  their  proficiency  in  the  work  of  the  three  degrees,  to 
ascertain  the  security  with  reference  to  the  work  of  Masonry 
of  the  hall  in  which  said  Lodge  is  to  meet,  and  thereafter  to 
proceed  as  if  an  entirely  new  Lodge  was  to  be  constituted 
under  a  charter  originally  issued,  as  provided,  for  in  Article 
6,  Chapter  2,  of  the  Constitution. 

ResolTod,  That  the  Grand  Master  may  grant  a  waiyer  of 
territorial  jurisdiction  only  over  an  applicant  for  the  degrees 
in  Masonry  in  favor  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  in  an  adjoining 
State  upon  the  request  therefor  by  the  Grand  Master  of  such 
State,  when  the  applicant  resides  near  the  border  of  said 
State  and  nearer  and  more  convenient  to  a  Lodge  in  said 
State  than  to  any  Lodge  in  Texas. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  shall  immediately  arrest 
the  charter  of  any  subordinate  Lodge  when  it  shall  be  made 
known  to  him,  after  careful  investigation  of  the  facts,  that 
such  Lodge  has  wilfully  violated  the  territorial  jurisdiction 
of  any  other  Lodge. 

Bro.  Thomas  M.  Matthews  presented  an  excellent  re- 
port on  Correspondence,  in  which  our  Proceedings  of 
last  year  find  ample  mention.

The  Grand  Master  visited  a  number  of  lodges  and 
has  the  following  remarks  on  the  state  of  the  Craft : 

It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  Ma- 
sonry is  in  an  excellent  condition  in  our  State,  and  that  the 
prospects  for  the  future  are  cheering  and  gratifying.       The 
peace  and  harmony  that  has  prevailed  in  each  Lodge  and  be- 
tween all  the  Lodges  can  be  best  expressed  by  the  following 
jlines  borrowed  from  Longfellow's  Hiawatha: 
"  Very  soft  and  still  the  air  was. 
Very  smooth  the  gliding  river. 
Motionless  the  sleeping  shadows." 
A  Lodge  over  whose  sacred  roof  the  angel  of  peace  spreads 
:her  wiDga  will  ever  be  prosperous,  and  by  practicing  the 
principles  of  Freemasonry,  dear  to  us  all,  within  as  well  as 
without  the  Lodge,  need  never  fear  to  be  without  occupation. 
•The  profane  world  judges  us  by  our  acts,  and  if  they  are 
good  and  noble,  worthy  men  will  unsolicited  seek  admission 
-to  our  Lodges  to  work  hand  in  hand  with  us  in  the  building 
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of  the  temple  of  humanity,  on  which  Freemasons  haye  worked 
in  the  past,  at  the  present  time,  and  will  through  all  the 
future. 

The  Grand  Secretary  Informs  me  that  our  gain  in  member- 
ship has  been  seventy-flve,  but  not  only  have  we  gained  In 
that  direction,  but  also  by  a  general  dissemination  of  Masonic 
light  and  Imowledge  among  the  Craft.  The  Ritualistic  work 
in  the  Lodges  I  have  visited  has,  in  my  opinion,  reached  a 
high  standard,  and  I  believe  this  opinion  is  shared  by  the 
Grand  Lecturer.  The  sound  financial  condition  of  each 
Lodge  speaks-  well  for  the  officers  and  those  brethren  who 
have  the  funds  In  their  charge.  Charity  has  been  bestowed 
on  the  needy  and  worthy  brethren;  the  deceased  have  been 
sacredly  laid  to  rest,  and  the  sorrows  of  the  widows  and  or- 
phans have  been  assuaged;  and  the  social  features  of  Free- 
masonry, which  are  eminently  necessary  to  the  life  and  vi- 
tality of  a  Lodge,  have  been  practiced  in  different  forms  in 
each  Lodge.  Is  it  necessary  for  me,  my  brethren,  to  assure 
you  again  that  I  am  highly  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  these 
gratifying  and  encouraging  facts  to  you? 

That  under  such  conditions  the  work  of  your  Grand  Master 
was  not  laborious  goes  without  saying.  I  have  not  been 
called  upon/ to  render  a  decision,  and  nothing  has  arisen  that 
needed  my  official  interference,  for  which  we  all  have  reason 
to  be  thankful. 

Biographical  sketches  and  portraits  of  six  Past  Grand 
Masters  and  the  Grand  Secretary  accompany  these  Pro- 
ceedings, and  they  add  very  much  to  the  interest  of 
perusal. 

In  his  review  of  Alabama  the  Grand  Secretary  says : 

He  can  see  no  good  reason  why  a  Lodge  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  attend  divine  service  in  regalia.  We,  for  our  part, 
never  could  understand  why  a  Lodge  should  wish  to  wear 
regalia  when  attending  church.  All  samee  girl  with  a 
twenty-dollar  Easter  bonnet — ^too  much  show.  Does  It  not 
look  so  to  you,  Bro.  Titcomb? 

He  apks:  "Bro.  Diehl,  would  you  willingly  be  the  thir- 
teenth guest  at  a  table?"  We  would,  sure  enough,  and  more 
so  if  we  could  select  twelve  other  Masons  to  be  with  us  at 
the  banquet,  one  of  whom  would  be  yourself,  to  act  as  toast- 
master.  We  would  have  the  banquet  on  a  Friday,  walk  to 
the  table  under  a  ladder,  have  the  walls  decorated  with  skulls 
and  cro-sbones,  and  have  thirteen  courses  of  both  eatables 
and  drinkables.  Wouldn't  that  be  Jolly?  Superstition  is  a 
thing  that  never  bothered  us,  not  even  in  the  fatherland, 
where  there  was  plenty  of  it  during  our  youth.

We  copy  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  Board  of  General 
Purposes : 

2.  The  clause  in  the  Board's  report  to  the  December  Com- 
munication, dealing  with  the  question  whether  the  Master's 
light  should  be  extinguished  in  the  third  degree.  haTing  been 
referred  back  to  enable  an  amended  report  to  be  brought  up. 
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the  Board,  after  further  consideration  of  the  matter,  reports 
to  Grand  Lodge  that  it  finds  that  the  ruling  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England  on  the  sugject  is  as  follows: 

"That  the  Master's  light  was  never  to  be  extinguished  while 
the  Lodge  was  open,  nor  was  it  by  any  means  to  be  shaded 
or  obscured,  and  that  no  lanthom  or  other  device  was  to  be 
permitted  as  a  substitute." 

3.  The  Board  reports  with  regard  to  Clause  7  of  its  report 
to  the  December  Communication  concerning  the  installation 
ceremony,  that  in  view  of  the  action  taken  by  the  M.W.  the 
Grand  Master,  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  no  need 
for  further  deliberation  on  its  part  for  the  present. 

4.  The  opinion  of  the  Board  was  asked  whether  it  was 
regular  to  invest  a  brother  as  acting  Warden,  the  brother  ap- 
pointed to  the  office  not  being  present;  the  brother  so  in- 
vested, afterwards  being  invested  as  Inner  Guard.  The  Board 
replied  that  the  investiture  of  the  brother  as  Acting  Warden 
was  irregular. 

The  Board  of  Relief  received  229  applications;  74 
were  refused  and  155  relieved  to  the  extent  of  nearly 
$5,000. 

The  Grand  Lodge  congratulated  the  Grand  Master  on 
his  having  been  placed  in  the  position  of  Premier  of  the 
Colony. 

Other  meetings  were  held  May  15th,  June  19th,  Sep- 
tember i8th  and  December  i8th,  1901.

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  shows  that  he  de- 
voted a  great  deal  of  his  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office, 
and  that  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  conducted 
with  marked  ability.      Three  new  lodges  are  reported. 

The  atheistical  character  of  most  of  the  European 
Continental  Grand  Lodges  is  the  occasion  of  the  follow- 
ing report : 

At  our  last  Qrand  Annual  Communication  the  chairman  of 
this  committee  was,  by  resolution,  instructed  to  correspond 
with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  to  ascertain  the  facts  as 
to  that  Grand  Body  being  in  fraternal  relations  with  the 
Atheistical  Grand  Orient  of  France  and  report  at  this  Com- 
munication. 

Early  in  September  the  order  was  complied  with,  and  in 
reply  we  have  a  very  long  letter  from  the  National  Grand 
Master  and  a  history  of  Belgian  Freemasonry  prepared  for 
the  occasion  by  Brother  Albert  J.  Kruger.  The  letter  is  also 
very  long,  and,  being  evidently  a  translation  from  the  French, 
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the  idiom  renders  it  Tery  difficult  to  read  bo  as  to  be  clearly 
understood.  Both  documents  avow  and  defend  their  rela- 
tions of  fraternity  of  the  closest  character  with  the  Atheisti- 
cal Grand  Orient  of  France,  because  they  derive  their  Ma- 
sonry from  that  source  and  because  Continental  Freemasonry 
is  an  ayowed  political  movement  against  clericalism  and  the 
Church  of  Rome. 

From  many  source?  during  the  year  has  come  indisputable 
proof  that  not  only  Belgium,  but  all  the  Continental  Grand 
liOdges  and  Grand  Orients,  are  equally  inyolved  in  this  int^ 
mate  relation  with  a  Grand  Orient  nowhere  in  English- 
speaking  countries  recognised  as  Masonry  because  it  denies 
the  Mason's  God,  by  having  repealed  all  requirement  of  a  be- 
lief in  a  Supreme  Being. 

Substantially,  the  same  duty  as  the  one  imposed  on  me  by 
your  resolution  of  last  year  was  imposed  on  Brother  Bobbins, 
of  Illinois,  one  of  the  most  learned  Masonic  scholars  in  the 
world,  but  he  was  instructed  to  look  into  the  standing  of  the 
so-called  Craft  all  over  Continental  Europe.  His  report  was 
lengthy  and  exhaustive.  His  conclusion  was  that  there  is  no 
Masonry  of  the  English  or  American  sort  on  the  entire  con- 
tinent He  says  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes 
in  Berlin  is  as  atheistical  as  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  and 
that  the  other  German  Grand  Lodges  set  aside  our  landmark 
of  religious  liberty  and  admit  none  but  Protestant  Christians; 
that  they  do  not  exclude  by  secret  ballot,  but  require  all  black 
balls  avowed  and  Justified  to  the  Master's  satisfaction,  or  else 
they  are  counted  as  white  and  the  candidate  accepted,  no 
matter  how  many  may  have  voted  negatively. 

As  to  the  other  Grand  Bodies,  he  says  that  some  are  ruled 
by  the  so-called  higher  degrees  and  some  by  the  flat  of  politi- 
cal rulers,  and  none  are  independent  or  sovereign  as  to  An- 
cient Craft  Masonry. 

His  conclusion  is  that  English  Sjrmbolic  Masonry  is  the 
Only  real  masonry  and  the  only  sort  that  should  be  recog- 
nized. 

Thia  report  is  placed  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  such 
action  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  without  recommendation. 

This  report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee  of 
three,  who  at  a  subsequent  session  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  adopted,  thus  cutting  off  not  only 
Belgium,  but  also  two  Grand  Lodges  in  Germany  and 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Netherlands  and  Switzerland : 

Your  Special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  special 
report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence, beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

After  reading  the  special  report  referred  to  and  papers 
submitted  therewith  bearing  on  the  Masonic  status  of  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  your  committee  recommends  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  on  account  of  their  close  afiiliation  and  in- 
tercourse with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  the  recognition 
heretofore  extended  to 

The  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium, 
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The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Netherlands, 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Royal  York  of  Friendship,  Berlin. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland, 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Three  Globes,  Berlin, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  rescinded. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  furnish  a  fund  of 
information.  There  are  50  districts,  and  all  reported 
except  two.  There  are  also  four  reports  from  Divi- 
sion Lecturers.  The  Craft  in  Virginia  is  surely  well 
supervised. 

In  his  review  of  Pennsylvania,  Bro.  Joseph  W,  Eg- 
gleston  has  the  following: 

He  replies  at  length  to  what  little  we  had  to  say  in  point- 
ing out  Eome  doubtful  conclusions  as  to  facts  proved  by 
Franklin's  account  book,  and  all  we  have  to  say  Is  that  Mas- 
sachusetts and  Pennsylvania  are  the  two  oldest  Masonic  juris- 
dictions in  America,  except  Virginia,  if  we  ever  discover  evi- 
dences of  a  Lodge  in  Jamestown,  and  we  "reserve  the  point."

Masonry  has  enjoyed  a  substantial  and  healthy 
growth,  and  the  standard  of  excellence  which  should 
characterize  all  Masonic  material  is  being  more  zeal- 
ously respected. 

Four  new  lodges  are  reported,  one  of  them  being  at 
Skagway,  in  Alaska,  called  White  Pass  Lodge. 

As  to  the  proposed  Masonic  Home,  the  majority  of 
the  lodges  failed  to  reply  to  the  inquiries  of  the  com- 
mittee. It  was  decided  to  tax  the  lodges  25  cents  per 
capita  and  $1  for  each  degree  conferred,  the  proceeds 
to  form  a  Home  Fund. 

On  the  subject  of  Foreign  Relations  the  following  re- 
port was  adopted : 

We,  your  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  {whom  was  re- 
ferred that  part  of  our  Grand  Master's  report  relating  to  for- 
eign relations,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  we  have  carefully  examined  into  the  several  matters 
submitted  to  us,  and  on  the  question  of  jurisdiction  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Whereas,  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its  Annual  Communication 
for  the  year  1899,  adopted  a  series  of  resolutions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  explaining  and  making  more  definite  the  position  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  upon  ths  qje£t«on  of  exclusive  territorial 
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jurisdiction,  and  for  the  purpose  of  re-establishing  fraternal 
relations  with  a  number  of  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United 
States;  and, 

Whereas,  it  is  mo£t  desirable  that  this  matter  be  termi- 
nated, and  that  complete  and  perfect  harmony  prevail  be- 
tween the  Grand  Masonic  Bodies  of  the  United  States,  and 
that  there  may  ba  no  further  misunderstanding  or  miscon- 
ception in  regard  to  the  position  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  reiterates  and  reaffirms 
its  adherence  to  the  doctrine  of  unequivocal,  undivided  Grand 
Lodge  sovereignty  and  its  inflexible  purpose  and  determina- 
tion to  support  and  ever  maintain  that  principle  of  Masonic 
law  inherent  in  every  Grand  Lodge,  of  supreme  and  exclusive 
jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  within 
territorial  limits  established  by  its  lawful  authority. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  asserts  the  right  to  deter- 
mine the  question  of  legitimacy  of  Lodges  domiciled  within 
its  territorial  juris  dlctioji.  and  we  concede  the  same  sovereign 
right  and  power  to  the  several  sovereign  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
United  States. 

On  the  question  of  our  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution: 

Whereas,  this  Grand  Lodge  concedes  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  York  has  exclusive  territorial  jurisdiction  within  its 
territorial  limits;  and  whereas,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg 
has  refused  to  recognise  such  exclusive  jurisdiction,  but  has 
recognized  and  chartered  a  Lodge  therein  in  violation  there- 
of; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  LiOdge  does  hereby  withdraw  its 
recognition  from  the  Grand  Lodge  Of  Hamburg. 

On  the  Cuban  question,  your  committee  would  respectfully 
report  that,  since  it  appears  that  this  matter  has  been  happily 
and  amicably  settled  between  the  parties  directly  interested, 
we  therefore  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Bro.  E.  H.'Van 
Patten.      He  reviews  Canada  for  1900  and  has  nothing 
but  good  words  for  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Ma- 
lone.

In  his  sixteenth  report  on  Correspondence,  Bro. 
George  W.  Atkinson  reviews  our  Proceedings  of  1901 
and  is  especially  pleased  with  the  reports  of  our  Dis- 
trict Deputies.  His  remarks  on  Masonic  Homes  have 
our  unqualified  approval: 

Masonic  Homes  have  almoEt  come  to  be  a  fad.  Grand 
Lodges  are  taking  hold  of  them  that  are  wholly  unable  finan- 
cially to  support  them.  This  I  regard  a  serious  mistake/ not 
to  say  a  blunder.  These  Homes  are  very  expensive  to  main- 
tain, and  I  have  invariably  argued  that  no  Grand  Lodge 
should  load  itself  with  one  of  them  until  it  has  a  fairly  good 
fund  set  a-ide  with  which  to  endow  it  By  this  I  do  not 
mean  to  be  written  down  as  an  opponent  of  Masonic  Homes. 
On  the  contrary,  I  regard  such  institutions  as  the  highest 
type  of  Masonic  charity.  The  idea  I  mean  to  convey  is  that 
a  Grand  Lodge  can  much  more  easily,  cheaply  and  safely  pro- 
vide for  its  helpless  brethren,  their  widows  and  orphans,  by 
sending  .them  to  private  or  public  elemosynary  institutions 
already  in  existence,  than  to  build  Homes  for  them,  unless 
said  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  have  piled  up  a  large 
sized  sum  of  money  with  which  to  insure  a  continuance  of 
their  existence. 

Another  idea  I  wish  to  suggest,  and  that  is  the  time  and 
tendencies  in  which  we  live  are  shaping  up  strongly  against 
the  policy  of  massing  children  and  young  people  together  in 
public  homes.  The  common  sense  plan,  and  by  far  the 
cheaper  one,  is  to  find  individual  homes  for  the  children  and 
thus  bring  them  up  surrounded  with  the  blessings  of  the  true 
home  life,  which  shapes  the  child's  life  for  future  usefulness 
and  good  citizenship.  Statistics  show  that  one-tenth  of  the 
families  of  the  XJnited  States  are  barren,  consequently  it  is  a 
very  easy  matter  to  find  families  that  will  take  all  of  the  Ma- 
sonic waifs  that  are  thrown  out  upon  the  beggardly  elements 
of  the  world.  To  eay  the  least,  I  am  persuaded  that  this  im- 
portant subject  should  be  carefully  considered  by  the  weak 
Grand  Ledges  that  are  now  burning  up  with  the  Masonic 
Home  fever.

The  remarks  of  the  Grand  Master  on  the  death  of 
their  beloved  Grand  Secretary  are  so  eloquently  appro- 
priate that  we  must  copy  them  in  full : 

After  thirty-six  years  of  multifarious  activity,  after  eigh- 
teen years  of  unyielding  devotion  to  the  craft  of  Masonry,  this 
splendid  man,  the  patriotic  citizen,  the  beloved  husband  and 
father,  this  brave  and  true  heart,  this  knightly  soul,  slept  at 
the  conquered  goal  of  his  journey,  and  the  proclamation  that 
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John  Warren  Laflin  was  dead  fell  like  the  pall  of  nlsht  oa  the 
ranks  of  the  hundreds  of  his  admirers  and  frienda  and  lis- 
sonic  brethren  in  this  State  and  sister  jurisdictions  with  la- 
mentable sadness. 

Not  in  the  morning  of  life,  nor  yet  at  the  sunset  of  ripened 
age,  but  in  the  meridian  of  noble  manhood,  this  admirable 
character,  this  friend  and  brother  whom  we  all  loved  sank  to 
rest,  and  the  book  of  his  life  was  finished. 

I  sea  him  to-day  as  I  saw  him  a  year  ago,  standing  here, 
pale  and  haggard,  with  the  grim  monster  death  written  upon 
every  lineament  of  that  manly  face.  Tet  he  never  murmured, 
he  never  faltered.  With  unfaltering  cheer,  with  inflexible 
resolution,  this  generous  heart  stood  in  our  midst  at  his  post 
of  duty,  and,  with  his  impressive  nature,  in  the  old  way  com- 
manded our  admiration  and  love  for  his  devotion  to  us  and 
the  Craft  whom  he  had  served  so  faithfully  for  seventeen 
long  years. 

Oh,  he  was  so  rich  in  good  fellowship  and  noble  lessons; 
so  remarkable  in  many  ways  by  his  achievement  and  toil;  yet 
the  great  fund  of  knowledge  hidden  in  the  storehouse  of  his 
active  brain  when  brought  in  contact  with  the  intellectual 
forces  of  other  men  commanded  respect  and  veneration. 

He  possessed  the  rare  gift  of  good  humor,  and  his  heart 
bubblsd  over  with  wholesome  wit  that  was  so  happily  ex- 
pressed that  it  always  drew  about  him  a  circle  of  friends  who 
were  charmed  into  a  tender  and  lifelong  attachment. 

In  the  line  of  duty  he  was  faithful  and  persistent.  He 
never  shirked  a  duty  or  deserted  a  friend.  His  acts  were 
manly  and  his  good  deeds  will  live  in  memory  never  to  be 
forgotten.  Courageous  spirit,  the  love  God  set  in  his  gener- 
ous heart  he  has  left  us  as  a  heritage. 

He  has  passed  out  of  this  life  as  a  star  pales  and  vanishes 
out  of  the  sky,  as  a  sail  fades  out  of  sight  beyond  the  far 
horizon,  as  a  tired  wave  glides  up  a  little  way  on  the  sand, 
breaks  there  in  a  little  foam,  and  slips  back  to  become  again 
an  undistinguishable  portion  of  the  sea. 

"  How  sweet  a  life  was  his,  how  sweet  a  death! 

Living  to  fill  the  day  with  happy  hours; 
Dying  to  leave  a  memory  like  the  breath  of  summer 

Full  of  sunshine  and  of  fiowers; 
A  grief  and  gladness  in  the  atmosphere." 

Appreciative  mention  of  a  man  after  he  is  dead  is 
very  common,  but  Bro.  Rogers  also  believes  in  the  good 
eflFect  of  words  of  praise  to  deserving  humanity  while 
the  individuals  are  yet  able  to  feel  gratified  at  the  recog- 
nition of  their  labors.  The  corps  of  correspondence 
men  seldom  have  cause  to  rejoice  in  this  respect,  and 
Bro.  Rogers  has  earned  their  undying  gratitude.  The 
inspiration  for  the  above  comes  frorti  the  following  ex- 
tract from  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master : 

Bmerson  says:  "Nature  hits  the  mark  once  in  a  million 
throes."  Interpreted,  that  one  out  of  every  million  of  God's 
children  who  are  ushered  into  the  world  are  geniuses.      Ma- 
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Bonry  needs  men  to-day  of  genius,  leaders;  men  of  individuality 
and  heroic  mold,  whose  intellectual  acumen  is  stamped  upon 
every  environment  that  surrounds  them.  She  needs,  too, 
strong,  manly  men,  whose  every  fiber  and  lineament  of  char- 
acter represent  righteousness  and  godliness.  She  needs  such 
men  to-day  because  in  every  avenue  and  activity  of  life  there 
are  to  be  seen  evidences  of  a  higher  and  nobler  conception  of 
human  ambitions,  along  lines  that  suggest  a  more  ennobling 
manhood.  While  the  scholars  and  thinkers  of  Masonic 
philosophy  have  kept  pace  with  the  best  in  many  of  these 
relaUons,  yet  the  opportunities  and  possibilities  of  this  class 
of  men  among  the  Craft,  who  have  lent  prominence  and  sta- 
bility, dignity  and  character  to  the  institution  of  Masonry, 
are  deserving  of  encouragement  While  it  may  be  too  much 
to  claim  that  the  institution  of  Masonry  is  more  exalted  than 
all  other  fraternal  organizations,  it  may  be  truthfully  said  of 
it  that  all  other  fraternal  organisations  have  drawn  their  in- 
spiration and  wisdom  from  it 

Our  sister  jurisdictions,  like  our  own,  have  always  attracted 
men  to  it  pre-eminent  in  every  walk  of  life,  many  of  whom 
have  lent  lustre  to  the  Fraternity.  The  Jurisprudence  and 
literature  of  Masonry  to-day  has  taken  foremost  rank  because 
of  the  eminent  talent  and  genius  of  these  men.  In  looking 
about  us  to  find  that  meed  of  praise  due  those  who  have 
directed  this  intelligent  research  of  our  philosophy  and 
science,  there  are  none  more  able  and  painstaking  than  those 
who  occupy  the  honored  and  distinguished  position  of  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  They 
are  the  brightest  men  in  the  Fraternity.  They  are  students, 
the  men  who  bum  the  midnight  oil,  the  chroniclers  of  its 
best  thought,  men  who  direct  our  Craft  of  State  and  keep  her 
from  drifting  upon  the  shoals  and  rocks,  who  know  the  com- 
pass and  chart  of  Masonry  and  keep  us  to  our  ancient  and 
traditional  moorings. 

At  the  feet  of  these  men  I  desire  to  lay  my  tribute  of  rec- 
ognition and  fealty.  Their  thought  is  the  golden  chain  in 
the  great  woof  and  warp  of  our  Masonic  enlightenment  If 
Homer  was  charged  to  sing  of  beauty,  and  whose  poetry  has 
gone  through  history  to  cultivate  human  thought;  Phidias, 
who  was  the  delight  and  culture  of  the  ages;  Plato,  whose 
philosophy  has  been  the  education  of  the  scholar  and  thinker; 
Dante,  whose  mighty  nature  moved  out  to  stronger  measure 
in  poems  that  can  never  die,  then  surely,  with  no  intent  of 
fulsome  praise  or  laudation  immodest,  but  with  just  discrimi- 
nation and  appreciation,  I  place  the  laurel  wreath  and  crown 
upon  the  heads  of  these  men,  who  are  the  writers  and  think- 
ers, and  who  give  stability  to  our  Masonic  character  and  lend 
a  charm  to  our  Masonic  literature. 

The  Craft  in  Wisconsin  is  flourishing,  the  true  spirit 
of  Freemasonry  prevails  and  its  dignity  and  character 
are  maintained.  Three  new  lodges  are  reported. 
Schools  of  Instruction  have  been  generally  appreciated 
and  more  generally  attended.  Good  fellowship  and 
fraternal  feeling  is  universal. 

Western  Australia  was  recognized.      Costa  Rica  and 
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the  Valley  of  Mexico  are  to  be  reported  on  next  year. 

The  compensation  of  the  Chairman  of  Correspond- 
ence was  increased  to  $300. 

Bro.  Melvin  L.  Youngs,  who  has  been  Grand  Lec- 
turer for  the  very  long  term  of  44  years,  was  retired 
from  active  service  at  his  own  request.  The  Grand 
Lodge  properly  rewarded  his  faithful  services  by  mak- 
ing him  Custodian  of  the  Work  at  a  salary  of  $500  per 
year. 

In  his  review  of  Canada  for  1900,  Bro.  Aldro  Jenks 
takes  a  different  view  of  the  printing  of  the  reports  of 
the  District  Deputies : 

Two  hundred  and  forty  pages  of  the  Proceedlnss  are  taken 
up  by  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and 
this  is  about  the  average  number  in  that  Jurisdiction.  They 
seldom  contain  anything  of  general  interest  We  venture  to 
assert  that  outside  of  the  printer  and  proof  reader  there  are 
not  ten  persons  in  the  jurisdiction  that  ever  reads  aU  of  them. 
Some  time  ago  the  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was 
cut  down  on  the  score  of  economy,  and  one  of  the  best  writ- 
ers in  the  Guild  was  seriously  handicapped  in  his  efforts. 
We  dislike  to  meddle  in  our  neighbors'  afCairs,  but  we  would 
suggest  the  propriety  of  leaving  out  these  reports  and  turn- 
ing the  space  and  money  over  to  Bro.  Robertson.  We  think 
he  could  make  better  use  of  both. 

We  regret  that  sickness  kept  the  Grand  Secretary  from  at- 
tending this  communication,  and  Join  with  the  brethren  in  the 
wish  that  he  may  have  improved  health,  strength  and  vigor. 

As  already  noted,  Bro.  Henry  Robertson  is  the  Correspond- 
ence writer  for  our  Canadian  brethren.  Bro.  R.  is  always 
as  pleasant  and  genial  as  a  May  morning,  and  has  something 
interesting  to  write.

The  Grand  Master  reports  general  prosperity  in  the 
subordinate  lodges,  not  only  in  growth  but  also  in  finan- 
cial and  Masonic  standing.  He  opened  three  new 
lodges.  His  trip  to  two  of  these  lodges  was  a  long  and 
hard  journey.  It  took  nearly  two  weeks  to  make  it, 
and  a  ride  of  nearly  500  miles  over  a  hot,  dusty  road. 

On  sundry  requests  for  recognition  the  following  re- 
port was  adopted : 

First    Tour  committee  finds  that  the  Grand  Dieta  of  Hexi- 
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CO  has  ceased  to  exist,  and  if  in  existence  good  policy  dictates 
that  recognition  should  be  refused.  In  connection  with  it 
your  committee  finds  that  Masonry  in  Mexico  is  in  a  chaotic 
state,  that  giave  doubts  exist  as  to  the  legitimacy  of  any 
Grand  Lodge  in  that  country,  of  which  there  are  several,  each 
claiming  to  be  the  only  legitimate  body,  and  charging  that  the 
others  are  illegitimate  and  clandestine.  Factional  differ- 
ences, connection  with  politics  and  other  existing  conditons 
not  in  common  with  the  Masonry  of  any  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
country  are,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  sufficient  to 
bar  recognition  of  any  Mexican  Grand  Body  until  such  time 
as  legitimacy  can  be  established  beyond  question,  direct  con- 
nection with  politics  entirely  and  permanently  eliminated, 
and  united  action  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  is  secured. 
Your  committee  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  requests  for  recognition  of  all  Grand 
LfOdges  In  Mexico  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  refused  until 
Masonic  conditions  change  in  that  country. 

MANIFESTO   GRAND   ORIKNT  OF   EGYPT. 

Second.  Regarding  the  paper  entitled  "Manifesto  of  the 
National  Grand  Orient  of  Egypt,"  your  committee  is  not  in 
possession  of  sufficient  data  whereby  to  determine  whether 
or  not  said  manifesto  applies  to  the  Grand  Orient  or  Grand 
Lodge  of  Egypt  recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  an  early 
date.    Your  committee  recommends  adoption  of  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  institute  inquiry  and  ascertain  the  true  condition 
of  legitimate  Masonry  in  Egypt,  if  any,  and  present  the  in- 
formation obtained  to  its  Grand  Lodge  at  next  annual. 

GRAND  LODGE  OF  WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

Third.  This  Grand  Lodge  solicits  official  and  fraternal  re- 
cognition based  upon  the  regularity  of  the  Lodges  (English 
constitutions)  composing  it,  and  also  claiming  regularity  in 
its  organisation.  Your  committee  finds  that  it  has  been 
recognised  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  a  number  of 
others,  whilst  a  number  have  deferred  action  for  further  in- 
formation. There  appears  to  be  another  Grand  Body  in 
same  territory  organized  shortly  prior  to  the  one  under  con- 
sideration, also  that  the  thirty-one  Lodges  (Scottish  constitu- 
tions) now  working  thereunder  in  the  same  territory  have 
not  given  In  their  adhesion  to  either  of  said  Grand  Lodges. 
Under  the  circumstances  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  situation  in  Western  Australia  at  this  time  does  not 
commend  itself  favorably  and  therefore  the  following  is  of- 
fered for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  request  for  recognition  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  which  was  organized  on  the  11th 
day  of  October,  1899,  with  Sir  Gtorard  Smith  as  Grand  Master, 
be  laid  over  and  action  deferred  thereon  until  next  annual 
communication  or  such  time  as  will  permit  further  and  ample 
Information  to  be  obtained. 
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INTBRNATIONAL  OFFICE  FOR  FURTHERANCE   OF  MASONIC 
RELATIONS. 

Four.  This  document  is  issued  by  or  under  the  aospieei 
oC  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  ("Alpena"),  a  l>ody  never  recog- 
nised by  this  Grand  Lodge.  Leaving  out  the  question  of  the 
advisability  of  establishing  such  an  office,  which  your  com- 
mittee deems  of  doubtful  propriety,  this  Grand  Lodge  could 
not  consistently  agree  to  become  a  party  to  and  connected 
with  the  office  or  assenting  thereto  for  the  reason  that  we 
have  never  entered  into  fraternal  relations  with  any  of  the 
Grand  Bodies  appearing  in  the  list  of  those  that  have  an- 
swered affirmatively,  whilst  one  of  them  is  under  the  ban  of 
non-intercourse,  another  is  of  doubtful  regularity,  and  one  or 
two  are  held  to  be  clandestine  everywhere  in  this  country. 
In  view  of  all  this  your  committee  recommends  the  adoption 
of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  respectfully  declines  to 
enter  into  the  plan  of  establishing  such  office  or  become  a 
party  thereto. 

GRAND  LODGES    COSTA  RICA,   PORTO  RICO   AND  GRAND   ORIENT  OF 
BELGIUM  REQUEST  RECOGNITION. 

Five.  The  new  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and  Porto 
Rico  appear  to  be  regular.  Tour  committee  is,  however,  of 
the  opinion  that  in  such  territory  as  they  occupy  many  condi- 
tions exist  which  are  subversive  of  regular  Masonry  as  we 
hold  the  latter  in  this  countiy.  Therefore  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  further  information  regarding  said  Grand  Lodges 
and  other  matters  pertinent  thereto,  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  action  on  their  requests  should  be  deferred. 

As  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  recognition  should  be  refused  for  the  reason 
that  from  present  information  at  hand  it  is  not  a  supreme 
governing  body  having  complete  and  permanent  control  of 
the  three  Graft  degrees,  as  the  Supreme  Council,  under  an 
agreement  between  the  two,  only  conditionally  released  such 
control  and  can  abrogate  such  agreement  >at  any  time;  and 
for  the  further  reason  that  said  Grand  Orient  is  in  close  com- 
munion and  fraternal  intercourse  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
France,  which  is  under  the  ban  of  non-intercourse  by  this 
and  all  other  Grand  Lodges  in  this  country.  Tour  committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  before  recognition  is  granted,  said 
Orient  should  establish  the  fact  that  it  has  complete,  perma- 
nent and  untrammelled  control  of  said  Craft  degrees  and  that 
it  has  purged  itself  completely  from  any  connection  with  said 
Grand  Orient  of  France.  Tour  committee  therefore  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  requests  for  recognition  by  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and  Porto  Rico  be  held  in  abeyance  for 
further  and  satisfactory  information. 

Resolved,  That  for  reasons  stated  in  report,  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Belgium  is  hereby  refused.

OTHER   DOCUMENTS. 

Six.  As  to  certain  other  documents  not  proper  to  enume- 
rate which  have  been  referred  to  your  committee,  it  only 
seems  necessary  with  one  exception  to  call  attention  to  the 
fact  that  they  are  emanations  from  unrecognized,  irregular 
and  clande&tlne  bodies  with  which  this  Grand  Liodge^  has 
nothing  in  common,  and  they  should  receive  no  attention  from 
this  Grand  Body.  Tour  committee  finds  that  the  document 
excepted  is  a  request  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  interfere  by 
protest  with  the  legislation  of  a  sister  Grand  Lodge  on  a  ques- 
tion over  which  it  has  sole  control  within  its  territory.  A 
protest  in  such  case  would  be  a  wanton  act  of  discourtesy, 
ta  Eay  the  least,  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Tour 
committee  therefore  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolred,  That  any  consideration  whateyer  of  the  subject 
matter  contained  In  any  of  said  documents  is  highly  inex- 
pedient, and  that  your  committee  be  discharged  from  any 
further  consideration  of  such  and  those  of  similar  character. 

Bro.  William  L.  Kuykendall  presented  his  sixteenth 
report  on  Correspondence.  It  is  prefaced  with  an  ex- 
cellent photo  of  our  old  friend.  Canada  for  1900  re- 
ceives kindly  mention.      His  conclusion  is  good : 

Within  the  last  fifty  years  we  have  seen  our  country  ex- 
pand from  the  Missouri  river  to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific,  and 
assisted  in  laying  the  foundation  of  four  States  on  the  Great 
American  Desert  as  represented  on  maps  when  we  were  a 
boy.  Along  with  all  this  and  the  wonderful  inventions  dur- 
ing that  time,  we  have  seen  Masonry  expand  in  like  manner. 
Necessarily  changes  during  this  century  must  be  of  a  different 
character.  May  they  all  be  for  the  betterment  of  mankind, 
and  may  Masonry  be  one  of  the  main  factors  in  shaping  such 
changes  for  the  good  of  the  human  race  is  and  will  be  our 
parting  wish  when  the  time  comes  for  our  passing  over  the 
river  to  those  who  have  gone  before.  Until  then  we  hope 
to  be  blessed  with  health  and  strength  to  assist  in  advancing 
the  interests  of  Masonry  and  of  the  community  and  State  in 
which  we  live,  at  all  times  advocating  what  we  believe  to  be 
right  and  dissenting  from  wro9g  and  injustice  as  we  see  it.
